waAeqaw H E Title alone of this Hiſtory ſeems to recommend the ſame more than 


any Preface could do ; inaſmuch as, profeſſing to dednce things from 
Je the Creation of the World, to reach as high as the Reign of Nero, and 
LE to derive the greateſt part of its Relations from the Records of the Old 
I ,s Teſtament, it zmplies that no other can equal it, in Antiquity, in Con- 
SES. tinance, and in Authority. © - | ; 
I SY SPREE But that which further renders it (after the Holy Scripture ) prefe- 
I rable to all other Hiſtories, is, That whereas thoſe have no other ground- 
Y work but the AFions of Men, this repreſents to ws the Aions of God himſelf. There js ſeen 
reſplendent every where in it his Power, his Government, his Goodneſs, and his Juſtice. His 
Power opens Seas,and divides Rivers to givea dry paſſage to whole Armies, and cauſe the Walls 
of the ſtrongeſt Cities to fall down without battery. His Government regulates all things, 
and gives ſuch Laws as may be ſtil d the Fountain from which has been drawn whatever wiſ- 
dom there is in the World. His Goodneſs makes to fall from Heaven, and to iſſue from the 
boſom of Rocks, wherewith to ſatisfie the Hunger, and allay the Thirſt of a great People in 
the drieſt Deſarts. And all the Elements being as the Miniſters of the Decrees which his 
Juſtice pronounces, the Water deſtroys by a Deluge thoſe which it condemms, the Fire con- 
ſumes them, the Air overthrows them by its Tempeſts, and the Earth opens it ſelf to devour 
them. His Prophets foretel nothing, but they confirm the ſame by Miracles. They who com- 
-H mand his Armies, undertake nothing but they atchieve it. And the Leaders of his People, be- 
ing fill'd with his Spirit, a@ like Angels rather than Men. * 
| Moſes alone may be a Proof of all this. Never did ſo many eminent Qualities meet to- 
gether in one Perſon Nor did God ever ſhew in any Man under the Old Law, ſince the Fall 
of the Firſt, how high the perfeFion of a Creature may riſe, whom he vouchſafes to accumulate 
with his favors. Wherefore, ſince a great part of this Hiſtory may in ſome ſort be faid to be 
the Work, of that incomparable Lawgiver, becauſe the ſame is wholly taken out of him, it ought 
to be read not only with Eſteem, but alſo with Reſpe&; and the ſequel to the end of what is 
contained in the Bible deſerves no leſs, in regard it was difated by the ſame Spirit of God 
which guided the Pen of Moſes when he writ the five firſt Books of the ſacred Hiſtory. 
But moreover, what might not be ſaid of thoſe admirable Patriarchs, Abraham, Iſaac, and 
Jacob ; of David that great both King and Prophet, who deſerv'd the unequal Elogium, of 
being a Man according to God's own heart ; of Jonathan, that moſt accompliſht Prince, whoſe 
ſoul the Scripture ſaith was inſeparably ty'd to that of that hely King of the illuſtrions Mac- 
cabees, whoſe Piety, equal to their Courage, effeFed an union of the Supreme Power attending 
Rozalty, with the moſt Sacred Fun@ions of the High- Prieſthood; and laſily of Joſeph, of 
Joſhua, of Giffeov, ard of divers others, who may paſs for perfe# Models of Virtue, Con- | 
du@, and Valor 2 If the Heroes of Pagan Antiquity never atchievd any thing comparable to 
theſe Heroes of God's People, whoſe Aftions might paſs for Fables, if it were not impiety to re- 
fuſe credit to them, there is no reaſon to wonder, ſince thoſe Heathens had only humane Force; 
but the hands of thoſe whom God choſe to fight under his Comand, were armi'd with his invin- 
cible help : and the example of Deborah, ſhews that even a Woman may become, in a moment, 
a great General of an Army. | | | 
Now if the Favors wherewith God cheriſhes thoſe that are his, ought to induce Monarchs 
not to truſt but in his aſſiſtance, the dreadful Puniſhments which he executes on thoſe that lean 
on their own ſtrength, oblige them to tremble 3 and the rejeFion of Saul,and divers other great 
Princes, inſtru#s them, by the terrible repreſentationof their & all, to have recourſe to God, 
that they may eſcape the like misfortunes. . +

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Yet not only Princes, but Princeſſes alſoway find in this Bookexamples both to avoid and to 
imitate. @ucen Jezabel 3s a dijmal one both of inipiety and puniſhment. And Queen 
Eſther zs a rare one of all the perfetions, and of all the rewards which can render the virtue 
and felicity of a great and holy Princeſs admir'd. 

If great Perſonages find jo great Examples here to lead them to avoid Vice and embrace Vir- 
tue, there is no perſon of any condition wi.at ſover but may profit likewiſe by jo uſeful a Book, 
"Tis of general benefit for all, ſo proper to i»prin4 a »+ſpef of the Divine Majeſty, by the view 
of ſo many effe& s of his infinite Power, and «© 1" ador able Providence, that his heart muſt be 
very hard that is not affected therewith. | 

And how can Chriſtians but be mov/d with juch a holy reſpe@, ſince the ſame Hiſtory teaches 
5, that thoje illuſtrious and ſo celebrated Conquerers, Cyrus, Darius and Alexander, though 
Tdolaters, could not forbear having a Feneration for the Majeſty and the Ceremonies of that 
Temple which was but a F ignre of the Chriſtian Church, 

But if this Hiſtory be ſo excellent in it ſelf, it n:uſi be confeſs'd that no man was ſo fit to 
write it,as he that gave it both to his own Age and to Poſtcrity. For who could be better inform'd 
of the Cuſtoms and Manners of the Jews, than a Jew? Ito could be better inſlrufed of all 
the Ceremonies and Obſervations of the Law, than a Pricjt 2 }i ho could better relate the Events 
of ſo many Wars, than a great Captain £ And who could better comprehend things, and make 

judicious RefleFions upon them, than a man of great Yuality, and 4 great States-man £ Now 
all theſe qualifications concenter in Jolephus. He was a Jew by birth. He was not only a 
Prieſt, but of the firſt of the four and twenty races of the Prieſts, who held the chief rank, 
amongſt thoſe of their Nation. He was deſcended from the Aſmonzan Kings. His great 
Exploits in War had made him admir'd even by the Romans. 4nd the ſeveral great Employ- 
ments, of which he ſo worthily acquitted himſelf, leave no room to doubt of his experience int 
Afﬀairs. KN | 

SHR Fits Life written by himſelf, join'd with his Hiſtory of the Jewiſh Wars, make him 
ſufficiently known. And as for bis manner of writing, 1 think it needleſs to commend it, ſince 
this Work manifeſts it ſo excellent every where ; particularly in the Nineteenth Book, where he 
relates the AFions and Death of the Emperour Caligula, which zo Roman Author has done ſo 
accnrately ; 1 think I way ſay without fear, that there is not in Tacitus any Hiſtory which ſur- 
paſſes that eloquent .and judicious Narration,, I know ſome will wonder, that after having 
mention'd the greateſs Miracles, he diminiſhes the belief of them, by ſaying, That he leaves 
every man at liberty to have ſuch opinion thereof as he thinks fit. But in my judgment 
he does it only on this account, That having compas d this Hiſtory chiefly for the Greeks and 
Romans, 4s 'tzs eafie to gather, by his writing the ſame in Greek, and not in Hebrew, he fear d 
their incredulity would render it ſuſpeFed to them, if be affirm'd poſitively the truth of things 
which ſeem'd to them impoſſible. 

But whatever Reaſon induc'd bim to uſe that Caution, 1 pretend not to defend him either in 
thoſe places, or any others, where he is not conformable to the Bible. This alone is the Divine 
Fountain of written 1ruths, which cannot be ſought elſewhere without hazard of Error; and 
one caunot excuſe himſelf from condemning whatever is found contrary thereunto. 1 do it 
with all my heart 5 and there is no perſon bat ought to doit, in order to read this excellent 
Hiſtory with ſatisfaFion, and without ſcruple. 

Neither yet do I pretend to juſtifie this Author, in ſome places where he ſpeaks of the ſeveral 
ſorts of Government ; nor as to ſome other particular ſentiments, whichno body is oblig'd to 
follow. Nor do] engage my ſelf in any matter of Criticiſm,tbe conteſts whereof I leave to ſach 
4s are exercir d in that ſort of ſtudy. 


If in ſome places, as amongſt others, in the deſcription of the Tabernacle, and of the Table of 


Shew-bread, ſome difference be found between this [ranſlation and the Greek, the cauſe there- 
of is, that thoſe paſſages are ſo corrupted in the Greek 1ext, that all I could do, was to bring 


theminto the condition wherein they are. 


IT. Of the Hiſtory of the Jewiſh War againſt the Romans, &c. 


If the Hiſtory of the Jews, advarces its Author into the rank of the beſt Hiſtorians, tis 
plain that in that of their War againſt the Romans, ke has jurpaſs'd himſelf. Several reaſons 
have concurr'd to render this Hiſtory a Maſter-piece;, the greatneſs of the Subje& 5 the ſenti- 
ments excited in his breaſt, by the ruine of his Couutrey; and the ſhare he had in the moſt con- 
ſtderable Events of that bloody War. For what other SubjeFs can equal this great Siege, 
which manifeſted to all the Earth, that one City alone wonld have been the Rock. of the Ro- 
man Glory, had ot God, for puniſhment of its ſins, overthrowatt by the ſtorms of his wrath? 
What ſentiments of Grief can be more lively, than thoſe of a Jew, and of a Prieſt, who ſaw 
ſubverted the Laws of his own Nation, whereof no other was ever ſo jealous, and that magnifi-

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cent Temple, the: objeit of his devotion aud of his zeal, reduced to aſhes ?. And what greater 


 intere# can an Hiſtorian have in his Work, than-zo be obliged to bring into it the Principal 


Adtions of his own Life ;.avd t9 labour for his own G(ory, by an unflattering advancement 
of that of the Conquerors 3 and by acquitting himſelf at the ſame tinte\ of what he owed to 
the generoſity of thofe two' excellent Princes Veſpaſiat avd Titus ,\#6.mbows the honour 6 F 
having finiſhed this great War mardwe:) ot 5 £6 2295.13 oh Coen Lbnh 
But foraſmuch as there are ſo many remarkable Otcurrences in thit. Hiſtory, I vhinh to do 
the Readers a pleaſure, . in preſenting them here with an _Abſtra*t thereuf, from which general 
Idea they may afterwards proceed to the particulars depending thereupois, Nt is divided into 
even Books.

The firit Book, and the ſecond, to the twenty eighth Chapter, ave an abridament of the

In the beginnins of the third Book, Joſephus ſhews the conſternation of the Emperor Nero 
pon this ill ſucceſs of his Arms, which was likely to ay he with a revolt of all the Eaſt y 
and how caſting his eyes on all ſides, he found only Velpaſian fit to bear. the weight of ſo im- 
portant a War , and accordingly gave him the condutt thereof. | Ele relates afterwards in 
what manner this great Captain, accompanied with Titus his ſon, entred into Galilee, where- 
of our Author himſelf was Governor, and beſieged him in Jotapat ; where, after the greate## 
reſiſtance imaginable , he was taken and led Priſoner ta Veipaſian : ayd how Titus took di: 
vers other places, and performed actions of incredible valor, © _ | EEE. 
The fourth Book brings in Veſpaſian conquering the reſt of. Galilee ; the Jews beginning 
to tumultuate in Jeruſalem, the Fattions, who took the name of Zealots, becoming Maſters of 
the Temple under the condutt of John of Gifcala , Ananus the High-Prieit ſtirring up the 
people to beſiege them there ; the Idumzans coming to their aſſiſtance , exerciſing horrible 
cruelties , and afterwards retiring ; Veſpaſian taking ſundry places. in Judea, blocking up 
Jeruſalem, 7 order to beſiege it ; and S——_ that deſign, by reaſon of the troubles riſen 
in the Empire, before and after the death of the Emperors. Nero, Galba a4 Otho ; Simon, 
ſon of Gioras, another Head of the Fattions, received by the people into Jeruſalem ; Vitel- 
lius, who had ſcized upon the Empire after Otho's death, . rendring himſelf odious and 'con- 
temprible for his cruelty and debauchery ; the Army commanded by Veſpalian,” declaring hins 
Emperor : And laſtly, Vitellius aſſaſſinated at Rome, - after the defeat of his Forces , by 
Antonius Primus, who had embraced Veſpaſian's party. | ' 
The fifth Book relates. how a third Fattion, of which Eleazar was Head , was formed in 
Teruſalem ; That afterwards thoſe three Faitions were again reduced to two , and in what 
manner they made War one againſt another. It contains alſo the deſcription /, Jeruſalem, of 


the Towers Hippicos, Phazael azd4 Mariamne, of the Caſtle Antonia Kru Ci fo , of 


the High-Prieſt, and of ſundry other remarkable things ; the Siege of that great City formed 
by Titus ; the incredible Works , and prodigious Exploits .of Valor do _both ſides ; 
the grievous Famine wherewith the City was afflicted , and the ſtrange Cruelties of the 


Factions. 


The ſixth Book repreſents the horrid miſeries whereinto Jeruſalem was reduced ; the con- 


tinuation of the Siege with the ſame ardor as before ; and how, after many Fights, Titus ha- 
ving forced the firit and ſecond wall of the City, took and ruined the Caſtle of Antonia, aud 
aſſaulted the Temple which was burnt, notwithſtanding all this Prince could ao to prevent it ; 


and how at laft he became Maſter of all the re#f. 


It the ſeventh and laſt of theſe Books , "tis ſhewed how Titus cauſed Jeruſalem to be dc- 
ſtroved , ſaving only the Towers Hippicos , Phazael a4 Mariamne : In what manner he 
commended and rewarded his Army ; what Spectacles he gave to the Nations of Syria ; what 
horrible Perſecutions were exerciſed upon the Jews in ſeveral Cities; with what incredible 
Joy the Emperor Veſpaſian, and Titus, who was declared Cziar, were received into Rome ; 
what a magnificent Triumph they made ; how the Caſttes of Herodion, Macheron, ad Maſ- 
ſada, the ozly places remaining to the Jews in Judea, were taken ; and bow thoſe that de+ 


fended this laſt, all killed themſelves with their Wives and Children. OE

[o noble, ſtrong and perſwaſrve, always reſtrained within their ovn{ubjerf , and proportioned 


both to the perſons to ſpeak, and to thoſe that are ſpoken unto. | 
eover , can the judement and faithfulnef of this Hiſtorian be too much commended, 
for the moderation which he uſes betwees the praiſes deſerved by the Romans for finiſhing 
ſo great a War, and thoſe due to the Jews for having withſtood the ſame , although van- 
wiſhed at laft, with invincible conrage ? ſo that neither his gratitude for the, obligations he 
ad to Veſpaſian and Titus, nor. his love for his Conntry , biaff'd him contrary to juſtice 
more o# the one ſide than the other.  - EO | | 
. But that which I account mo#t eſtimable in him, ts, that he never, fails 4p03 any occaſion to 
praiſe Virtue, to.reprehend Vice, and. to make excellent refletFions.npon the admirable Provi- 
dence of God, and upon the fear which we ought to have of his dreadful judgments. 

* It may be boldly affirmed, That never was ſeen a greater example thereof, than the rnine of 
that ungrateful Nation, of that proud City, and of that venerable Temple ; ſince although the 
Romans were Maſters of the World, and that this Siege was the work of one of the greateif 
Princes they glory to have had for Emperors, the power of this vittorious people, and the heyoi- 
cal valor of Titus, would have in vain undertaken this deſign, if God had ot choſen them to 


be the excecntioners of his juſtice. The blood of his Son ſhed , the moit horrid of all crimes, 


was the only true canſe of the ruing of that unhappy City. The heavy hand: of God npon that 
wretched people, canſed that hom terrible ſoever the War was that aſſaulted them without , it 
was yet much more dreadful within, by the cruelty of thoſe unnatural Jews, who more like De- 
wvils than Men, deſtroyed by the Sword and the Famine, of which they were the Authors, 
TIo0000 perſons ; ad reduced the remainder to that paſs, that they could hope for ao [afety 
but from thetr Enemies, by caſting themſelves into the arms of the Romans. Such prodigiowus 
effects of vengeance for the death of a God, might paſf for incredible with thoſe who have not 
the happineſs ta be enlightned with the light of the Goſpel, if they. were not related by a Man of 
that very ſame Nation, as conſiderable as Jolephus was , for his Birth, for his quality of 


. Priest, and for his Virtue. And methinks "tis viſible, that God minding to make uſe of his 


teſtromony toauthorize ſuch 1 truths, preſerved him by a miracle, when after the ta- 
king of Jolaphat , of forty which were retired with him into a Cave , the lot being cat [9 
often to know who ſhould be ſlain firft, he only and one other remained alive. 

This ſhews that this Hiſtorian is to be conſidered with a different reſpett from all others, 


| fince whereas they relate only humane Events , although dependent ox the orders of the Su- 


eme Providence, it appears that God caſt his eye upon him to make him ſubſervient to the 
greateſt of his deſigns. 

For we mu# not only conſider the deſtruttion of the Jews as the moſt dreadful effect that 
ever. was of Gods juſtice, and as the mot diſmal image of the vengeance which he will exer- 
cife at the laſt diy againit the Reprobate ;. we muſt alſo behold it as one of the mo#t illuſtrious 
proofs which it hath pleaſed him to give men of the Divinity of his Son ; inaſmuch as this 
prodigious Event had been foretold by our Saviour in preciſe and intelligible terms. He had 


ſaid to his Diſciples, ſhewing them the Temple of Jeruſalem, That all thoſe goodly build- 


ings ſhould be ſo deſtroyed, that there ſhould not be left one ſtone upon another, S. 
Matth. 24. wer. 2. S. Mark 13. ver.2.. S. Luke19. v.44. And alſo, That when they 
ſhould ſee Fernſalem encompaſſed with Armies, they ſhould know that its defolation 
was at hand, S. Lake 21, ver. 20. TE | 
He had mentioned particularly the dreadful circumſtances of this deſolation. He had ſaid 
to them, Wo to hole that ſhall be with child or give ſuck in thoſe days ; for there 


ſhall be great diſtreſs in the land , and wrath upon this people. And they ſhall fall 


7 the edge of the {word, and ſhall be led away captive into all Nations, and Jers-

em ſhall be troden down by the Gert:les, S.Luke 31. ver. 23, 24. 
And laſtly he had declared , that the accompliſhment of theſe prophecies was ready to come 
to paſſ ; That the time was drawing nigh that their houſe ſhould be left unto them 
deſolate : and that ever ſuch as were then living ſhould ſee it, Verily I lay unto you, All 
theſe things ſhall come upon this generation, S. Marth.

miſerate his unhappineſs in this point, therews ſome alſo-to-blefi the Providente of Goa, who 
has. made his blindneſs ſerve to our advantage ; ſince the: things he writes conternins his own 
Nation, are, in reſpect of the incredulous, intomparably of vnore force for confirmation of the 
Chriſtian Religion, than if he had embraced Chriſtianity : ſo that we may apply to him in 
particular what the Apoſtle ſaith of all the Jews. |

III. Joſephus's Anſwer to Appion. 


The next of the Works of Jolephus, beſides his Life written by himſelf, i« an Anſwer in 

two Books to what Appion aud ſome others had written again# his Hiſtory of the Jews, a- 

oF their Laws, and againit the Con- 

duct of Moſes. Nothing can be more ſolid than this Anſwer, wherein Joſephus proves in- 

vincibly the Antiquity of his Nation by the Egyptian, Chaldean, Phoenician, azd even by 
the Greek Hiſtorians themſelves. He ſhews that all which Appion azd thoſe other Authors 

bave alledged to the diſadvantage of the Jews, are ridiculous Fables, as well as the plurality 


of their Gods ; and he excellently ſets forth the greatneſs of the aitions of Moſes , and the 
ſanitity of the Laws which God gave the Jews by his intervention. | 


Il'V. The Martyrdom of the Maccabees. 


The Martyrdom of the Maccabees follows next. Ti a piece which Eraſmus, ſo famons 
among the Learned, calls a Maſterpiece of Eloquence : and I confeſs T underſtand not why ha- 
wing with reaſon ſo advantageous an opinion of it, he paraphraſed it , and not tranſlated it. 
Never was Copy more different from its Original. *Ts hardly any of its principal Linea- 
ments ; and if I miſtake not , nothing can mote advance the reputation of Joſephus, than 
fo ſee that ſo able a Man intending to embelliſh his Work, has , on the contrary, ſo much 
diminiſht the beauty of it, and thereby ſhewed how much Joſenhus # to be eſteemed for wri- 
ting, not after the manner of mo5t of the Greeks in a long-winded ſtyle, but cloſely and 
compendiouſly, as affecting to ſay nothing but what is neceſſary. And I cannot ſufficiently 
wonder, that no perſon hitherto has made a Tranſlation of it from the Greek either into La- 
tine or French, at /eaZt to my knowledge. For Genebrard , inſtead of Tranſlatinz Jole- 
phus, has only Tranſlated Eraſmus.

Philip the Son of Facizr, who govern'd under King Agrippa, eſcaping beyond all es 
opinion, from the Royal Palace of Ferzſalers at ſuch a time as it was belieged, fell into wheceitto 
another great —— wit,to be ſlain by Manahim,and thoſe Seditious that were with arg al © 
him : but certain Babylonians his Kinſmen being at that time in Ferxſalez?, hindered the -— ———_ 
| G Revolters from executing their purpoſe at that time. When therefore Philip had lay hid 
L there for the ſpace of four days, on the fifth he fled away diſguiſed in a falſe hair; for 
tear he ſhould be diſcovered. And as foon as he arrived m a Village; which was of his

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own poſkeſſion, fituate near Gamrala, he ſent for.certain of his Subjeds to repair unto HF 
him. But God, for-Phzljp's greater good, croſſed the ſcope of'his intent, which otherwiſe 
had been the ruine of many : for being ſurprized by a ſudden Fever, he committed cer- 
tain Letters of his written to Agrippe and Bernice,who were yet but young, to one of his 
- Freed-mefi,commanding him to deliver them to Varxs, who was put in truſt,by the King 
Pr unjuſtty and Queen,to admimiter the affairs of that Kingdom,whilſt they were gone to Beryth to 
+ 0-00 = meet with Geſſezs. Varus receiving Philip's Letters, and underſtanding that he was eſcap't, 
the Lens Was ſorry for it, becauſe he thought the King and Queen would have leſs uſe of him after 
Parustyran- Philip was arrived.He therefore made the people believe that this Freed-man was a Tray- 
52, 0 Gan. tor, and brought them forg'd Letters, it being certain that Phzlip was in Feruſalexe with 
try. the Fews, who were revolted againſt the Rox2ays : and ſo he commanded him to be ex- [ 
Yaruſccketh ecuted. Philip being ignorant of the cauſe why his Freed-man did not return,fent another 
ri by with Letters,to the intent he might diſcover what was become of his firſt Meſſenger,and 
ranvy. © for what cauſe he ſtayed ſo long. But Varws accuſing his ſecond Meſlenger alſo after the 
fame manner,commanded him to be executed, as he had done the firſt. The Syrians that 
inhabit Ceſarez, had puffed him up,by telling himthat Agrippa ſhould be put to death by 
| the Romans, for the Rebellion of the' Fews, and that he who was Royally deſcended, 
ſhould poſſeſs his Government. And indeed Varxs was of the Blood-Royal, deriving his 
 Pedegree from Sohemas King of Libanxs [For theſe cauſes,he retained Philip's Letters,ho- 
ping by theſe means that the King ſhould have no knowledge thereof : and he ſet watch 
1n every paſlage, for fear leſt any man ſhould flie,and certifiethe King of what had hap- 
ned ; -and to give the Syrians the better content who dwelt in Ceſarea, he put divers of 
thoſe Jews that dwelt among them, todeath. Heintended alſo toundertake a War againſt 
the Jews of Bathanea, who were called Babylonian Fews, by confederating himſelt with 
the Trachonites of Barthanea. For which cauſe, ſending for twelve of the Jews of moſt 
eſtimation amongſt the Inhabitants of Ceſarea, he enjoined them to repair to Echataze, 
_ and fignifie to thoſe of their Nation there,that Var#s underſtanding that they pretended 
to take Armes againſt their King, and ſcarcely believing it, had ſent them thither, to per- 
ſuade them to lay down their Arms. And that this ſhould be a certain proof, by which 
they might perfeQly clear their innocence , that ſeventy of the chiefeſt of them ſhould 
be ſent to him. Theſe twelve arriving in Ecbataxe , and being entertained by thoſe of L 
their Nation , found that they neither imagined nor intended any.commotion : for 
which cauſe, they perſuaded them to ſend their feventy men 5 which they did , little 
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{uſpefting what would happen. | 
Parys killeh — As foon therefore as theſe, with the other twelve Ambaſſadors, came to Ce/area, Va- 
— ſeventy, . 799 having notice of their coming , met them on the way with the Kings Forces , and 
Ambaſſadors, Hlew them , together with the aforſaid Ambaſſadors, and took his way towards the 
The 7ewsre- Fews of Ecbatane. But one of the ſeventy who had eſcaped, reſorted thither with all 
ne mnenicl'©s expedition, preventing Varws, and certified the reſt what had hapned. Whereupon, they

Walls to your City, for which being thus deſtinated to do you good, your indignation 
1s provoked againſt me. Upon theſe words,the Tarichears and (trangers cried out,thatT 
deſerv'd thanks, and wiſh'd me to be of good courage. But the Galleans and Tiberians 
continued 1a their animoſity , fo that they fell to diſſent betwixt themſelves , the one 
threatning me with puniſhment ; the other, contrariwiſe, willing me to aſſure my ſelf of 
ſecurity. But after I had promiſed the Tzberiars, and thoſe of other Cities, that I would 
D: build their Walls, whereit was convenient, they credited my-words, the multitude ſepa- Tſeph eſca- 
rated, and I, beyond all expectation, having eſcapd ſo great a peril, with certain of my peth from 
Friends, and ſome twenty Souldiers, returned to my Houſe. "4 danger. 

But once again the Authors of this Seditton, fearing leſt they ſhould be puniſhed for 7595 in an- | 
their offence, begirt my Lodging with {ix hundred armed men, intending to conſume it 9ther danger: 
with fire. Of whoſe arrival, as ſoon as I had intelligence, imagining with my ſelf that it 
would be much difhonor for me to flie,] reſolved to uſevalor and courage againſt them : 
for which cauſe, commanding the Gates to be ſhut, required them from the top of the 
houſe, to ſend in ſome of them to me, to receive that money, for which they had been 
drawn intothis mutiny : whereby they might have no further cauſe to be incenſed againſt . 

E me. Which done, laying hold of one of the moſt troubleſom Fellows, that with the reft 71y:p1's firs- 
came' into Me, I cauſed him to be beaten with many grievous ſtrokes, and his hand to be *28<n:- 
cut off;agd hung about bis neck 3 and thus handled,we thruſt him out of doors,to return 
to thoſe that had ſent him. So bold an ation made them wonderoully afraid, and ſuſpe&- 
ing I had a great number of armed Souldiers in my houſe, they ſuddenly all of them fled "IA 
away: And thus by my reſolution and addreſs I eſcaped this ſecond danger. Yet wanted aition. 
there not ſome, who incited the people once more againſt me ſaying , that the two 
Lords, who fled to me for refuge, ought not tolive, except they ſubmitted themſelves 
to their Laws and Cuſtoms,from whom they required proteGion. They likewiſe accuſed 
them,that they were of the Roman Fattion,and priſoners 3 and preſently the people be- 

F ganto mutiny, being deceived by their words, who laboured to flatter them. Which 
when heard, I'once more informed the people, that they ought not to perſecute thole + 
whoreſorted unto them for ſuccor : that the poyſoning they ſpoke of, was a Fanty,and 
a Chimera, and thar the Romans would not vainly nouriſhſo many thouſands of Souldi- 
ers, if they pretended to make away their Enemies with poyſon. Being by theſe words 
Jomewhat pacified, they had ſcarcely withdrawn themſelves awhile, but that by certain 
ourcaſts and wicked men,they were incited againſt the two Lords, fo that with Weapons 
they went to their Lodging, intending to murther them.

Kepcion 1%. a certain friend poſted to me, and told me what their mind was, and how they intended 
TO. to revolt from me. Which when I underſtood, I was wonderouſly troubled : For I had 


ſent back my men of War from Tarichea to their houſes , becauſe the next day was the' 


Sabbath : for I would by no means, that the Citizens of Tarichea ſhould be charged or

" cauſe they could not tranſport their own with them in their flight, I diſmiſſed them,deſi- H 


troubled with entertaining Souldiers. And at all times,whenT remained in that City,[took K 


no care of the guard of mine own perſon, having had often proof of the affeftion of the 

; Inhabitants towards me. - Being therefore at that time attended only with ſeven Souldiers, 
RT. and a few of my friends,[ knew not what to determine. Forl thoughti1t not fit to call back 
!-riens fake. my forces, becauſe the day was well nigh paſt; and although they ſhould have been with 
me the next morning, yet they might not have taken Arms, becauſe our Laws forbid the 

ſame,how great ſoever the occaſion be that is offered. And although Iſhould have drawn 
forth the Taricheans.and the ſtrangers that were retired thither, and, under hope of prey, 
haveled them forth,yet I ſaw that they were too feeble to reſiſt the enemy. On the other 
ſide, I already perceived, that if I ſtayed over-long , the Army which was ſent by the 


uſe this ſtratagem 3; I preſently ſet a Guard at thegates of the City,conſiſting of my moſt 
truſty Friends, ſuffering no man to paſs out of them : and aſſembling the chief of every 
Family, Icommanded them to lanch their Boats intothe Lake, and to follow me with the 
Maſters of their ſhips. After which, both I and my Friends, and ſeven other Souldiers, be- 
7efpþ- failech took us to a Bark, and failed toward T7berias. But when the Tiberians ſaw that no Forces 
to 7/by5as. Were come from theKing, and that the whole Lake was covered with Barks 3 amazed , 
and fearing the ruine of their City, for that they ſuppoſed the ſhips to be full of Souldi- 
ers, they changed their ſentiments. And laying by their Weapons, themſelves with their 
Wives and Children came forth to meet me, and receivd me with joyful acclamations, 


King,being already entred the City, would have excluded me. I therefore determined to L 


(for they thought I had had no notice of their intents) beſeeching me that for the ſafety 14 


of their City,l would enter the ſame. But I drawing near the City,commanded the Ma- 
ſters of the Barks to caſt Anchor far off the ſhore , leſt the Townſmen might perceive 
that the ſhips were empty: And I my ſelf drawing near with mine own Bark to them , 
reproached them, that, contrary to their Oaths, they had been ſo fooliſhly induced to 
revolt.

£ formed; that John of Giſchala hath oftentimes ſought to betray you, we are ſent to repreſs his _

with you,touching what concerneth the publick good, we pray you to reſort to us as ſoon as you can. 
with ſome few Attendants, becauſe the Borough is not able to entertain many. To this effect 
they writ to me, hoping that one of theſe two things would fall out : either that coming 
difarmed, I ſhould be eaſily furprized by them; or <lſe bringing with me a great Com- 
pany,[ ſhould be condemned for an Enemy to my Countrey.The Meſſenger that brought 
me this Letter,was a valiant young Man, mounted on Horſe-back, and had in times paſt 
born Arms for the King. The time at which hecame to me, was two hours within night, a Horſeman 
D when I was banqueting with my Friends, and the chief Governors of Galle. Afr that, pin the 
one of my Houſhold Servants had certified me , that a certain Jew on. Horſeback was ©” 
come to ſpeak with me, I commanded he ſhould be brought in; who ſaluted me but cold- 
ly, and delivering me the Letter, ſaid unto me, T hey that are come from Jeruſalem, ſend yon 
this Letter give them a ſpeedy anſwer : For Iam commanded to make a ſpeedy return. They 
that ſate at the Table with me, were amazed at the Souldiers1nfolence, But for my ſelf, I 
willed him to fit down, and ſup with us : bur he refuſing the ſame, I open'd the Letter 
without the obſervation of any preſent, and having ſeen what it contain'd, I folded it up 
again, and. held it in my hand, in ſuch manner as I had received it,and began totalk with 
' my Friendsof other affairs : and not long after riſing from Supper , and diſmiffing the . 
E reſt to their repoſe, Ionly retained with me ſome of my moſt intimate Friends, and gave 
order that the Souldier ſhould receive twenty drachms to bear the charges of his Voy- 
age. He having received the ſame , and giving me thanks , I perceived well that he 
lov'd Money, and conſequently might eafily be wrought upon with it. Whereupon I 
ſaid unto him, if thou wilt drink with me, thou ſbalt have-a drachm for every glaſs thou 
drinkeſt. To this the Souldier liſtned willingly, and. having drunk good ſtore of Wine,

John. As ſoon as they had written this, and received thoſe Galileazs whom I had ſent, 
they went to Fapha, whichis the greateſt Townof Galilee, fenced with ſtrong Walls, and 
peopled with many Inhabitants. The People of that City, with their Wives and Chil- 


The Ambaſla- dren, came forth to meet them, exclaiming againſt them with loud cryes, and charging

them toreturn back, and not to deprive them of the good Governor they had. Jonathar: 
and his Companions though difpleas'd with theſe words, yet durſt not make any open

Towns, where they met with no leſs peremptory Exclamations from the Multitude, who I 


proteſted plainly, that they would have no other Governor but Foſeph. Whereupon Jo- 
nathan with his Followers departed without any further ſpeech,and went to Sephoris,the 
greateſt City of Galilee. The Inhabitants thereof being attected to the Rowars , went 
forth to meet them: but they ſaid nothing at all concerning me. Departing from Sepho- 
ris,they went to Aſochinz, where the Citizens ſung the ſame Song that the Japhears did. 
Whereupon they being unable to contain their diſpleaſure,commanded their Souldiers to 
beat with their Truncheons thoſe that exclaimed againſt them , and defir'd me for their 
Governor, And when they drew near Gabara, John came out to, meet them,accompanied 
with 3000 Souldiers : and-I having intelligence by their Letters, that they were reſolved 


to make War againſt me,departed from Chabalor,accompanied with 3000 Souldiers; and K 


having committed the Camp to the charge of one of my truſtieſt Friends, I went to Fo- 
fapata, becauſe I would be within forty ſtades of them, and ſent them this Letter : 1f your 
will be that I mmſt needs come unto you, there are in Galilee two hundred and four Cities and 
Boroughs, 1 will meet you in any one of them, which you pleaſe, except Gabara and Gifchala : 
for that the one is the place of John's Nativity, and the other is Confederate with him. 
Aﬀer Jonathan had received this an(wer, he replied no more, but ſought means to en-

For 
Which cauſe, perceiving that the time requird no longer delay, I commanded Jacob, who 
wasone of my moſt affured and truſty Servants, to take two hundred Men with him, and

The next day 1'came to Gabaroth , at the fifth hour of the day , where I found all the N 


fields about the City full of atthed Gxhlearrs, who reſorted thither to affiſt me, according 
as I had commanded them. Thither alſo came a multitude of other Men from other 


. Boroughs. As ſoon'asT came amongſt them, and was ready to ſpeak to them, all of them 


began to cry out, calling me their Benefaftor , and the Maintainer of their Countrey. 
After T had folemnly given them thanks for this favour they ſhewed me, I charged them 
to do no wrong, nor attempt any ſpoil in the Countrey, but to encamp amidiſt the fields, 


- contenting themſelves with that proviſion oy had brought with them , becauſe I was 


deſirous to extinguiſh theſe' troubles without effufion of blood. It hapned the ſame day,

But Jonathan's Souldiers having in- 
yy eclligenee of my coming, retir'd, and with them Joby allo,to Jeſav's houſe, which was 7ob» and the: 
a great Tower, nothing different from a Cittadel, in which they lodg'd a good number veg 6 
of Souldiers, and locked up all the other gates ſave one ; expefing.that I ſhould come to 7eſus's 
that way, to ſalute them. In a word,they had commanded their Souldiers, that when 1 boulc- 
ſhould enter , they ſhould ſuffer no Man elſe to enter with me, but exclude all the reſt. 
For they made no other account , but that by this means they might ealily ſeize on me. 
But they ,were deceiv'd of their hopes : For having notice beforehand of their intent , 
as ſoon as 1 came thither, I entred intoa Lodging that was right over againſt theirs, and 
. feigned that I went to take my reſt. Whereupon Fozathaz's Souldiers ſuppoſing that I 
p Was indeed aſleep, and fate, went forth in all hafte into the Plain, and Jabourd to diſ- 
ſuade my Souldiers from their fidelity, becauſe of my ill Government. Bur all things 
fell out contrary to what they hop'd : for as ſoon as they were diſcovered, the Galileazs 
gave a great ſhout, teſtifying the good will they bare to me their Governor , and they 
[ blamed the Amballadors, that without any cauſe of injury, they were come to diſturb 
ba the Publick peace, and requir'd them to be gone, for that they would admit no other 
Bj Governor. When thele things were ſignified untome ,-I made no doubt to adventure | 
my ſelf forth among them, to hear what cheſe Ambaſſadors had to ſay againſt me. Upon Joſp A ah 
my arrival, the whole Troop ſhouted for joy, and applauded me with a loud voice, gi- among his 
ving me thanks for my jult and peaceable Government. _ | Enemies, 
GC Jonathan and his Adherents hearing this, were afraid, leſt the Galileans ſhould (et up- 
on them, and they ſhould be in danger of their Lives3 and ſo they began to bethink 
themſclves how they might eſcape.

Being therefore willing to draw them out of 
their walls , I choſe out ten thouſand of my beſt Souldiers, whom I diſtributed into 
three Bands, and lodged one Cotnpany of them ſecretly at Dora, in ambuſh. I placed 
another thouſand in a certain Borough ſituate in a mountainous place , ſome four ſtades 
from Tzberias z commanding them , that as ſoon as I gave them a watch-word or ſign, POT SEN 
they ſhould break forth: as for my ſelf, I drew into the open field, and there quar- of very vir- 

p terd. Which when the Tiberians ſaw , they made continual Excurſions towards me terly againſt 
uſing many bitter and injurious Taunts againſt me : and ſo great Folly poſſeſſed them , /**” 
that they laid a Coffin 1n the open Plain, and going round about the ſame, they ſcorn- ' 
fully ſeemed to lament me , as dead, whilſt in the mean time I took pleaſure to laugh 
at their follies.

cate ſomewhat with him in ſecret , I withdrew him from his Friends ; and laying hands 
on him, I deliver'd him to my Friends to lead him into the Borough , and gave a ſign 
to my Souldiers to come forth, and with them I aſſaulted the City of Tiberias. There 
was a ſharpskirmiſh on-both ſides, and the T7beriars had well nigh gotten the Victory : 
for my Souldiers began to flie ; but perceiving how the matter went , I animated thoſe 
of my Company , and gave a valiant onſet on the Tzberiars , who almoſt had the bet- 
ter , and chaſed them into their City , .and ſent another Company by the Lake , to ſet 

- Þ fire on thoſe Houſes which they ſhould firſt light upon. Hereupon the Tiberiars 7oſeb ſurpri- 
thinking their City was taken by force,,. caſt down their Weapons for! fear, and pray'd * Tibia: 
me to have compaſſion on their Wives. and Children , and to pardon their City, Ac- 
cordingly, being moved with compaſſion, I reſtrained the fury of my Souldiers ; and 
becauſe it was late, I ſounded a Retreat, both to ſpare the City,and retieve my wearied 
and wounded Souldiers. I ſent for $:#40z to come and\ſup with me, and comforted 
him in his misfortune , promiſing him to ſend him to Fery/alen with all fafety , and to 
furniſh him for his ordinary expences with all things neceſſary. The next day , with 
ten thouſand Souldiers , I entred into Tiberias , and having aſſembled the chiefeſt Ci- 
tizens in the Hippodrome , I commanded them to diſcover to me who had been the _ 

E. Authors of that Rebellion. They ſatisfied me, and I laid hands on them, and bound ;: Wo 
them , .and ſent them incontinently to Jotapata.

In this place I cannot forbear to reprehend Juſt##,..and others, for foul dealing. For pry - 
having ſpoken of this buſineſs in their Hiſtories , they are not aſham'd to gratihie their Noriographer, 
paſſion and hatred by deliveringit to Poſterity otherwiſe than indeed it was. In which that fallcly 4 
they differ nothing from Counterfeiters of Evidence, and Razers of Recofds, but that cuſed Foſzphe 
theſe Men are more encourag'd by impunity.

Tell me therefore Juſtus ( for thou deſireſt to be held for the man of greateſt credit a- 
moneſt all other Hiſtorians) tell me , Ipray thee, in familiarity (' for 1 muſt ſo talk with 
thee as if thou wert preſent before me ) how 1 and the Galileans were the Authors of that 
Rebellion, which thy Country began both againſt the Romans , and their King. For before 
I was choſen Governor of Galilee by the People of Jeruſalem , both thou and all the Tibe- 
rians were #0t only up in Arms , but had already make War againſt thoſe of Decapolis 3: 


Syria. Thy ſelf hadſt burnt their Villages, and one of thy Servants dyed in that encounter, 1 


Tet not 1 alone witneſs this , but it is extant alſo in writing in the Records of the Emperor 
Veſpaſian, hom, the Inhabitants of Decapolis ſupplicated Veſpalian then in the City of Pto- 
lemais, that thou mighteſt be puniſhed , as the Author of their miſchiefs: and aſſuredly thou 
hadſt been puniſhed by the Emperor, had not Agrippa , who received Commiſion to execute 
thee , upon the inſtant requeit of his Siſter Bernice , ſpared thy life , and kept the bound ir 
Priſon for a long time. But the ſequel of thy Aions ſufficiently ſhews what the ret of thy 
life hath been , and how thou didſt cauſe thy Countrey to rebel againſt the Romans : whereof 
I will produce hereafter moſt evident Arguments, and for thy cauſe will I urge ſomewhat a- 
gainst thoſe other Tiberians, and will make it plain to ſuch as ſhall read theſe Hiſtories, that

And through the fear they had of me, the Inhabitants ſurpriz'd me by their artifices, 
and oblig d me to encompaſs their City with a Wall : and that done , they willingly entertai- 
ed a Gariſon which was ſent them ſrom Ceſtins Gallus, who was General of the Roman 
Legions in Syria, and deny'd me entrance, becauſe at that time he had a great power , and 
terrifi d the Conntrey round about. Tea, when onr great City of Jeralalem was beſieged, and 


the Temple common to all our Nation, was in dunger to fall into the Enemies hands , the L 


Sephorites ſert no ſuccors , to the end it might not be ſaid that they took Arms againit the 
Romans : But thy Conntrey , Juſtus , being ſituate upon the Lake of Genazarcth dij3ant 
from Hippos thirty ſtades, from Gadara ſixty, from Scythopalis ſtxſcore, in a Conntry obe- 
dient to the King having not any City of the Jews roind about it, might have very eaſily kept 


their faith to the Romans, zf they had pleas d. For both the City and People were furniſhed 


with Munition in all abundance. But as thou ſayeft , I was the cauſe at that time. And 
who afterwards £ For thou kgowei? that before the ſiege of Jeruſalem, I was inthe Romans 
hands; and that Jotapata was taken by force, and divers other Caſtles 5 and that a great 
2umber of Galileans had been loſt in divers Battels. At that time ſhouldeſt thou have de- 


livered thy ſelf of that fear thou hadſt of me, laying thine Arms aſide, and preſenting thy ſelf yg 


to the King and the Romans, ' if thou tookeſt Arms not of thine own accord , but enforced. 
But the truth is , you expeFed Veſpaſian's coming , ever until ſuch time as he begirt your 
City with a ſiege, and then laid you your Arms aſide for fear of danger : yea, even then had 
our City been overthrown, except the King in excuſe of your folly, had obtained your par- 
don at Veſpaſian's hands. It was not therefore my fault ,. but your own, that you behaved 
your ſptves like Enemies to the Roman Empire. Do not you remember how often I obtained 
theViGory againit you, and how ſeldom you could complain of Bloodſhed> But you falling 
at diſſention one with another , became the inſtruments of your own ruine ; and not for 
the love you bare either to the King, or the Romans , but of your own Malice you flew an 


hundred eighty five Citizens , at ſuch time as I was beſieged by the Romans #: Jotapata, N 


Nay more, is it not true, that during the ſaid ſiege of Jeruſalem , there were more than two 
thouſand Tiberians flair , or taker Priſoners > But perhaps thou wilt alledge , that at that 
tine thou wert no Enemy, becauſe thou wert fled to the King : but 4 tell thee that thou fled- 
deft thither for the fear thou hadit of me. I am a wicked man , as thou ſayest : but what art 
thou? whons King Agrippa delivered from puniſhment, at ſuch time as thou wert condemned 
by Veſpaſian to loſe thy head 5 whont he made Priſoner twice , and as many times paſt the 
ſentence of Baniſhment againſt, and once commanded to be thine own Murtherer, ſpar'd thy 
life upon the in;portunate ſolicitation. of his Siſter Bernice. And after ſo many Crimes com- 
mitted by thee, having entertained thee for his Secretary, when he found thy corruption in that 
office, he baniſhed thee from his preſence.

Now as ſoon as I had pacified theſe troubles in Tiberjas, and had eſtabliſhed a Council /*** - 
of ſuch as were well affe&ted towards me, I bethought my ſelf of what concerned me to 
do in reſpect of Fohr.. All they of Galilee were of the opinion, that I ſhould gather to- 
gether all the forces ofmy Government and march againſt Jeh»,and do juſtice upon him, 
as he that had been the Author of all this miſchief; But for mine own part, I miſliked 
their counſels, becauſe my deſire was to extinguiſh theſe Troubles without blood-ſhed; 
and for that cauſe I injoin'd them with all diligence poſfible , to learn the names of all 
thoſe who ſerved under him : which being done, I publiſhed a Proclamation, by which 
| promiſed ſafety and pardon to all thoſe, that ſhould forſake Fohz , afligning them the 
term of twenty daies, to determine of that which ſeemed belt for their own ſecurity : 
and I threatned to ſet fire on their houſes, and confiſcate their goods, except they quit - 
red their Arms.. They hearing theſe things, were greatly troubled, and forſook JE oy oY 
and after they had laid down their Arms , they came unto me to the number of four "a orfake 
thouſand : fo that only about.fifteen hundred Men remained with Jobs, either of Ci- himand follow 
rizcns, or ſtrangers of Tyre. When Jokr. perceived that he was circumvented by this /9" 
policy, he ever after remained quiet in his Countrey in great fear. 

At that time the Sephorites grew ſo:-bold, that-they rook Arms in confidence of the 
ſtrength of their walls, and for that they ſaw me_diſtracted with other buſinels. They 
ſent ro Ceſtzys Babs ,Governour of :yyria, - praying him to repair to them with all ex- 
pedition, and take poſſeſſion of their City, or ſend them a Garriſon at leaſt.

commanded them to give over; telling them it was impiety in them,to ſhew themſelve 
ſo ſavage towards their Countrey-man. And ſeeing that neither by any Prayer orcom- 
mard I could draw them to obedience, for that their animoſity wasſo violent, Icomman- 
ded thoſe that were about me, and whom I moſt truſted, to ſpread a rumor that the Ro- 
7141s were entring on the other fide of the City with a great Army. Al] which I did, 
to the end that by this rumor, I might reſtrain the fury of the Galileans, and ſave the City

_ of Sephoris. And this policy took good cfiect 3 For when they heard this news they 
. were afraid, and forſook their pillage, to truſt to their heels, becauſe I who was their Ge- 
neral did the like. For I made a ſhew, that I believed the rumor to be true, as well as 
they : and by this oy the City Sephoris was ſaved beyond all hope. - 
Tibirias 1n Tiberias allo hardly eſcaped from being ſpoiled by the Galileans, through this ogcalion [ 
danger of hich enſucth : | The chiefeſt of their Council writ to the King, to deſire him to'come 


£8 and take poſleſlion of their City. . The King promiſed to fatishe them very ſhortly, and 
deliver his Letters to one of his chamber, called Criſþpys a Few born, to carry the ſame to 
the Tiberians. The Galileans took this meſſenger on the way, and brought him unto 
me : which when the common people underſtood, of meer ſpleen they fell to Arms, and 


the next day divers of them aſſembled themſelves from all parts, and came to the City | 
of Aſoch where I made my abode , and made great exclamations, calling the 17berzans ; 
traitors, and the Kings Friends, ——_— of me Liberty to repair to Tiberias , j 
and raze it to the ground, being as muc ipleaſed againſt the Tzberians, as they were ?

Which when I heard, I ſtood in great doubt how to deliver the Tiberians from that 


diſpleaſure, which the Galilears had conceived againſt them : for I could not deny but 
that the Tiberians had written and ſent for the King : for the an{wer which he made 
7:ſ7 con- them, did evidently expreſs the ſame. Having along while debated the matter with my 
=_ ſel, I faid unto them; I know as well as you that the Tiberians have offended ; neither 
wil I hinder you from ſpoiling their City, but you muſt proceed to the execution there- 
of with ſome prudence. For the Tiberians alone do not betray the publick liberty, but 
others alſo; who are more accounted of in the Countrey of Galilee. Stay therefore until 
ſich &6me as I am throughly informed, who they be that are Authors of this Treaſon ; 
and then you ſhall have them all under your hands, with all ſuch you particularly think L 
+; ref worthy puniſhment. By this diſcourſe I appeas'd the People, who departed from me 
wrarmpacied, contented. As for the meſſenger that was ſent by the King, I cauſed him to be impriſoned 
2painft che Having reſpect to an urgent neceſſity of mine own, which conſtrained me to depart out 
144.1175 of the Kingdom within a little while. And calling Criſps ſecretly unto me, I charged 
him to make the Souldier drunk, who had the charge of him , to theend that he might 
In all ſecurity flie back to the King. Thus Tiberias being ready to be deſtroyed theſecond 
time, by my government and providence, avoided a great and fatal danger. 
| At the ſame time Fyſtzs, the Son of Piſt#s, fled to the King without my knowledge ; 
__*  thecauſe of which flight, I will orderly expreſs. As foon as the Roxas had begun the 
7:T«dfireh War againſt the Jews, the Tiberians Eoncluded to obey the King, and in no ſort to rebel M N 
9 comnnd againſt the Romans. But Juſt perſuaded them totake Arms, thirſting after alteration, 
£1 and hopinz to uſurp the Government of Gal:/ee,and of his own Countrey : but his hope 
failed him 3 for the Galileans being enviouſly bent againſt the Tzberias , for thoſe in- 
juries they had ſuffered at their hands before the War,would not allow Jſ#- to betheir 
Governor. My ſelf alſo, whom the People of Jeruſalem: put in truſt with the Govern- 

- ment of Gz/ilce, was oftentimes ſo much moved, that I failed little of killing Juſt#s ;, ſo 
intolerable was his perfidiouſneſs. He therefore fearing leſt my diſpleaſure ſhould 
ſhorten his days , went to the King, fuppoſing that he might live more freely and fe- 
curely with him. | : | go : 

heir expecation having efcaped this firſt danger , writ to Ce- N

ſts Gallus the ſecond time; defiring him to. come to them, to the end he might ſeize 


their City ; or elſe ſend them Forcesto withſtand the incurſious of their Enemies. And 
they wrought ſo much that Gals ſent them a Body of Horſemen, and after them Foot- 
men, who came by night,and werereceived into their City. -But ſeeing that the Country 
ronnd about was but in pooreſtate,by reaſon of the Roar Horſemen, I drew my Forces 
together and came to Garizi-r,where'l encamped ſome twenty ſtades from Sephorzs; and 
by night I approached the ſame.and ſet Ladders to the wall, with which I entred a great 
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number of my Souldiers,and became Maſter of the better part of the City ; from whence 

_— notwithſtanding we were afterwards conſtrained to retire, becauſe we knew not all the 
rs, ways, killing before our departure twelve Roman; Footmen and two Horſemen, with Q _ 

+ ſome Sephorites, with the loſs of one of ours. Afterwards a Fight hapning between us

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A Romans having invironed me on all fides,my Reerward,through the fear they conceived, 


began to retire. In this skirmiſh I loſt one of my Guard,called 7uſt#5, who in times paſt 
had ſerved inthe very ſame place under the King. - After this, the King's Forces both of —=_ 
Horſe and Foot came thither , under the Government of $S/as Captain of the Guard , 37 Foy 
who encamping ſome five ſtades off from Fulias, beſet the Highways that lead towards Guard. 
Cana with Men of War, and the Fort of Gamala, to hinder the Inhabitants from re- 
ceiving any Commodities from the Countrey of Galilee. | 
As | An as I received News hereof, I ſent out two thouſand Souldiers under the com- 
mand of Ferezzy,who lodging themſelves within a ſtade of Jzl7as, near the River Fordar, 
offered nothing elſe but light $kirmiſhes,until ſuch time as I had gathered three thouſand 


B Souldiers more , and came to them. The next day, having planted an Ambuſh in a 


certain Trench near the encloſure of their Camp, 1 touled out the King's Souldiers to 

skirmiſh, having firſt forewarned my Souldiers to feign a flight, till they had drawn their. 

Enemies as far as the Ambuſh 3 which they cunningly executed. But S:/as ſuppoſing 

that our Men fled for Cowardice , ſet forward to follow them as faſt as he could : but 

they that lay in Ambuſh charged him on the back, and difſcomfited his Army : and I pre- 70 puteth 
ſently turning, and making head againſt them, conſtrained the King's Forces to truſt to _—— —_— 
their heels; and I ſhould have got a ſignal Vidory, had not Fortune croſs'd my ſucceſs. 

For the Horſe whereon I rode, talling into a certain Bog,caſt me on the ground : where- 

by my hand being put out of joint about the wriſt, I was carried to the Borough of 
Cepharnom. My Souldiers hearing hereof, and fearing leſt ſome worfe Misfortune had 


' befaln me , than indeed there had , reſtrained themſelves from purſuing the Enemy any 


further. Having therefore ſent for Phyſicians, and cauſed my ſelf to be drefled, I ſtayed 
there for that day 3 and being ſeiz'd with a Fever, I was carried by Night to Tarichea , 
according to the advice of my Phyſicians. 

Silas and his Souldiers having News of my accident, recovered their courages;z and 
underſtanding that we kept bur {lender watch in our Camp, they laid an Ambuſh by 
Night on this ſide Jordan, with their Horſemen 3 and as ſoon as the day appeard, he ,_ +. 
invited out our Souldiers to fight, who willingly condeſcended thereuntoz and being Peart of

Which when Y:ſþſian underſtood, he reprov'd this impudent boldneſs of the Tyrians 
for blaming a King of that power, and a Friend ro the Rowars - and adviſcd the King, 


to ſend Philip to Rome, to give account of his ations. But notwithſtanding that Philip 
E was ſent thither , yet he preſented not himſelf before Nero; for finding him extremely 


buſted with Troubles and Civil Wars, he return'd to the King without doing any thing. | 
When Veſpaſpar wasarriv'd at Ptolemais, the Inhabitants of Decapolis acculed Juſtxs, the burr ry

+ res. Aﬀter Titzs had appeas'd the Troubles of Judea , conceiving with himſelf that the 
Ca 77s poſſeſſions which I had about Jer»ſalem, would yield me but little profit, by reaſon of 
to Ko227, and is the Roan Garriſon that ſhould he placed there, he gave me Lands a greater diſtance : 
vonor = and intending to embark himſelf for Roxe, he took me with him in his own ſhip, and 
1:/:/az. © did me great honour. As ſoon as we came to Rome, Veſpaſian had great care of me ; 
for helodg'd me in his own Houſe, where heliv'd before he was Emperor, and honour'd 
me With the title of a Citizen of Rowe, and gave me an annual Penſion ; and as long 
as he lived , continued his good affeQion towards me , omitting no kind of bounty 
which-he might uſe towards me. Whereupon I was ſo much envied, that I came in 
danger thereby to Joſe my life. For a certain Jew called Jonathan , having ſtirred up 
7-Ghervied 2 fedition in Cyrere , and gathered about him ſome two thouſand Inhabitants of the 
and flancered. Countrey, who were all ſeverely puniſht 3 and himſelf being ſent bound by the Gover-

nor of that Countrey , to the Emperour , he accus'd me that I had ſent him' Arms and x1, 


Money. But Veſpaſiar knew his falſhood , and cauſed his head to be cut off. Afﬀer 
this, my Enemies objeted divers Crimes againſt me , in regard that I was in good Re- 
putation : but Goddeliverd me from them all. Moreover , I received in gift trom Veſ- 
paſtan, an ample poſkeflion in Judea 3 and about the ſame time I forſook my Wife, be- 
cauſe her manners pleaſed me not, although ſhe was the Mother of my three Children, 
of whom two are deceaſed, and'the third , called Hzrcanxs, is yet alive. Afﬀeer this, I 
married a Wife that was born in Candy, by Nation a Jew, and by Birth Noble, and one 
of the greateſt Reputatian amongſt the Inhabitants, endow'd with as laudable manners , 
as any other Woman whatſgever. - By her I had two Sons, Juſt#s, who was the eldeſt, 
and Si-707 , who was alſo firnamed Agrippa. ' Thus far touching my domefſtical affairs. 
To which I muſt add ,” that I have always continu'd to be honourd with the good-will 
of the Emperours. For after Veſpaſiar's death, Titus , who ſucceeded him 1n the Em- 
pire, continued the ſame favour which his Father had ſhewd me. For although I was 
oftentimes accuſed , yet wereinot my Adverfaries believ'd. Domitian, who ſucceeded 
him, augmented my Honours. For he puniſh'd thoſe Fews that accuſed me , and gave 
ns order that the'/Funuch and flave whom I kept to teach my Son, and by whom 'l was 
favour of the accus'd, ſhould be puniſhed. He granted me- exemption allo from all the Tribttes of 
Ceſars towards Fudea, which is'one of the greateſt Honors that a Man can receive. And as for Do- 
eſe. zitia the Emperor's Wife, ſhe always continued her good affeftion towards me. Behold

here the ſhort Recital of my whole Life : whereby let each Man conjetture of my N 


Manners. As for you, O thrice excellent Epaphroditzs after I have dedicated to you the 
Continuation of my Antiquities, T will forbear to ſay more thereof. Il 
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HEY who apply themſelves to write Hiftory , have not all one and the ſame 
intent and motive, but oftentimes very different cauſes of their labours. For 
ſome are led to this ſtudy, by a deſire to ſhew their Eloquence, and to gain Re- 
putation : Others do it , to oblige the perſons whoſe attions they relate ; and 

* they ſtrive to the uttermoit to pleaſe them. Others engage upon it , becauſe 
having born a part in the Events which they deſcribe , they are willing os the Publick 
ſhould have knowledge of the ſame. Laitly, others employ themſelves this way , for that 

D they cannot ſuffer that things worthy to be known by all the World, ſhould remain buried in 
filence. Now of theſe forenamed cauſes, the two lait are theſe that incited me to write. For 
0. the one ſide , in regard I was an Attor in the War again#t the Romans, and a Witneſs 
of the Actions which paſſed therein ,. and alſo know what were the ſeveral Events thereof , 1 
concerved my ſelf obliged, and, in a manner , forced to write the, Hiſtory of the Flag , to 
the end to manife#t the unfaithfulneſs of thoſe , who having written concerning this Subject 
before me, have diſguiſed and perverted the Truth. And on the other ſide, I have reaſon to 
believe that the Greeks will be well pleaſed with this Work , becauſe 1t will afford them an 
Account of the Antiquity of our Nation, and the Form of our Commonwealth, Tranſlated out 
of Hebrew into their own Tongue. When I began the Hiftory of the foreſaid War , IT pur- 

E poſed to lay open to the World, How and whence the Jews had their fir original ; What alte- 
rations in Fortune they had fallen into ; By what Law-maker they had been inſtrufted in Pie- 
ty, and incited to the exerciſe of Virtue ; What Wars they ſuſtained through ſeveral Ages ; 
and finally, How , again# their will, they became engaged in this laſt again#t the Romans. 
But for that this Subjet was too ample and copions, to be treated only in paſſing, IT thought fit 

to make a ſeparate Work after it , and accordingly fet upon this Treatiſe. Afterwards (as it 
uſually hapneth to thoſe that attempt matters of great difficulty) I fell into a certain ſlothful- 
neſs,vhich made me very backward to reſolve upon the Tranſlation of fo long a Hiſtory, into a 
Foreign Language. Tet ſome there were, _ inflamed with a deſire of knowledge , anima- 
ted me to this attion ; and eſpecially Epaphroditus, a May examor d of all Learning, and par- 

F ticularly Hiſtory ; which is not to be wondred at, ſince himſelf hath had wery conſiderable 
Employments , and experienced ſeveral Accidents of” Fortune ; in all which he hath ſhewed 4 
marvellous magnanimity of courage , with an unmoveable reſolution to follow Virtue. Being | 
thus perſgded by him, who is accuſtomed to entourage thoſe whons he perceives diſpoſed to per- 
form this profitable and honeit ; and (which i more) being aſhamed in my ſelf,that I ſhould 
rather take delight to follow idlenefs, than addict my ſelf to ſo laudable an exerciſe ; 1 reſu- 
med my Work , and with ſo much the greater chearfulzeſ, when I conſidered with my ſelf, 
that our Anceſtors never made any difficulty to communicate matters of this nature to ſtran- 
gers ; and that the moſt famous among the Greeks, have been curious to underſtand what paſ- 
ſes amonzit us. For Ptolomy K742 of Egypt; the ſecond of the Name (highly affectioned 
G to 200d Letters, and deſirous to ſtore and gather Books at inceedible charge) cauſed our Laws 
an3 Cuſtoms, and manners of living, to be tranſlated into the Greek Tongue. And our Higy 
Prieit Eleazar (who w.s at ſecond in virtue to any other whatſoever) thought not fit to 

| dens 
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deny this ſatisfaition to that Prince, as he would without doubt have done, had it not been the 
ordinary conrſe of our Anceſtors, not to conceal from other men, ſuch things as are good and 
Laudable. For which cauſe I have held it a matte? no ways unaecent for me , to follow the 
goodmefb and generoſity of that worthy High Prieft ; and the rather, for that even at this day I 
ſuppoſe nthy are no Ji Wl affected to good Letters,than that great Ry/nug. Tet the Copy of all 
the Holy Scripture was #0 grventhim ; but thoſe Tvanſlators Who were [ewt unto bit rofles- 
andria, did ozly comfmuxtcate that ants him which belongs tour Lav. _ But the things that 
are found written in the Sacred Books of Holy Scripture, are innumerable ; being the H:ſtory 
of five thouſand years : in which divers extraordinary Events and Revolutions, ſundry great 
Wars, and many glorious Actions done by excellent aptains are deſcribed. In ſim, if any one 
Jhave a deſire to read this Fhiſtory, he fhall principally learn and obſerve, That all things fall out þ 
happily, and beyond their expectation, tg thoſe men who obſerve the Will of God, and are afraid 
to tranſereſs his Commandments ; and that God hath prepared for ſuch the crown and reward 
of Felicity : as on the contrary, that they who depart from the dilivent obſervance thereof, in- 
ſtead of ſucceeding in their deſigns, (how juſt ſoever the fame may ſeem to themſelves) fall 
into all ſort of misfortunes, and into miſeries without recovery. For which cauſe I exhort all 
thoſe that ſhall reatl theſe Books, to conform themfelves to the Will of God, and to obſerve in 
Moſes our excellent Law-giver , how worthily he hath ſpoken of his Divine Nature ; how he 
hath manifeſted that all his Works are proportionable to his tafinite Greatneſs ; and how. his 
hole Natration thereof # pute and free from the vanity of Fables , wherewith all other 'Hi- 
ffories are poyſoned, For the Antiquity alone of his Hiſtory ſecures him from the ſuſpicion 
that one might entertain of his having mingled any thing of fabulous in his writings ; inaſ- 
much as he was born more than two thouſand years ago, which is a continnance of Ages, towhich- 
the Poets neither durſt refer the original 'of their gods ; neither the deeds or laws of. men, 
whereof they make mention. But in purſuit of our Hiſtory, the ſequel of our Diſcourſe (ball 
declare all things exattly, and in the order which. i obſerved in the Sacred Books. For tn com- 
piling this Work, I have promiſed neither to add, nor to pretermit any thing : And for that all 
whatſoever we ſhall declare, doth almoſt wholly depend on the knowledge which the wiſdom of 
onr Law-maker Moſes hath given us thereof ><t is neceſſary before all other things, that I ſpeak 
ſomewhat of himſelf; leſt perhaps any man ſhould wonder , that in a Hiſtory wherein it may 
ſeem that I onght to relate nothing but Attions paſt, and Precepts concerning manners, never- 
thelefs I intermix ſo many things which concern the knowledge of Nature. We onght therefore 
70 know, that Moles thought it moſt eſpecially neceſſary, for him that will either virtuouſly diſ- 
poſe his own life, or impoſe Laws to other men, to begin with the knowledge of God ; and after 
having attentively conſidered all his Works, to ſtrive as much as in him lieth, to imitate his 
moFt perfect example, and follow him with all diligence. Foy it is impoſſible, that a Law- 
giver being void of this contemplation ſhould have good ſenſe ; or that his writings ſhould be of 
any moment to induce them unto virtue, whoſhould receive thoſe Laws, except before all things 
they learp, that God who t the Father, and Lord of all, and that ſeeth all, giveth happy life unto 
thoſe that follow him ; and contrariwiſe invironeth them with great calamities, mho forſake 
the way of virtue and righteonſnefſ. Moſes therefore intending to 1inſtrut# his Citizens in x 
this doitrine, began not his Ordinances with the Treatiſe of Contratts and Covenants, which 
we pratfiſe one with another, as other Law-givers are accuſtomed to do, but he hath raiſed their 
minds to the knowledge of God, taught them in what manner this World was made by him, and 
ſhewed them that the principal work among all thoſe things which God made in the World, i 
Man. And after that he had made them capable of things concerning Piety then might he more 
eaſily perſuade then in the reſt. Whereas other Law-2ivers, addicting themſelves unto Fables, 
have in their diſcourſe impoſed on their gods the infamy of ſins committed by men,and by that 
means hawe brought to paſs, that the wicked ſort are yet more wicked, and additted to evil do- 
ins. But our admirable Law-giver, after having aeclared that God is in himſelf all virtne 
pure ani unſpotted, he ſhews that men. alſo ought to endeavor to 1tmitate the ſame ; and on thoſe N; 
that neither conceive nor believe thoſe things he inflicteth a grievons and inevitable puniſhment. 
T exhort the Reader therefore to examine our Writings according to theſe Rules ; for to thoſe 
thit conſider after this manner , nothing fhall ſeem either abſurd or unworthy the gajeſty of 
God, or of his love to men ; by reaſon that all things have their aiſpoſution conformable to the 
univerſal nature, which our Law-giver hath declared ſometimes obſcurely, ſometimes in conve- 
nient Allegories gravely ; and elſewhere expreſſins that manifeſtly, and publiſhing that in plats 
words, which ought openly to be made known. 'T he canſes whereof, if any man would ſearch, 
be might find need of a moſt deep and philoſophical contemplation ; which I overſlip at ths 
preſent, without ſtaying longer thereon : but if God ſhall give me time, I will inforce my ſelf 
fo compoſe it in a Volume, as ſoon as T ſhall have finiſhed this Work. For this preſent then I O 
will apply my ſelf, to relate thoſe things which have been done beginning at the Creation of the 


World, according as Moſes hath taught 15, and I have found written in the Holy Scriptures,

But as touching the field 
of Senaar where Babylon ſtands, Heſtizws teſtifieth after this manner : 1: 3s ſaid of thoſe 
facrificers, who eſcaped from this great diſorder, that they took the Sacred Reliques of Jupiter 
the Conqueror, and came into Senaar of Babylon.

C ſhe ſuppoſed, that if L2bar purſued and overtook' them, by reſtoring them, ſhe might 7/4, 2200. 
obtain his pardon. But Lban a day after the departure of Jacob and his Wives, had - 
notice thereof, and being therewith much troubled, he purſued after them, intending 1758. ; 
to aſſault them by force, and on the ſeventh day he overtook them upon a certain Hill p 
where they ſat down to take their reft, jn that it was Evening: but God appearing to Laben purſucth 
him in a Dream, commanded him to uſe no violence, neither towards his San-in-law, fs —_— 
nor his Daughters; but rather to liſten to a peaceable accord betwixt himſelf and Facob : tom bb =. 
alluring him that if in contempt of Jacobs weakneſs he ſhould lift up his arm to aſſail Po 
him, that he himſelf would join with Face to protect him. 

The next day, Laban having received this command from God, called Jacob unto him 26. 
D to the end to confer together (and to tell him what the night before he had beheld in £4" —_ 
his Dream.) As ſoon as Je-ob was come to him, he began to accuſe him; alledging, 7:06. a 
that he had received him into his Houſe, at ſuch time as he came unto him being poc 
and naked of all means, and had given him great abundance of Goods. I have (faith 
he) given thee my Daughters in Marriage, hoping by that means to increaſe thy love 
towards me more and more 3 but thou haſt had neither reſpeQ of thy Mather, neithes 
of the acquaintance or Parentage betwixt thee and me, neither of the Wives. which 
thou haſt Married, norof thy Children, whoſe Grand-Father I am 3 but haſt dealt with 
me after an injurious and hoſtile manner, drivingaway that which appertained unto me, 
ſeducingmy Daughters to abandon him that begat them,and carrying. away my houſhold 
E gods with them, which both I and my Predeceſlors have ſepved and hanaured ; and 
what none, but men of War, would have done unto their Enemies,that haſt thou done 
unto me: yea, thou thatart my Kinſman, my Siſters San, the Hysbapd of my Daughters, 
my. pledge, and my familiar Servant, haſt dealt thus with me. On the other fide Facob 
alledged for himſelf, that God had not only made impreſſion in his heart, but that all men — 3r. - 
alſo are poſleſt with the love of their Country 3; and that after ſq lang ſpace of time, 79% anſwer 
it ſeemed good unto him to viſit his native foil. And concernipg that crime (faith joftion. _ 
he) which thou objedeſt againſt me , touching the prey, if any other but thy (elf he 
judge 3 thou ſhalt be convidted to have dealt unjuſtly with me : far: whereas thoy 
Oughteſt to have rewarded me, for the maintenance and increaſe I have made of thy 
F goods, haſt thou not done us great wrong to envy us a little part and portion thereof ? 
And for thy Daughters; know this, that they have not followed me as perſons cqn- 
veighed away by ſubtilty, but under that love and duty which married Wives bear untg 
their Husbands: they do not therefore only follow me, bur they come after their Chii- 36. 
dren, Theſe thingsalledged he for bimſelf. Further he replied, and accuſed Lahaz,becauſe —__ 
that being his Mothers Brother, and having given him his Daughters tro Wife, he had zabar. 
notwithſtanding bitterly vext him by his ſevere commandments to which he had heen 
obedient during the ſpace of twenty years 3 that the toyles he had endyred in order to 
his Marriage with Rachelhad been grievous unto him ; notwithſtanding that it was but 
a trifle in reſpe& of that which he ſuffered afterwards 3 which had he born him an 
G envious affe&ion or hoſtile hatred, he could very well have eſcaped. In truth, Lahare Labans fubril 
had dealt moſt unjuſtly with Jacob. For ſeeing that God affifted him in all that he en- org wid 
terprized, Lobar: promiſed to give him all the Cattel that were bara white, and lqmetime

that which was brought forth black: but when that which Jacob had named and choſen 
> ,04 did increaſe, then did not Labaz perform his promiſe unto him, but turned him over

to the next years increaſe, by reaſon he had always a reſp«Q'of the greater Flock, and 
promiſed that which he hoped would-not come to paſs 3 and which if it fell contrary, 
2 wm ready to infringe. And as touching the gods, he told him he might make ſearch 
or them. | 

This condition did Labar accept :' but Rachel underſtanding the ſame,thruſt the gods 
into a Sack, and made them to be'carried on a Camels back, and ſhe fate upon them, 
ſaying,that ſhe was indiſpoſed,by reafon that at that time ſhe had her natural purgations. 
And for this cauſe Labar defiſted'from ſearching any further, ſuppoſing his Daughter be- 
ing ſo affeed would not conceal or ſet her ſelt fo riear things that were ſo ſacred : and j 
he made a covenant with Jacob, that neither of them ſhould call to remembrance the un- 
kindneſſes that had paſt betwixt them,but that he ſhould cheriſh his Daughters;all which 
they bound with an oath. This Covenant was made upon a certain Mountain, where 
they reared a Pillar in the form of an Altar : whence it came to pals that this Pillar was 
called Galaad, that is to'fay,the hill of witneſs, from whence the Country of Galaad bears 
that name even until this day: and after that the alliance was made, and that they had 
banqueted together, Labar returned back again into his own Country. 

But as Jacob travelled towards the Country of Carazr, he had ſeveral Viſions, which 
preſaged unto him good hope of happineſs to come 3 and he called the place where this 
thing hapned, The field of God. And being deſirous to know how his Brother Eſau was k 
affected towards him,he ſent meſſengers before him' to bring him the exatt truth thereof, 
by reaſon he ſtood in fear leſt the memory of his old diſcontent ſhould be renewed: charg- 
ing his meſſengers to ſignifie unto Eſay, that Jacob deeming it a thing 1nconvenient to 
live with his Brother, who was diſpleaſed with him, had of his own free will forſaken 
the Country, and that at this preſent he was upon his return, conceiving that length of 
time might have extinguiſht his diſpleaſure. He therefore led with him his Wives and 
Children, with all thoſe riches which God had given him ; offcring himſelf unto Ear, 
with all which he had of moſt eſteem, by reaſon that he thought 1t the greateſt benetic 
that might happen to him to impart unto his Brother a part of thoſe commodities which 
he had received at Gods hands. All which they ſignified unto Efay, who rejoyced very 1, 
much thereat, and went forth to meet his Brother, accompanied with four hundred ar- 
med Men, But Facob hearing that he marched forward to meet him, attended by ſo 
many Men at Arms, was very much afraid : yet fixing his confidence in God, he pro- 


. vided for the time, leſt any detriment ſhould happen unto him, ſtudying every way to

defend both him, and his, from invaſion. To which end dividing his Troops, he cau- 
ſed ſome to march before, and the reſt to follow cloſely after: ſo that if any did aſſault 
the firſt, they might retire themſelves to the Troop that followed. 
After this manner having ordered all things about him, He ſent certain Servants.with 
preſents to his Brother, namely, with Beaſts of charge, and a great number of divers 
kinds of four-footed Beaſts, (which for their rareneſs might give more content and M 
admiration to thoſe to whom they were preſented.). All theſe marched one after another, 
to the intent, that being beheld thus in ranks, they might ſeem to be a greater number 
than they were : to'the end, that if as yet there remained any diſcontent in the heart 
of Eſau, theſe preſents might ſerve to mitigate the ſame. He commanded them alſo 
that marched foremoſt, that they ſhould uſe courteous ſalutation rowards Eſau. Ha- 


his Companies to march, who paſſed the River of Jaboch - but Facob, who was left 
hindmoſt, had a Viſion, in which he wreſtled with an Angel, and he became Vidor. 

Now the Angel ſpake unto him, exhorting him to rejoice at that which had hapned [2 
unto him, affuring him that he had not atchieved an caſte matter , but that he had yy 
ſurmounted an Angel of God, which was a ſign of great good which would befal 
him, and that his Poſterity ſhould be invincible, and that no man whatſoever, ſhould 
overcome him : commanding him to call his name 1ſael, that is to fay, according to 
the Hebrews, a reſiſter of an Angel. Theſe things were foretold unto Jacob upon his 
requeſt 3 who perceiving alſo that he was an Angel of God, prayed him to inform him 
of that which ſhould happen unto him: which the Viſion did, and afterwards vaniſhed. 
Jacob took great pleaſure thereat, and called the place Phanyel, that is to ſay, the face 
of God : and for that in wreſtling he had hurt a part of his thigh, he afterwards 
abſtained from eating of the ſame, and by reaſon thereof our Nation do never

tended to a ſtranger and not to their Brother, with whom they might equally partake his 
good fortunes, being as well allied in felicity unto him, as in conſanguinity. Where- 
upon they reſolved on his death and deſiru&ion + and having complotted thefe counſels 7717s Bro- 

D amongſt themſelves, and gathered in their Harveſt, they retired themſelves with their tr complot 

Flock, towards Sicherr, (which was a part of that Country very fit: 3 feed their Cattel;) Sizhem a fr 

where they kept their flocks without giving any notice of their departure to their Fa- place to graze 

ther.

on, and to murther a ſtrangerz how much more heinous a Crime will it be held for us, 
F to be convicged tobe the murtherers of our Brother? whoſe death will heap forrow on 

our Fathers Head, and draw our Mother into great grief and deſolation, through the 

loſs of her Son robbed and bereft from her againſt the ordinary courſe of nature. 

He prayed therefore them to be adviſed in theſe thingsz and to conſider in their minds, 

what might happen, if this Child, who was fair vertuous, and young, thould be put ta 

death : deſiring them to give over this unnatural reſolution, and'to fear God who was 

both the judge and witneſs of their deliberation intended-againſt their Brother : adding 

that if they would deſiſt from this heinous att, God would take pleaſure 1n their repen- 

tance and reconcilement : bat if they proceeded in their enterpriſe, he aſſured then, 

that he would puniſh them like fratricides ; fince nothing is hidden from his Providence, pv 
G whether it be committed in the Deſart, or attempted in the City.

Pit. Age. Now had Rexber: reſolved in himſelf to fave Foſeph without his Brothers privity; for 
which cauſe coming by night unto the Pit, he called him with a loud Voice; and ſeeing 
that he gave him no anſwer, he began to conjecture with himſelf, that his Brethren had 
put him to death 3 he reproved them therefore very bitterly : but after they had told 
him what was become of him, he gave over his Mourning.

20 mitting unto his charge the care of his Houſhold 3 all which favours he made uſe of. Yet 
was he no ways diverted by theſe his Priviledges and Promotions, from bis habitual vir- O 
tue; teſtifying hereby, that prudence doth.not ſubmit to adverſe fortune, if a Man 
uſe the ſame orderly, and nor at that time gnly when fortune fawneth and flattereth.

He 
admoniſhed her of her duty, alledging the Laws,rights,and cuſtoms of Matrimony,willing 
her rather to reſpect them, than her inordinate Luſt : which is ſpeedily followed with 
Repentance , and a continual fear of being diſcovered : whereas Conjugal Fidelity is 
void of fear, and attended by a good Conſcience before God and Man. Moreover, that 
It was more convenient for her to govern and Command him as his Lady and Miſtreſs 
than to debaſe her ſelf, making him the partaker of their common fin 3 and far more 
F pleaſant to be aſſured in the confidence of a good life, than in ſecret to commit fin.

B and manner of his liberty. King Pharaoh having, 1n one and the ſame Night ſeen in his pharach the 
{leep two Dreams, which he conceived were of 1ll preſage to him, though he had forgot — of Egypt 
the explication of them which had been made to him ar the ſame time 3 early in the EI 
Morning (calling before him the learnedſt among the Egyptians) he required the in- 
terpretation thereof. Now when he could in no ſort be ſatisfied by them, he became 
more and more troubled : which the Butler perceiving, he called to mind Joſeph, and 
his wiſdom and prudence in theſe ſorts of conjectures, and repairing unto the King, told 
him of Joſeph, and of his Viſion which he had whil'ft he was in Priſon, together with 
Joſeph's interpretation , and the event thereof, and how the ſame day, the Maſter of 
the Bakers being condemned to-the Gallows, gave greater credit to his Prediftions : 

C how he was kept Priſoner as a Slave by Potiphar, the Maſter of hisHouſhold, and that 
he was a Hebrew, as himſelf ſaid,deſcended of good and honourable Parents. Command 

\ him therefore (faid he) to be ſent for, neither deſpiſe the Man for his = miſery, 

for thou maiſt manifeſtly underſtand by him, the fignification of thy Dreams. Here- 70/7 deliver- 
upon the King ſent for him preſently, and friendly taking him by the hand, ſpake to an won 
him aiter this manner. I underſtand by the report of my Servant, that thou art prudent ;

- poſe himſelf to all danger in that reſolution to deliver his Brother: whereupor he ad- w—_ a a 
4 dreſſed himſelt'to Joſeph, and ſpake thus, My Lord (ſaid he) we confeſs that we are all 
2 p ready to ſuffer puniſhnent, though we have not all/of us committed the offence, but- only the 
youngeſt ;, and though we ſuppoſe his life to be alnzaſt deſperate, yet our only hope reſts in your 
goodneſs and clemency. We beſeech you therefore, tht you will have compaſſion of ws, and be 
pleaſed to take counſel, not of your juſt indignation,but your native goodneſs z, ſince "tis proper 
6: to great minds, as yours is, to ſurmount thoſe paſſions, to which only vulgar Souls give way, 
and are wont to ſubmit. Conſider. I pray you, whether it ſtand with your dignity to kill thoſe, 
who preſent themſelves to be puniſhed, and deere in no ſort to live,except it be by the benefit of 
your mercy £ Suffer not your ſelf to be deprived of this honour, after you have delivered ws 
from Famine, and liberally furniſhed us with Corn to carry to our Family, labouring under the 
E ſame calamity.

God being 
moved to mercy by his moſt humble Prayer, appeared to him in a Dream, and comforted

C piety of his Anceſtors, and that he would reward them for it, even as in times paſt he 
had been gracious to their Forefathers. For it was he that had increaſed their poſte- 
rity, and multiplied them to ſo mighty a Nation, that by his favour Abraham departing 
alone out of Meſopotamia into Canaan, befides other felicities, had iflue by his Wife that 
was formerly barren, and left ample poſſeſſions to his Succelſlors : to Iſmael, Arabia; to 
Chetura's Children, Troglottite 3 and to Iſaac, Canaan. Nor could they ever forget with- 
out impiety and ingratitude, the attempts alſo which were happily atchieved in War by 
his affiſtance 5 that Facobs Name is renowned among(t Foreign Nations, both in reſpe& 
of the ftelicity wherein he lived, and that which by hereditary Right he left to his poſte- 
rity ; who taking their original from 70 Men that accompanied their Father into Eg yp, 

D were now increaſed to the number of 600000 : and aſſuring him that now alſo, he

Moſes, whence was wholly committed unto her. By reaſon of this accident, and for that he was.caſt 
Rerecened lis into the River, he was called Moſes 3 for the Egyptians call water, Mo; and ſaved, Yles ; 
ſo this name, compoſed of theſe two words, was impoſed on this Child ; who afterwards 
(without exceptions) became the wiſeſt Man among the Hebrews , according as God 
m__ = - had forctold : He was the ſeventh after Abraham; for he was Amrams fon, and Amrane 
brahan,  ſoriunto Cathis, and he to Levi, and Levi to Jacob 5 who was the ſon of {/zac, who was 
the ſon of 4iraham. He had a judgment riper than his age: for even amongſt his 
childiſh delights, he ſhewed himſelf more diſcreet than all his equals; and whatſoever 


he did, it gave teſtimony, that at ſuch time as he ſhould attain to mans eſtate, he would be L 


E capable of great things. When he was but three years old, God adorned and endowed him 
with an admirable beauty. He was ſo fair and amiable, that there was not any, how au- 
ſtere and inhumane ſoever, but in beholding him, would be aſtoniſhed. Yea, divers who 
met him, as he was carried through the ſtreets, turned themſelves about to behold him, 
and intermitted their other affairs, only to look upon him : for the adnurable beauty of 

_ #7: 10, {tsInfant did raviſh all thoſe that ſaw him. Whence it came to pals, that Thermuthzs, 
pred ſon of 1N that ſhe had no other Iſſue, adopted him for her Heir : and carrying him to the King 
---19onog » her Father, ſhe preſented him to him, ſaying , That ſbe was careful of a Succeſſor, by reafore 
Phah Got bad not vouchſafed him to have any Iſſne ; for (faith ſhe) 1 have brought up this Infant 
ver Nilus, and I have decreed to adopt him my Child, and to eſtabliſh hint as Succeſſor to thee 

in thy Kingdom. This ſaid, ſhe delivered the Infant into her Fathers arms : who, after 

he had emhraced and hugged him at his breaſt, (to give his daughter the more content) 

he put his Diadem upon the Childs head : but Moſes pulling it trom his head , after a 

childiſh manner, calt 1t on the ground, and ſpurned it with his feet ; which .a& of his was 

ſuppoſed ominous'to the Realm, and dangerous for the King. Whereupon the ſacred 

' Secretary (whothad foretold, that his Nativity would be the deſtruction of the Egypti- 

ans) willed them to kill the Child, crying out with a loud voice, to the King, after this 

manner: O King, this Child, by whoſe death God promiſeth us fecurity, hath already confirmed 


the preſage, infulting over thy Kingdom, and fpurning thy Diadem : Take from the Egyptians N 


that fear which they have conceived of him , by his death; and from the Hebrews that hope 

Per. ro. which they build on his courage and life. But Thermuthis haſtily conveyed him thence, and 

Maſes dever- the King was not overforward to lay hands on him,by reafon that God diſpoſed all things 
cd fromdeath...  *... | . . 

He was:therefore very 

carefully brought up : and by reaſon of him, the Hebrews in general-were repleniſhed 

with good hope 3. but by the Egyptians, his education both was ſuſpeted/and grudged 

at : yet by reaſon that if the Lad ſhould have been (lain, chere was not any one, either 

akin, or adopted, that could pretend to the ſucceſſion of the Crown of Egypt , they ab-

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A about them, ſpoiled and made pillage of all the Goods of the Egyptians 3 Who, incenſed A 
againſt them for the wrongs and injuries which they had done, levied an Army, intend- wha. bes 
ing to revenge them of that diſgrace which their Enemies had offered them : but in the fore Ciriſts, Na- 
Battel they were all put.tg flight, ſo that many of them were ſlain ; and the reſt ſhame- {*/22758 
fully flying, returned with 1gnominy worſe than death, into their own Country; The Yer. 11. 
Ethiopians proud with this good fortune, inſtantly purſued them: and ſuppoſing it a cow- ——_—. 
ardly part, not to take the benefit of their preſent good fortune, and conceiving an af- Erhingiars. 
ſured hope of conquering Egypt , they entred the Country , and generally waſted the 
ſame : and having taſted of the ſweetneſs of pillage, without any temper or moderati- 
on in their Victory , they were encouraged to attempt greater matters. And whereas 

B they perceived, that having waſted all the Neighbor-regions, no man durſt fally out, to 
encounter them in Arms, they marched forward toward Mexphzs,. even to the Sea, arri- 
ving near no City that had the heart, or durſt make head againſt them. By which cala- 
mities, the Egyptians being much oppreſſed, they ſend one to ask counſel of the Oracle; 
by what means they might redreſs their miſeries 3 and when an anſwer was given them, 

That they ſhould chuſe an Hebrew to aſſiſt then in the Wars, the King commanded his 
daughter to give them 4/oſes3 who, together with the Empire, might govern the whole 
Army. She taking an Oath of the King , that no injury or violence ſhould be offered 
him, delivered him into his hands; eſteeming it to bea great good fortune for Moſes, that 
he was called to the ſuccor of her Country : and, on the othet fide, blaming the Prielts, 

C who were not aſhamed to demand his aid and affiſtance, whom they had ad judged tobe 
{lain as their common Enemy. But Moſes, exhorted by Thermuthzs, and the King, wil- The Ezyptzans 
lingly took the charge upon him. Whereat the Pricſts of both Nations were very joy- {*<Mz® 
fal : for the Egyptians hoped, that when by his virtue and valor he had overcome their praia. 
Enemies, they afterwards might more ealily diſpatch and murther him, by ſome treaſon 
and (iniſter means and the Hebrews conceived an hope, that they might get out of Ezypr, 
by reaſon that Moſes was the General of the Army. Moſes therefore making haſte, before: ſs marchetl 
ſuch time as the Enemies had any notice that he was diſlodged, he levied his Army, and 89 te #- 
condutted them, not along the banks of the River, but through the main Land 3 where. 
in he made manifeſt his moſt admirable prudence. For the journey by Land being very 

D dangerous , by reaſon of the multitude of Serpents, (which the Country thereabouts 
breeds of all ſorts, and ſome of that kind, that the like thereof are not ſeen in any other 
place, all different in malignity, and horrible form, and ſome winged ones, who not only 
offend thoſe that they encounter on the earth very privily, but alſo towre vety high in 
the Air, and hover about to hurt thoſe that are not aware of them; ) he, for the ſecu- 
rity of his Army,and tothe end he might march without any inconvenience, invented this 
marvellous and admirable ſtratagem : He cauſed two Paniers of Sedge to be made, in 
form of Coffers, and filled them with certain Birds called 1bzs, who are mortal Enemies 
to Serpents, and before whom the Serpents flee 3 and ſometimes, in flying from them like 
Harts, they are laid hold of, and ſwallowed by them. Otherwiſe theſe Birds are managed 

E and made tame, and are not harmful to any but to Serpents : of whom I will now ceaſe 
to write any further, becauſe the Greeks do already know what kind of Bird it is. 

When therefore he arrived in the Country of Serpents, he let flie his 1bzs againſt the | 
venemous Beaſts, and made uſe of them to encounter the other. And having marched The vifory 
in this ſort, he ſurprized the Ethiopians, before they ſuſpeded him 3 and ſuddenly charg- 91" 27s 
ing them, he overcame them in Battel, ſpoiling them of the hope they had to conquer p1ia:s tad a 
Epgpt: and entring the Towns of Ethiopia, he razed them, and made a great (laughter of _ rrodkad 
the Inhabitants. The Feypriar Army having taſjed this happy ſucceſs under the condug 
of Moſes, omitted not the purſuit 3 eſpecially, for that they ſaw that the Erhiopiars were 
well-nigh conquered, or rather wholly deſtroyed : and in the end having driven them 

F even to Saba, the chief City of Ethiopia, (which Cambyſes called Meroe , for the love $6: their 
which he bore unto his ſiſter, who was ſo called) they beſieged them. The City was CR 
ſtrong, and very hard to be aſlailed , by reaſon of the River Nils which environs it 
round about : on the other ſide, the Rivers of Aſtap#s and Aſtaobora, flow in fo fiercely, 
that they could neither break the courſe of the water, nor wade over the ſtream : for 
the City is builr in an Iſland, environed with a ſtrong wall round about, having great 
Ramparts betwixt the Rivers and the walls built,/to refiſt the inundations of the waters; 
by reaſon whereof, that the City could be very hardly taken, althoughthe oppoſite Ar- 
my had found means to paſs the water. Now, when Moſes was much troubled that his Ar- 
my profited nothing, by reaſon that the Enemy durſt not encounter them in open field, 7-44, the 

G behold what a chance hapned : Tharbis, the daughter of the King of Ethiopia, behold- Fs. ow 
ing Moſes as he approached with his Army near the walls of the City, and ſeeing how quireth love _ 
valiantly he fought, and behaved himſelf, and wondring at the Exploits and Enterpriſes CEE,

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| Hpoctpe which he made, (which was the cauſe that the Egyptians , almoſt deſpairing of their H

- agg Nz- elteemed the Conquerors, and happy in their warlike exploits and fortunate executions) 
RAN. Were in the greateſt extremity of danger, ſhe was ſurpriſed with love of him , and for 
that this paſtion augmented more and more in her, ihe ſent to him ſeven of her moſt 

faithful houſhold ſervants, to offer him her love. Which he accepted, on condition 

that ſhe ſhould deliver the City into his hands 3 promiſing her, by a ſolemn Oath, That 

when he was Maſter thereof, he would take her to Wife, without fallifying, or breach 

of his promiſe. The matter was no ſooner motioned, but the cffctt followed. Having 

- conquered the Ethiopians, and given thanks to God for the favours he had done him, 

Moſes accompliſhed the Marriage, and ſent the Egyptians back again into their Country. I 
Who nevertheleſs conceived great hatred againſt him, the Author and cauſe of their 
The Eey2tians ſafety and victories 3 and began ſeriouſly to conſult and adviſe amongſt themſelves, how 
ſeek to verry they might deſtroy him 3 ſuſpeCting leſt by reaſon of the happy ſucceſs he had had , he 
oy” ſhould begin to think of making himſelf Maſter of Egypt.

Moreover, that he _ the Iſrae- 
ſhould uſe theſe figns before all men, to the end, (faith God) that all may believe, that as 
being ſent by me, thou doſt all this according to my Cothmandment.” Furthermore, 1 
enjom thee, That without any further delay, thou haſte into Egypt 5 - and that thou tra- 
vel day and night, without loſing time, without delaying any more, to ſuccour the poor 
Hebrews, grievoully afflicted in Egypt. Moſes having no cauſe to diſtruſt that which God 

E had promiſed him, and being confirmed by theſe things, whereof he was both an eye- 
witneſs and hearer, he prayed God, that if there were any occafion to expreſs the like 
power in Egypr, he would vouchſafe to farther the effeq : beſeeching him further, that 
he would not conceal his name from him, to whom he had participated the hearing of his 
voice, and the fight of his preſence : that it might pleaſe him therefore to declare unto 
him his name, to the end, that when he ſhould offer ſacrifice unto him, he might call up- 
on the ſame. God declared unto him his name, which before time had been concealed 
amonegſt men, and of which alſo it is not lawful for me to ſpeak. 24oes wrought theſe 
figns not only at that time, but alſo when or whereſoever he thought it requiſite : by all 
which ke gave further credit to the fire which had appeared unto him, and aſſured him- 

F elf, that God would be his favourable Defender, that he would deliver his Brethren, and #40 & xu-* 
involve the Egyptians in great calamities. And after that he underſtood, that Pharaoh "7 iP: 73: 
King of Egypt was dead, (during whole life, he fled from thence) he requeſted Raguel, © 
to give him leave to depart into Egypt, for the profit of thoſe of his Nation ; and taking 
with him Sephora, (who was Ragnels daughter, and his married wife) and Gerſon and 
Eleazar, his children, which he had by her, he departed into Egypt. Now this name of 
Gerſor,in the Hebrew Tongue, ſignifieth Foreign : and Eleazar fignifieth favoured by God 
in memory, that Moſes had eſcaped from amongſt the Egyptians, by the affiſtance of the cy. 4. :..:-

accuſing him, for that in times paſt he fled away, for fear to be {lain in Egype, and at this 

preſent returned thither, under a ſubtile pretext, cloaking his Craft with Magick and In- 


chantment, the more to affright him. And at the ſame inſtant he called into his preſence 


the Prieſts of Egypt, to let him ſee thoſe ſigns, and to make it manifeſt, that the Egyptians K 


were skill'd in thoſe Sciences 3 and that he alone was not Maſter in thoſe things, the 

which he boaſted to perform by Gods power, but that they were deceits and ſhadows of 

marvels, to deceive the multitude. Whereupon the Prieſts caſt down their Rods, and 

they became Serpents. Moſes being moved herewith, ſaid, O King, 1 deſpiſe not the wiſ- 

dom of the Egyptians 5 but I proteſt, that that which I have done, doth ſo far ſurpaſs all their 

Magick and Art, as there js difference between divine and humane things. I will therefore 

ſhew you, that that which 1 do, is not by Inchantment, nor with a falſe appearance of verity, but 

P#.12. by the providence and power of God.

this, Moſes would neither deſiſt from his purpoſe, in regard of the Kings threatning, or 
the continual cry of his, Country-men , neither was in any ſort diſmayed thereat 3 but 
with a confident and undaunted mind, he reſolutely proceeded to reſtore his Country- 
men to their deſired liberty. He therefore once again addreſſed to the King, perſuading 
him to diſmiſs the Hebrews, to the end they might repair to Mount S747, and ſacrifice to

zog his ingratitude, and that he would not be warned, notwithſtanding he had delivered 

him from the former calamity) inflited another Plague upon the Egyptians, He ſent £04. 9. 6. 
an infinite number of Frogs among them, which covered the whole Country ; and the —_ 
River was ſo ſtored with them, that they that drew water to drink, found it altogether Frogs. 
infected with the putrefaCtion of them, dying and rotting in the waters 3 ſo that the . 

whole Country was full of filthy Mud . by reaſon of the Frogs that died on the ſame. 

They corrupted allo their Meats, entring into their Houſes, amidſt their meat and drink, 

and creeping in their Chambers from whence an odious ſtench exhaled, by reaſon of the - 
multitude of Frogs that lay dead. Now when the Egyptians ſaw themſelyes fo fore 

prefied with theſe evils, the King commanded Moſes to depart with the Hebrews, whither 

he pleaſed. And as ſoon as he had ſpoken this, the multitude of Frogs vaniſhed, and 

appeared no more, neither on the earth, nor in the water , but they retained their ac- 

cultomed nature. No ſooner was the earth delivered from this curſe, but Pharaob for- 

got the cauſe thereof, and retained the Hebrews (till :: and (as if he deſired to experiment 

yet greater miſeries) he denied them that liberty which before he had granted them, ra- 

ther out of fear, than good will. For this cauſe, God once again puniſhed his falſhood, 

by ſending him another Plague : for a multitude of Lice ſwarmed on the bodies of the £7: 8. 15. 
Egyptians, by which the poor men were miſerably devoured ; neither could they cx- —_— 
terminate that Race either by bathings or undtions. The King troubled with this cala- : 
mity, and fearing the ruine of his People, and bethinking him of the ſhameful end 

thereof, was conſtrained to permit the People to depart : but (after the Plague was 

appeaſed) he required, that they ſhould leave their wives and children behind them.

But notwithſtanding all theſe, the King ſtill continued obſtinate in his wicked- - © 
neſs, and diſobedience unto God 3 permitting only, that the women and men ſhould 
depart , and that their children ſhould be left behind them ; but God deliſted not to 
puniſh his wickedneſs by divers moſt grievous Plagues, far more tedious than the for- 
mer, yea, ſuch as were diſperſed over all the People. Zn | 

For their bodies were grievouſly tormented with ulcers, and corrupted inwardly : and C7: 9: 3: 
after this ſort, the greater part of the Egyptians periſhed. But the King being not melt- _ = 
ted, nor mollified by this Plague, God rained down Hail upon them, (which never before plague. 
that time was ſeen in Egypt 3 and further ſo great, or rather greater than that which fal- _., *% > 
leth to the Northward , near the Pole Artique) though it was a conliderable time of plagueborch- 
Spring, and ſpoiled all their fruit. After which, an Army of Graſhoppers devoured all &- _ 
thoſe buds and fruits which were unhurt by the Hail ; ſo that all the hope which the 5157525, 
Egyptians had of their Harveſt, was utterly overthrown.

For, beſides all that which hath been ſpoken, an obſcure and dark 
night ſurprized them, in ſuch ſort as they were all of them drowned, and there remained 
Not one of them to bear back the tidings of their misfortune. The Hebrews. could not

There, 24h ſignifi- 
wearied with Travel, and their Proviſion failing them, they began to be pinch'd with 7 # 5 org 
neceſlity, ſo that they reſolv'd to ſtay in that place 3 and the rather, in that they found 
a certain Pit there, which although it were inſufficient to ſarisfie ſo great an Army, yet 
for that they found it in that Country, it yielded them no little conſolation. For they 
were given to underſtand, that if they travelled onwards, they ſhould find no water; 
and for the water of that Pit, it was ſo bitter and unfit for drinking, that it neither was 
agreeable to the taſte, nor ſupportable for their very Cattel, Whereupon Moſes ſeeing 

F them wo diſcomforied, and not knowing how to ſatisfie them, in that he had not to deal 
with an Army or Enemy,whom he might repel with Valour; but that hunger and thirſt 
alone reduc'd all this great multitude of Men, Women and Children, to great diſtreſs; 
he was greatly perplex'd, and reſented in himſelf the calamity of them all, as if it had 
been all his own : for all of them had their recourſe unto him, and to no Man elſe ; the 
Women beg'd for their Children, and the Husbands intreated for their Wives, befeech- 
ing him to take compaſſion of their.diſtre(s, and to furnifh them with ſome means to ' 
eſcape their miſery. He addreſſed himſelt therefore in moſt humble manner to Al- Ye. 15. _ 
gy God, praying that it would pleaſe him to amend the evil quality of the water, —_ 
and to make it potable. Which grace and favour he no ſooner obtain'd, but he took a change thy vit-

Wherenpon falling 
to dig up the Sand, they could light of no Veins of Waters and if pnnge any little 
appear'd, it was fo troubled by the Sand, that it became unhi to be taſted : neither did 
the Trees bear any ſtore of Fruit,' by reaſon of the want of Water. For which cauſe, the 
whole multitude began to murmur againſt their Guide, aſcribing all the cauſe of their 
Calamities and Miſertes unto him. For having marched for the ſpace of thirty dayes, 
they had confum'd all the proviſion which they brought with them ; and conceiving 
that there was no remedy, they were wholly overwhelm'd with deſpair. Conſidering 
therefore only the evil which was before their eyes, and G_— the marvels which 


God, by the Miniſtry of Moſes, had made them both ſee and partake,they conceiv'd in- K 


dignation againſt him,and were ready toſtone him to death, as if he had been the Author 
of that calamity which oppreſſed them. But he perceiving the multitude fo enraged, 
and incenſed againſt him, ſtrengthned himſelf in God 3 and warranted by the teſtimony 


cf a good Conſcience, and the uprightneſs of his actions, he came out into the midſt of 


thoſe who revil'd him,and had gather ſtones to caſt at him. And for that he was adorn'd 
with a ſingular grace and majeſtick countenance,and endued with pleafing eloquence,he 
began to appeaſe their wrath 3 exhorting them to bear their preſent difficulties, by re- 
membring their forepaſled bleſſings; and not to permit the Travel which they endur'd 
at that time, to drive out of their remembrance the graces and favours which they had

God's favour, if they neglected his Will, by whoſe direCtion they were brought out of 
Fegypt, and threatned and hated him, who was God's Miniſter; eſpecially fince hitherto 
they could no ways complain of him in any thing which he had undertaken to execute 
by the Commandment of God. Then reckon'd he up particularly unto them, how the 


Egyptians were plagued and deſtroyed, whil'ſt contrary toGod's Will, they endeavour 1 


to detain them: how the ſame River, which of it ſelf was bloody and unprofitable to 
drink of, to themſelves became both ſweet and potable : likewiſe, how the Sea retir'd it 
ſelf, and furtherd both their flight and paſſage, wherein they ſaw themſelves ſecure and 
free from danger; and contrariwiſe,their Enemies deſtroy'd, overthrown, and drowned : 
and how, even until that day, being diſarm'd, they were by God's providence both fur- 
niſh'd and fortified abundantly. Moreover, how often God had deliver'd them from 
apparent death and danger, beſides all mens opinion 3 who always Omnipotent, gave 
them at that time not the leaſt cauſe to deſpair of his affiſtance. For which cauſe, they 
ought to ſuffer all things patiently,and to imagine with themſelves, that the ſuccour, al- 


though deferred, was never too late, which was receiv'd before ſuch time as the danger Ny 


had prevail'd : and ſo to think, that God contemn'd not their perils, but made trial of 
their fortitude and conſtancy, to ſee whether they were able and willing to endure the 
want of meat and drink : or rather, whether after the manner of brute Beaſts, they had 
rather return to the yoke of ſervitude, to be fed only to be made the better able to en- 
dure labour. As for himſelf, he nothing fear'd his life (becauſe that being unjuſtly (lain, 
no evil could happen unto him) but that he was caretul of their ſafety, leſt lifting up 
their hands to ſtone him, they ſhould oppoſe themſelves againſt God and his Commands. 
Thus pacifi'd he them, and aſlwag'd the fury they had concerv'd to endanger his life : 
and ſo much prevail'd he, that they repented of that Enterprize whereby they ſought to 


deſtroy him. And for that he knew that they had ſome reaſon to be thus moy'd, he ad. O 
dreſs'd himſelf to prayer and ſupplication : and aſcending a certain Rock, he deſir'd God's 
help to relieve their infirmities, wants and affliction, (in whoſe hands only the falvation

were ready to periſh with thir{t; and praying him to provide them drink! alſo, other- 
wiſe their meat was unprofitable to them. God preſently granted his Prayerz promi- 
ling Moſes, that he would give him a Fountain, and abundance of Water; from that 
place from whence he leaſt expected it. To which end, he commanded him to ſtrike 
with his Rod the Rock which was.there hard by, and promis'd to make: the water come 
forth immediately, ſo that the people ſhould have ufficient without. taking. pains to 

F ſeek for it, Which command when Moſes had receiv'd, he return'd to the people, who 
expected him, and had their eyes fix'd upon him, with great impatienceas he deſcended 
from the Rock, where he had made his Prayer. No ſooner was he arriv'd, but he told . 
them that God would deliver them from the neceſſity wherein they were,and would gra- 
ctouſly grant them an unexpected relief,by cauſing a ſtream ſuddenly to break from that Gs Nriterh 
Rock. But they being amaz'd at that which they heard, and doubting, leſt tyred with cp 9 ay 
thirſt, and ſpent with journeys, they ſhould beenforc'd to hew and cleave the Rock 3 Mo- —_ —O 
ſes (truck the ſame in ſuch ſort with his Rod,that it divided aſunder, and there iflu'd out water. 
moſt clear and pure water in great abundance. The people were greatly aſtoniſh'd at 
this ſo ſtrange accident, and no leſs rejoyced. They fe! to drink of the Water, and

goodneſs, divine bounty and power of God. For this cauſe they highly 'eſteem'd Me-

How the Amalekites and their Aſſociates were overcome, and how great a Prey the 
Iſraelites obtained thereby. | 


UT when the Renown of the Hebrews was become great, and ſpread abroad in 


all parts, it came to paſs, that the Neighbouring Nations were in very great fear | 


ot them : whereupon (ſending Ambaſſages the one unto the other) they mutually con- 


ſpir'd to expel, and, if poflible, utterly extirpate the whole people. . 


Amongſt the reſt, thoſe of the Country of Cobol, and the City Petra, who are call'd 


Hedio & Rutti- Ay,zJekites, (a Nation very Warlike , and more active than the reſt) were the chief 


nus chap.

ing from the thraldom of the Egyptians, had invaded their Country, whoſe multitudes 
were not a little to be ſuſpeted; counſelling them (before they had gather head, 
and recoyer'd more means, and a Country to dwell in, and grew more confident, by 


their forbearance) -to charge them firſt, rather than to expet their increaſe, and fo to K 


oppreſsthem 3 eſteeming it a better point of wiſdom, to reprels their inſolency and for- 
wardneſs in the Deſart, than 'to expe whilſt they were poſleſs'd of ſtrong and rich 
Cities. For this (faid they) is the part of wiſe men, to reſiſt the beginnings of power 
of their Adverſarics, and not to expe, till by daily Exploits they more and more in- 
creaſe 3 and rather to provide to prevent, than deliver themſelves from peril. After 
theſe Ambaſſages, it was decreed by general Council, That they ſhould endeavour to 
invade and aflault the Hebrews. Theſe determinations and defigns of theirs, troubled 
Mofes very much, for that he expected no Hoſtility, When therefore he perceiv'd that 
the people were affrighted and amaz'd, to fee themſelves (being wholly unprovided) 


to be charg'd by ſoſtrong and well-furniſh'd an Army, he re-comforted them, and will'd L 


| them to bethink themſelves of God's promiſes, who by his power had ſet them ar liber-

ty; aſſuring them, that they ſhould overcome all thoſe that made head againſt them, to 
deſtroy them 3 wiſhingthem to think, that though they were inferiour to their Enemies 
in Weapons, Wealth, and Munition, and the like ; yet ſincethey had God to friend,and 
ready to fight for them again(t their Enemy, they ought to be of good courage,as being 
furniſh'd with more than humane ſupplies. Alledging further, that they were not ig- 
norant how great an Afliſter God was, having had ſo often tryal of his goodneſs in 
their greateſt dangers,as an Enemy to their Enemies,and favourable to their proceedings: 
which favour of his he moſt manifeſtly expreſs'd, by his miraculous deliverance of them 


from hunger and thirſt;by procuring them freeeſcape,when they were ſhut in by theSea jy 


and Mountains : And that which ſhould moſt animaxe them to the Fight and Vidory, 
was, That if they came off victorious, they ſhould want nothing that appertain'd to a 
more commodious and peaceable life. Moſes thus having encourag'd the people by his 
words, call'd' unto him the chiefeſt of the Tribes, and every one of them that had the 


charge of them, both in private and publick Aſſembly, commanding the younger to 


obey the elder, and the Elders to be obedient to their General. Hereupon the people 
contemn'd their danger, and were defirous of Fight, hoping that this Conflict would 
prove the end of their Calamities. For which caule, they earneſtly deſtr'd Moſes to lead 
them forth againſt the Enemy, and not to dull the alacrity of the Souldiers by any un- 


timely delay. Whereupon (chuſing out among the whole multitude ſuch as were N 


molt fit for War) he appointed the Son of Navexs the Ephramite, to lead them, a Man 
Valiant in Arms, and prudent in Counſel, and of great Piety,as having been train'd up 
therein by Moſes his Maſter. He alſo in ſuch ſort deſpiſed certain Bands, that he might 
not be cut off from Water: he left ſo many as might guard the Camp and weaker Com- 
pany. Thus ſtood they all Night long in Arms, expetting only the Signal of their Ge- 
neral, and the Order of their Captains,to attack their Enemies. On the other fide Moſes 
{lept not,but inſtructed Foſaab how he ſhould conduct the Army. And as ſoon as the day 
appear'd,he encourag'd Foſuah to ſhew himſelf ſuch an one in that Battel, as both the 


| place wherewith he was honour'd,and the Cauſe for which they fought,requir'd ; wiſh- 
 1ng him, by his Proweſs and good Conduct, to give Life and Courage to his Souldiers O 
that follow'd him. He likewiſe exhorted the chiefeſt of the Hebrews 10 particular, and 


in general heartned and emboldned all others that entred the Batrel. 
And 
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A Afeer he had thus diſpos'd the Army, and given all neceſſary orders, he, committing PATNA 
the Army, to God's protection, and Joſnah's condudt, retird upon a Mountain, Then hs 7 gods By 
encountred the Armies on both ſides, and every one fought moſt vahiantly 3 neither #-fore cbritts 
wanted there encouragement on either fide. And as long as Moſes lifted up his hands; og _ 
the Hebrews had the better againſt the Amalekztes, But forthat he was unable continu- L-IIg 
ally to ſupport the ſame, (and becauſe he obſerv'd, that as often as he held down his 

hands, fo long the Enemies drove the [jaelites to tetreat) he willed his Brother Aaro; 

and Uron his Siſter Maries Husband, to ſtand on each fide-of him, and ſuſtain his hands. 

Which when they had petform'd, the Hebrews by main foree overcame the Amalekites ; 

ſo that all of them had been ſlain, if the Chaſe had continu'd, and had not been cut off - / 


B by the approach of the night. Thus our Anceſtors obtain'd a moſt happy. and advan- 


tragious Victory : For beſides the glory they got in having overcome ſo potent Ene- 
mies, and caſt a terror into the hearts of the Nations round about, to whom they have 
ever {ince been formidable, they became Maſters of the Enemies Camp, and both in ge- 
neral and in particular got Riches 3 whereas before that time they had not neceſlary. 
means to maintain themſelves. And this Victory of theirs, was the cauſe of their very 
great good fortune, not only for the preſent, but alſo for the time to come : For not 
only had they theirEnemies bodies under their ſubjeCion, but alſo their ſpirits, ſo as they 
were fear'd by all the Nationsround about, And they multiplied both in ſtrength and 
riches; for there was a great quantity bf gold and filver taken in the Camp. Divers Yer. 13. 
C Veflels likewiſe, and Tables of Braſs were found therein : likewiſe great quantity of The 1ſraelites 
kt : - recover a great 
Tifſue-work, and excellent Furniture for War. Moreover, they had all their Baggage, prey in the 
Tents, Harneſs, and Horſes, and generally,the whole proviſion of an Army became their Camp of the 
prey. Thus ended this Battel, The ſucceſs whereof ſo exalted the courage of the rag 
I/-aelites, that they thought henceforward nothing would be unpoſſible to them. The onof the ſpoils 
next day, Moſes cauſed the Enemies that were lain, to be rifled, and the ſcatter'd Armg ©29 Pre) 
of thoſe that fled to be gather'd up. He honour'd them alfo, that had bravely demean- 
ed themſclves in the Battel, and praiſed the Captain Foſuah in publick z whoſe honour + 
was confirm'd by the applauſe of the whole Army. There was not one Hebrew that pe- 
riſhed that day : though ſo many of the Enemies were there put to the Sword, as their 
D number cannot be expreſsd. He offer'd likewile a Sacritice of Thankſgiving unto God, 
and erected an Altar unto him, and dedicated it To God, the ViFor. He prophefied more- The predi&i- 
over, that all the Amalekites ſhould be _—_ extinguiſh'd, ſo that none of them ſhould _ A 
be left alive, in that they had aſſaulted the Hebrews, and that in the Defart, and at ſuch Analetites. 
time as they were in affliction. After which, he made a Feaſt for the General, to teſti- 
fie the joy he had for his Victory. This Iſſue had this Battel, which was the firſt that 
they fought after their departure out of Egypt. But as ſoon as Moſes had celebrated a The 1faelites 
Feaſt in memory ofthe Vidtory, to the end he might give the Hebrews ſame refreſhment 27m* © ve 
after the Batte], he cauſed them to march in arayz for now the Arms gotten from the $ixas.

This was wont to be plac'd in the Temple towards the North-Wall, not 
far from the Sanquary : and on it were placed twelve unleavened Loaves,ſet ſix by fix, the 
one over againſt the other, and made of two 4ſars of the pureſt Wheat, which meaſure 
of the Hebrews, contained ſeven Cotylas of the Athenians; and above theſe Loaves, two 
golden Pots filled with Frankincenſe 3 but after ſeven dayes, other Loaves were ſet in 
their place on the Feſtival day, which we call the Sabbath.

reſpondence the one with the other, on which were planted ſeven Candles, according to 
the number of the ſeven Planets, which branched out toward the Eaſt and South, the 
Candleſtick being ſet lide-long. Between this and the Table (as is ſaid) was a little Altar

Now his Hat was ſuch as the other Prieſts uſed,. on which there ſtood apo- 
ther ſewed taereto, and flouriſhed with Hyacizthine: this was invironed with a Golden 
Crown, in which there were divers Cups of Gold made after ſuch ſort as may be ſeen | 
in that Herb which we call Daccar, and the Grecian Herbaliſts, Hezbane.., And leſt any »: 35 
Man that hath not heretofore ſeen the ſame, ſhould be ignorant of the nature thereof, bh as. 
I have thought good to ſet down the deſcription in this. place. This Herb is of the golden crown. 
F height of three ſpans, hath a root like a Turnep or Navew, and Leaves that reſemble ; 
Smallage or Rocquet : out of the ſtem it putteth forth a certain bud cleaving to the 
branches of it, inveſted with a Coat, which it caſteth off when the Fruit waxeth ripe; 
This bud 1s as big as the joint of a little Finger, having a circumference like unto a Cupz 
which I will deſcribe more plainly, that the ignorant may the better comprehend it. 
In the Jower part thereof about the bottom it reſembleth in roundneſs a half bowl ; 
and according as it groweth up it is ſtreightned, until being again dilated 1n the exrre- 
' mjty or brim, it ends ina Partition,not much unlike to a Pomegranate cut in the middeſt, 
to which there is annexed and groweth a round Cover, as if turned and framed on 
purpoſe, having theſe eminent Cleits (3s I ſaid) like to the middeit of a Pomegranate, 
G reſembling the pointed and ſharp Thorns, and pricking Blades. Now it containeth a 
certain fruit under the Cover,and the whole Cup is like to the Seed of the Herb Sideritis ; $initis.

Hi [ cannot therefore but greatly wonder at the ſtrange and cauſcleſs malice which 
WY Other Nations have conceived againſt us, as if we were 1njurious againſt the Divine 
; Majeſty, which (they fay) they fo much honour. For, if a Man mark the compoſition 
of the Tabernacle, and examine the habit of the High Prieſt, and conſider all the Sacred 
Veſſels which we uſe in celebrating the Divine Service,he ſhall find, that our Law-giver 
was a Man of a Divine Spirit, and that we without any-caule are injured by other Na- 
tions. For, if without partiality a Man will duly examine it, he ſhall find, that all 
things have been done to repreſent and figure the World. For the Tabernacle is of 
thirty Cubits, divided into three partsz \whereof two. are left for the Sacrifice, as 
Place prophane, and common;fignifying the Land and Sea, wherein all forts of Creatures 
v.51, are converſant ; but the third part is ſequeſtred, and reſerved for God alone; in like 
wag Heniic2” fort, as the Heaven is unacceſſible by Men. The Table on which the twelve Loaves 
brick- of the were placed, fignifieth the Year divided into twelve Months.. The Candleſtick, made 
Tavernace, ,. Of ſeventy pieces, [ignificth the twelve Signs, thorow which every one of the ſeven 
na Plats paſs: the ſeven Lamps that were therein, repreſent the feven Planets. The 
2.5. ad 14 Veyls made of four ſeveral kinds of ſtuff, reſemble the four Elements: for the Lin- 
_ 23 * nen ſeems to repreſent the Earth, from whence it was drawn and derived: the Purple 
Maurex : the Hyacinth fignifieth the Air: and the Scarlet, denoteth the Fire. The Tanicle 
likewiſe of the High Prieſt typifies the Earth, for it is made of Linnen. The Hyacinth 
which inclines to Azure, ſhews the Heaven, the Pomegranats reſemble the Lightning, 
as the Bel/s the noiſe of the Thunder. The Szrcor ſheweth, that the whole World is 
compoſed of four Elements, reſembled'by its four colours : to which Gold is annexed 
(as I interpret it) for that Light is annexed to all things 3 Eſer alſo is planted in the 
middle thereof, in ſuch fort, as the Earth obtaineth the middle place of the World. 
Likewiſe, the Girdle wherewith he is girt, reſembleth the Sea, which enfoldeth and be- 


girteth all things. The #wo Sardoxix Stones (et as Buttons or Loops 1n the High Prieſts 


Garment) figmtie the Sun and Moon. The number of the Gems allude to the number L 


of the Months, or the twelve Houſes, or the equal number of parts of that Circle,which 
the Grecians call the Zodiack. The Thizra or Mitre likewiſe hath an alluſion to Heaven, 
by reaſon of its Azareor Hyacinthizze colour 3 for otherwiſe the Name of God might not 
be placed therein: and the Triple Crown of Gold, by its brightneſs, repreſents his glory 
and Soveraign Majeſty. Let this ſuffice for the preſent ; for that which we will diſcourſe 
hereafter, will furniſh us with fufficient and ample matter, to ſhew and ſet out the Wil 


dom of our Law-giver. 


CHAP. IF. 
Of Aaron's Prieſthood, and the Laws which appertain to the Feaſts and Sacrifices. 


Fter thefe things were thus order'd, and it remained only to conſecrate the Ta-

God ele” them his vertues, and diſcovered his good aftc&tion, and reckoned up unto them, how

this Tabernacle, we ought above all things to have a ſpecial care in the Ele&ion of 
ſuch an one, who is to makefacrifice and ſupplication for us. Touching my ſelf,if the 
matter depended on my. private choice, I ſhould eſteem no Man more worthy than my 
ſelf to execute this Fun&ion, both for that naturally Men love themſelves, and for that 
I am well aſſured, how many travels I have ſupported for your ſake. But God him- 
ſelf hath judged Aaroz worthy of this honour, and hath choſen him for his 'High Prieſt, 
' In that he excelleth all other m equity and juſtice 3 commanding, that he ſhould be m- 
veſted with the Sacred Robes, and take charge of the Altars and Sacrifices. He ball 
make Prayers for you unto God, who will hear them willingly 3 by reaſon that he hath 


© care of your Race, and will receive them, proceeding from a perſon whom he himſelf O 


hath ele&ted. Theſe words of his were grateful unto the People, and they all approved 
the eleton which God had made. For Aaron was more capable-of that honour than any 
other 
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H Þ A other, both by reaſon of his race, and in regard of the gift of Prophecy which he had | | 
#2 receiv'd, and alſo for the eminent vertue of his Brother. He had at that time four Sons, FASL 
Nadab, Abihu, Eleazar, and [thamar. But whatſoever remained of thoſe things which Terla, _ $. 
were gathered for the building of the Tabernacle, was 1imployed to make Veyles to fore Cris 
cover the Tabernacle, Candleſtick, Altar, and the other Inſtruments, to the end, that ppromngg : 
in their travel they might not be ſoiled either by ran or duſt. And having once Sw 
2 more aſſembled the People together, he commanded them to offer every one of them —_— Ty 
Y half a Sicle; (the Sicle 1s a kind of Hebrew Coin, that 1s as much in value as four Athenian 5 ons 
Z Drams) whereunto they obeyed willingly ; The number of them that offered, was 
fix hundred five thouſand five hundred and fifty. And they that brought this Money, 
B were ſuch as were of a free condition, and betwixt the years of twenty and fifty 5 and The number of 
that which was received, was imployed in the necef{aries of the Temple.

reſt were lighted in the Evening. Amongſt them that wrought and finiſhed theſe things, 
B:ſeleel and Eliah were the moſt excellent and expert Workmen 3 for whatſoever had 
been enterprized by others, they in their Art poliſhed and perfected. And they found 
out many new things, of their own invention : yet was Beſelcel judged the moſt excel- ».

Apparel, but in all other things, continuing a familiar and modeſt courſe of lite; and | 
challenging no priviledge above any Man, but only wn thoſe things which pertained to 1 


the adminiſtration of the Common- wealth. > 
He reduc'd into writing the Laws and: Ordinances touching policy, in due perfor- 


mance whereof if they liv'd they ſhould be both agreeable to God, and live in Union _ 


and Peace amongſt themſelves. And all this he eſtabliſhed, following thoſe directions 
which God inſtructed him in. But now will I return and bend my tile to ſpeak of that 
which I omitted in the Ornaments of the High Prieſt; for this Apparel of theirs leaveth 
not any occaſion to falſe Prophets, to execute their wicked impoſtures : and if there 
be any ſuch, as dare intermeddle with that which appertaineth to Gods Majeſty, this 
habit maketh.them know, that God never honoured their Sacrifices with his preſence; 


but he gave viſible ſigns thereof not only to the Hebrews, but to all thoſe ſtrangers, K 


who by any occurrence might be Eye-witneſſes of the ſame. For of thoſe Stones which 
the High Prieſt bare on his Shoulders (which were Sardonixes, whoſe nature is ſo well 
known to all Men, that it were 'unneceſlary to ſpeak of it): that which was faſtned 
on his right ſhoulder, ſhined very clearly at ſuch time as God was preſent at the Sacri- 
fice, and caſt its rays afar off, that it might be perceived by thoſe that beheld the ſame, 
contrary ro its nature and cuſtom : which truly deſerveth admiration amongſt all Men, 
except thoſe who through contempt of Religion, do hunt after an opinion of Wiſdom. 
But that which I will now ſpeak of, is more to be admired at : which is, that by 
the twelve Stones which the High Prieſt bare, Enchaſed in his Rational in the 


midſt of his Breaſt, God was wont to fore-ſ{igaitie Victory to thoſe that were prepared L 


for Battel. For ſuch brightneſs lightned out of them, even before ſuch time' as the 


- Army did diſlodge or enter Skirmiſh, that-it was manifeſtly known to the People, that

God was preſent and ready to afliſt them: for which cauſe the Greeks that have no 
averſion for our myſteries, and are convinced by their own Eyes of the truth of this 
miracle, call it Logioz, z.e, Oracle, which we term Eſſex. This Rational and the Stone 
Sardonix gave overo ſine two hundred years before I began to write theſe Antiqui- 
ties, by reaſon of Gods wrath which he had conceived againſt us for the breach of his 


Laws (of which at another time I will more fitly treat, and at this time continue and 


proſecute my intended diſcourſe and purpoſe.) After the Tabernacle had been thus con- 


ſecrated, and that which appertained to the Prieſts was ſet in order, the People tran- 4 


ſported with joy that God dwelt with them in his Tabernacle, began to Sacrifice and to 
ſingHymns of Praiſes, as to him that had driven farfrom themall fear of evil, and from 
whom they expected in time to come, far better and more proſperous things, and both 
in general and in particular they offered gifts unto God according to their Tribes: and 
the Governours of the Tribes (aſſembling themſelves together two by two) prepared a 
Chariot and a Yoke of Oxen, ſo that there were ſix Chariots to bear the Tabernacle by 


the way. Furthermore, every one of them offered a Vial of the weight of ſeventy Sicles, 


and a Cenſor containing ten Dariques, and a Coffer or Baſin, weighing a hundred and ' 


thirty Sicles. The Cenſor was filled with Odoriferous Perfumes, and the Coffer and Vial 


ſerved to hold the Meal and Oyl, which they were wont to ule at the Altar, at ſuch N 


time as they offered Sacrifice, They offered likewiſe a Calf and a Ram, with a Lamb 
of one year old, for a Burnt-ſacrifice ; and a Goat for aSin-offering, All the other Go- 
vernours likewiſe brought every one of them their Sacrifice called Salwtary, for every 
day two Oxen and five Rams, with a Lamb and a Goat of a year old, and facrificed 
them during the term of twelve days, every one his day. But Moſes aſcended no more 
to the Mountain of S7za;, but entred into the Tabernacle, where he was inſtructed by 
God of that which he had ro do, and what Laws he ought to make, which are ſo good 
and laudable as they ought not to be attributed to humane wiſdom : So that our An-

But all thoſe Crea- 
tures which muſt be conſumed by Fire, ought to be Males 3 and after their Throats are 
cut, the Prieſts beſprinkle the Alcar round about with the blood ; then dreſs the Beaſt 
and cut it in pieces, and powder it with Salt, and lay it on the Altar already charg- 
ed with cleft Wood, already kindled : after they have well. cleanſed the feet and 
entrails, they lay them with the reſt; and the Prieſts take the Skit” *'Such is the man- 
ner of a Burnt-offering or Holocauſt. They that offer Sacrifices of Thankſgiving, kill 
likewiſe ſuch ſort of Beaſts without ſpot, and more than a year old, both Male and 4 _— of 
Female z and after they have cut their Thraats, theyſprinkle the blood bn the Altar ; ; unkſghing) | 
then take they the Reins, the Caull, and all the fat, with the lobe of the Liver, and the 
tail of the Lamb, and lay it on the Altar 3 but the Breaſt and the left Leg is left to 
the Prieſts: and as touching the reſt of the fleſh, the Prieſts Banquet” therewith 'for 
the ſpace of two days; and 1i then there remain any. thing thereof, it is burned. * The 
ſame Cuſtom and Ceremony likewiſe is obſerved in the Sacrifice for ſits: but thoſe 
that are not of ability tooffer the greater Offerings, offer two Pigeons, or two Turttes, 
the one of which the Prieſts have to feaſt withal, and the other is confutned with fire. 

We will treat more expreſly of the Sacrifice of ſuch Beaſts, at ſuch time as we ſhall 

diſcourſe of Sacrifices. For he that hath finned through ignorance, .offereth a Lamb, 

and a She-Goat at the ſame time. The Prieſt beſprinkleth the Altar with the blood A — 
thereof, not in ſuch manner as is ſaid before, but the Horns of the Altar only : and on © 

the Altar they offer the Kidneys, and the reſt of the fat, with the lobe of the Liver : the 

Priefts carry away the Skins, and eat the fleſh within the Temple the very fame day ; 

becauſe the Law permitteth them not to reſerve any thing till the next Morning, He Thefacrificeof 
that hath ſinned voluntarily but ſecretly offereth a Lamb, according as the Law com- in —_— 
mandeth, the fleſh whereof is in like ſort eaten by the Prieſts the ſame day. But Fm witring- 
the Governours offer for their ſins, they Sacrifice in like manner as private Men do, and Z»- 4 9:

They bring alſo the like meaſure of Wine as of Oyl, and pour out the Wine about _ 
the Altar. And if any one to accompliſh a vow , without ſacrificing offer up fine 
Flower, he putteth the Firſt-fruits upon the Altar, that is to ſay, one handiul, and the 
reſt is taken by rhe Prieſts for their maintenance, either fryed by kneading it in Oyl, : 
or making Cakes thereof : but whatſoever the Prieſt offereth, all that muſt be burned. 
The Law likewiſe forbiddeth to offer the young of any Bealt whatſoever with its Dam, 
if it hath not fed eight days at leaſt. There are allo other Sacrifices made for de- 
liverance from ficknefs, or for other cauſes;z in which Sacrifice they imploy Wine to 
make Cakes, which are eaten with the fleſh of the Beaſts 3 of which it is not lawful to 
reſerve any thing againſt the next Morning when the Prieſts have taken that portion 
which belongeth to and ſufficeth them. The Law commandeth, that on the common N#nb. 28. v. 
Purle there be every day killed a Lamb of a year old, the one in the Morning. the other 

at the ſhutting up of the Evening : and on the ſeventh day, which is called the Sabbath, 

that two be offered in that manner as hath been declared.

The like decreed he of thoſe that had aſtiſted at the 

burial of a'dead Man, whom he permitted not to converſe with the other till ſeven 
days were expired. It was alſo decreed þy Law, that he that had a Flux of Seed be- 

yoad ſeven days, ſhould Sacrifice two Wethers, one of which ſhould be facrific'd, and 

the other given to the Prieſts. Allo that;he that hath unnatural pollution, ſhould 

waſh hunſelf with cold Water. The like muſt Husbands do after they have had uſe of 6orow1re. 
their Wives. He likewiſe orderd that the Leprous ſhould be ſeparated for ever, not * FP* 
permitting them to frequent any Mays Company , but eſteeming*them as little dif- 

fering from the dead : And if any one. by his Prayers made unto God was delivered 
D from this Diſeaſe, and his Skin reduced to its native colour, ſuch an one preſented him- 

ſelf before God with divers oblations and. Sacrifices ; of which, we will ſpeak hereafter. Againſt them 
Whence it appears how ridiculous a Fable it is, that Moſes fled our of Egypt, becauſe he ©: obict 
was a Leper, and that all the Hebrews whom he conducted with him, and brought into = hs bY 
the Land of Canaan wete troubled with that Diſeaſe. For if that were true, Moſes would lowers, thar 
not have made theſe Ordinances, to his ſhame: and if any other had propoſed them org re yn 
he would have oppoſed himſelf againſt themz eſpecially, fince among divers other Na- Leprofie, 
tions there are Lepers, who are hcld 1n great honour,and who are ſo far from diſdain and 
contempt, that they. have been made Generals of Armies, and Elected for Governours of | 
Common-wealths,having liberty to enter the Temples,and to be preſent at the Sacrifices. 
E What therefore hindred Mzſes (if he had been infected with this malady) to make ſuch 
Laws, and ordain ſuch Statutes among thoſe People, who honoured and obeyed him ; 
whereby ſuch as were therewith infeGted, might be preferred 2 By which it is manifeſt, 
that thoſe things that are objefed againſt him, are rather of. malice than probability. 
But M/s being clean from fuch ſickneſs, and converſing among(t his Country-men which 
were untainted, made theſe Ordinances for them that were {ick, having regard to the 
honour of God. But of theſe things let each Man cenſure as belt liketh;him. 
He forbad Women to enter into the Femple ſoon after their Deliverance, or to affiſt Hedio & Ruff 

at the Sacrifice, until forty days were expired (if they. had been brought a-Bed of a 7 ©: ” 4 
Son ;) but if it were a Daughter, he appointed that the number of the dayes ſhould be women _

fal death, in the manner above mentioned. You fee what Laws Moſes provided for the 
Sacrifices and Purifications 5 He furthermore made theſe Laws which enſue. He gene- 
rally forbad Adultery, judging it to be a great felicity, if Men demeaned themſclves ho- 
neſtly in Marriage: and that borh in politick Eſtates, and private Families, it was a thing 
moſt profitable, that Children ſhould be born in Lawful Matrimony. 

He condemn'd alſo as a horrid'crime for a Man to have the ufe.of his Mother or his 
Fathers Wife, his Aunt, or his Siſter,or his Sons Wife : and deteſteth it as a moſt heinous 
and hideous offence. He prohibited alſo the uſe of a Woman when ſhe hath her Vionthly 1 
ſickneſs; alſo the lying with Beaſts or Boys, by reaſon that ſuch affections are abomina- 
ble : and againſt the tranſgretfors of theſe Laws he eſtabliſhed Capital puniſhments. He 
willed alſo that the Prieſts ſhould be more chaſte than the reſt, for he not only forbad 
them that which he prohibited others; but moreover he'enzoined them not to marry Wo6- 
men that had been caſt off, or Slaves, or Priſoners,or ViCtuallers and Taverners, forſaken 
by their Husbands for any occalion whatſoever. And touching the High-Prieſt, he permit- 
ted him not to match with a Widow. (although it were lawful for the other Prieſts) and 
granted him only liberty to take a Virgin to his Wite, and to keep her. The faid High- 
Prieſt is alſo forbidden to approach a dead Man (although the other Prieſts are not for- 
bidden to approach their Brothers, Fathers, and Mothers, and Children deceaſed.) Re- K 
quiring that they ſhould befincere and true in all their words and aQions. | 

He likewiſe ordained that the Prieſt which had any bodily defe&t, ſhould be main- 
tained by the other Prieſts, but in the mean time that he ſhould not approach the Altar, : 
nor enter into the Temple : willing that not only they ſhould be pure in that which 5 
concerned the divine ſervice, 'but alſo that they ſhould ſtudy and endeavour to be fo : 
in all the aQions of their life, to the end that no Man might reproach them. For which 
cauſe, when they wore the habit of Prieſts, beſides their general obligation to be always 
pure and ſober, they were forbidden to drink Wine; and they were to offer up entire 
Sacrifices, and no ways maimed. Theſe Statutes did Moſes make in the Deſart, and 
caus'd to be obſerv'd during his life. Afterwards he made others alſo, which both the L 
People might praQtiſe in that place 3 and then alſo when they ſhould poſſeſs the Land 
of Canaan. He gave reſt unto the Earth every ſeventh Year; ſo that it was neither tilled 
nor planted (in like manner as he had commanded them to reſt from their labours on 
the ſeventh day of the Week) and he ordained, that the fruits which the earth of it 
ſelf brought forth, ſhould be common to all thoſe that would make uſe thereof, as well 
to thoſe of the Country, as Strangers, without any forbidding, or reſervation. He 
likewiſe decreed that the ſame ſhould be done after ſeven times ſeven years, and that the 
year following which is the fiftieth Year,and which the Hebrews call Jubilee, i.e. Liberty, 
the Debtors ſhould be acquitted by their Creditors,and the Bond-Men made free, mean- 
ing thoſe that having offended againſt ſome Law had been puniſhed with ſervitude, and M 
not put to death 3 and to thoſe, who from the beginning had been poſleſfors of Lands, 
the ſame were reſtored in this manner following. The Jzbilee being at hand (which 
word fignifieth Liberty) both he that fold, and he that bought the Land, met together, 
and caſt up the account of the profits and expences that had been reaped and beſtowed 
on the Land : and if it were found that the profits exceeded the expences, he that (old 
the Land repoſſeſſed it : but if the charges exceeded the value of the profits, he payed 
the ſurpluſage to the Buyer, and retained the Land to himſelf. And it the profits and 
expences were equal, the reſtitution was made to him that had the antient inheritance. 
He ratified likewiſe the ſame Law in Houſes that were bought in Villages or Cities. For 
if he that ſold, counted down the money he had received before the Year were finiſhed, N 
he compelled the Purchaſer to reſtore him his Houſe: but if he ſtayed till the Year were 
fully finiſhed, the poſſeſſion and free purchaſe remained unto him that bought it. Moſes 
received all theſe Laws from God, upon the Mountain of S7za;,and he gave them in wri- 


ting to the Hebrews, that they might obſerve the ſame. 
CHAP. XL

In length * MM 
it was almoſt a Cubit, and it was like the narrow whiſtle ofa Fite, but a little thicker ; 
it had but one hole at which it was to be blown, and the end thereof was like a little

C were two of them, whereof the one ſerv'd to call the People to Publick Aſſemblies ; T%2 Tum pers 
and the other, to ſummon the Princes of the Tribes, when they were to conſult about 
Afﬀairs of State 3 and if both of them were ſounded, then all in general gather'd toge- 
ther. When the Tabernacle was remov'd, this manner was obſerv'd ; As ſoon as the firſt 
Charge was ſounded, they that wereincamped towards the Eaſt, diſlodged; at the ſe- 
cond Charge, they to the Southward, difincamped 3 then was the Tabernacle unpitched, 
and carried in the mid(t,fix of the Tribes marching betore, and (ix after; the Levites were 
all about the Tabernacle. And whea they ſounded the third time, the three Tribes 
toward the Welt removed : and at the fourth ſounding, thoſe on the Notth follow'd 
them. They made uſe alſo of all theſe Trumpets in the Divine Service, both on'the Sab- 
D bath and other days. Then alſo was the firſt Paſsover. celebrated by our Farefathers 
with ſolemn Offerings after their departure out of Egypt, they being in the Deſart.

That by his perſuaſion, they had left a fertile Country 3-and now not oply. were deſti- 
tute of the plenty thereof, but alſoin ſtead of hoped felicity,forcd to wander here and 
there in extream miſery, fo that they had not ſo much as water to drink ; and that if - 

Manna likewiſe ſhould tail them, they muſt all inevitably periſh for want of ſuſtenance. 
Hereunto added they divers Contumelies, which were every where caſt upon him,though 
a man of ſo great deſert and conſequence, :Mean while there aroſe one amongſt the Peo« 
ple, -who (admoniſhing them of the forepals'd benefits receiv'd by the hands of Moſes) 
counſell'd them to be of good courage 5: afluring them,that at. that time they. ſhould not 

F be fruſtrate either of that hope, or help, which they expeGed at God's hands. But the 
People were the rather incenſed by theſe words,and more and more whetted their ſpleens 
againlt the Prophet: who ſeeing them ſo deſperate, exhorted'them/to beof a good cou- 
ragez promiſing them, that although by injurious ſpeeches he had'-undeſervedly been 
offended by. them, yet he would obtain of God for them ſtore of fleſh, not for one day 
only, but alſo for many. But they being incredulous, :and ſome ore amongſt: them 
demanding, How he could make proviſion for ſo many thouſand men? - God (faith hey 7». 4. 
end I,although we be evil ſpoken of by you,yet will, we never deſiji.to be careful for you,and that 1\*.1" = 
ſhall you ſhortly perceive.

"your murmuring and diſobedience. Ls 
B - After Moſes had difcourſed theſe things in this manner , the People were in great ſor- The reper- 
row and calamity, and beſought Moſes, that he would appeaſe God's wrath conceived —_— 
againſt them, beſeeching him, that forgetting their faults that were paſt in the Deſfart, 
he would make good his promiſes to them 3 Moſes anſwered them, That God was not 
incenſed againſt them according to the manner of humane weakneſs, but that he had 
given a juſt ſentence againſt them. In this place it is not to be ſuppoſed , that Moſes 
(who was but a man only) did appeaſe ſo many multitudes of difpleaſed men, but that 
God aſſiſted him , and brought to paſs , that the People were wrought upon by his 
words (having by divers diſobediences, and by the calamities whereinto they were fal- 
; len, known, that obedience was both good and profitable.) But what greater proof 
C can be deſired of the eminent virtue of this Law-giver, and of the ſtrange Authority he APES 
acquired thereby, than that not only they who lived in his time, but even at this day, = CE: 
there is not any one amonglt the Hebrews, but takes himſelf obliged to obey the Or- 
dinances made by him, and regards him as preſent and ready to puniſh the Tranſgreſ- 
ſors of the ſame ? There are beſides, divers great and evident ſigns of the more than 
humane virtue which was in him : and amongſt the reſt, this was not the leaſt, That 
of certain ſtrangers that have travelled out of the Regions beyond Exyphbrates, a four 
months journey, to their great charges, and with no leſs peril, to honour our Temple, 
and offer Sacrifice yet ſome have not obtained licence or permiſſion to offer, in that by 
our Laws it was not lawful for them to do it, and ſome other,without ſacrificing, (others 
D the Sacrifice half finiſhed , the reſt not permitted to enter the Temple) have returned 
back again to their homes, without finiſhing their purpoſe, chufing rather to ſubmit to 
Moſesr's Law,than to fatisfie their own wills; and that without the leaſt repining or com- 
plaint. So much did the opinion once conceived of this man prevail, that he is eſteem- 
ed more than a man, out of the conſideration , that he had received Laws from God, 
and delivered them to men. Of late alſo, (not long before the Wars of the Fews, du- 
ring the Empire of Claudizs, when Iſmael was High-Prieſt amongſt us) ſo great a Fa- The greatſcar- 
mine oppreſſed our Nation , that an Afar of Meal was ſold for four drams, and there wp m 
was brought to the Feaſt of Azy-es the quantity of ſeventy Cores, (which make thirty claudius. 
Sicilian and forty Athenian Medzmmm, almoſt two Buſhels of ours) none of the Prieſts 
E were ſo bold as to eat one grain of it,; notwithſtanding the Country was in that extre- 
mity) fearing the Law , and God's diſpleaſure extended always againſt fins concealed. 
For which cauſe, we ought not to wonder at that which hapned at that time, confider- 
ing, that the Writings left by Moſes, are in ſuch force , even at this day, that they 
themſelves who hate us, confeſs, that God inſtituted our Government by the means and 
— of Moſes, and his virtue. But of theſe things, let every man think as it plea-

CHAP. I. 2 
The Fight of the Hebrews with the Canaanites, and their overthrow by them, 
without Moſes's knowledge. | 


Hilſt thus the Hebrews paſſed their lives 1n great penury and perplext- 
ty in the Deſart, groaning under the burthen of their grievous Afli- 
ions; there was noching that more diſtracted and diſtempered them 
than this, That God had forbidden them to fight with the Canaarites, 
They would now no longer give ear unto Moſes, (who perſwaded 
them to Peace) but growing confident in themſelves, that both without his condu& L 
and counſels, they might ealily obtain Victory over their Enemies 3 they accufed him, 
as if he ſought after no other thing, but that they being daily preſſed with great wants, 
might be enforced continually to depend upon his counſels. Whereupon they reſolved 

upon a War againſt the Canaarites, preſuming with themſelves, that God would ſuc- 
cour them, not only in regard of Moſes, but alſo for that he had a general care of their 
Nation , ever fince the time of their Forefathers, whom he had always held under his 
proteGtion ; and by reaſon of thoſe virtues, he had already granted them liberty. They 
faid likewiſe that if they fought valiantly , God would give them Victory ; that they 
were ſtrong enough to overcome their Enemies, though they were left to themſelves ; 
yea, though Moſes ſhould endeavour to eſtrange God from them. In a word, that M 
it was more for their advantage to govern themſelves 3 and that being redeemed from | 
the ſervitude of Fgypt , they ought not to ſuffer Moſes to tyrannize over them , or to b 
conform their necks uhder his yoke 5 in a vain belief, that God had only diſcovered to : 
Moſes, that which was good for them, by reaſon of the affe&ion which he bare him : As 
if all of them were not derived from the loins of Abraham , and that he only were the 
Guide of all, in foreknowing the things that ſhould happen unto them, by particular f 
inſtruction from God. That prudence obliged them to condemn his pride, and fix their | 
truſt only upon God, for conquering the Country which he had promiſed them, in 4 
ſpite of Moſes's contradiction 3 who for this cauſe hindred them, pretending the Autho- 
rity of God for it. That therefore conſidering their neceſſity, and the Defart, which N 
daily more and more aggravated their miſery , they ſhould prepare themſelves couragi- 
ouſly to march againſt the Enemy, the Canaanites ; hoping, that God would be their 
Guide ſo as they needed not the aſſiſtance of their Law-giver. When this ſentence 
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who neither affrighted by their boldneſs nor multitude, valiantly refiſted them, who de- ; 
ſperately charged them : ſo that (the better part of the Hebrews being ſlain) they pur- : 
ſued the reſt (enforced ſhamefully to turn their backs) even unto their Camp. This ; 
overthrow (hapning beſides all mens opinion) wondroufly dejected the minds of the 7 
multitude, fo that they grew deſperate of all future good fortune ; concluding, that ; 
God had ſent and inflicted that plague upon them, becauſe without his counſel and order O [ 
they had cnterpriſed the Battel. But when Moſes ſaw that his Country-men were dif- : 
may'd with the overthrow which they had received, and the Enemy grown proud with

C other but a lamentable iſJue. This Sedition, as alſo how

And whereas the People promifed thenceforward to be obedient to him, (being taught fore Chri/ts Na- 
by their own miſery, that nothing would fall out proſperoully unto them, without the ©*/AV 
counſel and condud of their Guide) they difincamping themſelves, retired into the De- 9ſis retireth 
Grt with this reſolution, that they would no more attempt a Battel againſt the Caraarites, COIN 
till they received a fign of their good ſucceſs from Heaven. Burt even as in a great Army 
it accuſtomably falleth out (eſpecially 1n time of trouble) that the common multitude 
wax head-ſtrong and diſobedicnt to their Governours, ſo did the like alſo happen a- 
mong(t _—_ For whereas they were 1n number 600000, and even in'their better 

g Fortunes ſufficiently diſobedient to their Governors, ſo much the more were they exaſ- 
perated by their wants and misfortunes, both amongſt themſelves, and againſt their Go- 
vernor. For which cauſe there aroſe ſo great a Sedition, as neither among the Greeks or Sedirion a- 
Barbarians the like was ever heard. Which things, without doubt ,- had overthrown gainſt 2oſe:- 
them, (being brought into ſo deſperate an eſtate) bad not Moſes (forgetting the injury 
he had received, which was no leſs than a purpoſe to ſtone him to death) ſuccoured and 
relieved their diſtreſſed Fortunes. Neither did God utterly abandon the care of them: 
but although they were contumelious againſt their Law-giver, and tranſgrefled alfo a- 
gainſt the Laws which he had delivered them by Moſes , yet delivered he them out of 
that danger 3 of which (without his ſpecial — there could be. expected no 

v/es governed the eltate when 


the troubles were ended, we will now declare, having firſt expreſſed the cauſe thereof.

F NHore (a Man noble by Birth, and famous for his wealth amongſt the Hebrews , and Nund. 16. r, 
endowed with a certain kind of popular Eloquence) ſeeing Moſes placed in the 7 _,... 
higheſt place of Authority, was filled with jealouſie and envy thereat. For although he reth to per- 
were of the ſame Tribe and Kindred, yet he thought it a great indignity to himſelf, to — —_ 
D be held his inferior, being both more potent in Riches, and his equal in Parentage. For gun Mas 
which cauſe, he began to murmur and complain to the Lezztes, (which were of the ſame ſes. * 
Tribe with him, and his Kinſmen) telling them, That it was not to be ſuffered, that Moſes, 
under a pretext of Communication with God , ſhould by ambitious policy (to other mens pre- 
qudice) only ſtudy his own glory ; having of late, again#t all ſort of. reaſon, given the Prieſt- 
hood to his Brother Aaron,and diſtributed other dignities,at his own pleaſure, like a Kjng yvith- 
out the ſuffrage and approbation of the People. That this injury done by him, was not to be en- 
dured, by th that ſo covertly he had inſinuated himſelf into the Government ; that before it 
could be obſerved, the People would be brought into ſervitude. For he that knoweth himſelf to 
be worthy of a Government, endeavors to obtain the ſame by the conſent of the People, and not 
E by force and violence ; but they that deſpair by good means to attain thereunto,ao notwithſtand- 
ing abſtain from force, leſt they ſhould loſe the opinion of their goodnefſ and honeſty ; yet endea- 
wvour they by malicious ſubtilties to attain thereunto. That it concerned the Commonmweal. to 
check the attempts of ſuch men, leſt of private, they at laſt grow publick Enemies. For what 
reaſon (aid he) can Moſes give, why he hath beſtowed the High Prieſthood on Aaron and his 
Sons ? If God had decreed , that this honour ſhould be beſtowed on one of the Tribe of Levi, 
there were more reaſon that I ſhould have it, who am of the ſame Rznared with Moſes,andwho 
[urpaſs him both in riches and age. On the contrary, if this honour appertain to the moZ# anci- 
ent of the Tribes, that of Reuben ought by right to enjoy it, namely, Dathan and Abiram,and 
Phalal,who are the moſt ancient of that Tribe, and the moſt powerful in riches.

others: That if he had decreed to beſtow it on Aaroz, he would have remitted the ele- 
ction to the People, and not left the diſpoſition thereof to his Brother. Although 240- 
ſes was informed of Chore's treacherous Calumnies , and ſaw the People highly incenſed, 
yet was he nothing at all abaſhed thereat : but being ſatisfied in his Conſcience, that he 
had governed the eſtate uprightly , and well aſſured, that his Brother obtained the 
Prieſtood, not by his favour, but God's election, he came into the Congregation ; where 
he uttered not one word againſt the People, but addreſſing himſelf to Chore, he expo- 
ſtulated with him, and accuſed him with great vehemency , being (beſides his other 
qualities) by nature eloquent and fit to ſpeak in publick Aſſemblies. + 

T think (faith he) Chore, that both thou and every one of theſe (pointing with his finger at 
the 250 Men of his fattion) are worthy of honour ; yea, TI contemn not the reit of this Aſſem- 
bly, although they are nat to be compared to you in Riches , and other endowments. But 
neither doth Aaron therefore poſſeſs the 457 » becauſe he ts richer (for thou ha more 
ample poſſeſſions than either of us) neither becauſe he is more noble , (for God hath equally 
imparted the [ame unto 1s all, having given us one and the ſame Grandfather ) neither have I 
been moved thereunto by Brotherly affettion, to _ that on him which was due unto others. 
For had I conſidered any thing but God, and the obedience I owe to him , I ſhould rather 
have taken this honour to my /of , than have given it him ; ſince there is no man more near 
to me than my ſelf. For what wiſdom had it been in me, to expoſe my ſelf to thoſe dangers 
which they incur , who commit an injuſtice , and ſuffer another man to reap the advantage 
of it ? But God forbid that my C are ſhould be ſtained with any ſuch fin ; were T guil- 
ty of this fault, God would not leave me unpuniſhed, who had contemned him, nor you ig- 
norant of what ye ought to do, in order to pleaſe him. *T% he, not I, that choſe the High 
Prieſt ; and by this means he hath acquitted me of that accuſation , which in this reſpect 
might be brought agatnit me. But though Aaron hath obtained this degree , (not by my fa- 
wvour, but by God's own appointment ) yet notwithſtanding he refesreth and remitteth the mat- 
ter to the publick diſpoſition and order of you all ; neither requireth he any prerogative , for 
that he hath already exerciſed the charge, but eſteemeth it to be the greateit good fortune that 
may befal him, to ſee your Mutinies and Seditions ceaſe, although with the lofi of that ho- 
our which he hath received from your own eletticon. For neither have we been guilty of diſ- 
reſpect towards God, in accepting that which it pleaſed him to give us ; nor on the contrary, 
could we refuſe it without impiety. But ſince it is a thing moſt reaſonable , that he who 
gives , ſhould confirm the if which he hath given ; God therefore ſhall once again deter- 
mine, who, nv you, Fa be choſen t9 offer Sacrifice unto him," and to take charge of 
thoſe things which appertain to Religion. © And ſurely Chore will zot be fo bold as to pre- 
rend by the deſire he hath to this dignity , to deprive God of the authority to diſpoſe the ſame 
as beſt liketh him. 

Ceaſe therefore to mutiny amongHt your ſelves , and to be tumultuous upon this occaſion ; 
tet every one of you that deſire the Prieſthood, to morrow bring each of you hu Cenſer with 
perfumes,* and fire from his houſe. And thou, O Chore, be not aſhamed to yield unto God, 


and to expett his judgment , without going about to raiſe thy ſelf above him : but come thou M 


alſo among#t the reſt of the Competitors in this honour, to hear the deciſion. Neither ſee I 
cauſe, why Aaron ſhould not be there alſo preſent, to be judged with thee, in that hitherto he 
hath wvirtuouſly and uprightly behaved himelf in the execution of that office , and is likewiſe 
of the ſame Tribe and Race that thou art of. Te ſhall all offer Incenſe in the preſence of the 
People , and let him whoſe offering ' aq be moſt acceptable in God's ſight , be declared and 
eſtabliſhed High Prieſt : / 0 ſhall T be acquitted of that ſlander which i wrongfully urged as 
gainſt me , of having (by my particular grace and favour) beſtowed the office of the Prieft- 
hood on my Brothey. 

After Moſes had ſpoken in this manner , the People gave over murmuring , and the 


ſuſpicions which they had conceived againſt Moſes 3 approving in themſelves all that N 


which had been ſpoken, as being profitable for the Commonwealth. So the Aſſembly 
ſeparated. 
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How the Authors of the Sedition were ſlain by God's judgment, 4nd the Priefthood| 
confirmed to Aaron and his Sons. 


HE next day the People re-aſſembled, to affiſt at the Sacrifice, and to {ce the con- 
troverſie decided amongſt the Competitors ; neither was this Aſſembly without 

g ſome tumult; for the whole multitude were in ſuſpence, in expeRation of the event z 
and ſome of them were defirous that Moſes might be convicted of deceit. But the wiſer 
ſort , deſired to ſee an end of the Sedition 3 for they feared leſt the Commonwealth 
ſhould be utterly ruined , if the Tumult ſhould proceed any further. jT he multitude 


ſtrates) were diverſly diſpoſed upon every occurrent. Myſes ſent his ſervants to Abi- 
/ram and Dathar, to ſummon them to appear (according to the accord) to attend the 
iſſue of the Sacrifice. But their anſwer was, that they would not obey him, nor any 
longer permit him to aſſume to himſelf a Soveraign authority over them. Which when 

| Moſes underſtood, he took divers of the Elders of the People with him 5 and though he 
C was <ſtabliſhed by God to command over all in general, yet he diſdained not to go in 
rſon to theſe Revolterss Now when Dathas and thoſe of his faction underſtood that 
Moſes with the Nobles were coming unto them, they, their Wives and Children came 
out of their Tents to wait for him reſolutely, having with them alſo their Servants, who 
were armed to oppoſe themſelves againſt Moſes, if fo be he ſhould offer them any vio- 
lence. He no ſooner drew near to them, but lifting up his hands unto Heaven, he 
cried out with a loud voice in the hearing of the whole Multitude, and prayed after 
this manner: O God (faid he) Thou art Lord over all that which either Heaven or Earth, 
or Sea containeth ; thou art a ſufficient witneſſ to me of all mine attions, for that 1 have 
managed all things by thy will ; and thou art he who hait given me power to execute my pur- 

D poſes : thou that always in commiſeration of the Hebrews haſt been my perpetual help and 
afſiſtance, hear this my prayer. For nothing that is either done, or thought , us mas per 
thee : for which cauſe I hope thou wilt not dz{dain to teſtifie and Joffe my truth , and ma- 
nifeſt the ingratitude of theſe Men. Thou knoweſt , Lord, every thing that hath paſſed in 
the firſt years of my life ; not for that thou haſt heard it, but for that thou haſt ſeen axd been 
preſent at it ; Thou knoweſt alſo all that hath hapned to me ſince, nor u this People ignorant 
thereof ; But becauſe they maliciouſly interpret my management of affairs , be pleaſed , O 
my God, to give them a teſtimony of my innocence. At ſuch time as T led a peaceable life, 
and that by thy help and my labour, and my Father-in-law Raguels favour, T lived quietly 
and happily , T forſook the poſſeſſion of my goods, and the fruition of my peace , to Invage my 

E [elf in theſe miſeries which T have ſuffered for theſe Men : and particularly for their * ab : 
and now likewiſe for their ſafety, IT have mo#t readily undertaken grievons travels. Now 
therefore ſince I amgrown into ſuſpicion among thoſe Men, who by my care and providence have 
eſcaped ſo many miſchiefs and miſeries ; thou that appearedſt unto me in that fire on the Moun- 
tain of Sinai,and vouchſafedſt both to ſpeak unto me,and to vr ary me by the ſight of miracles ; 
who in thy Name didſt ſend me a _—_ intoEgypt ; who haſt abated the pride of the Egy- 
ptians, ad haſt given us means to eſcape from their Servitude ; and ha#t humbled Pharaohs 
power, when we were ignorant of our way, by giving s 4 paſſage thorow the Sea, in whoſe botton 
afterward the Egyptians were drowned ; who gaveit us Arms , when we were naked ; thou 
madeit the bitter water ſavory , and fit to be drunk of ; and in onr ſcarcity of water , exfor- 
cedit arink for us out of the bowels of the hard Rock; and when we found no. meat oz: the 
Land, did5t ſend it us from the Sea ; Moreover (as a thing never before heard of) afford- 
edFt ws meat from Heaven, and ha#t eſtabliſhed our eſtate with admirable and holy Laws : Be. 
thou, O Loyd, my Tudge in all things, and my unpartial witnefi, that T have not been corru- 
pted by any bribe of any particular Hebrew, to favour injuſtice, nor ſuffered a poor Man, in 
his ju5t cauſe, to loſe his right again#t a rich adverſary. And now having adminiſtred the Com-

monvealth with all ſncerity,I am called inqueſtion for a crime, whereof I am altogether guiltleſs, 


and boait that thou art circumvented by my ſubtilties. But thou ſhalt make thy revenge moit 


notorious upon the unbridled detrattors of thy glory, if they periſh after no common m— 
K }J ; ut 
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but let the earth, which they unworthily tread upon, open it ſelf and ſwallow them up with all 
their Families and ſubſtance. By this means both thy power will manifeſtly appear unto all 
men, and thou ſhalt leave an example to poſterity , that no man hereafter ſhall dare to _—_ 
otherwiſe of thy Majeſty than becometh him; and my miniſtry ſhall be proved to procee 


let the curſe return and light on mine head 5 and let thoſe whom I have curſed, live in ſafety. 
But, Lord, after thou haſt inflited puniſhment upon thoſe that diſturb thy People , keep the 
reſt of the multitude in peace, concord, and obſervation of thy commandments ; ſince it is con- 
trary to thy juſtice, that the innocent multitude of the [{raelites ſhould anſwer their miſdceds, 
and ſuffer thetr puniſhments. Whilſt he ſpake theſe words, and intermixed them with 
tears, the earth prefently trembled, and ſhaking , began to be agitated (after ſuch a 
manner as the waves of the Sea are by the winds in a great Tempeſt.) Hereat were 
all the People amazed ; and ſoon after with a dreadful noiſe the earth opened , and 
ſwallowed uÞp he ſeditious, with their Families, their Tents, and all their Goods, ſo that 
nothing remained. of theirs to be ſeen. Whereupon in a moment the earth clofed again, 
and the vaſt gaping was ſhut , ſo that there appeared not any fign of that which had 
hapned. 'Thbs periſhed they all, leaving behind them an example of God's power and 
judgments. This accident was the more deplorable , in that there was none of their 
kindred or allies that had compaſſion of them : ſo that even thoſe that had ſided with 
them , praiſed God's Juſtice with joyful acclamations , eſteeming them unworthy to be 
bemoaned, but to be held as the plague and perverters of the People. Afﬀeer that Da- 6 
than with\his Family was extinguiſhed , Moſes aſſembled all thoſe that contended for 
the Prieſthood together, committing again the eleftion of the Prieſtood unto God, con- 
cluding that that honour ſbould be ratified to him, whoſe ſacrifice was moſt acceptable 
in God's fight. For which cauſe the two hundred and fifty Men aſſembled themſelves, 
who were both hotioured for the virtue of their Anceſtors , for their own abilities ; 
with theſe alſ6 ſtood Aaro and Chore, and all of them offered with their CEnfors before 
the Tabernacle, ſuch Perfumes as they brought with them 3 when ſuddenly fo great a 
fire ſhone, as the like was never ſeen, either breaking forth from the bowels of the burn- 
ing earth , kindled in Foreſts by the Sun and Winds, but ſuch an one as ſeemed to be I 
kindled by God himſelf moſt bright and flaming : by force and power whereof thoſe 1, : 
two hundred and fifty (together with Chore) were ſo conſumed , that there ſcarce ap- | 
peared the leaſt relique of their carcaſſes; only Aaroz remained untouched , to the end 
it might appear that this fire came from Heaven. Theſe things thus brought to paſs, 
Mofer (intending to leave a perpetual memory to poſterity of that puniſhment) to the : 
end they ſhould not be ighorant thereof, commanded Eleazar the Son off Aaron to con- | 
fecrate their Cenſors, and faſten them to the Brazen Altar ; that by reaſon of this Mo- 
nument, all men might be terrified , who think that the Divine power can be circum- 
vented by humane policy.

EE. CHAP. IV. | 
What things hapned in thirty eight years ſpace to the Hebrews in the Dejart. 


A Frer that by ſo'evident an Argument it appeared ſufficiently, that Azro, neither 
by ſiniſter inſinuations, nor by the favour of his Brother, but only by God's ele- 
&ion, had obtained the Prieſthood 3 he ever after, held it without any contradiction. - 
Yet for all this, a new ſedition brake out among the People with greater fury than at 
firſt, by reaſon of the Subjeft which occaſioned it. For. though they were perſwaded, 
that all that had happened was brought to paſs by God's order and will , yet they 
imagined that God wrought thefe things in favour of Moſes ; to him therefore imputed 
they all theſe things, as if God had not puniſhed thoſe men through indignation N 
agamſt their ſins, but only upon Moſes ſolicitation : and they alledged, that Moſes 
(having given this maim unto the People, by the loſs of ſo many Noble Men , who, 
as they ſaid, penſhed only for the zeal they bare to God's Service) not only had 
done them open wrong 3 but , which was.more, had aſſured the Prieſthood to. his 
Brother after ſuch a manner , that henceforward no man durſt pretend to the ſame, 
ſeeing how miſerably thoſe others were- puniſht by a violent death. Moreover, 
the Kinſmen of thoſe that were {lain , ſollicited and ſtirred the People, praying them 
to reſtrain the Pride and over great power of Moſes , in that it lay in their power 
ealily to perform the ſame. \But Moſes perceiving that the People were incenſed, 
and fearing leſt once more they ſhould fall upon ſome Innovation , whereby ſome O 
great miſchief might ſucceed , he aſſembled them together , and gave audience to . 
their accuſations : and without replying any ways ( for fear he might the more 
incenſe 
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A incenſe them) he only commanded the heads of the Tribes, to bring every one a rod ERAGY 
whereon the name of each Tribe ſhould be written, promiſing that the Prieſthood Wall aa ke 
ſhould remain with them, in whoſe rod God ſhould ſhew any ſign. Which propoſal fore Chriſts Na- 
being allowed by all, both they and Aaron brought their rods with theic inſcriptions ; NN. 
and Aaron had written on his the name of the Tribe of Levi, Theſe Moſes laid in the A4zron's Rod 
Tabernacle, and the next morning. brought them forth every one ,' (which were eaſily f*&ificth: 
known by the People to be the ſame which the Princes of the Tribes had brought; 
by the marks which they had made upon them) and they ſaw that all theirs remained 
in the ſanie form which the day before they retained , when Moſes took them ; but 
out of Aaron's Rod there grew Branches and Buds: and which is more to be wondred 

B at, it bare ripe Almonds, becauſe it was of the Wood of the Almond-tree. The 
People amazed at the ſtrangeneſs of this ſpe&acle, changed their hatred againſt Moſes 
and Aaron , into admiration of the judgment which God gave in their favour ; and 
forbare any' more to repugn againſt God, or to oppoſe themſelves againſt Aaroz's 
Prieſthood. Thus three times confirmed by the approbation of God , by all mens SES 
conſent he remained High-Prieſt 3 and the people of the Hebrews turmoiled with long ns, chap. 3, 4- 
ſeditions, at laſt by this means became ſetled in peace and quietneſs. But after Moſes Nb 18: v8, 
had made the Tribe of Levi (which was dedicated to. God's ſervice) free and exempt hep 18,23. 
from warfare 3 (for fear leſt they ſhould employ themſelves in providing neceſfaries for The Revenues 
their maintenance, and ſo grow negligent 1n the ſervice of God) he ordained, that * Pct: 

RS { C after the Land of Canaer ſhould be conquered, Forty eight of the beſt Cities, with their 

LR Lands within two Miles compaſs, ſhould be given to the Levites. - Moreover, he com- 

#þ - manded that the Tenths of all the yearly Fruit that was gathered by the whole People 

2 ſhould be given to the Lewites and Prieſts z which hath been ever fince inviolably ob- 

L ſerved. Now muſt I declare what things are proper to the Prieſts. Of the forty 

eight Cities which were granted to the Levites, he commanded them to give thirteen 

to the Prieſts, and the tenth part of the Tythes. ' Beſides, he ordained that the Peo- 
ple ſhould offer to God' the firſt-fruits of whatſoever the earth yieldeth : and that the 

/ firſt born of four-footed Beaſts allowed for ſacrifice, if a male, ſhould be delivered to 

the Prieſts to ſacrifite, to the end they might be nouriſhed with all their Family in 
D the ſacred City of Fernſalem 5 and that for thoſe which the Law forbids to eat, there 
ſhould be paid by the owners, 1n lieu of a-firſtling, a Sicle and a half 3: and for the firſt- 
| born of a Man, five Sicles. He allotted them likewiſe the'fie{t-fruits of Sheep-ſhearing 3 
Land thoſe that baked Bread of new Corn were to give them Cakes. But when they 
who are called Nazarites (becauſe they let their Hair grow and taſte no Wine) have = yn 2 
accompliſht their vow, and come to preſent.themſelves in the Temple to cauſe their of the nara- 
Hair to be cut, the Beaſts which they offer in ſacrifice belong to the Prieſts. And 
as for thoſe that have conſecrated themſelves to the ſervice of God, when they de- , 
fire to be diſmiſſed from that miniſtery ( whereunto by voluntary vow they bound 
_ themſelves) they mult pay money to the Prieſts 3. a Woman, thirty Sicles, a Man 
fifty 3 and thoſe that have not ſo much money ,..referthemſclves to the diſcretion of the 
Prieſts. And when any Matrkills a Beaſt toeat in private, and not to offer to God, 
he ought to give the Prieſts the fat Gut, the Breaſt and the right Shoulder. This is 
the allowance which Moſes afligned to the Prieſts, befides what the People offer for ſins, 
as we declared in the precedent Book : 'and whatſoever is contributed: by the People 
to the order-of the Prieſts, he commanded that both their Wives, Children and Servants N##%. 20. 14, 
ſhould be made partakers of the ſame, except thoſe. things which are offered for ſins, = Embaſ- 
ot which only the Men which are employed in Divine Service may eat, and that in fage co the 
the Tabernacle, and the very ſame day 'that: ſuch Sacrifices are offered. © Aﬀer all 147 
theſe Conſtitutions were made by Moſes, and the Mutiny appeaſed , he removed the 
F Camp to the borders of Idumea, where .he ſent Ambaſſadors to+the King thereof, 
deſiring him to grant them free pallage , 6n. condition/to.give him: what afſurance he 
would demand, that no violence or injury ſhould be. pfftered to his Country, and that 
he would pay: for whatſoever vitual or. water erther'he or his Army ſhould receive.

to God. Aaron went up, and in the fight of all the Army, ſtanding on a high place, 
he put off his Prieſtly ornaments, and gave them to his Son Eleazar, to whom by elder- 
| ſhip the ſucceſſion appertained. - And thus (inthe fight of the People) he died in the 
— "Pg hundred twenty and third year of his age, on the firſt Moon of the month of Augyft, 


Numb. 21 Called by the Athenians , Hecatombeon 5, by the Macedonians, Lows ;, and Sabba, by the 


Hebrews. Thus Moſes loſt in the ſame year his Siſter and his Brother, and all the Peo- K 


ple mourned for him thirty days. After this, Moſes removed his Camp from thence, 
and pitched his Tents near unto a River called Arnon (which ſpringeth from the Moun- 
tains of Arabia, and runneth along the Deſart, and then entreth into the Aſphaltique 
Lake, ſeparating the Region of the Moabites from that of the Amrorites.) The Coun- 
try is ſo fertile, that it ſuffices to maintain all the inhabitants, though very numerotis. 
_ am- To Sehor, King of this Country , 29ſes ſent Ambaſſador, deſiring paſſage thorow his 
1 re Kingdom, under ſuch aſſurance as ſhould. beſt pleaſe him, that no wrong ſhould be of- 
Amorites fered, neither to his Country, nor the inhabitants thereof: and he would pay the price 


of whatſoever his Souldiers took either in Victuals, or Water. But Sehox refuſed him, 


and Arming his People, pitched his Tents onghe Banks of Arnon , being ready to op- L 


poſe the Hebrews, if they preſumed to pals the River. 


CHAP. V.

C vernment : ſo that there was not any of the meaneſt Souldiers but were greatly enriched ©*** 

with pillage. After this, Moſes removed his Camp toward Fordar, and pitched it in a 

broad Plain near the City of Fericho (which 1s rich and fruitful, and aboundeth with 

Palm-trees and Balm.) And now were the minds of the {/raelites in ſuch ſort confirmed, 

that they deſired nothing more than War and Battel ; and Moſes thinking good to make 

uſe of this their forwardneſs, (having ſacrificed to God in way of Thankſgiving , and 

feaſted the People) he ſent part of them armed to deſtroy the Country of the Madia- 


zites, and fo force the Cities of that Region : which War had this Original.

D CHAP. VI. 
Of the Prophet Balaam. 


Hen Balac King of the Moabites (who was both an old Friend and Confederate wuni. 22, 23, 
with the Madianites ) ſaw the progreſs of the [/raelites, he began to ſuſpe& the 24: 2# totun- 
ſecurity of his own fortune and eſtate : for he knew not that God had inhibited the He- 
brews to attempt the Conqueſt of any other Country but the Land of Carazr. And 
therefore moreraſhly than prudently, he reſolved to oppoſe them : and for that he durſt 
not aſſail them in Battel, whom he knew elevated with the ſucceſs of many ViRories ; 
yet defirous to hinder them from proceeding any further', he ſends Ambaſſadors to the 
E Madianites to conſult with them what was fit to be done. The Madianites knowing that c:p.22.1. ad 5- 
beyond Exphrates there lived a famous Prophet called Balaanme (who was their eſpecial _ —_ of 
Friend) ſent ſome of their moſt honourable Princes together with Balac's Ambaſſadors, gntatge ir 
befeeching him that he would come unto them, and curſe the {/raelites., The Prophet the Madia- 
entertained the Ambaſſadors with grear humanity, and asked counſel of God concerning ”*** 
what anſwer he ſhould give them: God forbad him to do that which they defired. And zac and the 
ſo Balaar told them, that he wanted not will to gratifie them, but that God, to whom Mctienites | 
he owed the pift of Prophecy , forbad him x for that Army which they deſired ſhould nn 
be curſed, was dearly beloved of God.

2y) and deſerving great admiration, being compoſed of the deſcendants of one ſingle Man. 
The Land of Canaan at this preſent will ſuffice you, but know that hereafter, the whole World 
will not be too great for your inhabitation ; ſo that both in the Iſlands, and inthe Continent, 
ou ſhall live in ſo great number, that you ſhall equal the Stars of the Firmament. And though 
ou are like to grow ſo innumerable, yet notwithſtanding God will furniſh you with all ſort of 
good things in abundance, in Peace, and in War, he will render you vittorious. Wherefore we 
ought to wiſh that our Enemies may reſolve to take Arms, and to aſſault you, ſince they cannot 
do it without their own total deſtruction. So greatly are you favoured and loved by God, who 
takes pleaſure to abaſe the prond and great, and to raiſe the weak and humble. 
Thus ſpake Balaam in his prophetical ſpirit, being inſpired by the Spirit of God. But 
ze1.11,12. Balac was much incenſed againſt him, exclaiming that he had not kept his promile 3

their beauty : and converſing with them, deſired them not to deny them the pleaſure and nites come to 
enjoyment of their beauty. The young Women ſeeing them enamour'd , made ſem- - —_ 
blance of a deſire to leave them, and depart. Whereupon the young Men earneſtly in- ns; 
treated them to tarry, and promiſed to marry them, ſwearing, that they would not only 

love them as their Wives, but render them abſolute Miſtreſſes of themſelves and all 

their Goods. Theſe promiſes they ſealed with Tears; and the Women anſwered after 

this manner : Valiant younz Men, we want not at home either riches, or the affettions of our 

Parents azd friends ; neither come we hither to you for want of theſe things, or to. make ſale of 

our beanties : but conſidering you as ſtrangers, for whom we have great eſteem,we have not diſ- 

dained to ſhew you this civility. Now therefore becauſe you ſay you love us, and are ſo trou- 

bled at this our departure , we have thought good not to gainſay your entreaties ; if therefore 
youu will plight your faith, and promiſe us marriage (which us the only condition. that can de- 

tain us) we will willingly live with you as your lawful Wives ; but we fear left when your 

luſts are ſatisfied, you will with ſhame and contumely ſend us back again to our Parents ; which 

{6 reaſonable apprehenſion of ours you ought to pardoy. Theſe paſſionate Lovers promiſed 

to give their faith in what manner ſoever, and refuſed no condition (by reaſon of their 

extreme love.) Well then ({aid the Virgins) ſizce you are ſo pleaſed, and that you have 

Cuſtoms [9 different from other Nations , that you uſe only certain meats and drinks ; it is 

neceſſary, if you will marry us, to adore our gods. For by 10 other argument can you perſwade Auk 2 Ho 
1%, that your love is unfeigned, except you honour , as we do, the ſame gods : .neither ſhall ou of e denghnees 
be — if you honour the gods of that Country into which you are come , conſidering that lure the 1ſ4e- 
our goas-hre common unto all Nations, whereas your God us adored by none but your ſelves.Chuſe = at 
therefore (ſaid they) either to conform your ſelves in opinion.with other men , or ſeek out an- 

other World wherein you may live according to your particular ways and cuſtoms. 

The Hebrews blinded with the love which they bare to the Virgins, liked well their -»:. 6. 
words, and conſented to that which they faid, ſuffering themſelves to he ſeduced accord- The _ 
ing as they were invited 3 ſo that they tranſgreſſed the Ordinances of their Fathers in ye —__ 
following ſtrange gods, to whom they offered Sacrifice, according to the manner of the Women,revolt 
Country. They allo fell to eat all thoſe meats which were prohibited them by the Law, £97 me tas 
and addited themſelves to all kinds of pleaſure , according as the Women perſwaded thers. 
them 3 ſo that the whole Army was infefted with diffoluteneſs and diſorder (amongſt 

the younger ſort) and a worſe mutiny aroſe thereby than the precedent, by reaſon 

whereof it was to be feared, the whole courſe of Law and Government would be per- 

verted. For the youth once having had a taſte of theſe foreign and laſcivious faſhions, 

were unſatiably tranſported with the ſame : and if there were any more excellent than 

others in Nobility, they, together (with the reſt of the multitude) were wretchedly cor- 

rupted. Zambrias chief of the Tribe of Sizzeon, married Corby the Madianite , daugh-  , 7 
ter of Zur, a Prince of the Country, and, to pleaſe her, ſacrificed after the manner of the wa wy 5% 
F Country, contrary to the Law of God. During this ſtate of affairs, Moſes being afraid 24s accuſeth 
leſt ſome more grievous miſchief ſhould ſucceed, called the People together, and accu- ory 5 rg 
ling no man in particular (tor that he was unwilling to caſt thoſe into deſperation, who, and Volupr-- 
whilſt they thought their tault lay hidden, might be reduced to a better mind) he told 2" 
them, That it was a thing unworthy their virtue, and that of their Anceſtors, to prefer their 
pleaſure before their Religion. That it behoved them whilſt they had time,to repent, and to ſhew 
themſelves to be valiant men ; not by contemning all holy and divine Laws, but by repreſſins 
their diſordinate Paſſions. That it was a ſtrange thing, that having in the Deſart lived mo 
dejtly, they ſhould now in a plentiful Country grow ſo diſſolute and diſordinate, as to loſe that 
merit in affinence, which they had acquired in neceſſity. By ſuch like ſpeeches, he endeavou- 
G red to reclaim the youth, and to reduce them to a better mind : whereupon Zambrias zanivias Ora- 
riling up, ſpake after this manner : Moſes (faith he) ſe thou, if thou pleaſe, thine own — wa 
Laws, whereunto by long uſe thou haſt added authority , without which thou hadſt long £0 [ 2B 
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FYINS® fered puniſhment for them , and learnt at thine own co#t, that the Hebrews ought not to be H 
_#, nag 4 \ deluded by thee : For my. ſelf, thou ſhalt never tye me to thy tyrannical decrees ; for hitherto 
fore Chrilts Na- ha#t thou endeavoured nothing elſe, but under pretext of Law and Religion to bring us into 
tivity, 1571» (exvitude and ſubjection, and thy ſelf to power and ſovereignty, by forbidding us the pleaſures 
and liberties which all men that are born Free: ought to enjoy. Was there any thing worſe in our 
Egyptian thraldom, than the power which thou aſſumeſt to puniſh every man by the Laws of 
thy own making ; whereas thou thy ſelf art more worthy to be puniſhed, in that thou aeſpiſeſt 
thoſe of all other Nations, and wilt have none but thine obſerved, and fo preferreſt thy own par- 
ticular judgment before that of all other men whatſoever ? But I, as touching that which T have 
done, in that T ſuppoſe it to be well done, am not afraid to confeſs in this Aſſembly, that I have 
taken a ſtranger to wife : thou heareit mine aitions from mine own month, as from a free and 
m_ man ; neither do T deſire that they ſhould be hidden. *Tis true alſo, that I ſacrifice to 
the gods to whom thou forbidde#t to ſacrifice , becauſe I think not my ſelf bound to ſubmit to 
the tyranny, of learning nothing that pertains to Religion but from thee alone ; and I take it 
as no obligation to me for any man to aſſume, as thon doſt, more authority over me than T have 
»y ſelf. Whilſt Zambrias ſpoke thus both for himſelf, and others of his Faction, the Peo- 
ple filently expeted the iſſue of this great quarrel, eſpecially for that they ſaw their 
Law-giver would not contend any longer, leſt he ſhould make an infolent man more 
outragious 3 and leſt others , in imitation of him, growing impudent in their ſpeeches, 
ſhould ſtir up Tumults amongſt the People : ſo the Aſſembly for this time was diſſolved, 
and perhaps the miſchief had gone further, had not Lambrias been ſuddenly cut off in K 
the manner I am going to relate. Phinees (who as well for his own excellent qualities, 
as the dignity of his Father Eleazar the High Prieſt, and his great Uncle 2oſes, was ac- 
counted the moſt conſiderable of thoſe of his age) was much diſcontented with Zam- 
brias's contumacy 3 and leſt by his impunity the Law might grow into contempt, he re- 
ſolved to be revenged upon the Tranſgreſlors, well knowing how much the example of 
:e7,8- great men prevaileth either way. And being of no leſs courage than zeal, he repaired 
_ to Zambrias's Tent, and at one ſtroke ſlew both him and Cosby, his wife. By this exam- 
and Cocby tho- ple, many of the youth being animated by this worthy at, to do juſtice on thoſe that 
- awd # one had committed the like offence , ſlew a great number of them with the Sword , and a + 
Peſtilence, (which was ſent by Gods judgment) deſtroyed not only all the reſt, but alſo L_ 
thoſe, who when by reaſon of Conſanguinity they ought to have reſtrained and diſſua- 
ded their Kinſmen from Lewdneſs, yet either diſſembled or encouraged them in their 
_—_— Luſt ; the number of thoſe that periſhed on this manner, was 14000 men. At the ſame 
"5s. time, Moſes (being incenſed againſt the Madiarites)) ſent out an Army to deſtroy that 
Suſe ſendeth Nation , of which Expedition we will preſently diſcourſe, after we have annexed that 
recs 2g which muſt not be omitted in this Hiſtory , as tending to the praiſe of our Law-giver. 
vo]. 16,179. Though Balaarr, ſent for by the Madianites, to curſe the Hebrews 3 which he could not 
. do, being hindred by the Providence of God, had afterwards given that counſel to the 
Enemy, by means whereof, within a little ſpace, a great multitude of the Hebrews were 
corrupted in their Religion 3 yet Moſes hath done him the honour to inſert his Prophe- 
cy in his Writings : although 1t had been eafte for him to have deprived him of the glo- 
ry, and to have appropriated it to himſelf, by reaſon that there was not any Witneſs 
that might contradict him 3 yet he hath not negleced to give teſtimony, and to make 
mention of him in his Writings : yet let every one think of this, according as it ſhall 
ſeem good unto him. But Moſes (as I began to ſay) ſent an Army of 12000 Men a- 
oainſt the Madianites, chuſing out of every Tribe a Thouſand, and appointed Phznees 
Captain over thoſe Forces, by whoſe courage (as a little before I have declared) both 


the Laws were vindicated, and Zambri, that brake them, puniſhed.

a prediction of things to come , according to which , all things have and do fall out, 
without varying any ways from the truth. Theſe Volumes and the Ark he gave to the 
Prieſts 3 in which he alſo placed the Ten Commandments written in the two Tables.

The People mourned for him 3o days : nor were they ever ſeized with fo ex- 
treme grief, as they were at this time , when the Prophet died ; neither did he only 
legve behind hint a preſent deſire of him, but a great eſtimation amongſt all men, who 
have ever chanced to read and examine his Writings, and by them eſtimated his virtues. p,

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King, that certain ſtrangers a little before Sun-ſet had fupr in her houſe, but that they 


- were departed ; and if they were ſuſpeted by the King as perſons that intended any 
detriment to the City , they might with little labour and purſuit be overtaken in their 
way. They hearing the woman ſpeak after this manner, and imagining no ſubtlety or 
deceit in her, returned back without ſearching the Hoſtry , and went in purſuit and 
ſearch after them every way, tracking every path , where they might be ſuſpefted to 
travel towards Fordazz. But having no tidings of them they defiſted any further to pur- 
fue them. No ſooner was the Tumult appeafed, but Rahab called forth the Spies, and 
told them the dangers to which ſhe had expoſed her ſelf for their ſecurity (for had ſhe 
been convinced to have concealed them, both ſhe and all her family had miſerably pe- 
riſhed.) She'therefore defired them, to ſwear to her that when they ſhould take Jer:- 
cho, and kill all the inhabitants with the Sword, (as God had told her they ſhould) they 
would fave the life of her and her family as ſhe had ſaved theirs. | 

This ſaid, ſhe diſmifled them, to the end they might return home again. Afﬀeer they 
had with many thanks proteſted, and ſwore to her, to acknowledge her kindneſs not 
in words, but in deeds; and had adviſed her that when ſhe ſhould perceive the City 
ready to be ſurpriſed, ſhe ſhould retire all her ſubſtance, and all thoſe that appertained 
unto her, into her houſe ; and that before the door thereof, ſhe ſhould hang a Red 
Cloth, to the intent that the General perceiving the ſame, might inhibit the Souldiers 
from pillaging and ſpoiling her houſe : (for (ſaid they) we will give him notice here- 
of (by reaſon of that willing forwardneſs that hath been in thee to fave our lives) and 
if by misfortune any of thy Friends die in the Combat , do not impute the fault unto 
us3 and we beſeech God (by whom we have ſworn) that he be not diſpleaſed againſt 
any of us, but only againſt ſuch as falfifie their oaths. Having after this manner made 
the Covenant, they were let down with a rope from the wall; and when they were 
arrived in ſafety among their Nation , they recounted unto them all that had hapned 

Joſhua hereupon declared unto Eleazar the High Prieſt 

and the reſt of the Elders, what oath his Spies had made to Rahab; and all of them 

ratified the ſame. But the General was penſive and troubled, for that he knew not 


which way to paſs the River of Jordar, by reaſon that for the preſent it was very deep L 


and without Bridges. For before that time there was not any Bridge built thereon 
and if they would have built one, the Enemy would have interrupted them : befides 
that , there were not any places convenient'to ſtay in. But God made him a promiſe 
that he would make the waters fall, and give them paſſage. Foſbna therefore waited 
with his Army two days; and then he paſled over the River in this manner. The Prieſts 
marched firſt with the Ark 5 after them went the Levites bearing the Tabernacle, and 
thoſe Veſlels which were deſtinated for Sacrifice ; then followed the whole multitude, 
diſtinguiſhed in their Tribes, having incloſed within their Battels the Women and Chil- 
dren whereby they might be the more ſecure from the force of the ſtream. But when 


the Prieſts had entred, and found the River paſlable, and the water decreaſed, and that M 


the current thereof was not fo violent , but that in the bottom there was good footing 
(fo that it was fordable; ) then all of them without fear paſſed over, finding all 
things aſſuredly performed unto them which God had no unto them : but the 
Prieſts kept in the midſt of the Chanel until the multitude were paſt over, and were in 
ſecurity 3 and when every one had gotten to the other Bank , the Prieſts came our, 
permitting the River to flow according to its free and ordinary courſe : which prefent- 
ly flowing, grew to that greatneſs and ſwiftneſs which it had at firſt. Now when the 
Hebrews had marched fifty Furlongs , they encamped about ten Furlongs from Jericho. 
But Joſhua built an Altar of twelve ſtones (which every one of the Princes of the Tribes 
had gathered out of the Chanel of Fordar, by his order) to the end it might be a Mo- 
nument of the prodigious reſtraint of the River 3 and on the ſame he ſacrificed to God, 
and the ſolemnity of the Paſſover was celebrated in that place 3 and at this time, the 
Army was in as great a plenty as ever it had been in neceffity ; for they reaped the Corn 
of the Canaanites, (which at that time was ripe) and carried away much other prey. 
In the ſame ſeaſon likewiſe their nouriſhment of Manna failed them , whereon they had 
fed for the ſpace of forty years. And whereas the [/rae/ites did all theſe things with ſe- 
curity, and freely, and the Caraanites never fallied out againſt them, but diſmayed with 
fear, kept themſelves up within their walls ; Joſhua refolved to befiege them 1n their Ci- 


, ties: fo that on the firſt day of the Feaſt, the Prieſts bearing the Ark, and guarded on eve- 
ry fide with Troops of Armed Men, drew near Fericho, ſounding ſeven Horns, thereby O

ſerved for a Funeral flame to conſume them 3 and with likefury they ravaged and burnt 
the houſes of the Country 3 only Rahab and her houſhold (who kept themſelves with- 
in her houſe) were ſaved by the Spies: and being brought to Foſbxa's preſence, he gave 
her thanks, for ſaving his Spies, and promiſcd her that he would reward her courtelies; 
and ſoon after he gave her poſſeſſions , and ever held her in great honour. All of the 
City which the fire ſpared, theSword conſumed. And Joſpua pronounced Curſes againſt 
thoſe, who ſhould afterward endeavour to erect that which he had ruined : namely, 
that he that ſhould Jay the firſt foundation, ſhould be deprived of his firſt begotten Son3z 
D and he that ſhould finiſh the work, might loſe his youngeſt Son; and it hath pleaſed 
God that this imprecation hath not been fruſtrate , as hereafter ſhall be ſhewn. At the 
ſurpriſe and\ſack of the City, there was gathered an infinite quantity of Gold ; Silver, 
and Braſs ; and none but one man brake the Edidt, or ſought any prey or lucre for him- 
ſelf. Theſe ſpoils Joſhna delivered to the Prieſts to be laid up in the Treaſury ; and after 
this manner was the City of Jericho deſtroyed. But Achar the Son of Zebedias of the 
' Tribe of J«dab, having got the Kings Coat embroidered with Gold, and an Ingot of _m__ 
Gold of two hundred Sicles in weight , and thinking 1n himſelt that it were not juſt bean parts of 
that the profit he had got by the hazard of his life, ſhould be taken from him, arid pre- the prey con- 
ſented to God , who had no need thereof; he digged a Pit in his Tent, and buried 7,0 29 
E his ſpoils therein , thinking by this means to defraud God, as well as his Companions. menc. 
At that time their Tents were pitched in a place called Gz/ga/, which (ignifieth Erſranchz- 6i!gal figriti 
zed, becauſe being delivered from the affliction of Egypt , and the penury of the Deſart, Merry. | 
they thought they had nothing more to fear. But ſome few. days after the deſtruction The Iſraelites 
: of Jericho, Joſhua ſent out three thouſand Armed men againſt Air (a City fituate' a *r< pur toflighe 
5 little above Jericho.) who encountering with the Aizites in Battel, and. by them-puc ————— 
2 to flight, loſt thirty ſix of their company. The news of which diſaſter being brought 
Y to the Camp, the [ſraelites were ſeized with exceeding grief, not only. for the men 
they had loſt (which were all of them valiant men, and worthy of honour) but al 
by reaſon of the deſpair they conceived of their future luccels. For whereas they ha 
F perſwaded themſelves that they were already Maſters of the field , and that their Army 
ſhould be always Victorious, according as God had promiſed them , they.ſaw, on the 
contrary , that this ſucceſs had raiſed the hearts of their adverſaries ;; ſo that cloathing 
themſelves with fack-cloth, they ſpent three days in: tears and lamentations without 
taſting any meat 3 ſo grievouſly were they aftlicted with the defeat that had: hapned. 
Joſpua ſeeing the Army dejeced after this manner , falling on his face to the'earth; /ad+ 
dreſſed himſelf to God , ſaying » We have not begn induced. by our own temerity to./attempt 7,ſhus prayer 
the conqueſt of this Land by force z, but we have been. hereunto encouraged by thy'Seruqnt vnto God.

"  ...that was the cauſe of the preſent calamity : but as ſoon as he had fearched our, and 
aniſhed the ſacriledge, the Iſraelites ſhould become fortunate, and obtain the victory, 
his Oracle Joſhua declared to the people, and calling for the High Prieſt and the Magj- 
ſtrates, he @ſt lots upon the Tribes ; and when the lot had fallen on the Tribe of J:da, 
it was again caſt by Families 3 and when again the Sacriledge was found to be commit- 1 
ted in Zacharias Family , they caſt the ſame once more man by man, and it fell upon 
Achar found Achar + who unable to hide what was diſcovered by God himſelf, confeſled the fac, 
ny Jorand 2nd brought forth thoſe things which he had concealed : whereupon being preſently 
4 16, 17, 18. put to death, he was by night buried after an 1ignominious manner, according as he de- 
ſerved. But Joſbna having purified the people, led them forth againſt Aiz, and laying 
Ambuſcado by night above the City , early in the morning he drew the Enemy out to 
fight , who boldly broke forth (being encouraged by their former victory ; ) but Fo- 
ſua making a ſhew of Retreat , drew them farther off from the City , imagining that 
the Iſraelites fled, and that they ſhould gain a ſecond victory over. them. But when 
Joſhua faddenly made a ſtand, and charged them, and gave a Signal unto thoſe that lay x 
in ambuſh, they march all together towards the City , and eafily entred the gates ; 
where, and on the Walls, ſtood divers of the inhabitants as ſpeCtators (as they thought) 
Ainan facks of their atchieved victory. In this manner was the City taken, and all that were there- 
and burnt. 1n {lain, -Foſa on the other (ide preſſed thoſe in ſuch manner, with whom he maintain-

CHAP. II. 


How the lfraelites , after the death of their Emperour, forgetting the Religion of their Fore- 
fathers, fell into extreme Calamities : and how through a Civil War raiſed amangit 
b them, there were only 600 of the Tribe of Benjamin left alive.

UT the Canaarites (whoſe eſtate at that time was very potent) expeed them with H:4i & Ruft- 
a great Hoſt about the City of Bezec, having their Army condutted by the King of 7 
that place, called Adoni-Bezec, which name fignifieth, Lord of the Bezecenites - (for Adoni Jude. 1. 1, 2, 
in the Hebrew Tongue, is Lord.) and theſe men promiſed themſelves the Victory, by rea- 
fon that Joſhua was deceaſed. Againſt theſe, the two Tribes of Judah and Simeon fought cancanites 
very valiantly, and ſlaying 10000 of them in the purſuit, they took Adoni- Bezec Ca- fin, and 446- 
tive, who having his hands and feet cut off, acknowledged the divine juſtice: for he con- ng 0a _= 

feſſed that he had uſed 72 Kings before times after the ſame manner. In this condition 

C they conduted him near Jeruſalem , where departing out of this life; they buried him. 

Then they over-run the Country , ſacking and taking the Cities : and atter they had 
divers of them in their poſſeſſion, they belieged Jern/alem, and entring the lower City, 
they put all the Inhabitants to the Sword. But the higher Town was very hard to be af- 
faulted (by reaſon of the Fortreſſes, and ſtrength of the Walls, and the naturally ſtrong 
fituation of the place) which was the cauſe that they raiſed their Camp to go and be- 
fiege Hebron, which they took, and (lew all that were therein. Amongſt whom there were 
ſome of the Race of the Giants, whoſe ſtature was ſo prodigious, their aſpe& ſo terrible, 
and their voice ſo dreadful, that it can ſcarce be believed ; their Bones are ſtill tobeſeen 
at this day. This = being very conſiderable , was given to the Levites, with 2000 

D Cubits of Land round about : the reſt of the Country was freely given to Caleb, accord- 

ing as Moſes had commanded , he having been one of thoſe Spies which Moſes ſent to 

- view the Land of Canaan. They gave lands and poſſeſſions likewiſe to the poſterity of 7ithro's poſte- 
Jethro the Madianite (who was Father-in-law to Moſes) for that they had forſaken their (Yong 
own Territories,and joined themſelves to the 1/raelites,and been with them in the Deſart. zwſs, poſſe: 
The Tribes of Judah and Simmer took thoſe Cities of the mountainous Country of C- ſedof Lands. 
214an, and alſo thoſe that were in the Plain near the Sea-coaſt, namely, Aſcalon and Azoth. 
But they could not take Gaza and Accaron; for thoſe Cities being in the Plain, and de- 
fended with a great number of Chariots, repelled thoſe that aſfaulted the ſame to their 
diſadvantage. So theſe two Tribes having had good ſucceſs in Wars, retired to their 

E Cities, to enjoy in peace the ſpoils which they had taken. | 

As for the Benjamites, to whom Feruſaker appertained, they received the Inhabitants +»; 16.

The old man having regard to 
The horrible his Parentage, (by reaſon that he was of the ſame Tribe) lodged him in his own houſe. 
the Gibzon;tes, But certain young men of the City, who had feen the Woman in the Market-place, and 
were taken with-her beauty,underſtanding that ſhe was gone to the old mans houſe, who, 
by reaſon of his weakneſs and age, was not able to defend her, went and knockt at his 
door. The old man defired them to depart, and not to offer him ſuch a diſpleaſure. Bur 
they importuned him to deliver them his Gueſt; which done, they promiſed-him in no 
ſort to cauſe his further moleſtation. But though the old man alledged that ſhe was his 
Kinſwoman, and that her Huſband was a Levite ; and that they ſhould commit an hei- 
nous offence, in ſinning, for the ſake of their corrupt pleaſure, againſt the Laws : yet had 


they no regard of equity, but mocked him, and menaced to murder him, becauſe he hin- M 


dred them from ſatisfying their luſt. Finally , he was driven.to that exigent, that (to 
avoid the doing violence to his Gueſt, and a ſtranger) he offered to abandon to them his 
own Daughter, chuſing rather to let them ſatisfie their unbridled concupiſcetice on her, 
than that his Gueſt ſhould ſuffer any villany. Notwithſtanding all this, they ceaſed nor 
to urge the delivery of the Woman; and they ſeconded their difordinate defires with 
violence, taking her by force, and leading her to their own lodgings. Afterwards (ha- 
ving all night lewdly fatisfied their luſts on her) they thruſt her out of doors from them 
at break of day. But ſhe being deſolate, and diſcomforted by this diſaſter, returned to 
her lodging 3 and both by reaſon of the Villany which ſhe had ſuffered, and the ſhame 


that hindred her from appearing before her Huſband , who was outraged in her perſon, yy

They brought into the Field a great number of Footmen, and 
Chariots, and they drew Aſchalon and Acharon (two Cities within the lot of Judah ) 
into their Confederacy, and divers other Cities of the Champion Country : ſo that the 
Tribe of Daz was driven into the Mountains, having no place in the Champion where 14 
they might peaceably inhabit 3 and (for that they were neither able to recover their 
Lands from the Enemy , nor had ſufficient habitation for their number of men) they 
ſent five men of their Tribe into the Champion Country , to ſee it they could find any 
place that were fit and convenient for them to eſtabliſh and fix their Colonies.

Z2lons familia- 
It chanced one day that bearing certain Preſents unto the King (attended by two of 
his Houſhold ſervants) he ſecretly hid a Dagger under his cloaths, at ſach time as he © 
entred in to the King. ' Now it was Summer and Mid-day likewiſe 3 and the watch was 
F grown more careleſs, partly by reaſon of the heat, and partly for that the guard were at 
their dinner. The young man therefore offering his preſents unto Eglon (who at that 
time refreſhed himſelf in a certain Summer Chamber) began to diſcourſe with him. 
Now they were both alone (by reaſon that the King reſolving to talk familiarly with 
Jodes , had ſent away his Guard) but Jodes fearing, leſt he might miſs his blow as the 
King fate upon the Throne. deſired him to riſe, telling him that he had a Dream to relate 
to him by the commandment of God. Whereat he rejoycing , aroſe from his ſear ; 
and Jodes ſtab'd him to the heart : and leaving the Poynard fticking in the wound; 
locked the door after him , and eſcaped 3 For the Guard ſuppoſing the King laid down 
tO reſt, let him paſs. But Fodes giving private notice thereof to the Iſraelites , offered 
G himſelf to be their Leader for recovery of their liberty : and they willingly accepting 
thereof, preſently took Arms, and ſent Trumpets about to ſummon the reſt of their 
Country-men. They that were about Ego» were wholly ignorant of what had hap- 
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Agee ned, but about Evening (fearing leſt ſome miſhap had befaln him) they entred into the 1 
»erld,2641.ve- Chamber where he was, and found him dead ; whereat they were greatly aſtoniſhed, 
fore Chriſts Na- ſo that they knew not what courſe to take 3 ſo that before they had aflembled their 
RL Forces together, the Jjraelites came upon them , and killd ſome 3 the reſt, being Ten 
0 96+ thouſand 1n number, fled, in hope to recover their Country of Moab : but the [jraelites 
pur to flight, (Raving before way-laid and fortifi'd the paſſages of Jordar ) purſued and ſlew them: 
and ſlain by fo that many of them periſh'd in the River, and not one efcapd their hands. By this 
the 1} atlitts. means the Tjraclites were deliverd from the ſervitude of the Moabites, and Jodes was 

advanced to the Government of the People. After he had lived Fourſcore years, he 

died. A Man (beſides the aftion now mention'd) worthy of praiſe for many other 

things. After him, Saragar the Son of 4zath was elected Governour,' and in the firſt ] 

\ year of his Rule, he left this life for the fruition of another.

By which affliction Naozz being caſt into great ſorrow, and deſtitute of their com- 
pany, whoſe dear familiarity ſhe had preferred before the love of her Country : chang'd 1 
her reſolution (according to thoſe occurrences that had happened to her) and determi- \. 
ned to return to her Friends, by reaſon ſhe had received intelligence, that her Country 
at that time was in better eſtate than when ſhe left it. Her Daughters-1n-law would not 
endure to be ſeparated from her ; but would needs accompany her : but ſhe wiſhing 
them a more happy marriage than that which they enjoyed with her Sons, and proſperity 
in all other things, and proteſting unto them that ſhe had no ability to do them good 3 
ſhe deſired them to ſtay 1n that place, and not by following their wretched Mother-in- 
law in an uncertain event, loſe the certain pleaſure and peaceable fruition of their Coun- 
try. Theſe her perſuaſions took effe& with Orpha : but Ruth (reſolved in no ſort to 
forſake her,) attended on her Mother-in-law as future companion of whatſoever for- N 
Fs _— tune ſhould befal her.

At her return, Rath re- 
ported to her all the words that Boos had ſaid unto her : and Naomi gave her to under- 
ſtand that Boos was her kinſman, and fo good a man, that it might be hoped he would 
take ſome care of her. So Ruth went again with Boos handmaids to gather her glean- 
ings 3 and certain days after (about the time that they threſhed Barley) Bos came to 
his Farm, and (lept on the floor : which when Naowz underſtood, ſhe thought it might 
be for the advantage of the young woman, to lye and {leep at his feet 3 and accord- 
ingly (he adviſed her to endeavour it.

his kinſman, to whom he ſpake thus : Poſt thou not poſleſs the heritage of Abimelech 2 

Yes, anſwered he, I am feized thereof by the right of proximity , according to Law. 
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D Boos replied, Thou muſt not (faith he) only obſerve the Laws in part 3 but thou muſt 


preciſely execute them all. Behold here a young woman, Abimelech's Widow, who it —— 
behoveth thee to marry according to the Law, if thou wilt inherit poſſeſſions. Bur the bis kinſinan to 
man ſurrendred to Boos, not only the poſleſſions, but alſo the woman; by reaſon that marry Ruth. 
Boos was aſlied alfo to thoſe that were dead , and eſpecially for that the ſaid kinſman 

had already both Wife and Children. Boos therefore (having firſt taken the Magiſtrates 

to witneſs) called for the woman, and willed her to draw near her kinſman, and to un- 

looſe his ſhoe, and ftrike him on the face (according as the Law had otdained 3 ) which 

done, Boos eſpouſed Rath, by whom (about a year after) he had a Son, which Naomi 

brought up ; and called his name Obed, m hope he would affiſt in her old age: (forObed ,,, 

in the Hebrew tongue ſignifies aſſiſtance.)

Mice devour Whole People. At length, a grievous Plague not only ranged in the City of Azo#, but 
the fruir of the alſo ſeized on all the Inhabitants of the Country. For the People being ſuddenly taken 
Country of with the Flux, died in great Torment, and ſome of them vomited up their Bowels, 
F” being corrupted and corroded with the diſeaſe. Beſides this, the whole Land fwarmed 
with Mice, which deſtroying all things, neither ſpared the Corn , nor any other Fruit. 
The Azotians being afflited with theſe Calamities, and unable longer to endure the fame, 
underſtood that the Ark was the cauſe thereof,and that neither the Victory,or the taking 


of the ſame, had any ways procured their advantage. They therefore ſent to the A/ca- 


lontes, deſiring them to receive the Ark into their City 3 who willingly condeſcending N 


to their Embaſlſage and Demand, received the Ark, and were preſently plagued with 
the ſame (ickneſles which the Azotiars had ſuffered. For together with the Ark the ca- 
lamities alſo were tranſported 3 for which cauſe it was likewiſe ſent from this place to 
another, where it remained but a little while 3 for the Inhabitants of the place being af- 
flicted with the ſame Maladies which the other endured, ſent it to the Neighbour Cities : 
and after this ſort the Ark was conveyed to five Cities of the Phzliſtines, (exafting as 
it were, by thoſe Plagues, a Tribute of every one in puniſhment of the Sacriledge which 
they committed, by retaining a thing conſecrated to God. At laſt, wearied with ſo ma- 
ny evils, and made examples unto others not to entertain the Ark, which ſo grievoutly 
1 $:4. 5. 2, a4 Fecompenled thoſe that received the ſame, they conceiv'd there was no other way left, 
finem. but to find out ſome good means to rid themſelves of it. When therefore the Princes

The Inhabitants came to the ſpe- 
Racle, and greatly rejoyced thereat : for although it was Summer-time, (wherein every The gratulai- 
one was buſied in gathering the fruits of the field) yet when they perceived the Ark, 27 ofthe 5nb- 
E they were ſo tranſported with joy, that they laid afide the work which they had in hand, Cr 
and run preſently to the Chariot. Then taking down the Ark and the Coffer, (wherein te ark.

CHAP. V. 
Saul, by the command of God, is declared King. 


Here was a man of the Tribe of Perjamin, of Noble Birth , and commendable 
1 Sas. 9. v.1, manners, called Cis, who had a young Son named Sax!, who was tall of ſtature, 
_ and had ſo much ſpirit and courage, that he might well paſs for an extraordinary man. 
This Cs having fair Aſſes, wherein for their hand{omneſs he took more pleaſure than 
in any other kind of Cattel, loft ſome of them which were ſtrayed from the reſt of his 
flock : whereupon he ſent his Son, accompanied with a Servant, to ſeek them out 3 Sar! 
having travelled in queſt of them thorow all his Fathers\Fribe, journeyed thorow the 
reſt of the Tribes, without any tydings of them : for which cauſe he determined to re- 
turn home again 3 for fear leſt his Father ſhould conceive ſome care and grief for him 
in his abſence. As he arrived near the City of Rawath, the Servant that followed him, 
n told him, that there dwelt a Prophet in that place, who always foretold the truth, and 
$2u! fecketh he counſelled him to addreſs to him, with aſſurance, that by him he ſhould underſtand 
the Altcs chat what was become of his Alſes. Sal anſwered , thathe had no money left to recom- 
mee”  penſethe Prophet, having conſumed all they brought forth with them in their journey. 
His Servant replied , that he had ſtill the fourth part of a'Siele , which they might give 
him ; for he was ignorant that the Prophet was not wont to receive money of any.

Sawl having obtained this viftory, and rejoycing at his good ſucceſs, returned home, as 
full. ofcontent;/as if he had pretermitted nothing of that which God had commanded 
him by. the Prophet Samuel, before his War with the Amalekites ; but had preciſely ob- 
fery'd:all that was.enjoin'd him: + But God was greatly difpleaſed, both that the King of 
the Amalekites wasipreſerved, and that the People had made prey of their Cattel: tor 
botli-theſ&aRtions.of theirs were expreſly againſt God's command. For it was not to be 
tolerated, even by a mortal King,” that they ſhould neglect and contemn his Laws and

T ſeek a Son-in-law that hath Valor, and 
that is adorned with all Virtue, ſuch as is manifeſt and apparent in thee : and my defire is,that 
for the dowry of my Daughter, thou give me neither gold nor filver,nor any other wealth out of 
thy Fathers houſe ; but that thou make War apon the Philiſtines,and fix hundred of their heads, 
ſhallbe the moſt acceptable dower thou canſt preſent me with. My Daughter alſo defires, above 
all the dowers, to be married to a Man that is ſo ennobled and famous for the overthrow of the

hen theſe words were reported to David, he was very joyful, thinking that Sau! 
ated ſincerely concerning his alliance : and without delay, or taking counſel or delibe- 
ration, whether the thing were eafie or impoſſible for him to execute, he incontinently 
departed with his company to find out the Enemy, and execute the condition upon which 
the marriage was promiſed him ; God aſſiſted Davzd in this occaſion, as in all others.

This laid, ſhe let him down by a window, 
and fo faved him; and ſoon after, ſhe prepared his bed as if he lay fick therein, and 
under the covering ſhe laid the Liver of a new flaughtred Kid ; and when her Father 
ſent the next morning to apprehend David, ſhe anſwered that he had been ſick all the _ _ 
night long: and opening the Curtains, ſhe gave them to underſtand that David was laid , 2: 14- 
therein, the Coverlet being moved by the- Liver which was hot and yet ſtirred, made Pre Lemmn 
them believe that the Liver that lay there was David, who panted and breathed very fervants thar

For which cauſe (in 
my opinion) he was both juſt, valiant, and prudent, and it = one either is or hath 
been like unto him, I ſuppoſe that it becometh all Men to give teſtimony of ſuch a Mans 
virtue. ForT think that the Hiſtorians and ancient Writers, have not worthily intituled 
them with the ſtile of valiant Men, who attaining ſome worthy actions, attempted War 
under aſſured hope of victory and fatety ; but they only, that imitate Sau/, may deſer- 
vedly be called juſt, praiſe-worthy, couragious, hardy, and contemners of all dangers. [. 
For what great thing 1s there in undertaking of the common hazard of War, and tof- ' 
ſed, *twixt hope and fear, to uſe Fortunes favor if ſhe fawn upon us ? But on the other 
ſide, it is anaſſured ſign of a valiant Man, when without hope of any ſucceſs, and know- 
ing his death at hand, he 1s not afraid nor diſmayed with ſuch apprehenſions, but ſecketh 
out with an invincible courage his moſt aſſured hazard. 

This is the praiſe of Sax/, who is an example to all that defire to eternize their memo- 
ry, that ſhould upon the like opportunity propoſe the ſame reſolution to themſelves : 
but eſpecially to Kings, who, by reaſon of the excellency of their Function, ought not 
only to forbear to be evil, but alſo firive to be eminently virtuous. I could ſay more of 
this generous argument of Sau/s Valor, but leſt I ſhould ſeem too affectionate, I will return M

p £d on thee in thy journey, I had never endured to have forſaken thee. Neither was he contented 
to hinder me from performing my duty, and to give your Majeſty a teſt imony of my affetion 
and loyalty, but furthermore, he hath malicioufly incenſed your Majeſty againſt me : yet know 
well, that your wiſdom will not give credit to his detrattions, both for that you are juſt, as alſo 
for that GO D and Truth,which you onely aſpire to,are onely beloved by you. For,whereas du- 
ring my Graydfathers days, you were always converſant amongſt the greateſt dangers,and per- 
ſecuted by him ; and whereas all our poſterity by that means deſerved to be utterly extinguiſhed, 
yet have you uſed moderation and meekneſs in forgetting thoſe indignities,when it was ia your 
power to revenge them, And notwithſtanding all theſe things, you have entertained me like 
your Friend, feaſted me at your Table, and dignified me with no leſs Honoars, than if T had 
G #cen one of your neareſt Kinſmen.

54 The noble ations of five of which I will declare , which will give fome ſpecimen of 

that extraordinary and heroick courage by which they were able to conquer whole 
Ifom. Nations. The firſt of them was /ſem the Son of 4chem, who having thruſt himſelf 
- into the midſt of his diſordered Enemies , never gave over fighting till he had ſlain nine 


hundred of them. After him was Eleazar the Son of Dodeias , who had accompanied 
the King in Sarphat : He, in a certain Battel { wherein through the multitude of tie 
Enemies , the //raelites were aftrighted and put to flight ) kept his place, and faced the 
Enemy, and ruſhing in among them, made a great ſlaughter of thenf, fo that thorow the 
great quantity of blood which he ſhed , his Sword ſtuck taſt to his hand; and the /ſrac- 
lites 1ecing the Philitines put to flight , by him, came down and ran upon them, and 
obtained a great victory over them. For £leazar ſlaughtered thoſe that fled , and 
the rcit of the Army followed and ſpoiled thoſe that were ſlain, The third was the Son 
of 7las called Sebas, who fighting againſt the Ph1/iſtznes, in a place called the Faw, (and 
ſeeing the Z7ebrews to be afraid ot their power , and almoſt out of heart ) reſiſted them 
alone, as if he had beenan Army, and ſlew ſome of them , and purſued and put the 
reſt to flight, in that they were unable to ſuſtain his torce and violence.

IT defire nothing more than 
that Gods promiſes may be accompliſhed , and that the felicity which attendeth this Nation 
(under the Government of S9lomon ) may be durable. Which without doubt will ſo fall 
out, and all things fhall happily ſucceed, if thou my Sou be a maintainer of piety and juſtice , 
and the antient Laws and ordinances of thy progenitors : otherwiſe, if theſe be neglefted,there

God, that hath honoured thee with this kingdom ; charging thee to keep his precepts and laws, 
which he hath given us by Moſes, and to take heed, leſt either ſurprized by flattery, or miſcled 
by favour, or ſeduced by covetouſneſs, or any other ſiniſter affettion , thou be drawn to neglet C 
and forſake the ſame : for thou canſt by no means continue in Gods favour , except thou keep 
his laws , for otherwiſe he will withdraw his providence from thee. But if according to the 
obligation which lieth on you, you ſhall follow my counſel, and diligently p__ your duty,thou 
ſhalt eſtabliſh the Kingdom in our family ; and no other houſe at any time but our own, ſhall ob- 
tain the dominion over the Hebrews. Remember likewiſe the iniquity of Joab, who, through 
David Vier, emulation , ſlew two good and juſt Generals, Abner the Son of Ner, and Amalſa the Son of 
Solomonro Jethram ; paniſh him as thou thinkeſt meet,for hitherto he bath eſcaped puniſhment, becauſe he 
puniſh fob. was ſtronger and more powerful than my ſelf.

After he had thus exhorted his Son, and had communicated with him all his affairs , 
both touching his triends , and thoſe whom he thought worthy of puniſhment, he gaveup 
The years os FRE ghoſt ( atter he had lived ſeventy years , and Reigned in Hebron a City of Fuda for 
the age and the ſpace of ſeven years and an half, and thirty three in Feruſa/em over the whole Nation.) x 
_—— He was a juſt man , adorned with all vertue, requiſite in a King that ſhould govern ſo many 
veres o Nations. For he was valiant beyond compariſon , and in thoſe battels which he tought 
David. for his Subjects, he was the firit that thruſt himſelf into danger, and exhorted his Soldters

to behave themſelves valiantly, not commanding them like their Governour, but fighting 
with them as their fellow-ſoldier. He was very well qualified by his knowledg and ex- 
perience to make the beſt uſe of the preſent, and to manage his future occaſions : he was 
moderate and juſt, courteous and favourable to thoſe that were afflicted ; which are thoſe 
ornaments which are worthy of a great Prince, and in this great authority wherein he was 
placed, he ſtept not any ways awry , but in the caſe of 7ria's Wite. Helett as much or 
rather more riches behind him, than any other King of the ZZebrews, or other Nations had F 
done. His Son So/omon buried him moſt Royally in Jeruſalem, with all thoſe ceremonies 
which were accuſtomed in Royal obſequies, and amongſt other things , he buried a great 
quantity of riches with him ; the incredible eſtimate whereof may be conjectured by 
that which followeth. For one thouſand three hundred years after , the High Prieſt 
Hircanus being beſieged by Antiochus ſurnamed the Religious (who was Demetrius's Son) 
and willing to tice him with ſome ſumm of money ( to the intent he might raiſe the 
ſiege, and remove his Army ) and unable to levy money by any other means, he opened 
he Sepulchre of David, from whence he took three thouſand talents , which he delivered 
to Antiochus , and by this means delivered the City from the fiege ( as we have declared 
And again a long time after, this ZZerod alſo opened it , and took from 
thencea great ſumm. Nevertheleſs no man violated that part of the monument where the 
body of the King was laid, for it was ſo artificially hidden under ground , that it would be 


very difficult to diſcover it. The

CHAP. I.

E have declared in the former Book what David was, how great his 
virtue hath been, what profits and benefits thoſe of his Nation recei- 
ved by him, what Wars he undertook, what Victories he obtained, 
and how happily at laſt ( through extremity of age ) he departed 
out of this life. But after that So/omon his ſon (being at that time { /2%2- 
very young) had obtained the Kingdom, and was placed in his fathers Throne (accord- of Ifoacl afies 
ing as David had determined, and the divine power had decreed) the whole people (ac- 24viar death, 
cording to the common courſe in the eleftion of new Princes) with many acclamations 
withed him a long and proſperous Reign. But Adonias, whoduring his fathers lite-time, 
thought to poſſeſs and ſeize himſelf of the Royal eſtate, came unto the Kings mother, 
and with all humility and reverence faluted her. To whom Bethſabe ſaid, That if there 
were any thing wherein ſhe might ſerve him, he ſhould let her know it, and that ſhe would wil- 
lingly apply her ſelf unto it. Whereupon be began to fay, That it was a thing very well 
known, that the Kingdom appertained unto him, both in regard of his age, as alſo in reſpedt of 
E the favor and good liking of the people : but fince that it had been transferred unto Solomon, 7.17, ad24. 
her ſon, by the Will of God, he was content therewith,and would be his ſervant, being very glad nia re 
of the fortunate ſucceſs of his Aﬀairs. He therefore beſought her, that ſhe would ſollicite So- X wit Ys 
lomon in his behalf, and perſuade him to give him Abiſag to Wife, who had ſlept with David, 
for that he had not any carnal company with her by reaſon of his age, and that as yet ſhe was ful- 
ly poſſeſſed of her virginity. | 
Bethſabe promiſed him to further his ſuit to the uttermoſt of her power, and willingly 
to employ her ſelf toward the accompliſhment of the Marriage, fince ſhe knew the King 
was willing to gratifie her in whatſoever ſhe ſhould deſire, as alſo for that ſhe would in- 
ſtantly intreat him: ſo that he departed from her with aſſured hope of good ſucceſs in 
F his deſigned Marriage. Hereupon Bezhſabe preſently addreſſed her ſelf tothe King, in- 
tending to certifie him both what Adonias had requeſted, and what ſhe had granted: 
When Solomon heard that his Mother came to viſit him, he went out to meet her, and 
embraced her, and afterwards conducting her ifito his Preſence-chamber, he fat him 
down, and commanded his ſervants to place a feat on his right hand, for his Mother; 
who being ſeated by him, ſpake unto him after this manner : My ſon, vouchſafe me one 
favor that TI ſhall requeſt at thy hands, and ſend me not hence diſcontented, and diſſatisfied, 
through thy refuſal. Solomon anſwered her, That ſhe ſhould command bim, by reaſon that 
duty tyed him to the ſatisfadion and favor of his Mothers ſuits ; reproving her tor that inſi- 
nuation ſhe had uſed, by reaſon that thereby ſhe evidently expreſſed that ſhe was not 
G thorowly aſſured to obtain her demand, bur that ſhe feared a refuſal and repulſe : ſhe 
therefore required him togive the Damlſel AZiſag for Wife to Adonias his Brother. The

as the Roof, was enchaſed, and flouriſhed with divers Antiques and Pittures. Further- 
more, he built other places of Pleaſure, with very long Porches to beautifie the Palace ; 
amongſt which, there was one moſt magnificent to make Banquets and Feaſts in, which 
was throughout adprned with Gold : and all the neceſſaries tor entertainment were of ! £ing-:6. 
Gold. Tt would be difficult to give an exatt account of the Variety, the Capaciouſneſs 
and Magnificence of theſe ſtructures, whereof ſome were of a greater, and ſome of a 
leſſer bulk ; ſome under ground, and others raiſed to a great height : the pleaſant Arbors 
likewiſe, and the Gardens, which were ſo faſhioned, that they aftorded a pleaſant proſpe&t 
to theeye, as well as refreſhment from the heat. All the building was made of white

So/omon alſo remu- 
nerated him, and gave him great Preſents, and ſent him every year abundance of Corn, 
Wineand Oyl { as we have heretofore declared ) whereof he ſtood in great need, by 
reaſon that his Countrey was an Ifland.

The death of UT when Solomon was very old, he dyed, after he had reigned fourſcore years, and 
Solomon. B lived ninety four, and was buried in Feruſalew ; of all Kings the moſt happy, rich, 
Hedio © _ and prudent, (except that fin whereunto he was drawn by Women in his ol Age ) of 
_ #* whom, andthoſe Calamities that preſently after befel the Hebrews, we have ſufficiently 
: Reg. 12. 1, ſpoken. Afﬀterthe death of Solomon, as ſoon as his Son Rehoboam ( whom he begat up. 
ut on an Ammonitiſh Woman, called Noma ) ſucceeded him in the Kingdom, the Governours 
of the people ſent certain Meſſengers into Zgypr, to recall Feroboam: who arriving inthe 
City of Szchem, Rehoboam came thither alſo,reſolving in that Aſſembly of the 1ſrae/zres, 
The people re- to take the Kingdom upon himſelf by the peoples confent. To him therefore the Prin- 1 
quire Rehobo- ceg of the iam 4 reſorted with Feroboam, beſeeching him, That he would remit ſomewhat 
their burthen, of their ſervitude, and ſhew himſelf more —_ than his Father had been : for that under 
his Government they had been ſorely oppreſſed, aſſuring him, that by that means his Kingdom 
ſhould be the more ſecured, if ſo be he had rather be beloved, than feared. He three days 
aſter promiſed them to return an anſwer to their demands, and by that means drew them 
into ſuſpition, that upon the motion he miſliked of the offers they had propoſed : tor 
they thought it became his years to be affable, and ready to deſerve well; yet remained 
2-97-35 there ſome hope in them, that they had not preſently ſuffered a repulſe. Mean while,

2viccofrhe he calling about him his Fathers Friends, conſulted what Anſwer he ſhould give the peo-

Prieſts and Levites : for I will eleft ſome ſuch among you , to the intent that you may have no 
more need of the Tribe of Levi, or the Sons of Aaron. Whoſoever therefore amongſt you would 
bea Prieſt, let him offer Calves and Muttons unto God, after the ſame manner that Aaron 
did when he was firſt appointed to be a Prieſt. 
By ſuch like Speeches ſeduced he the people, and cauſed them to fall from their Fore- 
lathers Religion, and tranſpreſs the Ordinances of their Countrey , and this was the be- 
ginning of all thoſe miſchiefs that afterwards fell upon the Zebrews : by which means 
being overcome in War , they fell into captivity , and were made ſubje&t to ſtrangers, The negle& of

Jereboams wi- hand was reſtored ; wherewith Feroboam being well-pleaſed , invited the Prophet todine -

| told him, That zt was not —_— him to return the ſame way that he came. But the Kin

aſſured diſaſter of hiseſtate and fortunes. There dwelt in that City a certain falſe Pro. þ 
phet, whom Feroboam held ingreat honour, ( in that he ſoothed him up in whatſoever 
was beſt pleaſing to. his ears.) This man lay at that time ſick upon his Bed , being teeble } 
through age ; and when he was informed by his ſon that there was a Prophet come trom ( 
Jeruſalem, and what wonders he had wrought, and how Feroboam by his prayers recovered 
again his withered hand ; he fearing leſt the King ſhould make more account of this 
ſtranger, than ofhimſelf, commanded his ſons preſently to ſaddle his Aſs, and to have him 
in a readineſs againſt his departure.

"When Achzas had finiſhed his Propheſie , the Woman ſtarted back, ſore troubled and 
diſmayed, through the danger of her fon, and went lamenting onward on her way , to 
find out the King, not conſidering that the more haſte ſhe made, the more ſhe haſtened the 
dearh of her ſoa , who was not to expire till ſhe arrived , and (according to the prediction 
of the Prophet ) ſhe was not to expe to ſee him any more alive.

; face of the whole earth,that they ſhould live like Wanderers and YVagabonds. In the mean while 
9% 7 nan rhey had time,he counſelled them to live uprightly,wiſhing them that they would 
ot deprive themſelves of that favor which God bare unto them. When the King and all the 
people heard theſe words , they were very joyful , and every one was careful to ſerve 
God. The King allo ſent out certain Deputies over the Countrey, who were command- 
ed to ſce the-laws duly executed. In this ſtate were the affairs of 4ſa King of the two 
Tribes.

K math, and with all expedition turn'd to yield thoſe of his ſubjects his aſſiſtance , who were | 
aſſaulted by the Enemy. But Aſa in the mean while built two ſtrong Towns,Gaharh and — 
Maſpha , of the materials which Baaſa had prepar'd to build withal. Baaſa atterwards 3azſs. 
(prevented by death) had no more opportunity to make War againſt 4/a, He was bu- 
ried in the City of Arſaze, and his ſon Ela ſucceeded him in his Kingdom : who, after he 
had reigned two years, was traiterouſly ſlain by Zamrz, a Captain of halfhis Horſemen. 
For whilſt Ela banquetted with Oſa, who was the ſteward of his houſe, Zamr?i wrought 
ſo eftecually , that he perſuaded ſome of his horſemen to aſſault E/a, who at that time 
was alone, and deſtitute of his Guards, becauſe all his Soldiers were at the ſiege of Gaba-

For the Army which 
E- beſieged Gabathay, hearing news of the Kings death, and that Zamri had murther'd him, 
” MM and ſeized the kingdom, they made Amr; General of the Army , and anointed him for 
| their King: who raiſing the ſiege before Gabathar, came before the Royal City of Therſa, 
which he beſieged, and took by force. Zamri ſeeing the City deſtitute of defence , had — 
retired himſelf into the moſt ſecret place of the Palace ; where ſetting it on fire, he Jes == 
burnt both himſeltand it, after he had reigned ſeven days. Suddenly atter this, the 7 people. 
raclites fell at variance amongſt themſelves, becauſe ſome of them thought to prefer 7ha- 7.15 
manto the kingdom , and others were wholly addidted to Amr; ; but they of Amr?'s ſide Tract __ 
had the better : and being of the better ſort , flew Thaman, and made Amri Sovereign 
over the people. The thirteenth year of 4/a, Amri began his Reign, and was King tor 
twelve years ſpace ; fix years govern'd he in 7herſa, and fix in Mareon, (which the Greeks 
N call Samaria) himſelf impoſed this name of Samaria, from the name of him whom he 
purchaſed the Mountain, on which he built this City. He difter'd in nothing from the 
other Kings his predeceſſors , bur in that he was worſer than any of them ; for there was 
nothing which he left unattempted, that by daily impieties he might alienate the people 77. 2g. 
trom God. For which cauſe God being diſpleas'd , exterminated him and his poſterity 4ri dycth, 
_ the face-of the Earth. This Amri dyed in Samaria,and Achab his Son was his Suc 50 95 
celfor. him, | 
Hereby a Man may eaſily perceive , what care the Divine Majeſty hath of humane af- 
fairs, and how he loveth the virtuous, and utterly rooteth out the vicious. For the Kings 
of /ſrael, through their.impiety , in a ſhort and ſucceſſive courle, the one after the other , 
Q were cut oft, and confounded with all their Families. But 4/a ( King of Feruſalem, and 
the two Tribes) living happily in the favor of God, for his piety and juſtice, attained 
to areverend and old age: and after he had reigned one and forty years, he dyed a good

Now when the River , through want of rain , was grown dry , God commanded him 
repair unto Sareptha, ( a City not far from Sidon and Tyre, and ſcituate in the midit be- 
tween them both ) where he ſhould find a Widow-woman , who would furniſh him with 
+5 food. As ſoon therefore as he drew near unto the gate, he ſaw a woman thar lived by 
Elias. her labour , gathering of ſticks, and God gave him to underſtand that it was ſhe to 
Yer.

= er % would bring him ſome water to cool his thirſt ; and as ſhe was ready to depart, he called 
taning E/.25, her back again, and willed her to bring him ſome bread alſo. Whereupon the ſware unto 
nerher #ovre him, that the had nothing in her houſe but an handful of flowre, and a little oyl, and that 
"ſhe was come forth to gather ſticks, to the end ſhe might bake the fame, and make bread 
for her ſelf and her fon ; and when they had eaten the fame , they muſt needs periſh 
through tamine, becauſe they had not any thing more left. - Go, ſaid the Prophet, and be 
of good courage,and conceive better hopes ; and when thou haſt prepared meat for me,bring it ; 
for IT tell thee , that thy flowre ſhall not fail,nor thy pot of oyl be empty,until God ſend rain up- 
on theearth. When the Prophet had ſpoken thus, ſhe approach'd unto him,and pertorm- 
ed that which he commanded., and ſhe herſelf had ſufficient to feed upon, and ſhe gave 
the reſt unto her ſon, and to the Prophet : ſo that they wanted nothing , ſo long as the 
drought continued. | 
.., HMHenander maketh mention of this great drought, in the acts of 7rhobal King of the 7y- 
ne On. Fans , ſpeaking after this manner : In this time there was a ſeaſon without rain, from the 
rg thetime Month of Ofoger, until October in the next year after ; whereupon the Prince cauſed 
5445. prayers and ſupplications to be made , which were follow'd with great ſtore of Thunder. 
| He built the City of Bozris in Phenicia , and Auzate in Lybia, Doubtleſs he expreſſed 
hereby the drought that hapned in Acha#'s time: for about that time, thobal reigned over 
the 7yrians , as Menander teſtifieth in his Hiſtory. The woman (of whom we have ſpo- 
ken heretofore , that entertained the Prophet) ſeeing her ſon fallen ſick, and lying ſen- 
{lefs, as if he had been already dead, or yielding up the ghoſt , wept , and brake out into 
| ſogrear a paſſion, that ſhe torbore not to ſay, that the cauſe of her misfortune was, in 
that the Prophet was come into her houſe , and had diſcover'd her ſins ; and that he had 
been the cauſe , that God tor her puniſhment , had taken away her onely ſon. But he 
comforted her , and willed her ro be of good courage , and commanded her to bring the

| Now when ſhe had brought him, herook the child , and carried him into his lodging , 
AY Bs and laid him on his bed , and cryed unto God, ſaying, That fence the loſs of her onely ſor 
Ela reftoreth ſeem d to be but an unequal recompence unto her that had ſo charitably received him,he therefore 
= _ beſought bim,that he would command the ſoul to return into the body , and reſtore life unththe 
' Tufant. Whereupon , God having compaſlion on the mother, and being willing to gra- 
tifie the Prophet, and to the intent that no man might ſuppoſe that he came unto her to

C4ads3h 
ask'd him, Wherein he had offended him, that he ſhould defire to put him upon an Ation thar 
might occaſion the loſs of his Life > For there was not any ſtreight, whither he ſent not ſome of 
his men to find out Elias,with charge, that if they found him, they ſhould put him to death. Now 
it may be ( faid he) that whiljt I repair unto the King, the Spirit of God ſhall carry thee 
away; the King not finding thee here, and fruſtrate of his defire, will revenge himſelf on me. 
K Nevertheleſs you may, if you pleaſe, ſave my life ; and T conjure thee by the Kindneſs which [

Jezabel, and taken care to preſerve in Caves until this day, Notwithſtanding all theſe words, 
Elias commanded him to go unto the King,and to caſt off all fear, ſwearing unto him by 
an oath, how that that day he would make himſelf known unto Achas.

L who was, and is only to be worſhipped. He therefore willed him preſently to aſſemble all the 
people on mount Carmel,and bring with him his wife and her P rophets,whoſe number he reckou- 
ed up : the Prophets likewiſe of the Woods,who were in number four hundred. Whea therefore 
all of them being ſummoned by the King, were gathered together in that place, Elzas ,,. *: 2": 
ſtood up in the midſt of them, and ſaid, Zow long will ye continue in this uncertainty,whon ray, rl 
ye ought to follow 2 For if you think that the Hebrews God is the true and only God, why fol- flition of the 
low you him not, and why keep you not his Commandments 2 But if you think that the honour **%P* 
belongeth not to him, but to foreign Gods, follow them, When Elias perceiv'd that the peo- 
ple replied nothing hereunto, he proceeded : For an undeniable proof whereby ye may be 
Ffatisfed which is the moſt powerful, either that God which T wor (hip, or thoſe falſe ones which 
M ye are perſwaded te follow ; and which is the true Religion,that which Tprofeſs,or that which 5 
profeſsed by theſe 400 Prophets,T will take an Ox and kill it, and lay it upon the wood without 
putting any fire thereto to conſume the Sacrifice ; and they alſo ſhall do the like, and call upon 
their gods, and beſeech them to ſend down fire to conſume their ſacrifice : which if they ſhall do, 
and confirm the ſame by a miracle, then ſhall we know that they are true gods. | 
This Propoſal of his was generally approved. Whereupon, E/zas commanded the 
falſe Prophets firſt of all to chuſe an Ox, and to kill it, and afterwards to call upon 
their gods ; and when it maniteſtly appear'd, that their Prayer was of no force, Z1;as 
began to mock them, ſaying, Why cal you not ont upon your Gods with a loud voice 2 for it 
may be they are on ſome voyage, or elſe haply they ſleep. Whilſt thus they had invocated from 
N the morning till mid-day ( cutting themſelves with Knives and Lances, according to the 
cuſtom of their Countrey ) Elias that was to make his Sacrifice, commanded the falſe w. 34,4 38. 
Prophets to ſtand aſide, and the people to draw near unto him, and obſerve, tor fear leſt I 
ſecretly he ſhould convey fire under the Wood. When the people approached, he took firmed by mis 
twelve ſtones, according to the number of the twelve Tribes of 1/rae/, and made an Al- racle. 
tar, and digged a deep trench round about it; and afterwards heaping Wood upon the 
Altar,and laying his Sacrifice thereon, he commanded them to fill four Tuns with fountain 
water, and to pour it upon the Altar, that the trench might receive and drink up the Wa- 
ter. Which done, he began to Pray, and call upon God, beſeeching him, 7hat z2t might , ,,_ 
Pleaſe him to manifeſt his power unto his people, who had ſo long run aſtray : no ſooner Fire from Hea- 

O had he finiſhed his Prayer, but fire fell from Heaven upon the Altar, in the ſight of all the 7 O_—_— 

people, and conſumed all the Sacrifice; ſo that the Water was dried up. Which when 


' the //rae/ites beheld, they tell down on their Faces upon the Earth, adoring one only

When Elias un- 
derſtood this, he ſent unto Achab,wiſhing him to retire himſelf within the City betore the 
Bw "hg '9: > Rain tell; who had no ſooner recover'd the City Fezrael, but that the Air was preſent- 
Elias fleeth Iy cover'd with thick Clouds, and a vehement wind intermixt with Rain, fell upon the 
from 72245! Parth, and the Prophet ſeized by the Spirit of God, ran with the Kings Chariot as far as 
Tezrael a City of Afer. When FJezabel Achab's.Wite, had notice what Miracles E1;as 
had perform'd, and how he had ſlain her Prophets,ſhe was diſpleaſed, and ſent Meſſengers 
uato him. threatning him in like ſort to revenge her ſelf on him, as he had ſlain her Pro- 
phets. Which E1:as fearing, fled into the City of Berſabe, which 1s upon the borders of 
God: care for the Tribe of Judah, bounding upon 1dumea: in which place he left his Servant, and re- < 
his SErvants. tired himſelf into the Defart : where whil'ſt he prayed God that he would take him out 
of the World, he fell aſleep under a certain Tree, and after he was awaked, he aroſe, and 
found Bread and Water ready prepared by him. When he had eaten, and was refreſh- 
ed, he went unto Mount Sina; ( where it is faid that Moſes received theLaw from God )

' But God diſpleaſed with this her wickedneſs, ſent the Prophet E1:as purpoſely to meet 7-17 ,a426; 
with Achab in Naboths ground, and to tell him, That he unjuſtly poſſeſſed the lawful inheri- —_ rs 
tance of another , whom he had put to death. As ſoon as the King perceived that he came venge God will 


unto him, ſuppoſing it to be unſeemly for a King to be reproved , he firſt of all conleſſed hn 


; his fault , and offer'd him to make reſtitution according as he ſhould think fit. Then did 
the Prophet foretell , That in the ſame place where Naboths Carcaſs was conſumed by Dogs , 
that both his and his Queens blood ſhoald be ſhed, and that all his Race ſhould be deſtroyed; for 
that they durſt commit ſuch an impiety , and ſo wickedly murder ( againſt all Law) ſo good 
and innocent a man. Theſe words made ſo great an impreſſion upon Achab, that he re- | 
ented him of the offence he had committed : fo that apparelling himſelf in fackeloth , = = 28, 
and walking barefoot, he taſted nor any meat, but confeſſed his fins, with hopes to appeaſe nt 
Gods wrath. Whereupon God certified him by the Prophet, That during his life-time,the | 
puniſhment of his Race ſhould be deferred, becauſe he had repented him of his miſdeeds © but

CHAP VIIs. 


Adad # ing of Damaſcus and Syria, fiahteth two ſeveral Battels with Achab, 
and is overthrown by him. 


Hileſt Achabs affairs were after this manner diſpoſed,the fon of Adad (that reign- * oy 20. I, 
y y ed over the Syrians , and thoſe of Damaſcus ) aſſembled the Forces of his whole py 
Countrey, and aſſociated with him two and thirty other Kings , with whom he came and againſt 4:ha6, 
made War againſt Achab, Who being far inferior to him 1n power , came not intothe 
L open field to bid him battel , but cloſing up his Soldiers in his ſtrongeſt Cities, he himſelf 
retired into Samaria, ( which was begirt with a very ſtrong wall, and very hard to be ta- 
ken.) For which cauſe the Syrian ( taking his Army with him ) came to Samaria, and 
encamping before it, intended to batter the City. But firſt of all he ſent a Herald to 
Achab, to require him to give audience to his Ambaſſadors which he would fend unto The'9rians 
him, by whom he ſhould be certified what his reſolution was. As ſoon as the King of //- NP as 
rael had granted them tree acceſs , the Ambaſſadors came, and { according to the Kings di- 
rections ) required that Achabs goods , his children and wife ſhould be at Adads com- 
mand : which if he would yield to, and ſuffer him to take ſo many as he pleaſed , he 
would raiſe the ſiege, and batter the City no more. Achab gave the Ambaſladors order 
M to certifie the King of Syria, that both himſelf, and all whatſoever was his, was at his 
command. Upon which anſwer , the King ſent a ſecond meſſage unto Achab, enjoining 
him the next day to admit ſuch of his ſervants as he ſhould ſend unto him, to ſearch his 
Royal Palace, and the houſes of his friends and kinſmen,and take from thence that which 
they liked beſt. 
Achab amazed at this ſecond Embaſlage of the King of Syrza, aflembled his People, and 
let them know , that he was ready to deliver up into the Enemies hands his wives and 
children , for their fatety and repoſe, and to abandon all that likewiſe which was in his 
poſſeſſion ; ( for the Syrian had demanded no leſs at his hands in his firſt Embaſlage: ) 
But that now he required that his Servants might be admitted to ranſack all their hou- 
N ſes, to the end they may leave nothing therein that was of any value , making it hereby 
appear to the World, that he had no intent to make Peace , ſince that after the Syrian was 
ſenſible that Achabs tenderneſs for his Subjects ſecurity , had prevail'd ſo far with him, as 
to grant him whatſoever belonged peculiarly to himſelt, he ſought nevertheleſs an occa- 
ſion of a breach, by demanding liberty to ſeize upon their Proprietles ; notwithſtanding 
that he would do whatſoever they ſhould think good of. To this the People anſwer'd , 
That they could not endure that any of his demands (hould be liſtened unto , or reſpetted; but 
that the King ſhould prepare for War. Whereupon he called for the Ambaſiadors,and dif 
miſſed them with this anſwer, 7hat they ſhould report unto their Maſter, that Achab agreed s 
unto thoſe things which were required, \ becauſe he deſired the happineſs of his Subjedts : ) but yi; Sher ng? 
O touching his ſecond demand, that he would no wayes condeſcend thereunto 5 and thus ſent he the Legates.

The fame Prophet B 
being afterwards asked, By whoſe means this victory might be gained 2 He ſaid, That it ſhould 
be by the Sons of the Governors , whom the King himſelf ſhould lead forth. Achab therefore 
calling unto him the Governors Sons, found that their number amounted to 232; and ha- 
7.13,14 6%. ving notice that the Syrians intended nought elſe but pleaſure and banquetting , he open- 
oi 17a" ed the City-gates , and ſent theſe young Men out againſt them. Now when the Centi- 
& victory nels of the adverſe part had diſcovered them , they certified Adad thereof, who ſent out 
agziaſt the certain Soldiers againſt them,commanding them , 7 hat if they were come out in warlike ſort 
_—_ to Lid the Battel, they ſhould bring them unto him faſt bound ; and if they came in peace, they 
ſhould do the like. Now Achab had within the City ranged another Army, and kept them 
ina readineſs. When therefore the young men had charged the Syrian guard , and ſlain 
a great number of them , and had purſued the reſt even unto their own Camp, Achat 
ſpying his preſent victory and advantage, cauſed his whole Army to fally forth ; who 
Per.20, 21. giving an unexpeRted charge upon the enemies, diſcomfited the Syrzans, ( who little ex- 
Achav's vido- pected ſuch a ſtratagem from the ZZebrews)) and aſſailed them difarmed and drunken: 
" 2», my = ſothat they left both armor and weapons behind them, and fled from their Camp ; and 
their King likewiſe was fo hotly purſued , that he ſcarcely had opportunity to fave him- 
ſelf by the ſwiftneſs of his Horſe. Achab made a long chaſe in following the Syrzaxs, 
and ſlaughtering them that fled ; he ſpoiled their Camp likewiſe, and carried thence 
great riches, and an huge quantity of gold and ſilver. He took Adads Chariots and Hor- 

ſes alſo, and with them returned back into the City, D 
But whereas by the advice of the faid Prophet, he was perſwaded to prepare and keep 
an Army in readineſs againſt the next year, (for that the Syr:axs were reſolved to aſſault 
him again ) the King omitted no preparation that concerned the War. For A4dad (being 
eſcaped from the fight with thoſe few Forces that remained after the battel )) conſulted 
with his friends, how he might war againſt the //rae/izes. Who adviſed him from thence- 
forth, never more to fight with them 1n mountainous places , for that their God was pow- 
erful upon the Mountains, and for that cauſe they had been overcome by them : bur if he 
fought with them in the Plain, both he and his ſhould be aſſured to have the upper hand, 
Moreover they counſelled him , that he ſhould diſmiſs thoſe Kings that he had confedera- 

ted with him, to the end that each of them might return into his own Countrey', and that E 
in their ſtead he ſhould retain their Forces, over which he ſhould ordain Chiettains ; be- 
ſides , (to ſupply their places that were loſt) they adviſed him to levy Horſemen and Cha- 
riots thorow all his Countrey. Adad ſuppoſing that they had diſcreetly counſelled him 
b in this matter , ordered his Army according as they had adviſed. And as ſoon as the 
Fer.23-0027- Spring was come , he aſſembled his Army, and led them forth againſt the 7/-aelires ; and 
expedition = COMing near unto the Ciry of Aphec, he encamped in a plain field. But Achab with his 
«gant the Forces marching out to meet him, pitched his Tents near unto him, although he were far 
HH inferiour both in force and number. *To him the Prophet appeared again, telling him, 
That God would once more give him the vittory, to make it known, that his power was not only 

in the Mountains ( as the Syrians perſuaded themſelves) but in the Plains alſo, "Thus conti- f 
nued both the Armies , and encamped the one againſt the other, for the ſpace of fix dayes. 
: On the ſeventh, when the Enemy torſook their Trenches early in the morning,and placed 
themſelves in batte-array, Achab drew out his Army and faced them and preſently charged 
them : where aſter a long and dangerous fight between them , the Enemies were 
put to flight, and many of them ſlain in the chaſe. For ſome of them were intangled 
with their own Chariots, others ſlew thoſe of their own party , and ſome few of them 
found the means to flie unto their City of Aphec , who periſhed likewiſe to the number 
of ſeven and twenty thouſand ( being ſlain by the walls that fell upon them ) beſides 
One hundred thouſand men that periſhed in the fight. But Adad, attended by ſome of 

his principal Officers, went and hid himſelf in a Cave under the ground ; and they re- G 
ndqning unto him, that the Kings of al were merciful, and that there was hope of 
pardon to be had ( if atter the manner of Suppliants rhey ſent unto him ) Adad permut- 


ted them. Whereupon they incontinently preſented themſelves to Acha# mg 4

| I him, That he ſhould be no otherwiſe treated by him than as became the dignity of a King. Here- 

| upon Adad gave him thanks;proteſting,7 hat during his life-time,he would never be forget- 

al of his favours : promiſing him moreover,zo reſtore unto him thoſe Cities which his P rede- 
ceſſors, Kings of Syria had taken from theWraelites ; and that he ſhould have as free acceſs 
to Damaſcus, as *o Samaria. After this Treaty confirmed by oath, Achab gave him many 
worthy Preſents, and fent him back into his Kingdom. - Thus ended the War betwixt /*r: 35, 94 fo. 
Adad and the King of the 7ſrae/ites. After this, a certain Prophet called Micheas, came 
unto another ſrae/zfe , commanding him to wound him upon the head, aſſuring him, That 
God was ſo pleaſed, and had ſo commanded him. When this 1ſraelite would in no ſort con- 

| deſcend hereunto, he propheſied unto him, That fince he had diſobeyed Gods commandment , 

| K he ſhould meet with a Lyonwwhich ſhould rent him in pieces. Which coming to pals, accor- 

| ding as it was foretold, the Prophet addreſſed himſelf again unto another, commanding 
him ro do the like : and when he had wounded him in the head, he bound up the wouni, 
nd came unto the King, telling him, That he had been in the Wars, and had received a Pri- 4chob was re- 
ſoner in charge from his Captains hands, and that ( his Priſoner being fled from him) he fea- Mo ge 5 ws 
red leſt he that had committed him to his charge , ſhould for that cauſe take'bis life from him ; ; 
the rather, for that he threatned no leſs. Achabanſwer'd him, That he was juſtly condemned. 
Whereupon Micheas diſcover'd his head , and made it known who he was. And to this 
intent uſed the Prophet this artifice, that his words might be of greater force and value. 

For he told the King , That God would chaſtiſe him becauſe he had permitted the blaſphemer 


: L Adad 7o depart unpuniſhed ; aſſuring him, That God wonld cauſe him to be ſlain by Adad, and 


ſuffer the people of Iſrael to be ſlaughtered by the Syrian Army. The King diſpleaſed with The reward' 
the liberty and free ſpeech of the Prophet , commanded him to be caſt into Prifon ; 7 med © 
and being vehemently afirighted with this his Prediction , he departed home unto his ; 


houle. 
CHAP. IX. 


The exemplary Piety of Jehoſhaphat Xing of Jada , his Proſperity, his Military power. He 
marrieth Joram his Son,to a Daughter of Ahab King of Iſrael, aud afiſteth him | 
with his Forces againſt Adad Xing of Syria. 


Itherto have we ſpoken of 4chab, but nowT muſt return unto Fehoſhaphat King of 
| Feruſalem ; who having enlarged his kingdom,and planted Gariſons in thoſe Cities 7ehyhaphare 
that were ſubject unto him, andin thoſe likewiſe which his Grandfather A#zah had pof- 7 
teſſed in the Tribe of Ephraim, at ſuch time as Jeroboam reigned over the ten Tribes) the ets 
King had perpetual aſſiſtance and favour at Gods hands, in that he was a juſt and virtu- 
ous Prince, ſtudying day and night for nothing more, than how he might pleaſe and ho- 
nour God. The Kings his Neighbors round about him, honour'd him with Preſents : ſo 


that his riches and reputation were very great. ; 
In the third year of his Reign, he aſſembled the Governors and Prieſts of his Coun- 


trey , enjoining them to ride their Circuit about the Provinces, and to teachthe Inhabi- 


tants of every City the Law of Moſes, training them up in the obſervance thereof , and 

in the ſtudy of piety. Which all the Citizens embraced and entertained fo willingly, that Je Jour - 
they ſeemed to emulate and ſtrive one with the other., which of them ſhould exceed the {ne * 
reſt in the ſervice of God. The Nations likewiſe that dwelt round about him , loved 7ehobapharsi 
Fehoſhaphat,and wereat peace with him. The Phili/tines alſo payed thoſe Tributes which 77 
were impoſed on them. And the Arabzans furniſh'd him every year with fix hundred 
and threeſcore Lambs, and the like number of Horſes. He fortified alfo other great 

_. Cities of importance, and made preparation of Munition of War and Arms againit the 

O Enemy. He muſtered in the Tribe of Ju4a Three hundred thoufand Men , over whom 
he placed Edraus General, and Two hundred thoufand under the condutt of Fohanar , 


Who beſides theſe had Two hundred thoufand Archers on foot of the Tribe of Benjamzx.

Ereupon Achab called for the Prophets, (who were in tiumber four hundred) and 
1 Rery: 22.

And whether he ſhould recover the City which he in- 
phersprophe- Zended to befiege2. Who anſwered and counſelled him to hazard the Battel : For he ſhould 
hs planiily. overcome the Syrian, and ſhould take him Priſoner as he had done before. Fehoſhaphat under- 
ſtanding by their words that they were falſe Prophets,asked Achab, If he had not any other 
Prophet of God, who might more exattly certifie him of that which ſhould _ 2 Achab at 
ſwered, That he had one as yet remaining, but that he hated him, becauſe he prophefied nought 
elſe but miſhap and miſery unto him , and had foretold him, That if he ſhould fight againſt the 
Syrians, he ſhould be overcome and ſlain; and for that cauſe he held him at that time in)

Micheas the fied to the King vittory, But Micheas told him, That it was not lawful for him to lye againſt 
true Prophet. God, but that it concerned him to ſpeak that which God ſhould inform him of , concerning the 
King. As ſoon as he came before Achab, and was adjured to ſpeak the truth, he ſaid, That 
God had ſhewed him the Iſraelites put to flight,and diſperſed by the Syrians,that purſued them 
#0 otherwiſe than ſheep without their ſhepherd. All which fignifieth no leſs , (faid he) but 
that the reſt of the people returning home in ſafety , Achab oxly ſhould be ſlain in the battel, 
When Micheas had ſpoken after this manner, Achab turning himſelf towards Feho/haphat, E 
faid unto him, 7 told you before, how this fellow was affetted towards me. But Micheas 
conſtantly avowed, 7hat he prophefied nothing but that which God had commanded him to 
._* - - ſpeak, aſſuring Achab that he was ſolicited by the falſe Prophets unto War , under hope of vi- 
 -- Qtory, whereas he ſhould aſſuredly periſh in the Battel, Thele words of his made Achab much 
diſcomforted. But Sedechzas , one of the talſe Prophets , ſtepped torth, and exhorted him 
to ſet light by Micheas's words, becauſe he ſpake untruly. And for confirmation of this, he 
appealed to Elias , (who was a far more skilful Prophet in foretelling things to come, than 
Micheas was) yet that the ſame Elias had foretold,that the Dogs ſhould lick Achabs blood in 
the City of Jezrael in the field of Naboth, becauſe Naboth had been ſtoned to death at the 
znſtance of Achab. Whereby it appeared manifeſtly, that fince he contradifted a Prophet ſo | 
excellent as he was,he lyed,in ſaying that the King ſhould dye within three dayes. Moreover, 
(faid he | zt ſhall appear whether he be truly ſent from God or no, if as ſoon as he ſhall receive 
a buffet from me , he cauſe my hand to wither , according as Jadon made Jeroboams hand 
 fhrink, at ſuch time as he thought to apprehend him. For I think (ſaid he) O King, that 
thou art afſuredly informed hereof : which faid , he ſtruck him ; and becauſe no incon- 
veniency tell upon him , by reaſon of that his audacious attempt , Achab aſſured 
himſelf , and recovered his courage , and ſet forth againſt the 4ſyrian Army. For 
as It 1s to be ſuppoſed, the Will of God was ſuch , that it cauſed the falſe Pro- 
phets to triumph over the true : which was the cauſe that the falſe Prophets were truſt- 
ed more than the true, to the intent that Gods preordained Will might be fulfilled. G

But it came to paſs that as Ochozzas aſcended the ſtairs 
of his Palace, he fell down from the top thereof, and being indiſpoſed by the fall , he

| ed that fire might fall from Heaven , and incontinently both he and his were conſumed 
in like manner as the firſt. When the King had underſtood likewiſe how his ſecond 
meſſenger had ſped , he ſent a third; but he being a diſcreet man , when he came tothe 
place where Eljas was, he ſaluted him very courteouſly , and ſaid unto him, That eontrary 
fo his own will,and to no other purpoſe but to fulfil the Kings pleaſure, he was come unto him; 
and that they that were ſent with him, came not thither voluntarily, but by the ſame command : 
He therefore required him to have compaſſion both of him and his Soldiers, and to vouchſafe to 
come down,and to come after them to the King. Elias being moved by his diſcreet and cour- 
teous demeanor , came down and followed him. As ſoon as he came into the Kings pre»

When Foram underſtood theſe things by thoſe 
whom he had ſent unto Fehoſhaphat, he took his Army with him , and repaired to Jeruſa- 
. dem , where he was magnificently received and entertained by the King of that City : 
where, after they had concluded to march thorow the Defart of /dumea , and that way 
M to charge the Enemy, ( in that they expe&ed nothing leſs than to be endangered on that 
Wane of vater fide) theſe three Kings departed together from Jeruſalem, namely the King of Feruſalem, 
in the Hebrews the King of Samaria , and the King of /damea. When they had marched ſeven dayes 
_ journey, they found a great ſcarcity of water amongſt them , both to water their Horſes, 
and to refreſh their whole Army , by reaſon that their Guides had led them aſtray out of 
the High-way : ſo that they werein great want , and eſpecially Foram, who, by reaſon of 
the neceſſity wherewith he was preſſed, cryed unto God, expoſtulating with him for 
what offence of his he would deliver up three ſuch Kings into the hands of the King of 
Moab. But Fehoſhaphat, who was a virtuous man, encouraged him, and ſent into the Ar-

neither ſuſpett that they had diſcovered his intended ambuſh to cut off his enemy : but rather 
that he ought to conceive, that the Prophet Elizeus had diſcovered all that which was intended 
F 13-1415 againſt him, Whereupon he ſent out his Soldiers with an exprels charge, toknow in 
kegedin Do- What City Elizeus made his ordinary abode ; who returning back , brought him news 
eberm by his that he remained in Dothaim : For which cauſe, Adad tent a great number of Horſemen 
OP? and Chariots to Dothaim, to lay hold on El:zeus, who begirt the City by Night, and laid 
watch round about the walls, that no Man might eſcape them. Early in the morning, C 
when the Prophets ſervant had notice'hereof, and was advertiſed that the enemies ſought 
to ſurprize E/izeus , he fearfully haſted, and diſcovered their intent to his Maſter, who 
encouraged him, and commanded him not to be afraid , becauſe he was aſſured of Gods 
help : 'whereupon he prayed to God , that at that preſent he would ſhew his power and 
7 15.17- affiſtance both toward the relief of his neceſſity, and the confirmation and encourage- 
about E7zeus MENt of his ſervant. At that time God hearing his prayer , repreſented to the Prophets 
tc Prophet. ſervant a great number of Chariots and Horſemen that invironed Elizexs ; ſo that he 
laid his fear afide, and was aſſured, when he perceived theſe ſuccors. That done , E1:- 
zeus beſought God again, That he would blind his enemies eyes , and cauſe a thick cloud to fall 
upon them,to the end they might not diſcover him. Which done, he preſently thruſt him- D 
FY ſelf amongſt the thickeſt of his enemies , demanding of them, Whom they came to ſeek for 2 * 
1,229.79 They anſwer'd him, That they ſought for the Prophet Elizeus : he promis'd them to deliver 
eth the $75- Him into their hands , if ſo be they would come with him into the City where he was. 
ant banced;,, 7 ney beirlg blinded in eyes, and depraved in their underſtanding , followed the Prophet 
where by his Willingly , who marched before them. When therefore E/7zeus had brought them into 
perſuzionthey Samarza, he willed King Foram to lock the gates , and to inviron the Syrians with his Sol- 
ce. diers. This done , he prayed God that he would open the eyes of the Syrzans ; and 
rained and they being delivered from their blindneſs , perceived that they were in the midſt of their 
rm enemies. Whereat being ſore aſtoniſhed , and uncertain whence this divine and unex- 
ſenthome, Peted act had befallen them, King Joram asked the Prophet, Whether he ſhould kill them E 
with darts > But Elizens forbade him to do ſo: For(faid he) zt is a juſt and convenient 
matter, that they who are taken in War, ſhould loſe their life ; but that they had done no evil 
unto his Countrey,but by Gods providence came thither without their own knowledge: for which 
cauſe,he counſeled him to give them Preſents, and refreſh them,and afterwards to ſuffer them 
to depart without any injury. 

Foram giving ear to the Prophets words, entertained the Syrzans magnificently , and 
with great humanity, and ſent them back unto Adad their King ; to whom, upon their 
arrival, they declared all that which had hapned unto them. Adad aſtoniſhed at this un-

was there any thing that more troubled the King, than that he feared leſt ſome one con-

had ſent. Foram repenting himſelf of that diſpleaſure which he had conceived againſt 
the Prophet, and fearing leſt he that had the commiſſion to murther him , ſhould ſpeedily 
execute the ſame, haſted himſelf all that he might to hinder the ſlaughter , and fave E1:- 
z2eas, When therefore he came into his preſence, he accuſed him, For that he had not 

L %eſought God to deliver them from thoſe many evils which they ſuffered , conſidering that he 
himſelf was an eye witneſs, they were miſerably conſumed by them. Elizeus promiſed him 
the next day , ({abour the ſame hour that the King came unto him ) That he ſhould have 
ſo great abundance of viftuals, that two meaſures of barley ſhould be ſold in the market for a 
ſhekel, and a meaſure of flowre for a ſhekel. | | ——Y 

By theſe words of his,the King,with all his attendants,were wonderfully comforted, and 
made no difficulty to believe the Prophet , becauſe that before-time they had been aſcer- 
tained by their experience of the truth of his Propheſies ; and the expectation of this 
day, was the cauſe that the neceſſity and miſery of the preſent was more patiently endur'd. 
Bur a certain friend of the Kings, and the Governor of the third part of his Army ( on 

M Whoſe ſhoulder the King at that time hapned familiarly to lean) ſpake unto him ater this 
manner : Prophet, thou teHeſt ns incredible matters : for as it is impoſſible that God ſhould rain 
down heaps of barley and flowre from Heaven, ſo cannot that which thou ſpeakeſt come to paſs, 
To whom the Prophet replied, Thos thy ſelf ſaid he) ſhalt ſee the iſſue hereof, but ſhalt not 
partake of it. Which Prediftion of his had a moſt certain effe&, according as hereatter 
it appeareth. | | | - 

It was a cuſtom in Samara , that they that were defiled with a leprofie , ſhould live 
without the City-walls , for fear leſt their converſation might infect others : and at that 
time alſo there were ſome who for this cauſe had their dwelling without the gate. Theſe, 
for that ( by reaſon of the extreme famine that reigned within the City ) they recet- 

N Ved no relief or ſuſtenance out of it, and whether they had licence to return into the 
City, or whether they contained themſelves in their houſes , they knew that they ſhould 
aſluredly periſh by famine, reſolved amongſt themſelves to ſubmit themſelves to the ene- 
mies mercy, to the end that if they ſpared them , they might live; and if it hapned other- 
wiſe, that they might dye with leſs torture. Now having agreed upon this amongſt 
themſelves, rhey repaired by Night unto the Enemies Camp. At that time God began 
to terrifie and trouble the Syrzans, and to fill their ears with a noiſe of Chariots and 
Arms, as if an Army had violently charged them. Whereupon they grew ſuſpicious, = 5,67. 
and were ſo moved, that they forſook their Tents, and ran unto Adad, and told him, 7hat gizhe, by tea

—Y>- of all things : for which cauſe approaching the ſame , and entering into a Tent , they 
found no body therein : whereupon they tell to eating and drinking , and that done , tg 
bear away a quantity of the rayment and gold which they took and hid without 
the Camp. Aiterward reſorting to another Tent , they bare away likewiſe that which 
was therein, and did the like by tour others, without any oppoſition : and conjecturing 
thereby thar the Enemies were retired, they began to accuſe themſelves, becauſe they had 

not given notice thereof to Foram, and the Inhabitants of Samaria, For which cauſe z 
drawing near unto the Walls of the City , they cryed out unto the Watch , giving them 
Per. 8,9,10. to underſtand in what ſtate they had found the Enemies Camp . who told it to Foraw's 
the -ep-15 .. guard, ſo thar at laſt it came unto his ears. Whereupon he preſently ſent for his Friends 
2 -ri:aus of and Captains, and told them, That the departare of the Syrians, made him ſuſpect ſome ſtra- 
the fight of ragem or ambuſh : for they (faid he' having loſt their hope to ſurprize us. by Famine , are re- 

: ' tired, under an intent, that when we ſhall iſſue forth, and fall a ſpoiling of their Camp , they 
may come upon us, and kill us ; and afterwards take our City, without any ſtroke ſtruck. For 
which cauſe (ſaid he) 7 adviſe you to keep good guard within the City ,' and let this retreat of 
our Enemies make us the more conſiderate. 

Some of his Council approved of this advice of his, and allowed his foreſight, advi- C 
ſing him to ſend out two Scouts on Horſeback to ſearch every quarter betwixt that and 
Were 11,1213, Fordar , to the end, that if they ſhould be taken an-' ſlain by the Enemies ambuſh , their 
Spies fne Fall might give warning to the whole Army to {tand upon their guard , ( for fear leſt 
abroad. they ſhould be ſurprized in like manner ): conciuding that the loſs of two Horſemen 
would not be very great, ſince perhaps they miglit otherwiſe have been cut off by iamine. 
This advice was allowedby the King , and aſſented to by the reſt: fo that preſently there 
weretwo Spies ſent out, who rode along without encountering any Enemy ; but they 
met with great quantity of victuals, and arms, caſt away and abandoned by the Syrzays, 
Per.1s, 16, to the intent they might flic away with greater expedition. Which when the King un- 
| rae derſtood , he ſuffered the People to iſſue out , and ſpoil the Camp; who took therein 
by the Sama- things of no ſmall value , much gold and ſilver , and troops of all ſorts of Cattel : and 
——_— beſides that, they found ſo great a quantity of wheat and barley, that they could not 
hope or imagine the like. Thus were they delivered from all their precedent afflictions: 
for there was ſo great quantity of Corn, that two meaſures of barley were ſold but for 
: one ficle, and a meaſure of wheat-flower for a ſicle, according as E/zzexs had propheſied. 
797: 17-19-19: Now the meaſure which we call Saz, containeth an Italian buſhel and an halt. But the 
GodsOraci.s, Captain of the third part of the Army , was he onely that enjoyed no part of this bene- 
_— fit ; for being appointed by the King to have the keeping of the gate, and to reſtrain the 
creduliry. multitude from headlong preſſing out , tor fear leſt thruſting one another , ſome of them 
ſhould be trodden under toot, and ſlain, he himſelf was trodden upon, and flain, ( accor- 
ding as the Prophet had foretold ) tor that he onely amongſt the reſt would not give 
credit to that which he had ſaid, touching the great abundance of viEtuals that they 
ſhould enjoy. 

When Aad King of the Syrians was ſafely returned to Damaſcus, and knew that God 
had ſuffered ſuch a confuſion and fear to fall both on him and his Army, and c/1at it had 
not hapned by reaſon that the Enemy fallied out upon him; he was much diſcouraged, 
to ſee that God was ſo diſpleaſed with him, and through anguiſh and agony of mind, fell 
ſick: and for that { at that very time) Elizeus was come unto Damaſcus , Adad being 
informed thereof, ſent Azae/ ( who was one of his moſt truſty ſervants ) unto him, to þ 
preſent him, and conſult with him concerning his ſickneſs, whether he ſhould recover or 
no. Hereupon Azael loaded 40 Camels with the faireſt and moit honourable Preſents, 
75:9: that cither Damaſcus, or the Princes Royal Court atiorded ;. and repairing to Elizeus, fa- 
unto by Adad, Iuted him very courteouſly, telling him, That he was ſent unto him by King Adad , to preſent 
to enquire imp, and to ask counſel of him touching his malady, Whether he ſhould recover > The _— 
———rbodres told him , That the ſhould certainly dye ; but adviſed him not to carry the King any tydings 
ſickneſs. thereof. Azael hearing thereof , was much grieved ; and E/izeus himſelf began to weep, 

ſo that the tears fell trom his eyes abundantly , in that he foreſaw how many evils the 
The Pophcrs People ſhould ſuffer after the deceaſe of Adad. And when Azae! demanded him the caule, 
of Adads Wherefore he was ſo diſcomforted ? 7 weep ( faid he) for the compaſſion that T have of 
Scarh, ant. the People of Iſracl,by reaſon of thoſe calamities which they ſhall endure by thy means.

That God had certified him that he ſhould be King of Syria. When Azael was returned back 14, 3207. 
unto Adad, he ſignified nothing unto him but glad tydings, touching his ſickneſs: but the *ore ©5r#s 
next day he caſt a wer cloth upon him, and ſtrangled him , and ſeized the kingdom into ;;,. &: 
his own hands. This Prince was a man fit for government, and well-beloved among  V- 
the Syrians, and common people of Damaſcus , who even until this day honour Adadand ,, . 
zael his Succeſſor as gods , by reaſon of their benefits, and thoſe Temples which were 7ran'sin- 
built by them , which adorn the City of Damaſius. For every day do they celebrate Piety- 
feaſts in memory of theſe Kings, and honour of them, by reaſon of their antiquity , not 
knowing that they were modern, and ſuch as reigned not paſt x 100 years ſince. But Fo- 
ram, King of 7/rael, hearing of the death of 4dad, began to give over his fear, and caſt 
off that tuſpicion which he had conceived of him , rejoycing that yet ar laſt he might 
have liberty to live 1n peace. The other Foram, King of Feruſalem , ( for he likewiſe 
was ſo called, as we have heretofore declared ) by murthering, of his brethren and his 
fathers friends , who were Governors , obtained the Kingdom , and became ſo wicked and 
impious, as he differed in nothing from the Kings of /ſrae/, who tranſgreſſed the firſt laws 
and ordinances of the Hebrews , and perverted the ſervice of God. For Athalia, Achabs 
daughter , ( his Wife ) taught him to execute divers miſchiefs, and, amongſt the reſt, to 
adore ſtrange gods. This notwithſtanding , God would not altogether aboliſh his race, 
by reaſon of his promiſe made unto David: yet he omitted not daily to introduce new 
impieties, and corrupt the ancient laws of his torefathers. Mean-while it came to paſs, —— 
that the /dumzans revolted , and flew their King, who had been before-time ſubje& unto ver. 22. 
Fehoſaphat, Forams father, and in his place eſtabliſhed another to their own liking. For 
which cauſe, Foram invaded /damea by Night with his Horſes and Chariots, and ſpoiled 
the Countrey round about his Kingdom , without paſling any turther : yet profited he 
nothing in ſo doing ; tor all of them revolted from him , and, amongſt the reſt , the Inha- 
bitants of the Countrey of Labia. But ſo great was the tury of this Man, that he con- 
ſtrained the People to aſcend the high mountains, and adore ſtrange gods. Yet whilſt |,  __ 
he behav'd himſelf in this manner , and utterly rooted out of his thoughts the laws of 5oram's wick- 
his forefathers, there was a Letter brought unto him from the Prophet Z/as, which certj- <«nc6 repro- 
fied him that God would do juſtice upon him, becauſe he had forfaken the wayes of his bp open 
forefathers, and followed the impieties of the Kings of rae! , conſtraining the Tribe of 
Juda , and the Inhabitants of Fersſ/alem, to forſake the ſervice of their God , to ſerve 
Idols, as Achab had conſtrained the /ſraelites to do: Furthermore, becauſe he had mur- 
thered his brethren, and ſlain upright and virtuous men. The Prophet likewiſe certifi'd 
him by Letters, what | py mmey he ſhould ſufter ; namely , the ruine of his People, the 
death ofhis Wives and Children, and laſtly his own death : which ſhould happenunto him 
by a ſickneſs in his belly, wherewith he ſhould be ſo tormented , that his intrails ſtrange- 
Fl rotting within him, ſhould drop out, and that he himſelf ſhould fee his miſery , which 
ould be ſuch, as neither might be recover'd by medicine, or ſhould ever leave him, until 
he had finiſhed his days. Theſe things did Ezas denounce unto him by his Letters.

* HE Men of War were very joyful to execute this his. command, and guarded the 
E ways, that no-Man might ſecretly ſteal into Fezrael,and vear tydings ot that whick 
had 'hapned. Mean-while, Feha, attended by his choiceſt Horſemen, and mounted in his 
Chariot, marched towards Fezrael. And when he drew near unto the City., the Cenrinel 
that was appointed by Foram to diſcover thoſe that repaired to the City , perceived Fehu 
reſorting thither with a multitude of attendants, and told Joram that a Troop of Horſe- 
men were at hand.

The Centinel perceiving this , certified Joram, that the-Meſlenger E 
whom he had ſent, went along with them that came, and followed their General. Where- 
upon the King ſent out a Metlenger the ſeeond-time, and Jehu commanded him to attend 
lum, as hedid the firſt : which the Centinel Ggnified to Foram. likewiſe , who thereupon 
took his Chariot to meet them, - accompanied with Ochozzas, King of Feruſalem, who ( as 
we have faid ) was come to the City , to ſee how the King was recovered of his hurt , be- 
_ cauſe he was allied unto him. But Jeha marched on in good aray , till Joram meeting 
_ himia the field of Nabozh , asked-him how the Army did ? who inſtead of returning an 
' anſwer, reviled him bitterly , and called him the ſon of a Poyſoner., and of an Harlot. For 
which cauſe, Joram ( fearing his turbulent ſpirit , and ſuſpeQing he deſigned ſome 'Tres- 
ſof1 againſt him.) fled away as ſwittly as his Chariot could be. driven ; telling Ochozzas, t 
Fer.2z that they were both of them betrayed : but Fehu flung a Dart at him, and pierced him tho-

Now Achabs ſeventy Sons being brought up in Samaria, Feb ſent two Letters, the one * Mag ; 
unto the Maſters of the infants, the other to the Governours of the City, giving them "TE 
4 to underſtand , that they ſhould chooſe one of the moſt vertuous amongſt Achabs chil- 
CE K dren, to reign as King over them, becauſe they had a multitude ol ſtrong Chariots, horſes, 
Armor, men, and ſtrong Cities ; to the end, that in ſo doing, they might take revenge 
on thoſe that ſlew their Lord and Maſter. ( "This did he under a colour to found how 
the Samaritans were affeted towards him. ) When the Governors and Tutors had 
3 received theſe Letters , they were atraid , and made account that they could prevail 
z nothing againſt him , who had prevailed already againſt two mighty Kings. For which 
Y cauſe they wrote back unto him ; acknowledging him tor their Sovereign; and offering 
themſelves in all duty , to be under his ſabje&ion. Whereupon Fehu ſent back unto them 4cha6s 70. 
again, commanding them , that ( to expreſs their obedience ) they ſhould ſend him the Poon #2 
heads of Achabs children, divided from their ſhoulders: Which command of his they 
failed not to execute , bur preſently packed up the heads in panniers , and fent them un- 
to him to Jezrael. As foonas they were brought thither, tidings thereof were carried 
to Feha, as he fate at ſupper with his friends, who commanded that they ſhould be laid 
intwo heaps ; at the City gates, on either fide thereof. Which done, he iſſued out as 
ſoon as it was day, to ſee them ; and beholding them, he began to tell thoſe , that ac- 
companied him, that he had voluntarily Armed himlſelt againſt his Maſter, and flew him - 1 
but as touching thoſe whom they ſaw there, he had no wayes layd hands on them. His rye rooting | 
only intent was, that all men ſhould know, that all that which hapned unto Achabs race, out of 4chabs 
was done by the ordinance of God, and that his houſe was deſtroyed according as Elias * 
had foretold. And after he had lain and diſpatched both theſe and all thoſe that were The flaughrer 
M found to be of Achabs race amongtt the /ſraelites,he went unto Samaria: and meeting by  0ch9z4a5 
the way with Ochozzas houſhold Servants { who was King of Fer«/alem ) he asked them , I 
whither they went 2 who anſwered him, zhat they went 70 ſalute Joram and their King 
Ochozias, ( for they knew not as yet that they were both of them ſlain.) Hereupon Jehu 
commanded his Servants tolay hands on them, and put them to the ſword,notwithſtand- 
ing , they were forty two in number. After them , he met with a virtuous man called 
Jonadab , ( who in times paſt had been his ancient friend ) who embracing him, praiſed 744+. 
his forwardneſs, in that he had performed all things according to the Will of God, in 
aboliſhing Achabs houſe. ' Fehu cauſed him to come up to-him, into his Chariot , and ac- 
company him to Samarza, telling him, that he ſhould ſee that he would ſpare no wicked man, 
N Zut would puniſh all the falſe Prophets, and tellers o lyes; and abuſers of the people, who had 
made them forſake the true ſervice of God., and adore ſtrange gods : becauſe that which is 
moſt acceptable to a good man is to behold the puniſhment of the wicked. Fonadab perſwaded 
by theſe words, mounted up into his Chariot , and went with him to Samara; and after 
Jehu had. ſought out Achabs kindred , he put them to death: and intending that no one 
of his talſe Prophets and Prieſts ſhould eſcape his hands, he aſſembled -them together 
by. a ſubtil policy. For gathering the people together”, he proteſted that he would have 
twice as many gods as Achab had : willing rhat all the Prieſts that belonged unto them , 
ſhould preſent themſelves, for that he intended to celebrate moſt magnificent ſacrifices 
to Achabs gods ; proteſting that' whatſoever Prieſt ſhould be abſent, he ſhould loſe his 
O' head. Now this god whom Achab honoured, was" called Baa/, Having in this fort 
aſligned a day wherein he would offer ſacrifice; he ſentithorow all the Countrey of 1/rae! 
charging all Baals Prieſts to repair unto him; and'commanding that each of them 
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*ZZ%75, ſhould have their veſtments given them. As ſoon as they were apparelled , he reſorted x 
world, 3061, tO his lodging , accompanied with his friend Foxadab, and commanded that a ſearch 
before Chriſt's ſhould be made amongſt them , to efpic whether any one of a contrary quality;or conditi.

The 
therefore ſlew all thoſe Prieſts, and guarded the Kings Palace ; and in fo doing , cleared B

Zhalia, Achabs daughter, hearing news of the death of her Brother Foram , and her 
| Son Ochoztas, together with the utter ruine of all the Royal poſterity , bethought 
her ſelf to extinguiſh Davids memory , and in ſuch ſort to root it out, that no one of 

; that line ſhould remain alive to enjoy the Kingdom hereafter : which when ſhe had con- 
© ne 4 cluced in her heart , the began to put in execution. Yet notwithſtanding, one of Ocho- 
ontz Jos £445 Sons eſcaped her bloody hands , by this means. Ochozias had a fiſter by his fathers 
Oc-9ziz5 Son f1Ge, whoſe name was Foſabetha,who was married to Fozada the High Prieſt ; who entring 
25 way into the Kings Palace , and finding Foas at that time but one year of age , hidden with D 

his nurfe among the dead, ſhe took both him and his nurſe, and locked them up in a cloſet 
within the Temple , where Jo:zada her husband and ſhedid ſecretly preſerve them for the 
ſpace of five years, during which time Azhalia reigned in Feruſalem over the two Tribes. 
4,241: About the ſeventh year , Fozada. conferred with five Centurions , and perſwaded 
7eas by 70i9- them to oppoſe themſelves with mutual conſent againſt Azhalzas proceedings , and to 
Vo Tecurc the Kingdom tor little Foas. Whereupon giving and receiving promiſes of ſecrecy 
High Pricit, iz the one unto the other , they confidently addreſſed themſelves to execute their intended 
ercared Ki2ge purpoſes, after this manner. They whom the High Prieſt had choſen to execute this tat , 
went thorow all the Countrey , arid gathered the Prieſts and Levites together , with all 
the Governors of the Tribes , and atterwards returned and brought them to Feruſalem E 
to the High Prieſt, who made them take an oath, that they would keep ſecret that which 
he ſhould inform them of, as a thing that required ſecrecy, and men of courage and 
reſolution to perform the ſame. As\toon as he had aſſured them by oath , he brought 
torth the little child whom he had cill that time preſerved, and faid unto them : Behold 
your King , who is of that race, which (as you know ) was choſen by God to reign over 
you for ever: I therefore think it fit that the third part of your Guard ſhall keep him 
within the Temple, and that the fourth make their watch round about the ſame. Another 
company ſhall have the guard of the great gate that leadeth to the Palace: as tor the 
reſt of the people , let them remain difarmed within the Temple, and ſuffer no armed 
men to enter thereinto , except the Prieſt only. He appointed alſo another company F 
_ of Prieſts and Levites to be about the King , with Javelins and drawn ſwords, charging 
them that whoſoever durſt be ſo bold to enter the Temple armed , they ſhould preſently 
put him to the ſword, and laying all fear aſide,to attend the fatety and guard of the Kings 
perſon. They being obedient to that which the High Prieſt had commanded them 1n 
efteCt expreſſed their readineſs : whereupon Foiada opening the Arſenal, ( which in times 
paſt was prepared by David diſtributed amongſt the Centurions , Levites and Prieſts , all 
the javelins, quivers, and all other fort of Arms that were therein , and diſpoſed all them 
that were armed , round about the people, joyned hand in hand to hinder any one irom 
entering in amongſt them that were not of that faction. Afterwards bringing out the 
infant Foas into the midſt of the company they ſet the Royal Crown on his head ; and G 
Joiada , after he had anointed him with oyl proclaimed him King : whereupon all the 
people rejoyced, and clapping their hands, cried out , God ſave the King, Pe 
thalia 
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halia hearing this noiſe and applauſe , beyond all hope . was greatly troubled, and {> 
= am - thoſe ſoldiers which ſhe ha ra her, ſhe haſtily iſſued our of che Palace; and Wc, CA ; 
coming to the Temple, the Prieſts admitted her : as for the reſt of the men of War that pee Keg 
followed her, they that by the High Prieſts ordinance begirt the Temple, would not g,,. ** 
ſuffer them to enter with her. Now when Azhalia ſaw the child ſtanding before the 
Tabernacle with the Royal Crown on his head , ſhe rent her garments, and ſtorming 7,45;,% py- 
through deſpite, ſhe cried out and commanded that the Traitor ſhould be flain , that had niſhment. = 
thus betrayed her, and ſought to diſpoſſeſs her of her Kingdom. But 7ozada called the 
Centurions and commanded them to carry Athalia out to the brook Cedroz , and there 
to kill her { becauſe he would not permit that the Temple ſhould be defiled with her 
I curſed blood.) Moreover he charged them, that it any one ſhould atrempr to reſcue her, 
they ſhould kill them likewiſe. Hereupon , they ( that were appointed to execute this 
his command ) took her, and led her without the gates of the Kings Mules , and there _,, ,, 
flew her. After that 4thalia was in this manner executed, Jo:ada aſſembled the people , The King and 
and the men of War in the Temple, binding them all by an Oath, to yield rhe King their — 
faithful ſervice , and to procure the proſperity of the Kingdom. Secondly , he made vn to ferve 
the King ſwear in like manner, that he would maintain the ſervice of God, and in no man- Gd. | 
ner diſannul Moſes Laws. That done, they ran unto Baals 'Temple { which Athalia and 
her husband Foram had built to the diſhonour of God, and their tore-fathers, and for 
the honour of Achas ) and levelled it with the ground , and put to death their High 
K Prieſt called Mathan.

M BY Azael King of Syria making War againſt the 7/-ae/zres, and againſt their King 
7ehu, deſtroyed the Countrey on the other ſide of Jordan, and all the Eaſtern tract 2 &g. 12.18. 
inhabited by the Reubenires, Gadites and Manaſſites. Furthermore , he burnt and ſpoiled | mam Rufe 
Galaad, and Bathanea, violating and outraging all thoſe that he met withal. For Fehu went The War be- 
not out againſt him to reſiſt him, but (being become a contemner of God, and his Eaws ) en #222. | 
he died after he had reigned ſeven and twenty years over the /ſraclires : he was buried in * _ 
Samaria, and lett behind him Foas his Son to ſucceed him in his Kingdom. But Foas 
King of Jeruſalem was defirous to repair the Temple : for which cauſe, calling unto 
him Jozada the High Prieſt , he commanded him to ſend thorow all the Countrey the A 
Levites and.

Temple. , Whereupon the High Prieſt uſed preſent” diſpatch in levying 
the money , wherewith the people were well pleaſed; He therefore made a cheft 'of 
wood cloſed on: every fide: ( except that 'on the upper lid thereof , there was a little 
cranny left open.) which he: placed near unto-the Altar , commanding that every one 
ſhould offer according to his devotion ; Hd put in his offering thorow the cranny into 
© the offer, 7 wipe >" pun the repairing*of the Temple ; whereutto-all che people 
thewed themſelves afte&ionate : ſo that+ they gathered together a great quantity of Gold 
_ andSilver, with great zeal ; and when the coffer was fillet 1t was empried, and the account

continued fo long as Foiada lived. But after his deceaſe (which hapned in the hundred 
_ 7o;ds And thirtieth year of his age, after he had lived a juſt and upright life , and was interred 
death; and how 1 the ſepulchre of David in Feruſalem , becauſe he had eſtabliſhed the Kingdom in B 
” - a Davids poſterity ) King Foas had no more care to ſerve God,and with him the relt of the 
== ay * Governours of the people were corrupted, ſo that they broke the laws and ordinances 
2 Chron.24, of their forefathers. For which cauſe God being provoked by this change,. and incenſed 
7. 4429: againſt the King and the reſt, ſent his Prophets unto them, to proteſt againſt them , and 
expoſtulate with them for their offences, and to withdraw them from their iniquity. But 

they purſued ſin the more vehemently ; ſo that neither the puniſhments, by which they, 

who had offended God betore-times, had been plagued, with all their poſterities ; neither 

all the advertiſements given them by the Prophets, could induce them to amend : or to 

-.; Fforſake thoſe ſins wherein they were engaged - but, that which is worſt, King Joas ſtoned £.. 
Zachary ſtoned Zachary, Foiadas Son,and put him to death in the Temple, forgetting himſelf moſt ungrate- C 
to death. fully of the benefits he had received from his Father, And the occaſion was , tor that 
Zachary having received a charge from God to propheſie , came into the midft of the 

people, and counſelled both them and him to follow juſtice , foretelling them that they 

ſhould befgrievouſly puniſhed , except they did believe. This Zachary did at his death 

call God to witneſs to judge of thoſe calamities he endured, ſuftering a violent death 

for the good counſel which he had given them, and the benefits which his Father had 

in times paſt done unto Foas. But many dayes paſſed not , before the King ſuffered due 
puniſhment for theſe miſdeeds. For Azael King of the Syrians invaded his Countrey , 

and after he had firſt of all ruinated Girta , he marched forward with an intent to beſiege 

him at laſt in Jeruſalem. Foas deſperate of all ſuccors , empticd all the treaſures of the D 

Temple, and thoſe of the Kings , and took away the preſents that were hung up in the 

_ Nail of Temple, and ſent tliem to the Syrians, raiſing the ſiege by this means , leſt he ſhould be 
the Temple, drawn into hazard to loſe all. The Syriays, pacified with ſo great riches, and abundant 
7eas death. treaſure , ſuffered not his Army to paſs to Jeruſalem. After this, Foas was ſeized with 
a grievous ſickneſs, and (to the intent that the death of Zachary the Son of Fozada might 
not eſcape unrevenged) his friends conſpired againſt him, and he died by their hands. 
He was entombed in Feruſalem, but not in the ſepulchre of his Anceſtors , becauſe he had 
tain from God: He lived feven and forty years. 


CHAP. IX 


Amaſias Xing of Jeruſalem made War againſt the Idumzans and 
Amalechites , and obtained the vidory. 


Fe Mafias his Son ſucceeded him in the Kingdom. But in the 21 year of Foas's reign 
- - 4th Joachas, the Son of Fehu , took poſſe ſhon of the Kingdom of 1ſrae! in Samaria 
Amaſia: King and reigned for the ſpace of ſeventeen years. But he followed not his Fathers ſteps , but 
ot jeruſolems rather behaving himſelt impiouſly , ,according as his predeceſſors in the Kingdom , and 
Theforces of contemners of God had done : For which cauſe the King of Syrza ſubdued him, and 
Jrce! weaned cut off a great part of his dominions, and took his greateſt Cities from him , and defeated 
by God. his Armies: ſo that at length he had but ten thouſand footmen, and five hundred horſe- 

men. All which hapned to the /ſrae/ites according to the prophecy of Elizeus, which he 
foretold unto Azae!, at ſuch time as he prophecied unto him, that he ſhould reign over the 
Syrians, and them of Damaſcas, atter that he had murthered his maſter. Foachas being 
in this extremity, had his recoutſe to God in prayer and ſupplication , befeeching him 
that it might pleaſe him to deliver him from the hands of A4zael, and not ſuffer him to be 
under fubjection and thraldom unto him. {1 

God ( that regardeth the penitent as if. they. had been innocent , and that gently 
chaſtiſeth thoſe whom he might utterly exterminate, if he ſo pleaſed) gave him aſſurance 
againſt the War and danger, fo that the Countrey (having obtained peace ) recovered 
her former ſtate and proſperity. When Foachas was dead, his Son ſucceeded him in the G 
government, and began to reign over the 1ſrae/ztes in Samaria, in the 37 year of Foas 
King of J«da, ( For this King of 7ſrael was called Foas , as well as he that reigned in

; R_ her. his Father. About this time E/zzeus the Prophet was very old; and World : hog

He there- 
tore remained without the City fora certain time , and led a private hte, and his fon Jo- 
tham ſucceeded him in the kingdom. Finally, he dyed through grief and difcontent, ater 
he had accompliſhed 68 years, whereof he reigned 52, and was buried in his Garden. 

Zachary, Feroboams ſon,having reigned fix Months over the /ſrae/ztes,was flainby Trea- 
ſon complotted againit him by a familiar friend of his called Se/lam, the fon ot Jabes, 
who pollcſiing the kingdom atter him , enjoyed not the {ame above 30 dayes. For the 
General Manahem , being at that time in the City of Tharſa, and underſtanding ot that 
which had hapned ro Zachary, departed thence with all his Force, and came to Samara, 
and ina battel which he tought, he flew -Se/am - And atrerwards obtaining the Crown, 
the City of Tapſa, the Inhabitants whereof locked and bar- D 
red their gates againſt him, and would not receive him: in revenge whereof, he ſpoiled 
all the Countrey round about, and took the City by force, and ( being highly incenſed 
againlt the 7apfians for their infolence ) he put them all tothe Sword , not iparing their 
little children; which was an incredible and barbarous cruelty.) Manahem reigned in the 
manner tor the ſpace of ten years, continuing a moſt cruel and unbridled tyranny over 
tius people. Atterwards. being affailed by Phul King of the Syrians , he went not out 
againſt him, neither practiſed to reſiſt him , but procured his peace for the ſum of 1000 
talents, of ſilver, which by way of compoſition he paid unto him.- - The people furniſhed 
Manahem with this ſum, by way of contribution, paying fifty drachms apiece. 9 
. After his death, he was buried in Samarza, leaving behind him-a Son to ſucceed him in E 
the kingdom, whoſeiname was Phaceias , who imitating his Fathers cruelty, enjoy'd the 
Soveraignty but. two. years : for he was ſlain at a feaſt in the midft of his triends, by a 
Treaſon praQtiſed againſt him by-P hacezas the ſon of Romelias, who enjoyed the kingdom 
tor the ſpace of 20. years, addicting himſelf toall impiety and wickedneſs.

He built Galleries and Porches about the Temple, and repaired the walls that 
were fallen down : he erefted huge and impregnable Towers : in a word , he reftored 
all that which was deficient in his kingdom. He made war upon the Ammonites ; and 
overcoming them in battel, he made all their Nation tributary , and conſtrained them to 
pay. him yearly zoo Talents, and 10000 Cores of Wheat, and-as many of Barley : and 
his-kingdom in ſach ſort encreaſed, as he was redoubted abroad,and happy at home. Now 
about the ſame time there lived a certain Prophet called Naum , who prophefied the over-

; with himſelf firſt of all, that there was nothing more neceſſary and advantageous , than 
the eſtabliſhment of the ſervice of God. When therefore he had aſſembled the People, 
the Prieſts, and the Levites, he began to diſcourſe with them in theſe or ſuch like words ; D 
There is no one of you bat knoweth , that for my fathers offences, and for your irreverence and 
diſregard to the ſervice of God, ye are fallen into many calamities becauſe through your extreme 
madneſs,you have ſuffered your ſelves to be perſuaded to adore thoſe, whom he efteemed to be no 
gods. Since therefore you have learnt ( to your own miſery ) how pernicious a thing impiety 
z, Texhort you, that you purifie both your ſelves, your Prieſts,and your 1 evites,from your for- 
mer pollutions,that yet at length you may aſſemble together,and open the Temple,and cleanſe the 
fame with ordinary Sacrifices, to the end it may be reſtored to the ancient honour which hereto- 
fore it enjoyed : for by this means God will be favourable unto us, when his wrath ſhall be ap- 
peaſed that was kindled againſt us. As ſoon as the King had ſpoken after this manner, the 
Prieſts opened the Temple , and after they had gathered rhe ſacred veſſels , and caſt all 
uncleannefſs out of it , they offered Sacrifices upon the Altar , according to the cuſtom, 
Afterwards the King ſent to all the Provinces under his dominion , and gathered together 
the People of Feruſalem , to celebrate the feaſt of unleavened bread 4 which had been 
intermitted a long time, through the impiety of the Kings Predeceſfors. ) He fent alſo 
unto the /ſraelites, exhorting them to forfake the cuſtoms which of a long time they had 
wickedly obſerved, and to return to the true and ancient manner of ferving God , certi- 
fying them, that he would permit them to repair to Jeruſalem, to celebrate the feaſt of 
unkeavened bread, promiſing them that he himſelf would folemnize the ſame with them 
alſo ; proteſting that he did this , not in reſpe& of his own profit, but through the deſire 
he had to promote their felicity, who ſhould he happy, if they obeyed this his counſel. 
Ezechias Am- When Fzechias Ambaſſadors came unto the 7ſraelites, and had delivered unto them 
baſladors that rhe meſſage that they had in charge : fo far were they from complying with them , that 
_ Tonclites they mocked them, and eſteemed them to be mad, and ſpit upon thoſe Prophets that ex- 
ro exhort them horted them to piety , and foretold them the evils they ſhould ſuffer, if they ſerved not 
ro celenrare i. the true God : and finally they laid hold on them, and put them to the ſword. And not 
leavenedbread, Contenting themſelves with this preſumprion , they attempted yet far worſer things , and 
are tain by Never gave over, until that God ( for a puniſhment of their impiety ) ſubje&ted them 
> chron.2g. to their enemies , as thall appear hereafter : But divers'of the Tribes of Manaſſes, Zabulon, 
The Word of and 1ſſachar, ( reſpe&ing the good counſels of the Prophets ) ſubmitted themſelves to 
wag 15 never the ſervice of God, and repaired all together to Ferufalem, to King Ezechias, 'to'honour 
God. As ſoon as they were arrived there, Ezechias went up into'the Temple ,- accompa- 
nied with the Governors and all the People, and offered there ſeven Bulls, ſeven Rams þ 
an 
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7 and as many Goats: and after that he andall the Governors had laid their hands upon 
the heads'of the Sacrifice, they deliver'd them to the Prieſt, according as it appertained 
ro them, and they ſacrificed, and made burnt-ofterings of them. The Levites alſo (aſ- #fore Chrif?s 
ſiſting round about with Inſtruments of Muſick ') ſung Hymas and Songs unto God , ac- ems 
cording as they had been taught by the ordinance of David, The other Prieſts had v. AN 
Trumpets , which they uſed 1n conſort to the tune of their Hymns. Which done , the por" "ey 
King and all the People caſt themſelves proſtrate upon the ground, and adored God ; 2 Chron. 2g. 
and afterwards ſacrificed ſeven Oxen, an 100 Sheep, and 200 Lambs. The King likewiſe 2227: 
beſtowed 600! Oxen, and 3000 Sheep, upon the People, to feaſt withal. And when the 
Prieſts had joylully pertormed all things ( according to the cuſtom contain'd in the Law) 
the King ſate down and cat with the People, and gave thanks unto God. And when the 
feaſt of unleavened bread was come, they eat-the Paſſeover , and during the ſeven other 
dayes , they ofter d up their other Sacrifices. The King gave, in way of gratuity , unto. 7er. 30, 35, 
the People \ beſides that which had been ofter'd ') 2000 Oxen, and 7000 Sheep. The R<formarion 
Governors did the like , and gave the People a 1000 Bulls, and 140 Sheep: and thi 0, 0. ſer- 
| was the teaſt ſolemnized, wiuch had not been ſo magnificently and devoutly celebrated: 
I fince So/omon's time. When the folemnity of this feaſt was paſt, they journeyed, and 
went thorow the Countrey , and purifr'd it. They purged the City likewiſe of all Idols; 
and the King ordained that the daily Sacrifices ſhould be made according tothe Lay , Up= 
on his charge. He enacted allo, 7hat the People (hould pay the Tenths to the Prieſts and Le- 
K mites, with the firſt-fruits ; to the intent they might wholly intend piety , and uever eftrange 
themſelves from the ſervice of God. By which means 1t came to paſs, that the People 
brought all kind of truit to the Prieſts and Levites : whuch the Ning put up in certain TheKingover? 
{tore-houles , which he had built, to be diſtributed to'every one ot them, their Wives contetly the: - 
and Children, and by this means tacy returned again to theit former purity in Religion. ph. 
After the King had diſpoſed all things in this fort, he made War upon the Philiſtines, and Ezechins forſis 
overcame them, and ſeized all their Cities { between Gaza and Geth.) About rhis time jira; 
the King-of A4ſyra ſent unto him, and threatned him, 7hat if he would not pay thoſe Tri- King of Af; 
tutes which his father before him had paid anto him,he would dejtroy all his Countrey. Never- hi: 
theleſs Ezechtas ſet light by his threats, affuring himſelf in that piety and zeal he bore: 
L towards God, and in the Prophet Eſay , by whom he was exactly inſtructed touching all

y Wa tydings was brought to Salmanaſar, King of 4ſſyria, that the King of 7/rae/ 
; had privily ſent unto Soar, King of Egypt, to requeſt his aſſiſtance againſt the Hedis & Ru 
M Aſyrians, he was fore diſpleaſed, and drew forth his Army againit Samarza, in the ſeventh 7 2-5: 
year of the Reign of O/eas. But the King of ſrae/ withſtood his entrance into the City, 
by which means he was beſieged therein for three years ſpace , and finally Samaria was 
taken by force, in the ninth year of Oſeas, and the ſeventh of Ezechias's Reign. At which 2 KinF 17. 
time all the Kingdom of ſracl was deſtroy'd, and all the People tranſported into the ** 
Countries of Media and Perſia ; and, among(t the reſt , King Oſeas was taken Priſoner. 
The King of Afyria cauſed certain Nations of a Countrey called Chat, fo ſtiled, from 
a River of that name, to remove their habitation, and to dwell in Samara , and inhabit 
the Countrey of 7ſrae/. As for the ten Tribes of 7ſrae/, they were tranſported out of 
their Countrey 947 years, ſince their Predeceſlors { departing out of Egypt ) poſleſied The 17ae7;re; 
N the Countrey of Canaan, 800 years alter the government of Fo/hua, and 240 years, ſeven — 
months, and ſeven dayes, ſince they revolted trom Rohoam, Davids Nephew , to give the ——— 
- Kingdom to Feroboam.) This was the end of the 7ſrae/ites, who tranſgreſſed the Laws, flatedinto the 
and diſobeyed the Prophets, who foretold them of that calamity which ſhould happen 875193 © tbe 
unto them , except they repented them of their impieties. The {edition that they rais'd 
againſt Roboam , 1n taking his ſervant for their King : was the original of their miſchiets. 
For Jeroboamcommitting impiety againſt God, and they imitating his wickedneſs, cauſed 
God to be diſpleas'd with them, ſo that he puniſh'd them according as they deſerved. But 
the King of 4ſyria ravaged and ſpoiled all Syria and Phenicia with his Army , and his 
name is tound written in the Chronicles of the 7yrians : for he made War againſt the 7y- 
O rcans, at ſuch time as Eulaleus reigned in Tyre, whereof Menander maketh mention, who 


wrote the Hiſtory of Zyre, which hath been Tranſlated intothe Greet Tongue. The Xing 
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mm Eluſeus (faith he) reigned 36 _ , and purſued the Chutheans that were revolted from A 
' Wirld, 3224. him by Sea, and made them ſubjeR. Againſt whom the King of Aſlyria ſent forth his Army, 
before Chriffs and invaded all Phenicia, and afterwards having made a Peace with them, he returned back 
_ o J* again into theCities of Sydon, Arce, and old Tyre, aud divers other Cities revolted from the 
LEI Tyrians, and ſubmitted themſelves to the King of Afſlyria. 
> = cron For this cauſe, and for that they of Tyre did not obey him , he drew his Army forth once 
rouching: the 990re againſt them; and he was furniſhed by the Phoeenicians with 60 ſhips, and Boo rowers, 
—_— The Tyrians charging their ſhips with 12. of their veſſels , overthrew the Navy of the Aſſyri. 
gainſt the Tjri--aNS, and took about 500 men Priſoners : which att of theirs wonderfully increaſed their hy. 
ans, written by your. But the King of Aflyria returning back again, planted a Gariſon upon the River , ſet a 
-/ meh guard upon the fountain heads, to the intent the Tyrians might draw no water ; which aft of 3 
his ( continuing for the ſpace of froe years ) they were enforced to find and dig for new ſprings 
to ſuſtain themſelves. | 
Theſe things are written in the Regiſters of the 7yriaxs themſelves, as alſo the exploits 
25 of the King of 4ſſyria againſt them. But theſe Chutheans from the Region of Chat, which 
_ —_ is in Perfia , ( where there is a River of that name) for that they were of five ſeveral 
the idolatrous Nations , they brought with them each of them the god whom they honour'd in their 
Churhirer. Nation, to the number of five gods, whom they ſerved after the manner of their Coun- 
trey. Whereuponthe true God was difpleas'd, and provok'd againſt them , for a Plague 
tell amongſt them, that conſumed them in ſuch ſort, that they could find no remedy, until 
The Chuthean; they were told that they ought to adore rhe God of the Zebrews, and that therein conſiſted > 
embrace the their ſafety. They therefore ſent unto the King of 4ſſyria, requiring him to ſend them 
ſervice of God, Prieſts from amongſt the /ſrae/ites, whom he had led away Priſoners in War. By whoſe 
tity claimkin- aſſiſtance they learnt the Law, and the manner of Gods ſervice, and began very diligently 
redof the to obſerve both : by which means the Plague ceaſed. And now even unto this day 
_ continue they in the ſame Religion, and are called by the Zebrews, Chutheans, and Sama- 
ritans by the Greeks, Theſe, as often as they find the Fews in proſperity, call them their 
Couſins, { according to the variety and changes of time ;) but if they perceive their tfor- 
tunes to be on the declining hand, then abjure they conſanguinity , and renounce their 
relation to them, and ſay, That they were planted in the Countrey, and drawn thither from a 


foreign Nation, But in time and place convenient, we will ſpeak of them more largely.

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CHAP. L 
Senacherib Xing of Aſlyria, befegeth Ezechias 7 Jeruſalem. 


N the Fourteenth year of the Reign of Ezechzas King of the two Tribes, Sexa= 
L cherib, King of Aſfſyria, drew forth a huge Army againſt him, and ſurprized all 3,95: 35-7: 
the Cities of Fuda and Benjamin by ſtrong hand. To him Ezechias ſent Ambaſ- on of Judes., 
fadors, promiſing him obedience, and ſuch a Tribute as it ſhould pleaſe him to 
impoſe. When Sexacherib had heard the Ambaſladors,he reſolved on Peace,and ac- 
cepted Ezechtas offer, promiſing that he would depart, as ſoon as he ſhould have received 
Three hundred Talents of ſilver, and Thirty Talents of gold ; ſwearing unto the Am- 
baſladors, That upon theſe conditions he would depart away , without committing any outrage. 
zechias giving credit to theſe words of his, emptied the Treaſuries, and ſent the prefixed Ty. oat of 
ſum to Sexacherib , hoping to be delivered from his enemy, and the hazard wherein his $Senacherib , 
Countrey ſtood. But the Aſrians having received the money, ſet light by their promi- 77 bs _— 
M ſes, fo that Senacherib went in perſon to make War againſt the Egyptians and Ethioprans. 
and lett Rapſaces his General in Fudea with a great power , accompanied with two of his 
chief Minions and Courtiers, with commiſſion to ſpoil Feruſalem : The names of theſe 
two were Tharata and Anacheris. As ſoon as they were encamped near unto the Walls , 
they ſent unto Ezechias , and commanded him to come and ſpeak with them : but he 
through fear which he had conceived, went not unto them, but ſent three of his moſt fa- 
miliar friends, Eliacim the Superintendent of his Realm, Sobza, and Foachas, that had the 
commuſſion of his Regiſters. 
Theſe three preſented themſelves before the Chieftains of the Aſſyrian Army , whom 
when Rapſaces beheld, he commanded them to return unto their Maſter, and to tell him, 
N That the great King Senacherib was deſirous to know,upon what hope he ſlighteth his Summons, 
and refuſeth to admit his Army into the City 2 It is perhaps, becaliſe he hopeth the Egyptians 
will have the upper hand of the Kings Army 2 If that be his hope , doubtleſs he is deceived , 
ſhewing himſelf to be like unto a man that ſtayeth himſelf ages a broken reed ; by which he ts 
not only not ſupported,but in his fall bath his hand pierced therewith. He likewiſe wiſhed him 
to conceive,that this his expedition was not without the Will of God, who, as in times paſt hath 
given them the viftory over the Iſraelites , ſo now alſo is pleaſed to humble Ezechias , and to 
make both him and his Subjetts ſtoop under the Aſſyrian government. Whilſt Rapſaces ſpake 
thus in the Hebrew language , (wherein he was very skilfal ) Eliacim (fearing leſt the g,yjw her 
multitude ſhould be ſtrucken with tear upon. the hearing of theſe words ) befought him fuafion ro | 
O to ſpeakin the Syriack Tongue. But he ſufficiently inſtruted what it was that he feared, ut Feet 
anſwer'd him with a louder voice in the Zebrew Tongue,and told them, They ought to gzve

Ezechias in Cloathed himſelf in ſackcloth, diſcovering his trouble and ſorrow in his countenance 
_— hath and caſting himſelf proſtrate upon the earth , after the manner of their Countrey , he be. 
God, he is fought God to be aſliſtant unto him, ſince all other hope was vain. He ſent alſo certain 
comforted by of his friends, and ſome Prieſts, unto the Prophet Eſay , requiring him to pray unto 
xa God, That fince Sacrifice was offered unto him for publick ſecarity , it might pleaſe him to 

fruſtrate the enemies hopes, and to have pity and compaſſion on his people. When the Prophet 
had performed what was required , he received an anſwer from God , by which he aſſured 
the King, andall that were about him, foretelling them, that the enemies ſhould be over- 
come without ſtroke ſtrucken, and ſhould retire with ſhame, and not with that advan- 
tage which they promis'd to themſelves at preſent, becauſe God had already determined © 
how they ſhould be overthrown. He foretold alſo, that Sexacherib himſelf (rhe King of 
Aſſjria ) ſhould fail of his enterprize in Egypt , and that upon his return to his own 
Court, he ſhould be ſlain. At that very time the 4{yrzan wrote Letters to Ezechias, in 
wilich he called him fool and mad-man, to think that he could ſecure himſelf from being 
his ſlave, yea, his in eſpecial, who had conquered divers and far greater Nations : threat- 

' Ning him with utter ruine at ſuch time as he ſhould ſurprize the City , it he opened not the 
gates of Jeruſalem willingly , to entertain his Army. When Ezechias had read theſe Let- 
ters , he ſet light by them , by reaſon of the confidence he had in God : and having 
opened them ; he ſpread them in the Temple. And whilſt he renewed his prayers unto 

; God for the ſalvation of the City and his SubjeQts, Eſay the Prophet told him , 7hat his D 
prayer was heard: that hereafter likewiſe they ſhould manure their lands in peace and ſecurity, 
and ſhould enjoy their poſſeſſions without fear. Not long after, the King of 4ſyria having 
but cold ſucceſs in his expedition again Egypt , turned back again without doing any 
thing, for this cauſe that enſueth. He had loſt much time in the ſiege of Pelufium: and 
at ſuch time as he had already raiſed certain Bulwarks as high as the Wall, ſo that he 
wanted nothing but to give the aſſault ; News was brought him that Zarg//es, King of 

Y Ethiopia, brought an Army to reſcue the Egyprians, with an intent to take his way thorow 
ho _ the Deſart, and ſuddenly tc charge the 4fyrian Army. Senacherih troubled with theſe 

Senacheris, tydings, ſpeedily departed thence with his Army. But ZZerodozas faith, That he made War 

with Vulcanus Prieſts (for ſo he ſtileth this King of Egypt , becauſe he was a Prieſt of that E 
falſe god ) and moreover addeth, 7hat 4e/reging Peluſium, for thzs cauſe he gave over the 
fiege: The King of Egypt called to his God for aſſiſtance, by whoſe power the Arabians ſuf- 

_ much miſery. But in this alſo he erreth, in that he ſetteth down the Arabian for the

that after three days he ſhould be recovered of his ſickneſs; and that atter he had lived 

ſome fifteen years more , he ſhould depart out of this life, and leave a lawful heir behind 


him. When the Prophet ( according as he was commanded) had brought theſe ty- 


\ dingsto the King, he doubted both the unexpeted metlenger, and the mightineſs of his 


diſeaſe: for which cauſe, he required ſome prodigious ſign at E/aias's hands, to the intent 

that he might certainly believe , that he was ſent as a meſſenger from God unto him : for 

the truth of thoſe things which either exceed our hope, or reaſon , are wont to be con- 

firmed by theſe means. Whereupon E/ay asked him what fign he required, and it ſhould 

be given him. He anſwered , that he deſired to ſee the ſhadow of the Sun go back ten 

degrees upon his Quadrant. On this occaſion the Prophet beſought God, that it would 

pleaſe him to confirm the King by this miracle: who ſeeing that which he deſired , was ,,,,,... 
ſuddenly delivered from his ſickneſs, and went up into the Temple to worſhip and praiſe The 4ſjriar 
God. At that time ir hapned, that the Monarchy of the 4ſyians was deſtroyed by the \{onareby de- 
Medes , ( whereof I will ſpeak in another place.) Not long after , Balad King of Baby- The gmbattage 
lon ſent an Ambaſſador to Ezekzas with Preſents,calling him his ally and friend : who re- ofthe King of

Ezechias was troubled to hear theſe tydings, ſaying, That he defired that his people might 
not fall into thoſe miſeries : but ſince it was impoſſible to change the Decree of God, he re- 
quired that he might have peace during his life-time. Ofthis Balad King of Babylon, Beroſus 
maketh mention. This Prophet truly divine and admirable for the verity of his Prophe- 
fies, is accounted to have ſpoken nothing that was untrue, but to have left in writing all 
that which he propheſied: the truth whereof hath afterwards, in effect, appeared to po-

But they not giving heed to their Predictions, 
cle. A ( whoſe admonitions had they reſpected, they might have prevented their imminent

liar cap.4, accuſtomed and diſſolute manners, God ſtirred up the King of Chald@a and Babylon againſt 
them ; who ſending their Armies into 7udza, and ſpoiling the whole Region, at length 
ſurprized and led away Mazaſſes Priſoner , and made him liable to what puniſhmenr it 
- Chron. 3; Thould pleaſe them to inflict. Then this miſerable Prince ( taught by his own experi. 
Av. 1. ad 13. ence ) acknowledged his ſin, and humbly beſought God to have compaſſion on him, 
Manaſſe: far- His prayer was heard; and after ſome ſpace of time, the Babylonian ſending him home, 
pred, ent © reſtored him to his former government. As ſoon as he was returned back to Jeruſalem, 
Babylon, and he made it appear, by the change of his life, that his repentance was ſincere, and endea- 
_ ic Voured nothing more, than to aboliſh the memory of his tormer actions , and employed 
—— bis his whole care to eſtabliſh the ſervice of God. He purged the Temple allo, and clean. C 
kingdom. fed the City ; and from that time forward , he addicted himſelt wholly to think how he 
— + ial might give God thanks, for that he had thus delivered him from ruine, and how he might 
rifierh the Ci- Paſs all the remnant of his lite in his favour. He taught the People likewiſe to 
y, anc cone- do the like, telling them what miſeries they had endured within a few years , be. 
Tewple again, Cauſe they had demeaned themſelves impiouſly. He repaired the Altar alſo, and according 
Manaſes to Moſes Preſcript , offered thereon ſolemn Sacrifices : and after that he had provided 
=... ;. thoſe things that concerned the ſervice of God , he took care likewiſe for the ſecurity 
2 Chr. 33.20. Of the City of Feruſalem , and repaired the old and ruined walls , and built ſome anew , 
9; kg & tortheenlarging of the City ; he erected high Towers likewiſe,turniſhing the ſame with 
Prince. — IMunition, and victual ſufficient for a City ot defence. And ſo much was he changed du- D 
-- en ring the reſt of his life, that he was held moſt happy ; and after that he began to ferve 
Chr. 34. 1, God, he invited many to the imitation of his virtues. Atter he had lived 67 years , he 
ad 14. dyed in the 55th year of his Reign, and was buried in his garden. His Kingdom came 
into the hands of his ſon Amon , the ſon of Emalſema, of the City of Fabath; who imita- 
ting the Impieties to which his father addicted himſelf in his youth , was ſlain 1n his own 
houſe, by a conſpiracy plotted by his own houſhold-ſervants, after hehad lived 24 years, 
and reigned two. After his death, the people ſlew his murtherers, and he was buried with 


his father, and the kingdom was given to his ſon Foſtas, who was eight years old. 


CHAP. IV. 
The Hiſtory of Joſas. 

TFT HE Mother of Fo/as, King of Fuda , was of the City of Boſceth , and was called 

Foftas King of Feda: This Prince was by nature ſo excellentiy diſpoſed to all virtue, that during 

Juzs. , the whole courſe of his lite , he propoſed to himſelf no other example but that of his 

Toſons 1+ Predeceſſer King David. When he grew to be twelve years old , he gave a manifeſt 

ceththerrue proof of his piety and juſtice : for he drew the people to a conformable courſe of lite, 

ervice of God: 2nd to the deteſtation and aboliſhing of Idols, that were no gods, and to the ſervice of 

the onely and true God of their foretathers. And conſidering the a&ions of his Prede- 

ceſlors, he began to reifie them in that wherein they were deficient , with no leſs cir- 
cumſpeCtion , than if he had been an old man; and that which he found to be adviſedly þ 

done by them , he did promote and imitate. And beſides this wiſdom , which was in- 

nate to him, he made uſe alſo of the advice and counſel of the Elders: tor following 

- £22522 Thelaws, (both in reſpect of publick policy, as alſo in religion )) he walked uprightly, in 

v. 4,24 thatby obſerving them, he could not err. He made a particular inquiry both in Feru/a- 

 +-+ rg lem, and the Countrey round about, for thoſe places where they had ſet up the worſhip 

102” of falſe gods, and overthrew their altars; and all thoſe gifts that had bcen offered to 

them by his Predeceſſors, were defaced : and in this manner cauſed he the people to re- 

turn to the ſervice of God, and to forſake the honour they did unto Idols. He offered 

likewiſe the ordinary facrifices and burnt-offerings upon the altar, and eſtabliſhed Judges 

and Magiſtrates to determine publick debates, and to do each man right ; charging them 

to have no les reſpect of equity , than they had of their own lives. He ſent alſo thorow 


all the Countrey, commanding that all choſe that would be Contributers, eitherin =_ or

When the Propheteſs had heard the Kings commandment , ſhe willed thoſe that were 
ſent unto her, to return unto the King , and to certifie him from her, 7Zhat God had given 
ſentence azainſt them which might not be revoked by any prayers whatſoever; namely,that ſince 
they had tranſgreſſed the Law of Moſes, the people ſhould periſh, and ſhould be caſt out of their 

\ Countrey,and deprived of all their goods, becauſe they bad not repented of the violation 4 # his 
moſt holy Laws ; notwithſtanding the Prophets had exhorted them to repentance,and had fore- 

L told the puniſhment of their impieties which ſhould happen unto them,to the end that they might 
believe that God js God,and that he fails not in any thing that he hath foretold by his Prophets. 
Furthermore ſhe faid, That he forbore as yet to ſend theſe afflictions upon them for Joſs ſake, 
who was a virtuous man, but that after his deceaſe,God would pour out his wrath upon the peo- 
ple. This Prophecy of the Woman they ſignifi'd unto the King, who ſent into all parts, 
and aſſembled the People in Feruſalem, commanding the Prieſts and Levites, and general- 
ly all men, without diſtinCtion of age or perſon, to be preſent in that Convention. Now 2 Chron. 34. 
when they were aſſembled, he firſt of all cauſed the facred books to be read , and atfter- RE —_ 

wards ſtanding aloft upon his Throne, he cauſed all the people to ſwear and _ prnrr> ;that of a godly © 

they ſhould ſerve God, and keep Moſes Laws. Whereupon all of them did willingly *rinc- 
1 approve of whatſoever he ſaid ( promiſing to do that whereunto they were exhorted.) 
And therewithal offering up Sacrifices unto God, they befought him to ſhew himſelf fa- 
vourable and merciful towards them. The King likewiſe commanded the High-Prieſt, 
that if there were any veſlels in the Temple which were made by his Predeceſfors , in 
honour of Idols, and ſtrange gods, he ſhould caſt them out ; and aiter thata great num- 
ber were found therein, all ot them were gather'd together and burnt, and the athes af- 
terwards were ſcatter'd abroad. And as touching the Prieſts (that appertained to Idols _ 
that were not of the Race of Aaron ) he put them'to death. When theſe things were COIE 
thus executed in Feraſalem, he came atterwards to the plain Countrey ; and all that which oracles. 
Feroboam had erected there in honour of Idols, he utterly defaced it, and the bones of I + 13. I, 
N the falſe Prophets were burnt upon the Altar that Feroboam had built. This had the © 
Prophet foretold that came to Feroboam at ſuch time as he offered Sacrifice, and told him 
in the preſence of all the people, all that which ſhould happen : namely , 7hat oe of 
Davids poſterity called Joſias, ſhould do theſe things: which Prophecy took effect 36:1 years 
after. Atter this, King Fo/ras applied himſelf to the /ſraelites, ( who had avoided the 
captivity and ſervitude of the Afſyrians ) and perſuaded them to forſake their impie- 
ties, and the ſervices they had performed to ſtrange gods, and to honour the ſovereign 
and true God of their fathers, and to cleave unto him. He made a ſearch alſo thorow 
every houſe, borough and city, fearing leſt as yet there ſhould be an Idol hidden. He 
| likewiſe ſought our the Chariots that were made by his anceſtors , in honour of the Sun, 
* | o© nd all that which was adored, whatſoever it were, and utterly aboliſhed theſame. After 
he had in this ſort purged the Countrey, he aſſembled all the people in Feruſalem, where 
he celebrated the Feaſt of unleavened bread, whi#h we call Eaſter.

The Exyptian _ the River Euphrates, to war againſtthe Medes and Babylontans, who had deſtroyed 
_ —a the Empire of 4ſyria - for Nechao afteted the government of all Aja. Now when he 
Zales,  Orew near unto the City of Mende , ( which was under Foſtas ſubjeQtion* King Foſras 
denied him paſſage, and would not ſuffer his Army to march thorow his Countrey. For 
which cauſe Nechao ſent an Herald unto him,to let him underſtand, Thar it was not againſt 
+a him that he made War, but that he bent his courſe towards Euphrates : for which cauſe 
2 Chron. 35, he wiſhed him in no ſort to hinder his intended journey , leit thereby he ſhould be con- 
22, 23,24 ſtrained to make War upon him. But Foftas regarded not this demand of his, but reſfol- 
—_— ved himſelf to hinder his paſſage thorow his Countrey : And 1 am perſuaded that his evil 
Jeremy on Genius put him upon making this reſiſtance, to the end that he might have ſome occaſion 
to do ſomething againſt Nechao. For whilſt he ſet in order his Army,and rode trom one

Which wa: the Band to another, being mounted upon his Chariot, he was ſtrucken with an Arrow that 
Lamentations was ſhot by a certain Eg yptian , which put a ſtop to his proceedings : For feeling himſelf

pheſieth the turned himſelf to Feruſalem , where he dyed of his wound , and was buried with his 
ceprivity of Fathers with great magnificence , after he had lived 39 years, and reigned 3:1. For him D 
be the people mourned with great havineſs, lamenting for many days. The Prophet Jere- 
Jeremy lived. my alſo made an Elegy upon him in verſe, which is as yet extant even in theſe days.

After the death of Fofras ( hitherto mentioned ) his ſon Foaz ſucceeded him E 
ns 011445 in the Kingdom, at ſuch time as he was 2.3 years old, he reigned in Jeruſalem , and his mo- 
thers name was Ametala : he was a man tull of impiety , and of a malignant and perverſe 
nature. The King of Eg ypt returning from the War, ſent unto Foaz, commanding him 
to meet him in Samatha City of Syria, where he was no ſooner arrived, but he kept him 
Priſoner , committing the Kingdom to Elzachim his brother , ( on the Fathers fide) who 
was his elder brother likewiſe. He changed his name likewiſe, and call'd him Joachim: 
he impos'd a Tribute alſo on Judza, of 100 Talents of ſilver, and a Talent of gold, which 
Foachim paid ; and as touching Foaz, he led him into Egypr, where he finiſhed his days, 
after he had been King three months, and ten days. Now Foachims mother was called 
Zabuda , of the City of Abuma. He was a wicked perſon, and of a malignant nature, F 


having neither piety towards God, nor reſpect towards men.

This man wrote all his Pro- 
pheſies, and read them to the People 1n their Faſts, when they were aſſembled in the Tem- Jeremy foro, 
ple in the ninth month of the fifth year of the Reign of Foachim , which book he hag telleth the de- 
compoſed touching that which ſhould happen unto the City , the Temple, and the People. mark 
When the Governors heard the fame, they took the book from him , and commanded Jer. 2. 24. 

L that both he and his Secretary Baruch ſhould withdraw themſelves out of the ſight of 

men : and they took the book, and preſented it unto the King ; who, in the preſence of 
his Friends , commanded his Secretary to read the ſame : and after he had heard the con- 
tents thereof, he waxed wroth, and renting itin pieces, caſt it into the fire, intending that 
it ſhould never be ſeen.

For which cauſe he ſent out certain 
Forces, and beſieged Foachin in Jeruſalem: who being a man of a good nature, and of an Þ 
upright heart , was loth to forſake the City in that danger without a Governor, conſidering 
that it was for his cauſe that the Common-weal was in that hazard. For which cauſe, 
taking his wite, and his neareſt akin with him, he delivered them into the hands of the 

Nabuchodon- Captains that were ſent againſt him, receiving an oath from them , rhat neither they 

ſraTruce- nor the City thould receive any harm. But this promiſe continued not a year - for the 

* King of Balylor obſerved it not, but commanded his Caprains to imprifon all the youth 

and artificers that were in the City , and to bring them bound unto him. The number 
of them was 10832z perſons, beſides Foachin, his Mother , and his near Allies , whom 
they took Priſoners. = -

flſe Prophers, WaS a contemner of all laws, and a perverter of ordinances. For the young men that 
giveth no car were about him, were without the fear of God, and all the people under his dominions, D 
to jr). committed whatſoever outrages were beſt liking unto them. For this cauſe the Prophet 

Feremy came unto him , proteſting oftentimes againſt him , and denouncing , 7hat if he 
would not forſake his impieties, and addift himſelf to that which was juſt, (but gave ear un- 
zo his Governors, among ſt which there were many wicked men, and to thoſe falſe Prophets that 
miſſed him, truſting that the Babylonians [hould not make War againſt his City,but that the 
Egyptians ſhould levy an Army,and overcome them ) that then he ſhould ſuffer much miſery, 
For (aid he) they have no truth in their ſayings , and they will always miſlead you 9 falſe 
reports. Whilſt Sedechias gave ear to theſe diſcourſes of the Prophet, he was perſuaded, 
and acknowledg'd all that to be true which he had ſpoken, and very profitable both for 
Ezetzelpro- him, and his people; but anonafter , his friends corrupted him , and diverted him accor- L 
"tration of dIDg to their own opinions. Ezekiel alſo at the ſame time had propheſied in Babylon 
the Temple. Concerning all thoſe calamitics which were to fall upon the Temple , and ſent notice to 
Feruſalem of that which he had received from God. Notwithſtanding Sedechias gave no 
. credit to his Propheſies, by reaſon that all the Prophets were accuſtomed to accord in all 
things the one with the other, as touching the ſurpriſal of the City, and the impriſonment 
of Sedechias : but Ezekiel diflered in this, thar he ſaid that Sedechias ſhould not ſee Baby: 
lon; notwithſtanding that Feremy had propheſied , that the King of Babylon ſhould lead 
20, bim away Priſoner in bonds: becauſe therefore theſe two accorded not in all their fay- 
Sedechias re- 1Ngs , he concluded that the matter wherein they agreed , was of no conſequence. Not- 
ora * withſtanding all things hapned unto him according as the Prophets had pronounced , as F 
Hedio & Ruf- WE Will declare hereafter. After that he had continued his alliance and friendſhip with 
fnu,cap. 19. the King of Babylon for the ſpace of eight years , he brake the league that was between 
a1: © them, and confederated with the Egyptians (under hope that they ſhould overcome the 
The King of Babylonians.) Which when the King of Babylon underſtood, he led forth his Army againſt 
*ypcom"s him, and deſtroy'd his Countrey to the uttermoſt; ſo that after he had taken his Cities 
Kingof Jeru- Of defence , he brought his Army before Feruſalem, and beſieged it. The Egyprzan per- 
falem, _ celving the ſtate wherein his Ally Sedechias.was, levied an huge Army, and came into Ju- 
earown/- dea, With an intent to raiſe the ſiege. Whereupon the Babylonian withdrew his Army 
for, with all from Feruſalem, to encounter with the Egyptzan, and fought with him, and overcame him 
bis Army , ant an battel , and preſſed on him with ſuch courage, that he put him to flight, and drave him G 
Syria, out of Syria. As ſoon as the Babylonian was diſlodged from Feruſalem,the falſe Prophets de- 


ceived Zedechias, telling him,7hat the Babylonian ſhould never more return to make _

Divers men gave credit to theſe words of Feremy; but the Governors, and ſuch as 
contemned God,intreated him very cruelly, as if he had been a man beſide himſelf. and 
whereas he had an intent to viſit his Native Countrey. Aathoth , fome 20 turlongs from 
Feruſalem, one of the Magittrates encountring him in his journey, and laying hoid on him, 
retained him , loading him with this ſlander, 7hat he ſtole away, to ſubmit himſelf to the Ba- 
bylonians. But Jeremy anſwer'd,7hat he was falſely cg, and that he repaired only to the

lace where he was born. This Prince giving him no cre, arreſted him, and brought him 

outrages and torments, and was 

ſhut up in Priſon to be puniſh'd, and remain'd there for a time , ſuffering the extremiry of 77% #7 ve- 
wrong and injury. The ninth year of the Reign of Zedechias, and on the tenth day of oy <a 
the ninth month, the King of Babylon came and encamped the ſecond time before Feraſa- 1, a» > _ 
lem , and intrenched himſelt round about the fame, for the ſpace of 18 months, and laid ae A 
ſiege thereto , uſing his utmoſt endeavor to make himſelf Matter of the place. And they enemies, Fa- 
that were beſieged therein, were afflicted wich two of the greateſt calamities, Famine , mine and Pe- 
and a moſt grievous Peſtilence. At this time the Prophet | being in Priſon , held —_ _ 
not his peace, but cryed with a loud voice, and preached and exhorted the People , wil- fuadeta cherd 


ling them to entertain the Babylonians,and to open their gat?s unto them: becauſe rhat in ſo V5 


L doing, they might ſecure themſelves with their families, whereas otherwayes they were aſſured 


of deſtruftion. | | 

He foretold them alſo,7hat if any one remained in the City, he ſhould moſt aſſuredly either 
periſh by famine, or the enemies fury; but if ſo be they ſubmitted themſelves to the enemies 
mercy, they ſhould eſcape from death. But thoſe Governors that heard him ſpeak after this 
fort, gave him no credit, in that they were not as yet preſſed with the danger : for which 
cauſe they came unto the King, and after a deſpiteful manner , told him all that which had 
been ſpoken, accuſing py reproving him for a mad man ; urging this, That he had 
abated their courage ; and by his woful prediftions, had weakned the hearts of the people , 
which were otherways ready to fight for him and their Countrey , by reaſon that he flying unto 


M the enemy , menac'd them with the ſurprizal and utter ruine of their City. 


The King, in regard of the natural humanity and juſtice that was in him, was not any ; 
wayes hereby provoked againſt Feremy ; yet to the intent that he might not ſeem utterly an mars, oo! 
to oppoſe the Governors, he delivered the Prophet into their hands , to deal with him godly Preach- 
howſoever they pleaſed. Who, having obtained this liberty from the King , entred the © 12 5s Vie: 
Priſon on the ſudden, and laying hold on Feremy , they let him down into a Pit full of 
mud, to the intent he might die in that place, and be ſtrangled by the filth ; in effe&, he 
was ſet therein up to the neck. But one of the Kings ſervants (an £hi0p7an by Nation) 
certifi'd the King of the Prophets affliction, aſſuring him , That his Friends and Governors 
did not juſtly, ſo to thruſt and bury the Prophet in the mud, and curſedly to conſpire againſt 


N him, tiring him with bonds and tortures worſe than death. Whereupon the King hearing 


this, was ſorry that he had delivered the Prophet to the Governors, and commanded the 

Ethiopian to take 3o men ofhis Conrt with him, (with cords, and ſach other things ne- 

ceſlary, as might concern the ſafety of the Prophet ) charging him with all expedition to 

deliver him from that captivity. Hereupon the Eh:opian furniſhed with menand neceſ- 

ſary means, drew the Prophet out of the mud , and diſmifs'd him without any guard. 

That done, the King ſent for him in private, demanding of him, /f he had any meſſage to 

deliver him from God, praying him to let him underſtand whatſoever he knew as touching the Zedechias ne- 
ſucceſs of the fiege 2 The Prophets anſwer was, 7hat although he ſhould tell him , yet it would - wo P 
not be believed : and that if he ſhould exhort him, he would not give ear , or liſten unto him. couall, for

_ Chris's Hereapon the King ſwore unto him, 7hat he ſhould not die, neither that he would deliver 
Gio bhim into the hands of the Governors : For which cauſe, Feremy grounding himſelf upon 
ay the faith which he had plighted unto him , counſelled the King to yield up the City to the 
Babylonians ; becauſe that God had willed him to ſignifie unto the King , that if he would ſave 
his life, and avoid the imminent danger , and ſave his City from utter ruine, and preſerve the 
Temple from burning, he ſhould ſubmit ; or otherwiſe, that none but he ſhould be reputed to be 
the cauſe of all thoſe evils that ſhould happen anto the City and Citizens, and of that calamity 
that ſhould confound both him and all his family. When the King heard this, he told him, 
That he would do according as he had counſelled him,and perform whatſoever he thought neceſ+ 
fary to be done :. but that he feared that his Subje&s,who were already gone over to the King of - 
Babylon,would do him 711 offices with that King, and that by their means he might be accuſed, 
and deliver d unto death. But the Prophet encourag'd him, telling him, That his fear was 
in vain; aſſuring him, that he ſhould ſuffer no evil, if ſo be he yielded up the City: and that 
neither his wife, nor children, nor the ſacred Temple ſhould ſuffer any miſchief. 
Upon theſe words the King diſmiſſed Feremy, charging him to communicate the coun- 
{el that was held between them to no one ot the Citizens, no not to the Princes , if they 
ſhould ask of him wherefore the King had ſent for him ; adviſing him to anſwer , if fo 
be they were inquiſitive,7hat he ggſorted to the King,to requeſt him that he mizht be no more 
zmpriſoned : all which the ProphFWpertormed ; but they preſſed him very much, to know (

CHAP. X 


Jeruſalem is taken, and the People carried into Babylon by Nabuchodonolor. 


[1 yh the Babylonian continued his violent ſiege againſt the City of Feruſalem, 
| and having raiſed Towers upon certain Bulwarks , he drave away by this means D 

+927 25- all thoſe that approached near unto the walls: he raiſed alſo ( round about the City ) 
Jeruſalem be- divers platforms, that equalled the walls in height. Mean-while, the City was as vali- 
beged cighreen antly and couragiouſly detended by the Inhabitants ; tor neither Peſtilence, nor Famine, 
lengthraken, Plucked down their ſpirits : And although that within the City they were tormented 
with theſe ſcourges , yet were not their reſolutions broken , nor did the enemies inven- 

tions aſtoniſh them, nor their engines aftright them ;' ſo that all the battel betwixt the Ba- 

bylonians and Fews , ſeem'd to be a tryal both of valor and art , whilſt theſe do affuredly 

F-r.5,6,7. hope to ſurprize the City ; and the other thought their ſatety conſiſteth herein, it they 
Zeaechiar fli- ceaſed not by new inventions to fruſtrate their enemies endeavors.

ſor to manage the ſiege ; for he himſelf made his abode in the City of Re4/aza. Now it 
© any man be deſirous to know the names of them that had command at ſuch time as Feru- 
ſalem was ſurpriz'd, theſe they be, Nergelear, Aremantus, Emegar,Naboſar, and Echaramp- 
ſor. The City being taken about midnight, the Princes of the Enemies Army entred in- 

j to the Temple ; which when Zedechias underſtood , he took his wives and his children, 
with the Princes and his friends, and fled thorow a great valley by the defart : which - 
when the Babylonians underſtood by certain Fews that were revolted, and had ſubmitted F 
themſelves unto them, they aroſe early in the morning to purſue them , and overtook and 
ſurprized them near unto Fericho, Whereupon thoſe Princes and friends of Zedechias 
that had taken their flight with him, ſeeing the Enemies near unto them, forſook him , 
and ſcattering themſelves here and there, endeavour'd each of them to ſave himſelf. When 
therefore the Enemies had apprehended him, attended by a few followers only , and ac- 
companied by his children and wives , they brought him unto the Kings preſence ; who 
no ſooner beheld him, but he called him wicked and perfidious, and upbraided him with 
breach of his promiſe, and contempt of Majeſty. Furthermore, he reproached him for 
his ingratitude, in that having received the Royalty from his hands ( which he had taken 
from Foachin, to beſtow on him) he had, notwithſtanding, employed all his Forces againtt G 


his Benetactor.

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H But (fa id he) that great God that hateth thy T1 reachery, hath delivered thee into my hands : og 
and when he had ſpoken theſe words , he cauſed Zedechias Friends and Children to be [lain be- warld, 3356. 
Tre his eyes, with all his other priſoners: afterwards commanding his eyes to be plucked out, _ Chriſt's 
he led him to Babylon. 44 which happened unto him, according as the Prophets, Jeremy and MP. 
Ezekiel had foretold him : namely, that he ſhould be ſurprized and brought before the K ing of OG 
Babylon, and ſhould ſpeak with him face to face, and ſhould ſee himwith his eyes ( for ſo had Pho ns 
Jeremy prophected' but being made lind and condufted to Babylon, he ſhould not ſee the Ci hath his eyes 
ty of Babylon ( according as Ezekiel had foretold.) All which may ſufficiently expreſs to —_—— 
thoſe that know not the nature of God , how divers and admirable his judgments be , in eren flain be- 
diſpoſing al things in good order , and pre-ſignifying thoſe things that are to come , even as *vi<bis face: 
I in this place there appeareth a noſt ſignal example of humane error and incredulity, by which ygy many 
it was not lawful for them to avoid their future calamity, nor ſhun their unalterable deſtiny. and how long 
Thus was the Race of the Kings extinguiſhed that deſcended from David, who were in num- — 
ber, One and twenty, that reigned after him. All of them together governed Five hundred yere of Da- 
and fourteen years, fix months, and ten days: adding thereanto the twenty years of the jirſt —— 
King Saul, who was of another Tribe. After this, the Babylonian ſent Nabuzaradan, Ge- TheTemple , 
neral of his Army, unto Jeruſalem , to ſpoil the Temple, giving him in charge, to burn both the Palace, and 
it and the Kings Palace , and to raze and level the City with the ground ; and afterward prgly, 66.21 
to trauſport the People unto Babylon. Nabuzaradan arrived there the eleventh year of the 
Reign of Zedechias, and ſpoiled the Temple, and carrieſlvay the Veſſels that were conſecra- 
K zed to Gods ſervice,both thoſe of Gold,as alſo thoſe of SilDer : he took likewiſe the great L aver 
that was given by Solomon ; the Colamns and Pillars of Braſs,with their Chapters likewiſe, 
ant the Tables and Candleſticks of Gold : and after he had born away all things,he burned the 
Temple the firſt day of the 5th month, of the eleventh year of Zedechias Reign, which was the 
eighteenth of Nabuchodonoſor's. Ze burned alſo the Kings Royal Palace,and razed the Ci- 
ty. This Temple was burned 470 years, fix moneths, and ten days after the foundation there- 
of : and in the year 1062. fix months, and ten days after the departure of the people out of 
Egypt: and 1950 years, ſix months, and ten days, after the Deluge : from the Creation of 
Adam, until the ruin of the Temple, there were three thouſand frve hundred and thirteen ,, ,, ,... 
years, ſix moneths, and ten days. Thus have we ſet down'the number of the years , and The captivity 
expreſſed in what time every thing hath been performed. The General for the King #* #29 
of Babylon having deſtroyed the City , and tranſported the People , took prifoner the 
High-Prieſt Sereas , and his Collegue, the Prieſt Saphaz, with the Governors and Keep- 
ers of the Temple, which were three ; the Eunuch alſo which had the charge over the 
reſt, and ſeven of Zedechzas friends, and his Secretary , beſides ſixty other Governors : 
all which ( together with the Veſſels which he had pillaged ) he ſent to Reb/atha, a Ci- 
ty of Syria, unto the King of Babylon 5 who commanded in that place , that the High 
Prieſt and Governours ſhould be beheaded : as for the reſt of the priſoners , and Zede- 
chias the King , he carried them with him to Babylon; he ſent alſo in Bonds, with the 
reſt, Foſadoch, the Son of Sereas the High Prieſt, whom he had put to death in ReS/a- 
M tha ( as we have before related.) And ſince we have reckoned up the race of the Kings 
that ſwayed the Scepter of Jada, and given an account how long they Reigned, it will 
not be unneceſſary to recite the names of the High Prieſts, and to report who they have, 
been, that have adminiſtred the Prieſthood under the Kings. Sadoc was the firſt High p,;ca; 2, Je- 
Prieſt of the Temple, built by Solomon. After him his Son Achimas ſucceeded in that ruſt. 
Honour, and after Achimys, Azaras,' after whom ſuteceded Foram, and after Foram, 
Foſchua, after Foſchua, Axivram, who had for his ſucceſlor Phideas ; to Phideas ſucceeded 
Sudeas,to Sudeas,Julus,to Falus,Fotham,to Fotham,U rias,to Vrias,Nerias,to Nerias,Odeas, 
to Odeas,Saldum, to Saldum,Flctias, to Elctas,Sareas, to Sareas, Foſadoch, who was carried 
away priſoner into Babylon : all which have ſucceeded in the Prieſthood by lineal de- 
N ſcent. When Neduchodonoſor was come to Babylon, he ſhut up Zedechias 1n priſon, where z,,.,.. .,... 
he kept him until he died , and after his death, he honoured him with a Royal Tomb. Zedechias 
He likewiſe offered the Veſſels that he had taken out of the Temple of Fery/alem unto 
his gods , and cauſed the people to inhabit the Countrey of Babylon , delivering the High 4 & rut. 
Priett from his Bonds. © The General Nabazaradan that -led the people away captive , #n«,cap. 11, 
left the poorer ſort in the Countrey of Fuea; and thoſe alſo that voluntarily yielded 
themſelves unto-him, over whom he appointed Godolias ,the Son of Aicam, Governour 
(a man that was both upright and noble) commanding them to tilltheLand , and to 
pay their aſſigned Tribute to'the King. He delivered the. Prophet Feremy alſo' out of C. 4o ». 4;

vernour Godolzas (whom he left in JFadea) to have care of him , and to furniſh him with 
all that which he wanted , and atter he had gratified him with Preſents he departed. 
In mean while , Feremy dwelt in the City of Maſphath , he deſired Nabuzaradan, that he

ſides theſe a certain man called 7mae/, of the Bloud Royal, a wicked and fraudulent 
man, who during the Siege of the City , had retired himſelf to Bazhal, King of the 
Ammonites , and had ſojourned with him during all the troubles. When they were come 
together , Godolzas advifed them to remain in that Countrey , without any tear of the Ba. 
bylonians , promiſing that in manuring their Land, they ſhould incurr no inconvenience, 
All which he confirmed unto them by an Oath ; adding further , that 1t any diſturbance 
were offered to any man he would readily aſfiſt him. He gave each one this advice 
likewiſe, to inhabit any City thy they liked beſt : promiſing them to ſend them thi- 
ther, with ſuch things as appertammed to them , to build them Houſes, and turniſh their ( 
Habitation , promiſing that when time ſerved, he would make proviſion of Corn, Wine 
and Oil, for their maintenance during the Winter ; and when he had thus adviſed them, 
he gave them leave to depart, and inhabit the Countrey. Now when the rumor was 
ſpread amongſt the people of JFudea, that Godolias had thus courteouſly entertained 
thoſe that were Fugitives , and how he had permitted them to Inhabit and Till the 
Countrey ( provided that they payed their Tribute to the Babylonian ) divers of them 
repaired to him, and inhabited the Countrey. And John and the other Governors be- 
ing with him, and aſſured of his clemency , began entirely to love him. Wheretore 
they told him, that Bathal King of the Ammonites , had ſent 7/mael to murther him by 
ſome Treachery , that by that means he might have the Dominion over the /ſrae/ites that D 
remained , in that he was of the Bloud-Royal ; perſuading him, that the only means 
to eſcape this Treaſon, was, to permit them to kill //mae/ in ſecret : aſſuring him onthe 
contrary , that they feared , that if //mae/ ſhould happen to kill him, their whole Nation 
that remained , was like to fall to utter raine. But Godolias replyed, that it was not 
probable that Iſmael , who had received nothing but kindneſs from his hands , ſhould make 
any attempt upon his life ; and that having never been guilty of any unworthy altion in the time 
of his neceſſity, he ſhould now make himſelf guilty of ſo great a Yillany againſt his Benefadt- 
or , whom he ought , even with the hazard of his own life , to ſecure from the attempts of 0- 
thers. Tea, ſaid he, although thoſe —_ were true, which you inform me of , yet had 1 
rather dye, than murther a man that had committed his life to my truſt. For which caulc, b 
John and the reſt (ſeeing their perſuaſions were in vain |) departed from him. Some thirty 
days after , Z/mael accompanied with ten Men ) came to Maſphath to Godolias , who 
received them with Preſents and magnificent Entertainment ; ſo that to expreſs to //- 
maert and his companions, how heartily. they were welcome, Godo/zas drunk fo hard, 
that he was ſomewhat overcome with Wine; - Now when /ſmae/ perceived him over- 
loaden with Drink and Sleep, he ſtept unto him with. his ten aſſociates , and cut borh 
his throat, and theirs , who kept him company at the Banquet ; after which murther, he 
iſſued out by night , and ſlew all the Jews that were left in the City , and thoſe Babyle- 
#ian Soldiers alſo that were left in Garriſon in that place. The next day there came 
fourſcore Men of the Countrey to Godolzas with Preſents , being utterly ignorant of 
that which had happened. Zmae/ knowing them, called them unto him , as it he intend- 
ed to bring them to Godolias, and as ſoon as they were entred , he locked the Court- 
Gates, and ſlew them, and afterwards caſt their bodies into a deep Ditch, to the intent 
they might not be diſcovered. Of this number there were ſome that eſcaped , who be- 
ſought him that they might not be put to death , before they had delivered certain 
Moveables , Garments and Cora that they had hidden in the field : which when 7/mae!

| In this perplexity and diſtreſs, they addreſſed themſelves to the Prophet Feremy , be- jj, .nen 
B | 7 ſeeching him to enquire of God , and to certify them, what it behoved them to do in counſel of 
this their doubtful Eſtate , binding themſelves by an Oath, to do that which Feremy SN 
ſhould command them. AHereupon the Prophet promiſed that he would ask Counſel of God vos wg 
for them: and ſome ten days after God appeared anto him, and willed him to certify John , fame. 
the Governors , and the reſt of the people, that if they inhabited Judea, he would afſt 
them, and take care of them, and ſecure them ſo, as the Babylonians ( whom they feared ) 
ſhould do them no harm: but if they departed into Egypt , he would abandon them, and deli- 
ver them over to the like miſery, as their brethren had endured in times paſt, Whileſt the 
Prophet thus warned them from God , they would not believe him , in that he com- 
manded them to. remain in that place, but they imagined, that under a falſe pretext of 
K Gods command, he had counſelled them thereto , but that in effe& , he ſpake in favor 
of his Diſciple Baruch, perſuading them to ſtay there, to the end they might be con- 
ſamed by the Babylonians: Contemning therefore the counſel which God gave them by 
the Prophet ; both Fohn and the reſt of the multitude went into Egype, and led with Jer: 42. per 
them both Baruch and Feremy. Whither they were no ſooner come , but God told the The Prophety 
Prophet , that the Babylonzan ſhould lead his Army into Egypt ; for which cauſe he wil- of. the Baby- 
led him to foretell the people, that Egypt ſhould be deſtroyed, and that they ſhould part- pa yg . 
ly be ſlain in that place, and partly led captive to Baby/on. Which came in like man- captivity. 
ner to paſs : for inthe fitth year after the deſtruftion of Feru/alem ( which was the three 
and twentieth year ofthe Reign of CO—_ Nabuchodonoſor in his own perſon 
L led his Army into C#loſyria, and having conquered the fame, he made War upon the 
Ammonites and Moabites, And after he had brought theſe Nations under his obeyſance, 
he went and fought againſt the King of Egypz, and overcame him : and after he had 
ſlain their King that governed at that time, and planted another in his place, he afterwards 
took the Jews that he tound in that Country , and carried them priſoners into Babylon , 
By this means we have learned,that the eſtate of the Zebrews, hath been tranſlated twice . 
tothe other ſide of Euphrates.For the People of the ten Tribes,during the Reign of Oſeas ; 
were carried away captive by Salmanazar , King of the 4ſſyrians, atter he had taken Sa- 
maria; and the two Tribes by Nabuchodonoſor,King of the Babylonians and Chaldees, upon 
the taking in of Jeruſalem. True it is , that Sal/manazar , after he had diſplaced the 
M /ſraelites , planted the Chutheans in their place, who before-time inhabited the innermoſt 
of the Countreys of Per/ia and Media, and were called Samaritanes, according tothe name 
ot the place which they inhabited ; but the Babylonian having led the two Tribes priſo- 
ners, hath not planted any other people in their places. | 
For this cauſe, Fudea, Feruſalem, and the Temple , remained defart for the ſpace of ſe- 
venty years: and all the time that paſſed between rhe captivity of the /ſrae/ztes, until 
the deſtruction of the two Tribes, was an hundred and thirty years, ſix moneths and ten 
days; but Nabuchodonoſor choſe the nobleſt young men amongſt the Jews ( and ſuch as 
were allied to King Zedechias, and eſteemed likewiſe for the good diſpoſition , and fair 
proportion of their Bodies and Faces) and committed them to Maſters to be inſtru&- 
N ed, commanding that every one of them ſhould be gelded, according as they were ac- 
cuſtomed to deal with young Children of other Nations , whom he ſubdued by force. 
He allowed them Victuals from his own Table, and they were taught and inſtructed in 
theDiſcipline of the Countrey, and in the Chaldee Tongue. Theſe were very apt to learn 
Wiſdom: and for that cauſe he commanded that they ſhould be Trained up in the ex- 
erciſe thereof, Of theſe, were fonr of Zedechias kindred, fair in Body , and virtuous #4 & Raf 
in their Nature, who were called Daniel, Ananias, Miſael and Azarzas ; whoſe names... i.

' Whereas Daxiel and his companions made ſhow, as if they had been nouriſhed with 


Dainties, and brought up in abundance. From that time forward ; As#emas took all 
that which was allowed the four young Men from the Kings Table , and kept it to 
himſelf, giving them inſtead thereof, the Diet that they choſe and delighted in. They C F 
having their ſpirits more pure and ſubtil to comprehend their Maſters inſtructions , and 
their Bodies more ſtrong to endure labour ( for their ſpirits were not charged with di- 
verſity of meats, nor their Bodics effteminated tor the ſame cauſe ') attained the more 
readily to all that Doctrine that was taught them by the Zebrews and Chaldees : Daniel 
eſpecially having profited in Wiſdom, ſtudied the interpretation of Dreams , and God 
appeared unto him.

upon Nabuchodonoſor threatened them with death , except they repreſented his dream 
unto him ; and they proteſting that they could not fulfil his requeſt, he commanded them 
all to be ſlain. But Danze! hearing how the King had condemned all the Sagesto death, 
and knowing that both he and his companions were concerned in that danger ; addreſſed 
himſelf to Arzochus, the Captain of the Kings Guard , requiring him to iniorm him, tor 
what cauſe the King had adjudged the Chaldees and Sages to be put to death: and ha- 
ving told what had happened , as touching the dream , and how the King torgetting E 
the ſame, had charged them to inform him therein ; and how they had anſwered, that it 
was impoſſible for them to perform the ſame, and how thereby they had provoked 
the King to diſpleaſure : he beſought Ariochus to go unto the King , and to procure one 
nights reprieve on the behalf of rhe Egyptians and Chaldees,.in that he hoped during that 
night to beſeech God , and intreat from him both the Dream and the ſignification thereot. 
Hereupon Arzochus told the King what Daxiel had requeſted, and he thereupon reſpited 
the execution of the Magicians tor that night , until he might ſee what would become 
of Daniels promiſe * who retiring himſelf with his companions into his chamber, beſought 
God all the night long to maniteſt unto him the dream \, and deliver the Magicians and 
Chaldees from the Kings wrath, with whom, both he and the reſt of his companions were F 
like to dye , except he might know what the King had dreamt the night paſt, and what 
was the interpretation thereof. Whereupon God ( having compaſſion of the danger 
wherein they were, and taking pleafure in Daniels wiſdom *) ſignified unto him both 
the dream , and the ſignification thereof, to the intent the King might be reſolved of the 
meaning thereof. , 
Daniel having received the truth from God, aroſe' very joyfully , and certified his 
Brethren ( who had already loſt all hope of life, and thought on nothing bur death) 
and gave them courage and hope. Having therefore rendred thanks unto God , for that 
he had had compaſſion of their younger years, as ſoon as it was day , he went unto 
Ariochus , requeſting him that he might be brought to the Kings preſence, aſſuring him, 6

L When King Nabuchodonoſor had heard thoſe things , and remembred himſelf of his 
Dream , he was aſtoniſhed at Dantels wiſdom, and caſting himſelf proſtrate on the 
Earth, after the manner of thoſe that adore God , he embraced Daniel , giving di- 
rection that ſacrifice ſhould be offered unto him, as if he were God. Moreover, he 
called him by the name of God, and committed the adminiſtration of his whole King- 
dom, to him and his companions , who , by reaſon of the confpiracies of their malig - 
nours and detractours, happened to fall into moſt imminent and dreadful danger , up- TheKings E- 
on the occaſion that enfueth.

For the fire touched them not, neither could it burn , during their abode in the Fur- 
nace. For God ſo defended their Bodies , that they could not be conſumed by fire ; 

N Which miracle made them in great eſtimation with the King , for that he ſaw that they 
were virtuous, and beloved of God : and for that cauſe they were highly honoured 
by him. Not long after this, the King ſaw another Viſion in his fleep , which ſignified 
unto him, that being caſt from his Empire, he ſhould converſe with Savage Beaſts, and 
that having lived in that eſtate in the Defart, for the ſpace of ſeven years, he ſhould 
recover his Kingdom again. Having had this Dream, he aſſembled the Magicians once 
more, demanding their anſwer , and rhe ſignification thereof. Burt it was impoſlible for 
any one of them , either to find out, or declare the meaning of this Dream unto the 
King : Onely Daniel diſcovered the fame, and the effect was anſwerable to his prediCti- 
on.

Beroſus of ted a part of his Forces unto his Son Nabuchodonoſor , who was in the flower of his age , b | 
—_ aud ſent him forth againſt them, who encountring the Rebels, and fighting with them, over- 
Ruffnus, chap. came them, and brought the Countrey under his ſubjefion. Mean while, Nabuchodonofor 
T3. the Father died of a fickneſs in Babylon, after he had Reigned One and twenty years. Nabu« 
chodonoſor the Son, having notice of his Fathers death , gave order to the affairs of Egypt, 
and ths reſt of the Countrey : and committing the care and tranſportation of the Jews,Syrians, 
Egyptians, and Phanicians to hu friends, to bring them to Babylon with his Army and 
Carriage, he with a few Men, made haſty journeys thorow the Deſart. And when he had ta 
ken the adminiſtration of the Kingdom upon him ( which in his abſence , was in the hands of 
the Chaldees, and by their Chieftain was reſerved until his return , unto his uſe” he became ; 
Lord of all his Fathers Empire. When his priſoners were arrived , he aſſigned them conve- © 
nient dwelling places in the Countrey of Babylon ; and with the ſpoils of War, he magnif- 
cently repaired and decked the Temple of Bell,and other places. He enlarged the old City, and 
ed and beautified it with other buildings; by means whereof, they that would befiege 
the ſame, were hindred from cutting off the current of the River , to the prejudice of the 
Inhabitants. He invironed it within with a treble Wall, and outwardly with as mighty 
and as many encloſures , and made all of burnt Brick. The Walls were magnificently build- 
ed, and the Gates bravely adorned in manner of Temples. He cauſed a Palace to be builded 
near unto bis Fathers antient Palace : the magnificence and ornaments whereof, 1 am not a- 
ble to expreſs; onely this thing moſt memorable , I have thought good to note, that theſe 
great and pompous Buildings were finiſhed in fifteen days. In this Palace he had Vaults D 
raiſed ſo high, that in outward appearance they ſeemed to be Mountains, on which all 
ſorts of Trees were planted, He deviſed and prepared alſo a goodly Garden, and cal 
Megafthenes led it the hanging Garden , becauſe ( his Wife having been brought up in the Countrey 
of Nabucho- of Media )) defired at Babylon , to ſee ſome reſemblance of her own Countrey. Megaſthe- 
_ nes, in the fourth Book of his Indian Hiſtory , maketh mention of this Garden in that 
Phileftratus. place, where he enforced himſelf to prove , that this King ſurpaſſed Hercules in valour and 
execution of worthy ations. For he ſaid, that Nabuchodonoſor overcame the chief City of 
Lybia, and a great part of Spain. Diocles z# the Second Book of the Perſian Hiſtory , 
aud Philoſtratus zx his Phenician and Indian Hiſtory , make mention of this King , ſay- 
ing, that he overcame the City of Tyre, at the end of thirteen years, at ſuch time as Ithobal E 
Reigned over the Tyrians, Thu us the ſum of all that which the Hiſtoriographers write, as 
touching this King.

Mean while, the Kings Grandmother ſeeing him wholly dejetted in mind, began to coni- 
F K& forthim, and to tell him that there was a certain man amongtt the priſoners of Fada, led 
thither at ſuch time as Nabuchodonoſor deſtroyed Feruſalem , whoſe name was Danzel, a 
man wiſe and expert in ſearching out of things that were onely known unto God , who 
evidently expounded that which Nabuchodonoſor required, at ſuch time as no other man 
could fatisfy his demand, Whereupon the King called him unto his Prefence , and tel- 
ling him what proots he had heard of his Wiſdom , and of that Divine Spirit that was 
in him, and how he onely was fit to interpret thoſe things which were concealed from 
other mens knowledge ; he prayed him to inform him what that hand-writing ſignified , 
promiſing him in reward thereot , a Purple Garment, a Golden Chain , and the third part 
of his Empire: to the end, that being honoured with theſe rewards for his wiſdom , 
L he might grow famous amongſt all men, who demanding the reaſon , ſhould know the 
intent why he was honoured. But Daniel (retuſing all theſe Preſents of his, in that the 
wiſdom that is given trom above, 1s not corrupted thereby , bur 1s freely imparted to 
thoſe that have need thereof) told him that that Writing did foretell the end of his 
life, becauſe he had not learned to fear God, neither to lift up his thoughts higher 
than humane nature , notwithſtanding he had ſeen the chaſtiſement wherewith his pre- 
deceſſor had been puniſhed , ſor the cutrages he committed againſt God. For that Na- 
buchodonoſor having been driven to lead his life amongſt Beaſts , by reaſon of his Impi- 
eties , after divers requeſts and ſupplications, had obtained mercy , and was returned 
unto humane converſation , and into his own Kingdom, for which cauſe all the time of - 
M his lite , he praiſed Almighty God, rhe Governour of all things : whereas he had omitted 
to do the like, and had blaſphemed the name of God , and had debauched himſelf 
with his Concubines in the Vellels dedicated to God : For this cauſe, God was diſfpleaſ- 
ed with him, and certified him by his Writing, what end he ſhould expe. Where- 
upon he expounded the Writings after this manner: Maze ( which is as much to fay , 
as number } ſheweth that God had numbred the days of thy Life and Reign, which 
ſhal! endure but a little while ; Thekel ſignifieth a balance ; God therefore ( ſaid he ) 
we:ghing the government , ſheweth that it ſhall be overthrown : Phares, this word 
ſignificth a fragment , God ſhall break thy Kingdom, and divide it among the Medes 
 andPerſtans, When the King had heard this interpretation , he was very ſorrowful (ac- ,, ,,.- 
N cording, as the nature of things ſo diſaſterous and ſo apparent required.

| which they imagined they might deſtroy him ; For they perceiving , that Danzel gid 
thrice every day make his Pray'rs unto God, they ſuppoſed that they had found a juſt 
pretext to work his ruine. . Whereupon they came unto Darzzs , certifying him, that 
the Princes and Governours had concluded together., to this effe&t: that tor 3o days 
ſpace, an intermiſſion ſhould be granted to the people ; during which time, it was neither 
lawtul tor them to demand any thing,neither ot himſelf,or of any man or God whatſoever; 
and if any man ſhould attempt any thing againſt this common decree, it was ordered, that 
he ſhould be caſt into the Lions Den.: But the King not perceiving the drift of their malice, 
nor how they ſought by this deviceto entrap Danze/, told them, that he liked of the de- 
cree , and promiſed to confirm the ſame, and made a publick Edi&t , wherein the Princes 
reſolutions were ratified. Now whileſt all men endeavoured through tear, carefully and 
diligently to obſerve thisEdi&t ; Danze ſet light thereby, and according to his accuſtom- 
cd manner, ſtanding in all mens ſight, he worſhipped his God, and prayed unto him. 
Whereupon the Princes { having got that occaſton which they long expected ' came readi- 
ly unto the King, and accuſed Darnzel, tor that he onely amongſt the reit, had preſumed 
ro infringe their Decree: urging moreover, that he did it not tor his Religion fake, bur 
1ncontempt of the Kings Edict. And becauſe they teared , leſt Darius , by reaſon of the 
great aflection he bare unto Darze/ , ſhould be ready to pardon him { notwithſtandirg 
he had tranſgrefled their Edi&t ) they preſſed him earneſtly to inflict the puniſhment 
which'was threatened by the Law , and to caſt him into the Lions Den, according to the D 
torm of the Edi&t , Darz#s hoping that God would deliver Daniel, and that no harm 
0: nin. Thould befall him by the jaws of wild Beaſts, exhorted him patiently to endure thar 
ro the Lions Trial. Now as ſoon as he was caſt into the Den, the King ſealed up the Stone that cloſed 
ory the mouth-thereot,and departed, ſpending all that night without repaſt or repoſe, fo much 
was he concerned in Dazxzels behalt. And when the day was come, as ſoon as he aroſe, 
hecame unto the Den, and finding the Seal unbroken , wherewith he had marked the 
Stone, he opened the ſame,and called unto Danze! with a loud voice,asking him it he were 
in fatety 2 He hearing the King ſpeak, anſwered, that he had received no hurt. Where- 
upon Darius commanded that they thould draw him out of the Lions Den. His adver- 
laries perceiving that Danzel had eſcaped without harm ( becauſe that God had taken E 
care of him ) would not that he ſhould eſcape : and thereupon told the King , that the 
Lions did ggither touch nor approach Danie/, becauſe they had been fed and gorged be- 
tore. For which cauſe the King difpleaſed with their injurious malice , commanded a 
D1vicl: one Juantity of fleſh to be caſt unto the Lions; and when they were glutted , he com- 
mics rent in Imanded that Daniels enemies ſhould be caſt among them, to the intent he might know, 
pieces by the whether the Lions would touch them or no, when they were gorged. Atwhich time Da- 
-=acaghM f. Fius ſaw very manifeſty,that God had by his power protetted Daniel from death. For as ſoon 
LN as the Nobles were caſt into the Den, the Lions ſpared not one of them , but tore them all in 
pieces, as if they had been hungry and without meat. T ſuppoſe that theſe Lions having been 
a little before glutted with meat, did not ſlay theſe men to ſatisfy their hunger , but I rather | 
Judge that their crimes provoked the rage and fury of the Beaſts : for when God pleaſeth, he 
maketh even unreaſonable creatures to execure his vengeance againſt wicked men, Daniels 
adverſaries being thus deſtroyed , Darius gave notice hereof to all the Subjects of his 
Provinces , praiſing that God whom Dane! had adored ; ſaying that he was the only 
true God , who had all power : he honoured Daniel likewiſe with eſpecial regard, 
eſteeming him amongſt the chicteſt of his Familiars. He therefore being thus renowned( be- 
cauſe he was beloved by God®built in Echatane in the Countrey of the Medes,a magnificent 
Caſtle, and a marvellous Monument, that remaineth even unto this day, which ſeemeth ro 
thoſe that look thereon, that it is but newly built, and made but that very day which they 
behold the ſame; the Beauty thereof ſeemeth fo lively and perfect, as that continuance of G 
timedoth in no fort deface it. For it fareth with Buildings as with Men, they wax old, and 


are infeebled by years, and loſe their Beauty. At this day , all the Kings of —_

life-time, he was both moſt highly honoured by Kings, and reverenced by the com- peniPrgety., 
mon ſort: and after his death , his memory is immortal. For all the Books which he per __ 
left in writing , are read amongſt us even at this preſent ; and we have been perſuaded 
by the reading thereof , that Daniel had conference with God. For he hath nor only 
Prophecied of things to come ( as other Prophets have done Jbut alſo hath determin- 
ed the time wherein thoſe things ſhould happen. And whereas other Prophets , were 
accuſtomed to foretell adverſities, and for that occaſion were miſliked both by Princes 
and their People ; Daxze! foretold them always good ſucceſles ; ſo that he hath drawn 
unto him the good will ofall men, by reaſon of thoſe pleaſing PrediQtions that he pro- 
nounced ; and by the iſſues thereof, he hath obtained a teſtimony of Truth , and a re- 
putation , to have had in time, a Spirit that was truly Divine, and hath left us certain Wri- 
tings , by which he hath maniteſtly declared the immutability and exact certainty of his 
Prophecies. 
« is faid, that being at S»ſa, the Metropolitan City of Perjza, at ſuch time as he walk- 
ed abroad, attended by his Familiars, that there happened an Earthquake, with a great 
noiſe : ſo that he was left alone , and all his companions fled irom him. And that 
K thereupon, being ſore troubled , he fell upon his Face, and both his Hands: at which 
time ſome one touched him, and commanded him to ſtand up, and to ſee that which ,,,... ,. 4 
ſhould happen to his Countrey-men atter divers ages. Being theretore raiſed upright, 27. _ 
there was a great Ram ſhewed unto him, that had divers Horns , the laſt whereot was — 
the greateſt of all. Afterwards he looked towards the Welt , and perceived a Goat and Goar, by 
carried thorow the Air , that butted at the Ram, and having encountred him twice, — 
had beaten and trampled him under his Fect. Thirdly , he faw a Goat , in whoſe 5m pers 
forehead there grew one great Horn onely : which being broken, tour others brake out were prefigu- 
inſtead thereof, bending each of them towards the four Winds of the World. He hath ** 
written alſo, that from them, there ſhall ariſe another little one alſo, which as God 

L ( who preſented the Viſion to him ) told him, being grown to pertetion, ſhould war 
againſt -the whole Nation of the Jews, and take the City by force, and confound the 
Eſtate of the Temple, and hinder the Sacrifices, for one thouſand two hundred ninety and 
ſix days. | 

Daniel writeth that he ſaw theſe things in the field of Suſa, and hath declared that God 
himſelt told him what thar Viſion ſignified ; which was, that the Ram ſignified the 
Kingdoms of the Per/tans , and the Medes : His Horns ſignified the Kings that were to 
Reign in thoſe Kingdoms ; and that the laſt Horn ſignified the laſt King, who ſhould 
ſurpaſs all the reſt in Riches and Glory. That the Got ſignified, that there ſhould. come 
a certain King among the Greeks , who ſhould fight at two ſeveral times with the Per/zan, 

M and ſhould overcome him in War ; and afterwards poſſeſs the whole Government : And 
that by the great Horn that grew in the forehead ot the Goat, the firſt King was repre- 
ſentel; and how that after he was taken away, four other ſhould ſpring out of it. And 
whereas every one of theſe turned themſelves towards the four corners of the World, it 
was a ſign, that after the death of the firſt, he ſhould have four ſucceſſors, that ſhould part 
the Kingdom between them , who neither ſhould be his Allies or Children; yer ſuch 
notwithſtanding, as ſhould command the world for many years : That from them, there 
ſhould ariſe a certain King, that ſhould oppoſe himſelf againſt the Zebrew Nation, and 
their Laws, and ſhould overthrow their policy, ſpoil their Temple, and be a lett that for 
three years ſpace, the Sacrifices ſhould not be ſolemnized. Now ſo hath it happened,

The firſt year of the Reign of Cyrus, commandment was given to build the Temple of Jeru- 
falem, and the Altar therein. It was likewiſe decreed, that the height of the Temple ſhould 

* be fixty cubits,and the breadth as many ; three ſtories of hewed ſtone, and one ſtory of the wood 
of that Countrey : and it was ordained, that the expence of that building ſhould be dedudted 
out of the Kings Revenues. Moreover, he commanded that reſtitution ſhould be made unto the 
Inhabitants of Jeruſalem, of thoſe veſſels that were taken away by Nabuchodonoſor, and car- 
ried away to Babylon : And the commiſſion to effect all theſe things , was g7ven to Abaſſar 
Governor of Syria aud Phenicia, and his companions, to the end that they might depart from 
theſe places, and the Jews might be permitted to build therein. Farthermore,he ordained that 
the charge of this building ſhould be gathered out of the Tributes of his Countries , and that 
they ſhould furniſh the Jews with Bulls, Weathers, Lambs,Goats, Flower, Oyt, and Wine, and 
all other things which the Prieſts ſhould think meet to offer ſacrifice, to the intent that they 
might pray for the preſervation of the King of Perſia : commanding that they that ſhould 
tranſgreſs or oppoſe this commandment, ſhould be laid hold on,and hanged on a Gibbet,and that 
their goods ſhould be confiſcate to the Kings uſe. Moreover, he beſought God, that if any man 
went about to hinder the building of the Temple,that he would execute his vengeance upon that 


perſon, and puniſh him for his wickedneſs. When Darius had found theſe things written in 4 


his Regiſtries, he wrote back to Si and his companions 1n this form:

For they ſet up a kind of Ariſtocratical Go- 
vernment, and the chief authority remain'd in the High-Prieſts , until the A/monzans 
obtained the Kingdom : for before the captivity of Babylon, they were under the Govern- 
ment of Kings, who began from Saul and Davids times,about ſome 5 32 years,fix months, 
and ten days; and betore their Kings, certain Governors , calf'd Judges , reigned: and 
under this fort of Polity liv'd they more than 500 years, from the death of Moſes and The $amar;- 
Joſhua. And this was the ſtate of the Fews after their captivity, during the days of Cy- #4»: mighty 
rus and Darins. True it is, that the Samaritans were their mighty and malicious ad- 92 & the 
verſaries, and did them many miſchiefs, truſting in their riches, and pretending to be the 
Perſians kinſmen, becauſe their original proceeded from thence. For they refuſed to pay 

| that Tribute which the King had commanded them to disburſe unto the Fews to make 
their ſacrifices , and the Governors of Syrza_ and' Phenicza loſt no opportunity which 
might promote their deſign. For which cauſe, the Fews determined roſend Ambaſſadors ,,_. , .. 
unto King Darzus , to accuſe the Samaritans; and to that intent, Zorobabel, and four of the ths 
others were ſent. As ſocn therefore as the King underſtood by theſe Ambaſſadors, what Pariz. 
crimes and accuſations they had brought againſt the Samaritans , he diſpatched his letters, 
and addreſſed them to the Governors and Council of Samara, the tenour of which letters

the people : and whereas he was very skilful in the laws of Moſes, he was much eſteemed 
by the King. This man intending ( with certain other Jews of Babylon ) to return to 
Jeruſalem , beſcught the King that he would vouchſafe to beſtow his letters of comme. 
dations to the Governors of Syria in his behalf. Whereupon the King gave him letters

my licence, and may ſettle themſelves in Judea,there to ſerve the God of their Fathers; bearing 
with them thoſe Preſents unto the God of Iſrael, which T and my friends have vowed to offer 
unto him. T likewiſe give thee licence to take with thee all the gold and filver which any of 
thy. Nation living here in Babylon will offer up unto God, to buy offerings to be ſacrificed 
upon the Altar of thy God :- and to make whatſoever veſſels of gold or filver, which either thou 
or thy Brethren ſhall think meet.

When E/dr4s had received this Letter , he was well-pleafed , and gave thanks unto 
God, conteſting” that it was he; who was the Author of that favour he had received at 
the Kings hand : And after he had read this Letter unto the Fews that were at that time 
reſident in Babylon, he kept the original, but ſent a copy to all thoſe of his Nation , being 
inthe Countrey of the Medes : who being inform'd of the King's zeal to the ſervice ot 
God, and his favour towards E/dras , were very joyful; and divers amongſt them took 


their goods, and came unto Babylon , deſiring to return to Jeruſalem : but the reſt of the Þ 


Iſraelites would not abandon or leave their dwelling. Whereupon it came to paſs, that 
two Tribes were under the-obedience of the Romans in Afra and Europe - but the ten 
Tribes were on the other fide of Euphrates, even until this day ; and it is incredible, how 


_ exceedingly. they' are there multiplied. With E/dras there departed a great number of 


Prieſts, Levites, Porters, Singing-men, and ſervants of the Temple. Now after he had 
aſſembled thoſe of the captivity; that inhabited on this ſide Zuphrates , and ſojourned 
there three days; he commanded them to folemnize a Faſt, and to pray unto God tor his 
preſervation , that no evil might happen unto him ; and that neither their enemies, 
nor any other might do them any violence: For Eſdras had foretold the King , that God 
would be their Protector , and that therefore he requir'd no Convoy of Horſemen at 
his hand for his ſecurity. Afﬀeer that they had recommended themſelves unto God, they

And —_—_ the 
B | x afterward he dehiver'd the Kings Letters to his Princes and Governors in C#loſyria and — 
Pbenicia : who being conſtrain'd to execute that which was enjoin'd them by the King, 
honoured the Nation of the Jews, and ſupplied them every ways in their neceſlities. We 
owe unto E/dras the honour of this Tranſmigration, for he not only laid the deſign of it, 
bur his virtue and piety were undoubtedly the cauſe that God gave him fo good ſucceſs in 
the undertaking, : = | 
Not long after, there came certain Menunto him, complaining that fome of the peo- 
ple, Prieſts and Levites, had tranſgreſſed againſt their Ordinances, and broken the Laws of 
the Countrey, in that they had eſpouſed certain ſtrange women, and corrupted the purity 
of the Sacerdotal race; requiring him, that he would have a regard to Gods Ordinances, 
jor fear leſt he (being difpleaſed with them ) ſhould caſt them again into that miſery from 
which he had ſo lately deliver'd them. EZſ/dras hereupon was 1o much aftlicted, that he 
rent his cloaths, and tore his hair, and pulled his beard, and caſt himſelf upon the ground, 
becauſe the chief among the people were concern'd in that offence. Ana becauſe he 
feared leſt if he ſhould command them to forſake their wives, and thoſe children which 
they had begotten by them, he ſhould not be obey'd, he continu'd in grief, and lay con- 
tinually upon the ground. Whereupon,all thoſe reſorted unto him who were not guilty, 
and wept and lamented with him , becauſe of that which had hapned. In this aitliction rs ured 
of mind, Eſdras ( raiſing himſelf from the earth, and lifting up his hands to Heaven © 4a. padre. 
ſaid, That he was aſhamed to look thereupon , becauſe the offences of the people were ſ0 ried ttrangers, 
L heinous ; and that they had ſo ſoon loſt the memory of thoſe calamities wherewith their Fore- _ CIO" 
fathers had been viſited for their fins. Nevertheleſs, O Lord, (ſaid he\fince thy mercy is in- 
finite, have pity,T beſeech thee, on the remnant that hath eſcaped that long captivity, and which 
thou haſt brought back into their native Countrey. Spare them, O Lord; and though they have 
deſerved death, yet let thy mercy appear,in the ſparing of their lives. Whilft thus both he 
and thoſe that came unto him, lamented with him, with their wives and children, a cer- 
tainman called Achoxias , one of the principal men of Feraſalem, came to him; and ſaid, 
That they had fiuned, becauſe they had eſpouſed ſtrange women; and perſuaded Eſdras to com- 
mand them all, to baniſh both them and the children begotten by them; adviſing, that 
they who obey'd not the Law, might be puniſh'd. EZ/dras ( perſuaded by theſe words ) 
M made all the Princes of the Prieſts, Levites, and Tribes of 7ſrael, ſwear, That they would 
diſmiſs their wives and children, according to the counſel of Achonias. And as ſoon as he 
had received their oaths, he departed from the Temple unto Fohns houſe the ſon of El:a- 
fb, and there ſpent heall the day , without taſting any meat, by reaſon of the grief whicly 
he had conceiv'd. Hereupon an Edict was publiſh'd, 7hat all they that were returned from 
the captivity, ſhould repair within two or three days to Jeruſalem ( under the penalty that 
they who defaulted, and came not within the prefixed time, ſhould be held as excommunicate , 
and their goods confiſcate to the publick treaſury of the Temple, by the ordinance of the Prieſts.) 
They of the Tribes of Fada and Benjamin came thither within three days, on the 20 day 
of the ninth month, call'd by the ZZebrews, Thebeth ; and by the Macedonians*, Appelizus. 
N And as ſoon as they were ſeated in the upper part of the 'Temple in the preſence of the 
Elders, E/dras atoſe and reprov'd them, becaufe they had tranſgreſs'd the Law, in taking Ei. 10. w. 5, 
wives who were not of their Nation : For which cauſe. he told them, that if they would '* **: 
do that which were agreeable urito God, and profitable: for themſelves, they ſhould dif 
miſs ſuch wives. Whereupoy, with a loud voice, they all cried, That'they would do it 
willingly ; but that there was no ſmall number of them ; and thatit was the winter-ſea- 
ſon, and the matter of that conſequence, as one or two days conld not end it : For 
which cauſe they thought it very needful , "that the execution: were deferred for a while ; 
and that at the'length, ſome of the Princes who were free from that crime, with certain 
other choſen Elders of every place, ſhould make inquifition after them that had married 
O wives contrary to the preſcript of the Law. ! 'Which being approv'd: by, them, abour the 
New Moon of the tenth month, this Inquiſition began, which continued until the New 
Moon of the month enſuing: and there were many of the/ family of Jeſ#s ——_—_

thoſe evils wherewith they had been afflicted. But Eſdras beholding them in that ſtate, 
advis'd them to repair home, and to weep no more, becaule that day was a ſolemn and 
holy day, wherein they ought not to weep, becauſe it was forbidden. But he command. 
ed them rather to intend their feaſts and pleaſures, and to make this good uſe of their re. 
morſe for their former ſins, that they might not tall into the like tor the time to come.

They following E/dras exhortation , began to celebrate the Solemnity, and continued C 


their feait of Tabernacles eight days. After which time, they returned every one unto 
his houſe, praiſing God in hymns, and thanking E/dras for the reformation of thoſe un- 
lawful marriages which had been contracted with ſtrangers; after he had gotten great ho- 
nour among the people , he finiſt'd his days in an happy old age, and was buried honorably 
in Jeruſalem. About the ſame time alſo died Joacim the High-Prieſt , whoſe ſon E/:acim 
ſucceeded in his place. 

After this it came to paſs, that a certain man that was one of the captive Fews, and King 
Ferxes Butler,called Nehemzas,walking before the City of Suſa, (which was the Metropo- 
litan City of Perfia ) heard certain ſtrangers that came from far , upon their entrance into 


the City, talking with one another in the Zebrew Tongue ; whereupon he drew near unto Þ 


them, and ask'd them , Whence they came 2 They anſwer'd , That they came from Fudea: 
which as ſoon as he knew, he inquir'd after the ſtate of Feruſalem, their native City, and 
how the people fared. To whom they anſwer'd, That they were in very bad ſtate, and that 
their City-walls were demoliſhed, and that the Nations round about them, afflited the Jews 
with many outrages making inroads into their Countrey, and ſpoiling them daily, ſo that divers 
of them were led away Priſoners ; yea, ſome Citizens of Jerulalem: and that the High-wayes 
were found full of dead bodies. Hereupon Nehemias began to weep, (thorow the compaſſion 
he had of his diſtreſſed brethren) and looking up towards Heaven, /Zow /ong ( ſaid he ) 


O Lord, wilt thou ſee our Nation thus afflitted, without taking care of us 2 Behold how we are . 


made a prey to all men | Whilſt thus he walked before the gate, and lamented bitterly , 
word was brought him, that the King was ready to fit down to his meat : whereupon he 
haſted away to give his attendance, according to his office. As ſoon as Supper was done, 
the King grew pleaſant, and caſting his eyes upon Nehemzas, ( whom he perceiv'd to be 
heavy and diſconſolate) he ask'd him what he ailed 2 Nehemias (alter he had beſought God 
to give him perſuaſive words to diſcourſe unto the King ) anſwer'd, O Xing,how is 77 poſſible 
but that I ſhould be afflited , when T hear that the walls of Jeruſalem , (which is my native 
Countrey) are levelled with the ground , and the Sepulchres and Monuments of my Predeceſ- 
ſors are defaced, and the gates of the City are burned > Do me therefore thu grace, that I may 


go thither, and repair it, and finiſh the reſt of the building of the Temple. 


The King gave ear to his requeſt, and promis'd him his Letters, aſſuring him, That he 
wonld addreſs them to the Governors, commanding them to do him honour, and to furniſh him 
with all things neceſſary, to accompliſh that which he intended. For which cauſe (ſaid he) 
ceaſe to be afflifted, and give thy attendance chearfully. Hereupon Nehemias adored God, 
and thanked the King for the promiſe he had made him ; and therefore by the joy he con- 
ceived, he cleared that confuſion and ſorrow,that before he bare in his countenance. The 


next day the King called for him, and gave him Letters unto Sadeas the Governor of Sy- | 


ria, Phenicia, and Samaria , in which he commanded him to honour Nehemzas, and to 
furniſh him with all things neceſſary for that building which he intended. As ſoon as he 


came to Babylon, he took divers of his Countreymen with him, who willingly follow'd q 


him, and went with him unto Jeruſalem, in the 25 year of the Reign of Xerxes ; and after 
he had deliver'd his Letters to Sadeas, and the other Governors, he aſſembled the people 


of Feruſalem, and ſtanding up in the midſt of them , he ſpake unto the whole Congrege-

Yet none ot theſe things could weaken Nebemza's diligence or reſolution, but that (keep- of Jeruſalem. 
ing a guard round about him ) he diligently proſecuted his deſign, ſetting light by all oc- 
currents : ſo great was his afte&ion to accompliſh the work. And theretore he carefully 
ſtood upon his guard , not that he fear'd death, but becauſe he was perſuaded, that his 
L Fellow-Citizens would abate of their courage and reſolution, if he continued not with 
them, to animate them to the proſecution of to holy an enterprize. He commanded like- 
wiſe, that the Workmen while they wrought, ſhould have their Arms, near them, ſo that 
both Maſons and Labourers carried their Swords. 
Moreover, he gave order that they ſhould have their Targets by them ; and he placed 
certain 'Trumpetters, ſome 500 foot diſtant the one from the other, charging them , that 
as ſoon as they diſcover'd the Enemy from any part, they ſhould incontinently ſound the 
alarum, and give notice unto the people to arm themſelves, and prepare for the fight, tor 
tear they ſhould be ſurprized, and tound unprovided. He himſelfalſo walked the round , | 
about the City by night , with an indefatigable courage ; and without eithes eating or doom of 
M ſleeping, but only tor neceſſity fake ; and this labour endured he for the ſpace of two finiſhed.

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Fter the death of Xerxes , the Kingdom fell to Cyras his fon , who by the Grecians 
was call'd Artaxerxes. Under his government all the race of the Jews, both Meg, 
Fedio & Ref: Women and Children , were in danger to be utterly exterminated: the cauſe whereof, ] R 

fuui;cap. 6. will hereafter declare. But firſt of all I muſt ſpeak ſomewhat of the King, and declare 
_ how it came to paſs, that he married an Ze4rew Woman of the Blood Royal, by whoſe 
F2cr 1,2: means ( aSitis ſaid ) our Nation was preſerv'd. After that Artaxerxes had taken the 
Kingdom upon him, and eſtabliſh'd Governors over 127 Provinces, trom na as far as 
Ethiopia: in the third year of his Reign , heentertain'd and teaſted all his Friends with + 
great magnificence, the Nations of Perſia likewiſe with their Governors tor 180 days, 
He feaſted after this, for the ſpace of ſeven days , the Ambaſſadors of all Nations in the 
City of Suſa , after this manner. There were ſeveral Pavilions erefted , whoſe pillars 
were of gold and ſilver, cover'd with linnen and ſcarlet vails, which were of that ex- 
tent , that divers thouſands of Men might take their rete&tion therein, All the enter- C 
tainment was ſerv'd up in veſſels ot gold, enriched with precious ſtones, very glorious 
to behold. The King likewiſe commanded his ſervants ( that attended the tealt | that 
they ſhould enforce no man to drink , by filling continually , according to the manner of 
the Perſians, but topermit every one of the gueſts to drink according to his diſcretion, 
He ſent alſo throughout all the Countrey, commanding a ceſlation trom all labour, and 
that every one ſhould make Holy day for many days, and think of nothing but rejoy- 
C.1.-.10,13, Cing, and wiſhing him an happy Reign. The Queen Yaſhti allo made a banquet unto 
2d fnem. her women in Royal Palace. Now whereas the King was deſirous to ſhew, that the ſur- 
= rome paſſed all other women in beauty, he ſent unto her, commanding her to come to the ban- 
to grace his Qquet in more Royal manner than the reſt of her Attendants : but ſhe , roo curiouſly tied D 
— cow; the obſervation of the law of the Perfans , (which forbiddeth women to be ſeen by 
therefre iz Ttrangers ) went not unto the King ; and notwithſtanding he ſent his Eunuchs divers times 
caſt of by him. unto her, yet perſiſted ſhe in her refuſal ro come unto hum. Whereupon the King ( mo- 
ved with diſpleaſure )) gave over his banquet, and ariſing, he call'd unto him his ſeven 
Counſellers , to whom ( according to the cuſtom of the Perfrans ) it belonged to ex- 
pound the Laws ; and accus'd his wite, telling them how much he had been ſlighted by 
her, ſince having ſent for her divers times to accompany him at his banquet , ſhe had re- 
tus'd to obey him: he therefore commanded them to declare their opinion , what pu- 
niſhment appertain'd to her. One amongſt them, call'd Mucheus, anſwer'd, That the in- 
jury was not ouly offered anto him,but to all the Perſians,who ſhould likewiſe be all in danger of E 
being after that manner deſpiſed by their wives ; for that no one of them would acknowledge 
duty towards their hausbands, taking their example from the Queens diſobedience , which ſhe 
ſhewed towards him, who was the Governor over all. Whereupon he concluded, That ſhe that 
had thus diſhonoured him, ſhould he ſeverely puniſhed : which done, he thought fit that this or- 
dinance of the Kings, might be publiſhed thorow all Nations, that Queen Vaſhti ſhould be ſepa- 
rated from his bed, and another woman choſen in her place. This determination, confirmed 
by the conſent of the reſt of the Magz, very much afflicted the King , becauſe on the one 
ſide he was unwilling to act contrary to the Laws of his Countrey , and on the other, he 
knew not how to put away his Queen, for whom he had ſo great a paſſion , by reaſon of 
her beaury. Which when his Friends perceiv'd, they counſel'd him to forget the memo- F 
ry and love of a woman ſo unprofitable, and to ſend and ſeek out thorow all his Coun- 
tries for the faireſt woman among(ſt them, whom he might chooſe and take to wite, that 
by the ſociety of another woman, the great afte&tion which he bare unto Yaſhtz, might be 
extinguiſh'd. The King approving ot this counſel , ſent out certain Meſſengers and De- 
puties , 'commanding them to bring unto him the faireſt Virgins that were to be found 
1n his Kingdom : when therefore they had aſſembled a great number of them, they found 
in Babylon a young Orphan ( without either father or mother ') who was brought up 
under her Uncle ( whoſe name was Mardocheus ) of the Tribe of Benjamin, anc one of 
the greateſt men among the Fews. The beauty and modeſty of this Virgin were ſo ex- 
traordinary , that ſhe rais'd the admiration of all that beheld her. She theretore was de- G 
livered in chargeunto one of the Eunuchs , who carcfully attended her with all diligence, 


furniſhing her with odors and precious perfumes , according to the cuſtom of noble 
ne women ;

Mean-while , the King 
and ZZamar feaſted, and made good cheer , whiPſt the City hung in ſuſpence, being troy. 
bled with the expeCation of the event of that which ſhould follow.But Mardocheas having 
intelligence hereof,rent his garments, put on ſackcloth,and caſt aſhes on his head, walking 

ag thorow the City,and crying, That their Nation had not committed any crime deſerving death: 
tion of the  anduſing theſe, or ſuch like ſpeeches, he came unto the Kings Palace, and ſtood betore the 
Jew:, uponthe gate, becauſe it was unlawful for him to enter thereinto in that habit : The like alſo did 
hearing of this the Fews that were in the Cities where thoſe Edits had been publiſh'd againſt them, 
Eſher 4. 1,2, Weeping and lamenting their miſeries. But when the News hereof was brought unto the C 
Es: Queen, that Mardocheus ſtood before the Palace-gate in a deplorable condition , the was 
much troubled, and ſent certain of her ſervants unto him,to command him to change his 
attire, but they could not perſuade him to put off his ſackcloth, for the cauſe of his ſorrow 
Kill remaining, he could not think of laying afidethe marks of it. She therefore called 
unto herher Eunuch Acratheus,and ſent him unto Mardochews,toknow what accident had 
befaln him, that made him put on his mourning habit , and to afflict himſelf atter that 
manger , and not at her intreaty to lay aſide thoſe marks of his ſorrow. Hereupon 
Mardocheus told the 'Eutuch of the Edict made againſt the Fews , and ſent by the King 
unto all his Provinces; -the offer of the money that Zaman likewiſe had tender'd to the 
King, whereby he had bought the utter ruine of his Nation at the Kings hands; moreover, D 
he gave himthe-Copy of that which had been proclaim'd in Sſar , to be deliver'd unto | 
Efher, whom he intreated to beſeech the King, and to eſteem it no diſhonour to become 
a Suppliant,. to-five her Nation, and to preſerve the Fews from that death whereunto at 
that time they were expos'd : ſiice Zamay, the next in honour to the King, had accuſed 
the Jews, and incens'd his Majeſty againſt them. When Efher underſtood this, he fent 
again-unto Mardocheus, giving him to underſtand, That ſhe was not called for by the King ; 
and that whoſoever entered unto him, and was not called, ſhould die , except the King would 
ſecure bim, by ſtretching out his. golden Scepter ; for he , unto whomthe King was pleaſed to 
grant that favor, although he were not called unto him, yet ſuffered he not death , but obtained 
pardos. When theſe things were reported by the Eunuch from £#her unto Mardochens, E 
he commanded him to tell her, That ſhe ought not ſo much to tender the particular reſpett of 
her life,as the lives bf her whole Nation; aſſuring her that if at that preſent ſhe had not care of 
them, their ſuccor ſhould onely proceed from God by ſome other means than this: but ſhe and 
her fathers houſe ſhould be dlroyed by them whom ſhe had contemned. Upon this reply, 
Per. 16. 15, E/ther ſent the ſame meſſenger back again unto Mardochers , commanding him 20 repair 
Faſting and axfo' Suſan, aud to call a general Aſſembly of all the Jews that remained there willing them

Mardocheus obſery'd her orders, cauſed the peopleto faſt , and to pray unto God for 
her ſafety ; he likewiſe himſelf beſought him, That ir might pleaſe him at that preſent.to 
have compaſſion on their deſolate and diſtreſſed Nation , as he had done oftentimes heretofore :

When the King had promiſed to viſit her again, ZZamas. departed. with great joy , . for 
that he alone had the credit to banquet with the King and Ether, and no ther had.ever 
| obtained the like honour amongſt any Kings of thoſe Dominions. But-in his return,

Fer.7, 8,9. traordinary kindneſs, cauſe him to be mounted upon a brave. Horſe, and let him be apparellel 
in a Royal habit, and put a chain of gold about his neck, and let ſome one of thy chiefe(t friend; 
march before him, and proclaim throughout the City, That thus i the man honoured, whom the 
King loveth. The King with great ſatisfaction received this counſel which Zaman thought 
he had given in favor of himſelf, and turning towards him , ſpake thus unto him : 7ake 
oxe of my Horſes,a garment of purple, and a chain of gold, and ſeek out the Few Mardocheus, C 
and give them unto him, and march thou before him , making proclamation after that manner 
which you lately propoſed: For (ſaid he) thou art my neareſt friend , and it is very fit that 
the execution of this thing be committed to thy truſt, which thou haſt ſo faithfully counſeled, 
And this command I to be done, becauſe Mardocheus hath been the preſerver of my life. Ha- 
21a, upon the hearing of theſe words, beyond all expeQation, was no leſs amazed, than 
if he had been Thunder-ſtruck ; but finding a neceſſity of giving obedience to a com- 
mand that was ſo poſitive and expreſs, he went out, having with himthe horie, the purple 
Per. ro. habit, and the chain of gold, and meeting with Mardocheus before the Palace, who was 
Honorofered cloathed in ſackcloth, he appointed him to lay his mourning habit aſide, and to cloath 
" himſelf in purple. But he (who was wholly ignorant of that which had hapned, andD 
ſuppoſing that he mock'd him) ſaid, O thou moſt wicked _— men, doeſt thou thus mock 
at our afflitions > Notwithſtanding being afterwards inform'd, that the King had beſtow- 
ed this honour on him, for ſaving his life, and diſcovering the treachery of thoſe Eunuchs 
that would have ſlain him , he put on the purple robe that the King wore ordinarily, and 
put the chain about his neck, and afterwards mounting on his Horſe, he went round about 
the City , Zaman walking before him, and crying, 7 has (hall it be done to the man whon 
the King ſhall think fit to honour. Now after they had gone round the City, Mardocheus 
gave his attendance on the King, but ZZaman came not into the preſence , ſo much was he 
aſhamed at that which had hapned ; but going home, he told his wife and friends, with 
tears, all that which had hapned ; who told him, 7hat it was no ways poſſible for him to re- E 
venge himſelf as yet on Mardocheus, becauſe God did viſibly afford bim his aſſiſtance. 
Efther 7. 1. Whilſt they were thus _ Eſthers Eunuchs came to haſten Zaman to the banquet, 
and Sabuchadas, one of the Eunuchs , ſeeing the Gibbet erefQed in ZZamars lodging, 
(whereon he intended to execute Mardocheus)demanded of one of the ſervants , where- 
tore it was raiſed up 2 And underſtanding:that' it was for the Queens Uncle, whom Za 
man would require at the Kings hands, to the end he might put him to death , for that 
time he held his peace. But when the King being ſeated with Zaman at the banquet, re- 
quired the Queen to declare what ſhe would require that he might grant her, ſhe began 
to lament the danger of her people, ſaying, That ſhe, with ber whole Nation , were made a 
prey to the ſword, and that for that cauſe ſhe brake out into that diſcourſe : For ( ſaid ſhe) 
I had not troubled your Majeſty, nor been ſo much grieved, if you had commanded that all the 
Jews ſhould be fold, and led away Captives to extreme miſery ; for that affliction might have 
been born : but fince the utter deftrultion of our whole Nation is deſigned , I could not but in 
this caſe have recozrſe to your Majeſties clemency. The King much ſurprized with this dif- 
courſe, demanded who it was that formed that defign 2 whereupon ſhe began publickly to 
accuſe Zaman, ſaying, That he alone was that wretched and envious man, who had contrived 
their tragedy. Hereupon the King was much troubled, and aroſe from the banquet , and 
went into the garden: then began Zaman to pray , and beſeech Eſther to forgive him. his 
offence. : And whilſt he was fallen upon her bed to beſeech her favor, the King encred, 
| and grew the more diſpleaſed at that he ſaw, and ſaid , O thou curſed amongſt men , dareſt G 
thou attempt to violate my wife ? Zaman was wholly confounded with this queſtion, _

Queen likewiſe gave him his goods, and intreated the King to deliver her from thoſe pranbenr: 
apprehenfions into which ſhe had been caſt by thoſe Letters which were ſent out by 
that wicked man Zaman in his Majeſties name, to the Governours of the ſeveral Pro- 
vinces, with inſtruQtion to Maſſacre the Fews, and extirpate their whole Nation ; aſſuring 
him that ſhe could not live to behold the death of her brethren , and the rotal ruine of 
3 her Countrey. The King made no difficulty in granting her requeſt, aſſuring her that

Ainy men bein aſe up withpride, by reaſon of the many benefits and honors which they ©. Ds 
receive throagh the liberality of their benefators,do not only exerciſe their. pride towards their Letters for the 
inferiours , but alſo are not afraid to wax inſolent againſt thoſe who are the authors of their. —_— —_ 
benefits, extinguiſhing as much as in them lieth, all manner of gratitude among ſt men, and « 
believing that it is in their power to deceive God himſelf, and rob him of his Fuſtice : ſo 
that when the favor of their Princes hath given them power and authority in the Government 
of their affairs, in ſtead of applying themſelves to the benefit of the publick , they have given 

M place to the hatred they have concetved againſt ſome particular men,and deceived their Princes 
by falſe accaſations and detrations,and provoked their wrath againſt thoſe who have not done 
amiſs : whence it cometh to paſs,that they have been ſometimes in extream danger to loſe their 
life. The proof whereof appeareth not only in ancient Hiſtories ( the knowledg whereof we 
have only obtained by hear-ſay) but by that likewiſe which hath been audaciouſly attempted 
before our eyes; ſo that hereafter we ought not to give credit to detrations and accuſations, 
nor to ſuch things as men inforce themſelves to perſwade : but it behoveth every man to judge 
according to the truth of that he knoweth,and to puniſh thoſe which are guilty , and to pardox 
the innocent, in conſidering their atts, and not the words that art ſpoken, For it it moſt no- 
torious untq all men,that Haman the Son of Amaeath (an Amalechite by Nation, and by that 

N means a ſtranger , and not of the Perſian blood, but entertained by us ) hath in all things 
enjoyed the fruit of our bounty hitherto; ſo that he bath been called our father, honoured by 
all men, and obtained among ſt all men, and in all things , the ſecond place after us * yet could 
he not make a mode rate uſe of his happineſs, nor prudently entertain the greatneſs of his feli- 
city ; but hath ſought means to deprive Mardocheus of his life , who preſerved mine ; ſeeking 
by his fraud and malice to prattiſe the ruine of Eſther , the companion of our life and King- 
om ; and by this means ſtriving to diſpoſſeſs me of my moſt faithfull friends, he determined 
ro transfer the Kingdom unto others. Touching my ſelf , in that I know that the Jews , who 
are by this wretch deſtinated to die, are no wicked men , but ſuch as live under a ſtrift 
and holy diſcipline praying God continually that it would pleaſe him to continue the Kingdom 

O 72 us, and our Succeſſors; T abſolve them not only from that penalty, contained in my former 
Letters ſent by Haman ( which by theſe preſents I utterly diſanul but my pleaſure likewiſe 
, that they be had in all honour. As for him that praftiſed theſe things, againſt them, [ 
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292 Eſther $,9. JOSEPHUS, Of the Antiquities Book NF, 
—__ have cauſed him and all bis race, to be hanged before the gates of Suſan , according to the juſt þ 
World, 3554. Judgment of God inflifted on them for their offences. My will and pleaſure therefore is , 
—_ my ifs That the C opy of this Letter be ſent through all Countreys belonging to us, to the intent that 
410, the Jews be ſuffered to live according to their own Laws, in peace ; and that aſſiſtance may te 
ISS given them, to the end they may revenge themſelves of thoſe who have offered them outrage 
I n their adverſity. And I command that this be done the thirteenth day of the twelfth 
month called Adar , which is the day that God ordained for their preſervation ( when they 
were appointed to be ſlain ) which day T wiſh may be fortunate to thoſe that love as,and a mg. 
nument of revenge on thoſe that intended our ruine, My pleaſure likewiſe is, that all men, 
Cities and Nations ſhould know, that whoſoever ſhall negled, through obſtinacy, to fulfil the 
tenor of this my Mandare, he ſhall be purſued with fire and ſword : and let theſe Copies be 
ſet up throughout all our Dominions ; and let each man of the Fews , upon the prefixed day, 


prepare himſelf to be revenged on his enemies.

The ews re== As ſoon as the Poſts had received theſe Letters , they preſently mounted on horſeback 
venge them 03 2nd rode each of them his appointed way ; and Mardochens being ciothed in a Royal 
habit, and adorned with a crown of Gold on his head , and a chain of Gold alot his 
neck, came forth , and the Fews of Suſan, ſeeing him thus honoured by the King, ſup. 
poſed that his good ſucceſs was an aſſurance ot their own : and when the Kings Let- 
ters were oubliſhed ; The Fews lookt upon them as a tavourable ray of light which 
portended their deliverance, and their enemies were in ſo great fear that divers of other £ 
Nations circumciſed themſelves , ſuppoſing that in ſo doing they ſhould be in ſecurity, 
For the thirteenth day of the twelfth month ( by the Zebrews called 4dar, and by the 
Macedonians Diſtre) the Poſts that carried the Kings letters certified them, that they ſhould 
exterminate their enemies on that very day whereon they themſelves were in danger 
to be exterminated. The Governors likewiſe oft the Provinces , the Lords and 
chief Magiſtrates, did honour to the Fews : for the fear they had of Mardochexs, and 
after the Kings Letters were publiſhed , it came to paſs that the Fews ſlew abour five 
hundred of their enemies, within the City of S»/a; the King declared unto E/ther the num- 
ber of the dead that periſhed in the City, and (utpe&ting what might happen thorow the 
Efher 9. v. 2, Whole Countrey , he asked her it ſhe requeſted any further matter , promiſing her that D 
710,13 he would ſee it executed : ſhe beſought him that it might be lawtui tor the Fews 
: _ torevenge themſelves yer once more the next day upon their enemies, and to hang Za- 
mans ten Sons upon the gibbet : which the King ( being loth to contradict Ef her ) per- 
5-4 mitted , ſo that on the 14 day of the Month Di/tre, they flew about three hundred more 
= of their enemies ; without taking the ſmalleſt portion of their goods, Furthermore 
the Jews flew in the Countrey , and in the Cities , about ſixty five thouſand of their 
enemies, whom they diſpatched the thirteenth day of the month, and ſolemnized the day 
following in mirth and feaſting. The Fews that were at Suſan aſlembled themſelves 
likewiſe on the fourteenth day of the month, and banquetted that whole day. Whence 
it cometh to paſs, that all the Fews which are throughout the world , keep and ſolemnize E 
_ this day for a feſtival, and ſend Preſents the one unto the other. Mardochens allo wrote 
unto the Fews., who lived under the Empire of 4rtaxerxes , commanding them to ot- 
ſerve thoſe dayes , and to folemnize them ; willing them to charge their Succeſlors to 
do the like, to the end that this feaſt might continue for ever. For ſince on that day 
they ſhould have been deſtroyed by Zaman , they ſhould do well it after they had efca- 
ped that danger , and taken revenge on their enemies, they ſhould obſerve the ſame day 
to give thanks to God: For this cauſe the Jews keep a folemn teaſt on theſe dayes, 
and call it Parim, that is to ſay, Zotrs. But Mardocheus was great and powerful with 
the King , Governing the whole Kingdom under him , and had alſo all the power that 
could be conferred on him by the Queen ; and for this cauſe the affairs of the Jews had |

: Fter the death of E/afib the High-Prieſt, Fudas his ſon ſucceededin the office. And | 
Judas being dead, John his ſon obtained the place, and was the. cauſe that Bagoſes, H4io & Rafe 
General of Artaxerxes Army, polluted the Temple , and made the Fews tributaries ; fo Th. revenge 
that before they could offer their ordinary and daily ſacrifices, they were compelled to taken on John 
x. pay for every Lamb 50 drachmes, which hapned upon this occaſion : Fohn had a brother 2 527ins his 
called Feſus, whom Bagoſes favoured, and promiſed to give him the High-Prieſthood. 
One day theſe two Bretheren being in the Temple, they fell out about the tucceſſion, and 
the quarrel roſe ſo high, that Fob» ſlew his brother Jeſus in that holy place. Ir was a 
thing very ſtrange, that Joh being a Prieſt, ſhould commit ſuch an impiery againſt his 
brother ; and yet far more ſtrange, in that ſo cruel an a&, and an offence ſo umpious , 
hath neither hapned amongſt Greeks nor Barbarians. But God left it not unpuniſhed, 
in that for the ſame ſin the people loſt their liberty , and the Temple was polluted by the is 
Perſians. When Bagoſes had intelligence, that Fob» ( the High-Prieſt among the Jews) od 
had ſlain his brother Feſ#us in the Temple, he came thither in all haſte, and began to break 
K forth into bitter threats againſt the me » Have you (ſaid he) been ſo bold as to commit 
murther in your Temple 2 And when heattempted to enter, they hindered him. Where- 
upon he replied , Am 7 therefore more polluted than the body that lieth dead in the 
Temple> And having ſpoken thus, he entred thereinto , and for the ſpace of ſeven years | 
Bagoſes being thus incenſed againſt the Fews , puniſh'd them for murthering Feſus. Afﬀteer Jaddur Highs 
that John was deceaſed, Faddus his ſon was made High-Prieſt , who had a brother called returns 
Manaſſes : Sanaballath ſent by the late King Darius to govern Samaria, (for he alſo was of »aſes marrieth 
the race of the Chatheans, from whom came the Samaritans, knowing that Feruſalem was $9n*ballarhr 
a tamous City, and that the Kings thereof wrought much trouble unto the [nhabitants of *5* 
Aſyria, and Celoſyria ; he willingly marrieth his daughter Nzcafis to this Manaſſes , with 
L an intent that this Marriage ſhould be as a pledge of his good will to the Nation of the

CHAP. VItt. 


Alexander the great, King of Macedonia, paſſeth out of Europe into Afia, deſtroyes the 
Empire of the Perſians; and when it was believed that he would have de- 
moliſh'd the City of Jeruſalem , he pardons the Jews, and 

treats them very favourably. 


M A Bout this time, Philip King of Macedon died in the City of #gza, being traiterouſly :xonder 

ſlain by Pauſanias the ſon of Ceraſtes, of the race of Oreſtes, and his fon A/exauder made King af: 
ſucceeded him in the Kingdom ; who paſſing over the Helleſponr, gave battel unto the ras dev” 
huge Army of Darius near the River Granic, and there obtained a famous victory. And Macedon. 
hercupon alſo invading the Countrey of Lydia , ( after he had conquered Joxia, and 
over-run Carza ) he fell upon the quarters of Pamphzlia, as is declared in another place. 
But the Elders of Feruſalem were much diſpleaſed, that Faddus's brother, who was at that 
time High-Prieſt, and had married a foreign Woman, ſhould be companion and aſfociate 
with hun in the Prieſthood,ſo as they mutined againſt him. For they ſuppoſed that that 
Marriage would be but a means to animate thoſe who had a mind to protane Marriages , 
and prove an inducement to others to communicate in Marriage with ſtrangers: calling 
to mind, that the cauſe of their evils, and firſt captivity was, becauſe ſome of them had 
fallen, and offended, by coupling themſelves with Women of foreign Nations. 

They therefore commanded Manaſſes either to forſake his Wife, or elſe never more to 
approach the Altar. The High-Prieſt likewiſe being incenſed againſt his brother, as well 
as the People, drave him in like manner from the Sacrifice. For which cauſe, Manaſſes 

addreſſing himſelt to his Father-in-law SanabaZath) told him, That altbough he loved his , A 

ughter Nicaſis very intirely, yet would he not condeſcend for her ſake to be - ctr of the —_— o 

Prieſthood ( which was the greateſt dignity that could be among their Nation, and which had greater for- 


ever continued in his race.) Whereupon Sanaballath anſwer'd and promis'd him, 7 bet be RE 


would no? only continue him in the Prieſthood, but alſo would give him the power and dignity of foreign with 
the High-Prieſt hood, and make him Governor of all places that he commanded , provided the ** had:

. ney, and lands to till, and houſes to inhabit , to-' favour the ambition of his Son 
in-law. - ny | 
At the fame time Darias underſtanding that Alexander having paſſed the Z7e1leſpont had 3 
overcome thoſe Governors, whonrhe had placed near tntothe River Granzcas , and that 
—_ 8 he paſſed further, ſpoiling his Countrey ;- he gathered togerher his Horfemen and Foot- 
1# men,refolving to make head againſt the Facedonians, before they ſhould gain all Aja : he 
therefore vaſſed Euphrates, and Mount Taurus in Cilicia, to encounter his enemies. Saya. 
ballath joytul at Darius's approach , incontinently tokd Manaſſes, that he' would fulfil his 
promiſe, as ſoon as Darias fhould return from the conqueſt ot his enemies. For not on. 
ly he, but alſo all the 4fans perſuaded themſelves mott aſſuredly , that the Macedonzans 
Arxander's , would not abide the batrel againſt the Per/rans , by reaſon of their great multitude ; bur 
Darin, © it fell our altogether contrary to their expetation. For the Perſian encountering with 
the Macedonians, was overcome ; and after he had loſt the greater part of his Army, and C 
left his Mother, Wife and Children Priſoners, he himſelf fled into Perfa. Alexander ar. 
riving in Syrza, ſeized on Damaſcus,took Sidon, and beſieged Tyre: and by his letters fend. 
ing unto Faddus the High-Prieſt of the Jews , he required him to ſend him ſome ſupplies, 
and to {ell his Army viduals for their money”; affuring him, That if he defired the friend.

have no cauſe to repent of the choice which he ſhould make. The High-Priett anfwered A4lex- 
anders Meſſenger, That he had fworn unto Darius never to bear Arms againſt him , during his 
life-time ; againſt which oath of his , he could not aff, Which when Alexander heard, he 
was difpleafed, but refolved notwithſtanding to continue the ſtege at Tyre,until ſuch time 
as it ſhould be taken ; yet threatned he, that as ſoon as he had taken it , he would JadD 
forth his Army againſt the High-Prieſt, to the end that ali Men might know to whom they 
ought to keep their taith. For which cauſe, ſparing no labour, he overcame Zyre ; and 
alter he had given order for the ſettlement thereof, he came unto Gaza , and took it with 
Bahemeſes the Captain of the Gariſon that held it. Bur Sanaballath finding a fit oppor- 
tunity to make himſelf great, forſook Darius, and followed Alexander, leading with him 
eight thouſand of his Subjets: and coming to him at the beginning ot the ſiege of 7yre, 
he offered to ſurrender to him all thoſe places wherein he commanded , acknowledging 
him for his Lord more willingly than he had Darius. Alexander received him graciouſly: 
whereupon, Sanaba/ath informed him of his condition, and let him underſtand, that Ma: 
aſſes ( who was brother to Faddus the High-Prieſt of the Fews ) was his Son-in-law, Þ 
who with divers of the ſame Nation, wete deſirous to build them a Temple in the Coun- 
tries under his dominion, aſſuring the King of much profit thereby , becauſe in ſo doing, 
the force of the Fews would be diſmembred into two parts , and they could not conſpire 
together to make any new inſurrection or trouble, as in times paſt they had done during 
the Government of the Kings of Aſſyrza. & Th ho 
When Sanaballath had permiſſion from Alexander to build his Temple,with the greateſt 
Manaſſes en- ; ms he might he finiſhed the ſame, and made Manaſſes the High-Prieſt thereof, ſuppo- 
joyerh his de- {ing that it was the greateſt advantage that might happen to his daughters children. 
_ Seven months after the ſurrender of 7yre, and two after the taking of Gaza, Sanaballath 
died. Alexander alſo razed Gaza, and _—_—_— himſelt to come ſuddenly upon Feraſa- F 
tem. Which when the High-Prieſt Fa dus underſtood, he was much grieved, and afraid, 
not knowing how to gain the favour of the Macedonians : and on the other ſide, know- 
ing that the King was diſpleaſed with him, ( becauſe heretofore he had diſobeyed him: ) 
He commanded the ww to make their prayers unto God, and he in his own perſon 
offered ſacrifice ; beſeeching God that it would pleaſe him to be a ſhield of defence 
and ſuccor to their Nation, and to deliver them from thoſe imminent dangers whete- 
with they were threattned. But thenext night following, whilſt he ſlept, God appeared 
unto him , and commanded him to be of good courage, and that as ſoon as he had gone 
about the Wall, he ſhould open the Gates boldly , and command the reſt of the people . 
to attire themſelves in white ; and that accompanied with them , he ſhould march for-

Parmenio only drew near unto him, and ask'd him, what be meant,to adore the Prieſt of the 
K- Tews,whereas all other men adored him » To whom he anſwer'd, 7 do not adore him but that 
God whom the Prieſt worſhippeth : for in my ſleep I ſaw him in ſuch a habit, as I ſee him in at 
this preſent,at ſuch time as [I was in Dio a City of Macedonia : and whileſt I conſulted with 
my ſelf by what means I might attain to the conqueſt of Aſia, he counſelled me to make no de- 
lay, but to march forward boldly,aſſuring me, that it would be he that would guide both me and 
mine Army, and would deliver the Empire of the Perſians into my hands. Since that time , 
I have not ſeen any one attired after the ſame manner : and at this preſent beholding this 
man, and calling to mind the viſion and exhortation that he gave me in my ſleep , I hope that 
mine Army being condutted by divine providence, T ſhall overcome Darius, and diſcomſit the 
Perſians, and that my deſigns ſhall have a happy. iſſue. | 
L When he had thus anſwer'd Parmenio, he gave the High-Prieſt his hand, and went with pre agate 
him intothe City , being conducted by the Prieſts: after this , when he came into the Temple, the 
Temple, he offered ſacrifice according to the High-Prieſts diretion, whom he honoured confirmarion C 
likewiſe with very great reverence. And when Faddus ſhewed him the Prophecy of 8, pints 
Daniel, wherein he declared that a certain man of the Nation of the Greets, ſhould deſtroy prophecy, his 
the Empire of the Perfians , and-that in his opinion hewas the man z.-.4/exauder was very vg to the 
joyful, and diſmiſſed the multitude that attended him, for that time. The next day aſſem-* 
bling the Fews, he commanded them to let him know, what favors they defired at his hands. 
Whereupon the High-Pricſt anſwer'd , That he defired that they might bepermitted to live 
according to the Laws aud Cuſtoms of their Forefathers,and that every ſeventh year they might 
M he exempted from tributes. Which was granted them fully. They beſought him likewiſe, 
That by his permiſſion, the Jews that were in the Countries of Babylon aud Media, might live 
according to their laws. And he promis'd them willingly to do all that which they deſired. 
He made Proclamation alſo among the People, That if any one of them would bear Arms 
under him , (and live according to the cuſtom of their Nation ) he was ready to receive them: 
whereupon divers liſted themlelves under himin the Wars. | 
After that Alexander had thus behaved himſelf at Jeruſalem, he marched with his Arm 
againſt the neighbouring Cities ; and whereſoever he went , he was received with great 
affe&tion, But the Samaritans , whoſe Metropolitan City at that time was Sichem. ſcitu- 
atenear unto the Mountain of Gariz/m, in which there dwelt divers Fews alſo, that were 
& revolted from their Nation ) ſeeing how favourably Alexander had received thoſe of 
Feruſalem , they reſolved to profeſs themſelves to be Fews. For ſuch is the nature of the 
Samaritans, (as we have declared heretofore ) that when the Fews are in affliction, they 
renounce all alliance with them, { wherezn they confeſs the truth: ) But when they per- 
ceive our Afﬀairs to be in proſperous condition, they endeavour to perſuade the World Th* 3279 
that we are both ſprung from the ſame original, and are deſcended of the race of Ephraim a 
and Mazaſſes, the ſons of Foſeph. They came therefore to the Kings preſence , and met Jews in pro- 
him near unto Feruſalem,with great magnificence, and demonſtration of ſingular afte&ion any apt 
towards him.

After Alexander's 
death, his Empire was divided amongſt his Succeſffors, and the Temple built near unto 
Mount Garizim, remained entire. And ifany one were accuſed in Fersſalem for eating un- B 
lawful meats, or for breaking the Sabbath , or for any ſuch like fault , he fled unto the $1. 
chemites, ſaying, That he was accuſed unjuſtly. In that time deceaſed the High-Prieſt 
Faddus: and Onzias, his ſon, ſucceeded him. This was the ſtate of the Inhabitants of 


Jeruſalem at that time.

deſtroyed great numbers of their Inhabitants. Syria had ſufficient experience of all theſe 
miſeries under the Government of Pto/omey the Son of Lagus furnamed Soter,a Title which 
he little deſerved. He it was that ſeized on Fer»/a/em by a ſtratagem ; for he entred 
the City upon a Sabbath day, under pretext to offer ſacrifice ; and whilſt the Jews 
ſulpeted nothing; but ſpent the day in eaſe and idleneſs ; he ſurpriſed the City 
without reſiſtance, and made the Citizens captives. Agatharchides the Cnidian (who 
wrote the Ads of Alexanders ſucceſſors , teſtifieth the fame-) reproaching us of ſa- 
perſtition ; as if by that means we loſt our City. He writeth ' to this effe& ; 
O*< There is a certain Nation, which are called Fews who inhabit a City which is call'd 
* Feraſalem, both ſtrong and mighty. They ſuffered it to fall in to Prolomeys hands ,

| ' A Fter:the death of Prolomens Softer his Son Ptolomenus Philadelphus ſucceeded in the 
| A Kingdom of Zgyptr, and held it for nine and thirty years ſpace, he it was that 
= RY tranſlated the law into the Greek tongue , and delivered the Fews from that ſervitude, 
The Library Wherein they were inthralled in Ezyp? to the number of ſixſcore thouſand, upon this oc- 
—_— caſion. Demetrius Phalereus Maſter of the Kings Library, endeavoured to make a col- 
Priadephu Teftion' of all forts of Books that were in the world , and brought all which he thought 
would be agreeable to the King , who was very curious in his colle&ion of Books, p 
The King demanding one day how many thoufands of Volumes, he had already gather- 
ed : heanſwered him, that he had already got about two hundred thouſand Volumes; 
but that ſhortly he hoped to have to the number of five hundred thouſand. Beſides he 
told him, that he had been lately informed that there were divers Volumes , among the 
Jews wherein many things touching their Laws and policies were written, which were 
worthy to be known and deſerved a place in ſo memorable and famous a Library, 
but that it would be very difficult to tranſlate them into the Greek tongue , for their 
chara&ters ſeem to have ſome relation to the Syrzact, and their pronunciation likewiſe | 
is not much different from it ; notwithſtanding they have their phraſe proper and pecu- 
liar unto themſelves. But nevertheleſs he believed it might be done , ſince his Majeſty p | 
would not think much of any charge ; the King approved of this propoſal , and wrote 
unto the High-Prieſt of the Fews to help him to theſe books. In the mean timea certain 
man called Ari/tzus, who was intirely beloved by the King by reaſon of his moceity, 
and had divers times reſolved with himſelf to ſolicit the King , to diſmiſſe all the Fews 
that. were in his Kingdom , ſuppoſing that at that inſtant he had a fit opportunity to 
make his-requeſt, he ſpake unto Sobus,to Terentin, and Andrew the chief Captain of the 
Kings guard , beſeeching them to favour him in rhat which he intended to move to the 
King... Having found how they ſtood inclined, he addreſſed himſelf unto the King, and 
ſpake unto him after this manner. Since your Majeſty hath reſolved not only to tranſcribe, 
ut alſo to tranſlate the laws of the Jews, I ſhould not ſpeak to your Majeſty with that free- x 
dom. and fjncerity which-T ought to uſe, if I ſhould not inform you that I know not how this can 
be. fairly done at the ſame time that you detain as your ſlaves ſo great a number of Jews with- 
in; your. \Kingdom of Egypt: Tou will therefore do a work auſwerable to the greatneſs of your 
courage and benigaity if you deliver them from their miſery,confidering that he who gave them 
their law is God,who governeth your Kingdom ( as by diligent inquiry I have certainly learnt ) 
for beth they and we adore one God., Creator of all things, whom we call by the name of Jupt- 
ter., for-as much.as he preſerveth our life and the lives of all men, For that honour therefore 
which yqu owe unto God,ſend back theſe people into their Countrey,and permit them to inhabit 
it ,; who. amongſt all men are moſt fingularly affefted to their Religion. Neither hath your 
grace »occaſion to ſuſpeft , that I make this addreſs unto you , becauſe I am either allied or 6 
deſcended of any of. their Tribes.;, But only for this reaſon becauſe I am aſſured that 
there is but one God , whois the Maker of all men, and that he taketh pleaſure in thoſe that

worthy of himſelf, than by ſuch an aftion, to acknowledge the great obligations which God had _ 


laid upon him , in raiſing him to the Throne. The King being well-pleaſed to ſee them fo 
unanimous in their requeſt , promiſed that the Jews ſhould be ſet ar liberty, and that he 
would pay unto his Soldiers 120 drachmes for each Few that was his ſlave: and touching 
the requeſt made by them, he promis'd them to diſpatch his Letters Patents, in moſt am- 


1 ple manner, to bring an happy iſſue to Ari/tens ſuit ; or rather to {atisfie the Will of God, 


which was chiefly to be regarded. Hereupon/he ſent out his Proclamation, declaring, 


That he not only ſet them at liberty, who had been brought thither by his Father, or thoſe of 


his Army who attended him ; but thoſe alſo who heretofore had been in his Kingdom, or lately 
had been brought thither : And notwithſtanding it was told him, that the money that 
would be required for their ranſom, would amount to more than 400 Talents, yet ceaſed 
he not to confirm that which he had promiſed. But that it may more plainly appear 
how great his Royal magnificence was , I thought good ro inſert inthis place the Copy of 
the Edit, which he ſent abroad, to this effect :

For 
I am perſuaded, that it was contrary to my Fathers intent , aud againſt all right, that they 
have been taken Priſoners, and that their Countrey hath been haraſſed by the inſolency of the 
Soldiers, who have thought to make their profit and merchandize by them, by bringing them 


L into Egypt. Having therefore an eſpecial regard to juſtice, and intending to ſhew mercy to 


thoſe who are wrongfully oppreſſed, I command that all thoſe Jews who are detained ih ſervi- 
tude be diſcharged, and that they who hold them captive, receive the ranſom promiſed by us, 
fo as no deceit or fraud be uſed therein. And to the end that oar ordinance be exattly and 
fully obſerved, our Will is , That this Edift of ours be publickly proclaimed three days = it 
ſhall come unto your hands ; and that thoſe who hold ſuch Priſoners in their poſſeſſion, declare 
how many Priſoners they have. Moreover, it ſhall be lawful for any man that will, to accuſe 
ſuch as obey not this Edit; and our pleaſure is, that ſuch as ſhall not obſerve it ſhall have 
their goods confiſcated to the Kings uſe, 


M. When this Edict of the Kings, publiſhed to this effect; was proclaimed abroad , arid 


that only point was omitted, that concerned thoſe that before-time had been, and after- 
wards the ſecond time were led away Prifoners , in whoſe behalf he had given no di- 
rection, he ſhewed himſelf moſt bountiful in like manner toward theſe; and gave order 
that the number and tallie ſhould be ſpeedily gathered , and the money diſtributed to the 
Commiſſioners and Treaſurers appertaining to him. This was diſpatched in the ſpace 
of ſeven dayes, all the Kings ordinance was accompliſhed , and there was laid out for the 
ranſoms of them all, to the ſum of more than 460 Talents: For the Maſters exaCted fix- 
ſcore drachmes for the children alſo, grounding themſelves upon the Kings Edi& , by 
which it was ordained that forevery perſon they ſhould have that ſam, extending the ſame 


Ny Even unto children. 


After this extraordinary munificence , according to the Kings command , he appointed 
Demetrius to make a Decree , touching the Tranſlation of the Books of the Fews. Fot 


the King did nothing raſhly, but adminiſtred all _ with great wiſdom and circuni- | 


ſpeRion ; and therefore the Copy of Demetrius Propoſal, and the Letters ſent to this effe; 
are regiſtred, and recorded in writing : the number likewiſe of the Preſents that were ſent, 
and by whom they were offered. So that whoſoever ſhall behold them, he will judge by 
the curious workmanſhip , the great skill of the Workman; and by the excellencies of the 
pieces , he will know by whom each of them was faſhioned. The Copy of the advice 


Ogiven by Demetrius, is this:

NM wanting to your Library,and to ſearch for ſuch Y\ olumes as hitherto have been hid from my fight, 
honatory Lew. Zo the end that I might gather them together; after that IT had uſed herein all the care th at was 
ter to Prolomy, Poſſible , T have found, that amongſt others, we want the Books of the Laws of the Jews , For 
yam is they being written in Hebrew Charafters, we have no notice thereof 5 nor have we taken the 
| ' pains to inquire after them,becauſe your Majeſty hath not as yet thought fit to defire them. Bux 
1 think it neceſſary, that your Majeſty ſhould have them procured, and that they be faithfully 
Tranſlated, becauſe thoſe Laws proceeded from God himſelf ; and it is moſt cerrain, that of all B 
other Laws in the World,they are the wiſeſt and incorrupteſt. For which cauſe, Hecateus the 
Abderite ſaith, That neither Poets nor Hiſtorians have made any mention of them, nor of thoſe 
that have been governed under the ſame : becauſe in themſelves they are pure,and are not to be 
publiſhed by the mouth of the profane. May it therefore pleaſe your Majeſty to write unto the 
High-Prieſt of the Jews,commanding him to ſend you fix of every Tribe, ſuch as he ſhall know 
to be moſt expert in their Law, by whom we may clearly apprehend the ſenſe contained in thoſe 
Books , to the end that having the faithful interpretation of thoſe things that are contained 
therein, we may collett and gather them together, to the ſatufaition of your Majeſty. 


The Kings 1i- _ When the King in this manner had been adviſed , he wrote unto Eleazar the High- C 
beralityro- Prieſt of the Fews , touching this matter : letting him know what liberty was by him 
vards the oranted unto the Fews that were in his Kingdom : He ſent him alſo 5o Talents ot gold, 
o_ to make cups, ewers and veſſels, with an infinite number of precious ſtones , commanding 
his Cofterers, who had the charge of his Jewels, to ſuffer the Workmen to chooſe what 
ſtones they liked beſt. Furthermore, he appointed that a hundred Talents ſhotld be given 
for the ſacrifices and oblations, and other uſes of the Temple. But after that I have de- 
clared what was the Copy of the Letter ſent unto Eleazar the High-Prieſt, and the manner 
how he obtained that Sacerdotal dignity, I will give an account of the rich Preſents, 
and their curious Workmanſhip. | 
After the death of O1as the High-Prieſt, his ſon S7mor ſirnamed 2he Fuf?, ſucceeded in 
his place, who for that cauſe was ſo called, by reaſon of the piety which he ſhewed toward 
God, and good affection which he bare unto his Countreymen. This $:moz dying , and 
leaving behind him one onely ſon, of young and tender years, who was called Oxzas: his 
brother {which was this Eleazar of whom we ſpeak at this preſent ) took upon him the 
Prieſthood, and to him wrote Pfrolomy, in ſuch manner as is hereatſter expreſſed.

Whereas divers Jews dwelt in my kingdom, whom my father had honoured , ( though du- 
ring the Reign of the Perſians they were ſent thither as Priſoners) and made ſome of them | 

CAPFArns in his Wars, allowing them honourable wages and conditions: To others born in his 
Be to Eler op FAME 21 Egypt, he hath committed his Forts and Gariſons, which made them much honoured and 
for Interpre- feared among the Egyptians. Since my coming to the Government , I have behaved my ſelf 
Nate the Bible, £/4c20ufly Zowards all men, and eſpecially toward thoſe of your Nation, of whom T have delive- 
red more thai 100000 out of Captivity, paying their ranſom out of mine own Coffers: I have 
likewiſe liſted ſome of thoſe that were of age in the companies and bands of my men of War : 
I have received ſome into my Court,whom I took to be faithful and loyal,and in my opinion well 
worthy of ſuch preferment ; Juppofing this to be the moſt acceptable Preſent that I could offer 
up unto God, for his Providence iu advancing me tothe Kingdom. And being deſirous not only 
to gratifie them,but alſo all thoſe Jews that are in the whole world, T have determined to cauſe 
your Law to be Tranſlated, out of Hebrew into Greek, that 1 might put it in my Library. To 
ſhall therefore do-well, if you chooſe out fix deſcreet and learned men of every Tribe amongſt 
you,and ſend them unto me, ſuch as by reaſon of their age ſhall be well in{trufted in your Laws, 
aud ſufficiently enabled to expound the ſame.. ' And 1 doubt not but that (the work ſucceeding 
as I hope it witt:): 1 ſhall thereby gain great glory. Wherefore I ſend unto you Andrew the 
chiefeſt Captain of my Guard, and Ariſteus alſo', (whom we eſpecially honour ) to confer with 
you : by whom-T have ſent you 100 Talents of ſilver, as the firſt-fruits of thoſe gifts and ſacri- 
fices, which we intend to offer in the Temple. Tou will do us an eſpecial favor , if you fignifie 
your mind unto us by your Letters. 4 | |

If your ſelf, your Queen Arſinoe, and your children be in health , we do very much rejoyce ,,- 
therear. We have received your Princely Letters with no ſmall joy, and have read and confi- 
dered the contents thereof ; we have alſo publiſhed them in the preſence of all the People, aud Eon! tet 
have declared unto them your piety towards God, and have ſhewed them thoſe veſſels which toProlomep. 
. you ſent us, twenty of Gold, and thirty of flver ; with five veſſels, and a Table which you have 
ſent us as Preſents. We have likewiſe ſhewed them thoſe hundred talents which Andrew and 
Ariſteus (vertuous and excellently learned men , and honoured by you amongſt your deareſt 
friends) have brought anto us, to be employed in ſacrifices and other uſes in the Temple. Know 
. therefore that whatſoever you are pleaſed to command we will readily obſerve, that we may 
acknowledge the benefits , which you have drivers wayes beſtowed upon our Nation. We have 
therefore daily offered ſacrifice for you, your Queen Arfinoe, your children and friends : the 
people likewiſe have prayed that God would ſend you happy ſucceſs in whatſoever you defire , 
that your. Kingdom may be continued in peace, and that the tranſlation of our Law may be ac- 
complifhed at your defire, for our own ſatisfattion. To that intent we have choſen fix Elders 
out of every Tribe , whom we ſend unto you, together with the original of our Law. Our re» 
queſt is , that according to your accuſtomed piety and juſtice , you return us both our 
Laws and theſe interpreters in ſafety, as ſoon as they have anſwered your expeftation. Fare

| This is the anſwer which the High-Prieſt ſent unto him. I have not thought it ne- 
ceſſary to ſet down the names of the ſeventy two Elders in particular , who were ſent by 
Eleazar together with the law , although they were all mentioned in the Letter ſent by 
the High-Prieſt. Yet think it not amiſs to recite the excellency of thoſe Preſents that 
were ſent by the King, and offered up unto God ; to the end that all men may know 
how zealous he was towards the ſervice of God. For in performance thereof, he ſpared 
no expence, but continually aſſiſted the workmen and examined their workmanſhip ; to 
the end that nothing might be careleſly finiſhed, or negligently performed. TI will there- Thedeſcrigti- 
L fore ſet down (as near as I can) the excellency of every piece (although it may be that the 9nofebo® | 
courſe of Hittory requireth it not ) becauſe my deſire 1s, by ſo doing, to let the Reader Prolomey Jdedi< 
know how great the liberality-and generoſity of the King hath been. I will begin with catedin the _ 
the magnificent Table. | = of 
_ The King deſirous to make it ſurpaſſe that at Jeruſalem inquired after the dimenſions 
of it, to the intent that he might make it far greater. And having certain notice how 
 largeit was, and that there was no lett but that he might make his far greater , he ſaid 
that he would have it five times greater than the other : bur that he feared leſt being ſo 
great it would be unfit to offer ſacrifice thereupon ; and his intention was, that the i 
preſents which he offered , ſhould not only ſerve for ſhew , but that they might alſo be | | 
M ſomewhat proper for the uſe and ſervice of the Temple. Wherefore concluding that 
the firſt was of a ſize large enough, he reſolved his ſhould not exceed the other in 
greatneſs ; but that equalling it in the quantity of Gold, it ſhould exceed it in the vari- 
ety and beauty of workmanſhip. For he was very skiltul in all arts, very ingenious 
in all new inventions, ſo that by his own judgment , he contrived ſuch things as were 
not before in uſe; and commanded them to make and finiſh them , having alwayes an 
eye tothe model, which he had given them to work by. He undertook theretore to Thc Golden 
make the Table of two Cubits anda half in length, of one in breadth, and of one and a half Table. , 
in height all of maſſie Gold : about which there was made a border, of a hand bredth ; 
enriched with moving waves , on which there was a figure graven with admirable art, ap- 
pearing on three ſides : For being triangular, every angle preſented the ſame engraving ; ſo 
that when it was turned, it ſeemed that one and the ſame figure repreſented it ſelf. Within 
theinſide of this border it was inchaſed, with divers goodly figures,but on the out-ſide it was 
far more excellently beautified and wrought,becaule in that part it was moſt open to the 
cye. For this cauſe the upper part of the Table appeared to be of two parts, and of three 
angles, which (as we faid) were apparent at ſuch time as the Table was turned, each one 
ſeeming of equal magnitude with the other. Upon the graven bends there were precious 
ſtones inchaſed, diſtant by equal proportion the one from the other,and faſtned by Golden 
buttons tyed by loops. The fides of the borders ( which preſented themſelves to the 
eye ) were beautified with rich ſtones, diſpoſed after the manner of an oval ; and there 
O was a border of golden twigs engraven round about the Table: under the ovals there 
was a Crown garniſhed with cluſters of divers -_ of fruits , the cluſters of grapes 
D hung 
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Ns arg} be hung down , the ears of Gorn ſtood upright, and all was incloſed with Pomegranats, A. 
world, 3684. and the precious ſtones were inchaſed in gold thorow the whole circuit of the Table, 
before Chri#f's to preſent each ſort of iruit in their native colours. There was alſo a rank of ovals 
_ %'Y under the Crown, not unlike to the former , made of Gold : fo that on both ſides . 
WARY both the variety and delicacy of the work appeared, both in the bends and borders, 
| as alfoin the Table , in which there appeared not any difference, on whatſoever ſide jt 
was turned ; and from the top unto the-bottom one and the ſame workmanſhip appeareg, 
For it had a plate of Gold, four fingers broad , comprehending the breadth of the Table 
on which the feet of the ſame were ſtaied , which were afterwards faſtned to the border 
by buttons and claſps, of Gold, to theend that the excellent and curious workmanſhi 
might the better be ſeen, *nd on what fide ſoever it were turned, it might alwayes ſeem 
the fame. They engraved alſo on the ſame, a labyrinth, in the midit whereot there 
were divers kinds of precious ſtones , ſhining like Stars : and amongſt the reſt there 
were Rubies and Emeralds of moſt orient brightneſs , as alſo all other forts of Stones thar 
either are eſteemed for their beauty or price. Near unto this labyrinth from the one 
end unto the other there were certain knots ingraven , the middle whereof was like to 
a Rhombus or T.oſenge , upon which there were certain pieces of Chryſtal and Amber, 
inchaſed and placed one by the other in equal diſtance, and proportion : which gaye. 
a marvelous fatisfattion to the beholders. The Corniches of the feet were made after 
the form of a Lilly ; the leaves whereof bent themſelves under the Table , and the 
ſtalk ſeemed to be ſtretched out ſtraight. The baſe of the ſame was an hands breadth C 
large, adorned with a Carbuncle in every part. The breadth thereof was eight fingers, 
on which all the plate of the feet was ftaied ; and on every one of them was there 
engraven by curious workmanſhip Ivy and Vine branches loaden with cluſters of grapes, 
ſo made to the lite ,. that they ſeemed to be grapes indeed. For the whole was fo ſub- 
tile and delicate , that when the wind blew, the workmanſhip waved and was car- 
rie& up and down ; fo that it ſeemed that theſe iruits were rather natural, than counter- 
feited by art. The work was made aiter a new faſhion , as it it conſiſted of three 
pieces : and notwithſtanding 4t was.ſo well ſhut and cloſed together, that the ſeams 
-- and joynts might not any wayes be ſeen: The thickneſs of the Table was no leſs than half

_ See here what this was, which the King preſented : wherein the price of the ſtuff, the 
diverſity and beauty ofthe workmanſhip, and. the excellency of the engraving was very 
excellent ; ſo that the richneſs of the materials, and the great variety of ornaments of 
this magnificent preſent made it evident that thought his great Prince could not for the 
reaſons before mentioned , make this Table larger than the former , yet he ſpared no 
charges to make it ſurpaſs it in all other .reſpe&ts. He gave beſides this, two veſſels of 
Gold, ſcaled from the bottom as far as the half part of the Cup; and befides that , inriched 
Two golden With divers precious Stones curiouſly inchaſed. And in the midſt of them there was a 
ſtanding Cups. Tabyrinth a Cubit high , made of all ſorts of precious Stones, and at the loot thereof 
© oc want were ingraven ſpires , after the manner of twigs, and faſt by them a certain fold like E 
Thirty viols. Unto a net made in oval faſhion , that aſcended even unto the brims. The midſt thereof 
Prolomeys was filled with little targets, of the bigneſs of tour fingers, made of precious Stones, and 
__ _ round about the edges thereof were Lillies, ivy flowers, and vines with rheir cluſters of 
fiſhing of his grapes engraven round about. This was the beauty and excellency of thoſe two Cups, 
preſents. each of them containing twenty and four pints. There were alſo others made. of Silver, 
ſo tranſparent as if they had been of the pureſt Chryſtal, thorow which all things that 
' were put into them , were manifeſtly diſcovered. He cauſed alſo thirty ewers to be made, 
in which all the Gold that was not covered with precious ſtones, was ſhadowed with ivy 
leaves, and vine branches moſt curiouſly engraven: and all theſe things were not only 
curiouſly wrought by the wonderful cunning of the workmen ; but were in like manner 3 
ſeconded by an ambitious diligence of the King, who thinking it not enough that without 
ſparing for any thing, he had undertaken the charge , did oftentimes ( forſaking his moſt 
ſerious affairs ) viſit the ſhops, and examine the works ; and that which more and 
more .increaſed their diligence , was , becauſe they faw him 1o intent upon the 
work. 
And theſe were the preſents which were ſent by this King to be dedicated in thi 
nc Temple of Feruſalem. All which being conſecrated and layed up in rhe Temple 
comingro by the High-Prieſt Eleazar, atter he had greatly honoured thoſe that brought taem 
Aexanaris, thither, and given them certain preſents to be tendered in kis behalf unto the King, 
Rn? he diſmiſſed and ſent them back again. No ſooner were they arrived in Alexazdri, G

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H them ) he ſent. to ſeek out his Ambaſladors » Andrew and Ariſt zus, who came and pre- Thee the 
fnted him with letters from rhe High-Prieſt E/eazar , and anſwered him to all which rl, 3684. 
he demanded of them. And being defirous to communicate with the Elders that 79% Gi#s 
came from Jeruſalem to expound and interpret the Law , he contrary to his ordi- 280. wy 
nary cuſtom and manner diſmiſſed all thoſe that came to him about private buſineſs , \ "Wu 
ro whom he was accuſtomed to give audience. every fifth day ; as he uſed monthly 
to forrain Ambaſſadors. Having therefore for that time diſmiſſed them , he kept thoſe 
by him whom Eleazar had ſent unto hum ; who coming to his preſence ( accompanied 
with thoſe preſents which the High-Prieſt had delivered them to preſent unto him , 
with the Original wherein the Law was written 1n Golden Letters ') he asked 
1 them where their books were : and they diſcovering ind opening them , ſhewed them 
unto him. After the King had ſeen them, he was very much aſtonithed, to ſee the parch- 
ments ſo delicate , and to behold the whole torm thereof fo perte&tly conjoyned , that 
it was impoſlible to diſcover the ſeams : and he told them thar he gave them thanks, 
that were come unto him , and unto him that had ſent chem, but more eſpecially unto 
God , who was the Author of theſe laws. Whereupon the Elders and thoſe that af- 
ſited them , cried out altogether, and wiſhed that all good hap might betalil the King : 
who through the exceſlive joy that he conceived , burtt out into rears; For narurally 
extream joy as well as great grief is the cauſe of tears. Aiter he had commanded that theſe 
books ſhould be committed to their truſt who were deputed to that office , at length he 
faluted the Elders, telling them that it was very requiſite after he ſhould have treated 
with them concerning the occaſion of their coming to take care of their particular enter- 
tainment: In a word, he confeſſed unto them, that their coming was fo acceptaile unto 
him , that he promiſed them ſo long time as he lived , he would every year renew and 
honour the memory of that day , (and by good hap it was the very fame day wherein he 
overcame Antigonus by Sea.) His pleaſure was allo, that they ſhould be his gueſts , and 
he cauſed divers goodly lodgings to be aſſigned them under the Caſtle. 
Nicanor likewiſe, who had the charge to entertain ſtrangers, commanded Dorotheas 
who was ordinarily imployed in the ſame) to prepare tor every one of them ſuch 
_ as were neceſlary for their diet and entertainment. - For ſo was it ordained 
L by the King , that in every City, there ſhould be a Commiſlary appointed to provide 
for forrainers that ſhould come to that place, to the intent they might be treated ac- 
cording to their own cuſtoms : intending thereby ,. that their entertainment ſhould be 
the more agreeable unto them , and that they might be the leſs tired with forrain novel- 
ties. This cuſtom of his was put in praCtice at this time by Dorotheus's care and exact 
diligence, who in his own perſon diſpoſed all thar which was neceſſary for that hoſ- 
pitality. He prepared two places to banquet in, in two ſeveral parts ( according as 
the King had commanded him ) fo that ſome of them mighr fir on either ſide of him and Ml 
the reſt might be placed near unto his Table, omitting nothing ot that which concerned it 
their honour. When they were in this manner placed , the King commanded Dorotheus il 
pM to entertain them as he was wont to do thoſe who repaired unto his Court from Judea. 
Hereupon he diſmiſſed the Egyprian Prieſt, and others that were wont to make the or- 
dinary prayers: which done he commanded that one of the Elders called Eliſzus ( who 
was a Prieſt ) ſhould bleſs the Table : whereupon he ſtanding upright in the midſt of 
them all, beſought God to bleſs both the King and his Subjects with all happineſs. Where- 
upon there aroſe an applauſe and acclamation of all men, which being ceaſed , they fell 
to their banquet , and made good cheer with that which was ſet before them. When 
the King had kept ſilence ſo long as he thought convenient , he began at laſt to Play 
the Philoſopher , asking of every one of them certain queſtions in Phyſick , The vanquee 
praying them to diſcuſs the ſame ; and when each of them in order had very pertinently that Prolomey 
N anſwered tothe queſtion that was propounded unto them, the King took great pleaſure Heng 
therein, and for twelve days ſpace he continued this feaſt. Whoſo defireth to know prayers before 
the queſtions that were propoied unto them in particular , let them read the Book *=* 
which Arifeus hath written to that effet. The King was aftoniſhed at their anſwers , 
and the Philoſopher Menedemus contefled that they confirmed him in his opinion that Tye Trants- 
all things: were adminiftred by divine providence and that they furniſhed him with rea- tion of the 
ſons to maintain his fentuments. Burt the King protelted in their preſence, that their ORE 
converſation had infinitely contented and inſtructed him , in that by their means he had what 
obtained the good hap to be informed by them how to govern his Kingdom. Whereupon 
he:commanded that each of them thould have three talents given him , and that they 
:Oſhould be conveyed to their lodgings. Some four days after, Demetrius took them with o 
him, and led them over that trench of the Sea that containeth ſeven turlongs, and that 
Bridge which joyneth the Iſland to the — , and roward the Northern part _

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6 wo Fe of, he aſſigned them a lodging remote from all noiſe, and fit for contemplation : 9 i 
world, 3684. Which place after he had brought them, he beſought them, that ſince they had all choſe 
before Chrifts things that were neceſlary for the interpretation ot their laws , they would apply them- 
1%. 2 felves unto it! without any diſcontinuance of the work , until they had brought it to 


\—Y>- perfettion ; whereupon they imployed all the diligence that was poſſible, to the end the 
interpretation might be exact, intending only this from the morning until three hours 
after noon : after which time they imployed the reſt of the day in their refeQion , 
and to that end they were furniſhed in all abundance with all ſorts of vi&tuals. Re. 
ſides, Dorotheus preſented them with a part of divers diſhes which were prepared for 

' the King ; for ſo had his Majeſty commanded it.” Thus every morning entred they 
the Kings Palace, and after they had ſaluted him they retired themſelves to their ac- 
cuſtomed place ; and after they had waſhed their hands in the Sea water , and were py. 
rified , they fate down in that manner to proſecute their tranſlation. Now when the 
Law was fully interpreted , and the work was finiſhed, in the ſpace of ſeventy and two 
days , Demetrius aflembled all the Fews in that place where the Law had been tranſlated, 
and cauſed it to be read over-in the preſence of the Interpreters themſelves. Which done, 
the Aſſembly approved the Expoſition of the Interpreters ; and praiſed Demetrius, by 
whoſe ſuggeſtions they enjoyed fo great a good. They requeſted likewiſe that this Ex. 
poſirion ſhould be peruſed and over-read by the Nobles and Governours. After this, both 
the Prieſt, the Elders the Interpreters, and the Magiſtrates of the People required, that 
ſince this tranſlation was ſo happily atcheived, it might remain unaltered ; fo that no jot 
thereof might be changed. | : 

Which reſolution being allowed by all men, it was ordered, that if any man perceived 
any thing in that tranſlation, which was either exuberant or deficient , he ſhould conſider 
thereupon and give notice thereof, to the end it might be corrected: dealing herein very 
diſcreetly , to the end that that which had once been adjudged good , ſhould continue in- 
violable for ever. The King therefore was highly contented, ſeeing his endeavours and 

' purpoſe in that behalf ſo happily and profitably finiſhed ; bur above all things , he took 
pleaſure in reading the Law , admiring at the protound wiſdom of the Law-maker , and 
began to queſtion with Demetrius, by what means it came to pals, that neither any Poet 
nor Hiſtoriographer had made mention of that Law, notwithſtanding that in it ſelf it was 
ſo admirable. To whom Demetrius gave this anſwer: that no man was fo hardy to touch 
that work , by reaſon that it was Divine, and every way venerable : aſſuring him alſo, 
that certain men who had attempted to ſet their hands thereto , had been puniſhed by 
God : giving him to underſtand , how Theopompus, intending to reduce ſome part of that 
Law into his Hiſtory,had ran mad for more then thirty dayes,and that having ſome inter- 

Gods juſtice Miſſion of his fit, he appeaſed God by prayer ; thereby eaſily con jecturing what was the 

upon thoſs cauſe of his malady. Moreover, he was certified by a Viſion that appeared unto him ih 

Ernie that his fleep, that this inconvenience befell him , becauſe he had too curiouſly ſearched into 

with the ſacred ſacred and divine matters, and had intended to communicate the fame unto prophane and 

Scriptures. wicked men from which enterpriſe when he had defiſted, he recovered his right wits again. 
He likewiſe infinuated further, that Theodeſtes the Tragick Poet, intending to make mens 
tion in ſome of his Poems of a certain Hiſtory written in the ſacred Scriptures, was f{trucken 
blind ; and acknowledging the cauſe hereof to proceed from his audacious preſumption, 
he was reſtored to his fight after he had appeaſed Gods diſpleaſure. 

When the King had conſidered on theſe words, according as Demetrius had diſcourſed 
them unto him, he proſtrated himſelt on the earth, and commanded that the books ſhould 
be carefully kept, to the end they might continue free from corruption. Furthermore, he 
exhorted the Tranſlators to repair oftentimes unto him trom Judea., aſſuring them that in 
ſo doing, the matter would redound both to their honor and profit ; telling them that tor 
that time he thought good to diſmiſs them : but when they ſhould return unto him again, t 
of their own motion, they would obtain allthat which their wiſdom deſerved, or magnt- 
ficence could impart unto them.

Which when the people of An7zoch intended 
to aboliſh,during the preſent War, Matianas at that time Governour of Syria, oppoſed him- The priviledge 
ſelf againſt them. Again, when Yeſpaſran and his Son 7ztus had conquered the world, _ 
although the Alexandrians 'and Antzochians deſired that the priviledges which the Jews (1c 5,9; 
enjoyed might continue no longer ; yet could they not obtainit. Whereby the humanity 
and valour of the Romans may appear, and eſpecially of Yeſpaſtan and 77tus, that notwith- 
ſtanding they had received ſo great troubleby the Wars of the Jews,and were ſo bitcerly in- 
cenſed againſt them, for that they had not, by laying down their Arms , ſubmitted them- 

| felves,but had continued War againſt them to the uttermoſt, yet they deprived them not of 
their priviledges, but put a ſtop to that diſpleafure which they had long before conceived 
againſt them; and in ike manner had no regard to the requeſt of two ſo puiſſant Cities, as 
Alexandria,and Antioch : wherefore they granted nothing 1n tavour of them, nor ordained 
any thing to the prejudice of thoſe whom they had overcome in War, ſo as to aboliſh one 
jot of thoſe priviledges which they had in times paſt ; but faid that they that had reſiſted 
them by Arms, and who had been overcome, were ſufficiently puniſhed tor their obſtinacy: 
and as touching thoſe that had not committed any offence, they ſaw no reaſon to deprive 
them of their rights and priviledges. We know likewiſe,that Marcus Agrippa was of the 
fame opinion touching the Fews. For whereas the Fox/avs. were ſeditiouſly bent againſt 

L them, and beſought Agrippa, that it might be only lawtul for them to make uſe of the pri- 
viledges which Antzochus Selexucus's Nephew ( whom the Greeks intituled by the name of 
God ) had given them ; requiring, that it the Fews were of their blood, they might be tyed 
to adore the ſame gods which the Fonzans worſhipped : When theretore this matter was 
referred to the determination of the Judges, the Fews had the better , and obtained the li- 
berty to live according to their ownLaws and Cuſtoms : and he that at this time pleaded 
their cauſe, was Nicholas Damaſcene.For Agrippa pronounced, That it was unlawful for them 
t0 innovate any thing, And it any man deſire to have a more exatt knowledge hereof, let 
him read the 12.3, and 24 book of the Hiſtories of Nicholas. Neither ought this judgment 
of- Agrippa's, to ſeem in any ſort ſtrange : for at that time our Nation had not by any 

M Wars procured the Romans diſpleaſure. But upon juſt occafion may a man admire the mag- 
nanimity of Yeſpaſtan,and of his ſon 77tus,who behaved themſelves with ſuch moderation 
ater ſo great a War,and ſuch doubtfal Battels as they had fought againit us. But to return A4»iochus the 
tomy purpoſe, from whenceT have digreſled : At ſuch time as Antiochus the great reigned 872 King of 
in 4//a, the Countrey of Fewry was much haraſled,and both the Fews and Inhabitants of HY 56s 
Czloſyria endured many miſeries. For A#tiochus making War againſt Prolomey Philopater Jews. 
C his ſon,called P ro/omey the famous,they were miſerably perplexed.For whether Antzochus 
overcame,or was overcome,they were continually ſpoiled : 1o that betwixt the proſperity 
and adverſity of Antiochas , they. fared like a ſhip toſſed in a ſtorm. But at length, after 
Antiochus had overcome Ptolomey, he conquer'd Fewry. Afterthe death of Phzlopater, his 

N fon ſent a great Army into Celeſyria, under the conduCt of Scopas , who ſeized a great 
number of thoſe Cities; and falling upon our Nation alſo, he conquer'd it. Not long after 
this, Antiochus fought with Scopas, near unto the River Jordan,and obtained the victory, 
diſcomfiting the greater part of the Enemies Army ; at which time Anriochasrecover'd 
againthoſe Cities of Cz/oſyria, which were before taken by Scopas. He took Samara alſo: 
which when the Fews perceived, they ſubmitted themſelves of their own accord unto him ; 
and having received him in the City of Jeraſalem, they gave both his Army and his 
Elephants abundance of proviſion, and willingly aſſiſted him with their Forces, to ſubdue 

. thoſe Gariſons with Scopas had placed inthe tortreſſes of the higher City. Whereupon 
Antiochus ſuppoſing it to be tor his honour, to acknowledge and remunerate the affe&tion 

(0) and ftorwardnels which the Jews had expreſſed in his ſervice, wrote unto his Captains and 
Friends, flsnifying unto them how forward the Fews had been in his Wars: and to let 
them know, that he was reſolved to gratific them tor their ſervice. 
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ef Hereafter I will inſert the wy of his letters which he wrote in favour of them , after x 
arid, 3790. [ have recited that which Polybius the Megalopolitane, writeth, to this purpoſe, which ] 
Nerevicy, will recite out of the ſixteenth Book of his hiſtories. Scopas ( faith he) the General of 
hos. Prolomeys Army, marching towards the mid-land, did in one winter overcome the whole 
Eg nation of the Jews. He reciteth alſo in the ſame Book that after that Scopas had been 
piphane; King OVErcOoMme Antiochas ſeized Bathanza, Samaria, Abila, and Gadra ; and anon after the 
Gigs war Zews, which dwelt at Feruſalem where the Temple was,joyned themſelves with him: and 
the King of Although we are to ſpeak more amply and particularly of that appartition that hapned 
Syris. near unto the Temple; yet we ſhall deter the recital hereof until another time.

homey, :ou- Elders ; and have alſo furniſhed us largely with all that which was neceſſary for our Souldiers 
ching the li- ayd our Elephants ; and have likewiſe taken Arms with us againſt the Agyptian Garriſon : 
—_ ore we have thought fit to afford them ſome ſatisfattion in repairing their City, ruinated by caſa- 
alties, to the intent it might be inhabited and Peopled again, ; gathering together thoſe Jews C 
that are ſcattered abroad in divers places, and planting them again in the ſame. And in 
eſpecial ( to the end that the ſervice of God may be renewed) we have ſet down a certain ſum 
of money, to be implayed in ſacrifices, and in buying Beaſts for their offerings, Wine, Oyl, and 
zncenſe ; that ts to ſay, twenty thouſand ficles of Silver, and for fine Floure, according to the 
law of the place, oze thouſand,four hundred and fixty meaſures of Wheat , and three hundred, 
ſeventy and five meaſures of ſalt. And my will is, that all theſe things that are above- 
named, be delivered unto them according to the form of our ordinance. We likewiſe command, 

' that the work of the Temple be finiſhed with the galleries, and other neceſſary buildings ; and 
that all the Timber be brought out of Jadea and other places, and eſpecially out of Libanus, 
without any tax or tallage : which exemption alſo ſhall take effe@ in all other ueceſſaries that 
are requiſite towards. the reparation of ſo famous a Temple. My pleaſure likewiſe is, that al 
they of the ſame Nation govern their State, according to their own laws. Let the antient 
Prieſts aud Scrabes of the Temple alſo, and the finging men be freed from all taxations , that 
are payed by the poll, and the tributes of the Crown, and all other whatſoever. And to the 
end that the City, may be the ſponer built, I grant unto all them that inhabit the ſame at this 
preſent, or that hereafter tranſport themſelves thither within the month of Oftober , 70 in- 
hatbzt the ſame with exemption from all charges for three years ſpace. We forgive them 
moreover the third part of their tributes , tothe intent they may recover their loſſes. We 
wil alfo that thoſe Citizens that have been forcibly led from thence into ſervitude, be ſet at li- 
berty, both they themſelves, and alſo thoſe that are of their alliance ; commanding their goods E 
to be reftored unto them. Farewel/. 

—_— " Theſe are the contents of this Letter. And to yield the more honour unto the Temple,

of the Temple. That it ſhould not be. lawful for any ſtranger, to enter within the incloſure of the Temple 
without the Jews permiſſion; except thoſe that ſhould be purified according to the law and 
cuſtom of the place. That no man ſhould bring into the city any fleſh of Horſes, Mules, wild or 
tame Aſſes, Leopards, Foxes, or Hares, or Generally of any Cattel prohibited to be eaten by the 
laws of the Jews. That it ſhould not be lawful likewiſe for any man to bring their Skins into 
the C ity or to nouriſh any ſuch beaſts in the ſame, but that it might be only lawful to uſe thoſe 
beaſts which might be ſacrificed unto God, according to the law of their anceſtors. That who- 
ſoever ſhould not obſerve theſe laws he ſhould pay three thouſand drachmes of filver unto the 
Prieſts. Furthermore, to expreſs his piety and fidelity towards us, at ſuch time as he heard 
of the troubles that happened in Phrygia and Lydia , he wrote alſo unto Zeuxis Governour

zeſty ; which when the people underſtooa, they gave Joſeph hearty thanks. Whereupon 
he preſently came down from the Temple, and honorably entertained the Ambaſſadors 
that came trom Prolomy, and having preſented them with gifts of great value, and feaſted D 
them magnificently for many dayes, heſent them back to their Prince; aſſuring them, 
that he would in perſon follow them. And the rather was he incited to this journey ,, be- 
cauſe the Ambaſſador had perſuaded him to come into Egypt , under ſuch aſſurance , that 
he would obtain all his requeſts at Po/omy's hands ; rhe rather, for that he was won with 
the young mans tree fpirit and noble entertainment. = ; | 
| _ As ſoon as the Ambaſſador returned into Egypt , he certified the King of Onzas's ingra- 
ae Kings  titude, and Joſeph's humanity : certifying him, that he would come in perſon to entreat 
honourably Pardon for the People tor that offence they had committed againſt him ; and the rather, 
entertained, for that he was in eſpecial authority among the People : and he fo far enlarged himſelf _ 
Joſephs live- 1 the praiſe of Joſeph, that both the King and Queen Cleopatra had a good opinion of E 
raliry upon his him , although he was as yet abſent. But Joſeph ſent unto Samarza to his Friends , and 
.. " borrow'd money, making preparation for his Voyage. Having therefore furniſhed him- 
{clt with Apparel, Veſſels and Horſes, and with almoſt twenty thouſand drachms , he ar- 
rived at Alexandria. 

At that time it hapned, that the Princes and Governors of Phenicia and Syria repaired 
thither to farm their Tributes ; for the King was accuitomed every year to ſell them to 
the men of moit reſpeC&t in every City : theſe meeting with Foſeph on the way, began to 
mockat his baſeneſs and poverty. But when hecame to Alexandria, and had intelligence 
that the King was at Memphis, he ſet forward , and went out to meet him. When there- 
fore the King, accompanied with the Queen, and 4zhenion his Friend, who had diſcharged P 
the place of Ambaſſador in Feruſalem , came riding in his Chariot ; Athenion ( who had 
been honorably entertained by Joſeph | perceiving him upon the way , certified the King 
that it was he of whom he had ſpoken upon his return from Fereſalem * proteſting on his 
behalf, that he was a virtuous and honorable young man. Whereupon Pro/omy received 
him with more kindneſs than the reſt,and made him come up into his Chariot ; where he 
was no ſooner ſeated , but the King began to accuſe Onzas for what he had committed. 
But Joſeph ſaid unto him, Pardongim,O King,and have reſpedt to his old age. For you know 
that ordinarily old men and young children have one and the ſame underſtanding; but from 
our ſelves who are young , you ſhall have what you pleaſe to require , without any pretext or 


cauſe of diſcontent. G 
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This wiſe anſwer increaſed the affection which the King had already. conceived for him: {3 — 
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whereupon he commanded that he ſhould be lodged in his own Palace, and that daily he 
ſhould accompany him at his Table. I REM =: 
As ſoon as the King came back to Alexandria, the Lords of Syria ſeeing Foſeph ſitting 
near unto the King , were diſpleaſed : and the day drawing near wherein they were to 
know what they ſhould pay for their tribute , they that were of the greateſt quality in 
their countrey tarmed it ; ſo that the Tributes of Celoſyria, Phenica , Fudea, and 
Samaria,, amounted together to eight thouſand talents. Whereupon Joſeph ariſing, 
blamed the farmers , becauſe they had deſigned amongſt themſelves to beat down the 
rice of the tributes, promiſing to give double ; and that he would likewiſe return the 
I forfeitures that were levied upon the goods of ſuch as oftended ; which were farmed 
together with the tributes. The King gaveear to this diſcourſe of his with great content 
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and faid, that he approved the ſale of theſe tributes unto Joſeph , who would hereby ſo con- Joſeph. 


fderably augment his revenue. When therefore he was asked whether he could grue ſuretie 2 
he made him anſwer with great confidence : O Xing (ſaid he) 7 will give thee ſuch 
pledges as are both worthy and honorable, and ſuch as you cannot miſtruſt. When therefore 
the King deſired him to producethem : 7will (faid he) O King , preſent thee for ſureties , 
thy ſelf and the Queen thy Wife , that one of you may be ſurety for me to the other. Ptolomey 
ſmiling hereat , granted him the farm of the tribute, without farther ſurety. This favor 
of his diſpleaſed thoſe Governours of the Cities that were come into Zgyp? , 1n that they 


_. aw themſelves contemned and conſtrained to return with ſhame unto their houſes. But 


\ oſeph obtained 2000 footmen from the King ; that he might _ by their aſfittance 
ſevy the tribure from thoſe Cities , who were negligent in their payments: and after he 
had borrowed five hundred talents of the Kings friends in Alexandria , he departed into

His brother told him 
that he needed not trouble himſelf,promiſing that he ſhould enjoy.her whom he loved, 
and that already ſhe was his wife ; letting him know the whole contrivance, and how 
he had rather wrong his own daughter than fo ſuffer his brother to fall into diſhonor. 
© Atcer that Foſeph had commended the kind and natural affection of his brother towards 
him, he took his daughter to Wife, who bare him a Son called Zfircanus, as it hath been 
ſaid. Who being thirteen years old, gave teſtimony of that natural ſpirit, and dexteri-

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Ta hsty that was in him; by reaſon whereof his brethren conceived an hatred againſt him, 4 
werld, 3770. and the rather becauſe he excelled them in all things , and thereby inſtead of gaining 
before Chri#s their love he raiſed their jealouſy and hatred.

199. * Whichofhis children had the ripeſt Judgment , and underſtanding ; he ſent them one 
after another to thoſe maſters, who were moſt renowned for Science in that time ; but 
all of them returned back unto him rude, and illiterate, becauſe they were negligent and 
idle. Whereupon he ſent Zircanus the youngeſt of them into a defart place diſtant from 
the high way ſome ſeven days journey , and gave him with him three hundred couple of 
Oxen, to ſow the ground in that barren place, concealing from him the yokes that ſhould 
couple them together. | 
When therefore he came unto the place, and perceived that the yokes were miſſing 
he asked advice of ſome of the husbandmen : who counſelled him to ſend ſome one back 
unto his Father to fetch the couples. Bur he ſuppoſing he ought not to loſe ſo much time 
as would be ſpent in ſending back a meſſenger , he made uſe of a contrivance which 
ſeemed much beyond his years. For he cauſed ten couple of the oxen to be ſlain , and - 
diſtributed the fleſh amongſt his workmen , and made them cut the Skins , and faſhion 
couples thereof, and having yoked his Oxen, he cauſed the land to be manured , accord. 
ing to his Fathers direCtion ; and afterwards returned home unto him. Whereupon he 
loved him the more intirely, by-reaſon of his wiſdom and the ſubtlety of his underſtand- 
ing ; and eſteemed him as if he had no other child bur him alone , but this increaſed the 
| malice and envy of his brothers. ES 
Goh fond- When news was brought unto Foſeph, that about that time King Prtolomey was bleſſed 
Foſep ; S peg.6 . 
eth his Sn with a young Son, and how all the chiefeſt Lords of Syria, and the Countries under 
nnd * his obeyſance, repaired to Alexandria in great pomp to celebrate the birth-day of the 
Kings Son ; he being of himſelf unable ( by reaſon ot his age) to go thither, he asked 
his Children, wherher any one of them would go and compliment the King. When 
therefore the eldeſt Sons had excuſed themſelves, and refuſed to undertake the journey, 
pretending they were unfit to perform the: meſſage, and underſtood not the manner of 
living at Court , all of them adviſing that their brother Z:rcanus might be ſent: Foſeph 
was well pleaſed thereat, and calling for Zircanus asked him if he would go to King 
Prolomey : he promiſed to undertake the journey, and told his Father he needed no great D 


ſum of money to perform it, becauſe he ſhould travel frugally , and content himſelt tor 


the whole expence with ten thouſand drachms. Foſeph was very glad to hear of his Sons 
prudence; and after Z7rcaxus had kept filence for a while he adviſed his Father , that 
he ſhould not preſent the King with any thing out of Fudea , but that he ſhould write un- 
to. his factor in Alexandria , commanding him to deliver ſuch ſumms of money as he 
thought convenient to buy that which he found to be moſt magnificent and of bet 
efteem in the City. Joſeph imagining that perhaps he would imploy about ten talents 
in preſents, and approving of his Sons Counſel , wrote unto his fa&tor Ario» ( who had 
the uſe of almoſt three thouſand talents of his in Alexandria.) For gathering up his 
money in Syria, he was wont to ſend it thither ; and as oft as the prefixt time came E 
wherein the Kings tributes were to be paid, he commanded 4riox to pay them. Having 
Treaſon inten- therefore letters-of Credit unto him , he went towards Alexandria. Whereupon his

ans  Ortheretbout: but when Z7rcarus had told him he had need of a thouſand, he waxed 
wroth', and reproved him for his prodigality , telling him how his Father had gathered 
his goods with much labour and trugality , and refuſing to give it him, he prayed him 
to imitate his fathers example : and in a word he told him, that he would deliver F 
him no more than ten talents ; and that for no other uſe, than to buy preſents for the King. 
Whereupon Z7ircazas was offended and cauſed 4r7on to be kept in Priſon. Whereof his 
Wife intormed Queen Cleopatra and defired her that the young man might be chaſtiſed 
for his inſolence { for Arion was in great eſteem with the Queen , ſo that ſhe acquainted 
the King with the matter.) Whereupon Prolomey ſent for Z7:rcaxus, and faid unto him ; 
That he marvelled, that being ſent unto him by his Father, he had not as yet vifited him ; and 
befides,that he had committed his Fathers Agent to Priſon: he therefore commanaded him t0 
yield hima reaſon thereof. Whereunto he anſwered , that there was a law among the Jews 
that no man ſhould taſte of the ſacrifices that had not firſt of all viſited the Temple, and ſacri- 
ficed nnto God; and that in that reſpef he had not hitherto vifited his Majeſty, becauſe he ex- 
petted certain preſents to preſent unto his Majeſty from his Father who was hisServant. Further-

When Pro/omey heard theſe words, he roſe well pleaſed, and wondred at the magnani- ,z, 

mity of the young man. Arzon perceiving that the King roſe ſatisfied , and that he wa s 
lIiketo have no aſliſtanceat his hands, delivered Hircanvs the thouſand talents, and by this 1, ©r4., 
mcans he was ſer at liberty. Some three days after , /Z7ircanus came and faluted both the atuons.

anſwer that he commanded the reſt not to ofter him any affront tor the future. 

The next day he ſought out all the Kings friends , and the principal Courtiers , and ;,.,,,. 
faluted them one by one, enquiring of their Servants, what preſents they would court founding what 
tie King with upon the birth of his Son ? Who told him that ſome of them would 9 men 
give twelve Talents, and others that were in dignity , would preſent them according to _ 6. 
their ability. Whereupon Z7ircanus ſeemed diflatisfied as wanting power to offer ſuch thanthe reſt, 
a preſent , pretending that he had no more than five Talents. All which theſe Servants I 

L preſently reported to- their Maſters : who were very joytul thereat, in hopes that the ther kingly 
King would not be well pleaſed to receive a ſmall preſent from Zircanus. Now when ***:4 
the day of folemnity was come, and they that pretended to preſent the King moſt mag- 
nificently, offered no more than twenty Talents : Hircanus preſented the hundred young 

Lads lie had bought to the King , and the Virgins unto Cleopatra: for whom he had paid 

a talent by the pole. At this unexpected magnificence, all men were amazed: but be- 

ſides this, he gave gifts of divers Talents to the King and Queens favourites and Ser- 

vants , and their attendants; whereby he ſecured himſelf from the danger that might 

fall upon him by their means. For the brothers of Zircanus had written unto them to 
murther him. Pro/omey was much pleaſed with the great magnificence of this young 

man , and bid him ask whatſoever he pleaſed at his hands. But he required no other 

thing bur that it would pleaſe the King to recommend him, by hus letters , to his father 

and brethren. When therefore the King had particularly honored him, and had given him 

many rewards , he wrote unto his Father and brethren, and all his Governours, and Com- ,,

miſfaries , and in that-manner ſent him away. His brothers hearing how he had in all thers amiling 
things highly pleaſed the King, and that he returned with great glory , they went out to him on the 
meet him, with an intent to murrher him, with their fathers knowledg.

Since they, who were ſent unto us'to this intent} have ſufficiently made appear both to'us and our.

T this time there dwelt a certain man in Modiz {a villa e of Jury ) whoſe riames 
- was Matthias, who was the ſon of Johz, who was the his of Simon, the ſon of 
I 4/monexs a Prieit, of therank of Joarib, born in Feruſalem. This Matthias had 5 ſons, Fohs 
| Calld Gadd, Simon call'd Matthes,Judaicall'd Machabeus, Eleazar named Auran,Jonathan 
called Aphus. This Matthias oftentimes complain'd unto .his fons, of the deplorable con- 
dition-to which their Nation was reduc'd, of the ruine of their City, the defolation of 
their-Temple, and the miſeries of the People, telling them, 7hat it were better for them to The teal and 
die in the defence of the Laws and Religion of their Forefathers,than to live diſhonourably amidſt r—_ —— 
ſo many Calamities. When therefore the Commiſlaries, deputed by the King, came unto ſons, 
Modis, to conſtrain the Fews to pertorm that which was enjoin'd them, and to command 
them to ſacrifice according to the ordinance ; requiring Matthias ( who ſurpaſſed the 
reſt in honour and other qualities, but _ in excellency of deſcent and nobility ) 
K to begin firſt of all to offer Sacrifice, to the end that the reſt might follow him, and be in- 
duc'd by his example ; aſſuring him, That the Ring would teſtifie his being well pleaſed with 
his compliance, by the rewards which he would ſuddenly ſend him. Matthias anſwer'd, That he 
wors!d by no means commit that Idolatry; aſſuring them, 7 hat although all other nations of the 
World, either for love, or fear of puniſhment, ſhould obey the Editts of Antiochus; yet that nei- 
ther he, nor any of his children, would be induc'd to forſake their fathers Religion, As ſoon 
as he hadreturn'd this anſwer, he held his peace, and a certain Few ſtepped forth to offer 
facrifice according to Aztiochus ordinance ; wherewith Matthias was ſo much diſpleas'd, An apoſtate 
that both he and his ſons fellupon him,and with their ſwords hew'd him in pieces. He ſlew ain by 3tat- 
Apelles the Kings Captain likewiſe, and the Soldiers which he brought with him, to com- Gi 
L pel the people to commit impiety. And not content herewith, he overthrew the Altar, 
crying out witha loud voice, If (faid he) any one be affected to the Laws of his Fathers, 
and the Service of God, let him follow me : And this ſaid, he preſently retir'd into the De- ew ry 
fart with his ſons, leaving the Borough utterly unpeopled. The reſt, after his example, ho thedchess 
retir'd alſo into the Deſfart, with their Wives and Children, and made their habitation in 
Caves. The Kings. Captains having intelligence hereof, gather'd thoſe Forces that were 
at that time in the Cittadel of Jeruſalem, and purſued the Fews into the Defart. And ha-: 
ving overtaken them, they labour'd firſt of all to make them ſubmit themſelves, and to 
is choice of that which was moſt for their advantage, rather than to endanger them- 
ſelves, and enforce them to chaſtiſe their diſobedience with blood. But the Jews nothing 
mov*d herewith, reſoly'd rather to dye, than commit ſuch an impicty : Whereupon they 
 (whoomitted no opportunity) aſſailed the Jews on a Sabbath-day, and burnt them with- 
in their Caves; who neither reſiſted their Enemies, gor ſo much as cloſed up the mouths 
of their Caves, forbearing to make any reſiſtance, by reaſon of the day, reſolving with - 


o 


themſelves, not to violate the Sabbath-day (for we are commanded to ceaſe from all la. The Fewrare 
bour on that day..) There were therefore about a thouſand ſtifled in their Caves, with Sabbath-ay 
their "Vives and Children. Yet notwithſtanding diverseſcaped,and joined themſelves with which flaogh* 
Matthias, whom they choſe for their Captain; who declared unto them, 7 hat they ought ts _ —_— 
fight on the Sabbath-day : aſſuring them, That if they did not, but ſcrupulouſly obſexwed the Gere Gary. 
N Law, they themſelves ſhould be Enemies unto themſelves,if perhaps the Enemy ſhould aſſail them 
on that day, and they ſhould not ſtand upon their guard : for by that means they ſhould be de- 
frroyed without reſiſtance. Hereby he perſuaded them to do as he had faid : and until this 
day, it is a cuſtom among us, that if need _ we make no difficulty to fight on the 
Sabbath-day. Matthias therefore having aſſembled a ſufficient number of men abour O_ gy 
him, deſtroyed the Altars, and flew thoſe that had forſaken their Religion, as many of 1dotatry. 
them as he could lay hands on. For divers were ſcatter'd here and thereamong the Na- 
tions, for fear; hecommanded theſe to circumciſe their children that were not circumci- | 
ſed,driving thoſe from every place, whom Artiochw had ordain'd to ſee his law executed.

Wedio © Ruf- ] Hen Apollonius, who was Aztiochus's General in Samara, heard hereof,he gather- 
544 ed his Army together, and invaded Fadea: againit whom Machabens made head, 
Ze overcome and overcame him ina Bartel, wherein there died many; and amongſt the reſt Apollorins, 
eth Apotiozizs whoſe Sword Machabens gotas his part in the ſpoil. There were a great number of them 
invartel. -- 2lſo wounded, and much-Pooty was faken in the Enemies Camp: after which Viory, 
ror of celo- enriched with ſpoils, he retreated. But Sero, Governor of Cz1oſyria, hearing hereof, 
pr yy inFudes and underſtanding that divers had joyned themſelves with F#das,and that he had already 
- * about him a ſufficient power to keep the Field, and give him battel ; he thought that it 
concern'd him to begin to puniſh thoſe who obey*d not the Kings Edits. Whereupon,af- 
ter he hada{lembled all the Forces that he had, and beſides them, hired certain Apoſtates, 
or fugitive Jews, he marched forthagainft J#das, and came as far as Bethoroz, a villagein 
Jewry, where he encamped. Fudzz allo came out to meeet with him, reſolving to: give 
him battel: and ſeeing that his Soldiers would hardly be drawn out to fight, (both by F 
reaſon of their inequality of number, as alſo becauſe they were faint by faſting a long 
rime) heencourag'd them, ſaying, 1 hat the means to obtain vittory, and to have the upper 
hand over their Enemies, conſiſted not in thegreatneſs of their number, but in their dependance 
upon God : whereof they had a moſt eminent example in their Forefathers, who had often times. 
defeated with a ſmall number of men, divers thouſands of their Enemies, becauſe they fought 
for th: defence of their Laws, and for their children: for thegreateſt power, (ſaid he) that 4 
mar can have, isto be innocent, and without offence. By theſe words, perſuaded he his Sol- 
diers, ſo that without any fear of the multitude of their Enemies, they all together ran 
upon Seroz, and eacountring with him, they diſcomfited the Syrians. For their Chieftain 
being ſlain, ail the reſt betook themſelves to flight, in which thing only conſiſted the ſafe- G 
ty of their lives. «das therefore purſuing them asfar as the Champain, ſlew about 800 
of them. The reſt ſaved themſelves in thoſe quarters that bounded upon the Sea. $4 -

Judas Machabeus defeats a great Army which King Antiochus ſent againſt the Jews, Lyſias ately, 
the next year returns with a much grater power, Judas kills five thouſand of his men, INN 
and cauſeth him to retreat. Hepurifieth the Temple, and ſetteth it in order. 


Other great Exploits perform*d by him. 
E Hen King Aztiochxs heard theſe things, he was much diſpleaſed at that which had Sabah 
! \ \ 


hapned : whereupon he muſtered all his Forces,and hiring divers ſtrangers and 905m res 
mercenary Iſlanders, he prepar'd himſelf to invade Fudea about the Spring-time. But 944c Frcs. 
after the muſter of his Army,when he found that his treaſute failed him,and that he was 

in great ſcarcity of money, (for his Tributes were not duly paid him, becauſe' the Na- 

tions were rebellious ) being likewiſe in his own nature a man of pay and magnificent 

ſpirit, which put him upon great expences, he reſolved firſt of all to go into Perſia, to 

gather his Tributes. He therefore left the charge of his affairs with Lyſzs, ( a man cu 

very much eſteemed by him, and one that govern'd all the Countrey from Euphrates, 4s committing 

far as the borders of Egypr,and thelower Aſia) giving him likewiſe a part of his Army, Þis Kingdom, 
and ſome of his Elephafits. To him had the King given charge to ſee his ſon Antiochus fon ro Iyſoas's 
carefully trained up, untill his return : commanding him exprelly, Zhat when he had con- charge depart- 

K gazred Judea, he ſhould make the Inhabitants thereof his flaves, and: ſell them to thoſe that _— 
would g:ve moſt; and deftroy Jeruſalem, and utterly aboliſh that race. The King having given 

this charge to Lyſias, led forth his Army towards the Countrey of Perſ#a, in the 147 year : 

And after he had paſſed Euphrates, he marched onward toward the upper Provinces. 

Lyſias choſe Prolomey the ſon of Dorymenis, Nicanor and Gorgias, (men of great pow- 

er andauthority amongſt the Kings friends) and gave them 40000 Footmen, and 7000 

Horſemen, to invade Fewry. Who marching as far as the City of Emans, encamped in 

the Piain near unto it, and ſtrengthned their Army with divers Allies out of Syr-a, and 

the Countries thereabouts, and with divers Fews alſo who were Apoſtates. There came 

alſo certain Merchants with them, with an intent to buy thoſe that ſhould be taken Pri- 

L ſoners, bringing Gives with them, to manacle thoſe that ſhould be captivated; and Money 
ro pay for them. 

When Judas had view'd the Camp, and numbred the:Enemy, he encourag'd the Sol- _ | 
diers,exhorting them to repoſe their confidence and hope of victory in God,willing them CITE 
to invocate and call upon him, according to their Law ; and that cloathing themſelves roteny, Gor- 
in ſackcloth, they ſhould humble themſelves according to their accuſtomed manner in giss, 20d N7 
ſuch extreme dangers,and call upon God with ſupplications and prayers ; andrhat in fo -— "wa 
doing, God would have compaſſion on them, and give them you to ſtand againſt their 
Enemies, and put them to flight. When therefore he had order'd his battle according to 
the cuſtom of his Countrey,by thouſands and hundreds, and ſent away thoſe that were 
newly married,and ſuch as had newly bought poſſeſſions, leſt the love of their Wives or 
Eſtates ſhould abate ſomething of their — he ſtood up in the midſt of them, and 

 exhorted his Soldiers to fight valiantly, intheſe, or ſuch like words : 

, My Countreymen aud Companions , wever have we hitherto had any occaſion more neceſſary, 
wherein we ought to ſhew our courage, and contemn our dangers, than at this preſent. For at Falss's Ora 
this time, if you fight couragiouſly,you may recover your liberty : which of it ſelfis ſo accepta- tionto his 
ble unto you all; and onght the rather to be deſired,becauſe thereby you will enjoy the free exer- Soldicrs, 
cife of your Religion. As therefore you ſhall behave your ſelves at this time, youmay obtain the

The Temple back to Antioch : where he ſojourned, hiring many Foreign Soldiers, to make a greater 
Army to invade fewry. After that Aztiochus's Captains had been diſcomfited ſo many 


of Feruſalem. 
times, Judas aſlembled the People together, and rold them, 7 hat after they had obtained fo 


many vittories through the mercy of Goa, it behoved them to go up to Jeruſalem, axd to _ 
the Temple that was 1-ft deſolate, and to offer thoſe Sacrifices ordained by the Law. When he 
came thither with a multitude of people, he found the Temple like a Deſart, and the E 
Gates thercof burnt,and Graſs rowing within it ; ſo great a deſolation drew ſighs from 
his heart, and he wept with all thoſe chat accompanied him : And having choſen out cer- 
tain of his beſt Soldiers, he commanded them to aſſault the Gariſon that were in the 
Fortreſs, whiles he himſelf purged che Temple. Which command of his being exattly 
and reſolutely fulfilled, he ſent for new Veſlels, a Candleſtick, a Table, and Altar of In- 
cenſe,all made of Gold. He put allo veils or hangings to the doors, accuſtomed to be 
fpread abroad, and made Gates to the Temple. And having thrown down the Altarof 
burnt-offterings, which had been prophaned by Azt10chus, he built a new one of all ſorts 
of ſtones, netther hewen, nor hammered, according to art. The 25 day of the month 
of Chaſlex, ( with us September) there were lights let upon the Candleſticks, and per- 
fumes laid upon the Altar, and loaves upon the Table, and facrifices offer'd upon rhe 
gr new Altar. All which hapned the ſame day three years, wherein the facred Religion 
for 3 whole was Changed into prophaneſs and impiety. For the Temple was ruinated and left deſo- 
years [pace- Jqte by Antiochas, andremained 1n thar ſtate for the ſpace of three whole years. For this 
Ts deſolation hapned in the 14574 year, and the 257h day of the month call'd A4pellens or

wait for the Fews ; and having beſieg'd them, he overcame them, ſetting fire on their 
Towers, and killing all the men that were therein. After this, he departed from thence, 
and made War upon the Ammonites, who had a greatand mighty Army, under the con- 
duct of Timotheus: Theſe he encounter*d and overcame, and took their City of Fazor, 

K and burnt it, and led away their wives and children into captivity, and afterwards retur- 
ned into Fudea. The neighbouring Nations hearing of this, aſſembled themſelyes to« 
gether in Galaad againſt the Fews, who inhabited the frontiers of Ga/aad ; who having 
retired to the Fort of Dathema, ſent Letters unto Fudas,tolet him know,That Timotheus 
iutended to ſurprize the place whereunto they were retreated,and requeſted hins to deliver them 
from this danger. And whiPft he was reading of theſe Letters,certain meſſengers came  _

This Viftory hapned on the 
x 3th day of the month Adar, as our Countreymen call it, and the Macedonrans Diſtre : lar, March: 
And hereof each year there 1s a {olemn Feaſt and Memorial obſerved. From this time 
forward, the Nation of the Jews were in quiet without any Invaſion, and lived in peace 
for a little time : but afterwards they were troubled with the like Incurſions. Whereis 4'etm the

After his Death, the People with a general conſent, conferred that Office upon Fades ; Hedio& Ruft' 
who hearing of the great power of the Rcxzans, and how they had conquer*'d Gaul:, > 
Spain, Carthage, Greece, and the Kings Perſeus and Philip ; and befides allrtheſe, the great Fuds cove- 
king Artiochns, he reſolved to procure their friendſhip, and to that purpoſe he ſent Ex. ant th a 
polemns the Son of John, and Jaſon the Son of Eleazar, his two moſt intimate Friends, unto te yon 
Rome, to entreat the:Romaxs to be their Allies and Confederates, and to write unto De- 
metrins, That he ſhould forbear to make War againſt the Jews. When the Ambaſſadors that 
were ſent from Judas werearrivedat- Rome, the Senate received them ; and after they had 
diſcourſed with then upon the occaſi-11 of their coming, they accepted their Alliance, 

LT and made a Decree, the Copy whereof was then brought into Jadea, and the Original 
reſerved inthe Capitol, engraven on a Table of Braſs. Which Decree of the Romazxs, 
concerning their alliance with the Jews, contained theſe Articles: — 
. That no Man under the obedience of the Romans, (pould maintain War againſt the Nation of Thedecree of 
the Tews :'r5r ſhould furniſh thoſe with Vitkuals, Ships, or Money, that ſhould makeWar againſt = —_— 
them, And if atiy Enemies ſhould aſſail the Jews, the Romans ſhould give them ſuccor to the ciety = 
utmoſt of their power : and'that likewiſe if any one ſhould make War againſt the Romaiis, the friendſhip of 
Jews ſhoald ſuccor them,” That if the Jewith Nationwould add or diminiſh any thing of that aaa 
aſſociatzon, it ſhould be 'done with the common advice of the people of Rotne ; and that that 
which ſhould be ordained, ſhould remain irrevocable. JEET

other greatand immortal aCtions by a glorious death. His Soldiers ſeeing him dead, and 

having no Commander of note left amongſt them, after the loſs of ſo valiant a Captain, 

betook them all to flight. S;mon and Jonathan his Brothers, upon intreaty, recover'd his 

Fuls burics Body, and carried 1t to Mod:z, (a place where his Father was buried : ) there was he in- 
in Modi. terred by all the People, who wept for him divers days, and honour'd him publickly, 
according to the cuſtom of their Countrey.

be atſuredly-built in Egype, in honour of Almighty God, by a Few. Being therefore cn«' 
couraged by..this Prediction, he wrote a Letter ro Prolemey and Cleopatra, to this effeR. 


During the time-that I was employed in your Wars, and by Gods favourable aſſiſtance have 
Aone you many ſervices, I have.viſited Calolyria and Phcenicia, and have been inthe City of © 
Leontepolis./ mhith x5 iz the Territories of Heliopolis ) I have alſo viſited divers other 
places, wherein'the Jews have.bivilt Temples without obſerving thoſe Rules that are neceſſary up- 
en ſuch argoceaſion, which is the cauſe that they agree, not among themſelves,: as alſo the like 
hath hapned among the Egyptians, through the multitude of 7 emples, and the great diverſity 

of Religions. And having found out a very convenient place near a Caſtle called Bubaſtis ir 
the Plain, where there is ſtore of all ſorts of materials for building, and Cattel fit for ſacrifice ; 

1 beſeech yot that it may be lamful for me to purifie the Temple that is ruinated in that place, 
and dedicated to n9 ſacred power : and that in ſtead thereof, to erect a Temple in honour of Al- 
mighty God, according" to the form and dimenſions of that Temple which is at Jeruſalem,where E: 
we ſhall pray for the preſervation and proſperity both of your ſelf, your Queen, and.Children. 
And this mill certainly unite all the Jews within the Kingdom of Egypt, for they will all in 
this place aſſemble to celtbrate the praiſes of God, according as it hath been foretold by the Pro- 
phet Ifaias, There ſhall be ( /azth he ) a Temple for our Lord God in. Egypt : many other 


things alſo hath he foretold touching this place.

But it came to paſs, that the Fews of Alexandria, and the Samaritans that brought in Dale i api 
the Service and Worſhip of the Temple upon the mount Garizi,. under Aexzzder the by Protome's 
Great, diſſerited from one another, and debeted their differences before \ Ptolemy; For mon 1p 
the Fews ſaid, That the Temple in Jeruſalem built according to'MHoſes laws and ordinan: the Feiws, Ub; 
ces, was the lawful Temple ; but the Samaritans maintained, Thit that which was built 4. 37. 
on mount Garazim, was the true Temple. They'therefore befor the King; That it ive the © 
would pleaſe him to ſit'in judgment, with the aſſiſtance of his friefds; to hear their alle- Fews and $4- 
gations in this behalf, and*to condemn the party unto death, who ſhould be found fanlty nom help 
in his proceſs. - Now, the advocates which pleaded tor the Samaritans, were Sabbers and Temple. 
Theodoſrus : and Andronicus, the ſon of Meſſatem, defended the cauſe of thoſe of Fernſa- 

tem, and the other Jews. And both of them ſwore both by God arid the King;"That they 

would bring their proofs according to the Law; beſeeching Prolemey to adjudse lim to 

death, whom he ſhould find to have talſifi'd his vatli. The King therefore fat down with 

his friends, to hear the cauſe, and determine their differences. But the Jews of A4lex- 

andria wete much diſpleaſed with them'that had drawn the preheminence of the Tem-

ged. When therefore the day of Audience was come, Sabbens and T heodofins ſuffered 
Andronicas to ſpeak firſt : who began to prove the lawtulneſs, holineſs, and religion of 
the Temple in Jer»/alem out of the Law ; and by the ſucceſſive government of the High 
Prieſts, who from father to ſon, and from hand to-hand, had received this honour ; there: 
in alledging, Thar all the Kings of Aſia had honoured the Majeſty of that plice with 
preſents and rich oblations: whereas neither in the record of men,-nor courſe of anti- 
quity, the Temple of Gariz: had been in any eſtimation, Hereurito he added ſtich other 
reaſons, as perſuaded the King, that the Temple of Fer«/a/ezz was built according to 
the ordinance of Ao/es, and cauſed him to adjudge Sabbens and T heodoſins to death. This 
may ſuffice to have ſpoken concerning the differences of the Fews of Alexandria; and 
fuch things as befell them during Protemey Philometors time. a

ter,the Princeſs Cleopatra, in marriage;telling him, 7hat it was yot below his drgnity,to rox- Ulrkchjed; : 
tratt affinity with him, fince he had obtained his fathers Enipire by the favor of God, and had nent ry 
overcome Demetrius. | Potlemey yielding 4 willingeat to his requeſt, wrote back, 7 hat he Jarmiein ne” 
was very glad that he had recovered his fathers kingdom, promiſing him to yrve him hit dang h< mey; daughter! 
ter in marriage ; aſſuring him, that he would meet him at Ptolomais; and bring his 4aughter y 
unto him to that place,and there celebrate the Nuptials. Aﬀeer he had written theſe Letters, 
Ptolemey made haſte to Prolomais, and led with him his daughter Cleopatra, white meet- 
ing with Alexander, ( according to their appointment) he deliver'd him his daughter, 
and gave her a dowry worthy of ſo great a Kirig: Unto tlie ſoleminiizitig of His mar- 
riage, Alexander, by Letters, invited the High-Prieſft Jonathan, commanding hin tocome 
to him to Prolomais. He went thither, and preſented magriificent Preſents to both the 
Kings ; he was highly honour'd by both, infomuch as Alexander conftrained himro put 
off his ordinary garments, and to puton a purple robe,and aftef that to fit upsha royal 
Throne : commanding his Captains to march before him through the City, and tocom- 
mand by publick Edi&t,7hat no mar ey dare tn ſpeak any rhiag again him, nor offer him 
any caiſe of diſcontent. - All which the Captains performed ; lo that they, who putpoſe- 


y and maliciouſly came thither to accuſe him, ſeeing the honour that was doh tinto hin 
by the King, fled away, leſt the miſchief which they deſigned fot him, ſhould fall uport 
O their own heads.

' offthe Aﬀnity that he had with him: andatcer he had withdrawn his Daughter from him, 
he preſently ſent Ambaſſadors unto Demerrime, to confirm a League of Peaceand Amity 
with him, promiſing him to beſtow his Daughter upon him in Marriage, andto eſtabliſh - 
M him in his Fathers Kingdom. Demetrizs very joyful to hear of this Ambaſſage, accepted 
both of the League and the Marriage. There only remained one difficulty for Prolemeyto 
furmount, which was, how he might perſuade the Antiochianstoadmit Demetrius, againit 
whom they were ſo much incenſed, for the indignities which his Father Demeerins had of- 
fered them ; but this difficulty he overcame by this means.

They*therefore beſoughrt the Kins; Thar it MEE - 
would pleaſe him to ſit'in judgment, with the aſſiſtance of his friends; to hear thelf alle- Fews and $4- 
gations in this behalf, and'to condemn the party unto death, who' ſhould be found fatty pots (help 
in his proceſs. . Now, the adyocates which pleaded for the Samaritans, were Sabbeis and Temple. 
Theodoſius : and Andronicus,the ſort of Meſſatem, defended the cailſe of thoſe of Fer»/a- 
tem, and the other Jews. And both of them ſwore both by God and the King; That they 
would bring their proofs according to the Law; beſeeching Prolemey to adjudse Him to 
death, whom he ſhvuld find to have falfifi'd his vatli. The King therefore fat down with 
his friends, to hear the cauſe, and'determine their differences. But the Jews of 4lex- 
andria wete much diſpleaſed with them that had drawn the preheminence of the Tem- 

x pleat Jeruſalem; into queſtion, and were highly difcontent, that a Temple ſo antient and 
famous, and ſo efteemed and honouted through the whole World, ſhould be fo diſpara- 
ped. When therefore the day of Audience was come, Sabbens and T heodofins ſuffered 
Andronicus to ſpeak firſt : who began to prove the lawtulneſs, holineſs, and religion of 
the Temple in Jeruſalem out of the Law ; and by the ſucceſſive government of the High 
Prieſts, who from father to ſon, and from hand to-hand, had received this honour ; there: 
in alledging, Thar all the Kings of 4fiz had honoured the Majeſty of that plice with 
preſents and rich oblations: whereas neither in the-record of men, nor courſe of anti- 
quity, the Temple of Gariz7 had been in any eſtiniation, Hereurito he added ſtich other 
reaſons, as perſuaded the King, that the Temple of Fer/alezz was built according to

Aﬀeer he had writtei! theſe Letters, 
Ptolemey made haſte to Prolomais, and led with him his daughter Cleopatrd, where meet- 
ing with Alexander, ( according to their appointment) he delivet* him his' daughter, 
N and gave her a dowry worthy of ſo great a King: Unto tlie ſolenititzitig of his mar- 
riage, Alexander, by Letters, invited the High-Prieſt Jonathan, commanding Him tocome 
to him to Prolomais. He went thither, and preſented magnificent Preſents to both the 
Kings ; he was highly honour'd by both, infomuchas Alexander conftrained himto put 
off his ordinary garments, and to puton a purple robe,and aftef that to fit up6h a royal 
Throne :. commanding his Captains to march before him through the City,anhd tocom- 
mand by publick Edict,7hat no man 2 dare tn ſpeak any ning againſt him, nor offer hin 
any caiſe of diſcontent. © All which the Captains performed ; fo that they, who putpoſe- 
ly and maliciouſly came thither to accuſe him, ſeeing the honour thatiwas dohe unto hint 
by the King, fled away, leſt the miſchief which they deſigned fot him, ſhould fall uport 
O their own heads. This King Alexander loved Jonathan ſo intirely, that he afforded hint

Phenicia,to fight againſt Demetrius, he went into the neighbouring Cities, and was by 
them very kindly received ; yet did they not aftord him any Menof War. Coming 
from thence unto 4/calon, the Citizens in honourable aray came out to meet him with 
Preſents ; whom together with the Cities of C2/o/yr:a, he exhorred to forſake Demetri« 
z"spart,and to follow Antiochn,to the end,that joyning themſelves with him,they might 
all of them combine their Forces againſt Demetrius, and take vengeance of thoſe miſ: 
chiefs which they had oftentimes endur*d by his means: and which if they prudently 
examin'd, they: had many reaſons to proſecute their revenge. After he had perſwaded 
theſe Cities to enter into Confederation againſt Demerrins,he came to Gaza to induce them 
likewiſe, and reconcile them to Antioch. But he found the Gazears to be of a far con- 
trary diſpoſition than that which he expetted, for they flatly reſiſted him : and although 
they were intended to forſake Demetrizs, yet would they not joyn their Forces, or ſub- 
mit the City to his Government. For which cauſe, Jozathar belieged thejr City, and 
ſpoiled their Countrey : for with the one half of his Army he begirt Gaza, and with the 
other half he over-ran the Countrey, ſpoiling and burning the ſame. The Gazeazs ſeeing 
theſe miſeries which they were conſtrain'd to endure, and perceiving that no ſuccors 
came unto them from Demetrizzs, but that their own overthrow was at hand, and thejt 
aſliſtance far off: and that which was worfe, moſt uncertain ; they thought it to be the 
wiſeſt part for them, to forſake the one, and follow the other. Whereupon they ſent ** 
meſſengers unto Jorathan,proteſting that they would be both his friends and confederates. 
For men do unwillingly take knowledge of their profit, before they have bought it to their ſor» 
row ; and that which they negletted at firſt,and was moſt expedient for them to perform before 
they were afflicted, that do they earneſtly hunt after,at ſuch time as they have been chaſtiſed.Ulp- 
on this ſubmiſſion of theirs, Joathar receiv'd them into favour, and took pledges of them, 
and ſent them to Fers/alem,and from thence marched he along the Countrey as far as Da- 
maſco. And whereas an huge Hoſt ſent by Demetrizs,came out againſt him, as farasthe 
City Cegaſa, near unto Zyre and Gal//ee,making their reckoning to divert Jonathan from 
S1r:a,by ſuccouring and relieving thoſe of Gal/lee, who were their Confederates : Jora- 
thaz went out ſpeedily to meet with them, recommending theſtateof Judeato the charge 
of his brother $7207.

In the 
mean while Jozathaz, who was in Gal/lee,cauſed his Army to diſlodge from a place called

Whereupon the Senate granted all which they demanded, and gave them gjenaſhip and 
their Letters of recommendation to all the Governors of Aſia and Enrope; and to thoſe confederacy

Countrey ; in their return they went to Lacedemon, and deliver'd thoſe Letters which cedemonians, 


Fonathan hid written to that State, which were to this effect :

 Foraſmuch as heretofore we have received a Letter Ly the hands of Demotheles, written 
from Arius your Kyjng, to Onias our High Prieſt, making mention of that alliance which x bes 
tween you and us ( the Copy whereof we have here-under inſerted ) we received thoſe Letters 
with great joy, and teſtified the ſame both to Demotheles ad Arius, ( notwithſtanding we 
were not ignorant of this conſanguinity long before; becauſe we were informed thereof by our 
ſacred Scriptures: ) And whereas we have not firſh of all acknowledged our alliance, it was for 
a0 other reaſon,but that we might give you the opportunity of preventing us. Since which time: 
wherein we have contradted friendſhip with you, we have on our holy and ſolemn days ſacrificed 
unto our God,beſeeching him 19 continue and keep you in proſperity ; and [g- as we have 
beer environed with many Wars, cauſed by the inordinate ph. of our Neig hbours,we have not 
L thought it meet tobe troubleſome unto you, or to any other of our Allies. But ſince we have ob« 
tained an happy iſſue of all _ troubles, we have ſent Numenius, the ſon of Antimachus, 
and Antipater, the ſoz of Jaſon, Men honourable among# our Counſellors, both to the Romans, 
and to you alſo; to whom wehave given our Letters to be preſented unto you, in onr behalf, to 
the end they might renew the amity which # between you and us : you ſhall therefore do well if 
you write back unto us, and certifie us wherein we may ſerve you, there being no good Office 
which we are not ready to perform. 


Theſe Ambaſſadors were kindly entertained by the Lacedemonians, who made a pub- 
| lick Ordinance touching their aſſociation and amity with the Jews, which they deliver-

the Citizens,beſides the want of Water which he had in his Camp ; which was not- fven Stars;

They oti 
the other ſide made often allies, and if they chanced at any time to charge. the Enemy

'backin order. But Hircanns conſidering the great number of People that were in the r* ——— 
City, who rather conſumed Soldiers ViEtuals, than performed any ſervice, he divided City. 
thoſe that were unfit for War, and ſent them out of the City, retaining only thoſe with 
him who were valiant and warlike. But Arntiochns permitted rhem not to have free lis 
berty to depart; ſo that wandring here and there between the Walls and the Camp, they ,4u;i& 
were conſumed. with Famine, and died miſerably. When as therefore the feaſt of Taber- fordcth ſeven 
nacles was tobe celebrated during theſe affairs, they that were within,had compaſſion of 92js truce to 
their Countrey-men, and drew them within the Walls, andentertain'd them within rhe feaſt of Tabjers 
City. At this time Hircanns ſent a meſſenger tobeſeech Antiochus to grant him Truce nactes/ 
L for ' Wb days, by reaſon of the ſolemnity of the Feaſt ; which he granted, for the ho- 
'+ nour which he bareunto God. Furthermore, he ſent a magnificent Sacrifice into Jeru{alens | 
of Bulls with gilded Horns,and veſſels full ofdivers Perfumes, with other veſſels of Gold 
and Silver. Thoſe that had rhe charge of the Gates,received the Sacrifices at their hands 
that brought the ſame, and offer'd them in the Temple. Aztioches himſelf alſo gave the ' 
Soldiers certain meats to grace their Feſtival, ſhewing himſelf herein to be of a far bet- 
ter diſpoſition than Antiochus Epiphanes, who, after he had taken the City, cauſed Swines 
fleſh to be ſacrificed upon the Altar, and beſprinkled the Temple with the Hogs Blood, 
making a confuſion of the ordinances ofthe Law of God, which was the cauſe that this 
Nation rebelled, and conceived a deadly hatred againſt him : But Aztiochus, of whom 
M we ſpeak at this preſent, was by all men cald Devont, becauſe of the incredible affeQtior 
- that he had to the ſervice of God. Hircanus acknowledging the bounty and affettion he 
had towards God and his Sacrifices, ſent Ambaſſadors unto him, requiring him, that he Hircanis thas 
would permit them to live according to the antient Laws and Cuſtoms of their Forefathers. _ —_— 
Whereupon the good King rejeCted their Counſel whoadvis'd hMnto deſtroy the Jew:ſb ak 
Nation, for being contrary to the cuſtoms of all other People. And underſtanding that Sicge is girca 
all the converſation of the Jews was conformable unto Piety, he anſwer'd the Ambaſ. 
fadors, That if the beſieged would yield up their Arms,and pay the Tributes of Joppa, and the 
other Cities that were out of Judea, and would receive a Gariſon, ſuch as he ſhould appoint, he 
N would diſcharge them of this War. They accepted all other his conditions, but they con= 
** ſented not to receive a Gariſon, leſt they ſhould be forced to entertain ſuch with whom 
they could not converſe ; but inſtead of the Garifon they gave Pledges, and paid 500 
Talents of Silver, of which the King receiv'd 3oo in hand, with the Pledges; amongſt 
which,was Hircanus's brother : and after he had beaten down the Cope and Panes of the pirequu ta- 
Walls, with the other Fortifications,he rais'dthe ſiege,and departed. But Hircanas open- keth a buge 
ing Davids Monument, (who ſurpaſſed all other Kings in riches during his time ) drew og oj 
3000 Talents out of the ſame, whereby he took occaſion firſt of all among the Jews to David's tombs 
entertaina Forreign Army.

tiochus had /poilt them of, and may rate and ſet down the damages which the Countrey hath 
recervd by this War. Ttem, That Letters of recommendation ſhould be written in the behalf of 
the Jewiſh Ambaſſaders,to the King s and free People,for their ſecure and ſafe return into their 
Countrey. It hath been held convenient, to make and ratifie this Ordinance, tothe end to renew 
friendſhip and alliance with men of ſo good reſpedt, ſent unto them by a Nation ſo good and 
faithfal towards them.. And as touching the Loren, the anſwer was, Zhat they ſhould be 
written at ſuch time as the affairs of the Senate would permit them any leiſure ; and that from 
this time forward they would have care that noinjury ſhould be offer d them. And the Pretor 
Fanius was commanded alſo to deliver the kat: moxey out of the common Purſe,to bear 
their charges home into their Countrey.And thus did Fanixs diſmiſs the Ambaſſadors of the 
Jews, after he had given them Money out of the common Treaſury, with the Decree of 
the Senate addreſſed to thoſe that ſhould condutt them, and give them a ſure convoy, or 
fafeguard to returninto their Countrey, And this was the ſtate of the affairs during

Ariſtobulus War againſt Hircanns, and tought with him near unto Jericho : where a great number of 
an Crean Hircanus's followers ſubmitted themſelves of their own accord to 4r//fobulzs. Through 
vir] * whichaccident Hircanus was forced to flie to the fortreſs of the higher City, where Alc- 
xandra, Ariftobulus's Mother, had impriſoned both his Wite and Children {as before is 7 
ſpecified,) The reſt of the tation, for fear of his brother who had gotten the victory, 
retired themſelves within the precincts of the Temple, where they were beſieged and ra- 
The peace be- ken. After this, a Peace was Treated of betwixt both the brethren, and their difference 
_ Ewixt OR” WAS decided in this manner, That Hircanus ſhould pals the reſt of his life without med- 
ow "_- ling with Sate Afﬀairs, and A4ri/tobulus, ſhould reign. This League was ratified between 
them in the Temple, and confirmed with oaths, conjunction of hands and embraces, in 
the ſight of all the people : which being tiniſhed, Ari/fobalzs retired himſelf into the Pa- 
lace, and Hrrcarus to Ariſtobulus's lodging, to lead a private and quiet lite. 
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Antipater az Idumzan, perſuades Hircanus to flie, andto retire himſelf to Aretas, King of 
the Arabians, who promiſeth tore-eſtabliſh hin in the Kingdomof Judea. 


Hedio & Ruf+ UT a certain friend of H:rcarns, (by Nation an 14+mear, and by name Antipater) 
Pn + being very rich, and by nature both faEtious and induſtrious, wasas much Ari/tobu-: 
Cee” Eire tes's Enemy, as Hircanuss Friend. Truc it is, that Nicholas Damaſcene writeth of thisman, 
canz's friend. That he was deſcended of the nobleſt amongſt thoſe Jews who returned from Babyloz in- 
_— — HOY Fewry : but this he did on purpoſe to gratifie Herod, Antipater*s ſon, who, by a caſual- 
cbols Damaſ- ty, became afterwards King of the F:ws' (as we will expreſs hereafter in time and place [, 
em mpts convenient.) This Artipater was atthe firſt called Az#ipas,according tohis fathers name, 
Antiqa, who (as it is reported) was made Governor of all Iaumee by King Alexander and his 
Wife : and afterwards made a League with the Arabians, Gazeans,and Aſcalonites, cor- 
rupting them, and inſinuating himſelf intotheir favors, by divers great Preſents beſtow- 
| ed upon them. This young Aztipater conſidering with himlſelfwhat Ariftobulus power was, 
Amipazer in- and fearing left ſome miſchief might befal him, through the hatred the young King had 
cenſcth ene . conceived againſt him, he communicated with certain ofthe greateſt among the Oy 
rinces of the : , . ' n 
Fews againſt and ſecretly and cunningly incenſed them againſt Ar:/#ob»us, telling them, 7 hat they had 
Ariſtobul. done amſs, both to ſee and ſuffer Ariftobulus to detain the Ring dom unjuſtly in his hands, and 
to diſpoſſeſs hi elder brother Hircanus, to whom by right of inheritance it did belong. He like- jj 
wile accoſted and ſounded Hircanus ordinarily with theſe words, telling him,7 hat he lived 
in danger of his life, and would doubtleſs be ſnared, except he ſought his own ſecurity, and fled 
his evident ans : alledging, That Ariſtobulus's friends wonld never ceaſe to conſult how they 
might ſhorten his life, to the end that be might live in more ſecurity. To theſe inftigations of 
his, Hircanns gave {mall credit, (for that of his own nature he was courteous, and could 
not eaſily be induced or ſeduced by detrattions) but this negligence and careleſneſs in 
him, was the cauſethat he was accounted a filly man. On the contrary fide, Ariſfobulss 
was of a different and more heroick nature, being more aCtive in performance, and care- 
ful to prevent. 

Now although A-tipater ſaw that Hircanus made ſmall account of his inſtigations, yet jq 
ceaſed not daily to invent and propoſe new ſurmiſesand accuſations, urging Ariftobulus's © 
hatred and praQtice to murther bim: and prevailed ſo by his importunity, that at laſt he 
perſuaded him to flieto Aretas King of Arabia, promiſing him, That in ſo doing, he would 
give him both aid and aſfiftance. Hircanus wasthe more eafieto be induced to follow 4z- 
Zipater's advice, for that Arabiz was adjacent to Jewry. Whereupon he firſt of all ſent 4A»- 
71pater to Aretas, to take afſurance of him that he ſhould not betray him into his Enemies 
hands, itheſhould ſubmithimſelfunto him, and require his affiſtance.

his two daughters. Alexander maketh his eſcape ont of Priſon. 


F the mean time the City of Fer»/alem was divided, for ſome thought good to yield 


Ferufalem _ up the City to Pompey; others ( that were of Ariſfobzluss fattion)) counſelled that

The laſt prevailing, ſeized the Temple: and break- 
bY . ing down the Bridge which was betwixt it and the City, reſolved to ſtand on their de- 
fence. But the others not only deliver'd the City into Pompey's hands, but the Royal 
 Palacealſo, who ſent Pzſo hi Lieutenant thither with his Forces to take poſteſſion thereof, 
and toplant his Gariſons therein, and to fortihe thehouſes near the Temple. Firſt there- 
fore Pompey ofter'd the enry certain conditions of Peace, which when they refus'd, he 
Pompey ma- {Þut them in on every ſide, being inall theſe his endeavours aſſiſted by Hircanus. Pompey 
keth prepara- Incamped with his Army on the North-ſide of the Temple ( which was the eaſieſt to be 
__ beliese aſſaulted ) on this fide alſo there were certain high Towers, anda huge Trench, beſides a 
he temp'e deep Valley that begirt the Temple. For on the City-ſide there was ſuch Precipices, that x 
there was no paſſage, the bridge being broken. The Romays wrought vigorouſly in cut- 
W ting down of Trees to make Bulwarks, which being done, they planted great Machines 
- -* *andEngines that Pompey had cauſed them to bring trom Tyre, they threw great ſtone Bul- 
lets with them to batter the Temple. The Romans had hardly got their Works accom- 
pliſhed, if the ſtrict keeping of the Sabbath had not hinder'd the beſieged to make any 
oppoſition that day. For the Law permitteth them to defend themſelves againſt their 
Enemies, being aſlaulted, but not to aſfail them when they intend any other Work. 
Which when the Romars underſtood, they neither gave aſſault, nor proffered skir- 
miſh on thoſe days which we call Sabbaths: but they built their Fortifications and 
Towers, and planted their Engines, ſo that the next day they were ready to put themin p 
execution againſt the Fews. And hereby it iscaſie to conjeCture, how incredible the piety 
- of our Nation is, and how ſtudious and induſtrious it 1s in obſerving the Divine Laws. 
ever = For notwithſtanding any preſent or imminent danger, they never deſiſted tooffer their 
their @crifice, ſolemn Sacritices: twice a day, in the morning, and about the ninth hour, the Prieſts 
roteichfand} offered duly upon the Altar. For when the Temple was taken (in the third month, and 
Th-eakinzof ON a faſting day, inthe hundred ſeventy nine Olympiade, inthe year wherein Cajus Av- 
the Temple. 70z27us, and Marcus 7 ullins Cicero were Conſuls) the Enemy entreh the Temple by force, 
and kill'd all they met. Yet notwithſtanding all this, the Prieſts ceaſed not to offer their 
accuſtomed Sacrifice : and neither the hazard of their lives, nor the great number of 
thoſe that were kill'd, could force them to flie ; they held it more convenient for them 
to indure all things that might befall them in attending upon the Altar, than to tranſ- 
grels or vary one jot irom their ordinances. And that this may ſeem to be no fable, — 
praiſe 
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Ht praiſe of their difſembled devotion, bur the exaCt and perfett truth; all thoſe that write Or

the Hiſtories concerning Pompey and his atts, do witneſs noleſs: amongſt the number of ww, 3093, 
which,are Strabo,Nicholas,and Titus Livins the Roman Hiſtoriographer,the moſt famous 6efore c5riſf's 
among the reſt. The greateſt of theſe Towers was battered by theſe gens and fell, $2%% 
bearing a great Pane of the Wall to the Earth with it, which was the caule that the Enes > 
mies in multitudes brake in by the breach. The firſt that aſcended the Wall, was Corze- - 

lims Fauſt us, the ſon of Syls, with his Soldiers. Aﬀter him mounted the Centurion Fu- 

rias, accompanied with thoſe that follow'd him on the other ſide ; and through the midſt 

of the breach did the Centurion Fabiss eriter witha ſtrong ſquadron. The whole circuit 

was filled with dead Bodies, and ſome of the Fews dyed by the Romans Swords, others 

flew one another, the reſt caſt themſelves down headlong from the Precipices; many 

likewiſe ſet their houſes on fire, and conſumed themſelves therein, leſt they ſhould behold 

the executions that were performed by their Enemies. There fell about 12co0 Fews , Twclve thous 
and very few Romens.

Thus ZH{rcanus and Ariſtobulus, through their difſentions and civil breadth were the cauſe

have been ſubdu'd by the Romans. Beſides that we have been enforced to ſurrender up 
thoſe Cities unto the Syrians, which we had formerly conquer'd by force of Arms. And 
that which is to be lamented, the Rowazs in a little time havedrawn from us more than 
10000 Tilents:' and the Royalty which before-time was an honour reſerved for thoſe 
that wereof the Race of the High-Prieſts, hath been beſtowed on men of mean extraCti- 
on; whereof we will ſpeak in place convenient.

« 20 which is dedicated unto God. It ts therefore a thing moſt manifeſt, that the Jews that in- 
habit Aſia, tranſported this money into Coos for fear of Mithridates : For zt is not like 
that they who inhabited Judea, and had a City ſo ſtrong, and a Temple ſo nell fortif?d, ſhould 
ſend their money to Coos. Neither is it credible likewiſe, that the Jews remaining in Alex- 
andria ſhould do it, for that they feared not to fall into danger through this War of Mithri- 
dates. 

The ſame Szrabo alſo ſaith in another place, That when Sylla paſſed thorow Greece to 
make War azainſt Mithridates and Lucullus, he ſent Men unto Cyrene, which was troulled by 
reaſon of the Mutinies of our Nation, wherewith thewhole World was filled. There were four 
ſorts of people in the City of the Cyrenians : oze of them were Citizens, the ſecond were La- 
bourers, the third were Strangers, and the fourth were Jews, who at this preſent were interming- 
led thorow all Cities ; neither i there an inhabited place throughout the World, neither was 
there any Nation that inhabit the ſame, wherein theſe have not ſet foot and fortified. For both 
Egypt and Cyrene ( being under the ſubjeition of the ſame Princes, and divers other Nati- 
ons, conformed themſelves to their cuſtoms, and nouriſhed aſſemblies of Jews, and advanced 
them, and more ani more uſed the Jewiſh ordinances. It appeareth therefore that there was 4 
Colony of Jews in Egypt. A great part likewiſe of the City of Alexandria is aſſigned to the 
Jewiſh Nation. They have likewiſe their peculiar Magiſtrate, whogoverneth the people, endeth, 
and decideth their differences, and maintaintth their contraits and ordinances, as if he gover= © 
zed in his own Commonwealth. By this means this Nationhath fortified and efablifbed) it ſelf 
in Egypt, for that the Jews haa their orig inal amongſt the Egyptians ; and for that Judea i 
near unto Egypt, from whence the Jews are deſcended : And as for Cyrene, they have entred 
it ,in that it bordereth with that Countrey which is under the obedience of the Egyptians, (in 
like manner as Tudea doth) or rather for that in times paſt it appertained to the ſame Kingdom.

| I have ſent you the copy of an inſcription, regiſtred in favor of Hircanus, Alexan. 
ders /on, High-Prieſt, and Prince of the Jews, to the end it may be placed among publick B 
monuments : and my will is, that it be engraven in a table of braſs, both in Greek | and I. 
tine letters; the Tenour whereof us this that followeth: Becauſe Hircanus, Alexanders ſor 
the Jew, both at this preſent, as alſo heretofore, as well in Peace as in War, hath expreſſed 
his fidelity towards us and cur eſtate, as drvers Commanders of our Armies yield teſtimony 
of him, and for that in our laſt Alexandrine War, he ſeconed us in the battel with Fife 
teen hundred Men; and having been ſent by us to Mithridates, hath ſurmounted all thoſe 
of his Compuny in valor, For theſe catſes my will is, That Hircanus, Alexanders fon and 
his ſucceſſors , be Princes of the Jews: aud further, that they continue always in the High. 
Prieſthood, according to the ordinance and cuſtom of their Countrey : and that both he aud 
his children bs our aſſociates ; and te inrolled likewiſe, as our chiefeſt friends : and all C 
that which appertaineth to the Prieſthood, according. to the ordinances of the Jews, be at- 
tributed to him and his, and if there happen any difference touching the aiſcipline of the 
Jews, our pleaſure is, that it be determined by him, And as for the munitions of War, 
and the money to be levied for the entertainment of Souldiers,ve think it xot fit that they ſhould 
be charged. The Decrees made and granted by Cains Ceſar being Conſul, are theſe:

7 
in ſhall be emwgraven the Contents hereof,” in Roman and Greek letters, ro the end, that all 
the Treaſurers that are in #he Cities,and all other Magiſtrates may by this our Decree underſtand, 
that they are our friends, and that their Ambaſſadors be entertained with kindneſs and pre- 
ſents, and that theſe Edits be. ſent into all places, | 

Caius Cafar Emperor, Diitator Conſul, for the good of the Sexate and people of Rome, 
hath grauted to the hozour, vertue, and humanity of Hircanus the for of Alexander, that 
both he and his children ſhall be High-Priefts in Jeruſalem, and of the whole Nation ac- 
cording to the Rites and Cuſtoms whereby their anceſtors have enjoyed the Prieſthood. 

Caius Czfar, Conſul the fifth time, hath ordained that they ſhall inhabit Jeruſalem ,and 
build again the Walls of the City ; and that Hircanus ( Alexanders /on, the High-Prieſt and F 
Prince of the Jews ) ſhall govern as he thinks fit, aud that every ſecond year of their tri- 
bute, there be a part deautted out of the rent they owe, and that they be exempt from all 
other impoſitions and tributes. 

Caius Czar, twice Emperor, hath ordained, that the Jews ſhall contribute every year 
for their Cities, except Joppa 3; he acquitteth them alſo every ſeventh year ( which they call 
the year of the reſt) becauſe that therein, they neither reap nor ſow, neither gather the fruit 
of Trees. His further pleaſure 1s, That every ſecond year, they bring their Tributes unto 
Sidon,which ſhall be the fourth part of that which ſhall be ſown , and beſides this, that they 
pay the teaths to Hircanus ana his ſons, which they have paid unto their Predeceſſors unto 
this day. Commanding that no man, whether he be Governor , Captain, or Embaſſador, or Þ 
any other whatſnever he be, levy Souldiers within the Countrey of Judza, or draw any there- 
hence : neither exatt any Money, whether it be for "Gariſons in Winter, or for any other 
cauſe, but that the Jews be exempt from all troubles in all places, and enjoy all that which 
they have had, bought, and poſſeſſed. It is our pleaſure alſo, that the City of Joppe be un- 
der their government, which they have ever enjoyed ſince the beginning of their league with 
the Romans.

Whereupon Malichus mightily fearing Antipaters power, determi- before Chrifi's 
ned to deſtroy him ; and having corrupted Hrrcarus's Butler with Money ( with whom Ne:ate, 
both of them celebrated a Feaſt ) he poyſoned him,and afterwards aflembling many Sol- Malichu cau- 
diers about him, he made himſelf Maſter of the City. When Herod and Phaſelus un- _ —_— 
derſtood the traiterous conſpiracy attempted againſt their Father, they were grievouſly bo : 
incenſed againſt Malichus. But he denied all,and eſpecially abjured the intent or praCtice 
of the murther. Thus died Aztipater ajuſt and virtuous man, and ſuch an one as dear- 
ly loved his Countrey. But Herod who was his younger ſon, immediately reſolved to 

f revenge his fathers death, and came forth with an Army againſt Matlichns : But Pha- 

' ſelus, who was the elder, reſolved to circumvent him by policy, leſt he ſhould raiſea 
Civii War. He theretore accepted of Malichrs juſtifications, and made a ſhew that he 
ſuppoſed that he had in no manner contrived Aztipater's death, and only minded. his 
Fathers Monument and Funerals. Mean while, Heyod reſorting to Samaria, and find- 
ing it ina deſperate conition, reſtored the ſame, and pacified the difſentions that were 
amongſt the Inhabirants. Not long after (by reaſon of a Feaſt) he came to Feruſalcns 
with his Soldiers. Malichas being afraid of his acceſs, perſwaded Hircanus that he 
ſhould not permit him to enter into the City : whereunto Hircanus condeſcended, al- 

| leadging, that amongſt the holy People it was not lawful to intermix a Troop of pol- 

K luted Men. But Herod {lighted them that brought him this news, and notwithſtan= 
ding his command, entred the City by night : whereat Mz/ichus was much amazed. 
Whereupon, according to his ordinary diſſimulation , he openly wept and bewailed 
the death.of Aztipater his eſpecial friend ; but under-hand he prepared a guard for his 
own ſafety. Notwithſtanding it was thought fir by Hcrod's friends,to take no notice of 
his diſſimulation ; but to make ſhew that they were well-afteCted towards Malichzr. 


CHAP. XX 


Caſſius at Herod's 2xtreaty, ſends orders to the Commanders of the Roman Troops, to revenge 
L Antipater's death ; they ſtab Malichus. Felix who commands the Roman Gariſon 11 
Jeruſalem, artacketh Phailzlus, who reduceth him to capitulate. 


Erod having aſſured Caſſizs of Antipater his fathers death, he knowing very well 
what a wicked man Malichus was , wrote back unto Hered that he ſhould re- 
venge the death of his father : beſides, he ſent ſecret Letters to the Captains that were 
in Zyre, commanding them toaid and aſflift Herod in that juſt execution which he inten- 
ded. After that Cafes had taken Laodicea, and the [Inhabitants of the Countrey came 
together, bringing with them Crowns and Silver to preſent him. Her-dexpetting that 
Malichas ſhould receive his puniſhment there, but Malichs miſtruſting their deſigns 
M when he was drawing near to Tyre in Phenicia, he contriv*d a greater enterprize. For 
whereas his foi was an hoſtage in Tyre, he entred the City to draw him thence, and 
afterwards return into J«dea; taking that opportuaity by reaſon of Cafizs's troubles 
(who marched to meet with Azthozy ) he reſolved to draw the people to an inſurre- 
Etion, and to make himſelf Lord of the Countrey : but God ied his unjuſt 
purpoſes: For Herod being a man of a ripe judgment, immedutely diſcovered his in- 
tention; and {ent one of his ſervants before, under the notion to prepare a banquet, 
becauſe he had told him formerly that he would entertain all his followers : but in 
effeft, he ſent him to the Captains, to command them to go out with their Daggers, 
and to meet Malichus; who marching forth, and meeting with him near the ſhore, he 
N ſtabbed him, Which att did ſo much aſtoniſh Hircanws, that through amaze he grew 
ſpeechleſs: and being much moved, he demanded of Hero9d's men how this accident 
had hapned, and who it was that had killed Malichw ; which having heard, and how 
nothing was done without Cafjius's command ; he anſwered that all was well done, Ma- 
lichus being a wicked Man, and a Traitor to his Countrey. See here how Malichns was . 
juſtly puniſhed for the wickedneſs he committed againſt Az ipater. x, 
When Caf/izs was gone out of Syr:4, their aroſe a new tumult in Jude : for Felix, ? 
who was left in Feruſ/alem with an Army, marched forth againſt Phaſelus, and all the

all whatſoever hath been ſold, and appertained to the Jews ( whether they be Priſoners or 
Poſſeſſions) be reſtored to their Maſters; tothe end that each Man may be at liberty as he was 
before, and that each mans poſſeſſion may be reſtored to his firſt owner. And my pleaſure is, 
N That whoſoever diſobeyeth this Ordinance, he may be puniſhed accordingly. He wrote to 
the like effe&t to the Sidonians, Antiochians, and Arabians ; all which, wewlll inſert in 
a convenient place, to teſtifie what account the Romans made of our Nation.

And ſurely they had been ſurpriſed, had they not ex- 
etted that the Parthians ( who were round about Jers/alem) ſhould have ſeized on 
rod, fearing leſt he having an inkling of their diſaſter, ſhould betake himſelf to flight. 
This was ſhortly confirmed to be true by the Guards that arrived : For which cauſe 
there were ſome of Phaſelus's friends, who counſelled him, that without any more de- 
lay, he ſhould betake him to his Horſe, and fly from thence: and amongſt the reſt; 
Ofilins was molt earneſt, who had diſcovered this Plot, by Saramalla a rich Syrian ( who 
M offered them his ſhips that road hard by, to further their flight. ) Phaſzlus would neither 
forſake Hircanus, nor leave his Brother Herod in danger, but repairing to Barzapharnes, 
he told him, that he did him wrong to uſe theſe ſiniſter praQtiſes againſt him. For that 
if he had need of Money,he was more likely to receive it at his hands, than from At i- 
gonus; and that it was an intolerable injuttice to put Embaſſadors to death, who came 
unto him upon his honour, and had no ways offended him. But the B«rbariay -hearing 
theſe things proteſted, by an Oath, that not one point of that which he had ſuſpe&ed 
was true ; whereupon he preſently went to Pacorvs.

for that ſhe was a moſt wiſe. Woman. Now whilſt the Parthians were in deliberation 
w hat were beſt to be done (in that it was held no policy to make open aſſault upoti 
ſuch a Man) they deferred. the whole matter until rhe next Morning. Whilſt thug 
they were debating of their differences, Heros, who rather gave credit to that which 
he had heard as concerning his Brother { and touching the Treaſons intended againſt 
him by the Parthians) than to his Adverlaries ; as ſoon as it was Night, concluded to 
make uſe of the time, and to make away, without ſtaying any longer amongſt thoſe 
uncertain dangers, which his Enemies intended againſt him: For which cauſe he fled þ 
with thoſe Forces he had with him: and mounting his Mother, hisSifter, and his 
Betrothed, whom he was to Marry ( who was Alexazder's Daughter Y 'the Niece of 
Ariſtobulas ) and her Mother ( who was Hircanzs's Daughter Y and her youngec Bro- 
ther, with all their Family and Train, he departed into Idumea, without fuſpition 6f 
the Enemy. Amongſt whom there was not one ſo hard-hearted, who ſeging. fixch a 
pitiful SpeQtacle, .could not be moved ro Compaſſion, beholding the Mothers drag, 
away their little Children, and abandon their Country with Tears and Complaints : and 
that which was worſe, to leave their Friends in Bondage, wuhout any hope of Comfort 
cr Redrels.

But Herod-maſtered theſe misfortunes by his invincible Courage, and for that he was 


ferh pts friends conſtant Manin all Fortunes, he exhorted every one of them whom he met in the 
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Wav, to be of good Courage; and' not abandon themſelves in immeaſurable ſorrow, 
for that by ſuch means they might hinder his Retreat, on which their ſole and ſecureſt 
conſervation depended : . Whereupon they tor their part endeavoured themſelves to di. 
gelt their Griets, according to Herod's Exhortation. Mean-while he hardly refrained 
from laying violent Hands on himſelf, by reaſon of the Chariot wherein his Mother 
rode, which overturned, had: almoſt ſlain her ; yea, ſo much did this caſualty terri- 
he him ( for fear leſt-the Enemy in purſuit ſhould ſurpriſe him during-theſe delays) 
{0 that he drew and prepared his Sword t» kill himſelf, had not ſome aſliftants and 
ſollowers ſept in to him, and ſtayed the ſtroke, beſeeching him inſtantly not ro for- Y 
lake them, and leave them ſubject ro the Enemies violence : aſſuring him, thas it was 
not the part of a Valiant Van to reſpect his own private intereſt, and neglect his Friends 
danger, By theſe perſuaſions he was induced to hold his hands, þoth by reaſon of the 
avprehenſion of theſe words, winch were ſpoken unto him, as alſo for that he was 
gver-ruled by the Multitude of thoſe who would not permit his hand to execute his will, 
{o that taking up his Mother, and doing her all the ſervice that the time permitted, he 
tollowed on his way,and with the ſpeedieſt and neareſt means he could,he rerired toward 
the Caſtle of Maſſadz ; where in the way,he oftentimes tought againſt the Parthians that 
charged and purſued him, but he always got the Viftory. The Jews alſo purſued him du-

gen riaz his fight ; for ſcarcely had he travelled ſixty furlongs out of the City, but that they E

74) Joſeph his Brother came forth to meet him, and to conſult with him concern- 
ing their preſent condition, and to know of him what ſhould become of that great 
multitude rhat followed him, conſidering that they had no Soldiers in Pay, and the 
Caſtle of Maſſada, ( whither they intended to fly ) was too little to hold all the People: 
For which cauſe he ſentaway many, to the number of Nine thouſand, willing them to F 
diſperſe themſelves here and there in the Countrey of ds», and for the better diſ- 
atch of their journey, he furniſhed them with Victuals. As for himſelf, he took with 
jim his moſt able Soldiers and Friends, and repaired to the Caſtle of Maſſada (in which 
place he left the Women and their Train, to the number of Eight hundred, or there- 
abouts) and furniſhing the place with Corn, Water, and other Proviſions neceſſary, he 
went into Petra, the Chiefeſt City of Arabia, As ſoon as it was day, the Parthians plun- 
dered all that Herod left in Jeruſolem z and amongſt other things, they ſpoiled the Pa- 
lace; but they medled not with Hircanuss Money, which amounted to ſome 3oo Ta- 
lents. They left divers other things behind them alſo that appertained to Herod, and 
cfpecially that which had been tranſported into 1dsmes by his providence. Neither G

this matter. Thefirſt day of Herod's Reign Arntorins feaſted him ; and after this man- 
ner he was eſtabliſhed King,the hundred and eighty fourth O/ympzade,in the year wherein 
C. Domitins Calvinus twice Conſul, and Cains Aſinius Pollio were Conſuls. Mean while 4»- 
:i70nnus beſieged thoſe that were in the Caſtle of Maſſadz, who were plentifully furniſh- 
ed with all things neceſſary ( except it were water) for which cauſe Foſeph, Herod's 
Herods favily Brother, that was within, and Two hundred of his friends, had mm to fly unto 
panty A the Arabians : for that they underſtood that Malchus had repented himſelf of that fault he 
Maſads. had committed againſt Herod. But whilſt they ſtood upon theſe terms, God poured 
down a huge rain on a certain night, that in ſhort time filled their Ciſterns, ſo that they F 
had no more neceſlity tofly ; and from that time forward they rook courage; and made 
a fally upon their Enemies, in which they charged Antigonws's Soldiers after ſuch a 
manner, ſometimes in open field, ſometimes by ſurpcrizal, that they ſlew a great num- 
ber of them. At that time Yentidius, a Roman Captain,was ſent into Syria, to drive the 
— Parthians from thence, andafter their departure he arrived in Jewry, making ſhew that 
help Foſepb. he would affift Foſeph : but in effe@ all his pretence was to draw money from Antigo- 
hiheth to TE 12245.

| Fter that Herod was come from 1taly by Sea to Pro/omars,and that he had aſſembled 
no ſmall number of Soldiers, both ſtrangers and his own Country-men, he 
marched forward againſt Aztigozus, and paſſed thorow Galilee, Silo and Ventidins 
alſo gave him aſſiſtance in this ation, having received direCtion by Gel/ius from 4n- codes nh 
tonius, that they ſhould affift Herod to recover his Countrey. But Yertidius was em-ftes 3afe: 
ployed in appeaſing the troubles that were raiſed in the Cities by the Parthians: and 4:16. 
as touching Silo, he kept in Fudea, having been corrupted by Aztigonus. But the further CHO 
that Herod daily marched into the Countrey, the more his forces did increaſe ; and all of th, lead- | 
Galilee ( except a very few ) ſubmitted themſelves unto him. Whiles he marched for- © forth = 
ward towards Maſſads, ( being moved thereunto, for to relieve his Parents that were pres ni 
& beſieged therein) the City of Joppe would not grant him pafſage-: for the Citizens #*rd affault- 
thereof were his Enemies: ſo that it behoved him firſt of all to ruinate the ſame; to cth Fepyo, aud 
the end he might leave no retreat behind him for his Enemies, if he made toward Jeruſalem. 
Upon which occaſion Si/s laying hold, diſlodged his Army,and made thitherward: whom 
when the Jews did purſue, Herod fallieth out with a ſmall company, and put them . 
to flight, and faved Si/o, who could not reſiſt any longer, Afterwards having ſeized 
on Joppe, he haſted forwards to deliver his friends that were beſieged in Maſſada; but 
part of the Inhabitants ſubmitted themſelves unto him for the friendſhip they had born wary ofbmit 
unto his father : and others of them for the honour that they bare untohim : the reſt ad- themi«lves ts 
mitted his Gavernment, in acknowledgment of thoſe favours they had received from Herod, 
them both. But the greateſt part was moved thereunto by the hope they had conceived 
of their new eleCted king, and the confirmation of his Government. Thus by theſe 
means was his Army mightily encreaſed. =—_ | 
Whileſt thus he marched forward, Antigozs ſeized on thoſe places that were fitteft 
to lay ambuſhes in, or to fight at advantages by the way. ( notwithſtanding that by 
thoſe Stratagems he did but {mall or no hurt at all to his Enemy ; ſo that Herodraiſed 
the ſiege, and relieved his friends out of the Caſte of Maſſada: and after he had taken Tx” 
the Fort of Reſſa, he approached Jeruſalem, being attended by S;/o's Army, and by ReVetaken, & 
divers Citizens of the City, who were afraid of his power. And: when he had wn. wi 
pitched his Camp to the Weſtward of the City, thoſe that kepr the watch and guard on ficge, after 
that ſide,ſhot their Arrows, and threw ſtones againſt him: divers likewiſe ſallied forth,and bo 
fought hand to hand againſt thoſe thar were planted there: For which cauſe, firſt of wards Ferufe 
all Herod cauſed a Proclamation to be made round about the Walls, ſignifying unto;*" .

Whileſt thus the Romazs lived in all abundance, and bare no Arms, Herod would 
not be idle, but ſent his brother Joſeph into Idumea,witha thouſand foot, and four hundred 
horſe ; and himſelf reſorted to Samaria, where his Mother and his other Parents kept, 
who were removed out of Maſſada. After this he went into Gale to ſurprize cer-

Theſe houſes were preſently filled with Soldiers, and divers fled and hid themſelves Fight inthe 
upon the tops thereof, who were at laſt taken; for the Roots of the Houſes were beaten _—_ 
down, whereby divers were killed by ſtones that were thrown at them from above ; the 
' moſt grievous ſpeCtacle of all thoſe that had hapned in thoſe Wars, was, to ſee an infi- 
nite number of bodies heaped up amidſt the Rooms of the Houſes. 
This exploit of Herod did very much abate the courage of his enemies, who loſt all 
1 hopes of any better ſucceſs for the future; for a man might have ſeen them flie awayin 
whole droves : and had nota ſudden and violent tempeſt fallen upon them, the trium- 
phant Army of Herod had immediately entred Jeruſalem with aſſurance of vittory,which 
had made anendof all that War. For Aztigonns had no other thoughts but to flie away Herod being 
and to forſake the City. Now the night drawing on, Herod gave order for the Soldiers ked in tis 
to eat; and himſelf being weary, retired into his Chamber to Bathe, where he eſcaped houſe eſcaped 
a moſt evident danger through Gods Providence; for being naked, and having nobody Inns 2 
within but one of his ſervants, three of the Enemies who had hid themſelves for fear mph 
ſtarted out with their Swords in their hands, and ran away, without daring to attempt FRO Ret 
any thing againſt the Kings perſon, ſo terrible was his preſence to them. The next day to bf brother 
K Herod cauſed Pappss's Head tobe cut off, and ſent it to Pheroras, to comfort him for the 2hr0rs: 
loſs of his Brother Joſeph, whom this Pappas had killed. When the Tempeſt wasover —— 
he departed from thence, and approached near to Fersſalem, and encamped near unto bh 
the City.

'{ }-Hraates, King of Parthia,underftanding how nobly Hircanns was deſcended, who was mira highs 
brought Priſoner unto him, entertain'd him graciouſly, and for this cauſe drew him 1y honoured in 
out of Priſon, permitting him to converſe in Baby/on,in which place there were a great ag by the 
number of Jews, who honour'd Hircazus very much, and no leſs than their High-Prieſt ' 
and King. The like alſo did all they of that Nation inhabiting as far as Eaphrates, which 
did nota little content H:rcayus, But after that he was advertiſed that Herod was poſſe 
Ted of the Kingdom, he transferred his hopes another way, being of his own nature ten #ircemslea- 
7, derly affefted towards his friends,expetting that oneday Herod would requite him, for DN _ . 
that he had deliver*'d him from death whereunto he was condemned, and in danger like- on at 
wiſe of the penalty and puniſhment. He began therefore to conſult with the Jews about #creds bands. 
his journey, who, in way of duty and love came to viſit him, and who prayed him, and 
importuned him to continue with them, offering him all ſervice and honour; aflurin 
him, that he ſhould in no leſs manner be reſpe&ted among them than their High-Prieſt 
and King: yea, in far higher regard than he might any ways be in his own Countrey, 
by reaſon of the maim he had in his body through Azz1gonns's tyranny ; alledging, that 
Kings do not ordinarily call to their remembrance thole pleaſures that they have received 
in their mean condition, becauſe that with their eftates they change both their manners 
M and inclinations. But notwithſtanding all theſe, or ſuch like Allegations, yet could not 
Hircanus be withdrawn from the deſire he had to repair homeward. Herod alſo wrote 
unto him,7 hat he ſbould require Phraates, and the Jews that inhabited his Kingdom, in x0 
ſort to envy his felicity, tn that he ſhould partake with him both in dignity and royalty ; alleds= 
ing that the time was now come, wherein he might acknowledge the kindneſs he had received, W-. - 
being heretofore nouriſhed and preſerved by him. With theſe Letters he ſent Samaralls 29% _—_ : 
likewiſe, in quality of an Ambaſſador,to Phraates,furniſhd with great and rich Preſents, baſſador to 
endeavouring by that means to win him, that he in no ways ſhould hinder his good in- *94*** 
tent towards one that had ſo highly deſerved it at his hands : yet his proteſtations were 
not anſ{werable to his pretence. For inſomuch as he governed not with that uprightneſs 
N which becamea juſt King, he feared leit ſome alteration might befall him, accordins to 
© his demerits : for which cauſe he ſought to get Hircanus under his power, or at leaſt 
wiſe todiſpatch him our of his life, which he afterwards performed. When therefore 
Herod had perſuaded the Parthian to diſmiſs Hircarns, and the Fews to furniſh him with #erod bighly 
money ſufficient to bear his expence in his journey, he received him with all honour.

for herſon, all whatſoever ſhe had erther praiticed or aone, was to prefer her Son unto the Prieſthood Þ 
to Erol led whon ſhe ſaw diſhonoured : but as touching the Kingdom, that ſhe had never pretended, 
"either would (if ſo be ſhe ſhould be preſented therewith ) receive the ſame, thinking her 
ſelf for the preſent ſufficiently honoured, both for that (he ſaw Ariſtobulus in that eſtate, 
for the aſſurance that all her progeny ſhould receive, in that hewas raiſed up in dignity above 
the reſt. Being therefore overcome by thoſe favors, ſhe accepted willingly the honor 
for her Son and ſhewed her ſelf obedient in all things, requeſting him thar if ſhe had 
committed any thing raſhly and through inconſideration or paſſion, either in reſpe&t 
of her children, or by the looſneſs of her tongue, he would be pleaſed to pardon her. 
After theſe debates and interchangeable diſcourſes on both fides, they ſhook hands the 
one with the other, in token of a more fixed and unfained friendſhip than was before, 


burying (as they pretended) all evill ſuſpition or cauſe of unkindneſls.

Aritobulus, he cauſerh Alexandra to be ſeized on, and Ariſtobulus, when they X4 Or Ws 
about to make their eſcape by going to Cleopatra; he feigneth a recomilidtion with 
them, and afterwards cauſeth Ariſtobulus 70 be drowned, beſtowing a coſtly Funeral

Y Ereupon Herod took away the Prieſthood inſtaritly from A4varel, who was not that medio ts Ruffs 
Countrey-man born ( as we have leretofore declared ) but was born amongſt — 
I thoſe Jews that inhabit and were planted beyond Euphrates by the 4ſſjrians. For divers —— 
thouſand Jews inhabited the Countrey of Babylop, and from thence took he his Original hood from 
alſo, being otherwile of the race of the Prieſts, and well afftetted towards Herod for a © 
Jons time before, with whom he had familiar acquaintance. He had preferred him to 
this honour when he was made King, and degraded him likewiſe, to appeaſe the troubles 
of his Family : demeaning himſelf herein contrary to the law of the Countrey : for 
whereas any one hath once been inſtalled in that degree, he is never to be di placed. 
The firſt that tranſgeefſed this Ordinance was Antiochus Epiphanes, who diſpoſleſſed Foſnh 71. prieg. 
and preferred his brother 0-4 to this place. The ſecond was gu hn away from his hood takea 
brother Hircans, and uſurped it himlelf. Herod was the third, who gave the Prieſt-hood fon three: 
K 0 Ariſtobulus, eftabliſhing him in Azaze!'s place before he was dead: and by this means | 
ſuppoling that he had found out a remedy to appeaſe the diſcords of his Family, he not- 
withſtanding all this lived not without ſuſpition what event would follow after this re- 
conciliation: For he feared Alexandra, leſt demeaning her ſelf as ſhe Had doiie, ſhe 
ſhould ſeek occaſion hereafter to raiſe new troubles. He commanded her therefore to Meiabdvn fi 
contain her ſelf within the Royal Palace, and to do nothing of her own Authority, fpefted oy : 
Beſides that, he had appointed certain Intelligencers, who ſhould diligently obſerve that #er0, is ſpied 
nothing ſhould be done without his knowledge, no not concerning her particular Ex- rt 
pences and Table. All which things exaſperated her againſt Herod, for being full of obſerved- 
feminirte Pride, ſhe diſdained to ſee her ſelf thus wrongfully ſuſpeCted, deſiring rather 
to ſuffer any thing, than to be deprived of the liberty of free ſpeech, and under colour 
to be honoured, to live continually in ſervitude and fear. Whereupon ſhe ſeat ſome 
of her truſty friends to Cleopatra to complain and lament the inſupportable miſcries of 
her preſent eſtate, entreating her according to her power, to give ſpeedy relief. Where- 
upon Ckopatra ſent her word, that both Ihe and her Son ſhould reſort unto her into 
Eg3pt with as great ſecrecie as might be poſſible. Upon which advice ſhe praftiſed 
this policy. She cauſed rwo Coffins to be made, ſuch as men were wont to bury their Alexandre 
dead in, in which ſhe hid her ſelf and her fon, commanding thoſe ſervants of hers that pretending ts 
were privy to her deſign, to carry them out in the nighttime, and to godireQly towards — 
4 the Sea, where there was a Bark in readineſs prepared to convoy them into Egypr. But her ſervants 
E/op one of her houſhold Servants declared this enterprize of hers to S2bbioz one of 
Alexandras friends, ſuppoſing that he had been made privy thereunto: who had no 
ſooner inkling thereof, but ( for that beforetimes he was Herod's enemy, by reaſon he 
was ſuſpe&ed to have been one of thoſe that ſought to poyſon Artipater ) he reſolved 
by diſcovery of this ſecred flight to convert Herod's hatred into friendſhip: and preſently 
diſcovered Alexardra's ſecret enterprize to the King. Whodifſembling the matter until 
it was upon the point of execution, ſurprized her at ſuch time as ſhe thought to fly, 
and yet notwithſtanding, he pardoned her that fault (in that he durſt nor ke any 
puniſhment againſt her, though he could have found in his heart to have uſed ſeverity) 
N for that Cleopatra would not have contained her ſelf, had ſhe but had ſuch an occaſion 
offered her to expreſs her hatred againſt Herod. For which cauſe, under the colour of 
a high and magnanimous ſpirit, he made ſhew to pardon her of his meer clemency: Hed con- 
et inwardly reſolved to deſtroy young Ariſftobalus; yet not rafbly upon the inſtant, triderhdrifles 
If the a& ſhould grow apparent and palpable. ; 
| Now the Feaft of Tabernacles was at hand, which was one of thoſe that was cere- 
moniouſly and folemnly celebrated among us; for which cauſe he concealed his in- 
tents during the feſtival days, intending both in himſelf, and in the preſence and com- 
any of the people, to follow all kind of pleaſure and delight ; yet his envy incited 
fm) to haſten the execution of his will. Ariffobulus was at that time ſome ſeventeen 
© yearsold, who when he approached the Altar to offer Sacrifices, according to the Law, 
apparelled 1n the High-Priefts Ornaments to perform the Ceremonies, he (who for 
amiable countenance and good ſtature, ſurpaſſed the tenderneſs of his years ) expreſling 
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eto OR his countenance the dignity and Nobility of his Race,drew theeyes and good afteftions A 
od 21 :4ir, Of all the people unto him ; 1o that they openly called to remembrance the noble aCtions 

« before Cirift's of zriſtobulrs his Grand-Father. All the-people being theretore ſurmounted by their af- 

New 33 feftions, and at that preſent time being all of them overjoyed, they brake out by little 
and little into acclamations, mixt with wiſhes and prayers: ſo that the good will rhe 

cople bare to Ariſtobuls diſcovered it felt openly, and they manifeſtly (although too 
haſtily in ſuch a Kingdom ) declared what evils they generally endured : For all which 
cauſes Herod concluded to execute that which he had plotted againſt A4rifobulus. As 
ſoon therefore as the Feaſt was over-pailed, he wentunto Jericho, where Alexandr; 
entertained him. In that place he uſed Rn with all kindneſs to draw him 

to ſome ſecure place, playing with him, and counterfeiting to ſport, after the faſhion B 
| of the young men, to gratifie him. Now the place where they ſported being too 
hot, they quickly wearied let their ſport, and went out together to take freſh air, and 
finding a pleaſant ſhade under certain Arbours, and near certain Fiſh-pooly which were 
largely ſpread round about, they beheld certain of their Servants and Friends that ſwom 
therein, with whom n3t long after Aritobu/us began to {wim, being perſwaded there- 
unto by Herod. Whereupon Herods confederates ( who were deputed to execute the 
murther ) laid hands on him, and thruſt him under the water, pretending to duck him, 
in ſport, and.never gave him over until ſuch time as they had ſtifled himin the water. 
This hapned about the evening, and after this manner dyed Ariſtobulas, after he had li- 

ved in all for the ſpace of eighteen years, and adminiſtred the Prieſt-hood one whole C 

Ariſlobuls is year : and after this Azazel preſently recovered his former Fgoity- | 

crownel'Y ©  Whenthis accident was reported to the Women, all of them burſt out into Tears, 
ction, Anvenel and were tranſported with ſtrange lamentations, which they uttered over the dead body. 

Oe © AlltheCity alſo was mightily troubled,neither was thereany private family that thought 

hood. — Not it ſelf touched by this inconvenience, bur 1magined the loſs in particular to concern 

| himſelf and no other. But above all, when Alexazara had notice of this wicked deed, 

. ſhe was more paſſionate and perplexed than any other, being ſo much the more diſcom- 
forted, for that ſhe knew how all things had hapned. But the fear of a far greater 
miſchief conſtrained her to repreſs her paſſion, ſo that divers times ſhe was refidy to 
bereave her of her own Life, and diſpatch her ſelf out of Mifery with her own hands. D 

The lamenta+ But ſhe contained her ſelf, to the end, that ſurviving, and living after her ſon, who 

onde death, was ſo fradulently deſtroyed, and prolonging her own life, without giving any ſuſpiti- 
on or ſhadow, that ſhe might with more opportunity expe&t the occaſion to revenge 
her ſelf: For which cauſe ſhe diſſembled all things, concealed her grief, and made 
ſhew that ſhe knew nothing of that which was either intended, or had hapned. As for 
Herd, helaboured by all means to perſuade the ſtrangers, thar this death had befallen 
Ariftobulas without his knowledge ; and did not only prepare that which was requiſite 
for the funeral, but made ſhew to be truly ſorrowful ; and it may be, that in remembrance 
of A4riſtobulus beauty and pupunog young years, he was really touched withcompaſſion, 

_ notwithRanding, that he imagined that his death ſhould be a means of his own ſecurity, E. 

-—-"- +—nog demeaning himſelf in all things circumſpettly, with intent to purge himſelf of that 
crime: But eſpecially, he ſhewed his great Magnificence in the 1nterring of his Body, 

both in the farniſhingand preparation of the Herlſe, as in the perfumes and other things 
thereunto belonging, in ſuch ſort,as the grief which the Ladies had conceived was pacified 


after this manner of conſolation. 
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Herod 5 obliged to repair to Antonius, to clear himſelf from Ariſtobulus's death ! he win- = _ oft's 
 neth him with Preſents: He gave order, before his way-going, to his Brother-in-Law J6+ 16,, _ 
ſeph , 70 pur Mariamne- to death, if Antonius ſhould condemn him to die. Joſeph — Ode 
revealed it imprudently to this Princeſs ; and Herod put him to death; for being jealous 
of him, and Mariamne. Cleopatra's unſatiable ambition and avarice. £2: 
UT none of all theſe things could either move or mollifie A/exazara, but daily 
more and more ſhe increaſed her forrow, and in the height of her tears- kindled 
her wrath with a deſire of revenge. She therefore acquainted Cleopatra by her pri- jj.,,44,icer- 
j vate Letters of Herods Treaſons, and her ſons moſt miſerable, and untimely death : t fieth Cleppe- 
Cleopatra long before that time delirous to aſſiſt her: and having compaſſion of her 5497 Herod 
miſery, undertook the matter, and ceaſed not to incite Aztozy to revenge Ariſfobnlss yer ionstrai- 
death ; telling himz that it was an unpardonable errour, that H:rod being created King f<rous muce 
in ſucha ſtate, whereunto he had no right, ſhould be ſuffered to praCtiſe ſuch conſpira- __ 
cies againſt the true and lawful Kings. Aztony perſwaded by theſe her words (as ſoon 
. as hecame to Laodicea ) ſent for Herod, tothe end, that making his appearance he might 
anſwer that which might be objected againſt him, concerning Ar;/tobulnss death : for 
he diſliked the a&Q,notwithſtanding, that Herod himſelf had atrempted it. But although 
Herod was afraid of this accuſation, and did not a little ſuſpeQ Cleopatra's diſpleaſure 
. ( for that ſhe ceaſed not continually to provoke Aztory againſt him) yet heobeyed his

that all that miſery which befel him, proceeded from 4zt0xzes paſiton, and intire affe- hirgs op 
ftion, and adttiiration of her beauty, whereof he had formerly heard ſome report. As committed | 
ſoon theretore, as he had diſpoſed his affairs, notwithſtanding he had little hope of 35 Mnedoms 
L good hap, yet herepaired to Antony.

'* But Joſeph governing that Kingdom that was committed to his hands, converſed 
divers times upon this occaſion with Mariamnre, and communicated oftentimes with 
her, aot only about publick affairs, but alſo to do her that hon6ur which ſo great a 
Princeſs deſerved. Therefore as he ſecretly convers'd with her, witneſſing the friendſhip, 
and ardent affeftion which Herod bare unto her ; He found, that neither ſhe nor Alexax- 
dra did credit any ſuch thing, but rather laugh'd at it. For-which cauſe, Joſeph being 
too forward to expreſs the Kings good will towards her, proceeded ſo far, that he dii- 
covered the commands that was given him ; thereby to make manifeſt, that it was not 
poſſible for Herod to live without her,and that if any inconvenience ſhould happen un- 
Mto him, he would not in death alſo be diſ-joyned from her. This diſcourſe of Fo/*ph was 
: not [interpreted by the Ladies, as a demonſtration - of his good wall, but rather, as a 
manifeſtation of Herods wickedneſs 3 who dying, deſired alſo that they ſhould periſh ; 
and interpreted, that which he had ſpoken,-as the teſtimony of his tyrannical and ma- 
licious heart. At that time there wasa rumour ſpread in the City of Feruſalem by He- 
rods Enemies, that Antony had tormented him, that he was dead. Whereupon all 
thoſe of the Kings houſe were troubled, and eſpecially the Ladies; ſo that Alexandra 
incited F-/eph to forſake the Palace,and take the Ladies, and retire under the proteCti , goith ru.

Herod (who C 
was always inflamed with the earneſt affection which be bare unto his wite Mariam: ) 
was ſuddenly troubled hereat : and although jealouſie preſſed him forward, yet love 
reſtrained him, and kept him from doing any thing raſhly, for which cauſe he called 
Mariamne alide,and demanded of her in ſecret,what familiar company ſhe had kept with 
Joſeph ? She by ſolemn oaths,and by all poſſible allegations in her own defence, —_— 
Mariemee ex. the King by little and little, and pacified his choler. For he was ſo tranſported with 
culeth and the love that he bare unto his wife ; that he believed ſhe had ſufficiently purged her ſelf 
- =: hag of tho!e ſlanders, that had been forged againſt her; yielding her moſt hearty thanks 
King, and is for her honelt affection towards him, and declaring unto her openly , the great eſteem 
reconciled. and love that he bare unto her.; At length, (as it often falleth out amongft Lovers) D 
they fell to tears, and embraced each other with _ aftetion: for that ſhe gave him 
no credit , he endeavoured the more to:draw her to belief.

1:g10us place ſ{o-ſacred, from whence ſhe taok not away the Ornaments. There wasnot' 
any thing ſo prophane and prohibited, which: ſhe laid not hands on to fatisfie her un-:

K Fter that Cleopatra had obtained all theſe things, and had accompanied Antonius as TOIIGS SH, 
far as Euphrates, who at that time went to make War in Armenia: ſhe returned done gang 
back again, and by the way, viſited Apameaand Damaſco, and at laſt, took her progreſ Vhoinſtaterh 
into Fewry : where King Herod met with her, and aſſured that portion which had been wn pr 
gIVen unto her in Arabza, with all the revenues of Jericho, unto her. This Countrey and thoſe re- 
bringeth forth that balm which of all other ointments is the moſt precious, and onely hw 6k 0 
groweth in that place ; and allo the fineſt Palm-trees in the World. Being arrived in that given her. an 
place, and grown inwardly familiar with Herod,ſhe ſought toallure and draw him to her in*<mperate 
luſt ; being of her ſelf naturally addicted to ſuch pleaſures and intemperance, or ra- oluſt, _ 
ther ( as it ſeemeth moſt likely) ſhe laid this foundation to intrap him, under colour to 
L revenge her ſelf of ſome injury by that means.

taken by him,or found in the Kingdom. But Artaxizs his elder ſon ( who at that time

Herod according to theſe in- 

ſtructions from Anton, returned back into his Country, and retained his Army al- 

waysready about him, and preſently invaded 47a#/a,and with his Forces, both Horſe and 

Foor, came direaly to Dz-ſpolis,where rhe Arabians ( having notice of his intended War 

againſt them ) came out to meer him. They fought a moſt cruel Battel, wherein, at laſt 

the F-ws had the upper hand. After this, a great Army of the Arabiazs aflembled them- 


0 felves at Cana,a certain place in Cz/o/yria, Whereof,when Herod was fore-advertiſed,he 


Herods Battels Marched fort]: againſt them, accompanied with the greater part of his Forces, As ſoon 
ani Conqueſts as he drew near t2 Cara, he reſolved ro incamp in that place, and aſter he had well for- 
tified and intrenched his Forces, ro ſet on the Enemy with the firſt opportunity : but 
whilſt he imployed himſelf in the execution hereof, all the Army of the Jews cryed out, re- 

quiring him without delay; tg lead them forward againſt the Arabiars, and were ſo 
encouraged, both in reſpect of the confidence they had in the good conduCtt and or- 

dering of their Army, as1in regard of their forwardneſs, who had been aCtors in the 

former War, and partakers of the Victory ; ſo that they ſcarce gave their Enemies 

leiſure to ſtand to their Arms. When #ſferod perceived that the heat and forwardneſs 

of the Souldiers could hardly be appeaſed ; he thought good to make uſe of the rea- 

dine(s of his Army, and arming himſelf, he marched on Head of his Army in battalia ; 

This ſudden approach danted the A4rabians: For although, fora while, they made head 

againlt them ; yet perceiving their Enemies full of heart, and themſelves unable 

to refilt them, divers of them retreated, and betook themſelves to flight : ſo that all 

them had been utterly defeated, had not Athenio endamaged Herod and the Fews. For 

he having rhe command of that Army which Cleopatra had in that place ; and beſides 

Cleoparrs' that, bearing a privy grudge to Hrod, diſpoſed his Army in a readineſs, and expeCting 
Chicf.ain o» the event of the Battel, reſolved with himſelf to contain his Forces if the Arabians 
verthroweth overcame the Jews ; and fo if they had the worſt (as indeedit came to paſs) to ſet up- 


Hered. on the Jews, who ſhould be ſpent by that time; and ſurpriſing them unawares, even p 


in the height of their hope of good ſucceſs, to maſſacre them with freſh ſupplies. When 
the Jews had ſpent all their ſtrength againſt their Enemies, and expeQed nothing leſs 
ho "TY than the aſſurance of the Victory, he charged, and overcame them, who had retreated 
returning to 1NtO Certain rough, and difficult places ( whereunto their Enemies were better accuſto-

back as fait as he could, to bring on freſh ſupplies: but notwithſtanding all his expe- 
dition and diligence, yet could he not recover the place in time. The Campof the Jews 
was takenand ſacked, and the Arbiazs obtained no ſmall ſucceſs, beyond their expeCta- 
tion. From that time forward Herod began to make certain incurſions into Arabia, 
preying on the Country, and doing them much miſchief. He incamped himſelf 
likewiie upon the Mountains, forbearing to draw his whole Forces into the field ; and 
by his diligence and induſtry, his labours were not fruitleſs; for prevailing in ſome ex- 
ploits, he put his Men in a capacity to recover their former loſſes. | AP

Riends and fellow Soldiers, there is not one of you but knoweth, how many mis- £97 
fortunes have hindred our progreſs of late, which are able to wearie and amaze exhorteth his 

men of the greateſt reſolution. But ſince we muſt needs fight, and that all thoſe Soldiers. 
things that have befallen us unto this preſent, are of that nature, that by your own 
valour they may be recovered; I have reſolved to inform, and confirm you in thoſe 
means, whereby you may retain and continue your accuſtomed valour and cou- 

rage. - | 

Firſt of all therefore ( as to our War ) it conſiſteth on Juſt grounds, for we are inforced The cauſe of 


M thereunto through the inſolence of our Enemies : the Ryowledge whereof ſhould chiefly make War againſt

you recover your courage, Secondly, I will apparently prove unto you, that our condition i the Arabians 


net ſo deſperate, but that we have great and aſjured hopes to obtain the vittory. Firſt of all 
therefore , I will diſcourſe of that which formerly I propoſed, aud will make your ſelves 
Judges of thoſe things which I will diſcourſe upon. For you areprivy to the Arabians unjuſtice, 
and how per fidious they are to their friends, and impious and barbarous towards all men; but 
eſpecially they have always troubled us, provoking us through their extreame avarice and 
malignant envie, with __—_ injuries. And yet to tet ſlip all other onr benefits to that 
Nation , who is he that delivered them fron their imminent peril and thraldom, that was . 
hazarded by Cleopatra's means, but our ſelves? For the friendſhip T had with Antony, 


N and his benevolence toward megwas the cauſe that their burthen of miſeries was ſo lghtned; 


Antony forbore to commit any thing that might draw us to ſuſpition. 

Beſides, after ſhe had wrought him by hey ſolicitation: to cut off certain portions, of the tws 
Kingdoms to be given unto her, the matter was ſo handled by me, that by drvers, preſents pare 
ticularly beſtowed upon him by my hands, I have obtained ſecurity for us both, and by disbur- 
ſing two hundred talents of mine own, and giving my word for two hundred more for others, 
for the Revenues of that very Land which in time paſt was ours, and theſe now poſſeſs and 
enjoy. Notwithſtanding, reaſor it were in my opinion, that we that are ſews ſhould not be 
tributaries, or give any portion of our Countrey to any man; and if we muſt needs do it, it 
tl becometh us to pay it for theſe, who enjoy their lives by our means. It ſhould not be 


O Teaſonable for the Arabians, who after they had confeſſed with many plauſible proteſkations and 


thankſgivings, that they enjoy their liberty by our benefit, to have deprived and thruſt m from 
onr own, and to have anjuſtly dealt with ws ; yea even with ns, I ſay, who were not their 
m 3 Enemies.

wayes to-hate outraze, and revenge injuſtice, eſpecially in that War which is wot only jnf, 
but accefſary. For that which both in the confeſſion of the Grecians, and opinion of the Bir. 
barians xs off hatefull and heinous, this have they perpetrated in murthering our Ay. 

Teeates invio- baſſadors. For the Greeks ſay, that Ambaſſadors are ſacred and inviolable, and we our ſelves 

able. have received our wholſome and holieſt precepts of the Law of God by Angels, that is, from 
his Heraulds and Meſſengers : for this name can both bring Goa to mans Knowledge, and re- 
concile Enemy to Enemy. 

What Impietie therefore is more unpardonable, than to put thoſe Ambaſſadors to death, why 
bring tiaings of right and juſtice? or what proſperity can they expect erther in their Wars, 
or felicity in their wh#te lives, after 0 hainous 4 crime ? 1ruely T cannot imagine any : 

:- But perhaps ſome men will ſay, that right and equitie is 07 Our fide ; but that the greater num- 
1 brett ber of men and means are with them : but this their ſpeech is unworthy of my followers, 
is, thereis For with thoſe with whom juſt ice is, with thoſe alſo is God ; and where God is, there neither 
God allo. waxteth multitude nor fortitude, But let us wade further , and weigh our own forces 

by themſelves. In the firſt Battel we had the victory, in the ſecond, upon the firſt charge we C 
put them to flight, and found them unable to make their party good againſt us. Afterwards, 
when the vidtory was onrs, behold, Athenio, not by lawful War, but by ſubtil treachery af: 
faulted us. But ſhall thu be called their valour, or rather their fraud and ſecond iniquitie ? 
why therefore ſhould we have leſs corrage, who oug ht ro have the greater confidence ? or why 
ſhould we fear them who are always inferionrs, if they fight openly, and without fraud ; 
end when they ſeem to overcome, they ao it by nnjuſtice? 

Moreover , if any man ſuppoſe them to be valiant, this ſhould the rather incite them more 
and more unto vertue; for it is no honour for a generons and noble mind to overcome his 
inferiour, but t9 have means and might to conquer his ſuperiour, And if any one be terrified 
by owr doxeftick and homebred miſeries, and by our late earthquake, firſt of all let him think 
with himſelf”, that he erreth in that which aecerveth the Arabians by ſuppoſing the ſame to 
be wore grievous and terrible than indeed it was. And afterwards let him think, that it be- 
cometh them not ts draw matter of fear from thence,whence the other took occaſion of courage. 
For as touchino themſelves they conceive not any hope thorow any good that is in themſelves, 
but oaly ia the truſt they have that we are already dejected by our calamities. But when they 
(ball ſee rs march forth againſt them, their courage will he weakned, and our confidence by this 
means ſhall be awakened, for that we are 9h at this time to enconnter with deſperate men : 
For neith:r are we overmich afflicted ; neither ( as ſome think ) hath this miſery befallen us 
throunh Gods diſpleaſure, but theſe are the caſualties of fortune. And if by the will of God 
theſe things are come to paſs, it is marvel if by the ſame will our calamity ceaſe not ; and that F, + 
our pun ilbment ſhould not ſatisfie his diſpleaſure. But that this preſent War is approved by 
him for juſt, he himſelf hath evidently declared. For whereas divers thorow the whole Nation 
have beca oppreſſed by the earthquake, none of you that bear Arms have incurred any miſchief”; 
but ail of you have been preſerved,which is a manifeſt token of the will of God; and if your 
Chilircz and Wives had generally followed the Wars as you do, none of you ſhould have been 
wanting, When as therefore you hall have bethoug ht your ſelves of theſe things, and more- 
9ver in reenard that God hath at all times an eſpeciall care over you, fail not to purſue this in- 
jurious Nation with a juſt War that xeither reſpedteth the laws of friendſhip noy keepeth the 
league of of covenant ; valiant in murthering ſacred Ambaſſadors ; and abjeft andwvillanous, 
where things are to be attempted by valonr- F 

Theſe perſwaſions of his did not a little encourage the Jews to the battle, and made 
them more forward than before. As for Herod, after he had offered facrifice, according 
to the cuſtom, he drew his Army forth, and led them with great confidence againſt 
the Arabians , and paſſing Fordaz, he encamped near untothe Enemy, with an intent 
to ſurpriſe a Tort Situate between them both ; making this account that it would 
further him much, either if preſently he ſhould be drawn forth to fight, or if it con- 
cerned him tomarch forward, for that this place ſhould ſerve him to encamp in with 
more ſecurity. The fame reſolution alſo had the Arabzaxs, for which cauſe they fell

The {laughter was ſo great, that they not 
only periſhed by their Enemies Swords, but they themſelves murthered one another 
in the croud, and diſorderly flight , in which they were troden under toot, and lay 
murthered-in a manner by their own weapons.So that,in that defeat their fell ſome five 
I thouſand: the reſt fled on rhe other ſide of the Rawprire: but being overpreſſed with 
want of vi&tuals, and eſpecially with lack of water, they had not any ground or af- 
ſurance to eſcape. After them poſted the Jews, and being unable to recover the for- 
treſs with them, they begirt the camp with a ſiege, and ſhut up all the paſſages that no 
ſccor could come unto them,and took from them all opportunity to eſcape, although 
they would have gone away. 
When as therefore they ſaw themſelves reduced into ſuch extremity , they ſent 
Ambaſſadors unto Herod, firſt of all to demand a truce : and afterwards for that they 
were oppreſſed with thirſt, to crave ſome remedy for their preſent neceſſities: But 
he ack reſpetted the Ambaſſadors, neither the ne ranſome for the Captives; 
K nor any other whatſoever reaſonable demand, deſiring earneſtly to revenge himſelt 
of thoſe injurious treacheries they had practiſed againſt his Ambaſſadors. Bein 
therefore inforced by thirſt { which among{ſt other pro_ molt grievouſly at- The has 
flicted them) many of them forſook their Trenches, and offered themſelves to bonds enforced =: 
and to be led away Captives ; fo that within five dayes ſpace four thouſand of them thirſt, require 
ielded themſelves Priſoners. Onthie fixth day, all the reſt determined to fally out, and ,Jyrtarae” 
aſſail the Enemy ; rather making choyce of aſſured death, than thus lingringly and | 
ignominrouſly to pine away, When as therefore they had all concluded hereupon, 
they incontinently brake out of their Trenches, but like unapt Soldiers for a skirmiſh, 
decayed not only in body, but in courage ; reputing their death for advantage, to 
eſcape thereby their extream misfortunes. For which cauſe apon the firſt onſet; 
about- ſome ſeven thouſand of them were killed : and thus the fierceneſs of this Nation

— ferring the preſent favour of the King that then reigned to the reſt, diſcovered the 
- Letter unto the King ; who firſt of all giving him thanks,required one office of friend- 
ſhip more at his hands ; which was that folding up the Letter, and ſealing it he ſhould 
conveigh and deliver the ſame to Ma/chis, and return his anſwer, for that it neerly con- C 
cerned him, if he knew his reſolution alſo. Which when Doſthens had diligently per- 
formed, the Arabian returned this anſwer, for that it neerly concerned him, it he knew 
und his reſolution alſo. Which when Doſizhews had diligently performed,the Arab;anreturned 
Aras com-. this anſwer, that he was ready to entertain both himſelf and his whole family, and all 
mandsis put thoſe Jews likewiſe which were of this taction, promiſing to ſend him a band of Soldiers, 
to death. who ſhould be able to condutt him fafely thither, and ſhould be obedient to his com- 
mand in all things. Now as ſoon as Herod had ſeized on theſe Letters, he called for 
Hircanus and demanded of him whether he had any confederacy with Malchus : he de 
nied it, but Herod proteſtingand bringing forth his Letrer in an open aſſembly,command- 
ed him afterwards to be put to death. Thus are theſe matters Regiſtred in Herods con D 
mentaries : for by ſome they are delivered otherwiſe, namely,that he was executed, not 
for this crime which he had commutted, but for ſome Treafons againſt the King, For 
they Write to this effe&t, that Herod at a certain banquer ( diſſembling his ſuſpition ) 
demanded of Hircanms , whether he had received any Letters from Malchas: and that 
he anſwered, that he had received Letters, but ſuch as contained nothing elſe but 
compliments. He asked him alſo whether he had received any preſent : and when 
Hircexa dieth he had anſwered, that he had received nothing but four Courſers for his Saddle : the 
gadck. King wreſted this to a Capital offence of corruption and treaſon , and commanded 
him preſently to be led to death. Now rhat he died guiltleſs, they alledpge this for a 
molt approved argument ; _ his gentle diſpoſition, who even 1n his youthful years5E 
never gave ſign or appearance of raſhneſs, or pride, or ſignification of audacioulneſs, - 
no not even then when he had the royal government in his hands, but in the freedome 
of authority diſpoſed of the moſt things by Aztipaters adviſe. But at that time he was 
more than foureſcore years old,and knew that Herods eſtate was ſecure : and that there 
is no likelyhood that he would remove from beyond Euphrates where he lived in great 
repute, to live under Herods Juriſdiction, or to engage in any trouble contrary to his 
humor, and-ſo far different from his nature; fo that all theſe things ſeem to be fained 
by Herod. 
7 Thus ended Hircanns's life, after his variable and adverſe fortunes, wherewirh du- 
ring all his life time he was afflicted. For when his mother Alexandra lived he was cre- F 
ated High-Prieſt of the Jews, and obtained that honour for the ſpace of nine years: and ' 
after his mothers death, he had ſcarcely governed the Kingdom for the ſpace of three 
months, but that he was expulſed by his brother A4riſobulus ; and afterwards reſtored by 
Pompeys aſſiſtance, and receiving all his former honours, he lived in full pofſefſion of them 
for the ſpace of forty years. After this he was once more diſpoſſefled by Artizonm ; and 
being maimed in his body, lived certain years in captivity among the Parthians : from 
whence not long after he returned home ; and though he had many things promiſed 
him by Herod, yet after ſo many alterations of fortune, he obtained nothing at his 
hands; and that which amongſt all the reſt is moſt of all to be lamented, as we have 
ſaid, he was unjuſtly put to death, an innocent, and in his old age. For he wasa lover 
of juſtice, and an obſerver of perpetual modeſty, and governed his Kingdom for the 
moſt part by other mens direction, being only guilty in himſelf of ignorance and the love 
of idlenefs. Truly, Aztipater and Herod by this mans goodneſs obtained ſo great riches : 
For which deſerts of Js, againit all Law and right, he was cruelly put to death.

[. drioz, and committed them to the cuſtody of his Treaſurer Joſeph, and Sohemzs tlie Tti« 
rean, and with her, the keeping of his Caſtles, both which, had always been his faith- 
ful friends,and to whom, in way of honour, he committed the cuſtody of theſe Prince- 
ly Ladies. But he gave them alſo this command, That if they ſhould be certainly in- 
formed, that any ſiniſter miſhap had betallen him, they ſhould preſently kill them both, 
and to the utmoſt of their power continue the Kingdom in his Children, and his Bros

Herod ſpeaketh ſo generoafly to Auguſtus, that'he obtained his favor ; he accompanieth him 
K into Egypt, and receiveth him with ſuch an extraordiaary magmficene, that it put him 
7n repute with all the Romans. 


Fter he had in this ſort given order for all his affairs, he took ſhipping to Rhodes, Herod comerh 
to meet with Ce2/ar. And as ſoon as he arrived in that City, he took the Crown ——_— _ 
trom his Head, and laid it apart,but as for his other Princely ornaments, he changed them to him what 
nor ; and being admitted to Ceſars preſence, he gave a more ampleteſtimony of the great. Peakres be 
neſs of his courage than ever : for he neither addreſſed his ſpeech to intreat his favor (AC rony, promi- 
cording to the cuſtom of ſuppliants) neither preſented he any requeſt,as if he had in any fog himno 
fort offended him, but gave account of all that which hehad done, without being daun- _— fo ho 
L ted in the leaſt. X | he might be 
For he freely confeſſed before Czar, that he had intirely loved Antonins, and that to +og" oe 
the urmoſt of hrs power he had done him ſervice, to the end that he might obtain the ſovereaign- Es; 
ty and the Empire of the World ; not by joyning his Forces unto his,in that hewas otherwiſe im- 
ployed in the Arabian War, but in furniſhing him both with Wheat and Money, and that this 
was the leaſt cffice which it behoved him to perform towards Antonius ; for that being once 
his profeſſed friend,it behoved him not only to imploy his beſt endeavors on his ſo Brincely bene« 
fattor but alſo to hazard both his head and happineſs to deliver him from perils. All which ( ſaid 
be) I have not performed according as T ought to have done; yet notwithſtan#t$ag 1 know, 
that at ſuch time as he was overcome in the Attian Battle, 1 did not alter my affect ion-with 
M his fortune : neither aid T reſtrain my ſelf; for although, T befriended not Antonius with 
my preſence and aſſiſtance in the Atian War, yet, at leaſt I aſſiſted him with my counſel, aſſu- 
ring him, that he had but one only means left him for his ſecurity, and prevention of his © 
utter raine, which was, to put Cleopatra to death, for that by cutting her off, he might en- 
' Joy her eftate, and might more eaſily obtain his peace, and pacifie thy diſpleaſure azainſt him, 
And for that he gave but ſlender regard to theſe my admonitions by his own ſottiſhneſs and in- 
diſcretion, he hath hurt himſelf and profited you, becauſe, as T ſaid, he did not follow my 
counſel, Now therefore (O Cziar) in regard of the hatred which you bear unto Antony, 
0s condemn my friendſhip alſo. IT will not deny that which I have done ; neither 'am 1 afraid 
freely and prublickly to proteft how much I have loved him: but if without regard of perſons 
N you conſider how kindly I am affefted towards ” benefattors, and how reſolute and conſtant 
a friend T am, and how mindful of kindneſs, the effet# of that which I have dowe may make 
ne known unto thee. For if the name be only changed, the frien«ſhip notwithſtanding may 
remain, and deſerve a due praiſe. | 
By theſe words ( which were manifeſt teſtimonies of his reſolute and noblecourage) ,.... c.

Therefore he prepared himſelf to entertain Ce/ar, who returned out of Syria, 
Herotener te take his journey 1nto' Egypt, and received him at Prolomars, with all Royal honour, 
Caſzrandbis and gave his Army Preſents with all abundance of Proviſion : fo that he was accounted 
&rmyvTY fox one of Ce/ars molt aftectionate friends, and rode about with him, when he rook

& fr 800 Ta- ſol yes tohave had a far greater entertainment, than the Revenues and Profits of his King- 
__ dom could afford them. By which means, he gave the more ample teſtimony of his 
forward friendſhip, and free affection to deſerve well: and making uſe of the oppor- 
tunity of the time, he obtained the reputation of a Prince of an heroick and noble ſpi. 
rit; ſo that he was held inferiour unto no man, for the good entertainment which he 
gave tothe cliefeſt Romans 1n their return from Egypr. |

Alexandra en- 
d wvoureth to make herſelf Miſtris of the two Forts of Jeruſalem ; he made her be put 
to «cath, and Coltobarus,and others follow ; he izſtituteth Plays and Shews in Honor of 
Augulitus,by which,he doth ſo irritate the moſt part of the Jews, that ten of them uns 
deriake to kill him ; he putteth them to death: He buildeth many Forts, and rebuilds 
a wery fine, ana a ſftroag 1 own upon the ruins of Samaria, which he names Sebalte.

Whilſt thus he was tortured in his paſſions, and conceived finiſter opinions againſt ey wen 
Mariamne his Wife ; Salome his fiſter,and his Mother,having an inkling of his diſcontents, ther incenſe

Marianne: for which caule they conferred with Herod, and whetted his ſpleen and dif- ports againit 
pleaſure with variery of {landers,ſufficient at one aſſault to engender hatred, and kindle #riane- 
his jealouſie againft her.

3936, 

reſt of her parts, ſhe was an admirable aid pleaſing beauty, and of ſuch a cerriaze in thoſe 4 6-26 wah 

companies wherein ſhe was entertained, that it was impoſſible toexpreſs the ſame, in that 3s, © 

ſhe ſurpaſſed all thoſe of her time ; which was the principal cauſe that ſhe lived nor graci= — ob 

oully and contented]y with the X77g. For being entertained by him, who zztzrely loved her, 

and from whom ſhe received norhing that might diſcontent her,ſhe preſumed upor'a great & 

intemperate liberty in her diſcourſe. She digeſtedalſo the loſs of hertriend s very hardly, ac- 

cording as in open terms ſhe made known unto the Kg ; whereby alſo it came to paſs, 

that borh Herods mother and ſiſter, and himſelf likewiſe grew at odds with her. _ 
After her death the Kg began more powerfully to be inflamed in his afteCticns, who #erods mile- 

before as we have declared, was already miſerably diſtracted. For neither did he love at- . 

ter the common manner of married folk ; but whereas almoſt even unto madneſs he nou ter the dearh 

riſhed this his deſire, he could not be ihduced by the too unbridled manners of his wife of his wite.- 

toallay the hear of his affection, but that daily more and more by doating on her, lie in- 

creaſed the ſame. And all that time eſpecially he ſuppoſed that God was difplez{ed with 

him for the death of Mar/amze. Oftentimes he did invocate her name, uſing ſuch lamenra- 

ble expreffions that did not become the Majeſty of a K7zg. And notwithſtanding hedevi- 

{edall kinds of delights and ſports that might be imagined, by preparing banquets, and in- 

viting gueſts with Princely hoſpitality, to paſs away the time ; yet all thoſe profited him 

riothing, for which cauſe he gave over the charge and adminiſtration of his Kingdom. At 

length he was ſo beſotted with grief, that ofrentimes he commanded his ſervants to call

ſtilence within the City, that conſumed a great part of the people, and moſt of rhe nobili- b—ormng m_ 
ty, and all interpreted that this puniſhment was inflicted by God upon them, for the un- 
juſt death of the Queen. Thus the Kings diſcontents being by this means increaſed, heat rr oY 
Jaſt hid himſelfin a ſolitary wilderneſs, under pretext of hunting : where aflitting him- fick. ? 
ſelf inceſſantly,. at laſt, he fell into a moſtgrievous ſickneſs. This diſeaſe of his was an in- 
flammation or pain inthe neck : he ſeemedalſo in ſome ſort toraveand grow mad : neither 
could any remedies relieve him of his avozy: but when the ſickneſs ſeemed rather to in-. 
creaſe, allmen at laſt grew almolt deſperate of his recovery. For which cauſe his Phyſician, 
partly in reſpeCt of the contumacy ot his diſeaſe, partly, becauſe in ſogreata dazger there 
was not any free election of ayer, they gave him leave to taſte whatſoever beſt pleaſed his 
appetite, committing the uncertain event of his health to the hands of fortune. 

 Whileſt thus he continued in Samaria, which now is called Sebafte, Alexandra, being gh fn

: tOdearh:and at length overcoming his ſickxeſs, he grew ſo badly affected both in body and Alrxanvr2 pur 


mind, that he grew hateful unto all men :{orhat all thoſe whooffended him, and for how lir- t0.dcathh, 


tle caufe ſoever,were preſently puniſhed, In this his intemperance he 1mbrued his hands 1n rhe 
bloodof divers of his Friends, as Coſtabarus, Lyſimachus, Antipater,firnamed uauras, and Doſi- 
theus, for this occaſion that enſueth. 'Cotabarms was an Idumean, andione of the greateſt ac- . 
connt' arnong his countrymen, who was deſcended from the Prieſts of Coz.25, whom the 
Idumaans ahem for a god,' before that Hircanus had obliged them to embrace'the Jems , 
Religion. Herod being made Kjng of the Jews, appointed Coſtabarws to be Governor in Jdu- Collahow 
mez-and Gaza, giving him Salomehis ſiſter to wite, after he had put :9/eph to.-death, to whom &crod 
whom ſheihad beenmarried before, as we havedeclared. Coſftabarisiceing himſelf in this bad matched - 
eſtate beyond his expeCtation, grew more proud than this good-fortune required, and ina pr ar 
little time forgot himfelfſo far, that he thought himſelf diſhonoured, it he ſhould PR_ cth in Mumes, 
Nn that 
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opt that which Herod commanded him, and icorned that the Iaumeans ſhould be under the A 
world, 3936. Jews /ubjection, notwithſtanding they had received their manner of government from 
before Chrifs them. He therefore ſent metſengers unto Cleopatra, giving her to underitand, that Ide; 
T2H99* had always been under her anceſtors ſubjection : and tor that cauſe ſhe ought upon juſt 
—Y>- caule to demand and beg that countrey at Azt0n1us hands, and that for himielt he was rea- 
dy to become her ſervant. All which he praftiſed, not to gratifie Cleopatra in any ſore 
wv hatſoever, but to the intent that if Herods fortunes ſhould be any ways weakned, he 
might more eaſily by this means both enlarge and obtain the X/z2gaom of Idumea. And 
with theſe fooliſh hopes was he tranſported, in regard of his birth and riches, which he 
had heaped together by ſuch diſhozeſt means as he continually practiſed, as he that intended 
no ſmall matters. But notwithſtanding Cleopatra's often and earneſt petition ro obtain his 
Coſtabaera (gyeraigaty, yet could ſhe not obtain it at 4»ronizs hands. When Herod had notice of 
pielerved by ” $i , , . ep in 
bis wires in- theſe covert and cunning praCtices, he was ready to kill Coſt abarzzs, But upon the earneſt 
terceſſion. = ſvpplications of his ſiſter and her morher, he dilmiſſed and pardoned him ; yet held him aj. 
ways in ſuſpicion, by reaſon of this praCtice. Not long atter it hapned, that Sz/ome fellat 
debate with Coſtabarus, for which caule ſhe ſent a Bull of divorce to her husband, notwith. 
ſtanding it were againſt the /aws and ora:zary cuſtoms of the Jews. For according to our 
crdinances, it is only lawful for the husbazd to do the ſame; and as touching the w#fe, not- 
withitanding ſhe were ſeparated,yet it isnot lawful for her to marry again,except her huſ+ 
6azd firſt give her licence. But Sz/ome without reſpect of the /aws of the conztrey, grounding 
her {elf too much upon her ownauthority, forſook her husbard : ſaying,that ſhe ſeparated 
her felf from her hasb-74, by reaſon of the great friend(hip which ſhe bare unto her brother, 
Cajtaberus, L- for that ſhe had received ſome notice that Coſtabarus conſpired againſt her with Aztipa- 
—mpetP De. tir, Lyſimachus and Deſithens. And this accuſation ſhe confirmed by Babas children, whom 
fathezs accuſed he had already kept with him inall ſecurity tor the ſpace of twelve years. All which was 
before #er9t true,and at that time beyond all mens expeCtation wonderfully troubled Herod as ſoonas 
preſerved by he heard it. For as for Babas ſons, he had heretofore reſolved to cut them off, for that they 
Cojlsbarzs, had been alwaysdiſaffefted towards him and all his exterpriſes ; but all that time he had let 
them paſs, becauſe by continuance they were grown out of his remembrance. Now the 
cauſeof this enmity and hatred which he bare towards them, was gathered from this 
ground ; when Artigonns enjoyed the loveraignty, and Herod beſieged the City of Feru{a- 
{em withanarmy ; thoſe incommodites and neceſlities that ordinarily happen unto thoſe 
that are beſieged, were the cauſe that divers acknowledged Herod, and fixed their hopes 
upon him. Bur Babas ſons being in authority, and beſides that, attended by a great num- 
ber of men, perſevered in their taithful obſervation of Antigonrs, and blamed Herod conti- 
nually,encouraging the /»habitantsto continue the K;ngdom in thoſe to whom it appertain- 
ed by deſcent : and they themſelves followed that courſe, which in their opinion was moſt 
proticable for the Cormoxweal.But after that the City was ſurprized by Hered, and he grew 
maiter of the eſtate,Coſtabarnus, who was appointed to keep theCzty gates, and to lie in wait 
that none of choſe who were accuſed to have forſaken the K7zys fide, ſhould eſcpape,know- 
ins that the ſons of Babes were greatly eſteemed and honoured among the people, and fore- 
{ceingthattheir ſafety might be no ſmall furtherance to himſelf, if atany time there might E 
enſue any alteration,he diſcharged and hid them within his own poſſeſſions: and notwith- 
ſtanding that at that-time he had proteited to Heros by an oath, thathe knew not what 
was become of them, yet though ſuſpetted of perjury: he concealed them. And after- 
wards when the King had by Proclamation promiſed a reward to him that ſhould diſco- 
ver them, and ſoughtfor them by all means, neither then alſo would he confeſs the fat. 
For being afraid leſt he ſhould be puniſhed for his firſt denial, heconcealed them till, not 
ſo much tor their ſake as for his own intereſt.

invited to that aſſemblj : For he propoſed moſt huge rewards, not only to thole that ex2rc- 
ſed wraftling, but alſo to thoſe who arecalled Mzſicians, and to all forts of players oz inſt ru- 
ments, endeavoring to his atmoſt power, that all the mojt farz2us 1n thole profeſſions ſhould. 
1 be aſſiſtant in thoſe paſtimes. He appointed alfoa reward of great value tor fuch asranupon 
the chariots of three, tour, or of one horſe, and all that which was both /ampruous and mage 
nificent to behold ; for every onething was moſt carefully provided ; for he ſtrove to have 
the honour of a mſt mag nificent preparation for his games. 1he Theater was hung allabout 
with Ce/ars titles, and the 7rophees of thoſe nations which were overcome by him, altoge 
ther ſet out and ſhining with go/dand ſilver. As for the 1n/?ruments thereof, there wanted 
neither furniture, coſtly veſtments, or precious ſtones. Thither allo were drawn certain wld 
beſts, as Lions and other beaſts, which were worthy to be placed in this famvus ſhe, being 
admirable both for their force and rarexeſs of zature, who tought rheone with the other, .- 
and againſt ſuch mer likewiſe who were condemned to die : whereby the franyers con- 'D 
ceived, together with the admiration of his expence an nncompa rable and unaccuſtomed plea- ——_— 
K ſ#re. But his countrymen interpreted this thing fora manifeſt corruption of thoſe diſciplines honour-by 
and zarners which they had entertained and honoured amongſt them. For it was an a&t *Þ<|c czp-n- 
moſt manifeſtly impious, to hazard mer againſt wi/d beaſts, todelight the eyes of other ©* 
men :Tt was allo « matter as impious, to change and prophane the ord:x:zces of the countrey, 
for forrain exerciſes: But the moſt hated ofall theſe were the 7rophees,for in that they were 
certain Images attired inarmor,the uſe and veneration whereof were forbidden by our /aws, 
this diſpleaſed and grieved them more than any thing whatſoever : neither was Herod ig- 
norant of thoſe troubles which they procured. But he thought it to be a matter of danger 
to attempt the ſame for the prefent by force, and for that cauſe he familiarly debated the 
fame With ſome few of them, and diſcourſed unto them his occations,to the end to rid them | 
L, oftheir ſuperſtition,but could not prevail. For all ofthem,with one conſent,cried out againſt _— =-_ 
the indignity which they ſaw him commit : telling him that althoughall other things were Trophecs co- 
to be tolerated, yet the 7rophees, which were Images of Men, were unſupportable, becauſe v<red with 
they were unuſual in their Countrey. Herod perceiving that they werediſcontented, and nom" 
that they would not beeafily wrought upon, except my had ſome contentment, he called 
the worthieft men amongſt them, and led them into the T heater, demanding of them what 
they thought theſe 7rophees were : and when they criedout that they were Images of men; 
he incontinently cauſed all the ornaments to be taken off from them,lerting them ſee that 
they were nought elſe but naked ſtocks of wood ; ſo that — their diſpleaſure was 
turned intoa laughter, and their doubts were preſently diſcuſſed. Thus appeaſed he the 
M people, and moderated the fury of their diſconrent , ſo that divers of them changed their 
- opinions, and wereno more diſpleaſed. Notwithſtanding there were ſome of theſe that 
perfiſted inthe coxcert they had of thoſe exerc:/es, ſuppoſing that the corruption of their 
antient diſcipline was an inducement to their grievous calamities ; and they imagined that 
itrather concerned them. to undergo all 4a»gers, than ro endure any alteration in their 
cuſtoms, by permitting that Herod ſhould introduce mew and extraordinary faſhions, who 
onely in word was their Kz22, but ineffe&t an enemy of their whole nation, For this cauſe 
there were ten men amongſt them, who bound themſelves by oath to hazard all extre- Ten men con- 
mities, and to this intent they had hid certain ſhore ſwords under their garments : amongſt 'pire againld 
theſe there was one that was blind, who urged and egged on by the ſtrangeneſs of thoſe " 
N things which he had heard, not for that he was of ability to execute any thing with his 
hand, but to teſtifie that he was ready to ſuffer with the reſt, if any misfortune ſhould 
befal them, by his example the reſt of them were not a little confirmed : Theſe having 
mutually undertaken this re/olution, repaired tothe 7 heater, under hope that Herod ſhould 
not eſcape them, for that they intended to afſail him unawares : at leaſt if they failed of 
him, their hope was to fall foul on ſame of his favorites and followers, accounting this to 
be ſomecomfort in their expeCted death, if in regard of their violated religion they might 
bring the K/-z in hatred with the common people. And theſe intending to offer o clay Herod hath ins 
as Leaders unto the reſt, reſolved to execute theſe things. But one ofthoſ: intelligencers {{/8*nce.of 
that Zrvd had ſent abroad to pry and ſearch into ſuch like ations, having diſcovered all racy. © 
O their coxſpiracy, ſignified the ſame unto the Kg, when he was ready to enter into the 7he- 
ater.

The ten men Now when with great confidence they had alleadged theſe things ſor their juſtification,

lizencer 1s cut Nor Jong after this, that Izt«l/;gencer who had betrayed them, growing hateful in all mens 
ky PIE eyes, Was [tabd by certain men, andchopt in pieces with their ſwords, and afterwards caſt 
unto the dogs in fightand preſenceof many. Yet did no man diſcoverthis att, until after E 
long and weariſome inquifitions made by Herod, it was got out of certain poor women 
(who were privy to the fa&t) with divers torments. Then wereall the actors of that mur- 
ther puniſhed, with their whole families: and notwithſtanding all this,the common people 
_ was NO ways daunted, but wereready to defend their laws, except they were reſtrained 
Herod foiti= by ſomegreater power. Which when the Kg perceived, he refiſted their endeavors 
within Feu-  V/1th all diligence, left through theſe alterations in afairs, the people ſhould be drawn to 
ſurm, none, an cpen rebellion. Whereas therefore he had two ſtrong Catltles within the City, one 
Sehaſte. 9 wherein his Palace was, another called Antonia, that adjoyned near unto the Temple, forti.

= Now when he had ficly diſpoſed all theſe Caſtles through his whole Country, for the 


ſecurity and ſafety of his K/22dom, the matter of rebellion was taken from the common 
people, who upon every light cauſe are ſubject tocommorions, in that he had prepareda 
remedy againſt all privy coxſpiraces, by planting ſuch forces always near at hand, who 
might prevent and pactke allalterations at their beginning. After this, moving himſelf D 
10 encompa!s $azzaria with a wall, he brought to paſs that divers ofthoſe who had born 
arms with him againſt his enemies, and diversof the people likewiſe that dwelt round a- 
bout, came to inhabit it, both in regard of the Temple, which he intended to build in that 
place, as alfo tor that he fortified the ſame for his own ſecurity (although that formerly it 
was not in thenumber of famous Cities.) He therefcre changed the name thereof, and 
called it $-b2/te, and diſtributed the lands that confined the City,among the inhabitants of 
the ſame (which was by nature a fruitful countrey) to the intent that within a little ſpace 
they might inrich themſelves. He invironed the City alſo with a ſtrong wall, being al- 
fiſtzd by the natural ſtrength and ſteepneſs of the place : and beſides the whole circuit, 
he included ſo much ground, that it was no ways inferiout to any of the famous Cities ; 
for it contained the circuit of twenty furlongs or ſtadia's. Andin the mid{t thereof there 
was a ſecret place, containinga furlonganda half, wondertully adorned ; in which there 
was a Temple builded, famous both for beauty and bigneſs. And as tor the other parts 
of the City, he adorned them withall ſorts of ornaments. And ſeeing how nearly it con- 
cerned him to provide for the ſecurity of his perſon in this walled City, he wetted a Fort- 
tre's for himſelf. Andas for the beauty thereof, his intent was thatit ſhould remain f 
a monument to poſterity, of his magniticence and liberality. £

Tudza # afflictcd with many miſeries, but eſpecially with a violent Plague and a terrible Fa- | 
mine: Herods wonderful care and liberality to remedy it : He recovereth by this means | 
the love of the people , whom he ſupplieth with abundance of all things: He buildeth a 
ftately Palace in Jeruſalem : He marrieth with the Daughter of Simon, whom he createth 
Hiph-Prieſt.

revenues which he received by the truits of the earth ; and the rather, for that he had ſpent 
his money in repairing his Cities, according as before this we have declared : all things 
were walted by divers calamities, ſo that a man could conceive no hope of remedy. Be- 
ſides this, the people hated their A7zg ; for that it 1s their cuitom ordinarily to accule 
their Governors, as if they were ttc authors of all their evils. Yet did the Kzzg bethinl: 
himſelf how he might remedy theſe inconveniences, but he hardly could find the means, 
for their neighbours could not ſell them viStuals, becauſe they were noleſs afflicted than 
themſelves: andalthough he might have recoveredſome little for a great ſum of money, 
t he wanted it alſo to defray the charges: notwithſtanding in that he knew, that #744 wakcth 
k it behoved him to employ his uttermoſt endeavours for a general remedy to fuch a violent his rich orna- 
oppreſfion,he melted down all thoſe moveables he had either of Gold or Silver within his ments __ X 
Palace, and ſpared nothing, either for the matter, the excellency, or faſhion ; no not — 
{o muchas the veſſels wherein he was ordinarily ſerved. This money was ſent into Egypt, filver, and 
where at that time; under Ceſar, Petronins kield! the government. This man being Herod's buyeth ccra. 
friend, in that he deſired the ſafety of his ſubjeRs, at ſuch time as divers of them retired 
themſelves unto him, by reafonof their neceſſity, he permitted them to buy up corn, and 
affiſted them in all things, bothin their bargains, and in their carriages : ſo that the greater 
or the whok ſum of their ſuccours was attributed to him. But after their return, Herod 
did ſo much, that the care that was taken by him did not only change the affeCtions of 
{, thoſe which were his efnermjes, but beſides all rhis, he purchaſed great raiſe and com- 
mendation for his liberality and ſingular providence. For, firſt of all, he diſtributed a one _ 
certain quantity of corn toall thoſe who were not able of themſelves to ſupply their own ra he had 
wants, uſing herein both great care and dilipence. After this, for that there were a great boughtamong 
numberof ſich, whoin regard of their age, ot ſome other infirmity, were unable to pre- ** People: 
pare their yituals, he took order for theit relief, and : gy certain Bakers, who 
ſhould furniſh them with bread ſufficient for their ſubliftance. He gave order alſo, that 
they ſhould not paſs the winter without clothing, hut provided for ſuch as were naked 
ſufficient raiment, conſidering that rhe ſheep were partly dead, and partly deyoured, and 
that there was no wool to ſet them awork, or other uffto make garments of. Now after 
M he had furniſhed his ſubje&s with theſe things, he thought good alſo toſhew kindneſs to 
+ the neighboring Cities, and ftored the Syriazs with ſeed-corn to ſow their lands, which 
yielded him no little profit : for the earth incontinently gave him a large and plentiful 
ttibure for thare ſhe had received, ſo that all ofrhem had abundance of victuals : and as ſoon 
as the hatveſt was ready, he ſent fifty thouſand men into that Countrey which he had re- 
livved: and by this means he with all diligence reſtored his afited Kingdom, and com- 
fotted his neighbours, who were ho res with the like calamity.

This place is diſtant from Jer»/ale ſome ſixty furlongs, or ſtades, m_ by nature, 
and fit for defence and fortification. For near it there 1s a certain ſteep hill made by 
Art, after the manner of a round dug, environed with round Towers, with a fteep aſcent 
of two hundred ſteps cut out of hewed ſtone. Within the {lame there are divers places 
builded with great and ſumptuous workmanſhip, made both for defence and delight. 

- Atthe foot of this hill there are two houſes worthy to be ſeen, for divers ſingularities, 
and namely, by reaſon of thoſe Conduits of water, which although they ſpring not in that 
place, yet notwithſtanding they are brought from far with great colt and expence. The 
Plain that adjoyneth upon it, is all full of buildings, after the manner of a City, amd the 
top of the Caſtle commandeth all the Plain. As ſoon as he had diſpoſed all his affairs, D 
according to his hearts deſire, he poſſeſſed the Kingdom in great quietneſs, for that he 
made his ſubj-As obedient unto him, both by fear, in ſhewing himſelf inexorable when 
it concerred him to puniſh ; and by liberality, whereby he provided for their publick 
neceſſities : he therefore took an eſpecial care of himſelt, as if the life and ſafety of his 
perſon had been the ſecurity of his people. He behaved himſelf officiouſly and favoura- 

by towards all foreign Cities ; he entertained the Princes with preſents, which ac- 

* cording to his occaſions he ſent unto them, to inſinuate himſelf into their favours, being 
in his own nature magnificent and fit to govern: 1o that all his fortunes increaſed, and 
all things fell out happily according to hisdefire. True it is, that the care which heim- 
ployed in honouring C2/ar, and other mighty Magiftrates of Rome, cauſed him to outftrip E 
his cuſtoms, and toalter divers Ordinances of his Country 1n building Cities, and ereQing 
Temples in honour of them, although he builded them ngt in the Land of Jury : for the 
Jews would not have endured it, becauſe we are forbidden to honour images and figures, 
formed according to the likeneſs of a man, as the Greeks are accuſtomed to do ; - but he

inclining toa mutiny. But Herod with great diſcretion prevented it, and cut off all occa= \ 
ſions of inſurre&tion, commanding every one to mind his buſineſs; forbidding them to 
make any aſſemblies in the City, orto talk one with another under colour of walking a= 
broad for pleaſure or feaits ſake. Moreover he had ſent out certain Iztelligencers to dilco- 
ver all that which was done, appointing grievous puniſhments for thoſe that miſliked his 
Government, For divers of them were led unto the Caſtle of Hir:anza, ſome openly, 
3- ſome privately, where they were no ſooner impriſoned, but they were put to death ; 2nd 
both in the City and in thecountrey, there were certain men appointed totake note of all 
| ſuch thar uſed any aſſemblies upon any occaſion whatſoever. He was ſo concerned at his 
ſubje£ts diſtaſtes, that as it is reported of him, he took the habit of a private man, and 
thruſt himſelf in the night time 1nto the company of the people,tounderſtand and gather 
what they thought of his government ; and thoſe whom he tound to be untractable and 
- obſtinate, and would not be conformed to his will,, he diſpatcht them by one means or 
other, binding rhe reſt of the people by an oath to ſerve him faithfully, and conſtrained #*rod bindeth 
them to keep the oath rhey had ſworn, and roacknowledge his Soveraigaty : whereunto 5Þ* PEvPle by 
divers through the fear they conceived, cafily condelcended: But they who had more co-

ſible. He required alſo an oath of divers of thoſe Seftaries who followed the Phariſees riſes from 
Polio and Sameas: and notwithſtanding they denied to take the oath, yet he did not puniſh Fearing tor 
them as he did the other for their refufal, in reſpe& and reverence of Polio their Maſter.

Manahem{miling, hit him gently with his hand upon the back, and ſaid unto 
him, 7 hou ſhalt be King, and ſhalt have a happy reign ; for ſuch is Gods pleaſure : and at that nyubemfore- 
time remember thr ſclf of the words that Manahem. ſpake unto thee,which ſhall ſerve for a teſt j. telleth Herods 
ny to put thee in mind of thy vutable eſtate. For it becommeth thee nothing more, than by ITS IN 
Juſtice, piety, and equity, to win the hearts of thy ſubjeits : yet know I by revelationfrom God, 
that thow wilt not follow theſe inſtruct icns ; for thou ſhalt forget and neg let both divine and ha-

Men and brethren, T hold it to be a matter both vain and ſuperfluous, to recount unto you 
what things I have performed, during the time of my government. _ For they have been 
that nature, that they have returned me but little honour, and your ſelf great profit and ſecari« 
ty. For you your ſelves know, that in thoſe adverſities &hat have befallen you, I have been no 
ways negligent in that which concerned your profit « and in thoſe buildings I have erefed 
by Goas zf/iſtance, I have not ſo much regarded my ſelf, as that which conterneth you all: 
and my hope is by the will of God, that I have brought the eſtate of the Jews to that degree 
of felicity, that they never had or expected before this time. As for that which 1 have ( 
particularly done in the heart of the Countrey, and in the Cities which I have augmented, 
as well with ornament and beauty, as with a number of inhabitants : ſince you your ſelves 
know, I think it a ridiculous matter to reduce them to your memory. But I muſt aſſure you 
that the deſizn which I will preſently undertake, is far more holy and more excellent, than 
may be performed by 1s, For our predeceſſors, after they were returned from the captivis 
ty of Babilon, builded a Temple in Honour of our great and mighty God, which in height 
wanted ſixrycabits of that which Solomon firſt built : yet ought we not to objetf it as a blame, 
or aſcribe this aition to any impiety in our Anceſtors, For the Temple was not at their diſpo- 
frag, but the meaſure of ther Building was ſet down by Cyrus and Darius the Son of Hy- 
ſtaſpes, to whom and their Succeſſoys, they have firſt of all been flaves, as after their time 1 
they have been under the ſubjeit ion of the Macedonians : /o that they had not the means and 
opportunity to raiſe this religious Monument, according to the firſt pattern, to that requi- 
ſite and convenient height. But ſince at this preſent, by Gods permiſſion, Thave obtained the 
Kingdom: and that for a long time hitherto we have enjoyed a happy peace : and that neither 
money nor great revenues are wanting : and that which « our greateſt good, we are made 
happy by the favour of the Romans, who in a ſort are Lords of the whole world, and in 
effect are our entire friends : Twill enforce my ſelf to repair that defeet, which hapned in 
times paſt through the miſeries of our noble wer {iy th : reſolving with my ſelf to perfect that 
which u requiſite for the ſervice of God, in acknowlegment of - 4 benefits which I have recei- 
ved from him, by whoſemercy and means I have obtained my Kingdom. E 

1 his ſudden and unexpeCRed ſpeech of. Herods filled all mens ears with wonder, and 
hearts with expeCtation, in that he. ſeemed to promiſe ſuch a thing, as was beyond 
their hope, and as they thought far greater than his power : and that which moſt di- 
ſtrated them was, for that they had conceived a fear, leſt atter he had pulled down the 
old, he ſhould not beof ability to erect a new. For which cauſe his counſel ſeemed to 
be dangerous, and attempt over difhcult. But the King perceiving with what doubts 
they were detained, encouraged them, promiſing in no ſort to deface the Old Temple, 
before all that was prepared and poliſhed, which was requiſite for the building of the 
New. And in this he kept his word: For he appointed a thouſand chariots to draw 
ſtones unto the place, and choſe out amongſt the reſt ten thouſand expert workmen. x 
He apparelled alſoat his own charge one thouſand Prieſts in their accuſtomed Veſtments, 
whereof ſome gave the Maſons inſtructions how they ſhould work, and the reſt affiſted. 
the Carpenters. This done, after he had prepared all things requiſite, he cauſed them 
to fall to'their building. As ſoon as therefore the former foundations were taken a- 
way, and new were planted in their place, the Temple was ereCted upon them, in 
length one hundred cubits, and twenty cubits in height, above thoſe hundred cubits 
which the former contained, which twenty cubirs were in ſome manner ſunk, after that 
by procefs of time the foundations began to be {etled; and during Nero's reign our 
Countreymen thought to have raiſed it to the firſt height. The building was of white 
and ſtrong marble ſtones, which wereeach of them twenty and fivecubits long, eightcu- 
bits high and about ſome twelve cubits broad. All the ſtruCture of the ſame was made 


after the manner of a Princely Palace on all fides,and the middle part thereof was _—

The Porch erected this Perch of ſo great a heighth, that but to look from the top thereof, and tocon- 
_ —_— ſider the depth as well of the Valley, as the heighth ot the Porch, it would make a man 
Vallcy, giddy, and his eye could nor pietce unto the bottom of the ſame. Thoſe Galleries were 
ſupported by four ranks of Pillars equally diſtanr ; and a ſtrong Stone-wall tilled up B 
the ſpaces that were between the Pillars of the fourth rank : the thicknels of the Pillars 
was ich, that one was as much as three men could tathom, holding one another by 
the hand , tor each of them was twenty and ſeven foot about , with a double baſe at 
the bottom. The whole number of them was one hundred ſixty and two, they were 
engraven and damaskt with Corinthian work, 1o that it moved admiration in thoſe 
that beheld it. Betwixt theſe four ranks of Pillars there were three Porches , con- 
taining in breadth each of them thirty foor, and in length a ſtade or turlong : and more 
than fitty foot in heighth. 1hat in rhe midſt was 1n breadth once and half as much 
as theſe two; and in heighth twice as much. The Floor was made of rare Planks, 
engraven with divers Figures, and the Roof thereof was tar higher than any of the reſt, 
in which were certain huge beams morreiſed , on which there were certain Pillars

For to ſerve Forreign Nations, who lived not after the K 
manner of the Jews, and to. do whatſoever they. commanded them, was more 
prejudicial unto Religion than; unto the parties convicted of that fact, Wherefore 
it was ſufficiently already in the old ancient Laws provided for the puniſhment of 
ſuch people, to wit, that a thief ſhould reſtore four times as much as he ſtole : Which 
if he. was not able to do, that then he was to' be ſold 3 not unto ſtrangers, nor m- 
to perpetual] bondage, but only for ſeven years 3 at which time he ſhould again beſet 
free. So that the common people did interpret this new Law to fer down an unjuſt 
puniſhment, and rather to favour of tyranny, than of Princely dignity, 4nd to be ena- 
cted not without contempt of their ancient Laws : So that for this cauſe all men ſpake 
very ill of the King. | = 
At the ſame time Herod ſailed into Italy to ſalute Ceſar, and to ſee his Children liy- 
ing at Rome. Where Ceſar receiving, him very courteoutly, permitted him to take 
his Sons home with him, as being now ſufficiently inſtructed 19 the Liberal Arts Who 
returning into their Countrey, were joyfully received of all their Countrey-men, both 
for that they were of comely ſtature, and of courteous behaviour, and in their very 
carriage did ſhew that they came of Kingly lineage. Which things moved Saloxze and 
the reſt, by whoſe falſe accuſations their Mother Mariam was deſtroyed, to envy them; 
fearing their power, and verily perſwading themſelves that they would be revengers 
of their Mothers injuries. So taking hereby occaſion, they began alſo falſely to ac- 
cuſe them, as miſliking their Father, who had cauſed their Mother to be {lain 3 and as M 
_ they had an averſion from him, whoſe hands were imbrued in their Mothers 
blood. For they knew that by ſuch calummiation they might draw them into hatred, 
andavert their Father's good will from them. Yet did they not carry theſe their in- 
ventions to the King's ears, but contented themſelves-to bruit them abroad amongſt 
the common people 3 which ſo in the end coming to his hearing, would cauſe in him 
eh enmaty and hatred againſt his Sons, that it would overcome in him all natural 
affection.

Atlaſt the wind changing, he failed firſt to Mtylene, and then to Bizartinze; and there ,;,,,; gun 
underſtanding that Agrippa had already paſt the Rocks of Cyares, he followed him with 42rippa at 5y- 
all ſpeed, and overtook him at Syzope, a City of Poxtus : Who contrary to Agrippe's ex- "9* 3 City of 

- pectation arrived there with his Navy : Herod's coming was very grateful unto Agrzppa, orgs = 
and with eſpecial affe&ion they embraced one another.

« nothing but that which your goodneſs hathalready granted, and that which they | 
« endeavour to take from us that are as we alſo are, your Subjects. And although 
« that your benefit beſtowed upon us was great, yet we are worthy ſtill to enjoy 
« jt, only for that you your ſelf judged us worthy thereof. And ſuppoſe it was a 
< {mall matter, it is a diſcredit for you not to grant ſo ſmall a Irifie. Wherefore 
it is evident, that the injury done unto us, doth alſo redound unto you, whoſe 
« Decrees thoſe that have injured us, fear not to contemn, and do difanul your be. 
« nevolencetowards us. For if any one ſhould ask any of them, whether they had 
& rather loſe their Lives, than be deprived of their Countrey Laws, Rites, Sacrifices 
« and Feſtivities, wherewith they honour their Gods, I know they would rather en- 
<« dure any Calamity, than to be forced to forſake their Countrey-cuſtoms. For ma- K 
« ny Wars ariſe only for defence of Religion : And the greateſt reward and content 
« that we reap by this happy Peace, which through your means we enjoy, 15 this, that 
« weareevery one permitted to live according to the cuſtom of his Countrey, and to 
« continuein Piety. Wherefore they endeavour to take from others that, whuch by 
& no means they would permit to be taken from themſelves, as who would ſay, it was 
< not as great offenceto hinder other men's Piety and Devotion, as neglect-their own, 
« Let us conſider whether there be any City or Nation, that doth not count their feli- 
« city to be fituate in your Dominion, and the power of the Rowans Or is there 
« any that defireth your honour and power to decay and be of no force? Truly none 
« thatiswiſe: For there isnone, whom cither publickly or privately 1t concerneth not: |, 
« But theſe People endeavouring to take fromus our Liberty, do alſo asit were deprive 
« themſelves of all benefits which they have received at your hands, which are infi- 
« nite. For what a benefit is it, that whereas other Nations living under the Dominion 
« of rigorous Kings conſtituted over them; theſe do only obey the Romans, and 
« hve in happy peace and tranquility 2 But as for our affairs, were no man troubleſome 
<« unto us, yetare they not ſuch as deſerve to be envied. For enjoying the common 
& felicity, which others your Subje&s do, we defirenothing of high eſteem or worth, 
* but only requeſt that we may live according tothe Religion of our Countrey, which 
«* of it {elt is not to be envied, but may be profitable for them that permit it. For God 
doth always love them who honour him, and them who do not hinder his honour, 
Whatis chere jn our Religion offenſive to any man? Nay, what is there that is not 
« according toall Piety and Juſtice, whereby all things continue and are preſerved ? 
« Forneither do we conceal what life we follow, nor the labours and exerciſe we uſe, 
<« bur reſting the ſeventh day from all labours, we ſpend that day in learning our Reli- 
< gion, and the Laws and Cuſtoms thereof, eſteeming this Cuſtom not to be of ſmall 
« force to corre& and amend our manners. Theſe our Cuſtoms having in them no- 
<« thing that any that ſearcheth them can juſtly reprehend, they are now alſo, though 
* many are per{waded the contrary, conſecrated and confirmed by their antiquity - So 
& thatwe muſtneeds make a conſcience of it toforſake our Laws, that have endured fo 
« many Ages. ' Theſe are the Injuries that theſe people by violence offer us; they fa- N 
« crilegiouſly take from us the money dedicated to God - They impoſe Tributes upon 
«© us, who are free : They upon Feſtival days force us to their Tribunals, to Law, and 
< other prophane buſineſs, without any neceſſity, but only in contempt and diſgrace 
« of ourReligion, which they know well in the mean time while they perſecute with 
« unjuſt and unlawful hatred. For your Empire, equally providing for the good of 
* all your Subjects, doth not only nouriſh the mutual concord of them all, but alſo 
< refilteth hatred and malice. Theſe are the Injuries, moſt worthy Agrippa, whereof 
& weſcek redreſs at thy hands, requeſting thee that hereafter we may live according to 
* our Religion as formerly, and that our Adverſaries may have no more Authority 
over us than we over them : which is not only juſtice and equity, but already alſo Q 
* granted by your Clemency. And thereare yet extant, to be ſeen in the Capitol, ma- 
* ny Decrees and Ordinances of the Senate concerning this matter, engraven in =_ 
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A* whichare read unto this day : doubtleſs for our truth and fidelity ſo oftentimes tried 5 Ns 
« grat leaſt, though we not deſerving it, yet holy and inviolate. For you do not on- world, 3556. 
« Iy not withdraw from us and alt other Nations, your former benefits granted unto us, wy re Criſis 
*% but you do rather every day, belide all hope and expectation, increaſe them ; all LENS 
« which, time will not ſuffer me to rehearſe; And that we may not ſeem vainly to boaſt 

« of ourdutics and officiouſneſs towards you, and alfo omitting other things that are 
« paſt 5 our King now ſitting with you, can ſufficiently teſtifie it ſo to be. For what 
* kind of loveand good will hath he omitted to ſhew unto your Nation 2 Where was 
* henot proved truſty > What hath he not deviſed to honour you ? Where ſtood you 
« jn need, when he was not the firſt man to help you ? Why therefore, ſhould not we 
B © recciveſome favour for his deſerts ? I will not omit to put you 10 mind of the Valour 
* of his Father Artipater, who came in with 2000 Souldiers to aflift Ceſar in the Eg yp- 
« t;ay Wars, wherein he ſo valiantly behaved himſelf; that neither by Sea nor Land any 
« one in thoſe Wars deſerved more commendations than himſelf; I will not repeat at 
< this time how much good he did Czſar in thoſe Wars, and what and how great Re- 
wards he received; but rather I ſhould firſt of all put you 1n remembrance of the 
4% Letters that the Emperour writ unto the Senate concermng this matter, wherewith 
«* he obtained for Aztipater the Honours and Priviledges of the City. For this only ar- 
* gument had been ſufficient to have declared that we did not obtain ſuch favour with- 
« outdeſert, and requeſt thee now to confirm the ſame, of whom we might juſtly hope 
C © for new benefits, ſeeing ſuch friendſhip and familiarity between thee and our King. 
« For we have underſtood by our Nation that dwell in Judea, how many Offerings 
thou didſt there ſacrifice unto our God, and with what vows thou honouredſt him; 
how thou feaſtedſt the people, and waſt delighted in that mutual hoſpitality. All 
which wasan argument of the friend{hip confirmed between ſo great a Roman Prince 
« and the Nation of the Fews, evenin Herod's houſe. By all theſe, we humbly requeſt 
in the preſence of the King, nothing but this only, that thou wouldeſt not permit us 
« deceitfully to be defrauded of that, which you your ſ{clves have already granted un- 
« tothe Nation of ow” amet 
Now no one of the Greeks offered to oppoſe himſelf againſt that which Nzcholazs did 
D ſpeak; for this wasno contention to a Judge concerning their right, but only a depre- 
cation and ſupplication to avoid injury. Neither did they deny it, only thus they ex- 
cuſed themſelves, that the _ dwelling amongſt them, were troubleſom unto them. 
But the F:ws ſhewed themſelvesto be free Citizens, and tolive according to their Reh- 
gion and Laws of their Countrey, without any man's moleſtation or injury, Where. ,,,;,,, on- 
fore Agrippa underſtanding that they were wronged,anſwered thus : That he would not firmeth the 
only gratihie them for his friend Herod'sfake, bur alſo for that they ſeemed to him to de- oe _ 
mand a reaſonable matter. Wherefore, though they had demanded a greater thing of on 
him, he would have granted them whatſoever he might, without prejudicing the people 
of Rome. And now, ſeeing they only demand of him that which alas the Ro- 
E manshad granted unto them, he would ratifie and confirm unto them the benefit which 
they had already received at the Romans hands, and provide that henceforth no man 
ſhould moleſt them for living according to the inſtitution and ordinances of their Coun- 
trey. Having thus ſpoken, he diſmifſed the Aſſembly. Then Herod arifing, thanked 


him in all their names. And then, after mutual embracing one another, they departed, A4grippe de-

D moſt. This being his daily fear, though he were abſent, he ceaſed not by Lettersto m—_ 
incite his Father againſt them, as having care of his ſafety ; but indeed for that he there- againſt his

him full power and hberty to Jeave to Kingdom to jhim whom he found moſt 
dutiful unto him. And that they, though thereby they might not gain the Kingdom, 
yet they could be contented with their Father's deathz and that they ſought it with 
danger of their own livesz and that this horrible and deteſtable hatred was now 
rooted in their hearts. And that he having long endured this calamity, was now 
forced to open it unto Cefar, and trouble his ears with theſe complaints. And ſpake ' 
after this manner: Have TI, deſerved this at their hands * what wrong have T done 

F them? or how can they think it reaſon, that I, who have expoſed my ſelf to ſo many 
dangers, and undergoue ſo difficult labours for a long time, to obtain the Kingdom, 
ſhould not peaceably enjoy the ſame, and ſuffer me to be Lord of my own Dominions, 
and permit me the liberty to leave it unto him who ſhall deſerve ſuch honour in the beſt 
performance of a Son-like duty? So that the beholders hereof, ſeeing piety ſo rewarded, 
might hereby be the more incited hereunto; ejpecially ſeeing that without violating the 
Law of Nature, it is not lawful to think any ſuch thought : For no man can affect his 
Father's Kingdom, but he doth alſo deſtre his Father's death, ſeeing it is not permitted 
men to jſucced thoſe in the Kingdom who are yet alive. He alledged moreover, that 
tor his part he had had a care that they ſhould want nothing convenient for a kind 
Father to provide for Princely Children, neither ornamentss, nor followers, nor

King of Cappadocia: And which was the greateſt matter of all, he had not uſed the H 


authority of a Father againſt them after theſe Enterprizes, but brought them unto Ceſar 
their common Benefa&or z and that forſaking his own right of a Father, who had been 
injured; or of aKing, againſt whom Treaſon had been wrought 3 he was now content 
to debate his matter with them before ſuch a Judge, as well knew how to decide the 
thing in queſtion according to right and equity yet requeſted him that their offence 
might not be leftunpuniſhed, nor he forced to lead the reſt of his Life ſtill in perpetual 
fear; nor ſuffer them to be ſo miſerable, as never to enjoy themſelves, nor deſire to 
ſce the light of the Sun, after having violated the molt ſacred Laws of God and Na- 
rure. Herod having with a vehement voice objected theſe Accuſations againſt his Sons 
before Caſer, the two Princes were not able to abſtain from tears whilſt he was yet 
ſpeaking 3 and having ended his Speech, they wholly burſt out into tears ; not that they 
were guilty of thoſe Impieties laid unto their charge, but that they were accuſed 
by their Father; againſt whom it was not decent to ſpeak freely for themſelves, 
nor expedient to refuſe to defend their own cauſe. Wherein they remained doubt- 
ful what to do, moving the Auditors to pity them by their Tears and Lamentari.

CHAP. VIL 


Of Alexander's defence, and how the two Brethren wer? reconciled to their 
Father Herod. 


Hen the young Princes perceiving both their Father and Ceſar to be mollified; and 

: they that were preſent partly to pity them, partly to ſhed tears of compaſſion; 
the oneof them named Alexander, who was the elder, direQing his Speech to his Father, 
began thusto clear himſelf of the Crimes objected againſt them : Father, how well and 
ſpeakerh in his f77enudly minded thou art towards us, this preſent judgment declareth:, for hadst thou determi. 


ned any heavy Sentence againſt 1s, thou — not have brought ws before him, who is the 
Preſerver of us all: For thou mighteſt, being a King, or & thy authority over #5 as a Father, 
have puniſhed us for our offence according to thy power : But in that thou haſt brought ws to 
Rome, and made Cxiar onr Judge, it is an argument that thou ſeekeſt to ſavews; for no man 
brings any one tothe Temple, whom he purpoſeth to deſtroy, which greatly aggravateth or 
cauſe, who do cenſure our ſelves unworthy tolive, rather than to incur an opinion of Impie- 
ty committed againſt thee ſuch a Father. How far more expedient 3s it to die guilthſ,, 
than to live ſuſpeFed of ſo great an ingratitude ® Wherefore if God grants as ſo much 
ſucceſs in our defence, as to perſwade you of the truth, we ſhall not rejoyce ſo much for 
having eſcaped ſo great a danger, as t0 be found innocent by your judgment ; for we 
do not deſire to live with the ſuſpicion of thoſe Calumnies. It is a probable Accuſation 
to accuſe our years, as having affeited the Kingdom; and our unfortunate Mother's 
Calamity maketh it ſeem more probable. But conſider, 1 beſeech thee, if the ſame Crime 
may not as well be framed againit any one whomſocver, as againſt w. For any King ha- 
ving Children by a Wife that is now dead, may, if it pleaſe him, ſuſpe&® them, as prattiſing 
Treaſon againit him their Father. But ſuſpicion is not ſufficient to prove a man Impi- 
045 and Guilty: Wherefore produce any one that can bring ſufficient proof, that may 
induce any moderate Judge to believe, that we ever attempted ſuch a horrid Crime. Can 
any man ſhew that Poyſon was prepar'd by ws for you, or that we conſpired with any, 
or that we corrupted any Servants with money and gifts 5 or that we writ any Letters 
against thee > Tet Calumny may feign every one of theſe upon no occaſjon. It 3s a grie- 
vous matter, for diſcord to be in a Princes Court ; and the hope of Dominion, which 
your Majeity affirmed to be the reward of Piety, doth often impel mens minds unto hainous 
offences. But althoughit be moſt certain that we cannot ve conviced of any Crime, yet how 
can we clear our ſelves from Accuſations forged againit us, befure theme that will not hear »s ? 
But did we ſpeak ſome inſolent words ? yet were they not againſt thee,0 my Father ( for that had

Caſes with theſe words, though before not greatly crediting ſuch Accuſations and

Fort was they gave oc- 
unjuſtly done of himto believe ſuch forged Accuſations againſt thoſe whom he had be- —_ wm 
gotten; that he was fully perſwaded that they would prove fo dutiful to him for the fu- cxtorteththe 
ture, that he would not only forg-t that diſtaſte that they had given him, but that he Father.robe 
E would alſo renew his former affe&ion towards them 3 and both Parties endeavouring his Children, 
thus to re-eſtabliſh the friendſhip and truſt that ought to be between ſo near Relations, 
their union would be greater and more fincere thanever.

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King of Cappadocia. Archelaus did courteouſly entertain Herod, and was very joyful 
that his Sons and he were made friends, and that Alexander his Son in Law had fo well 
cleared himſelf and his brother of. the Crimes laid unto their Charge. And ſo each one 
beſtowing upon the other princely gifts, they departed taking their leave one of the 
other. After this, Herod being newly returnedinto Judea, and calling the people toge- 
ther into the Temple, told them all that had paſt in hisabſence from them, and thecoyr- 
teſy of Ceſar : And told themallo of other affairsthat he thought fit for them to knoy ; 
and turning the latter end of hisſpeech unto his Sons, and exhorting the Courtiers ang 
common people to concord, he told them that his Sons ſhould reign after him, and firſt of 
all Aztipater 3 and aſter him his Sons that he had by Marianne, Alexander and Aristobulys - 
In the mean timeevery one of them ſhould honour him as King and Lord, notwithſtang. 
ing his old age, which for long experience was the fitter to govern, ſeeing there wasno. 
thing in him wanting to keep both his Subjes and Children in their obedience ; and that 
the Souldiers alſo, if they only reſpe&ed him, ſhould live in all happineſs and felicity 
withoutmoleſtation. Having thus ſpoken, he diſmiſſed the People ſome thinking he 
had ſpoken according to equity, others thinking clean contrary : For having now as it 
werecauſed an emulation amongſt his Children, there was as it were already a ſheyw of 


ſome mutation.

CHAP. IX 'S 


Herod having compleated the building of Cxſarea, dedicateth it to Auguſtus, and enter- 
taineth the People with ſtately Plays and Paſt-times: He cauſeth other Towns to be 
built and ſeveral Monuments. Hes extream Liberality to Strangers, and his exce 
ſive rigour to his own SubjeFs. 


Bout this time Ceſarea was finiſhed, the tenth year after it was begun to be built, 
A the 28. year of Herod's Reign, in the 192. Olyz#piad. In the dedication hereof 
there was great pomp and ſumptuous preparations: For all Muſicians were brought thi- 
ther to ſtrive one with another, who was moſt excellent in their Art 3 and Champions | 


were alſo conſecrated unto Ceſar, and were to be renewed every fifth year. All this 
Proviſion the King at his own coſt and charges provided to be brought from all placs 
whatſoeyer, to ſhew the greatneſs of his magnificence. Julza, Ceſar's Wife alſo be- 
ſtowed much of her own to the furniſhing hereof, and ſent many precious things out of 
1taly ; fo that the worth of: them all amounted to Five hundred Talents. And a great 
Company being gathered together to behold theſe Sports, he received all Embaſladors 
ſent unto him from other Nations, to thank him for the benefits he had beſtowed on 
themz and he lodged, feaſted, and recreated them: and beingall day long amongſt the 
People to ſee thoſe Sports, at night he received them with Banquets, and thewing them 
his magnificence ; and gained great praiſe and commendations fr a worthy. King. For, 
hein all things ſo provided, that the laſt was more pleaſing and grateful than the

adorned within with rare and ſumptuous Edifices. And not forgetting his Brother, 
he dedicated unto him moſt ſtately Buildings 3 for firſt he built a Tower as big as

B by his means there were more ſolemn Sacrifices, and all things more ſumptuous to pleaſe ade: 
them that came to behold them : For which liberality he was declared perpetual Maſter 
ind Maintainer. of thoſe Sports. It is admirable to ſee in one man ſuch diverſity of minds; Why Herd 
For on the one fide, if we conſider his liberality towards all men, we muſt needs ſay, he —— 
was of a moſt free and bountiful nature ; contrariwiſe, 1f we conſider the injuries and cruel ro his 
crnelty he ſhewed againſt hisSubje&sand deareſt Friends, wemuſt confes hini to have 9% Nation. 
been a hard man, and intra&able, and who paſled all bounds of modeſty ; fo that we 
would think him to have been of two contrary diſpoſitions. But Iam otherwiſe perſwa- 
ded, and think that both theſe did proceed from one matter: For becaule he thirſted af. 
ter glory and honour, and wholly applied himſelf thereunto, he became liberal where- 

C foever he was, in hope, either to reap preſent thanks for his labour, or a futureremem- 
brance. Wherefore ſpending above his Revenues for this matter, he was forced tobe 
chargeable to his Subje&ts; for it was neceſlary that he, that fo laviſhly beſtowed ſuch 
huge ſums of money upon others, ſhould ſomewhere get it, though with evil means. Laſt- 
ly, ſeeing himſelf for ſuch like injuries hated of his ſ\ubjeds, he thought it a hard matter 
to get their good wills; which he could do io ways elſe, but by remitting the tribute 
they paid him. Wherefore heabuled the hatred of his people for his own commodity : 

For if any one of them did not tolerate that ſlavery wherein they lived, or did endea- 
your to ſhake off the yoke of his dominion, againſt ſuch heuſed a prodigious cruelty 5 
and injured them no lefs, than if they had been his enemies, without regarding friend- 

D ſhipor kindred ; for that he deſired alone tobe honoured'of all men. - And how gree- Herod greedy 
dy of honour he was, we may gueſs by the honours he did urito Ceſer, Agrippa, and *Þvnour- 
others of their friends : For he defired to be an example to his Subjects, that as he him- 

| ſelf honoured men better than himſelf, ſo they ſhould all honour him likewiſe;z thereby 

_ declaring what thing he did naturally moſt deſire. But the Jews Religon doth not 
permit them licenſe to honour Potentates, who of neceſſity ought to have greater care 
and reſpe& of right and equity, than of fuch officiouſneſs towards ſuperiors: For it was 
difprofit enough untothe Jews, that they could not with Statues and Temples obtain 
the King's favour, and with like flatteries fatisfie the fond appetites of a vain-glorious 
man. And this ſeemeth to me to be the reaſon that Herod was unjuſt, and hard towards 

E hisfriends, and to thoſe whom he made partakers of his counſels and enterprizesz and 


free and bountiful towards ſtrangers.

Agrippa alſo wrote in the Jews behalf, as followeth 5 Agrippa wiſheth health un 
the Magiitrates, Senate and People of Epheſus : I will that the Jews living in Aſia heep 
their ſacred money, which according to the cuſtom of their Countrey, they uſually ſend unts 
Jeruſalem 5 and if ary one ſhall ſteal their holy money, the ſame perſon, if be fly to a Sav- 
Tuary, ſpall be violently taken away from thence, as a ſacrilegious perſon, and delivered 
unto the Jews to bepuniſhed, He allo wrote unto Syllanys the Magittrate, that the Jew k 
might not be conſtrained upon their Sabbaths to appear before a Judge : M. Agrippa 
wiſheth health to the Cyrenian Magiſtrates and Senate. The Jews inhabiting among ju, 
for whom Auguſtus hath already written unto Flavius the Preſident of Lybia, and unto g. 
ther Magiſtrates of that Province, are not to be hindred from ſending their holy moneyty 
Jeruſalem, 9s their cuStom 3s 5, and they have now complained unto me, that they are me- 
lefted by the falſe accuſations. of ſome bad people, and forbidden to do it under pretence of a 
certain Tribute, which notwithi#anding they are not to pay. Wherefore I command that they 
may be permitted to live after their cuitom, and free in all ſuch matters: And if in any if 
gour Cities any ſacred money of theirs be intercepted, that by certain perſons which you know 
to be fit for that purpoſe, ye make choice of them, to ſend it again unto the Fews, Item C, |, 
Norbanus Flaccus Proconſul: Health unto the Magiſtrates of Sardinia 3 Cxfar hath writ 
ten unto me, commanding that no man hinder the Jews, according to their cuſtom, to ſend 
ſacred money unto Jeruſalem 3 wherefore I alſo write unto you of the ſame, that you may mit be 
ignorant both of my will aud Cxſar*s alſo. Moreover Julizs Antonixs Proconſul, didal- 
ſo write to this effect - Health unto the Magiſtrates, Senate and people of Epheſus. The 
Jews of Afia in: the Ides of February, 1 ſitting is the judicial ſeat at Epheſus, ſignified ut 
to me, that Cxlar Auguſtus aud Agrippa have permitted then to uſe their Countrey-c 
Storms; and every one according as he thinketh good, to contribute his firſt fruits for Re- 
ligion ſake, to be carryed without let or hinderance unto the Temple of the moſt mighty God, 
and they deſired me to ratifie by my conſent, that which they had already granted them by 
the above named Emperors. Wherefore I would have you to know, that I alſo, according 
unto Cxſar's and Agrippa's Decrees and Ordinances, do permit and grant them alſo to do 
all things they pleaſe, according to their Countrey-cuitoms, forbidding any man to hinda 
them thercin. 

I have thought good to add theſe Decrees, becauſe I know, that theſe my writings 
will come into the Grecians hands, that Imay ſhew them, that in former ages we were 
ſo eſteemed of the publick Magiſtrates, that none were permitted to hinder us from 
uſing our Countrey-ritesand Ceremonies, and that by their conſent we worſhipped 
God in our own Religion, which I do inculcate the oftner, that I may move ſtrange 
and foreign Nations, and take away their hatred conceived = us, which is with- N 
out all reaſonable cauſe. For no Nation doth always uſe the ſame cuſtoms, but almoſt 
whole Towns among them do ſometimes alter and differ from the reſt 3 yet is juſtice 
equally to be diſtributed unto all men 3 which is moſt profitable, as well tothe Gre- 
cians, as to the other barbarous Nations, which1s greatly obſerved inour Lays; which 
if we follow and violate not, are able to make all Nations love us. Wherefore we re- 
queſt all men, not todefpiſe us, for differing from them in Religion 3 but favour us 
in that we follow virtue. . For thisis common to all Nations, and without this, man's 
life muſt needs be unhappy. ButI-will now return unto my Hiſtory.

- Wherein he fol- 
lowed this accuſtomed order; for his Writings vere to come to the ears of the King 
yet living, wherein he did only curry favour, mentioning only that, that might re- 
dound unto the King's credit : So that many ofhis open and wicked pranks, he did ct- 
ther colour under ſome other pretence, or elſe all ways poſſible he endeavoured to 
hide them. For hedoth, as it were, tell a tale of Herod's cruelty againſt Mariamme 
and his Sons, as though he did thereby deſerve credit and praiſe 3 accuſing her of A- 
D dultery, and them as Traitors unto their Father : and this hedoth all along, too much 
extolling the Kings good deeds, and too diligently excuſing his iniquities. But as I 7b came . 
have ſaid, we muſt pardon him who did not ſo much write to leave a memory of b = _—_ 
things done unto after Ages, as to gratifie and pleaſe his King. But I, who come of Aſmonians. 
the lineage of the Aſmonian Kings, and execute the office of a Prieſt, account it a 
ſhame to he 3 and do intend to = 40 the Hiſtory of all things that were ated and 
done, yet with a reverence for Herod's Poſterity, who do alſo now bear ſway and rule; 
yet, with their pardon and leave, I muſt prefer the truth to their inclinations. 
After the Sepulchre was thus violated, Herod's houſe began to decay, whether re- o _ by 
venge lighting upon that part which was already ſcarce ſound, or whether by meer PIR 
E chance, ſuch calamity at that time befel him, as might juſtly be thought the reward of 
| Impiety. For there was a diſcord in the Court not unlike to Civil Wars, every one 
{tving againſt other with hatred and forged accuſations: But eſpecially Artipater's Antipater's 
politick practice againſt his Brethren was to be noted, who entangled them by other —— 
men's forged accuſations 3 himſelf oftentimes ſeemed to take upon him their defence, Brethren: 
that making a ſhew of good will unto them, he might ſecretly opprels them the ſoon- 
er; and he did ſo craftily circumvent his Father, that his Father eſteemed him to be 
his only Conſerver. Wherefore the King commanded Ptolomexs his chief Secretary 
of State, to conceal nothing of the affairs of the Kingdom from Aztipater, who im- 
parted all to his Mother, fo that all things were done according as they pleaſed ; and 
F- they made him difpleaſed with thoſe, againſt whom they knew the King's diſpleaſure 
might redound unto their profit. | 
But Mariamne's Children were every day more and more provoked, difdaining to 
give place unto their inferiours 3 their Wives did the hke:- and Alexander's Wife Glz- The womed 
Phra, who was the Daughter of Archelaus King of Cappadocia, did greatly envy and dil- n——_— an 
dain Salozze, and ſhe alſo her again, both for the love that ſhe bare unto her Husband, 
and for that ſhe diſdained (as women are wont) that her Daughter married unto Ariſto- | 
bulys, ſhould bein equal honour with her.

Ptolomews adviſed Pheroras not to contemn his Brother's otter, and perſiſt in ſuch folly 
ſtill ; telling him it was meer madneſs to incur the King's diſpleaſure on ſuch an account. 
Pheroras underſtanding this counſel profitable for him,” having obtained pardon at the 
King's hands, ſent away his maid, by whom he had a Son, and promiſed the King to 
| marry this his other Daughter 3 and appointed the thirteenth day after to celebrate 
his Marriagez making a ſolemn Oath unto the King, never after that time to uſe the 
company of that woman whom he had put away. The time appointed being expired, 
he fell ſo farin love with the former woman, that he would not ſtand to his promike, 
but again accompanied with his maid. . 

Then Herod, not able any longer to contain himſelf, uſed many ſpeeches, whereby, 
he evidently ſhewed his mind to be alienated from his Brother. And there were ma. 
ny who taking this opportunity, did by forged calummies encreaſe hisaverſion; (© that 
now there was no day nor hour paſt, wherein he did not ſtill hear ſome new comby. 

$:/onz enti- {tions and ſtirs amongſt his deareſt friends. For Saloze being fo offended at Marian. 
ced pars. ze's Children, did not permit her Daughter married to Ariſtobulzs, to enjoy mutua| 
FT huzbangs love and comfort of her Husband, no——_ her to bewray her Husband's ſecrets ; and 
ſecrets. if there happened any ſmall occaſions of offence (as often it falleth out) {heſhould the K 
more aggravate them with ſuſpicions, whereby fhe alſo learned all their ſecrets, and 
made the young Princeſs hate her Husband, And ſhe, to pleaſe her Mother, related, 
how that often when her Husband and Alexander were alone, that they were wont to 
talk of Mariamne their Mother, and uſe reproachful words againſt their Father; and 
threatning, that if. they ever did obtain the Kingdom, they would make the Song 
of the King, whom he had by other Wives, Notaries and Town-Clerks, and fo 
might reap profit of their Learning which they had attained to : and whenſoevert 
ſaw any of the Kings Wives wear any of Mariamne's apparel, that then they vowedin- 
ſtead of rhar arrire, to cloath them with Sack-cloth, and ſhut them up where they 
ſhould never ſce the Sun. Saloze preſently told all this to the King; who though he were 1 
much gijeved hereat, yet he choſe rather to ſeek to amend it, than to puniſh them : 
and thus, notwithſtanding he was daily more and more put out of humour, beljey; 
all reports whatſoever; yet he contented himſelf with chiding of them, and ſeemed f- 
tisfied with therr excuſes. 

But preſently the miſchief was again ſet on foot 3 for Pheroras the King's Brother meet- 

ing Alexander, who (as we have ſaid) was Glzphyra her Husband, who was Daughter to 
H:r0d greatly Archelays z he told him that he heard by Sulome, that Herod was ſofar in love with Gle- 
on _—_ phyra, that he could not ſhake off this atie&ion. The young Prince hearing this, became 
affirming that jealous,and was1n a great ragezand now what honour ſoever or gifts, Herod, for the love 
he was 1n _ of his Son, gave her, Alexander did interpret it in the worſt fence and not able to put up 
pp ſuch injuries, he went to his Father, and with tears related unto him what Pheroras had 
told him. Herod was never more ſurpriſed; and notenduring to be falſely accuſed of 
ſo ſhameful a fa&, inveighing againſt the great malice of his friends; who for his good 
offices he did them, ſo rewarded him. He preſently ſending for Pheroras, very ſharply 
. begantochidehim, ſaying 3 O moſt in2pious that liveth amongit men ! art thou become ſq 
wngratefal, either to ſpeak or think, ſuch a matter of us £ Thinkeſt thou that I do not perceive 
thy drift 5 that thou ſpeakeſt not theſe words unto my Sox to diſcredit me, but. alſo to the in- 
tent by this means thou mighteſt work ſome treaſon againſt me, and cauſe me to be poyſoned? 
Fur who but a good Son,as this is, would ſuffer his Father, ſuſpeFed for ſuch a matter to live, 
and not to be revenged on him for ſuch offence © Whether deft thou think that thou did? put N 
theſe ſpeeches into his mind, or by them a ſwordinto his hand to kill bis Father withal 8 Or 
what was thy intent, ſeeing thou hateſt hin and his Brother; and only counterfeiting good 
will towards me, to bely zxe, and to report that of me, that without impiety could not be 
thought Get thee hence, thou wretched Imp, ſeeing thou haſt thus abuſed thy Brother, who 
hath deſerved ſo well at thy hands. Go baſeſt of men, Iwill leave thee to the gnawing worm of 
thy own m—_— Conſcience, to be thy E-xecutioner all thy life time : And for your greater con- 
fuſcon, 1 will content my ſelf to confound your wickedneſs with my goodneſs, in not puniſhing 
you according to your deſerts > but treating you with that mercy,of which all the world knoweth 
you to be ſo unworthy. The King having uttered his anger againſt his Brother Pheroras, and 
he being taken in a manifeſt fault an{wered, that that report was firſt deviſed by Selox, O 
5:1 excu. Of whom he heard it : Which ſhe (being then preſent) hearing, began to exclaim,ſaying,it 
ſeth her ſelf, was not her device, and that they all laboured to make the King hate her, and put -_ P 
| eat 
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x death, bzingone who did eſpecially wiſh him well; and what in her lay, ſeeking his 
fafety 3 and that now he was in danger of more Treaſon, than ever before: For (faid 
ſhe) 1 was the only cauſe that you did put away the woman whom you ſo doted after, per- 
ſfwading you to marry the King's Danghter 5 and this 3s the cauſe that you hate me, With 
theſe ſpeeches, tearing her hair and ſtriking her breaſt, ſhe made aſhew of innocency 3 
but this geſture was a colour to hide her bad intent. So Pheroras was left in great per- 
plexity, not knowing what to ſay or doz and could find no pretenceto excule his fact: 
For on the one ſide, he confeſſed that he told it unto Alexander ; and on the other, he 
could not make Herod believe that he heard it of Salozre. This contention endured a 
good while atlaſt, the King being wearied, ſent away his Brother and his Siſter 3 and 

B greatly commending his Son's moderate mind, and that he had given him intelligence 
of thoſe ſpeeches : It being then late, he went to ſupper. 

After this contention, Salome was hardly thought of, becanſe ſhe was judged to 
be the Author ofthis ill report 3 and the King's Wives hated her, becauſe they knew 
her to- have ſtrange qualities; and ſo variable, that one while ſhe would profeſs 
friendſhip, and preſently after hatred. Wherefore they ſtall had ſomething to inform 
Herod of againſt her 3 taking occaſion happening by chance, which was this : There 
was a King of the Arabians, named Obodas, a flothful man, and one given to idleneſs : 
And there was one $3//exs that did govern all; this man - was a crafty fellow, and in 
the prime of his youth, and very beautiful. This Sz/25 coming unto Herod abour 

C ſome bufineſs, and viewing Salome, who then fat at ſupper with him, began to ſet 
his mind upon her; and finding ſhe was a Widow, he centred into talk with her : 
And ſhe finding her Brother now not ſo friendly unto her as before he had becn, and 
alſo entangled with the beauty of this young man, did not greatly deny to marry 
him 3 and many Feaſts being made at that time, they ſhewed evident ſigns of their mu- 
tual conſent, and love one to another. The King's Wives told the King of this1n jeſt. 
Herod commanded Pheroras, at ſupper time to nete if he could efpy any tokens of fa- 
miliarity betwixt them 3 and Pheroras told him, that by figns and mutual viewing one 
another, they ſufficiently ſnewed their intents. After this, the Arabian being ſuſpected, 
departed into hisxown Countrey. But two or three months after, he came again in- 

D to Judea only for this purpoſe, and talked with Herod touching this matter, requeſtin 
him to let Salozze be his Wite; aftirming that that affinity would be'profitable unto him 
for the traftick between his people and the Arabians, whoſe Prince he was to bez and 
did already enjoy a great part of the Domimon. Herod told all this unto his Siſter, 
and asked her if ſhe would marry him 3 and ſhe anſwered, ſhe would. -Then they re- 
queſted that $25 ſhould become a Jew in Religion, or elſe it was not lawful for him 
to marry her. He would not condeſcend hereunto, affirming that he ſhould be ſtoned 
to death by his people, ifhe did it 3 and ſo hedeparted without obtaining his purpoſe. 
From that time forth, Pheroras, and efpecially the King's Wives, accuſed Salome of in- 
temperancy ; affirming that ſhe had had the company of the Arabian. Now Herod 

E determined to marry his Daughter unto Salome's Son, whom Pheroras refuſed for the 

| love ofhis Maid; which Son of Saiome's was her eldeſt that ſhe had by Coitabarys; to 

{bew his good will towards Salozze his Siſter. ' But he was diflwaded by Pheroras, who 
told him that the young man would neverlove ſucha Father in Law, becauſe of his 
Father's death; perſwading him rather to marry her to his eldeſt Son, who was to ſuc- 
ceed him in his Tetrarchy, which heeafily perlwaded the King unto, and ſo obtained 
pardon for his former offence. Wherefore, the match being changed, the Maid was 
married unto the young man, who had an hundred Talents in dowry with her, more 
than otherwiſe ſhould have been given with her. 

But all this while this difſention of Herod*s houſe did not ceafe, but rather encreaſ- 

F &; it having a ſhameful beginning, and coming to a ſorrowfulend. Herod had three 
Eunuchs, whom he greatly eſteemed for their beauty 3 one of them was his Butler, 
the other his Cook, and the third his Chamberlain whom alſo he was wont to em- 
ploy in ſerious affairs of his Kingdom. Some one or other informed the King, that 
theſe three Eunuchs were corrupted by his Son Alexander, with great ſums of mo- 
ney; and being upon Tortures examined if they had accompanied with him, they 
confeſſed all; yet they affirmed that they knew no pradice of his attempted againſt 
his Father. But their torments being encreaſed by Aztipaters Favourites, they were 
forced to confets that Alexander ſecretly hated his Father; and he-exhorted them to 
forfake Herod, who was now good for nothing; who ditlembled his age by painting 

GC his face, to make himſelf ſeem- younger than he was; and colouring his head and beard 
black, which were already grown very white through age : But rather ſet their minds 
upon him, who would in defpight of his F _ enjoy his Kingdom due unto him 
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che Og and that then he would advance them to the higheſt honours of the Kingdom : For he H 
;zorid, 3957. had not only title unto it by his birth, but alſo was now prepared likewiſe to invade it; 
before Crij's and that he had many of the Captains, of the Souldiers, and many of the King's Friends 
SZ 0n his fide, who were prepared todo orendure any thing for his ſake. 

Herod hearing this, fear and anger did ſeize on him, by reaſon that his Son's words 
teemed both inſolent and threatning 3 and being for both theſe cauſes in a rage, he 
teared ſome greater matter to be put in praftice againſt him, which he could not ſug. 
denly, having fo little warning, avoid : And not daring to make open enquiry, he 
ſet ſecret Spies awork, to tell him how all matters ſtood, himſelf now miſtruſting ay 
men, and accounting it his ſecurity to miſtruſt all, even them that deſerved it not: and 
not moderating his ſuſpicious mind ; now whoſoever was the neareſt to him, wasthe 

:z704 credir- More ſuſpected, as of moſt power to injure him. As for others, that were but only 

<thall Tales, named by his Spies, he preſently eſteemed it his ſafety to put them to death. Then 

—— they of his houſhold, every one being careful to fave himſelf, were one turned 

vnjuſtly, gainſt another, every one eſteeming it his own ſafety to prevent others, by accy- 

ting them unto Herod; which done, preſently they incited other men's envy againſt 

him, andevery one of them to deſireſuch meaſure as they had meaſured unto others ; 

and thus they alſo revenged their private Quarrels, and preſently after they themſelves 

were taken, and did by other mens means ſuffer the like, being entrapped in the ſame 

trap they ſer for their Enemies. For the King did quickly repent for having put very 

many to death, who were not convicted ; yet for all that, he was not hereby admon- 

ſhed to beware of the like hereafter 3 but on his repentance for their death, raged 

ſo far, as to cauſe him to inflict the ſame Puniſhment upon the Accuſers, which he

Many vere <4 his part, endeavouring that whoſoever would reſiſt him, ſhould be made away, 
examined for Wherefore Axdromachws and the reſt of his Friends being now baniſhed the Court, the ,, 

Alcxanders King preſently tortured all that he imagined any way to favour Alexarder, to ſeeif they 

were guilty, or if they knew of any Treaſon to be pradnſed againſt hims but they 

knowing nothing to inform him of, died amidſt their Torments. Where he fo much 

the more tortured others, for that contrary to his opinion, he found not ſo much as an 

evil thought againſt him 3 Artipater craftily interpreting 1t, that they had rather in 

Torments conceal the truth, than to ſhew themſelves not truſty to their Maſters and 

Friends 3 wherefore many being taken, he cauſed them to be tortured to get ſomething 

out of ſome of them. Atlaſt one amongſt the reſt, not able to endure thoſe Torments 

impoſed upon him, faid ; that he had often heard Alexander ſay, when any one com- 
mended his tall ſtature, or skilfull ſhooting, and the reſt of his vertues 3 that nature had N 

beſtowed upon him theſe qualities to his prejudice 3 for his Father through envy hereat, 

was offended 3 fo that when he talked with him, he did on purpoſe draw his body to- 

gether, leſt his Father ſhould perceive the talneſs of his ſtature ; and that when he 

went a hunting with him, he on purpoſe did miſs the mark he could have hit, becauſe 

he knew his Father could not endure that he ſhould be commended. And whilſt 

theſe words were conlidered and pondred, and his Torments intermitted, he accuſed 

Alexander again, to have conſpired with his Brother Ariftobulys, to kill his Fa- 

ther when he was hunting, and then to fly with ſpeed unto Rowe, and beg the 

Kingdom of Ceſar.

D haſtily purſued every one, that they had not time to ſpeak in their own defence : Nei- 
ther was their puniſhment deferred till their cauſe was tried, and the truth known 3 ſo 
that ſome were bound and impriſoned, others preſently put to death, others laughed 
ia their ſleeves to ſee that day, yet Ae for that any delay was uſed for their 
puniſhment : So that the King's Court was now greatly defaced with ſorrow and hea- 
vineſs, wherewith the uſual felicity thereof, was deſtroyed.

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CHAP. XIL 
How Archelaus King of Cappadocia, reconciled Alexander to his Father. 


\ Hilſt Herod was thus troubled in his mind, Archelaus King of Cappadocia careful medio & Rf 
of his Daughter, and the young Prince his Sonin Law, and pitying his friend #7 4. 5. 

Herod in ſach calamities 3 he thought it his duty to make a journey unto him. And 4r4htau 

F finding him fo affeted as it was reported unto him before his coming, he thought the King of 
it an unfit way to' argue him of too much credulity and raſhneſs; perceiving that Fr cnurgr 
thereby he would be rather exaſperated, ſo much the more labouring to excuſe pleafure a-

the King's wrath would be greatly appeaſed, and ſo healſo ſhould have better occafion 
Phrriras con- to entreat for him. Pheroras followed his counſel, which fell out happily for them both; 
felled himſelf x the Prince, contrary to any ones expeCtation, was freed from all his troubles : And 
tO be me” Archelaus made Pheroras and Herod friends; and he himſelf having obtained great 
miſchief, and frjend{hip of the King in his adverſities, he returned joytully into Cappadocia, being re- 
ovranet?

RALLY \A/ Hileſt Herod being gone to Rozve, was abſent from his Kingdom, the Arabian 
_— wy 1 EY Wars began, on this occaſion : The inhabitants of T7achon, whoſe Count 
before ris Ceſar taking from Zenvdorns, gave unto Herod; being forbidden and hindred from 
Nativity. 8. ſtealing, were now forced to frame themſelves to live like .husband-men, more civilly | 
Fe Yao than before : But this kind of life pleaſed them not, neither did their Countrey yield 
the 4rabian fruits worth their labours; yetat firſt Alerod compelling them thereunto, they abſtain- 
ceſs gre Ed from injuring the inhabitants bordering upon them, which did greatly redound 
Trachoits to unto Herod's credit, by whoſe diligence they were brought unto it. But when Herod 
= mo #95 was goneinto 1taly to accuſe Alexander, and to commend Artipater unto Ceſar, the 
Herod's Cap- Trachonites hearing a bruit of his death; revolted, and turned to their accuſtomed 
tains ſubdue robberies: Yet they were at that time again ſubdued in the King's abſence by the 
Arabi, > Captains that he left at home 3 and forty of the chiefeſt of the Thieves amongſt them 
being taken, the reſt terrified by their example, left their own Cotintrey, and fled in- 
to Arabia, where Sy//zus received them, 1n revenge that he could not obtain Salome V 
for his Wife 3 and receiving of hima ſtrong hold to dwell in, they did not only make 
incurſions, and rob and ſpoil the borders of Jxdea, but alſo of Celoſyria, and drove 
away the preys they got into the place allotted them, Sy/z2vs protecting them and 
their villanies. Herod returning from Rowe, found that his people were greatly en- 
The Thieves damaged by theſe Thieves; and ſeeing he could not ſubdue them, by:reafon the Ara- 
raven aud pu- bians did protect themz not enduring that injury, and entring into Trachox, he kil- 
wiſhed. led all their Famihies: Whereby they were ſo much the more enraged againſt his 
Countrey 3 for they had a Law amongſt them, whereby they were commanded to 
revenge the death of their Families; and fo contemning all dangers, they came and 
waſted all Herod's Country with continual incurſions. Then the King complained N 
Alias, chap. hereof unto Saturainus and Volummins then Preſidents, ſent thither by Ceſar 5 re 
"_ queſting that he might have the Thieves to puniſh them. They . hearing this news, 
with as much ſpeed as they might, gathered their forces - together z and making 
themſelves ſtronger than they were before, with ſudden incurftons waſted all where 
they came, deſtroying both the fields and villages, and killing all they could find 3 
ſo that now this reſembled a War, rather that a Robbery; for they - were a thouſand 
in number. Wherefore Herod required theſe Thieves. and Robbers to be delivered 
27-704 de- unto him, and required the debt that Obodas owed him; for Herod had lent Obodss 
mind<l the threeſcore Talents, and ſent them unto him by Sy/zus, and now the time was expired 
465 1006 wherein the money was to be repayed. But Sy/zxr, who had taken all the rule from 0 
> im, and Obodas, and himſelf governed all, demed that thoſe Thieves were in Arabia, and de- 
eG m010y Ix ferred the payment of the money : So that this matter was debated before Saturmins 
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Book XVI. 


within thirty days, the money due to Herod ſhould be paid, and the runa- 
ways of both Countreys delivered each to other. But there was no one Ara- 
ban that either had fled unto Herod for any offence committed, nor tor any 0- 
ther cauſe; but the Arabians were convicted to receive the Thieves that fled from

Herod did put up all injuries, and 
129:+ durſt not once mutter, Ceſar being offended with him 3 for the which cauſe he was 
ce offended not ſo couragious nor valiant as he was before. For firſt of all, Ceſar would not ad- 
with He79%% mit his Ambaſſadors, whom he ſent tc plead his cauſe before Ceſar; and Herod again 
ſending other Ambaſſadors, Ceſar ſent them back again, their bufineſs undone. 
Wherefore Herod being inthis perplexity, greatly feared Sz//2z5 ; who being now 
at Rome, did eaſily perſwade Ceſar any thing 3 for Ceſar was very credulous ; and 
0indas dying, Syllexs aimed at ſome greater matter. For Obodas dying, Encas ſucceeded him in the 
cm _ . Kingdom of Arabia, changing his name, called himſelf Aretas; whom Syllzx, by | 
the Arabian forged calumniations, did ſeek to depoſe from the Crown, and ufurp the Kingdom 
kingdom. unto himſelf, giving great ſums of money unto the Courtiers, and promiſing great 
ſumms unto Ceſar; whom he now perceived to be angry againſt Aretas, for that, with. 
out his conſent, he preſumed to take upon him the government of the Kingdom. Byt

Gethes Herod now thinking that Archelays was difafteQed towards him, delivered Letters | 
excuſeth him- unto Oly-zpus and Volumnins, commanding them in the way as they went, to pals by 
(li ro H79de FJexſe a Town of Ciliciaand delivered certain Lettersunto Archelays himſclfto the ſame 
eftect; and that from thence they ſhould go to Rome; and ito be when they came there, 
they found that Ceſar had been reconciled to him by Nicholays his means, that then 
they ſhould alſo deliver certain Letters unto him; declaring all that was paſt between 
him and his Sons, and the proots alledged to convince the Princes. Archelaw writ + 
gain unto Herod, that indeed he would have entertained the young men, for tear that 
any greater miſchance ſhould befal them or their Father, by reaſon of the ſuſpicion a- 
gaim({tthemsz yet was he not minded to ſend them to Ce/jar, nor to have confirmed them 
Ce and - 3n any malicious courſe. The Meſſengers coming to Rowe, found Ceſar reconciled to , 
friends. Herod, and delivered the Letters unto him. For Nicholaws his Embaſlage was to this 
effe&t : So ſoon as he came unto Rowe, and had entred the Palace, beſide the charge he 
had given him, he did alſo undertake to accuſe Sy/zxxs. For he perceived the Ara- 
$-: bians at variance among themſelves ; and that ſome of them had declared all Sy//zws 
his bad practices, and that by his means many of Obodas's Kinimen were murthered, as 
his adverſaries manifeſtly proved by his Letterswhich they intercepted. 

: Now Nicholas defirousto reconcile Herod unto Ceſar, omitted not this occaſion by 
ooh pe 4 chance offered him ; for ke well knew that 1f he began with the King's defence, he 
al. 18. ſhould then find a hard and heavy Judge againſt him ; but it he began to accuſe Sylzw, 
rg pa he ſhould find alſoa fit occaſion to plead his King's cauſe. Wheretore Nicholazs taking N 
and excuſeth UPON him to prove the accuſation againſt him at the day appointed, he converſed with 
Herod. King Aretas's Ambaſſadors, accuſed Sy//2ws as a Murtherer of his Lord and King, and 

many other Arabians and that he had borrowed much money, to trouble the peace 

of the Commonwealth ; and that he had corrupted many women and honeſt Matrons, 

both at Roweand in Arabia, He addeth hereunto a-moſt grievous crime, to wit, that 
| he, by his lies and falſe reports, had decerved Ceſar; whom in all things he had miſ- 
il informed, concerning that which Hero4 had done. Which when he once mentioned, 
Ceſar commanded him to omit the reſt; and only to relate the matter concerning He- 
rods whether Herod did not enter into Arabia with an Army, and did kill two thou- 
ſand and five hundred men, and carry away Captives, and rob and ſpoil the Coun- 0 
trey? Nicholaws anſwered, that to theſe demands himſelf was able to anſwer, that 


Herod did none of theſe 5 and that he did not deſerve any diſpleaſure. Ceſar, contrary 
| to 
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x to his expectation, hearing this, began to give diligent ear to what Nicholaws ſaid : ES 
' And hereupon Nicholas related unto Ceſar, how Hersd had lent five hundred Talents, wor'd, 3556: 
and thar he had a Writing 1n pawn, wherein he was permitted after the day appoint- __ Cori s 
&d, if then it were not repayed him again, to prey upon all the whole Country, and CL 
fatisfie bimſelf; and that this was no hoſtile invaſion, bur according to Law and equi- - Pang ne 
ty, a requiring of his right and debtdue untohim. And that this was not raſhly done, a; w——— 
Pack by the Writing he was ſo permitted to do; but by the conſent of Saturmings the borrowed 
and Volummixs Preſidents of Syria; in whoſe preſence $5245 ſwore by Ceſar's good ©9297 
fortune at Beryturz, that within thirty days after, both the debt, and alſocertain fugi- 
tives fled fromthe King, ſhould be reſtored unto him 3 and that S5Z2s performed none 
B of theſe: And ſo Herod went again unto the Preſidents, and they pergutted him to go 
and take pledges for his money 3 and that ſo by their permiſſion he went into Arabia. 
And this is the War that his Adverſaries have ſo tragically exaggerated; and yet how 
can it be called a War, ſeeing that it was dune by the conſent of the Prefidents, and 
that by Covenant after Perjury, wherewith borh God's and alſo Ceſar'sname was vio- 
lated > It now remaineth that ſpeak ſummeihing concerning the Captives. There were The Thieves 
forty Thieves of Trachor, and afterward more that fled from Herod tor fear of puniſh- «7/490 
ment, and fled into Arabia, whom Syl/zz5 protected and fuccoured to the injury. of 
all men, and gave them ground to inhabit, and waspartaker of their preysz notwith- 
| ſtanding that by his aforeſaid oath, he was bound to reſtore them, together with the |. 
C borrowed mony ; neither can he name any man beſide them taken' in Arabza, and 
carried away Captive, and ſome of them alſo eſcaped. This his forged tale concern- 
ing the Caprives being thus refured, hear, O Sovercign Ceſar, the lying invention, 
which to provoke thee to wrath, himſelt deviſed. For I am well able to affirm this, 
that when the Arabian Army aſlaulted us, and one or two of our men were killed, 
then at laſt Herod forced to make refiſtance, he killed Nacebxs, and with him five and 
twenty, and no more3 for every one of which SzVexs falſly told Ceſar a hundred, 
and io told him that rwo thouſand and five hundred were killed. Czar hereat greatly 
moved, with an angry countenance looking upon Sy//exs, he asked him how many 
Arabians were killed in the fight ? He amazed, and knowing not what to reply, an- 
D ſivered, that he erred in the number. Preſently Ceſar commanded the Writings to be 
read, containing the conditions between themz and the Writings of the Preſidents, 
and the Letters of the Cities containing the complaints of the Robberies. And fo the $Syleus cor- 
matter was brought to paſs, that Ceſar reconciled unto Herod, and condemned dennes ame 
Sllews to die; and repenting himſelf to have written fo threatning Letters to Herod, 
he objected that alſo unto Sy/2x5 ;, affirming, that by his falſe informations he had 
cauſed him to paſs the limits of friendſhip, 1n ufing his friends fo hardly. And fo he ſent 
Sens into his Country, that after he had ſatisfied his creditors, he might be puniſh- 
&d according to the ſentence. Burt he ſtill continued angry with Aretas for that with- 
{ Out his authority, he had uſurped the Crown and Kingdom : and he was minded alſo 
| F tobeſtow Arabia upon Herod; but the Letteys which Herod ſent him, changed his mind. ceſar was

ed; wherein were contained the Arguments whereby his Sons were convicted of #s to Herod, 
Treaſon againſt him. Which Ceſar having read, he thought it not convenient to trou- pry fy 
ble the old man (unfortunate with his Sons) with another Kingdom 3 and ſo he ad- Letters. 
mitted Arctas his Ambaſſadors; and chiding them that their King had raſhly uſurped 55,37;, 
the Kingdom without his Authority and knowledge, not expecting his pleaſure 3 he world, 3567. 
mined their gifts, and confirmed him in the Kingdom by his Authority. This done, _ -ncagoy 
being now reconciled unto Herod, he writ unto him, that he was ſorry for him, that WS 
F he had ſuch Children; and that he ſhould, if they had attempted any Treaſon againſt = io - Ruf- 
him, puniſh them as men that deſired to murther their Father, for he gavethem free and rs ar; 
full Authority 3 but if they only attempted to fly, he ſhould alſo be ſatisfied with a leſs baſladorsun- 
puniſhment. Wherefore he counſelled him to call a Council at Beritamz, together can ns 
with the Roman Preſidents, and Archelans King of Cappadocia, and the reſt of his friends, cd Herod to 
and the Nobility thereabout, according as they ſhould adviſe him, ſo to do. And P*v'h mate.

How Herod's Sors were condemned in the Conncil of Berytum. 


Erod receiving this Letter, rejoyced above meaſure; both for that he had a. 

gain obtained Czſar*s favour, and for that Ceſar had given him full Authority 
to do what he pleaſed unto his Sons. And yet I know not how it came to paſs, that 
he who in his proſperity was a hard Father, yet did ſhew himſelf not raſh in putting 
his Sons to death 3 and though his affairs were in a very flouriſhing condition, yet he 
was very moderate in his revenge. Wherefore by Letters he called together all thoſe 
whom Ceſar appointed, only Archelaus excepted, either for that he hated the man, 
or elſe for that he feared he would have withſtood his purpoſe : And when they were 
all come together, as well the Preſidents as the reſt, who were called out of divers 
Cities, he would not bring his Sons into the Council, but kept them in a Village of 
the Sidonians, named Platar, not far diſtant from the City, to the intent, that if 
they were called for, he might bring them forth. Then. Herod himſelf alone entring 
into the Council, before an hundred and fifty men there aſſembled for that Pur- 
poſe, began to accuſe his Sons before them 3 and uſed a ſpeech not only pitiful for 
his own calamities, but alſo little becoming a Father. For he was very vehement in 
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inveighing againſt their offence z neither did he ſufficiently expreſs his mind, ſhewing k 


many ſigns of fury and anger z netther did he deliver in writing any proofs of the Ac. 
culations unto the Judges; but undecently himſelf alledged there, the Father againſt 
the Son; himſelf alſo reading before them certain Letters written by them, wherein 
was contained no impiety nor Treaſon, but only a confultation to flee away, and cer. 
tain hard ſpeeches whereby they ſhewed themſelves offended 5 which when he came 
unto, he exclaimed, as though hereby they confeſſed their treacherous praQiices; 
greatly exaggerating the matter, and proteſting that he had rather die than hear 
fuch ſpeeches. Laſtly, affirming that both Nature and Czſar gave him authority a- 
gainſt them 3 and his Country Laws ſo commanded, that if any one being accu- 


ſed, his Father or Mother ſhould lay their hands upon his head, and the ftander, j 


by mult preſently ſtone him to death 3 which though he might eaſily do in his own 
Countrey and Kivgdom, yet he thought good alſo to expect their cenſures. Yet 
he came unto them, not for that they were to judge his Sons, who were taken 
in a manifeſt crime 3 but that by this occaſton they might add their ſuffrages to 
the juſt indignation of a Father offended, and that they might leave an exam- 
ple unto all poſterity, that ſuch Treaſons ought not to be left unpuniſhed. The 
King having thus ſpoken, and not permitting the young Princes to be brought in to 
anſwer; all ſeeing what the King intended, and that there was no hope to reconcile 
them unto their Father, or fave their lives; they all confirmed his authority. And 


firſt of all Saturmninys, one that had been Conſul, and had been adorned with many 


honours, pronounced an indifferent ſentence, limited with circumſtances, to wit, that 
he condemned Herod's Sons, yet not to die; for (quoth he) my ſelf have Sons, and [ 
would not add this calamity to Herod's misfortune paſt. After him alſo his three Sons, 
who were their Fathers Legates, pronounced the ſame ſentence. But Volumnixs pro- 
nounced that they had deterved death, who were ſo impious towards their Father; 
whoſe ſentence after him the moſt part followed; ſo that it ſeemed that they were now 
ordained to be put to death. Preſently Herod carried them with him to Tyre, where he 
met Nicholas who was there arrived, returning from Rowe; unto whom the King firſt 
relating what was done at Beryturz, he asked him what his friends at Rome thought of 


his Sons? He anſwered that they judged the Princes intents impious, and that they N 


ought to be bound and impriſoned; and then after due conſideration, ifit were thought 
expedient, to be put to death 3 Jeſt the King might be thought to have given more way 
to his anger than to reaſon 3 yet, if it might ſo pleaſe him, they thought it bet toacquit 
them, leſt otherwiſe he do that which hereafter he may repent when it is too late. And 
this was the opinion of moſt of his friends at Koxze, Then the King a long time pon- 
dered theſe words, and madeno reply, but commanded him to goalongin his company. 
At his arrival in C#/area all men were doubtful what would become of his Sons, ex- 
pcCfting an end of that Tragedy for they greatly feared that by reaſon of the old dif: 
cord, he would cut them ottz and notwithſtanding they were ſorry for them, yet it 
was dangerous either to ſpeak ra(hly, or to hear any thing ſpoken freely concerning 
them ; but in their hearts compaſltonating them, they concealed their griefs. Only 
one amongſt all the reſt, an old Souldier named Tjro, others dilſcmbling their grict,

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H | & fpake freely what he thought - This 7570 had a Son of Alexander's age, and beloved Iajeariſin 
of him, whom Alexander much accounted -of. This tellow many times amidit the yri4, 3961. - 
multitudes exclaimed, that truth and equity were baniſhed out of the world, and that #for* criſs 
in their ſtead, malice and untruth reigned : Whereby there was ſuch a miſt and a fog en, 
cauſed over the whole world, that no man could fee his own errors. This his free 
Speech, though it was not without danger, yet all men hereat were moved 3 for that 
he had ſome reaſon to ſhew his fortitude in ſo dangerous a time, and every one was - 
willing to hear his Speech, and though themſelves for fear were filent, yet did they 
not reprehend him for ſpeaking freely. For the expedtationof the event of fo great 
miſchief was able to have wreſted from every one of them words of commileration. 
zg Thro with great audacity alſo came unto the King, and begged of him that he might 
talk with him alone : which the King granting, he uſed theſe words with great la- =

them, and carſe the Authors of this unfortunate calamity. 


The King at firſt took theſe words of 7yro in good part as being admoniſhed of 
the perfidions dealing of them about him, and his own calamity. But Tyro immg- 
deſtly and Souldier-like urging the King, and for his own ſimplicity not able to 
D diſcern what fitted that time, the King at laſt thought this, rather a turbulent up- 
braiding him, than a friendly admonition: and asking who thoſe Captains and 
Souldiers were, he commanded them all, and Tzro alſo, to be bound and kept in pri- 
ſon. Then one Tripho the Kings Barber, taking hereat occaſion, told the King, that | 
Thro had often ſollicited him, as he ſhavd the King to cut his throat with his razor, jo is by his 
promiſing him for recompence great rewards, and that he ſhould be one of Alexander's fonanda Bar- 
chief Friends. Having ſpoken theſe words, the King commanded him to be appre- have oratif- 
hended, and the Barber, and Tzro and his Son to be tortured. T5ro his Son ſeeing his <4 Treaſona- 
Father in moſt miſerable torments, and that he ſtill perſiſted in them (and by the py _ 
Kings diſpleaſure, conjeuring that there was no hope of life) told them that tor- 
F tured his Father, that he would confeſs all the truth, conditionally that his Father 
and himſelf might be no more tormented : and having his requeſt granted, he told 
them that it was agreed, that Tyro with his own hand ſhould have killed the King : 
for he could get opportunity to come unto the King whenno man elſe was with him, 
and fo he would kill him, and for Alexander's fake' endure any torments whatſoever. 
This ſpoken, he delivered himſelf and his Father from further tortures: but it is un- 
Certain whether the tale he told was true, or whether he deviſed it to free them both 
from torments. Then Herod now laying all doubt aſide (if before he were in any) 
thought what death bis Sons ſhould die, and leaving no place to repentance and mer- 
cy, he haſtened to execute his purpoſe : and producing 300 Captains, and Tyro and Ty with 300 
F his Son, and the Barber his accuſer; he accuſed them all before the people, and the bas my 
people throwing any thing that came to their hands at them, they killed them every fore os 
one. And Alexander and Ariſtobulys was carried unto Sebaſte, and there by their Fa- ple and ſlain, 
thers command were ſtrangled : and their bodies carried by night into the Caſtle A- po os 
exandrinm, where their Grand-father by their Mothers fide, and many of their Pro- firangled ar 
genitors lay buried. But perhaps ſome will not marvel, that a hatred ſo longa breed.- _ gen 
Ing ſhould in the end ſo prevail, that it overcame natural affeQions. But one tray txazdriun. 
juſtly doubt whether the fault were in the young Princes, who exaſperated by a 
hard Father ſo long time, fell into ſuch a hatred of him, or whether it is to be im- The cauſe of 
puted unto his unkindneſs and immoderate deſire of Honour and Rule, who could i 
PF not abide any to be his equal, but rather chooſing to doall at his own pleaſure: Or fliny and

| fore I am perſwaded, Fortune hath predeſtinated all humane aftions, ſo that they ©© 
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muſt have a neceſlary event. And this inevitable force we call Fate, or fatal De. 
ſtiny, for that there is nothing which it effeFeth not, Burt it ſufficeth briefly to 
have touched this high matter, which of'it ſelf is very difficult, which attributeth ſome. 
thing unto our ations, and examineth the cauſes of the variety of our ations, which 
ſpeculation is already compriſedin the two Volumes of our Law. Furthermore, touch- 
ing the Princes fault, we may accuſe their youthful arrogancy, and their pride, who dig 
give too great ear to their Father's accuſers3 and for that they were unjuſt ſearchers 
into his life and a&ions, and that they maliciouſly ſuſpefted him, and could not rule 
their tongues 3 but hereby gave double occaſion to their adverſaries, and matters unto 
thoſe tale-bearers that ſought to get the King's favour. But their Father's ſhamefiy 
fault cannot be cxcuſed, who ſuffered himſelf ſo to be over-ruled with paſſion, that he

put them to death that were begotten of his own body, without any proof or argy. 


ment of the crimes laid unto therr charge; yea, two young Princesof excellent feature 
of body, not only beloved of their own Nation, but alſo of ſtrangers; they were dex. 
trous in all Exerciſes, and commendable in Military Afairs, and eloquentin Civil Dif 
courſes. For, in all theſe things they were excellent, and eſpecially Alexander the «1d- 
eſt of them. It had been enough for him, ſuppoſe he had condemned them, either to 
have kept them in perpetual Priſon, or baniſhed them into ſome far Countrey ; ſeeing 
that he was aſſured of the Roman Power, under whoſe protection heneither neededto 
have feared invaſion, nor ſecret Treaſon againſt him. For to put them to death, only 
to ſatisfie hisown furious will, what elſe doth it argue, but only an impious liberty caſt- 
ing off all Fatherly humanity and kindneſs? eſpecially ſeeing that he was aged, whoſe 
years could neither plead ignorance, nor that he wasdeceived. For neither was he the 
more excuſed by the delay he uſed ; nay, it had been a leſs offence, if amazed with 
ſome ſudden news, he had been incited to ſo hainous an offence : But aiter fo long deli- 
beration, at laſt to effe& ſuch a matter, betokens a bloody mind, and hardned in wick- 
edneſs, as he ſhewed afterwards, not ſparing the reſt, whom before he held moſt 
dear: Who, though they wereleſs to be pitied, in that they juſtly ſuffered; yerwasit 
an argument of his like cruelty, in that he abſtained not from their deaths alſo: But 
we will ſpeak of this hereafter. Re

CHAP. I, 


Antipater endeavoureth to haſten his Father's death, that he may raign in his plice, The 
Children that Herod had by his nine Wives, 


Sil "ter that Aztipater had made away his Brothers, through the extrezm 
Il impiety and unbridled fury,. wherewith Herod their Father was in. 
cenſed againſt them yet he did not immediately obtain that which k 
undoubtedly he hoped for. For being freed of that fear he con. 
AY ceived, leſt his Brothers ſhould be partakers with him in the Kingdom 
SP S| he foundit adifficult and dangerous matter to find the means how to 
S— obtain it; ſo ſtrange and hainousa hatred had all the Nation conceiy- 
ed againſt him. On the other ſide, in ſhewing himſelf proud and lofty, he more and | 
more encreaſed that hatred which the Souldiers had conceived againſt him, in whom 
the ſecurity of the Kingdom conſiſted, if it ſhould fortune to fall out that the people 
ſhould attempt any alteration. All which miſchiets were procured by his own fins, and 
the unnatural murther of his Brothers. Nevertheleſs, he governed the Kingdom with his 
Father, living only in leſs Authority than himſelt: Herod alſo repoſed more confidencein 
him, even in thoſe things, for which he was worthy to loſe his head. For the King con- 
ccived that in confirmation of his good affeftion towards him, Aztipater had accuſed 
his Brethren, to. continue his Father in ſecurity, and not for any hatred he bore unto 
them more than to his Father; though indeed he hated them for his Father's ſake, be- 
ing tranſported with fury.But all theſe were but as ſo many ſtratagems to infinuate him- 
{e]f into Herods Counſels and Favours; and theſe did he craftily make uſe of, to cutoff 
the occaſion le{t any ſhould prevent or accuſe him of that which he pretended to do,and 
that Herod might be deprived of all relief, it ſo be that Artipater ſhould bend his Forces 
againſt him. For the Treaſon he complotted againſt his Brothers, proceeded from the 
hatred he bare unto his Father : But at that time he was the more egged on to proſe- 
cute his intended purpoſes without any delay, For if Herod ſhould happen to di, it 
was moſt ſure that the Kingdom ſhould be hisz and ſhould hislite continue any longer 
time, and the practice Aztipater went about ihould be diſcovered, ſeeing himſelf invi. 
roned with theſe dangers, he ſhould be enforced to make his Father his Enemy. For 
which cauſe he was very liberal to all thoſe that were about his Father; and through 
the great gifts he beſtowed upon them, he (extinguiſhed that hatred which all of them 
bare unto him: and above all things he continued himſelf in credit with thoſe friends 
which Herod had at Rome, by ſending them divers Preſents 3 and namely Saturnin, 
who was Governour of $zri4., He hoped alſo, by bribes and rewards, to draw hisFa- 
ther's Brother into his Faction, and to corrupt the King's Siſter alſo, who was marricd to N 
one of the King's molt cl{tecmed triends 1n Court. He was a ſubtil and polititick man in 
entertaining thoſe men with colourable ſhew of friendſhip with whom he converſed, 
and to draw himfelf into credit with them : he was ſufficiently dextrous to diſſemble 


his maliceand difcontents, which he had conceived againſt any man. Notwithſtanding 


all this, he could not deceive Selowze his Aunt, who of long time before had ſounded 
his inchaations, and who was not fo ſimple as to ſuffer her ſelf to be deceived ; but had 
already, by all cunning means that might be, prevented his malice, although ſhe hada 
Paughter murcicd unto his Uncle by the Mother's fide. This Daughter was firſt of all 
weddeud to Ariftotinizs, and afterwards by Antipater's meansto his Uncle: For Cal/zas 
her HusbandsSon had married the other. But neither could this affinity colour the 
matter ſo much, but that his malice was diſcovered ; neither could that former conſan- 
guintty cxcinguulh the deſerved hatred conceived againſt him. Herod conſtrained gra 

who 
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A (who through amorous paſton had thought to have married her ſelf to Syzns the 
Arabian) to marry with Alexas, and that by the mediation and perlwafion of Juliz 
Ceſars wite, who adviſed Salome not to refuſe that Marriage, leſt ne ſhould prove her 
mortal enemy 3 for Herod had made an Oath, that if Salome condeſcended not to mar- 
ry Alexas, he would never make account of her: For which caule ſhe followed Julia's 
advice, who was Czſar's Wife, and counſelled her alſo to her profit and preferment. 

At the ſame time Herod ſent his Daughter Glaphyra to King Archelaxs, who had been 
married to Alexander, preſenting him a Dowry out of his*own Treaſury, lelt there. 
ſhould any difference ariſe between them, and he himſclf moſt carctully brought up 
his Sons Children. For Alexander had two Sons by Glaphyra, and Ariſtobulus begat 
on Bernice, Salow's Daughter, three Sons and two Daughters. Sometimes he would 
recommend them unto his Friends, and bewailing the misfortune ot his Sons, would 
beſeech God that no ſuch ill fortune might befall their children, but rather that they 
might increaſe in virtue, and acknowledge their education and bringing up, with all 
dutiful reſpe&s unto their Parents. He provided them alſo each of them with a wike, 
when they were ready for Marriage Namely, the Daughter of Pheroras tor the elde 
of Alexander's Sons; and the Daughter of Aztipater for Ariſtobuluss eldeſt Son : and 
one of Ariſtobulus's Daughters was married to Aztipaters Son ; and the other to Herod 
his own Son, whom he had begotten of the Daughter of the High Prieſt. For it is 
lawful in our Countrey, and according to our cuſtom, to have divers Wives at one 
C time. The King procured theſe Marriages through the compaſiion he had of thoſe Or- 

phans, thinking by this mutual Alliance to cauſe Aztipater to be their Friend, But 

Antipater conceived no leſs hatred towards the children, than he had done malice to- 

wards their Fathers: For the care that Herod had of them, increaſed his hatred, in that 

he pretended to be the greateſt among the Brethren; and he eſpecially feared leſt 

when they ſhould grow to mans eſtate, they would reſiſt his power, being afliſted b 

King Archelaws, as his Sons in Law and Pheroras who was a Tetrarch ſhould do the 

like, for that he had married his Son to Alexander's Daughter. And ſo much the 

more was he incited, becauſe all the people had compaſtion of theſe Orphans, and had 
conceived a hatred againſt him, who never ceaſed to expreſs his malice againſt his 
D Brethren. He therefore deviſed all the meansthat were poſlible to difanul the Decrees 

which his Father had reſolved upon to this effe&t, being very loth that they ſhould e- 

verlive to be partners with him in the Kingdom. So that at laſt Herod condeſcended 

to Aztipater's demand, which was, that he might marry Ariſtobulzs's Daughter, and 
his Son to Pheroras's Daughter: and thus were the forementioned Marriages wholly 
cut off; yea, even againſt Herod's former Decree. At that time Herod had nine 

Wives, namely, Aztipater's Mother, the High Prieſts Daughter, by whom he had a 

Son that bare his name, and a Daughter of his Brothers, and a Cozen of his own, by 

whom he had no children. He had another Wife alſo, that by Nation was a Samar1- 

tane, by whom he had two Sons, Artipas and Archelazs, and a Daughter called Olyzz- 

F pias, who was afterward married to Joſeph the Kings Cozen. As for Archelaus and 

 Antipas they were brought up at Roxze, with a certain private friend of his. More- 
over, he married one that was called Cleopatra, that was born in Jeruſalem, by whom 
he had Herod and Philip, which Philip was brought up at Rome. By Pallas he had Pha- 
ſfaelus: by Phedraand Helpia he had two Daughters, Roxane and Salome. As for his 
eldeſt Daughters, Alexander's Siſters by the Mothers ſide, whom Pheroras had refuſed to 
take in Marriage, he match'd the one with Aztipater his Siſters Son, and the other he 
wedded to Phaſaelus his Brothers Son, and this was Herod's Progeny. 


CHAP. IL 


Of Zamaris a Babyloniſh Jew, a man of ſrngular virtue. 


Fter this, intending to aſſure his Eſtate in the Country of Trachonite, he reſolved 

to build a Borough of the bigneſs of a City in the midft of the Countrey, as well 

to ſecure. his Country, as to be in better readineſs to repulſe his Enemies, with 
more expedition. And having intelligence that a certain Jew was come from Baby- 
lon with five hundred Archers on Horſeback, and about one hundred of his Kinſ- 
G men, and had adventured to paſs Erphrates, and was in the Countrey adjoyning to 
Antioch near unto Daphne in Syria, where Saturnine General of the Roman Army had 
given him ai Caſtle, called Valatha, to inhabit, he ſent for him and his followers, 
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>omiling to give him both Lands and Lordſhips in the Seignory of Batanea, whic 
3086 wes on PF. achonits, intending that he ſhould make head againſt thoſe that —_ 4 
a{lail him 3 and promiſing him that both his Lands and his Souldiers ſhould be exempt 
from all Tributes, and payments of Cuſtoms. This Babylonian Jew was induced by 
theſe offers to come, and take poſleſſion of the Place, where he builded a Borough, 
called Bathyra. This man oppoſing himſelf againſtthe Trachonites, defended the Coun. 
trey, and thoſe Jews that came from Babylor to Jerujalexz to offer Sacrifice, from all 
Incutſions and Robberics of the Trachonites 3 and divers that obſerved the Religion of 
the Jews, reſorted unto him from all places3 fo that this Countrey was very well peo- 
wel by reaſon of the exemption of the Tribute, which continued during Hero's 
life-time. : Le wy 
| But Philip who ſucceeded him, exacted afterward ſome {mall Tribute, of them, ang 
that but for a little while. But Agrippa the Great, and his Son of the lame name, charg- 
ed them with great Taxationsz yet permitted them to enjoy their Liberty 5 whoſe 
Sacceſlors, the Romans impoſed many grievous Tributes upon them, yet continued 
their Freedom; of whom hereafter we will more particularly and largely diſcourſe in 
due place, and in proceſs of my Hiſtory. Now this Jew Lamaris, to whom Herod had 
given the polleſſion of his Countrey, died, after he had lived virtuouſly, and lett a 
virtuous Off: pring behind him ; amongſt whom was Facim, renowned tor his dexte- 
rity on Horſeback who, with his Troop of Horſe, was of the King of Babylor's Guard, 
This Facizz died when he was very old, and left his Son Phzlip to ſucceed him; a vz- K 
liant man, and addicted to all forts of Virtue, as much as any one that hath been re- 
nowned in Hiſtory 3 for which cauſe King Agrippa loved him, and put his truſt in him, 
an4 committed the truſt and training of his Souldiers unto him, who led them al{o 
forth, if occaſion of ſervice was proffered. |

CHAP. IL 


Antipater, Pheroras aud his Wife conſpire against Herod, Salome acquainteth him 
with it, he cauſeth ſome Phariſees who were of this Conſpiracy, to be put to death: | 
He endeavoureth to make Pheroras repudiate his Wife, but he cannot be perſwaded 
toit. | | 
Hilſt Herods Aﬀairs were thus diſpoſed, all men's eyes were fixed upon Anti- 
\F / pater, after that Herod had given him full power; which was granted: him, in 
hopes that his Father had, that he would behave himſelf faithfully and afteftionately 
towards him; But he abuſed his authority more audaciouſly than could be expected; 
for be treacheroully coloured his conceived malice, and eafily drew his Father to be- 
lieve him in whatfoever he faid, He was feared by allmen, not only for his Authority, 
but for his ſubriltics and polictes. But above all the reſt, Pheroras reſpeted him moſt, y 
and was1n like manner, as greatly eſteemed by him. For Aztipater circumvented him 
by the means of. certain women, who favoured his Faction; for Pheroras was com- 
manded by his. Wite, his Mother, and Siſter-in-Law, notwithſtanding that he. hated 
them, by reaſon of the abuſe they had offered to his Daughters who were unmarried; 
nevertheleſs he was enforced to diſlemble all things, becauſe he could do nothing but 
what they were always privy ta, and had ſuch power of his Afﬀairs, that they obliged 
him to perform whatſoever they pleaſed. Aztipater was alſo very intimate with them, 
both on his own account and his Mother's 3 for theſe four women wereof one mind in 
all things, and ſpake, as it were, by one mouth: Yet was Pheroras at odds with Anti- 
pater, upon ſome thght diſtaſtesz and ſhe that wrought this debate betwixt them, was N 
the King's Siſter Sulozze, who had a long time ſpied all their drifts; knowing well, 
that their mutual ftriend{hip tended to the overthrow of Herod, which ſhe was ready 
to acquaint him.. Andthey knowing well that the King dilliked this their inward fami- 
larity, and that he was privy to that which they pretended, which was his utter ruine; 
reſolved between themſelves to. refrain their publick familiarity, and to make a ſhew 
that they were at odds one with another; to which intent they reproached one ano- 
ther, eſpecially at ſuch time as they were either in Herod's preſence, or there was any 
one with them, who ('as they thought) would acquaint him with it. But in-ſecret they 
intermitted not their accuſtomed friendſhip, and continued their correſpondence with 
more privy attability z yet was not Salozze 1gnorant thereof, neither. when they firſt des 0 
viled this drift, neither afterwards when they. put it in execution 3 for ſhe.diligently

but very little contentment thereby. Moreover, he alledged, that divers Brothers, 
and Brothers Children were brought up together with him, ſo that he might not ſecure- 
ly hope for any thing 3 for that already, if he ſhould fortune to die, the Kingdom was 
to deſcend not to his Son, but to his Brother : Beſzdes this, he was accuſtomed to ac- 
cuſe the King of divers cruelties committed by him, and of that murther which he ex- 
p ecuted upon the perſons of his Children. That for fear leſt he ſhould pradtiſe his Ty- 
ranny againſt thoſe that remained, Artipater had found out the device to be ſummon- 
&d to Rome, and Pheroras withdrew himſelf into his Tetrarchy. 
Theſe wards, which as he knew had reference to that which his Siſter had often in- 
formed him of, were not by him held incredible; ſo that being preſſed with the ma- 
lice of Amntipater, he ſequeſtred Doris his Mother from his preſence, robbing her be- 11504 thruſt- 
fore her departure of all her Jewels, which were valued at many Talentsz and from © Po 4r- 
that time forward he ſhewed himſelf more favourable towards thoſe women of Phero- tte enrof tis 
ras's houſhold. But nothing did more whet Herod's diſpleature againſt Aztipatey, Palace.

than did a certamn Samaritan, who was alſo called Aztipater, who had the ordering of $9. qc. 
the Afﬀairs of Aztipater the King's Son. For he being brought in queſtion, and ror- clareth how 
tured, declared among other things, that Aztipater had mixed a mortal Poyſon, and {#77297 me 
delivered the ſame to Pheroras his Uncle, commanding him to practiſe the King's death had provided 
in his abſence, and by that meansleaſt ſuſpeted. That this Poyſon was brought out of Poyſon tor his 
Egypt by one called Antiphilns, Antipater's friend. That it was ſent to Pheroras by one © 
called Thendion, Antipater's Mothers Brother. That this Poyſon was kept by Pheroras?s 
Wife, and was committed by her Husband to hercuſtody. She being examined by the Pir2r0r.2s's 
King hereupon, confefſed no leſs; and haſting forth,as if ſhe intended tofetch theſame, 515 ner 
ſhe caſt her ſelfdown headlong from the top of the houſe; yet ſhe did not kill her {c]t, harh che Poy- 
becauſe ſhe fell upon her feet. After ſhe was recovered out of her ſwound, and the King {27 andcafts 
F had promiſed all ſecurity both to her ſelf and her family, if fo be ſhe would diſcover hcetonions 
the truth 3 and contrariwiſe, threatned her with extream torments, 1t the obſtinately the Roof, 
continued in concealing theſe Treaſons: She ſware ſhe would diſcover all things ac- 
cording as they were acted 3 and as many men thought at that time, ſhe told no- 
thing but” rhe truth. That poyſor (ſaid ſhe) was brought by Antiphilus out of Egypt, 
and bought there by the means of a Brother of his, who was a Phyſitian. After this, 
Theudion brought it to our houſe; and I having received it from Pheroras's hands, 
kept the ſame, but bought by your Son Antipater, to poyſor you that are his Father. 
Now therefore, after that my Husband fell ſick, and you in kindvieſs came to viſit and 
comfort hint, he being moved with compaſſion, and conquered by your brotherly kind- 
0 meſs, and by your good affetion and loving care in giving order for his health cal- 

led me unto him, and ſaid; Oh Wife, Antipater hath circumvented me, whiljt by his pe- 
ſtilent counſels, and poyſoning pratfices he deſtreth to cut off bis Father, and deprive my ;

ly brought it forth according as my Husband commanded me, and burnt the preatei} 
part of the Poyſon, and the reit I have reſerved, that if after my Husband's death, Jour 
Majesty ſhould uſe me unkindly, it might ſerve me to eſcape thoſe extremities that would 
betide me. | 

After ſhe had ſpoken thus, ſhe brought forth before them the Poyſon, and the box 
wherein it was kept. After her, another of Aztipholzs's Brothers, and the Mother 
to them both, confeſſed no leſs, being conſtrained thereunto by force of violence and 
torture, and acknowledged the Box. The King's Wife allo, who was the Daughter 
of the High Prieſt, was accuſed of confederacy and concealment of all theſe Treafons, 
For which cauſe Herod put her away from him, and cancelled his Sons name out of his 
Teſtament, wherein he had bequeathed him the Kingdom after his deceaſe. He dif. 
placed alſo his Father-in-law $7207 the Son of Boethws from the Prieſthood, and pla- 
ced Matthias the Son of Theophilus, who was born in Jeruſalem. In the meantime By- 
thillus, Antipater's F'ree-man returned from Rome; who being tortured, confuiled that 
he brought a Poyſon with him, to deliver it to Aztipater's Mother and Pheroras, to the 
end, that if the firſt Poyſon were not cfieCtual enough to diſpatch the King, they might 
make vfe of this other, to cut him off ſpeedily. There came Letters alſo to Herod's 
hands from his friends at Rozze, written and deviſed by Aztipater's means, to accyſo 
Arckelazs and Philip, tor very often they had refreſhed the memory of Alexander and 
Ariſtcbulus's death, contrived by their Father z and for that they lamented the miſera- 
ble fate of them, who were innocently betrayed; and that now alſo they themſelves 
were called back into their Countrey for no other cauſe, but upon their arrival to be 
made partakers of their Brother's miſerable deſtiny. Theſe things did Atipater's 
friends certifie Herod of, in that by many and mighty Preſents he wrought them there. 
unto. He himſelf allo wrought unto his Father colourably, after a manner exculing 
the young men, and imputing their words unto their indiſcretion and young years, L 
Mean while, he buſied himlſelt in accuſing SzZzz5 3 and courted the chiefeſt Romans, 
buying divers Ornaments and Jewels to preſent them with, to the value of two hun- 
dred Talents. And it is to be wondred at, that ſo great matters being in agitation a- 
gainſt him, ſeven months at leaſt before his returninto the Country of Judea, that no 
inkling thereof came unto his ears. But the cauſe partly was the diligent ſearch and 
watch that was kept upon the High-ways, and partly the hatred that all men had con- 
ceived againſt Artipater. For there was not any that would put themſelves in hazard 
to procure his ſecurity.

CHAP. VI 


Antipater, beirg returzed back into Jadza from Rome, is convicted in the preſence 
of Varus Gevernour of Syria, for having endeavoured to poyſon the King bis 
Father. Herod cauſeth him to be impriſoned; and writeth to Auguſtus 07 that 
Subjed. 


Ered concealing his diſpleaſure, anſwered Aztipater his Son's Letters; giving him 
a ſtrit charge (as ſoon as he had diſpatched his affairs) to haſten homeward, leſt 
his long abſence ſhould prove hurtful to him. He likewiſe, after a temperate manner, N 
complamed unto him of his Mother, promiſing notwithſtanding to remit the fault up- 
on his return; and by all means he made ſhew to him of much kindneſs, fearing leſt 
he, apprehending any ſuſpicion, ſhould defer to haſten his return 3 and lingring 
too long at Rowe, ihould contrive ſome treacherous ſtratagem, to the prejudice 
of himſclt, and the overthrow of his Kingdom. Artipater received theſe Letters 
in Czlicza, and had already received others at Tarenturr, by which he underſtood 
of Pheroras his Uncles death, whereat he was ſore grieved ; not for the love he bareto 
Pheroras, but for that he died before he had murthered his Father, according as he had 
promiſed him. As ſoon as he came to Celenderis a City of Cilicia, he grew doubtful 
whether he ſhould return or no, and was grievoully troubled at his Mother's diſgraces, 0 
who was baniſhed from the Court. The opinions of his friends in his behalf were va- 
riousz for ſome of them counſelled him to ſtay and expet the event of theſe troubles 
> i 
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x in ſome place - others on the other fide adviſed him to delay no longer hi return me 
:nto his Countrey, for that upon his arrival he might eaſily fatishe all thoſe objections w.rl, 3553. 
and accuſations that were forged againſt him, becauſe his accuſers had nothing elſe to before Che 
ſtrengthen their cauſe with, but hts abſence. This later advice pleaſed him beſt ; ſo is; 
that he betook himſelfto Sea, and atlaſt arrived in the Port of Sebaſte, ſo called, and LO io 
builded by Herod to his great charge, in honour of C2/ar. RB Sebale a Ht- 

And now already it manifeſtly appeared that Aztipater was upon his downtfal : For ven builded 
no man came out to ſalute him, no man entertained him, as they did upon his depar- 2G Bs 
ture, when as all of them accompanied him with pravers and happy acclamations: but ar. 


cofitrartwiſe they boldly and openly ſpake againſt him, and bitterly curſed him, tel- 4"##ater

About the ſame time Quirtilins Varus, who was ſent to ſucceed Saturnize in the Room” 
Government of Syria was at Fernfalem, and drew thither at thar inſtant upoa Herod's nour of 5yr;z. 
zequeſt, to afliſt him with his Counſels in his preſent and weighty occaſions: Now 
whiteſt theſe two fate and conſulted together, Atipater came in before any man ex- 
pected him, and in that purple garment and Royalty that he was accuſtomed to uſe; 
entered the Palace. The Guard of the Gates ſuffered him to enter in, but they ex- 
duded all thoſe that were with/him. This firſt of all aifrighted and appealed his Spi- 
rits, in that he already perceived into what calamity he was fallen; and now alſo 

C when he drew-near his Father, he thruſt him from him, accufing him of the mur- 
der of his Brethren, and reproaching him with that intent he had to poyſon 
him, telling him rhat the next day Varzs ſhould both hear and judge all his miſde-

He altogether daunted at the greatneſs of that unexpefted miſchief, which he both 
heard and ſaw, departed preſently from them wholly amazed, and in the way met with 
his Mother and his Wife (which was Aztigou5's Daughter, who had been King of the 
es before Herod) by whom he was advertiſed of all that which had happened, and 

r that cauſe more diligently prepared himſelf for his tryal. The next day YVarws and rod callett: 
Herod fate in judgment, accompanied by their friends on both fides; thither alſo fs Son in 

D were cited the Kings kindred and his Siſter Salome; and certain others, who could fre guineits 
diſcover his ſecret practices; ſome of which had been tortured, and namely Aztipa- «Yar. 
ters mothers ſervants, who a little before his arrival, had been apprehended with a 
letter to this effet : That he ſhould take heed that he returned not into the Conntrey, be- 
canſe his Father was made privy to all his pra@ices, and that for the preſent he had no o- 

_ refuge but only to Cxiar, and to take care likewiſe let be ſhould fall into his Fathers 
S, | ; 

Hereupon Antipater humbling himſelf on his knees before the King his Father, beſought 
bimz not to condemn him before his cauſe was heard, but to ſuſpend his judgment until 
faoch time as he had heard his justifications. But Herod after he had commanded him to 

E nithdraw himſelf into the midif of the Court and Aſſembly, deplored his infelicity in be- 
gttting ſach Children, and bewailed his miſhap, that in his old age he was reſerved for an 
Antipater. After this he reckoned up his cares in their education and in$titution, and Aauwyatir ac- 
hiw bountiſully be had beftowed npon hint as much riches as he required he added that caſed by Fe 
none of all theſe favours conld preſerve hine from falling into the hazard of looſing his oe ry 
by their policy, that they might unjuitly poſſeſs the Kingdom, before either the Law of Na- 
ture, or the will of their Father, or their own rights could challenge the ſame. But a- 
bove #ll the refF, he wondred at Antipater, with what hope he could poſſably be Paſſed up 
to attempt ſo andariows and wicked an enterprize. For by his Teſtament he had made 
him the Heir of his Kingdom, and in his life time alſo had made him his equal in Digni- 

F ty, Glory and Pover: That he received yearly fifty talents of revenue, and to furniſh his 
voyage for Rome had three hnndred talents given hin. Moreover, he accuſed him for his 
Janderans accuſations againit his-nmrthered and ſlaughtered Brothers : Who if they had 
br} wicked, why "did he imitate them ? But if they were innocent, why without cauſe 
produced he his ſfnderons accuſations against thoſe, who were his naturaF Brethren £ For 
i his own reſpet® be Bad never found any thing againit then, but by his report, neither 
hed ht giver Sentence 4gainit them, but by Antipater's advice, who for the preſent were 
#ſolued by hime, becanſe he was become the Author of their Parricide. In uttering 
theſe words he began to weep, being unable to inſiſt any furtherz for which 

| uſe he beſought Nebolaus D:m1aſcene, who' was his dear friend, and converſed or- 

| GC ditatily with him, and was privy to all that which had paſſed, to proſecute the reſt 

of his Indiment. © TR | . 
Biit Artipatet turning himſelf towards his Father, began to juſtifie himſelf, urging 
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the ſame Teſtimonies, and Favours that his Father had ſhewed unto him, and the H 
_— honours he had receceived at his hands, which he would never bave ſhewed him, if he 
fore Chris's had been unworthy of the ſame, and had not by his virtue deſerved theſe favours. He 
_ alledged alſo, that by his virtue he had prevented all that which might have happened; 
Frtivater's and that where the cauſe required his labour or diligence, he diſpatched all things with his 
—_——— own induſtry 5 that it was unlikely that he, who had delivered his Father from thoſe 
ion. Treaſons which were intended againſt him by other men, ſhould himſelf attempt the like : 

And as far ſrom probability that he ſhould go to extinguiſh that virtue (whereof even until 
that day he had given teſtimony) to the end that always hereafter he might be defamed for 
ſuch baſtneſs. For long before this time he was named and entituled to ſucceed him, ,nd 
to enjoy thoſe very honours, whereof already he enjoyed no ſmall part 5 whereby he proteſted | 
that 3: was unlikely, that he, who might enjoy the half of all that his Father had, in all 
ſecurity, vertue 'and honour, ſhould deſire the whole with infamy and danger; yea, and 
with an uncertainty to obtain the ſame; that the puniſhment which had befallen his Rrg. 
thers (whom he had diſcloſed and accuſed at ſuch time as they were hidden) was procured 
by him, who, if he had pleaſed might have concealed them, and whoſe wickedneſs toward; 
their Father (a{ter it was proved) he himſelf had revenged upon them: Neither (ag he 
ſaid) repented Lc himſelf of that which he had done 3, for that action of his might be ay 
argument to prov: how incorruptly he loved his Father. And as touching that which he 
had dealt in at Rome, Cxfſar himſelf was witneſs thereof, who could be no more deceived, 
thin God himſelf 5 whereof thoje Letters bore record, which were written by hint; whichin '| 
equity, ſhould be of no leſs force, than the ſlanders of thoſe who ſought to ſet them at odds :' 
7 he moſt part of which objetions and reproaches had been complotted and deviſed by his 
enemies, who have had the leiſure to purſue the ſame during his abſence, which they could 
not have perjormed in his preſence. At length he pleaded, that all thoſe Confeſſions were 
falſe which were extorted by torture, in that it ordinarily falleth out, that ſich as are put 
to the trzal, confeſs many things by force of torment, that are untrue, to ſatisfie them that 
put them thereto: Briefly, without all favour, he offered himſelf to the Rack in juſt 
cation of his Innocency. Upon theſe Proteſtations, all the Council and Afiſtants were 
confounded. For all . of them had great compaſſion of Atipater, who was wholl 
drowned {n his tears ; fo that his very enemies began to, pity. him. And Herod himſelf 1 
made it appear, that he ſeemed in ſome ſort to be altered in his opinion 3 notyith- 
{ſtanding he endeavoured to conceal the ſame. - | 
1i-brlezs Da But Nicholaus, according as he was requeſted, proſecuted that Accuſation which

fo unkindly and unnaturally requited. Moreover, that his firſt Children's fooliſh raſh- 
meſs was not ſo much to be wondred at; for that being young, they had been corrupted 
by the malice of their Counſellors, and had blotted out of their hearts all true Laws f \ 
Natnre, rather through ambition of Rule, than deſire of Riches, But that Antipater's 
boldneſs was boih wonderful and wicked, who,” more cruel than the cruelleſt Beaſts (who 
ftorards their 9 Wei acknowledge each good turn) was nothing mollified by their Fa- 
ther's ſo great indulgence, nor terrified by his Brother's calamity ;, but muſt needs emulate 
th-m in their cruelty, And thou thy ſelf (laid he) O Antipater, wert the Judge of their 
attempted Treajons, by thy inquiſition they were indiGed, thou didſt execute the juſtice 4: 
gainſt then being convicſed, Neither do we diſallow that thou didſt proſecute the mith 
juſt indignation, but rather admire thee for that thou imitateſt their intemperance : And 
we eaſily gather, that thoſe as of thine were not attempted for thy Fathers ſecurity, but 
intended for thy Brother's overthrow, that by deteiting their malice, thou mighteſt inſinuate 
thy ſelf into the favour of their Father and thine, that.afterwards thou mighteſt more cun- 
vingly and ſecurely bring him to his end, which at length thou hast attempted to perform. 
For whilſt thou adjudgest thy guilty Brothers to death, and ſpareſt their Confederates, thou 
makeit it manifeſt in all men's eyes, that thou haſt a kind: of for them, whoſe aſſiſtance 
thou mighteſt hercafter uſe in oppreſſing thy Father. Thou haſt therefore enjoyed a double 
pleaſure: the one openly, as if rejoycing and glorying, that by thy Brother's death thou 
haſt atchieved a matter of honour 5 the other ſecretly, with endeavouring by greater wick: 
eaneſs, but more ſecret fraud, to make an end of thy Father; the revenger of whoſe in- 
Jaries thou pretendeſt to be. For if thou hadſt truly deteſted their malice, thou had? never | 
eſteemed the ſame to be worthy of thy imitation z fer thou hadſt not cut them off for com- 0 
mitting ſuch Capital offences as were anſwerable unto thine, but for that they had a more 
juſt Title to ſucceed the Kingdom than thou hait, And thou hast thought good to mix =

A urther of thy Father with the maſſacred bodies of thy i3rothers, les thou Shouldeſt be jud- 
denly convinced in thy conſpiracies againſt them, and to the end that tC puniſhment that thou 
well deſerveſt to: ſuffer, ſhould light upon thy infortunate Father, projeting with your ſelf 
ſuch a parricide, and ſo unuſual and hainous a murther, that to this day the like thereof hath 
zot been heard of amongſt men. For thou being his Son haſt praitijed theſe Treaſons, nat 
only againſt thy Father, but againſt him that loved thee above meaſure, and did thee good 
bejond expeFation, with whom thou haſt actual participation of tine Government of the 
Kingdowmr, and who had appointed thee his Heir in the Jamte, being no ways hindred, ej. 
ther for the preſent, or in times paſt, to participate the pleaſure of Soveraignty, and being 
aſſured of the hope of Succeſſion both by the will and writing of thy Father, But you 

B have meaſured the courſe of your affairs, not according to Herod's virtue, but according to 
your own appetite and malice, intending to deprive ſuch a F ather of his part, who granted 
you the whole ;, and ſeeking in effef to murther him, whom in words you pretend heretofore 
to protef from injury. And not content your ſelf to praiſe theſe treackeries, you have in- 
feFed your Mother alſo with no leſs corruption, and inſtead of love that ſhon!d hawe bees: 
amongſt Brethren, you have filled your Family with mntini?s and hatreds : 4nd beſides all 
theſe things, thou haſt been ſo audacious, as to call thy Father beaſt, being of thy ſelf more 
malignant than thoſe beaſts which are moſt venomons, uling thine own venont againſt thy 
deareſt friends, and ſuch as have beſt dejerved at thy bands, ſtrengthening thy ſelf with his 
Guard, and divers treacheries both of men and women againſt one old man, asif thy curjed 

C mind alone were not ſufficient to ſatisfie thy hatred. And now after ſo many men and 
women, Slaves and Freemen tcrtured for thy caiſe, after the open and manifeſt teſtimo- 
ies of thy partzes in the conſpiracy, thou art ſo impudent as yet to contradid the truth : 
and thou that lately hopedſt to deprive thy Father of his life, doſt now as much as in thee 
teeth, endeavour to aboliſh that Law that was initituted againſt Malefa@ors in thy kind, and 
herewithal, O Varus, equity, and all whatſoever is Juſtice in the world. Duſt thou therefore 
accuſe them of falſhood, who were examined in torments, to the end thou mightest endin- 
ger their credit, who were the preſervers of thy Þ athers life ® Shall we believe thee r:20re tha 
them in their torments Wilt thou not, O Varus, deliver the King from the injury of thoſe, 
who are his own fleſh and blood £ Wilt thou not put this wicked beaſt to death, who hath 

np. mrthered his Brothers, to preterd a love towards his Father, and who hath at laſt been 
diſcovered to be the moi? mortal enemy of them all, to the intent that at one initant he might 
etabliſh the Kingdom in himpelf Thou knoweſt that Parricide is no private crime, but 4 
publick injury to life and nature, which is 10 leſs loathſom in the thought, than it is in the aff : 


which whoſo puniſheth not, is of himſelf guilty of an injury offered to our common mother 


ratitre, 
After theſe Speeches, he added certain points concerning Antipater's Mother, which 


through feminine frailty had been blabbed out by her, to wit, that ſhe had asked coun- 
fel of Soothſayers and Conjurers, to whom the Kingdom ſhould betall : And that ſhe 
had offered Sacrifices, and made Prayers for the death of the King. And moreover, 
p he declared what Jacivious pranks Artipater had played with Pheroras's women, in ban- 
quetting and amorous and wanton dalliances. The informations likewiie that were 
preſented by ſuch as were tortured, with ſundry teſtimonies of divers men; ſome ſub- 
orned, the other found out to be immediately produced and confirmed. For each 
man ſeeing that Artipater was expoſed to the accuſations of thoſe men, who had the 
Government in their hands, and that the good fortune that had long accompanied him, 
had openly delivered him into the hands of his enemies, they immediately diſcovered the 
inſatiable hatred which they had conceived againſt him, whereas before the fear that 
they had of him enforced them to be filent : yet he was not ſo much burthened with 
other mens hatreds, as with his own wickedneſs; namely, his deadly hatred againſt his 

F Father, his breach of amity amongſt his Brethren, whereby he filled the Kings Houſ- 
hold with ſeditions and murthers, of ſome complotted, and acted by others; neither 
giving place to hatred according to Juſtice, nor to amity — to good affecti- 
on, but according as it might ſtand with his profit. Which becauſe divers men per- 
cved long before that time, they judged of events according as they had reaſon, and 
the rather becauſe that being void of hatred, they ſpake but their opinions. And 
Whereas heretofore they had cried with aloud voice againſt him, at ſuch time as they 
were ſhut up; at this time when they were deprived of their fear, they declared all 
things that they knew. And whereas there were produced divers of the miſchiets com- 
mitted by him, yet there ſeemed nothing to be feigned, for that the accuſers neither 

G yu in favour of the King, neither concealed any thing for fear of danger, but con- 
emned all Artipater's wicked actions, and judged him worthy of death and puniſh- 
ment, not ſo much for his Fathers ſecurity, as for his own demerit. Neither did they

lourer of his lies, and moſt impudent in their aſſertions, yet he durſt not once open his 
mouth, or mutter againſt the ſame. : 

As ſoon as Nicholas had finiſhed his diſcourſe and accuſations, Virus commandeg 
Antipater to anſwer to thoſe crimes that were objected againſt him, if he had any thin 
to alledge, that he was not guilty of thoſe forteits or hainous crimes that were Jaid unto 
his charge. For of himſelf he deſired nothing more, and knew well that Herod his Fa-

But he humbling himſelf upon his face, and lowly bending his body to the ground, be. 
ſought God, who was the ſearcher of all hearts, to approve his innocency by ſome 
eminent ſign, how he never had attempted any thing to his Fathers prejudice, 
For this is the cuſtom of all wicked men, that as often as they attempt any hainousa&, 
they ingage themſelves in all wickedneſs, without any reſpect of Gods Juſtice; and 
when as by their miſdeeds they are fallen into danger, then they call upon God, by 
whoſe invocation and teſtimony they deſire to be delivered: making a ſhew that they 
commit all things to his determination. Thelike whereof in this time happened in Ay. 
tipater, who, whereas before he diſpoſed all his a&tions fo, as if there had been no God 
that had the overſway of humane affairs; at ſuch time as Juſtice overtook him, and 
he was deprived of the benefit of the Law, had his recourſe to Gods power, alledg. 
ing that he was reſerved by God to this end, that he might diligently intend his F1- 
thers ſafety. Hereupon Varws, when as by often queſtionings he could wreſt nothing 
from him, but that he only cried upon God, ſeeing that otherwiſe there would be ng 
end of theſe debates, he commanded the poyſon to be brought forth before them all, 
that he might make experience of what force it was: which being preſently brought 
unto him, and given to one that was condemned to die, it preſently killed the man, 
Which done, he aroſe and departed out of the Council, and the next day went unto 
Antioch, where for the moſt part he was wont to have his reſidence, for that it was the 
chief City of the Aflyrians, But Herod preſently commanded his Son to be put in 
bonds, no man knowing what talk had been between him and Yarws upon his depar. 
ture, but all mens opinion was that the King did nothing in impriſoning him, but by his 
counſel. When as therefore he had faſt bound him, he ſent unto Cz2ſar, and wrote his 
Letters unto him, as touching Arztipater, ſending certain appointed Meſlengers, whoby 
word of mouth might aſſure him of his curſed treaſons. 

At the very ſame time there was a Letter intercepted, ſent by Antiphilus to Antipater, 
which Artiphilus remained in Egypt : which Letter being opened by the King, was writ- 
ten to this effect : I have ſent you Acme's Letter, hazarding thereby my own life : For 

you know that I am in danger of the diſpleaſure of two mighty Families, if I ſhould be diſ. 
, covered, As for your ſelf, bethink you well of your affarrs in this rejpeF. Such were 
: the contents of this Letter. The King made diligent ſearch for others alſo, but he 
could find none, tor Artiphiluss ſervant, who had brought that which was read, deny- M 
ed that he had any other. But while the King was in this doubt, one of his ſervants 
and friends perceived that the inſide of the Meſlengers under coat was newly ſewed : 
for he had two garmentsthe one upon the other: and conjecturing that the Letters might 
be hid in the folds thereof, as indeed they were, he ripped the ſame, and found them, 
The Tenour whereof was this: Acme to Antipater, Health : I have written the Letters 
to your Father, according as you gave me inſtrutions, and I have counterfeited the copy 
of my Letter, as if it had been ſent by Salome to my MiStreſs. I aſſure my ſelf, that when he 
hath read the ſame, he will puniſh Salome as one that hath pra@iſed Treaſon againſt him. 
But that Letter that was ſuppoſed to have been written by Saloxre to Acme, was of An- 
tipater's invention, and in Acxze's ityle. * The Contents were theſe: Acme #o King He- 
rod, Health : Whereas I have an eſpecial care, that nothing be concealed from thee that 
concerneth thy ſecurity, having found a Letter of Salomes written againſt thee unto my Li- 
dy, I have not without danger taken the copy thereof, and ſent it unto you, in which ſhe 
required that ſhe might have licence to marry Syllzus. Tear this copy, leſt through the 
knowledoe of the ſame, 1 come in danger of my life, Now in that which the had written 
to Aztipater, ſhe diſcovered that ſhe had written theſe words to Herod, according to 
that order he had given her, as if Salome had conſpired to work ſome treaſon againſt 
him. She ſent alſo the copy of thoſe counterfeit Letters in the name of Saloxe, and 
ſent them untoher Miſtreſs to work treaſon. 

This Acme was a Jew born, and Chamber-maid to Julia, Ceſar's Wite, and did that ( 

which is above written, for the love which ſhe bare unto Aztipater, whom he had 


hired by great ſums of money, to the end, that ſhe ſhould aſſiſt him to execute the 
| miſchief, 
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© miſchief, which he practiſed againſt his Father and againſt his Aunt, Herod made 

almoſt deſperate by the great miſchicfs of Atipater, was ſtirred up on the ſudden to 
ſhorten his days, for that he was the only means that ſtirred up theſe great Tempeſts 
of Sedition in his Kingdom 3 and who not only practiſed againſt his Father and his 
Aunt, but againſt his Siſter alſo 3 and had in like manner corrupted Ceſrs Family. 
$oxteallo incenſed him the more, beating her breaſts, and otrering her iclfto ail dcaths, 
if any ſuch like matter might be duly proved againlt her. For which cauſe Hered ſent 
for Antipater, commanding him to ſpeak freely all that which he had to ſay, withour 
fear, But he having not one word to anſwer for his detence, Herod ſaid unto him: 
Since that on all ſides thou art convicted and ſurprifed in thy wickedneſs, delay not, 
but diſcover thoſe that are of thy Confederacy. Whercupon he laid all the fault upo! 
Antiphilus, and named none other. At that time Herod being wounded with extream 
oriet, would have ſent Antipater to Rome unto Ceſar, that he might receive his judg- 
ment from him 5 but afterwards he feared, leſt, by the interelt of his friends, he ſhould 
eſcape the dangers for which cauſe he kept him bound and tettercd in Priſon, as he 
had done before: And in the mean while he ſent certain Metlengers with Letters to 
Czſar, to accuſe his Son, and to declare wherein Acme had been his Confederate, pro- 
ducing the Copy of the Letters. Theſe Ambaſſadors therctore repaired to Roxze, in- 
ſtructed in thoſe things they were toanſwer to, thoſe Interrogatories that ſhould be of- 


fred them 3 and with them he ſent theſe Letters.

7 Hilſt Herod's Ambaſſadours were on their Journey to Rowe with his Orders, he 
D \ fell ſick, and made his Will, appointed his youngeſt Son to ſucceed him in the 
Kingdoms for through Aztipater*s inſtigations, he had conceived a hatred againſt Ar- 
chelavs and Philip. He ſent allo a thouſand Talents unto Ceſar, and five hundred to 
his wife, and to his Children, Friends and Free-men. He beſtowed allo Money, Rents, 
and Lands upon his own Children: He gave his Siſter Sa/ozze an ample Pofletton, be- 
cauſe ſhe had always perſevered in loving him, and had never ofiended him. And hay- 
ng loſt all hope of recovery, for that he was about 70 years old, he became very tou- 
chy and froward in whatſoever his affairs. The cauſe hereot was, that opinion he had 
conceived, that he grew contemptiblez and that the whole Nation took pleaſure in 
thoſe miſhaps which befcl him + which ſome of thoſe who were favoured by the people, 
made him the rather believe, upon this occaſion which enfueth: Amongſt thoſe that 
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were moſt learned among the Jews, Judas the Son of Sariphexs, and Mutthias the Son of 7'» 347 of the 


Margalothas, the moſt excellent Interpreters of the Laws and Ordinanceset the Coun- 
trey (and for this cauſe were in greateſt efteem amonglt the people, by reaſon that 
they inſtructed and trained up the Youth; for all thoſe that defired to obtain Vertue, 
ſpent all their time with them) underſtanding that the King's ſickneſs was dangerous, 
they incenſed the younger ſort, counſelling them to overthrow all thole works that the 
King had cauſed to be made, contrary to the Law and Cuſtom of the Country ; to 
the end, that they fighting for Piety, might obtain the reward that attendeth the ſame. 
For in that the King had undertaken and done many things contrary to the Law, dt- 
vers unaccuſtomed miſeries had befallen him, and namely that {icxneſs wherewith he was 
detained, For Herod had done divers things contrary to the ancient Law 3 againſt 
which Judas and 
the great Temple, an Eagle of Gold of great value.Now the Law prohibiteth that they, 
who pretend to live according to the ſame, ſhould in any fort erect any Image, or re- 
preſent any Figures of living Creatures whatſoever. For this cauſe theſe Doctors coun- 


felled them to pull down that Eagle ; telling them, that although the matter ſeemed ys 


very dangerous, yet ought they to prefer an honeſt death before a pleaſant lite, if fo 
be it be employed for the defence of their Countrey-laws and Religion. For in ſo 
doing, they ſhould obtain immortal praiſe for the preſent, and a memorable and eter- 
nal glory in time to come ; neither that they ſhould protract the execution there- 
of for tear of danger, ſince death wasa thing that could not be avoided; ſothat ſince 
by the general courſe of Nature, they muſt needs die, it ſhould become them bravely

Pod imrned, 'This very night the Moon was eclipſed, and Herod s fickneſs grew more vchement, 
BETS. For God puniſhed thoſe fins which he had committed. For he was inflamed with a 
fs, chap. os. How fire, which to the outward ſence ſeemed not ſo vchement, but inwardly ſearched 
#-107s horri- and afflicted all his Entrails: He had alſo a ravenous and unnatural Appetite to his meat, 
bieSickvels. which could no way be ſatisfied. Beſides that, he had an Ulcer in his Bowls, . 
with a ſtrange and furious Collick. Hts Feet were ſwelled, and of venomous colour 3 
and his Stomach was no leſs affected allo. His Members rotted, and were full of crawl- 
ing Worms, with a filthy, and no leſs troubleſome Priapiſme, accompanied with an 1n- 
tolerable Stench:; Beſides all this, he had a ſtrong Convullion of his Nerves, and 
ſhort- 
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A ſhortneſs of Breath. For which cauſe it was a general opinion amongſt holy men, and 
- ſach as had the knowledge of Prophecy, - that the King was thus puniſhed for his inti- 
nite impleties and fins committed hgainſt the Majeſty of God. And although he was 
tormented with an unſupportable ſickneſs, yet he had hopes to eſcape; and for thit 
cauſe he ſent for Phyſitians from all places, and refuſed none of thoſe remedies which 
they thought requiſite for him. He therefore paſsd over Jordan, and went into the hot 
Baths of Calliroes; the Waters whereof are potable,beſides other vertues they have againſt 
all other kind of ſickneſs - this Water diſchargeth it ſelf into the Lake called Aſphaltites. 
Being there, it was thought good by his Phyſicians,that he ſhould refreſh himſelf in thoſe 
Waters : There being ſet by them 1nto a Bathing-tub filled with Oyl, he grew lo ſick, 
that they held him for dead. Whereupon all his Domeſtick ſervants wept and lament- 
cd, and all his familiar friends cried out, bewailing him; and with their great noiſe 
cauſed him to come to himſelf: And ſeeing himſelf wholly out of hope to eſcape, he 
gave order that there ſhould a diſtribution be made, to every Souldier the ſum of fifty 
Drachmes; and he offered great Preſents to their Captains, and his Friends, After- 
wards he returned to Jericho, where a melancholy humour poſleſſed him, which made 
him unſociable, and difpleaſed againſt all men 3 fo that ſeeing that he muſt needs die, 
he bethought him of this wicked ation that followeth. For the Nobleſt men amon 
the Nation of the Jews, reſorting unto him from all parts (by his Command, under the 
expreſs Penalty of loſs of life, to whoſoever ſhould negle& the ſame) the King ſhew. 
ed himſelf to be diſpleaſed, as well againſt thoſe whom he thought guilty, as againſt 
them who had given him no occaſion of diſcontent. For he cauſed them to be ſhut up 
in a place called the Hippodrowe, which was the Tilt-yard to run Horſes in; and ſent 
for his Siſter Salome, and Alexas her Husband, telling them that his end was at hand, 
for that his griefs did inceſſantly torment him 3 which as he ſaid, he oughtto bear pat 
ently, becauſe it was an end that ſhould happen'to all men. But that which moſt griev- 
ed him was, that he ſaw himſelf deprived of thoſe mournings and lamentations, which 
a King deſerved. For he was not ignorant of the Jews affections, neither how his 
death was deſired and longed for by them, fince that in his life time they preſumed fo 
far as to revolt 3 and diſhonour and deface thoſe gifts, which he had beſtowed upon the 
np Commonweal. It therefore behoved to afford him ſome ſolace in that his bitter an- 
guiſh 3 for that if they refuſed not to perform that which he had contrived in his 
mind, the lamentation of his death ſhould be magmficent, and as great aseverany Ki 
ever had; and the pleaſure and laughter that might accompany his death, ſhould be a- 
bated by their ſorrow, who ſhould unteignedly lament for the whole Nation. He 
therefore commanded them, that at ſuch time as he ſhould give up the Ghoſt, they 
ſhould cauſe the Hippodrome to be invironed by his Souldiers, as yet unadvertifed of his 
death (which he would not have publiſhed before his execution was ended) and to com- 
mand them to ſhoot their Arrows at thoſe that were ſhut up therein. And that when 
they had killed them all after this manner, they ſhould make him triumph and rejoyce in 
F a double joy 3 firſt, for that in his death, his Commands ſhould be ratified by effect : 
Secondly, For that he ſhould be honoured by a memorable lamentation. Thus weep- 
ing, he entreated his Kinsfolk, for the love they bare unto him, and for the faith they 
bare unto God, that they ſhould not ſuffer him to die fruſtrate of his laſt honour ; and 
they proteſted that they would not tranſgreſs any point of his Commands. Hereby a 
man may conjecture what his nature was, who took pleaſure in theſe above-named im- 
pieties, and who, through the deſire he had of long lite, hath after this fort dealt with 
thoſe of his Blood : And it may be conjectured by theſe his laſt Commands, that he 
had nothing in him that favoured of any humanity 3 for that departing out of the 
World, he had ſuch a mind that all the Nation, and all ſuch as were moſt affectionate 
F towards him, ſhould be driven to ſorrow and defolation, commanding that in every 
houſe ane ſhould be killed ; yea, ſuch as had not in any ſort oftended him, and were 
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not accuſed of one miſ-deed committed againſt any other 5 whereas they that have any 


vertue, finding themſelves at that ſtate, have been accuſtomed to lay afide the hatred 
which they have betore born unto their enemies.

At that time alſo the King's Hearſe was prepared, and Archelaxs gave order that his 41545, cap: 12. 
Obſequies ſhould be moſt royally performed; and beſtowed all the Furniture that was {4% 0b» 
requiſite for that Funeral and Princely interment. He was carried out ina Gilded great powp & 
Litter, adorned with divers precious ſtones, the Cover thereof was of Azure colour. ps. in 
C The dead body was ——_— in a Purple Raiment, having a Diadem upon his head © 
over which there was a Crown of Gold, and a Scepter put in his right hand. About 
this Litter marched a great number of his Children and Kinsfolk ; and after them follow- 
ed his Souldiers, diſpoſed in Bands and Troops, according to the cuſtom of every Na- 
tion: The firſt of theſe were the Archers of his Guard; after them went the Thracians ; 
and laſtly, marched the Germans and Galatians; all of them in their Watlike Dreſsand The Germans 
Diſcipline. Afeer them followed all the Army, marching in order, as when they were 284 French 
drawn up in Batalia, each one under his Captain. Next theſe followed five hundred of 4,4, 
his Houſhold Servants, bearing Perfumes. And all theſe in his Equipage, marched to 
the Caſtle of Herodior, diſtant ſome eight Furlongs off, For there he was entombed, ac- 
D cording to the Tenour of his Teſtament. Thus died Herod, Archelazs continued his 
Mourning for ſeven days ſpace in honour of his Father. (For the Law of the Countrey 
ordaineth no leſs.) And after he had feaſted the people, and laid afide his mourning Ap- 
parel, he aſcended up into the Temple. All the way as he went, all the people with 45/275 ban- 
Shouts and Acclamations, cryed, God fave the King; and with Praycrs and Praiſes ho- — oy 
noured him to their uttermoſt : And he being conducted up toa high Throne of Gold, 
which was made on purpoſe, entertained the' people very gracioully, taking pleafure in 
their Acclamations and Congratulations that they beſtowed upon him. He gave them 
« thanks alſo, © For that they had blotted out of their remembrance, the injuries that 
© his Father had done unto them; proteſting in his own. behalf, that he would certain- 
E © ly take care to requite their kindneſs, with an entire affeQion. . He likewiſe told 
© them, that for the preſent he accepted not the Title of King, becauſe the honour 
* was bequeathed him with this condition, that Ceſar ſhoud ratifie his Fathers Teſta- 
ment. For this cauſe, although the Souldiers that were in Jericho, were ſo kind to 
ſet the Diadem upon his head, yet he would not accept of that uncertain honour ; be- 
cauſe it was not reſolved whether Ceſar, who was the principal Party 1n the Gift, would 
grant him the Government or no. | 
He proteſted likewiſe, that if his Afﬀairs ſucceeded according to his deſire, he 4r#:i:c pro- 
would not, in honour forget their love, or leave their good affection unrequited. And 5 that 
that in the mean while, he would enforce himſelf, by all means to further thoſe things — 
F that concerned them ; and entertain them with more kindneſs, than his Father had done. he will care- 
But they, according asit is the cuſtom of the common people, thinking that thoſe that 1, jarend, 
enter into ſuch Dignities,declare and open their minds at the firſt day: The more Arche- profics of the 
lays ſpake kindly and courteouſly unto them, the more they applauded him and pre- P*oPi- | 
ſented him with divers Petitions, for Grants and Donations from him. Some of them © © 
cryed out unto him, that he ſhoyld take off ſome part of their yearly Taxes : Others 
cryed to him, to deliver thoſe Priſoners that were committed by Herod, of whom di- 
vers had pined along time inPriſon + Others inſtantly urged him to cut off thoſe Tri- 
butes which had been impoſed by him upon Bargains and Sales, which was to pay the 
halfof the Bargain. Whereunto Archelaxs did not any ways contradid, ſtriving to the ut- 
G termoſt of his power to pleaſe the people; for he knew very well, that their good at- 
tection would be no ſmall advantage towards him, in the confirmation of his Kingdom. 
That done, he ſacrificed unto God 3 and afterward fell to banqueting and entertainment

1.2. private Conventicles bewailed Matthias and his Confederates, whom Herod had 
The fedirious put to death and condemned, for defacing the Golden Eagle; becaule that after their 
people bewail eceaſe, they had neither been publickly honoured, nor lamented, by reaſon of the 
M90 fear that the people had conceived of Herod, For which cauſe, at that time they re- 
wereexecuted quired with lamentations and out-cries, that their Obſequies might be folemnized ; and 
with them- 4 if the dead bodies had received ſome fatisfaftion by their tears and exclamations, they 
uttered many odious and diſgraceful expreſſions againſt Hered 3 and aſſembling them- 
| ſelves together, they requeſted Archelazs to do them Juſtice againſt thoſe, that durin 
They wouls Herod's life, were in Authority; and cſpecially they demanded, that the High Pric{t x 
be revenged who was advanced by his Father, ſhould be depoſed, and that another more lawful and 
on 4045 upright might be placed in his ſtead, to exerciſe the High Prieſts Funftion. Now, 
would depoſe though Archelazs was ſore diſpleaſed at theſe violent proceedings, yet notwithſtanding, 
me 48 o he conformed himſelt to their humour, in that he was withall expedition, to repair unto 
HEY Rome, to underſtand and attend Czſar's pleaſure, Therefore he cajlcd for the General 
of his Armv, commanding him to perſwade them not to ſeek revenge for thoſe men, 
who were dead, notwithſtanding they were their friends; becauſe whatſoever was 
done, was done according to Law 3 and that no enquiry might be made thereof, except, 
| to the great prejudice of his reputation, and hazard of his ſtate, in regard of the un- 
certainty of the time; that it was more expedient for him to ſtudy for the maintenance 
of peace, until ſach time as being eſtabliſhed in the Kingdom by C2ſar's conſent, he 
ſhould return back again unto them, and that then he would conſult with them for 
the common profit, according to their demands 3 wiſhing them for the preſent to con- 
tain themſelves, and to take heed leſt they ſtirred up Sedition. | 
When he had thus inſtructed his General, he ſent him unco them. But they cried out 
with a loud voice, and would not ſuffer him to ſpeak; but for fear of danger and death, 
they put him to ſilence. And if any other were ſo forward as to ſpeak unto them, and 
pertwade them to ſome moderation, and to alter their ſinifter reſolutions, he was alſo 
in danger: For that they had this perſwaſion, that all things ought rather to be order- 
ed according to their pleaſures, than by the Authority of their Superiours; ſuppoſing \ 
that although, during Herod's lite time, they had been deprived of their deareſt friends, 
it would be now a matter unworthy their courages, after his death to be cut off from 
their priviledge to demand their revenge. For they were tranſported with their own 
opinions 3 and held all that for lawtul and upright, which was in any ſort comfortable 
to their pleaſures, without fore-ſeeing the danger that might happen thereby ; they 
were ſo deſirous to be revenged on thoſe, whom they reputed to be their enemies, 
. Now whereas divers were ſent by Archelaus to adviſe them, and divers came unto them 
not as meſſengers from him, but as friends and lovers of peace, of their own motion, 
with an intent to pacifie them, they would not permit any of them to ſpeak ; and 
through their rage there aroſe a great tumult, which had grown to a further extremi- N 
ty, if a great number of people had joyned with them. _ 
e£diionarthe AC that time fell the Feaſt of Uuleavened Bread, which is called Paſeha, which is a 
Feaſt of the Memorial of their deliverance out of Egypt; at which time all men do moſt willingly 
Paſlorvcr. preſent their Sacrificesz and a greater number of Beaſts are killed at that Feaſt, than at 
any other time. To this Solemnity alſo, an infinite number of people aſſembled from 
all parts, to honour God; whereby they ſeditious (ſuppoſing that they had gotten fit 
opportunity) lamented Jrdas and Matthias, who were the Expoſitors of the Law, and 
kept themſelves within the Temple, whither they had gathered good ſtore of Victu- 
als, which they were not aſhamed impudently to beg for. But Archelaxs, fearing leſt 
their rage ſhould produce ſome more grievous effect of miſchief, ſent out a Captain, © 
with a Regiment of a thouſand men, to repreſs their fury, before the reſt of the people 
were infected with their follies; and to bring them hkewiſe unto him, —_— 
oun 
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A found to be the forwardeſt in that Commotion. Againlt thoſe the Seditious cried our © 


with great clamours, and incenſed the people againſt them, fo that all of them rated 
in upon the Souldiers, and killed divers of them. The reſt of them eſcaped with their 
Captainz yet not without divers Wounds. ; That done, they which were within the 
Temple; returned again to their Divine Service. b--- 

Now Archelans ſuppoſing that his whole Fortune was endangered, except he repret- 
{cd therage of the multitude 3 he ſent outall his Foot, with a certain number ot tiorle, 
to prevent, leſt they that were without ſhould yield aſlittance to thoſe who lia taken 
up their lodging in the Temple; and to put thoſe to the Sword, who havingelcaped 
the violence of the Foot, ſuppoſed themſelves to be in fecurity. Thele Horlemen [lew 
about three thouſand men, the reſt retired themſclves into the Mountains that were 
near adjoyning. Hereupon Archelays made Proclamation, that each one ſhould re- 
pair unto his own houſe. For which cauſe they departed, and abandoned the Feaſt, 
tor fear of greater miſchief; notwithſtanding they had ſpleen enough, as it is the or- 
dinary cuſtom of the ignorant multitude. 

After this, Archelars, accompanied with his Mother, took his Voyage to Rexze, with 
Nichola:zs and Ptolomy, and with divers other his Friends; committing the Govern- 
ment of all his Houſhold and Kingdom to his Brother Philip : Salome, Hered's Silter 
went alſo, leading with her, her Children. There went allo divers other of his Kind- 
red, who faid that they would all of them endeavour for Archelaxs, that he might ob- 
tain the Kingdom; but in ctiect, it was to hinder him with all their Power : and cfpeci- 


ally, to accuſe him unanimouſly, for what was done 1n the Temple: Savinzs, Celm”s ,.... 
Viceroy in $yria, poſting into Jewry to take charge of Herod's Money, met with Arche- {4 hp. 


lays in Cefarea, But Varss arriving in the mean while, detained him from finithing that 
Voyage; for Archelays had fent for him to come thither by Prolowy, and S2binzys wil- 
ling todo Varus a pleaſure, would not ſeize the Fortrels of Jewry 3 netther ſcaled up He- 
rod's Treaſures, but left them in Archelaws's pollcihion, until fuch time as Cefar had ane 
vcn order for the Eſtate 3 and after he had made this promiſe, he ſtayed in Ceſare. 

Aker Archelaxs had ſer fail towards Rome, and Varus was departed for Antioch, S41;- 
nus went to Fernſalew, where he ſeized the King's Palace: and calling b=fore him the 
D King's Agents, and the Captains of his Garriſons, he required them to deliver up their 
Caſtles into his hands. But they according as Archelazs had commanded them, conti- 
nucd the poſſeſſion in their accuſtomed manner, acccraing to the King's dire&tien, pre- 
trending to keep the ſame in Ceſar's behalf. At the ſame time Artipas Herod”s Son travel- 
led to Roxze hkewile, in hopes to be clected King, in regard of Seloxzc*s promiſes; and tor 
that he better deſerved the ſame than Archelaxs, contidering that in the firſt Teſtament 
which ſhould be of more force than the latter, he had beenappointed King. He led his 
Mother alſo with him, and Pre/cz2y the Brother of Nicholars, who had been one of He- 
rod's moſt eſteemed friends, and was well afieced to further his Title. But c{pecially 
he was ſtirred up to teck the Kingdom by Irexers, a man very eloquent, and to whoſe 
charge, inregard of his ſufficiency, the Affairs of the Kingdom had been committed. For 
which cauſe, although he was perſ{waded to give over the Kingdom unto his clder Bro- 
ther, who was contirmed in the Kingdom by his Fathers Teltament, yct he would not 
Jive car thereunto. But Aztipas no ſoonerarrived in Roxe, but all his Kinsfolk re- 
volted from Archelaus unto him, not ſo mucktor the love they bare to him, as for the 
hatred they conceived againſt Archelans 3 and above all, tor thedelire they had to re- 
cover their liberty, and to draw themiclves under a Roman Governour, For they 
thought that if there were any contradiction, that Artipas, for wham they endeavours- 
ed to procure the Royalty, ſhould be more profitable to them than Archelaus: Sabinus 
alſo, by his Letters, accuſed Archelaus to Ceſar; but Archelaus by Ptolomy, exhibited 
unto Ceſar a Supplication, containing his Right and Title unto the Kingdom, his Fa- 
ther's Teſtaments, and the account of the Money which Herod his Father had ſealed up, 
together with his Ring, and expected the 1tJue. 

But when he had read theſe Letters, and thoſe which Yarns and Sabinnushad ſent him, 
and underſto»d what fumms of money he had lefr, and what the yearly Revenue was, 
and how 4:15 challenged the Kingdom, and appropriated it to himſelf, according 
as his Letters memions; he aflembled all his friends, to have their advice thereupon. 
Amongſt them was Caizs the Son of Agrippa, and his Daughter Flia, adopted by him, 
whom he cauſe ro fit in the chieteſt placez which done, he commanded the afhiitants 
to ſpeak whac they would concerning this matter. At that Artipater, Sulome's Son, a 
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man very eloquent, and a great Adverfary to Archelans, ſpake firit, ſaying, Thet it was tows$on,accu- 


a mockery for hi at that tine to ſpeak, of the Kingdom, conſidering that before Czſar h 
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= he had killed ſo many ;, who, although they had deſerved that puniſhment, get ought 1} op 
world, 2964. Jute thereof to have been reſerved to a lawful Power, and not to have been uſurped by lim ; 
after Chriſt's either being King with Czſar's prejudice, whoſe Authority he had contemned ; or by being 
ERC, a private man, which was a great overſj2 ht. For which cauſe, heundeſervedly at this tins, 
hoped for his approbation, whone already, as mmuch as in him lay, he had deprived of ile 7 ;. 
tle and Authority of his Allowance. Moreover, he objeGed againſt kim, that of Lis nn dy. 
thority he had changed certain Officers of the Army, and that le had ſeated himſelf inthe 
Rojal Throne; and like a King, had determincd certain cauſes, ard tad granted certain 
demands of the people : That he had left nothing undone, which he might have performed, 
had Czfar confirmed his Title. He alledged alſo, that they who were encloſed in the Jip- 
podrome, were diſmiſſed by him, and divers other as, partly true, partly probable jy ve. 
gard of the ambition of young 121, who, deſirous to govern, do ordizarily commit ſuc 
things: Beſides this, his negle& in mourning for his Father 5 ana witkal, bis rare Bar que; 
all night long at that very time his Father died ; whereat the people began to wntin, ſecir.s 
the ſarall regard he had of his Father's death, from whom he had received fo great yo: 
and Honours. How all the day long he made a ſhew of his ſorrow and tears in his Pavilioi, 
but all the night be took pleaſure like a Kings and being ſuch, if Cxlar ſhould grant hin 
the Kingdom, he would behave himſelf no leſs unkindly towards hin, than he had. doxe to 
his moit kind Father. That it was no leſs than an odious crime in hin, to delight him'elf 
with Songs and Dances at his Father"s death, as if he had been bis enemy : 1hat te now 
came to Gaſar's Preſence, to the intent to obtain the Kingdom by bis conſent, whereas alreg- | 
dy he had behaved himſelf no otherwiſe, than if he had already been eſtabliſh.d King by lis 
Authority. But moſt of all he exaggerated the Slaughter he had committed in the Temple, an 
the Impiety perpetrated ſo near to the Feait of Eaſter; at which time divers, both Stran- 
gers and Citizens had been killed after the manner of Sacrifices, and tie i caple filled wit) 
Carcaſes, not by a Stranger, but by hinr, who, under the colour of Religion, defireth the Gy. 
wernment of the Kingdom, to the end he might ſatisjje the injuſtice of his nature, in exerciſing 
each way his Tyranny towards all men; for which caſe tis Þ ather never ihonght wor wwey 
dreamt to ſub5titute hin King in his place. For he knew both tis life 2nd diſpoſition, and 
by his former Teitament (and that of greateſt force ) had ordained his &doerjury Antipter 
to be King. For he had been allotted the Kingdom by his Father, wot when his mind ws 
dead before his body, but when both his Judgement was ſound, and tis bod; in health, Veg, 
although at that time Archelaus's Father had ſuch a conceit of him, 9s in tis latter Tel 
ment he prettndeth ; yet, that he had already declared what kind of King he was like to ls, 
who contemned Cxlar's Authority in confirming the Kingdom, and being as yet a private 
man, doubted not to marther the Citizens in the Temple. This ſaid, Artipater (to give 
greater credit to his words, bringing divers of his Kindred as Witnetles of that he had

N3:holays ex Whereupon Nicholaxs aroſe, and alledged in Archelars's behalt as touching the (laugh: 
cuſcrh 417% ter, that it was to be imputed to their impiety, who couid not be reſtrained trom their 
wy Tumults and Uproars, before Archela;zs was enforced to appeale them by force alledy- * 
ing, That they were ſo much the more guilty, for that they had not only exerciſed their tralice, 
but aljo had enforced others to attempt ſo great a revenge against them z for their injolency 
ſeemed in appearance to concern Archelaus, yet in a ſort their contumacy pertained to Cxfar's 
ruine. For thoſe that had been ſent by him to appeaſe and redreſs their ſedition, were a- 
gainſt all Law and Right, charged and killed by them, without reſpeF of God, or regard of 
the folemn Feaſt: Whoſe defence Antipater was not aſhamed of, without rejpect of equity, jo 
that he niight ſatisfie that hatred which he bare unto Archelaus, T hat therefore it was their 
fault, who firſt of all abStained not from injury, but whetted theie Swirds which were drawn 
in maintenance of the peace, againſt their own bojozrs, He enforc< all other rhings allo, 
whereofthey had accuſed Archelans, againſt themſelves, ſaying, that zove of theie things 
were done without their conſents; and that the offence was not ſo grievors.os they inicioco'l it 
ſhould be eſteemed, tothe end they might diſcredit Archelaus. So great a deſire was inihler 
to hurt their Kinſman, a man both well reſpeFed, and affeGed by bis F atiiers, 0s aljo kind 
and officious towards then in all things that concerned them. As for the i *jrament, that it 
was made by the King when he was in perfed eState of mind and body, and of greater force 
than the former, becanſe the Authority and confirmation thereof was aſcribed unto Czar, 
the Sovereign of the World. | 
Further, that Cxſar would not imitate them in that wrong they did unto Herod, who 
(being, during his life-time, bountifully graced by him, by many benefits) do now after tis 
death, go about to violate his laſt and trucſt Teſtament 5 but that rather like a Fricnd and 
Confederate, he would confirm his Will ; who, like his faithful and fiworn well-willer had

Ut before Ceſar had determined any thing certainly in this behalf, Marthalce, Ar- acarthatce, 46- 
B chelaus's Mother died of a ſickneſs 3 and Yarns the Preſident of the Jews in Syrza, cb:1aus's Mo- 
had ſen: Letters, which aſſured the Emperour of the Rebellion of the Jews. For af- ern ich 
ter Archelaus's departure, all the Nation wasin an Uproar. To pacifte which, FYars the Seditions 
reſorted thither, and puniſhed the Authors of the ſame: and after he had appeaſed * /*»/aem- 
all things, he returned to Artioch ; leaving a Regiment of Souldiers in Jeruſaleze, to re- 
D ſtrain the factious Innovations amongſt the Jews; yet he prevailed nothing by his po- 
licy. For as ſoon as Varus was gone, Sabznus, who was Overſeer. of Ceſar's Afﬀairs, Alias, cap. 14, 
remaining in that place, grievouſly burthened the Jews, truſting to that power that Sabinzs's A- 
was left him, and ſuppoſing that he was already enabled to withſtand the multitude: ——_——

voke theni to Sedition. For he took upon him to ſurpriſe their Fortreſles, and by force /*, at the 
to make ſearch after the Kings Treaſures, for his private Lucre and Covetouſneſs pa 
fake. When therefore, the Feaſt of Whitſuntidewas come (which is one of our Feſti- 
vals) divers thouſands from all parts repaired to Fersſalem, not only for Religion's 
ſake, but alſo for deſpite and hatred they had conceived againſt thoſe Violences ard 
E Injuries, which Sabizzs had offered them, And not only were thoſe of Judea griey- 
ouſly offended, but divers alſo reſorted out of Galilee and Idumen, from Ferichs and 
the Cities fituate on the other ſide Fordar, deliring all of them to be revenged on Sa- 
binus, And dividing their Camp into three Bands after this manner; one part of 
them took up the Hippodrome; and of the other two, the one ſeized the Southern 
Quarter of the Temple, and the other the Eaſtern, and the third which were in the 
Hippodrome, were planted to the Weſtward, where the King's Palace ſtood 3 and thus 
prepared they all things that were necetlary to ſet upon the Romans, whom they had 
beſieged on all ſides. At that time Sabizzs fearing their number and reſolution, who 
were reſolved either to die or overcome; ſent preſent Letters unto Yarns, requiring 
him with all expedition to ſend him a ſupply, becauſe the Regiment that was left by 
F him, was in great danger 5 and muſt needs utterly periſh, without his ſpeedy reſcue : 
As for himſelf, he withdrew into the Tower and Dungeon of the Caſtle Phajelns, which 
was a Fortreſs, ſo called in honour of Herod's Brother, who was killed by the Parthians ; 
and from the top thereof made a ſign to the Romans, that they ſhould fally out upon 
the Jews; being afraid to truſt himſelt to his own Friends, expecting that the reſt ſhould 
expoſe their lives to danger in maintenance of his ſafety, which his extream Covetouſ- 
neſs had endangered, and their lives aſſo.

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AL who having recovered a place of advantage, grievoutly gauled the Romans which H 
- -- 63 were below, in that they had no means to avoid their ſhot, but were ſo expoſed there. 
after chrij's unto, that their Enemies had the better. And with this diſadvantage the Romans 
—=- fought a long time, till at length, being enraged to ſcetheir enemies have ſuch an ad- 
vantage, they ſecretly fired the Galleries and Porches, without any diſcovery of thoſe 
them that were therein; which Fire, brought thither by many, and fed with ſuch matter 
as would ſpeedily flame, immediately took hold of the Root, becauſe the Roof was 
covered with Pitch and Wax, gilded over; ſo that theſe great and excellent Buildings 
Divers Jews were burnt down to nothing in a moment3 and they that were reſorted thither, were 
Arc _ all of them conſumed before they were aware. For fome of them tell with the Roof 
— tary of the Galleries; others ſhot at, and killed by thoſe that ſtood round about; others I 
Porches. deſpairing of their lives, and amazed at the miſchief, either caſt themſelves into the fire 
or killed themſelves with their own Swords3 and all thoſe that retired in hopes to five 
themſelves by that way they aſcended, were encountred by the Romans, who killed 
them all, becauſe they were diſarmed, though furioully deſperate : ſo that not one of 
A grear part them that aſcended the Porchecs eſcaped with his life. Afterwards the Romans thruſting 
__ _ forward one another by thoſe ways where the fire was leaſt, entred the Treafure-honſ. 
"way by the Where the ſacred money was kept, by which means a great part thereof was ſtolen a- 
Souldicrs. way by the Souldiers, and Sabinxs to all mens knowledge carried away four hundred 
The Palace Talents. But the Jews being atfiited with a double calamity, firſt of all with theloſ; of 
belieged by their Friends in that fight: and laſtly, with the ſpoil of their treaſury ; yet they allem- 
_— bled a Troop of the valianteſt Souldiers, and beſteged the Palace, threatning to burn 
the ſame, with $2b777z and all other che Romans that were therein, except they ſpeed. 
ly departed; and in ſo doing, they pronuted both - them and Sabinus all aſſurance and 
ſecurity: whereby it came to paſs, that divers of them that were in the Palace, iſſued 
Ruf's avd =qUt and ſubmitted themſelves untothem. But Ruf#s and Gratzs having three thouſand 
Gra, 52Þ- of thoſe valiant Souldiers under their command, who had ſerved Herod, joyned them- 
r0i's Army, ſelves with the Romans. The like did thoſe Horſemen which followed Rufus, who in 
_ ne like manner ſubmitted themſelves to their direQion - yet for all this, the Jews continu- 
| cd and intended their Siege, undermining their walls, and exhorting the Romans to de- 
part, and not to deprive them of their liberty, which they had long enjoyed under their |, 
Predeceſlors. Sabinzs was willing to depart from thence with his Souldiers; yet durſt 
not truſt them in regard of their former attempt, and he ſuſpected the too liberal of. 
fer his enemies had made him: but neglected it, becauſe he expected Varzs, 
wt & rf. At the fame timeinfinite other troubles were raiſed indivers other places of Judez, 
#n:5, chap. 15- according as every one either was incenfed with a delire of gain, or a will to revenge, 
Divers w- For two thouſand Souldiers (who had formerly ſerved under Herod, and being at that 
_ 0 Je” ime caſhier'd, lived at home) aſſembling themſelves together, aſlailed thoſe of the 
Tworhouſand King's faction, who made head againſt them, under the conduct of Herod's Nephew 
+ hag "921 Actabrs, who never daring to encounter them in a place of equal advantage, in that 
the Kings peo» they were old Souldiers and well exerciſed in war, defended himſelf, in that he held M 
= -.,. and kept himlclt as near as he could in the mountains and places of advantage. More- 
. over, Judas;the Son of Ezechias the Arch-thief, whom Herod overcame with ſo much 
arch thief. difficulty at Sephoris a City in Galilee, gathering unto him a band of deſperate men, 
made incurſions upon the King's Dominions. And having taken all thoſe Arms and 
Weapons, which he might recover in that place, he armed from the firſt to the laſt, 
all thoſe Souldiers that were with him he took away all that money which was re- 
ſerved for the King, in that placez and affrighting the Inhabitants round about him, 
he ſpoiled all thoſe with whomfoever he met; aſpiring to the Kingdom, not that he 
thought himſcif well enough qualified for that dignity, but becauſe he had gotten ſuch

freedom in wickedneſs, he took the boldneſs to do any thing. N 
Simm, Hrod's Whilſt thete troubles ranged in every place, $7202 alſo, who had been one of He- 
Scrvanit, rods {ervantsz and both for his ſhape, ſtature and ſtrength, was eſteemed amongſt all 


men, undertook the Kingdom: and being attended by a mighty Army, and proclaim- 
ed King by them, who were a wicked and unbridled multitude, and perſwading him- 
ſelf that he was worthy to be King before any other ; he firſt of all ſet the Palace on 
fire in Fericho, and ſpoiled all that was therein. He burnt alſo divers other Royal Pa- 
laces, belonging to the King, which were in divers places of the Countrey ; giving 
them free licenſe who were his followers in the ACtion, to bear away the Prey that 
remained: And far more licentious pranks had he played, had not his praQtices been 
Gratus con- {pecdily and wiſely prevented. For Gratzs, who with the King's Souldiers, had joyn- O 
tic with Si- eq himſelf with the Romans, and gathered all the Forces that he had, went out againſt 


ET this $7220. And atter a tierce Battel, they on the other ſide of Jordan, were put to 
| | flight ; 
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4 flights and fighting rather with courage than Military Diſcipline, they were overcome. 
An: whilſt $izz0z, 1n croifing a Valley, fought to ſave himſclt by flight, Gratzs met with 
hint, and cut off his head. 

About the ſame time alſo, the Royal Palace of Amatha, that was hard by Jordar, 
was burnt by men of as bad diſpoſition as $720, was. And thus thorow ine whole Na- 
tion reigned this raging Rebellion, for that the Countrey had no King, who by his Ver- 
tue, might governand moderate the people 3 for that the ſtrangers who were ſent to re- 
preſs theſe mutimies, did rather incenſe them through their Violence and Avarice. For a 
certain obſcure and baſe man (neither eſteemed for Vertue, nor worthy of regard for

his Riches, but being a Shepherd utterly unknown before, and only tamous for his nk 

huge ſtature and ſtrength) called Athronges, was fo audacious to aſpire to Royal 101 he 

Dignity, and took pleaſure to offer violence, not valuing his lite 3 and expoſing Rozal Digni- 

kimſelf to all hazards for the only unbridled affection he bare to Soveraignty, He * 

had four Brothers of as goodly ſtature as himſelf, who were c{teemed for men of va- 

Jour and execution, whereby they imagined they had the means offercd them to obtain 

the Kingdom. Each one of theſe had the Command over a Company, For a great 

company of people reſorted daily unto them 3 the charge of whom was committed un- 

to his Brethren, at ſuch time as any occaſion of War was offered, and he in the mean 

while wearing the Diadem on his head, ordered, counſclied and commanded al} 

things. The Power of this Gallant endured a long time, who was not called King for 

nothing ; for he diſpoſed all things according to his own pleaſure; and both he and 

his Brethren were fleſh'd with the ſlaughter of the Romans, and thote'ot the King's ſide 

whom he hated alike; theſe, by reaſon of the infolence they had uſed during H:rod s 

like-timez the other, 1n regard of thoſe injuries, which lately they ſuppoſed themſelves 

to have received by them. This hatred of theirs daily encreated more and more, and 

there was no man that could eſcape their hands, both in reſpect of the gain ſought, and 

for the cuſtom they had to ſhed blood. They therefore at that time ſet upon the 

Romans, and ſurpriſed them on the ſudden near to Ex#zars, at ſuch time as they carried 

Victuals and Munition unto their Camp, and having encloſed their Centurion Aris, 

with forty of their moſt valiant Footmen, they ſhot him thorough with their Darts: 

D The reſt that expected nothing leſs than death, were ſaved by Gratus, who came in 
upon them with the King's Souldiers; whereupon, leaving the dead bodics, they re- 
tired. Continuing their War after this manner a long time, according as occaſion 
was offered, they had done much miſchief to the Romans, and far more injury to the 
Nation of the Jews. At laſt, they were ſurpriſed ; the one in an Encounter betwixt 
them and Gratus, the other in fighting againſt Prolomy, The eldeſt was taken by 
Archelansz and the laſt being diſheartned with the Accidents, and ſecing no means 4thronges and 
to eſcape (for beſides his other miſhaps, his Souldiers were afflicted with ficknels ) he, oy. NY 
with the reſt, upon Archelaus's Faith and Oath, ſubmitted himſelf unto him. Bur this ; 
was done {ome little while after. 

p. Atthar time all Jude was full of Robberiesz and as many feditious Allemblies as drew medio & Ruf- 
together, ſo many Kings were there elefted, who were raiſed to the utter ruine of the f#, <4p. 15: 
Commonweal. Amongſt the reſt, the Romans were they that ſmarted leaſt ; but the 
Murthers were executed, againſt thoſe that were out of the Countrey. But Varxs un- 
derſtanding by Sabinus's Letters, in what dangers they were; and fearing the utter 
overthrow of his third Legion, he took with him the two other (for to the uttermoſt 
in Syria there were but three) and with the aſliſtance of the Kings and Tetrarchs, he 
haſted into Jewry, to relieve thoſe that were belteged 3 commanding thoſe that were 
ſent out before he diſlodged, to meet him at Ptolemazs; and paſling by the City of 
the Berythians, he received a thouſand and five hundred Souldiers at their hands, to 

F attend him in his War. Aretas allo, who was Lord of Petra, drawing himſelf into 
Confederacy with the Romans, 1n regard of that hatred he bare Herod, ſent him 
Horſe and Foot. When all theſe Forces were aflembled at Ptolemrazs, he delivered 
a part thereof to his Son, and one of his Friends z commanding them to make War 
againſt the Galileans, who bordered upon that City 3 who entring that Countrey, 
and puting all thoſe to flight, whoſoever durſt make head againſt him, he took Se- 
phoris;, and ſelling the Inhabitants under the Spear, he conſumed the City with fire. 

Varus himſelf marching towards Samaria with his Army, violenced not the City, in 
that he knew it was free from the Contagion of the Seditiousz but he pitched hisCamp' 
11 a certain Village, which was Pteomey's Poſleſhion, called Arzs. The ſame did the mo _ 

G Arabians burn, revenging themſelves on Hero's Friend for his ſakez and marching Kehoe 

forward, the Arabians {poiled alſo another Village called Sampho; and for that it was $-»pho and 
ltrongly fortified, burned it. Belides, y _-_ journey nothing eſcaped their hands, ©"

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RAD, but they put all to Fire and Sword: For both Emman# was burned by Var»z's Com. 
 * tn mand, and in revenge of his Souldiers that were killed in that place, it was left deſolate 
after Ciriſ's and void of Inhabitants. From thence, drawing near to Ferzſalezz, thoſe Jews that 
Nat42'3* beſieged the Legion of that ſide, upon the ſudden view and approach of the Army of 
Yarus tepair- the Romans, fearfully fied, giving over that Siege which they intended. But thoſe Jews 
eth to you of Jernſale, being ſharply reproved by Varzs, alledged in their excuſe, that the peo. 
che Le ple, in regard of the Feaſt, were afl-mbled in that place 3 and that the War was not 
gion that wa Hegyun by their conſent, but undertaken by their boldneſs who reſorted thither from 
beſicged. divers places; and that they were ſo far off trom atlailing the Romans, that they rather 
ſeemed to be beſieged by them. And long betore this, Foſeph, King Herod's Nephew, 
Gratus and Rufus, with their Souldiers, were gone out to meet Varus, and thoſe Ro- 
mans that had ſuſtained the Siege, had done no leſs. But as for Sabirys, he would 
not appear in Varsss preſence; by ſtealing away privily out of the City, he fled to- 
wards the Sea. - Then YVarus ſending a part of his Army thorough the whole Countrey, 
ſought out-thoſe Authors of this Sedition, and thoſe that were noted men in the adi. 
on; ſome of which who were moſt guilty, were punithed ; the reſt were delivered, 
The puniſh- Of thoſe that were punithed tor this occation, there were about two thouſan:! craciited, 
—— 1 Toon and that done, ſceing that this Army ſtood himin little ſtead, he diſmitled them. Fyx 
= divers diſorders and injurics, contrary to Varus's expreſs command, were acted by his 
Souldiers, who ſought after nothing more than to encreale their means by other men's 
miſeries. And hearing that ten thouſand Jews were allembled together, he haſted to 
apprehend them 3 but they, not daring to hazard their fortune mn a fight with him, by 
Arhiabus's advice ſubmitted themſelves. But Yarns having pardoned the people for 
their Rebellion, ſent all thoſe that were the Ring-leaders thercof to Ceſzr, who par- 
m4 & Rvf- doned divers of them. But he chaſtifed certain of Herod's Allies, and ſuch as bare 
fr:7, 42-15 Arms with them; for that neither in regard of Kindred, nor reſpect of Juſtice, they 
- hag had abſtzined from Infurre&tion. After that Varzs had thus appeaſed all the troubles 
in Ferry, and left rhe firſt Legion 1n Garriſon in Jer«ſaler, he returned to Antioch.

Wee. ſadours, for that they were aſhamed in Cef4r*s preſence to oppoſe themſelves a- 
Philly #25 &:inft their nearelt Friend and Kinſman. P5zlip allo was preſcnt at that time, who 
_ Varass perlwaſion, reſorted thither out of Syria; eſpecially to plead for his Brother, 
to whom Yrzs withed all good fortune: Beltdes that, hoping not a little, that if the 1x 
Jews ſhould obtain the hberty to live according to their Laws, it might cometo pak, 
that the Kingdom being divided among Herod's Children, he might allo light on 
ſome part thereof, Therefore, atier the Ambailadors of the Jews had obtained Li- 
cence to propole their demands, pretending with themſelves wholly to extinguiſh the 
Tie ambaſſy Royalty : They began to rip up Eered's dilgraces; alledging how only in name he 
bs Ap had been a King, whereas otherwile he had uſed all the Tyrannous practices, that the 
10s 2nd Wicked perſon could have invented, towards the deſtruction of his Nation; and 
0/45 ia that not content with theſe, he had of his own head practiſed and invented new. Net- 
me” ther that it needed to reckon up how many he had deprived of life, when the eſtate 
of thoſe that were alive was far more deſperate z whom he not only frighted with per- N 
petual terrour and {evcrity, but alſo with injurious hands had not abſtained from their 
Goods. By which mcans 1 came to paſs, that he not only builded, but beautitied 
Foreign Cities, inhabited by Foreign Nations, to the end he might the rather utterly 
{poil thoſe by exaction, which were lituated and ſeated in his own Countrey : And that 
he enforced his Nation to extream Poverty, which he received in moſt happy Eſtate; 
whilſt he ſpoiled thoſe Noblesof their Eſtates, who upon weak probabilities were con- 
demned to dic; or granting them Life, deprived them of their Poſletfions. And, 
whereas yearly Tributes were impoſed on every one, yet ſeverally were the ravenous 
and coverous defires of his Friends and Courtiersto be ſatisfied 3 yca,and of his ſervants 
allv, who had the Authority to exact theſe things 3 and by this means they might re- 
deem their injurious wickednels. As for the deflouring of Virgins, and the ſhametal be- 
traying of a Matron's chaſtity, they covered them under filence3 for that it 1s a great 
| COM» 
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4 comfort to thoſe that ſuffer ſuch abuſes, if their diſgraces be but known to a few. In 
ſhort,that Herod had no other ways governed,than as if the Government had been com- 
mitted to a moſt wild Beaſt, For which cauſe, whereas in times paſt that Nation had 
been afflicted with many Calamities and Murthers, yet that thete is no example extant 
amongſt their Monuments of Antiquity, that may be compared with their preſent Ca- 
Jamity under Herod. For which cauſe, upon juſt reſpects, they had with one con- 
ſent, named Archelaws their King 3 ſuppoſing that whatſoever King might befall them, 
he would always demean himſelf more affably than Herod had done; and thar 
to honour Archelaws, they had mourned with him for his Father, to gratifie him in 
other things, to the intent they might obtain his good affefion. But he without de- 

z lay, and all at once, had made manifeſt to the whole Nation, what opinion they were 
to conceive of him, notwithſtanding that as yet he was not confirmed King (tor that 
it Jay in Ceſar's hands to grant it) and as if he had been afraid, Jeſt he ſhould alſuredly 
be acknowledged for his Father's Son, he had ſhewed an example of his Vertue, Mo- 
deration and good Government, that he would uſe towards his Subjects, by the fir(t 
Aſt which he had committed, not only againſt God, bur allo againit men. For in the 
Temple it ſelf he hath cauſed three thouſand of his Countrey- men to be killed 1a ſtead 
of Sacrifices. And how can he chuſe but be juſtly hated, who beſides bis other cruel- 
ties, objecteth againſt us the Crime of Rebellion and Mutiny ? The eit<& of their re- 
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neſt therefore was this, that they might not any more be governed by a King, nor a- - 


Cc ny ſach like Governmentz but that chey might be uniced unto Syria, and ſubmit 
themſelves under their Governours that ſhould be ſent thicther: That 1n fo doing, it 
ſhould truly appear whether they were ſeditious and addicted to changes, or whether 
they would live in peace, when they had favourable Governours. Atter the Jews had 
ſpokento this effe&, Nicholaws diſcharged the Kings of thoſe Accuſations that were ob- 
jected again{t them, and namely Herod, who (as he ſaid) had never b<en accuſed all his 
life-time; and that it was no reaſon that they who jultly accuſing him, might have 
cauſed him to be puniſhed during his life-time, (hould now addrels their Accuſations 
againſt him after he was dead. And as touching thoſe things which were objefed con-

cerning Archelaws's ations, 1t ought to be imputed to their inſolence ; tor that engag- 


D ing themſelves in matters contrary to Law and having begun to murther thoſe who 
ſought to appeaſe the tumult, they accuſed ſuch as had kept them in obedience. Be- 
fides this, he objected againſt them, that they were addicted ro alterations, and took 
pleaſure to ſtir up Seditions, for that they knew not what thing it was to obey Juſtice 
and the Laws, and that there was no Nation 1n the World fo head-ſtrong as that of the 
Jews; for that they would have the upper hand over all. Thus ſpake Nzcholazs.

CHAP. XIIL 


E Cxfar confirms Herod's Teſtament, and appointeth his Children to be his Succeſſors. 


Hen Czſar had heard theſe things, he diſmiſſed the Aſſembly. But ſome few days 

\ after, deſirousto make an end of this matter, declared Arche/avs not King, but 
Lord of half that Government that appertained to Herod; promiſing him to beſtow a 
Royal Dignity upon him, if ſo be he behaved himſelf vertuoully, according asit be- 
came him. As for the other Moyety, he divided it between two of Herod's Sons, Philip 
and A»tipas, who debated with his Brother Archelays for the whole Kingdom. The 
fame Artipas alſo, had the Countrey on the other fide Fordaz, and Galilee, with two 
hundred Talents of yearly Revenue. As for Philip, he had Bathanea, Trachonitis and 
 F Auranitis, and part of the Palace that was called by Zenodorws's name, with an hun- 
dred Talents. As for Archelaxs, he had Idumes, JFudea and Samaria, which were di(- 
charged of the fourth part of the Tributes by Cz/ar, for that they had joyned themſelves 
with the reſt of the people, during the time of the Sedition. Beſides that, Archelaxs 
had the Tower of Straton, Sebaſte, Joppe and Jeruſalem. For (3aza, Gadara and Hippon 
were Cities of Greece, which Ceſar had ſeparated, and adjoyned to Syria. Archelaus 
had five hundred Talents of yearly Rent out of his Countrey. Thus was the Patrimony 
divided among Herod's Sons. As for Salome, beſides that which her Brother had given 
her in his Will, which were the Cities of Jammia, Azot, Phaſzelis and half a Million of 
money, C2ſar granted her a Royal houſe in Aſchalox; fo as ſhe received in the whole, 
G fixty Talents of yearly Revenue, and had her houſe allotted her within the Dominion 

of Archelaus. All Herod's Kindred received that which was bequeathed unto them by 
his Teſtament. Two of his Daughters that _ unmarried, were endowed by Czſar 
S12 with

Hedio & Ruf- Uguſtus having thus ordained Herod”s Succeſſion, a young man, and a Jew born, 
fruus chap. 18. brought up in the City of Sidoz, by a certain Roman Free-man; intruding him. 
429-17" ſelf into Herod's Kindred; for all thoſe that beheld him, reported that he reſembleq 
lexander. Alexander, Herod*s Son, who was killed by him 3 and by this means he began to a- 
ſpire to the Kingdom: Whereupon, calling to him a Companion, who was his own 
Countrey-man, and along experienced Courtier, his Arts-Maſter, and fit to make di. 
{turbances; he, by his inſtructions, feigned himſelf to be that Alexander, Herod's Son, 
who was delivered from death by the means of a certain friend, who had the charge 
to ſee him executed; who executing others in their ſteads, delivered both him and his 
Brother Ariſtoblus, and that they were both eſcaped inthis manner. Being puffed yp 
by theſe Toys, he failed not to deceive other men; and as ſoon as he came to Creet, 
as many Jews as he fell in conference with, he perſwaded them no leſs ; and getting 
much money from them, he ſailed into the Ifle of Melos 3 where he gathered a great 
Sum of Money, under pretext that he was of the King's Blood. And now hoping 
that he ſhould recover his Father's Kingdom, and that he ſhould reward thoſe that 
were beneficial to him, he haſted towards Rome, accompanied with his Friends in 
great pomp. And being arrived at Pyteol, he was entertained there with no leſs fa 
vour by thoſe Jews, whom he deceived by his colourable Title 3 and divers other, 
who had been Herod's Friends and Familiars, came unto him, and entertained him as ], 
their King. The cauſe hereof was the natural diſpoſition of men, who take pleaſure in 
falſe reports, together with the report of his reſemblance. For they that had frequent. 
ed very familiarly with Alexander, held it for a matter moſt aſſured, that he was the 
man, and none other; and affirmed unto others upon their Oaths, that it was he, fo 
that this rumour at laſt came to Rove. And all the Jews that dwelt there came forth 
The falſe 4" to meet him, ſaying, That it was God's handy-work, that he was after that manger 
eth to Rome. Preſerved beyond all men's expectation: And they greatly rejoyced in his Mother 
Mariamne's behalf, from whom he was deſcended ; he was carried 1n a Litter through 
the Streets with all the Apparel of a King, the charge whereof was defrayed by thole 
who were his Friends. He was attended by a great multitude of men, and honoured 
with great applauſe, as it ordinarily falleth out at fuch time as beyond all expectati- 
on, any one 1s found to have been miraculouſly preſerved. When this News was 
brought to Ceſar's ears, he gave ſmall credit thereunto, perſwading himſelf that it 
was a hard matter to deceive Herod, in a matter of fo great importance : notwith- 
ſtanding, conforming himſelf in ſome ſort to the opinions of men, he ſent a certain 
Free-man of his called Celadus, who had very farnliarly converſed with Alexander 
and Ariſtobxlus during their Infancy ; giving him charge to bring Alexander unto him 
to the end he might ſee him 3 which he did, and was never the wiſer in diſcovering 
The falſe 4- him. Notwithſtanding, Ceſar was not fully deceived. For, although he reſembled 
exancy cat- him ſomewhat 3 yet he was not fo exadtly ike him, that he could deceive thoſe who N 
Wo, ; narrowly obſerved him. For this counterfeit Alexander had hard hands, in that he 
had been accuſtomed to labour, which the true Alexander could not have, in regard 
of his tender and delicate education ; and likewiſe this man was of a rough skin, and 
hard fleſh. Ceſar therefore, diſcovering the treachery both of the counterfeit Scho- 
lar, and lying Maſter, and how they agreed in their confident Juſtifications, he en- 
quired of them, what was become of Ariſtobulzs, who was ſecretly hidden with him; 
and for what cauſe he preſented not himſelf, to enjoy the honour that appertained to 
thoſe who were ſo Nobly deſcended ; It was anſwered him, that he remained in the 
Ifle of Cypr»s, tor fear of dangers, to which they are expoſed who fail by Sea, to the 
end, that if any miſ-fortune ſhould befal him, all Mariamnes Race ſhould not be 0 
extinguihed, but that at leaſt, Ariſtoblzs might be left alive. Whilſt he owned 
thele things, and the Author of the Fable juſtitied no leſs, Ceſar drawing the young 
man

A man aſide, ſaid unto him: My friend, if thou wilt not deceive me, thou ſhalt have this 
recompence, that thou ſhalt not be puniſhed, Tell me therefore what thou art, and who 
hath exboldned thee to prafice this fraud for this malice is ſo great, that it ſurpaſſeth 
thine age. Whereupon, being unable to conceal the truth, he diſcovered the treache- 
ry to Ceſer, how and by whom it was contrived. At that time Ce/ar being loath to fal(i- 
fie his promiſe that he had paſt to this falſe Alexander, and ſeeing that in times paſt he had 
Iaboured with his hands, he cauſed him to be enrolled among the number of his Galley- 
flavesz and cauſed the other that induced him to this cheat, to be put to death 3 con- 
tenting himſelf that the Inhabitants of Melos had loſt their charges, which they had em- 
ployed upon this falſe Alexander, who had a ſhameful end, as it hath been heretofore 


p- declared. 


CHABP KkV. 


Archelaus wzarrieth Glaphyra, his Brother Alexander's Widow. Auguſtus having 
heard ſeveral of the Jews complaints of him, confineth him to Vienna iz France, 
and uniteth his poſſeſſuons to Syria, Glaphyra'*s death. | 


Fter that Archelaxs had taken poſſeſſion of that Soveraignty that was allotted him, 
C he came into Fudea, where he depoſed Foazar the Son of Bocthxs from the High 
Prieſthood 5 accuſing him to have favoured the Seditious, and eſtabliſhed Eleazar his 
Brother in his place. After this, he re-edified the Palace in Jericho, and ſumptuoully 
adorned itz drawing away the half of thoſe Waters which ſerved the Borough of Ne- 
ara, and conveying them thorough a field which he had planted with Palm Trees; he 
builded a Borough in that place, which he named Archelazs; and contrary to the Laws 
of his Countrey, he married Glaphyra, Archelaws's Daughter, who had been his Brother 
Alexander's Wite, by whom he alſo had divers Children; notwithſtanding, the Law 
of the Jews forbiddeth a man to marry his Brother's Wite. Neither did-Eleazar enjoy 
the Prieſthood any long time; but during hislife time, Jeſzs the Son of S725 was ſub- 
y ſtituted 1n his place. 

The tenth year of Zrchelaus's Government, the chiefeit Governours among the Jews 
and Samaritans, unable any longer to endure his cruelty and Tyranny, accuſed him be- 
fore Ceſar; and eſpecially after they had underſtood that he had tranſgrefied Czſar's 
Command, who had charged him to behave himſelf gracioufly towards them. Which 
when C&ſar underſtood, he was ſore diſpleaſed, and cauſed Archelazs's Agent to be cal- 
led before him, who was then at Rome, and ſent for Archelans alſo and elteeming it too 
baſe an indignity for him to write unto him, Go (ſaid he) unto him with all expedition, 
and bring him unto me without delay. He poſting torward with all diligence, at length 
arrived 1n Judea,where he found Archelazs banqueting with his friendsz and having ac- 

E quainted him with. Ce/ar*'s Commands, he haftened him away. As ſcon as he came oo 
Rome, after that Ceſar had heard his Acculers and his juſtification, he baniſhed him, and 
confined him in the City of Vienna in France, and confiſcated all his Goods. 

But before Archelaus was ſent for to Rome, he reported unto his friends this Dream 
which enſueth : He thought that he ſaw ten Ears full of Wheat, and very ripe, which 

' the Oxen were cating; and as ſoon as he awaked, he conceived an opinion that his 
Viſion preſaged ſome great matter. For which cauſe he ſent for certain Sooth-ſayers, 
who made 1t their profeſſion to interpret Dreams. Now, whilſt they were debating 
one with another (for they differed for the moſt part in their expoſition) a certain 
man called S720, an Efſean, having firſt of all obtained ſecurity and licence to ſpeak, 

F faid, that the Viſion prognoſticated, that a great alteration ſhould befal in Archelaws's 
Eſtate, to his prejudice. For the Oxen ſignified Afﬀiictions, in reſpect that thoſe 
kind of creatures do ordinarily labour ; and as for the change of Eſtate, it was ſigni- 
hed by this, in that the earth being laboured by the Oxen, altered its condition and 
ſnapez and as touching the ten Ears of Corn, they ſignified the like number of years: 


And therefore; when as one Summer ſhould be overpaſt, that then the time of Arche- 


laus's Sovereignty ſhould beat an end. Thus interpreted he this Dream. And the 
bfth day after the Viſion thereof; Archelaws*s Agent, by Ceſar's Command, came in- 
to Fewryto ſummon him to Rowe. Some ſuch like matter happened to Glaphyra, his 
Wite alſo, the Daughter of King Archelaxs : She (as we have aid) married Alexander

Glapbyra's at ſach time as thou werta Virgin, and born Children by me, thou haſt forgotten ang 
—p—— negle&ted my love, thorough the deſire thou haſt had to be married the ſecond time, 
Neither waſt thou contented to have done me this wrong, but haſt taken unto thee 
likewiſe a third Huſband, lewdly intruding thy ſelf into my Family ; and being mar. 
ried to Archelaxs, thou art content to admit my Brother for thy Huſband. Notwith. 
ſtanding this, I will not forget the love that I have born thee, but will deliver thee 
from him, who hath done thee this reproach, by retaining thee for mine own, as here. I 
tofore thou haſt been. Afﬀeer that ſhe had told this Viſion to ſome women that were 
her Familiars, ſhe died very ſhortly after. Which accident I have thought good to 
regiſter in this place, in thatT was to treat of thoſe thingsz and otherwiſe the matter 
ſeemeth to be a notable example, containing a moſt certain argument of the Immorts.

appointed 1/rzael the Son of Fabizs High Prieſt; and after his deceaſe (for he lived but aM 


little while after) Eleazar the Son of Azanus was made High Prieſt. A year after, this 
Eleazar was allo depoſed, and the Prieſthood was given to $7407 the Son of Camithes; 
who continuing'in this dignity for a years ſpace and no longer,. Foſeph called Caiphas 
ſucceeded him. After Gratus had behaved himſelf thus, he returned to Rox, af- 
ter he had remained in Jude for the ſpace of eleven years. After him came Pontius 
Pilate, and ſucceeded him in the Government. But Herod the Tetrarch being enter- 
tained into 7 7berizs's Friendihip, builded a City in honour of his name, and called it 7r- 
berins, He planted it1n the fruitfulleſt part of Galilee, hard by the Lake Gemezareth, 
and near unto the natural Baths in the Borough called Exzans. This City was peo- 
pled by ſtrangers, who reſorted thither from all parts, and by divers of the Countreys 
of Galilee; ſome of which were conſtrained to inhabit the ſame. Some of thoſe like- 
wiſe, who were in authority repaired thicher; and from all Countreys, many flocked 
thither, who were not all afjuredly held to be Free-men; all which he made free, and 
gave them greart gitts, on that condition, that they ſhould not abandon the City.Toſome 


. of them he gave houſcs already builded, to others Lands very apt to be tilled, knowing

detiled for the (pace of ſeven days. 


©} At that very time Phraates King of Pharthia died, being treacherouſly killed by hisSon O 


After that Praates had begotten many Jawful Children, he 
rouk an Italian woman to be his- Concubine, cailed Thermaſa 3 whom with other 
Preſents 
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Preſents Falins Ce/ar had ſent unto him. After he had begotten on her his Son Phraa- 
faces, he was ſo much beſotted with her beauty, that he took her to his Wit, and held 
her in high eſteem. She that mizht perſwade him unto all that ſhe pleaſed, enforced 
her {elf to the uttermoſt, to make her Son King of Parth:a; and ſeeing that ſhe might 
not attain thereunto, except ſhe had firſt found out the means to deliver her ſelt of 
Phraates's lawful Children, ſhe perfwaded him to ſend them Hoſtages to Rowe. In a 
word, they were preſently ſcnt away, becauſe Phraates had not the power to contradict 
Thermuja's Will, and only Phraataces was brought up in State Afﬀairsz who thinking 
the time too tedious aad long, if he ſhould expe& the Kingdom till his Father was dead, 


conſpired againſt him by the inſtigation and furtherance of his Mother, with whom 


(as it was thought) he committed Inceft. Inette&, being equally attainted of thoſe two 
enormous Crimes, both for the murther of his Father, and Inceſt committed with his 
Mother, he was generally hated by his Subjects, who rebelled againſt him before he was 
ſetled in his Kingdom. By this means his Fortune was overthrown, and hedied, The 
Noble men among the Parthians, perceiving that it was impoſlible for them to main- 
tain their State without a King, and that their King ought Jneally tobe dulcended if 
the Race of the Arſacians (becauſe by cuſtom they might not chuſe any out of another 
ſtock) and ſuppofing that their Ordinances had too much already been broken, and 
that it would redound to their great diſhonour, it the Kingdom ſhould be contumed 
in the hands of ſuch a man, who was deſcenaed from an Italian Concubine, they ſent 
Ambaſladours to require Hered to come and be their King 3 who otherwiſe was hated 
of all the people, and accufed of cxtream cruelty : In a word, he was an unſociable 
man, and extreamly cholerick, notwithſtanding he was of the Blood of the Arſacides ; 
they therefore flocked about him, and killed him at a Banquet made at a certain Sacri- 
fice (for the cuſtom of the Parthians was, that every one bare his weapon) er 2s the 
common report was, that he was killed when he wasa hunting. For this cauſe they 
ſent Ambaſladours to Rexee, requiring that one of thoſe that were Hoſtages there might 
be their King z and one Yoroxes was ſent unto them, who was preferred above all his 
Brethren. For he ſcemed tobe capable of that high Degree of honour, asto command 
two of the greateſt Sovereignties that were under the Sunz the one oft his own Nati- 
on, the other of a Foreign Dominion. But the Barbarians, whoare by nature incon- 
ſtant, and moſt inſolent, ſhortly after repented themſelves; for they diſdained to ex- 
ecute the Command of a Slave (for ſo called they a Pledg) ſaying, that the Parthians 
had not a King given them by right of War, butthat which was the greateſt abuſe that 
could befall them, by an injury offered them in the time of a ſhametul Peace. For 
which cauſe they ſpeedily ſent for Artabanrs King of Media, who was of the Race of 
the Arjacides, To this requeſt of theirs he willingly condelcended, and came unto 
them with his Army, and Vozoxes marched forward againſt him. At the firſt encounter, 
although the commen ſort among the Parthians favoured Artabanus, yet he was over- 
come, and Red to the Mountains of Media. But not long after, having aſlembled a 
greater Army, he once more ſet upon YVozozes, and defeated him; at which time YVoxo- 
nes retired himſelf with fome Horſe-men of his, into Seleucia, But Artabanus having 
made a great {laughter of thoſe that fled, and wholly abaſhed the minds of the Barba- 
rians, he retired to the City of Cteſiphor, with thoſe people.that accompanied him, and 
was afterwards made King of Parthia. Yonones arrived in Armenia, and at ihe firſt, 
ſought to make himſelf King over that Nation, ſending to this effe&t certain Ambaſla. 
dours to Rowe; but Tiberixs repulſed his ſuit in reſpect of his Cowardice; but the rather 
becauſe Artabarus, by an expreſs Embaſſage, had threatned him with War. For thoſe 
of the greateſt power among the Armenians (wo are thoſe that dwell about the Flood 
Niphates ) maintained Artabanuss Title z and YVonones, deſtitute of all hope to obtain the 


Kingdom, yielded himſelf to Sz/azus, who was Governour of Syria; and in regard 


that he had been brought up at Roxze, he was kept in Syriaz and Artabanus gave Ar- 
menia tt Orodes, one of his Sons. Artiochns King of the Comagenes died alſo at that 
time, and there fecil a debate betwixt the Commons and the Nobility ; ſo that both 
parties ſent their Ambaliadours to Rowe. The Nobles demanded that the Kingdom 
might be reduced into divers Provinces; and the people requeſted that they might be 
honoured by a King, as they had been accuſtomed. The Senate decreed that Germarni- 
cus ſhould be ſent to ſertle the affairs of the Eaſt, Fortune thereby preſenting him with 
the occaſion of his ruine. For, when he arrived 18 the Eaſt, and orderly diſpoſed all 
things, he was poyfoned by Piſo, whereof he died; as1s declared in another place.

She was married to a cer- 
tain Noble man called Saturmine, that equalled her in all thoſe her excellent pertecti- 
ons. A certain young man called Decins Mundus, one of the Knights of greateſt ac- 
count at that time, fell in love with her. But ſhe was of that diſpoſition, that 1t was 
Impollible for him to corrupt her by Preſents; and the more ſhe refuſed thoſe infimite 
Preſents which he ſent unto her, the more was Myndrs's heart enflamed with ardent at- 
feftion; lo that to enjoy her but one only night, he offered her two hundred thouſand

\ A Ean. while Aretas, King of Arabia Petrea, and Herod, fell at ſtrife, the one with 
/ 5 the other, for this cauſe that enſueth : Herod the Tetrarch married Aretas's 
EC Daughter, with whom he had lived married a very long time. Afterwards, taking his 
aw3y Artas Journey towards Roxre, he lodged with Herod his half Brother by the Father's fide 
Davzhrer and (for Herod was the Son of S7#20zs Daughter, which S;-20z was the High-Prieſt) and 
Tarr” there bcinz ſarprized with the love of Herodias, his Brother's Wife, which was the 
ther Hero's Daughter of Ar;ſtobalus their Brother, and Siſter tothe Great Agrippaz he was ſo bold 
i as to propoſe Marriage to her, which was to be performed as ſoon as he returned back 
from Rome; and to repudiate Aretas's Daughter.

dic. FVitellizs therefore, retired to Antioch, A year before the death of Tiberizs, A- tra- 
grippa, Ariſtobulus's Son, came to Rowe, to treat with the Emperour about certain 
Affairs. But before I ſpeak any thing hereof, I will relate Herod's Progeny, both for 
that it is pertinent to this preſent Narration, and alſo, that the greatneſs of God's Pro- 
vidence may appear; to the end that a man may know, that neither the number of 
Children, nor any other humane force whatſoever it be, can be available without 
the fear of God; conſidering that within the ſpace of one hundred years, or ſome. 
E what leſs, it tell out, that all Herod's Line, which was very populous and fruitful, was 
extinguithed, a'very few excepted. Whereby we are given to underſtand what the 
miſery of Mankind is, and learn to moderate our ſelves. It is alſo expedient to ſpeak 
ſomething of Agrippz3 who, amongſt all other, deferveth admiration ; that being a 
man wholly in Obſcurity, and baſe in Birth, he was exalted to ſuch greatneſs, as no 
one of thoſe that knew him, would ever have thought his Fortune ſhould have ſuch- 
ſucceſs and power. And although heretoforeI have ſpoken ſomewhat of this matter, 
yet it 1s requiſite that I ſpeak ſomething more expreſly thereof in this place. Herod 
the Great had two Daughters born by Mariamne, Hircanws's Daughter : The one 
ofthem which wascalled Salampjo, was married by Herod to Phaſzelus, the Son of Pha- 
ſelus, Herod's Brother : The other called Cypros, was married to Artipater her Couſin, 
F who was Salome's Son, who was Herod's Siſter. Phaſ#lus had five Children by Salamp- 
ſo; three Sons, Antipater , Herod. and Alexander 3 and two Daughters , Alexandria 
and Cypros, whom Agrippa the Son of Ariſtobulus married 3 and Alexandria was marri- 
ed to 177eus of Cyprus, who was a man of great . dignity, and with whom ſhe died 
without Iflue. Cypros had by Agrippa her Huſband, two Sons, and three Daughters 
Bernice, Mariamne and Druſi/a ; their two Sons were called Agrippa and Druſas : 
Druſus died very young 3 bur Agrippa was brought up by his Grandfather among(t his 
other Brethren, Herod, Ariſtobulus and Bernice, Theſe were Herod's Children, Son 
unto him. who was ſurnamed the Great : Bernice was Cojtobarys's Daughter, begotten 
G on Salome, Herod's Siſter : Ariitobulus died, leaving his Children under age, under his 
Father's charge, with Alexander his Brother, as we have already related. Theſe at- 
taining their full age, were thus married 3 Herod, Brother to Agrippa, was matched with 
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Marianne, Olympiass Daughter, who was Herod the Great his Daughter, and of Jo. 1; 
ſeph, Herod's Brother 3 by her he had his Son Ariitobulus : AriStobulus, Agrippa's thurd 
Brother married Fotape, the Daughter of Sampſigeram, King of the Emeſenians : They 
had a Daughter which likewiſe was called Jotape, which was deaf, Theſe were the 
Children begotten by Herod's three Sons. But Herodias their Siſter married Herod, the 
Son of Herod the Great, whom he begot on Mariamme, the Daughter of $710 the 
High Prieſt, by whom Saloxre was begotten. After her birth, Herodias, in contempt 
of the Laws of the Countrey, married her ſelf with Herod, her Huſband's Brother, be. 
gotten of the ſame Father, being ſeparated from him during his lite time, who was Te- 
trarch of Galilee, His Daughter Salome was married to Ph;lip, the Tetrarch of Tracho. 
yitzs, Herod's Son : Who dying without Children, Ariſtobul#s married her, whio was 
Hered'sSon, and Agrippa's Brother : They had three Sons, Herod, Azrippa and Ariſto. 
bulus. Sce here the Poſterity of Phaſelus and Salampſon. Antipater, by Cypros, had a 
Daughter that likewiſe was called Cypros, which was married to Alexas Selcias, the Son 
of Alexas 3 of whom he begat a Daughter called likewiſe Cypros. As for Herod ang 
Alexander, who (as I faid) were Antipater's Brothers, they died without ItJuc. Alex- 
ander, Hered's Son, who was killed by his Father, begat A!exarder and Tigrazes on the 
Daughter of Archelaxs, King of Cappadocia « 1igranes being King of Armenia, died with. 
out Itjue, after he had been accuſed at Rowe : Alexander had a Son called T7grares, af. 
ter his Brother's name, who was fent by Nero, to reign 1n A/en7ia, who had a Son cal- 
led Alexander, who married Jotape, the Daughter of Aztiochas, King of Comagena: x 
This Al-xarder, by Veſpaſiarn, was elected King in Leſs, a City of Ciliciz. As foon ag 
Alexander's Poſterity began to multiply, they fell from their Countrey-Religion, to 
follow the cuſtoms of the Greeks, All the reſt of King Herod's Daughters dieg with. 
cut Ifſue. Having after this manner reckoned up Herod's Poſterity, which continued 
until ſuch time thar Agrippa the Great began to reign : It remaineth at this time to de- 
clare what adventures befel this Agrippa 3 and how he eſcaping his dangers, obtained 
at laſt ſo great Power and Dignity. 


CHAP. VIL 


By what ſeveral Accidents of Fortune, Agrippa, ſurnamed the Great , who was A- 
riſtobulus's Sox, and Herod the Great's Grand-child aud Mariamne's, was made 
King of the fews by the Experour Caius. Caligula, as ſoon as he had ſucceeded Ty- 
berius. 


Q Omelittle time before the death of King Herod, Agrippa was gone to Rome ; where 
i) he came very well acquainted with Drzſas, 1zb:rivs the Emperour's Son ; and 
was bcloved of Artorza, the Wite of Druſ#s the Elder, by the means of his Mother 
Bernice, whom Antonia held in great eſteem , and to whom ſhe had recommended 
her Son. And whereas by nature he was of a liberal and generous ſpirit, as long as 
his Mother lived, he would not diſcover his inclination, leſt he ſhould provoke her 


_ diſpleaſure againſt him. But immediately after Bernice was dead, and he became his 
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own Maſter, partly by his daily and bountiful entertainment and living, partly by his 
immoderate Liberalities, but eſpecially by his laviſh Prodigality towards Czſars Free- 
men, whoſe favour he hunted after, he was brought into extream Poverty, and could 
no more hve at Roe ; the rather for that Tzberizs having loſt his Son, forbad his friends 
to come into his ſight, left their preſence ſhould refreſh and encreaſe the ſorrow he 
conceived for the loſs of his Son. For theſe cauſes he returned back into Judea, ha- 
ving but badly ordered his Affairs, ſpent his money, and left himſelf no means to fſatis- 
fie his importunate and many Creditors : For which cauſe, uncertain how to diſpoſe 
of himſelf, and aſhamed of his preſent eſtate, he withdrew himſelf into a Caſtle called 
Mataita in Idameaa, to paſs away obſcurely and miſerably the reſt of his. time. Which 
purpoſe of his, when Cypros his Wite perceived, ſhe endeavoured by all means to pre- 
vent his reſolution: She wrote to Herodias his Siſter, who was married to Herod the 
Tetrarch, acquainted her both what Agrippa had decreed, as alſo by- what neceſfity 
he was enforced thereunto; and ſhe exhorted her, that in regard of affinity ſhe would 
a(ii{t him, and imitate her in this, who, as much as in her lay, relieved his miſery, al- 
though her Fortunes were far weaker than hers. Being therefore ſent for by his Siſter 
and Wite, he was commanded to dwell in Tzberzas, and 'had a certain Sum of Money 
ailigned him for his maintenance ; and for his greater honour, was appointed Magiſtrate 


of that Ciry. Yet Herod -did not continue long time in that mind, although by the 
means 
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A means he had given him, he had not ſatisfied his Kinſman's neceſlities. For being in the Mi 
City of Thre in a certain company, where he drank immoderately, Agrippa eſteemed it w,y, ,c01. 


for an extream injury, that Herod had upbraided him with his poverty, and hit him in 


the teeth, that he maintained him at his charge. - For which cauſe he withdrew himiclf * 


to Flaccus, who had been ſometimes Conſul at Rowe, and for the preſent was Pretident 
of Syria, with whom he had been very familiar at Roxre - Flaceas received him very 
kindly, and had alſo done the like a good while betore to Ariitobulus, Agripp's bro- 
ther, who were both at variance between themſelves; yet, notwithſtznding this Dil- 
ſention between them, Flaccus entertained them both with equal favour. But 4rifto- 
tulus remitted nothing of his hatred he bare his Brother, and never rcſted til} he had 


Damaſeo, contending with the Sidonians about their limits, and being to debate their 
Cauſe before Flacexs 3; knowing what 1ntereſt Agrippa had in him, they beſought him 
that he would further their Cauſe, promiſing him a great Sum of money : whereupon 
he addreſſed himſelf in what he could, to further thoſe of Dazzaſco, But Ariſtobulzz, 


who had an inkling of this concluſion and promite, accuſed his Brother to Flacexs 5 ant

after enquiry was made, and he found guilty of the Fact, Agripps grew out of the 
fidents favour 3 and falling again into extream poverty, he came to Ptolemazs; and 
having no way to ſubſiſt, he reſolved togointo [taly. And ſeeing he wanted Money, 
he commanded Marſzas his Free-man, that by all means whatſoever, he ſhould feck ro 
take up Money upon Intereſt. He ſpake unto Prot#s (who was Agrippa's Mother's Free- 


man, who, by the Teſtament of his deceaſed Miſtreſs, was Ictt unto Aztorizs's protecii. 


on) that upon his Maſter's Bill and Promiſe, he would lend him fome Money. But he 


alledging that Agrippa before that time owed him Money, extortcd from Mar/y2s a Bill 
of his hand for twenty thouſand Attick Drachmesz deducting out of that Sum two 
thouſand and five hundred, which 24ar/y2s took for himſelf; which he might the more 
ealily do, for that Agrippa could not otherwiſe chuſc. Having therefore received this 
Money, he went to Arthedor, where getting Shipping, he prepared himſelf for the 
Jurney. 
| Bur when Herenniys Capito, who was Treaſurer of Jazmmia, underſtood of his being 
there, he ſent his Souldiers to him, to exa& three hundred thouſand filver Drachmes ac 
his hands, for which he ſtood indebted to Ceſar's Treaſurcr, during his being at Roxze ; 
by which means he was enforced to ſtay, Whereupon he made a thew that he would 
obey their demand ; but as ſoon as it was night, he cauſed the Cables of the Ship to be 
cut, and caſt off, and failed to Alexandria ; there he requelted Alexander Alabarcha, to 
lend him two hundred thouſand Drachmes in Silver 3 he proteſted that he would truſt 
him with nothing: But admiring Cypros, his Wite's conſtant love toward her Huſband, 
and her many other Virtues ; he, upon her promiſe, condefcended to do him a kind- 
ncſs : Whereupon, in preſent Money he payed him five Talents in Alexandria, and 
promiſed to deliver him the reſt of the Money at Prteol, fearing Agrippa's unthriftinels, 
Thus Cypros having furniſhed her Huſband for his Journey into [taly, returned her {clf 
and her Children into Fudea by Land. But Agrippa, as ſoon as he arrived at Putco], 
wroteunto 7zberizs Ceſar, who lived in Capreas, l1znitying unto him that he came to 
do his duty 5 beſeeching him that he would grant him free and favourable acceſs. 73. 
berius, with all expedition, returned him a very kind anſwer ; aſſuring him, that he 
would be very glad to ſee him ſafely arrived in Capreas. In a word, as ſoon as he was 
arrived, C2ſar exprelled and made it known, that his attection was anſwerable to his 
Letters 3 and both embraced him, and lodged him, The next day C2ſar recerved Let- 
ters from Herennizs Capito, who advertiſed him that Agrippa owed three hundred thou- 
land Drachmes of Silver, which he borrowed, and payed not at the time prefixed ; 
and that when the appointed time of payment was come, he was fled out of the Coun- 
trey, and by this occaſion he had deprived him of the means to conſtrain him to make 
ſatisfaction. When C2ſar had read theſe Letters, he was highly difpleaſed, and com- 
manded thoſe of his Chamber that they ſhould not admit Agrippa to his preſence, until 
ſuch time as he had diſcharged that debt. 

But he, nothing daunted at Czſar's diſpleaſure, required Antonia, Germanicys and 
Clandixs's Mother, who was afterwards Emperour, to lend him the Sum of three hun- 
dred thouſand Drachmes, to the end he might not loſe Ce/jar's friendihip. Who re- 
membring her Bernice, Agrippa's Mother, and with what familiarity they had converſed 
together, and how Agrippa hkewiſe had been brought up with Clardizs her Son, lent 
G him that Money : Whereupon, he paying the debt, without any contradiction, enjoy- 

ed the Prince's favour ; and was ſo reconciled to Ceſar, that he committed his Nephew 

to Azrippa's charge 3 commanding him to attend him always, whitherſoever he _ 
| cing 
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Being by this benefit bound and tied to Aztoriz, he began to reverence her Nepheyy vi 
Caius, who was gracious in all mens eves, and honoured in memory of his Parents, A+ f 
that time by chance there was one A/zzs a Samaritan, Ceſar's Free-man, of whom he 
borrowed ten hundred thouſand Drachmes of Silver 3 and payed Awtonia her dye 
and kept the reſt, the more honourably to attend and wait on Caivs. By whom being 
entertained with moſt inward familiarity, it happened one day, that riding in the 
ſame Coach with him, Aerippa wiſht ( for they two were alone ) that 7iberiys might 
ſhortly ſurrender the Kingdom and Empire unto Caizs, who was each way more wor. 
thy than he. Theſe words of his were overheard by the-Coachman called Eutzchyy, 
who was Agrippa's Free-man, who for the time, ſpokenot a word thereof, But beins 
afterwardsaccuſed for ſtealing Agrippa's garment (as he indeed had done) and brought 
back again, after he had fled away to Piſo (who was the Governour of the City ) he 
asked him why he fled 3 who anſwered, that he had certain ſecrets which he defireq 
toreveal unto Czar, that appertained to his profit and fafety 3 for which cauſe he was 
ſent by him in Bonds to Capreas. Tiberivs according to his dilatory manner, wherein 
no King or Tyrant ever equalled him, held him Priſoner. For ncither did he preſent. 
ly admit any Ambaſhdours, neither ſent he Succeſlors to thoſe, who were Governourg 
of his Provinces, when the former were dead ; and was no leſs negligent in yiclding 
audience to his Priſoners. But when his friends at any time queſtioned him, why he 
uſed theſe accuſtomed delzys; he anſwered them, that he deferred the Ambatladourg 
after that manner, leſt, if he ſhould ſuddenly diſpatch them, they ſhould inſtantly re. 
turn with new, whereby it ſhould come to paſs, that he ſhould be continually troubled 
in entertaining and diſmiſſing them. 

And as for his Offices, he left them in their hands to whom he had committed them, 
in regard of his Subjets welfare. For naturally all Magiſtracy is ſubject to Avarice; 
but eſpecially ſtrangers induce thoſe who exerciſe the ſame, to gather and ingrols the 
more eagerly, whenas the time of their Authority is ſhort, and of ſmall atturance; 
whereas, if they ſhould con inue in the ſame for along time, in regard of the gain they 
had made, and the much profit they had raiſed, they would be afterwards Icts greedy 
to extort further. Now, if he ſhould ſend others to ſucceed them on a ſudden; ut were 
impoſſible for him to content them, notwithſtanding their many Bribes : whereas, in | 
giving them time to fill their purſes, when they had gotten well, they would abate the 
furious defire of Lucre which they affe&ted before. And to this purpoſe, he told them 
an example ofa poor man that was a Lazar, to whoſe wounds a great number of Flies 
aſſembled themſelves, and covered the ſame ; at ſight whereof, ſome by fortune ar- 
riving there, and having compaſſion of his miſery, and ſuppoſing that the cauſe why 
he repulſed them not, proceeded from his diſability, approached near to help him, 
but he prayed them tolet him alone. Whereupon, they demanding the cauſe where- 
fore he that was hurt, refuſed to be delivered from ſo 1rkſome an evil ; he anſwered 
them, for that they ſhould do him more wrong, if thoſe Flies were driven away ; for 
that being already full of blood, they prick me not, ({aid he) neither ſuck me ſo earneſtly, 
but give m2 ſome eaſe, whereas if new ſhould light on my wound which were hungry, and 
ſhould ſeize my fleſh in that deſperate eſtate that I am, they would procure my death. For 
theſe cauſes he ſaid 5 that ſeeing his Subjects already conſumed by ſo many exadtions, 
he thought ita good policy in him, and a better proviſion tor them, not to ſend them 
new Governovrs continually, who might, after the manner of Flies, ſuck them to the 
quick 3 eſpecially, if to their innate covetouſneſs, he ſhould add the fear of their ſud- 
den diſplacinz. Now, to prove that to be true, which [ have declared of Tiberixs's 
diſpoſition, this action of his may ſuffice to juſtifie me: For having been Emperour for 
the ſpace of twenty two years, all thoſe Governours which he ſent into Jewry were two, N 
namely Grat#s, and Pilat his Succeſlor 3 neither carried he himſelf otherwiſe towards 
the reſt of his Subjcds of the Emptre. | 

And asfor his Priſoners, the reaſon why he delayed ſo much to'give them Audience, 
was, to the end that they who had been condemncd to death, ſhould not ſpeedily be 
delivered from thoſe torments, wherewith he threatned them, and which they had 
deſerved by their wickednefs. For whilſt he kept them in that pain, their miſery en- 
creaſed the more. For this cauſe Extychws could not obtain Audience at his hands, but 
was a Jong time detained Priſoner. Afterwards, in proceſs of time , 17beri«s tranſ- 
ported himſelf from Capreas, to 7uſculanum, which was diſtant from Rome ſome hun- 
dred Furlonzs : There did Agrippa ſolicit Antonia , to cauſe Extychus to be cal- 
Jed to-his anſwer, concerning the accuſation which he pretended againſt him. Now, 0 
Antonia was in great favour with Tzberizs, both in regard of the affinity that was be- 


tween them (in that ſhe was Druſius's Wite,who was Tzberivs's Brother) as 1n __ ot 
cr 
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A her Modeſty. For (he being young, continued in her Widowhood, and would not 
marry with any other, notwithſtanding Auguſts importuned her to weds but lived 
always in honour, without blame. Beſides that, the had done 1rberi:s a great plea- 
fare; for at ſach time as Sejanms his Friend, and a man of great account in,thole days 
(by reaſon he had the Government of the Army) practiſed a Confpiracy againſt him 3 
whereunto divers of the Senate, and of his Free-men, and of his Souldiers likewiſe; 
were acceſlary : yet, ſhe brought all their intents to nothing. This Attempt had ta- 
ken a great head, and Sejars had finiſhed his purpoſe, had not Artonia uſed more ad- 
viſed courage, than Sejarws did in executing his Treaſon. For having diſcovered the 
danger that threatned T7beri»s, ſhe wrote, and fent her expreſs Letters by Pa/as, one.of 

z her truſty Servants, unto him to Capreas, to aſfure him in particular of the whole Con- 
trivance of the Conſpiracy. C2/ar having true underſtanding thereof, cauſed Sejanxs 
and his Confederates to be executed. Therefore though before that time he honour- 
ed. Axtonia greatly, yet he did afterwards honour her far more, ſo that he truſted her 
in all things. When therefore, ſhe entreated him to give Eatychus Audience; Trberizs 
anſwered, If, ſaid he, Eutychus hath falſly objeFed any thing againit Agrippa, it ſufficeth 
that he endure that puniſhment that I have enjoyned him : But if in the [orture be maintain 
that which he hath ſpoken to be true, it 3s to be feared leſt Agrippa, intending to puniſh f is 
Free-man, do rather heap the puniſhment upon his own head, When Antonia had report- 
ed this anſwer of his to Azrippa, he did the more inſtantly ſollicit her, requiring her 

C that the matter might be brought to tryal: And for that Agrippz ceaſed nor to impor- 
tune her, Antonia took the occalion, which was this : Tzberizs being after Diner time 
carried in his Litter, and having Caizs and Agrippa before him, ft; walking by the 
Litter, beſought him to call E:tzchys to his Tryal : Whereunto he replyed ; Th- Gods 
(aid he) know, that that which I do, 1 do it not of mine own will, but for the 1 ceſſity I 
ane preſſed with upon your requeſt : And having ſpoken thus, he commanded Macro, 
Sejanws's Succefior, to bring Extychxs before him3 which was performed with all ex- 
pedition. Whereupon Tiberius asked him what he had to ſay againſt him, who had 
made a Free-man of him? My Sovereign (ſaid he) Caius that zs here preſent, and Agrip- 

rode one day together in the ſame Coach, and T ſate at their feet z, after divers diſcourſes 

D beld between them, Agrippa began to ſpeak after this manner unto Caiusz O, ſaid he, 
would God the day were come, wherein the old man, departing out of this world, would 
make you Governour thereof : For his Son Tiberius would be no hindrance unto you, for 
you might diſpatch him : Ther ſhould the World be happy, and I likewiſe have my ſhare in 
the Felicity, Tiberius eſteeming this his Accufation to be true, and having of long time 
conceived a grudge againſt Agrippa, for that notwithſtanding he had commanded him 
to honour Trberizs, who was his Nephew, and Druſ#s's Son. 2grippa had given ſmall 
regard to his Commandment, and had not honoured him, but was wholly addicted un- 
to Caixs. For which cauſe he ſaid to Macroz, bind me this fellow. He ſcarcely under- 
ſtanding that which he ſpake, and no ways ſuſpeCting that he ſhould give that Com- 

p mand againſt Agrippa, deterred the performance, until ſuch time as he might more ex- 
attly underſtand his mind. When therefore Ceſar turned into the Hippodrome, and by 
chance, met with Agrippa in the teeth: This 3s he ({aid he) Macron, whom I have com- 
manded to be bound: And demanding of him once more, of whom he ſpake; It zs A- 
grippa, ſaid he. Then had Agrippa recourſe to fubmiſhive and humble Prayers, refreſh- 
ing the memory of his Son, with whom he had been brought up; alledging the edu- 
cation he had uſed towards his Nephew Tiberizs: but he prevailed nothing, but was 
kd away. bound in thoſe Purple Ornaments which he then wore. 

At that time it was very hot weather, and he was extreamly thirſty : Whereupon, 
elpying Thaumaſtys one of Caixs's Servants, who carried Water in a Pitcher, he requir- 

F edhim to give him drink 3 which when he had willingly beſtowed on him, he drank, 
and afterwards ſaid unto him, This ſervice thou haſt done me in giving me drink, ſhall do 
thee good one day: For as ſoon as I eſcape out of theſe Bonds, it ſhall not be long before T ob- 
tam thy liberty at Caius's hands, for that thou hat not negleGed to do me ſervice in this my 
bepnifumces more than whilſt I was in my Proſperity. Neither deceived he the man's 
expeRation of his promiſe, but rewarded and gratified him: For afterwards, when he 
had obtained the Kingdom, he begged Thanmaſtxrs liberty at Caixs's hands, and made 
him his Steward ; and after his deceaſe, he gave order that he ſhould ſerve in the ſame 
Place, with his Son Agrippa, and his Daughter Bernice 3 fo that he died very old, and 
much honoured. But this happened afterward. But at that time Agrippa ſtood before 

G the place bound with other Companions, who likewiſe were in Bonds; and through 

e grief he conceived, he leaned againſt a certain Tree, on which there fate an Owl. . 
Qne of thoſe Priſoners, who was by Nation a German, beholding that Bird, asked the 
Souldier 
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RN Souldier that was fettered with him, who he was that was apparelledin Purple; ang q 
-/ raider underſtanding that his name was Agrippa, and that he was a Jew, and one of the Nohj. 
after Chift's lity of that Nation, he deſired the Souldier, who, ro the end to guard him, was chained 
NAS? with him, to ſuffer him to draw near unto Agr/ppe, and to have alittle conference with 
him, for that he had agreat deſire to ask him certain things concerning, the Cuſtoms of 
his Countrey. Which when he had obtained, and having got-near him, he told him, by 
an Interpreter of that which followeth: Toung man ({aid he). the ſudden! change that 
hath befallen thee at this preſent, affliFeth and oppreſſeth thee-with great and grievous Tor: 
ment, neither wilt thou eaſily believe that thou ſhalt eſcape from thy miſery z yet ſo doth the 
A certainGer- Divine Providence diſpoſe of all thi»gs, that thou ſhalt ſhortly be delivered. © K nom there: 
man forerel- fore, and I fwear unto thee by the Gods, both thoſe of mine Anceſtors, and thoſe alſo, who , 
ip - have reſidence and preſidence in this place, and who have procured us this Iron Chain, thu 
Fortunes w I will tell thee all ; 0t to yield thee pleaſure by my vain diſcourſe, or to entertain thee with 
come, and te fruitleſs Conſolation; knowing well, that when theſe Predi&ions ſhall happen to fail, they 
mam OO will breed thee more ſorrow, than if thou hadſt never heard of them. But I have thought i 
good, yea, althou;h it were with mine own danger, to declare unto thee the PrediGions of 
the Gods. It cannot otherwiſe be, but that ſhortly thou ſhalt be delivered from theſe Bonds, 
and ſhalt be advanced to great honour and power ; ſo that thoſe, who at this day have com. 
paſſion on thy Calamity, ſhall envy thy Glory; and thou ſhalt depart this life in great felici- 
ty, and ſhalt leave thy Children mighty Poſſeſſions. But bear this in thy remebrance, that 
when thou ſhalt ſee this Bird once more, thou muſt needs die within ve days after, Theſs 
are thoje things which the Gods think, meet to foretell thee by this Bird, As for my FI 
have ſuppoſed I ſhould do thee wrong, if I ſhould conceal 'this Predidion from thee, hay. 
ing the fore-knowledge thereof, I have therefore thought good to impart this joy unto thee; 
whereby thorough hope of thy future profit, thou mayeit more eaſily endure thy preſent mi. 
fortune: jor which cauſe I beſeech thee, that as ſoon as thou ſhalt be partaker of this thy fe 
licity, thou wilt endeavour thy ſelf to deliver us alſo from theſe Adverſities. 

This Preſage of the German's ſeemed as ridiculous to Agrippa, as admirable after. 
wards. But A7tonia being ſore grieved at the young man's Calamity, thought it not 
only a difficult matter for her to entreat 7zberis for him, but altogether unprofitable, 
in regard ſhe ſhould be repulſed ; yet, ſhe prevailed ſo much with Macroz, that hea |, 
committed to the cuſtody of ſuch Souldiers, who were of a more mild -behaviour, and 
had a Centurion appointed to keep him, that ſuffered him to uſe his daily Bathingy, 
and gave his Friends and Servants leave to viſit him, by whoſe ſervice and kindnels 
his neceſſities might be relieved. His Friend Slas allo, was admitted to ſpeak with 
him, and amongſt his Free-men, Marſyus and Stichus, who brought him in ſuch meats 
as he was delighted withal, and Coverings under colour to ſell them ; which, by the 
permiſſion of th: Souldiers, who had no lets direCtion from Macro, they ſpread by night

leh fick, and More, he began to conceive a ſiniſter hope of himſelf; and commanded Erodys, whom 
ſcndeth for he moſt honoured amongſt all his Free-men, to bring him his Sons, becauſe he intend- 
——_— ed to talk with them betore hedied, But the truth is, that he had not any Children of 
his own, but had adopted them: For Druſs, who was his only Child, was already 
Tib:riusGe- | dead, and had leit behind him a Son called '/ zberizs, firnamed Gemelys, He had Cains 
mellus, the Son alſo, his Brother (ermaricus's Son 3 who was 1n the flower of his Age, and had been 
"pe very well bred. To him alſo the people aſcribed very much, in remembrance of the 
cious Gerizz- Virtue of his deceaſed Father; and as for himſelf, he was of a ſweet converſation, and 
1icu's 50M fo modeſt, that he was familiar and affable to all men. Whereby it came to paſs that 
not only the people, but the Senate alſo, held him in great eſtimation ; as alſo all the y 
Subjects in every ſeveral Province: For they that ſpake with him, were drawn, part- 
ly by his affability, partly by the fidelity they ſaw in him; ſo that when he was dead, 
all of them mourned, not counterfeitly lamenting his loſs, but with unfeigned ſorrow 3 
for that there was not any one that ſuppoſed not his death to be every mans particu- 
lar loſs. Re therefore demeaned himſelt ſo modeſtly towards all men, that his Son at- 
ter his death, was highly advanced thereby : For, amongſt the reſt, the Souldiers made 
their reckoning, that although it ſhould coſt them their lives, to get him the Empire, 
| they would nor refuſe the hazard. | 
| After that Tiberizs had charged Exodus to bring him the two young men the next 
morrow, by break of day 3 he beſought the Gods of that place, to give him an evi- 9 
dent ſign, whereby he might know who ſhould ſucceed him : For although he deſired 


to leave the Empire to his Grand-child, yet he made more account of that gy 
| ou 
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A ſhould make manifeſt unto him. Therefore he conceived a Prelage, that he, who the 
next day ſhould enter firſt to ſalute him, it ſhould be he, who 1n the Empire ſhould ne- 
cellarily ſucceed him. And having ſetled this thing 1n his fancy, he ſent unto his little 
Son's Maſter, charging him to bring him unto him by break of day, ſuppoling that God 
had ordained that the Empire ſhould be his; but the matter tell out quite contrary to his 
expectation. For being in this thought, he commanded Exod, that asfoon as hecould, 
in the morning, he ſhould ſuffer him, of the two young Princes, to enter 1n unto him, 
who ſhould arrive the firſt. He walking out, met with Caizs before the Chamber door 
(tor 1iberizs was not there z who being 1gnorant of that which his Grand- father thought, 
was buſie about his Breakfaſt ) and ſaid unto him, that the Emperor his Father called for 

B him; and witha], ſuffered him to enter. When Tiberius beheld Caizs, he ſuddenly 
began to conliderthe Power of God, whodeprived him of the means to dilpole of the 
Empire, according as he had determined with himſclf. for that 1t lay not 1n his power ; 
and helamented greatly, not ſo much for that he ſaw his deſign could not be brought to 
effe&, as that his Son Tzberizs was in danger of his Lite 3 ſeeing that 1n ail appearance, 
Caizs would be Maſter ; who being ſo near a Relation, would prove the more dange- 
rous to young Tiberizs, becauſe Sovereignty deſireth no ſharer : And Caizs would be 
always jealous, and never think himſelf ſure, ſo long as young 17berizs was alive. 
In a word, Tiberizs was very much addifed to Aſtrological Predictions ; fo that 

the greater part of thoſe things which he executed all his Lite time, was ordered 

C thereby. | 

He Cute Galba one day coming towards him, ſpoke this of him to his Familiars, Be- 
hold the man that ſhall be one day honoured with the Roman Empire. And amongſt all the 
Emperors, he gave greateſt credit to Divination, for that in certain things, he had found 
the Conjeftures correſpondent to truth. But at that time he was grievoully difquieted 
by reaſon of the misfortune that had happened 3 yea, he was ſogrieved, asit his Grand- 
child had been already loſt ; and he blamed himſelf, becaute he had fought theſe Profa- 
ges ; for that he might have died, without falling into that diſaſter, in being 12norant 
of that which was to come whereas, now he ſhould die in the knowledge of their miC. 
fortunes, whom he loved moſtintircly. Being thus troubled to ſce that the Soveraiznty 

D of the Empire ſhould, contrary to his intention, fall into their hands, who by his will 

ſhould not enjoy the fame 3 although it were with hearts grief, and contrary to his 
will, yet he ſpake to Caizs after this manner, which enſueth: My Sor, although Tibe- 
rius be wore mearly allied unto me, than you are ; yet, notwithifanding, both by mine 
own advice, . as alſo by the Will of the Immortal Gods, I commit unto your hands the 
Empire of the Romans : I require you therefore, that when you ſhall enjoy the ſame, you 
forget not the good will T have born towards you, who have eStabliſhed you in ſo high 
and worthy a dignity; and I charge you likewiſe, that you forget not your Conſtn Tiberius 
but knowing that, by the will of the Gods, 1 am he, who after them, am the Author of jo 
much bappineſs which hath befallen you, you return me the like good will and affetioa : 
E Ard that you likewiſe take care of Tiberius, by reaſon of your mutual relation ; for you 
ought to knoy, that Tiberius ſerveth you for a Bulwark to® maintain your Empire, and 
your own Life 5, and if he die, it will be the beginning of your miſ-fortune. For it is a dan- 
gerons matter for thoſe who are raiſed to high Dignities, to be ſole, and without Allies. 
Moreover, the Gods do never leave them unpuniſhed, who attempt and ad anything again ſb 
the Laws of Conſanguinity. Theſe were the laſt words which 1zberizs ipake to Caizs; 
who promiſed him to perform all that which he required, notwithſtanding he meant no- 
thing leſs: For immediately after he was inſtalled in the Empire, he cauted Tzberizs to 
be killed, according to his Grand-father's Predictions; as allo the ſame Caizs died ſoon 
after by a Conſpiracy that was praQtiſed againſt him. When that Tiberizs had declared 

F Caizs his Succeilor in the Empire, he hved not many days after, and died after he 

_ governed twenty years, five months, and three days. Thus Caizs was the fourth 
mperor. | 

The R-»vans having intelligence of T7berixs's death, greatly rejoyced at the good 
news, yu. they durſt not atlure themſelves; and though they deſired nothing more, 
yet they feared, leſt che news ſhould be falſe 3 and leſt, if they ſhewed themſelves too 
diligent in expreſling their ſigns of joy, they ſhould afterwards be accuſed for it, and 
loſe their Lives thereby. For Tiberizs had done much miſchef to the Noble Families in 
Rome, being ot himſelf a cholerick man, implacable towards all men without any occa- 
lion; having a natural inclination ſo crue], that the eaſieſt pain whereunto he adjudged 
thoſe whom he condemned, was Death. Notwithſtanding therefore, that every 
man took pleaſure to hear the news, yet did all conceal it, until fuch time as they 
might be more fully aſſured, through the fear of thoſe nuſeries they foreſaw, if the 
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——— matter ſhould fall out otherways. But Marſyas, Agrippa's Free-man, having certain þ 
world, acer. Notice of Tiberixs's death, ran ſpeedily to comfort his Maſter 4grippa, with theſe good 
after Chriſi's news, and meeting with him as he came out of the Bath, he made a fipn unto him, 
- and told him in the Hebrew tongue, the Lion was dead : Agrippa concelving that 
Marſyas, 4- which he meant, was raviſhed with joy, and faid unto him; 1 will requite thee fer all 
—_— thoſe benefits I have received at thy hands, and eſpecially for this good news, provided that 
hica of 7:b:r;- 3f prove true. The Centurion who had the keeping ot Agrippa, conſidering what ex- 
wsdeah.  pedition Marſjas had uſed in running, and the pleaſure that Agrippe had conceived in 
his report, he began to ſ:ſpet ſome alteration, and asked him what had happened ; 
and whereas he delayed to give him an anſwer, he importuned him the more. Where. 
upon Agrippe told him plainly what he had heard, in that he had grown already inti- 
' mately familiar with him. The Centurion rejoyed at this news, as wel! as Agrippa, 1 
hoping to ſpecd the better thereby, and made Agrippe good cheer: Buc whilſt they

was ſpread in who told them that Tzberizs was alive, and that within tew days he would come tg 
- 7% _ nt Rome. The Centurion troubled with this news, for that he had committed a Capita]

This faid, he cauſed Agrippz to be bound, whom betore-time he had {ſuffered to go at 
liberty 3 and ſhut him up in more cloſe Priſon, than he had been before : ſo that /4- 
grippa was all that night long in extream. miſery.

band, and perfivaded him to make a Voyage to Rome, and to purchaſe as much as he po: 
(efſed. For, ſaid ſhe, I canmot endure to live, if Agrippa, Ariltobulus's Soz, condemned to 
die by the ſentence of his own Father (ſo poor and indigent, that to redreſs his necejſities 
wherewith he was daily preſſed by bis Creditors, he was conStrained at laſt to flee to Rome ) 
ould retura with ſuch Titles of Honour 5, and that her Husband, who was a King's Son, and 
was called to the Kinedom by his Father, ſhmld live obſeure, and paſs his life like a private 
ran : Hurbard (ſaid ſhe) if hereto/ore it hath been no prejudice to thee, to live in leſs Dig- 
nity than thy Father hath done ; nov, at leait, deſire that due honour which belongeth to thy 
Family ; neither think it ſufſerable to be inferionr to hint, whoin times paſt hath been main- 
tained by thy Bonwtty : Neither ſiffer it to be thought (through thine own ſloth ) that he in his 
neceſſity, had more induſtry to obtain an ample Fortune, than you amiast our abundance 3 
i if it redonnd:d not to thy ſhame, to le thought inferiour to him at this time, who not long 
face, except by thy pity, had no means to live. Let ws therefore haſtily repair to Rome, and 
neither ſpare Gold, Silver, or any other expence, for that it availeth ws not ſo much to keep 
the ſame, as to employit in the purchaſe of a Kingdom. But Herod diſlwaded her as much 
as he could, for he contented himſelf to live in quiet, and ſuſpected the Confuſion that 
was at Rome which he endeavoured, as much asin him lay, to lay open to Herodias - 
C But the more negligent ſhe ſaw him,the more inſtantly ſhe incited him to ſeek out for the 
ingdom 3 and never gave over, until ſhe had conformed him to her deſire 3 which ſhe 
forced him to, rather than obtained. Having therefore furniſhed himſelf after the 

. moſt magnificent manner, and ſpared no colt, he repaired to Rowe, and led Herodias his 


Wife with him, Agrippa ſmelling their intent, and the preparation they ma de, hebeſtir- 


red himſelf too : And having notice that they were put toSea, heſent Fortyratys, oneof 
his Free-men, to Rozre, with Preſents to the Emperour, and Letters againſt Herod 5 with 
Commiſiton to acquaint Caizs with every particular, according as the occaſion ſhould 
ſerve. He embarking himſelFafter Herod, had a quick paſſage, and wasonly prevented 
by him, but for the ſpace that Herod preſented himfelfto Caizs 3 for he preſently follow- 
ed him,and delivered hisL<tters. For they arrived at one timeat Patcol,and found Caine 
at Baia, a Village of Campania, diſtant from Pteco! ſome five Stades, adorned with moſt 
Royal and ſumptuous Palaces; for that every Emperour enforced himſclf to exceed the 
honour of lis Predeceſlor, by reafon of the hot Baths that naturally iſlned out of the 
earth, ſerving both for the health of the body, and recrcation of rhe ſpirits Whilſt 
Cairns talked with Herod having viſited him firſt, he received Agrippa's Letters, contain- 
ing Herod's Accuſations; for they accuſed him of a Conſpiracy plotted betwixt him and 
Sejanus,linze the beginning of Tiberizs's Empire : And how for the preſent he favoured 
Artabanus, King of the Parthians,to the prejadice of the Emperour Caizs; of which the 
preparations Herod had ſtored up in his Arcenals, gave evident teſtimony, which were 
E ſufficient toarm ſeventy thouſand men. Caius was much moved with theſe jaformati- 

ons, and asked rod it that which was informed him, touching his warlike preparati- 

on, wastrue: He unable to contradict the ſame in any thing, for fear he ſhould becon- 

vided of falſhood, confeſſed noleſs. Whereupon Cazns ſuppoling the Accuſation of his- 


revolt to be ſufficiently proved, deprived him of his Tetrarchy, and annexedit to Agrip- P 


pis Kingdom; beſtowing Herod?s Subſtance alſo upon him. He baniſhed him likewiſe 
tor ever, and confined him in the City of Liozs, in France; and underſtanding that He- 
rodias was Agrippa's Siſter, he gave her all that which in right appertained to her. And: 
ſunpoſing that the would not willingly accompany her Huſband in his calamity, he told 
hc# that he pardoned her for her Brother's fake : But ſhe gave him this reply 5 Mighty 
F Emperonr, you ſpeak magnificently, and as it well becomethſo great a Majeſty ; but there is a 
cauſe that hindreth me from partaking the benefit of that bounty which.you intend towards 
me, which is the affetion that T bear unto my Husband ; whom if I ſhould forſake in his 11i- 
ſery, it would wery ill beſet me, in that 1 have been a partner with hintin his felicity. Cains 
aplcaſcd with her refolute anſwer, baniſhed her likewiſe with her Huſband, and gave 
her Eſtate alſo to 4grippa. God did after this manner puniſh Herodias, in regard of that 
envy which ſhe had conceived againſt her Brother ; and plagued Herod, in that he had fo 
ealtly liſtned to the fooliſh perſwaſions ofa Woman. But Cairs governed theEmpire the 
firſt and ſecond year of his Reign with great applauſe, behaving himſelf graciouſly to- 
wards aU men, whereby he obtained the good liking of the Romans, and the favour of 
G bis other Subje&s : Bur in proceſs of time, the greatneſs of his Eſtate made him ſurpaſs 
the limits of humane condition, andchallenge to himſelf the Title of Divinity, where- 
by he governcd all things in contempt of God.

7 he Sedition of the Fews and Grecians, in the City of Alexandria, 


Alexandria, three choſen Ambaſladours on either fide were ſent unto Caixs : 
One of theſe Ambaſladours of Alexandria was Appion, who accuſed the Jews of many 
failings 3 and amongſt other things, he alledged, that they made no account of ho. 
nourmg Ceſar - And that, whereas all other Subjects of the Roman Empire had ereq- 
ed Altars and Temples in honour of Caizs, and in all other things had received him as 
a God ; the Jews ſuppoſed it to be a diſhonour for them to honour his Statues, or 
ſwear by his name. After that Appior had urged many things, and inveighed grie- 
vouſly againſt the Jews3 hoping that Caizs would be provoked againſt them, as in all 
likchhood and appearance it ſhould have fallen out : Philo, the chieteſt among the Am. 
baſſadours of the Jews, a man of great worth, and Brother to Alexander Alabarcha; 
bving experienced in Phloſophy, addrefled himſelf to anfwer thoſe Accuſations which 


\A/ Hereas there aroſe a Scdition betwixt the Jews and Grecians that inhabited 


were urged againſt the Jews 3 but Caizs commanded him filence, and willed him 
inſtantly to withdraw himſelf; and was fo difpleaſed, that 1t appeared very manifeſtly, 
that he intended ſome cruel revenge againſt them. Waereupon Philo departed after he 
nad been grievoully threatned, and ſpake this unto the Jews that Bocked about him; 
We mit be of good courage, ſince Caius iz words ſeemeth to be diſpleaſed with us ;, for is 


efed, he will aria: God in our behalj, a2 ainit himjelf.

Caius commands Putronius Governonr of Syria, to compel the Jews by force of Arms, 
to receive ris Statue in the Temple, but Petronus mollificd by their Prayers, wri- 
tein to Caius in the Fews behalf. 


Ut Caizs, being fore diſplcaſed that the Jews only defpiſed his Ordinances, ſent 
| * Petronivs into Syriz, to ſucceed Vitelizs, charging him with a ftrong Army toin- 
vade Fudeas and ifthey willingly admitted hi Statue, that then he ſhouid place it in 
the Temple of God ; bur if they denied it, then, that overcoming rhem by force, he 
ſhould compel them to condeſcend thereunto. As foon as Petrozivs came into Sjria, 
he endeavoured to ſatisfie Ce/ar's Command ; and having aſlcmbled as great an Army 
we m Goa's as he could poſtibly levy, and leading forth with him two Legions of Roman Souldiers, 


ke wintred at Prolezrazs, intending at Spring to invade Judea : All which he ſignified 
to Ceſar by his Lettersz who commending him for his induſtry, adviſed him to ule all 
expedition therein, and to make War againſt thoſe who ſhould difobey his Commands. i 
Mean while divers thouſands of the Jews reſorted to Petronizs, who was quartered at 
Ptolemazs 3 beſeeching him not to conſtrain them to do that thing which was contrary 
to their Laws, orto tranſgreſs the Ordinances of their Fore-fathers. For if (faid they) 
you have wholly decreed to bring and ere this Statue in our Temple, firſt deprive us of our 
lives, and afterwards do that which ſhall ſec good in your eyes : For it is impoſſible for 
#s, fo long as our Souls remain within our Bodies, to permit that which is forbidden by our 
Laws or to ſuffer ſuch Impiety, in regard of that honour which we owe unto our Law-ma- 
her, and our Predeceſſors, who have ratified our Laws, to the intent we ſhould cncreaſe in 
Lirtue, Petronins anſwered thus, If I were Emperonr, or if the Emperour would be ruled 
by my advice, your reaſons right prevail with me 5 but 1 am enforced to obey hint, otherwiſe N 
ty Liſe and Fortune 3s at Stake. Hereunto the Jews anſwered 3 My Lord (faid they) 
ſuce x0u are reſolved, not to tranſereſs, by any means, the Commands and Contents of Cz- 
fars Letters, neither will we any ways violate or infringe the Preſcript of our Law, under 
kope of Divine Ajjiſtarce, and in imitation of the Virtue of our Anceitors : For we are not 
ſo faint-bearted, that for the hope of a vain and untimely deſire of life, we ſhould break the 
Laws wlich Almighty God hath propoſed unto us, under the reward of Eternal Felicity: For 
which cauſe, we will endure all Fortunes whatſoever, ſo that our Conntrey Law and Religion 
may remain inviolate; and we are ready to encounter any miſ-fortune, under hope that God 
will «ſoit us; for whoſe honour, we fear not to adventure on any danger. This had we ra- 
ther do, than by obeying thee through Cowardice, to incur perpetual Ignominy 3 and that (© 
which is more, God's wrath in negle& of his Laws, whoſe Authority, even in thine own 


judgment, is more to be regarded than Caius s Commiſſion, ;

Whilſt the matter ſtood upon theſe terms, Ariitobul:rs, Acrippa's” 1ritebulus, 
Brother, and Elcias, accompanied with divers of their Train, and ſome of the chicteſt King 4gr7- 
among the Jews came unto Petrozixs, beſeeching him that he would conſider the ob- 4, C_— 
ſtinacy of the people, neither give them occaſion to draw them into deſperate actions ; High Prieſt, 
but rather, that he would write unto 'Czizs, with 'what-obſtinacy the people refuſed Fnrrexr Fire: 
C the Dedication of his Image in the Temple * And how, giving over the care of their Jews behalk. 
Huſbandry, they prepared themſelves for War, without any truſt or.confidence in their 
own ſtrength 5 being rather reſolved to die, than to fſutfer fo great an indignity to be 
offered to their Religion. Beſides, how giving over their Tillage, there was nothing 
to be expected but Robbery, whereas they ſhould want: means to pay their Cuſtoms 3 
by which means, they hoped that Czſar would be m6ved to moderate his ſeverity to- 
wards that Nation, and not to give them cauſe 'of Rebellion : ' And: that if he might 
not be moved from the proſecution of the War, that then he might-go forward with 
his buſineſs. This was the effect of Ariſtobulx#'s requeſt, + LM 
But Petronims, partly in reſpect of their Prayers who inſtantly urged him, and the petronive pro- 
D weightineſs of the affair ; partly in regard of the contentious reſolution of the Jews, miſeth the 
ſuppoſing that it was a matter unworthy a' man, to put ſo many thouſands of men to = rag 
death, to fatisfie Cais's fooliſh ambition; 'and touched with the fear of God, and re- in theirbthalf, 
morſe of his own Conſcience, he had rather to his own danger, inform the Emperor of C— 
the abſurdity of the matter by his Letters, being no ways ignorant of' his cholerick ſpi- their Husban- 
rit, and forwardneſs in revenge, except his furious paſſion and expeCation were anſwer- 4«Y- 
ed. Forthis thought he, that although it altered not his reſolution, but haply enforcd 
his diſpleaſure againſt him, in that he ſpeedily executed not his Command 3; yet, that 
it was theduty of a good man, not to refuſe an aſſured death, if fo be it might fave fo 
guiltleſs and huge a multitude. When therefore, he had aflembled the. Jews together 
£ in Tiberigs (when many thouſands of them reſorted thither) and diſpoſed all thoſe war- 
like Forces, that at that time gave attendance on him, round about him; he told the 
Jews firſt of all, not his own, but the Emperour's intent, who would ſhortly have them 
taſte his diſpleaſure, and enforce them to bear the burthen of his indignation, who were 
ſo bold as to contradi& him : For himſelf, it neceflarily concerned him, that fince, by 
the Emperour's favour he had received ſo great honour, he ſhould not commit any thing 
contrary to his Command. I hold it ({aid he) a matter moſt juſt to employ my life arid ho- 
nour for you, to the end, that ſo huge a number of men ſhould not be drawn into the danger of 
death : and I will mew the excellency of the Laws of your Fathers, for which you think you 
ought to undergo a War and danger:neither is it lawful to ſuffer the Temple of God to be defiled 
by the Authority of Princes. will therefore write to Czſar,ard acquaint him with your minds; 
and in all that I may, Iwill aſſist you to obtain your Requeſt. God ( whoſe power ſurpaſſeth 
all induſtry and humane force ) vonchſafe to condu@ you, and make you conſtant inthe ob- 
ſervation of your Laws ;, and grant, that he, through exceſſrve deſire of humane glory, com- 
mit not any thing that may offend God. Azd if Caius be diſpleaſed, and enforce his inevi- 
table diſpleaſure againſt me, I will undertake all danger, and endure all torments, both in 
body and ſpirit, to the end, that I may not behold ſo' many vertuows men, as you are, periſh

come by thee in kindneſs , without ſome anſwerable correſpondence : I will therefore put 
that in prattice, which I have heretofore omitted 3 for all thoſe things that hitherto ] have 
beitowed on thee, are of no reckoning.

But although he had already prepared his demand, yet he did not diſcoyer his in- 
tent, but gave Caizs this anſwer 3 that whereas he had ſerved him to the diſlike of 77- 
berizs, 1t was not for the gain he expected heretofore 3 and for the preſent alſo, he 
did nothing under hope to be richz contenting himſelf that he was in the Emperour's 
good favour. That the benefits he had received of him were great, yea, exceeding all 
that which he durſt ever have hoped: For {laid he) hho they be but ſmall in com- 
pariſon of your Greatneſs, yet in reſpe# of my ſelf who have received them, and in my 
conceit, they are very great. Caius admiring his generoſity, inſiſted to preſs him to ak 
whatſoever he had a mind to, being ready togrant it. Whereupon Agrippaſaid, Dread 
Prince, face it is your good pleaſare to think me worthy to be honoured by your Preſents, I'\ 
will not requeſt any thing at your hands, that may tend to enrich me 5, for that by thoſe gooas 
you have already given me, 1 am greatly honoured : But 1 beſeech and reque5t one thing at 
your hands, which will purchaſe you the reputation of Piety, and will procure God to bepro- 
pitious unto you in all your attions ; and which alſo,will breed me much glory among thoſe who 
ſhall bear that I have not been refuſed in my demand, which concerneth me more than the ne- 
celſities of this life : 1 therefore beſeech you, that it will pleaſe you to give order that that Sta- 
tue, which you have charged Petronius to ere in the Temple of the Jews, may never be put 
there.

Theſe were 
the Contents of thoſe Letters which Caizs wrote to Petronixs, betore he underſtood 
that the Jews were like to revolt ; for they made it known, that rather than they 
would endure the Statue, they would hazard a War againſt the Romans: Which. 
when Caizs underſtood, he was extreamly troubled ; and being a man addicted to all 
villany, and averſe to all honeſty, and who gave place to no good counſel, after he 
had conceived a diſpleaſure againſt any man ; and who likewiſe thought it a great hap- 
pineſs for him to accompliſh all that whatſoever he pleaſed ; he wrote again to Petro- 
7ius, to this effet ; Since the Preſents which the Jews have given thee, have more pre- Cius raricett; 
C vailed with thee than my Commands have done 3 ſo that to pleaſe them, thou hast deſpiſed 5 Pironin. 
that which I have enjoyned thee ; I make thy ſelf the Judge, how much thou haſt deſerved to bo + 
incur my diſpleaſure; to the end, that thou mayest ſerve for an example to all thoſe, who bimic'f , for 
ſhall come after thee, that an Emperour*s Commands ought not in any ſort to be negleded. es = 
Although this Epiſtle was both written and ſent, yet Petronzs received it not during 
Caixs'slife time, for they that carried it, were ſtayed with croſs Winds; ſo that Petro- 
2i45 received thoſe Letters that aſſured him of Cazzs's death, before he received the 
other : For God would not forget Petronins, whotexpoſed himſclt to great dangers for 
the love of the Jews, and the honour of God. And Cazzs being taken out -of the 
world by God's wrath, being kindled againſt him, by reaſon that he affe&ed divine 

D honour, received his reward ; and Petronius obtained favour both at Rome and through 
all the whole Government, and eſpecially among the principal Senators, againſt whom 
Cains was accuſtomed to vomit up his cholerick Revenges. He died a little after he 
had written the Letter to Petronins, by which he threatned and denounced him death. 
Hereafter I will declare the cauſe why he was taken out of this world, and the man- 
ner how Treaſon was plotted againſt him, The Letter that brought the tidings of Caz. Pitronius fe- | 
xr's death, was delivered to Petronins firſt 3 and preſently after , he received that F755 Fer 
wherein he enjoyned him to kill himſelf : He highly rejoyced at this his good luck, before thoſe, 
and Cainss death 3 and admired God's Providence, who ſpeedily and happily had re- ""* = on

Two Jews called Afinzus and Anilzus, both Brothers , and of a mean extraTion, 
become ſo powerful near Babylon, that they give enough to do to the Parthians: 
Their AGions ; their Death. The Grecians and Syrians who lived in Seleucia, 
unite againſt the Fews, and kill fifty thouſand of thene unaware.

- Ay away by the Parthians, who at that time had the Soveraignty in. Babylon. Among 
theſe Jews lived Apnexs and Anilews, two Brothers, born 1n Nearda ; whoſe Father 
_ -— = being dead, their Mother bound them to the Weavers trade, for amongſt thoſe Na- 
* Niarda, re- £IOns it was accounted no indignity to follow that trade : for both men and women 
tireincoacer- exerciſe themſelves therein. It happened, that their Maſter with whom they learn'd 
_ _ their occupation, beat them one day, for that they came ſomewhat late unto their 
ics flock un- work. They taking this chaſtiſement of his as if a great injury had, been done unto 
to them. them, betook themſelves to their weapons, whereof there were great ſtore in that 
bouſe, and retired themſelves into a place where the River divideth it ſelf into two parts, 
which naturally aboundeth with excellent paſtures, and ſuch. fruits as were reſerved 
for the winter. To theſe men there flocked a number of needy perſons, whom they 
armed, and became their Captains, and no man oppoſed himfelt againſt their inſolent 
. proceedings. Being by this means grown abſolute and impregnable, for that they 
had builded themſclves a ſtrong Fortreſs, they ſent unto the lohabitants, command. 
ing them to pay them Tribute for their Cattel which they paſtured ; ſo that this Tri- 
bute was ſufficient to entertain them, promiſing to thoſe who obeyed them, all friend- 
ſhip, and that they would maintain them againſt all thoſe that ſhould wrong them, 
of what place ſoever they were: but if they did not that which they commanded 
them, they threatned them that they would kill all their Cattel, The Inhabitants K 
of the Countrey, knowing themſelves unable to oppoſe them, obeyed them, and ſent 
them the number of Cattel which they required 3 fo that greater Forces daily joyn- 
ed themſelves with them, and they grew to that power, that they .could make their 
excurſions againſt thoſe whom they intended to hurt. Every one reſpected them, 
and they were feared by all men, ſo that their renown came at laſt to the ears of the 
King of Parthia. 3 EY 
The Governour of Babylon likewiſe intending to cut off this miſchief before it 
grew to greater head, aſlembled as many men as he could poſſible, both: Parthians and 
4revs and Babylonians, and marched forth againſt them 3 with an intent to root them out, be- 
his Compari- fore they ſhould have any inkling thereof to prepare themſelves for their defence. Hz- | 
qe ir) ving therefore prepared his Army, he lay in ambuſh near unto a Mariſh, and the next 
ard Princes of day following (which was the Sabbath, in which the Jews forbear all kind of work, 
"25910 he making his account that the Enemy durſt not make head againſt him, but without 
fight he ſhould lead them away captives) he march'd eafily, thinking to charge them 
unaware. Aſnexs, who at that time ſate idſely with his fellows, having his Arms by 
him : Ye men ( ſaid he ) methinks I hear the neighing of Horſes, not ſuch as when 
they are in their heat, but as when they are backt by men. Moreover, I hear the 
noiſe of their Bridles, and I fear leſt the Enemies ſecretly ſtealing upon us, ſhould 
circumvent us : let therefore ſome one of us go and diſcover what the matter is, and y 
bring us word : I would I were found a lyar in that which I have told you. This faid, 
one of them went out to eſpy what the noiſe intended 3 who running haſtily back 
again,told him,that he had not fallly conjeQured as touching the intent of the Enemy, for 
that they wereat hand, and would not ſuffer themſelves any longer to be out-braved by 
them. He alſo declared, that there was a mighty number of Horſemen, who were 
allembled like a drove of Beaſts, ſufficient and able utterly ro overcome Aſrens and 
all his Company, foraſmuch as they were not in a readineſs to defend themſelves : 
and our Law forbiddeth us to do any manner of work on the Sabbath. Afires relol- 
ved with himſelf not to do that which the Spy had ſaid, but thought that it was better 
for them to behave themſelves valiantly in their neceſſity wherein they were plunged, N 
and that if they muſt needs die, it better became them to make breach of their Law, 
4ſners, af- than to hearten, their Enemies by their ſubmiſſion. He therefore preſently betook 
ter hehaden- himſelf to his weapons, and encouraged all thoſe that were about him, to make it 
See. known in effect what their valour was, Whereupon all of them at once marched 
ce his Ene- forth againſt the Enemy, and ſlaughtered a great many of them, for that they, deſpiling 
 miesrotiight.

He therefore ſent one of the truftieſt of his Guard, to Jet them 0 
bicodtv'p. underſtand, that a/though King Artabanus had beer injured by them., in that they 
bad invaded his Countrey notwithſtanding , ſaid this Ambaſladour , he —

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A eſs account of the diſpleaſure he hath conceived againſt you, than of your Virtue, hath ſent - 


me unto you, to give you My hand and troth in his name, for a ſafe condi and ſecurity in 
gour Voyage, requiring you to be bis friends, he treateth therefore with you witheut any 
Deceit or Fraud, promiſing you Gifts and Honours, and reſolveth to encreaſe your Dignity 
by his Power. ' Aſinews refuſed to enterprize this Voyage, but ſent his Brother Anileus 
with certain Prelents, ſuch as he could poſſibly find. He therefore departed with the 
Meſſenger, and preſented himſelf before Artabanxs 3 who ſeeing Ani/exs come alone, 
aked him how it happened that Afnexs came not with him : And underſtanding that 
he ſtayed in his Mariſh, through the fear that he had of him ; he ſwore by the Gods of 
his Anceſtors, that he would do him no wrong, wiſhing them to give credit to his pro- 
miſe, and he ſtretched out his hand, which is the greateſt ſign with which the Kings of 
that Countrey uſe to aſſure thoſe that parley with them. For after they have mutu- 
ally given one another their hands, there is no ſiniſter practice to be feared, and they, 
from whom a man expeceth any harm, areno more to be feared, at ſuch time as they 
have given this teſtimony of aſſurance, This done, Artabanys ſent back Anilens, to 
perſwade his Brother Aſf7z2us to come to Court, Artabanus did this, ſuppoſing that 
this his Amity with the two Brothers, would be a bridle for the Jews, who otherwiſe 
might encroach upon his Governments. For he feared, leſt if any Rebeliton ſhould 
happen, and he ſhould be troubled in that War, Aſin4rs and they of Babylon ſhould 
grow more ſtrong, as well by the voluntary ſubmiſiion of the Jews, asby torce z and 
thereby ſhould do him the more miſchief. Upon this deliberation he ſent Anilers, 
who eaſily perſwaded his Brother , giving him to underſtand among other things, 
what good will the King bare him, and the Oath that he had ſworn 3 ſo that both of 
them reſorted to Artabanns, who received them very graciouſly, admiring Afnzus's 
Virtue, who had ſo great a courage in all his Enterpriſes 3 conſidering eſpecially, 
that he was a man of low ſtature, and who, to look on, ſeemed to be contemprible : 
and he told his Friends, that without compariſon, he had a greater heart, than his 
body. 

And when in banqueting he had named Aſzeus, and ſhewed him to Abdagaſrs the 
General of his Army, ſignifying unto him, with what valour theſe Brethren were en- 
p dowed in Feats of Arms : Abdagaſis required that it might be lawful for him to kill 4- 
22:45, to the end he might puniſh the wrongs he had done to the Eſtate of the Parthi- 
ans, Never (faid the King) will I give my conſent to betray a man, who hath committed 
himſelf to my proteFion, and hath given me his hand, and who buildeth upon the Oath I 
have paſsd unto himin the name of the Gods : But if thou be a valiant x1an in feats of Arms, 
thou baſt no need to make me forſwear my ſelf but when his Brother and he ſhall depart 
from hence, aſſail him, and overcome him by thy valour, provided that T be not privy to 
thy attempt, And afterwards, calling A{iex5 to him in the morning 3 7 zs time ( ſaid 
he ) that thou return homeward, for fear thou provoke divers of the Captains of my Court, 
which, contrary to my will, will endeavour to kill thee, Icommit the Countrey of Babylon 
to thy proteFion and guard ; which by thy care and wigilancy, ſhall remain exempt from all 
Robberies, and other ſuch Calamities, Reaſon it is, that I procure thy good, becauſe I have 
engaged mine Honour and Faith irrevocably unto thee 5, not upon any light matter, but for 
things that importune thee as nearly as thy life, This ſaid, he gave him certain Preſents, 
and preſently diſmiſſed him. Now, as ſoon as he returned home to his own Fortreſs, 
he fortified the places, both thoſe which were already ſecured, and the other, which 
as yet no man had attempted to fortifie : And in ſhort time he grew to that greatneſs, 
that no man , of ſo obſcure Fortune and beginning , attained before him. Neither 
contented with the Honours of the Babylonians, he was alſo held in great account 
by the Captains of the Parthians, who were ſent to govern in the neighbouring Pro-

F vinces3 yea, ſo much encreaſed his Authority with his Power, that all Meſopotamia 


was at his Command. In this Felicity and encrealing Glory of his, he continued 
for the ſpace of fifteen years which never began to decay, until ſuch time as negle&- 
ing the ancient Study of Virtue, and contemning the Laws of his Fore-fathers, 
both he and his factious followers being drowned in pleaſure, yielded themſelves 
Captive to Foreign Luſt, It fortuned that a certain Governour of thoſe Parthians 
came into that Countrey , accompanied with his Wife , not only endowed with 
other Perfections, but alſo admired for her incomparable Comelineſs and Beauty 3 
whom, without ever ſeeing her, only by report of her Beauty , Anilexs, Aſmaus's 
Brother, loved entirely ; and when as by no one of his allurements he could ob- 


. G tam her favour, neither had any other hope to enjoy the Lady, he could not bridle 


his unruly Luſt, but he made War againſt her Huſband ; and killing the Parthian

- ©-mg = to their Laws, for that he had married a Woman of a Foreign Nation, that contradicted 
crhone of his and violated their accuſtomed Religion 3 for which cauſe they adviſed him to beware 
Friends. leſt, in ſubmitting themſelves too much to their unbridled pleaſures, they ſhould loſe 
the honour and power they had received from God, even until that preſent. Bur ſeeing 
their perſwaſions profited nothing, and that Azilews likewiſe had villainouſly killed one 
of his deareſt Friends, who had ſomewhat too freely reproved him (who, at ſuch time 
as he lay a dying, being touched with the zeal of the Laws of his Anceſtors, and with 
grief againſt his Murtherer, wiſhed that Aſrexs and Anilexs, and all their Aflociatey 
might die the hke death 3 they, for that they were tranſgreſſors of the Law; the 
other, for that they ſuccoured not themlſclves1n that oppreſſion, which they ſuffered for 
the maintenance of their Laws.) They were ſore diſpleaſed ; yet notwithſtanding they 
contained themſelves, calling to their remembrance that their felicity procceded from 
no other cauſe, but from the valour of thoſe Brethren. 
But when they underſtood that the Parthian Gods were adored by this Woman, 
they bethonght them that it behoved them not any more to bear with Anilzus in con- 
tempt of their Lawssz for which cauſe, addreſſing themſelves to Aſinens in great Aſ: 
ſemblics, they exclaimed againlt Azzleus ; ſaying, thar he ought, although at firſt 
he had no power to diſpoſe of himſclf'; yet now at laſt, to corre& this errour before 
it ſhould redound to their publick Plague : For that both the Marriage was diſ.allow- . 
cd in all men's eyes, as altogether contrary to their Laws 3 and that the ſuperſtitious 
obſervance of the Gods, which the Woman preſumed to uſe, was an apparent injury 
Anileus is Offered to the true God.

Yet this admonition of 
Afmeu; poy- his took no effect with him 3 for the Woman perceiving that the rumour that was M 
ſoned by the raiſed among the people was for her ſake 3 and being atraid leſt for her love fake, 
Paran W® 4ileus ſhould incur ſome danger, ſhe poyſoned Ares, to the end that her love 
being in Authority, ſhe might more freely practiſe her impiety. Now when Anilzus 
had gotten the Government into his own hands, he drew out his Forces againſt cer- 
tain Villages belonging to M:thridates, one of the chicteſt among the Parthians, and 
Artabanus's Son in Law 3 which Villages he ſpoiled , and carried away men , ſheep 
and other richcs. When Mz#hridates, who at that time was reſident in thoſe Quar- 
ters, underſtood of the ſpoil of his Villages, he was very much diſpleaſed, and the 
rather, for that without any occaſion or proffer of injury, Anilenus had affailed him 
1n contempt of his Eſtate, who was a chief Peer of the Countrey : For which cauſe N 
he immediately aſſembled the greateſt power of Horſe and Foot he could gather, to 
Anilers ſet upon Anilens and his Aſſociates. Leading his Forces therefore againſt one of the 
eraweth Ms Villages, he kept himſelf in covert, to the end he might fight the next day, which 
Mithridatess was the Sabbath day 3 on which the Jews attempted not any thing. Whereof when 
| Surry Gogp Anileus was advertiſed by a certain Syrian, who dwelt in another Village, _— 
Villages, and EexaQtly told him all Mzthridates's intent, and the place where he intended to bartquet 
raketh him ith his Souldiers; after he had made his Souldiers take their refreſhment, marched 
WE : oy by night. to the end he might charge the Parthians before they might be advertr 
ſed of his coming.

him 3 that he likewiſe contented himſelf to have his life ſaved, after he had been pri- 
ſoner tothe Jews : For which cauſe (faid The) recover thou thy former virtue and honour, 
which thou haſt heretofore loft, or I ſrear by the Gods of the King my Father, that the bond 
of Marriage which is betwixt me and thee fhall be diſſolved. 

Mithridates, unable to endure theſe uſual reproaches, and on the other fide appre- 
hending his Wives haughty courage, from whom he feared to be ſeparated, he aſſembled 


the greateſt power of men that He could = notwithſtanding jt were againſt 
E 


his will, and led them forth; ſuppoſing himſelf to be nnworthy of life, if he,who by Na- 
tion was a Parthian, ſhould be put to the worſt by the Jews. When Arilexs underſtood 
that M:thridates came forth againſt him with a great force, he thought that it would 
redound- greatly to his indignity, if he ſhould he lurking amidſt his Marſhes, and ho- 
ping that he ſhould have no worſe fortune againſt his enemies, than he had at firſt, and 
building much upon his Souldiers, who were ever wont to get the upper hand in their 
encounters, he likewiſe drew forth his Army : to them alſo others adjoyned themſelves, 
who ſought nothing elſe but pillage, and hoped that with their only preſence they 
might diſcourage their enemy. Z 

But after they had marched about ninety ſtades, and paſſed thorow a County that 
was ſcant of water, and were about the heat of the mid day burned up with thirſt; 
Mithridates Army came in fight, and charged them even at that time, when they faint- 
ed for want of drink, and through the extremity of heat, ſo as they could ſcarcely 
handle their weapons. At that time Arileus's Souldiers encountring with Mithridates's 
freſh men, were ſhamefully put to flight : whereby it came to paſs that a great number 
of them were killed. But Amex himſelt, and all thoſe of his Company, retired them- 
ſelves in great haſte into a Forreſt, leaving Mithridates Lord and Maſter of the Field,

whereof he was very joyful. Notwithſtanding this diſaſter, an infinite number of A great num- 


lawleſs men reforted to Azil2xs, who ſet little by their lives, provided there might 
no limit be propoſed to their unbridled licentiouſneſs 3 fo that he gathered a greater 
number of men than thoſe he had loſt ; yet they were far different in valour from the 
former : for they were wholly ignorant of warlike diſcipline. Notwithſtanding, he 
being accompanied with theſe men, went and ſet upon divers Burroughs of the Baby- 
lonians, which were totally deſtroyed by his rapine and violence. For which cauſe 


| the Babylonians and his other enemies, ſent unto Nearda to the Jews that were there, 


requiring that A-i/2x5 might be delivered into their hands : whereunto condeſcend- 
ing not (for although they had a will to perform their requeſt, yet it lay not in their 


power to deliver him) they required that they might live in peace. And to treat of 


the conditions of peace, the Babylomians ſent certain men to confer with Arilexs. 
They having ſurveyed the place wherein Azilexs kept, aflailed both himſelf and his 
followers by night, and flew all thoſe they encountred with , without reſiſtance, 
and amongſt the reſt Azilexs. When the Babylonians ſaw that they were deliver- 
ed from the oppreſſion of Anilexs, who till that time had been as it were a bridle un- 
to them, to reſtrain and curb the hatred they conceived againſt the Jews, with whom 
they had oftentimes been at odds , by reaſon of the contrariety of their Religi- 


G ons, whereby it happened that they oftentimes fell at debate upon every opportu-

Now when Anz1exs's men were defeated, the Babylonians fet upon the Jews on all 
| ſides 3

Three ſeveral Conſpiracies were intended againſt him, to eaſe the world of this 
 burthenſome Tyrant, All of them were attempted by men of great account. For, 

_—_— AEmilins Regulus, who was born in Corduba m Spain, was fully reſolved to kill tim 
Cling himfelt; orto make him away by the means of his Confederates. Chereas Caſſius, Co- 
-Anilizs Re= Jonel over a thouſand men was the conductor of another Band 3 and Annivs Minucia- 
fo CH 2245 was in no lefs readineſs to do his uttermoſt herein, The cauſe that moved themto 
1142.4111::5:5, COmbine thus altogether in hatred againſt Cajus, was, that inreſpe&t of Regulus, he was 
by nature a deteſter of all iniquity: tor he was a very generous man,and fo free, that he 
difjembled not any of his deſigns, but communicated them with many, who were either 
bis friends, or valiant men fit for execution. And as touching Mirucianns, he was 10- 
duced to ſeek his revenge, through the defire he had to do juſtice to Lepidys, who had

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z been ore of his eſpecial friends, and one of the rareſt men that wereever found among ge 
the Roman Citizens (whom Cairs had put to death through the tear he had conceived ywrls, 4064. 
of him) knowing well that all they, againſt whom Cas was incenſed, could not e- = — s 
ſcape with leſs puniſhment than loſs of life. As for the third man Chereas, he could RES 
not endure the ſhame and reproach of cowardile that Caius had objected againſt him, 
but feared beſides, that his friendſhip and inward familiarity with Cains would draw 
him into manifeſt dangers: for which cauſe, and his own ſccurity and honours fake, 
he reſolved to diſpatch him. Generally all of them were rcſy1.-1to rid the world of 
Cains, and bring an end to his pride and tyrannical power, cor their hope was that 
their attempt having good ſucceſs: their Countrey and Commor,-weal ſhould reap the 
z fruits thereof, for whoſe ſecurity and ſafety, it became them tc hazard themſelves, 
though it were with loſs of their lives. © But above all the reſt, Cha reas was egged on 
with a defire he had to grow famous, and through the facility and convenient means 
he had to do it, becauſe his Colonels room gave him moſt ſecure acceſs unto him. © A- The Circen- 
bout that time the Circenſian Games were ſolemnized, which is a kind of Paſtime fin C—_ 
which the Romans very willingly behold, and to this intent they refort to the place of Samy 
theſe exerciſes, and the common people is wont to demand ſomewhat from the Em- murthered, 
perour, which they defire to obtainz and after having examined therr requeſts, do ſho Os 
never refuſe them. Now they required with inſtant and importunate ſupplications, their exatti» 
that Cains would diſcharge them of their taxations, and moderate the exceflive tri- ors. 
C butes which they payed: but he would give no ear unto them, and cauſed thoſe to be 
apprehended, who called upon the matter moſt earneſtly z ſending his Guard, lome 
of them one way, ſome of them another, to put them to the ſword. After he had gi- 
ven this order, and they who received it had fully executed it, a great number of 
men were killed. The people ſeeing this, ceaſed to exclaim any more, preferring 
their hives to their goods.

Cains having appointed him to gather in his Tributes, in*the execution whereof he 
followed his own nature, rather than Czſar's command, and ſpared thoſe of whom 
he ought to have compaſſion for their poverty ſake. Cains was fo diſpleaſed here- 
with, that he obje&ed againſt him, that the cauſe why he delayed the bringing in of 
his money, was his cowardiſe and neghgence: And among uther injuries that he ot- 
tered him, as oft as he gave him the Watch-word, as he uſually went to fetch it once 
a day upon his Watch-day, he gave him the names of women, and others that were ig- 
nomimious perſons, notwithſtanding that he himſelf was no leſs remarkable, tor his et- 
tkeminate daintineſs. In thoſe Ceremonies which he himſelf had eſtabliſhed, he attired 
E himſelf hke a woman, and was diſguiſed with certain veils, whereby he might the better 
counterfeit that ſex, and yet notwithſtanding he could object this diſhonour to Chereas, 
whom he vexed conſtantly when he gave him the Watch-word, and ſo much the more 
becauſe his companions jeared him with it. For when it was his turn to receive. the word 
trom Ceſars mouth, he ordinarily fitted him with ſuch an one as might move laughter, 
which made him the bolder to conſpire with his Confederates, in that he had juſt oc- 
calion to be difpleaſed : among theſe was a Senator, called Popedixs, and one that 
had paſt{s'd through all honGurs and offices, otherwiſe an Epicure and lover of delights. 
Imidius accuſed him (in that he was his enemy) that he had uttered certain injurious 
[peeches againſt Cains: and for proof hereof, he alledged 2nintilia for his witneſs, a ped; is ac 
F woman among all Stage-players dearly beloved of many, but in eſpecial, by Pope- cuſed of a 
dins, by reaſon of her incomparable beauty : and for that ſhe refuſed to bear witneſs in r_— 
a matter falſely objefted againſt him, whom ſhe entirely loved, Timidius required, that cefar. 

Cains importuned herewith, communi Chereas 
with all expedition and diligence to ſee Ynintilia tortured : and the rather gave he 
Chereas theſe Commiſſions to kill and torment thoſe whom he pleaſed; for that he' had 
conceived this opinion, that he would acquit himſelf with more cruelty, to the end he 
might exempt himſelf of that reproach of faint-heartednefs which was wrongfully ob- 
xted againſt him.

- Pajinics, faulted therefore with Clement, who was Captain of the foot, and Papinins who had the 

command of the Guard, and ſpake unto them to this effect. © We have (aid he) OC. 
« ent, employed our ſelves to the uttermoſt for the Emperours ſafety : for by our di. 
 ligence and care we have done ſo much, that of all thoſe, who have conſpired againg 
% him, ſome of them have been killed: the reſt in ſuch fort tormented and martyreg 
<« that Cai#s himſelf had compaſſion on them. But what reward or honour receiye _ 
& for all theſe ſervices? Clement hearing theſe words, held his peace, giving manifck 
teſtimony by his looks, and the change of his colour, that he was greatly athamed he 
had ſo long time obeyed the Emperours commands: and whilſt he thought with him. 
ſelf that it was no policy for him to open his mouth againſt Caz#s cruelty, Chereas en. 
boldned himſelf to diſcover the calamities and dangers wherein both the City and the 
whole Empire were plunged, telling him, that the common report was, that Caizs was | 
the cauſe of them : | 

But (faid he) thoſe that will narrowly examine the truth, will judge that Þ and Payinj. 
us that SFandeth by me, and you, Clement, more than we, have a_ the Romans torment, 
and the World"s miſery, for that of our own will we have been Miniſters of Caius's (yp. 
mands:; and although the means lieth in us to make an end of thoſe Violences that are com. 
mitted againſt the Citizens, and injurics to the whole World: yet we ſerve hint for his 
Guard and Hang-men, inſtead of Souldiers. And we bear Arms, not to maintain our Li. 
berty, and the Roman Empire, but to preſerve him who keeps their bodies and minds in lt 
very: And every day are we ſoiled in their blood who are killed and tortured, until juch 
time as ſome one ſerve us with the ſame ſauce, to ſatisfie Catus's Cruelty. For it is not for L 
the good will he beareth us, that he maketh uſe of us 5 but that which is more, we are ſuſpe- 
ed by him, and he will cauſe us to be put to death, as he hath doneothers. For his diſpleaſure is 
20t limited by juſtice, but by his will : Ve alſo ſhall ſerve him for a mark to aim at. Fir 
which cauſe it behoveth us to provide for the ſecurity and liberty of all men; and eſpecialy, 
to warrant our ſelnes againſt all thoſe dangers that threaten us. 

Clement declared by apparent figns, that he thought well of Chereas reſolution, 
but he counſelled him to make no words of it, for fear the rumour thereof ſhould be 
ſpread among the people, and the ſecrets ſhould be diſcovered before the exccution: 
and leaſt that Cazxs getting an inkling thereof, they ſhould all of them be drawn into 
danger of death; and in the mean while, 1t behoved them to hope that ſome good M 
fortune would fall out to their furtherance: and that for himſelf, his age had taken 
from him the neceſiary courage that belonged to ſuch enterprizes. ©*It may be (faid 
« he) that I may furniſh you with ſome advice more ſecure than yours is, Chereas, for 
a more honeſter than it 1s, who 15 he that can propoſe ? This ſaid, Clemert returned to 
his houſe, ruminating with himſelf upon thoſe words which he had both heard and 

Cornelius Sa ſpoken. But Chereas grew fearful, and conferred with the Colonel Cornelius Sabinus, 

——_ whom he knew to bea man of reputation, a lover of liberty, and greatly diſcontent- 
ed with the eſtate for the miſeries of the Common-weal 3 and ſeeing 1t was Ne- 
ceſlary to attempt that with all expedition which he had intended, he thought good 
to impart the matter to him 3 fearing leſt Clement ſhould diſcover all the Conſpiracy, N 
conſidering that delay and procraſtination would be but an occaſion to hinder the a- 
Qion. When therefore he perceivd him to give ear to all that which he intended, 
and that already he was confirmed with no leſs reſolution than himſelf was; but in that 
he knew not with whom he might familiarly communicate the ſame, he ſaid nothing: 
whereas otherwiſe he was ready, not only to conceal that which he had heard, but allo 
declared that which he had in his heart, he was ſo much the more encouraged. For 
which cauſe, without further delay they went to Mzzucianus, who was conformable 
unto them in virtue, good affeftion, and great courage; and who beſides that, was 
ſuſpected by Carus by reaſon of Lepidas death, For, Minucianus and Lepidus were 
very great friends, and had been atlociates in the ſame dangers. For Caiys was feared 0

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x Now they knew well one another, that all of them vcre difpleaſed to ſce the Com- tr 
mon-weal in that eſtate: but the apprehenſion of the danger ſutfcred them not to yy, 400d, 
manifeſt the hatred that each of them bare to Caizs, although their ſecret conceit after Chriſt's 
ingendred among them a certain Amity, For, betore that tune, as often as they met _ 
rogerher, they were accuſtomed to eſteem Minzcianus for the molt honourable man 
of the Company, as in truth, among all the Citizens of Rowe he was the moſt ta- 
mous, valiant and beſt eſteemed among them: being therefore aflembled at that time, 
he was firſt of all requeſted to ſpeak his opinion. For which cauſe he asked Chereas 
what the watch-word was he had received that day (for all the City knew very well 
what mockery Caizs uſually uſed in giving Chereas the Watch-word :) Chereas not-. 
z withſtanding this diſgrace, failed not to anſwer him, relying on the wiſdom of Al- 
mcianys, and faid unto hims 

But give you me for the Watch-word, T.iberty; mean while I give you thanks for that 
zou have awaked me more ſpeedily, than of my ſelf I have accuſtomed to be. Tou need 
not now any further enforce your ſelf to incite me by your words, ſith both you and I hate 
undertaken the ſame reſolution. Before we were aſſembled iz this place, our thoughts were 
mited, Behold h:re my ſword that is girt unto my ſides, this ſhall ſuffice for #s both.

C which kindleth me thus to this ation, is not the conſideration of iy particular intereſt : 
for Thave not the leiſnre to think on thoſe dangers that threaten me, through the grief 
that I conceive, to ſee the Liberty of my Countrey changed into ſlavery, and the force of 
the Laws wholly aboliſhed, and all ſorts of mn condemned to death by Caius cruelty, It 
# I that deſerve to be truſted in this execution, and I make yeu my judge, fince you have 
the like intention that I have. 

Minucianus , perceiving with what affe&ion Chereas ſpake, embraced him with cerca with 
all love 3 and after he had praiſed him, he exhorted him to continue hes conſtaney - _ _— 
then departed they one from the other, with prayers and wiſhes 3 and at that time Ten 0 
there hapned a preſage that confirmed them the more. For as Chereas entred into 

D the Senate, ſome one among the people caſt out a word, that redoubled his courage. 

Diſpatch (faid he) that which thou haſt todo; for God will afliſt thee. Cherezs was 
ſomewhat afraid, leſt ſome one of his Aflociates had betrayed him. But at laſt, he 
thought it was ſome one of thoſe, who, being privy to his reſolution, gave him a 
Watch-word to animate him the more; or that it was God, who, governing and ob- 
ſerving humane affairs, puſhed him forward. After he had imparted this his delibera- 
tion to divers; ſundry Senators, Knights, and Souldiers being advertifed hereof were 
in Arms. For, there was not any one that ſuppoſed not that Caizs death was the great- 
ct good hap the Common-wealth could expect. For which caule, all of them enforced 
themſelves as much as they could, to afliſt the execution with couragious and virtu- 

E ous reſolution : and as forward were they in affe&tion as in power; in words as in ef. 
tet, deſiring each of them to be partakers in the diſpatch of a Tyrant. For Caliſthas cilifthus, Cai- 
alſo, who was Cizs tree-man, and raiſed by him to great Authonty, yea, ſuch as almoſt * CO 
equall'd him, adjoyned himſelf to them for the fear he apprehended of all men, and reap gr 
tor thoſe great riches which he had gathered together, for that he was a man ofa cor- »s command- 
rupt conſcience, and eafily won by bribes and preſents, doing wrong to all men, and £00 P9Y- 
abuſing the power he had, againſt whomſoever he pleas'd, contrary to all right and rea- 
lon. Beſides, for that he knew the unbridled nature of Caizs, who having once conceiv- 
ed an ill opinion of any man, could never afterwards be diflwaded or reconciled. A- 
mong(t divers other dangers that he had to apprehend, the greatneſs of the danger 

F of his riches was not the leaſt, which was the cauſe that made him ſerve Claudine, 
and tecretly to foilow him, under hope, that after Caizs death, he ſhould be his Suc- 
cc{lour in the Empire, and that at that time he ſhould by him be maintained in the 
lame eſtate, which he enjoyed : and by this means he thought to obtain his amity and 
ood liking, by giving him to underſtand how Caizs had commanded him to poyſon 

im, and how he had invented infinite delays to defer this execution. As for mine 
own part, I think that Caliifhxs forged this matter. For if Caius had pretended to 
kll Clandins, he had not been difſwaded by Califthus allegations, who had preſent- 
ly received his reward, if he had deferred to execute his Matters command, with all 
expedition 1n a matter ſo acceptable to him. So it is, that the Providence of God 

6 would not permit Cains to execute that rage againſt Claudiysz and Caliſthus was there- 
by thanked for the benefit. which he no ways deſerved. 

Thoſe that were about Chereas day by day, followed the aftion very ſlowly, notwith-' 
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RAT ſtanding that he willingly delayed not, but thought on all occaſions fit to-finiſh his Fj 
Tyne purpoſe in, for that he might aſſail him at ſuch time as he aſcended up into the Capir, 
after Chriſ's or even then when he ſolemnized thoſe Ceremonies, which he had inſtituted in honoy; 
= ah of his Daughter, or at ſuch time as he ſtood in the Palace to ſcatter Gold, and $ilye; 
Chereas expe- among the people, by caſting him from the top of the Palace into the Market place 
_—_ the Ty Or at ſuch time as he celebrated thoſe Myſteries, that were introduced by him, py. 
7. wn 0 ee No man ſuſpe&ed Chereas, ſo diſcreetly had he behaved himſclf in all things - ang Q 
perſwaded himſelf that no man would have thought that he ſhould lay violent hands 
on Cains. And although he had done page to any effect ; yet ſo itis, that the Poly. 
er of the Gods was ſuthcient to give him force, and to kill him without drawin 
weapon. Chereas was ſore diſpleaſed againſt his Companions, in reſpect that hy 
feared that they would let ſlip their occaſion z and although they perſe&tly 
knew that he intended it for the maintenance of the Laws, and for the good of them 
all: yet did they requeſt him to delay a little, for fear leſt in the execution he 
ſhould in ſome fort miſcarry, and for that cauſe the City might be brought in trouble 
by the informations that would be made of that actz and that at length when Cai, 
ſhould be ſo much the better provided againſt them, they ſhould not know how tg 
ſhew their virtue, when the time required that they ſhould aflault and ſet uron him. 
They therefore thought it good that the opportunity to ſet forward this buling 
ſhould be the time in which the Games of the Palace were celebrated, which ere 
ſolemnized in honour of Ceſar, who firſt of all difanulled the Peoples Authority, and x 
appropriated it to himſelf. This Solemnity 1s celebrated] in a Tent before the Palace 
where the noble Citizens, with their wives and children remained to bchold the 
ſport,- and Czſar himſelf likewiſe. At that time rhey concluded that it would be ay 
Thefinal con. Eaſie matter for them, when ſo many thouſands of people ſhould be ſhut up in 
cluſion of the narrow a place 3 ſo that he, who would ſtep formoſt to give the ſtroke, might very 
WE eaſily be ſuccoured, for that he could have no aſliſtance, although his Guard ſhoull 
Caius dear. have the courage and deſire to defend him. Chereas reſolved upon this, and it was 
concluded that the firſt day of thoſe ſports that were next at hand, the deed ſhould 
be done: but their adventure was greater than their concluſion. For the delay was 
ſach, as the third day was almoſt paſt, and hardly could they be drawn to attempt |, 
the matter on the third day. At which time Chereas allembled all the Confederate, 
and told them that the opportunity of time had overſlipt them, accuſed and reproach- 
ed then of {lackneſs in that execution, which had been fo virtuouſly reſolved a- 
mong them : and that it was to be feared, leſt if any ſhould be diſcovered, the whole 
watter ſhould be fruſtrate : by which means Cazus might grow more cruel than 
he was before. See we nt ( ſaid he) that by how much lilerty we take from our ſelves, 
by ſo much we augment Caius tyranny? mwhercas we onght firſt of all to obtain ſecurity for 
our ſelves, and afterwards purchaſe perpetual felicity to ctkers, the greateſt glory whereof 
ſhall redound unto our ſelves. Now they having notting to reply againſt ſo honourable 
a reſolution, and yet notwithſtanding no ways enforcing themſe]ves towards the acti- \ſ 
on, but remaining altogether amazed without one word ſpeaking, Chereas ſpake 
thus : | 
M-ſt noble and generous Gentlemen, what is the cauſe that we linger and delay in 
this manner 2 See you not that this day is the laſt day of the Games, and that Caius is 
ready to go to Sea £ for he hath actermined to ſail into Alexandria, ard to ſee Egypt: 
truly it will be a ſmall honour for us, if we ſuffer kim 10 eſcape out of our hands, to the 
end that both by Land and Sea, he may triumph over the Romans negligence, How 
can we chnſe but condemn our ſelves juſtly, and challenge nothing but diſhononr, if ſome 
Egyptian ſuppoſing that men of free condition could not any longer endure his inſo- 
lence ſhould put the matter in execution s For mine oxnn part, I will dream no longer N 
pon your conſultations, but this very day will I hazard my ſelf; and betide we what 
can, I will ſuitain all fortunes with pleajure and courage. For I am a man of that 
mind, that no danger can be ſo great or grievous to daunt me, or drav me from ſo 
worthy an enterprize which ſome other will put in execution if I delay, depriving 
me of the greate5t honour and glory that the world can afford for its deliverance, This 
ſaid, he departed with an intent to attempt and end the matter, and encouraged the 
reſt to do the like; fo that all of them were deſirous to ſet hand to the enterprize, 
without any further delay. The cuſtom was, that the Captains of the Guard entred 
the Palace with their ſwords by their ſides, and in ſuch equipage they asked the Em- 
peror the Watch-word. , At that time it fortuned that it was Chereas turn to fetch the 
Watch-word, a great number of people had flocked to the Palace, to take up 
their places to behold the Games with great preſs and noiſe 5 wherein Caivs = 
orcatly 
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4 greatly delighted , for there was no diſtinction of place either for Senators or Knights, rs 
but each one fate together contutedly, men and women, {laves an free-men. Cs ni a 
arriving there firſt, had offered facritice in honour of Ceſar Angnſtzs, in whoſe ho- .fter Corifi's 
nour likewiſe thoſe ſports were ſolemnized. It came to paſs that whilſt thoſe Feaſts 2243 
were embowelled, that were appointed for ſacrifice, Aſprevas Gown, who at that £4# tacriti- 
time was Senator, was beſprinkled with blood: whereat Caizs beyan to laugh 5 yet = 
notwithſtanding, this was a preſage for Afrenas. For he was tlain that very day prn-s. 
that Cains was. It 1s reported that Ca7#s at that time, contrary to his own nature. 
behaved himſelf moſt affably towards all men, fo that all the alliſtance were aftoniſh- 
4 to behold the courtelie that he uſed. After the ſacrifice was done, he ſate him 
down to behold the Paſtimes, and had about him the moſt noble of his friends and 
familiars Now was there every year a Theatre builded, according to this form and The Theatre, 
faſhion that enſueth : It had two gates, the one towards the open yard; the o- 
ther opening upon the porch, by which the aGors had their egre(s and regrels, 
without diſturbance of thoſe who fate to behold the paſtime. There was within the 
me a certain room, ſeparated from the reſt, where the Players and Muli.ians 
kept, when the people were ſeated, and Cheareas, with the Captains were near a- 
bout Ce/ar, who late on the right fide of the Theatre : Batibirs one of the Senators, , 
a man very expert in feats of Arms, asked Cluvitzs privily in his ear, who fate by (4.44,.. 
him and had in hke fort been Conſul, whether he heard any n-ws 2 who anſwering | 
C him, that he had heard nothing. On this day ( ſaid Batibius) ſhall the tragedy be pleid of 

a Tyrants death, Cluvitzs made him this reply in Himers words, | 


Whiſt : leſt ſome Greek, ſhould liſten to onr tatk, 


Now whilſt ſome one darted certain apples and rare and precious Birds at the 
people, Caine took great pleaſure to behold how they ſtrove one with another round 
about him, buffeting one another to ſee who ſhould get the ſame : but at that pre- 
ſent there chanced two prefages: for the ſport that was repreſented, was of a Judsg, 
who was apprehended and crucified, and in the Dance they repreſented Cyrera, who 

) was killed with Myrrha her Daughter: and there was a great quantity of blood oA- 
thered to counterfeit both the murther of the Judge that was crucihied, as alſo of 
Cyrera, It is affirmed likewiſe, that the day was the very fame, whereon P74ilip the 
Son of Amzntas King of Macedon, had been killed by Paxſanias one of his familiars, 
at ſuch time as he entred the Theatre. Whilſt Caizs was incertain with himſelf whe. 
ther he ſhould remain untill the ſports were finiſhed, for that it was the laſt day of 
them, or rather (ſhould reſort to the Bath, and after he had refreſhed himſelf, return 
back again thither as he had done before; Minncianws iitting next unto him, 
fearing leſt the occaſion ſhould be overſlipt, becauſe he had ſeen Cher:as go out 
of doors, with an intent to go and encourage hin. But Caizs catcht him by the 
Gown, ſaying, Whither go you, my friend? At which time for the reverence ſake 
that he bare unto Ceſar, he fate him down again : but the fear that he had, grew ſo 
forcible, that he aroſe again ſo that Caizs could not detain him, ſuppoſing that 
he had gone thence to diſpatch ſome important bulinels. At that time did 4/- 
prenas counſel Ceſar to repair to the Bath, telling him that after his refreſhment he 
might return thither again; all which he did, being delirous that the reſolution might 
take effet. They that were with Chereas were ready diſpoſed to take advantage 
of the time, and were agreed each of them to ſtand prepared and in a readineſs, in 
a place appointed, to tte mtent to :Et the Tragedy: and thedelay ſeemed very tedious 
tothem, tor it was already three a clock afternoon. So that Cheregs ſeeing that Cairs 
F lingred ſo long, intended to go in unto him and aflail him in his feat: but he con- 
ceived that he could not bring that to paſs without great loſs and murther of the Se- 
nators, and Knights that were preſent. Now although he had this apprehenſion, 
yet addreſled he himſclf to the execution thereof, —_— that the loſs that might 
happen by the death of ſome one, would be well recompenſed by the ſecurity and li- 
berty, that would redound unto all men. When as therefore they were in a readi- 
neſs to enter the Theatre, news was brought them, that Caizs was riſen to come forth ; 
by means whereof there aroſe ſome noiſe. For which cauſe the Confederates turned 
back into the Theatre, and appeaſed the people, telling them that they diſpleaſed 
- and annoyed the Emperour : but the effect was, to draw him aſide from all thoſe, 
G who might yield him any 2Mſtance 3 and fo to ſet upon him. Before Caizs marched 
Claudias his Uncle, and M. Minneianys his Siſters Husband and VLaleriys who at that 
time was Proconſul, who might not by any means be drawn from their place, al- 
ALY though 
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NR though they had the will, by reaſon of the Place and Dignity which they held. Cz. T 
Te year »f the if . . p : 
world, 460g, # followed after them, accompanied with Parls Aurnntins. Now when he was en. 
after Cis tred into the Palace, he left the ready way where his Othcers were, and Claudius and 
$417233 his Aflociates held : and turned aſide by an untrequented way to the Baths, on Pur 
poſe to ſee certain young Boys, who were come out of Af, and were ſent him Out 
of that Countrey, partly to ſing in thoſe Ceremonies that, were inſtituted by hin 
and partly to dance in Arms about the Theatre ; and In that place Chereas came and 
encountred him, asking him the Watch-word: which Caius gave him very reproach- 
fully according to his cuſtom. For which cauſe without any further. delay, Cheres; 
allaling him both in word and ad, drew his ſword and gave him a great wound 
which notwithſtanding was not mortal : ſome ſay that Chereas purpoſely wounded 
caixs lain. Him after that manner, becauſe he would not kill him at once, but to his greater tor- 
ment increaſe the number of his wounds: but I cannot believe it, for that in ſuch ex 
ecutions a man hath no leiſure to determine how to ſtrike. And if Chereas had ack 
an intention, I account him the verieſt fool that might be, for he rather took plea- 
ſure to content his deſpite, than readily to deliver both himſelf and others, who h 
his delay, in being of his Confederacy might be drawn into hazard, For, if Caine hal 
not been ſuddenly killed, he could not have wanted reſcue, and it ſhould ſeem tha 
Chereas had not pretended to do ſo much milchiet to Caizs, as to himſelf and his Fel. 
low-confederates. And being in this uncertainty, whether his enterprize ſhould haye 
fallen out happily or no, he had without reaſon both undone himſelf and loſt the ge. K 
cafion, whereas having happily hit home, he might vithout a word ſpeaking ſecure 
himſelf againſt thoſe who.would offend him. Burt let every man think what beſt pleaſ: 
eth him. Caizs feeling the grief of the wound (tor he was ſtricken between the {boul. 
der and the neck, and his {word could not pierce further, by reaſon that it hit pon 
the firſt bone of the breaſt) he cried not at all, neither called for any of his friend. 
whether it were thathe diſtruſted them all, or that he had ſome other thoughts; and 
in lamenting himſelf he paſſed forward. But he was met by Cornelius Sabinus who 
was already prepared to encounter him, who thruſt him down upon his knees 
whereupon all of them environed him round about, and with mutual exhortations 
encouraged one another to do their utmoſt in murthering him. At length in all | 
4114 gave mens opinion they agreed on this, that it was Aquila that gave him the deadly 
-- ulPY wound, that ſevered his ſoul from his body. But this act ought to be attributed to 
bur Cherzzs Chereas : For though divers ſet to their hands in the aCtion, yet was he the fi 
was the au- who had bethought him of the aCtion, having a long time before any of them pre- 
hr _-_ meditated the fame, after what ſort it ſhould be attempted : and he allo was the fir 
tragedy. that durſt boldly impart it unto others, and who after they had allowed of his reſfv- - 
lution, aſſembled them: and when every one was to ſpeak his opinion, he conclu- 
ded the ſame very diſcreetly, and had always done far more than the reſt; fo that 
by his earneſt and honourable perſwaſions, he encouraged thoſe that were faint- 
hearted, ſince at ſuch time as the opportunity preſented it ſelf, toſet hand to the exe-M 
cution, he was the firſt that attempted 1t, and who valiantly ſtruck and made an caſie 
way tothe reſt, who found Cai#s calm enough, for he was almoſt dead. For which 
caule, it is neceflary that all which others have done, ſhould beaſcribed to Chereg: ad- 
vice, vertue and diligence. 
Thus died Caizs, being ſtruck with many mortal wounds, Now when Chereas and 
his Companions had diſpatched him, they perceived well that it would be impoſlible 
for them to ſave themſelves, if ſo be they thould return by the way that they came ; (0 
much were they raviſhed with that which they had done : For they drew themſelves 
into no ſmall danger by murthering an Emperour, who was cheriſhed and beloved 
through the folly of the common people, and whoſe death the Souldiers would not N 
leave unpumſhed. Now in that the ways were narrow where the murther was done, 
and they themſelves allo were hindred. by reaſon of the great number of people, and 
Officers and Souldiers that gave their attendance that day, in guarding the Emperour ; 
cherzas with they took another way, and retired themſelves into Germanicss's lodging, who was 
his Confede- Cazws's Father, whom they had lately killed. This houſe adjoyned unto the Palace. 
ranes ere For although the Palace was but one, yet conſiſted it of divers lodgings which were 
cs houſe, =builded by leveral Emperours 3 whoſe names, whether they had begun or finiſhed the 
works, were impoſed upon the fame buildings. When therefore they had eſcaped 
from the preſs, they were in ſafety as long as the inconvenience that had betallen 
The Gormane RE Emperour was yet hidden, The firit report of his death came to the Ger- O 
Ceſzi*; Guard, Mans who were of his Guard, being a Company choſen out of that Nation named. 
the Celtique Band, for the preſervation of the Emperours Perſon. Theſe men

A are very prone unto wrath, and amongſt all other B: rarians, it 1s a rare thing in 
them to examine the cauſes of their executton : otherwite they are men ſtrong in bo- 
dy, and who in the Wars always give the firſt onſer, [yielding great advantage to thoſe 
on whoſe fide they fight. They having notice of Cazzs murther, were vehemently 
grieved thereat, for that it is their manner to cenſure all things not according 
to right, but as they were anſwerable to their own profits: Cairns eſpecially 
was dearly beloved by them, for he had obtained their favour by beſtowing much 
money upon them. Their Captain was one called Sabiz5, who was not advanced to 
that dignity, either for his virtue or for the Nobility of his Anceſtors (for he was but 
a Fencer) but for his mighty ftrength and huge body. They therefore ranabout with

that he intended they ſhould buy his blood very dearly z and indeed fo had he 
done, but that, being environed by divers, who aflailed him at once, he was beaten 


down, and ſtruck with many deadly wounds. The third was Aztejus, one of the 4ntiins. 


number of the Senators, who with ſome others met nat with theſe men by chance, 
as the two other had done; but to ſhew the hatred that he bare unto Cairns, and 
the pleaſure that. he took to ſee him lye dead, was come out of his houſe, being cg- 
ged on with envy to feed his eyes with that ſpeCtacle. For Caizs had baniſhed Az- 
teins Father, whoſe name likewiſe was Arteins, and not content therewith, he had 
ſent his Souldiers to kill him. He therefore with great pleaſure Feheld the car- 
caſe of this Tyrant but hearing the uproar that was raiſed in every part of the houſe, 
he thought good to hide bimſelf; yet could he not avoid the narrow ſearch of the 
Germans, who were ſo diſpleaſcd, that they killed all they met, whether they were 
D guilty or guiltleſs of the fact: Thus were theſe three made away. 

But after the rumour of Cairns death was heard in the Theatre, every one was ama- 


zed, and could ſcarcely believeit. For although divers of them were very glad that what fort «&f - 
he was taken out of the world, perſwading themſelves that it woald highly profit people they

them 3 yet did their fear hinder their belief. On the other ſide, there were ſome 


who defiring not that any ſuch miſhap ſhould befal Ceſar, and conceiving in their death. 


thoughts, that it was impoſlible to be done, for that there was no men ſo bold, as 
to attempt itz they ſuppoſed the report to be altogether falſe. Of this mind were 
certain women and children, ſlaves and ſouldiers. Theſe by reaſon they received 
wages at his hand, tyrannized with him, being his miniſters 1n all thoſe abuſes that he 
7 offered to many good Citizens, in partaking the booty, and other advantages that 
Caius drew unto him. As for the Women and Children, they were of that opinion, by 
reaſon that ſuch kind of people take delight in Plays, Jefts, Donations of fleſh, and 
other ſach Paſtimes, which Caizs in word pretendeth to do to gratifie the common 
people, but in effec it was to have means to ſatisfie his rage and cruelty. He was al- 
ſo gracious among the ſervants and ſlaves, for that by him they had liberty to ac- 
cuſe and contemn their Maſters, and were therein countenanced by Cazzs. For when 
they falſly accuſed their Maſters, they were eaſily believed; and when they diſcover- 
ed their Maſters treaſures, in recompence of their diſcovery they were not only made 
free by him, but alſo ſent home with rich and ample rewards. For the reward that 
was aſſigned them, was the eighth part of thoſe goods that were confiſcated. As for 
certain of the Nobility, although the matter ſeemed true to ſome of them, for that 
before they were privy to that which the reſt intended, and —— they 
defired that the enterprize ſhould be effefted; yet kept they all things cloſe, and 
gave no ſign of joy, nor made any ſhew that they heard that which was reported. 
For ſome of them feared leſt if they ſhould be fruſtrated of their hope, they 
ſhould bring themſelves in danger of puniſhment, for having diſcovered their in- 


tent ſooner than they ſhould have done. They likewiſe who knew the enter- Diversrumors 


prize and were Confederates with the Atorsz yet did they more cloſely conceal - £8 
it the one from the other, fearing leſt if they ſhould diſcover the matter to any one of '* © 


G thoſe, who drew any commodity from Caizs tyranny, they might bewray them: 
whereby if Caizs ſhould be yet alive, they might incur the danger of puniſhment.

There aroſe alſo another report, which daunted and beat down the hearts an( 
hopes of the Nobility ; namely, that Caizs ſetting light by the danger wherein he was, 
and as little alſo by the wounds he had reccived, was come into the Market-place al 
bloody as he was, and after this manner declaimed before the people : See here, ho » 
they that ſpread theſe rumours, preferred their conjetures, wkich were void of all reaſon ; 
which diſtraed thoſe that heard it, according as they were attefted. Notwithſtand.- 
ing all this, no man removed from his place, for fear leſt they ſhould be ſuddenly ac- 
cuſed 3 knowing well that they ſhould be accuſed, not according to their thoughts and 
aff-&ions, bur according to the diſpoſition of their Judges and Acculers. 

The German But after that the Germans had environed the Theatre with their naked Swords, all 


ka 
_ i that were preſent expected nothing but deaths and as loon as any man <cutrecd, they 
— Hoy © were {ized with ſuch an amazement, as if they had already fclt the ſtrokes; fo thar 
they knew not what to do, having no heart to depart from thence; and otherwiſe 
perſwading themſelves, that if they ſtaycd there any longer, it would breed them fur- 
ther danger. - At length, when the Souldiers were centred into the Theatre by force, all 
the Aſſembly cryed out, proteſting that whatſoever was done, it was beſides their 
knowledge, whether it were cither attempted by Conſpiracy, or any other means, They 
therefore moſt humbly cntreated them, that they would ſpare them, and not init 
the penalty of the guilty on thoſe that are innocent : For their own parts, they pray- 
ed them to ſearch out thoſe who had committed the ad, it any ſuch thing were com- 
mitted. And thus ſpake they with tears, beating their breaſts, and calling the Godsty 
witneſs; alledging that which the preſent danger ſuggeſted them with, and as much as 
ſuch as pleaded for their lives could ſay. By theſe per{waſtons of theirs the Souldiers fu- 
Ty was abated, fo that they began to repent for what they had executed in the Thea- 
tre; for this alſo was a cruelty, as they themſelves (notwithſtanding their barbarous 
incivility) ſuppoſed it to be, which was, that the heads of Aſpreras and others that were 
killed, were carried and ſet uponan Altar. Whereat all the Aftiſtants were moſt griey- 
oully diſcontented, remembring themſelves of the dignity of the men, and having com. 
paſlion of that which had belallen them 3 conſidering alſo, that they themſelves were 
no: far off from dangers, being uncertain whether they ſhould ſave themſelves: where- 
by it came to paſs, that ſomect thoſe who had cauſe to hate Ca7s, durlt not freely re- 
joyce at his dearth, becauſe they were upon the point to loſe their own lives, having as 
ver no appearance ef any ſafety. 
Auinizs en. At lengih Auruntizr, a man who was gracious among the people, and was one of the 
rrerhche The- common Cricrs, who had a ſtrong voice; and by crying ſuch goods as were to be fold, 
_—— had gathered fo great ſubſtance, as that he was accounted one of the richeſt menin | 
Emperour'ss Rozze, and 1n great cſteem amongſt all men 1n that behalf, entred the Theatre in a 
death, mourning Habir, and atter a lamentable manuer : And alchough he inwardly hated Cai- 
z5, yet for the fear he conceived leſt he ſhould loſe his goods, and in conſideration of 
the preſent danger, he diflembled his joy 3 wearing all thoſe Garments of mourning, 
and uſing no lcts lamentation, than if he had bemoaned the death of his deareſt friend. 
Aftcr this manner he came into the Theatre, publiſhing Caizs death, to the intent that 
The Germans the people might not be ignorant of that which had hapned: After this, he began to 
fury, awakeu- repreſs the rage of the Germans, and commanded their Captains and Tribunes to put 
_ up ther Swords, afluring them of the Empcrour's death 5 which act of his did manitfeſt- 
is paced. Iy fave the hves of all thoſe who were atlembled in the Theatre, and all them likewile, 
whom they could have met with, For if they had had but the leaſt ſurmiſe, that Cars 
had as yet been alve, taere was not any fort of cruelty which they had not commit- 
ted : For they bare him fo great love and affeCtion, that to ſecare him from that mil- ' 
tortune, they would have redeemed him with the lols of their own lives. But as ſoon 
as they underſtood he was dead, they reprefled their furious rage, which egged them 
forward to revenge z knowing that 1t availed them nothing to diſcover ther affeCti- 
ons towards him, in that he could yield them no requital. Beſides, the fear they had, 
leſt, that in purſuit of their Tyrannous Murthers, the Senate ſhould be incenſed againſt 
them, if ſo be the Government of the Eſtate ſhould be returned into their hands, made 
them contain thanſelves. Thus was the fury of thoſe Germans appeaſcd for the death 
of Cains, 
Mean while Chereas (who feared very much, leſt Minuciarns ſhould fall _ the 
Ermans

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A Germans hands, and in their tury be murthered by them) ſought for him among the >> 
Souldiersz enquiring of every one, whether they knew it he were killed or no. Where- ——_ mn 
npon Minucianns and Clement were brought unto him, who in his preſence commended tr 04's 
Chereas's exploit, and gave him thanks in the name of the whole Senatez who witnef. ©L2S 
{cd that it was to the general benefit, and good of the Common-wealz and that the Cereas, 2ti- 
-reateſt perſons were beholding to him, for that he had neither wanted good advice in 775% and 
his deliberation, nor courage to execute his reſolution 3 alledging that the nature of ſult about Ce-- 
Tyranny was ſuch, that being puffed up with a ſhort pleaſureof unjuſt and intolerable /7* 6a: 
rule, it finally (as being hated by all good men) determined and ended in miſery, as 
manifeſtly appeared in that which had befallen Caius; who, before any thing was ei- 
ther deviſed, praQtiſed or executed againſt him, was already hateful to all men; and 

b had in ſuch ſort violated all Laws, that his =_ friends were reſolved to take Arms 
againſt him, who in appearance had deprived him of life, when both in truthand in ef- 

{& it was he himſelf, who was the Author of his own ruine. 

Herenpon all they aroſe who werein the Theatre, and raiſed great noiſe and trouble 4r-i-» a cer- 
in ſeeking to ſave themſclves. The occation was, that a certain Phyſician called Arco, _—— 
being called out to go and dreſs certain men that were wounded; making a ſhew as if ſame. 
he went to go and prepare ſuch things as were neceſlary for thoſe that were wounded, 
made thoſe 1t]ue out with him, who ſate neareſt unto him but the truth was; he did it 
to the end to draw them out of the preſent danger. Mean-while the Senate afjembled The Senate 

c themſelves in the Palace, and the people flocked together to make inquiry after thoſe 315 POPE 

who had murthered Cars: The people with an intire and ſmple intent, the Senate thoſe that flew 
only to uſe ſome formal proceeding. For Valerius Aſraticus, who had formerly been — 
Conſul, came forth among the people, who were in an uproar 3 and ſuppoſing it a ſtrange «h he had 
matter that no man knew who had killed the Emperour, whilſt every one enquired ten the Au- 
who it was that had done the deed ; O, faid he, world it had been I that had dowe it. 
But the Conſuls publiſhed an Edi&, containing the Accuſations that were preſented a- 
gainſt Cairs 3 commanding the people and Souldiers, who wereas yet in the Theatre, to 
retire themſelves to their Lodgings. And the people were put in great hope, that they 
ſhould be eaſed of thoſe Taxations, wherewith they had been burthened: And the 

7 Souldiers were promiſed Honours and Dignities, it they would contain themſelves in 

their accuſtomed order, and ſtir upno further trouble. For it was to be feared, leſt if 
they had been further fleſhed in Murthers, the City ſhould have fallen into ſomegreat 
danger, through Rapines and Spoils both of Houſes and Temples. But by this time all 
the whole Senate was aſſembled, eſpecially thoſe who were Confederates in Caius's 
murther 3 who ſeemed to gather courage, and to ſpeak boldly, as if the Government 


of the Eſtate had been fallen into their hands,

ring among themſelves what was requiſite to be done, perceived that it was impoſſible ba _ 
F thatſo many, and ſo weighty affairs of the Commonweal, ſhould be well managed by a Emperour. 
Popular Government and grant it could be poſſible, that it would yield them little 
or no profit : On the other ſide, if it ſhould happen that one of the chiefeſt of the Se- 
nate were choſen, that he would prove their enemy, for not having contributed to his 
Ele&tion. Whilſt therefore, the Sovereign Authority remained as yet undiſpoſed of, 
they thought fit to ele&t Claudizs, who was Cains's Unkle, for their Emperour ; who was 
a man of that reputation, that none of thoſe who were afſembled in the Senate, was more 
capable than he was, bothin regard of his Birth, and alſo of his good Education 5 who 
likewiſe being by them exalted to the Dignity of the Empire, would honour them and 
with all anſwerable bounty acknowledge their good deſerts. Wherefore they reſolved to 
G go to his Lodging, and take him out todeclare him Emperor Cxens Sentins Saturninus, 
hearing of it and conceiving that there was no time to be loſt, to witneſs both his worth 
and his courage ; he got up (az if he had been compelled, but in etie&, of his own. ac- 
cord)

—_— to flouriſh. For mine own part, 1 cannot remember our ancient Liberty, for that I 
was born after the ſubverſion thereof * But I infinitely deſjre to have the happy fruition of 
that which we enjoy at this preſent. And I think then alſo very happy, who are born and 
brought up in virtuous Studies. T likewiſe ſuppoſe that a ſecond honour next to the immox- 
tal Gods, is to be aſcribed to them, by whoſe Virtue at laſt, though very late, even in this 
our Age, we have obtained the felicity toenjoy the ſame , which happineſs would God, with 
our Inheritances, we might bequeath to our Poſterity. For in regard of onr ſelves, this day 
ſufficeth us both, as well all thoſe that are young, as they they alſo who are old. For the ed jhall 
forſake this life with meore pleaſure, in that they have had the knowledge of that Blelfane, 
which is jozned to their Liberty : And the younger ſhall be furniſhed with a Kozal Exam 
ple, in admiring and knowing their Virtues, by whom we enjoy this benefit of Freedem, 
Liberty pur- For in regard of the preſent time, there is not any thing that we ought more earneſtly to af: 
=_— by fed, than to live virtuonſly ; for only Virtue is the thing that confirmeth men in their Li- 
Tyrannies berty. 1 cannot ſpeak of the time paſt, but only by hear-ſay; but for what I have ſ.enwith 
breed manly 79;ye eyes, ard perceived by my obſervation, I know how great miſchiefs I yrannies doth ordi- 
_ " rarily breed in a Politick, Eſtate: For they utterly extinguiſh all Virtue, and deprive Free- 
weals. men of all that perfect magnanimity that may be in them; and teach both to flatter, ard to 
fear, for that the Commonweal is abandoned, not to the wiſdom of the Laws, but to the 
fury of intemperate Governours. For ſince Julius Cifar bent his thoughts to overthrow the 
Popular Government iz Rome, and violated the happy conrje of Law, whereby our S;ate 
flouriſhed, the Commonmweal hath been overthrown. For in ſubjeding the Law to his gord 
liking, and himſelf to his particular deſtres, there is not any kind of miſery and miſchief, 
that hath not overthrown our City; ſo that his Succefſors have employed themſelves to the 
uttermost, and with a certain emulation, to aboliſh the Laws of our Countrey ; ſtriving 
which of then might deprive our Commonweal of her Nobleſt Citizens : For that they 
have made their account, that iheir ſecurity conſiſted in communicating their ſecrets with 
ſuch as were baſe and abje&;, abaſing, not only the great Conrages of thoſe men, who were 
famous for their Nobility and Virtues, but aljo by murthering a great number of them by all 
ſorts of Puniſhments : And nhilſt all of them c:deavoured to be abſolute in their Command, 
they made it their buſineſs to oppreſs the ( 01m10mwealth, | 
But amongſt all the rejt, Camus, who this day hath loſt the benefit of life, hath wrought 
greater miſckiefs himlelf alone, than any other, by di;charging kis brutiſh and beaſtly wrath, 
20t only againſt the Common (Citizens, but alſo againſt his own Parents and Friends; dc- 
meaning himelf alike towards all mens and manifeſting his injuſtice, in that he purſued 
them mot, who were moſt innocent 5 and by this means grew hateful, not only to men, but 
alſo to the Immortal Gods. Fer it is not enough for Tyrants to ſatisfie their Concupiſcence, 
to nſe all ſorts of Injuries, to raviſh both men's Wealth and their Wives ;, but alſo, they glo- 
ry, when they may utterly ruine both their Fortunes and Families, who are their enemies. 
For all L iberty is oppoſed againſt Tyranny, and it is impoſſible (notwithſtanding all the mi- 
ſeries that may be imagined or offered ) that Free-men ſhould agree with Tyrants, how lit- 
tle time ſoever it be that they have exercijed their 1zranny. They alſo know too well, with 
how many miſchiefs they have entangled their Subjes ( although they have not the ſpirits to 
revenge themſelues of thoſe wrongs that are done unto them) and being well aſſured into 
what incumbrances they have drawn them, perſwade themſelves, that they have but one on- 
| ly means leſt them to ſecure themſelves from ſuſpitions, and to procure their own ſecurity 3 
AnExhortati- -Which 3s, to put them to death, if they may pojſubly do it. Since therefore at this time 
=_ —_— you are delivered from ſo many miſchiefs, and are no more ſubjed, except to one another 
(which is a Pledge of Concord for the preſent, and of ſecurity in time to come, and Glory 
unto him that hath redreſſed the Eſtate ) you ſhall deal very well and wiſely in my pinion, 
to provide for the Commonweal: foreſecing very diligently, all that which concerneth the 
good and profit thereof. It is free for any man to ſpeak his opinion of that which diſpleaſeth 
him, for that there is no Superiour to countermand their ſayings, or that is exempt from 
reproof, if he offend againſt the Commonmweal, or that way threaten with the Authority of O 
an Emperour, for that ſhall be ſaid. For what elſe, in theſe later times, hath encreaſed 
and furthered our over-topping Tyranny, than their ſlothful fear, who durſt in no wije oppoſe 
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themſelves againſt his Luſt 2 For being entangled by a certain kind of pleaſure of a quiet SNL? 
4 life, gy _—_— to FM after the manner of Slaws, and being afraid MG _— — 
tuonſly, and deſirous to live with ſhame, we are fallen into theje ſcarce ſufſerable Calami- aftrr Cirilts 
ties, and into ſuch —_— as have concerned us too nearly. Firſt of all therefore, you VL 
ought to honour thoſe who have killed the Thrant, by dignifying them with as great honours Chareas to be 
4s may be imagined, and eſpecially Chxreas. For he only hath been the man, who by the _— = 
power of the Gods, and through his great wiſdom and valour, hath given you your Liber- remps. 
ty. Neither ought you to forget him, but to heap Honours on his head, yea, ſpecial favonrs, 
as to the man who firſt of all conſulted, and firſt of all hazarded himſelf againſt a Tyrant, 
for your liberty. It is an honeſt, and well-beſeeming aGtion of men of free hearts, to re- 
p ſtore and repay ſuitable kindneſs for the benefits they have received: Such is this man in 
gour behalf; not like to Brutus and Caſſius, who murthered Cziars for they were the Ori- 
ginals of Seditions and Civil Wars in this City : And this man, by the death of a Tyrant, 
hath not only at once delivered you of him, but alſo hath cut off thoſe miſchiefs that aroſe by 
hint. 
Thus ſpake Sextizs, and his advice was entertained with great applauſe, not only by 
the Senators, but the Knights alſo that were there preſent. Whereupon, a Senator, cal- 
led Trebelinus Maximms, aroſe; and ſtepping to him, pulled off the Ring which Sextis 
had on his finger, wherein was inchaſed a Stone with Caizs's Picture 1n it, which Ser- 
tizs had forgot to pull off; ſo intent was he about that which he both ſaid and did ; 
c and by this means the engraved Image was broken. Now, in regard it waslate, Ch#- 
regs demanded the Watch-word from the Conſul 3 who gave him the word, Liberty, chereas re- 
They were all aſtoniſhed at his charge, and could ſcarcely believe that which hapned, TJ, * , 
For ſince the Popular Government had been aboliſhed, the Confſuls had never given a the Coniuts 
the Wenk-wank untill that preſent time: For before the City was oppreſſed by Ty- N24 
ranny, the Confuls commanded the Souldiers. After that Chereas had received the 
Word, he gave it his Souldiers, who ſubſcribed to the Senates Authority : Of theſe 
there were about four Companies, which preferred the Lawful Government before a 
Tyranny 3 who alſo retired themſelves to their Officers. As for the people, they re- 
turned to their reſpe&ive homes, full of joy, hope and courage, for that they had re- 
p gained the Government of the State, which belonged unto them, and not to any parti- 
cular Government. In a word, Chereas was their only hope: He foreſeeing that there 
would ſome miſchief follow, if Cains's Wife and Daughter ſhould remain alive 3 and 
that if all his Friends and Family ſhould not be utterly extinguiſhed, all thoſe who 
ſhould be ſpared, would ſerve to no other end, but to the ruine of the Common-weal, 
and the Laws : And on the other ſide, defiring to ſee an end of that which he had be- 
gun, and to fatisfie that hatred he had conceived againſt Cazzs 3 he ſent Julins Lupus, Cherias fend- 
one of the Captains of the Guard, to kill both his Wife and Daughter; which he did. al = 
And the cauſe why he gave this charge chiefly to Luprs, was, for that Laprs was Cle- us wite and 
ment's Kinſman, who was a Confederate in the Execution of Caizs ; to the end, that Paughcer. 
r partaking after this manner in the death of the Tyrant, he might be known to havedealt 
3 forwardly for the Commonweal, as if, from the beginning, he had been a Counſeller 
and Agent 1n the Conſpiracy. Notwithſtanding there were ſome of his Companions of 
that opinion, that it ſhould bebut a cruelty to deal with a woman in that ſort, for that 
Cains had offended through the corruption of his own Nature, and not by the counſel 
of his Wife ; and that all thoſe evils which he committed in the Commonweal, by de- 
lating the Flower thereof, was his own offence, not hers. 
There were others that accuſed her to be the cauſe of all that which Caizs had com- 
mitted; alledging that ſhe had given him an Amorous Drink, by which he was ti- 
ed and entangled in ſuch ſort unto her, and ſoled and tranſpgrted by her love, that 
F ſhe governed all that which concerned the Eſtate of Rowe, ana the World ſubje& to 
_ : But her Defenders prevailed nothing. For at length it was reſolved ſhe ſhould 
ole her life. 
To finiſh this Tragedy Lypus was diſpatcht, who loſt no time in the accompliſhment 
of their intent who had ſent him, for fear he might have been blamed, and accounted 
but coldly affeftionate towards the good of the Commonweal. Therefore, as ſoon as 
he cameinto the Palace, he found Czſonia, Cainss Widow, lying by the body of her 
murthered Huſband, deſtitute of all that which the Law gratifieth thoſe that are dead 
with; altogether bloody, and greatly afflifted; having her Daughter lying by her: <c.;4;4 accu: 
being in this condition, ſhe was heard to utter no other words, but that ſhe blamed ferh c4iu,for 
G Cains, for: that he had not. given credit to that Counſel which ſhe had given him fo of- — 
tenz which words of hers, were by ſome interpreted two waysz for fome thought 4ir to her 
that ſhe meant, that ſhe had counſelled her Huſband to- give over his Cruelty, and Counſeh:

Such were the words which Ceſonza ſpake, and {ſuch 
was the expoſition, as divers men interpreted them. | | 
She ſeeing Lupus coming, ſhewed him Cazzs body, and prayed him with tears and 
complaints to come nearer : But perceiving that he madeno anfwer, then ſhe kney the 
cauſe of his arrival, and offered her naked throat unto him with a great courage, uſing 
ſuch expreſſions as they ordinarily do, who deſpair of their lives; ſhe deſiring hin tg 
defer no longer to finiſh that Tragedy which his Companions had begun; and fo died 
couragiouſly by the hand of Lypm: and after her, was her Daughter killed, which 
| was very young. This did Lyps aſſure Chereas of with all expedition. This was Caiyzs 
caius a wick- End, after he had reigned four years wanting four months. Betore ſach time as he ob. 
cd man. tained the Empire, he wasan intemperate and wicked man, and addicted to his plet- 
ſure, a favourer of Tale-bearers, exceeding fearful z and for that cauſe, when he got 
the upper hand of any man, he was ready to kill him, He eſteemed this the only fruic 
of his power, to abulc it againſt Innocents; and to gather and heap up great ſpoils and 
Booties, by wicked and unjuſt Murthers, Rapines and Oppreſiions; lifting himſelf a. x 
bove all Humane Authority, and affeCting to be eſteemed as a God, ſuffering him 
to be tranſported by the peoples Praiſes 3 All that which the Law condemned and 
puniſhed as a thing moſt deteſtable, that made he uſe of to punith Virtue with. Hene- 
ver remembred any friendſhip that had been done him, how great foever it either was 
or had been, when he was in his paſſion; and was apt to inflict puniſhments in his rage, 
£2545 giveno- ON juſt and upright men. All that which was anſwerable to Virtue, was odious in his 
verro Luſt. ' eyes. In all things that pleaſed him, he had ſo violent appetites, that it was impoſli- 
ble to contradict him 3 ſo that he was not aſhamed to uſe the unlawful company of his 
own Siſter: whereby it came to pals, . that the Citizens of Roxze began to hare him ex- 
treamly, for that the like had not been ſeen or heard of; of a long time men could not [ 
believe it, notwithſtanding they ſufficiently exprefled the hatred they bare againſt the 
fact he had committed. Ir cannot be ſaid of him, that he builded any work beſceming 
£174 buitdea Dis Royal Magnificence, worthy the mentioning, or profitable either to the preſent or 
2 Hayen, future world; except ſome Ports that he made near to KRheginm and Sicilia, for Har- 
bour of ſuch Ships as came and went into Egyp: for Corn; which doubtleſs, is a ſtatcly 
work, and very profitable for ſuch as travel by Sea. Trueit 1s, that it wasnot brought 
to perfe&tion, but only half finiſhed, becauſe the Work-men wrought {lowly. But the 
chief cauſe thereof was, that he ſpent his ſtudy in unprofitable matters, and loved ra- 
ther toconſume his Subſtance, .to feed his own private Luſts, wherein he rook great de- 
light, than to ere& and build any goodly and famous Work, which might have re- 1 
-::45 an <;- dounded to the profit of the Common-weal. Otherwiſe, he was an eloquent man, and 
ccllent Ora» Very expert in the Greek and Vulgar Roman Tongues, apprehending preſently that 
WC. which others ſaid'; and although they had been tedious in their expreſſions, yet he 
anſwered them in an inſtant z and in Afﬀairs of Conſcquence, and had ſuch a moving per- 
ſwaſion and power, that no man could exceed him, both in regard of his quick Wit, 
and cafie apprehenſion, becauſe he had taken pains, and had exerciſed himſelt in Learn- 
ing. Forbeing Tiberizs's Brother's Son, whoſe Succeſlour he alſo was, he was enforced 
to be ſtudious; ſeeing that 7 7berizs, who was of the ſame years, was in like manner ex- 
cellently learned. Caizs therefore enforced himſclt to imitate the Emperour Tiberiw,, 
whoſe near Kinſ-man he was; and ſurpaſſed all thoſe that were in Roxe at that time: N 
Yet, notwithſtanding all theſe great advantages, which his good inſtruction had bred 
in him, could not hinder the misfortune that befel! him, by the abule of his Authority. 
So rare a thing it is to ſee them who have liberty, to do what they liſt without puniſh- 
ment, to govern themſelves with modeſty. In the beginning he took delight in the 
friendſhip of very honeſt men, to get credit and reputation, thinking to outſtrip the 
moſt excellent : but after he was given over to licentiouſneſs, the affection that he bare 
them was changed; and inſtead thereof, he grew more averſe from them daily 5 where- 
by they were enforced to conſpire againſt him, and ſeek his ruine. 
Hidio Ruſs Now, as I have heretofore declared, Clandizs underſtanding of that which had be- 
#1, <4. 3- fallen Caizs his Nephew, and ſeeing all his houſe wholly troubled for this occaſion, 
was in ſuch diſtreſs, that he knew not what to do to fave himſelf; but went and hid 


himſelf ina certain corner, where he was ſurprized, having no other cauſe to apprehend 
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his danger, except his Nobility, For during the time that he lived a private man, he 
A pehaved himſelf modeſtly, kindly, and favourably unto all men, being well ſeen in 
the Sciences, and principally in the Greek tongue, ſhunning as much as in him lay. 
al tumult and train that might breed trouble. When as therefore the people at that 
time were wholly amazed at the trouble, and the Palace was full of fury and fear, 


and nothing reigned more in general than confuſion and diſorder; the Souldiers of 


the Guard, who were the moſt experienced and bold, confulted amongſt themſelves 
what courſe they were to take.Neither were they much diſcontented with Cai death, 
inthat they {uppoſed that upon juſt occaſion, he was put to death, for which cauſe they 
rather bethought themſelves on that which concerned their fortunes, and how they 
might aſſure themſelves 1n thoſe dangers, feeing the Germans were wholly bent againſt 
thoſe, who had killed Caizs 5, rather incited thereunto of their own cruel natures, than 
of any good affeCtion they had towards the welfare of the Common-weal. All which 
things troubled Claudizs, and put him in fear of his life, the rather for that he ſaw Aſpre- 
24s head, and the reſt of the Nobility that were maſlacred, carried about to be ſeen : 
for this cauſe he kept himſelf in a certain place, which was only acceſſible by 
certain ſteps or ſtairs, and hid himſelf therein, becauſe it was obſcure. In that place one 
ofthe Souldiers of the Palace called Gratzs, being unable to diſcern who he was, in re- 
card of the obſcurity oftheplace, and ſuppoſing him to be ſome one that deſired to be 
concealed, he drew near unto him, to the intent he might the better know him: And 
C when Clandizs beſought him, that he would depart and leave him,_ he patſed the more 
onwards, and laying hold of him, and drawing him into the light, knew. him 5 crying 
out to thoſe that followed him : This is Ger-zanicys, let us take hold of him, and create 
him Emperor. Claudizs perceiving that he was ready to be attached, and fearing «lt 
they ſhould put him to death as they had done Cary, belought them that they would 
pardon him, proteſting unto them his innocency, and how he had no ways been cither 
acceflary or agent in that which had been done. Whereupon Gratz: beginningto ſmile, 
took him by the hand, ſaying, that he had no cauſe to ſuſpecthis life : © For (faid he) 
*it behoveth. thee to rouſe up thy ſpirits, and to bethink thee how to govern an Em- 
© pire, % which the gods (who have the care of the whole World) have deprived Cazzr, 
p *forew d thy virtue with. Ariſe therefore, and take potleſiion of the Throne ofthine 
Anceſtors. This ſaid, he lified him on his ſhoulders, for that Clandzzs could not walk 
on foot, through the fear and joy that he had conceived of that which had been told 
him. 

Upon theſe ſpeeches, diversof the Souldicrs of the Guard afſ-mbled about Craz.:s, 
and perceiving that it was Claudizs, whom they ſuppoled to be dragged to his death, 
they had compaſſion of him as on an innocent, for that they knew him to be a man 
of a mild nature, who all the time of his life intermedled with nothing, and who in 
like ſort had been often in great danger during Caize life, There were others of them 
that ſaid, that the judgment of this matter belonged to the Conſuls : Whereupon, 
although a great number of Souldiers flocked about him, and the fimple people that 
were unarmed fled frotn them 3 yet could not C/audizs go on his ways fo weak and 
feeble felt he himſelf in his whole body. It fortuned likewiſe, that they who carricd 
his litter, perceiving his plight, fled away for fear, and left him, fo little hope had 
they that their Maſter ſhould eſcape with his lite, whom they ſaw to be thus drawn 
by the Souldiers. Now when Gratz and his Aflociates were arrived m the Court 
of the Palace, which (as itis reported) is the place which was firſt of all inhabited 
in Rozee, they began to think upon that which was to be done: thither alſo there 
flocked a great number of other Souldiers unto them, who took pleaſure to behold 
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that good affetion which they bare to Germaricys his Brother, whoſe memory was 
much honoured among all thoſe, who had converſed with him. Moreover, they 
ripped up how many avaritious a&tsthe Senate had committed, and how great errors 
the chiefeſt Senators had been guilty of, before the Publick Government was changed, 
Moreover, they. conſidered the- danger and dithculty of their actions then in hand, 
for that the Government being adminiſtred by one only man, would be dangerous 
for them, ifhe ſhould obtain the ſame by any other means 3 whereas it Claudizs ſhould 
enjoy the ſame by their permiſſion and good will, he would have them in remembrance 
who had favoured him, and would recompence them according to their merits. This 
_ Was the effefof their diſcourſe, which they held among themſelves, or when they met 
GC With one another. All of them at length concluded upon this advice, and environed 
Clardixs, and lifting him up upon their ſhoulders, they carried him into the. Ar- 
my, to the intent that no man might hinder them to finiſh that which they intended.

« miſchiefs, which the former Tyrants had wrought in the Common-weal, and what 
« dangers he himſelf had alſo ſuffered with them, during the reign of Cazzs their late 
« Emperor, That it {ould ill become him, who had deteſted the fury of othersTy- 
« ranny, now willingly to be drawn to oppoſe himſelf againſt his Countrey. That if

The Emballadours that brought this metſage were Veranius and Broccas, who both of 
them were Tribunes of the People. They proſtrating themſclves on their knees before 
him, humbly beiought him,that he would not engage the Common-weal 1n a Civil War, 
And ſceing that Clandizs was incloſed with a great number of Souldiers, in reſpect of 
whom th. Conſuls were ofno force, they befought him, that 1t would pleaſe him to de 
mand the Government at the Senates hands, and receive it from them 1fhe were reſol- 
ved to be Emperour; for that it would be an a& more holy, and juſt, if he ſhould 
obtain the ſame with their good will, and not in deſpight of thoſe, who would vouch-

So Claudius becometb Mater, and condemns Chereas 
to die: He ſuffers with a wonderful Conſtancy. And Sabinus, who had been one of 
the chieſeſt of the Conſpiracy, kileth himſelf.

over the Dj;- Embaſlage, yet he did modeſtly entertain the ſame for the preſent. But ſup- 
ny at v5 poſing that it ſtood very little with his ſecurity to commit himſelf ro their truſt, and 
Hedioand xj. DEINg encouraged by the exhortation of the Souldiers, who promiſed him their ut- 
Fn:s. cap. 4+ moſt endeavour, and by the incitation of King Agrippa, he determined by no means 
> to let the Soveraignty {lip out of his hands, in that it was ſo willingly and freely be- 
ſtowed on him when he thought leaſt on it. After that .Agrippa had performed all 
thoſe duties unto Caiz#s which were requiſite for ſuch an one as had been by him advan- 
ccd to Honour, and having taken his body and laid it ina litter, he brought him out 
before the Souldiers of his Guard, and affured them that Caizs was yet alive, and for 
that he ſound himſelf fick of thoſe wounds that he had received, he ſent to ſeck for O 
Phyſicians. But afterwards underſtanding that Claudizs was taken by the Souldters,

{truions to anſiver and carry himſclt like an Emperor, and to ſhow his Dignity and (0, 
Power. VWhereupon Clarndius gave the Amballadours thus anſwer; * That he won- am-aſlagors. 
D * dred not that the Senate were fo unwilling to be commanded by a Sovereign, in | 
* regard of that cruelty which the fore-paliec| Emperours had uſcd to thetr deſtructi- 
on. But for the preſent they ſhould tafte of his mercy, and feel his moderate 
* Rule; and they ſhould live under the Government of ſuch an one, who although in 
% name he had the Imperial Authority, yet that in citc& he would govern all things 
« by their diſpoſition. For which cauſe, he wiſhed them 1n no fo t to diſtruſt him, 
* whom, as they themſelves could witneſs, they had ſen and known to have dealt 
© virtuoutly and juſtly in many Affairs, although the ſtate of times had been far 
« different. Thoſe that were ſent from the Senate hearing theſe words, returned back 
again. But Clardirs inſtantly aſlembled his Army, and exacted an Oath of Fidelity 
r from themz beſtowing on every oneof them who were of his Guard in way of Largels, 
five thouſand Drachma's, amounting to ſume twenty five Pound a man, of our ſterling 
money. He preſented their Captains alſo with Preſents anſwerabl? to their Qualities, 
promiſing to perform no leſs bounty to all the reſt, in what place fouever they were. 
Hereupon the Conſuls aſſembled the Senate in the Temple of Jupiter the Victorious, 
before day, and ſome of them hid themſelves through the fear they had of that which 
ſhould be ſpoken : Others departed out of the City, and reſorted to their Countrey 
Farms, foreſeeing with themſelves the ifſue of all theſe things 3 and perceiving that 
their hope of Liberty was loſt, they thought it far better for them to be exempt from 
danger, and to paſs their life in quietneſs, though it were with Subj.Ction, than to be 
altogether uncertain of their ſecurity and ſafety, by maintaining the Dignity of the Se- 
F nators : Yet, about a hundred of them drew themſelves together, and no more. Now 
whilſt they were confulting upon that which they were to do, they ſuddenly heard a The Souldiers 
ſhout of Souldiers that were aſſembled round about them, requiring the Senate tochule " —_— 
them a1 Emperour, and not to ſuffer their Stateto be loſt through a multitude of Go- Senares hagds 
vernoursz and to this cfe& ſpake they, leſt the Government ſhould be given to divers, 
and not to one.

ajter Ciſ's been heard of, had any of theſe had the liberty to defire the Empire, or oppoſe them. 

MAAC? ſelves againſt Claudins, For amongſt others, the Fencers, who were of no ſmall number, 
they of the Watch, and the Saylers, joyned themſelves together with the Army, The 
therefore, that pretended to demand the Empire, gave over their Suit, partly in the 
Cities behalf, partly for their own private ſecurity. 

About break of day Chereas and his Companions went forth to debate the matter 
with the Souldiersz and made figns to them, that he would: ſpeak with them, by: 
they made a great noiſe to cut them off from proceeding any farther, for all of them 
were earneſtly bent to have an Emperour and Sovereign Lord; and required with all ! 
expedition, that they might have one proclaimed and known. So the Senate under. 
ſtood, by the Souldiers diſdaining its Authority, that it was1mpoſhble to re-eſtabliſh 
the Republick; and on the other ſide, the Souldiers miſ-regarding ſo worthy an AC. 
ſembly, was unſufferable to Chereas and his Contederates againſt Cains. At length, 
Chereas being unable to conceal his Paſſion, and hearing that they asked for a My. 
narch, promiſed that he would give them one, if they would bring him a Token 
from Ertychus, who was the Wagoner to the Green Band, whom Cazns had loved 
extreamly;z in ſo much as he employed his Souldiers in fervile Labours, as to builg 
him Stables for his Horſes, beſides ſeveral other reproaches, threatning them that he 
would bring them Clandins's head; and told them that it was a ſhame, after having & 

taken the Empire from a Fool anda Mad-man, to give it to a Block-head. Yet none 
— ng war of theſe words could divert them from their purpoſe ; but all of them drew thei; 
Rs pr Swords, and with diſplayed Colours, marched towards Clandins, to unite themclyes 
to Claudius ryith thoſe, who had already bound themſelves by an Oath, to ſerve him faithful. 
ly. So that the Senate was abandoned, and deſtitute of all defence ; and there yas 
no difference betwixt private men and Conſuls. All of therh were aſtoniſhed and 
confuſed, not knowing what to do, becauſe they had thus provoked Claudius's dif. 
pleaſure againſt them. And now fell they to reviling one another, in rcftimony of 
the repentance they conceived for their proceedings. Whereupon Sabizrs, one of 
$.1;mcrather thoſe who had murthered Cairns, aroſe, and proteſted, that he would ſooner cut his L 
ckuſcth death Own throat, than conſent tothe eſtabliſhment of Claudizs, or behold with his eyes, 
= 10.19% the miſery and thraldom of his Countrey : He likewiſe encouraged Chereas ; telling 
him thathe deſerved very little by cutting off Caizs, if he thought to live without 
the Liberty of his Countrey. To which he anſwered, that he made no account of 
his life; yet that he intended to ſound Claudins's mind, and with this reſolution they 
2. Pombeius concluded, Mean while ſome of the Senators thought on every fide to break through

c:iudins is and the reſt were 1n great danger toloſe their lives. But King Agrippa drawing near 
periwaded by unto Clandins, defired him to uſe as much lenity as was poſſible in him towards the 
— + 6p al Senators 3 for thatif any miſchief ſhould betide them, he ſhould have no other per- 
ro:smare fonsto command. To the which Counſel of his Claudius gave place, and aſſembled 
MB Ye the Senate in the Palace, caulting himſelf to be carried thorough the City in the com- 
pany of his Souldiers, who marched befo.e him, keeping back the common people. 
But amoneſt thoſe that killed Caius, Chereas and Sabinus were come out into the ſtreets, 
notwithſtanding, they were forbidden by Po//io, whom not long before, Clandins had 
made Captain of his Guard. Andas ſoon as Claudins came into the Palace, whither 
he aſſembled his friends, he pronounced ſentence againſt Chereas, For although 
his action was accounted both generous and noble, yet he was condemned for this,be- 
cauſe he was perfidious; whereupon he was adjudged to die, togive example to 0- 
thers, to the end that Princes and Emperours may hereafter live in ſafety. He was 
Thoſe that thereforeled to his death with Lxpus, and divers other Romans. It is ſaid of Cheress, 
murchered that heendured this accident with a great courage, which he exprefled, not only in 
Feured, that hechanged not his countenance, but alſo by the reproaches which he gave Lupns, 0 
who wept. For when Lzpxs was putting off his Cloaths, and complained of the cold that 
he felt, he taunted him thusalluding to his name, which was Lxpas; That never any _ 
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4 did barmto a Wolf Furthermore, when he came to the place of Execution, where pen 
a great number of people were gathered together to behold the ſpettacle, he asked mid, 4005. 
the Souldiers that was appointed to behead him, if he were a cunning head{-man, and aj 
whether he had a new Sword ; wiſhing him to uſe that wherewith he murthered Caizs. LY 
His death was happy, for he received but one ſtroke 3 whereas Lupus was faint-hearted 
and received divers, becauſe he ſtretched not out his neck freely. Some few days af- 
ter, at ſuch time as the Romans ſolemnized their Expiations, and that every one ho- 
noured the memory ofhisdear Friend, they gave Chereas a part of that honour, and 
caſt his portion into the fire; ſaying, That was to deface and purge their ingratitude 
whereof they were guilty towards him. Thus ended Chereas his Lite. But for Sabiny:,

Lawful Inheritance,appertaining unto him. He gave him alſo out ofhis own Dominions, 5,90 Pie 
Abelaand all the Countrey about Libarnns,that in times paſt appertained to Ly/anias.And rey. 
D he cauſed the Alliance that was paſs'd betwixt them, to be engraven and regiſtred in an —— 

open place of the City of Rowe. He took from Artiochns the Kingdom that he had,and ,,,; oat 
gave him in exchange a portion of Cilicia and Comagera. He ſet Alexander Lyſimachys Alrrander 
Alebarchaat liberty, who had been his old Friend, and ſometimes Governour in Ara- FR 
bia, and once his Mother Artoria's Steward; who had been committed Priſoner 

through Cains's diſpleaſure, and eſpouſed Bernice, Agrippa's Daughter, to his Son 

Marcus ; which after the death of Marczs, who died before he was married, was after- 

wards married with her Father Azrippa's allowance, to Herod hisBrother, for whom A- Here, 4- 
grippabegg'd of Claudius the Kingdom of Cha/cis, At that very time, the Jews that Ent —_— 
werein the City of Alexandria, mutined againſt the Greeks : For after Cazus's death, King of Chal- 
the Nation of the Jews which had been opprefled during his Reign, and mjuriouſly Cd 
dealt withal by the Alexandrines, recovered their former courage. For which cauſe pr 
Clandins gave Commiſſion to the Governour of Egypt, to pacitie and appeaſe that Up- te _ 


roar. Heſent alſo his Letters Patents into Alexandria and Syria, at the requeſt of the Jewk 
Claudins's E-

that fluce Alexandria hath been united to our Empire by Cxſar Auguſtus, their Priviledges 
have continued in force during the ſeveral Succe|ſions of many of our Governours which 
Rights of theirs have never been called in queſtion, no not in that time when Aquila was 
Governour in Alexandria : Since in like ſort Cxſar Auguſtus hath not letted then, but 
when the Governour of their Nation was d-ad, they might = other Sublitutes and 
Governours in his place 5 commanding that all of theme ſhould yield him obedience in obſer- 
vation of their Laws and Cuſtoms, without conitraint or impulſion to do any thing contra- 
ry to their Religion. Tet notwithitanding, the Alexandrines have mutined againſt the 
Jews, being inthe City of Alexandria, 22 the time of the __ Caius, by reaſon of the 
G folly and frenzy of Caius, who diſgraced and oppreſſed the Nation of the Jews, becauſe 
they would not violate their Religion, nor acknowledge the ſaid Caius for a God. Our 
Will and Pleaſure is, that no one of the Priviledzes ofthe Nation of the Jews be aboliſhed by

wards the Romans. My pleajire therefore is, that no City, either Grecian or otherwiſe, 
Shall deny any priviledge, frem whence they ſhall be excluded 3 for that ſince the Emperouy 
Auguſtus, they have never been exempted from them, It flandeth with reaſon therefore, 
that tenceforth tie Jews that live under our Empire, of what place ſoever they be, may ob- 
ferve their ancient Cuſtoms without any contradidion: Giting ihem to underitand, that 
kereafier they uſe cur Clemency ſo mich the more moderately, without negle@ing the Re. 
ligion of other Naticns, in retaining their own. And our will is, that this preſent Or- 
dinance be publiſhed by the MagiStrates of Cities, Colonies and Conntreys of Italy, and 
b- ſent auto Kings and Foreign Princes, by fit Ambaſſadours, within thirty days at the leaſt, 
to the end that they ſhould be in ſuch ſort ſet up, that they may be ſeen and read by all thuſe 
that pals by.

King Agrippa goeth to his Kingdom, and putteth kis Chain, Leing a token of his In- 
pr.jonment, into the Sacred Treaſury of the Temple of Jeruſalem. Be provideth for 
ihe Dignity of the High Prieſthoed : He 3s kighly diſpleaſed at the Dorites inſolence, 
who had cauſed Cxiar's Statue to be creed in the fews Synagogue. 


Cl:u{iusfend- FYIY theſe Edits of Clandizs Ceſar, which he ſent both to Alexandria, and other 
Ws Kings B parts of the World, it plainly appeareth how well aftected he was towards the 
dom, Nation of the Jews. And preſently after this, after he had dignified Agrippa with all 
kinds of Honour, he ſent him back into his Kingdom, to govern the ſame ; command- 
Ing all his Prelidents and Lieutenants in his Provinces, through which he was to paſs, 


to give him a friendly and honourable Convoy. But he, having wiſely and happily 


diſpatched his Aftairs, returned 1n all haſte. As ſoon as he'came to Jeruſalem, he of- M 


fered his Sac1ifices of thankſgiving which he had vowed, without omitting any thing 
that was commanded by the Law. He caulcd alſo divers Nazarites to cut off their 
4zrimahang- hair, and offered in Gift that Chain of Gold that Caizs had given him 3 which was of

— ws. the lame weight the Iron Chain was of, whercwith his Royal hands were manacled, in 
over theTrea- MNCmMory of the Adverſity he had paſgd, and the Teſtimony of the exchange thereof into 
ſury Chamber better Fortunez commanding that it ſhould be hanged up in the Temple, and over 
mmeTenp!e the Chamber of the Treaſury, to teſtifie unto thoſe that ſhould behold it, that the 
hizheſt Eſtates are ſubject to alterations ; and that God can raiſe men again, from Ob- 

icurity, to happy Fortune. For this Chain that hanged in the Temple, being conſe- 

crared to God, manifeſtly expreſſed unto all men, that King Agrippa was upon a very 

{mall occaſion, deprived of his former Dignity, and made Priſoner; and then a little 

while after that, ke being delivered from his Bonds, was raiſed and exalted to a fa- 

mous Kingdom ; to G6gnihe thereby, that Humane Afairs are ofthat nature, that that 

which 1s the greateſt, may be eaſily overthrown; and that which 1s declining, may 

recover again 1ts ancient Honour and Dignity. When therefore Agrippa had duely 

$;40m theSon and devoutly acknowledged God's mercies, he depoſed the High Prieſt 7heophilys the 
of 3225s Son of Aranys; and beſtowed that Honour on Simon ſurnamed Canthara, the Son of 
plonc 10799 Boethas.

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A he thought good to recompence the good affection that they of Jern/a/erz had born un- 
to himz for which cauſe, he acquitted them of thoſe Tributes that every Family paid, 
knowing that it became him to ſhew kindneſs unto them, who had been faithful and 
well affected towards him. He created Silas, who had been his Companion in many 
dangers, General of all his Army. Notlong after, certain young men that were Dorites, 
under the colour of conſtancy incaie of Religion 3 who allo had daily exprefled theſame 
in their a&ons and unbridled rathneſs, brought the Image of Cejar into the Temple of 
the Jews, and erectcd it in that place -. which infolence of theirs highly offended A- 
grippa, who conſtrued it as an Act that tended to the abolition of the Religion of 
their Countrey : For which cauſe,with all expedition he repaired to Petronizs, who was 
Governour of Szr/a ; and complained againſt thoſe Dorites, who was no lets difpleaſed 
with the action, than he himſelt. For he ſuppoſed that ſuch breach of Religion, was the 
means to further Impicty, and for that cauſe he wrote to thoſe which had attempted 
this Innovation, ſomewhat ſharply to this eficf following.

being every way different in nature and diſpoſition from King Herod his Predeceſlor. wg 
For Herod was naturally malicious, extream in puniſhing, and irreconcileable to is, 
thoſe with whom he was difpleaſed, manifeſtly exprefling that he loved the Grecians jeus more 
better than the Jews. For he beautified thoſe Cities that belonged to ſtrangers, and chan He104. 
gave them monzy, and erefted them Baths, and ſumptuous Theatres, and Temples, 
and in ſome of them Galleries : But as for the Cities of the Jews, he beſtowed not this 
bounty on any of them, nonot the leaſt reparation or gift that was worthy rheſpeaking 
p-of, Contrariwiſe King Agrippa was very courteous and affable, and equally imparted 
his bounty unto all men. He was courteous unto ſtrangers, any teſtified no leſs by the 
bounty he beſtowed on them. To his Countrey-men he behaved himſelf affably, and 
eſpecially he was merciful to all thoſe that were in miſery. For which cauſe his ordi- 
nary Court, and the place he took moſt pleaſure in, was Jernſalew. He was a dili- 
gent obſerver of the Laws of his Countrey, and lived religiouſly, and with as great 
piety as was poſiible : Neither paſſed there one day, wherein he offerednot Sacrifice. 
It happened at one time, that a certain cunning Lawyer, who was called S;zzz0z, and c__ => | 
dwelt in Fernuſalemz had aſſembled the people by reaſon of the King's abſence, who hee. 
for the preſent was in C.eſarea : In which Aſſembly he alledged many things againſt King ; »ho 
C him, that he was a prophane man, and that upon juſt cauſe he was forbidden toenter {yu 2 hom. 
the Temple, in that it was not lawful nor decent for thoſe that were unclean to enter ciled untokim 
thereinto. Theſe words of Si#20#'s, thus wrongtully ſpoke againſt him, were fignified 
to the King by Letters ſent by the Governour of the City : When therefore he ſate 
him down 1n the Theatre, he commanded that very $7#20# to fit next himz and in 
peaceable and kind manner, he ſpake thus unto him: Te/ me, Þ pray thee, what ſeeit 
thou worthy of reprehenſ;on, or done contrary to Law, in that whichis done here > Sinn 
having not any thing to reply, beſought him to pardon him. The King grew friends 
with him far ſoore- than it could be imagined ; reſolving with himſclf, that mercy 
doth far beiter become a King than wrathz and that moderation is more requiſite, 
D than cruelty z fo that after he had beſtowed certain Preſents on S7#z0w, he diſmified 
| bim. Now, although he had many reparationsin diversplaces, yet he honoured thoſe alizs, cp. 20. 
of Bzrith above ail the reſt, and builded them a Theatre ſurpaſling all other in fump- 427% _ 
tuouſncls and beauty : And beſides that, he made them a ſumptuous Amphitheatre, 7; wich gool 
and Barhs, and Porches no ways inferiour. The Dedication alſo, of theſe things were Ornaments. 
celebrated with great pomp and magnificence 3 he alſo made great Shows and Playes 
in the Thextre, in which there were all ſorts of Muſick and Recreations ; exprefling in 
all things the greatneſs of his Magnificence 3 and being defirous to delight the people 
with a Combat, he gathered all the MalcfaCtorsthat he could get, and made two ſeve- 
ral Companies of ſeven hundred a piece, and brought them togetherto fight,to the end 
E that in skirmiſhing they might receive their puniſhment 3 and befides, that by this 4 
Warlke Exerciſe, he might preſent the people with a Paſt-time, concluded with the 
rang of wicked men 3 tor they fought fo deſperately, that not, one ofthem came 
olt alive. 

After that he had finiſhed theſe above-named Buildings in Berith, he reſorted to Tj- H:4i0 - = 
berias, a City of Galilee, and was admired of all the other Kings,fo that Aztiochus King PRIN 
of Comzgena came to viſit him : The like did Saxeſfgerar, King of the Emeſeniags, Co- 
tys King of Armenia the leſs, and Polewon Lord of Pontus: And beſides all theſe, Herod 
Prince of Chalcis, and his Brother : All whom he received and entertained moſt mag- 
nificently and amiably, to ſhew his greatneſs 3 tothe end, that all men might perceive 

F that he was deſervedly honoured with the preſence of ſo many Kings. And whilſt theſe 
Princes were with him, Marſas the Governour of 99r:a viſited him likewiſe, whom, to 
the end he might expreſs the reverence he bare tothe Romans, he met with, ſeven fur- 
longs off from the City. This interview of ſo many Kings, was the original of that diſ- 4gripzz is 
content that grew betwixt him and Marſus 5 who ſeeing all thoſe Kings that came to —_— 
ſee Agrippa, fitting in the ſame Charriot with him, ſuſpeCted fuch Concord and ſo great for ſending 2- 
Amity; ſuppoſing that this agreement of ſo many Kings, would be no ways profitable way the Kings.

& wards, He took the Prieſthood from Matthias, and gave it tro Alionens the Son of ng 
Citheus, Afeer he had reigned three whole years over Judea, he came to Ceſarea, pq, © 
which in times paſt, was called the Tower of Stratoz 3 and there he made Sports in ho- 
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nour of Ceſar, where all the Nobility of the Countrey was preſent. On the ſecond day 
of this Solemnity, he being apparelled in a Robe of Silver, made with admirable Work. © 
manſhipz cameinto the Theatrein the morning : Where at the firſt reflex of the rifing 
Sun bcating upon his Robe, he ſhined fo bright, that all thoſe that beheld him were 
ſeized with reverence and fear. Whereupon, a company of baſe Sycophants (whoſe 


flatterics do uſually poyfon the hearts of Princes) cried out thus: Be merciful unto u > 


hitherto we have feared thee as a man, but kence-forward we will confeſs and acknowledge 
thee to be of a Nature more excelent than mortal Frailty can attain unto. Agrippa reproy- 
ed them not for ufing thele words ; neither rejedted he their palpable and deteſtiable 
Flattery, as he ought to have done. But not long after, he looking upwards, Perceiy- 
cd an Owlover his head, pearched upon a cord, and knew preſently, that he was but 
a mctſenger of his misfortune;zwhereas formerly he had denounced unto him his tclicity 
and conceived thereupon a moſt hearty and inward grief: And ſuddenly he was ſeized 
with a terrible griping in his belly, which began with very great vehemency : For 
which cauſe, turning his eyes towards his friends, he ſpake unto them after this man- 
ner: Behold him (ſaid he) whom you eftecrr for a Ged, condemned to die; and defting 
ſhall apparcatly convince you of thoje flattering and falſe ſpeeckes, which you have lately uſed 
in my behalf's For I, who by you have been adored as one immortal, am under the hand; of 
death, But 1 muſt willingly entertain that which God pleaſeth to ſend me: For I have not 
lived in objcurit y, but in jo great and rronderful felicity, that each one of you have held me 
hppv. 
Whilſt he ſpake thus, his griefs augmented in ſuch ſort, that he was brought almoſt 
to his laſts for which cauſe, he was with all expediion conveyed into his Royal Pa- 
lace, aud the ramour was ſpread inevery place, that very ſhortly he would be dead, 
For which cauſe the people, with their Wives and Children, pu on Sack-cloih, accor- 
ding to thecuſtom of the Countrey, tothe cnd they might ſolicit God's Mercy on the 
King's behalf; and all the City was filled with tears and Jamentation:. The King that 
lay In an upper Chamber, and looking down into the Court, faw them lying thus on 
the caith, could not refrain from tears. And alter he had, tor theſpace of tive dayes 
without ceaſing, been tormented with griping in hisbeliy, he gave up the Ghoſt, in 
the fiſty fourth year of Lis Age, and the ſeventh year of his Reign: For he had reign- 
ea four years under the Empire of Cains C aſur (having fiſt of all governed Philips Te- 
traichy thice years, tO WHICH Was addcd the Segniory of Herod in the fourth year) avd 
three years under the Empire of Clandins Ceſar; during which time he governed over 
the abuve-named Countreys 3 and moreover, over Judea, Samaria and Ceſarezs, His 
Revenve amounted to iweive hundred Myades 3 befides which, he made many Loans. 
For in regard he was very libcral in giving, he ſpent far more than his Revenue 3 and 
{yarcd nor any thing to ſhew himfelt magnificent. Before the people knew of his death, 
Fered his Brother Prince of Chalcis, and Chelcias the King's Lieutenant and Friend, a- 
greed between themiclyes to ſend Ariſto, one of their truſtieſt Servants, to kill Silas, 
who was their enemy, as it they had been commanded by the King. M 

Thus dicd King Agrippa, leaving behind him a Son called Agrippa, ſeventeen years 
old ; and three Daughters, cne of which, that was called Berzice, was married to He- 
red, tis Father's Brother, when {he was [1xteen yearsold : The two other were Mari- 
amne and Druſilla ;, this Mariamne beivg of the age of ten years, was promiſed in mar- 
riage by her Father, to Zuli#s Archelaus, Chelcias's Son 5 and Drufila, which was ix 
years old, was premiſcd alſo to Fpiphazes, Sonto the King of Comagera. 

After Agrippa's death, they of Cefarea and Sebaſte torgot thoſe benefits they had re- 
ceived from him; and uſcd him no leſs deſpighttully, than as if he had been their utter 
enemy : For they reproachtully abuted him atter his death, and reviled him in ſuch 
fort, that it is unſicm]y to report the fame. Moreover, all the Souldiers, who wereat 
that time many in number; wentinto the King's Lodging, and with one accord ſeized 
the Scuiucs 3:4 the King's Daughters, and carried them to the Brothel-houſe ; where, 
after they hd placed them, they uttered all the indignities they could poſhibly 3 pra- 
Ening {uch {hamcful matters, as they may not be expretied. Beſides this, reſting them-

Artabanus ve Now Artabanxs King of Parihia, perceiving that the Princes of the Kingdom had 
tirech himſelf conſpired agairſt him, reſolved with himſelf to go unto [zates, for the ſecurity of his 
beth -»* perſon, hoping by that means, if it were poſſible to recover his Kingdom. He there- 
aſhſtagce, fore retired thither, and brought with him about one thouſand men of his Kinsfolk 
and domeftick ſervants. Anu by the way he met with [zates, whom he knew very 
well by his Royal Train, notwithſtanding he was unknown unto him by countenance. y4 
Drawing therefore near unto him, he firſt of all humbled himſelf on his knees, 
according to the cuſtom of the Countrey, and afterwards ſpake unto him after this 
manner: 

Dread K ing, forſake me not who am thy ſervant, neither reje@ thou my prayers. For be- 
ing dejected by means of my misfortunes, and of a King become a private man, I have need 
of thy ſucconr. Conſider therefore the inconſtancy of fortune, and think with thy ſelf, that by 
providing jor me, thou ſhalt provide for thy ſjelfs For if thou makeſt no reckoning of the 
wrong that is done unto me, divers men will grow audacious to cnterprize upon other Kings. 

Theſe words he pronounced with tears, and with Jooks fixed upon the ground. 

ratescomfore: When Izates had heard Artabanwss name, and faw his humble and ſubmiſſive condi 

eth 4r:abanus tion, he leapt immediately from his Horſe, and ſaid unto him, King, be of good courage, 

and promiictn and let not thy preſent and perplexed condition diſhearten thee, as if thy misfortunes

in his mind, when he underſtood this metiage: For he thought that it he ſhould re- 
ſtore the gifts, he ſhould do himſelf great prejudice, for that 1t would be imagined 
that he did it for fear ; knowing on the other tide that if the Parthian ſhould recover 
that which he redemanded, yet he would not be quiet, he therefore commended his 
cauſe to God, truſting that he would take care of him. And building uponthis, that 
the greateſt good he might have was to have God to help, he ſhut Iis wives and chil- 
dren into a {trong Caſtle, and his Corn in his ſtrongeſt Tower: and afterwardsburned 
all the hay and torrage: and having after this manner provided for all things, he ex- 
pected the approach of his enemy. The Parthian came forward ſooner than he was 
expeRed, with a great power of Horſe and Foot. For he marched forward in all haſte, 
and encamped near unto the river that ſeparateth Adiabena from Media. Izates like- 
wiſe encamped not far from thence, having with him about fix thouſand Horſe, To 
whom the Parthian ſent a meſſenger to give him to underſtand how great his power 
was, which extended from the River Euphrates as far as Bactria, ſhewing him what 
Kings he had under his ſubje&ion, threarning him to puniſh him very ſeverely, in that 
he behaved himſelf fo ungratefully towards his Benefa&tors; yea, that the God whom 
he adored, could not deliver him out of the Kings hands. Hereunto {zates anfiver- 
ed, that he knew well that the Parthian far exceeded him in power, but that he was 
rates calleth far better aflured that God's power extended beyond all mens contradiction, And 
upon God, having returned them this anlwer, he betook himſelf to his Prayers, and proſtrating 
the Dahan: Himſelt upon the earth, and caſting aſhes on his head, and faſting himſelf, his wives and 
and Sacavs in- children, he called upon God and prayed after this manner: O Lord Almighty, if 
0707 have not vainly ſubmitted my ſelf to thy protection, but have intirely choſen thee [ 
rival Volog'> for my only and true God, be thou my help and afhſtance, and not only deliver me 
retumett £m mine enemies, but alſo abate and controul their pride, who have not been a- 
fraid in cir blaſphemous language, to prophane thy holy and facred Name, and utter 
blaſphemous ſpeeches againſt thy power. Thus prayed he with {ghs and tears, and 
God heard him: For the very ſame night, Yologeſus received Letiers by which he was 
certified that a great number of Dahans and Sacans, taking opportunity by his ab- 
ſcnce, were entred into the Kingdom of Parthia, and ſpoiled the whole Country, 
For which cauſe he returned back into his Country without any further trouble, And 
thus 7zates by Gods Providence was delivered from the Parthian threats. 

Not long after this, after he had lived fifty five years and reigned four and twenty, 
1::tes deliver- and left behind him four and twenty ſons, he died, and appointed his Brother Mono- 
an Shy bazas to {acceed himin the Kingdom, requiting hereby his faith and Loyalty, in that 
his Brothcr during the time of his abſence, and after the death of his Father, he had faithfully 
Mmbazis ruled and governed the Kingdom to his uſe.

Shortly after, Quadratus came into Samaria, where he heard that the Samaritans the Samari- 
had been the Authors of the trouble, and on the other ſide knowing that fome Jews 25 and c.- 
likewiſe intended ſome inſurre&ion, he cauſed them to be crucified, whom Cumunys 
had left in priſon. From thence he tranſported himſelf to Lydda, which 1sa Burrough of 

p no leſs bigneſs than a City: in which place he fitting on his tribunal Seat, heard the 
Samaritans the ſeeond time, and diſcovered by the report of a certain Samaritan, that 
one Dort#s one of the chiefcſt among the Jews, and four other his Confederates in- Portus with 
duced the people to rebel againſt the Romans, 2zadratxs cauſed them to be execu- _—_— __ 
ted. As for Ananias, who was the High Prieſt, and the Captain 4nanzs, he fent them pray A- 
bound to Rome, to render an account to the Emperour Clandizs of that which they 745, Cuma- 

| had done. Moreover, he commanded the chief Governours both of the Samaritans oo 
and Jews, that they ſhould ſpeedily repair to Rome; whither Cumanys and Captain are ſent ro 
Celer ſhould conduct them, to the end they might be judged by Ceſar himſelf, upon the ** 
information taken on both ſides. And fearing leſt the common people of the Jews 

c ſhould break out into ſome Rebellion, he repaired to the City of Jer»ſalem, to give 
order that the Jews ſhould attempt to raiſe no new ſtirs; but when he came thither, 
he found all in peace, and buſied in the celebration of the Feaſt, and offering Sa- 
crifices to God, according to their accuſtomed Ceremonies. Being therefore afjured 
that no man would rebel in that place, he left them to their ſolemnities, and repaired 
to Antioch. | 

But the Jews that were ſent to Roxze with Cymanws and the principal Samaritans had 41ias cop. 13; 
a day aſſigned by them the Emperour to decide the differences that were between 
them. Cumanys and the Samaritans endeavoured all that they might by the media- 
tion of Ceſar's friends and free-men, to have the upper hand of the Jews; and indeed , 

D the day had been theirs if young Agrippa had not been at Rove. For he ſeeing that 4z+iypa mo- 
the matter was handled to the diſadvantage of the Jews, befought Agrippina the verh 4grip- 
Emperours Wife, that ſhe would prevail ſo with her Huſband, that he would be pleaf- {7 o hea 
ed to take full knowledge of that which was done; and that afterwards he ſhould the cauſe of 
execute due juſtice on thoſe whom he found guilty of that ſedition. Claudixs favour- < Jews: 
ably gave ear to this requeſt : and hearing the whole matter, he found that the Sa- 
maritans were the firſt Authors of all thoſe miſchiefs, and caufed them to be put ro 
death who came before him to plead, and baniſhed Camanw: he gave order alſo 
that Captain Celer ſhould be ſent back to Fer»ſalezz, and that there in fight of all 
the people he ſhould be dragged about the City, until he died; He ſent Clandins

In the twelfth year of his Reign, he gave Agrippa, Philip's Tetrarchy, with Batanea; medi & Ruf- 
and beſides that, added thereunto Trachoxnitis and Abila, which in time paſt appertain- #1, chap.

&d to Lyſanias Tetrarchy, taking from this the Province of Chalcis, which he had go- cn = 
verned for the ſpace of four years. - After that Agrippa had obtained this gitt at Ce/ar's Governour of 
hands, he married his ſiſter Dr*ſ/a to Azizus King of the Emeſlenians, who confent- _ 
ed to be circumciſed, becauſe Epiphanes, King of Aztiochus Son would not give ear unto : 
the marriage, for that he refuſed to entertain the Religion of the Jews, although in 
times paſt he had promiſed his Father no leſs. He gave Marianne to Archelaus, Chelcias Marianne. 
Son, who by her Fathers conſent was formerly promiſed him, on whom he begat a 

F Daughter called Bernice. A little after this, the Marriage of Azizus and Druſil/a was 
broken off on this occaſion following: When Felix, governed Jewry, he 1aw Druſl/a 
and fell in love with her, ſhe ſurpaſſing all other women in Beauty, He therefore p51;7 gerteth 
ſent a.certain Magician called $i-20#, who was born in Cyprxs, and one of his great- Drufilla fron 
eſt friends among the Jews, who perſwaded her to forſake her firſt Huſband, and to M* huvand: 
marry Felix, giving her to underſtand that ſhe ſhould be happy, if ſhe refuſed nor 
this match. She unadviſed, and reſolved to rid her ſelf from the hatred which her 
Siſter Ber7ice bare towards her (who hated her in regard of her beauty, and for this 
cauſe ceaſed not to injure her) condeſcended to forlake the Religion of the Jews, and 
to marry Felix, by whom ſhe had a Son called Agrippaz whoſe death hereafter I will 

G declare, and how in the Emperour 73tu-'s his time he died, and was burned in the 
fire of the Mountain YVeſrvins with his Wife. Bernice remained a Widow, very 


long after Herod's death, who was both her Uncle and her Husband, and the report 
Was 
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was that ſhe had the company of her Brother. At length ſhe wrought ſo much, that 4 
Polemon King of Czlicia cauſed himſelf to be circumciſed, to the end he might marry 
her, purpoſing by that means to make it known how fal{ly ſhe had beea accuſed, 
Whereunto Polemon gave ear becauſe ſhe was rich. But this Marriage continued not 
any long time: For Bernice through her 1mpudency, as it 1s reported, abandoned 
Polemon, who giving over that Marriage forſook alſo the Religion of the Jews, At 
the ſame time Mariamne having forſaken Archelaxs her Husband, married Demetrius 
one of the chiefeſt Jews that were 1n Alexandria, both in regard of his deſcent, as at. 
ſo his riches; who at that time alſo exerciſed the office of Alubarcha, that 1s to fay, the 
Governour of Arabia. She cauſed the Son ſhe had by him to be called Agrippinus, 
But of all this I will ſpeak more exactly hereafter. 

The Emperour Claudius died after he had reigned thirteen years, eight moneths 
and twenty days. Some ſay that he was poyſoned by Agrippire his wite the daughter 
of Germanicus, Claudius's Brother. She was firſt married to Domitins Anobarbus, one 
of the greateſt men of Rome; after whoſe death and long Widowhood, ſhe was at 
length married to Claudins, into whole houſe ſhe brought her Son called Domitius, by 
his own Fathers name. Claudius had put Meſalina his wite to death, for the jealouhie 
he had of her; although he had had children by her, namely Britannicus and OGa- 
via + And for his daughter Artoxza, who was the eldeſt of all his children and begot- 
ten on Pztiza one of his former Wives, ſhe was married to Nero, whom Claudius fo 
named, and adopted for his Son. Agrippira, tearing leſt Britannicus, growing to mans x 
eſtate, ſhould ſucceed his Father in the Empire, and deſirous to make her own Son 
Emperour, as is reported 3 ſhe left nothing unattempted that might bring her Huſ- 
band to his death; and preſently ſent Byrrus, who was General of the Army, with 
ſome other Captains, and thoſe of the greateſt power among his free-men, to brin 
Nero into the field, and to proclaim him Emperour. He being thus eſtabliſhed in the 
Empire, cauſed Britarricus to be ſecretly poyloned 3 and not long after this, he open- 
ly cauſed his Mother to be put to death, yielding her this recompence, not only for 
that ſhe had born him in her womb, but alſo becauſe by her means he had obtained 
the Empire. He hkewilſe murthered OZav:a his wife, the Emperour Claudins's daugh- 
ter, and divers other Noble men, under colour of ſome Conſpiracy intended againſt L 
him. But I will not proſecute this matter, for that there are divers who have writ Ne- 
ro's Hiſtory 3 of whom ſome have: no regard of the truth, but have ſpoken at their 
pleaſure, for that he had been their Benefaftor : others tranſported with hatred and 
deſpite againſt him, having not been aſhamed to publiſh ſuch impudent lies againſt his 
renown, that they deſerve to be condemned. Neither do I wonder that they have 
invented ſo many lies againſt Nero, conſidering that in thoſe Hiſtories which they - 
wrote of the former Emperours, they have not ſtudied to ſpeak truth, although 
they had not any occaſion to hate them, conlidering that they lived a long time 
after their death. For my own part I am reſolved never to deviate from the 
truth, contenting my ſelf to touch only by the way thoſe things that concern my M 
purpoſe ; neither will I treat in particular but of what relateth to my Country, with- 
out difſembling our own faults any more than the aftliftions that they brought upon 
us. I will therefore return to the diſcovery of our Afﬀairs. Azizus King of Emeſene 
being dead the fir ſtyear of the Emperour Nero's reign, his Brother obtained the 
Kingdom: Ariſtobulus the ſon of Herod King of Chalcis, had the Government of the 
leffer Armenia from Nero, who gave Agrippa a certain portion of Galilee, commanding 
thoſe of Tiberias and Tarichea to live under him. Beſides this, he gave him Julias 
fituate beyond Fordaz, with fourteen Burroughs.near adjoyning thereunto.

z in the Countrey. Felix had given him his word, that ;he ſhould no ways be endan- >S—> 
gered 5 whereupon he came and ſubmitted himſelf, and 'was preſently fettered and "Warid, {ea 
ſent to Rowe. Whereas the Governour hated extreamly Jonathan the High Prieſt, after C 41's 
becauſe he uſed to find fault with him for his-miſ-behaviours, leſt he ſhould be blamed CIT 


for him, becauſe it was through his means; that the Emperour had: made him Gover- 
nour; he reſolved to'make 'an end of him 3 there being nothing more unſufferable to 
the wicked; than to'be rebuked. '-To compaſs his deſign; he bribed a man called Do- 


ra, Who was born in Feruſalexz, 'and was one of thoſe 1n whom Jonathan repoſed his 
greateſt truſt 3 to bring in certain Thieves to murther Fozathanz who willingly liſten- 
}d to his demands: and deſirous to gratihe the Governour, by this means that enſu- 
 eth, brought that to effect which he had intended. There were certain Thieves that 
came up to Feryſa/err, under colour of Devotionz who carrying their Swords cloſe 
hidden urider their Garments, accoſted Fozathar, and killed him. Now, for that this 
Mufther was let ſlip, and not puniſhed; from that day forward, the Thieves reforted 
boldly to ſolema Feaſts, having their weapons hidden under their garments, and 
thronging in among'the people, killed ſome of thoſe who were their Adverſaries and 
others, to pleafure thofe who had hired them with ready money to rid them of thoſe 
they mif-liked. And they did fo, not only up and down the City, but in the Temple 
likewiſe 3\ where they killed ſome who little ſuſpeCted that any impicty ſhould be com- 
mitted 1n that place. For my own part, I think that God hatk deſtroyed our City, in 
c deteſtation of that Impiety : and for that he accounted the Temple 1mpure, he hath 
ſeit us the Romans, who hath ſet it'on fire to purge the City, and make us {Javes, with 
our Wives and Children; intending thereby to teach us Wiſdom by our own miſeries. 
Thus was the City filled with thefe Thefts and Murthers. And as for the Enchanters 
and Deceivers, they perſwaded the common: people to follow them into the Deſarr, 
promiling them to ſhew them ſigns and; miracles done by the power of God 3 where- 
unto divers gave ear, and at | laſt ſuffered the penalty of. their folly : For Felix recal- 
ling them back again, pumſhed them. - j 

At the ſame.time there came a certain man from Egypt to Feru/alezr, who termed 
himſelf a Prophet 3 who incited the common people to follow him to the Mount called 
D Oliver, ſituate not far off from Ferzſalew, and only diltant ſome five furlongs from 
thence 3 telling them, that from thence he would make them ſee the Walls of the City 
fall unto the ground, by which way he promiſed to give them entry : Which being 
reported ta:Felix, he cauſed the Souldiers to arm themſelves; and departing; out of

dred of them, and took-two hundred - alive; as for the Egyptian, he eicaped out of 
the skirmiſh, and no man knew what became of him. + The Thieves allo, incited the 
people anew to make War againſt the Romans, telling them that they ought not to 
yield them obedience 3 and they burned and ſpoiled divers of thoſe Boroughs, which 
oppoſed themſelves againſt them. It chanced alſo, that the Jews that inhabited Czja- 
rea, mutined againſt the Syrians that were 1n the ſame City, 1n that. they ſtrove to 


have an equal Authority in the Government of the State as well as they. The Jews - 


pretended the Title of Superiority, becauſe that Herod, who was a Jew, had builded 
the City of .Ceſarea'z on the'other;fide, the Syrians owned the Jews ſayings to be true? 
but they replied alſo, that: Ceſarex-was formerly called the Tower of Straton, and that 
at that time there was not one Jew that inhabited the ſame. Which when the Gover- 
nours of that Countrey heard, they Jaid hands on the Authors of this Sedition, as well 
of the one, as of the other party; and gave them the Baſtinado 3 pacifying by this 
means, the trouble for 'a little /fpaee.': For the Jews once more being puffed up with 
their Riches, and contemning the Syrians, injuriouſly reviled and provoked them: On 
' the other ſide, the Syrians being'weaker'n ſubſtance, but as great in heart (by reaſon the 
greateſt number of thoſe! that bare*Arms with: the Romans, were Czſareans and Seba- 
ſtens) at ſome times/ break: 6ut mto opprobious ſpeeches againlt the Jews 3 and at 
length the quarrel grew to that heat;-.that they caſt ſtones at one another, ſo that on 
both ſides divers of them-were/both killed and hurt; yet the Jews had the upper hand. 
Felix perceiving that this debatemight-breed-a War, came m between them, requi- 
ring the Jews to defiſt from fyrther' violence,” and commanding his Souldiers to beat 
down thoſe who would-refuſe to-obey7hims, by which means a great number were kil- 
led, and divers-taken' Priſotiers.”

=" Fter that Portius Feſtiit had been ſent by Nero to ſucceed Felix in the Govern- K 
Falix accuſed "ment of Judea, the chiefeſt of thoſe Jews that inhabited Ceſarea, repaired to 
Rome to accuſe Felix ; and without all doubt he had been puniſhed for the injuries 
he had committed againſt the Jews, if Nero had not pardoned him upon his Brother 
Palas's ſubmiſſion and entreaty, who impotturied him, and was at that time in great 
Hudio & Ruf. TEputation with him. Furthermore, two of the chiefeſt among the Syrians wrought 
finus, chap. 14+ Berillus, who had ſometimes been Nero's Maſter, and at that time was - Secretary of 
Eſtate in the Greek Tongue, by mighty Bribes, to beg of Nero the revocation of the 
Right and Title which the Jews enjoyed in the Government and Adminiſtration of 
the Commonweal. For which cauſe Beril/zs ſolicited the Emperour, and obtained a 
Letter from him, which was the cauſe of thoſe miſchiefs that afterwards happened inour L 
Nation; for the Jews of Ceſare, underſtanding what Commiſſion the Syrians had got- 
ten, wereſo much the more encouraged to make War. 
The Cuz- © Therefore, as ſoon as Feitus was arrived in Judea, he found the Countrey griev- 
throats among ouſly afflicted with Robberies, and the whole Countrey was ruined with Fire and 
the Jens Sword. The Thieves hkewiſe at that time encreaſed mightily 3 they uſed ſhort

Far 
fuck as, in times paft, publiſhed any worthy Hiſtory, endeavonred to write that which 
they themſelves had jeen 5 and they were Eye-witneſſes of thoſe Aﬀairs they committed to 
writing ; they mote effettually performed all that they promiſed, becanſe they acconnied it 
an alt of diſhoneity, to report and publiſh Lyes inſtead of Hiitory. And truly, in my opi- © 
7:i0#, that man is worthy commendation, who ſtriveth by his ſtudiows endeavours, to Re- 
eifter, net only the Occurrences of times paſt, but alſo thoſe memorable events that have 
happened in his own days: And he only and truly, is to be accounted induitrious, not N 
that altereth and pruneth at his pleaſure another man's Works, but he that of himpelf com- 
paleth an HiStory whereof no man hath before written. For my own part (being a 
ſtranger) I have ſpared no labour and expence, to declare the truth of theſe events 
in the ears of the Greeks and Romans, For, as touching their own learned men, their 
zronths are always open where their own intereſt, publick, or private, 3s concerned ; but if 
they come to « Hiitory, wherein they ſhould both tell truth, and with great labour en- 
quire of thoſe things that are paſt here the travel 3s too tedious, the bit 3s in their 
iceth, ſo that they leave the neatter to their performance, who are uncapable and unapt 
both in ſtile and ſtudy to register the AFions of Princes and great Captains 5 whereby it 
appears,” that the Grecians make as little account of the trath of Hiitory, as we efteem and

© tikewiſe -hapned in Ceſtinss time 5 and what Warlike exploits the Jews perſorm- 
ed in their firſt Attempts and Revolts; how they ſtrengthened the Cities and Forts 
about them; and how Nero (hearing of the great Overthrow, which his Army ve- 
ceived under Ceſtius their General, and fearing leſt he ſhould loſe all) made Titus 
Veſpaſian Gereral of his Army 5 who being attended by his eldeif Son, came into 
Judea, accompanied with as great a number of Romans as he could pojſibly gather 3 
how a great number of his Allies were defeated in Galilcez what Cities they took 
in that Province, either by Aſſault, or by Compoſition. Beſides all theſe things, I will 
expreſs what Order and Diſcipline the Romans obſerve in their Wars, and how they 
are accuſtomed to exerciſe their Souldiers.

This brave Son of fo brave a Father, could 
not doubt of the endeavours which Aztiochxs would uſe, to revenge the loſſes he had 
received 3 and therefore he gathered together an Army of his own Countrey-men, and 
vas the firſt among the Jews that madea League with the Romans. Artiochas failed 
not (zs he had forclccn) to enter into Judez with a powerful Army 5 and this great 
Captain repell'd him with a great Overthrow. And whilſt the remembrance of this 
Victory was yet freſh in mens minds, he aſſaulted the Garriſon of Jernſalexr, which as 
yet was entire 3 in which Conflict he forced them to forſake the high Town, which is 
called Holy, and betake themſelves to the lower part : And having recovered the 
Temple, he purified it, and compaſled it with a Wall, and made new Veſlels for the M

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CHAP. Il. 
The Succeſſion of Princes, from Jonathan to Ariſtobulus. 


Fter Judas ſucceeded his Brother Jonathan in the dignity of Prince of the Jews, He 
carefully ſtudied the Peace and ſecurity of his People,an.: fortified himlelt by the 
friendſhip of the Romans, and was reconciled to Aztiociz5 his Son ; yet did not all theſe 
C things procure his ſafety. For Tryphor (who was Tutor to the young Articchns) laying 
wait for him, and ſeeking to ſpoil him of his friends, took Jonathan at ſuch a time as he 
came with a ſmall company to Aztiochas who was at Pto/cz4is, and binding him, led an 
Army againſt Jude: from whence being repulled by $7z20n, Jorathar's Brother, in dil- 
pleaſure and revenge thereof, he flew Jorathan, : 

But S;z-0z valiantly beſtirring himſc]f in the Conduct of the affairs of the Common- 
wealth, took Zara, Joppe and Famnia (which were bordering Towns;) and overcoming 
theGarriſon of Accaror, he deſtroyed the City, and aſſiſted Artiochxs againlt Tryphor, 
who beſieged Dora, before that expedition which he made againſt the Medes. Yet 
would not the greedy mind of the King be ſatisfied, notwithſtanding Szzz0z had thus 

D faithfully Fes, and afliſted him to the ruineand death of 77yphoz: but wa ſhort time 
after, he ſent Cendebexs (the General of the Army) to haraſs and ſpoil Judea, and to take 
$;02 Priſoner. But Si#20» though very aged, acted both yourhfully and valiantly, 
and ſent his Sons before with the moſt reſolute men he had againſt Aztiochrs, and 
himſelf with the reſidue of his Army, aflaulted another quarter of the Enemies 
Camp 3 and having laid many ambuſhes in the mountains, he obtained a great vi- 
Qory. After which he was made High Prieſt, and delivered the Jews from the 
ſubjection of the Macedonians, under which they had been two hundred and ſe- 
venty years. Finally, by the treachery of Ptolemy his Son-in-law, he was murthe- 
red at a Banquet 5 who impriſoning his Wife and two Sons, ſent certain men to kill 

E his third Son Joh, otherwiſe called Hircanus, But the young man underſtanding 
the deſign, fled to Feruſalem, accompanied with a great multitude 3 for he greatly ho- 
ped that the people would remember his Father's prowels, eſpecially becauſe Prolemey's 
iniquity was hated of all men. Ptolemey allo haſted to enter the City at another gate : 
but he was ſpeedily repulſed by the people, who had already received Hircanzs, For 
which cauſe he preſently retired himſelf into a Caſtle named Dagoz, ſituate beyond 

ericho, | | | 
, After that Hircan#s had obtained the office of High Prieſt, which was left him by 
his Father, and had offered Sacrifices to God, he led forth his forces with all ſpeed to 
befiege Prolemzey, hoping to deliver his Mother and Brethren that were there detained 

F Priſoners there by him. His tenderneſs of nature was the only obſtacle that hinder'd 
him from forcing the Caſtle. For when Ptolemey perceived himſelf to be in danger, 
he brought Hircanws's Mother and Brethren upon the walls, and beat them where he 
might behold them in their torments, threatning to caſt them down from the wall, ex- 
cept fircanys would preſently depart. How great ſoever the indignation of Hircanxs 
was, it wasforc'd to giveplace to the affeftion he had for perſons ſo dear tohim, and to 
his compaſſion of ſeeing them ſuffer.

As for Antigonus (who was his ſecond Brother, and whom in appearance he 
ſeemed to love moſt entirely) he made him partaker of his Dignity, and committed the 
reſt of them to Priſon : He1mpriſoned his Mother alſo, for that ſhe had contended with 
4riſebutus him for the Government of which Hircanus had made her Regent. And he was lo gi- 
famiſhech his yen over to all kind of Cruelty, that he not only kept her Priſoner in Bonds, but alſo 
oc; put her to Dcath by Famine : To which Impiety headded that of killing his own Bro- 
loved 4ntigo- ther Antizons, whom he had entirely loved, and made Partner with him in the King- 
mus very deat- dom. For by reaſonof certain ſcandalous flanders, which his envious and malignant 
2 Courtiers contrived and invented againſt him, he commanded him to be put to Death. 
Upon their firſt information, ArziFobulys ({wayed by Brotherly affection) gave them no 
credit 3 conceiving thoſe Accuſations to proceed from envy, rather than any good 
ground. But when Artigonws returned from the War, at that Feſtival time, —_

Hereupon, certain curſed and wicked detractors repaired to the King, and told him, that 
this great Guard of Souldiers which accompanied Artigonxs, and his magnificent 
Pomp, ſhew'd that he was not contented with the honour he had done him, in atloct- 


ating him in the Royalty, but was minded to poſlels it wholly to himſeltz in which © 


reſolution they ſaid he was come accompanied with ſo many Souldiers, that it could not 
bedoubted, but that it was to murther him. Ariſtobulxs, though unwillingly, yet at 
laſt being won to believe them, deſirous to hide his {\uſpicion, commanded his Guard 
to hide themſelves ina certain place under ground (himſelf then lodging in a certain 
Caſtle, which in times paſt was called Bari, and afterwards Antoria, by Herod, 1n ho- 
nour of Artonizs ) with this Commiſlion, that it Aztigonxs came un-armed, they ſhould 
let him paſs 3 if otherwiſe, they ſhould kill him. He ſent certain MctJengers allo, to 
Antigonws, requiring him to repair unto him diſ-armed : But the wicked Queen preven- 
ted this good intent of his by a ſubtil ſtratagem complotted by thole, that with her con- 
ſpired againſt him 3 for ſhe perſwaded thoſe that were tocarry this mcilage, to diſcover 
nothing of what the King had commanded them 3 but to tell Az1igonws, that his Bro- 
ther having intelligence that he had brought very goodly Armour, with other fair Fur- 
niture for War, from Galzlee, deſired him to come to him, arm'd as he was, that he 
might have the pleaſure to ſee him in his Warlike Ornaments. Which when Antigonzs 
underſtood, (who, by reaſon of his Brother's afftection, ſuſpe&ted no miſchief) he armed 
himſelf, and reſorted to him, intending to content him with his appearance. But no 


ſooner arrived he in the ſtrait, whichis called the Tower of Stratoz, but the Guard of 


Ariftobulus (et upon him, and {laughtered him 3 yielding by this means a demonttrative 
teſtimony, that DetraCtion 1s able to deſtroy all good nature and triendihip 5 and that 
there is no union of affection ſo great, as it can always reli{t the attempts of envy, to 
ruine 1t, 

In this Occurrence there happened a thing which cannot be too much admired : One 
D Judas, who was of the Sect of the Effeans, had fo certain a knowledge of the Future, 
that his PrediCtions were never found falſe. This man beholding Artigonws pals through 
the Temple, cried out to his familiars, who attended him in no ſmall number (as ordi- 
narily, divers of his Diſciples did : ) 4h, how happy were it for me at this preſent, if I were 
dead, ſence truth is dead before me, and one of my PrediGions is found faulty! For behold 
Antigonus yet liveth, who ſhould this day have died in the Tower of Straton, which is di- 
ſtant from this place ſix hundred furlongs, and "tis now the fourth hour of the days now 
th-refore is the time, wherein my Divination ſhall be falſffied. Having ſpoken to this 
effect, the old man fate down, being altogether diſconſolate and penitivez within a while 
after, it was told him that Aztigonus was !lain in a place under ground, called the 
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Tower of Strator, being of the fame name of that of Ceſares, which 1s ſcituate upon 
the Sea-coaſt 5 which conformity of names, was the cauſe that Judas ſtaggered in his 
Divination. 

The ſorrow which incontinently ſeized Ariifobulas, for committing this hainous ,,;q,,,.,. 
Murther, augmented his ſickneſs in ſuch ſort, that his Soul was continually troubled through the

ſtayed in Baniſhment, during the Life of Alexander. Thus, after he had by ſuch aGti- 
ons ſought the tranquility of his Kingdom, which he obtained not, but with long time 
and great difficulty, he ceaſed to make War againſt his Countrey. 


C HA P.: IV. 


Of the War of Alexander, K3ng of the Fews, with Antiochus 4nd Aretasz and of Ari- 
ſtobulus ad Hircanus. | 

Fter this, Aztzochys (who likewiſe was called Dionyſus, Brother to Demetrins, 

and the laſt of all the Race of Selencxs) raiſed up new broils againit Alexander ; 

who fearing him becauſe he had overcome the Arabians, drew a deep Trench along that 
ground which lieth between Artipatris, and the Sca-coalt of Joppa: and before the 
Trench he built a very high Wall, and raiſed Towers of wood to hinder his Enemies 
patſage. But all this could not keep out Aztiochxs; who burning the Towers, and fil- 
C ling up the Trenches, entred and paſled overthem with his Forces. Bur not tarrying at 
that time to revenge himſelf” of him who had thus forbidden him patlage, he preſently 
marched forward againſt the Arabians. Aretas, King of Aravza, retiring himſelt into 
certain places of his Countrey which were fitteſt for detence, and returning ſuddenly to 
Battel with his Horſe (who were in number ten thouſand) ruſhed fuddenly upon Az 
ochus's Soldiers, and found them unprovided ; ſo that a hot Skirmith began betwixt 
them; in which the Soldiers of 4tiochys, whilſt he lived, ſhewed themſelves valiant 
(though they were on every (ide maſſacred by the Arabians) but ſo ſoon as he was ſlain 
(who was always ready to afliſt thoſe that were in danger) all of them fied ; and the 
greateſt part of them were {lain in the Batte], and in flight: As for thoſe that eſcaped, 
D they fled to the Town of Cana, where all (except very few) died for hunger. After 
this, the people of Damaſeus being incited with the hatred they bare to Ptolowey the Son 
of Mennews, ſent for Aretas, and eſtabliſhed him King over Czloſyriaz, who warring a- 
gainſt Judea, and overcoming Alexander in Battel, retired upon Compoſition. Alex- 
ander having taken Pel/a, reſorted once more to the Town of Gera/ja, 1n that he was de- 
firous to get Theodorws's Riches 3 and took the place, notwithſtanding that it was forti- 
fied with three Walls, and that upon every Wall there was planted a Garrifon. Hetook 
Garzlan and Seleucia, and that Town which is called the Valley of Aztiochus. Moreover, 
having taken Gamala, which was a very ſtrong Caſtle, and impriſoned the Governour 
thereof, who was called Demetrizs, becauſe he was a wicked Perſon ; he returned into 
E Jadea after he had ſpent three yearsin War 3 where, for his proſperous ſuccels, he was 
joyfully received of his Nation. But no ſooner ceaſed he from War, but he fell fick 
of a Quartane Ague; and he thought that he ſhould drive away his ſickneſs, if he em- 
ployed himſelf in fome buſineſs 3 for which cauſe, labouring under his Diſeaſe, he appli- 
ed himſelf to War, and toiling abovehis ſtrength, amidit thoſe tumults, he yielded up 
the Ghoſt in the thirty ſeventh year of his Reign 3 leaving the Kingdom to Alexandrizy 
his Wife, fully accounting that the Jews would 1 all things obey her, becauſe that ſhe, 


always miſliking and ſeeking to hinder his cruelty and iniquity, had won the hearts of 


the People : Neither was he deceived; for ſhe being admired for her Piety amongſt 
them, they eaſily ſubmitted to her ; the rather for that ſhe was well acquainted with the 
Cuſtoms of her Countrey, and even from her Childhood deteſted them who violated 
our holy Laws. She had by Alexander two Sons, the eldelt was called Hircanxs, whom 
by reaſon of his years, ſhe made High Prieſt 3 and becaule of hisdull nature, ſhe thought 
that though he werein Princely Authority, yet he would moleſt no man : As for the 
youngeſt Son Ariſtobulys, becauſe he was of a hot ſpirit, ſhe was willing that he thould 
lead a private life. : 

Now there was a certain Se& among the Jews, which were called Pharitees, who 
| Joyned themſelves with the Queen: Theſe people were thought to be of the godiie(t 
ſort, and to be more skilful than others, in interpreting the Scripturesz and Alexandra 
favoured them the more, becauſe ihe was much given to Religion. Theſc having by 
G little and little infinnated themſelves into her favour, domincer'd at their plea- 
lure, difplacing, diſpoſing, impriſoning, and reſtoring to liberty whom they pleaſed, 


tor no other purpoſe, but that they might enjoy the Profits and Commodities of 
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the Kingdom 3 leaving to Alexandra, nothing but the Expences and care of the Go. py 
vernment. This Queen was al waysdefirous of high attempts, and daily ſtudied toen. 
creaſe her wealth : She levied two Armies, and hired many ſtrangers, whereby ſhe not 
only ſtrengthened her own Countrey, but alſo made her felt feared by other Nations, 
She ruled others, but her ſelf was ruled by the Phariſees, who at laſt killed Diogenes, a 
gallant man, and highly in favour with King Alexander; atirming, that through his 
counſe], the King commanded thoſe eight hundred before-mentioned to be crucified : 
And further, they perſwaded the Queen Alexandra, that ſhe (ould put to death all g- 
thers,through whoſecouncel Alexander her Huſband had beenincited againſt thoſe eight 
hundred. The Queen being blinded with Superſtition, thought it unlawtul todeny any 
thing which they requeſted ; ſo that they put to death whom they pleaſed, till ſuch time | 
as the chiefeſt of thoſe, who were in this danger, in humble wiſe came to AriStobulus, 
who perſwaded his Mother to ſpare ſome, and to baniſh others, who ſhe thought had 
deſerved puniſhment ; which Exiles diſperſed themſelves through the whole Countrey, 
Now Alexander ſent an Army to Damaſers, and becauſe Ptolomey daily vexce] the City, 
ſhe took it without doing any thing worthy of memory. She allo ſolicited Tigrape,, 
King of Armenia, with Gifts and Promiſes (who with an Army had befieged Ptolemajs, 
wherein Cleopatra was) but he, for fear of troubles in his own Countrey, in that Ly- 
cullus had entred into Armenia, withdrew himſelf from thence. 

Shortly after Alexandra falling ſick, her youngeſt Son Ariſtobulzs, with his Servants 
(which were many in number, all truſty, and in the heat of their youth) got all the 
Caſtles 3 and hiring Soldiers with the money he found in thoſe Caſtles, he proclaimed 
himſelf King. But Alexandra (pitying the complaints of Hircanws) impriſoned the Wife 
and Children of Ariſtobulzs, in a Caſtle near the North part of the Temple, which in 
old time was called Baris (as we ſaid before) afterwards Antonia, trom Antonins, as in 
like manner Sebaſte and Agrippias, other Cities were named of Augnitzs and Agripps, 
But Alexandra died before ſhe could revenge Hircanus of the wrongs which Ariitobulys 
had done him. This Queen reigned nine years, and left Hzrcanxs in polleſion of all, 
whom during her life time ſhe had advanced to the Kingdom. But Ariſtobul us being 
both ſtronger in power, and greater in authority, encountred with his Brother about 
Jericho 5 where many of Hircanxs's Soldiers forſaking their King, fled to AriStobulus; 
io that he, and the remnant that followed him, were forced to fly into the Caſtle called 
Antonia, wherehe found Hoſtages to redeem them, for (as we have already ſaid) Ari- 
ſtobulus his Wite and Children were impriſoned in that place: And leſt any worſe mj{-hap 
ſhould betide him, he concluded a Peace, upon condition that Arijtobulys ſhould be 
King, and that he, as Brother to the King, ſhould enjoy ſome other Dignities. Upon theſe 
conditions they were made friends in the Temple, where in the preſence of all the people, 
they triendly embraced each other; which when they had done, they changed houſes, 
and Ariſtobulzs went to the King's Palace, and Hircanws to Ariſtobulus's houſe. 


CHAD V 
Of the War between Aircanus andthe Arabians 5 and of the taking of Jeruſalem. 
% JOwa {udden fear invaded all the Enemies of Ari5Fobulus, when they ſaw him (con- 


' % trary to all expectation) made King; and eſpecially Aztipater, above all others, 
whom Ariſtobrlzs had long hated. This Antipater was an Idumear born; and for No- 


bility and Riches, the chief, and beſt reputed of his Nation. This man perſivaded N | 


Hircanus to fly to Aretas King of Arabia, and crave his help to ſet him in his Kingdom : 
He exhorted Aretas likewiſe to receive Hircanws, and to help him to recover his King- 
dom 3 ſpeaking much againſt the manners of Ariſtobuls, and praifing Hircanus: Ad- 
ding, that he being King of ſo famous a Nation, ought to afliſt thoſe who were unjult- 
iy opprefled ; and that Hircanzs had manifeſt injury offered him, being forced to for- 
lake his Kingdom, which by the right of Succeſſion, was due unto him. After he had 
thus made his way, he took in the night time Hircanus, and fled with him out of the 
City 3 and making all haſte poſlible, they arrived fafe at a Town called Petra (a Town 
where the King'sof, Arab/aare accuſtomed to keep their Court) there he delivered Hir- 
e4r45 into the King's hands, and by many gifts and entreaties, obtained of him that he 
would a{iift him wo recover his Kingdom. And to the effecting of the ſame, Arctas 


gave him an Army of lifty thouſand Horſe and Foot which power, AriStobulus =

liver the King out of Priſon : But thoſe that favoured Hircanus, would that the Gates 
ſhould be opened to Pompey. At laſt, Ariſtobuls's Friends not prevailing, fled into 
the Temple; and to the end that' they might fight it out to the laſt, they cut down 
the Bridge which leads out of the City into the Temple. When the reſt had received 
the Romans into the City, and delivered to them the King's Palace, Pompey ſent a 
Captain called Pſo, with Souldiers to ſeize the ſamez who leaving a Garriſon in the 
Town (ſecing he could perſwade none of them that werein the Templeto Peace) pre. 
pared all things neceſſary to batter it. All which time Hircanws and his friends ſhey. 
ed themſelves ready to help them to their power, and to do whatſoever they were 
commanded. Pompey at the North fide filled the Ditch and Valley with earth, which 
his Souldiers carried 3 though by reaſon of the great depth, and for that the Jews made 
reſiſtance, it was a hard thing to be done; and it had been left undone, had not Poyy. 
pey (obſerving the ſeventh day, wherein the Jews Religion obliged them to abſtain 
from all labour) cauſed it to be filled up thoſe days; forbidding -the Souldters to fight 
at that time, to the intent he might fill the Ditch more conveniently (for it was lawfu] 
for the Jews only to do what was neceflary to ſuſtain and detend. their Lives upon the 
Sabbath.) Art laſt, when the Ditch was filled, and the Towers were built upon the 
Rampire, he barterd the Walls with thoſe Engines that he brought from Tyre 3 but they 
were beaten back by thoſe who reſiſted from the top of the Walls, who rouled ſtones 


at them: Againſt the violent power whereof, the Towers that were built in that K 


Quarter, being of a great an1 goodly building, refiſted extreamly well. But the Ro. 
mans found hard work in this place, and Powzpey admired rhe valourot the Jews ; that 
being amonzlt the thickeſt of their Enemies Darts, they omitted no Ceremony of their 
Religion; but (as though they had had firm Peace) they every day obſerved theirCe- 
remonies, offered Sacrifices, and moſt diligently performed the Divine Service; yea, 
though every day they were killed at the Altar, they ceaſed not from the Lawful Rites 
of their Rehgion. Atlaſt, inthe third Month of the Siege, during which ſcarcely one 
Tower was b=aten down, they brake into the Temple; and the firſt that attempted tg 
climb over the Wall, was Corzelizs Fauitas, SyllasSon; and after him two Centurions, 


Furivs and Fabins, with their Regiments 3 who compaſling the Temple about (while | 


ſome fought to hide themſelves, and others reliſted) they flew them all. There were 
many Prieſts alſo among the reſt; who, although they faw the Enemies with naked 
Swords ruſhing upon them, yet being nothing at all diſmayed thereat, continued ſtil 
their Sacrifices, and were flaineven whilſt they offered and incenſed in the Temple; 
preferring the duty they ow'd to their Religion, even before their own ſatety. Many 
alſo were {]ain by their own Countrey-men thar favoured the adverſe part, and many 
caſt themſelves down headlong upon the Rocks ; others in their tury, having deſperately 
fired all things upon the Walls, burnt themſelves for company, So that twelve thou- 
ſand Jews were {lain, but very few Romans, though many hurt : And amongſt all that 


Maſflacre, there was nothing ſo grievous to the Jews, as that the Holy Sanuary M 


(which never any one ſaw before that time) was revealed to ſtrangers. For Pompey, 
with his followers, came intothe Temple, where it is lawful for nonebut the High Prieſt 
to come, and ſaw the Candleſticks, Lamps, Table, Cenſers, and all the Golden Ve 
ſcls, and whatſoever was within the Temple. Moreover, he beheld the great quantity 
of Odoniferous Drugs, which were kept in ſtorein that place, and two thouſand Talents 
of Holy Vioney ; yet did he not take away theſe things, nor any thing elſe belonging 
tothe Temple. But the day after it was taken, he commanded the Sacriſtans to purge 
and make clean the Temple, and to offer the uſual Sacrifice. He hkewiſe confirmed 
Hircanys Bigh Prieſt (who had in all things ſhewed himſelf very forward, and eſpeci- 


ally at the time of the Siege; and alſo lindred a multitude of People, from joyning x 


themſelves with Ariſtobulzs) and thus, like a good Captain, he got the good will of the 
Pcople more by love, than by fear. | 

Amongſt others that were Captives, there was Ariſtobulzs's Father-in-law, who was 
alſo his Uncle : as for thoſe that had been the chief cauſe of theſeWars, Pompey cauſed 
them to be bcheaded. He rewarded Fani?#5 likewiſe, and thoſe who had fought valt- 
antly with him, with very rich Gifts, and impoſed a Tribute upon Fer»ſalexz, and took 
from that Nation the Cities which they had gotten in Celofzria, and appointed them 
to be governed by him who then was Preſident for the Romans'; making them keep 
wichin the bounds of their own Countrey. And in favour of Demetrivs of Gadars 
{a ftreed-man of his) he re-edified Gadarg, which the Jews had deſtroyed : He 
delivercd the Mediterranean Cities from their Government (for they had not as yet 
deſtroyed them, becauſe they were ſuddenly prevented) namely, Hippzon, Scythopols,

ting, the King had given him any ſuch authority : and that Herod, if he were not a 
King but a private perſvn, was to be brought into judgment, there to anſwer the 
matter, and ſhew the King a reaſon, and fatisfie the Laws of his Countrey 5 which

to his anfer {Waſions Hircarns grew angry : ſo that not concealing his wrath, he cauſed Herod 
before rhe to be ſent for to anſwer the matter: who both for that his Father advertiſed him 
_ thcreto, and becauſe he truſted to the equity of his caule, firſt leaving a Garriſon 
IN 
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A in Galilee, he repaired to the King, accompanied with a ſufficient Guard, not ſo 
reat as to give jealouſte to Hircanys, nor ſo ſmall as-to expoſe him to the attempts 
of his Adverſaries. Sextus Ceſar, who lov'd the young man much, and feared leſt 
any evi] ſhould betide him amongſt his enemies, ſent to Hircazus, warning him to 
abſolve Herod from the crimes of which he. was accusd. Which Hircaurs, who al- 
ſo loved Herod, made no difficulty to do. But Herod, ſuppoſing he had done it un- 
willingly, went to Damaſcus to Sextus, purpoſing not to appear, it hereafter he were 
ſent for. Hereupon Hircanus was once again incited againſt Herod by his enemies, 
who certified him that he was gone away 1n a rage, with defign to enterprize ſome- 
thing againſt him: which Hircanus believing, knew not what to do, ſeeing his enemy 
more potent than himſelf. ] 

Shortly after Sexrus Ceſar proclaimed him General of the Army, both in Syria and 
Samaria; {o that now he was greatly to be feared by Hircamns, not only for that he 
was highly in favour with the Commonalty, but alſo for the forces which he com- 
manded, Herepon Hircarrs fell into extreme fear, verily perſwading himſelf that 
Herod with his whole Army would preſently come againſt him. Neither was his 
ſuſpicion vain : for Herod angry at the pretended crime whereof he was accuſed, 
came with a great Army to Jernſaſem, intending to depoſe Hircanns; which he had 
effetted, had not his Father and Brother gone forth to meet him, and pacified him, 
intreating him that he would account that terrour (wherein he had put his enemies) 
and his own indignation a ſufficient revenge, and that he would ſpare the King, by 
whoſe favour he came to be ſo potent; adding moreover, that he ought not to take 
it il] that he was called to anſwer his accuſations, ſince he was acquitted of them, 
and conſequently ought to ſhew himſelf grateful to the King who had ſaved his life. 
Moreover, that Prudence obliged him to conſider the fortune of war, together with 
the cauſe thereof; that the juſtice of Hircanus fide might do more for him than a 
whole Army 3 and that he ought not to hope for victory, being to fight againſt his 
own King, who had always been gracious unto him, and never had thought of doing 
him hurt, but only being as it were urged thereunto by ſome of his Council, who 
through meer envy, and to fatisfie their own paſſions, had framed a ſhadow of an 
p accuſation againſt him. Herod was ſatisfied herewith, and ſuppos it to be ſufficient 
in order to his great deſigns, to have ſhewed his forces and his power unto his 
Nation. | | | 

At this time began Civil war among the Romans near Apamza, in which Cecilins 
Bafſus, for the love he bare to Sextus Pompey, flew Sextns Ceſar at unawares,and made 


himſelf Governour of his Army 3 and other Captains of Czſar*s to revenge his death, 


made after Baſſus with all their forces; unto whom Aztipater by his two Sons ſent aid, 
both for the ſake of Ceſar that was ſlain and of him that was yet alive (for he was an 
entire friend and well-willer unto them both) and theſe Wars continuing long, Marcus

By reaſon of which murther their troubles daily in- 
crealed,, and the Nobility being at variance amongſt themſelves, every one follow- 
ed that courſe, that they thought moſt expedient tor themſelves. Whereupon Caſſe- 
«s prefemly marched into Syria, to take poſſeſſion of the Government of the Army 
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which was about Apamia 3 where he made Marcxs and Baſſus friends, took the con- caſius levieth 
du& of the Legions which they commanded, and. raiſed the ſiege from Apamia, CO the

axtipater 87 notwithſtanding that himſelf had often confeſſed that Artipater had ſaved hig jij. 
aged ” Antipater, fearing both his power and ſubtilty, paſſed over the River Forday tg 0a. 
Malichus. ther an Army, that he might prevent thoſe treacheries: But Malichws being dilco- 
vered, ſaw nothing left for him to do but to diflemble 3 and accordingly by many 
oaths and excuſes he won Phaſzlxs chief of the Garriſon in Jeruſalem, and Herod wh 
was maſter of the Army, that they ſhould be a means to reconcile him unto Amipa. 
ter. Whereupon Artipater intreating Marcus (who was General of the Army iq $y- 
ria, and had determined to kill him) he was ſaved.

ſolemn Funeral for his Father : which done, he went to Semaria, and appeaſed the 
ſedition wherewith that City was diſquieted. After this he returned to Fernſalem, in- 
tending to celebrate the Feſtiva], and having ſent certain of his armed men betore him, 
he appointed the reſt to accompany him. But Malichrs, who feared this approach 
of his, ſolicited Hircanss to give order, that no ſtrangers ſhould intermingle them- 
Malichzjoyn- ſelves among the people, io diſturb their devotion. But Herod contemning this Pro- 
eh with Hir- hjbition entred the City by night : whereupon Malichxs once more came to him, M 
Caſſive charg. 2nd wept for Antipater. Herod, although he could very hardly bridle his diſpleaſure, 
eh Herod by yet diflembled the lame: and ſent letters to Caſſuzs, wherein he complained of his 
leters to 1©- fathers death. Calſzrs already hated Malichns ſufficiently, and fo he writ again to 
_ death» Herod, willing him to revenge his father's death; which that he might the better 
effe&, he ſecretly commanded the Captains of his Regiment to affiſt hm. Now for 
that after the ſurprizal of Laodzcea, all the beſt of the City came to Herod, bringing 
preſents and crowns, he appointed this for a fit time of his intended revenge: which 
Malichas {uſpecting as he was near {1zre,. he purpoſed ſecretly tro get away his ſon, 
who was there a pledge, and to flee into J#dea. But deſpair of his own ſafety urged 
him to greater matters for he hoped to incite the Jews to take Arms againſt the Ro- N 
mans, whilſt Caſas was now bufie in the War againſt Aztorins; 1o that he thought 
he might eaſily depoſe Hircaus, and make himſelf King, But God prevented thele 
vain hopes: For Herod, ſuſpeCting he had ſme great deſign, invited him and Hircars 
to ſupper, in order to which he made a ſhew as though he had ſent one of his ſervants 
to cauſe a banquet to be prepared, but indeed he ſent him to the Roman Captains 
to tell them to lie in wait for Malichus: who remembring what charge Caijins gave 
The decree of REM came forth of the City to the ſhore next adjoyning to the Town, all armed 
fare laugheth With ſwordsz where compaſſing Mal:chus round about, they killed him with many 
ar humane wounds.

9 nzrate 
ed of his ſickneſs, but preſently he retook them all, and at AHircannss requeſt per- 
mitted him to depart. He alſo chaſed Marioz, whom Caſſius had made Prince of the Ty- 
Cc rians out of Galilee, who had got three Caſtles in that Country. As for the Tyrians that 
he took; he ſpared their lives, and ſent ſome away with rewardsz Whereby he got the 
ood will of the City, and the hatred of the Tyrant. When Mario had gotteninco his 
hands all Syria; and for the hatred he bore to Herod, took with him Artigonus, Ari. 
obulus's Son,, and marched againſt him: and by Fabrirs's meats, whom Artigonus had 
rained to himſelf by money : he alſo got Ptolemy to aflift himin this expedition 3 which :72ons 
Ptolemy was father-in-law to _4ntigonns, and furniſhed him with all neceſlaries. Herod like- A4riltobulus's 
wiſe, having prepar'd himſelf againſt them, gave them battle in the entrance into Ju- gjgtt'y,y yy. 
dea, and got the victory: and _ put Aztigonusto flight, he returned to Feruſalem, r0d. 
where he was honoured by all men tor his courage in that victory ; ſo that even they 
D that before deſpiſed him, now by reaſon of his affinity newly contracted with Hirca- 
zus, ſought his friendſhip and familiarity. This Herod long before this time had a 
wife which was a noble woman of his own Cn; named Dorzs, and had by her nor, Hero's 
a Son named Artipater : but he then married Mariamme, daughter of Alexander ay of 
(who was Ariſtobulus his ſon) and of Alexandra Hircanus his daughter, by reaſon CL 
whereof he came to be in favour with the King. But when Caſſurs was flain near Philip- 4ntipater. 
27, Ceſar departed into Italy, and Antonius into Aa; at which time the chief of the Jews 
came and accuſed Phaſzlus and Herod, alledging that they by force got unto themſelves The chicſeſt 
the rule of the Countrey, and left Hircanus only the bare name of King.

Ant. lib. 14: Wo years after this, and when Barzapharnes, a great Noble man of the Parthians, 
cap. 21 {F governed Syria with Pacorxs the King's Son, Lyſqrias who had ſugceeded higFa.

ſwadeth Bar- ther Ptolomens, Son of Mines, , Proeojſed them a thouſand Talents, and five hungyeq 
2apharn:s 9 Women, to put Artigonws in polleſſjon. of the Kingdam of Jydea, and depafe Hy 
= cage «n. cans. Being induced by theſe promiſes, Pacorys march'd along the Sea-coaſt, and Ray. + 
ſtare 4ntig9 Zapharnes pals'd through the midſt of the Countrey. But amongſt the reſt of. the places 
—_ bordering on the Sea, the Syrians would not receive Pacorxs (notwithſtandipg the (i. 
tizens of Prolemazs and Sidon had given him entertainment) wherefore he gave parg of 
his Horſe unto one who was the King's Butler, called Pacor#s (as himſelf was;) com- 
manding him to paſs into Fxdea, and learn what their enemieg meant to do, and 
to help Artigonxs where need required. As they waſted the Countrey abqut Carmel, 
many [cws came of their own accord, and joyned with Aztigonas, ſhewing themlelyes 
very prompt to fight ; for which cauſe he ſent them before to take a place called Dry- 
1053 where having fought with his enemies, and put them to flight, he purſyed them 
with all ſpeed as far as F.ruſulems: And his number being augmented, he came to. the 
A fore fightin King's Palace. But FEzrcanus and Phaſelus met them with a ſtrong Company, and 
the Market- fought with them in the Market-place, where the enemies were forced to fly, and part 
— of them were by Herod ſhut up mm the Temple; and he appointed to. keepthem fixty 
and Hircanus. men, which he placed in the houſes next adjoyning. But the people bearing a grudge 
—_ to the two Brethren, ſet the houſes on fire: Whereat Herod being angry (tor that his 
ſalem. men were conſumed with fire) ſet upon the people, and killed a great many. of them, 
and every hour one laid watt for another, ſo that every day ſome were murthered. L 
Now the Feaſt of Pertecoſt drawing nigh, all places about the Temple, and, the whole 
City, was filled with people of the Countrey, whereof the moſt part was armed; and 
Phaſzlus kept the Walls, and Herod with a ſmall Company, kept the King's Palace; 
and aflaulting their enemics upon the ſudden, as _ were 11.'the Suburbs, they 
killed a great many of them, and put all the reſt to flight; part of them he. coup- 
ed up in the City, others he ſhut inthe Temple, and the reſt between that and the 
uttermoſt Rampire.

F not take revenge of any, though his open enemy ; but would pardon, even them that 
had been moſt ſeditious. But whca Artizonns his followers with loud exclamations 
hindred the Crier's voice from being heard, leſt any man ſhould alter hismind; Herod 
preſently commanded his men to beat the enemies off fromthe Wall; upon which order 
they ſhot ſuch a flight of Arrows and Darts from the top of the Towers, that they for- 
ced them to retire. At this time Sz/o was detected to have been corrupted with mo- 
ney; for he ſolicited many Souldiers to cry out that they wanted Provitions,and to agk 51's ſubtiley 
money and&ViCtuals, and to crave to be dilmifled and fent into fome fit placeof Quar-- Þ<inzcorrupr- 
ter during the Winter, becauſe 41igonws had laid waſte all the-Countrey ; and even OO 
9zlo himſelf offered to be gone, and exhorted others to do rhe like.

But the Romans brake 1nto the City, and 
Prey. © Facked it (where they found the houſes ſtored with all manner of Riches; ) and the 
King leaving a Garriſon at Jericho returned. He ſent likewile rhe Roman Souldiers tg 
the Provinces which were on his ſidez to wit, Idumza, Galileeand Samaria, that they 
might abide there till winter was paſt. Artigonxs allo, through Silo's means (whom 
by money he had made his friend) obtained that a part of his Army might (during the 
Winter time) abide at Lidda, that he might by this means obtain the tavour of Aro. 
ins: and the Romans, being now diſcharged from the Wars, lived in great caſe and 
lenty. 
g All this time Herod was not idle, but accompanied with two thouſand Foot, and five 
hundred Horſe, he went about Idzmea, and tent alſo his Brother Fojeph, leſt by Anti. 
gonws's means the people (hould rebel. And having carried his Mother, and the reſt 
of his.Kindred, whom he took from Maſſada, into Samaria, and placed them whereno 
danger might betide them himſclf went into Galzlee to ſubdue that part of the Coun- 
trey which as yet was notin his hands, and to expel from thence the Garrifons left by 
Ant. lib.

For all this the Thieves feared him not, but arming themſelves, 
the TMEYS. came to meet him, truſting to their experience in Warlike affairs, and their own del:

3 Herod having thus taken the Caves, and (lain thoſe that were in them, left ſuch a 
part of his Army, as he thought might ſuffice to repreſs any that ſhould attempt a Re- 
bellion, under the Command of Prolozrey, and returned to Samaria, carrying with him 
three thouſand Foot, and fix hundred Horſe againſt Artigonus. Aﬀeer his departure, Ptolomey Caps 
thoſe that were accuſtomed to trouble Galilee, having now (as they thought) opportu- _ of Heroa's 
nity, aſſaulted Ptolomey at unawares, and killed himz and having waſted the Countrey, Yong = 
tetired into Mariſh Grounds, and ftrong Holds. Which when Herod underſtood, he 
preſently came to ſuccour the Countrey, and killed moſt part of the enemies ; and 
having taken all the Caſtles by force, he exacted an hundred Talents for a puniſhment of 
that revolt, to be paid by the Cities. In the mean time the Parthians being pur to 

C flight, and Pacorns (Jain, Ventidins, in obedience to Letters from Antorins, ſent Mache. 
ra to Herod with a thouſand Horſe, and two Legions of Foot, to afliſt him againſt Az- 
tigomss. - Antigonws writ Letters to Machzra, deliring him to help him 3 and complain- 
ing that Herod had injured him, promiſed him a great ſum of money : But he think- 
ing it not beſt to forſake him he was ſent to ſuccour, eſpecially ſeeing that Herod would 
give more, would not be ſuborned by him; yet counterfeiting himſelf to be Aztigo- 
2x his friend, under that pretence to diſcover what Forces he had, contrary to Herod s 
counſe], he went to him. But Artigonxs diſtruſting his intent, kept him out of the Ci- 
ty, and like an enemy drave him away from the Walls: Macheras aſhamed of what he Machers's ini- 
had done, returned to Exzmays unto Herod; and being in a rage that things fell out a- ity: 

D gainſt his expeCtation, he killed all the Jews he found, not reſpeQing whether they ta- 
voured Herod or Antigonus, Flerod hereat was moved, and purpoſed to be revenged RAA 
upon Machera, as an enemy; yet he bridled himſelf, and haſted to Antorize, to let =_ Jer 
him underſtand Machera's cruelty : Machera remembring how he had offended, fol- fejers mitts 
lowed the King, and with many entreaties beſought him to be reconciled, and obtain- Nativity. 35. 
ed it, Yet Herod kept on his journey to Aztonizs ; and hearing that he was n»w with | 
a great Army beſieging Samoſata (a very ſtrong City near Enphrates) he made the more 
haſte 5 thinking it now a fit time to ſhew his affe&ion and his courage, and that there- 
by he might win Artorizs's favour the more. His arrival haſtned the taking of the 
place, which Artioch#s was conſtrained to deliver; for he killed a great number of the 

f enemies, and had for his reward a great part of the Spoil; and Aztorizs, though before Antonius ad- 


he admired his vertue, yet now his opinion of him encreaſed, ſo that he had a greater —_— 


addition of his honour, and reaſon to hope his eſtabliſhment in the Kingdom.

CHA P. MAIL 
Of the death of Joſeph. How Herod beſieged Jeruſaletnz and how Antigonus was 


ſlain; 


7 IN the mean time Herod's Aﬀairs in Judea went backward. He had left his Brother Ant 1ib. 14. 
Joſeph Governour of all, and commanded him to attempt nothing againſt Antigonys ©: 25: 
till his return for he little truſted to Machera'shelp, becauſe of the part he had play- 
ed before. But Joſeph ſeeing his Brother to be far off, regarded not what charge was 
Teft him, but went to Jericho with his own Troops, and five Companies of Horſe which 
Macheraſent with him, thinking now in Harveſt time to have taken away their Corn ; 
but being aſſaulted by the enemies upon the Mountains, and in difficult'places, himſelf 
was there ſlain, after he had ſhewed himſelfin the fight a worthy and valiant man; and 
tiere was not one left alive of all the Roman Horſe, for they had been newly levied in - 
Syria, and they had no old Souldiers amongſt them to aſſiſt their want of experience. 
G 4ntigonns not contented with the Victory, became ſuch a Tyrant, that having the dead 4ntigons 
bodies in his power, he cut off Joſeph's head, and cauſed his body to be ſcourged, al- Fare againſt 
als, 


though Pheroras his Brother offered fifty Talents to redeem the ſame entire. fi

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AA After Antigonus had obtained this Victory, there was ſuch a change in Galzlee, that py 
- x o8doi thoſe who favoured him, took the chiefeſt of Herod's Favourites, and drowned them 
befre Cris jo a Lake. Alfo there aroſe great Commotions 1n Idumza, where Machera was repair- 
- SAS ing the Walls of a certain Caſtle called Githa. All this while Herod heard nothing of 
Ho: cen the news; for after Samoſata was taken, Antonizs made Soſtrs Governour of Syria, 
_—_— leaving order with him to help Herod againſt Antigonns, and ſo he departed into Fg yp, 
ina Dream. Soſzus lent xwo Legions with Herod into Judea to help him, and hehimſelf with theret 
of the Army followed. When Herod was at Antiochia, near Daphne, his Brother', 
death was ſhewed himin a Dream; and being troubled at it, he leaped out of his bed 
even at the ſame inſtant that the Meſſengers who brought tidings of his death, entred 
into the houſe. He could not forbear ſome expreſſions of grietz but he check'd his 
ſorrow, to haſten to revenge it upon his enemies with incredible ſpeed. When he 
came to Libanus, he took eight hundred Inhabitants of that Mountain to help him, and 
joyned unto them one of the Roman Legions 3 and not expecting the day, with them 
- heentred into Galikez where meeting with ſome enemies, he forced them to Hee to the 
place from whence they came, and befieged their Caſtle; but before he could take it, 
he was conſtrained by hard weather, to lead his Army into the next Village. With- 
in a few days his number being encreaſed with another Legion which Antonius lent, 
he put his enemies 1n ſuch fear, that in the night time they torſook the Caſtle. Then 
Heyod's Di- he haſted to Jericho to be revenged on thole that killed his Brother 3 where there 
ning-room fell hefel him a moſt ſtrange accident, from which being againſt all hope delivered, he per- x 
afrer he had b | : ka. 
forſaken it, {waded himſelf that God bare a particular love to him: For when many Nobles that 
and gone to night had ſupped with him, and Supper being ended, every one was gone forth, in- 
Do continently the houſe wherein he ſupped fell down. Herod took this as a Prelage, 
both of the dangers, and proſperous ſucceſs he was to have in his Wars. And the next 
morning early he removed from thence, and about {1xzﬀ] thouſand of the enemies de. 
ſcending from the Mountains, . charged his Vanguard ; yet they durſt not joyn Bate! 
with the Romans, but moleſted them-with ſtones and darts, with which they wound- 
ed many 3, fo that Herod himſelf paſſing along, was wounded in the fide with a Dart, 
Antigonus deſirous to ſhew himlelt the ſtronger, as well in multitude of men, as in cou- 
rage, ſent Pappus a friend of his, with ſome Forces to Samaria, with a deſign to fight |, . 
and defeat Machera. Herod, on the other fide, went about the enemies Countrey, 
and took five Towns, and deſtroyed two thouſand of the Inhabitants ; and firing the 
houſes, returned to his Army near a Villagecalled Cara. 

Every day there came flocking to him a very great number of Jews, both from Jei- 
cho and other parts of the Countrey 3; ſome out of hatred to Artigonns, and others out 
of love of change, and an eſteem of Herod. Whilſt thus he haſted to fight, Pappu, 
with his men, neither fcaring the myltitude nor ſtrength of their enemies, came fiercely 
upon them, and offered Battel: Which being begun, thoſe that were not engaged a- 
gainſt Herod, reſiſted a while; but Herod remembring his Brother's death, ventured 
more than the reſt, to the end, to be revenged upon them that were the Authors there- 1 
of, and fo heealily overcame the enemies; and ſtill aſſaulting the freſh men, put them 
all to flight. There:was a mighty {laughter; tor many being forced to flee into theVil- 
lage from whence they came, he purſued them, and flew an infinite number, though 
all the-houſes and houſe-tops were full of armed men to defend it: Afﬀer he had ſlain 
thoſe that were abroad, he overthrew the houſes, and ſo forced them that were within 
to come forth. Others he killed in Companies with the ruines of the houſes wherein 
they were; and 1t any one chanced to eſcape, the Souldiers without killed them : So 

The number that the heaps of dead bodics were fo great, that they who had the Victory, could not 
of the Ca/kt paſs thorough the ſtreets for them, Thoſe of the Countrey were fo diſmayed with this

ſage. his good fortune had even then come to Fernjaler, had not a great ſtorm hindred him, 
which was the only cauſe that at that time he got not a full Conqueſt, and Artigoms 
was not utterly overthrown; who through tear and deſperation, was preparing t0 
leave the City. Bur Herod, towards night having given his friends leave to depart to | 
refreſh themſelves, being himſclt heated with his Armour, after the manner of Souldiers, 
entred into a Bath, accompanied only with one Page: And ashe was there, three of 
his enemies that had--eſcaped out of the Battel, and, came to the Bath to hide them- 
ſelves, tecing the King: rhere, were ſojterrified with the King's Preſence, although at 
that time he wasnaked and weaponleſs, that they thought on nothing but flight; and 
r-»-42>:hcad- being no body was preſent there, toſurprize them, they eſcaped 3 and Herod was very 0 
eh P41, well contented that he had no harm by them.

King at Rome. Now, when he had quartered his Army as he thought beſt for his pur- 2 

ofe, and divided the Suburbs, he cauſed three Rampiersto be raiſed for Towers tobe eqns * WW 
built upon them 3 and leaving there his truſty friendsthat would not {lack their buſineſs, 7:14/:1;n 56: 
he went to Samaria to viſit Mariamne (the Daughter of Alexander, who was Son to licged. | 
Ariftobul#s) formerly (as we before made mention) eſpouſed to him : And he wedded 
her even in the time of the Siege, to (ſhew how he contemned his enemies. After his 
Marriage-rites were performed, he returned to Jeruſalem with a far greater Army : So- 
ſus alſo ſeconded him with a great Army of Footand Horſe, whom he ſent before him 
through the midſt of the Countrey, and he himſelf came after by Phenicia. Now when —_— 
all his whole Army was joyned together, to the number of abour eleven Legions of 1114, 3439. 
Foot, and ſix thoutand Horſe, beſides the Syrians that came to help him, which were no #rfor: chriji's 
ſmall number 3 he laid his Aſſault and Battery to the Northermoſt Wall. He grounded Nativity, 33. 
his Right upon the Necree of the Senate, whereby he was declared to be King : Soſ7ys The Jews va- 
alſo was warranted by Antonizs's Letters, whereby he commanded him to help Herod ans + oo 
with all the Forces under his Command. Mean-while the Jews that were within the ; 
City were diverſly troubled 3 for the weaker fort, gathering themſelves together about 
theTemple, deplored their unhappinefs, and envied the telicity of thoſe that died be- 
C fore they were reduced to theſe miſeries. But thoſe who were hardieſt among them, 

joyning themſelves together, robbed and tookaway what they could, eſpecially Victu- 

als, from thoſe places that were next the City 3 ſo that they neither left mear for 

Horſes nor Men : And the valianteſt of them all being fer to defend the Walls againſt 

thoſe that beſieged them, hindred the Adveriaries from ereding their Batteries by ſome 

new cevice : Neither did they any ways prevail lo much as by their Vines The King 

ſought to repreſs the Excurſions of the Plundcrers, by placing an Ambuſh of men to in- 

tercept them; and relieved the want and ſcarcity of ViQtuals, by fetching Proviſion from 

places far diſtant. But notwithſtanding they in fight failed not to expreſs incredible 

yalour, yet did the military experience of the Romans ſurpaſs them. A Wall no ſooner 
D began to totter, but they wrought with ſo great diligence to make another, that this 

was finiſhed before that was fallen. In a word, they neither ſpared hands nor Engines, 

but were all of them determined to fight it out to the laſt : And although they were 

beſieged by two ſo potent Armies, yet they defended the Town five months. But at Hr's Soldi- 

laſt, certainof Herod's braveſt men, by a breach, entred the City, and the Romang © ate ive. 

thelike on another fide. Thoſe places neareſt the Temple were the firſt that they enter the Gr. 

ſeized upon: Afterwards, the whole Army entring the City, it was lamentable to ſee 

how in every corner the people were mallacred 3 for the Romans being dilpleaſed that Jurafalem, g 

the Siege continued ſo long time, became morecruelz and Herod's Army endeavoured 

tolet none of the adverſe part eſcape. So that many were lain, both in the ſtreets, 
F and in their own houſes ; yea, even then alſo when they fled into the Temple, without 

reſpect of Age or Sex. For although the King commanded the Soldiers to ſpare the 

people ; yet, for all that, they never reſtrained their cruel hands 3 but like mad men, 

raged againſt all, Men, Women and Children. Aztigonxs, not confidering his for- 

mer condition, came and proſtrated himſelf at Soſix's feet, Beſeeching him to be mer- 

ciful unto him; but Sos nothing compaſhonating his calamity, inſulted over him, 

and called him Artigona ; yet did he not permit him to depart free as a Woman, but 

put him in Priſon. ES. | _ = 

Now when Herod had conquered his enemies, he endeavoured to the utnioſt to re- 

preſs the inſolence of his Auxiliary Strangers, who thronged to fee the Temple, and 
F the Holy Veſfels that were therein; but he withheld them, not only by threatnings 

and entreaties, but alſo by force z believing himſelf leſs unhappy to be conquered, 

than by obtaining the Victory, to miniſter a means whereby thoſe things which weze 

not lawful to be revealed, ſhould be expoſed tothe eyes ot prophane Strangers. He 

alſo reſtrained the Soldiers from ſacking, tie City 3 and told Sofzs, that if the Romans 

would deſolate the Gity both of men and money, they would leave him King of a 

Deſart: Adding further, that he eſteemed not the Empire of the whole Werid, to be 

a recompence for ſuch a Matlacre of his Subje&s. Hereunto Soſjs anſwering, that the 

Soldiers ought to have the ſacking of the Town, mn recompence of that labour they had 

ſpent in the Siege : Herod replyed, that he had rather recompence them out of his  _. 
G own Treaſury ; and by this means he redeemed, as1t were, the Reliques of his deſolate — liberal 
Countrey 3 and in the end performed that which he had promiſed, tor he bountifully j upon the 


rewarded every Soldier and Captain; according to. his meritz and gave Sofzzs Pre- Soulvters:

zins, This man delirous to continue his life, and entertaining himſelf with this cold 
hopeeven until thelaſt, received in the end that reward which his faint heart defireg 
and was beheaded. | | ' 

Herod being now King, he made a diſtinction between the Citizens 3 and thoſe who 
had favoured him he uſed very honourably, and put thoſe to death who had followed 
Antigonws : And when money failed, he diſtributed all his Kingly Ornaments, and ſent 
them to Antonizs and his Company. Yetdid he not quite redeem himſelf from all troy. 
bles ; for Artonins being paſſionately enamoured onCleopatra,in all things yielded toher 
deſire: And Cleopatra having raged fo againſt her own Kindred, that ihe had not lef 1 
one of them alive, now turned her fury upon ſtrangersz and accuſing the Nobility of 
Syriato Antonixs, ſhe perſwaded him to put them to death, that ſhe might thereby the 
eafier obtain their Poſſeſſions. Afterwards her covetous mind thought to effe& the ſame 
againſt the Arabians, and the Jews alſo; infomuch that ſhe ſecretly went about to cauſe 
the Kings of thoſe places, Malichas and Herod, to be put to death : Antonius made a 
ſhew as though he would have granted her requeſt ; yet he thought it great 1mplety to 
kill good men, and fo great Kings: Notwithſtanding, he no more accounted them his 
friends ; but took a great quantity of ground from the hmits of both their Countreys, 
and a Vineyard in Jericho where Balm grew 3 and gave herall the Cities on this fidethe 
River Eleutherus (Lyreand Sydon only excepted.) Now, when ſhe had obtained the K 
Dominion of theſe Cities, ſhe followed Antonizs to Exphrates, when he ſet forward to 
make War againſt the Parthians 3 andafterwards, by Apamia and Damaſers, ſhe came 
into Jude; where Herod having ſomething pacified her angry mind with great gift, 
obtained to pay her yearly two hundred Talents for that part of his Countrey which 
Antonizs had given her; and ſeeking by all means poſiible to get himſelf an intereſt in 
her favour, he conducted her to Pelxſinze. Not long after, Antoniys returned out of 
Parthia, and brought Artibazes the Son of 7zgranes Captive, and gave him to Cleopatra, 
with all the money and Priſoners that he had taken. :

CH A F. XIV. 


Of the treacherous pradices of Cleopatra againi# Herod. Herod's War againit the 
Arabians, and of a very great Earth-quake. 


* 7 Hen War wasdeclared between Angnuſtzs and Antonias, Herod prepared himfelf 

\ \ toattend Aztonixs 5 ſeeing tor the preſent all troubles were pacified in Fades, 

and he had already gotten the Caſtle of Hircanion, which Antigonws's Siſter had in her 
poſſeſſion. But Cleopatra craftily prevented him in this his journey, fo that he couldnot 1 

go with Artonixs : For ſhedefiring the ruines of both the Kings (as was before men- 

tioned) perſwaded Antonius to cauſe Herod to make War againſt the Arabians; whom 


if heovercame, then ſhe ſhould be made Queen of Arabia; and if himſelf were over- 


come, then ſhe ſhould be Queen of Judea < Intending hereby, that one of theſe Po- 
tentates ſhould ruinethe other. But this praCtice of hers ſucceeded greatly to Herod's 
advantage; for firſtof all, making head againſt thoſe of Syria that were his enemies, 
with all the power of Cavalry he could, which was very conſiderable ; and meeting 
them near Dioſpolis, he overcame them, though they valiantly reſiſted. After which 
overthrow, a mighty Army of the Arabians came to help them ; fo that an infinite com- 
pany was gathered together abour Celoſ5ria, expecting the Jews near the City called N 
Canatha : Where King Herod meeting them, purpoſed not to fight unadviſedly, but 
toxcotnpaſs his Camp round about with a Wall ; but his Army, puffed up with their 
former Victory, would not be counſelled, but violently aſſaulted the Arabians, and at 
the firſt onfet put them to flight. Herod purſuing his Enemies, was greatly endan- 
gered by the Treaſon of the Inhabitants of Caxathea (who were ſet on by Athernio, one 
of Cleop.ttra's Captains, who had always born him ill will) for the Arabiansencouraged 
by their help, returned again to Battel ; and they two joyned their Forces together, 
and fet upon Herod in ſtony and difficult places, and put his Army to flight, and ſlew 
many of them ; thoſe that eſcaped fled intoa little Village hard by, called Or-za 3 
where the Arabians compaſling them about, took both the men and their Tents, with 
all their Furniture, Not long after this overthrow of Herod's Souldiers, he came and

Herod ſeeing his people terrified at the ſuddainap- 
proach of their Enemies, and diſheartned with the continuance of their Calamities, 66 
rowzed up their drooping ſpirits by ſpeaking to them on this wiſe : / ſee no ſach great _ _ 
reaſon of your preſent fear 5 for thongh there be cauſe for you: to be troubled at the evils mayed Soul- 
which God's indignation makes #5 ſufjer, yet none but cowardly minds are daunted by the dicrs. 
coming of their Enemies, who are but men, whoſe violence, if your ſelves pleaſe, ze may 
| repreſs. For mine own part, 1 am ſo far from being diſcouraged by the approach of mine 
| Enemies, that Þ rather think, that God hath, by his Providence, ſent this Earthquake as a 
ſnare to incite the Arabians to invade ws, to the end, that by our means he may puniſh them : 
For the cauſe that moveth them to aſſault ws, 3s not the trust they repoſe in their own valour 
and great Army, but onr miſery : Tet, who knows not that that hope is deceitful, that js 
rot founded upon our own courage, but upon others miſ-fortunes z there is nothing aſſured int 
humane affairs, in reſped either of proſperows ſucceſs, or adverſe fortune, which a man may 
perceive to alter upon all Occurrents, as we onr ſelves can witneſs by our own experience. For 
in the firſt Conflict ye were ViGors, in the ſecond ye were overcome, and now the third 
time ( fo far as I can conjeFure) they, thinking themſelves ſure of the Viory, ſhallby us 
be overcome.

So great a Defeat ſariztied Herod 

rcvenge, and ſo abated the pride of the Arabians, that they took him for their Pry.

How Herod was confirmed in the peaceable Poſſeſſuon of the Kingdom of Judza, by Au. 
guſtus Czlar. 


Ant. lib. 19, ' Þ He joy of this profperous ſucceſs, was ſoon abated by the news of the Vidtory of 

Caps 7e 1 Anguſtus over Antonius at Attinm ; and hislove for the latter made him appre- 

h-nd the worſt that could be imagined from the former : Yet was he more afraid than 

hurt by this his ſuſpicion 3 for Ceſar counted not Aztorirs fully conquered, fo long as 

Flerod kept to his Party. Wherefore, the King timely foreſeerng thoſe dangers that 

might enſue, went to Rhodes, where at that time Czſar reſided 3 and in the habit of a 

private man, without a Crown, but with a Kingly Majeſty, he preſented himſelf be-

Hence forward endea- 

vour to continue faithful towards them that are more fortunate than Antonius 3 for, for 

nt; part, I have conceived a great hope andexpe@ation of thy Valour and Proweſs. I cannot 

blame Antonius, i# that he rather hearkened to Cleopatra than to thee, ſince, by his im- 

prudence, I have oltained thy friendſhip. That thou haſt begun to do well, it hereby ap- 

- peareth, becauſe Veniidius hath ſignified unto me, that thou hast ſent him ſucconrs againit 

his Enemics.

When Cz/ar travelled into Eg ypt through Syria, he was entertained by Herod withall HAS IR 

Royal Pomp poſlible: And that was the firſt time that he ſhewed himſelf to take part cr, 
with Ceſar, when near Ptolemazs he took a view of the Souldiers with Czſar, and made 
a Banquet for him and all his friends, and feaſted the whole Army. And in as much as 
he travelled to Peluſur thorough a dry Countrey, when they returned again, he pro- 
vided water for them, and furmſhed the Army with all neceſlaries; ſo that both Czar 

g and the Souldiers thought the Kingdom a ſmall recompence for his deſerts. For which Ceſar encreaf- | 
cauſe, after he came into Egypt, and that Antorins and Cleopatra were now dead, he did —_—_— 
not only encreaſe his honour, but alſo reſtored to him that portion of his Countrey 
which was taken away by Artorins, and given to Cleopatra: And beſides that, Gadara, 
and Hippon, and Samaria, and other Cities about the Sea-coaſt; to wit, Gaza, and Ar- 
thedon, and Joppa, and Strator's Tower; and moreover, gave him four hundred Gala- 
tians, which before were Cleopatra's Guard. Nor did Cz2/ſar's Liberality ſtop here, bur 
to ſhew how far his eſteem of this Prince's merit proceeded, he added to his Domini- 
on, Trachonitis, and Batanea, and Auranitis, upon this occafion : Zenodorus (who for 
money had hired the Lands of Ly/anias) continually ſent people out of Trachonztzs, to 
rob the people of Damaſeas 3 whoin humble manner went to Varus (who was at that 

C time Governour ot Syria) entreating him to inform Ceſar of their calamity : Cz/ar un- 
derſtanding the ſame, writ back again, commanding him to exterminate thoſe Thieves. 
Whereupon Varws with an Army, went to thoſe places which were moſt intcſted, and ,,,,__.- 
rid the Countrey of the Thieves, and confiſcated the Territory from Zenodoras : which Governour of 
Ceſar (leſt it ſhould again be a refuge for Thieves to ſpoil Dawaſews) gave to Herod, Sia 
and made him Ruler over all Syr74. Ten years after, Ceſar returning to this Coun- 
trey, commanded the Governours to| do nothing without Herod's counſel: And atter 
Zenodorus's death, he gave him all the Countrey between Trachonitis and Galilee, But 
that which Herod eſteemed above all the reſt was, that Ceſar loved him beſt of all 

n nextto Agrippaz and that Agrippa loved him moſt of all men next to Ceſar. When he 
wasarrived to this pitch of Felicity, he ſhewed the greatneſs of his Soul, by the greateſt

great coſts and charges to beautihe it 3 as the great Porches will teſtifie, which he built 5:jore Chril's 
about the Temple, and the Caſtle on the North part thereunto adjoyning, which he Nt#2419, 15. 
built even from the foundation. The Caſtle was ſorich and ſumptuous, that it was equa] Ar. 15.15: 
to the King's Palace 3 and in honour of Artonzzs, he named it Autonia. He built him- —— 
ſelf alſo a Palace inthe upper part of the City, and in it two very great Apartments, ſo wok H— 
rich and admirable, that no Temple was to be compared to them : He termed one of 
them Cz/area, and the other Agrippias, in honour of Azguit#s and Agrippias. But it was 
not only by Palaces that he would preſerve his Name to Poſterity, and immortalize his 
f memory 3 but in the Countrey of Samaria he built a fair City with a Wall, which was 
about twenty ſtades in circuit, and called it Sebaſte 5 and he ſent thither ſix thouſand 
Inhabitants, giving them a moſt fertile Soil and ſundry Priviledges. There alſo among(t 
other Buildings, he erected a very fair Temple, and dedicated it to Ceſar. About this 
Temple there was a piece of ground containing three ſtades and an half. For this Te- 
ſtimony of Herod”s affection, Ceſar added to his Dominion another Countrey: In gra- 
titudefor which, Herod erected another Temple of White Marble to him, near the head 
of Fordar, 1n a place called Parinw, where thereis a Mountain rifing very high into the 
atr ; at the fide whereof is an obſcure Valley, where there are high Rocks, that (by 
[outs of water falling on them) are made hollow ; ſo that the water, ſtanding in their 
G concavity till they run over, falleth down with a ſtream of ſuch a depth as is admira- ; 
| ble. Atthefootof this Valley, onthe outſide, ſpring certain Fountains, which many The Fountain 
think to be the head of the River Fordar ; which, whether it be true orno, we will de- qr. =

JOSEPHUS, Of the Wars Book {, 
Ar Jericho alio (berween the Caſtle of Cyprzs, and the other ancient Palaces) he f 
erected other Buildings fairer and morecommodious than the former, calling them af. 
ter the names of Augnftus and Agrippa. Finally, there was no convemient place in the 
whole Kinzdom, wherein he erected not ſomething in honour of Ceſar - and having 
in every placeof his own Kingdom deviſed and dedicated Temples unto him, in Sri; 
allo wherc he ruled he did the like 3 tounding 1n many Cities, Temples, which he cal- 
led by the name of Ceſzr, And perceiving, that amongſt the Cities of the Sea-coaſt, 
there was one called Straton's Tower; which being very old and ruinated, and for the 
(cituation thercot deſerving reparation and coſt, he repaired it with White Stone, and 
built a very Royal Palace thergn 5 in which work, more than in any other, he ſheyw- 
ed how great and high his mind was. For this ſtands in the midſt between Dora and 
Joppa, in a Coaſt where there was no Port or Haven 3 fo that they who fail from Phe. 
niciainto Egypt, arein great danger, by rcafon of the violent Winds that blow from 
Africa 5 whoſe blaſts entorce the water with ſuch violence againſt the Rocks on the 
ſhore, that the waves, rebounding back again a good way within the Sea, make the 
2B PE whole SCA terpeliuous, But the King, by his Iiberality and coſt, overcoming nature, 
\ £r-arer Pore bullt Stations for Slips. And although the nature of the place was altogether con. 
tha th-rof trary to his intent, yet he ſo overcameall ditticulty, that the Sea could do that Building 
om no harm : And it was ſo goodiy and beauritul to b-hold, that one would have thought 
An apt deſcri- there had been no difticulty in this admirable work. For having meaſured out a 
prion of a Hz- fit place for the Port, he laid a Foundation twenty ells deep of Stone, whereof K 
2 moſt of them were fifty foot long, nine toot thick, and ten foot broad, and ſome 
bigzer 3 and all the bottom of the Haven, where the water came, was laid with 
theſe ſhones. Which done, he raiſed a Mole of two hundred foot z whereof one hun- 
dred foot (erved to break the violence of the waves, the other hundred foot ſerved 
for a Foundation of the Wall, wherewith the Haven was compaſled ; and on which 
were built many goodly Towers, the greateſt and taireſt whereof he called Druſ#us, af. 
ter the name of Dr#ſus, the Son of the Empreſs Livia, Wife of Argnſtzs. Withinthe 
Port there were very many Vaults alfo, to ſtore ſuch Merchandize as was brought into 
the Haven 3 and divers other Vaults for Sea-men to lodg in. A very pleaſant De- 
ſcent, which might ſerve for a Walk, encompalled the whole Port : Theentrance here- 
unto was on'the North fide; for by reaſon of the ſcituation of the place, the North 
Wind there is the calmeſt. 
On either ſide of the entrance were three great Coloſſes ſet on Pilaſters; thoſe on 
the lett hand are propped up by a Tower, being a ſolid Rock of Stone. But at the 
entrance on the right hand were two huge ſtones joyned together, which make a great- 
cr Tower than the other. There 1s alſo a houſe adjoyning to the Haven bailt of white 
Stone. The Streets of the City leading to this place, are of one bigneſs and propor- 
tion, Upon a Hill oppoſite to the mouth of the Haven, he built a Temple very beau- 
tiful, and exceeding great, which he dedicated to Ceſar, wherein was placed Caſar's 
Statue, full as great as that of Zupiter at Olyzeprs(tor it was made after that Model)and M 
another of Rowe, like that of Juzo at Argos. The City he built for the benefit of the 
ceſar-ain Inhabitants of the Province, and the Port or Haven for Commerce. All this he did 
_—_— in honour of Ceſar ; after whoſe name he called it Ce/area, And that nothing might 
&r of $:r:2on. be wanting to render it worthy ſo glorious a name, headded to ſo many great works, 
ant. i. 15: the tairelt Market place in the World ; beſides a Theatre, and an Amphitheatre, not 
7.1. 17, interior to the ret. He alſo appointed Games and SpeCtacles to be celebrated every 
Cap. 5. fifth year, in honour of 4zgu5/zs5 : And himtclt firſt began them in the 192 Olymp!i- 

ade; and he propoſed great rewards, not only to the Victors, but allo to the ſecond and 
4:ri2imm third after them. Moreover, he repaired Azthedoz, which was deſtroyed by the Wars, 

and called it Agrippirs, in honour of Agrippa 3 whoſe name he cauſed to be engraven N 
4n:i-atri over the Portal he built to the Temple. Neither was he unmindful of his Parents; 
for in the richett Soil of the whole Kingdom he built a City in memory of his Father, 
and by his name called it Aztipatris, being 1n a very rich Soil, both for Woods and R1- 
vers. At Jericho alſo, he built a very goodly and ſtrong Caſtle, and called it Cyprm, 
py.2:7s In honourvf his Mother, Helikewile built a Tower in memory of his Brother Phaſel»s, 
Towcr. at Jeruſalexr, and called it Phaſelus his Tower; of the ſtrength and beauty of which, 
we ihallfpeak hereatter. He alſo called another City Phaſelus, which 1s ſcituate 1n 4 
Valley beyond Fericho, towards the North. - 

Having thus eternized the memory of his Friends and Kindred, he did not forget to 
do the like for himſelf; for he built a Caſtle on a Mountain near Arabia, having on one O 
fide a ſtrong place of defence 3 and this Caſtle he called Herodinm, after his own name. 
By the ſame name alſo he called a Mount, ſjxty ſtades from Jeruſalewr, artificially made 
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of te JEWS. 


4 in manner of a Woman's Dug, which he adorned on the top with round Turrets 5 and 


round about it he buile Princely houſes, gallantly adorned both within and without. 
He alſo brought water from a great diſtance, with great colt and charges; and made a 
pair of ſtairs of pure White Marble, to go up, which had two hundred ſteps. For 
the whole Hill was made by Art, and was of an exceeding height. At the foot there- 
of likewiſe, he built another Palace, and houſes to receive his Friends and their Carria- 
ves 3 ſothat this Caſtle, for the abundance of all necc{lary Lodgings, ſeemed a City ; 
and yet was all the King's Palace. Having erected thus many Buildings, he ſhewed his 

reat mind 1n ſtrange Cities likewiſe, for at /ripolzs, and Damaſeas, and Ptolemazs, he 
built publick Colledges for inſtrufting Youth. He built the Wall of Byblis and Seats, 
Porches, Temples ana Markets at Beryts and 1zre : At Sidon and Damaſcus he built a 
Theatrez and a Water-conduit at Laodicea, a Sea-town. At Aſcalon he built Fountains 
or Lakes very ſumptuous 3 and Baths with Pillars, that for greatneſs and good work, 
were miraculous. To other places he gave Forreſts and Ports; and to many Cities ad- 
ded Fields, as though they had been Fellow-cities of his Kingdom. And toothers, asto 
Coos, he. gave Annual Revenues for ever; tothe end, they might never loſe the remem- 
brance of the obligation they had to him. Moreover, he gave all poor people Corn 3 
and he often, and in ſundry places, lent the Rhodians money to build a Navy of Ships. 
At his own proper colt he repaired the Temple of 4polo Pythizs, which had been burnt. 


' What ſhall I ſay of his liberality towardsthem of Lycia and Samos, or his magnificent 


Gifts towards all the people of Jozia £ Nay, and the Athenians, Lacedemonians, Ni- 
copolites, and the Citizens of Pergazzzs and Myſzu, received very many bencetits at his 
hands. He paved alſoa large Street in Aztioch, of Syria, which was 1n length twenty 
ſtades, and that with fair Marble. This Street before that time was ſo full of dirt, 
that no man could go through it : And all along it he built Galleries, that people might 
yo dry through it in rainy weather, 

Some may ſay, that theſe benefits thus beſtowed, were for the proper uſe of thoſe 
people on whom he beſtowed them 3 but no man can deny, but that which he did for 
the Gitizens of Elzs, was not only common to thoſe of Achaia, but to all the World, 
where the Games, called Olympica Certamina, were folemnized. For Herod ſeeing them 


D decay only for want of maintenance, and that this was the only remainder of all the 


ancient Monuments ef Greece; he, not only in his perſon at that time became one of 
the propoſers of rewards in that Olympiade, in which he went to Rowe but alſo, gave 
a yearly ſtipend to maintain the ſame, left, for want, they thould be lett off. It is not 
to be told what Debts and Tributes he remitted ; for he dclivered the Phaſxltes and 
Balaneotes, and other Towns of Cilicia, from the payment of a yearly Tribute : yet 
was he not ſo liberal to them as he would have been, tearing left the envy of ſome might 


| accuſe him of ſome further meaning, it he ſhould be more bountiful to the Cities than 


E 


thoſe that were the owners thereof. He exerciſed his body hikewiſe in exerciſes fit for 
ſo valiant a mind ; forhe was a very skiltul Hunter, wherein he had always his purpoſe, 
by reaſon of his skill in riding 3 ſo that in one day he kille] forty Wild Beaſts. That 
Countrey hath many Boars, but it hath more {tore of Harts and Wild Aſſes. He was ſuch 
a Warrier, that no man was able to encounter with him 3 fo that many were aſtoniſhed 
to ſee him, with what force and exactneſs he caſt the Dart, and drew the Bow. Belides 
the Vertue, both of his mind and body, he had alſo good Fortune ; for very ſeldom 
the event of War was otherwiſe than he expected ; it it ſometimes tell out contrary, it 
was not through his fault, but through the rathneſs of his Souldiers, or elie through 


Treaſon. 


CHAP. XVII 
Of the diſagreemeut between Herod and his Sons, Alexander and Ariſtobulus. 


} Ut his private and domeſtical ſorrows troubled his publick felicity 5 and moſt ad- 
verſe fortune befel him through the means of a Woman, whom he loved as him- 

(cit, Forbeing now made King, he put away his Wife which he firſt married (a Lady 
born = whoſe name was Dorzs) and married Mariamne, the Daughter of 
Alexander, the Son of Ariſftobulus 5 which cauſed troubles in his houſe, both before, 
but eſpecially after his return from Rove. For he baniſhed his eldeſt Son Axrtipater, 


G whom he had by Doris, out of the City, only for his Children's fake that he had by 


Mariamne ;, licencing him only at Feſtival times to come to the City, in regard of ſome 


luſpicion of Treaſon intended againſt him. And afterwards he flew Hircanms, his 
Wite's 
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rt Wites Uncle, (notwithſtanding that he returned out of Parthza unto him) becauſe he 1 
1414, 25; ſuſpeRed that heintended ſome Treaſon againſt him. Barzapharres, after he had ta- 
b-jor- 2s ken all Syria had carried him away Priſoner with him. But his own Countreymen 
EN, that dwelt beyond Ezphirates, in commileration redeemed him from thraldom ; ang 
hid he been counſelled by them, and not come to Herod, he had not been killed: 
but the martiage of his Niece cauſed his death : For, for that cauſe, and eſpecially 
for the love ot his native foil, he came thither. That which moved Herod to kill 
him was, not for that he ſought the Kingdom, but becauſe he had right to the King. 
iris chit. dom. Herod had five Children by Mariamne, two Daughters and three Sons. The 
dren by Ma- youngeſt was ſent to Rome to ftudy, where he died. The other two he brought up 
- like Princes, both for their Mothers Nobility, and for that they were born atter he 
was King. Burt that which above all was moſt prevalent in their favour, was the 
love he bare to Mariamne: which from day to day tormented him more violently, 
in ſuch ſort, that he ſeem'd inſenfible of thoſe griefts which this his beſt beloved 
cauſed to him, For Mariamne hated him as much as he loved her : and having a 
juſt cauſe and colour of diſcontent, and moreover being emboldened by the love 
Mariamms Which he bare her, ſhe every day upbraided him, with that which he had done to 
_—_ up- Hircanss her Unclc, and to her Brother - Ariſtobulus. For Herod ſpared him nor, al. 
wich flies though he was a Child; but after he had made” him High Prieſt in the ſeventeenth 
2 death. year of his age, he preſently put him to death, after he had ſo honoured him : who, 
when he cameto the Altar clothed in ſacred attire upon a Feſtival day, all the people 
wept for joy 3 which cauſed fo great a jealoufie in Herod, that the fame night he 
ſent him to Jericho, to be drowned 1n a Lake by the Galatians, who had received 
commitiion to perform the murther. Theſe things did Mariamne daily caſt in Herod 
teeth, and upbraided both his Mother and Siſter, with very ſharp and reproachfu] 
words: yet he ſo loved her, that notwithſtanding all this, he held his peace. But 
rerod's Mo- the Women were ſet on fire: and that they might the rather move Herod againſt her, 
pay they accuſed her of Adultery, and of many other things which bare a ſhew of truth : 
cuſe Miriam. ObjeCting againſt her, that ſhe had ſent her picture into Egypt to Artorixs ; and 
nz ro him. that through immoderate luſt ſhe did what ſhe could to make her ſelf known unto 
him, who doted upon Womens love, and was of ſufficient power to do what wrong |, 
he pleaſed. 
Herod fecredy  HTEAt Herod was much moved, eſpecially for that he was jealous of her whom he 
chargerh 79. loved, berhinking himſelf upon the cruelty of Cleopatra, for whoſe ſake King Lyſarix, 
jy 70 kILM'S and Malichss King of Arabia were put to deach 3 and now he meaſured not the dan- 
2 ger by the loſs of his Wife, but by his own death which he feared: For which cauſe 
being drawn by his atiairs into che Country, he gave ſecret 'commandment to Joſeph, 
his Siſter Salomes Huſband (whom he knew to be truſty, and one who for affinity was 
his well-willer) to kill his Wife Marianne, it ſo be Artonixs ſhould have killed him. 
But Fojeph not malicioul]y, but fimply to ſhew how greatly the King loved her, diſclo- 
ſed that ſecret unto her : and ſhe when Herod was returned, and amongſt other talk M 
with many Oaths ſware, that he never loved Woman but her; Indeed (ſaid ſhe) it may 
well be known how greatly you love me by the commandment you gave to Joſeph, 
Hero's ſaſpi- Whom you charged to kill me. Herod hearing this which he thought to be lecret, 
cion bewwixt was likea mad Man, and preſently perſwaded himſelf, that Foſeph would never have 
"KM and 5 iſcloted that commandment of his, except he had abuſed her ; ſo that hereupon he 
became furious, and leaping out of his Bed, he walked up and down the Palace: 
Whereupon his Siſter Salozze having fit opportunity, confirmed his ſuſpicion of Joſeph. 
For which cauſe Herod growing now raging mad with jealoufie, commanded both 
of them to be killed. Which being done, his wrath was ſeconded by Repentance; and 
K-94 com- after his anger ceaſed, the patlion of love was preſently renewed : yea, ſo great was jy 
manderi both the power of his affection, that be would not believe ſhe was dead, but ſpake unto 
{nn her as though ſhe were alive, until in proceſs of time being aſcertained of her Fune-

be ſlain. | ral, he equalled the affection he bare her during her life, by the vehemency of his

—Y> chelus King of Cippadocia, And now to their hatred was joyned a liberty to ſpeak 

more freely againſt their Father, and by this occaſion of their boldneſs many were 


animated to caluminate them : So that ſome did openly tell the King, that _ bis 
ons 
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A Sons ſought to work Treaſon againſt him, an{d that the one of them prepared an Ar- 
my to help the other, to revenge the death of their Mother and that the other (to 
wit, he that was Son-in-law to Archelazs) purpolcd to flee and accuſe Herod before ( &- 
ar. Herod giving ear to thoſe calumniations, tent for Antipater whom he had by Dorzx, 
to the end he might defend him again{t his rwo Sons, and fought to advance him above 
them. Burt they thought this alteration intolerable; ſeeing one, whote Mother was 
but a private woman, 1o preferred : and they, exalted with their own Nobleneſs of 
Eirth, could not contain their indignation, but upon every occafion ſhewed themſelves 
offended 3 by reaſon of which imprudence they were every day leſs accounted of: As 
for Antipater, he wrought himſclt into favour : tor he knew how to Hatter his Father, 
and raiſed many fJanderson his two Brethren, partly invented by himſelf, partly divulg- 
ed by ſome of his Favourites, whom he ſet awork about. the matter, till at Jaſt he put 
his Brethren out of all hope of having the Kingdom. For he was now by the Kings 
Will and Teſtament declared King, ſo that he was ſent as a King to Ceſar, ina Kiogly 
habit and pomp, only he wore no Crown: and in timehe ſo prevailed, thathe wrought 
his Mother into Mariamnes ({tead ; and with fatteries and calummiations ſo moved the 
King, that he began to deliberate about putting his Sons to death. For which caule, 
he conducted his Son Alexander with him to Rowe, and accuſed him before (C e/ar, 
that he had given him poylon. But he with mucn ado, having obtained leave to 
lead his own cauſe, and that bctore a Judge more wiſe than Herod or Antipater, 
he modeſtly held his peace in all things his Father had offended in: And firſt 
of all he cleared his Brother Ariſtcbulws trom that crime in which he was in- 
volved with himſelf And afterwards he inverighed againſt Aztipater's ſubrilty, and 
complained of thoſe injuries which had been offered him, having, befide the equi- 
ty of his cauſe, ſufficient eloquence to acquit himſelf, tor he was a vehement Ora. 
tor, and knew well how to pertwade. ; 
having a deſire to put both him and his Brother to death, had laid an accuſation 
upon him 5 whereat the whole Audience wept, and Ceſar was ſo moved, that not 
regarding the Accuſations that were laid upon them, he preſently made Herod and 
them friends, upon theſe conditions, that they in all things ſhould be obedient to 
D their Father; and that their Father ſhould leave the Kingdom to whom he 
leafed. 

: Hereupon Herod returned from Rome, and though he ſeemed to have forgiven his 
Sons yet he laid not his jealouſte and ſuſpicion afide. For Artipater ſtill perfiſted 
to make Herod hate his other two Sons, though for tear of him that reconcited them, 
he durſt not openly ſhew himſelf an enemy to thew, atterward Herod failed by Cilicia, 
and arrived at Eleuſa, where Archelaus reccived him very courteoully, thanking him 
for the ſafety of his Son-in-law, and dcclaring himſelt very joyful that they were 
made friends: for he had writ to his triends at Rowe with allſpeed poſhible, that they 
ſhould be favourable to Alexander, when he came to plead his cauſe. And after 

E this entertainment, he condudted Herod to Zepkyria, and made him a preſent of 
thirty Talents, and fo took his leave of him. Herod as foon as he came to Fernſal-»r, 
aſſembled the people together, and in the preſence of his three Sons, he thewed thein 
the cauſe of his going to Rowe, and bleiled God and thanked Celar, who had ap- 
peaſed the diſcord of his family, and made his Sons triends 3 which he eftcemed 
more than his Kingdom : Ard 1 (fath he) will zrake their friendſhip firm. For Cz- 
far hath not only given me an abſolute power in my State, but leave aljo to chuſ: whom ] 
pleaſe of my Sons for my Succeſſor. And now [ declare ty intention to divide my King- 
dom amongſt my three Sons: which purpaje of mine, firjt 1 bejeec> Almighty Go4, and 
ſecondly you to favour : for one of them for his years, the other for their Nobility of Birth, 

F have right to the Kingdom, which 3s jo large that it nay ſaffue them all, W, herefore ho- 
nour thoſe whom Cxſar hath conjoyned, and 1 their Father ordained my Succeſſors : Give 
them the reſpetts and duty according to their age which they have reajon to expect from 
their Charge not the order eſtabliſht by nature. For a man cannot do 4 greater pleaſure 

to the younger when he honoureth him above his years, than he ſhall give diſcontent to 
the elder. For which cauſe, I will conititute to every one of them ſuch friends and 
well-willers, as with whom they may be moſt converſant 5 and of them 1 will require 
pledges of concord and unity amongſt them. For 1 know that dijcords and contentions 
ariſe by malice of thoſe who are converſant with Princes s and that if they be well diſpo- 
ſed, they will increaſe friendſhip. And I require not only theſe, but alſo all ſich as 
G bear rule in my Army, that they regard me only for the preſent : for I give not my 
Sons the Kingdom, but only the hope and aſſurance thereof 3, and they ſhall have pleaſure 

as though they were Kings themſel: es, yet I my ſelf will bear the burden of affairs. I.et 
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——> every one of you conſider my age, my courſe of life, and piety: for, I am not ſo old that 
rar any th uy Hey 'y deſpair of = = rx She. Jar my ſelf to ſnch kind of pleaſure h 
before Chrill's gs is wont to ſhorten mens days; and I have been ſo religious, that I am in great hope of 
WET long life. But if anyone deſpiſe me. and ſeek to pleaſe my Sons, ſuch a one will I puniſq, 
1 do not forbid them to be honoured whom my ſelf have begotten, for that IT envy then : 
But becauſe I know well that ſuch applanſes nouriſh pride and arrogance in the fierce mind; 
of young men. Wherefore let all thoſe that apply themſelves to their ſervice, conlider that 
T will be ready to reward the good 3 and that thoſe who are ſeditious, ſhall find their ma. 
lice to have an unprofitable event at their hands whom they ſo flatter. [ eaſily perſwade my 
| ſelf that all men will be of my mind, that are of my Sons mind, Þor it is good for they 
© rod conver- that T reign, and that I am friends with my Sons. And you my Sons, 1 exhort you to ac 
teth his quit your ſelves religionſly of all the duties to which Nature obliges you, and which jhe 
Speech ro his. ;,-prints in: the hearts of the moiF ſavage Beaits : Alſo reverence Cxlar who hath reconciled 
#5 + And laſt of all obey me, who requeſt and intreat that at your hands, which I might 
command, namely, that you remain Brethren. I ſhall take order that you want no. 
thing ſutable to your royil Dignity, if you continue and remain friends, 1 pray 
God with all my heart, that what I have ordain'd may tend to your advantage and to 
hzs glory. | 
H:rod by his = Aﬀeer he had thus ſpoken he embraced them very lovingly and diſmiſſed the people, 
_ my os lome praying rhat it might be as he had ſaid : others (who defired alteration ) making 
<uiſh Soo] * though they heard nothing. Yet for all this, the diſſention amongſt the Brethren was 
ied berween Not appealed, but they were more dividedin heart than ever. For Alexandcr and Ari- 
Dm Stobulys could not endure that Artipater ſhould ſuccced to part of the Kingdom, and 
Antipater was griev'd that his Brethren ſhould have a ſhare with him 3 yet he fo craftily 
carried himſelf, that no man cuuid perceive his hatred towards them. And they den- 
ved of a noble race ſpake all they thought, and many endeavoured to fet them on; 
and others, friends to Aztipater, infinuated themſelves into their company, to learn 
intelligence : fo that Alexander conld not ſpeak a word, but preſently it was carried to 
Antipater, and from him to Herod with an addition 3 fo that when Alexander ſpake 
any thing _—y meaning no harm, it was preſently interpreted in the worſt ſence 
pollible: and it he chanced at any time to ſpeak freely of any matter, preſently it 1 
Antivater's Was made a great thing. Artipater ſuborned men to urge him to ſpeak, that ſo their 
Treaſon a= falſe reports might be ſhadowed with a colour of truth; and that if he could prove 
ganſt hiEBro- any One thing true, all Lyes and Tales elſe divulged might thereby be juſtified. All 
ar. Antipater's familiars were either naturally ſecret, or elſe he ſtopped their mouths with 
*  Bribes, leſtthey ſhould dililoſe his intents: So that one might juſtly have termed his - 
Bywharmeans life a myſtery of iniquity. All Alexander's friends were ether corrupted by money, 
Antivater cor- or flattering ſpeeches, wherewith Aztipater overcame all, and made them Thieves 
puprea ts and Proditors of ſuch things as were either done or ſpoken againſt him. But of 
a1efriends, all the means he employed to ruine his Brothers with the King, the moſt crafty 
Anriparr,, and powerful was, that inſtead of declaring himſelf openly their Enemy, he causd M 
ih his confidents to accuſe them, and at firſt made ſhew of defending them, but af- 
Courtiers a- terwards he closd in with the accuſers and cunningly perſwaded Herod to credit the 
guuft 42 accuſations, which were, that Alexander was ſo delirous of his death, as to frame 
Plots againſt his Life : And nothing made ſo much credit be given to theſe calum- 
niations, as that Artipater colourably excuſed his Brother. Herod incenſed hereat, 
every day withdrew his affe&ion more and more from the two Brethren, and daily 
encreaſed his love towards Artipater. The Nobility alſo were inclined after the 
{ime manner 3 ſome of their own inclination, and others out of compliance: So did 
Ptoleme#s the chieteſt of all the Nobility, and the Kings Brethren and all his kin- 
dred; for all mens expectation was upon Artipater. And that which grieved Alex- 
ander the more, was, that all theſe Confſpiracies defign'd for his overthtow were 
made by the counſcl of Aztipater's Mother - For ſhe being Step-mother to him and 
his Brother, was the more cruel againſt them, becauſe ſhe could not endure their ha- 
ving the advantage above her Sonof being born of ſogreat a Queen. And although 
many followed A-tipater, for the hope they had of him, yet were they alſo compelled 
thereunto by the King's command, who gave ſpecial charge to his deareſt friends, 
not to follow Alcxarder or his Brother. And this Prince was a terrour not only 
to thoſe of his own Kingdom, but alſo to foreign Nations, becauſe Ceſar had given him 
ſo great authority : for he gave him licenſe to take any one that was a fugitive from 
him, out of any City, although it were not under his Dominions. Now the young men O 
being ignorant of the off-nces laid to their charge, were in the greater danger; for 


their Father did not openly tell them of any matter 3 but they every day prontives 
is 
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A his good will towards them to decay, which ſo much the more increaſed their grief; Ti 
like manner Aztipater by little and little animated Pheroras their Uncle, and Salome 
their Aunt, againſt them 3 to whom he ſpoke with the ſame liberty as if the had been 
is Wife. 
; Moreover, Glaphzra, Alexander's Wife, contributed to the encreaſing of theſe enmi- 
ties, by bearing her ſelf above all women that were 1n the whole Kingdom 3 (ror the 
derived her Pedigree by the Fathers fide from Timenys, by the Mother's fide from Da- 
rivs, Son of HiStaſpes:) and by enveying very much againſt the baſencls of Herod's 
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Wives ; who, ſhe ſaid, were choſen for their Beauty, and not for their Novility of yorgs, 


Birth. For Herod (as we have ſaid) had many Wives, asit was lawful tor him by the 
cuſtom of the Countrey and all of them hated Alexarder, for Glaphyra's Pride, and 
contumelious ſpeeches. Ariitobulzs alſo, made Salome his enemy, although ſhe were 
his Wifes Mother 3 becauſe he often upbraided his Wife with her baſe Birth, ſtill telling 
her that he had married a private Woman, and his Brother Alexander a King's Daugh- 
ter : Which his Wife often with tears told to her Mother ; adding moreover, that Alex- 
ander and Ariſtobulus threatned, that if they got the Kingdom, they would maketheir 
Father's other Wives weave with their Maids 3 and his other Sons Notaries of Villages, 
becauſe they applied themſelves to Learning. Szlome moved hereat, could not contain 
herſelf, but told all to Herod; who eaſily believed her, becauſe ſhe ſpake againſt her 
Son-in-law. Moreover, another accuſation was Jaid to their charge, whereat the King 
wasgreatly moved 3 for he was informed that Alexander and Ariftobulus did often be- 
wail their Mother, and lament her hard fate, and curfed him : and that often, when he 
beſtowed ſome of Mariamne's Cloaths upon his latter Wives, they threatned that in a 
ſhort time, they would make them change them tor Mourning, Whereupon, though 
Herod feared the fierce ſpirits of the young men, yet becauſe he would not take away all 
hope of amendment, hecalled them to him as he: was to go to Rome; and as a King, 
threatned them in few words; and like a Father, gavethem many admomtions, and re- 
queſted them to love their Brethren, promiſing them forgiveneſs of their former offen- 
ces, ſo that hereafter they mended all. But they beſeeching him not to believe Accuſa- 
_ tionsforged againſt them upon malice, and anſwering, that the effect of matters would 
D eafily acquit them 3 requeſted him, not fo eafily to believe tales, but torefuſemalignant 
people opportunity and recourſe untohimsfor thatthere would alwaysbe ſome,that would 
maliciouſly invent tales to tell, whilſt there was any one that would give them the hear- 
ing and believing. For they knew that Salome was their Enemy, and Pheroras their 
Uncle; and both of them much to be feared, eſpecially Pheroras z who was fellow with 
his Brother of all, ſaving the Crown, and had his own Revenues amounting to an hun- 
dred Talents a year, and received all the Profits of the whole Countrey beyon4 
Jordan, which were given him by his Brother. Herod alſo, had obtained of Ceſar 
to make him Tetrarch, and had beſtowed upon him for his Wife, his own Wife's Siſter ; 
after whoſe deceaſe he offered him his eldeſt Daughter, and three hundred Talents with 
E her for a Dowry: But Pherorus falling in love with a mean perſon, refuſed ſo ho- 
nourable a Mateh 3 whereat Herod being angry, married his Daughter to his Bro- 
ther's Son, who was afterwards ſlain by the Parthians : Yet, after ſome time, he 
pardoned Pheroras's offence. Divers formerly wete of opinion that in the life time 
of the Queen, he would have poyſoned Herod; and Herod, although he loved his 
Brother very well, yet becauſe many who had acceſs unto him, told him fo, he 
began to miſdoubt: And therefore, examining by Torture many that were ſuſpect- 
ed, at laſt he came to ſome of Pheroras's Friends z but none of them confeſſed the 
Poyſon, but only, that he was determined to flee to the Parthians with her whom 
he was ſo inlove with, and that Coſtabarws, Salome's Huſband, was privy thereunto, 
unto whom the King had married her, after her firſt Huſband, for ſuſpicion of Adul- 
tery, was put to death. Salome her ſelf was not free from Accuſation; for Pheroras 
accuſed her, that ſhe had purpoſed Matrimony with Sz/z#5, who was Procurator to 0bo- 
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das, King of Arabia, a great enemy of the Kings: And ſhe being convicted both of this, | 


and all things elſe, whereof her Brother Pheroras accuſed her, yet obtained pardon, as 
likewiſe Pheroras did 3 ſo that the whole Tempeſt of all the Family was turned againſt 
Alexander, and fell upon his head. 

The King had three Eunuchs whom he loved extremely, and every one known by 


Alexander 


their Offices; for one of them was his Butler, the other was his Cook, and the third corruprerh his 


waited upon him in his Bed-chamber : Theſe three Alexander with great gifts corrup- 
G ted. Which the King underſtanding, by Torments forced them to conteſs-and de- 
Clare with what promiſes they were thereto by Alexander induced 3 and how he had

before chriſ's and make his friends happy, and eſpecially them : And that the whole Nobility {. 
+1 cretly joyned with him, and the Captains of the Army and Governours privily came 
x--0d feareth to him. Hereat Herod was ſo terrified, that he durſt not preſently divulge their con. 
ns 5on 4/*z- feffions, but night and day he ſent out ſpies to learn what was faid or done z and whom 
AnleYes . . _—__ 
he ſuſpected, them he preſently killed 5 fo that his whole Kingdom was full of Bloog. 
ſhed. Forevery one, as his malice moved him, teigned Calummitions; and many de- 
ſirous of Blood-ſhed, abuſed the King's paſſion as they pleaſed againſt their enemies 
Credit was given to every liez and no man wasſo ſoon accuſed; but preſently he way 
puniſhed ; and he who preſently before accuſed others, was now accuſed himſelf, and 
Ant. lib. 17. carried to be puniſhed with him whom he had accuſed. For the King's jealouſy ſhore. 
cap-6.. cruet. Ned the time of Tryal for their Lives; and he became ſo tyrannous, that he afforded 
ty. not a good look, evento them that were not accuſed, but ſhewed himſelf moſt fierce 
and violent to his deareſt friends : So that he baniſhed many out of his Kingdom, and 
railed againſt ſuch as he had no power over. Artipater encreaſed this miſchief more 
and more, by employing all his friends, to accompliſh the ruine of Alexander. By 
whoſe rumoursand tales the King was ſo poſlctled, that he fancied always that he ſaw 
Herod caſteth 4/exander before him with a drawn Sword. For which cauſe he ſuddenly caſt him in 
47x n Priſon, and tortured his friends 3 many of which died in torments, becauſe they would 
and tortured Not confeſs mote than in conſcience was true : Others, notable to endure the torments, x 
his friends. ere forced to confeſs, that Alexander and his Brother AriStobulus deſigned Treaſon 
againſt their Father, and that they expected their time till he went a hunting 3 reſolving 
with themſelves, that having: killed him, they would preſently flee to Roxre. A}. 
though theſe and ſuch like Calumniations were no ways probable, yet extremity of 
pain forced men to invent them 3 and the King willingly believed them, as it were com-

Writings, which charged the greateſt amongſt the Nobility with moſt hainous matters, 
were in Herod's hands when Archelazs, fearing his Son-in-law and Daughter to bein 
great danger, ſpeedily came into Judea, and by his prudence appeaſed the King's wrath: 
For fo ſoon as he came to Herod, he cryed, Where 3s that wicked Son-in-law of mine, 
or where may 1 ſee the face of that wretch that goeth about to zaurther his Father, that 1 
»9ay tear him in pieces nith mine own hands, and marry my Danghter to a better Hus. 
band 2 For although ſhe be not privy to his connſel, yet *tis enough to make her infamou, 
that fhe is Wife to ſuch a man. Nay, 1 admire your patience, who are in ſuch danger, 
Archeleus. and ſuffer Alexander zet to live: For I came thus haſtily out of Cappadocia, thinking i 
King of £2?- he had been put to death, to talk, with you concerning my Daughter, whom I married to 
_ him fur your jake. Wherefore now let as take counſel what to do with theme both ;, and ſee- 
ing youare too Father-like, and not able to puniſh your Son, your treacherous Son ; let 
change rooms, and let me be in your place to revenge you. How great ſoever Herod'scho- 
ler was, this diſcourle of Archelaus diſarmed it: And Herod ſhewed him the Books that 
£chelars and Alexander had writ : And upon reading every Chapter with deliberation, Arche/aus 
= ont took occaſion fit for his purpoſe; and by little and little laid all the fault on Pheroras, 
2s Books. and thoſe that were accuſed in the Book. And perceiving the King to give ear unto 
him: Let #s (faid he) conſider whether the young man hath not been circumvented bythe 
treachery of ſo many malicious perſons, and not of himſelf, formed a deſign againſt you : 
For there appears no cauſe why he ſhould fall into ſuch wickedneſs, who already enjojed the 
honours of the Kingdom, and hoped ta ſucceed you therein, had he not been perſwaded 
therets by other men; who ſeeing him a young man, enticed him to ſuch an attemt. 
For we ſee, that by ſuch perſons, not only young men, but alſo old men, and moſt Noble 
Herodisincen- Families 3 yea, and whole Kingdoms are ruinated. Herod, upon theſe Speeches, . be- 
fed againſt bis 40 ſomewhat to relent, and abate his animoſity againſt Alexander, but encreaſed it 
—_Y 9 towards Pheroras z for he was the Subje& of the whole Book. Pheroras perceiving the 
King ſo totruſt tro Archelaus's friendſhip, that he was led by him to do what he pleaſed 
he in humble manner came to Archelaxs, ſeeking humbly for ſuccour at his hands, of 
whom he had not deſerved any favour. © Archelexs anſwered him, that he knew no 
«* ways to obtain his Pardon, who was guilty of ſo hainous Crimes; and convicted, 


&* manifeſtly to have praQtifed High Treaſon againſt the King's own Perſon; and to 4 
« the 
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4 © the cauſe of all theſe miſeries that had now betafen the yourig man; except that he ec. 
« would lay aſide all fubtil dealing, and denying of his Fa&t, and confeſs the Crimes era brr 
« whereof he was accuſed, and fo humbly go to his Brother, who loved him dearly, #fore Chili's 
« and crave pardon; promiſing that if he would ſo do he would do him what good CE 
&© he could. Hereupon Pheroras obeyed Archelaws's counſel; and putting on a black Pres artir- 
Attire, in a pitiful manner, and with tears, he proſtrated himſelf at Herod —_— ad 
craving pardon, obtained it confeſling himſelf to be a moſt wicked and vile perſon, with tears fal- 
and to be guilty of all that which was objected againſt himz and that the cauſe which — 
moved him to do all theſe things, was the frantick and mad firs he fell into, for the craveth py 
love of that woman.

Adding that in every Kingdom, as in mighty bodies, frequently ſome part begins to 
infame, which notwithſtanding, is not preſently to be cut off, but tobe cured by ea- 
tie means. 

Archelaus uſing many ſpeeches to Herod to this purpoſe, at laſt quite appeaſed his ,::4+144; 
wrath towards Pheroras, but ſtill counterteited himſelf angry with Alexander, affirm- compelle-tr 
ing that he would take his Daughter away with him 3 till, at laſt, he brought Herod — 
of his own accord to intercede wr the young man, not to break the Marriage. Ar- be cntreared 

c chelaws after much entreaty anſwered, that he was willing that the King.ſhould be- for 4lexanair; 
ſtow his Daughter upon any, ſave Alexander, for he greatly eſteemed. his affinity. He- 
rod replyed, that if he would not divorce his Daughter from Alexander he ſhould 
think that he had beſtowed his Son upon him again: For they had no Children, and 
his Daughter was dearly loved by the young man ſo that if he would permit her to 
ſtay ſtill there, for her ſake he would pardon all Alexander's offences. Hereto Arche- 
lazs with much ado agreed, and ſo was reconciled to his Son in-law, and he to his _ 
Father. Yet Herod affirmed that he muſt needs be ſent to Roxze, to yon with Ceſar, 
for he had written the whole matter to Ceſar. Thus Archelaxs craftily delivered his 
Son-in-law from danger; and after his reconciliation was made, they ſpent the time 
D in Feaſting and Mirth. Upon Archelaws's departure, Herod gave him ſeventy Talents, Herod difmif-

This man, named Ewrycles, was a Lacedemonian born and brought to Herod rich coletiiaitregs 

Gifts, asit were for a bait of that he intended. He had fo behaved himſelf in Greece, that 4er to his Fa 

it could no longer tolerate his exceſs: And Herod again rewarded him with far great- ——_ of 
p er Gifts than thoſe were that he gave him: But he eſteemed his liberality as nothing, his death: 

except it were accompanied with the blood of the Princes. For which cauſe he cir- 

cumvented the King, partly by flattering him, partly by praiſing him feignedly, and 

eſpecially by his own craft and ſubrilty : and quickly perceiving his inclination, he 

both in word and deed ſought to pleaſe him fo that the King accounted him among 

his chiefeſt friends. And both the King and all the Court honoured him the more for 

his Countrey-ſake,: becauſe he was a Lacedemonian. But he perceiving the diſtraCti- 

ons of Herod's Houſe, and the hatred between the Brethren, and how the King was 

affefted towards each of them, he firſt of all lodged at Antipater's houſe; making a zuyes by 

ſhew, in the mean while, of good will towards Alexander; pretending, that in times feignedfriend- 
F paſt he had been much beloved by King Archelazs, his Father-in-law : And by this FiPdeceverh 

means he quickly infinuated into favour with him, and was conſidered as a friend, an 

a faithful friend. Alexander preſently likewiſe, brought him into friendſhip with A- 

ritobulzs ; and he having gained their affeftions, accommodated himſelf to their hu- 

mours, in order to compaſs his defign of adhering to Aztipater, and betraying Alex- 

ander, And he often uſed incenſing words to Artipater, as it were chiding him, that 

being eldeſt of the Brethren, he ſo Nlenderly looked after them, who pretended to 

Put him beſides the Crown which was his right. Many times likewiſe, he uſed the 

like words to Alexarderz admiring that he who was born of a Queen, and Huſband 

toa Queen, would permit one deſcended of a private woman, to ſucceed inthe King- 
G dom; eſpecially, ſeeing he had ſuch a fair opportunity and means to effe& the con- 

trary ; for he might aſſure himſelf of Archelaw's help in any thing. Alexander ſup- 


poſed he ſpoke as he thought, becauſe he counterfeited friendſhip with Archelans; fo

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Az that miſdoubting nothing, he diſcloſes to him all his mind concermng Aztipater, ſay- p 
5 ph boy ing, thatit was no wonder though Herod diſ-inherited them of the Kingdom, ſince he 
before Chriit's had {lain their Mother formerly. a 
WES Enrycles, counterfeiting pity for them, and ſorrow for their n.isfortune z enticed 
Ariſtobulus to ſpeak to the like effect: And having animated them both to complain in 
this ſort againſt their Father, he preſently went to Artipater, and diſcloſed to him all 
their ſecrets, fallly adding alſo, a ſtory of ſome Treachery which thoſe two Bre- 
thren intended againſt himz which was to diſpatch him with their Swords. Aztipa. 
ter rewarded him with a great Sum of Moncy for thisadvice, and commended him 
to his Father. And thus he, being hired to cttc& thedeath of Alexander and Ariſtoby. 
lus, became himſelf their accuſer : Whereupon, he came to Herod, and told him, tha: 
in regard of thoſe benefits he had received at his hand, he would now venture his life 
for him, by giving him notice of a thing which concerned his own 5 which was, that 
Alexander and Ariſtobulys had long ſince reſolved together to kill him, and that he 
only was the cauſe that they performed it not, by promiſing them to aſliſt them in the 
matter: That Alexander uiced thele ſpeeches, that Herod was not contented to enjoy 
a Kingdom which was another's right, nor yet to have put Queen Mariamne to death, 
but he would alſo leave the Kingdom belonging to their Anceſtors, to a pernicious 
Baſtard, Artipater. But for this cauſe, he would revenge Hircanws and Mariamne' 
death And that it was not fit that ſuch a man as Aztipater ſhould receive the King- 
dom without blood : And every day he had occaſion given him to perſiſt in this re- 
ſolution, for he couid ſpeak nothing without being calumniated 3 for if any mention 
were made at any time of any ones Nobility, preſently he was upbraided without 
cauſe; for his Father would preſently fay, There 1s none Noble but Alexander, whoſe 
Father's baſe Birth is a ſhame and diſcrevit unto him. And that goINg a hunting, if 
he held his peace, his Father was offended 3 if he praifed him then it was ſaid, he 
mocked : So that in every thing, he found his Father's affection, turned from him, and 
that he was only favourable to Aztipater 3 ſo that he would die with all his heart, if 
he failed of his purpoſe : If he killed him, his Father-in-law Archelaws would afford 
him ſafety, to whom he might eafily flee. And after, he would go to Ceſar (who, as 
yet, knew not Heroz's manners) and he would not ſtand before him then, as he did | 
before, terrified becauſe his Father was preſent ; neither would he only ſpeak of his 
own wrongs, but of the wrongs of the whole Nation, who were oppretled by exatti- 
ons, even to the death, And then he would lay open on what pleaſures, and after 
what fort, the money gotten with Blood was conſumed 5 and who, and what 
kind of men they were, that were thereby enriched: and what was the cauſe of the 
affliction of the City : and there. he would bewail the death of his Unkle, and his Mo- 
ther, and unfold all Herod's wickedneſs; which. being once made manifeſt to the 
World, no man would account him a Murtherer of his Father. Eurycles having fillly 
reported this of Alexander, to Herod, tell preſently to praiſe and extol Antipater; at- 
firming that he only loved his Father, and hindred ſuch practices. vl 
another falſe The King, yet not throughly appeaſed for that which was paſt, grew into excced- 
Reunion r ing fury ; and Artipater again ſuborned other falſe Witneſſes againſt him, who affirm- 
£55 "er. Ed that they were wont to have ſecret talk with Jucundus and Thrannys, who ſome- 
moves Kod times were Officers of the King's Cavalry, and now difplaced for ſome offence they 
= urge had committed. Whereupon, Herod being very angry, preſently tortured them : and 
the King's No- they affirmed, that they were ignorant of all that which was laid. to their charge, But 
rary, writeth. there was found, and brought to the King a Letter, pretended to be written by 4- 
Rag ow dexander, to the Governour of the Caſtle of Alexandrinmz requeſting him, that he 
ande's name- would receive him and his Brother Arij#obalzs into the Caſtle, when he had killed his 
Father; and to afliſt them both with Arms, and other Neceſtaries. Alexander affirm- 
ed that this Leiter was counterfetted by Diopbantus, the King's Secretary 3 who was 
both malicious, and could counterfeit any one's hand ; and who afterwards having 
counterfcited many, was at laſt for the ſame pat to death. 

Herod cauted the Governour of the Caſtle to be tortured, but he confeſſed nothing 
that was laid againſt him : and although he had no good proof of any thing, yet he 
commanded his two Sons 10 be kept in hold. He likewiſe termed Emrycles (who was 
the Incendiary of his houſe, and the breeder of all the miſchief) Author of his ſafety, 
and one who had well deſcrved at his hands, and gave him fifty Talents: Who, de- 
parting from Judea before matters were well known, went to Archelazs, and feigning 
that he: had reconciled Alexander and Herod, he received there a piece of money. 9 
From thence he went into Achaia, and ſpent that which he had evilly got, in as bad 
manner as he had got it, Laftly, he was accuſed to Ceſar, that he had cauſed dillenſion 
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A in all Achaia, and ſpoiled the Cities 3 for which cauſe he was baniſhed. And this was O—_— 
the puniſhment-that was inflited upon him for his teachery to Alexander and Aroſto- wells, ki A 
bulus.

It is not amils here in this place to compare Avaratws of Cont, unto this Exrycles ; — 
who being a dear ffgend to Alexander, and arriving about the ſame time that Emrycles Cons Evaratus: 
did 3 being put to his Oath, ſware that he heard»the young men ſay nothing 3 though 
indeed his Oath nothing prevailed nor profited them, for Herod would only hear and 
give car to Accuſations, and he highly eltecmed them that would believe them with 
him, and ſhew themſelves moved thereart. 
Moreover, Salome encreaſed his rage againſt his Sons3 for Ariſtobulus minding to vt. 1ib. 16. 
engage her to afliſt him, being his Mother-in-law and his Aunt, ſent to her, to look © ** 
to her ſelf, as though the King was minded to put her to death, becaufe it was report- 
ed to him, that ſhe purpoſed to marry with the King's enemy, Sy{exs the Arabian, to 
whom ſhe privily revealed the King's Secrets: This was the utter ruine of the young 
men, wherewith they were overthrown, as it were with a violent Tempeſt. For preſent- 
ly Salome went to the King, and told him of what Ariſtobrlus had admoni{hed her : And Herod, by Sz 
he becoming outragious, cauſed both his Sons to be bound, and impriſoned in ſeveral {"*.countt 
places. Then he ſent Volummizs, General of his Army, and Olympxs, one of his familiar his Souk 
Friends, to Ceſar, to carry the Informations againſt his Sons in writing z who failing NE 
to Rome, after their arrival, delivered the King's Letters. And Czſar was very forry ward, 3961, 
C for the young men 3 yet he permitted the Father to do what he would to his Children ; #fore Cbrifi's 
and ſo writ to him, that he ſhould have licence to do what he thought good: Yet he VERY 
ſignified to him, that he ſhould do better to call his Nobles together, and let them 
make enquiry concerning the Treaſons;z and then, if he found them guilty of thoſe 
things whereof they were accuſed, to put them to death,

D becauſe he was Father-in-law to his Son, Herod ſuſpe&ed him to be partial. But he 
ſuffered not his Sons to come into Judgment, for he knew that the very ſight of them 
would have moved all men to compaſhon : And moreover, if they were permitted to 
ſpeak for themſelves, that Alexander would eafily have acquitted them both : For 
which cauſe they were kept in Platar, a Village of Si4o7jia. The King beginning his _—_ - war 
Oration, was as vehement, as though they had been preſent againſt whom he ſpake : ———_ 
But he was half afraid to obje& any Treaſon againſt them, becauſe he had no proof men: 
thereof, and therefore he aggravated their opprobrious words, injuries and- offences, 
which they had committed againſt him, which he affirmed to be more unſufferable 
than death, . . 
E At laſt (when no man contradicted him) he began to complain of their ſilence, 
which ſeemed to condemn him; and thereupon , requeſted every one to give their 1,47; ſen- 
verdict. And firſt of all, Satrrninys condemned his Sons, but not to die faying, tence againſt 
that he had three Sons preſent, and he could not be ſo fevere, as to judge other men's 95915 
Sons to death. The two other Delegates alſo affirmed the fame, and ſome others fol- 
lowed their advice : But Volumnixs was the firſt that pronounced the ſorrowfull Sen- 
tence 3 after whom all the reſt followed 3 ſome to flatter Herod, ſome for hatred they 
bare him, but none for any indignation againſt the young men. Then all Jzdea and 
Jyria expetted an end of this Tragedy 3yet no man thought Herod ſuch a Tyrant, as to 
put his two Sons to death. Herod caufed his Sons to be brought to Tyre, and from 
pg thence, by Ship, he conveighed them to Ceſzrea, bethinking himſelf what death he 
ſhould put them to. In the mean time, there was an old Souldicr of the Kings named yr, an 6id 
1zre, who had a Son belonging to Alexander, and highly in his favour, and he himſelf Souldier, ex- 
greatly loved the two young men: who being very much grieved in mind in that —— 
which had paſt, wentabout, crying, that Juſtice was trodden under foot, Truth op- cruelty.

And I beſeech Al- 
mighty God to proſper theie Marriages to the good of my Countrey, and of theſe my Nephews 
and to look upon theſe Chiiaren with a more favourable eye than he did upyn their Fathers, 
Having thus ſpoken, he wept, and joyned the Children's hands, and courteouſly ialut- 
ing every one, diimiſled the Council, 
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At this action A-tipater was ſo amazed, tizit all the Orphans well perceived it. AL 
For now he thought himſelf diſhonoured by his Father, and that he ſtood in great ad 
danger, fecing that {lexander's Son was like to have both Archelaws and Pheroras the tor e Chviit's 
Tetrarch to prote& hum. Moreover he conſidered how he was hated, and how the Nat TURNY, ts 
people compallionated the children that were tatherlelsz and look'd upon him as the ” 
murtherer of their fathers. Wherefore he rcfolved by all means poſible to break 
theſe Marriages. Yet he feared to infinuate any thing to his father cunningly, who 
was now very fſulpicious and miſtruſttul; and theretore went openly unto him to 
make his humble fait and requeſt to him, that he would not leave him without ho- 
nour, nor deprive him of that Succeſſion, which before he had judged him worthy 
p of, by giving lum only the bare Title of King, and leaving the authority of the 
Kingdom in other mens power. For it would be impoiltble for him to obtain the 
Kingdom, if Alexander's Son were (beſides Archelazxs his favour) made Son-in-law 
to Pherorzs, Wherctore he earneſtly pray d him, that ſeeing he had many daughters, Htroa's ciil- 
he would change theſe Marriages: for the King had nine Wives, and by ſeven of 7 MY. "2s 
them he had children; Antipater by Doris, Herod by Mariamne Daughter of Simoz 
the High Prieſt, Archelaus by Malthace the Samaritan, and a Daughter call'd Olym- 
pias, whom his brother Joſeph married : and by Cleopatra of Jeruſalem, Herod and 
Philip, and by Pallas, Phaſelws ; he had two other Daughters allo, Roxane and Salome, 
one of them by Phzdra, and the other by Elpis. He had likewiſe two wives, by whom 
C he had no iſſue, his Couſin and Niece; and beſides theſe he had two Daughters by 
Mariamne, Siſter to Alexander and Ariſtobulus, Wheretore Antipater ſeeing his Father 
had ſuch choice of Daughters, requeſted the marriages to be altered. 

The King, well perceiving his mind and purpoſe towards the Orphans, and call- Herod bs wers 
ing to remembrance the misfortune of his Sons, whom he had put to death, he judg'd fraded by 
that if ever he found occaſion, he would be as induſtrious to deſtroy the children by HERE 
calumnies, as he had done their fathers; and ſo falling into great danger with ſharp yreak off the 
words he drove him out of his preſence; yet afterwards, he ſo flattered Herod, that he Marriages. 
got the marriages to be altered. And firſt of all he joyned Ariſiobulass Daughter 
with Aztipater himſelf, and his Son to Pheroras's Daughter. Here one may ſee what 
Antipater could do by flattering ſpeeches : for Salome in the like matter could not 
ſpeed, although ſhe was his Siſter, and procured many times the Emperours Wife 
to ſpeak for her, that ſhe might marry with Sy/2»5 the Arabian, yet was ſhe not per- 
mitted fo to do. But Herod (wore that he would account her as an utter enemy, ex- 
cept ſhe would defiſt from that purpoſe; and afterward, againſt her will, he married 
her to Alexas, a friend of hisz and one of her Daughters to Alexander's Son, and the o- 
ther to Artipater's maternal Uncle. 

As for Mariamnes Daughters, one of them was married to Aztipater, his Siſters Son, Aur. 1. 17. -.z 
the other to Phaſelus, his Brother's Son. When Artipater had quite overthrown the 4nt#p:ter 
hope of the Orphans, aud joyned affinity as he thought good, he now held himſelf on ang no 

E ſure ground : and adding confidence to his malice, he became intolerable to all 
men. And ſeeing he could not avoid their hatred, he now fought by fear to work 
his own ſafety 3 and ſo much the more, becauſe Pheroras now aflifted him, as one 
that was contlirmed and eſtabliſhed for King. Alto the women 1n the Court fell at _—_ 
variance, and raiſed a new broil: for Pheroras's Wite with her Mother and her Siſter, mip 
and the mother of Aztipater did behave themſelves very infolently. in many things, 45 in the 
towards two of the Kings daughters; of which 4ntipater, who hated them, was very yy 
glad, none of the other women except Salozre daring to oppoſe this Cabal.

F The women underſtanding how ſhe had informed the King, and that he was of- 
fended thereat, they met no more together openly, but abſtained from their wont- 
ed familiarity 3 and 1n the Kings hearing feigned to fall out one with another. A4-- 
tipater alſo made the ſame ſhew, fo that he ſtuck not openly to affront Pheroras : not- 
withſtanding they had meetings and banquets in the night and the unity was the 
_ more confirmed, the more they perceived themſelves to be noted; for Salome knew 
all this and told it to the King. The King was very angry, and eſpecially againſt 
Pheroras's wite, whom chiefly Salowe blamed : and having called together all his kin- 
dred and friends, he accuſed her before them amongſt other things, that ſhe had be- x. 1; r-. 
haved her ſelf contumeliouſly towards his daughters, and that ſte afliſted the Phari- 4 4 
G {ces againſt him, and that by a poyſonous drink ſhe had made his Brother hate him. 
And turning himſelf unto Pheroras, he asked him whether he had rather renounce 
the friendſhip of him his King and Brother, or abandon his Wife. And he anſivering 
Eee 3 that .

A Antjpater, and commanded him to have no commerce with Pherorzs, or his wife 
befor: Cirii's Or any one belonging to them atter that time. He obeyed this command openly in 
+a ſhew, but ſecretly went to their houſe : and tearing that Salome might perceive it, 
Rzrod for'y 's he by his friends 1n 1taly procured himſelf to be ſent for to Rowe, by Letters brought 
cneipatr of to Herod, wherein it was commanded, that ſhortly after the receit thereof, Antipater 
company, or {ſhould be ſent to Ceſar. Wherefore Herod uſing no delay, ſent him preſently, fur- 
ro have con- nſhing him with all things neceſſary, and a great ſum of money 3 giving him like. 
iq wiſe his Jaſt Will and Teſtament to carry with him to Ceſar 3 wherein was written 
that Antipater ſhould be King, and after him Herod the Son of Mariam, Daughter 
of the High Prieſt. But Sy/2x5 the Arabian, neglecting Ceſar's commandment, at the 
ſame time failed to Roxze, there to contend with Aztipater, about matters which were 
before in controverſie between him and Nz3chelazs. He had alſo a great contention 
with Aretas his King, whoſe friends he had ſlain, and amongſt others, Soherrxs, the 
moſt wealthy man 1n all the Countrey of Petra; and Fabatws, Ceſar's Procurator, 
whom he had corrupted, afliſted him againſt Herod, But Herod afterwards giving 
Fabatws a greater ſum of money, alienated him trom Szleus, and by this means dit- 
patched that which Ceſar commanded: and becauſe Fabatzs reſtored nothing, he accu. 
151145 ca- ed him that he was Procurator, not for Ce/ar but for Herod: wherewith Fabatus 
ſas Gover- yas moved 3 and being as yet in great eſtimation with Herod, he diſcloſed Sl/zys; 
ana ze his ſecrets, and ſignified to the King, how that S5/2x4 had corrupted Corinthas oneof 6 
ſecrets. his Guard, whom he adviſed to be taken and kept in hold. The King more eaſily 
hearkned to his counſel, becauſe Corizmthws, though always brought up in the King's 
Court, yet was born in Arabia, Wherefore he preſently took him, and two other A- 
rabians that wer found with him 3 one of them was Sz//z##'s friend, and the other 
Phylarchas, Upon their examination they confetied, that Corinthys for a great ſum of 
money was hired to kill the King. After this they were ſent to Saturnizs, Governour 


of Syria, and by him to Rome.

2904 baniſh- F_J Erod (till urged Pheroras to forſake his Wife: for he knew not how elſe topu- 
| F nith her, having many matters againſt her : which becauſe he would nor yield 
mer P35 to, at laſt he was ſo moved, that he bamiſhd them both. Pheroras taking this injury 


_—_ patiently, departed to his Tetrarchy, taking an Oath that his baniſhmenr ſhould en- 


dure as long as Herod lived; and that whileſt he lived, he would never come any 
more to him: And accordingly he would not come to viſit him when he was fick, 
notwithſtanding he was often ſent for, when (as he thought) he lay on his death- 
bed, and would gladly have imparted ſomething to him: but contrary to all hope 
he recovered, and afterwards Pheroras fell fick. At which time Herod ſhewed his 
patient and humble mind 3 for he went to him, and very kindly ſought help for him; 
P;.11-.2; dieg but he was too far ſpent, and a few days after died : and although Herod loved him 
and was buri- until his dying day, yet was it bruted abroad, that he poyſoned him. Herod cau- 
= 14+ ed his body to be brought to Feruſalew, and commanded all the Nation to mourn 
3 and buried him with a ſumptuous funeral. Thus one of the Murtherers of Alexander 
and Ariſtobulus cameto this end : but ſhortly after, the revenge of that wicked fat 
4:1. 19. 5.7. fell upon Antipater, who was the chief Author thereof, For certain freed men that 
belonged to Pheroras came in mournful manner to Herod, and complained to him, that 
his Brother Pheroras was poyloned, and that his own Wife had given him a drink, 
which as ſoon as he had drunk, he prefently fell fick ; that two days before his ſicknefs, 
A Witch of there came a Witch out of Arabia, ſent for by his Mother and Siſter, to give him a 
hay Love-potion; and that ſhe in ſtead thereof, through Sz//ews*s inducements, had given 
him poyſon; for ſhe was of Sy{/zws's acquaintance. 
The King moved with this diſcourſe cauſed divers of Pheroras freed men and freed 
The confer. WOMen to be put to torturez and one of them impatient of the pain, exclaim- 
on of the wo- ed in this wiſe: O God, ruler of. heaven and earth, revenge us upon Aztipater's 
men in their \{gther, who is the cauſe of theſe our evils When the King underſtood thus 
"oreiie% much, he became more eager to ſearch out the truth; and the women diſcloſed A»- 
tipater's Mothers intelligence with Pheroras and the other women, and their ſecret

Cbrili's 
it was evident wherefore Artipater had complotted to go to Rome, 'and Pheroras: be- a 
vond the River Jordan. .For they were often wont to ſay, that Herod having killed 
Alexander and Ariſtobulzs, would next come to. us and our wives: and that 1t was 
unlike that he would ſpare any one, who ſpared not Mari2mmme and her Sons 3 and 
therefore it was beſt to flee as far as poſlible from ſuch a wild beaft. They alfo de- 
pasd that Artipater was often wont to complain to his Mother, that now he grew 
gray-haired, his Father 'became young and luſty 5 that himſelf might die perhaps 

B bztore him, and that though his Father died firſt, yet he ſhould enjoy the pleaſure 
of the Kingdom bur a ſhort time. That moreover, the heads of H:dra, that is to 
ſay, Alexander and Ariftobulas's Sons, began to ſpring up again : and that he could 
not reaſonably hope to leave the —_— to his Sons, fince Herod had declar'd 
that he would have it go after him to Herod the Son of Mariamne : wherein he was 
perſwaded that he doated, if ſo be he thought his Will ſhould be of force; for he 
would take fuch an order, that he would have none of all his Progeny alive; and 
that Herod was the greateſt hater of his Sons of any Father in the World: and was 
not therewithal contented, but he alſo hated his own Brethren. A proof whereof 
was, that he not long ago gave him a hundred talents, that he thould have no more 

C commerce with Pheroras : and that when Pheyoras asked wherein he had hurt him, 

Antipater anſwered, I would to'God that he would take away all from us to our 
ſhirts, and leave us only our lives 3 but ſaid he, itis impoſſible to eſcape this dange- 
rous Beaſt, who will not ſuffer men openly to ſhew friendſhip to one another. . Thus 
we are reduc'd to that paſs that we cannot meet but in ſecret: yet if we bear the 
hearts and hands of men, the time will be when we may talk and meet openly. .The 
women in torments diſcloſed thefe ſpeeches, and that Pheroras was determined, to flee 
with the reſt to Pe:zra Herod believed all theſe ſayings, and the rather becauſe of 
that which was ſaid concerning the hundred talents: For he ſaid nothing of the ſame 


to any one, but to Artipater. : 
D Now firſt of all he turn'd his fury upon Dorzs, Antipater's Mother : and taking from Dori, Anti- 


her all the Jewels which he had beſtowed upon her, of the value of many talents, !: pot 
he baniſh'd her. When his wrath was ſomewhat appeaſed, he releaſed Pheroras's wo- her luwaks 
men from torments z yet he became ſo prone to ſuſpicion, that he tortured many #4 þ nan 
that were innocent, leſt he ſhould let any eſcape that were guilty. Amongſt others * © Oe 
| Antipater the Samaritan, who who was Steward to his Son Aztipater, through torments 
confelled, that his Son Axrtipater had procured poyton out of Egypt to kill him, by 
means of a friend of Aztiphilys ; which poyſon 1hendion, Artipater's Uncle took of 
him, and delivered to Pheroras, whom Antipater charged to diſpatch Herod whilſt 
he was at Rome, far from ſuſpicion 5 and that Pheroras gave his Wite the poyſon to 
F, keep. Whereupon the King calling for her, commanded her to bring forth the poy- 
ſon: and ſhe, making as though ſhe went forth to fetch It, ca({t her ſelf headlong 
down from a Gallery, thereby to prevent the torments, which, it ſhe were convidt- 
ed, they would inflict upon her. But by the providence of God (as it ſhould ſeem) 
it came to pals that ſhe fell not on her head, but on herſide, and fo eſcaped death, to 
the end that God might inflict puniſhment upon Aztipater. And being brought to 
the King, as ſoon as ſhe was come to her ſelf (tor ſhe was amazed with the fall) the 
King demanded of her, wherefore ſhe had done fo, and {wore unto her, if that ſhe 
would truly diſcloſe all, he would pardon her; but if ſhe told an untruth, her body 
ſhould be torn in pieces with torment, and not be buried. She a while held her 
peace, and at laſt ſaid, Wherefore ſhould I keep any thing ſecret, ſeeing Pheroras is Phirovae wife 
dead, to fave Artipater, who hath cauſed all this miſchief ? Hear O King, and God, — confeſf 
who cannot be deceived, be witneſs of the truth of what I ſhall fay: When I fate adn 
weeping by Pheroras as he lay a dying, he called me to him, and ſaid, See, wife, how Poyſon. 
much I was deceived concerning my Brothers love towards me; for I hated and 
fought to kill him, who thus loved me, and forroweth ſo much tor me, though I 
am not yet dead: but truly I am juſtly rewarded for my iniquity. And now (wife) 
bring me hither the poyſon which was left by Aztipater in your keeping for my Bro- 
ther, and make it away before my face, that I carry not with me to Hell a guilty 
Conſcience for that crime. So I brought it as he defired me, and the moſt part of 
G it Icaſt into the fire, where it was conſumed, and kept a little thereof, for fear of 
; miſchances, and of you. And having thus ſaid, ſhe brought forth a box which had 


n it a very little of the poyſon. Hereupon the King tortured the brother and ns, 
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PAL of Antiphilys; and they allo confelled that Artiphilus had brought a box out of Ev yy, 1 
= ry © and that he received it from his brother, who practiſed Phyſick at Alexandria. Thus 
before Ciril's It ſeem'd that the Ghoſts of Alexander and Ariſtobulus went about the whole Kingdom, 
M225, to diſcover the moſt hidden things, and to draw teſtimonies and proots*from the 
mouths of thoſe that were furtheſt from all ſuſpicion.

CHAP. XX. 


How Antipaters malicious praffices againſt Herod, were diſcover'd and puniſſ'd, 


He arrival of Bathy/us was the laſt proof of Artipater's Crime, and confirm'{ 
all the reſt. This Bathylus was one of his freed men, and brought from Royze 
another ſort of poyſon, compos'd of that of Afps and other Serpents 3 to the end 
that if the firſt proved too weak, and took not effect, then Pheroras and hig witz 
might make an end of the King with this. And for the height of Artipater's wick- 
edneſs, he alſo had: given this man Letters, which he had written to Herod againſt K 
Antipate's Archelays and Philip his Brethren, who were at that time brought up at Roxze to (ty- 
reaſons - dy, being very hopeful young men: and for that Artipater feared they might be 
— Jy pet? ſome hindrance to him in that which he expected, he devisd all means poſlible to 
{; hisbrother- make them away. And the better to effe& this purpoſe, he counterteited Letters jn 
his friends name that were at Roxze, and for money got others to write, that theſe 
two young men uſed in taunting-wiſe to rail againſt their Father, and openly to 
complain of the death of Alexander and Ariſtobulzs : and that they took it ill that 
they were ſent for home (for their Father had ſent word that they ſhould come a- 
way) at which alſo Aztipater was much troubled. For betore his departure from 
Fudea to Rome, he procured ſuch like Letters to be forged againſt them at Rome; 
and fo delivering them to his Father, to avoid all ſuſpicion, he ſeemed to excuſe 
his Brethren; affirming ſome'things that were written to be lyes, other things to be 
Antipater gi- Offences whereunto young men were prone. Art the ſame time he gave great ſums 
, veth a greax Of money to them in whoſe name he had written the Letters againſt his Brethren: 
roma hereby as it were hiring them to be ſecret. For the concealment of which ſuborna- 
counterfeirler- tion from Herod's knowledge, he bought much rich Houſhold(ſtuff and Tapiſtry of 
ters agaicſthis curious work, and Plate, and many things more, amounting by his account to the 
Brothers ſam of two hundred Talents, which he pretended was to be employed in preſents 
12 proſecuting the buſineſs againſt Sy/zus. But the miſchief which he provided a- 
gainſt was inconſiderable in compariſon of thoſe which he had more reaſon to fear; 
and it cannot be ſufficiently admired, that though all thoſe that had been tortured 
gave evidence againſt him, how that he practiſed his Fathers death, and the Letters 
witneſſed how again he went about to make away other two of his Brethren ; yet 
tor all this, none of them who went out of Jxudea to Roxze, bare him fo much good 
will as to give him intelligence what troubles were 1n the Court at home, although 
1t was ſeven months before he returned to Fades from Rome, Peradventure they who 
were minded to tell him all, were forced to hold their peace by conſideration of the 
blood of Alexander and Ariſtobulys which cried for vengeance againſt him. | 
Ant. lib. 18. At laſt he ſent Letters from Rome to his Father, that now he would. ſhortly return 
cap.8. home, and that Czſar had treated him very honourably. The King deſired greatly to 
Golicked by have the Traytor in his power : and fearing that if he had inkling of matters he would 
Herod with Jook to himſelf, feigned great kindneſs towards him, and ſent back again unto him 
many kind 'yery loving Letters, willing him to haſten his return: which if he did, poſſibly he

Antipater received a Letter at Tirentum, whereby he underſtood the death of Phe- 


roras, and greatly lamented it 5 which divers that knew nothing _—_— well of. 
Yet as far as one may conjecture, the cauſe of his grief was, that his treaſon had not 
gone forward as he wiſhed, and that he feared leſt that which had paſled might 
come to light, and left the poyſon ſhould be found. Yet when he came to Cz/icia, 
and there received his Fathers Letters before mentioned, he then made great haſte 


homeward, When he came to Celerderis, he began to retlect more upon his _— 
| i{grace, 
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a diſgrace, his mind as it were preſaging ſome ſiniſter fortune. And the wiſer fort of ety 
his friends about him, counſelled him not to go to his Father, till fuch time as he wi, 3551. 
were certain for what cauſe his Mother was baniſhed and divorced. For it was to #fo: cnilts | 
be feared, that he would be accuſed alſo of the fame Crime that was laid to his Mo- —— 
thers charge. But the more imprudent being rather deſirous to ſee their Countrey, 
ehan to contrive what was expedient for Artipater, preſſed him to make haſte, leſt 
his long delay ſhould brecd any ſuſpicion in his Father, and leſt thereby he ſhould 
give occaſion to malignant people to raiſe flanders: For, ſaid they, it any thing 
had palled againſt you, it was in your abſence; and were you in preſence no man 
durſt do or fpeak againſt you; and it were a very unwiſe part, for uncertain ſuſpici- 

3 ons, to deprive himſelf of certain felicity, and not- to return ſpeedily to his Father, 
and receive a Crown from his hands, which he could place upon no other head but 
his. This counſel (as his ill fortune would have it) Aztipater followed, and fo ar- 
rived in the Haven of Czſarea, having paſled Sebaite 5 where contrary to his ex- Antipater hat- 
pettation, he was much ſurpriz'd that all men eſchewed his company, and no man £4 in flares: 
camencar him. For although he was always hated, yet before they durſt not ſhew their 
hatred. But now they abſtain from coming to him for fear of the King 3 becauſe 
the rumour of thoſe things which A4ztipater had done was known 1n every City, and 
to every man, only Artipater himſelf was ignorant thereof. For there was never any 
man brought thither with greater pomp than he, when he was to fail to Rome ; 

C and never man more baſely entertained at his return. And now apprehending the 
danger at home, he craftily made himſelf ignorant thereof 3 and. notwithſtanding 
that he was almoſt dead for fear, yet in his countenance he counterfeited confidence. | 
For he could not now poſſibly make any eſcape, nor rid himſelf out of the preſent 
danger: and yet he heard no certain news of matters at Court, becauſe the King by 
an Edi& had forbidden all men to give him notice thereof: So that many times he 
comforted himſelf thus 5 that either all matters concerning him were yet ſecret 3 or 
ifany thing was come to light, that he by policy and impudence could acquit him- 

{elf thereof; for thoſe two were his only 'weapons. Being thus determined, he went 
to the Kings Palace alone, without any of his friends and followers, 'who at the very 

n firſt gate, were moſt contumeliouſly repulſed, - By chance Yarzs the: Ruler of S5r:z 

was there 3 and then boldly going into his Father's preſence, he advanced bold- 

ly near him, to ſalute him.

hidden from God, who ſeeth all things? Was I ignorant what befel my Brethren, whom 
God ſo puniſh d for their wicked conſpiracy againit you £ or what ſhould cauſe me to aim 
at their life £ The hope of the Kingdom? I poſſeſs d it already : Or a ſuſpicion of your 
hatred towards me £ Þ knew you loved me paſſionately : Or any fear which I had of you? On 
the contrary, 1 rendred you formidable to others by the care T1 took of your preſervation. 
Was it want of money? Nothing leſs; for who might ſpend more than I 2 Truly if I had 
been the wickedeſt perſon in the World, or the cruclleſt beaſt upon the earth, yet I ſhould have 
relented, being overcome by the benefits of ſo loving a Father ; ſeeing, as your ſelf ſaid, 
you recalPd and prefer d me before ſo many Sons, and being yet alive you proclaim'd me 
King, and made me a ſpeacle to all men to envie, through the benefits you beſtowed upon 
ze. O wretch that I am! O unhappy time of my abſence out of my Countrey ! what an 
opportunity hath it given to malicious and calumniating people ! Yet, O Father, it was 
for your ſake, and about your affairs that 1 went to Rome, to theend that Syllaus might not 
anriuarcy Triumph over jour old age. Rome can witneſs my piety, and Czlar the Prince of the whole 
calleth Rowe World, who often called me a lover of my Father.Receive here, O Father, his Letters, far more N 
and Ceſar t9 credible than thoſe feigned calumniations againſt me : let theſe plead my cauſe, let theſe teſti- 
_— . fie my affeFion towards you : remember how unwilling I was to go to Rome, knowine 1 
had here in this Country many ſecret enemies. T has you unwarily have been the cauſe of 
my ruine, by forcing me to that voyage which has afforded enyy time to frame accnjations 
againſt me - but now 1 will come to the proof of theſe matters. Behold here I am, who 
notwithſtanding a Parricide, yet never ſuffered any misfortune by ſea or land; 5s not this 
a ſuſfgent argument of my innocency? But I will not inſift upon this proof of my inno- 
cence, ſince I know that God hath permitted you to condemn me already in your heart Only 
I conjure you, give not credit to depoſitions extorted by torments : let me be burned, inflid# 
all torments upon me, ſpare not my body : For if I am a Parvicide, I onght not to die with- 
out all ſorts of torment. Antipater accompanied theſe words with ſo many tears, that 
he moved all that were preſent, and Varws alſo, to compaſſion 3 but Herod _ = 
aine 
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A ſtained from weeping, for his anger againſt his unnatural Son fix'd his mind upon yt 9 
the proof of his Crime. And preſently Nzcolazs at the King's commandment made Word, 3961s 
a long ſpeech concerning Artipater's malice and artifices, which he laid ſo open, #*fore cis 
that he extinguiſh'd all pity in the minds of the hearers. He aſcribed all the miſ- 3A: 
chief which had befillen that Kingdom unto him, and eſpecially the death of his ewo ooo at 
Brethren, who through his calumniations were made away 3 affirming alfo that he i 
uled treacherous practices againſt thoſe yet alive, fearing left they ſhould ſucceed ginneth a 
in- the Kingdom: for he who had prepared poyſon for his Father would much leſs eo _ 
ſpare his Brethren. And then coming to the proof of his intent to poyſon his Fa- cuſuion a- . 
ther, he declared in order all the evidences thereof, aggravating his offence by the 8nit 4utjpz- 
corrupting of Pherorus, who by Antipater was drawn 1n to purpoſe the murther of x;;,1245 per- 
his Brother and King, and how he had alſo corrupted the King's deareſt friends: and oration. 

ſo filled the whole Court with wickedneſs. When he had accuſed him of many other 

things, and brought proof thereof he ended his ſpeech. 

Then Varzs commanded Artipater to make anſwer to theſe things, and ſeeing that _ poylon 
he continued lying on the ground, and faid nothing more, but Ggg was witneſs of condemhed : 
his innocency 3 he called tor the poyſon, and gave it one who was condemned man. 
to die, who having drunk thereof, preſently died. Then Vary talked apart with 
Herod and what was done there in that Council he writ 'unto Ceſar, and the next 
day he departed. And when Herod had put Aztipater 1n priſon, he ſent meſlengers , 
unto Ceſar, to inform him of his hard fortune and calamity. After this it was diſ- 
covered that Artipater defign'd the death of Salozwze. For one of Aztiphilus ſervants 
came from Rome, and brought Letters from Acme, who was one of Julia's maids, 
which ſhe writ to the King, telling him that ſhe found a Letter of Selowes among Ju- 
lis; which for good will ſhe had ſent him. Theſe Letters which ſhe affirmed to be 
Salomes, contained many inveCtives againſt Herod, and many accuſations. But theſe angerproog 
Letters were feigned by Aztipater, who for money-had perſwaded Acme to write them againſt Anci- 
in her own name 3 as the Letter that ſhe writ to Aztipater evidently ſhewed 3 for ſhe 9: 
writ as followeth. | 

I have writ to your Father as you requeſted me, and ſent alſo other Letters, and T aſſure 
D my ſelf he will not ſpare his Siſter, if he do but read the Letters. Ton may do well, ſeeing 
[ have performed all your requeſts, to be mindful of your promiſe. This Letter againſt Saloyze 
and others, being found to be countertfeited, the King began to doubt that Alexar- 
der was made away by ſuch counterfeited Letters 3 and he remember'd that he had 
almoſt put his Siſter to death, through Aztipater's device. Wherefore he reſolved 
no longer to delay to puniſh him for ail; yet was he hindred by a great ſickneſs from 
accompliſhing his purpoſe. He only ſent Letters to Ceſar concerning Acme's treache- Herod intend- 
ry and falſe accuſation of Salome; and changed his Teſtament, and blotted out the *? ——_ 
name of Amtipater, and in his room writ Aztipas, leaving out Archelaus and Philippts, ment, and 
who were the elder Brethren, becauſe Artipater had renderd them odious to him. CO

F T1 Eroa's diſeaſe encreaſed, partly through age, and eſpecially by his grief and for- 1. 1. 15,

for the death of his Children, that though he were in health, yet he took no plea- 
ſure in any thing; and his ſickneſs was ſo much the more grievous to him, becauſe 
that Aztipater was yet alive; but he purpoſed to put him to death as ſoon as he was 
recovered of his fickneſs.

' People. There were in the City two Doctors reputed very skiltu] in our Countrey- 
laws: One of them was named Judas, the Son of Sariphexs; the other was called Max- 
thias, the Son of Margalote. Theſe two were followed by a great number of young 
men; fo that when they expounded the Law, they had an aſſembly hke a great Ar- 
my. And hearing that the King, partly by grief, and partly by his difeaſe, was 
very like to die, they told their acquaintance, that now 1t was a fit time to re-

The King hereat was 
ſo greatly moved with anger, that for all his difeaſe, he went forth and made a Speech to 
the people wherein he inveiged againſt theſe perſons, as Sacrilegiousz who, under

ter; and he adjudged them as impious people, worthy of death. The people fear- 
ing that he would torture many to learn who had favoured the a&, requeſted him that 
only the Authors and Actors of that Crime, might receive puniſhment 3 and that he 
The young Would remit the offence to all the people befides.

Five days after the death of his Son Antipater, He- __— 
rod died 3 having reigned thirty and four years after heflew Aztigonns, and thirty ſeven cap. 12. * 
yearsafter the Romans had declared him King. In many things he was as fortunate as 
any man 3 for being born but a private perfon, he got the Crown, and kept it, and 
left it to his Poſterity : But in his Domeſtick Afﬀairs, he was moſt unfortunate. Salome, 
Þ before it was known to the Soldiers that the King was dead, went forth with her Hul- 
| band, and releaſed all thoſe that were in Hold, whom the King had commanded to be 
ſlain; ſaying, that the King's mind was altered, and therefore he gave them all Licence 
to depart: And after their departure, the King's death was publiſhed to the King's Sol- xwod's death 
diers, who, together with the other multitude, were aſſembled in the Amphitheatre at fignifiedro 
Jericho, by Ptolomey, Keeperof the King's Seal who made a Speech to them, and told ——

« love his Succeſſor. Atter the Epiſtle read, he recited the King's Teſtament, wherein

C pasTetrarch, and Archelaus King. He commanded his Ring to be carried to Czar, to 
whom he referred the cognizance and diſpoſal of all with full Authority 3 requiring, that 
as to any thing elſe, his ſaid Teſtament ſhould be performed. | 

This was no ſooner read, but preſently the Skies were filled with the'voices ahd cries 4r-141aupro- 
of the people, who congratulated Archelaus 3 and the Soldiers and the People promiſed claimed King 
to ſerve him faithfully, and wiſhed him ahappy Reign. This done, the next care was {5 Fn 
about the King's Funeral, on which Archelans ſpared no coſt, but buried the King with Herod's pom. 
all Royal Pomp poſſible. The Herſe whereon he was carried, was adorned with Gold P% Funeral 
and Precious Stones 3 upon it lay a Bed wrought with Purple, whereupon was laid the 
dezd Corps of the King, covered allo with Purple, a Crown and Diadem of pure Gold 
D on his head, and a Scepter in his Right hand. About the Herſe were his Sons and 
Kinsfolk 3 and the Guard, and Bands of Thracians, Germans and Gauls, all went be- 
forein order, as though they had gone to Wars. The reſt of the Soldiers, in Warlike 
order, followed their Captains and Leaders z and five hundred of his Servants and 
Freed-men carried Perfumes.

Wherefore, when the Feaſt of Unleavened Bread drew nigh, which the Jews .,, | 
call EajFer, wherein an infinite number of Sacritices were appointed 3 an innumerable 4 —_—_ 
multitude of people came out of all Villages thereabout, for devotion ſake, to the !y kepr, and 
Solemnity : And they who ſo lamented the death of the Doctors, remained in the _— 
Temple, ſeeking by all means to promote the Sedition. Which Archelaws fearing, ſent : 

a Band of Souldiers, and a Tribune with them, to take the chiet of the Seditious, before 
{uch time as they had drawn unto them the multitude of the people z againſt whom the 

whole people being ſtirred up, flew a great many of them with ſtonesz and the Tri- 
bune himſelf being ſore hurt, had much ado to eſcape. And when they had fo done, 
they preſently went and offered Sacrifice, as though no hurt had been done.

Now, when they were all 
arrived at Rome, thoſe of the Kindred that hated Archelaxs 3 and eſpecially thole that 
looked upon it as a fort of Liberty to be governed by the Romans, favoured Antipa'; 
in hope, that it their deſign ot being freed from the Rule of Kings did not lucceed, 
they ſhould, at leaſt, have the comfort to be commanded by him, and not by Arcic- 
_—_—— lans. And to further b1m the more, he obtained Sabinzs's Letters to Ceſar 5 wheel 
toes by Ler- Archelaws was accuſed, a nd Antipas commended. Salome, and the reſt of the Com- 
rersro Ceſar. plices, preſented Accuſations againſt Archelaws, to Ceſar, who, after thern, delver- 
os tan ed allo his Juſtification in writing ; and withal, his Father's Ring, and an Invemory jj 
a Council of Ot his Treaſure, by Prolomey. Cejar pondering with himſelf what both Partics alleds- 
Rowan Nobl- &q, and the greatnets, and large Revenues of the Kingdom, and the number of 6 
ny rod's Children; and having al{o read the Letters of Varws and Sabinus, he called the chief 
of the Romans to Council 3 where C aizs, the Son of Agrippa, and his Daughter Julia, 
whom he had adopted by his athgnment, ſatein the thirſt place, and ſo he licenced the 
anipatz7sve- Parnes to plead their Rights. Artipater, Saloze's Son, being the greateſt of all Arcie- 
nr nee {2.47 Adverſaries, ſpake firſt, and ſaid, that Archelazs now only for form diſputed for 
| rug * the Kingdom, of which he had already poſle{ied himſelf without walting to know Cz: 
far*s Pleaſure 3 and that he did now f{trive 1n vain, to render Ceſar favourable to him, 
whom he would not attend to judge of his Lawtul Succeſſion. That after 1zerod's | 
death, he fuborned ſome to offer him the Diadem : And that ſitting on a Throne of 
Gold in Kingly manner, he had changed all Orders of the Souldiers, diſpoſed of Off 
ccs, and granted unto the pcople their Requeſts; which could not be affected bur by 
a King. That he had allo ſct at liberty many men, who for great Crimes were 1mpri- 
foned by his Father. And having done all this, he came now to Ceſar, to crave the ſha- 
dow of the Kingdom, the ſubſtance and body whereof he already polſlefied ; ſo that 
hercin he left nothing to C2/ar to diſpoſe of, but the bare Title. Moreover, he al- 
ledged that Archelazs did but counterteit forrow for his Father's death, feigning him- 
—_—_——_— (c]t to mourn in the day time, and 1n the night he would be drunk and riotous. By 
mency in ac- WAIch Carriage, he ſaid, that he had cauſed the Sedition of the people, and incurred 
cuſing 4rcoz- their hatred. After theſe Accuſarions, he infiſted upon the horrid {laughter of the multt- 
_ tude about the Temple: tor he ſaid, that they only came againſt the Feſtival Day, Fs

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A offer Sacrificez and that they themſelves were ſacrificed, as they were offering the ei 


Sacrifices which they brought: And that there were ſuch heaps of dead bodies in 
the Temple, as never. in any foreign War, th? like had been ſeen. That Herod, 
foreſecing his cruelty, never judged him wortny of the Kingdom, till ſuch time 
as his Underſtanding failed him 3 when being more {ick in mind than body, he knew 
not whom he named his Succellor in his laſt Will z whereas, he had nothing where- 
of he could blame him, whom in his former Will, he had appointed his Succeflor, 
when he was in health, both of mind and body. Yet (laid he) put the cafe, Herod 
in his extremity, knew what he did, yet Archelays hath rendred himfclf unworthy 
of the Kingdom, by having committed many things againſt the Laws. For ({aid 
he) what will he be atter he hath received Authority from Ceſar, who betore he 
received any, hath murthered ſo many ? Aztipater having ſpoken more to this etfect, 
and at every Accuſation taking Witneſs of his Kindred that ſtood by, ended his 
ech. | | 
Te Nicolaus ſtood up, and firſt of all ſhewed, that the ſlaughter of them in the 
Temple was neceſſary and unavoidable ; for they, tor whoſe death Archelays was 
now accuſed, were not only enemies of rhe Kingdom, but alſo of Ceſar : And for o- 
ther Crimes obje&cd, he ſhewed how that they were done, even by the counſel and 
perſwaſion of the Accuſers. He allo urged, that the ſecond Teſtament might be of 
force, for that therein Herod had referred it to E2/ar, to confirm his Succetior. And 
he who had ſuch remembrance, as to leave the Arbitrament of his Will to him who 
is Lord of all ; could not be thought to miſtake himicit in appointing his heir, nor 
yet deprived of his Senſes, ſeeing he knew by whom he ſhould be cſtabIiſhed. When 
Nicholaus had ended his Speech, and declared all that he thought might make for Ar- 
chelaus, Archelaws coming into the midſt of the Council, proſtrated himſelf at Czſar's 
feet. Auguſtus courteouſly raiſed him from the ground, and declared him worthy to 
ſucceed his Father. Yet did he not pronounce a definitive Sentence but the ſame day, 
the Council being diſmiſſed, that he might deliberate with himſelf at more leafure, 
whether any one ſingle perſon of thoſe nominated in the two Wills, ſhould ſucceed 
their Father in the Kingdom, or that the Kingdom ſhould be divided amongſt the whole 
D Family; becauſe they were many in number, and had all need of Eſtate to ſupport 


themſelves with honour. 


CHAP. I 


Of the Fight and Maſſacre at Jeruſalem, between the Fews and the Sabinians. 


Efore Ceſar determined any thing concerning this matter, Malthace, the Mother 

of Archelaxs, fell ſick and died; and many Letters came out of Syria, ſignifying 
x that the Jews had rebelled. Which YVarus torcſeeing after the departure of Archelays 
trom thence, had gone to Fernſalem to repreſs the Authors of that Sedition : And be- 
cauſe the multitude would not be quiet, he left one Legion oft the three which he 
brought out of Syria, in the City, and fo returned to Aztioch. But Sabinys coming 
afterwards to Feruſalexr, was the cauſe that the Jews began a new Broil: For he for- 
ced the Garriſons to render to him the Caſtles, and rigorouſly made ſearch for the 
King's Treaſure - And he was not only aſliſted by thoſe that Var leit there, but alſo 
he had a great multitude of his own Servants all armed, to further his Avarice. And 
in the Feaſt of Perticoſt (fo called, becaulc it happens at the end of ſeven times ſeven 
days) the People gathered themſelves together, not for Religions fake, but for anger 
and hatred; ſo that there was an infinite multitude of people which came out of Ga- 
lilee, and Idumaa, and Fericho, and the Countreys beyond Jordan, Yet the Jews 
which were inhabitants of the City, ſurpalled the reſt both in number and courage: 
and they therefore parted themſelves into three Bands, and made three Camps; one 
on the North fide of the Temple, another on the South towards the Hippodrome, the 
third on the weſt near the Palace; and ſo they beſieged the Romans on every fide; 
Sabinxs greatly fearing them, both for their multitude, and for their courage, ſent 
many Letters to Varas, earneſtly requeſting him with all ſpeed to bring fuccour 3 for 
if he did not, tne whole Legion would be deſtroyed. He himſelf got into the high- 
eſt Tower of the Caſtle of Phaſelxs, ſo called from the name of Herod”s Brother, whom 
G the Parthians killed 3 and from thence he gave a fign to the Roman Souldiers to iſſue 
out ſuddenly upon their enemies ;z for himſelf was in ſuch a fear, that he durſt not 


come down to the Souldiers of whom he was Commander. The Souldiers obeying his

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=> pie op Command, attacked the Temple, and there fought a fierce Battel with the Jews; who þ 

World, 3564, Naving none to aſſt them, and being unexperienced in Warlike Aﬀairs, were ſoon 

aftr Cri/g's conquered by them that were skilful.

+; kf caſt Darts at them from the Pinacles, ſo that they killed many : But the other could 

ASkirmiſh be- not revenge themſelves of them, who fought againſt them from ſo high a place ; ne. 

— =p ther could they ſuſtain the force of them who joyned Battel with them 3 till at laſt the 

mans. Romans fired the Porches, which for greatneſs, and curious work, were admirable, By 

£"< komans this means many Jews were either deſtroyed with the ſaddain fire, orelſe, leaping down 
re the Porch- . . - , 

4 amidſt their enemies, were by them lain ; others going backward, were caſt headlong 
from the Wall ; others deſpairing of life, killed themſelves with their own Swords; ang 
they who privily came down the Walls, being aſlaulted by the Romans, and aſtoniſheq 
with fear, were ealily overcome : Till at laſt, all being either put to the Sword, or fleq 
through fear, the Treaſure dedicated to God, wasleft deſtitute of Keepers ; fo that the 
Soldiers took away thereof about four hundred Talents; and that which they left, $.. 
bins got. 

But: this loſs of men and money ſtirred up many more Jews, and thoſe more braye 
than the firſt, againſt the Romans 5 whom they beſieged in the King's Palace, ang 
threatned all their deſtruftions, unleſs they would preſently depart from thence: Yer 
promiſing $2hinzs and the Legion leave to depart, if he ſo liked. Part of the King, 
Soldiers, who of their own accord fled to them, aſſiſted them. But the moſt Warlike 
and valiant amongſt them, were three thouſand men of Herod's Army, whoſe Leaders x 
were Rxfys and Grat#s 3 one of the Foot, and the other of the Horſe; both which, 
although they had had no Soldiers with them, might yet for their Valour and Coun- 
ſel, have been conſiderable to the Party of the Romans. The Jews earneſtly conti- 
nued the Siege, and affaulred the Caſtle-Walls, crying upon Sabine to depart, andnot 
to hinder them now, after ſo long time, to recover their Countrey*s Liberty. Sabinys, 
though with all his heart he wiſhed himſelf away, yet he durſt not truſt them; but he 
ſuſpected, that their courteſie was but a plot toentrap him. And on the other ſide, ho- 

Ant. ib. 17. ping that Varzs would come and help him, he {till endured the danger of the Siege. At 

*#7: 15  theſame time there were tumults in many places of Judea; and many, through oppor- 
tunity of the time, afpired to the Kingdom. For in 1dumes two thouſand old Soul. | 
diers, who had born Arms under Herod, gathering together, and having armed them- 
ſelves, went toattack the King's Forces commanded by Achiab, Herod's Nephew ; who 
becauſe they were old Souldiers, and very well armed, durſt not meet them in the 
Field, but withdrew into ſome Fortreſles. At Sephorzs alſo, a Town of Galilee, Judas 
the Son of Ezechias, Captain of the Thieves which formerly were defeated by King He- 
70d, and had waſted the Countrey ; gathered together a great multitude, and brake 
into the King's Armory, and armed all his Company, and tought againſt them who 

Simon, one of affe&ted the Royal Dignity. Alſo, beyond the River, one S7mor, who had been He- 

ne Kings. rod's Servant; beinga goodly man, and of a huge ſtature, put a Crown upon his own 

eth the King- head; and gathering together a company of Vagrants, went about with them to Jeri- \j 

on upon - cho, and burnt the King's Palace, and many tair and ſumptuous houſes there, and fo 

;  gota great Booty there 3 and he had ſurely tired all other Buildings of Note, had not 
Gratns, Captain of the King's Footmen, made haſte to fight him with the Bow-men of 

Trachon, and the moſt Warlike men of Sebafte. Sizz0r loſt many men in this Encoun- 

ter ; and when he fled into a {trait Valley, Grazzs overtook him, and cut him over- 

thwart the neck, ſo that he fl] to the ground. In hke manner, other of the King's 

Palaces near Fordar, by Bethare, were burnt by a multitude of other Rebels, gathered 

gthrongetsa together in Bands from beyond the River. At this time a Shepherd, named Athron- 
och thee ” ge, pretended to make himſelf King: His Birth was ſo low, that formerly he had 

Kingdom. been but a ſimple Shepherd 3 and he had no other merit, but that he was very large, 
and ſtrong of body, and deſpiſed death. With this refolution he armed his tour Bre- 
thren, each of which had a Company armed, and they were as his Lieutenants, to 
make Incurſionsz whilſt he, likea King, meddled only with great Afairs, and wore a 
Crown upon his head : And thus he continued a long time waſting the Countrey, and 
killing, not only the Romans, and King's Souldiers; but alſo the Jews, it there was 
hope to gain any thing by them. One day he met a Company of the Romans at Em- 
mais, who carried Corn and Armour unto the Legion 3 he fought with them, and kil- 
led one Arizs a Centurion, and forty of the moſt valiant amongſt them upon the place 3 
the reſt being in like danger, through the help of Grat#s with the Soldiers of Sebaſte,

B pur firlt he went-to Ptrolemais with two other Legions, and four Cornets of Horſe ; the Romans a- 
where he had appointed the King's Forces, and the other Auxiliary Troops to meet him. Fainſt the 
As he paſſed by Beritzs, the Inhabitants gave him fifteen hundred men. Alſo Aretas the Sos 
King of Arabia, for the hatred he bare to Herod, ſent him a great number, both of 
Horſe and Foot. - Asſoon as the Hoſt was aſlembled, Varzs incontinently directed part 
of his Army into Galilee, adjoyning to Pt olemazs ; and appointed a friend of his, the 
Son of Caizs their Governour, who preſently put all to thight againſt whom he was ſent 3 
and having taken the Caſtle of Sephorzs, he fired it, and made all the Inhabitants thereof 
| Slaves. Varws, with the reſt of the Army, went to Samaria, and took it; yet he did ;-,-,; rake 
c the City no harm, becauſe he found, that amidſt all theſe Tumults, they had been quiet. divers Cities 
When he had pitched his Tents at a Village called Ars, which belonged to Ptolomey, por dna oy 
the Arabians ſacked it, for they hated thoſe that loved Herod. From thence they went 
to Sampho, another ſtrong Burrough 5 which they in like manner ſacked and deſtroyed, 
without ſparing any thing. All was filled with the {laughter and fires which the Arabi- 
ans made, there was no end nor hindrance of their Avarice. Alſo Varz#s commanded Enmauburne. 
Emnmays tobe burnt, beingangry tor the death of Arizs, and the reſt that were ſlain 
there; and the Inhabitants thereof abandoned it, every one by flight ſeeking to ſave 
himſelf From thence he went to Jeruſalexz ; and at his approach, the Jews that be- 
fieged the Roman Legion fled and ſcattered themſelves, ſome here, ſome there, all about RT 
the Countrey : They that remained in the City excuſed themſelves, that they were not with his Ar- 
conſenting to the Tumult ; but that for the Celebration of the Feaſt, they permitted jj» 304 with 
thoſe Seditious to come into the City 3 affirming that they had ratherhave been beſieged fence dibnay« 
together with the Romans, than have joyned with thoſe of the Seditionz and ſo they he Jews.

Sabinus durſt not be rg ow 
ſeen by Varws, and therefore got him out of the Town before, and went to the Sea- after Grits 
coaſt, Varms divided his Army, andſent ſome Parties into the Countrey, to ſeek the Nt#2:y.

And underſtanding that in 1du-mea there yet remained ten thouſand men in Arms, 


he preſently ſent the Arabians home, becauſe he perceived that they did not ſerve as they 

that came to help him, but as they themſelves pleaſed, waſting the Countrey againſt his 

Orders; and ſo, accompanied with his own Army, he haſtned againſt the Enemies : 

But they without any fight, through Achiab's Counſel, yielded themſelves to Var. 

And he pardoned the Common Soldiers, and ſent the Captains to Cz2ſar to anſwer the 

matter: Who, pardoning moſt of them, yet puniſhed ſome that were of Herod's Kind- 7 _ ny 

red, becauſe they had rebelled againſt their own King. Yarws having thus quieted the ee 
p Eſtate of Judeaand Jeruſalem, left in the Fortreſs of Jernſalezz, the ſame Legion that | 

was there before, and departed to Aztzoch.

How the TJews had an Ethnarch conStitnted over them. 


- Ow Archelays met a new obſtacle at Romez for the Jews, who before the Sediti- 

| on, with theleave of Varys, were gone to Rome, to crave the liberty of their 
Countrey. Thoſe who went as Ambaſladours in their Countrey's behalf, were fifty 
in number; and they were afliſted by more than eight thouſand Jews, that lived at Rewe. 
Whereupon, Czſzr called a Council of the Nobility of Rome 1n the ſtately Temple of 
Apollo, which he had built on Mount Palatine. The whole Body of the Jews appeared 
with the Legats againſt Arch-laxs and his friends. Archelazs's Kindred neither came yith 
him, nor with the reſt of the Jews: with him they would not joyn, for envy ; and with 
the Jews they durſt not, for ſhame. Amongſt them alſo was Phzlip, the Brother of 4. 
chelaus, whom Varys lent in courteous manner to afliſt his Brother 3 or to the end, tha; 
it it {ſhould pleaſe Ce/er to divide Herod's Kingdom among his Children, he might havez 
part. The Ambaſladours ſpoke firſt, and began to declaim againſt Herod's Memary : 
Firſt of all they ſaid, that they found himnot a King, but the moſt cruel T yrant that ever 
was; and that he had murthered many 3 and thoſe whom he left alive, endured ſuch mi- 
ſery, as they thought themſtlves far more unhappy than thoſe that were ſo butchered, 
For (aid they) he was not only contented to tear his Subjed's bodies with torments, byt 
alſo defaced and ruined the Cities of his own Countrey, to adorn and beautifie the Cities of 
Strangers : And he permitted Forreigners to maſſacre the Jews without revenge. And in- 
ſtead of their ancient and wonted happineſs which Judea enjoyed by a Religious obſervation 
of the Laws, the Conntrey was by him made ſo poor, and ſo waſted with Injuſtice, that with. 
in theſe few years that Herod reigned, they have ſuffered more Murthers and Maſſacres, than 
all their Anceitors had, from the time of their departure out of Babylon, in the Reign of 
Xerxes, to the days of Herod, That being, by enduring ſuch miſery, now accuſtomed to the 
Yoke, they had willingly ſubjeFed themſelves to his Son Archelaus after that Herod his F4- 
ther was dead, notwithſtanding he was the Son of ſuch a Tyrant; and had publickly mourned L 
for the death of Herod, and offered Sacrifice for the proſperity of his Succeſſor. But he, to 
ſhew kimjelf Berod?s true Sor, began his Reign with the ſlaughter of three thouſand Citi- 
Zens 5 and becauſe he had ſo well deſerved the Kingdom, he offered ſo many men to God for 
Sacrifice; and on a Feitival Day, filled the Temple with ſo many dead bodies. Wherefore, 
'tis not ſtranoe that they who eſeaped that Maſſacre, conſtder their own calamity; and ain 
Battel, turn their faces against thofe who wounded them, and beſeech the Romans, that they 
would think the remnant of the Fews worthy of compaſſion and not abandoy and expyſethe 
reſrdue of their Nation as a Prey to them, by whom they are like to be moſt cruelly butchered ; 
but that it may pleaſe them to adjoyn their Countrey toSyria, and tolet them be ruled by the 
Romans that ſo they may find that the Jews, though now counted ſeditious and rebellious, 
are under peaceable and quiet Governours, a peaceable Nation. With this Petition the Jews 
ended their Accuſation, After this, Nicholas ſtood up againſt them; and firſt of all 
acquitted the King's of the Crimes]aid to their charge, and then reproved his Countrey- 
men, as people not to be eatily governed, and of their own nature averſe, except for- 
ced, to obey their King: And by the way he alſo blamedthe Kindred of Archelaus,who 
joyned with his Accuſers. Ceſar having heard what both parties could ſay, diſmilled 
the Allembly. And within few days after he gave Archelaxs half the Kingdom, with 
the Title of Ethnarch; promifing moreover, to make him King, if he behaved him- 
{elf well : the other halt he divided into two Tetrarchies, and gave the ſame to the 
reſt of Herod's Sons 3 one to Philip, the other to Artipas, who contended with Ar- 
chlans for the Crown. Antipas his Part lay from Galilee, beyond the River Fordar; 
the Revenus whereof amounted to two hundred Talentsa year. Philip had Batanea, 
and Trachonitzs, and Auranitis, and part of what belonged to Zenodorns near Famniaz 
the Revenues whereof amounted to one hundred Talents a year. Archelaus had 1n 
his Ethnarchy ume, and all Jadea and Samaria, which was freed from the fourth 
part of the Tribute, becauſe they had not rebelled with the reſt. Theſe Cities allo, 
were given him, Strtor's Tower, Seqaſte, Foppa and Fernſalew., But Gaza, and Ga- 
dara, and Hippon, Ceſar took fromthe Kingdom, and joyned them to Syria. Arche- 
lans's yearly Revenues amounted to four hundred Talentsa year. Czfar alſo, belides 
that which Herod had left Salowre, as Fammia, Azotus and Phaſzelis, gave her the Pa- 0 
lace at A/ealon; all which amounted to threeſcore Talents a year. But Ceſar obliged 
her to live in the Countrey ſubje& to Archelavus, And having confirmed the _— 
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4a of Herod's Kindred the Legacies which in his Teſtament he had Jett them, he gave his 
two Daughters that were Virgins, over and above, a hundred and fitty thouſand 
Drachmes of Silver, and married them to Pheroras's two Sons. Laſtly, he divide1 that 
which Hered had bequeathed unto himſelf, amounting unto a thouſand Talents, amongſt 
his Sons3 Jeaving himielf only ſome Jewels of ſmall value, which he reſerved in ho- 
nour and remembrance of the dead. 
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Of the Impoſtor Alexander, Herod's pretended Sor, and how he was taken. 


T the ſame time, a certain young man, a Jew born, brought up by a Freed-man 
A of Rowe in the Town of Sidox, being very like Alexander whom Herod had put 
to death, went to Rome, having one of his Countrey-men for his companion, who 
knew very well the Eſtate of the Kingdom 3 and by whoſe inftruftions he affirmed, 
thar they who ſhould have put him and Arii#obulus to death, being moved to com- 
paiſion, let them go, and put two others 1n their room like them. With this tale he 
deceived many Jews living in Creet, where he was honourably received: From thence 
he failed to Melos, where he was entertained with greater pomp 3 and enriching 
himſelf, he uſed ſuch means, that he got his Hoſts (which gave him entertainment) to 
accompany him to Rowe, At his landing at Pyteoli, he received great Preſents from 
the Jews who dwelt there, eſpecially thote that were well afte&ed to his Father, ho- 
noured him as a King. For he was fo like Alexander, that they that had ſeen Alexar- 
der,.and knew him well, would have ſworn he had been the ſame. Wherefore, 
when he arrived at Rome, all the Jews deſired to ſee him, and an infinite multitude 
followed him whitherſoever he went 1n the ſtreets; and they ſo doted upon him, that 
they carried him in a Horſe-litter, and at their own proper colt and charges, prepared 
for him a Royal Train. 

But Avgaſtizs well remembred Alexander's viſage (for Herod had accuſed him be- 
n fore him) and although, before he ſaw him, he judged that he was ſome Impoſtor, 
yet he made as though he believed all; and ſent one Celadus, who knew Alexander 
well, to bring this young man to him. Celad#s no ſooner beheld him, but forthwith 
he perceived the difference betwixt them 3 and eſpecially, when he took notice of his 
hard fleſh and ſervile ſhape, he preſently underſtood the whole matter. But he could 
not but be greatly ſurprized at his bold ſpeeches ; for when they demanded of him 
what was become of Ariſtobulus, he anſwered, that he was alive 3 but on purpoſe 
tarried behind, and lived in Cyprzs, becauſe, being aſunder, they could not. both fo 
calily be entrapped. Celadxs taking him apart from the reſt of the Company, told 
him, that Ceſar would fave his life, it he would truly confeſs, by whoſe counſel he 
E feigned himſelf to be Alexander. He, accepting this protier, followed him to C2ſar, 
and declared to him the Jew, who, for Jucre ſake, had made uſe of. his likeneſs to A- 
lexander ; confeſſing that he had received as great Gitts of the Cities by which he paſ 
ſed, as they would have given Alexander, 1t he had been alive. Ceſar laught at the 
Cheat, and condemned this falſe Alexander to the Galleys, but put the other Jew to 
death, who had induced him to this Impoſture. And as for the Jews at Milo, he 
thought that they had puniſhment ſufficient, in loling all that which they had laid out 


and beſtowed upon him. 


CHAP, VL 
Of the Baniſhment and Death of Archelaus. 


Rchelaws being now made Prince, remembred the conteſts paſtz and in revenge 
thereof, he ill treated, not only the Jews, but alſo the Samaritans. But in the 

mnth year of his Reign, the Jews and Samaritans ſent Ambaſſadours againſt him, to 
Ceſar 3 by whom he was bamſhed to Vienna, a City of Gallia, and all his Goods con- 
hſcated, *Tis reported, that before he was ſummoned to appear before Ceſar, he had 
a ſtrange Dream, in which he ſaw nine great Ears of Corn devoured by Oxen 3 and 
G preſently ſending for ſome Chaldeans, he demanded what that Dream betokened. 
Some interpreted it one way, and ſome another ; but one Simor an Eſflean told him, 
that the nine Ears of Corn betokened the number of years he had reigned, and the. 
Oxen 
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43." PR Oxen ſignified the change of his Fortune for as much as theſe creatures in labouring H 
orld, 3555, the Land, turned up and altered the face of it: And cherefore nine years being paſt 
ajter Ciniſfs fince he had been eſtabliſhed Prince, he was to prepare himſelt tor death. Five days 
WAAAL, after this Interpretation, Archelays was ſent for to Rome, to anſwer before Auguſtus 
the things whereof he was accuſed. I have alſo thought it worth rehearſing, to 
down the Dream of his Wife Glaphyra, Daughter to Archelazs King of Cappadocia, who 
was firſt married to Alexander, Brother to this man, and Son to King Herod, by whom 
he was put to death, as we have faid betore : After whoſe death, ſhe was married to 
Juba, King of Lybia ; and he being dead, ſhe returned home to her Father ; where 
archelausre- living in her Widowhood, Archelaus the Ethnarch beholding her, was fo inflamed 
fufing 21277- with her love, that preſently he divorced his Wife Mariamne, and married her. Soon 
— > after ſhe came to Je, ſhe dreamed that ſhe ſaw Alexander her firſt Huſband, ſtand. 
G!apbyra aw ing before her, and ſaying unto her; It had been enough for thee to have married 
——_—— mn the King of Lzb:a; but thou, not contented therewith, comeſt again to mine houſe, 
4 greedy of a third Huſband ; and which is worſt of all, art now married to mine own 
Brother. I will not conceal nor diflemble this injury which thou doſt me, but I will 
recover thee againſt thy will. And ſhe ſcarcely lived two days after ſhe had related 


this Dream to her friends.

The Eſſeans reject Marriage, and account other men's Children, put to them to be taught whilſt 
—_— young, as their own Kin-men, whom they diligently inſtru& in their Manners and 
Opinions 3 not for that they condemn Marriage and Propagation of Mankind, but to 
avoid women's incontinence 3 tor they think that none of them keep themſelves true 
Among the to one man. Allo, they contemn Riches, and all things with them are common, 
Eiſeans,goods and no man among{t them is richer than other. And they have a Law amongſt them- 
are common. {lyes, that whoſoever will embrace their Set, he muſt make his Goods common, 
for ſo, neither any amongſt them ſeems abject for Poverty, nor any great for Riches; 
but they have, as it were, all equal Patrimomes like Brethren. They account it a 
{hame to anoint the body with Oylz and if any man, though againſt his Will, be a- 
"nointed therewith, they uſe all diligence to wipe it away : And they account them- 
ſelves fine enough, 1t their Cloaths be white. They have amongſt them Stewards, 
to overſce all things for their common benefit ; who are choſen from amongſt them, 
by a common conſent. Their Revenue 1s diſtributed according to the need that eve- 
The Effans Ty one hath. They have nor one certain City, but are diſperſed in many Cities; and 
Hoſpitalicy. 1f any of their Se&, though a ſtranger, come to them from another place, they give N 
him any thing they have, as if he were their ancient Acquaintance, In like manner, 
they go boldly to thoſe, whom they never in their lives ſaw before, as though they 
were familiarly acquainted with them: And therefore, when they take a journey, 
they only arm themſelves againſt Thieves, and carry nothing with them elſe. In e- 
very City there is one appointed, whoſe Office 1s to receive and lodge thoſe of their 
Sect that come thither 3 and to ſee that they neither want Cloaths, nor any thing 
The Eſſzans Elfe neceſfary for them. All Children under Government, brought up by them, go 
Apparel apparelled alike; and they never change their Apparel nor Shooes, except they have 
worn out their firſt Apparel, Among themſelves they neither buy nor ſell ; bur eve- 
' ry man that hath any thing which another wanteth, giveth him it, and taketh that of 
hin which himſelt needeth; yea, every one of them may take any thing he hath 


need of from whom he pleaſeth, without any change. Above all, towards God they 
are 


———— 
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A are very Religious; for before the Sun-riſe, they ſpeak ofnothing but holy things, and 
then they make certain Vows and Prayers after the cuſtom of their Countrey, as it 
were praying that God would pleaſe to make it riſe upon the earth, After this, every 
one is diſmitled to prattice the Art he knoweth: And when every one hath diligently 
|aboured till eleven a Clock, they all meet together again, and being covered with 
linnen cloaths,they waſh their bodies with cold water + and having thus purged them- 
ſelves, they go to their Cells, into which no man that is not of their Sect is admitted : 
And then they come to the Refectory, as into a holy Templez where all fitting 
down with ſilence, there is ſet before every man in order, a loaf. and a little meſs of 
pottage, all of oneſort. Before they eat a Prieſt giveth thanks, and no man may eat 
p any meat till this Prayer be made to God. Likewiſe, when dinner is ended they pray 
again ; for both before and after, they give thanks to God, the Giver of all : And 
then putting off that Apparel as Sacred, they apply themſelves to their work till eve- 
ning. At Supper they do as before, cauſing their Guelts to ſup with them, if by for- 
tune any come. Their houſe isnever troubled with cries or tumults, for every one is 
appointed to ſpeak in his turn 3 ſo that their ſilence produces reſpect in ſtrangers. The 
cauſe of this moderation is their continual ſobriety, and that every one is limited how 
much to eat or drink. And although, that in all other matters they are ruled by their 
Superior, yet in theſe two, to wit, compaſſtonating and helping,. they may do as they 
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in compatſion 
and helping 


think good: for every one may when he pleaſeth, help thoſe whom he thinketh de- others have, 


ſerve help; and when he pleaſeth, give meat to them that are in need. Yet may not 
they give any thing to their Kindred, without theleave of their Superior. They take

great care to ſuppreſs their anger 3 they keep their promiſe, and maintain peace 3 and Þy their Go-

people account every word they ſpeak of as much force,as if they had bound it with an Thc Efeans 


Oath : And they ſhun Oaths worſe than Perjury ; for they eſteem him a Lyar, who is 
not to be believed, without he call God to witneſs. They ſtudy diligently ancient 
Writers, chiefly gathering out of their Writings, what is moſt convenient for the Soul 
and the Body. Out of them they learn Remedies for Diſcaſes, and the Vertues of 
Herbs, Stones and Mettals. Thoſe who are defirous to be of their Order, do not 
ſtraightway converſe with them; but for a year before live out of the Colledge, and 
7 have the ſame diet, a little hatchet, and ſuch a girdle as is before ſpoken of, and a white 
garment. Butat the years end, if they perceive ſuch a perſon to be continent, they 
give hima dyet more agreeing with their own, and he is permitted to waſh himſelf in 
cold water, tothe end, to purific himſelf; yet is he not admitted in common amongſt 
them, til tor two years more, they have obſerved his life and manners: And at laſt,

when he is thought worthy, he is admitted to their common company. Burt before he The Efſeans

p Periors 3 becauſe they hold their power from God. To which they add, that if he be The fears 
put in Authority over others, he never will abuſe 1t to the prejudice of thoſe that are gy 


under him 3 and neither exceed thereſt in Apparel, nor any other ambitious pomp : 
That he will always love the truth, and ſeverely reprove lyars : And that he will keep 
his hands and ſoul pure from all theft and unjuſt gain : And that he will not conceal 
any Myſteries, or Secrets of their Religion from his companions, nor reveal them to 
any ſtrangers, although he ſhould be thereto threatned by death. Adding moreover, 
that he will never deliver any DoGrine, fave that which he hath received 3 and dili- 
gently preſerve the Books, as well as the Names, of thoſe from whom they received it; 
Theſe Proteſtations they oblige thoſe to take ſolemnly, who enter into their Order, to 
the end to fortifie them againſt Vices. Thole of the Scciety who tranſgreſs notoriouſly, 
they thruſt out of their company : And whoſoever is ſo puniſhed, for the moſt part di- 
«th a miſerabledeath; for, it being not lawful for him to eat with any ſtranger, he is 
reduced to feed on graſs like beaſts, and fo he —_—_ through Famine.' For which 
cauſe oftentimes they are moved with compaſſion, to receive many into their Order 
again, when ready by Famine, to yield up the Ghoſt ; judging them to have endured 
penance enough for their offences, who with famine were almoſt brought to death's 
door. They are very ſevere and juſt in their Judgments ; and to decide any matter, 
there isnever fewer of them than an hundred ; and that which is by them agreed upon, 
Ks irrevocable. Next after God, they reverence their Law-giver, inſomuch that if a- 
G nyonerevile him, they forthwith condemn him to death. They take1t for a great duty 
to obey their Elders, and what is' appointed by many 3 fo that if ten of them fit toge- 


ther, no man of them mult ſpeak, without he be licenced thereto by nine of the com- .

The Eiſeans ceflities of Nature. Upon othec days they dig a pit a foot deep In the ground withthe 
+ 9 Me hatchet, which (as we before ſaid) every One, at his entrance into their Order, hath 
given him; andthen covering themſelves diligently with their garment, as if they fear- 
ed to be irreverent to the light of Heaven, in that pit they eaſe themſelves : and then 
cover their ordure with the earth they took out of the pit : And this they do in moſt 
ſecret places. And although this purging of their bodies be natural, yet do they by 
waſhing purifie themſelves after it, as after great uncleanneſs. Furthermore, amongſt 
themſelves they are divided into four Orders, according to the time which they have 
continued this exerciſe of life ; arid they that are Juniors bear ſuch reſpe& to the Seni. 
ors, thatif they do but touch one of them, they are obliged to purife themſelyes, ag 
though they had touched a ſtranger. They are long-liv'd, ſo that moſt of them live 
—_— an hundred years, which I judge 1s by reaſon of their well ordered diet, and their 
time. temperance. They contemn adverſity, and by conſtancy and fortitude triumph over 
The Efſeans Torments. They preter an honourable death before life. The Wars which the Jews

For[ 
jadge that the Greeksare of this opinion, when they ſay there is an [le for the vertu- 
ous, whom they call Heroesand half-gods; and that the Souls of the wicked go to a 
place in Hell, where it is feigned, that ſome are tormented, as Syſephas, Tantalus, Ixim 
and Titizs, Theſe Effeans alſo believe that they are created immortal], that they may 
be induced to Virtue, and averted from Vice; that the good are rendred better in this 
life, by the hope of being happy after death 3 and that the wicked, who imagine they 
can hide their evil aftionsin this World, are puniſhed for themin the other with eternal M 
Torments. This is the Effears Opinion, touching the excellency of the Soul; from 
The Eſeans Which we ſee very few of thoſe depart, who have once embraced it. There are alſo 
propheſie. ſome among them, who promiſe to foretel things to come 3 which faculty is obtained 
as well by the ſtudying of Holy Books and Ancient Prophecies, as by the care they take 
of ſanaifying themſelves: And their predi&ions ſeldom fail.

wit, Philip and Herod, who was ſurnamed Artipas, continued to govern their _ 
Tetrarchies. And Salome dying, left Fuli2 by her Teſtament the Toparchy which after rites 
ſhe ruled, as alſo Fammnia, and a ground ſet with Palm-trees in Phaſelis. When Tj- Nativity, 35+ 
berizs the Son of Lzvia, upon the death of Arguſtus, (after he had reigned ſeven and 
fifty years, ſix months, and two days) was made Emperour of Rowe, Philip built a City 
near the head of Jordar in the Country of Paxeade, and called it CeſFrea ;, and an- 
other he built in the lower part of Gazlaritzs, and named it Tiberias, and another in 
Perza on this fide Fordar, which he named Fulias, Pilate being ſent by Tiberizs to be 
 Governour over the Jews, cauſed in the night ſome Enſign on which was the Image 
of Ceſar to be brought into Feruſalem; which thing, within three days after, cauſed 
a great tumult among the Jews: for they who beheld this aCtion were aſtonithed, 
and conſider it as a violation of the Law of their Countrey, which forbids exprelly, 
any Picture or Image of men or other creatures to be brought into the City. At their The people 
lamentation who were in the City, there was gathered together a great multitude out 921d. ns 
of the villages adjoyning, and they went preſently to Pilate then at Czſarea, beſeech- Pilarero alter 
ing him earneſtly that the Images might be taken away out of Jeruſalexr, and that cir Country 
the Laws of their Countrey might remain inviolated. When P3late denied their ſuit, _ 
p they proſtrated themſelves before his houſe, and there remained lying upon their faces, 
for five days and nights, without moving. On the fixth day Plate fitting in his Tri- 
bunal ſeat, callPd all the Jews together before him, as though there he would have 
given thern an anſwer : but on the ſudden a company of armed Souldiers /for fo it 
was provided) compaſled the Jews about on all fides : The Jews were hereat ama- 
zed, ſeeing that which they expected 'not. Then Pilate told them, that except they 
would receive the Images of C2ſar he would kill them all ; and to that end made a Pilate admir- 
fign unto the Souldiers to draw their ſwords. The Jews, as if they had agreed together, in8 the con-. 
fell all down at once, and offered their naked necks to the ſtroke of the ſword, crying —— Ao 
out that they would rather loſe their lives, than ſuffer their Religion to be propha- Religion, (ene 
7 ned.

—_ place is ſeen a ſort of Sand as traniparent as Glaſs, which many ſhips carrry away for

Petronizs ſeeing the mul- 
titude that humbly ſued to him, and how earneſtly they ſought his favour, left Cz- 
ſar's Statues at Ptolemazs, and himſelf went from thence to Galilee, and at Tiberias 

Petronivs called all the Jews and Nobility together, he repreſents to them the power of the 
certifierh the Romans, and how dreadful Cz/ar's threatnings ought to be to them 3 adding more- 
__ = over, that the Jews ſupplication was indeed a contumely, ſeeing all Nations under 
er and C{ar's the dominion of the Romans (the Jews only excepted) had already placed Ce- 
tires. ſys Statues in their Temples among thoſe. of their gods: and herein they did as it 
were revolt from the Emperour, and affront him their Governour who repreſented 

his perſon, They anſwered, it was againſt the Laws and Cuſtoms of their Country : 

for it was not lawful for them to have the Image of God, much leſs of a man; and 

that they were not only forbidden by the Law to have an Image in the Temple, but 

alſo to have it in any prophane. place. Petrorixs replied, if you obſerve your Laws 

ſo religiouſly, I muſt alſo obſerve my Lord's command ; for if t do not, but ſpare you, 

] ſhall be juſtly puniſhed: and *tis not to me, but to him you muſt make your ad- 

drefles; for I my felf, as well as you, am ſubject to him. At theſe words _

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4 multitude cried out together, that before they would fee their Religion violated, >> 
they would willingly expoſe themſelves to any danger.

(4far? The Jews anſwered, No, we every day offer Sacrifices for Ceſar and the ——— 
Romans: Burt if Ceſar muſt needs place his Image 1n the Temple, he muft firſt kill 
as. all with our wives and children. Hereat Petronivs greatly marvelled, and was Theconſtancy 
moved to compaſſion when he beheld the conſtancy of the Jews in their Religion, * ** J-v%. 
and fo great a multitude prepared to die for it. And for that time they departed, 
nothing being done. The next day following he aſſembled only the Nobility of the 
Jews, and ſpoke to them both generally and one by one, exhorting them to obey p:tron;us once 
p Czſars command, and ſometime admoniſLing them, otherwhile threatning them, and more aſſem- 
putting them in mind of the power of the Romans, and Ceſar's indignation, and that — 
he muſt of neceſſity do as he was commanded, But they were moved by none of theſe. them. 
Whereupon Petronims, fearing the ground would be left untilled, (for it was now 
ſeed-time, and all the people had remained idle in the City for fifty days ſpace) call- 
ing them together, he ſaid, that he would go about a thing which might greatly en- 
danger himſelf. For (faid he) I will either (God ailiſting me) appeaſe Cz/ar's wrath, p,1yan;ys fon. 
or elſe I will loſe mine own life to ſave ſuch a multitude as you are. And diſmifling deth to ceſar 
the people, who made daily prayers to God for him, he led his Army from Ptolemazs 74 —_ 
to Antioch, from whence he preſently ſent to Ceſar in all haſte, recounting to him plication. of 
Cc with how great an Army he went into Jdea, and that all the whole Nation made 
ſupplication to him 3 whoſe requeſt and humble ſuit-if he denied, he muſt utterly de-

Ains Ceſar being aſſaſſinated, after he had reigned three years and ſix months, NALA 
Þ Claudius was made Emperour by the Army which was at Rowe. The Senate by _ Frag _ 
the inſtigation of the Conſuls Sentizs Saturninus, and Pomponius Secundus, command- after 'Corifes 
ed three Legions of Souldiers to keep the City, during the Council holden in the X#72%, 43- 
7, Capitol: and abhorring Caizs Ceſar's cruelty they determined to fight againſt Clauzlizz, Tt hers, 
and to reduce the Empire to the ancient Government that as before-time, ſo for ever ©: 3:

The Senate The Senate, being thus left deſolate, and abandoned by their Forces, began to be 
_—_ *, In great fear; and ſecing it was no ſtanding out for them, they followed the Souldiers, 
Claudins and went to Claudius, Before the City Walls, there met them ſome that endeavour. 
ed to ſhew themſclves dutiful to Claudizs for his Fortunes ſake; who,having their Swords 
drawn, had killed the formoſt before Ceſar underſtood any thing of their coming, had 
not Agrippa haſtened to advertiſe him of the matter. He told him, that if he did not 
preſently appeaſe the Souldiers fury, now raging againſt the Citizens, all the Nobility 
would preſently be deſtroyed, and he ſhould be left Emperour of a deſolate place, 
Claudine ho- When Claudizs heard this, he reprefled the Souldiers fury, and very honourably re.

Of divers Tumults in Jadxza axd Samaria. 


Goh Fter thedeath of Herod, who reigned in Chalcis, Clandizs created Agrippa, the Son 
- £4 ug of the former Agrippa, King of Chalcis, his Unkle's Kingdom : And Cumanys was 
after chriſ*'s made Ruler of the other Province after Tiberizs Alexander 5 under whom many new 
Nativ#149* tumults and calamities befel the Jews. For when they were aſſembled together at the 
A filthy fat Feaſt of Unleavened bread in Feruſalem, the Roman Souldiers ſtanding in the Porch of N 
__—_— the Temple (for always armed men kept that place upon Feſtival days, leſt the people 
oxinſt theJews gathered together ſhould make any tumult) one of the Souldiers taking up his coat, 
on 2 Feſtival tyrned his bare buttocks againſt rhe Jews faces, ſpeaking words as unſeemly as was his 
_ geſture. At which inſolence the whole multitude began to murmure 3 and they flock- 
| ed about Cumanys, requeſting him to puniſh the Souldier for his miſdemeanour: And 
ſome of them, raſh young men, and prone to Sedition, began to revile the Souldiers,and 
Cumenus fear- threw ſtones at them. Cumanys, fearing that the whole multitude of the Jews would 
eth the pco- violently move againſt him, called to him many armed Souldiers, and ſent them to ſeize 
ples rage the Gates of the Temple. The Jews being in great fear, fled and left the Temple3 
thouſand men and there was ſach a throng, that as they hafted to flee, above ten thouſand people 
thronged ro ywere preſt and trodden to death : So that this Feſtival day was turned into woful la- 
m_— mentations and mournings in every place. This calamity was followed ſoon _ by 
| another 3 
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preſence; which done, they all departed. 

At the ſame time there aroſe a great difference between the Galileans and Samari- 
tans; for at a Village called Geary, ſcituate in the great plain of Samaria, a certain 
Galilean, of the number of the Jews that came to the Feaſt, was ſlain: For which fac 
many Galileans joyned together, to be revenged of the Samaritans : And the Princi- 
pal of the Country went to Camarnss, requeſting him, before any more harm were 
done, to go into Galilee, and puniſh the Authors of this Murther. But Cxmranzs bein 
buſicd in greater Afﬀairs, ſent them away without granting their requeſt. When this 
murther was known 1n Jeruſalem, all the multitude left the ſolemnity of the Feſtival, 
and went to Samaria, refuſing to be reſtrained by the Magiſtrates. Of. this their Tu- 
mult and Sedition, the Son of Dizes, called Eleazar, and one Alexander were Cap- 
tains; who, with violence entring the Borders of the Countrey of Lacrabatara, killed 
man, woman and child, and burnt the Towns. When Camarnrs heard this, he took 
the Cavalry of Sebaſte, and went to help them that were thus oppreſled ; and he killed 
and made Priſoners many of them who took part with Eleazar. Now the Magiſtrates 
of Jeruſalem went out to the reſt of the Jews which ſo waſted Samara, cloathed in fack- 
cloth, and aſhes upon their heads, and beſeeched them not to leek revenge upon the 
Samaritans, leſt thereby they moved the Romans to deſtroy Feruſalem; but tobe mer- 
cifal to their Countrey, the Temple, their Wives and Children, and not at once ha- 


n zard all, and overthrow their whole Countrey and Nation in revenging the death of 
one Galilean. The Jews hereby were pacified, and departed. Art the ſame time there < 


were many that made it their Trade to rob and ſteal (as moſt commonly people by 
long peace grow infolent) ſo that they robbed in every part of the Counrcy, and the 
ſtrongeſt and moſt audacious oppreſſed thoſe that were weaker. Hereupon :h.:Sama- 
ritans went to Tyre, to pray Numidius Zuadratus Governour of Syria, to revenge them 
of thoſe that ſo robbed and ſpoiled their Countrey. The chict men of the Jews went 
thither alſo 5 and Fozathas, the Son of Aran, who was High Pricit, defended the 
Jews againſt the Samaritans Accufation 3 affirming, the Samaritans to have been cauſe 
of that tumult by killing the Gahileanz and that Cxmarxs was cauſe of the reſt of their 
calamities, who refuſed to puniſh the murtherers. Zzadratws for that time ſent away 
both Parties, promiſing them that when he came into their Countrey, he would dili- 
gently enquire of the matter: And coming from thence to Ceſarea, he crucified all 
thoſe whom Cymanxs had made Priſoners. And departing from thence to Lyd44a, he 
heard the Samaritans complaints, and ſent for eighteen men, whom he underſtood for 
certain to have been in that broil, and beheaded them, and ſent the two High-Prieſts, 
Jonathas and Anarnias, and his Son Aran, with ſome of the moſt conſiderable Jews, to 
Czſzrz and alſo, the chief of the Samaritans. He likewiſe commanded Caymanys and 
Celer the Tribune, to go to Rox, and juſtifie themſclves to Claudixs, for that which 
they had donein that Countrey. 

This done, he went from Lyddz to Jeruſalem; and finding there the multitude ce- 
lebrating the Feaſt of Unleavened Bread, without any tumult or diſorder, he returned 
to Antioch. Ceſar at Rowe hearing the Allegations of Cumanys, and the Samaritans 
(Agrippa was alſo there, earneſtly defending the Cauſe of the Jews; as alſo C,marus 
was a{liſted by many Potentates) he pronounced ſentence againſt the Samaritans, and 
commanded three of their chief Nobility to be put to death, and baniſhed Cymarz, 
and ſent Celer the Tribune bound to Fersſalezs, that the Jews might draw him about 
the City, and then cut off his head. This done, he ſent Felix, Brother to Pal/as, to go- 
vern Judea, Samaria and Galilee, And he preferred Agripps from Chalcis, to a greater 
Kingdom; making him King of that Province, whereof Philip had been Tetrarch ; to 
G Vit, Trrahonitis, Batanza and Gaulanitis 3 adding thereunto the Kingdom of Lyſania, 

and the Tetrarchy whereof YVar#s had been Governour. Claudixs having reigned thir- 
teen years, eight months, and thirty days, departed this life, leaving Nero to ſuceeed 
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CAL him, whom by the perſwaſions of his Wite Agrippina he adopted to the Empire, though H 
= wh i. he had aJawtul Son of his own named Britannicws, by his former Wite Meſalina; and 
after Chrii's a Daughter called OFavia, whom he married to Nero: He had alſo another Daughter 
Nation 952 by Agrippina, named Antonia, How Nero abuſed his Wealth and Felicity ; and how 
Nero killecth he ſlew his Brother, Mother and hts Wife, and afterwards raged againſt all his Kin-

A Ut T think my ſelf to relate particularly the Adtions of this Emperour towards the

ofter Cliff's tO Agrippa's Kingdom four Cities, and the Territories belonging unto them : Two of 
Naeti-iry, 55 them, Abila and "Fulias, were in the Countrey of Perea; the other, Tarichea and Tjbe- 
— Y.X% rias, were in Galilee: And he made Felix Governour over the reſt of Judea. This Fe- 
cep.11- _ [ix took Eleazar, Captain of the Thieves, after he had robbed and ſpoiled the Coun- 
p —_ trey twenty years, and many more with him, and fent them bound to Ceſar 3 and he 
meCaptcinof cructhed a great number of them, who either were Thieves and his Confederates, or 
the Titre: Elle had aſhited him. The Countrey was no ſooner cleanſed from thee, bur preſently 
%<. ani another ſort of Thieves aroſe in Jeruſalem, called Sicariz, from their ſhort Swords, who 
ſends tham at high Noon in the midft of the City killed many in every place; and eſpecially at 
10.0h ” the celbrating of Holy Feaſts, they mixed themſelves with the multitude, havin 
Anerher forr ſhort Swords under their coats, and therewith killed thoſe to whom they barc any 
__. prudge; and when men fell down dead, they amongſt the reſt, cried out of the mur- 
4avs wenra- ther. By this deceitful means they were a long time unſuſpectted and unknown. And 
bour che Ci'y firſt of all they killed Jonathan the High Prieſt, and after him, every day ſome were 
- coma {]ajn; and the City was put in no leſs fear, than if it had been in a time of War, for 
7 947 £52 each man every moment expected death, and caſt a diligent eye upon thoſe that came 
Ons ip ear him, and no man truſted his familiar . friendsz and yet were they murthered, 
rs fain. Whilit they were looking about them to eſcape danger. So cunningly did theſe Thieves 
4. 1.20 cover and conceal their ations. Moreover, there aroſe another fort of miſchievous 
= people, who did not fo much harm with their hands as the firſt, but with their impi- 
ous counſel morez and did no leſs trouble the quiet Eſtate of the City, than did the 
Thieves. Theſe people being Vagabonds and Juglers, defiring alteration under pre- 
tence of Religion, made the people frantick 3 for they led them into the Wilderneſs, 
affirming that there God would ſhew them tokens of his purpoſe to ſet them at liberty. 
Felix, perceiving that theſe Aſſemblies tended to Rebellion, ſent an Army of Horſe 
and Foot againſt theſe people, and killed many of them. 
An Envpiiza But a certain Egyptian, a falſe Prophet, occaſtoned a far greater Maſſacre among the 
Prophet &- Jews than this: tor being a Magician, he came into the Countrey 3 and calling him- 
racrerh nes felfa Prophet, he gathered unto him almoſt rhirty thouſand Jews, who were by his 
toutand men. Magick Arts ſeduced : and leading them from the Wilderneſs to Mount Oliver, he de- 
termined from thence to go to Fernſalem, and to drive thence the Forces of the Romans, 
and there to fix the ſeat of his Dominion over the people. He choſe for his Guard a 
-»/:r over. good number of his followers. Felix toreſecing his intent, met him with his Legions 
tirow:rh the of Romans, and a great number of other Jews and fighting againſt him, the Egypti- 
Egyprian. an being defeated, led, and many that were with him were taken and committed to 
Priſon, and the reſt of the multitude diſperſed themſelves into their Countrey. Thele 
TheThieves Þ<ing thus repreſied, another part (asit happened in a ſick body) began to riſe: For 
and Magicians ſome Magicians and Thieves being gathered together, exhorted the people to ſhake 
work nuh of the Roman Yoke, and threatned preſent death to thoſe that continued to ſuffer ſo 
miſchref io , . .

A Fi ounder would not have placed in it Shrines and Statues, if he had meant that it ſhould 


have belonged to the Jews. Hereupon there aroſe a great controverſie among the 

ews and Syrians, ſo that the matter came to blows 3 and every day, thoſe that were 
the hardeſt of both parts, fought together. For the wiſer ſort of the Jews could not 
reſtrain thoſe of their Nation from being ſeditiousz and the Greeks ſcorned to give 
place to the Jews, The Jews ſurpaſſed them in riches and ſtrength of body, and the 
Grecians truſted to the help of the Roman Souldiers ; for a great many of the Roman 
Army being levied in Syria, were ready to afliſt the Syrians, becauſe of Kindred and 
Conſanguinity. The Officers that commanded them endeavoured to appeaſe the Tu- 
mult, and took thoſe that were moſt ſeditious, and beat them, and caſt them into Pri- 


ſon. But the puniſhment of thoſe that were apprehended, terrified not the reſt; on ? 


the contrary, they were hereby more tumultuous. Felix finding them at blows ashe 
paſſed into the great Market-place, commanded the Jews, who had the advantage, to 
retire 5 and becauſe they obeyed not, he ſent for Soulaters, who flew them, and plun- 
dered their Goods. The Sedition being ſtill on foot, he ſent ſome of the Nobility 
on either Part, to Nero, to plead their Cauſe before him. Feſt#s ſucceeded Felix, 
who vigorouſly perſecuted them that troubled the Countrey, and deſtroyed many

wen's Goods from them under colour of Juſtice, and at his own pleaſure exacted a 
greater Tribute ; but alſo freed and let looſe any one, whom, either the Magiſtrates of 
the City took, or his Predeceilors had left in Priſon, fo that their Friends would give 
a ptece of money 3 and they only, who were not able to give money, were inpriſon- 
ed as moſt hainous Offenders. At this time, they in Fer#ſalezz that defired alteration, 


D began to take courage 3 and thoſe that were rich among them feed 4/bi5 with mo-

ney, to have his Protection: and the common people that loved not to be in quiet, 
were much pleaſed with Albinws's Government 3 and each of the moſt wicked, had a 
Troop of Thieves after him : But Alb:n#s himſelf was over them all, as chief of the 
Thieves; whom he uſed as his Guard to rob the meaner ſort. They, whoſe houſes 
were ſacked and ſpoiled, were glad to hold their peace 3 and they, who yet had ef- 
caped, were glad to be very officious towards thoſe who deſerved death, for fear they 
ſhould ſuffer 1t. In general, no men could truſt one another. Every one trembled 
under the Rule of ſo many Tyrants : And all theſe miſchiefs were the Seeds of the Ser- 
vitude, which after befel this miſerable City. 

Notwithſtanding that Albinus was of ſuch behaviour, yet Geſſzws Florys, who ſuc- 
ceeded him, ſo behaved himſelf, that in compariſon of him, Albinzs might have been 
thought a good Governour. For Albin did all things ſecretly and crattily, but Ge/- 
ſus committed any iniquity, how great ſoever, ſo openly, as though he gloried in mi 
chief; and behaved himſelf, not as a Ruler of the Countrey, but as a hangman ſent to 
execute Malefa&orsz omitting no manner of Theft, nor any means whereby he might 
affli& the people. Where he ought to have ſhewed pity, there he was a Tyrant; and 
where he ought to have been alhamed, there he ſhewed himſelf ſhameleſs. No man 
ever could invent more means to betray the truth, and deviſe more ſubtil ways to do 


F harm, than he; for it ſufficed him not, for his own gain to abuſe men one by one at his 


pleaſure, but he waſted and ſpoiled whole Cities at once, and deſtroyed the people in 
great multitudes. He was not aſhamed, by the publick voice of a Cryer, to proclaim 
it through the whole Countrey, lawful for any one that would, to rob and ſteal, ſo 
that they would bring him a part of their Booty. In brief, his Avarice was (\uch, that 
the Countrey was almoſt left deſolate; people forſaking their own native home, and 
Heeing into ſtrange Lands. And all the time that Ceſtins Gallus was Governour of Sy- 
ria, no man durſt go to him, to make any complaint againſt Florus. But when, at the 
Feaſt of Unleavened Bread, Gals came to Feruſalem, there met him a multitude of 
the Jews above three hundred thouſand 3 all beſeeching him to help and ſuccour their 


G afflicted Countrey, and baniſh Florws, who was the very Peſt of their Nation. Yet 


Florzs was (o impudent, that being with Gallus, and hearing thefe Out-cries againſt 


him, he was no whit moved, but laughed ar it. Ceſtizs tor that time appeaſed the 
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people, promiſing that hereafter he would make Florws more gentle unto them, and 1

The Jews of. x 
A— tcn ſought to purchaſe it of him, offering him far more than 1t was worth : but the 
x6 ax man not only contemned their requeſt, but alſo, to their great grief, he reſolved in 
ajter Chris that place to build Taverns; and fo to leave them a very ſtrait and narrow pallage 
iy to 20 to their Synagogue. Some young men among the Jews, led with zeal, reſiſt. 
Florss perju- Ed the workmen, and would not ſnffer them to build. -Florws hearing this, com- 
ry an F< mandcd the Jews to let the workmen go forward in their work. The Jews not 
Jews. knowing what to do, one Joh», a Publican, offered Florws eight talents to hinder 
the building; whom he promiſed for that money to fulfil their requeſt: and now 
having it, he preſently departed from C.ſarea, and went to Sebaſte without pertorm- 
ing any thing, giving as it were occaſion of ſedition, as though he had received mo- |, 
ney of the Nobility of the Jews to permit them to fight a certain time. The next 
day, which was the Jews Sabbath, when they were all aſſembled to go to the Syna- 
gogue, one of Caſrea, a ſeditious perſon, took a great earthen veflel, and ſet it at 
the entrance into the Synagogue, and upon :t offer'd Birds. This fact ſo moved the 
Jews, that they would nor be pacified, becauſe 1t was done in contempt of their 
Religion and thereby the place was prophaned, One part of the Jews that was more 
modeſt and wiſe, counſelled the Jews to complain to them that were in Authority: 
but thoſe who by heat of youth were prone to ſedition, began contumeliouſly to 
revile their adverſaries. On the other ſide, the authors of this ation and the more 
ſeditious of the people of Ceſarea were alſo prepared to fight with them, having M 
The confli& cauſed it to be done before the Synagogue, only to pick a quarrel; and fo they 
of ___ forght together. Jucundas, General of the Horſe, that was left to keep all in quiet, 
_ * preſently came with Souldiers, and commanded the Vellel to be taken away, and fo 
endeavoured to appeaſe the tumult : but not being able to do it through the vio- 
lence of them of Czſareaz the Jews took the Books of their Law, and retired them- 
ſelves to a place called Narbata, belonging to them, which was diſtant from Ceſarea 
threeſcore turlongs: from whence twelve of the chief of them, together with Joh 
the Publican, went to Florxs being at Sebaſte, to complain of the injury done to 
them, and to requeſt him to aſſiſt them, and modeſtly put him in mind of the eight 
F'ow impri- Talents they gave him. But he preſently commanded them to be bound and im- N 
uneth reve priſoned, becauſe they had preſumed to take and carry their Law from Ceſarea. 
ok hos Hereat thoſe of Fer»ſalemr were greatly moved; but they ſhewed 1t not. Whereup- 
Feds on Florxs, as upon ſet purpoſe to give occaſion of rebellion, ſent for ſeventeen Ta- 
lents out of the Sacred Treafury, pretending that it was to be employed in Czſar's 
affairs. At this time the people were rauch troubled, and ran to the Temple calling 
upon the name of Czſar, that he would deliver them from Florys his tyranny. 
Some of them being ſeditious, began to curſe Florss bitterly, and took a Box, and 
Another cauſe Carried it about and begged an alms for Flor#s ; which they did in derifion, as who 
Soma raiſed ſhould fay, he was as miſerable as beggars that have nothing. Florxs for all this a- 
y F#%* bated not his avarice, but was more eager to rob the inhabitants of their goods. 
So that when he ſhould have gone to C2ſarea,- to have quieted the ſedition and rc- 


moved the cauſe of tumults, as alſo he had received money to that end; taking an 
army 
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x Army of horſe and foot, he march'd to Jeruſalem, that with the help of the Roman 
Souldiers he might effect his pleaſure, and territie the whole City. 

The people ro pacifie him, went out in courteous fort to meet the Army, ſhewing 
themſcives ready to give them the beſt entertamment they could, and to receive Flo- 
rus viich all honour and reverence. But he ſent before him one Caprto a Centurion, 
with fitty horſemen 3 commanding them to depart, and not to mock him with a pre- 
tence of honour, whom they had ſo heinouſly atironted. That 1ft they had any 
courage, they ſhould flout and reproach him to his facez and not only in words, 
but in deeds ſhew, that they deſired liberty. Herewithal the multitude was terri- 
fied; and the horſemen that came with Capito aſſaulting them with violence, every 
one fled before they ſaluted Florzs, or did any honour to his troops: and going eve- 
ry one unto his houſe, they paſs'd the watchful night in fear and forrow. Floraxs for 
that night lodged in the Kings Palace. The next day he cauſed a Tribunal openly 
to be placed, and the high Prieſt and all the chief of the Jews reſorted thither and 
ſtood before the Tribunal. Then Florys fitting 1n the "Tribunal ſeat, commanded 
them to bring torth preſently all thote, that had uſed any opprobrious words againſt 
him, and threatned to be revenged on them except they did 1t. The Jews made an- 
ſer, that the people intended nothing but peace and quietnels, and requeſted that 
they that had offended in words, might obtain pardon. For it was no marvel in 
ſo great a multitude, if there were ſome raſh and toohih young men : and that it was 
impoſbble to diſcern all that offended, ſeeing every one was now penitent for that 
which was done, and atleaſt for fear would deny it; and rhat it he intended to main- 
tain the quietneſs of the Nation, and preſerve the City ſtill to the Romans, he then 
muſt rather pardon a few fſeditious for ſo many good mens ſake, than revenge him- 


ſelf of a few wicked perſons, by the hurt and moleſtation of fo many that thought 


no harm. Hereat Floras's Choler was increaſed, and preſently he commanded the 
Souldters to plunder the Market-place (which was the higher part of the City) where 
things were fold, and put all they met or found to the word. The Souldiers who 
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were deſirous of gain, having now authority from their Ruler, did not only ſack - 


the place they were ſent to, but alfo all the houſes, and murthered the Inhabitants. 


D All ſtreets and gates were filled with them that ſought to flee, and the dead bodies of 


them that fell into the Souldiers hands: no ſort of ſpoiling was omitted. They alſo 
apprehended many of the Nobility, and brought them to Florws + and he cauſing 
them to be whipt, afterward hanged them, There were [ain on that day, of men, 
women and Children (for they ſpared not the Infants) fix hundred and thirty. So 
horrid an action appeared ſo much the more inſupportable to the Jews, 1n regard it 
was a new ſort of cruelty which the Romans had neyer exerciſed. £/orus then doing 
that which none before durſt ever preſume to do : for he cauſed Knights before the 
Tribunal-ſeat to be whipped, and after hanged 3 who though they were Jews born, 


yet had received that dignity from the Romans, 
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CHAP, XV. 
Of another oppreſſoon of the Citizens of Jeruſalem by Florus. 


\ T this time King Agrippa was gone to Alexandria to fee Alexander, whom Nero 


had ſent to be Ruler over Egypt, His Siſter Hernice in the mean while remained 
in Feruſalexz 5, and ſeeing the cruelty of the Souldiers, ſhe was much grieved, and of- 
ten ſent the Lieutenant of her horſemen and her own guard to Florzg, requeſting him 
to abſtain from tHe ſlaughter of the Citizens. But he neither regarding the multi- 
tude of them that were ſlain, nor the dignity of her that entreated, but only his 
private gain, and what he could gather by oppreſſion and rapine, denied her requeſt: 
!o that the rage of the Souldiers extended it ſelf alſo againſt the Queen. For they 
did not only before her face beat and kill all that came in their way, but. they had 
alſo killed her, had ſhe not fled into the Palace, where ſhe watcht all night, keep- 
ing a guard about her, in fear that the Souldiers would break in upon her, She came 
to- Feruſelexe to fulfil her vow to God: for it is the cuſtom, that if any be afflicted 
with grievous ficknefs, or be in any other diſtreſs, they mnſt abide 1n prayer thirty 
days before they offer ſacrifice, and abſtain from wine, and ſhave their hair z which 
cultom Queen Berzice then obſerving, went alſo barefoot to Florys his Tribunal-ſear, 
to entreat him : but he not only contemned, bur alſo put her 1n c—_ ot her life; 


This was done the fixteenth day of May.

There might you have ſeen 
the chief of the Prieſts with aſhes upon their heads, and their cloaths rent, ſo that 
their naked breaſts were perceived ; calling every Nobleman by his name, and ſpeak- 
ing to all the multitude, requeſting them not tor a ſmall offence, to betray their 
whole Country to them, who ſtill gaped after the deſtrution thereof For what 
thanks ſhall ye have from the Romans for your former fſalutations, if now in hope of 
amendment of your miſeries you go not forth to meet them 2 contrariwile, if you 
would go to them in folemn manner, then you take from Florws all occaſion of vio- 
lence, and fave your Country from ruine, and your ſelves from further calamities. 
Adding that it was a great ſhame that ſuch a multitude ſhould be led away with a few 
ſeditious perſons 3 and that it was more fit that ſo many ſhould force thoſe few ſedi- 
tious people to obey them, and joyn with them in opinion. 

With theſe pc:iwaftons they mollified the obſtinacy of the Jews, and alſo perſwa- 
ded many of the ſeditious people, ſome with threats, and ſome with reverence of 
themſcives to be pacified. And fo they going betore, all the people followed, and 
went out to meet the Roman Souldiers. At their coming near them they ſaluted them; 

The event Who anſwering nothing again, thoſe of the Jews that were ſeditious, began to rail 
ſh-werh F/o- againſt Florus, by whoſe order this was done : whom preſently the Souldiers appre- 
comer, DENding, beat them with clubs3 and the reſt Hying, the Roman horſemen purſued 1 
The ſlauphter them, and trod upon them with their horſes. Many were ſlain by the Romans, and 
of the Jews. more were killed in the throng, one tumbling upon another. There was a great throng 
in the gates of the City; for every one haſting and ſtriving to get in, hindred 
themſclves and others. Many died moſt miſerably in the throng, and ſome were 
ſtifled, and ſome preſt to death and trodden upon; fo that their neighbours coming 
to bury them, could not know them. The Souldiers allo cruelly aflaulted them, killing 
all that they could come to, and hindred the people from going in by the gate call- 
The ſedirious Ed Bezetha, becauſe they deſired firſt to recover the Temple and the Caſtle called 
for fear leſt Apforrg. 
Fora mould At the ſame time Flor#s coming with a party of Souldiers out of the Palace purſu- N 
ſpoi's, fl:e ro ed them thither, ſtriving to get the Caſtle 3 yet he did not prevail: for the people 
pr made refiſtance, and threw down ſtones from the houſes tops, and killed many of the 
the ſpoils, Romansz who being peſter*d with ſtones and darts caſt from aloft, could not reſiſt 
and entreth the people, who on every-fide came againſt them, but retired themſelves to the reſt 
ola of the Army at the King's Palace.

Politianws the Tribune, who in his way met with Azrippa in with Ag729F6> 
attmia, as he was returning from Alexandria, and told him all, for whar, and trom 
whom he was ſent. Here alſo were preſent the Prieſts and the chief of the Jews, to 
welcome Agrippa 3 and having faluted him as courteouily as they could, they preſently 
bewailed the mifery whieh had befallen their Nation, and the cruelty of Floras, 
Which although Agrippa compaſſtonated, yet he made as if he were angry with the 
Jews whom he greatly pitied 3 purpoling hereby to allay their paſſions in; ſtead of 
further irritating them by teſtifying the ſame ſentiments to reveng.

and Pontus, and about Mxotis, whe in times paſt had no Maſters, no, not of their ow 
Nation, yet now three thouſand Soldiers keep them in awe 5, and forty long Gallies keep 
peaceably thoſe Seas that were never ſailed on before > What think you, the Bythinians, 
Cappadocians, and thoſe of Pamphilia, Lydia and Cilicia, could ſay for their liberty, 
who notwithiFanding peaceably pay Tribute to the Romans? What of the Thracians, whoſe 
Countrey is five days journey in breadth, and ſeven in length, far more inacceſſuble and 
Fronger than yours, by reaſon 4 the mountains of Snow and Ice? yet do they obey two 
thouſand Romans, who are in Garriſon £ Beſide them the Illyrians, whoſe Conntrey reach- 
«hto Dalmatia and Iſter, are kept in obedience only by two Legions, with help of whom 
they alſo reſsi# the Dacians. The Dalmatians themſelves, who have ſo often attempted their 
own liberty, and ſtill as their wealth increaſed rebelled, are now in peace under one Legion 
of the Romans. Nay, if any have reaſon to rebel, 'tis the Gauls, whoſe Countrey is by 
aature ſtrong, being on the Eaſt-ſide compaſſed with the Alpes, on the North with tbe Ri- 
zer of Rhene, oz the South with the Pyrenzan Mountains, on the Weſt with the Ocean. 
Notwithitanding, having amongit them three hundred and five Nations, and as it were 
the very fountain of plenty of all fort of goods and commodities wherewith they inrich 
the whole World 3 yet do they pay Tribute to the Romans, and account that their happineſs 
depends upon that of the Romans; and that meither jor want of courage in them or 
D their Anceſtors, who fourſcure years long fought for their liberty. They could not ſee 
without aitoniſhment, that the valour of the Romans was attended with ſuch ſucceſs that 
they gained more by fortune, than they did by courage in all their War. Tet now 
they obey a thouſand and two hundred Souldiers, having almoſt againſt every Souldier 
e City. 
Neither could the Spaniards, though Gold grew in their Conntrey, keep themſelves from 
being ſubjed# to the Romans. Nor the Portugals and the Warlike Cantabrians, for all the

diſtance of Sea and Land between them and Rome, The Occan, whoſe Waves beating a- 


gainſt the ſhoar, terrifie the Inhabitants adjoyning, could not ſtay them, but they paſſed it 3 
ard carried an Army beyond the Pillars of Hercules, and paſſed the tops of the Pyrenzan 
7 Mountains, which reach to the Clouds, and ſo made all thoſe people ſubje& to them : And 
for all that they were ſo Warlike a Nation, and ſo far ſrom Rome, the Romans have left 
only one Legion for Garriſon amongst them. Which of you hath not heard of the multitude 
of the Germans whoſe Vertue, and mighty bodies, I think you have often ſeen, for in eve- 
ry Countrey the Romans have them for Captives : Tet they, whoſe Countrey is ſo large, ha- 
ving hearts far bigger than their bodies, and ſouls that contemn death, and are more cruel 
than brute beats; yet are they now limited by the River Rhine, and kept in ſubjeFion by 
eioht T.egions of Romansz and thoſe that were taken were made ſlaves, and the ret choſe 
rather to ſave themſelves by flight than fight. Moreover, you who have ſuch confidence in 
the Walls of Jeralalem conſider the Walls of Britain 5 which Countrey, though —_— 
with theOcear, and almoit as great as our whole World 3 the Romans ſailing to it, have 
conquered 5 and four Legions keep that ſo populous an Iſland. What ſhall I ſay more, when 
the Parthians, a moſt Warlike People 5 who lately reigned over ſo many Nations, and a- 
bound in ſo much Wealth, are now compelled to ſend Hoſtages to Rome; Nay, you may ſee 
all the Nobility of the Eaſt at Rome 3 where, with the Pretext of Peace, they ſhadow their 
Coptivity. Almoſt all the Nations under the Sun tremble and dread the Roman Puillance ; 
ard will you only war againſt them? Do you not conſider what befel the Carthaginians, 
who boaſted themſelves of that great Hannibal, and were ſprung from the Noble Race of the 
Phenicians ; yer, at laſt, were deſtroyed by Scipio? Neither the Syrenzans, who deſcend.- 
ed from the Lacedemonians, nor all the Race of the Marmandans, extending as far as 
G the Deſarts (which are very ſcarce of Waters, ) nor the Syrtes, nor the Nazomonians, zor

C CHAP. XVI. 


Of the Rebellion which the Fews begun againſt the Romans. 


T this time, ſome of the chief Incendiaries, aſſembled together, ſuddenly affaulted 
a Caſtle called Maſſada, which they took by ſurpriſe, and killed all the Romans 
and in their places put a Guard of their own Company. In the Temple alſo, Eleazar, The Jews re- 
Son of the High Prieſt Aranias, a bold and deſperate young man, Captain of the Soul. <.c</5 
diersz perſwaded them who offered ſacrifices, not to offer any, but thoſe that were the proſperity 
D given by Jews. And this wasthe ground and cauſe of the War that enſued : For they ofth<Romans 
| rejected thoſe Sacrifices that were wont to be offered in the name of the Emperour. 
And although the High Prieſts, and People of Account, requeſted them not to omit 
that Cuſtom of ſacrificing for their Kings and Governours; yet they refuſed fo to do, 
truſting greatly to their Faction: All thoſe of the City that deſired alteration, were 
of this mind, and eſpecially Eleazar, who at that time was General, as is before ſaid. 
Wherefore all the chief men, High Prieſts, and Principal of the Phariſees, aſſembled 
themſelves z and perceiving into how great danger thoſe Rebels brought the City, 
they determined to make tryal of the courage of the Seditious people : Wherefore, 
they aſſembled them together before the Brazen Gare, which was in the inner part of 
7 the Temple, towards the Eaſt, ©& And firſt of all, they greatly complained of their 
« raſh and unadviſed Rebellion, and that they ſought to ſtir up fo great a War againſt 
« their Countrey 3 inveighing againſt the cauſe that moved them thereto, as _ 
« without reaſon : Telling them, that their Anceſtors, for the moſt part, adorned the 
« Temple with the Gifts of Gentiles, never refuſing the Offerings of Strangers; and 
© not only not refuſed their Offerings (for that were an impious fatt,) but alſo placed 
& jn the Temple the Gifts that they ſent, which were yet to be ſeen. And that it was 
& ſtrange, that now only they thought to provoke the Romans to War, by making new 
«% Laws: And beſides other danger alſo, to make the City guilty of a great Crime in 
% matter of Religion, as though 1t were ſuch, wherein none might offer Sacrifice but 
F © Jews, nor any but they adore God, If we ſhould make ſuch a Law againſt any pri- Againſt thefe 
« vate perſon, he had juſt cauſe to accuſe us of Inhumanity. But now the Romans are > 
« deſpiſed, and C#ſzr himſelf accounted prophane; and it was to be feared, that if the crifices. 
« Jews diſdained to accept of Ceſar's Offerings, Ceſar would hinder them from offer- 
« ing any : And the City of Jeruſalem would preſently be accounted as an enemy to 
© the Empire, unleſs they preſently accepted Cz/ar's Sacrifice z and before ſuch time as None of the 
« they heard theſe news, again{t whom this outrage was attempted. Having thus ſpo- Scditious 
ken, they brought forth the moſt learned amongſt the Prieſts, to recount from time to Hook thar © 
time how their Anceſtors had always accepted of the Sacrifices of Strangers. were in Au- 
But none of the Mutineers gave.ear to any thing that was ſaid, and the Levites came — 
G not to ſcrve at the Altar, as now preparing for War. When the Nobility ſaw that fent ro #1orus 
they could not appeaſe this ſedition, and that they themſelves ſhould firſt feel the Ro- 924 ng 
mans power, they deviſed all means to pacifie the Tumult, and {cnt ſome Deputies to woe agg 
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JOSEPHUS, Of the Wars | Book 3 
Florus 3 the chief whereof was $7407, the Son of Araras 3 others allo, were Cent to 
Agrippa, of which the chief were Sarl, Antipas and Coſtobarus (who were all a kin t, 
the King) requeſting them both to come with ant Army to the City, and tuppreſ; the 
Sedition which was raiſed, before it went further. Þlorws was glad of theſe tidings; 
and deſiring nothing more than War, gave noanſwer to the Deputies. But Agripps 
willing to ſpare both parts, as well the Good as the Rebels 3 and to preſerve Jade *h 
the Romans, and the Temple to the Jews; thought 1t not meet for him to buſje him. 
ſelf in ſuch affairs, but ſent three thouſand Horſe to aid the people againſt the Rebel. 
Which Horſe were of Auranitis, Batanza and Trachonitis 3 and he made Dariys their 
Captain, and Philip, Son of Foakimr, General of all the Army. Theſe coming into the 
City, the Nobility, with the High Prieſts, and the reſt of the people that defired Peace 
received this ſuccour in good part, and quartered them 1n the higher part of the City; 
for the Rebels kept the lower part, and the Temple. The War began inſtantly with 
Darts and Slings, and ſhooting of Arrows 3 and ſometimes they encounter'd one ang. 
ther hand to hand. The Seditious were more valiant, but the King's Souldiers were 
more skilful in War, and chiefly endeavoured to get the Temple, and expel out of jt 
thoſe who thus prophaned it. The Rebels, with Eleazar, endeavoured, beſides thar 
which they had already, to get alſo into their hands the higher part of the City. 
Wherefore, during the ſpace of ſeven days, there continued a great conflict betwixr 
them, and either part kept what they had, When the Celebration of the Feaſt c1}. 
led Xylophoria was come, wherein every one carrieth Wood to the Temple, ro keep a k 
fire continually upon the Altar 3 the Rebels would not ſuffer their'cnemics to do their 
Devotion, | 

Now many of the Sicariz or Thieves, who carried ſhort Poyniards under their 
Coats, went amongſt the weaker multitude, and boldly followed their oJd pradtice, 
By which, thoſe of the King's fide were forced to leave the higher part of the City; 
which the Rebels preſently entring, ſet the Palaces of Anarnias, Agrippa and Bernice, on 
firez avd forthwith went to the place where all Charters were kept, purpoſing there 
to burn ail Bonds and Obligations of Debtors, thereby to defraud the Creditors; and 
ſo to joyn all the Debtors to their Faction, and ſtir up all the poor people againſt the 
rich, The keepers of theſe publick Writings fleeing the ſeditious perſons ſet all on 
fire: And ſo having deſtroyed thoſe Records, which were in a manner the publick E- 
ſtate of the City, they addreſſed themſelves againſt ſuch as refuſed the! Proceedings, 
Some of the High Prieſts and Nobles hid themſelves in Vaults; others tleeing with the 
King's Souldiers1nto the higher Palace, locked up the doors atter them amongit whom 
was Ararias the High Prieſt, and Ezechizs his Brother, and they who (as is before ſpo- 
ken) were ſent Deputiesto Agrippa: And fo the Seditious were ſatisfied that day with 
the Victory, and firing of the houſes aforeſaid, 

The next day, which was the fifteenth of Axguſ?, they aſſaulted the Caſtle Antonia ; 
having beſiegedit two days, they. took all that guarded it and killed them, and placed 
in it a Garriſon of their own company. This done, they went to the King's Palace, whi- yg 
ther Aprippa's Souldiers were fled; and dividing their Company into tour parts, they 
began to pull down the Walls; none of them that were within durſt come out for fear 
of the multitude, but went up to the Turrets of the Palace, and killed all thoſe that 
offered to come up, and many of the Thieves under the Walls, with things that they 
caſt down. This. Conflict continued day and night, forthe Rebels thought that thote 
within could not hold out long for want of Victualsz and they within thought that 
the Scditious being wearied, would ſoon give over. In the mean ſeaſon, one Mina- 
hem, the Son of Judas of Galilee (that moſt crafty ſubtil Sophiſter, who reproached the 
Jews in Czrenixs's time for paying Tribute, and tor being ſubjed to any but to God) 
taking with him certain Nobles, went to Maſſada, where King Herods Armory was; N 
and breaking into it, he armed the common people, and the other Thieves; and hav- 
ing them for his Guard, he returned again to Feruſalerz as King :, And being thus made 
Head of the Rebellion, he prepared the Battery againſt the King's Palace.

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CHAP. XIX 


Of the great Maſſacre of the Fewr at Czſarea, and in all Syria. 


\ T the ſame hour, on the ſelf-ſame day,it happened.as it were by God's Providenee, 
that the Inhabitants of Ceſarcs maſſacred the Jews that dwelt amongſt them, 1. 
ſo that at one time above twenty thouſand were ſlain , and not one Jew left alive in 
all C/area : for thoſe that eſcaped, Florus took and brought them forth bound to 
the people. After this Maſſacre done at Geſares, the whole Nation of the Jews 
The Jews ſpoil WAS enraged ;' and dividing themſelves into Companies, they waſted ang deſtroyed in 
the Villages ſhort time all the Borders of Syria, and the Cities thereabout, to wit, Ph:ladelphia and 
Cities of 5. Gebonitis, Geraſa, 'Pella and Seythopols : Alſo they took by force Gadara, Hippon, and 
TIE.  Ganlanitis z puiling down ſome places, and firing others. From thence they march. 
edtowards Cedaſa, a City of the Tyrians, and Ptolemais,Gaza, and Ceſarean, and nei- 
ther Schaſtia nor Aſcalon could refiſt them, but they alſo were conſumed with Fire, | 
Likewiſe they deſtroyed Anthedon, with Gaza: And moſt places belonging to theſe 
Cities were ſacked, to wit, the Fields and Viilages ; anda mighty flaughter was made 
of them that were taken in theſe Towns. The Syrians made as great a Maſſacre of 
the Jews as this, among them ; for all the Jews inhabiting among them were murther. 
ed, not only for an old grudge, bur alſo, to render their own danger leſs, by diminiſh- | 
ivg the flumber of their Enemies. By this means all Syria was in a moſt deplorable 
condition, and every City was expoſed to the diſorders and violences of two ſeveral 
Armies, cach of which placed their ſafety in making a great Effuſton of Blood: The 
Days were ſpent in/blood-ſhed, and the Nights in fear, worſe than Death irſelf, For 
though they only pretended to deſtroy the Fews, yet were they drawn'to ſuſpect 
other Nations, that followed the Fews Religion ; and' becauſe they were, as it were, [ 
Neuters, the Syrians thought it not good to deſtroy them bur, on the other fide, for 
their agreeing in Religion with the Jews, they were conſtrained to hold them as Ene- 
mies. Mavy of the contrary part, who before ſeemed modeſt, were now through Ava- 
rice incited to meddle in this Murther 5 ſo that every one took the Goods'of them that 
were flain, and carried them to other places, as Conquerors. He was moſt renowned 
"WET" that had ftolen moſt, or killed moſt. There might you ſee in ſeveral Cities, the dead 
of wſ-rable Bodies of all Ages unburied ; old Men, and Children, and Women lying in moſt 
Calamitie, ſhameful manner;their ſecret parts being uncovered, Briefly,all che Country was filled 
with exceedivg great Calamity ; ard the fear of yet greater miſery to come, was un- 
ſpeakable, | 
F Theſe were the Conflits between the Jews and ſtrangers, But afterwards, making 
Incurſions upon the Borders of Scythopolis, the Jews there dwelling, became their 
Enemies. For they conſpiring with the Citizens of Scythopol,, and preterring their own 
Jews againſt Commodity and Security before Kindred and Conlanguinity, joyned with the Geo- 
you tiles againſt the Jews ; and yet, for all that, they were ſuſpected for their forwardneſs, 
For the Scythopolitans fearing that they would aſſault the City by might, and excuſe 
their revolting by their great miſery, commanded all the Jews, that if they would 
ſhew themſelves truſty to the Gentiles, they, with all cheir Children, ſhould go into a 
Wodd hard by. The Jews forthwith did as they were required, ſuſpe@ing nothing ; 
and the Scythopolitans were quiet for twodays atter, and did nothing : Bur the third 
night they ſent out Scouts to ſee what they were a doing, who finding moſt of them 
The Scycho- afleep, they ſurprized them' in a moment, and killed them all, who were in number 
; __ thirteen thouſand; and afterwards took their Goods. Here I think it oot amiſs co 
_—_ ſpeak of the death of Simm, who was the Son of Saul, whoſe Race was very Noble : 
$5men daily He was' a'Man of great courage, and ftrength of Body, both which he uſed to the great 
kills many of Hurt: of his Nation ; for he daily killed many Jews who dwelt near Scythopolis, and 
— 5 grn ' often ſcattered divers Companies, and put whole Armies to flight ; but at length he 
rhopolss: had an end worthy of his deeds, and the murther of his Country-men, For-when the 
Seythopolitans had compaſſed the Wood about, ſo that none could eſcape their 
tands, they killed the Fews in every part thereof.  S:monnot drawing his Sword, made 
no reſiſtance to any of his Enemies, for he ſaw that it was bootlels to ſtrive againſt ſuch 
a multitude.

In the Kingdom alſo of 4grippa much Cruelty was ſhewed 
againſt the Jews ; for he being gone to Ceſtius Gallus ar Antioch, lefe the Rule of his 
Country to one of his Friends named Vayus, Kiniman to King Sohemws, ro whom 
there came Seventy of the chief Nobility of the Country of Batanea, requeſting a Gat- 
riſon to repreſs thoſe that ſhould attempt Rebellion amongſt them. Yarzs, inſtead of : 
receiving them well, ſent certain of the King's Souldiers by night, and killed them all _—_ =» > 
| as they were coming to him. He commitred this Murder without Agrippa's conſent; *bcir journey, 
only for Avarice, But being imboldened by this Fa&, he ruined the whole Realm, 
E ſtill continuing ſuch Cruelties and Violencies againſt his Nation, ill ſach time as 4- 
rippa underſtood thereof ; who, for Sobemwm's ſake durſt not put him to Death, bue 
diſpoſſefled him of his Place. In the mean while the Revolters took the Caſtle of C 'y- 
ros, which is ſituate aboye Fericho ; and after they had killed the Garriſon, they de- 
ſtroved the Fortreſs. At the ſame time a multitude of Jews laid Siege before the Caſtle The Ronians 
of Macheron, and perſwaded the Souldiers left in Garriſon, to yield the Caſtle ; who, 74,7 tbelr 
fearivg , that if they denied, they ſhould be compelled thereto, delivered it co them, cl 
upon condition,that they might quiecly depart : Which done, the Jews placed a Rirong Seung:

Alexander ; who alſo gave them a certain place in the City to dwell in, that they

Cetins draw- p1s, ſeven furlongs from the City, he did nothing againſt it for three days ſpace; 
= _ _ perhaps hoping that they within would relent; and in the mean time he ſent a great 
ber _ many Souldiers into the Villages adjoyning to fetch Corn. The fourth day, which 
Jews. was the thirteenth of OFober, he came againſt the City with his Army 1n battel ax. 
ray. The Jews were ſo ſ{urpriz'd and terrified to behold the Roman Diſcipline, that 
they forſook the outmoſt parts of the City, and retir'd into the Femple. Ceitins 
paſting Betheza, burnt Scenopolis, and the place called the new Market 5 and coming 
to the higher part of the City, he took up his quarters near the Kings Palace, anq 
if at any time he had violently given the aflault, he had taken the City, and ended 
the War. But Tyrannus Priſcas General of the Foot, and many other Rulers and 
Captains of the Horſe, being corrupted with money by Flores, hindred that ls pur. 
poſe 3 whereby the War was prolonged, and a thouſand calamitics befel the Jeys, 
Divers Jews IN the mean time many of the chiefcſt among the Jews, and Anans the Son of Jon. 
call for Ceſtizs thas made an offer to Ceſti#s to open the Gates to him : but either through anger or 
= Sag in- diftidence, he contemned the offer. The Rebels underſtanding this Treaſon, with 
— rex ”” ſtones conſtrained Ananys and his complices to throw themſelves over the wall for 
Gates unto their ſafety. Which done, they retired themſelves to the Towers, from whence 
-- OIL they beat back thoſe that ſcaled the walls. The Romans for five days ſpace aſſaulted 
cover. them- the walls on every fide, but all in vain; and the ſixth day, Ce/#;z#5 with many choſen Soul- 
ſelves with diers and Bowmen aſſaulted the Temple on the North-ide.The Jews valiantly made re. 
4 under. * fiſtance out ofthe Porches, and often repulſed the Romans, as they approach'd the Wall: 
mine the yet at laſt by the multitude of their adverſaries Darts, they were forced to give back, 


walls, 217 Then the formoſt of the Romans holding their ſhields over their heads, and leaning

— againſt the wall, they in the ſecond rank alſo held their Shields againſt thoſe in the 


firſt, and ſo in order until the laſt, thereby making a Tortoiſe, as the Romans call +; 
or defence, that all their ſhot and darts could do them no harm 3 ſo that the Souldiers 
fafely undermined the walls, and attempted to fire the Gates of the Temple. 
The ſeditious were hereat greatly amazed, and many fled out of the City as if it 
would preſently be taken. But the people were as glad of it as the Rebels were dil: 
maied, and came to the Gates to open them to Ceſtizs, as one who had well deſery- 
ed at their hands. And truly if he had but a little longer continued the ſiege, he had 
taken the City. Bur I think that God being angry with theſe wicked perſons 
would not ſuffer the War to be ended at that time. For Ceſti#s neither regarding 
the good will of the people, nor the deſperation of the Rebels; removed his Army 
from thence z and having received no loſs, very unadviſedly departed from the Ci- 
£:05u9s ſug. TY: at whoſe unlooked for flight, the Rebels took heart; and making after him, 
dendeparrure they killed ſome Horſe and foot of his Rear. CeiZizs quarter'd that day in the Camp yy | 
= the . Which he had fortified near Scopion. The next day he went further into the Coun- 
condenfi. try, whereby he more encouraged the Rebels; who following, killed many of his 
Rear, becauſe the place thorough which the Romans march'd was narrow, the Jews 
aſſaulted them on the flank, and the Jaſt durſt not caſt any darts againſt them who 
wounded them on their backs, thinking that an infinite multitude had followed 
them; and they-were not able to reſiſt them that aſſaulted them on each ſide, being 
heavy arm'd and not daring to break their order 3 whilſt oa the contrary the Jews 
were active and light : ſo that the Romans endured much harm at the hands of their 
Enemies, and did them none. And thus were they beaten all the way long, and ma- 
ny of them killed 3 amongſt whom was Priſcus Captain of the fixth Legion, and N 
Longinaus the Tribune, and /Emilizs Fucundys Campmaſter ofa Regiment of Horſe. 
And fo with much ado, they came to Gabio; where they firſt pitch'd their Tents, 
caſting away wuch of their baggage, which might any way hinder them. Ceitizs 
ſtayed there two days, doubtful what to do. The third day he perceived his enc- 
mies increaſed, and all places about filled with Jews: whereby he ſaw that his flow- 
neſs was to his diſadvantage, and the number of his enemies would ſtill increaſe, if 
he made any longer abode there. Wherefore that he might flee ſpeedily, he cauſed 
the Souldiers to caſt away all thoſe things that might be a hindrance to them, and to 
kill their Mules and Afles, and Cattle, ſaving only thoſe that carried munition ; 
fearing that it he ſhould not deſtroy them, the Jews might make ule of them againſt 0 
him 3 and fo he led his Army toward Bethorov.

In the morning, the 
Jews perceiving the Romans to bz fled, aflaultedthe 400, by whom they were decaved, 
and preſently killing them with Darts, they purſued Ceſt7#5 : who having fled away in 
the night, made more haſte the next day; fo that the Soldiers for fear, left their Arms 
C and Inſtruments to beat down Walls, and Slings, and much other munition 5 which 
the Jews taking, -after uſed againſt them. Thus they followed the Romans to Artipa- 
tris: and ſeeing they could not overtake them, they returned, bringing with them the 
warlike Inſtruments, and rifling thoſe that were lain, and taking whatſoever the Ro- 
mans had left behind 3 and ſo ſinging Songs of Victory, they returned to Jery/alerr, ha- 
vingloſt very few of their company, and {lain 5380 of the Roman Foot and their Aux- 
 -Mliartes;3 and 980 Horſe. And this was done upon the ctghth day of OfFober, and in 

the twelfth year of the Reign of Nero.

Fter this ill ſucceſs of CeiZius, many of the chiefeſt among the Jews daily fled —— 


and forſook the City, as a Ship preſently ready to fink. Coifobarws and Saxl two 
Brethren, and Philip the Son of Joachim General of Agripp's Army, retired themlelves 
to Ceſtizs. Astor Antipas, who was allo belieged by them in the Kings Palace, he would 
| Not flee with the reſt, and ſo was killed by the Rebels. But Ceiti,s ſent Saul and the 
reſt of his Company into Achaia unto Nero, to inform him of the cauſe of his re- 
E treat, and to ſhew how Flor#s had cauſcd all theſe Wars: for ſo he hoped that Nero 
would turn his anzer againſt Florxs, and free him from danger. Then the People 
of Damaſexs underitanding the defeat of the Romans, deviſed how to deſtroy the 
Jews which inhabited amongſt them: and they thought 1t was eafte to beaccompliſh- 
ed, for. that the Jews were already aſſembled in the common places of exerciſe, for 
fear of 'fome ſuch matter: yet they miſtruſted their own Wives, who all, EXCEPpt a 
few, were Jews in Religion. Wherefore they took great heed to conceal their intent 
from them 3 and fo aſſaulting the Jews in a narrow place and unarm'd, they put them 
all to the ſword, to the number of ten thouſand. After the Rebels that had purſued Ce- 
ſtize were returned to Fernſalem, they laboured to joyn all to them that favoured the 
F Romans, eithet by force or by flattery ; and aſſembling themſelvesin the Temple, they

Likewiſe Joh: the Son of Levias, at Jo- 
ſeph's command, built the Walls of Giſcala himſelt alone; but in all other places that 
were fortified. Joſeph put to his helping hand, and direGed bow they ſhould be done. 
He liſted an hundred thouſand men, who were all young perſons and fit for the War, 
and he armed them with old Armour, which he had gathered from all parts of the 
Countrey. And conſidering that that which made the Romar Army invincible, was 
that they were all obedient to their Officers and well diſciplind, and that he could not 
exerciſe them in Martial Diſcipline, by reaſon of his other occaſions, he thought good at 


leaſt to teach them tobe obedient. And calling to mind that the multitude of Rulers 


made obedience, he ordained many Captains, and conſtituted divers forts of Soldiers, 
asthe Romans uſed to do; making ſome Governours of ten, others over a hundred, 
and others over a thouſand 3 and appointed hkewiſe Rulers over them.

WW Hilſt Foſeph thus ordered the Eſtate of Galilee, there arofe a Traytor born in 7:4» anotable 
Giſcala, Fohz the Son of Levias, a moſt ſubril and'deceitful Man, who by vile ? —_— ” 
means was now become the richeſt Perſon in that Country, ' having before been very err under © 
poor, and unable to put his Villanies in practice. He could lie at his pleaſure, and ec © gain 
chought Deceit a Vertue, which he uſed even towards -his deareſt Friends ; he was alſo a 
B great Counterfeiter of Humanity ; and yet for the hope of gain became a cruel Mur- 
cherer, He always aimed ac high matters, with an aſpiring mind, and at firſt nouriſh- 
ed his hope with ſmall Villanies. For firſt he was a Thief alone, and lived in Woods 
and ſolitary places ; at laſt he got to him a company of audacious People like himſelf, 
at firſt ſmall, but afterwards he greatly encreaſed: it. - He alſo had'a great care to chuſe 
no weak Perſons ; bur ſuch as were ſtrong of body, valiant of mind, and skiltul in 
Martial Aﬀairs: Of theſe he gathered four hunared, moſt of: them out of Tyre,” and 
the Villages thereabout ; and with them he waſted all Galilee, and killed many of 
thoſe whom the fear of War had driven thither. This Man, long time before, had de. 
fire to be General of a formed Army, and aſpired to'greater matters, only the want 
C of Money hindred him : And perceiving that Foſeph conſidered him as a ſerviceable 
Mao, he perſwaded him to ſuffer him to build the Walls of that place where he was 
born, and which was now deſolate ; and to accomplith this; he gathered great ſumms 
of Money of the richer ſort: after which, having perſwaded Foſeph to give order to all 
the Jews that were diſperſed over all Syr/a, that they ſhould ſend no Oyl co the neigh. 
bouring places, ſave only that which was made by their own Nation, he cauſed grear 
quantities of Oyl to be brought to the Confines of Ga/z/ee, and buying tour Barrels for 
a piece of Tyrian Money (which amounted to four Attick Groats) he ſold them again 
ro the Syrian Jews, the half of one Barrel for as much as all four coſt him. And tor 
that Galzlce abounded with Oyls, and eſpecially at that time, he conveyed it to ſuch 

D places where there was great want,and none was brought but by himſelf: By this means 5,;, Imploy. 
he gathered an infinite maſs of Money, which preſently he turned to the prejudice of eth the Money 
him who had given him licence to get it. And thinking that if he could depoſe Foſeph, pits; Shit 
he might come to be Ruler over all Galilee, he commanded his followers to rob and ſpoil means he 
more than they did before ; and ſo to trouble the Countrey, that he might either 5*** 
kill che Governour treacherouſly, if he ſought to redreſs it ; or it he neglected it, to 
accuſe him of flothfulneſs, and ſo to make him odious to the people. Moreover, he 
had already given out ſpeeches, that Foſeph went about to betray Galilee to the Ro- 
mans ; and he deviſed many thiogs to this efte, to work Foſeph's Overthrow. It hap- 
pened that at that time ſome of the Village of Dabarita, who watched in the field, 

E ſet upon Prolomy, who was Steward to King Agrippa, and his Siſter Berzice, and plun- £2#24 _ 
dered all his Carriages, wherein was much coſtly Apparrel, and many Silver Veſlcls, EATER 
and fix hundred pieces of Gold. And for that they could not carry it ſecretly, they 
brought all the whole Booty to Foſeph at Tarichea; who reproving them for offering 
violence to the King's Servants, and commanded the things to be kept at the Houſe 
of Ancxs, who was one of the richeſt Men in the Town, and ſhould reſtore them to 
the Owner when time ſerved ; wherein, thinking to do himſelf great good, he brought 
himſelf into much danger : For the Thieves beivg offended thar they received no 
part thereof, and ſeeing that Foſeph would reſtore to 4grippa, and his Siſter Bernice, 
that which they had laboured for, they went round about the Villages in the night, 

F and ſpread this falſe Report in every place, that Foſeph was a Traitor to his Country ; 
and with the ſame Rumour alſo they filled the Cities thereabout. So that early in Ten thoucang 
the next morning, ten thouſand Men armed, aſſembled themſelves u—_ in the Armed men 
Theater ar Terichea, the greateſt part of them cryed our in their fury, chat the Tray- yiins 5:65, 
tor Foſeph ought to be ſtoned, others that he ought to be burned; and Fohz himſelf, 
with one Feſws the Son of Sapphias, who at that time was Magiſtrate in Tiberias, omit- 
ted nothing to animate the people yet more againſt him, All the Friends of Foſeph, All Poſwk 
and his Guards, being terrified with ſuch a Multitude, fled, four only excepted. Fo- ME Ls

G counſelled him to flee: but he not diſmayed for that he was left alone, nor that fo 
preat a Multitude came againſt him, went boldly towards them with his Garmenr all 

toth, and Aſhes upon his Head, holding his _— behind him, and his Sword _— = 
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AAS neck, At this fight they that bear him goood will, eſpecially the People of Tariches, 4 
_ : hy were moved to Compaſſion ; but the Country-people, who thought he overlaid 
a/rer Criſes them with Taxes and Tributes, curſed him; and bad him bring forth the Publick

: would not deny any thing whereof he was accuſed ; and that he came ſo only to move 
them 10 Compaſſion, in order to obrain pardon for his Offence, This his Humility flood 
him in good ftead ; for hereby thoſe that before were enraged againſt him, now be. 
an onc to fall out with another in his bchalf, when he promiſed ro confeſs the whole 
Foſe;3's O2- matter : And having obtained Licence to ſpeak, he ſaid: I was never minded to ſend 
— =" >. back that Mony to Agrippa, mor to keep ut to my private uſe, For (God forbid) that | 
F ſbould ever hold kim for my Friend, who is your open Enemy, or that | ſhould fo ſeek my 1 
own Profit, as thereby to damnify you all. But (O ye Menof Tarichea ) for as much as ] 
erceived that yiur City eſpecially had great need to be fortifted, and that you were wot able

Th's Speech of his well pleaſed the People of Tarichea, who gave him great Praiſes, 
and diſpleaſed them of Tberias, ſo that they breathed out Threatnings againſt him, 
Thus they botlr lefc Foſeph, and conteſted one againſt another. Foſeph now having ma- j- 
ny Partakers (for the People of Tarichea were almoſt fourty thouſand) ſpake more bold- 
ly tothe Multitude, and rebuked their Timericy ; telling them, that it was neceſſary 
to ſtrepgthen Tarichea with that preſent Money, and that he would alſo provide to 
ſtrengtaen other Cities ; and that they ſhould not want Money, it they would agree 
and conſpire together againſt thoſe from whom they might get it, and not offer Vio- 
lence for him, who could procure it for them.

Fohs's Eary they ran away, Hereat John took occaſion to encreaſe his Haired and Jealouſic againſt WM 
+; 0 , Foſephz and having il] tucceſs in this policy, he till attempted other plots to bring 
tell Foſeph in danger, Firſt he counterfeited himſelf fick, and requeſted Foſeph to permit 
him to go to Tzber12, and uſe the hot Baths,in order to recover his Health, Foſeph, not 
having yet perceived his Treaſon, writ Letters in his behalf ro the Governour of the 
Town, to provide Fohn with good Accommodation, and to let him want nothing that 
7oha perſwad- he needed, Two days after his arrival there, he went about the buſineſs which he 
© the Tiv- defigned ; and enticed ſome with Money, others with Flatteries, to revolc from Foſeph, 
from Foſeph, Silas,whom Joſeph had made Governour of the City, underſtanding this, preſently by 
Letters gave notice thereof to Foſeph ; who receiving the ſame in the night, went to jy 
Tiberias very carly in the Morning. All the people, except thoſe that Fohn had cor- 
rupted, went out to meet him: but Foz, notwithſtanding he judged that he came a- 
gainkt him, ſtill counterteited himſelf fick in bed, and ſent a Man of his acquaintance 
Fohn {.nderh £9 Excuſe his abſence for not coming to meet Joſeph.

But the people underſtanding before of John's hatred, did nor regard it; yer di ers 

C rich Men and Magiſtrates who envied Joſeph, ſecreily ſent Money to Joh, to hire For- 

reign Souldiers, that he might make War againſt 7-ſ*ph ; wicm they determined a- 

monegſt themſelves to diſplace: And thinking that their order was not ſufficient to cf- 

fe& ir, they ſent moreover two thouſand five hundred Mev, and four of their Princi- 

pal Nobility with them, to wit, Foazar the Lawyer, and Ananizs the Saducee, and 

Simon and Fudas, the Sons of Fonathas ; all very eloquent Men, and ]-arned jn our 

Laws, to withdraw the people's minds from Foſefh ; giving them charge, that if he of 

his own accord came to them, then they ſhould permit him to ſpeak for himſelf , but 

if he refuſed ſo to do, then they ſhould hold him as an Enemy, Foſeph's Friends at Fe- 

ruſalem gave him Intelligence that an Army was coming againſt him, but for what caule 

D they knew not, becauſe it was kept ſecret. And hereupon, before he could preveur it, 

four Cities revolted from him, to wit, Sephoris, Gamala, Giſcala and Tiberras, which ne- _ 
yertheleſs he ſoon after eafily recovered, without Force of Arms : And having caken CS 
the four Captains and Counſellors of his Enemies, he ſent them to Feruſalem ; againſt tbemlelves. rg- 
whom the people being incenſed, would haye killed them, and thote thar ſent chem, Foſ'ph PIO 
had they not fled in good time.

who came not at the day appainted, only a tew Roman Horſe ſhewed themſelves. Fore by a 
Foſeph underſtanding this at Tarzchea ; and having ſent his Soldiers to fetch Corn, he 38cm 
thought not good to go alone againſt the Rebels ; nor yet did he think it beſt to delay 
the time any longer, fearing that whilſt he delayed, Kivg Agripps would come and 
poſſcſs the Town ; beſides that, the next day being the Sabbath, lie could do no- 
thing. Art length he reſolved to overcome the Rebels by policy , and ſo he command- 
f ed the Gates of Tarichea to be kept ſhut, that his intevt might not be revealed to them 
of Tiberias, Then taking all the Boats that were in the Lakes, 1a number two hun- 
dredand thirty, and inevery one of them four Sailers, he ſpeedily ſailed to T7bertas :

CH A P. XXVIIL 


How the People of Jeruſalem prepared themſelves for War, and of the Robberies of 
Simon Sox of Gioras. 


The troubled Fter that theſe Broils, which hitherto hapned only in Galilee, were ceaſed, they 
-- -g fe- prepared themſelves againſt the Romans. And the chief Men of Feruſalem, and 
Ananu: the High-Prieſt with all ſpeed renewed and repaired the Walls, and made all 

ſorts of Inſtruments for War, Arrows, and other Weapons ; ſo that all the City was 

bufied herein, and trained their Men in Warlike Diſcipline. All places were filled 

with Agitation and Tumulc ; but the graver fort were very penfive, and many, as it 

were foreſceing the Calamity thar afcer enſued, could not refrain from tears : They 

_+.c., that deſired Peace, received no comfort in any thing : All things were done art thei 
Seas com. beck, who were cauſe of all this War. And the Eſtate of the City, even then before 
mirted great the Romans came was like a City to be deſtroyed. But Ananus negleed that which 
arlerr "nd | was neceſſary for War, and laboured to reconcile the Seditious Faction of thoſe that 
crabatena and yyere called Zealous : but how he was ovescome, and what his end was, we will de- 
{met Clare hereafter. In the mean time one Sizzoz the Son of Giors, in the Toparchy of 
Acrabatena, having gathered together a Multitude of Seditious People, robbed and 

ſpoiled every where ; and he not only broke into Rich-mens Houſes , but alſo beat 

them grievouſly, openly exerciſing his Tyranny, But when A4zans and the reſt ſent 

an Army againſt him, he fled co his fellow-Thieves of Maſſada, and there Raid till 

Ananu and the reſt of his Enemies were flain : and then he waſted Idumea with che 

reſt ; ſo that the Governours of that place were fain to pur a Garriſon in every Vil- 

lage, ſo great was the number of them that was lain by theſe Thieves. And thus

Of Veſpaſian's coming into Judea, and of the Maſſacre of the Fews, 
V Hen the Empeor Nero underſtood the ill ſucceſs of his Armies againſt the x js ama: 


Jews, he was ſeized with Fear and Aſtoniſhment, yet he he diſſembled ir as 7<4 5nd afraid 
much as neceflity would permit him. In the mean while he ſet a good face on the 2 ; 
matter, and made as though he were of more courage, ſaying, That that which hapned, J-ws. 
was rather by the fault of is General Ceſt:z#s, than the valour of their Adverſarics ; 
thinking that it behoved him, who was Emperor, not to ſhew himſelt moved with a 
little bad News ; and that the greatneſs of his Empire ought to ſecure his mind from 
pr the Apprehenſion of conſiderable Misfortunes, Yet it appeared by the vexaticn of his 
Spirit that he was much moyed, and in great care to whom he ſnould comnir the charge 
of the Eaſt, which had rebelled ; who might both reduce the Jews, and hinder the 1n- 
habitants of other Countries from the like Attempts.

is an old City ſeven hundred and twenty furlongs diſtance from Feruſalem, which the 
Jews had always hated, for which cauſe they alſo firſt aflaulted ir, The Commanders in 1 
| this Expedition, were three Men excellent above the reſt for Conduct and Valour, to 
The Jews be. Wit, A\;ger of Perea, Silas the Babylonian, and Fohn the Eſſean. Now the City of 4ſca- 
liege "2/c-1. Jon had very ſtrong Walls, but tew Men to detend it , for it had only one Company of 
Foot and one Band of Horſe, whom A4ztonizs commanded, The Jews made ſuch haſte, 
as though they had dwelt hard by. Antonius perſwading himſelf that they would 
Anthony fights aſſault him, cauſed his Hotſe to iſſue forth of the City : and neither fearing the mul- 
with the J®5- Litude, nor the malice of his Adverſaries, he valiantly received the firft Aſſault of the 
Enemies, and bear ti:em back that attempted to aſſault the Wall. So the Fews who 
were unskilful, having to do with them that were expert ; aud fighting on toot again(t 
Horſemen , without order, againſt thoſe that were in good order ; lightly armed, a- k 
gainſt their Adverſuries who were well provided ; they were ealily deteated. Indeed, 
they were more led by rage and fury than good Counſel , and they againſt whom they 
fought were obedient,and would do nothing without the commandment of their Leader, 
Wherefore their firſt ranks being broken, chey were forced by the Horſe ro turn their 
backs; and retiring themſelves ro their own Company who turned toward the Wall, 
they became as it were Enemies to themſelves. So that ſeeking to avoid the Horſemen, 
they were all diſperſed about the Field, which was in every place for the advantage of 
Th: Romans Che Horſe. This greatly helped the Romans to kill fo many Jews : for they that fled 
ox "rk were eaſily overtaken by the Romans, and killed ; and others compaſſing divers of 
2 great flaugh- the Jews about, ſlew them with Darts ; ſo that the Jews were ina great deſperation for f 
eer of them. 11] their great multitude, as if they had been alone. The Jews willing to overcome 
their misfortunes, were aſhamed to fly, and ſo fled not haſtily, in hope thart Fortune 
would change. But the Romans not wearied with that which they did with great dexte- 
Ten thouſand Tity,continued theFight the moſt part of the day;ſo that there were ſlain of the Jews ten 
Jews flain. thouſand, and two of their L-aders John and Si/as, The reſt,whereof many were woun- 
ded, followed their General Niger, who fled into a little Town of Idumea, named Salk: 
Of the Romans only ſome were wounded in that Fight. Yet the Jews were not daunt- 
ed with this misfortune ; but the griet thereof much increaſed their Courage : neither 
were they diſmayed with the former loſs of ſo many Men within fo ſhort time, but ra- - 
ther calling to mind the great Victory they had got before, they drew upon themſelves 
another deteat. For before their Mens wounds were healed, they gathered together 
all their Forces, and went again to Aſca/oz in great number and fury, but with the ſame 
facceſs and diſadvantages in Warlike affairs which they had before, For Antonius 
having notice which way they meant to come, placed an Ambuth in the way ; and the 
2605 ſews Horſe ſerting upon them at unawares, killed above eight thouſand of them, before they 
flain ar Ac4- could prepare themſelves to fight, whereupon all the reſt fled, and Niger with them, 
2 after he had given all the proofs that could be expected from a valiant Man : and for 
that the Enemies purſued them, they fled into the Tower of a Town called Bezedel. 
Antonius knowing it to be in vain to ſtay about the Tower that was invincible, and yet 
loth tolet the General of the Enemies eſcape, ſet fire on the Walls; and fo departed xy 
triumphing with the thought that Niger had been burnt, But he Jeapt into a deep 
Vault in the Caſtle and fo eſcaped, and three days after he ſhewed himſelf unto his 
Souldiers, who fought for him weeping, that they might have his Body, for they chought 
him dead: whom againſt all expectation ſceing alive, they were very glad, as though by 
Gods Providence he had eſcaped to be ſtill their Leader. 
' Veſpaſanbeing arrived with his Army at Antioch, which is the Mother-City of Syria, 
1,5 dy for greatneſs and other advantages, doubtleſs the third inthe whole World and find- 
my comes 10 ing that King Agripps there expected his coming , he haſted with all his Forces from 
Pro 7," res ENCE 0 Prolermars, At this placethere came to him the Citizens of Sephory a City of 
1. coutcorlly Galil-e, who had no thought at all of Rebellion: theſe both provident for their own 
enrertain t® Catery, and wel!-knowing the Forces of the Romans, before Feſpeſian came ſubmitted 
467 themſeives 
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A ſelves to Ce/izus Gallus, and received from him a Garriſon of Souldiers ; and now alſo ALAM 
courteouſly enrertaining Veſþafian, offered their help againſt their Country-men. Ye- 


s/1an at their rcqueſt gave them a Guard of Horſe and Foot, fo great as he though 


was able to reliſt the torce of their Enemies,if the Jews ſhould attempt any thing againit 


chem. For he thought it would be a great help to him in the future War to have Sz 
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phors on his fide, the greateſt City of Galzlee, ſcicuate in a ſtrong place, and which 


otherwiſe might bea ſafeguard to the whole Country.

ron are two places named Galzlee, one called high Gale, and the other low Ga- 
lilee : and they are both compaſſed with Phericia ard Syria. On the Weſt Fro- 
lemas,, with the limirs of its Territory, borders them, as alſo does Monut Carmel, which 


jn time paſt belonged to Ga/z/ee, but now to the Tyrians, Unto which adjoyneth Gz- 
bas, which fignifieth the Horſmens City : ſo cailed, becauſe King Herods Horfmen 


were ſent thicher to inhabit. On the South part it joyneth to the Samaritans and Scy- 
thopolitanes, as Far as Fordan, On the Eali part it bordereth upon Hippene, Gatari, 
C and Ganlanitis, which are the borders of King Agrippa's Country. On the North it 
bordereth upon Tyria, The length of lower Galzlce reachech from Tiberias ro Zebulun ; 
near which is Ptolemais by the Sca-Coaft, In breadth it reacheth from the Village X a- 
bth, ſituate in a great Plain, ro B-7ſabe, where alſo begins the breadth of high Galle, 
and reacheth to a Village calied Baca, bordering upou the Tyr:azs ; and the length 
thereof is from a Village near Forazn, named Thella, 10 /Heroth, And tho':gh of ſuch 
bigneſs, and environ'd with to wany Nations, yet they alwayes relied Forcign For- 
ces. For the Galileaps are from their Childhood Wazlike, and never daunted.by fear 
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or penury : for their Country is molt fruitful, and abounding with all manner of 


Trees, notwithſtanding the Inliabitants rake {mall pains in rillivg the Ground ; and 
there is no waſte Ground, | 

The Cities are many, and in every place there are Vitages populous anl rich, fo 
that the leaſt Village there, hath in it above 15000 inhabitants. And alchough Ga/zlee bs 


leſs in compaſs than the Region beyond the River, yer it is more populous, fertile and The Def tn. 


rich than that : For it 1s all tilled, and all bearerh fruit. Bur that beyond the wazer, 
though it be bigger, yet it is nocall inhabited , for there are many Deſarts and barren

Joſeph ſeeing things in this poſture, aſſaulted the City Sephory, in hope to take 
it ; but betore ſuch time as it revolted unto the Rowwans, he had compaſſed it withſy 
ſtrong Walls, that the Romans themſclves couid not have taken it, and ſo his hope 
was fruſtrate : for neither by force nor fair mea.:s would the Sephoyzres yeild to him, 
Hereat the Romans being angry, troubled th {Country more than before ; they now 
neither night nor day ceaſed from deſtroying uv, if rodbed and ſpoiledall they found, ,.

The Princes that were Allies alfo brought g:c.., Aid : for Antiocus Jgrippa, and Se 
hems, brought each of them two thouſand #.-.vmen, and a thouſand Horſe : and 
Malchzs King of Arabia, brought five thouſans fot, and one thouſand Horſe , the 
moſt of his Foot were Archers, ſo tha: the wh.-/ *.umy, together with the Kings Aid, 
amounted to the number of threeſcore thouſand, Horſe and Foot together ; beſides 
them that followed the Camp, who were a great multitude, and inferiour to none but 
their Maſters io Warlike Diſcipline. For one cannot too much admire the Romans, 
who ſo train up their Servants in time of Peace,that they are very fit for War. So that 
whoſoever well beholdeth their Military Diſcipline, he ſhall perceive that they gained , 
not this their goodly Empire by chance or fortune,burt by their Valour; for they do not 
only then begin to uſe Weapons when they come to fight, but they practiſe Military 
Diſcipline before they need : and they are not idle in time of peace, but alwayes 
practiſe themſelves therein without ceaſing. Their Exerciſes are like War it ſelf, and 
The diligence eyery Souldier is every day enured to ſome ſort of Weapon, even as though they were 
and Jabour of , , 
theRomans fighting againſt the Enemy ; ſo that hereby they eaſily endure the burthen and travel of 
= gl; War, For no diſorder makes them forget what to do ; neither doth Fear diſmay them, 
fary or the NOK COntinuance of Fight and War weary and tire them, So that whoſoever they fight 
V'Vars. againſt, who are not ſo well expert in theſe affairs as they, they always overcome 
them: and one may well call their Exerciſes amongſt themſelves, Conflicts without N 
blood-ſhed ; and their Wars, Conflicts with blood-ſhed. They are not eaſily overcome 
at unawares : for in what Enemies-Country ſoever they come, they fight not before they 
have fortified their Camp about ; which they do not raſhly, nor pitch their Tents in 
mariſh of high places after a diſorderly manner ; for it the place be unequal, they 
The order of make it plain. And they proportion their Camp four-ſquare : for they have many 
the Roman: Smiths, and all kind of Workmen needful, which ſtill follow the Army, to perform 
ſach buſineſs.

And thefe are the faſhions of the Romans concerning their 
V arlike Diſcipline, They neverdo any thing unadviſedly in Battel, but manage all The Romans 
things according to Counſel ; ſo that they either do nor err, or if they do, their iault is Jobs nee 
eatily amcaded. For they chink that bad ſucceſs atrer deliberation, is better than good viſcdly or = 
Fortune without it; and they think that therein Fortune did but flatter them, to work *! 
chem ſome deſpight, by reaſon they did not deliberate: but that which is premeditated, 
: although it have ill ſucceſs, yet it maketh them wary againſt another time, And none 
of them account that good ſucceſs, which comes by chance ; and every one is comforted 
in thcir misforcune, if then they took good advice, By the military Exerciſes,they do 
not only make the Bodies of cheir Souldiers ſtrong, bur their minds alſo more couragi- 
cus: and their diligence is the greater by their-tear of puniſhment, For their Laws are 7h Romans 
capical, not only for them that forſake their Order, but alſo for them that commir the CORE 
leaſt negligences ; and their Generals are more ſevere then their Laws, Yet their Re- 
wards ot mcrit are ſo great,that they ſeem not cruel in puniſhing the faulty. Moreover, 
they are {o obedient to their Rulers, that in Peace they honour them, and in War the +4. qi 
whole Army ſeemeth one body united together : they keep ſuch good order,and are ſo of the Roman 
F ready to run here or there, and ſo attentive to any command, ſo diligent to note ſigns 22 1 hne 
made unts them, and ſo quick to labour with their hands, that chey are always ap: to their victo« 
execute any thing,and patient to ſuffer labour. Inſomuch that no number of Enemies, 
no Rivers, Mountains, Foreſts,or difficult places can hinder them from Victory ; nonot 
even the croſneſs of Fortune: for they think themſelves unworchy the nam- of Romzxs, 
if they triumph not over her too, Therefore ſeeing their deeds are ruled by Advice 
and Councel, and their Commandments ſo well executed by the Army, what

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CHAP. IV. 
How Placidus aſſaulted Jotapata, and was repell'd by the Jews, 


N the mean time /eſafran being at Prolemars with his Son Tztzs, prepared all thivgs 
I neceflary for his Army, But Placidvs was already entered into Galilee and run 
EW through it, where he flew almoſt all he had found, who were of the weaker ſort of Peg. 
"nv <a ore ple incapable of refiiting. And ſeeing thar thoſe of courage always fled into the Cities x 
Forces againt that Foſeph had fortified, He turned his Forces againft Fotapata, which was the ſtrongeſt 
Forap #t.9 and of them, thinking it mighteaſily betaken by a ſuddain aſſault, and that he thereby 
fires © ſhould get great glory and advantage ; becauſe the People ſecing the ſtrongeſt Cities 
ſurorized, would not flee to any again. But it fei] nor out as he expected; for the 
peovle of Jotapata underſtanding his coming, met him near the Town, and ſuddenly 
encountering the Romns, being a great multitude, and well diſpoſed to fight, as thoſe 
that bear Arms for the general 1latety of the Country, and the lives of their Wives ang 
Children, they put the Romans to flight, and wounded many, though only feyen 
were lain; becauſe the Romans in fAlying, kept their ranks, and were well aringg : 
but the Jews being unarmed, rather truſted to their Darts and Arrows, than come to K 
handy-blows. There were three Jews ſlain, and a few wounded. Ard ſo Plus 
when he ſaw himſelf repulſed from the Town, abandoned the Enterprize, 
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How Veſpaſian invaded Galitee, and how at the very ſight of him the Seditious fl:d, 


J Efpaſian defirous to maſter Galzlee himſeift, Ceparrec tom Prolemars, making ſuch 
\ Journeys as the Romaus are wont to, And he commanded his Auxillary Troops, L 
becauſe they were lighter armed, to go betore and repreis the Encmies Incurſicns, and 
ſearch the Woods aid Foreſts fir for Ambuſhes, whereby they were to paſs, After 
v-/:þ42 them followed part of the Romans Foot and tiorle ; and ren commanded out of evcry 
errecen 2 Company, with their Arms audall things neceſſary to make a Camp, Afeer them fol- 
prarch, lowed the Pioneers, whoſe office it was to mend the Ways where they were bad, and to 
cut down the Woods that were in the way, leſt by bad Way the Army ſhould be retard- 
ed. Afcer them he ſent his Baggage, and the B=ggage of the Officers under him, with 
Horſemen to guard it. And after them he himſeit followed, leading an Army of ch:cice 
Foot and Horſe: And accompanied with his own Guard of Horſe : For he had out of 
cvery Legion 120 Men for his Guard, Next followed thoſe that carricd the Engins to M 
batter the Walls of Cities, and other Inſtruments, wich the Prefe&ts and Tribunes, 
| euarded with choice Souldiers. After them the Imperial Eagle, whici the Romans have 
[b- 7.22% by Choſen for their Standard, becauſe it is tne King of all Birds, and is moſt valiant and 
oe +5 mp 5 ftrong wheretore they think it a ſign of Dominion and Victory over all them againft 
bm ottheEm- Whom they bear it, After theſe ſacred Entigns followed che Trumpets ſounding' in 
Pp! "oo in WWarlike manner ; and after them the Body of the Army, marching fix ina Rank, and 
e927 (as thecuſtom is) with Centurions by them to keep order, The Servants of each Le- 
gion accompanied the Baggage. The laſt Company were ViQuallers, Handycrafts- 
men, and other mercenary people, guarded by Foot and Horſe in great number, Thus 
Veſpaian with his whole Army came to the Borders of Galz{ee, and there pitched his 
Camp. He might have paſſed on, but he thought fic by the fight of his Arivy to ter- 
rify his Enemies, an give them time to repent, it any one would alter kis mind before 
the War began. Yet in the mean time he prepared all things neccMſary for a Siege, The 
only Rumor of his coming, made many Rebels faint-hearted, For Foſe,h's Souldiers, 
who had pitched his Tents a little from S-phorzs, when they knew that the Enemy 2p- 
proacked, and that they were preſently to fight with the Romans, they fled, no: oily 
before they fought, bur alſo before they ſaw them. Foſeph being left with a very tew, 
and know ng that he was nut able to abide his Enemies, and that the Jews were dif- 
mayecd, and that if he put any truſt in them, they would for the moſt part revolr to the 
Foleth for- EAEMICs ; for rwat time abſtained from Battel, and thought to get himſclfour of dan- 
-n vab tis ger: and fo accompanicd with thoſe that remained with him, he went to T75cr725.

in they judged not amiſs; for he foreſaw what event the War would have, and that 
their ſatery. conſiſted only in changing their rebellious minds, He hin:ſelt, though he 
hoped to obtain pardon of the Romans, yet had much rather have died, than lived 
pleafantly with them againſt whom he was ſent, and ſo become a Traitor to the 
Country committed to his charge, Wherefore he determined faichtully ro wiite a true 


ſtate of the Country to tie Nobility at Jerujalem, and rot to cxtol the Enemics Forces Foſiph is 2- 


roo much, le{t they ſhould ſay he was a Coward ; nor yet pur them in any con fort, left 


0 forward in their rebeilious courſe, He defir'd them preſcuily to write an Anſiver, 
whether they thought good to enter into a League with the Romans ; or, it they wouid

" Were was-very defirous to take Jotapata, becauſe he knew many of his Ene- 
mies were flcd thicher, and this was che rongeſt Retuge tney had, So he ſcent 

efore ſome Foot and Horſe, with Pioneers to plain the ways, which were tull of rag- 
ged ſtones, ſo that it was hard for Footmen to paſs, and altogether unpofſible for Horſe- 
mn, Within four days they effected that which they were commanded, and made 2 
large way for the Army to paſs.

ſand Horſemen, and with him Ebutizs, a Man both valiant and prudent: and com- 
wanded them to inveſt the City on all fides, leſt Joſeph ſhould privily efcape from 
thence, Theday atter he himſelf followed with his whole Army, avd about noon 
came to Fotapata ; and leading his Army to the North {ide of the Town, he pitched 
his-Tents upon a Hill ſeven itades diſtant from the City : purpoſely placivg himſelf 
within tne veiw of his Enemics, that the very fight ot his Army might terrifie them :; 
as italſodid 3 for preſently all was in ſuch a tear, that none durſt go out of the City, 
E The Romans beipg wearied that day, would not affault the City : but they beiee the

cafieſt to be cotred, He ſent his whole Army to provide Wood to do it, who cut much 
on the Mouutains near the Town : and great ſtore of Weed. and Stone being brought, 
and having ſct Hurdles before them to bear off the Darts and Arrows, he began to raiſe 
a Mount ; ſo that they received little or no harm by Darts calt from off the Walls , 
whilt others brought earth from places thereabouts, and no Man was idie, The Jews 
caſt continually great Stones, and all kind of Darts upon that which deferded them; 
. which though they piercd not thorow, yet they mauc a great noiſe, and terrified the 
Workmen, Which YVepaſiar ſeeing, cauſed all Engins that caſt Stones and Darts, 
which were in number an hundred and threeſcorezto be placed againſt the Walls to beat 
. the Jews from thence. And fo thev caſt Stones, Darts, Fire, and Arrows in great a- 
bundance ; ſo that they not only beat the Jews irom off the Walls, but alſo out of 
the reach of their Shot , for both che 4rabiaz Archers, and thoſe thar uſed Slings and 
1h: jews Darts, and all the Engins continually played upon them, For all this the Jews ret- 
break out bt cd not, but running out in Companies, they pull'd down the Sheds which defended the 
beardown tf \Norkmen, and then affaulted them having no d-fence: and when they had beaten 
them away, deſtroyed and fired all that the Romans had wrought for their own defence 
and ſafeguard. At laſt Vepaſtan perceived thar theſe damages aapned , for that there 
was ſome ſpace left between all theſe Works, whereby the Enemies had acceſs to do 
them ſuch harms : wherefore he united them together, and ſo hindred the Excurſions 
of the Jews. When the Mount was almoſt made, and the Towers upon 1t finiſhed, 
Toſeph beth Foſeph (hunn'd to do nothing for the ſafeguard of che Town, called all Workmen ne-

[| bu Stratagem, and the Courage of the Jews, greatly moved Yeſpaſian : for now 
they receiving Courage from that defence, made Affaults upon the Romans of their 

own accord, and every day skirmiſhed, running out in Companies, and like Thieves, 

taking away whatſoever they lighted upon ; and what they could not carry away,they

A ſet on fire. At laſt, Veſpaſian would not permit his Souldiers to fight any longer but

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determined to take it by Famine, andeither to make them come and yeild themſelves = or 
for lack of Food, or, it they held out, to famiſh them : conceiving that it would be «fre chris 
more eafie to take it by force, if ceaſing a while from aſſaulting it,he afterwards ſet upon RAE; 
it when their Caſe were more deſperate. Wherefore he commanded all paſſages to be /4/24/4» rc- 
kept, that none could go out of the City ; but they had great ſtore of Corn, and of all £9 ns 
other things elſe, except Salt and Water, whereof chey ſtood in great want : for there fight, and be= 
is never a Fountain in the City, and they have little Rain in Summer, ſo that the In- oxy the 
habitants were in great diſtreſs ; for there-was. hardly any Water left in the City. Fo- 7o/e75 deti- 
ſeph, perceiving there was abundance of all things elſe, and that the Citizens were Va- vers bs Sends 
liant, as alſo the Seige like to continue long, he gave to every one Water in meaſure, by meaſure, 
with which they were not contented, thinking it as good to want altogether, as to have 

it in that manner ; and now they began to faint, and refuſe to labour, The Romans 

perceiving this, being upon a high Hill, over againſt the place whither all the Jews came 


together to receive Water, they with their ſhot killed many that came thither, inſo- 


- much that Veſþaſian hoped that within ſhort time their Water would be ſpent, and they 


conſtrained to yeild. But Foſeph, to fruſtrate their hope, commanded a great many opts $a: 
Garments to he laid in Water and hanged upon the Wallis, fo that the Water might **2*m- 

run down on every ſide, Whenthe Romans ſaw this,they were much ſurpriſed, imagi- 

ning that they would not waſte ſo much Water in mockery, if they wanted Water to 

driak ; wherefore Veþaſian no longer hoping to win the City by Famine, purpoſed to 

aſſault it again by force. The Jews were very glad ofthis: and being in manifeſt 

danger, rather wiſh't to be ſlain, than periſh through hunger or thirſt. Joſeph deviſed | 
alſo another way to get Water out of the Country, There was a little Vally out of _ "7 
the way, and therefore not regarded by the Romans, by this way Foſeph ſeur Men © © 
into the Country to his Friends, tor ſuch things as the City wanted, commanding 

them when they came near the Watchmev, to hide and cover themſelves with hairy 

Skins,that the Watchmen might think them tobe Dogs: and this he uſed a good while, 

till at Jaſt the Watchmen perceived it, and fo ſet a Guard there to ſtop the paſſage, 

When Foſeph perceived the City could not hold out long, and fearing his own Lite if 

he ſtill continued there, he conſnlted with the chict of his Officers how he might flee. Ti peoj1-te. 
But the People diſcovering his intent, flocked abour him, and beſought him to take _— — 
pity upon them, and not forſake them, who had no hope bur in him ; affirming, ot forfaks 
that for his ſake they were all couragious and bold to fight ; and if they were taken, 

yet he would be a comfort to them, and that it did not become him to fly from his E- 
nemies, nor forſake his Friends, nor, as it were, leap out of a Ship ſhaken with a Tem- 
peſt, into which he came when the Seas were calm ; for ſo by this means the Ciry 
would ſoon be loſt, and he o:ce gone,no Man a{terward could or duiſt rcfiſt their Ene- 
mies, for in him was all their hope. 

Joſeph kept it to himſelt,that his purpoſe was to work his own ſafety : and told them, 
the thing which he intended was tor their good : and that though he ſtayed ſtill in the 
City, he could do them litcle good : and if the City ſhould chance to be taken,then he 
and they were like to periſh; but if he were abroad and not beſieged, he could do them 
great ſervice, for he would preſently afſemble all the People of Galilee, and come againſt 
the Romans, and ſo raiſe the Seige: whereas pow ſtaying with them, he ſaw not 
wherein he did them any good, but rather incited the Romans againſt them, making 
them more-earneſt to take the Town than they would be, only becauſe he was there, 
that they might take him , but if they knew once that he was fled, they would not 
then be ſo earneſt in the Siege. Foſeph herewith could not perſwade the People, but they 
flocked faſter about him, and both young and old of all ſorts came and proftrated them-

Þ. ſelves at his feet, weeping, and beſeeching him co take ſuch hap as ſhould befal them, 


whether it was good or bad ; not for that they envied his eſcape, but for that they hop'd 
they ſhould receive no harm if he remained with them. - 

Foſeph conſidering with himſelf chat if he ſtayed with them voluntarily, he- granted Joſeph ftaies 
their requeſt, and if hedenied, he feared they would force him ; therefore being part- bs Japon 
ly moved with compaſhon, he determined to ſtay : and being now, as all the City was, —— 
deſperate, he told them that now it was time to fight, ſcing there was no hope of ſafe- htp,thee war 
ty ; and that it was a glorious thing to ſpend their lives honourable, and by ſome no- vYy lalt re- 
ble A to leave a remembrance unto their Poſterity of their Valour.

FD more furiouſly aſſailed the Romans, ſparing neither Lite nor Limb, bur continually

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CHAP. Iz. 


How V<eſpaſian battered the Walls of Jotapata with a Ram, and other 
Warlike Engines. 


FT Eſvaſian thinking: himſelf as it were beſieged, both in regard of the long time K 
\ which he had continued the Siege, and alſo of the divers ſallies and excurttons of 
the Jews; and having now almolt raiſed the Rampiers as high as the Walls of the 
City, determined to batter them withaRam. A Ram is a huge Beam like the Maſt 
of a Ship, whoſe end is armed with ſtrong maſſie Iron, and mace in the form of a Rams 
head ; whence it takes its name, becauſe it butteth Walls,as a Ram butteth with his 
head. Ir hangeth oa another Beam with Ropes,like the Beam of a pair of Ballances: 
the Beam it hangeth on lying acroſs, is held up with two props, wiich being drawn 
ck by force of many Men, and then joyntly with all thei: Forces ſhoy'd forward, 
ic ftrikerh the Wall with the head of Iron: And there is no Wall nor Tower ſo ſtrong, 
bur though ic abide the firſt ſtroke of the Enginc, yet can irnot hold out long. The L 
General of the Romans thought good to uſe this means to take the City by force, for 
that the Siege was dangerous, by reaſon that the Jews never reſted, ro which eud the 
Romans with 21! kind of ſhot encCeavoured to beat the Jews from off the Walls that 
made any reſiſtance : and the Archers andchey that uled »>lings, were hard by: and 
when they ſaw that none of the Jews durſt come upon the Walls, they applied the Ram 
to them ; and covered itabove with Hurdles and Skins, both for to deicnd themſelves 
and the Engine, Atthe firſt ſtroke'the Walls were ſhaken, forhat the Cirizens cried 
as though the Town had been already taken, Foſepb lee.ng them ſtill bear oe place, 
and that prefently the Wall wpuld fall, deviſed a way to reliſt the force of the Ram, 
te filed ſacks with chaff, and ler them down off the Wall juſt agaiuſt that Place where M 
the Ram firuck ordinarily, and fo brake the force of the blows, the looſneſs of the 
> 1.1, chifmaking no refiftance, but drowning or abating the violence of the froke, By 
kw: this invention the Romans were retarded : for whitherſoever they brought the Ram, 
beck tv: rhicher did they upon the Walls alſo remove the Sacks of Chaft, and brake the force 
of che Ram, Fa . . | o,_» 
ther-of; till at laſt the Romans alſo deviſed a way to cut the Sacks, by making long 
Poles,2nd binding Sithes to the end of them, and ſo'they cut theſe Sacks of Chaff, And 
the Ram thook the Wall, which being newly built, was not ftrong enough to reſiſt, 
Then Foſeph and his Souldiers ſought to help themſelves by fire, and ſo they fired all 
that was made of dry wood in three ſeveral places; and with all the Engines, and 
Mounts of the Romans, who now had enough ro defend themſelves, becauſe they were 
attonht at the valour of the Jews: every one having work enough to ſecure himſelf a- 
g2in!t the fire, which ſeizing upon dry matter with Brimſtone and Pitch wonderfully in- 
creaſed, ſo that in one hours ſpace, it conſumed all the Works that the Romans had 
made with fo great labour, There was an aCtion of a Jew one Samſyz of Eleazer which 
Elias Cel-rvesercrnal memory : theman was born at Saab in Galilee. He took up a'great ſtone, 
--- wan and caft ir down with {:ch force upon the Ram, that he brake off the head thereof;and no- 
_ ening fearing,leapt down amongſt the mid(t of his Enemies,and brought the head away to 
the foot of rhe Wall, where being unzrmed.and as it were a mark for kis encmies to ſhoot 
at,he received in his body five Arrows; and as tho he had nor felc them, he got- up the 
W-it again, where, that ail might ſee him, he boldly ſtood (till; till through grief of his 
wounds,having the head of the Ramia his Aims,he fel down, Next to him two brethren of

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Ramath in Galilee ſhewed themſelves valiant, named Netira# ; and Fhilip, who afſanlt- Te poten 

ed the terich Legion of the Romans with ſuch violence, that they broke their Ranks; 11, 4031, 

and put all to flight that endeavoured to withſtand ther, Ar rhe ſame time Foſeph, arid ow _ 

a good number with him, cook Fire and burnt the Engins, Works and Huts of the CW Ng 

fitch and tenth Legions, and thoſe that followed him deſtroyed all Engins, and Phrent war 4D 

other matter that was lefr.

This fa& greatly troubled the Romans, who ſeeing YV:aſftan bleed, preſently ſpread 

the news through the whole Army, and almoſt all of them came ranning to ſee their 

General, and eſpecially Tit#s, who feared his Father's danger. Bur FVepþaſian preſently 

freed the Army from all percurbation,and his Son Tit#s from tear : for, diſſembling the 

grief of the Wound, he ſhewed himſelf to all that were forrowful for him, and incited 

them to fight againſt the Jews more earneſtly than before. Whereupon every one as 

it were to revenge their General, deſpiſed all danger, and aſſaulted the Walls, exhort+ 

ing one another, Foſeph and his Aﬀociars, notwithſtanding many of them were +, yr re. 

killed wich Shot, Darts and Arrows, yet forſook not the Walls, but with Fire and newed againit 

Sword, and Stones fiercely aſſaulted them, that, being def:nded with Hurdles, batter- the Jews- 

e&d the Walls with the Ram , but ro lictle purpoſe : tor they were continually killed 

bycheir Enemies, becauſe they could not ſee them : But cheir Fire made ſuch a light, 

as though it had been day, ſo that the Romans eafily perceived whither to direct their 

Shot. And for that their Engins were not perceived afar off, the Jews could not de- 

tend themſelves from. the Arrows and Stones that were ſhot againit them, by which 

means miny of them were ſlain, and the rops and corners of the Towers beaten down: 

And many that were behind, were ſlain by force of thoſe Stones ; ſo that any mani 

may perc-ive of what force that Engin is, by that which hapned that night, For one 

that ſtood near Joſeph on the Wall, was ſtruck with a Stone, and his Head carried 

from his Body, by violence of the blow, three furlongs off, as though it had been caſt 

out ofaSling : and the next day a Woman, great with Child, was ſtruck on the Belly 

with one of thoſe Stones, and the Child carried forth of her,from the place where ſhe 

was ſtruck, three furlongs ; ſo great was the force of this Engin, Thus the violence Tj. force of 

of the Engins was moſt terrible, and likewiſe the noiſe of Darts, Arrows, and other the Roman 

Shot, Many were ſlain on every fide, and the bodies of thoſe that were killed my D_ 

daiht againſt che Wall made a great noiſe ; and within the City was heard a pitifu 

Lamentation and Weeping among the Women ; and without a heavy Mourniug and 

Cry of them that were wounded to Death; and all that part of the Wall where the 

Fight was, flowed with Blood : ſo that now the multitude of dead Bodies had ſo filled 

the Ditch before the Wall, that the Romans might eafily paſs over into the City ; and 

the Mountains about ecchoed with the Cries of the Citizens: and all that night long 

nothing wanted, that either might by the Eye or Ear move Terrour. Thus many 

ſtoutly fighting for Fotapara, died moſt valiantly ; many alſo were ſore wounded : and 

notwithſtanding the Wall was continually: battered, yet it was almoſt morning before 

it fell, being all night long beaten wich the Ram. And then they of Fotapats repaired 

the Breach with indefatigable labour , before the Romans could ſet up a Bridge to 

enter it.

How Jotapata was again Aſſaulted. 


f lym next day in the morning Yeþaffan brought his Army to enter the Breach. <4 ſafes hi 
having given them but litcle reſt afcer their whole nights labour : and deſirous to png 
make theJews,that defended the Breach, forſake their ſtation, before ſuch time as he tÞ* City: 
entred,he took the moſt valiant of his Horſemen, and diſmounted them, being armed 
from head to foot,8 placed them in three ranks; that they being ſo armed, might beliege 
round that part of the Wall that was battered, having long Pikes in their hands, fo 
that as foorras the Bridges were ſet, they might firſt entec the Breach. Ater them 
he placed the ſtrongeſt of his Foot ; the reſt of his Horſe he ſet round abou the City

world 4231, manded Archers to tollow with their Arrows ready in their Hands, and them that uſeq

where they were not battered, to the intent that the Townimen, buſted in refiſting 
them, might leave the Breach unmanned ; and the reſt being wearicd and oppreſt with 
the thickneſs of the ſhot, might be forc'd to forſake their ſtanding. But Foſeph, per- 
Foſrph's ſubril ceiving his intent, placed the old Men and Children, and thoſe that were already 
olicte wearied, upon thoſe parts of rhe W2lls that were not battered: and himſelf with the 
ſioureſt of the City went to defend the Breach 3 and he placed fix Men before them 
whom he choſe our, hinſelt being one of them, to ſuſtain the firſt brunt of the Enemies 
aſſault : commanding them likewiſe to ſtop their Ears to the end that they might nor 
be terrified with the cries of the Army, and to cover themſelves with their Shields a- 
gainſt che Darts and Arrows ;' and give back a littie, till ſuch time as the Archers 
Qunivers were empticd ; and if fo be that the Romars ſhould offer to make Bridges, 
then they employ all their courage to repel them: and now hghr, nct to defend, but as - 
it were to revenge their Co-1ntry, being in a manner already loſt ; aud make thoſe fee} 
the effects of their juſt Fury, whoſe Cruelty would doubrieſs, after the taking of the 
Place,ſhed the Blood of their Fathers, Children, and Wives : ſuch were the orders which 
+ Joſeph gave. In the mean time, the weaker muititude. Women and Children, ſee- 
* od apo ing che City compaſſed about with three ravks of Horſemen, and the Romans with 
Chi'drenin their Swords drawn preſſing againit the breach, and all the Mountains about (hining 
the Battel, with their Enemies Weapons, and: the Arabrapns ready to let fly a Shower of Arrows; 
they cried outas though the City were alreatiy taken ; fo that a Man would have jadg- 
ed them already under their Enemics Swoids. and not only in danger to fall into their 
hands. Wherefore Foſeph commanded the Women to their Houſes, leſt their cries 
ſhould diſmay his Soulciers z willing them likewſe co keep fil-nce, and threatned 
them if they did not : and ſo he marched to the breach, which place fell to his lot : 
He gave not much heed-co them that ſoughe ro ſcale the Walls, but only minded what 
effe che terrible Storm of the Enemies Arrows would produce, 
As ſoon as theTr::mpers began to ſound the Air becawe obſcured with the multitude 
The\ of Arrows. Foſephs Companions remenb.ing the charge given them, ſtopped their 
ms Ears, and —=— their Bodies againſt the (hot of Arrows. And as ſoon as os Bridges L. 
—— % gp were ſet againſt the Wall, preſently they tell on; and before the Romans could 
Bridg, evter upon them, they repell them back with great proweſs and courage, which thc 
reatnels of the danger did not abate but increaſe, ſo that they did not give one 
foot back, till either they kill'd or were killed, Bat the Jews had not any freſh Men 
to ſecond thoſe that were tired ; and rhe Romans, {t:1] as they were wearied, ſent freſh 
ſupplies,and joyning rogether their long thields, exhorting one another, they became as 
it werea Wall of detence invincible ;-and the whole Army like one Body, beat back the 
The fews pour Jews, and ſo ſer foot on the Walls. Zofeph, in this deſperate caſe, deviſed anew way to 
ſealding Oyle zepel this preſent danger : he commanded the Jews to fetch ſcalding Oyl, which they _ 
upon the _ ready, and powr it upon the Romans, aud alſo caſt the Pans upon them. This 
device broke the body of the Romans, ſo that through grear pains they fell from the 
Wall : for the ſcalding Oyl eafily got between their flcſh and Armour, and ſcorched 
them: like fire, being eaſily heated, and long continued hot by reaſon of the fatneſs, 
The Romans beiog loaded with Helmets and Breaſt-plates, could: not retire ſo nimbly 
as was 1Equiſit; ſo that ſome leapt down off the Bridg, and others died of the pain ; 
others would fain have retired themſelves, but could not, becauſe their Eucmies fol- 
lowed them ſo hard. But neither the Romans wanted virtue and valour in adverſe for- 
tune, nor the Jews prudence. For the Romans, notwithſtanding they were in intolera- 
ble pain, being ſcalded with hoc Oyl, yet they freſhly aſſaulted them that hurt them, 
deſirous to ſhew their courage. Then the Jews uſed another device to make them re- 
tire : for they poured boyling Fenugreek upon the Bridge, ſo that they ſlid down: and 
neither they chat wou'd have fled, nor they who ſtrove to affault the Jews, could ſtand 
upoa their feet, irwas ſo flippery z and many falling down upon the Bridge, were by 
their own company troden to death ;- others flid down upon the Rampier ; and always 
as they fell, the Jews ſtruck them: and whenthe Romans were retired from the place, 
ſo that now they.were not forced ro handy-bluws, rhey had leaſure to ſhoot Arrows 
wa and Darts againſt them, When Yeſpsſtzn ſaw*that his Men in the Fight endured 
ce Romans ES * { , | h .

Old Men and Children, and all the other Company, both in the Streets and in their 
Houſes, were ſoon diſpatcht, that none of them were left alive, ſave only Infants, 
who with the Women were led Captives. The number of them that were ſlain, both 
in the City and in the firſt Conflict, amounted to 15000, and the number of thoſe 
that were led into Captivity, were 1130, This Maſſacre of the Galileans hapned 


the 25th day of Fuze. 
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CHAP. Xi 
How Cercalis Conquered the Samaritans, 


He Samaritans alſo were partakers of the ſad Effe&s of this bloody W ar. They 
aſſembled themſelves together upon Mount Gariz/zz, which they accounted * 
ſacred place, But this Aſſembly gave cauſe to believe, that not warned by their neigh- 
bours harms, nor with any advice or judgment, conſidering their own infirmity, nad 
the Romans power,they began to be tumultuous, Veſpoſtan toreſecing this,thought 900d 
to prevent them: and though all the Region of Samaria had Roman Garifons ia it, 
yet the great multitude aſſembled, made it reaſonable to tear them, Wherefore he ſent 
thither Gereals, the Tribune of the fifth Legion, with fx hundred Horſe, and three 
thouſand Eoor, Cerealis thought it not the beſt way to go unto the Mountain, and ar- 
taque the whole multitude there, who were ſo numerous, but he commanded his $o:;]- 
diers to beleagure the Mountain about, at the Foot thereof, and to kcep there all 
the day. There happened at that time a vehement heat, and the Samaritans wanted 
Water, It was then Summer, and the Peopie had not provided themſclves with Vieu- 
als, ſo that many, in oc day only, for want of drink, died of thirit : others preterring 
death before the miſery they endured, fled to the Romans: of whom Cereal; learned x 
that thoſe that yet remained on the Mount, were even ditheartned by the miſery r!:cy 
endured, Where he aſcended the Mountain, and compaſſed abour the Enemies with 
his Army, he firſt exhorted them to yeild, and promuſed them ail their tives 1£ tlicy 
would caſt down their Weapons : but nothing prevailing with them, be ſec vpn them, 
and killed them all, in number 11600. This was done the 27:h day of Fuze. Thelz 
were the miſeries that befel the Samaritans. 


CHAP, XIII. [, 
How Jotapata was taken. 


He Citizens of Jotapata having endured this hard Siege, beyond al! expectation, 
ſeven and forty days; the Romans Mounts were now raiſed higher than their 

Walls. On the ſame day one of the City fled to Yeſpaſiar, and told him in what caſe 
the City Rood,and how few Citizens were letr, and thar with daily watchipgs and foht- 
ins they were far ſpent, ſo that they were rot able to reſiſt any more, and that they 
might be taken by policy if they were followed : for in the laſt part of the night,being 
weary , they ceaſcd from their labour, and ſlept till the Morning : whercfore he per- M 
{waded V/eſpafian to aflault them at that time, But Yeſpaſiar knowing how faithful 
the Jews were one unto the other, and how they contemncd all puniſhment, gave lictle 
credit to this Runaway : For a hitle before, one of Fotapata being taken, could not 
by any Torwents be compelled to confeſs or diſcloſe the Eſtate of the City : the fice 
zothing moved him, andſo at laſt he was crucified, laughing and {corning Death, Yet 
2 probable covjecure which he had,perſwaded him to give ſome credit to this Traitor's 
words: and for that he knew no great harm could befal him, if he ſo aTaulted the Ci- 
ryas the Traitor adviſed, he commanded che Man to be kepr, and pur all his Army in 
;eadineſs to aſſault tke Town, At the hour appointed, he made towards tre Wall 
with fiience, Tzts marcht firſt, accompanied with one Domitirs Sabinus, a Tribare, 
and ſome choice M-a of the fifteenth Legion: who killing the Sentinals, earrcd iuto 
the City ; andatier them entred Sextus Cereals and Placidus, with their Com nies 3 
ſo the Caltle was taken, and the Enemies were in the midſt of the Town ; and it was

great l2bours and watchings z and they that watchr could ſee nothing, rhere was fo 
chick a Mit by chance that morning, and the reſt never wakned til) Death yas at chcir 
Door, aid ihat they perceived their Calamity and Defiruſtion. The Romans mind- 
tall of all tha: had befallen them in thetime of the Siege, neither ſparcd nor piticd any 
ones but criving the People out of tlie higher part cf the City into the lower, they O

ſceing they could nor fight, gathered themſelves together in a corner ot the City, and 
ſlew themſelves, that the Romans might not kill them. But ſome of the Watchmeo, 
who firſt perceived the City to be taken, fled into a Tower, and reſiſted a while ( this 
Tower was fituate ia the North-ſ(ide of the Cicy) and at laſt being invironed with their 


Enemies, towards evening yeelded, and offered themſelves to be ſlain. 
mans might have boaſted that this Victory had been gained without Bloodthed on their '* the Tower, 


part, had not Antoius a Centurion been ſlain treacherouſly.: For one of them who 
fled i1to the Caves ( as many did ) requeſted 4ntozizs to give him his hand, in token 


B Jew with a Spear ftruck him in the flank, whereof he preſently died. The Romans 
hereat enraged, that day ſlew all the people they found ; and the days following they 
ſearch'd all the ſecret places, and drew thoſe out of the Caves and Dens that fled thi- 
ther, and ſlew all but Women and Infants : ſo that they took away a thouſand and 
two hundred Captivesz and the number of chem who were {lain during the Siege, and - 
at ſuch time as the City was taken, amounted to Fourty thouſand. Veſpaſs2n com- 
manded the City to be deſtroyed , and the Caftles ro be burnt, Thus Forapate was 
taken the 13th year of Nero's Reign, on the firſt of Fuly. 
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BUT eſpecially above all others, the Romans made diligent ſearch for Foſeph, both 
for the Animolity they had againft him, and alſo becauſe Yepaſiar had a great

bring him before him; the Tribunes names were Panlinus and Gallicanethus, But Fo- 
E feph would not accept the offer, fearing that becauſe he had been the Author of all 
the Evils that the Romans had endured, they ſought him out to puniſh hint ; till Ye/- 
paſian ſent Foſeph Nicanor, the third Tribune, one of Foſeph's acquaintance, MNicaner 
recounted to him how mild the Romans were cowards them whom they had conquered, 
and that the Roman Generals rather admired him for his Virtve, than hated him. 
Moreover, that his General intended not to puniſh him, which if he pleaſed he might 
do (whether he yeelded himſelf or no) bur ro ſave him, being ſo valiant a Man : ad- 
ding alſo, that if Vepaſian meant ill, he would never have imployed his Friend in ſuch 

a Meſſage, to uſe Friendſhip{fo noble a Virtue) to fo evil a purpoſe as to work Trea- 
ſon , and that he, though YVeſpaſian had been ſo minded, would never have conſented 

F to have betrayed his Friend Foſeph. Forall N:canor's words, he ſtill hefitated, as un- 
Whereat che Roman Souldiers being angry, began to caſt fire 
into the Cave : but YVcPÞaſian hindred them, being deſirous to take Foſeph alive. MNica- 
nor ceaſed not to entreat him; and he perceiving how his enemies began to be enraged, 
and calling to mind the Dreams he had had, wherein God had fore-ſhewed him all the

Ne Cf, matters, and finding by the relation of the Captives thar it was true, he began to give

PEER Foſeph to be kept Priſover, yet he gave him Apparel and divers other things in moſt 
bound, yet re cOUrteouS manner : and Tires greatly honoured him, The fourth day of July, Veſpafian 
pe Ho returned to Prolemar, and from thence he came to the Sea-coaft to Ceſarea,which is the 
preateſt Ciry in Jud:a, whoſe Inhabitants are for the moſt part Greeks, The Inha- 
bitants recieved the Army and the General with all friendihip poſſible, both for that 
: - they loved the Romans, and eſpecially alſo for thar they hated the Jewes; ſo thar 
Bed. many intreated Yeſpaſian to put Foſeph to death. But Vepaſian judging this a raſh Pe. 
by the Greeks. tition, would make no anſwer to it: and he left two Legions to winter at Ceſare, 
becaulc he ſaw it was a fit place; and he ſent the fifth and tenth to Scytbopolis, becauſe 
he would not over-charge Ceſaria with the whole Army. This place is warm in Win- 


ter, and exceeding hot in Summer, by reaſon it is ſituate on a Plain by the Sea-Coaft.

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CHAP. XV. 


How Joppa was taken by the Romans, 


J.pva the re.” Þ N the mean time a great multitude being gathered together, who either were Se- 
reat of the ditious perſons, or Thieves, or ſuch as had eſcaped out of the taken- Cities, re- 
mom * edified Foppa for their Refuge, which Ceſtins formerly had deſtroyed: and ſeeing they 
= could nor find Proviſion in the Country, which was already waſted and left deſolate by 
the War, they purpoſed to become Pirats; and ſo building Ships for that purpoſe, 
they robbed the Phenicians, Syrians, and Agyptians, not ſutfering any to paſs thoſe 
Seas withour danger, Veſpaſian underftanding their practices, ſent Horſe and Foot a- 
painſt Joppa, who finding the City not guarded, got into it in the night : which the 
Ihabirancs perceiving, were ſo terrifi'd that they durſt not make any reſiſtance to expel 

the Romans z but they all fled ro their Ships, and there ſtayed all night, a flight-ſhot L 
from the Shoar. Foppa is naturally no Road for Ships ( for it is ſituated upon a turbu. 
lent Shore) and on every (ide hath very high and eminent Rocks, which trouble the 
tres, 5655 and make huge Waves. In this place ( if we may believe the Fable) one may 
7, iead lib.q, ſee the figns of Andromeda's Chains, When the North Wind blows, it ſtriketh the 
Ovid Meta Waves againit the Rocks, and ſo cauſeth a davgerous Sea, that it were far more ſafe 
__ to be inthe midft of the Seas, than at that Shore when the ſaid Wind bloweth. The 
- hughtem- Inhabitants of Foppe rode there all night, and by break of day the North Wind began 
thoſe of /9pps tO blow fiercely, aud drove ſome of the Ships one againſt another, and others againſt 
inthe 32 the Rocks : and many ſtriving againſt Wind and Weather, and ſecking to get into the 
midſt ofthe Sea for fear of the Rocky Shore, and their Enemies there, were drowned. 
They that eſcaped, neither had any place of refuge, nor hope of ſafety 3 for the tem- 
peft drove them from the Sea, and the Romans from the City , ſo that the Air was fil- 
led with cries of the People expeQting to be drowned, and with the noiſe and ſound of 
the Ships beating one againſt another. By this means ſome of the Inhabitants of Fop- 
pa were ſwallowed up by the Waves,others ſuffered ſhipwrack ; ſome killed themſelves 
rathe; than to be drowned : many with the Waves were ſtricken againſt the Rocks,ſo 
that the Sea was bloody, and all the Shore covered with dead Bodies : and whoſoever 
eſcaped the Sea, and got to Shore, the Romans Souldiers were ſtanding ready, killed 
= them. Fou: thouſand and two hundred dead Bodies were caſt upon the Shore. So the 
4 Romans having withour any Fight taken the City, deſtroyed it: and thus was Foppa 
taken, and twice deſtroyed by the Romans in a ſhort time, Veſpafian built there a 
« — Caftle, and placed in it ſome tew Horſemen and Footmeo, to the end that none of the 
encampcthin Jews might come thither again to play the Pirats z and that the Footmen might keep 
the Calle. the Caſtle, and in the mean time the Horſemen might go forth, and ſpoil all the 
Towns and Villages, and Territories belonging to Foppa ; which alſo they did, When 
the news of the Deſtruction of Fotepata was brought to Feruſalew,many gave little cre- 
dit to it; partly for the greatneſs of the Calamity, partly for that no Man could ſay 
he had ſeen the Deſtruction of the City : for none had eſcaped the Maffacre to carry 
— _ .._ the News, but only report thereof was fpread abroad. But at the laſt it was confirmed 
yr Ao ro be true by thoſe that dwelt near the place, and then they believed ir. Many things

Death, They mourned; for him Thirty days, and hired Muſicians to fing Funeral -/is rs 
Songs fs him, Avlaſt Truth diſcovered it ſelf, andthe true news of the Deſtruction qe 
of Jotapata, with the. Accidents there : alſo how Joſeph was not {lain, but was living in Teſeobis faid 
the hands of the Romans, and thar the Romans-honoured him more than a Captive cauld Top ſlain in. 
expedt.” Then the Jews began as much to hate him-now living, as before they had S—_ 
mourned for him when they ſuppoſed.him dead. Soine ſaid he was a Coward, others — 
chat he was a Traitor to his Country; and the whole City vented reproachtul ſpeeches vrathin Fer 
againſt him. Theſe ſad tydings encreaſed their rage, and their Adverfity (which to wiſe Or5yaan 
Men had been a warning to provide, leſt the like thould befal chemſelyes ) made them 

more outragious ; ſo that always the end of one Miſchief was the beginning of another, 

To be ſhort, now they were more incenſed againſt the Romans than betore, in the 

thought that by revenging themſelves of them, they might alſo be revenged of Joſeph. 


And this was the Eſtate at this time of the Citizens of Feruſaler.

CHAP wVLI. 
| How Tiberias was yeelded, 


Efpaſian was deſirous to ſee the Kingdom of Agrippa ( for the King had entreated | 
V him to go thither, partly ro the intent co feaſt him and his whole Army, partly ue 
that he might ſuppreſs ſome Troubles ariſing in his Kingdom in the time of his abſence) £277 , 
And ſo he departed from Ceſarea,upon the Sea-coaſt,and went to Ceſarea Philippi,where rec 
he ſtayed and refreſhed his Souldiers twenty dayes; and himſelf alſo fcaſted , giving Pim! there, 
God thanks for his proſperous ſucceſs in the War, This done, he had Intelligence — 
that Tiberias and Tarichea were revolted'( both which Cities belonged to Agrippa's DOE 
Kingdom ) whereupon determining utcerly to deſtroy the Jews which inhabited there- 

D abouts, he thoughr good to lead his Army againſi theſe rwo places, eſpecially that 

he might reward 4grippa for his good entertainment, by ſurrendring theſe Cities to 

him. In order whereunto he ſent his Son Tit to Ceſarean to bring the Souldiers there 

to Scythopolis, which was the greateſt City of all Decapolis, and was near Tiberius ; whi- 

ther himſelf being come, he expected his Son's coming : and departing from thence 

with three Legions, he pitched his Tent in a place called Ezabris, where the Seditious 

pcople of T:iberizs might behold bis Army, This place was thirty Furlongs from T:4e- 

7:45, From thence he ſent Falerianzs, a Captain, to exhort them to peace, and he .te-;ume 

ſent fifty Horſemen co accompany him : for he underſtood that the People deſired peaceably 

Peace, and againſt their will were forced ro Wer, by ſome of the Seditious amongft CM ns 

them. Yelariamus coming near the City Walls, lighted from his Horſe, and commanded 

all his Company to do the like, that they of Tiherias might nor think that they came 

to fight, but in peaceable manner : before he ſpoke a word, the boldeſt of the ſeditious w 

perſons iſſued our againſt him, having one Feſ# the Son of Tobias, who had been a on —_— 

Captain of the Thieves, for their Leader. Valerianus not preſuming to fight without pur ihe Ko- 

Authority from his General, alchough he had been certain of the Victory ; and con- to flights 

ſidering that it was great danger for ſo few to fight againſt a whole multitude, and 

withal terrified with the boldneſs of the Jews, contrary to his expectation, he fled 

away on Foot, accompanied only with five others, leaving his Horſe and the reſt be- 

hind him, whom Feſ#s and his followers cook, and brought inco the Gity, rejoycing 

as though they had taken them in Fight and not by Treachery, But the Senators and 

chief of the City, fearing whar wight enſue upon this Fact, went to King Hgrippa, who The Citizens 

preſented them to Veſpaſian 3 they proftrated rhemlelves at his Feer, beſeeching him to — 

have compaſſon on them, and not to think the whole City partakers with thoſe tew themſelves be- 

wicked Perſons, that ſo had merited his: diſpleaſure ; but to ſpare the People who ©i5oPdfns 

always had honoured the Romans, and only puniſh the Authors of that revolt and pardon. 

miſdemeanour, who alſo had with-held the whole City till now from yielding it ſelf 

to the Romans. Peſpaſian moved by their intreaties, pardoned the City, ( though 

he was exaſperated againſt them all for taking of Valrrianus Horſe) and becauſe he 

perceived A4grippa was Solicitous for fear that che City ſhould be deſtroyed, and fo 

Feſpaſian promiſed the Citizens pardon, Then Feſ#s and his Aff. ciates thinking 

it nor ſafe for them to abide there, fled to Tarichea, The next day Veſpafizn ſeat be- 
| | tore 
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before him T-ajanus with certain Horſemen into the Caſtle, to ſee if all the People de 
fired peace: and finding them to be peaceably diſpos'd, he with his whole Army came 


X4tivitz69 tg the City. The Inhabitants openiog the Gates of che City,went to meet him'with great 
The Tiher:an: JOY, All crying out that he was che Author of their Welfare, and BenefaQor, and wiſh. 
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ing him all proſperity and felicity. The Gates of the City were narrow, ſo that the Ar. 
my:could not quickly enter in: wherefore Veſpaſian commanded a:.part of the Wall 
on the Southlide to be pull'd down, and fo entered; forbidding to ſpoil the Citizens, 
orruin the Walls, for Agrippa's ſake, who promiſed that from thenceforth the Citi. 


' zens ſhould bequiet : And indeed this King ſpared no pains to repair the Miſchiefs 


which Diviſion had caus'd amongſt them.

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CHAP..XVIL' 
How Tarichea W45 Befreged, 


Vn departed from Tiberias, and encamped near Tar:chea, and fortifi'd his 
/ Camp: toreſceing that the Siege of this place would coſt much time : for all 
Rebels that delired War were got together, truſting both to the ſtrength of the City, 
and the Lake adjoyning to it, called Genezarech. For this City was builr like Tiberias, 
upon a Mountain : and Joſeph had encloſed it with a Wall, where ic was not compaſſed K 
by the Lake, Bur the Wall, though ſtrong, yet was not ſo ſtrong as that of Tzberia : 
for Joſeph built that in the beginning of the Revolt, having Men and Money at will, 
bur chat of Tarichea was built only by the remainder of his Liberality, The Taricheans 
had great ſtore of Ships in the Lake adjoyning, to the end that it they were overcome 
by Land, they might flee by Water : to which end they had prepared their Ships for 
Batrel by Water, if need ſhould. be. Whilſt the Romans entrenched themtelyes, 
Feſus and his followers not diſmayed cither with the Multitude, or Military Diſcipline 
of iis Enemies, iſſued out of the City, and flew the Workmen, and deftroyed part of 
the Work ; till perceiving the Romans aſſembled together againſt him, he fled again 
to his Company without any loſs or harm rereived. But the Romans purſued them fo x, 
and ſo being gone ſo far from the ſhore, 
as that yet they might eafily reach them with the ſhot of an Arrow, they caſt Anchor 
and diſpoſed their Ships in Warlike manner, and fought againſt the Romans who were 
on Shore, Veſpaſian underſtanding at the: ſame time that a great multitude of them 
were zathered together in a place neer the City, ſent his San Tz#us againſt them with 
600 Horſe; who finding the number of his Enemies too great to encounter, he certified 
hi Father that he needed more Forces : Yer perceiving many of thoſe Horſemen of 
g00d courage, before any more Aid came, (though ſome of them were afraid of the 
Jews) he got upon a high place where all might here him, and ſaid, O ye Romans, I wil 
firſt put you in mind who you are,and of what Nation, that ſo confidering what your ſelves yg 
are, you may atſo conſider who they are with whom we are to fight, As for you, was there ever 
any Enemy in any part of the World that could eſcape our hands ? And as for the Fews, though 


ews are not f/1ey endure and ma:':Fully bear out their miſery, yet they look upon themſelves as vanquiſht. 
RR 7 fi ſery, yet they look up fe nquiſht. If 


therefore they conſtantly endure miſery, and fight valiantly being in aaverfity ; wha: ſhould 
we do who are in proſperity ? 1 rejoyce to ſee you ſhew good Countenance ; yet I fear leſt ſo great 
a multitude of our Enemies may diſcourage ſome of you, Let every one therefore once agaiu 
conſider, who himſelf is,and with whom he is tofight : and that although the Jews be bold and 
valiant enough, yet they obſerve no Warlike Order, ad are unarmed, and ſo are rather tobe 
termed a multitude than an Army. 1 need not ſpeak of your Knowledg and skill in War : ſince 
for this only cauſe we are trained up in Warlike Diſcipline, in time of Peace, tothe end that N 
our (ourage ſhould anſwer the number of our Enemies when we are to joyn Battel: for what 
fruit ſhall we ſhew of this our perpetual Warlike Order and Diſcipline,if we aare only fight with 
a rude multitude that are no more in number than our ſelves ? Conſider that you being arm- 
ed,are to fight with Men unarmed, and being Horſm:# are to fight with Footmen, and being 
2uid:d by good Officers, with thoſe that have no Head or Ruler. All which things ſupply ins 
the want of more Men, and the contrary in our Enemies doth much diminiſh their number. 
Vietory doth not depend on the multitude of Men,be they never ſo warlike , but in a few? they

The Deſcription of the Lake of Genezareth; and the Fountain of Jordan. 


FN HE Lakeof Genezareth taketh its narhe from the Country adjoyning to it, the 
OY bredth thereof is forty furlongs, the lengthian hundred, The Water of this Lake 
is ſweet and good to drink, and more ſubtile than ordinarily the Waters of other pl- 
cesare; and it is very clear neer the Shoar, *and more cool to drink, than either that 
of the River or Fountainz yea it is always more cold than one would judge ſucha Lake 1 
to be of that-largeneſs : for the Water being ſet in the Sun, doth nor lole its coldneſs, 
when the Inhabitants expoſe it. to:the Sun in Summer, to allay the natural coldneſs 
The Fountain thereof; There are in it many ſorcs of Fiſhes, notving like the Fiſhes of other places, 
of Jordan ither in ſhape or taſte, The River Jordan paſleth through the midſt of it. It is 
chought that Pazium is the Head and Fonntain of it, but in truth it hath its Original 
from Phials, from whence it paſſeth under-ground a hundred and thirty Furlong from 
Geſaria, towards that way which leads unto Trachonitis on the right-hand. This Source 
is called Phiala, by reaſon of. tts'roundneſs,” for it is as round as a Wheel, and the 
Water ſtill keepeth withia the brink of Fizz, never encreafing nor diminiſhing, Ng 
man knew that this was the Head of Jordan, till Phzlip the Terrach of Traconitis foung 
it td be ſo; for he caſting ſtraws into Phiala,found them afterward carried to Panium 
which before that time was thought to be the Fountain of Jordan, Panium, though 
it be naturally beautified, yet by 4grippa's cot and charges it was much more adorned, 

_ , . . Fordan beginneth with a deep River ouc of this Den, and paſſerh along the Mariſh pla- 
ao" ces, and dirty Lake of Semechonitis, and from thence 120 Furlongs to the City Fu- 
Gentzareth. Jigs, and in the way divideth the Lake Gezezareth, and paſſing a great way further 

into the Wilderneſs, at laſt it falleth into che Lake called Aſphaltites, Upon the Lake 
Genezareth there bordereth a Country of the ſame name, uaturally beautiful ang ad- 
mirable : for there is no kind of Plant which will not-grow there, and the Inhabicancs 
have repleniſhed-it with Plants and Trees of all ſorts, and the temperature of the Air 
well agrees with all ſort of Fruit-Trees: for there are an infinite Company of Nut- 
Trees, which of all Trees eſpecially require a cold Soil : There are alſo abundance of 
Palms, which defire great heat: likewiſe great ſtore of Figs and Olives, which require 
a temperate Air : ſo that one may juſtly ſay, that through the bounty of Nature, 
different and oppoſit qualities are here together united, and at one time as ir were, all 
difference of Seaſons of the Year conjoin for good purpoſe.' And it doth nor only 
nouriſh theſe Fruits, bat alſo conſerveth for ten whole Months Figs, Grapes, and all 
The leneth other Fruits all the Year long. Beſides the ternperature of the Air, it is alſo watered 
and breadth of by a plentiful Fountain, called Capernaum : Many think it to be an Arm of Niu, be- 
Genezareth. uſe it hath Fiſhes like the Corbe bred only in a Lake near Alexandris. The length 
of this Country along the Lake bearing the ſame pame. is thirty Furlovgs, and the 
breadth twenty.

CHAP. IL 
How Gamala was Brfieged. 


Fter that Tarichea was taken, all thoſe Cities that from the time that 
The Vick ry 2 Jotapata was ſurprized till this inſtant had revolted from the Ro- L 

vfrhe Romans A mans, did now again unite themſelves unto them : ſo that the Ro- 
Rs I mans had now gotten into their hands all Caſtles and Towns of G4- 
; FA lilee, Giſcala only excepted, and Itaburinm, a Mountain ſo called, 
Wc: == With theſe two rebelled Gamala, a Town over againſt Tarichea, and 
ſiruate upon the Lake, belonging to the Kingdom of A4grippa 3 and alſo Sagane, and 
__ Selewcia; which two laft belonged to Gaulanits, Sagan to the higher part, called 
Serreen9ni® Gaulana, and Gamala to the lower ; Seleucia to the Lake Semechontu, which is thirty 
Furlongs in breadth, and threeſcore large, whoſe Marſhes reach even to Daphne : which 
Country is very pleaſant of it ſelf, and famous for that ir entertains the Stream cal- 
led /i:t/e Fordan, and at the foot of the Golden Mountain drives it into the Great 
Fordan, Agrippa in the beginning of the Revolt had made a Treaty with Sagane and 
Seleucia ; but Gamala truſting to its fituation,would not enter into the Treaty. It is far 
ſtronger than Forapara, It ſtands on a Hill which riſeth up in the midſt of an exceed- 
ing bigh Mountain, ſo that it repreſents the figure of a Camel, which the Hebrews 
call D.:e!, and thereof it took the name, which the Inhabitants have corruptly called 
Damal. Before it, and on either fide, are deep Valleys, into which a Man can hardly 
deſcend ; only ir may be aſſaulted on that fide where ic joyns to the Mountain, which 
alio the I:habitants have made inacceſſible, by cutting there a deep Ditch. In that 
Gmail a ve. place the City was very well inhabited on the deſcent of a Hill. and towards the South- 

r/Hzung place nartit ſtood 02 fo ſteep a Hill, thar it ſeemed as if it would have fallen every hour. 
And theic another Hill ſerved the Inhabicants inſtead of a Caſtle, being unwalled : for 
it was exceeding high, and reached down to the bottom of the Valley. In the Town 
within the Walls thereof there was alſoa Fountain, Although this City were of its 
own nature invincible, yet Foſeph compaſſiing ir with a Wall, and with Ditches and 
Mines made it ſtronger. Whetefore the Inhabitants of this place put far more con- 
fidence in their Walls, than they of Forapara did ; yer they were fewer in number, and 
rot ſo Warlike Pcople'; but on account of the ſcituation of the Ciay, they eſteemed 
themſelves 2bove their Enemics ; for the City was full of Men that fled thither by rea- 
ſon of the fitength of the place : fo that for ſeven Months they reſiſted the Forces that 
were ſcnt by 4grippa to behege them, Feſpaſian having decamped from Ammar, pitched 
rm be. his Tents: before Tiber?25, and ſo went ro Gamala, ( Ammans Itgnifies Hot-IVater, for 
ge Cds there 15 a Fountain of Hot Tater there,winch curech many Diſeaſes.)

' hurt, and for fear of ſuch miſchavces to themſelves, now became earneſt to aſſaulc rhe 
Town, perſwading themſelyes that chey would uſe firangers and cheir Enemies hardly 
if it lay in their power, ſeeing they had ſo ill entreated a Prince of their own Nation, 
tor perſwading them to whar was rrotitable for them. | 
The Romans having quickly intrenched themſelyes, by reaſon of the multitude that 
laboured in buſineſs, who were accuſtomed to ſuch work, began to place their Engines 
againſt the Town-Walls. Chaves and Foſeph who were two of the moſt potent Men in 
th: Town, animated and armed their Citizens, and led them to the Wa.ls to defend 
them ; bur they had nor much courage to the buſineſs, And alchoug' they well per- 
ceived char the City could not long hold out, ſeeing they wanted Water, and many 
oth=r things neceſſary to ſtand a Siege z yet notwithitandivg they exhorted the Townſ-' 
men to be valiant, wherea woile they reliſted, notwithlianding the ſhot ,; bur ar 1:, The Romans 
C they were therewith ſo rerrified, that leaving the Walls,they fled into ch- Ciry, Taen _ 
the Romans batrered the Walls with Rams in three ſeveral places, and whe:e the Wall ic. 
fell, there they iſſued in with Trumpets and a great ſhout,and fought with the Towaſ- 
men, who in the firſt Confl:& ſo valiantly reliſted chew, that they permitred them not 
to enter further inio the Town. Butat laſt being overcome borh in ſtrength and num- 
ber, they a:1 fled into the higheſt part of the City, and from thence they returned again 
upon the Romans, who purſued them, and drave them down into the Vallies,and killed 
many : and divers in. that ſtraic paſſage were trodden to death by thelr fellows. 
Whereupon, ſeeing thar thy neither could flie, nor reliſt their Enemies above their 
heads,they fled into the Houſes, wh cn adjoyned unto the Plain, and ſo filled them,that 
D being over-charg=d, they fell down upon ocher Houſes beneath them, 2nd beat them Herghminmae 
down alſo and they likewiſe upon others ſituated beneath them. Many of the Romans the & uines of 
this way perithed : tor bcing amazed, and not knowing what todo, they got into their the Jews hou- 
Houſcs, notwithſtanding they ſaw them ſhake and totterz and many ſeeking to eſcape, ** 
were maimed by ſome parc of the Ruines that fell upon their Bodies, and many were 
choaked inthe duſt, The Citizens of Gamala rejoyced: thereat, thinking that this Aid Many Romans 
was ſent from God : and not regarding their privare loſſes, they ceaſed notto force che —_ {pole 
Roma:s into their Houſes ; and if any were in the narrow Streets, thern they ſlew with © * 
Darts trom high places, The Ruines afforded them Stones enough, and their ſlain 
Enemies Swords and Armour, which they took from them, being half dead, and uſed 
E ag1inſt themſelves : many died,who caſt chemſclves headlong from off the Houſes being 
ready to fall, and thoſe tha: ſought to flie, could not ealily eſcape ; tor being ignoranc 
of the ways, ard there being ſuch. a duſt thar one could not ſee another, they kill'd one 
znother: till with much ado, fiading paſſage, they got out of the City.

N tlie mean time many of the Gamalians, that had appeared the moſt hardy, fled and The Romans 
B Þ hid themſelves; and the weaker ſort periſhed through Famine : yet a few of the ieimine 4 
moſt couragious that were left among them, defended the Wall till the twenty ſe- 2ndirfalleth 
venth day ot Otsber. Upon which day, three Souldiers of the fifteenth Legion, rowards Mine 5 
the break of day, uudermined the higheft Tower in their quarter, and entered into it ; 
thoſe that kept ir, neither perceiving them: whzn they came in, nor when they went 
out (for it was in the night-time.) Theſe Souldiers being wary leſt any noiſe ſhould 
be made, removed five of the greateſt Stones of the Foundation, and preſently leapt 
away ; and incontently the Tower fell with a hideous noiſe, and with the fall k:Iled 
choſe that kept it z whereupon many that kep: watch in thoſe quarters, fie4 through 
. fear, and they who ſought to eſcape the Romans, were killed ; among(t whom Fofeph 
C was ſtzucken with a Darr from a part of the Wall that was fallen down, and there dy- 
ed. They who were within the City were terrified with the noiſe hereof, and ran up 
and down as though all the Enemies were already entered into it. And Chares, Foſeph's 
Companion, being fick, yeilded up the Ghoſt, fear encreaſing his Diſeaſe, and helping 
to ſhorten his life. The Romavs remembring the bad ſv :ceſs ar the laſt aſſaulr, did not 
eater the City till the twenty-third day of the Month aforeſaid. 
Thea T::#5 animated by reſentment of the misfortune of the Romans in his abſence, 7»- with tws 
accompanied with 200 Horfemen, and ſome choſea Foot-men, entred the City, no £7914 orte 
Mn reliſting him : the Watch-men then firſt perceiving it, cryed, To Arms. Thoſe Foot- men, en- 
within the Cicy fearing that T5 was entred, ſome took their Children, ſome their **©2G4/a- 
D Wives, and ficd into the Caſtle with pittiful Cries and weeping : others met Tzt#s, and 
were all put to the Sword ; and they that could nor get into the Caſtle, not knowing 
what to do, fell among the Roman Guards. Then the Skies were filled with the cries of 
Men dying, and the lower places of the City flowed with blood. Yeſpafian led his whole 
Army againſt thoſe that fled into the Caſtle, which was of a great height, and ſcarc-ly 14..,,.# the 
acceſſible, ſtanding in a ſtong place full of Ditches and deep Dens, and compaſled with Caſtle of 6.1- 
ſteep Rocks. The Jews drove down the Romans thar offered to come up to them, part- m— _ 
ly with Darts, partly with Stones, which they rowled down upon them ; and they were climbed, 
ſo high, that rhe Romans Arrows could not reach them, But atlaft, as ir were by 
God's Providence, who would have it, ſo, a Whirlwind aroſe which carried the Romans

Wind was fo violent, that it was not poſſible tor them to ſtand upon thoſe high places : Om 
and ſo not being able to ſtand, nor to ſee thoſe chat came againſt them, the Romans dence. 
aſcended and took the Caſtle ; ſome refiſted for their detence, others yielding them- 
ſelves. The Romans now call to mind their fellows that had periſhed in the firſ 
Aſſault, and ſo became more cruel. Many defpairing of theic Lives, caſt their 
Wives, their Children, and Themſelves headlong dowa thoſe Precipices (into the 
deep Valleys underneath. So that the Cruelty the Romans ſhewed againſt the People 
of Gamala, was not fo great as that which they uſed againſt themſelves ; for there 9600 Jews 
were only. four thouſand periſhed by the Romans Sword, and the number of them who fin in G4m- 
| © cat themſelves down, was found to be five thouſand ; and not one eſcaped, but rv one 
two Women that were Siſters, and Daughters to Philzp Son to Foachim, a worthy ſcape. 
Man, and General of Agrippa's Army and theſe two were ſaved only, becauſe ar ſuch 
time as the City was taken, they hid themſelves : for they ſpared not Infants, but 
many.'took them and caſt them down from the Caſtle. And thus was Gamala de-

- pray | Part of the Inhabitants whereot deſired Peace, for that they were Husbandmen, 
cci.ful man3 and their riches conſiſted in the truits of the Earth, but there were many factious Free- 
Ciizens of booters in the City, and amongſt them many of the natural Inhabitants, Theſe Peo- 
Gijcals ro ple were incited to Revolt by one Fohz, a very wicked and deceittul Perſon,Son to one 
—_ Levias, he was of ill manners, bold to attempt any thing, and making no conſcience 

of any thing he took in hand and he was known to all Men for one that defired War, 
. tomake himſelf mighty. This Man was a Ring-leader of the Seditious Perſons in Gi/- 
cala : and for fear of him, the People, who perhaps otherwiſe would have ſent Legars 
to the Romans to requeſt Peace, were hindred and forced to ſtay till the Romans came 
to fight againſt them. Againſt theſe People Veſpaſian ſent Titus, and with him a thou- 
ſand Horſemen; and the tenth Legion towards Scythopolis ; Himſelt with the reſt went 
to Czſarea, to refreſh them after their great labour, at the charge of the Towns adjoyn- 
ing; judging it neceſſary to fit them to ſuſtain manfully the toyls that were to enſue : 
Ges fore for he foreſaw that he ſhould have much ado to win Feruſalem, both for that it was ve- K 
#zeth bis no Ty ſtrong, and was the Chief City of all the Nation. And his care in this point was 
fall ro: ble_ ſo much the more, for that he perceived many out of all parts fled thither ; and that ir 
ar Foy was compaſſed with almoſt invincible Walls ; and beſides this, the boldneſs and deſpe- 
race Courage of the I.habitants, who although that they had had no Walls at all, yet 
had been ſcarcely ro be Conquered : and therefore he thought it neceſſary to refreſh 
his Souldiers before this Enterpriſe, as Champions are prepared for the Combate, 
Tr hon. Tit#s having taken a view of Giſcala, judg'd that it might eaſily be raken : yer know- 
paſſion & mer= ing that if it were taken by Force,all the People would be deſtroyed by the Romans, he 
16 gre being weary of blood-thed, and commiſerating the innocent people, which were other- 
of Giſcals, Wiſe like to periſh rogether with .the culpable, atrempred. to rake ir by Surrender, L 
Wherefore the Walls being full of People, among whom were wany of the Seditious, 
he told them that he marveled whar help they expeed, or by whoſe advice ( all other 
Cities being now taken) they alone would reliſt the Roman Forces, eſpecially whenas 
they had already ſeen many Towns, far ſtronger than theirs, overthrown at the firſt 
aſlault : and that contrarywile thoſe who had yielded themſelves to the Romans, lived 
in peace, and enjoyed all that was theirs, Waich offer (ſaid he) I now alio make to 
yo!1,and arhi not yet incenſed againſt you, becauſe rhat which you do is in hope of your 
Liberty , but if you ſtill perſevere in your rebellious courſe, and refuſe this kind offcr, 
you ſhall preſevtly perceive the Romans Sword drawn out for your Deſtruction, and in- 
continently find your Walls but a mockery, and no ways ableto reſiſt the Roman 
Evgines : whereas contrariwiſeif you yield your ſelves, and truſt to the fideliry of the 
Romans, you ſhall be the moſt happy people of all Gali/ze. None of the Townſmen 
were admited to make anſwer, nor to come to the Walls ; for the Seditious were Mz- 
ſters of them: and a Guard was placed ar every Gate,, leſt any ſhould go out to ſub- 
Fohn's Anſwer mir themſelves, or any Horſemen ſhould be received into the City, Fohz made anſwer 
to Tirzs's Ex- for all. that he liked well of the Conditions offered, and that he would'either perſwade 
hbortation- ox compel the Inhabitants to accept them : but he requeſted that' that dzy might be 
granted to the Jews, being the Seventh day, wherein it'was not lawful for them to 
treat of Peace, or make War, For (as the Romans knew) -the Jews every. Seventh 
day ceaſe from all work : and if they profaved it,they who'cauſed them to dofo; were 
guilty of Impiety. Moreover, ſo ſhort time could not prejudice the Romans, beiog but 
one nights ſpace : for nothing he could effe& in that time to endawape them, except 
only by flying out of the City (which Ti#4#s might prevent by placing a ſtrong Guard 
and Watch in every place about it.)

In theinighr time Fohy perceiving no Romans to keep W arch about the Town, 'and | 
having now opportunity, fled not only with the Armed Men about him, but alfo with 
many of the Chief of the City, and whole Families, whom he promiſed ro conduct to _ | 
Fernſalew, Bat Foha tearing either Death or Slavery, and careful far his own ſatery, TO 
carried them twenty Furlongs our of the City, waere being ſo defolate, they began vid-nce; to be 
grievoully ro lament. For every one thought bimſclf as near his'Enemies, as he' was ef. 4 3 
tar from the City and his Friends : and ſtill every ſtep they thought their Enemies at 
hand, ready to take them ; and frequently they look'd back, as though their Enemies 
heard the noiſe they made as they went, and were coming agiivſt them ; infomueh chat | 
many crowded forwards in heaps, and'were killed in the way with the prefs of them —_— cd 
that foilowed : fo that the Women aud Infants periſhed miſerably : and if they with rake. 
ſpake any thing , it was only ro cntreat their Parents, or their Kindred to ſtay for

But Feh#'s exhortation took effec, who crizd to them to ſave themſelves, and haſten 
to ſuch a place where they might be ſate, and revenge themſelves of che Romans, for 
the out-rages which they thar remained bchind were like to endure, and ſo the maulti- 
© tude that fled, every Ove as he was able, diſperſed themſelves. EE: 
Titus early in the morning came to the Walls, to know whether they accepted of his 
offer. Then the people ſect open the Gates, and with their Wives:and Children came _ 
to meet him, all crying that he was their benefactor and Deliverer : Alſo they rold The Citizeris 
him that Zohn was fled, and beſought him to pardon them, and execute Juſtice upon ha» ma 
thoſe Malefactors that remained in the City. Tiras, at their requeſt, ſent certain Horſe. with all obes 
men to purſue Foz, but they could not cake him, for before they came, he had gotten — 
ro Jeruſalem ; yer taey flew almoſt two thouſand of them that fled with him, and broughc 
back again 3ooo Women and Children. Titus was angry that Fohn by deceic'had 
eſcaped unpuuihed : yet his anger was ſomething appeaſed, when he perceived Fohnr 
D purpoſe prevented, in that ſo many of his Company were lain, and fo many brought 
back Captives. Thus he peaceably entred the City, commandivg the Souldiers to Tir-'s Mercy 
break down a little piece of the Wall, as it were totake poſſeſſion of it, and ſo puniſh'd ** Enemies 
the Seditious rather with Threats than Torments, For he thought that many were 
accuſed only for private hatred, and ſo were in danger to ſuffer, being innocent : and he 
thought it better to let the wicked live in fear, than with them to deſtroy the guiltleſs : 
and that perhaps hereafter they would be more quiet, either for tear of puniſhmenr, or 
for ſhame of falling again into their former offence, for which they were pardoned: 
whereas if any man ſuffered undeſervedly, he could not afterwards helpit. He placed 
there a Gariſon, both to repreſs the Sedirious, and alſo te confirm them that deſired 
E» Peace. And chus was Galilee Conquered, after it had colt the Romans much toil, 
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CHAR VV: 
Of the beginning of the Deſtruction of Jeruſalem, 


S ſoon as John was entred into Feruſalem, all the people flocked about them, and 

thoſe that came with him, erquiring what new Calamities had befallen their 
F Nation. Some of them being yet our of breath, and not able to ſpeak, thereby diſco- 
vered cheir diltreſs. Yet amidlt theſe their miſeries, ſome boaſted that it was not the 
Roman power that forced them to flie, but that of cheir own accord they fled thither co 
fight againſt the Romans in a ſafer place, than that from whence they fled was ; for” 
none but unadviſed and raſh-headed men would fight for ſuch a City as Giſeala, and - + 
other places that were not able to reſiſt ; and thar it behoved them all to reſerve their 
Vigour and ſtrevgth ro defend their Metropolitan Ciry, They alſo told them how Gif- O—_—_ 
cala was taken by the Romans, and tharthey departed in good ſort:away, though ſome thoſe thar fed 
reported that they flzd. The people of Feruſalem hearing what theſe Mea reported, — 
ard how many were Priſoners to the Romans, fell into a great fear, as though that make VVar , 
G which had hapued, portended their own ruine. But Fohy, nothing aſhamed he had fo iinm't 
ſhamcfally forſaken them of Giſcala who fled with him, went firſt 'to one, and then to 
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another, inciting them all to War, with vain hopes, alledging the weakneſs of rh;e Ro. 


and excolling their own Puiſſance, deceiving the ſimple ; and perſwading them, 


thatthough the Rowans ſought revenge, yet could they never evter the Walls of 
Fernſalem, having had ſo much ado, and endured ſuch difficulties in entering the little 
Bourgs and Villages of Ga/:lee, againſt whoſe Walls they had broken all their Engines, 
Theſe diſcourſes of his incited many young men to Sedition ; bur all the wiſer ſore 


foreſaw what was like to enſue, and already mourned for the loſs of the City, 


la this 


nn-eltive if. Caſe were they of Feruſalem : yer before this Sedition in the Ciry, the Country peo- 
cord i» Jewry- ple began to be at diſcord among themſelves. For Titus departed grom Giſcalato Ce. 
fareaz acd Veſpaſian went from Ceſarea to Famnia and A4zotus, and took them both : 
and leaving there Gariſons, he returned to Ceſare, bringing with him a great mulij- 
tude of thoſe that had yielded tro him. All the Cities had Civil Diſcords among then 
ſclves, ſo that when the Romans did not ſet upon them, one part of the Jews in every 
Ciry fought againſt. another, and there was a great diſſention between thoſe thar 
deſired peace, and the Seditious People. Ar firſt this Diſcord began only in private 
houſes ; bur in the end, thoſe of one mind united, and began in Companies to 
Rebel openly, Thus every place was troubled with civil Diſcord : and every-where 
raſh youvg Men who defired War, prevailed againſt grave and wiſe old Men, who fore- 
ſeeing the Calawiy like to enſue, debred peace, At firſt, the Inhabitants one by one 
robbed and ſpoil'd what they could z but at laſt in whole Troops they joyned together 
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and robb'd openly, and waſted all the Country about: and in their Robberies they 
ſhewed ſuch cruelty, that the harm and injury they. did io their own Country-men 


was equal to the miſeries which befel them by the Romans, and they who by theſe 


miſcreants were ſpoiled, wiſh'd rather to have tallen into the Romans hands, 


Bat the 


Gariſons in theſe Cities, either becauſe they were loth to trouble themſelves, or llc 
for that they cared not lor their Country-men, did nothing, or very little, ſuccour them 
that fell into theſe Thieves hands, At laſt the Thieves aſſcmbled theiwſelves together 
from all places, and joyning Companies brake into Feruſealrm, This City had no Go- 
vernour, and according to the ancient Cuſtom of their Anceſtozs, was opento all that 
came thither that were their Country-men ; and ſo much more willingly at that time, 
becauſe they thought they that came thither, cawe of good will to help them : which - 
was afterward the only cauſe that the City was deſtroyed, and of the more Civil Diſſen- 
tion, For a great multitude of peop)e unapt to fight, being there, conſumed the vicu- 
als that would have ſufficed for the fighting-meo : and belides the War, they brought 
upon it Famine and Civil Difſeution, Then other Thieves came out of the fields there- 
about, and joyning themſelves with thoſe that were within the City, omitted no kind 
of Villany : for vot content to rob and ſpoil, they alſo attempted to commitr Murders, 


not only privily, or in the night upon mean Men, buteven in the day-time they pub- 


lickly ſer upon thoſe of the chiefeſt Quality, For firſt of all they took Antipas, who 
was of the blood Royal, a Man fo emivent amongſt them, that the publick Treaſure 


was committed to his charge, and put him in Priſon : and after him they took S epha a 
worthy man Son of Ragael, and Levias, both of them of the King's Houſhold ; and at- 


ter them all that ſeemed to bear any ſway or Authority zmonglt the People, Great 
fear fell upon the Inhabitants, and every one provided to ſave himſelf, as though the Ci- 
ty were already ſurprized by the Enemies, But theſe People were not content thus to 
have impriſoned theſe great Men, they thought it not ſafe tor themſelves any longer to 
keep them alive: for many went daily to viſit them, who were able to revenge their 
injuries z and moreover they feared that the People would make head agaioſt them, 


beiog moved with their Inſolencies. 


Wherefore they determined to kill them ; and 


to <f{<& their purpoſe they ſent one Fob a cruel Murderer, who was;the Son of Dorcw : 
he accompanied with ten more, all having Swords, went to the Priſon, and flew as ma- 
ny as they found there. To excuſe this cruel Fact of theirs, they alledged, Thar all 
they who were {lain in Priſon, had conference with the Romans concerning the betray- 
ing of the City into their hands; and that for this Cauſe they had lain them as Tray- 
tors to their Country : They alſo boaſted that this Fact of theirs had preſerved the 


City, and that therefore they had deſerved well by it. 


The People were brought to 


ſuch ſlavery and terrour, that the chufing the High-Prieſt was in their hands, to cle& 
whom they pleaſed ; ſo much was their infolence increaſed. Thus they not reſped- 
ing the Families, out of which it was only lawful to chooſe the High-Prieſt, they elected 
Strangers and baſe perſons to that Sacred Dignity, and ſuch as would be partakers of 0 
their Villanies and Impieties , for they, who not deſerving ic, attained to ſuch Digni- 


ty, were bound in all things tothe Will of thoſe by whom they were ſo exalted, They 
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A alſo deviſed many lies to ſet thoſe that were in Authority at variance one with ano- AT 
ther, thereby as it were to hold them occupied, who were able to relift their Encerprizes, had rag ho 
till from ſhedding the Blood of the Citizens, they proceeded to commir impiety againft tr £4r1/'s 
God himſelf, and with prophane and impure feet to enter into the Sanctuary, Thea the ANG 
Pcople were incited againſt them by the perſwaſton of Ananus, who was one of tlie 
Prieits, and the moſt ancient and wiſeſt of chem all, who perhaps had ſaved the City, 
had he eſcaped the hands of cheſe Milcreants, But they uſed the Temple as a Caſtle 
and Defence for themſelves againſt the people,and made che Sanctuary a place for them 
to exerciſe Tyranny in. And that which increaſed rhe ſorrow of the Citizens, was, 
that amidſt theſe Calamities, their Religion was alſo contumelioutly abuſed : for theſe 

B Thieves, to try 'of what ſtrength and courage the People were, and their own Forces, 
elected by Lot a High- Prieſt contrary to their Law : which, as we have already ſaid, 4 High-Pricft 
requireth that che Office of a High-Prieſt be by Succeſſion, This deed of theirs they <oſcn by 
coloured with an ancient Cuſtom, alledging that in time paſt the High-Prieſt was — 
choſen by Lor ; but indeed this their Fact was a violation of the moſt firm Cuſtom that Culom.

D wards in a publick Aſſembly exhorted the People to be revenged upon thoſe Tyrants, **' "ge 
who took from them their Liberty ; and to addreſs themſelves to purge the holy Tem- 
ple from ſuch vile and unclean Perſons, Likewiſe the beſt diſpoſed among the Prietts, 
to wit, F/#s the Son of Gamala, and 4nan. the Son of Ananu, often in publick Ser- 
mons reprehended and upbraided the people with their floth, that they made no more 
haſte ro deſtroy thele Zealots ; for ſo tnofe wretches termed theiwſelves, as though 
they had been devout promoters of God's Glory, and not impious Malefacors, 

' The people being all aſſembled together, greived to ſee the Holy-Place ſo made a 
Den of Thieves, and ſuch Robberies avd Murders committed openly ; yet did they .

Ananus thus exhorted the People againſt the Zealots , yet he knew well that it was 
great difficulty to overcome them, being luſty young Men, many in number, of great 
Courage, and the more deſperate, by the remorſe of Conſcience for the horrible crimes 
and execrable deeds which they had committed ; for they diſpaired of all hope of 
pardon for their miſdeeds, Yer Ananus thought it altogether intollerable that the 
Common-wealth ſhould be ſo over-ruled. After this Exhortation the People ciyed O 
out, that they were ready to go againſt the Thieves, and to do as they were exhortcd.

For the Citizens thought it no abiding for 
them in the City, except they could drive away the Zealots: and the Zealots 
thought they could not eſcape Torments and Deati it ſelf, except they were Vidors, 
B So at laſt they joyned Battel, each party under their Captains and Leaders ; and firſt 
of all, both parties caſt Stones one againſt another : and if any fled, the Conquerours 
purſued them with Swords, and many were wounded and {lain on both ſides. Thoſe 
Townſmen that were wounded, were by their Friends carried into their Houſes , but 
the Zealots that were hurt, went into the Temple, and poluted the ſacred Pavements 
with their Blood: ſo that their Religion was prophaned by bloodſhed. Alwayes the 
Thieves in making excurſions got the upper-hand, whereat the Citizens being angry, 
ſceing their number every day decreaſed, reproyed the Cowards : ſo that if any of 
their company offercd ro flie from the Zealots, they made him ſtand and reſiſt whether 
he would or no, not permitting him to paſs away : and thus they bent all cheir Forces 
or ainſt their Enemies, At)aſt the Thieves not able to make any longer reſiſtance, by The Fight of 
Ittle and little retired themſelves into the Temple, and Azazus with his Company en- _— D— 
tred the Temple by torce with them, and brake the body- of his Enemies. Tuoen they thc DR 
jn the outer Temple were in great fear, and fled into the inner Temple, and ſhut the 
Gates with all ſpeed. Azanus would not offer violence to the ſacred Gates : and be- 
ſides the Enemies caft Darts from above: tor he thotght it a great offence againſt God, 
although he might have got the Victory, to introduce the People, nat being purificd. 
Wherefore he elected fix thouſand of the chief of all his Men, well armed,and appoint- 
edthem to keep the Porches, and others to ſucceed in their places while they took reſt, 
And many of the better ſorc of the Citizens being placed to keep Watch there, hir-d 
p ther poor people to watch in their ſteads, But Jobz, who as before we declar'd, fl: 4 
from Giſcala, wrought the ruine of them all, This Man being full of deceir, and 54, 6n 
above all meaſure deſirous of Rule, long ago intended to overthrow the Commons deceit, and a 
Wealch. To which end, from that time he counterfcited himſelf to be againſt the E725" *t+ 
Theives, and ſo day and night accompanied Azanu.and the reſt, both in their Conſul- - 
tations, and when they went to viſite the Watch 3 and he diſcloſed all their Counſels 
to the Zealots: and there was nothing decreed by the People,. but he gave the Thieves 
intelvigence thereof before it was put in practice ; .yet he ſeemed to be very reſpectful 
to Aran, and the reſt of the Nobility, hereby hoping to conceal his Treachery, 
Bur it fell out contrary to his expecation ; for this his too much reverence, cauſed him 
to be ſuſpeed, becauſe they noted himto play the Parifite: and for that, uncalled, he 
daily -incruded himſelf into; their Conſulcations, be was miſdoubted to betray their 
Secrets. For Anan perceived that the Enemies knew all their Deſigns ; and though 
| Fohns deeds carried ſuſpicion of Treaſon, yet could they not eafily remove him, his 
craft was ſuch : belides this, he was upheld by many Noble-men who were imploied 
in theſe Aﬀairs, Wherefore they thought good to requeſt of him an Oath of Friend- 7-*»fvexsts 
\ ſhip z which he denied not, but added moreover that. he would be true to the Peopl e,and tte pooh 
neither diſcloſe any deed or ſecret Counſel of theirs to. the Enemies, but with Heart 
and Hand would truly. endeavour to ſuppreſs: the. Rebels, So Ananas did no more 
miſtruſt him becauſe of his Oath, and admicted him afterward. to all their Counſels, 
F nothing ſuſpecing him.. Nay, they..now truſted in him ſo far, that they ſent him ag 
Agent to the Zealots, to perſwade them to Peace, : for they were very careful leſt the 
Temple through their deeds ſhould be defiled and prophaned, or that any of the Jews 
ſhould there be ſlain, But he, as though he had ſworn to the Zealots, and not to the 
Citizens, entered boldly amongft them; and ſtanding inthe midſt of them, he recoun- 
ted to them, that he bad often for their ſakes undergone great danger, by ſuffering 
pone of the. Townſimens ſecrets to be concealed from them, but declared unto them John m—_y 
all that ever Ananms and his Confederates determined againſt them; and that even revecibrotals 


now. he was like, together with them, to fall into extream Danger, except it pleaſed ng the 
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God as it were miraculouſly to affiſt them, For, ſaid he, now Avanus without delay will 

G ſend to Veppa/ian, who will come with his Army in all;hafte and take the City : and that 
he had appointed the day followiog for Purification, to purific the People, that ſo under

SS Ned ſhould be ſraths them to make a Jy when Arnanus purpoſed ſo ſoon as they "ons 
- —— "+4 unarmed to ſet upon them. Wherefore if they had any care of themſelyes, they ſhoulq 
Citizens, Either intreat 'the Watchmen that beſieged them to be favourable to them, or elſe ger 
ſome ſaccour from ſome place wirhour the Temple. For (ſaid he) he that amongſt 
you hopeth for pardon if you be overcome, dothnot remember what hath paſt, and 
what he hath done ; bur let them perſwade themſelves as they pleaſe, they that have 
been injured, will not forgerand forgive ſo ſoon, as he that injured them is forry fo 
his Fa&. Nay, many times the repentance of Malefactors maketh them more hateq 
than before, and the wrath of Men that are injured, is increaſed by Authority, ang 
licence to do what they pleaſe. And they mighr be ſure that the Friends and Kindred 
of them that were lain, would always lay wait to requite the injuries , and thar all the 
People were incenſed againſt them for breaking the Laws : ſo thar although ſome fey 
would rake piry upon them, yet the greater number would prevail. With theſe and 
ſuch like Speeches Joh terrified the Zealots z yet durſt he nor openly tell chem what 
he meat by forreign help, notwithſtanding he meant the Idaumeans, And that he might 
more enflame the Thieves, he went to the cheifeſt of them, and ſecretly rold them 
rhar 4nazus was cruelly bent againſt them, and breathed our many threatnings againſt 


ſome in particular. :

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CHAP, VII. | Fen, + 
Of the Maſſacre of the Fews by the Idumeans, 


LL the Idameans afſented with a loud cry to theſe Speeches of Simz9n. And Jeſins 
departed ſorrowtul, ſeeing that the IAumeans would agree to no reaſon, and that 
thereby their City ſhoald ſuffer a double War, For the [dumears were no leſs diſqui- 


"eted;. who took the matrer in great diſdain that they were nor permitted to enter into 


the Cicy, and alſo becauſe they thought the Zealors not ſo ſtrong as they had believed, 
and they themſelves were aſhamed that they could not help them , ſo that many Ie-.,_ 
pented that they were come thither. Yer would they not for ſhame return, nothing be- ——— 
ing done by them : and ſo raſhly placing their Tabernacles near the City Walls, they bernacles rear 
determined to ſtay there, Bur that night there aroſe a moſt furious Tempeſt ; for there ** 
was a great ſtormy Wind, and an exceeding great Rain, wixt with fearful Thunder and A huge $cortit 
horrible Lightniug, and an Earthquake, with ſtrange Noiſes ; ſo that all Men thoughe 

this motion of the Earth would overturn the whole order of Nature, or at leaſt portend 

ſome great Calamity, The Idumeans and Townſmen were both of one mind : for 

they thought that God was angry with them for bearing Arms againſt their Metropolis, 


C and perſwaded themſelves that chey could vor efcape Death if they continued 1 their 


purpoſe. Arann and his followers perfwaded themſelves that they had now overcome 


them withour War, and that God had fought for them againſt the Idumeans. But 


they were falſe Prophets, and what they judged would betal their Enemies, fell upon 
Themſelves. In the wean while the Idumeans lay as cloſe together as they could, and 
covercd their heads with their Shields, by which means the Rain did them not ſo much 
harm. The Zealots were concerned for the Idumeans more than for themſelves, and 
deviſed which way they might ſuccour them, The boldeſt amongſt them adviſed the The Zealoes 
ref, by force to ſet upon the Guard, and ſo to get into che City, and open the Gates to —_— the 
the Idumeans that were come to help them: for it was cafte to ſurprize the Watch, by Gates, ro «ul 
reaſon that many of them were unarmed, and unfit for War ; and the Citizens could jc in he 14 
not eaſily be aſſembled together, ſceing every Man, becauſe of the Tempeſt, kept his means. 
Houſe, And though there were danger in the Artempr, yet were it better to endure all 
Miſchiefs that might enſue, than co permit fuch an Army ſhametully to periſh, who 
came at their requeſt to help them. Burt thewiſer ſort diſſwaded the ret from this, 
ſeeing both a ſtronger Watch placed to keep them in, and the City Walls diligently 

narded becauſe of the Idumeans: Aud moreover,they could nor think that Azanus was 
careleſs, but went up and down, firſt from one Watch, and then to another ; yet this 
night he did not ſo, not for {lothfulneſs, but becauſe the Deſtinies had ſo decreed thar 
thereby both he and the Watchmen ſhould periſh, For about midnight the Storm in- 
creaſing, the Watchmen fell into a deep ſleep : Then the Zealots determined to file TH 
rhe bars and Bolts of the Gates aſunder, to effet which, they took the Inſtruments preſſed with 
which were conſecrated to the Temple ; and this Attempt was much furthered ***: 
by the great Wind and Thunder , which-made ſo .great a noiſe that they cculd 
not be heard : So iſſuing out of the Temple, they went privily to the Walls, and 
opened that Gate near which the Idumeans lay ; and ſuſpeting that AUnanw would The Idumeans 
make ſome reſiſtance, they firſt of all drew their Swords, and then together with the 7 mean of 
Idumeans came in: and if at that time they had aſſaulted the Ciry, they had without enter by nlvht, 
any let or hinderance deſtroyed all the People therein; ſo great was their Rage at thac 
time. But firſt of all they haſtened to afliſt their Fellows, whom they left beſieged, 
and requeſted the Idumeans not to leave them in danger , for whoſe ſuccour they 
were come, nor permit them to incur greater damage: for having firſt ſurprized the 
Watchmen,it would be more eafie for them to aſſault the City ; which if they did nor, 
bur firſt ſet upon the Citizens, they would preſently aſſemble together, and oppoſe The 1dumeans 
themſelves againſt them, and not permit them to aſcend up into the Temple, The Join pogo 
Idumeans conſented to this, and ſo they paſſed chrough the City into the Temple : and wa. pt 
the Zealots remaining in the Temple, impatiently expected their coming ; at whoſe Temple. 


” arrival they took Courage, and joyning with the Idumeans, came out of the inner 


Tempie, and ſet upon the Watch : and ſome being {lain who were faſt aſleep, the reſt 
were awaked by the cries of others, and ſo betook themſelves to their Arms to defend 
themſelves, being yet amazed. And art firſt, thinking that they were ovly the Zealots 


that gave the Alarm, they hoped only by their multitude to ſuppreſs them ; but ſeeing

the Watch, and 
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——\= others without the Temple alſo affailing them, they judg'd that the /dumeans were bro. H 
%-—of _ ken in : ſo the greater part of them being diſmay'd,laid down their Weapons,and cryed 
er Chrifs out: and only a few of them, young men, well armed, and of good courage, encoun- 
2A; tred with the Idumeans, and for a good ſpace defended their idle fellows; orhers went 
and advertiſed the [nhabitants what was done, yet none durſt come to help them, bes. 
cauſe they now knew that the [dumears were gotin, but every one lawented their hard 
fortune, and the Women made great lamentation when the Watchmen were (lain, The 
The immanity Zealots alſo anſwered their cries with the like, and the Tempeſt and Thunder made all 
of the 1d»e- gre dreadful. The /[dumeans ſpared none, becauſe they were naturally cruel, and 
wo = fierce to ſhed blood ; and angry that they were ſo beaten with the Tempeſt, they uſed 
the Cirizz213 them molt cruelly, by whoſe means they wcre ſhut out of the City, ſparing neither 
& Jerrj41 thoſe who requeſted favortr, nor thoſe who made reſiſtance, for they flew many as they 
were intreating them to remember rhat they were ot their own blood, and requeſting 
them to ſpare them for reverence of the Temple. There was no way to flie, nor any 
hope of eſcape: and being driven up in a narrow room, they hurt themſelves more than 
the Enexies did, by crowding and treading one upon another ; for there was no place 
to flie to, and their Enemies ceaſed not to kill them.

Yet this Maſſacre 
ſufficed not the Idumeans rage ; bur turning themſelves againſt the City, they robbed x 
and ſpoiled all Houſes, aud killed all they mer, making no account of the Lives of the 
Ananus and ffultirade, They made diligent ſearch for the Prieſts, and many laid violent hands 
ts” upon them, and killed them; and ſtanding upon their dead Bodies, ſometimes they 
ted, upbraided Azanus with the Peoples favour towards him, ſometimes Feſ#s with the 
words he ſpake up>n the Will co them : an1 they were ſo impious, that they 
caſt away their dead Bodies unbuiicd 5 notwithſtanding the Jews in this point are ſo 
religious, that afrer Sun-ſer they take down the dead Bodies of Malctactors, who by 
Sentence have been adjudged to the Croſs, and bury them.

He was 
Th: vraiſs of of a laudable and juſt Life: and though Great in Dignity, Birth and Reputation, yet 
nin i* would he not exalt himſclt above any one, were he never ſo baſe, He was a Man who 
542 thirſted to preſerve the Liberty of his Country, and Authority of rhe Common-wealth, 
He continually peferred the Publick Intereſt before his own Private Gain, and was al- 
ways deſirous of Peace, becauſe he foreſaw the Romars could not be withſtood ; and 
that if the Jews. did not quickly accord with them, their Ruine was inevitable, And 
1 doubt not but if Aza;zz had lived, he had ſucceeded in his Deſign, For he was an 
Elcquent Orator; and could perſwade admirably : and he had already reduced to ex- M 
tremiry thoſe falſe Zealots who,; cauſed the War : and if the Jews had had him for 
their Captain againſt the Romaus, it had not been ſo eaſy for the Romans to have 
Conquered them, .He was ſeconded by Feſws, who next him excelled all the reſt, But 
I think Almighty God having decreed the total Ruine of the City, which was now 
polluted and filled with Iniquiry, and meaning by Fire as it were, to purifie the holy 
Temple, which was_prophaned, he firſt rook up the Defenders thereof, and thoſe that 
loved it moſt dearly. So they who a little before were clothed with the ſacred Ap- 
parel, and reyerenced of all that from the furtheſt parts of the World came to Feru- 
falem, now lay murdered and naked in the open Streets, left as it were a Prey to be 
torn in pieces by Doggs and wild Beaſts, Was Virtue ever more inſolently outraged ! N

the Zealors Maſlacred the People, as though they ad been a flock of pernicious 
Beaſts, and very few aſcaped the Butchery. The Nobility and chiet ſorr of The cries of 
Mcn were put in Priſon, in hope that by deterring their death, ſome of them would be- che tdumeany 
come partakers with them; yet none was hereby movec, but every one defired to die, ang the Zea- 
rather than impioufly to joyn with theſe Wretches againſt their own Country: * 
Whereupon they were moſt cruelly Whipp'd before they were put to Death, their 
Bodies being made as it were one ſore place by Whipping and Stripes: and when 
\ they could not endure theſe Torments any longer, they weie killed. Who fo was 
taken in the day time, was in the night carried to Priſon ; and thoſe that died in 
Priſon and Torments, they caft their dead Bodies cut, thet they might have place ro 
impriſon others in their room. The People were ſo terrified, that none durſt weep 
F openly for his Friend, nor bury the deXd Body of his Kinſman ; yea thoſe that were 
in Prifon durſt not openly weep, but ſecretly ; looking about them, Iſt any of their 
Enemies ſhould fee them. For whoſoever mourned for any that was afflicted, was 
preſently himſelf uſed in the. ſame manner, as he had been for whom he lamented, 
Yer ſometimes ſome in the night ſcraped up alittle Earth with cheir hands, and there- 
withal covered the dead body of their Friend ; and ſome bolder than the reſt did the : 
like in the day-time. And in this general {laughter were twelve thouſand young No 102%" _ 
blemen ſlain in this manner, After which being hated for theſe Maſſacres, they mock- cud. 
ed and flouted the Magiſtrates, and made no account of their Judgments. So that when

The {dumeans were now ſorrowtul for their coming, for they miſliked theſe Proceed- 
ings: and being aſſembled together, one of the Zealots ſecretly told them all that their 


Oneofthe Faction had done from the beginning ; that it was true, the Idumeans had taken Arms, L 


—_— becauſe chey were informed that the Metropolitan City was by the Prieſts betray'd to 
cruelty and the Romans: but they might perceive there was no proof nor {ſign of any ſuch matter, 
_— +. and that indeed the Zealots who pretended themſelves Defenders of the Liberty of the 
Idumeans, City, where indeed Enemies, and had exerciſed Tyranny over the Citizens even from 
the beginning. And though they had aſſociated themſelves with ſuch wicked perſons, 
and made themſelves partakers of ſo many Murthers, yet they ought now to ceaſe 
from ſuch wickedneſs, and not aſſiſt Men ſo impious to deſtroy their Country and Re- 
ligion, For though they took it in bad part, that the City Gates were (hut upon 
them, yet now they were ſufficiently revenged of thoſe that were the cauſe thereof, 
That Ananu himſelf was flain, and almoſt all the People in one night (whereof many 
of them ere long would repent) and that they might now themſelves perceive the crucl- 
ty of thoſe-who requeſted their aid, to be more than Barbarous, had not bluſht to com- 
mit ſuch Villanics opeuly, in the fight of them who had ſaved their lives : and that 
their miſdemeanors and impieties would be imputed to the [dumeans, becauſe they nei- 
ther hindred their miſchievous practices, nor forſook their Society.

N the mean while the Roman Officers had their Eyes open upon what paſſed-in the 
D I City of Feruſalem ; and ſeeing the Citizens at great variance among themſelves, 
they thought this co-be-for their great advantage,-- Wherefore they preſſed Yeſpaſiar 
their General not to loſe this Opportunity, affirming thar it was God's Providence\(who 
foughr for them ) that the Jews ſhould be at Civil Diſcord amongſ themſelves ; and 
that therefore he ſhould not over-{lip ſo good an occaſion, leſt the jews ſhould quickly 
be friends again one with another, either by the. wearineſs of- Civil War, or clſe re- 
penting themſelves of that which they had done. To whom Yeſafian anſwered, That 
they were ignorant what was to be done, and defirous rather as it were in a Theater to ſhew

\, ( ſaid he) 7f we preſently aſſault them, our coming will make concord amongit our Enemies, 
E and ſo. we ſhall bring upon our ſelves their Forces. yet firm and ſtrong ; but by expecting a 
little while, we ſhall have leff ado to conquer them, their chiefeſt Forces being deſtroyed by their 
own Civil War, God i more our friend than you are aware of, who without our labour. ana pain 
will. deliver the Fews into our hands, and will give us the Vittory without endangering our 
Army. Wherefore it i rather our part to be beholders,of the Tr agedy,, than to fight againſt 
Mer:deſtroms of Death,and troubled with the greateſt evil poſſible, to wit, domeſtical Sedition, 
and Civil War, And if any think that the V iory 1s-10t glorious, becguſe gotten without fight, 
let him know and confuger. the uncertain events of War 3. and that it # hetter, if it be poſſible, 
to get a Vittory withottt Blooaſhed,; than therewith tq hazard a Defeat...

But like men that had now de- 
over the living termined, rogerher with their Country-Laws, to aboliſh the Law of Nature, yea and by 
ry '** their impiety to defy God himfelt, let the dead Bodies rot above ground : and who- 
ſoever atcempted to bury any of them that were ſlain, whether Friend or Kinſman, he 
was preſently put to death, and left uoburied and to give Sepulchce to another, was 
crime enough to deſerve it. LS 
Tobe brief ; nothing ſo much increaſed their Indignation as Mercy : for the wicked 
People were herewith provoked to Wrath ; their diſpleaſure and cruelty was extended 
from the living to the dead,and from the dead to the living. And ſach fear fell upon the 
whole City, that thoſe that were left alive, deemed them happy, that, being dead, were 
- atreſt, and free from thoſe miſeries ; and they that were in Priſon, in reſpect of the 
torments they endured, thought themſelves more unhappy than they who lay unburi. x 
ed, All humane Juſtice was perverted, and they ſcorned and mocked art all divine and 
holy things,and proudly derided the Oracles of the Prophets,eſteeming them asFables 
and Jeſts. But having vow coutemned all Laws, eſtabliſhed by their fore-fathers, for 
the puniſhment of Vice, and increafing of Vertue, atlaſt they found chat true, which 
was fore-told concerning the Deſtruction of themſelves and their Country : For there 
was an old Propheſie, that when Sedition reigned amongſt them, and their own hands 
had violated the Temple of God, and holy things ; then their City ſhould be deſtroyed 
by War, and their holy Places burned with fire, according tothe manner and cuftom

him to yield the Town into his hands: for' there were many rich Men dwelling in Ga- 
dra ; but their Enimies knew not of their Embaflage, till they ſaw Yep fion ar the Ci- 
ty Gates, And ſodiſpairing that they were able to keep the City, by reafon they had 
in the Town many Enemies more in number and ſtronger than themſelyes 3 and more- The Gadaren- 
over, ſeeing Veſafian even now almoſt at the City : and thinking ſhame to flie, and 29s entertain 
not to be revenged of their Enemies, they took Doleſus (a Noble-man and chief of the — and 
City, and alſo the Author of that Embaſſage) and killed him , and for anger, beating him 2<clamaios, 
after he was dead, they fled out of the City. Now the Romans Army approaching 

near the City, the people of Gadsra went forth and received Yeſpaſian joytully, who alſo 
confirmed a League betwixt them and him, and left them a Company of Horſe and 

Foot to: defend them againſt the infrſions of the Fugitives their Enemies : for they 
themſelves, before the Romans requeſted ir, deſtroyed the City Walls, that ſo they 

might ſhew their defire of Peace ; becauſe having deſtroyed their Walls, if after they 

defired to rebel, they could nor, 02 20 Te Os | 

Veſpaſian then ſent Placidze with five hundred Horſemen, and three thouſand Foot- ,,,.,, _... 

men to purſue thoſe that were fled out of Gaara ; and he with'the reſt of his Ar- fli& wichthe | 
my returned to: Ceſare. But the Fugitives perceiving themſelves to ' be purſued ©Y8"=: 
by Placidus, before he could overtake them gor into a Town called Berhenabris: 
and finding there many young Men, partly for that they were willing, partly by force 


* they compelled them ro arm themſelves, and ſo raſhly they came againſt Placidue. 


Placidus and his Army ſeemed a little to give back, to the intert to draw them fur- 
ther from the Wall ; and then having compafſed them about in a fit place, they 
| wound- 
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wounded them afar off with Darts and Arrows. The Jews ſeeking to flee, were pre- H 
vented by. the Horſemen: and they who offered to fight, were by the Romans Foor-. 
men all put tothe Sword, never ſhewing any fign of valour. For the Jews aſſaulted the 
Romans, who were all covercd with their Shields as with a Wall z and not being able 
to break into their Battel, they were ſlain by the Romans Darts : but their Darts 
could do the Romans no harm : and fo like fierce and Savage Beaſts they wilfully ran 
upon their Enemies Swords, and all were either flain, or diſperſed by the Horſemen, 
For Placidus was careful to intercept their paſſage to the Town ; and, to hinder their 
recourſe unto it, and to force thoſe back again that fled towards it, uling his Darts 
and killing thoſe that were next him ; till at laſt the ſtrongeſt amongſt them broke 
away, and got to the Town-Walls, Thoſe that were within the City knew not what I 
ro do; for they would not ſhut the Fugitives of Gadaya out of the City, becauſe they 
deſized to let their own Citizens in; and again they perceived that if they let theſe 
in, the other thereby would work the®Ovetthrow of the City, as it fel! out indeed 
they did: For the Gates being ſer open for them to come in, the Roman Horſemen 
almoſt broke into the Town with them ; yet the Gates were ſhut before they could 
get in, Then Pl/acidus with all his Souldiers aſſaulted the Town, and after a ſore hehe 
which continued till the Evening, at laſt he got the Walls, and the Town, and flew 
the weaker ſort, for the ſtronger fled: ſo the Souldiers firft ſacked the Houſes, and 
then fired the Town, They who eſcaped thence, incited the whole Country to fly 
with them; reporting their Calamities with the moſt, and afhirming that all the Roman K 
Army was at hand : and 9 they put all the Inhabitants there. in great fear, and hay- 
ing aſſembled a great. multitude, they fled to Fericho, in which place they put thcir 
confidence, tor that ic was ſtrong and populous. Placidus having Horſemen, and in- 
couraged with his former Victory, purſued them to Fordar, and whomſoever he over- 
took he ſlew,and at che River he fought with all the multicude there gathered together ; 
becauſe that the River being grown deeper by abundance of Rain that had lately falo, 
they could not paſs over It. '. | | 
Wherefore neceſliry forced them to fight, becauſe they could not flie : and placing 
themſelves along the Banks of the River, they there received the Horſemen, and ward- 
ed their Darts. Many for fear fell iato the River ; and the Romans flew there 1 3000, L 
and the reſt not able to reſiſt,, cait themſelves, into the River; which were an infinite 
number.: alſo the Romans took 2200 Men alive, and a great booty of Sheep, Ales, 
Camels, and Oxcn. + This Slaughter though it was no greater that the former, yet ir 


ſeemed to the Jewsfar greater, b-cauſe that. many all over the Country flying were kil- 


led, and Fordan, was lo filled with de:d Carcaſſes, that none could paſs over it: and 
alſo the Lake Aſphaltites was full of dead Bodies, brought thither our of divers Rivers. 
Placid having 1o good {ueceſs, went to the Towns and Villages adjoyned, and took 
Abila,Fulias, Beſemoth, and all che Towns even to the Lake Aphaltires, and placed in 
them Gariſons of .che Jews that had fled to him : and afterward preparing Ships and 
furniſhing them with Souldiers, he purſued them that were fled by Water, and overcome M 
them. So all the Country beyond Fordan as far as Macheron, was reduced under the 
power of the Romans. - | | 
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CHAP. IV; 


How certain Towns were taken, The Deſcription of Jericho, _ 


T this time came news of the troubles in Gaia 3 and how that Viadex, together N 
-with the Nobility of that. Country had revolted from Nero ; wherot we have 
made mention-in another place, - This news cauſed Yeſpaſian to be mare earneſt ' to end 
the Wars of the Jews : for even then he foreſaw the Civil War that enſued, and the 


 dangerof the whole Empire : , and he thought that if he could before the beginning of 


thoſe Troubles end the Wars in the Eaſt part of the World, that then Italy was not 
in ſo much danger, But Winter hindring him, he in the mean time placed Gari- 


ſons in all Towns and Villages about the whole Country, and appointed Officers 


in every City, and repaired many places, which he had before deſtroyed. . And firſt 
of all, he with his whole Army that was at Geſarea march'd to Antipatris; and hav- 0 
ing ſetled the Eſtate of that City, after his abode there two days, : the-third day 


he departed, ſpoiling and burning all the Country : as alſo all the Country about 


Tham- 
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A of Themnis the Toparchy, and ſo went to Lydas and Famxia; But ſecing that thoſe der 
' two places ſubmitted themſelves unto him, he lefc there ſuch Inhabirants as he thought Walts cod, 
ood, and went thence to Ammaus; and placing himſelf in the way to Feruſalem, 4/117 ©b11/t'? 
he there entrenched his Camp, and leaving the fifth Legion there, with the reſt he CAR 
went into the Toparchy of Berh/epton, firing it and all places thereabout, as alſo the 
Borders of [dumea : but he reſerved certain Caſtles in fit places, and fortified them, 
And having taken two Towns in the midſt of /dumea, to wit Begabri, and Caphartopha, 
he flew there above ten thouſand men, and took almoſt a thouſand ; and driving our 
the reſt of the Inhabitants, he left a great part of his Army there; who made Incurhtons, 
and waſted all the high-places thereabout: with the reſt he recurned to Famnia ; and 
B fromthence by Samaris and Neapolis, called by the Inhabitants Nabortha; The ſecond 
day of June he came to Corea ; and pitching his Tent there, the next day he came to 
Fericho, where one of his Captains, named Trajaz, met him with the Souldiers he 
brought from beyond Fordan, which place he had conquered, But before the Romins Peſpuſiun 
came, many fled from Fericho into the high Country over agatuſt Feruſalem; and many comethro Ft= 
that ſtaid behind, were there ſlain. So he found the City deſolate, being ſituate in a '** 
Plain,under a great barren Mountaio,which is of a huge length : for it reachieth on the 
North-fide to the Borders ot Scythopois, and on the South to the Borders of Sodom and 
the Lake of Aſphaltites.It is rocky, and not inhabited, becauſe it bears no Fruir, Over 
againſt this, near Jordan, Is ſituate another Mountain, beginning on the North-fide at 
C F*lias, and reaching to Bacrs on the South, which is the Limics of Petrea, a City of 
Arabia, 1n this place is that Mountain which is called the Mosntain of lron, reaching 
to the Country of the Moavrees. | 
The Country between theſe two Mountains is called the great Field, reaching 
from the Village Gennabara to the Lake of A4ſphaltites, being in length cwo hundred The great 
and thirty turlongs, and in bredth an hundred and twenty : in the midit it is divided 
by the River Jordan. Theſe are alſo two Lakes of contrary natures, 4ſphaltites, and 
T:iberias : for one of them is ſalt and hath no Fiſh; but that of T:bereas ſweer and 
abounds with Fiſh. This Plain in Summer time is burot with che heat of the Sun, Two Lakes, 
and the Air is infected in all places thereabouts, ſave only about Fordarn: and this is =. que 
D the cauſe that the Palm-Trees that grow about the River ſide do flouriſh moſt, and 7» £4. 
are more fertil than the reſt, Near Jericho there is a large great Fountain, which 
plentifully watereth the Fields thereabout, and riſeth with a greac Stream out of the 
ground near the old City : which Foſhua the Son of Nun, General of the Hebrews, took 
by War, the firſt of all that he took in the Land of Cazaaz. It is reported that in | 
the beginning, the Waters of this Fountain deſtroyed all Bruits of the Earch, and | 
alſo made Women be delivered before their time,and infected all places with Diſeaſes, Am Foun- 
and the Plague; but afterward by El:ſha, the Succeſſour of Elias, was made ſweet and cho. 
good for Conception ; which happened in this manner: That admirable perſon being 
once courteouſly entertained by the Inhabicants of Jericho, did thus reward them,and 
E all the Country for that their kindneſs ; and going unto the Fountain, he caſt 
a Pitcher full of Salt into the Water ; and lifcing up his hands ro Heaven, and tem- 
pering with this Fountain- Water certain ſweet Waters, he prayed God to amend 
the ill qualities thereof , and to make it flow with more ſweet Streams : which , 1;..4. 
both might cauſe plenty of Fruits, and alſo of Children, to the Inhabicants : and wrought by 
that the 'Water might have the virtue ro make Women fruitful; ſo long as they Elias. 
perſiſted in Piety. » Theſe Prayers had the power to alter the Fountain : and from 
that time this Fountain, which before was the cauſe of Famine and Sterility, became 
the cauſe of Plenty and Fertility. And ſo it watereth the Ground, that where a little _ 
of it cometh , it doth more good than all other Waters which lie long upon it : 
F and fo they that water their Grounds but a little with it, receive much Fruit; and 
they that water their Grounds with it much, do not receive. them iti that mea- 
ſure; yet it watereth a greater compaſs of ground than other Fountains: and in 
length it runneth through a Plain ſeventy Furlongs long, and twenty broad. Here ate x;,-51.q 
moſt pleaſant and goodly Orchards, and many ſorts of Palm-Trees growing by Brooks pleaſant Gr. 
ſides, which are divers in the taſte of their Fruits ; the fatteſt whereof being preſſed, =. about Fe. 
yield a Juce like Honey, nothing inferiour to other Honey : yet there is great * 
ſtore of Honey in the Country, and the juice of Balm, which is more precious than. 
all other Fruits whatſoever. Here grow alſo Cypreſs-Trees and Myrabolans : ſo 
that one may juſtly ſay that this part of the Earth hath ſomething Divine, where 
G what Fruit ſoever is moſt dear and precious, is in moſt abundance, Alſo in all other 


Fruits ic ſurpaſſeth all Countries in the World : for all thingsmultiply and in- 
| creaſe 
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— creaſe ſooner there, The cauſe hereof I judge tobe theſe pleaſant Waters, and the H 
werld, 4c32, Warm nouriſhing Air, which gently inviteth all things to ſpring up, and then encreaC. 
- ere Gong ohy cth them: as the moiſture cauſeth all things to rake firm root, and alſo defendeth 
LARRY them from drought in Summer time, when the Country is vexed with ſuch intollera- 
The cafe why DIE BEATS: that all things are ſcorched, ſo that nothing theo will grow ; yet if they 
the Gr-und a be watered with Water drawn before Sun-rife, by the blowing of a mild and tempe- 
bour Fericho xare wind, it is refreſhed, and it receives a contrary nature : In Winter-time it is al. 
5 fruitful. oſt luke-warm | and temperate to them that go into it. The Air here is ſo tem. 
The Air ezm- perate, that when it ſnoweth in other parts of Fudea, and is extreme cold, the Jn. 
prarte rd. habitants in this place only wear a Lin-n Garment, This Country is diſtant from 
Feruſal-m a h:ndred - and fifty Furlongs, and threeſcore from Fordan: and all the 1 
ground betwixt it and: Feruſalem is deſart and ſtony, and ſo likewiſe between it and 
Fordan and A4ſphaltites, though it be lower ground than the other. Thus we have 
ſufficiently declared the-fertility of Fericho,

CEHAP. V, 


The Deſcription of the Lake Aſphaltites. 
K 
T is worth the labour to deſcribe the Lake Aſphaltites, which is Salt and uncapable 
= —_— _ offecging Fiſh, yet what ever is caſt into it, how weighty ſoever it be, it ſwimmeth 
4/phalrite above the Water: fo that one, though he would on purpoſe, cannot fink to the bot- 
Sn. tom. Peſpsſian coming thither to ſee ir, took men who could not ſwim, and cauſ'd 
their bands to be bound behind them, and caſt them into the midſt thereof, and al] 
of them came up to the Top of the Water, as if ſome Wind had forc'd them from 
the bottom. Moreover, it is admirable, how this Lake thrice in every day changeth 
colour, and ſhineth divesſly, according as the Beams of the Sun ſundry ways fall up- 
onit, Andin many places caſteth up pieces of black Bitumen, in greatneſs and ſhape 
like a Bull wichour a Head ; and theſe float above the Water. They that get their L 
living upon: this Water by gathering this B*umez, draw it to their Boats, and it 
is ſo tough and clammy, that having filled their Boats herewith, it is not ealte for 
them to ger them away, but their Boat is as it were faſtened, and hangeth upon the reſt 
of that maſs of bituminous matter, till it be ſeparated from it by the Terms or Urine 
of a Woman, This bitumenous matrer is good to cloſe the rifts of Ships, and 
I alſo to cure many Diſeaſes, This Lake is five hundred andeighty Furlongs long, ex- 
rending to Zoar which is in Arabra; and it is an hundred and fifty Furlongs broad. 
The Land of Near this Lake is the Land of Sodom and Gomorrah, ſome-time both fertil and rich: 
Secop 15 PE now all burnt, having been for the impiety of the Inhabitants conſumed with Light- 
4/phaltres. ning and Thunder. To be ſhort, one may here behold as it were the Reliques of that M 
Fire thar by God's appointment deſtroyed the place : for one may yet ſee ſome remain- 
ders of thoſe five Cities ; and Trees and Fruits ſpringing up in the aſhes: which 
+ Fruit to the Eye ſeemeth like other Fruits : bur if you handle them, they fall into 
Cap. 39. '"* Aſhes and Smoak. And ſo the Hiſtory of the deſtrution of Sodom is verifi'd to the Eye 
of them that behold it. |

After Veſþaſian was returned to Geſarea, and with all his Army purpoſed to goto Fe- </R4 
wu[alem, n=<ws was brought him that Aero was ſlain, having reigned thirteen years aud hap yn 
eight dayes. Touching whum I will not recount how 2e dithouour'd the Empire, com- r-s Veath. 
matting the whole ſway of all the Commonwealth totwo mult wicked men, to wit, N;m- 
phidins and Tigillinus, who were of leaſt worth amovglit all his Freed-men : and how be- 
ing betrayed by theſe two men, he was forſaken of ail his Guards, and ſo fled only 
with four truſty Freed-men into the Suburbs, and there kill'd himſelf: And how that 
B ſometime after they that depoſed him, were puniihed tor that offence-: -And how the 
Wars ended in Gallia; and that Ga!ba being created Emperoar, returned to Rome out of Gal: 
Spain - and how he was accuſed of Cowardize by the Souldiers, and by them killed in 
the Marker-place, as one of baſe condition ; and how Otho was declared Emperour, and ,,,,, 
led his Souldiers againſt Vitelius : Alſo Vitellizs his troubles ard his fight before the Yet. 
Capitol: and how Antonius Primus, and Mutianus ſlew Vitcllius, and ſo appeaſed the 
German Troops and the Civil War, Of all theſe I have torbora to ſpeak, becauſe I 
preſume both the Greeks and Rotnans have written theſe things at large ; yet I have 
bricfly recapitulated this to continue my Hiſtory. | 
Afcer Veſpaſian heard this news, he deterred the Siege of Feruſalem, expeRting who .;/ 1/12 de- 
C ſhould be created Emperour after Nero, And when he was certified that Galba reign- ferreth his be- 
ed, he determined to do nothing, but lie quiet till ſuch time as he ſhould write to him his [2s "= 
mind, whether he would have him proceed in the War againſt the Jews. And he ſent 
ro him his Son Titus, both to ſalute him; and alſo to know his pleaſure concerning the 
Jews. Likewiſe, King Agrippa went with [tas for the ſame cauſe to Ga/ba., Burt as 
they WCere paſting by Achaia with long Ships in Winter time, as the Cuſtome 1S,. news 
was brought that Gaiba was flain, havivg reigned ſeven Months and ſeven dayes : Af- 
ter whom ſucceeded O:ho, who governed the Empire three Months, Aprippa not dif- 
maycd with this alteration, ſtill kept on his Journey to Rowe. Bur T:tus (as God 
would have it) returned from Achaza to Syria, and fo to Geſarea to his Father, They | 
D both were in ſuſpence what would enſue, and who ſhould be Emperour, the Empire, cen a 
being ſo tail of troutl: : and ſo they neglected the War againſt the Jews, fearing for —_— 
their owa Country, aud therefore thinking it an unfit time to invade Strangers. 


CHAP, VII. 
Of Simon of Geraſa, Author of 4 new Conſpiracy, 


FJ *t FN the mean time anew War broke out at Feruſalem among the Fews ; For there 
J I| was one dimon the Son of Giora born in Geraſa, young in years, and inferiour to 5; of G:. 
| Fohnin Subtilty, who now already had gotten the dominion over the City 3. yet in Vi- 74 reſorts tg 
gor and Boldneſs excceded Fohn. This Simon having been for this cauſe alſodriven out FP I"_ 
of the Country of 4crabatena, where he was Governour, by the means of Azanus the 
high Prieſt, caive to the Thieves that ſeized upon Maſſada, Art his firſt coming he was g;,,,,. .q- 
ſo ſuſpe&ed by the Thieves, that they only permitted him, and the Women that carne: bleth all xp 
with him, to dwell in the lower part of the Caſtle, and they themfelves kept the higher pars HOY 
part: yerafterwards, his manners and behaviour was ſuch, that they put confidence in play, 
kim, and he became their Captain always when they weat to ſpoil and rob any part of 
FE the Country about Maſſadas, Afﬀeer which, he did all he could'ro-perfwade them to 
attempt greater matters : for being delirous of Rule, after he heard-thar- Ananus was 
dead, he departcd into the high places of rhe Country, and with the voice as of a Crier 
proclaimed, that all Eond-ſlaves that would followhim, ſhould have their Liberty, and . - 
zl! others ſhould be richly rewarded ; by which means he gatheredtogether all the wick- 
ed and deſperate People in the Country. And having: now a conliderable Army, he 
robbed and ſpoiled all the Towns and Villages thereabout ; and his number daily en- 
creaſing, he alſo preſumed to come into the plain Countries: ſo that now Cities ſtood 
in awe of him, and many conſiderable perſons, fearing him tor his ſtrength and proſpe- 
rous ſucceſs, joyned with him. So that his Army did not only conſiſt of Thieves and 
G Slaves, but many People of the Country came to him, reverencing him'as their Prince . 
and King ; and they made excurfions into the Troparchy of Acrabatena; and into the

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a\>) preater ldumea, For he had Fortified a Town called Naiz,wall'd about, which he uſed H 
Theyear of = for his Retreat. And in the Valley called Pharan, he made many Caves, and found 
after Chriſt's many already made, and in theſe Caves he kept is Treaſure, and the Booties he got : 
N27 alſo all Fruits of the Earth that he robbed and ftole, there he laid up in tore ; as al- 
ſo Ammunition for many Companies. And now no man doubted, but that being thus 
furniſhed with Men and Ammunition, he would go to Feruſalem. The Lealots teaing 
this, and deſirous to prevent him, who chey ſaw every day encreaſed his number, and 
grew more potent againſt them, they armed many of their Company, and went out 
to meet him. Simzoz was not daunted at this, but boldly encountred them, and pave 
The Fight be- them ſo ſharp a Batre), that he ſlew many of them in fight, and forced the reſt to retire 
4 che Z-a- themſelves into the Town, yer not having men ſufficient, he would not beliege the 1 
lots. Town ; -but firſt of all he purpoſed to ſubdue Iduzzz2 ; and ſo accompanied with 20009 
| armed men, he haſted towards the Borders thereof, 

The Princes of Id4mes underftanding this, preſently aſſembled five and twenty thou- 
ſaid armed men ; and leaving at home ſufficient Gariſons to defend their Country 
againſt the Sicarii, who held the Forireſs of Maſſada, they, accompanied with theſ: 
Forces, went out,and expected Smon's coming into the borders of their Country,where 
having met him, they joined Battel,and tought a whole day : yet it appeared not which 
part got the Victory, Then Simon returned to Main, and the Idumeans home, Not 
long after S;moz with a greater Army than before, aſſaulted the borders of their Coun- 
try, and pitching his Tents in a Village called Thecue, he ſent one of his Companions, K 
named Eleazer, to them that kept the Caſtle Heyodinm, not far from that place, to ſol- 
licit them to yield it to him. The Gariſon there preſently received him into the Caſtle, 
not knowing the cauſe of his coming, But ſo ſoon as he began to perſwade them to 
Treaſon, they drew their Swords to Kill him : and he not having any place to flic to, 
caſt himſelf from off the Caſtle Wall into the Valley beneath, and ſo died. 

The [dumeans ſomething fearing Szmozs Forces, before they would offer him Batte, 
ws Fellow, chought bett ro eſpie whar vumber of men he had: to effe&t which buſineſs, one Faces, 
caſterh himſelf a Captain among them, offered himſelf, meaning indeed to betray his Country to Simoy, 
Nang So departing from Olzrus, where the Idumear Forces were aſſembled, he went to Simon, 
preſently died. and promiſed him to betray his Country to him, receivipg of him an Oath, thac for re- 
Jamer 14% ward of this deed he ſhould be alwayes next in dignity to Simoz himſelf, and ſo he pre- 
rrayer othis ſently promiſed to help to ſubdue all Id#ea. For this cauſe he was welcome to Simon, 
Cty. ad feaſted liberally, and had great Promiſes if he performed that which he offered; and 

then returaed to the Idumeans , and fained that Simons Army was far greater than in- 
deed it was, And ſo terrifying the Governours of his Couotry, and the People, he by 
little and lictle perſwaded them to receive S;#0x, and without any more fight to yieldto 
him the Sovercign Authority over them. 

Facob ſtudying ro bring this his purpoſe to paſs, privily ſent Meſſengers to Simon, 
willing him to come with his Forces, and promiſing him to diffipate the Idumeans for 
him, which he alſo did.

And ta kivg them 
that weut out of the City to gather Herbs and Wood, he cauſed them to be whipt to 
death, whether they were young or old : This cruelty ſeemed only wanting in him, that 
he did not eat the fleſh of rhe dead Bodies, Alſo he took many and-cut off their hands, 
and ſo tent them into the City, thereby to terrifie his Enemies, and to cauſe the People 
to abandon the Zealors : and he bad chem tell che Citizens, that except they preſent- 
ly reſtored his Wife to him, he ſwore by God who governed all, that he. would 
break down their Walls, and uſe all he found in the City after char faſhion, and that 

C he would ſpare no Age, nor reſpe& the Innocent more than the Guilty, Theſe his The Zealors 
Threats did not only terrifie the People, bur alſo the Zealots, inſomuch that they ſent pd 
him his Wite again z and fo bis avger being ſomewhat aſlwaged, he ceaſed a whiie :

OT only in F#dea, but alſo in /*aly at this time was Civil War : for Ga/ba was Sc 'ition tho- 
{1310 in the nuuſt of Rowe; afrer whom Orho was created Emperor, and tougher row the eel 
againſt Vitellizes, who affe&ted the Empire, being choſe Emperor by the German Legi- _— 2 
ons. The Battel was fought near Bebri9s, a Town in Gallia Ciſalpina ; the firſt day 
Otho got the Vitory againſt Valens and Cecinna, the Generals of Vitellizs his Army : 
But the day following they overcome Ortho ; and ſo many being ſlain on both parts, and 
news being brought tnatVzrellzzes his Army had gotten the Victory, Orho being at Brix- 
els, flew himſelf, when he had held the Empire three months and two days. Orho's 
Souldiers turned to /:zellizs his Caprains, aud joyned with them, and fo YViielivs came 
E to Rome with bis Army, In the mean time Yeſpa/ian the fifth day of Zune departed »./; ſian once 
from Ceſarea, and went to thoſe parts Fudea, which were yet unconquered : and firſt more invades 
of all he went into the high Countries,and ſubdued the two Toparchies of Acrabaten; 7 ** 
and Gophrites, and after them two Towns called Bethel and Ephrem, and placed Gari- 
ſons in them, and fo went to Feruſalem, killing many that he found in the way, and 
taking many Captives. | 
Ove of his Captains, called Cerealis, with a party of Horſe and Foot, waſted all the

vatcd their Faces, their Hands were prone to Blood-ſhed ; and though they lived in 
ignominious manner, as People given over to pleaſure, yet could they quickly become 
Warriurs, and in the habits of Women, drawing their Swords they killed whomſoever 
they met. Whoſoever eſcaped Fohns hands, Szmon, the more cruel, wurthered ; and 
whoſoever eſcaped the Tyrant within the City, was ſlain by the Tyrant without ; and 
therewas no way to flie to the Romans, 

Furchermore, rhe Army of F-hz began to be divided ; for all the Idumears ſeparated 


themſelves from the other People, and there roſe a Mutiny againſt the Tyrant, partly L 


through cnvy of his Power, partly through hatred of his Cruelty, and ſo aſſaulting 
him, chey ſlew many of the Zealots, and compell'd the reſt to fly into the Kings Houſe, 
built by Grapta, Father of Izat, King of Adiabena. The /[dumeans alſo broke in thither 
with them, ind drave them from thence into the Temple, and ſeized upon Fohns Treas 
ſure : for Fohn lived in the Palace, and had carried thither all his Spoils. Then thoſe 
Zealots thar were diſperſed in the City, came to thoſe that were in the Temple, and 
Fohz purpoſed to ſend them againſt the Townſmen and the Idymeans. But they feared 
not ſo much their Forces (although they knew them to be the better Warriors) as they 
did, leſt now being deſperate, they ſhould ſteal out of the Temple in the night, and fo 


ſlay them, and fire the Ciry, Wherefore aſſembling themſelves; they deliberated with M 


the Prieſts how to avoid their Aſſaults : but it pleaſed God to turn their own Counſel 
co their deſtruQtion, and that they ſhould provide a remedy of ſafety, far worſe than 
Death it ſeif, For to depoſe Fohp, they deviſed to introduce Simon, and as it were to 
intreac another to tyranuze over them. This counſel was thought beſt ; and Matth:- 
as the Prieſt was ſeut to Y;mm (of whom before they ſtood in great fear) to requelt 
him to come into the City, With him alſo came ſuch as had fled from Feruſalem for 
fear of the Zealots, intreating him in like manner, becauſe they delired to return to 
their Wives and Families. So heentred into the City proudly, promiſing them to be 
their Deliverer ; and all the People made Acclamations as he entred into the City, 
that he was their Preſerver. Son being now within the City, preſently deliberated 
with thoſe about him to eftabliſh his Dominion, thinking as well thoſe that called him 
into the City. as thoſe againſt whom he was called, his Enemies, Fohz, and the Zea- 
lots with him, finding no way to come out of the Temple, and having loſt all chat he had 
in the City (for S:mo and his Followers, at their entrance, took all chat belonged to 
him) began now to diſpair of his Safety. And Simop, being afliſted by the Citizens, 
aſſaulted the Temple, and the Zealots placing themſelves upon the Porches, and in 
Towers of Defence, made reſiſtance, and' hurt many of Simms followers, For the

beit Yeſpaſian had always been careful of the Publick-Good, yer he reſufed to be Em- 
peror: deeming himſelf indeed to have deſerved it, but he rather choſe to live a Pri- 
vate Life, wherein was ſecurity, than in the height of Forture and Honour with perpe- 
tual danger. The Captains were the more earneſt becauſe he refuſed it; and the 
Souldiers flocked about him with drawn Swords, threatning his Death, except he would 
conſent to live as he deſerved: but after long time ſtriving to avert this their determi. 
nation to make him Emperour, at laſt, ſeeing he could not avoid it, he accepted their 


offer, 


CHAP. XL, 
The Deſcription of Egypt. 


Htianus and the reſt ofthe Captains that had elected himto the Empire, <ogether 

with the whole Army, with great Acclamations deſir'd Veſpaſian to lead them 

againſt their common Enemy. Bur Veſpafian thought it beſt, firſt to make ſure of 

Alexandria, knowing that Egypt for the ſupply of Corn was the greateſt and beit part 

of the Empire : which it he once were ſure of, he hoped that alchough Y:tellius were 

ſtronger chan he, yer he could bring him u-:der, becauſe the People would not endure 

that for his ſake the City ſhould be famiſhed : which would have come to pals, except 
they had ſupply of Corn from Agypr. 

Moreover, he defired to join himſelf with thoſe two Legions that were at Alexandria; 
and he conſidered that that Country might be a defence and refuge for him, if any ad- 
verſe Fortune ſhould be: ide hi: : tor it is not eafte to be entred by an Army, and the 
Sea-coaſts have uo Havens, nor Harbours to receive Ships. On the Weſt it bordereth 
upon the dry and barran part of Lybis ; on the South upon the Frontiers which ſepa- 
rate Szene from Ethiopia, and the Cararatts of Nilzs hindering the entering of it by 


ot 


Ships, On the Eaſt it bordereth upon the Red-Sea, which defends it as far as the City L 


Copton ; onthe North it reaches to Syrz4, and is detended by the Egyprian Sea, where- 
in th:re is no Haven, Thus Agypt is m_ on «very fide, and reacheth in length 
2000 Furlongs from Peluſium to Syene: and from Plinthie to Peluſium, they ſayl 3600 
Furlongs. And Nlws is navigable even unto the City Elephantine, Moreover the Hayen 
of Alexandria is dangerous to enter into even in a Calm, tor the enterance into it is very 
ſtrairz and beſide that, the way goes not direRly on, bur is made crooked by great ſto- 
ny Rocks, and thelefe fide is compaſſed artificially wich a ſtrong Dike,but on the right 
fide is the Ifle Pharm, having a Tower upon 1 exceeding great : ſothat a Light in it is 
ſeen by Mariners 30o Furlongs off, to the end that before they come near ir, they may 
provide to bring their Ships in with ſafety, | 

This Ifle is incloſed with bigh Walls made by Art, againſt which the Sea beating, 
and ſo returning back again, maketh the enterance into the Haven more dangerous. Yet 
this Haven within is very ſafe, and 3o Furlongs long: fo that whatſoever this Country 
wants, it is brought them into that Haven ; and whatſoever aboundeth amongſt them, 
and which other Nations need, is carried from thence all over the World. So that 
Ve:ſþaſian did not unadviſedly ſeek to make himſelf Maſter of A/:xa»dria, and to diſpoſe 
thereof tor bis own profit, being to begin his Empire, Wherefore he ſent Letters to 
Tiberias Alexander, who was Governour of Alexandria and Egypt, and told him of the 
Souldiers Reſolution : and how that ſeeing he could nor avoid it, but was forced to 
take upon him the Empire, he now requeſted him to help him all he could. Alexan- 
der receiving Veſpaſian's Letters, agreed willingly thereunto, and preſently cauſed his 
Army and the People alſo to ſwear to Yepeſian : which they all did williogly, having 
underſtood Veſpaſian's Vertue, by reaſon he governed ſo near them, And ſo 4/exan- 
der —_ now engaged himſelf, prepared all things neceſſary for the reception of 
this Prince, 
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C mired the Man, who was yet in hold. But calling Mutianxe and the reſt of his Friends

I is incredible how quickly the News was carried into all parts of the World, that 7a» by 


Veſpaſian was declared Emperor in the Eaſt; and how all the Cities rejoiced and © 


made Triumphs, and offered Sacrifice for his fortunate ſucceſs, Moreover, the Le- 
gions in Meſis and Pannonia, who not long before revoited from Yizelizs, by reaſon 
of his Cruelty, now willingly ſwore Obedience to Feſpaſian, Veſpaſian returned by 
Berytum to Ceſarea ; where many Embaſſadors came to him, offering him Crowns, 
and applauding and rejoycing at his good Fortune; they came out of Syr/a, and all 
other places thereabout, Thither came alſo Mutianns, Governour of Syria, who 
brought tidings how joyfully all the People received him for their Emperour, and had 
ſworn Obedience to him. So all thiogs talling out proſperouſly on Veſpaſear's ſide, and 
Fortune ſeconding what he deſired, he began to think with himſelt it was God's 
providence he was made Emperour, and brought to that Eftate. And fo he called 
to mind all Tokens and Signs ( as there had happened many) which foretold that he 
ſhould be Emperour, and amongſt the reſt he remembred that which Foſeph had told 
him ; and though Nero was yet alive, preſumed to call him Emperour ; and he ad- 


together, firſt of all he told them how valiant Foſeph had been, and what difficulty he 
had to win Fotapara, only becauſe of his Valour ; and then his Prophecies, which 
at that time he ettcemed only Fables, feigned for tear ; but now Time and Event had 

roved them true. Wheref.re it ſeemed an unreaſonable thing, that he who had been 
the foreteller of his Exaitation, and a Meſſenger to him from God, ſhould ftill conti- 
pue in Bonds like a Captive, and be lett in Adverſity, So calling for Foſeph, he com- 
manded him to be ſet Liberty, This fact of his made the Captains under him hope 
for great Reward at his hands, ſeeing he had been fo kind to a ſtranger. Titus being 
there preſeat, ſaid, Ie is meet, O Father, that as you acquit Joleph from Captivity, ſo you 
a!ſo tate away the ſhame of that which he hath already endured. For if we not only unty 
his Ghains, but alſo break thems in ſunder, he ſhall be as though he had never been in Bon- 
dage : for tis 5 the manner uſed for redreſs, when any one being- puiltleſs is committed to 
Bonds. Veſpaſian hereto agreed : and ſo one came with an Ax. and hewed his Chains 
in pieces. 1hus was Foſeph rewarded for his Prophecy z and thenceforward he was 


eltcemed worthy to be believed, 


CHAP, XIIL 
Of Vitellius his Death axd Mapnvners, 


J Hen Ve:ſþsſian had anſwered the Embaſſadors,and diſpoſed all the Commands 
V\ of his Army according to every ones merir, he went to Antioch, and there 
deliberated whither to go firſts and it ſeemed beſt to him to go to Roxpe, rather than to 
Alexand:ia: for he knew that Alexandia was quiet and firm, but Rowe was held by YVi- 
zellius, Wherefore he ſent Mutianms into Italy with many Troops of Foot & Horſe: who 
fearing to go by Sea, went thorow Cappadocia and Phrypia; for it was Winter-time. 
Antoxius Primus, who was Governour of Mzſia, brought from thence the third Legion 
remaining chere, and march'd againſt Vitellius, Vitellius ſent Cecinna to meer him with a 
great Army:who departing from Rome,met with Antonius ar Cremona,a Town of Lambay- 
4, ſicuate upon the Confines of 1taly; but beholding the diſcipline & order of his Forces, 
he durſt not fight with them: and thinking it very dangerous to fly, delign'd to revolc , 
and ſo calling tohim the Centurions and Tribunes of his Army, he perſwaded.them to 
go-and joyn with Antonin, after he had extenuated Viiellizs his Power,andextolled that

pitol, where many valiant deeds were ſhewn on both parts: and at laſt the Germ ans, 
being moſt in vumber, got the Capitol Hill, Domitiaz with many brave Noblemen, as ir 
were by Gods providence, eſcaped fate ; the reſt of the multitude were there ſlain, $4. 
binus was carried to Vitellius, and by his commandment inſtantly put to death : and the 
Souldiers taking away all the Gifts and Treaſure in the Temple, ſet it on fire. Theday 
after Antonizs arrived, and YVitellivus his Souldiers mer him ; there was fighting. in three 
ſeveral places of the City, the forces of Virellius were all defeated : whereupon Vitellius 
came out of his place drunk, and full gorged with delicate meat ; he was immediately 
ſeiz'd upon,and drawn thorow the midſt of the ſtreets, and after many contumelies,{lain; 
having reigned Eight months, and five days ; if he had lived longer, the whole Em- 
pire had ſcarce been ſufficient to have maintained his Glutrony. There were {lain above

CHAP. XIV. 
How Titus was ſent by his Father againſt the Fews: 


WW Hen Veſaſien came to Alexandria, news was brought to him of what was done at 
Rome. And Embaſſadors came to him from all parts of the World to congratu- 
lace hiw. And although next after Roze, this City was the greateſt in the World, yet 
was it ſcarcely able toreceive the People that came thither to him. Yeſþaſian being now 
eſtabliſhed Emperour of all the World, and the Common-Wealth of the Romans being 
contrary to his expeQation freed from troubles, he now began tothink upon the re- 
liques of Judea. And he himſelf,winter being ended, prepared to go to Romezand in the 
| mean time he haſted to diſpoſe of all things at Alexandria. Moreover he ſent his Son T:- N 
© ern{ilem, £15 With his beſt Troops to deſtroy Feruſalem, Titus departed by land from Alexandria to 
| Nicopolis, which is diſtant from it 20 furlongs, and there he ſhip'd his Men, and failed a- 
long the River V:/us by Medenſiato Thumin; here landing his Men, he came to the City 
called Tanis, The ſecond place he reſted in was the City Heraclea, and the third Peln- 
fium ; where having refreſh'd his Souldiers two days ſpace, the third day he paſt the bor- 
ders of Pelufium, and having gone one days journey through the wilderneſs, he pitcht his 
Campat the Temple of Fapzter Cafian, and the next day at Oftracine, where there 15 no 
water, but all thar the Inhabitans uſe, they have from other places. Afﬀter this, he reſt- 
ed at Rhinicolura, and from thence in four days he went to Raph:a, where begin the 
borders of Syria; and the fifth day he lodged at Gaza; and from thence going to 4ſca/or, 
and ſo to Famnia and Foppa, he arrived at Czſarea,purpoling to gather ſome other For-

But the Seditious gathering the dead bodies upon heaps, con- 
tinued their fighting, and trod upon them ; and as it were encoutaged themſelves by 
the dead under their feet, they became more cruel, ſtill deviſing new Stratagems one 
againſt another, and immediatly executing what-ever they deviſed without anycommi- Thad 
B ſeration ; omitting no kind of Murther, and leaving no Cruelty unpraQiſed, ſo that he Sos 
John prophan'd che holy things of the Temple, and made them Engins of War. For is Fer»/alem, 
formerly the Prieſts and People had determined to under-prop the Temple, and builc 
it twenty Cubits higher, and King Agrippa, with great labour and expence, had ſent 
them in Timber for that purpoſe from Mount Libanw. Which being put off by the Jobs made uſe 
Wars, Fohz took the Timber and made uſe of it : for that deſign he erected a Tower of the wow, 
to fight againſt thoſe that aſſaulted him from off the Temple : and this Tower he built a _y _—_ 
along the Wall over againſt the Chapter-Houſe that ſtandeth on the Weſt ſide of the Engines on. 
Temple ; for he could ouild it in no other place ſo conveniently. And having thus im- 
piouſly furniſhed himſelf with Eng:nes, he hoped hereby to have deſtroy'd his Enemies, 
C But God mad his labour in vain, and before he could prevail againlt them, brought the 
Romans againſt the Ciry. 

For after that Titzs had gathered togethor part of his Army, and ordered the reſt The Order of 
to mect him at Feruſalem, he departed trom -Ceſarea, having three Legions that 7 Ye 
la:ely under the conduct of his Father Veſpaj/iaz had walted all Fudea, and the twelfth 
Legion that ſometime under Ceff;us were overcome, aud but to flight by the Jews : who 
being valiant enough of themlelives, were impatient co beimphed again againſt the 
Jews, to revenge themſelves of their former d:ſgrace. Titus commanded the fifth Le- 
gion to meet him at Feruſalems, and to march by Emmasus, and the tenth Legion 
by Fericho ; the reſt he touk with nimſelf, a:companied with the Kings Eorces thac 

D came to help him, having been reinforced with conſiderable ſupplies out of Syria. Tirms 
alſo brought Forces with him to ſupply the number that was wanting, which - Forces 
were ſent by Fepajian under Matianzs into 'Italy : for he brought two thouſand ſelect 
Men from che Legion at Alexandria, and three thouſand followed him from Euphrates, 
together with [iberizs Alexander his cheiteſt friend, and one next himin Authority, 
who beiore was Governour of Ezype, and thought a fit Min to be Governour of the Ar- 
my ; for that he was the firſt thar entertain'd the Emperour being new eleed, and 
joyn'd faithfully with him before he knew what ſucceſs he ſhould have : he was preſenc 
with him in all his affairs as his chicfeſt Counſellor, and was renowned both for his , 


Wiſdom and Experience. 


CHAP, IL 


How Titus went to Jeruſalem to ſee their firength, aud how he 
was ingreat danger. 


"i being now to go into the Enemies Country, cauſed all his Auxiliaries to 
march in the Vau :. after whom followed the Pioneers and thoſe appointed to 7:44 com:th 
F pitch the Tents : after them the Baggage of the Rulers and Governours of his Army, to «4c. 
aud with them the armed Souldiers, Next theſe came Ti#s himſelf, accompanied with 
his choice Men, and many that bare his Colours : next the Horſemen march'd immedi- 
ately before the Engices, And the Prefe&s and Tribunes with certain choſen Men, 
and their Companies followed, After them the Eagle, with many other Eufigns , 
and the Trumpets went before them. And after them followed the Army march- 
ing fixin a rank: then the multitude of Servants that followed every Legion did 
drive their Baggage before them : laſtly came the Hirelings, and choſe that were ap- 
pointed to guard them. Marching in ſuch comely and Warlike manner, as the Ro- 
mans are wont, he came by Samaria into Gophna, which place was already conquered 
G by his Father, and then alſo was under the cuſtody of the Roman Gariſons, Stay-

For notwithſtanding that an infinite number of Darts and Arrows 
were ſhot at Titus, and he had no Armour at all (for as we have already ſaid, he came 
to view, not to fight,) yet had henot one Wound, but all paſt him; as though pur- 
poſely every one had ſtriven to miſs him, But T:#us with his Sword made way, cut 
down many that oppoſed themſelves againſt him, and with his Horſe palt over them, 
The Jews ſeeing Tits his Valour, cried out and exhorted one another to ſet upon 
Purs tis Ene. Im s but whicherſoever he turned, the Jews fled, and would not abide by it : likewiſz 
miesto flight, thoſe Souldiers that were wich him, eacompaſſed him round, For every mans ho 
apa foe " lay in charging through with Tir#s, before they were cloſed in and oppreſſed. Twooyf 
Camp, * the moſt. Valiant amongſt chem were (lain, the Horſe of the one was killed with his Ma- 
ſter, but the others Horſe was taken with the Jews.

No ſooner had they begun their Work, bur preſently the tenth Legion came, N 
who were to paſs by Fericho , which Veſpaſian had already ſubdued, and placed a 
Gariſon there, This Legion was commanded to encamp fix Furlongs from Feruſa- 
lem, near Mount Oliver, on the Eaſt part of the City, and is encloſed with a deep 
Valley called Cedrozy, This great Army ſo ſuddenly arriving, reconciled the Diſſenti- 
ons Within the City for ſome time : and the three great Factions beholding with admi- 
ration the Roman Camp, became friends, and all differences were compoſed. They be- 
gan toexamine and conſider what madneſs had cauſed them to ſuffer themſelyes to be 
To en encloſed with three Walls, to their prejudice, and leſs of their Lives : and that they

Arms, they iflued out of the City, firſt upoh the reath Legion, and with a great ſhour 4/1er Chriſt's 
ſer upon the Romans that were entrenched in the Valley. The Romans being all ZN » 
ar work in the Trenches, and moſt of them having laid down their Weapons (pre- The Ciizens 
ſaming the Jews durſt not have made any alley by reaſon of the variance amongſt nm 
themſelves ) were ſo much ſurprized, that great part of them immediacely fled ; ſome 
of them ſtood to their Arms, bur were ſlain before they could get into a poſture of 
defence, The number of the Jews was daily increaſed by their firſt ſueceſs, and

Jews, partly becauſe their eagerneſs was 

ſach that they did not much ſeek to defend themſelves, inſomuch chat they ealily ftay- 

ed the Jews from purſuing them, Yet the number of them that purſued them ſtill in- The Jews

creaſing, they were much diſordered, and at laſt forced to forſake the Ficld, and leave Ja 80 


their Tents : and the whole Legion had been in great danger, had nor Tirms upon *bcir Camp. 
the news thereof ſpeedily relieved them, aud upbraiding their Cowardlinelſs, recalled 
them from flight ; who with them, and the choſen Men he brought, encountering the 
C Jews on one fide, ſlew many of them, wounded divers, put the reſt co flight, and forced 
chem into the Valley, The Jews being now in the lower ground, and haviog endured 
much atthe Romans hands, fince Fortune frowned upon them, curned again, and hay- Me nn 
ing the Valley between them, they fought with the Romans; And the tighr continued th: Romans, 
till noon. .-* 
A little after mid-day, Tz#us guarding the reſt with thoſe that he brought to ſuc- 
cour them, and placing others to prevent the excurſions of the Fews, commanded the 
reſt to en rench themſelves in the top of the Monncain. The Jews thought the Ro- 
mans had fled, and their Sentine] upon the Walls, making a fign to them by ſhaking 
his Garment-up and down, a great multitude of chem ran violently upon the Romans, 
as though they had been Savage Beaſis, ſo that none of their. Enemies were able to 
withſtand them, bur as though they had beeu ſtricken with ſome Engine ; ſo all of 
them were diverſly ſcatrered and forced to fly into the Mountain, Bur Titus on the Tie Romans 
fide ofthe Mountain remained with but few with him ; notwithſtanding his Friends, EE 
who for their love to their Emperour ſtayed with him, and abode the danger,did earnett- 229 dvivento 
ly perſwade him to fly from the Jews who deſperately charged them, and not to endan- nates 
er hunſelf for thzm, who oughc rather to abide it than he : That he ſhould think up- 
on his qualiry and condition, who was nota private Souldier, but General of them all, 
and Lord. ot the whole World, and not abide where there was ſuch danger. But he 
pretended he heard them not, oppoſed himſelf againſt them that aſſaulted him, ftri- 
king chem upon the Faces, killed thoſe that made reliſtance, and purſued the reſt down _ 
the Hill, and forced them to retire, The Jews were amazed at his Valour, yet did not 7; we omg 
flie into the City, but avoided him on both fides, and fled into the Valley, and he o—_ 
purſuing them, hindred their flight. In the mean time thoſe that were encamping 
above, ſeeing their Comrades beneath put to flight, fled likewiſe, thinking themſelves 
not able to reſiſt the Jews, and imagiving that Titzs was likewiſe fled : tor had they 
thought he had made Head, they never would have forſaken their Quarters ; but now 
in diſorder, they knew not wherefore, ſome fled one way, and ſome another, till per- rear ang 
ceiving the Emperour engaged, and fearing what might befal him, they with loud cries trouble among 
{ignified it unto the whole Legion. ©. Whereupon the Romans turning again, and up- RE ——— 
F braiding one another for delerting their Emperour in ſuch danger, they rallyed and 
; came with all the violence they could upon the Jews, and driving them down the 
Mountains, forced them to retire ; yet the Jews fought in their retreat, and ſecing the TheJews ſight 
Romans too hard, becauſe they were upon the upper ground, they drew down into the bi pram 
Valley. Titue Afſaulted them that were drawn up againſt him, and commanded the n-—__ 
reft to goand finiſh their Trenches, And he, with thoſe that were with him, to de. *! 
fend the Workmen, kept the Jews from moleſting them, So, if I may ſpeak without 
flattery or envy, Ceſar himſelf did twice preſerve the whole Legion from deſtruction, 


and gave the Souldiers opportunity to entrench themſelves. 
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: Of the Fight within the City upon the Feaſt of Unleavened Bread, 


Uring the intermiſſion ofthe Foreign Wars,they fell to their former fedition again, 
D which cauſed Civil Wars among them, And againtt the feaſt of Unleavened- 
Bread, which is the fourteenth day of April (for upon this day the Jews ſay that they 
were delivered out of the Bondage of Egypr) Eleazer and his Companions opened the 
Gates, to the intent that all that would might come in to adore and do their deyoti- 
Tolz entereth On, But Fohz uſed this Feſtival-day as a means to effect his deceit 5 and cauſed ma- | 
nip 9 © ny. of his Company that were unknown, to enter in among the people with Weapons 
the Z-alots ro under their Garments, giving them charge when they were entered, to poſſeſs them- 
Rs ſelves of the Temple : and ſo ſoon as they were within, they caſt off their Garments, and 
ſhewed themſelves in Armour, Preſently a great tumult aroſe within the Temple ; 
for all the People that were not of the Sedition, thought themſelves betrayed : and the 
Lcalots thought this Treaſon only praQtifed to prejudice them, ſo that leaving the 
Gate which they kept before, and leaping down from the Tower, without offering to 
fight, the fled into the Vaults of the Temple, The people flock about the Altar, and 
others were driven with chem into the Temple, and killed with Clubs and Swords, and K 
trodeu under-foor. Many were {lain upon private hatred, under pretence of fiding 
with the Enemy, And whoſoever formerly had offended any of thoſe Traitors, he 
was put todeath, as though he had been one of the Zealots, But they who' had cru- 
elly ragcd againſt the Innocei t, gave the wicked leiſure to eſcape out of thoſe Cayes 
A threefold whereby they had no harm : an. having gotten the inner part of the Tempie, and all

The Jews Stratapers againſt the Reman Souldiers, M 


Bout this time the Jews deviſed this Stratagem againſt the Romans. The moſt 

couragious among the Seditious People went out unto the places called the Wo- 

mens Towers, and pretended to be driven thither by that party in the City that delired 

Peace ; and that fearing the Romens, they were come thither for ſhelter : others got 

upon the Walls, and pretended themſelves Citizens, they called out for Peace,and deſi- 

red their friendſhip ; promiſing to throw open their Gates that the Romans might en- 

ter: and whilſt they were ſo doing, they threw Stones at their Companions aforeſaid, 
pretending tr0 drive them from the Gates. They pretend likewiſe great earneſtneſs N 

and importunity to the people for their Conſent, and as if that had fail'd, they ſeem'd 

to endeavour to force their paſſage to the Gates, ſometimes advancing as it they would 

have zone off to the Romans, and then again retreating as Men in oreat trouble and 

The alacriry of Onfulion, The Romans perceived not their Deſign, but ſeeing the Seditious ready 

the Roman- £0 fall into their hands, and the people (as they thought) ready to open the Gates, Pre- 

coulners cn” par'd in poſt haſtero have entered into the City, But Tirms ſuſpeded their Kindneſs, 

ki> Command. as ſeeing no reaſon for it, For the day before, having by Foſeph offered them Peace, 

he perceived their minds far from any ſuch thoughts : Wherefore he commanded 

the Souldiers to keep their Quarters and not remove ; yet ſome of them, appointed 

to workin the Trenches, taking their Weapens, ran unto the Gates, and the Jews who 

ſeemed to be driven out of the City, fled in appearance; but at laſt when they came unto

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A thz Gates of the Tower: faced about and encompalled the Romans; aud aſſaulted them AaNET 
upon their backs : and they that were upon the Walls calt all kind of Darrs and Stones Lay foo 
upon them, ſo that they ſlew many, and wounded more ; for ir was not ealie to eſcape OE RO 
being aſſaulted both behind and before, Moreover, they were: conſcious that they IN. 4 
had offended,: and in fear of being puniſhed, cauſed them to reliit the more tours 
ly; ſothat after a long conflict, and many wounds given and received, at laſt the Romans pt 
were-worſted, and the Jews purſued them to 'Herod's Monument. Alid having done MY 
chem much miſchief, the Jews returned with great joy, deriding the Romans for being ſo 
ealily deceiyed, lifting up their Shields and Bucklers, ' by way of cxulcation, bh” 
The Roman Souldiers were highly threatned by their Capraius, and Ceſar accoſted 
B them with this ſpeech : The Jews led only with deſperation, ds all things with advice and Ccfar ſip 
counſel, deviſing deceits : and fortune favoureth their. praitices becauſe they are orderly Oration to is 
end true one to another. But the Romans (whom for their Obedience and Diſcipline Fortune 
"w4s wont formerly to favour) do contrariwiſe offend herein, and' for their raſh and nnad- 
viſed fiehting, are overcome : and which is worſt of all, in Ceſar's preſence offering t0 ſight 
without Orders, contrary to Military Law and Uiſcipline ; which 1 am ſare my Father will 
be unſatisfied tobear, For he who from his Infancy hath been traiied ny in Arms, never 
offended in this ſort. 4nd what ſhall we ſay to our Law that puniſheth the leaſt Diſobedjence 
with Death, when our whole Army diſobey the Emperor's Command ? But,faies he, they who. 
ſo arrogantly have diſobeyed our Command, ſhall preſently underſtand that amons the Ro- 
C mans, Viftory againſt the Generals Command ® but 1nfamy, Titus having thus ſpoken in 
anger, declared what he would do, and how he purpoſed to puniſh them. Which ſtruck 2h _ 
them ſo deeply, they lookt upon themſelves as deſperate, and people appointed to die. ſcech 7:rws for 
Bur all the other Legions flocked about Tzt5s, beſought him to pardon their fellow- bat 14 
Souldiers, and to remit the raſhneſs of ſome tew, for the obedience of the reſt, aff! aring | 
him that their future valour ſhould be a recompence for this their offence. Whereupon 
Ceſar was pacitied, partly thinking it moſt profitable, partly to gratifie the reſt : for 
he purpoſed to puniſh one Man only, but to rebuke all, and fignifie his diſpleaſure, and 
ſo he was reconciled to his Souldiers ; ſtrictly charging them ro be wiſer tor the fu- 
ture: after which he deviſed how he might be revenged on the Jews, Whea all the 
D ground berween the Walls of Feruſaler and his Army was in four days made plain : 
Titus being deſirous to conduct rhe Baggage, and the reſt of the multitude in ſafety, 
placed the beſt of his Men in good order, and cauſed them to march from the North- 
part of the City unto the Welt, along by the Walls - of the City, placing his Foot in 
the Front, his Horſe in the Rear, and between them both the Archers, whereby the 
Jews were diſabled to make any Salley., Titws's Souldiers being thas diſpoſed, the 
Baggage of the three Legions and the mwlticude paſſed along without any interruption. 
And Titus himſelt being advanced within two Furlongs of the Ciry Walls, pitched How ard in 
his Tent againſt the Aogle that is called Pſepbizus, where the compals of the Wall w_ ow 4 
from the Notth bends inrco the Weſt: theother parc of the-Army entrenched ir ſelf Fer»/alem.” 
L againſt that prat of the Wall that is called H:ppzcos, diſtant in like manner two Fur- 
longs from the City. But the tenth Legion remained upon Mount 0/vet where it was

which Hills being Rocky and ſteep, were every way inacceſſible. The oldeſt of the three 


; Walls (by reaſon of the Valley about it, and the Hill whereon it ſtood) could nor 


eaſily be raken ; for beſides the difficulty of the fituation, it was very ſtrongly built, 
and repaired by David, Solomon, and other Kings. This Wall, beginning at the 
Tower called Hippicor, pafleth on to that called Xy/s, and foto the Palace, and at 
laſt ended in the Weſt Porch of the Temple : on the other fide cowards the Weſt i: 
begins at the ſame Tower ; and paſſing by the place that is called Beziſs, it deſends 
tro the Gare of the Eſſeans, and ſo into the South, and from thence again it bendeth 
into the Eaſt, where is alſo S/omrs Pond, and reacheth unto the place called Oph. 
lan, where it is joyned unto the Eaft Porch of the Temple. The ſecond Wall begia- 
ning at the Gate that is called Genath (which is a Gate of the former Wall) and en- 
compaſling the North part of the City, it reacheth to Antonia, a Caſtle fo called, 
The third Wall beginneth at the Tower Hzppicos, from whence it goeth to the Narth- 
part, and form thence to the Tower Pſephina, over againſt the Sepulchre of Helena, 
that was Queen of Adiabena, and Mother of King Izates, and paſſing along by the 
Kings Caves, it turneth towards the Tower near the Monument of Fulbo, and in the 
Valley called Gedroz it joyneth with the old Wall. Agrippaencompaſled that part of 
the City that he built, with this Wall, it being before all open and without defence, 
The City grew afterwards ſo populous, that by little and little they were forced to in- 


I 


habit without the Walls : apd this Wall reacheth a great way, being joyned unto the K 


There was alſo a fourth Hill in- 
habited, namely Bezetha, ſituate againſt Aztoria, but ſeparated from it with very deep 
Ditches, made on purpoſe to render the approaches to the Fort Antonia, more dange- 
rous and difficult ; the deepneſs of which Ditches, made the Fort ſeem higher than 
it was. This place being added unto the City, is called in that Country-language 
Bezetha, which fignifieth the new City. And the Inhabitants defired ir might be forci- 
fied. Agrippa, Father to this Agrzppe that finiſht the Wall, begun the Wall aforementi- 
oned : But fearing Claudius Ceſar, hearing how ſumptuous a Wall he built, ſhould 
ſuſpe& him for deſigning to revolt, he only laid the Foundation of ir, and leftit unki- 
niſhed. p 
The City could never have been taken by force, had he finiſhed that Wall as he be- 
g4n5 it being built twenty Cubits long, and ten Cubits broad, with hard Stone, which 
could neither eaſily be undermined, nor battered with Engins: and this Wall was 
built ten Cubits high, and no doubt had been raiſed higher, had not the liberality 
of the Founder been checked, Yet afterwards by the Jews induſtry the ſame Wall 
was raiſed twenty Cubits high ; the Battlements hereof were two Cubits high, and 
the Tower three Cubits, and in all it was twenty four Cubits high, as before. Upon 
the Wall were three Towers, twenty Cubits broad, and twenty Cubits high, buile 
four - ſquare, very ſtrong, and of as firm a foundation as the Wall ir ſelf, which for 


the Building and fair Stone was not inferiour to the Temple above, Within this bf 


ſtrong Tower, which reacheth twenty Cubits high, were Rooms for Men to lodg in, 
and Ciſterns fo receive Rain-Water, and large turning Stairs to every Room in it : 
and this third Wall had four-ſcore and ten of theſe Towers, and between every Tower 
were two hundred Cubits ſpace. The middle Wall had fourteen Towers, and the old 
Wall had threeſcore, and the compaſs of the whole City was three and thirty Fur- 
longs. And although the third Wall was admirable, yet the Tower of Pſephina, 
which was built upon a Corner of the Wall, between the North and the Welt part of 
the City, was more admirable, (againſt which part Tz#us had encamped himſelf) for 
it was ſeventy Cubits high, had eight Angles, and was ſo fair a Proſpe&, that from 
thence upon a clear Sun-ſhine day, one might perceive Arabia, and ſee the uttermoſt 
parts of all the Dominions of the Hebrews unto the Sea, Juſt oppoſite to this was the 
Tower Hippicos, and near unto it were other two, that King Herod builded upon the 
old Wall, which in bigneſs, beauty and firength, ſurpaſſed all the reſt in che 
World, 

For King Herod, beſides his natural liberality and defire to adorn this City, pleaſed 
himſelf ſo much in beautifying theſe Towers, that they excelled all others ; and then he 
dedicated them to three muſt ronowned perſons, whoſe names they alſo did bear, to 


ceareſtiriends. wit, to his Brother, his Friend, and his Wife : ſhe (as is aforeſaid) having been put to 


death for jealouſte ; and the other two been ſlain in the Wars, after they had fought 


' and performed valiantly, The Tower Hzppicos, called by the name of his Friend, had

The © 5 
ſecond Tower that by his Brothers name he called Phaſc/zs, was in breadth and length ,,,1,. 
forty Cubits, and ſo many Cubits high, in figure of a ſquare Pillar, all which height Cuvirs high, 
was ſolid,and not hollow within : and above chis a Porch ten Cudits high, decked with 

Tuarrets and Pinacles. Over the midſt of this Porch ke builc another Tower, diſtin- 

guiſhed into goodly Rooms and goodly Baths, that it ſhould not want any thing neceſ- 

ſary for a Prince: on the top it was beautified with Turrets and Pinacles, fo that all 

its height was almoſt ninety Cubits': And it reſembled the Tower Pharus at Alexan- 

dia, whercin continual Light is kept to guide the Seamen that fail chither, but this 

was of greater circumference, In this Houſe act that time S/»90x lodged, and tyran- 

nized over the people. The third Tower was, according to the Queen's Name, called 
Mariamne, the Wife of Herod, twenty Cubits high, all ſolid, and other twenty Cu- 4171-* 1 


goody Tewe? 


birs broad, having more magnificent and beautiful Houſes and Lodgings than the reſt. 7, Civics 
For the King thought it meet that the Tower called by his Wife's name, ſhould be big! 
more beautitul than the other who only bare the Names of Men, but they were 


fronger than this that bare the Name of a Woman. This Tower yas in all fitty five 


Cubits high. 
Theſe three Towers were of great height, yet by reaſon of their fituation they ſeem'd 

far higher : for the old Wall whercon they were bujlt, was placed on high ground, 

and tlie top of the Hill whereupon they ſtood was above thirty Cubits high, whereby 

their height was much encreaſed. The Richvels alſo was admirable ; for it was not 

ordinary Stone, but all White Marble, every Stone being twenty Cubits long, ten 

Cubits broad, five Cubits thick, and all ſo logeniouſly contrived, that cvery Stone 

by it ſelf ſeemed a Tower ; and every Tower feered to be but one Stone. Theſe 

were placed on the North-fide of the City ; and adjoining to them within the Ciry 

was the King's Palace, ſurpaſſing all that can be ſpoken of it , being for greatneſs 

and excellent Work to be compared to the richeſt Buildings ia the World. It was 

compaſſed about with a Wali thirty Cabits high, adorned with goodly Towers round 

about, every one of like diſtance from other, beautified with dwelling Houſes and The King's 

Lodgings for a hundred of the Nobility, The variety of the Marble it was built with- "I 

al was admirable, for there was no ſort, how rare or coſtly ſoever, but was there. The 

Ceiling of the Rooms for the length of the Beams and rhe beauty thereof, palled all cre- 

dit ; and then their number, and richneſs of their Furniture was extraordinary, In 

every room there were many Veſlels of Gold and Silver,and many Porches round about, 

one anſwerable unto another, and Pillars in every one. There were many pleaſanc 

Walks with divers Trees, and many Allies with Fountains and Water-works, and C1- 

Rerns adorned with Brazen Images, from which ran out Water, and about the Water 

many Dove-houſes full of tame Pigeons, But it is impollible ſufficiently to declare the 

Riches and Beauty of the King's Palace, and a grief to think what goodly things, and , _ _ 

how rich, the Thieves did there ſet on fire: for theſe things were not burnt by the Ro- de 2 

mans, but by the Seditious Thieves ( as is before ſaid) ar the beginning of this Re- by the Thiescs 

bellion, who conſumed all with fire, even from the Caſtle Antonia, from whence the ** 45: 

fire came, and deſtroyed the King's Palace, and the Covers and Tops of the three 

Towers.

the Fort of Aztonia, was fix Furlongs, The Court was beautifully wrought and payed 7 
with all ſorts of Stones. The Way to the ſecond Temple was encloſed with Stones of 
Lattice-work, which were three Cubits high, and moſt curiouſly wrought: in which 
were placed certain Pillars equally diſtant one from another, to ſhew the Law of Purifi- 
cation ; ſome being written upon in Latin Letters, others in Greek, forbidding all 
Strangers to enter into the Holy-Place: for the ſecond Temple is called the Holy-place, 
To go unto the ſecond from the firſt, we muſt paſs fourteen Stairs,and it was fourſquare 
alotr, and encloſed with a Wall by it ſelf ; whoſe outſide being forty Cubits high, 
was all covered with Stairs to aſcend up intoit ; aud within it was five and twenty Cu- 
birs high : forall the part of the inner ſide was unſeen, becauſe it was built on the 
deſcent of a Hill. After the fourteen Stairs, there was a Plain made leyel with the 
Wall of three hundred Cubits : from thence paſſed on five other Stairs which'lead to 
the Gates, 'whereof on the North-fide and the South. there was eight, four on each 

A peculiar fide, and two onthe Eaſt, For it was neceſſary that there ſhould be a peculiar place 
_ deltined for Women to exerciſe their Devotion in, which alſo was encloſed with a Wall. And 
ercife their 1O it Was neceſſary there ſhould be two Doors : and againſt the firſt Gate there was 
Dc-2tionin. gppoſit unto it, one Gate on the North fide, and another on the South, both ſepara- 

ted from the reſt, whereby we entred the Womens appartment ; for it was not lawful 
for any to paſs by any other Gate unto the Women : neither could they go beyond 
their own door, becauſe of the Wall; for that place was common both to the Women 
of that Nation, and all ſtrange Women that came tor Religion-ſake, There was no 

: Gate on the Welt part, but a Wall thar reacheth all along in that place. Between 
OR "* the Gates were Porches oppoſit one agaivſt another, reaching from the Wall unto the 
G-t4, ſomecf Treaſure-houſe, ſupported with great and goodly Pillars, being as plain, and as big 
Ne ne as they below. The Gates were covered with Gold and Silver, as alſo the Poſts, and 
brats, foreparts thereof, were, one only excepted that was covered with Corinthian Braſs, 

far ſurpaſſing in Beauty the other that were covered with Silver and Gold. In every 
Gate there were two Doors, each one thirty Cubirs high, and fifreen Cubits broad : 
and after the entrance, where they were made larger, every one had on each fide 
Seats thirty Cubits long, and large like a Tower, and fourty Cubits high, each one 
ſupported with two Pillars twelve Cubirs thick. All the other Gates were of the like 
oreatneſs, but that which was covered with Corinthian Braſs, vvhich vvas the en- 
trance into the place allotted tor the Women , and opened into the Eaſt-Gate of 
the Temple , doubtleſs was bigger than the reſt, for it vvas fifty Cubits high ( the 
Gates whereof where fourty Cubits) and vvas more richly adorned than the reſt : 
for the Cover of Gold and Silver was thicker than it was in the reſt, vyhich Alexander 
Tiberius his Father had melted, to cover all the nine Gates. And there were fifteen 
Stairs, that went from the Wall that ſeparated the Women, unto the great Gate of 
the Temple : for theſe Stairs were thorter by five ſteps than thoſe that went to the 
other Gates, The Tewple it ſelf was fituated in the midſt of all, to wit, the holy 
The fieres Sanctuary, and had twelve Stairs to go unto it, The Front whereof was in height yy 
Sanctuuy, and breadth an hundred Cubits : and behind it was fourty Cubirs : and befoce ir. 
was as it were two Shoulders on each fide, riſing up in height twenty Cubits. The 
firſt Gate hereof was ſeventy Cuvits high , and twenty five vvide, and had no door : 
for it ſignified that Heaven vvas ſpread over all, and might be ſeen in every place : 
and all rhe fore-parts were gilded with Gold, and all the firſt Building did appear 
and might be ſeen without, and all that was within and without the Gate olittered 
with Gold. The inner part thereot was divided into two Rooms, whereof only the 
firſt Room might be ſeen 5 which was in height fourſcore and ten Cubits, and in length 
forty, and in breadth twenty. The inner Gate was (as 1s already ſaid) all gilded c 
with Gold, and all the Wall about it, and above it : it had a Golden Vine, wherc-

Iutions of the Year. By the Altar of Incenſe (out of which proceedeth thirteen Odours, 


* coming partly from the Sea which is unhabitable, and partly from the Earth which

is inhabiced) is fignified, that all things are in the hands of God, and owe him obe- 
dience. The inner part of the Temple contained twenty Cubits, which alſo was ſe- 

parated from the other part by a Vail, and nothing was withio it: this Place was the 

Holy of Holies, and no Man might enter, look into it, nor violate the ſame, On each 

fide of the lower Temple there were many Lodgings and Doors to paſs into, every one 

of them having three Roots one above another ; and there was a Gate which led unto 

both fides of the Temple, and unto theſe Rooms: but the higher part of the Temple 

had notthe like Rooms on each ſt1de, and therefore it was made fo much narrower than 

the other, yet was it higher than it by fourty Cubits,neither was it ſo ſumptuous as the 

lower. For the whole height was a hundred Cubits, and the ground thereof ſixty, The +1. vw 
outermoſt part was ſo curieus and richly wrought, it was impoſſible to imagine any Cour of the 
workmanſhip that it wanted : for it was all covered with a Maſſie Plate of pure Gold, 2 pt 
which ſhined far brighter than the Morning Sun, ſo that it dazled the Eyes of the Be- of Goid, = 
holders, as doth the Sun when it is gazed upon, Anda far off it ſeemed to firangers 

chat came thicher, like a white Mountain : for where the Temple was not guilded 

with Gold, there was it Milk-white.

Thoſe that were troubled with flux of Seed, or Leproſy, 

were expulſed the City ; Women alſo having their monthly courſes ; but thofe thar 

were not unclean, might paſs this foreſaid limit, Likewiſe Men that were not purifi- 

ed, were not permitted to come within the inner Temple , and thoſe that were, 


might not come among the Prieſts : thoſe alſo that deſcended from the line of the

Prizfts and for blindneſs did not adminiſter their function, were notwith{tanding admit- 
ted into the place appointed for the reſt of the Prieſts that were ſound, and had ſhare as 
they had ; yet did they go attired as Lay-men, for only he chat did Sacrifice, might 
wear Prieſtly attire.

Bells ſignified Thunder,and the Pomgranats —_— Lipon his Breaſt he wore a Veſt 
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——prath of five colours ; Gold, Purple, Scarler, Silk and Violet, wherewith (as we have Gaid) 4 
World 4534. the Vails of the Temple were wrought. He had likewiſe a Rochet of the ſame enrich- 
_—_— cd wich pure Gold, and in ſhape like the Garment he wore cn his Body to the Thighs: 
LEAR It was allo buttoned with two Golden Buttons, made in the form of Aſps, wherein 

' The precions Was encloſed the greatcit and moſt precious Sardonyx Stone that could be tound, 
ms the bearing the names of the ewelve Tribes of Iſrael engraven. On the other fide did hang 
Go: twelve precious Stones, three and three in a rank, divided into four rows. In the fir{t 

was the Ruby, the Topaz, and the Emerauld : in the ſecond the Carbuncie, the 
Jaſpar, and the Saphire ; in the third the Agate, the Amethiſt, and the Diamong : 
in the laſt the Onyx, the Beryl, and Chryſolite : in every one of which one name of 
the twelve Tribes was writtzn, Upon his head he wore a Miter of Silk, which was 
crowned with Hyacinth : and aloft of it was another Crown of Gold, wherein was en- 
graven ſacred Letters, to wit, the four Vowels, The Garment that he commonly wore 
was not altogether ſo glorious ; this he uſed only when he entred into the Santtuary, 
which was but once a year, and that alone, the whole Nation obſerving a Solemn Fatt 
that day. But we will hercafter ſpeak more ar large of the City and Temple, the 
Laws, Cuſtoms, Ordinances and Obſervations, for theſe things cannot be briefly de- 
clared. The Caſtle Antonia was ſituate between the two Porches of the firſt Temple, 
which looked unto the Weſt, and the North : and was built upon a Rock of Stone 
of fiity Cubits high, on eve:y {ide was inacceſſible : it was builc by King Herod, to 
ſhew the greatneſs and magnificence of his mind. For firſt of all the Rock at the foor 
thereof was covered with thin and flender Stones like Slates. Which was both an K 
ornament to it, and a ſecurity, Before the Battlements of the Fort there was a Wall 
three Cubirs high, within which the Caſtle Aztoa74 was built forty Cubits high, being 
within richly furniſhed, and contrived like the Palace of a King, with all kind of 
Offices and other neceſlary Rooms, For there were Porches, Baths, and large Halls 
;.1.4:, re. to place Tents in ; ſo thar in reſpe& of the number and convenience of the Rooms, it 
=> rnlike a ſeemed to be a City, and for the magnificence thereof a King's Palace, The Model 
City, of it was like a Tower inviroced with four other Towers, at every Corner one, wherc- 
of they that were on the South and Eaſt-fide were ſeventy Cubits high, the other two 
were but fifty. So that out of the two higheſt, there was a perfe& view of the whole 
Temple, Where it joyned to the Porches of the Temple, there was on either {ide a 
pair of Stairs for the Souldiers to come down out of it into the Temple- For always 
the Roman Souldiers lodged there, and guarded the Temple in their Arms upon feſti- 
val days leſt the People ſhould attempt any Rebellion. For the Temple was as a Check 
upon the Town, and the Caſtle 4Azto:s commanded the Temple: and had irs Guards 
likewiſe, as there was alſo in Heyods Palace, which commanded the higher part of the 
Ci:y. The Hill B-zetha was divided trom the City, as is before mentioned ; and be- 
ing the higheſt part of all, was joyned to part of the new Ciry, which hindred the 
proſpe& ot the Templeon the North-fide, And thus I have ſpoken ſufficiently of the 
City, and the Wall 1n this place, becauſe we mean hereafter to deſcribe them more M

Ss & How He moſt warlike of the peaple joyned with S;m20z, being in number ten thouſand, 
—_ beſide the Idumears: and thoſe ten thouſand had fifty Captains, all ſubject uato xy 
Sino. The ldumeans that took his part were five thouſand, and had ten Captains, 
the Chiefof whom were Jacob the Son of Syſas, and Sirzzz the Son of Cathla, Foh: 
who kept the Temple, and fix thouſand Armed Men, over whom were twenty Cap- 
rains: totheſe there joyned two thouſand of the Zealots ; and tour hundred, who be- 
fore had followed Eleazar, and Simon the Son of Fairwus, So that warring one againit 
another, the people was their booty, and the multitude that was not ſo Seditious 
50s Comp 25 they, was their prey. Simon kept the upper part of the Cicy, and the greater 
46 Wall as far as Cedroz; and all that part of the old Wall which is between Si/oz, and 
the Palace of Mozobazms, who was King of Adiabena, that lieth beyond the River 0

with to be done. The Romans did them leſs harm chan they did themſelves ; for by 
chem the City ſuffered no new Calamity, but indured far more miſery before it was ta- 
ken and deſtroyed by the Romans than it did art that time, The Romans by deſtroying | 
ir, did rather end than increaſe their miſery, For the Seditious did take the City, The Sedition 
and the Romans did overcoine and take the Seditious, and the City was tar ſtronger w__  aepnelt; 
than the Walls : ſo that all their miſeries may be aſcribed to their own Nation, and wars over- 
nothing but Equity aud Juſtice imputed to the Rowans, as every one 1hall clcarly ſee i. Rn

The City being in this eſtate, Ts with a ſcledt body of Hotſe went up and down - 
without it, to eſpie where he might moſt ealily afſault the Walls. And being in doubt CE 
a long time what to do, for thar by the Valley his Foot could not poſſible get up, ang ch hick wa 
the Walls were not poflible to be battered with Engines : at laſt he determiued to mk 
aſſault it on that part where was the Monument of Fohz the High Prieſt, for there the try. | 
firſt Wall was lower than in other places; and not fortified with a ſecond Wall, be-

chers, and before them Engins tor (hot, wherewith he hindred che Salleys of his Ene- 
mies, leſt they ſhould annoy the Work, and beat thoſe off from the Wall, who made 

any reſiſtance from thence. After which, all the Trees being cut down, the Suburbs 

appeared naked. The Romans having gathered the Wood together, were bulied 

inthe Work, and the Jews were not idle: For the People being tired with Mur- 

thers and Robberics, did hope to have an end of their miſery, the Sedirious people 

being bulicd againſt their Enemies : and they now hoped that if the Romans did over- 

come, they might be revenged upon them. John ſtill kept where he was, fearing S:- 

mon; yer were his tollowers very carneſt to aſſault the Romans, Bur Szz0p being next 

unto the fiege, did not reſt, but placed all along that part of the Wall, Men with Darts, | 

which before was taken from Se{teis Governour of the Romans, and found in the Ca- The Darts wt 
ftle of Aztonia. But the Darts did the Jews ſmall pleaſure, by reaſon that few of them — 
knew how to uſe them ; only ſome who were taught by ſome of the Fugitive Romans they w2:C not 

uſed them a little. Nevertheleſs they aſſaulted the Roman Souldiers that were build. (0 9s 
ing the Mounts with Arrows and Stones, made Salleys upon them by companies, and 

oave them diſturbance : But the Roman Pioneers were defended by Hurdles, that were 

of purpoſe ſet before them: and every Legion had ſtrange and admirable Evgins 

againſt the excurfions of their Enemy, and eſpecially the Engins that the tenth 

Legion had to caſt Darts, and others that caſt Stones ; which did not only repulſe 

them by whom they were aſſaulted, but alſo thoſe who ſtood upon the Wall: for every 

Stone, though a Talent weight, was ſhot more than a Furlong, and ſlew not only thofe 

that were firſt ſtruck, but alſo many that were ſtricken with the rebound. But the 

]cws alwayes ſaw the Stones before they fell (for they were white) and avoided 

them : and they were not only deſcryed by the noiſe they made in flying, but they 

might eaſily be perceived: by which means the Watch-men in the Towers gave war- 

ning always when theſe Engines were ſhot off, and when the Scones came, crying in 

their Country Language, The Stone cometh : ſo the Jews upon the Walls knowing 

what they meant, avoided the Stoncs, and received no harm. Then the Romans de- 


G viſed to black the Stones with Ink, that they might not be ſeen as they flew, and do 


the more Execution. Yet the Jews were not {> territied, as to permit the Romans

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35,35 peaceably to build the Mounc, but Night and Day they hindred them with Stratagems H 
world 4934. and Salleys, When the Romans had finiſhed their Work, the Carpenters meaſured 
| +a ; the ſpace between the Mounts and the Walls, with a Plumet faſtened to a Line, 
LR which they caſt from one place to another, ( for they could not meaſure it otherwiſe, 
becauſe of the Darts from the Walls ) and finding that they had Rams long enough, 
Titus comand- they ſet them up, and Ti##s commanded the Wall to be battered in three places ; to 
pe Wal !9 the end that the Battery might not be hindred. The noiſe that theſe Rams made was 
th:ce places. heard round about the City, which was a great terror to the Citizens, and the Sediti- 
ous were no leſs afraid, And ſeeing themſelves all in the ſame danger, they deter. 
mined to joyn unanimouſly together againſt the Romans : the Seditious upbraiding 
one another that they rather aſſited the Enemy, than reſiſted them : and therefore 
exhorted one another mutually, atleaſt for that time, to unite and make reſiſtance 4. 
gainſt the Romans. And So ſent an Officer unto the Temple, to proclaim leaye 
The $zcitious for all ſuch as would, to come unto the Walls : which alſo John did permit, notwith- 
furgeting their Randing he miſtruſted Sizzr: ſo forgetting their old quarrel, they joyned all together 
diicords joyn : D K 
in cac, againſt the Romans, and placing themſelves upon the Walls, they caſt fire upon the 
Engins of the Romans, and thoſe who manag'd them throwing Darts againſt them 
without intermiſſion, whilſt the braveſt-amongft them in great companies leapt down, 
and deſtroyed that wherewith the Engines were covered, and aſſaulted thoſe that ſtood 
to defend them ; by which means they did the Romans much harm, and more by their 
deſperate boldneſs than their skill, | 
But T:itzz5 was ſtill at hand to ſuccour them that Rood in need : and placing Horſemen 
and Archers about the Engines, he repulſed the Jews who come to caſt Fire, beat off 
them that caſt Darts and ſhot Arrows from the Towers, and ſo gave the Rams time 
_—_ n- and opportunity to play ; yet theſe Rams did no great execution, only a corner of a 
of a Tower. Tower was ſhattered by the Ram of the fiſth Legiov. But without any detriment to 
the Wall: for the Tower being much higher than the Wall, when the Tower tumbled, 
it fellover the Wall, and carried nothing along with it. The Jews being repulſed, and 
for ſome time diſcontinuing their Salleys, perceived the Romans were grown ſecure, 
and diſperſed carelefly over their Camp,as preſuming their late il fortune would diſcou- 
rage the Jews from any new Attaque ; but they were miſtaken in their account, for 
the Jews ſallied privately at the Gate by the Tower of Hippicos, threw Fixe into their 
Trenches among their Engins, and aſſaulted them bravely when they had done. But 
the Romans being quickly ſenſible of their danger,got immediatly together, and with the 
excellence of their Diſcipline, repelled not only the firſt inſult and fury of the Jews, 
but beat back all their ſupplies. So there began a grievous Battel about the Engins; 
the Jews ſtriving to Fire, and the Romans to hinder them : great noiſe and clamour 
there was, and many in the Front were {lain on both fides. At firſt the Jews had the 
better ; and their fire did ſome miſchiet upon the Engines : and all had been quite 
conſumed, had not the Souldiers from Alexandria hindred it, who for the opinion that 
they had of themſelves, did fight ſtoutly ( being accounted the moſt valiant of all in M 
| wy this Battel ) till ſuchtime as the Emperour with certain ſele& Horſmen fell violently 
NS Bohr, upon the Enemies ; and himſelf flew 12 men, for whoſe deaths the reſt fearing, fled, and 
_ —_ were forced to retire into the City, and ſo the Engins were ſaved, It chanced that one 
Ciry, of the Jews was taken alive, and Titus commanded that he ſhould be crucified before 
the Wall, that perhaps the reſt being terrified, might yield. Afcer Ceſar was reti- 
+ +, —a—gy red, Fohz the Captain of the /dumears, talking upon the Wall with one of his friends, 
a _ —_ſ being ſtriken in the breaſt with an Arrow by an Arabian Souldier, preſently died : which 
cauſed great lamentation among the Jews, and ſorrow amongſt the Seditious, for he 


was very valiant and wiſe. 
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The fal of the Tower, and how the two Walls were taken. 


H E night following, there was a great tumult among the Romans : for Tir the 
T Emperour had commanded to build three Towers, fitty Cupits high a-peice, each 
one upon a ſeveral Mount, that from thence he might the more eaſily beat the Ene.. 
mies trom the Walls: bur one of theſe Towers in the midft of che night fell down with- 
g out any aſſault, And making a great noiſe with the fall, fear fe!l upon the whole Ar- 
wy ; Who ſuſpecting it a Straragem of the Jews, every one ran to his Arms,and ſa there 
was a great tumulc in the Camp: and becauſe ro Man could tell what it was along 
rime, they ſtood a mazed, every one asking his fellow what had happened. But ſeeing. 
no Enemy come, they began to apprehend Treaſon amongſt themſelves ; till ſuch time 
as Titus underſtanding the matter, cauſed the truth thereof to be preſently proclaimed - 
throughout the Camp; and the Tumult ( with much ado ) was appeaſed. | 
The Jews bore up couragiouſly againſt all other dangers,but were much g4uled from 
theſe Towers which Tzt#s had erected; for they were {lain and wounded from thence 
with ſmall Shot, Darts and Arrows, for they could build nothing to defend themſelves 
c fo high, nor had they any hope to deſtroy them : for neither could they be thrown down 
for thcir weight, nor fired, being covered with Iron : therefore flying from the reach of 
the ſhot, they could not hinder the Ram from battering their Walls ; which never ceaſ- 
ing, at laſt prevailed ſomewhat, So the great Ram, which the Jews called icon ,becauſe non 
it overcome all, at laſt battered the Wall; and the Jews being weary with fighting, the -0 id, 
having watched all night before, out offleepineſs,or becauſe they perſwaded themſelves $<>* Ram. 
that the Wall was ſuperfluous, they having two more beſide ir, they all forſook their 
uarters,and retired to the ſecond Wall ; and the Romans eatred the firſt, that the Rani | 
called A:con had battered, Then the Romans that had paſſed and entred the firſt Wall, The roman; 
went and opened the Gates, and let in the whole Army, Having thus gotten the Wall 8b tri 
the ſeventh day of May, they deſtroyed the greateſt part thereof ; and alſo the North: ''** 
fide of the City which before Ge/tizs had walted.

the Romans had the advantage in fortune and knowledg, yet the Jews being deſperate, oo 
attaqued them without fear ; for they are very couragious in Adverſary, Moreover, 
the Jews were neceflicated to fight to ſave their own lives ; and the Romans were as 
haſty to conquer. Neither party was weary, neither party deliſted in their afſaultins 
of one another : In the day time the Jews in Commanded-Parties made their Salleys 
upon the Romans,who omitted no kind of fight from Sun-ſer,all the night long ; which 
was more terrible to them both,than all the ſervice of the day before, The Jews feared 
leſt the Romans ſhould ger the Wall ; and the Romans apprehended leſt the Jews 
ſhould have ſallied out upon their Camp. Thus all night long they ſtood to their Arins, 
F and carly in the morning they were at it agiin, The Jews ſtrove one with anothes 
who ſhould undergo the moſt danger, and moſt deſerve his Captains favour. Simz's 
followers were ſo much at his beck, that if he ſhould have commanded any of them to 
have killed himſelf, he vvould preſently have done it, The Romans were encouraged 
ro fight, by their diſcipline and ſucceſs, as having never been uſed to be overcome. A- 
gain ; their frequent Wars, continual Exerciſes, and large Dominions gave them great | 
Courage, eſpecially Tits their General being preſent to provoke them ; for it was en TREE 
thoughr an heinous crime to be a Coward in the preſence of ſuch a Captain as far cru» 
was. Ceſar himſelf beholding and looking on, was a Witneſs of their Deeds that 
| behaved themſelves valtantly, and rewarded every Man as he behaved himſelf: It was 
G anadvantage to be known unto the Prince for a Valiant Man ; fo that many of thent 


ſhewed their Alacrity was tar greater than their Strength. :

Hen Titus commanded the Ram to be ſet up againſt the Tower on the North art 
| of the Citv, wherein a crafty and politick ſew with ten Men had hid himſelf, all 
2M , the reſt being fled: this Jew was named Caſtor, Theſe Men having lain fill a while in 
- + oa ckeir Arms, at laſt being afraid, and the Tower beginning to ſhake, they lept up, and K 
J<w. Caſor ſtretching forth his hand, did as it were humbly crave favour at Cezſar's hands, 
and with a lamentable voice beſought him to ſpare him, Ts ſeeing the Man's limpli. 
city, as hethought, and perſwading himſelf that the Jews did now repent of their Oh. 
ſtinacy, he cauſed the Ram to ceaſe trom battery, and the Archers to hold their hands; 
and permitted Caſtor to ſpeak his pleaſure, 
Gaftor ſaid, That he delired to treat, and make a League of Peace. 
Tirzs anſwered, That he would grant it, if all the reſt would be concluded, and 
that he would preſently confirm a League of Peace between him and the City, Five 
of Caftor's Fellows ſeemed to be willing, but the other five ſeemed to oppoſe it z cry- 
ing out aloud, That they would never be ſlaves tothe Romans, whilſt they could die in liber- 
75, Whilſt Caftor and his fellows were debating the matter, the Batcery ceaſed. In the 
mean time Caſtor privily ſent word unto Simon, willing him whilſt the Battery was 
ſtopr;ro think of ſume Expcatent to be done in this Neceſlity : for, for a while he would 
undertake to delude ihe Roman Emperour, 2nd hold him in ſuſpence, In the mean 
time he ſeemed to exhort his Companions to accept the kind offer of Titrs : and they 
as it were angry thereat, crew their Swords and ſtruck upon their Corſlets, and fell 
down as though they had been ſlain, Tits and his Souldiers were amazed ar their 
obſtinacy, for being on the lawer ground, they could not well perceive what was done; 
they woud:ed excecdingly at their deſperation, and pitied their calamity. At the ſame M 
time one ſtruck Caffor in the Butrock with a Dart, and Caſtor pulling it out of his fleſh, 
ſhewed it unto the Emperour, and complained of it as a breach of the Truce, Tir» 
with {harp words coireed him that thot ir, and forthwith would have ſent Foſeph to 
promiſe Caſfor pardon and peace, But Feſeph denied to go, affirmed that Caſtor only 
diſſembled, and hindred his tricnds that would have gone. Ar laſt one Anas, who 
had fled unto the Romans, oftered himſelf to go. Caſtor invited him, as though he 
would give him ſomething to ſecure him of his true meaning. xc opened the skirt 
of his Garment, thinking Caffor would have caſlt him down ſomething of worth ; and 
when he came underneath the Tower, Caſor took a great Stone and threw it down up- 
on him, yet hurt him not, becauſc he was aware of it, and avoided the Stone; but it N 
wounded another Souldier ſtanding by. Then Ceſar conſidering this deceit, began to 
think that Pitty and Mercy in War was hurtful, and that Cruelty was not ſo cafily de- 
ccived ; and being very angry at this deceit, hecauſed the Wall to be beaten with the 
Ram more than before. Caſtor and his icllows perceiving the Tower to ſhake, they ſet 
ic on fire, and fo paſſed thorow the Hame, and conveyed themſelves intoa Mine of the 
Tower, giving the Romans t:cih occafion to admire their Courage, in paſſing thorow 
the Flames, 
"2 ORE Tits aſſaulting the Wall on his part, took it five days afrer, and forcing the Jews 
the 26 Wall, from thence, He, accompanied with a thouſand choice Men, entred where the Wool- O

Camp. The Romans Souldiers within the City cryed out, becauſe they were incloſed 
with Enemies, the Gates being ſhut, and aſſaulted without, by thoſe who apprehended 
their Companions to be in great danger. The number of the Jews encrealing, and 
prevailing, for that they knew the ways and turnings of the Streets, many of the Ry- 
mans were {lain,and violently born down, when they offered to reſiſt in that neceſſity 
for a multirude together could not flie, by reaſon of the narrowneſs of the Streets that 

D went unto the Wall : and all chat entred into the City had been ſlain, had not Tus 
ſuccoured them. For placing at the end of every Street Archers, and himſelf being 
where moſt need was, he repulſed the Jews with Darts and Arrows, with the help 
of Domitins Sabinus, who in that fight proved himſelf a ftout W arriour, and continued 
fghting with the Jews till all his fellow Souldiers were gone off. 

Thus the Romans having got the ſecond Wall, were beaten from it again , and the The Jews cou. 
Citizens ſo encouraged, they were as it were drunk with their good Fortune, thinking p encreale 
the Romans durſt no more atcempt upon the City, and that they themſelves were in- ©" 
vincible, when they were prepared to fight. God, becauſe of cheir Iniquiry, had dark- 

g ned their underſtanding, ſo that they never conſidered the Roman Forces were far 
greater than thoſe they had encountered, and the Famine that hung over their heads ; 
for as yet they lived upon the deſtruction of the People, and drank the blood of a Ci- 
ty : but the good People dideven ſuffer Famine already,and many of them periſhed for 
want of Food; yet the Seditious did rejoyce ar thedeath of the Citizens, as though 1.5 **pcin 
thereby they were eaſed of a great burden, only deſiring they mighr live that bear dy dic for 
rebellious minds, and would joyn with them againſt the Romans, rejoycing at the death *3*: 
of the reſt ; and this was the affe&ion they bear unto their Citizens. In this manner 
they armed themſelves and reliſted the Romans, who now again did attempt to enter 
the Breach : whjlſt the Jews threw down Stones and part of the Wall upon themas _.

Arg::mentsto his imporrunity, for he knew that many times words prevail more than 
violence, wherefore he exhorted them to ſave themſelves, and yield the City unto him, 
referring them unto Foſeph, who ſhould make a Speech to chem in their own Language, 
| and he hoped they would hear their own Country-man, 
72724; Ora. Then Joſeph keeping himſelf out of the danger of their ſhot,called out unto them to com: 
tion to the ayjſerate themſelves, the City, the Temple, the People, and not be more hard-hearted unto 
Jews. them than Strangers. For the Romans had a reverence for the Holy-places, natwithſtand- 
ing they had no ſociety or portion in them, That till that very aay they had abſtained from 
violating of them: : whereas they who were brought up among them, and might ſave them, 
aid wilfully cauſe their deſtruition. He adviſed them to confider, that their ſtrongeſt Walls 
were battered down, and only the weaker remaining unbattered : He willed them to conſider 
hovo they were not able to withſtand the Roman Forces ; and that it was no novelty to the 
Tews tobe ſubject to the Romans. For although it be a good and commendable thing to fight 
for Liberty, yet that was to have been done in the beginning : for he that was once ſubject and 
r:belld, having a long time lived unaer the obedience of the Romans, ſeemed rather to he de- 
frous of a ſhameful Death, than an honourable Liberty. Moreover, he reproached them that 
th-y ſhould chooſe rather to be ſubjeit to a baſe People, than to them whom the whole World 
obeyed, For (faith he) what habitable place is it that the Romans have not conquered ? 
Th-y themſelves may perceive how Fortune has ſlill favoured them : and that God had

-— + wh ceed from the Sedition of our Anceſtors, when the fury of Ariftobulus and Hircanus brought 
Pompy 2n!o our City, and God ſubdued them by the Romans, being grown unworthy of Lj- K 
berty ? and,at length after a three months Stege, though they were not ſo great offenders as 
you are, and better able to abide the Siege, yet they yielded themſelves. Are we ignorant 
of the end of Antigonus the Son of Ariſtobulus, who invaded the Kingdom, and brought 
our Nation again into ſubjeition ; God laying that byndage upon them being provoked by 
the iniquity of our Nation? Herod the Son of Antipater brought Sofius and the Romay 
Army, and beſieged the Gity fix months ; and at laſt, for the greatneſs of our iniquity, it 
was taken and puniſhed, and ſacked by the Enemies, Thus you evidently ſee that our Na- 
tion never prevailed by furce of Arms, And aſſure your ſelves that even now the City 
will be taken, It is meet therefore that you who keep thu Holy-Place commit your ſelves 
wholly to God, and then you need not fear the forces of your Enemies, when your Piety aſſures 

= _— you of Gods help and ſuccour, But what one Article of Gods Law have you obſerved?

good plight and fat as he was, They that were piccd with Famine, were ſluin ; be- 
cauſe they thought it no offence to kill them, who in a ſhort time would die of them- 
ſelves. Many gave all they had for one Bathel of Corn, and ſhuting themſelves up 
privately in their Houſes;ear their Corn as it were unground : others made Bread there- 
of,as neceſlity and fear required, No Man inthe whole City ſat down to eat his meat 
at the Table, but ſnatch'd it greedily from the fire, and devoured it half raw and half 
ro2f, 

Moſtmiſcrable was this manner of living, and a ſpeQacie which none without Tears \ mig..vr, 
was able to behold ; the ſtrongeſt till got the moſt, and the weakeſt bewailed their mi- kind of li: ing, 
ſery : for now Famine was their greateſt calamity. And nothing doth arm Men more Mens 
than ſhame. During this Famine, no reverence was had towards any Man : Wives paſſin. 
cook the meat out of their Husbands mouths, Children from their Parents, and Mothers 
from their Infants, which was the ſaddeſt ſpectacle of all, No body had now any 
compaſſion, neither cid they ſpare tneir deareſt Infants, but ſuffered them ro periſh in 
their Arms, by taking from them the very drops of Life. Yet could they not e.t in 
ſuch ſecrecy, bur ſome or other ſtill came to take away from them that whereupon 
they fed, For if in any place they ſaw a door ſhut, they conjeRtured thet they who The Soutdicrs 
were in the houſe were eating meat, and forthwith breaking down the Doors,they came aa ve how 
in,vor them by the throat, and took the mear half chewed out of their mouths as it was th. vear un 
ready to be ſwallowed down, The old Men were driven away, and not permitced ro c—_ ut of 
keep and defend their food : the Women were drawn up and down by the hair of the won, © 
head, for that they hid between their hands ſome part of their meat, and would not 
forgo it, No pity remained either to old age or infancy ; they took the young Babes, 
their mouths full of meat, and daſhed them againſt the ground, It any had preventcd 
theſe Thieves, and eaten their meat before they could get at them, they were more cru- 
elly and more tyrannouſly handled, as having commited a-greater offence againlt them.

Ay impieties had been more tolerable : but they did it only to exerciſe their cruelty, prepa- 

ring ſix days food for themſelves aforehand. Some poor creaturrs, eluding the Roman- 

Guards, had been abroad in the night to gather Wood or Graſs in the Field, and re. 

turning into the City, were rejoycing in their felicity, having eſcaped the danger of the 

Enemy : but they were ſeized on by theſe Miſcreants ; their Herbs taken from them 

(though gotten with the hazard of their lives) denying them a ſmall part of that, for 

which they had undergone ſuch danger, yea they thought themſelves obliged though 

robbed and ſpoiled,if they eſcaped the Swords of theſe Tyrants. Theſe were the Cala- 

mities which the baſer ſort of People endured at the hands of the common Souldiers : 

The Honour-" but the Nobles and chief Men of the City were led to their Officers, accuſed before 
A en be. them of Intelligence with the Romans; and for ſome forged Treaſon or other put to 
fore the Ty- Death, Many times they ſuborned people to accuſe them of intending to fly to the 
Oy Romans. Thoſe that Sim robbed were ſent to Fohn ; aud thoſe that Fohz ſpoiled 
were ſent to Simon: drinking as it were one to another in the Blood of the People, and 
dividing their dead Carcafſes between them ; inſomuch as though they diſagreed in 
CE —_— their defire of Rule and Domination, they both conſpired in Miſchief and Iniquity. For 
Rule, bur a- he that did not give the other part of what by his cruelty he had extorted from the mi- 
ty Wick- ſerable Citizens, was accounted ungenerous : and he that received not his ſhare, com- 

; plained of the injuſtice, as beleiving he had a right to the Rapine and Cruelty. 

I am notable to recount a!l their Iniquities : but in ſhort, I think never any City en- 
duxed the like, nor never ary People fince the memory of Man were ſo cruel and bar- 
barous : and char their impiety to Strangers might ſeem the leſs, they ſpake evil of the 
Nation of the Hebrews, and curſed them,and openly confeſſed themſelves to be ſlaves, 
People of divers Countries, united together in wickedneſs, Baſtards and Abortives of 
their Nation, They demoliſhed the City, and forced the Romans (though againſt their 
will) to accept of a diſmal Victory: haſting the Fire into the Temple, as though it ſtay- 
ed from it too long. Neither were they ar all affe&ed, when they ſaw the higher part 
of the City on fire z though many among the Romans beheld ic with ſorrow, as we will L 
ſhew hereafter, when we deſcribe the cvent of that buſineſs,

Of the Fews that were crucified, and the burning of the Rampires,

The poor peo- T HE Mounts and Rampires that Tit#s built did greatly advantage him : Yet his 


ples miſery, Souldiers endured ſome loſs by the Jews from the Wall, to recompence ic what 
he could, upon intelligence that their Rapine and Plunder in the Town being not ſut- 
ficient to ſupply their neceſſities, the Jews were forced to ſeek out into the Valleys for 
Food ; he diſpoſed certain parties of Horſe, and other ſele&t Men in Ambuth to inter- 
cept them: for though their Exigencies were very great, yet being for the moſt part 
poor people, with Families in the City, they durſt not run over to the Romans, let 
their Wives and Children ſhould be murdered in their abſence, wherefore they were 
forc'd to make private excurſions in the night to conceal themſelves from the Enemy, 
and having fallen unexpectedly into this Ambuſcade, they fought it couragiouſly, as 
knowing it too late to expect mercy after ſuch untraQtabie obſtinacy, but they were de- 
fcated, many of them taken and tortured, and afterwards crucified before the Walls of 
Ti crucibcs the City,  Tit#s look'd upon their condition as very deplorable ; for ſcarce a day palt 
hos alle in which there were not 500 Jews taken and ſerved in that manner by thoſe parties of 
Horſe ; yet he thought it inexpedient to remove them, becauſe they were a great ſecu- 

rity to the reſt of his Army : Burt his great Deſign was by the cruelty of chat Specta- 

© The Jews C162 tO terrifie the City, and haſten its ſurrender. Wherefore the Souldiers, in hatred 
c:rried J*** to our Nation,crucified all they took, one after one faſhion, and another after another, 
—_—_— is derifion. And the multitude of the Captives became ſo great, there was left no ſpace 
= ©**he C;. for the Croſſes, nor indeed Croſles for their Bodies to be crucified upon. But the Se- 
ty ro the Ro- djtious Jews within the City were ſo far from relenting by this Maſſacre, that rather 
NN To their hearts were more hardned,; ſo that herewith they terrified the reſt of the multitude, - 
— pa for they * carried the relations of thoſe who were taken by the Romans, to the _

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A that they might ſee how thoſe were uſed that fled to the Romans : the ſame fight they

alſo ſhewed unto them that deſired Peace ; affirming that they whom the Romans had bw. rp dooe 
ſo uſed, were thoſe that fled unto them for ſuccour, and not Captives by them taken, 4/r'r Cri”: 
This deterred wany who would otherwiſe have fled to the Romans ; till ſuch time as yg 
the truth hereof was knowv. Yet ſome there were that ventured to the Enemy, as 
preferring Death and Torment at their hands, before the Miſeries and Famine which 
they endured at home. : 

Hereupon Tit#s cut off many of the Captives Hands, and ſent them into the City to 
Simon and Fohp, that their Calamity might teſtify them to be Captives, and not ſuch 
as had voluntarily fled to the Romans, willing them to admoniſhh their Friends to yield, 
and not compel him to deſtroy the City : and to aſſure them that in ſo doing , they 
might till ſave their Lives, their Country and Temple, which had not the like in the 
whole World: and he continually went about the Rampires, haſtning the Workmen in 
their buſineſs, as though he preſently meant to effect that in deeds, which in words he 
hid ſpoken. The Jews thar ſtood upon the Walls reviled both him and his Father, The Jews re. 
affirming that they contemned Death ; and would chaſe rather to die, than become *#1< bob 71x | 
Slaves: That whilſt they lived, they would to the utmoſt of their power defend them- OO 
ſclves againſt the Romavs, without any care either of themſelves or their Country ; 
which Ceſar ſent them word were both in imminent danger, Moreover, they ſaid that 
the whole World was a Temple dedicated to God,far more excellent than theirs, which 
notwithſtanding (hoald be conſerved by him that dwelt in it; whoſe help they hoped 
ro enjoy, and did therefore deride all his Threatnings, as things that could never come 
to paſs without his Divine Permiſhon, Thus did they opprobriouſly abuſe the Cle- 
mency of the Romans. 
At this time arrived alſo Aztiochns Epiphanes, and with him a conſiderable ſupply of 
Men, among which there was a company called the Macedonians, of equal years, and 
little older than young Men, all trained up in Martial Diſcipline, and armed after the 
Macedonian manner,from whence they took their name : yet ſor the moſt part they did 
not anſwer the expectation that men had of the Macedonians. For the King of Comagre 
was the moſt fortunate and happy of all Kings thar were ſubject tothe Roman Empirc, 
till ſuch time as he felt the frown of Fortune ; who in his old age proved that nor.e 
ought to be accounted happy betore his death : whileſt Commagne was in proſperity, his 
Son ſaid, he marvelled that the Romans did delay to aſſault the City, and eater the bat- 
tered Walls (for this young Man was a great Warriour, and of exceeding ſtrengti), 
to the which he truſted too much, did many things raſhly.) Titzs ſmiled, and anſweres, 
that that was a work too great for the Romans. Upon which young Antiochizs, accom- T's Tofolence 
panied with his Macedonians, affaulted the Wall, and himſelf with his firength and 2rd tn 
dexterity avoided the Darts of the Jews, and caft his Darts at them : bur his whole 45. 
Party (a few exceptcd) were there ſlain : for obliged by their extravagant boaſtivg, 
they continued longer in fight than it was expedient for them : at lait many being 
wounded retired, perceiving that the Macedonians to win a Victory had need of 4lexan- 
der's Fortune. The Romans the rwelith day of May began to build their Rampires : Th: Romans 
and laboured ſeventeen whole days, with much ado they ended them the nine and in 17 dayes 
twenticth of the ſaid Month. For they builded four vaſt Rawpiers, one of them over jb 
againſt Aztonia, which was built by the fifth Legion, oppoſit to the midſt of the Stru- warks. | 
thanWaters: another was built by the twelith Legion,twenty Cubits diſtant from rhe 
other. But the tenth Legion, which was of more account than the two former, erected 
a Mount oppofit to the Pond called Amygdalon on the North-fide : and the fifteenth 
Legion made the fourth, thirty Cubirs diſtant trom the other, over againſt theMonu- 
ment of the High Prieſt Fohz. 
F The Mounts being thus finiſhed, Fohz undermined that which was over againſt 45 
tonia, and underpropped it wita poſts of Wocd, and filling the Mine with Wood, 
Bitumen and Pitch, he fired it : fo the p:ſts that held ir up, being burnt, che Mine fell, 
and the Mount alſo with a hideous noiſe tell into it : and firſt of all there aroſe a great 
ſmoak and duſt, for the Mines covered the flame : at laſt the fire h:viag conſumed 
the raatter that conered it, the flame appeared. The Romans at this ſudden and un- 
expected exploit were much amazed and diſordered : fo that thereby thoſe who be- 
fore made account of the Viftory as certain, began now to diſpair. Two days aftec

© gines, The Flame mounting on high, the Romons came running out of the Camp ty 
ſuccuur their fellows : and the Jews upon tlie Wall with Darts and Arrows hindred 
them that ſought to quench the flame, expoſing their own Bodies. The Romans en- 
deavourcd to draw oft the Rams : Ard the Jews were as carneſt to hinder them: how- [ 
ever the Romans preſerved their Rams, From thence the fire caught hold of the Ram- 
pires, thoſe thar oppoſed themſelves were burned : and the fire increaſed, ſo thar it 
could not be extinguiſhed; ſo the Romans invironed with the flame, and oifpairing to 
reſcue their Works, retired into their Cainp, and left them on fire, Butthe Jews were 
{o much the more carneſt,their number ſtill encreaſing by new ſupplies out of the City; 
and ſo encouraged by their Victory, they ra{hly adventured unto the Romans Camp, 
| and aſſaulred the Guard there. Which Guard was a Company placed round about the 
= Hog Camp.in Armour ; with orders not to leave their Ground upon'pain of Death. Ang 
Kunrs a- theſe Men efteeming it better to die gloriouſly, than ignominiouſly to ſuffer, relied 
gain mole very valiantly ; ſo that many thar had fled, retired themſelves back again to fight, both 
thei places, for ſhame that they had forſaken their place, and for fear of puniſhment thereof: and h. 
placing new Evgines upon the Rampire of their Camp, they ſtopt the Jews from Sal. 
Ilyiug any more: ior they came out unarmed, without any Arms of defence, Forthe 
Jews without any coniideration came raſhly upon their Enemies Pikes, and aflaulted 
them with their fiſts, So thar the Jews prevaited more by their courage, than their 
Arms : and the Rowans fled more torthe Jews boidneſs than any harm they ſuſtained 
by them. | 
Tires accuſed Titre :epairing with all ſpeed from 4ztonia, where he had been viewing a place for 
mo 20ers, another Rampire, blamed the Souldiers exceedingly ; who having gotten the Encmies 
{ neglig Walls, did notwithſtanding ſuffer themſcives to be repell'd ; and were forc'd to abide 
that which firſt the Jews did ſuffer, deing now as it were broken out of Priſons and ſy 
ke with certain choſen Men aſſaulted the Enemies on one fide, who though def perately 
overpowered, yet ftoutiy reſiſted him; and fo joyning the Battel, the duſt was ſo thick 
thar one cou!d not ſee another, not hear what was faid ; for the cries and noiſe was fo 
orcat, no Man could diſcern his Friends from his Foes, The Jews perſiſted ill in the 
Batrel, not for that they truſted to their force, or thereby prevailed, but becauſe they 
were deſperate, The Romans on the other part rook courage, and fought itoutly for 
ſhame, and tor that Ceſar himſelt was in danger amongſt them, So thar I think, that had

CHAP XII

Tir confairs FESTTY S deliberated with his Captains what was to be done, and they that were 
at _ hy mott forward amonglt them, thought it beſt with the whole Army to aſſault the jy 
_ Walls : forthat as yet the Jews had only fought with a part, and were not able to with- 

ſtand the forceof the wnole Army, but would be all conſumed with Datts and Arrows. 
The wiſer ſort perſwaded Ti» to repair his Rampires : but others counſUlled the con- 
trary, ro bold themfſclves quiet there, and only to keep all places about, tizat no food 
thould be conveyed into the City, and ſo famiſh ir without fighting, For that the Jews 
beivg now deſperate, and delirous to be flain, would not beovercome by force, But 
Tits choaght it dithonorable to lie idle with ſo huge an Army, and do nothing ; yet he 
d-emedir ſupertigous to fight with them who would willingly fight to be ſlain: and he 
could not make any Mounts, becauſe he wanted Materials, and it was moſt difiicult 
of all to guard every place about the City, that none could go forth, for that ic could © 


not be be:eagured round on every fide, by reaſon of the difficult places, and great com-

I OO RIrY T laſt, S:m-0» having tormented Matthias, put him to death notwithſtanding that 
ry againlt Alu by his means he had obtained the City. This Matthias was the Son of Boethus 
6 330 BB 2 Prieſt, whom the People for his fidelity towards them greatly eſteemed : he ſeing 
the Outrages of the Zealots towards the People after Fob was joined with them, per- 
ſwaded the People to call in S;zm to help them, conditioning nothing with him 
before, for that they miſdouted no cvil. And when he was come into the City, he 
held him for his Enemy as well as the reſt ; notwithſtanding, that by his only advice 
he was received into the City, as though Mzzthizs had only done it through weakneſs, 
Wherefore calling him before the people, he accuſed him that he favoured the Romans, 
and ſo condemned him to die, not ſuffering him to clear himſelf, And he put to 
death likewiſe his three Sons with him, for the fourth was before this time fled to 
Titus, Matthias requeſted Szzon that he might be put to death before his Sons : 
But Simoz, in regard that by his means he had gotten the City, cauſed him to be ex- 
ecuted latt of all, And ſo he was k:lled upon the murdered Bodies of his Sons, in 4 
place where the Romans might behold him ; for ſo S750» commanded Ananw his 
Execcutioner, who was the Son of Bamadrs. This Man was the moſt cruel of all Simuw's 
followers z who even when he was to kill Mazrhizs, derided him, asking whether they

V:ieit, with to be buried. Afﬀcer them Anarnias a Prieſt, the Son of Mybalrs, a Nobleman, and

"© DRE feen of the Chieteſt Men in the City were pur to death. They took alſo Joſeph's 
Farher and kept him in Priſon, and with the publick voice of a Crier proclaimed, that 
no Man ſhould talk with him, nor viſit him, pretending fear of Treaſon : and who- 
ſcever bewailed his eſtate, he was put fo death without any Tryal, It happened that a 
certain Man called Judzs, the Son of Fudzs, who was one of Simon's Captains, and Go- 
Fudd con. VErnOur of one of the Towers of the City, being moved with Compaſſion towards 
fi vil bis theſe that periſhed without deſert, and more with fear of his own life, aſfemblcd to- 
© * getherten of his moſt truſty Souldiers, and ſaid to them : How long ſhall we endure

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A Famine conſumes or C ity » the Romans are almoſt within our Walls, and Simon # cruct ALY 
and faithlefs even toward theſe that have well deſerved at his hands ; and we are in azily m—_ —_ 
fear of bis Grhelty. On the contrary, the Romans keep their Faith inviolably, Wherefo. e «fer Chriit's 
let us deliver this Tower to them, and ſo ſave our ſelves and our City, And what puniſh- rs; 
mnt can Simon ſuffer which he hath not deſerved: The ten Mea co whom in this man- 
ner he brake his mind, agreed hereunto ; and ſo he in the morning ſent the reſt of rhe 
Sou!diers under his command into divers places; that they might nor perceive his intent; 
and at the third hour of the day, fanding upon the Tower, he called the Romans and 
told them his Deſign. But ſome of the Romans proudly contemned the Offer ; others

fought, Joſeph was carried away, ſcarcely knowing what was done, The Seditious 
with loud cries rejoyced, as having {lain him whoſe death they chiefly deſired ; and ſo 
they reported within the Ciry. Hereupon the People were moſt ſotrowtul; verily be- 

C lieving him to be ſlain, by whoſe interceſſion they had confidence of favour from the 
Romans. 

When Foſephs Mother, who was ih Priſon, heard this, ſhe ſaid to thoſe of Fotapats 
that were her Keepers, that ſhe had no hope ever to ſee her Son again ; aud with ma- 
ny tears lamenting to her Maidens; ls this the benefit ( ſaid ſhe) of my having born a 
Son, that I ſhall not bury him, by whom I hoped to have been buried my ſelf ? 
But this falſe Report did not long grieve her, nor comfort the Thieves ; for Joſeph was YT 
quickly healed of his Wound, and recovered ; and ſhewing himſelf; he cryed out to 7% << 
them, That ere long they ſhould find he ſhould be revenged on them for his Wound ; Wound, 
And he ceaſed not to exhort the People to remain faichtul to the Romans. But the 

D Seditious, ſeeing him alive, were aſtoniſhed, ard the People conceived good hope. 

Many ( preſenc neceſſity urging them) leapt over the Wall, and fled to the Romans ; Many thar fled 
divers with Stones going torth under prerence to fight with the Romans , ycelded fom Famine 
themſelves : But they had worſe Fortune there than within the City ; being now more {ith a more 
harmed by plenty of Vituals which they found amongſt the Romans, than with the Þ<<ly Pan 
Famine they ſuffered in the City : for being become by Famine all rollen, as though Romans, = 
they had the Dropfie, upon the ſudden filling of their empty Bodies, they burſt ; and

Bodies to Food which they had long wanted. Yet they who thus eſcaped, fell into

Thus a Jew robbed and ſpoiled the Tem- 
ple of thoſe tokens of reſpect, wherewith the Roman Emperours and other Nations 
had honoured it: and he had the boldneſs to affirm to his Aſſociates, that without fear 
they might uſe the Holy things of the Temple, ſecing they fought for God and the 
Temple. Moreover, he dared to ſhare amongſt them the Holy Wine and Oy], which 
the Prieſts kept tor Divine Sacrifice in the inner part of the Temple. I will not ceaſe 
to ſpeak that which grief compelleth me: I verily'think that had the Romans forborn 
to have puniſhed ſo great Criminals, either the Earth would have ſwallowed the City 
up, or ſome Deluge have drowned it, or cle the Thunder and Lightning which con- 
ſumed Sodows, would have light upon it : tor the people of the City were far more im- 
pious than the Sodomits. In brief, their wickedneſs and impiety were the cauſe that 
the whole Nation was extinguiſhed, What need [ recount every particular miſery ?

: men,and an Enſign of the fifth Legion,with a Trumpeter, gathered themſelves to- 

Te Foie gether : andabout the ninth hour of the night they aſcended by the Ruines into Anto- 

| zia without any reſiſtance : and finding the firſt Watchmen aſleep, they ſlew them, 

and got the Wall, and commaded the Trumpeter to found ; by which ſound, the ret 

of the Watchmen beingawak'd, fled for fear, imagining that a great number of the 

Romans were gotten upon the Wall : Tizas having notice of it, preſently gathered his 

Souldiers together, and accompanied with his chief Captains, and his Guards, ie 

alcended the Wall. The Jews fled into the inner Temple, and the Romans broke 1n 

amonglt them by the Mine that Fobz had made to deſtroy the Mounts of the Romars.

preſently leap: down,andall alone charged the Jews who had the Victory, and made

Force aud Courage, not to have been aman. But heamongſt the midſt of them, tlew 
whomſoever he light on, one of them for haſte caſting down another. So that this his 

deed ſeemed admirable to Ceſar, and terrible to his Enemies. Yet did that deſtiny befall 
him, which no man could foreſec, for having his ſhoes full of Nails, as other Souldiers Julienrunnir 
have, and ruaning upon the Pavement, he {lipt and fell down, :his Armour in the fall fas upon pr 
making a great noiſe : whereupon, his Enemies who before fled, turned again upon Pavement; 
him. The Romans in Antoniatearing his life, cryed outs; but the Fews, many at once, 

ſtruck at him with Swords and Spears. He warded off many blows with his Shield, 

and many times attempting to riſe, they ſtruck him down again : yet as he lay, he 

wounded many ; neither was he quickly {lain, becauſe all parts of his Body were very 

well arm'd, and he covered his head with his Buckler, but no man helping him, his | 
ſtrength failed. Ceſar was very ſorrowful to ſee a man ofſo great fortitude {lainin the quiars death 
ſight of ſucha multitude, and that the place wherein he was, hindred him from help- 

ing him : and that others that might have helped him, durſt not for fear. 

At laſt, when F#/iaz had a long rime ftriven with Death, and wounded many of 

them that aſſaulted him, he was with much ado killed, leaving behind him a renown- 

ed memory, nat only amongſt the Romans, but alſo amongſt his Enemies. The Jews 

took his dead body, and beat back the Romazs, and ſhut them up within Antonia.

D f Be having ſpoken thus, and cauſed Joſeph to tell them in Hebrew what he ſaid 
to them, the Seditious thinking that the ſame proceeded not of good will, but 
of tear, began to be more proud thereupon. Then T -ns, ſeeing they neirher pitried 
themſelves, nor the Temple, determined again to uſe force, though very loth ſo ro Rs 
do; yet could he not bring all his Army againſt them, the Room was {o little. 7its choſe . 
Wherefore out of every Company he made choice of thirty of the ftrongeſt among «'ery pundred 
them, and over evety thouſand he appointed a Tribune, and made Cereals their Cap- molt firong 
tain or General, commanding him at the ninth hour of the night to aſſault the Guard 327 3ve men, 
of the Enemy. Alſo he himſelf would have gone with them ; bur his Friends, ahd the charge the Be: 
Captains about him, conſidering the great danger he might fall into, would nor per- ficg*% 
E mit him : but repreſented to him, that he might do more good by ſtaying in Antonia, 
and encouraging the Souldiers that fought, than if he ſhould go and endanger himſelt: 
torevery man being in the view of the Prince, would fight more couragiouſly. T ztrs 
was herewith perſwaded,and told rhe Souldiers;that the only cauſe he wenr not with 
them, was this, that he ſtayed behind to view and judge of every ones valour, to the 
intent that none that behaved himſelf valiantly might go away unrewarded, nor any 
Coward eſcape unpuniſhed ; but that he himſelf might be a Beholder of every mans 
vertue. Having thus ſpoken, he commanded the afault to be given. 
Then he went upa Watch-Towerin Antonia, from whence he beheld what was 
done. But they whom T1c#s ſent, did not find the Guards afleep, as they hoped ; but 7;1, tenoies 
F with a great ſhout they received the Romans that came againſt them : and at this from a win- 
noiſe they awaked their fellows, whocame in whole Companies to aſliit ther, and _—__— 
made a Salley upon their Enemies.

without any = - The Romans received ſmall damage thereby, becauſe thet 
they were defended with their Shields, and remembred on anothers Watch-word. 
,ut the Jews fell on every ſide, ſhewing themſelues raſh as well in the Charge as in 
& their rallying ; ſo that many times one of them took the other to be his Enemy: And * 
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Prince, ſhew their Courage, every man accounting that day the beginning of his pre-

So a long time none of the Roms 
came againf him ; and he upbraided them ot Cowardlineſs. Ar laft, an arrogant acd 
proud fellow, one of the Romwan-Horlemen, named Puaders, diſdaining his Infolency, 
and perhaps alfo for that he was of little ſtature, came againſt him : bur in fighting, Puders fight- 
c with him, fortune was unfavourable to him;for happening ro tall down, Fozathan flew 55, v_ 
him ; atter which, ſetting his foot upon the dead Body,with his left hand he flouriſhed by im. 
his ſhield, and with his right, his bloody {word ; and ſtriking his weapons one againſt hams on 
another, he inſulted over the dead body, and upbraided the Roxzazs, till at length, one kill eth nk 
Priſcusa Centurion, as he was thus vaunting,thot him thorow with an Arrow,and ſo hn withan 
he fell down dead upon the Body of his Enemy ; at which deed, both the Romans and WV 
the Fews raiſed a confuſed noife.

Some counſelled to uſe the right of War, tor 

Fo coonfs Rat the Fors would never live peaceably whiP{t their Temple was ſtanding z tor all 

concerning the Eheir Nation, whereſocver living, would aſſemble themſclves thither ar certain times, 

temple. Others perſwaded 7 its to {ave it,if {0 be theFews abandon'd it,and ceaſcd to defend it; 

bur if they fought for at, then ro burn 1t : for It was tO be conſidered as a Caſtle, not a 

Temple : and it any man were offended hereat,it would not be imputed to the Romans, 

or to rheir General, but to the Fews,who conſtrained th.m todo it ; and he ſhould not 

odend,they. forcing him to.fire. But T zt«saftirmed, that although the Fews made uſe 

- of their Temple as of a Fortrels, yet it ſhould not be deſtroyed : tor he would not ſo be 

revenged upon inanimate things, neither would heever fire ſo goodly a Building ; for 

it would redound to the diſhonour of the Rozwars ; and 0a the contrary, it would be a 

Credit unto them if it were left remaining. Whereupon Alexander Fronto and 

Cerealis perceiving Ce/ars Mind, became of his Opinion ; and fo he dilmiſſed the 

Council, and commanded the Souldiers and Caprains to reſt, that they might be 

the more able to fight when need required , and preſently he appointed cer- 

tain choſen Yen to make the Ways even, and eaſie-tor the Arwy to pals by the 

Ruines, commanding them to qnench the fire ; and that day the Jews being fearful 

and weary, made no reſiſtance. The day following, taking heart, and aſſembling to- 

gether,they alſaulted the Guard that ſtood without rhe Temple,the ſecond hour ot the 

day.The Romans valiantly received their firſt aſſault, defending rhemſclves with their 

Shields,as though they had had a wall before them ; yet they could not long have born 

the ſhock,for that they were fewer in number than their Enemies,& not ſo deſperate, 

had not Ceſar, ( beholding the fight from Antonia) came with certain choſen Horſe- 

7145 3th bjs Men before they retired, to ſuccour them. Whoſe force the Fews not ſuſtaining, but the 

cheſen borſe- £7 {} of them being {lain,the reſt gave back, and the Romars likewile retiring, the Jews 

mencomets returned and charged them again ; and when the Romazs returning again, preſently 

Remus, = they fled ; till about the fifth hour of the day, the Jews were forced to betake them- 

The T.nple ſelves to the Temple, and there they ſhut themſelves up.

was buried by DELNG Quict til / 7tus was departed,then again they afſaulted th-Romays, and o fought 

the Kiogot With the Guard that were without the 7 emple, labouring to extinguiſh the flame; 


Regie, who putting the Jews to flight, purſued them to the Temphe. 
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CHAP. 
How the Teraple was brrnt againſt the Will of Titus. 


Hen a certain Souldier, who expected no Command, nor fearcd to do to execrable 
2 Vat, moved with ſome divine fury, and lifred up by one of bis Fellows, took 


in his hand a flaming Fire-brand,and calt it into the golden window, which entred in- 7 


to the buildings on the NVorzh part of the Temple, and the flame preſently aroſe; which 
cauſed a great cry amonglt the Fews, expreſſing their Calamity ; andevery one haſted 
ro extinguiſh the fire ; neither accounted of their Lives nor Forces, if they loſt that for 
which they had fought io long. News hereof was preſently brought by one who 
came from the fight to 7ites,who then was reſting in his Tent, and he preſently aroſe 
and run to the Templeto hinder the fire, and all the Captains after him ; whereupon 
the Souldiers followed in great confuſion,and there aroſea great cry and tumult inthe 
Army, being diſordered. Ceſar both with Is voice and hand made a ſign to the Soul- 
diersthat were fighting, toquench the fire. But they did not hear him, there was {o 
great a noiſe ; neither did they perceive the {ign he made unto them with his hand, be- 
cauſe ſome were diſtratted with fear, others with anger : and the Souldiers iſſucd 
in, not reſtrained either by commands or threatnings, but every one went whether 
his fury carried him ; and thronging together at the entrance, many preſſed one ano. 
ther to death ; and many being amongit the fiery Ruines of the Galleries, pzriſh:d as 
miſerably as thoſe that were overcome. When they came totheT emple,every one feign- 
ed not to hear Ce/ars Command, and ſo exhorted his fellows that were before him to 
fire the Temple., The Seditious now had no hope to withſtand them, bur either fled, or 


were {lain: and many unarmed and unable people, whereſoever they were found, were * 


ſlain : ſo that about the Altar were an innumerable company of dead bodies heaped 
together,and their blood flowed down the Temple ſtairs; and their bodies were rowled 
down. Cer, ſeeing he could not reſtrain thefury of the Souldiers,and that the fire en- 
creaſed,entred into the Sanctuary with his chief Officers,and beheld all the holy things 
therc,and found its manificence and riches far ſurpaſſing all report which ftrangers 
had given of it, and equal to that of the Fews themſelves. The flame not having yet 
pierced into the inner part of the Temple, nor conſumed the Houſes and Rooms about 
it,he deemed thatas yet it might be prelerved ; wherefore himſelf went, and intreat- 
ed the Souldiers to extinguiſh the fire, and commanded Lzberalss, the Centurion of his 
Guard, to beat thoſe with a Truncheon that would not be obedient,and to drive them 
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away. But their fury,and the hatred they bare againſt the Jews, rendred them deat to 


Ceſars Commands,and regardleſs of puniſhment, many were carried on with the hope 
of ſome Booty,thinking that all the T ep/e within was full of money, becauſe they ſaw 
the Gates covered with Plates of Gold. Moreover a certain Souldier,when Ceſar ſought 
roquench the flame, fired the Poſts about the doors : and preſently the flame appear- 
ing within, Ce/ar and the Captains departed out ; and ſc every one ſtood looking up- 
onit,and no man ſought to extinguiſhit. Thus the Temple was burnt againſt T itixs his 
W:ll. And although every man will judge it a lamentable caſe,in ſuch a Building, ſur- 
paſſingall that ever was {cen or heard of, both tor greatneſs, workmanſhip, coſtlineſs, 
and plenty of all things ; yet in this we may comtort our ſelves, that Providence had 
{odetermined. For neither Living Creatures, nor Places, nor Buildings, can avoid 
their Deſtiny. One may alſo admire the exact and juſt revolution oftime, for it was 
now deſtroyed in the ſame Month, and on the ſame day that the Babylonians firſt de: 
ſtroyed it. And from that time that Solomon began the firſt Temple, unto the 


deſtruction of the ſecond Tempe, which happened the ſecond year of /:/patians Reign,

A horrible Slanghtcr continued in the Temple, of the Prieſts, the 
T reaſure-houſe, and the Porch. 


\ \ T Hen the Temple was thus conſumed with fire; whatſoever the Souldiers fond 

there, they carried away,and put all tothe Sword that were 1n it,which were an 
ihnitenumber : they ſhewed pity neither to old Age nor Infants : but old, young 
Prieſts and common People, all were ſlain withour reſpect, and all forts of Perſens 
taſtcd the calamity of War,whether they reſiſted, or intreated for mercy. And now 
the flame increafing,grieved even thoſe that were yielding up the Ghoſt : and by rea- 
fon of the heighth ot the Hill, and the Building rogether, one would have thought the 
whole City had been on fire. Then a moſt lamentable Cry was raifed between the Ro. 
71n Legions,and the Seditious Now invironcd with fire and ſword,and the pcople that 
were taken in the higher part of the City,and had fled to the Romars,lamenting their 
calamity.they of the City anſwered the Crys andTears of thole in the Hill,and many 
whoſe eyes death by Famine had almoſt cloſed, took ſtrength a while to bewail the 
Temple which they now beheld on fire. The Country beyondFordar, and the Moun- 
tains about, did eccho to thetic Lamentations : and yet the Calamiries ſurpaſſed all ex- 
prefſion. For one weuld have judged the hill whereon the T expple was ſcituate, to have 
been burnt up by the Roots, it was fo all over firc:yet the great quantity of blood-ſhed 
ſend to contend with the fire. Many that vere {Jain, were covered with thoſe that 
New them,and all the ground was overſpread with dead bodies ; ſo that the Souldiers 
ran upon the dead bodies to purſue thoſe that fled. At laſt the Thieves having driven 
the Romans without the Temple,ran into the City; and the reſt of the People that were 
Icft, fled into the outward Porch. And many of the Pricits uſed Spits of the Temple in- 
ſtead of Darts, and threw their Seats made of Lead, inſtead of Stones, againſt the Ry. 
mans; at laſtnothing atall prevailing, and the fire falling upon them, they got to the 
Wall, which was eight Cubits br oad,and there ſtayed a while. Yet rwo of the principal 
when they might either have fled to the Romans, and have been ſaved,or elſe haveen- 
dured like fortunc with the reſt, caſt themſelves 1nto the fire,and ſo were burnt with 
the Temple 1 One of thcm was named Mejerws, the Son of Betga ; the other Joſeph, the 
Son of Dales, 

The Romans thought it in vain to ſpare the Buildings about the Temple, Teeing the 
1p! was alrcady conſumed, and lo they fet fire on them all, the Porches, Gallerics, 
and Gates, twoonly excepted, one on the Eaft fide, and the other on the South {ide; 
both which afterward they razed to the ground. They alſo pur fire tothe Treaſury, 
which was full of an incredible quantity of Riches, as wellin Money as in rich Cloth- 
ing, and cther things of great price ; and indeed, all the Fews Treaſure ; for the richeſt 
of the City had brought all their Wealth thither. There came into the Porch that was 
left ſtanding, many Men, Women, and Children, to the number of fix thouſand : And 
bctore Ceſar and the Captains determined any thing what ſhould be done with them, 
the furious Souldicrs fired the Porch wherein they were, and ſo they all periſhed in 
the flames, ſave a few,who leaping downto avoid the fire,were lain in the tall ; ſo that 
not one eſcaped of all that multitude. A certain falſe Prophet was caule of their deaths, 
who the ſame day preached inthe City,and commanded them to go into the Temple, 
where heafſured them they ſhould that day receive the effetts of Succour from God; 
for many talſe Prophets were then ſuborned by the Tyrants, to perſwade them to ex- 
pet Gods help, thereby to hinder them from flying to the Rowaps, and tocauſe the 
Souldiers to fight more valiantly to defend their City. Men calily believe, andare cre- N 
dulous in Adverſity ; ſo that if any deceitful Perion promiſe deliverance out of Cala- 
nity, he that ſufftercth miſery becomes full of hope thereupon,

And among thoſe Prieſts that kept on the Wall,a Child being 
rue price. thirſty, defired drink of the Roman Watch-men, ſaying, that he was thurſty. They pi- 
tying both his years and his need, gave him their hands that he ſhould have no harm, 

and then he came downand drunk, and filled a bottle which he brought with him : 

and when he had done, he runup again to his tellows,and none of theWatchmen were 

Tie crat of able toovertake him ; and they could only upbraid him with falſhood.But he anſwered, 
4 boy, 1 hat he had done nothing but that which he and they intended: for they did not give him their 
hands to ſecure him to remain with them, but only to come down and take water which he had 

done. The Roman Watchmen greatly admired the fubtilty of one that was but a Child.

from God,nor the Romans : yet at that time they truſted in thoſe Caves, from whence

mer Orders to the contrary. And now the Souldiers abſtained from murthers, and 

mirided only the getting of Wealth ; the common People they ſold with their Wives 

and Children for a ſmall price; many being expoſed to fale, and few coming to 

buy them. Z73tus having publiſhed that none ſhould flic unto him without cheir fami- 

lies, yet now received thoſe alſo that came alone, appointing ſome to enquire who had 

deſerved puniſhment, and to infli it on them.

V:ory. ther, and they were forced to hide themſelves in Vaults and Sinks. The Romans ha. 
ving obtained thoſe Towers placed their Colours upon them, and clapping their hands 
and ſhouting for joy, they cryed, ory, finding the end ot the War nothing ſo terrible 
Thehouſesand AS the beginning. Yet they did not believe that this was the end, becauſe they got the 
familiesof beſt Wall without any bloodſhed ; but they admired that no man offered to reſiſt them, 
—_——- W hereupon iſſuing into every Street, they ſlew whomſoever they found without any 
bodics, reſpe&,and fired Houſes,and kill'd all the People that had fled into them;and where they 
entered to get prey, they found whole Families dead, and houſes full of Carcaſes con. 
ſumed by Famine. Thus terrified with the heavy ſight, they departed, not taking any 
thing away ; yet for all that they pitied not thole that were left alive, but ſlew whom: x 
ſoever they met, whereby they filled the narrow ſtreets ſo full of dead bodies, that none 
could paſs that way for them: all the whole City flowed with blood ; ſo that many 
places ſet on fire, were quenched with the blood of thoſe that were ſlain. Atevening 
they ccaſed from killing, bur all night long the fire encreaſed ; and ſo in the morning, 
which was the eight of September, all was ſet on fire ; the City in the time of the Siege 
having endured more miſery and calamity, than ever it received joy and happinels from 
the time of the firſt foundation, notwithſtanding that the ſame had been fo great, that 
all Cities might juſtly envy it ; and it no wiſe deſerved'to be ſo oppreſſed with ſuch 
miſery, ſaveonly for that it foſtered and bred ſuch impious perſons as wrought the oyer-

*HE number of all the Captives that were taken during the whole time of the Thenumver of 
War, was 97000 ; and the number of all that died and were {lain during the'*< Captive 
Siege, was Iloooo, moſt of them Jews by Nation, but not natives of ##4ea. For = hang the 
being aſſembled together from all parts to the Feaſt of unleavened bread, on a ſudden fiege of che 
they were involv'd-in the War ; and firſt of all a Plague fell among them by reaſon of ©'%: 
the ſtraitneſs of the place, and immediately after, Famine, worſe than it. That the Ci- 
ty was capable of ſo many men, it is evident; for Ce/?z deſirous to ſignifie the flouriſh- 
C ing eftate, and ſtrengrh of Fersſalem to Aero, who contemned our Nation, requeſted 
the High-Prieſts, that if poſſible they could, they ſhould number all the People in their 
City : and upon the Feaſt of Zsſter, when they kill'd Offerings from the ninth Hour of 
the day until the eleventh { and to eat a Lamb not fewer than ten perſons were aſſem- 
bled ; for it isnot lawful to feaſt alone, yea, many times twenty are in a Company ) 
they numbred two hundred fifty ſix thouſand five hundred Oblations, or Lambs to be 
killed ; ſothat if we reckon to every Lamb ten men, the number amounts to two Milli- - 
ons ſeven hundred thouſand men, all purified, whole and ſoynd : for ic was not lawful 
for any that were Lepers, or had a flux of ſeed, nor for Women that had the monthly 
D _ to cat of that Sacrifice ; nor yet for any Stranger that came thither for Religi- 
on's ſake. TR | 
So this great multitude was aſſembled together from other places,and was there by the 
providence of God ſhut up as it werein a Priſon. And the City being filled with men 
of War, was beſieged 3 ſo that the number of thoſe that were ſlain ſurpaſſed all that 
ever periſhed, either by any Plague ſent from God,or by rhe means of men ; they were 
partly openly ſlain, partly taken by the Romans : who ſearching the Yaulrs, and open- The Romans 
ing the Sepulchres,ſpared none they met with. There alſo were found more than two Exr<mng the 
thouſand, whereof ſome ſlew themſelves with their own hands, others were kill'd by vauts, find 
others, the reſt periſhed by Famine. The ſtink of dead bodies was ſo great, that much treaſure; 
E many minding to ſearch the foreſaid places ; and being entred into them, were forced | 
to retire : yet others for lucre ſake treading on thedead Carcaſes, ſearched the dead 
Bodies, if they could find any thing ; for great Riches were hid in the Vaults ; and 
covetouſneſs omitted no way to gain. ; 
Moreover, many were taken out from thence, whom the Tyrants, who even in their 7,14 and s'm0n 
extremity ceaſed not to tyrannize, kept Priſoners : yet God plagued them both ac- apprehended 
cording to their deſerts : for Zohz being almoſt famiſhed with his Brethren in a Vault, 2 *< Vauls, 
beſought the Romans to ſave his Life. And Simos, having long ſtriven with neceſlity, as 
we ſhall hereafterrelate, at laſt yielded himſelf, and was kept for the Triumph ; but 
Zohu was condemned to perpetual priſon. The Romans beat down the Walls, and

CHAP. XVIIL 
A brief Hiſtory of the City of Jeruſalem. 


Hus was Feruſalem taken in the ſecond year of Yeſpaſiar's Reign on the eight day 
of September. It had been formerly five times taken, and was now finally deſtroy. 
ed. Firlt, Hochens King of egypt; aiter him, Antiochus ; then Pompey, and after 
them, Herod with Sofius took the City, and yet deſtroyed it not : But before them V4. 
buchodonoſor King of Babylon deſtroyed it, when he had enjoyed the fame, a thouſand 1 
three hundred and threeſcore years, eight moneths and ſix days after it was firſt built. 
He that firſt built it, was one of the Princes of the Canaanires, ſurnamed the Zu, by 
reaſon of his Piety. He firſt conlecratedthis City to God, by building a Temple:to 
him, and changed the Name Sv/yma, into that of Zeruſalem : But David the King of 
the Jews having driven out the Canaarnites, gave it to his own People to be inhabited, 
and after four hundred threeſcore and four years and three moneths, it was deſtroyed 
by the Babylonians. From King David, who was the firſt Few that reigned there, till 
the time that 77ts deſtroyed it, were a thouſand one hundred ſeventy and nine years; 
and from the time that it was firſt erected, until it was by him deſtroyed, were two 
thouſand one hundred and ſeventy ſeven years: yet neither the Antiquity, nor Riches, x 
nor the Fame thereof,now ſpread all over the World, nor the Glory of Religion didany 
thing profit or hinder it from being deſtroyed.Such was the end of the Siege of Zeruſ;.- 
{. When there was none leftto kill, nor any thing remaining for the Souldiers to get 
to exerciſe their outrage againſt ( for they would have ſpared nothing that they could 
ſpoil) Ceſar commanded them to deſtroy the City and Temple, leaving only ſtanding 
certain Towers,! that were more beautiful ;and ſtrong than the reſt, to wit, Phaſelus, 
Hippicos, and Mariamme ;z and the Wall that wason the Welt-fide ; meaning there to 
keep a Garriſon, and that they ſhould be Monuments of the Valour of the Romans, 
who had maſtered a City ſo well fortified as by theſe it appeared to have been. All 
the reſt of the City they ſo plained, that thoſe who had not ſeen it before could not |, 
believe that it had ever been inhabited. This was the end of their madneſs, who were 
alwayes given to Sedition in Zer»ſalem, a moſt beautitul City and famous amonglt all 


Nations. 


CHAP. XIX. 


How the Souldiers were rewarded. M 


e/E/1r determined to leave the tenth Legion for a Garriſon in Zeru/alem,with ſome 
Troops of Horſe, and other Companies of Foot: and all Wars being now ended, 
he purpoſed to give ſolemn praiſe to the whole Army for their valiant Acts, and tore- 
ward the moſt Couragious for their deſerts. : Wherefore placing a great Tibunal in 
the midſt before the Camp, and ſtanding up 1n it with the chief Othcers about him, 
from whence the whole Army might hear him, he gave them hearty thanks that of their 
good will towards him, they had patiently abode with him during thoſe Wars ; prail- 
ing them for their loyalty during all the time, and that in many ations they had ſhew- 
ed themſelves valiant, and by their valour had enlarged the dominions of their Coun- N 
try : likewiſe that they had now given all Nations to underſtand, that neither the mul- 
titnde of Enemies, nor ſtrong holds, nor greatneſs of Cities, nor the raſhneſs or barba- 
rous cruelty of their Adverſaries could ever reſiſt the Forces of the Romans, or eſcape 
their hands ; notwithſtanding that in many things fortune favoured them : adding,that 
it was glorious for them to haveended this War that had continued ſo long ; which was 
all they hoped for at their coming;and eſpecially that his Father and himſelf, whom they 
had elected to be the Xommez Emperours,were approv'd and imbrac'd by all men,all ſtand- 
ing to theirappointment, and acknowledging themſelves beholden to them that ele&ed 
them.

T Hilſt 77t#5 was buſied in the ſiege of Zeruſalem, Yeſpaſian in a Merchants Ship r.346:w's 
tailed to Rhodes, and from thence departing in a Gally he viſited all the C1- failing and 
ties by which he paſſed, being joyfully received of them all, and went from ia in- F7 
to Greece, from thence to Corcyra, and into S$/avoris, and afterwards by Land. 
7itus being returned from Czſarea on the Sea-Coaſt, came to Ceſare: Philipps, and 
there made a long abode, proclaiming all ſorts of paſtimes : wherein many Captives Shews at C45 
periſhed, ſome being caſt to wild Beaſts, others forced jn.great Companies to fight /2*- 
E one againſt another. Being inthis place, he underſtood that Simon the Son of Gora, 
was taken.

The Nation of the Jews was mixed amongſt almoſt all Nations of the 
World ; andeſpecially amongſt the Syrians, by reaſon of their vicinity ; and many 
'The Nation of of them were at -tioch1ia, becauſe it wasa great City : and the Kings that ſucceeded 
me Jews in fntioch1s permitted them freely to inhabit there,and to enjoy all the libertics ofthe City. 
mong thepeo. FOr Antiochns, ſirnamed Epiphanes, deſtroyed Fernſalem and ſacked the Temple ; but [ 
ple of che his Succeſlors reſtored all the Braſs veſſels that were taken from the Temple to the Jews, 
World. to be uſed in their Synagogue at t/och, and permitted them to have the ſame liber- 
A uambver of - Lies in the City, that the Greeks enjoyed ; and the other Kings alſo of latter times uſed 
J<«s in £3 them after thelike ſort : ſo that their number greatly encreaſed, and they enlarged 
” their Temple, and enriched ir with ſundry offerings,and oftentimes gained fome Pagans 
to be of their Religion; and ſo rendred them alſo a part of their Nation. Now a-

£11C%s the reſt. The people hearing this, could not repreſs their rage, but preſently cauſed 
thoſe that were accuſed, to be burntin the Theater ; and made great ſpeed to ſet up- 
on all the Jews, hoping that by ſpeedy diſpatch they might preſerve their Country, 
| which otherwiſe was like to periſh. Antiochus, to enrage them the more, offered to 
4"ti»:h1; per- facrifice according to the cuſtom of the Pagans, thereby as it were aſſuring the ut#- 
pnanang his ochians, that he hated the Jews and their cuſtoms ; moving them alſo to compel 
Aims for. All the reſt of the Jews to do the like, and whoſoever refaſed fo to do, were to 
biddech ro be judged Traitors. The Atiochians followed his counſel : but few Jews would 
panctiverue obey 3 and they that denied to ſacrifice, were ſlain. Then 2»tiochus receiving a 
© party of Souldiers from the Roman Governonrs, became moſt cruel againſt his Coun- 
try-men, and would not permit them to keep holy the Seventh day ; but in it obliged 
them to do all labour and buſineſs, that they were accuſtomed todo npon any other 
day z and he ſo urged them hereto, that, within ſhort time the ſeventh day was not 
only violzted among them of ztioch, but alſo in other places and Cities round about. 
The Jews at Antioch having endured this perſecution, fell into' another as 
&nether cali» great calamity, whereof I intend to ſpeak. It hapned that the fourſquare Market and 
m5 3.3% the publick Places, where all Writings and Regiſters were kept, as alſo the Kings 
Houſe, were burnt : and the fire ſoencreaſed, that with much ado it was hindred O 
from firingthe whole City.

But the ſpeQacles 
Triumph. there exhibited, both for number, variety, and coltlineſs, cannot be deſcribed ſufh- 
ciently, being excellent inal! things, which any man could deviſe, both workmanſhip, 
Riches, Variety, and Novelty. For almoſt all things that ever were1n any place a- 
mongſft men that lived in felicity, either Rich or Glorious, and pleaſant to behold, all 
were that day ſhewed and ſeen in this Triumph , as a Teſtimony of the grandeur of K 
EF the Roman Empire. For there wasſuch ſtore of works of Gold, Silver, and Ivory, that 
mens. © one would not have deemed them to have been made only for the pomp of that day ,bur 
to have been ſo plentiful,as if they had flowed all about the City : ſome.carricd fine Ta- 
peſtry made of all ſorts of Purple,and curiouſly wrought with Pictures and Babylonian 
works;and there was ſo many Gems & precious Stones, fome ſet in Crowns of Gold, ſome 
112 other works,that itappear'd that without reaſon we judged them to be rare and ſcarce, 
Moreover, the Piftures of their Gods, were carried with them, which were admirable 
both for greatnels & workmanſhip & all of precious matter. Moreover divers ſorts of liv- 
ing creatures were there to be ſeen, all adorned with ſome attire agreeing and alluding 
unto their nature. There was alſo an infinite multitude of men in Purple Garments L 
wrought with Gold, who carried all theſe things;and allthoſe that were delign'd to ſerve 
—__ forthis Pomp,were attired in ſuchGarments,than wÞ nothing could be more Glorious. 
7.5 2198 Even the Captives were not without gorgeous attirezbut the variety and beauty of 
2:5, © the Garments made the Sadneſs of their countenances leſs remarkable. The Pageants, 
that were born inthe Triumph, were of admirable bigneſs,{o that the people that beheld 
them, wondred how it was poſſible that mea ſhould carry them : for many were built 
with three or four lofts one above another, ſurpaſſing all that can be imagined for work 
and coſt ; ſome of them being hang'd about with Tapeſtry of Gold ; and all things an- 
nexed unto them, whereon they were carried, were made of wrought Gold or Ivory: 
Whercin was curiouſly repreſented the manner of War,and all Stratagems,and Arts of M 
fighting, that could be deviſed ; ſome in one part of the Pageant , ſome 1n another. 
There might one have beheld moſt fertil and fortunate Countries deſtroyed , 
whole Troops of Enemies ſlain, ſome flying, others taken Priſoners ; ſtrong and huge 
Walls battered down with Rams ; Caſtles and Fortreſſes deſtroyed;great and populous 
Cities alſaulted, with a whole Army entring the Breach; all places filled with maſſacred | 
men; and how thoſe that were not able to fight , yeilding themſeives, asked mercy ; 
the Temples fet on fire, and afterall elſe was waſted, the houſes thrown down upon 
thcir owners heads; and a River not flowing, as it was wont, into tilled places, and to 
{crve for the uſe of Man and Cattle to drink, but carrying Streams of blood to quench 
5 1-3 of partof the flames, which conſum'd the City to aſhes ; all which the Jews in their War N 
weiehrofa Endured. Theſe things were fo artificially repreſented to the view of thoſe that had not 
great talent. ſeen them, as though they were now a-doing. Upon every Pageant ſtood the Gover- 
nour of the City , repreſenting the manner how it was taken. After all theſe followed 
many Ships : and in every place were carricd the ſpoils taken in War: amongſt which 
- _ thoſe that were taken in the Temple of Fer»/alem were moſt remarkable : for there

ipoils was the Was a Golden Table weighing many Talents, and likewiſe a Goldzn candleſtick, the

like a three-forked ſpear, every one being at the top made like a Lamp, which were 7 
in number,ſhewing the honour of the ſeventh day,which is called the Sabbath amongſt 9 
the Jews.

When the Triumphs were ended, and all the Roman Empire quieted , Peſpa- ;-3:j:; 
fiaz built a Temple, and dedicated it to Peace , which he did in fo ſhort a ſpace , bu kicth ard 
that it was admirable : and having beſtowed great coſt upon it, he alſo beautiticd ir TD ; 
with divers Pitures and carved works. And he placed in that Temple all things Peace. 

C that men of former Ages had gathered together trom the uttermoſt parts of the 
Earth. And he placed there all the Golden Veſſels, and other things that the 
Jews uſed in their Temple, doing them great reverence. But their Law, and 
the Tapeſtry or Purple Veils of the Sanctuary he commanded” to be kept in the 
Palace.

CHAP. XXV. 


How Herodium and Machzron were taken by Baſſus. 


# 


e/Eſar lent Lucius Baſſus into Fidea to be Lieutenant General there, who receiving 
the Army of Cerealis YVetiianns, took the Caſtle and Garriſon of Herodinm by - 
compolition. Afterthis , gathering together all his Troops which were diſperſed in 
divers places of the Country with the tenth Legion he purpoſed to War againſt 
AMacheron; for he thought it neceſſary to deſtroy that Caſtle, left its ſtrength might 
move many to rebel - tor by reafon of the ſituation of the place, they that were in it 
had great aſſurance of ſafety ; and thoſe that ſought ro aſſault it, were in great 
Ganger: Forit was built upon a Rock that was exceeding high , and which made 
E it alinoft inexpugnable; and nature had ſo deviſed, that it was hard to come to it 
being cnvironed round about with Valleys of incredible depth and very difficult to 
paſs over: forthat whichis on the Welt part is threeſcore Furlongs large, and endetli 
at the Lake Aſphaltites ; on@hich ſide Macheron hath a very high Proſpect : and 
itis environed on the North and South with Valleys of the like depth ; whereby 
it is impoſhble to win the Caſtle ; but that Valley which is on the Eaſt fide, 
is at leaſt a hundred Cubits deep , and endeth upon a Mountain near Aachero7. 
Alexander King ofthe Jews ſeeing the Nature of the place, there built a Caſtle, which 
afterward Gabizins in the War againſt Ariſfobulus deſtroyed. But Herod when he : 
was King, judged this place worthy to be fortified, as a Principal defence Z7j* iro 
F againſt the Neighbouring Arabians, For it was aptly ſituate upon a Moun- r with a 
tain, whence one might behold their borders. Wherefore making, a large Wall, he 9 Wall

built a City there 1n the place that enters into the Caſtle: he alſo compaiſſed the very 
top thereof with another Wall,and in the corner he placed Towers that were 60 Cubits 
high; and in the very midit of all he built a Palace for largeneſs and beauty admirable ; 
and he made many Cieſtrns to receive Water in convenient places,which ſerved the Wonderful 
people abundantly, ſtriving as it were with nature, that the places which ſhe had made _ - LS 
Strong,he by Art might make yet inexpugnable. He allo laid up there in ſtore Arms engines inclus 
and warlike Engines, and alſo all proyifions wherewith the Inhabitants might be able Tov. 
to hold out a long fiege.

Amongſt thoſe that were bcheged was one Zleazazr a young man, very hardy M 
and bold in any enterprize, and who oftentimes made excurſions , and {ought to 
kinder the Romans work,whom always in every fighthe greatly endammaged, and by 
his valour and adventurous courage gave thoſe thagwere his fellows opportunity 
to ailuult the Romans, and to fly again and retire in lafety, himſelf being always 
the laſt that fo retired. It hapned one day that the fight being ended, and both 
parts ſeperated, he as it were contemning all men , and- thinking that none of his 
Enemies durſt undertake to Combate with him , ſtayed without the Gate, ſpeaking 
to thoſe that were upon the Wall, and giving grear attention to them. Then one 
Rufus an e/f2yptiaz , one of the Roman Army, ſpying this opportunity ran .upon 
him {o ſuddenly, that he unawares took him all unarmed as he was , N 
and they upon the Walls ſtood amazed , whilſt Rufs led him ints the Roman Camp; 
then rhe General of the Romans cauſed him to be led into a place , where they in 
the City might ſee him, and there to have all his Cloaths taken off, and to be 
whipped : the misfortune of this young man greatly diſcouraged the Jews, 1o 
thatall the City was melted into Tears for the calamity of this one man. Bzſſzs ſecing, 
mrs eo this contriv'd this device againſt them in order to move them to compaſſion, fo that for 
lanry movera to fave him they ſhould yeild their Caſtle : which fell out as he defired.

Z/eazar might likewiſe be reſtored to 
them. Which offer of theirs che Romars accepted; and the Jews in the lower part of 
the City having intelligence of this agreement, reſolved likewiſe to fly away in the 
night : but ſo ſoon as they had opened their Gates, thole that had agreed with Baſs, 
B cave him intelligence thereof; either envying that their Country men ſhould eſcape, 
or elſe fearing that Faſſus would puniſh them for their flight : yet for all this, the moſt 
valiant of thoſe that fled, who got out before the reſt, eſcaped, the reſt were {lain to the 
number of one thouſand ſeven hundred men;theWomen and Children were made bond- 7799 Jen 
ſlaves. And Baſſus thinking it meet to keep his promiſe to them of the Caſtle, permit- pr 
ted thera ſafely to depart, -and reſtored Z/eazar to them.

Of the Fews that Baſſus flew: and how the Emperour cauſed the Lands 
of Judea to be ſeld. 


His done Baſſ#s prepared to carry his Army into the Forreſt called Zurdes, where #4: awood 
he had norice that many Jews were aſſembled together, having eſcaped from Ze- = 
ruſalemand Machera during the fiege. So.coming to the place, and finding it tobe as 
it was reported to him, he firlt of all 4nvironed it, with Horſemen, that it any of the 
D Jews ſought to eſcape, the Horſemen might diſpatch them : and he commanded the 
Footmen to cut down the Wood into which they had fled to hide themſelves. So 
through neceſſity the Jews were conſtrained to hight, in hope by a couragious Charge 
to makea paſſage for themſelves. Wherefore with a great Cry they violently afſault- 
edthoſe by whom they were invironed,and the Romans valiantly received them,and by 
their valour and the Jews deſperationthe hglit endured a long'time ; yet the event of 
the Battle was favourable to the Rox2axs, of whom only twelve were {lain, and very 
few wounded, but all the Jews were {lain inthe fight,being in number three thouſand, 3020 Jews

and this was the miſerable eſtate of the Jewsat that time. | 
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N the fourth year of Feſpaſia»'s Reign,it hapned that Lutiochu; King of Comagens 
Dr" with all bis family fell into great misfortune upon this occaſion. - Ceſennins Petus 
prefident of Governour of $yriz (either for envy, or for that indeed it was ſo; for it is not well 
S1ria accuſerh known ) ſent Letters to Ceſar, declaring to him that ntiochss was determined torevolt 
fore ce/ar, from the Romans, together with his Sori Zpiphares ; that he had made a League with 
the King of the Parthians ; and that therefore 1t was — to prevent them in time, 
leſt if they firſt beganto revolt openly, they might trouble all che Roman Empire with 
War. Czar did not negle& this news,for that the nearneſs of both the Kings Countries, 
one to another ſeemed to require that they ſhould be quickly prevented : for Samoſata 
the greateſt City of Comagera is ſituate upon Zuphrates,and ſo might both eaſily receive 
the Parthians, and be a ftrong Hold for them ; and alſo there they might ealily paſs 
- over the River. Wherefore /eſpaſien ſent word to Petws, that he permitted himtodo 
what he thought expedient : and he forthwith, Antiochus thinking nothing, fuddenly 
entred into Comagera with the ſixth Legion, and certain other Companies of Foot, and ,- 
ſome Troops of Horſe,accompanied with 4ri0bu1us King of Chalcis, and Sohemus King 
of Zeſa, who carne to afſilt him. They entred the Country without any hight ; for 
41:44; 5% Done of the Inhabitants offered to reſiſt. Jntiochus though ſurpriſed with this unexpe&- 
faddenly inva- Ed NEWS; yet did not ſo much as think of any War againſt the Romars ; but determined 
ded by Eſenri- to leave the whole Kingdom in that eſtate that then it was in, and with his Wife and 
- Children to depart from thence, hoping hereby to clear himſelf to the Rowmars, from 
that which they ſuſpeRed of him: and going almoſt a hundred and thirty furlongs from 
the Ciry into a Plain,there he encamped. Petus ſent men to Samoſata to take it, as they 
calily did, and were left to keep the City,whilſt he with the reſt of the Souldiers purpoſe 
to go againſt Zxriochnus : But the King, though by neceſſity urged thereto, yet would 7, 
not fight againſt the Romans ; but bewailing his misfortune, endured patiently all what- 
{oever : But his two Sons being luſty ſtrong young men, and skiltul in martial affairs 
could not eaſily abſtain from fight in this their diſtreſs. Wherefore they had recourſe 
to their forces, and in a great fight that endured a whole day, they ſhewed their Valour, 
and came off with little loſs. Yet-Antiochus after this fight would not any longer abide 
IP in his Country, but taking his Wife and Daughters he fled into C:/icia, and thereby 
ber ro Gikcouraged his Souldiers, who deſpairing to keep the Kingdom for him, revolted to the 
depart our of Romans, But Zpiphanes and the reft were forced to ſeek to ſave themſelves, before 
his County. tuCh time as they were left deſtitute, and foaccompanied with ten Horſemen, they paf- 
with his WuHe .. - p :

- CHAP. XXVIII 
How Maſſada, a very ſtrong Caitle, was taken. 


| Aſſus dying in Fudea, Flavins SyIvaſucceeded in his place; who perceiving that all 

the Country elſe were Conquered fave one only Caſtle, he with all the forces he 
could make went againſt it. This Caſtle is called 4Zaſſadza. The Captain of the Sicart- 
azs, named #leazar, who commanded in it, was a very ſtrong and valiant man,ofthe 
Tribe of Z#4a, who perſwaded a great many Zews, as is beforeſaid, not to enroll them- 

C ſelves when Cyreaexs was Cenſor, and ſent to tax Fudez. For at that time the Sicarians 
had conſpired againſt thoſe that obeyed the Romans, and in all things uſed them 
like Enemies, taking and driving away their Goods, and firing their Houſes, affirming 
that they nothing differed from ſtrangers, who betrayed the liberty of their Country, 
rather than they would fight for it, and that they had rather they were on the R-- 
ans fide. But this was only an excuſe to hide their avarice and injurious dealing, as 
the proof made manifeſt ; for they themſelves revolted and bore Arms againſt the Ro- 
214n5 , and their enterpriſes againſt the Romazs were worle than the reſt ; and when 
their firſt forged pretence was known and confuted, tliey raged more than before 
againſt thoſe that upbraided them with it. | |

The Sicarians were the firſt that were ſo cruel and injurious againſt their neighbours : 
for not provoked thereunto, either by deed or word, they ſlew and injured all men with- 79 6*-i4- 
out cauſe ; butin compariſon of Zohz they were very moderate. For he did not only 

x {lay all that counſelled that which was good and profitable, as his greateſt Enemies, 
eſpecially the Citizens z but alſo he many wayes injured his Country, like one who 
impiouſly contemned God himſelf. For he did eat forbidden meats, and violated the 

' purity ot his Countries Cuſtomes : fo that it was no wonder to ſee him obſerve no 
juſtice nor fidelity towards men, who had now infringed the Laws of God. Again,what 
Villanies did $70» Giors leave undone ? Or what injury did he abſtain from offering c;,.,, 5% oe 
to their Bodies, who had choſen him for their Ruler ? What did kindred and friendſhip Gi. 
then avail any man? Yea, it occaſioned them to be more cruelly uſed, and more ty- 
rannouſly butchered, than otherwife. For they thought it a pitiful offence to abuſe 
Strangers, but a glory to exerciſe cruelty upon their moſt familiar Friends.

Thetoo more £12 King appointed the wp of the Hill for Tillage, becaufe it was a more fertile and far 
foiful and ſoil than any ground elle,fo that iFatany time they within the Caſtle wanted proviſion, 
fret tl end 5-ot tbey might not be famiſhed, having this ground to furniſh them. He allo built ig [ 
Hoods Palate, tbis place a Palace for himſelf, the way to which was on the: Weſt fide within the 
Caſtle wall, whoſe proſpe@& was towards the Nortlrz and he invironed the ſame with a 
very {trong Wall, and inthe Corners thereof he built four very firm Towers threeſcore 
Cubits high, and very ſumptuous within, having divers Roomes, Galtferies and Baths, 
ſupported in every place with pillars, every one of which was one only ſtone : The 
\W alls thereof were of ſolid ſtone of divers colours : and to every houſe, and in the top 
of the Hill, and round about the Palace, he hewed certain Ciſterns ont of the Rock to 
hold water; ſo that by thismeans water was as plentifal, as though they had Foun- 
tains within the Caſtle. There wasa way to the Caſtle under ground from the Kings 
Palace, which they that were without could not perceive ; but the way above ground M 
was inacceſſible ; for as we have already ſaid, by the way on the Eaſt ſide no man could 
2>a{:and as forthaton the weſt, it was ſtopt up with a Tower built in the ſtrait there- 
2 of diſtant a thouſand Cubirs from the Caſtle, by which ir was impoſſible topaſs ; and it 
was not calle to get it by force; and the more leiſurely one went, the greater was the 
danger. Thus was this Fortreſs ſtrengthned both by Art and Nature.

Whea 'y/va had gotten this Rock he commanded oor Fo 
his Souldiers to build a Mount thereon ; and they cheartully labouring, raiſed ſuddenly a wu 
mount two hundred Cubits high : yet by reaſon of the height ir ſeemed not firm nor mount ro bats 
ſufficient enough to bear the Engines ; wherefore upon it was built a Platform with ©

From hence the Romans with many {hot from their Engines drove the Zews from off The Ciry hat- 
the Caſtle Walls, not ſuffering them to lift up their heads. And S/va having made a _ _ g 
mighty Ram,cauſed the Wall to be continually battered therewith ; but it could ſcarce- ani by $1n:'s 
ly make a breach in it ; and the S/cariazs quickly prevented it, by building another Wall *PPoinrmeac, 
within, which could not be broken with the Ram, becauſe it was yet ſoft, and fo broke 
the force thereof; for they ſaw'd Timber 1n pieces,and as 1t were made two rails;and then 
filled the ſpace between the two rails with Earth, and with other plants they kepr the 
Earth from falling down,ſo that they made a work like the Wall of a houſe;which for 
that it yielded to the blows of the Ram ( being ſoft Earth) the Ram could nor prevail 
againſt it, but rather made it more ſtrong than before by ramming the Earth rogether. 

Stva perceiving this Judged that he might ſooner deſtroy the Wall with fire than 
with his Engine,and ſo he commanded the Souldiers to caſt upon it many burning fire- Fire-vrancds 
brands; and the fire quickly took hold of the Wall, becauſe it was for the molt part ue 1 
built with Wood;and calily alſo pierced through it,by reaſon it was not cloſe wrought © OD 
together : and there was a great flame. 

At the very beginning of the fire the North wind greatly annoyed the Romans ; for 
the fire blowing furiouſly from above againſt them, it drove ſo extremely upon them, 
that they were 1n great deſpair, fearing their Engines would be burar ; bur preſently The” North 
the Wind changing and blowing from the South, ( as it were by Gods providence ) it _ _ 
turned the fire again upon the Wall, fo that all of it, even to the foundation thereof, rr _ 
was whally ſet on fire. The Romans thus aſſiſted by God, returned again into their he Romans, 
Camp joytully, purpoſing the next morning betimes to gtve the aſſault, and that night 
to place ſtronger Watches, leſt any of the Enemies ſhould eſcape. But #lerzar was 
tar from thinking toflie ; neither would he permit any one of his Company to think of 
it. But ſeeing now the Wall was fired, and not knowing any way elie to fave himlel,, 
conſidering likewiſe what the Romans would do unto their Wives and Children if they 
{ſhould take them, he deliberated ofall their deaths, whici he in that extremity judg- 
cd tobe the beſt way they could take. And fo he atſembled the moit valiant of all his 
companions, and exhorted them all thereunto, atter this manner. 

Gen:rous Fews, we long azo reſolved with our ſelves to ſerve neither the Romans, nr any plows ora 
other ſave only God : for he alone is the true and juſt Lord of all men.

And 
ſome of the nobler race of the Jews, ſeeking to withſtand this Enterprize, were by theſe 
Sicarians ſlain 3 which was no ſooner done, but they incited the People to re-

The better ſort of the Jews ſeeing this,and that they could not repreſs them without 
danger, they aſſembled all the Jews together, and declared tothem the temerity of theſe 
Sicarians, accuſing them as the Authors of all the miſery that had befallenthe Jews, 

C and that if they thought it ſufficient to force them to fly, yet they were not certainof 7* Jev*4 
their lives ; becauſe the deſign being known to the Romans, they would puniſh them conſul abour 
for it, though no partakers of their wickedneſs. Wherefore they admoniſhed the mul- ">< wurcherers 

titude to beware, leſt they drew themſelves into the ſame danger, wherein the Sicarians 

were, and to provide for their own ſafety by delivering ſuch people to the Romans. 

The Jews were per{waded by theſe ſpeeches : and fore ſecing the danger that might en- 

ſue, they furiouſly aſſaulted the S:carians, and took of them ſix hundred : and ſhortly 

after thoſe who fled into e/Z2ypt and Zhebes were taken and brought back again ; whoſe 

hard-hearted obſtinacy was ſo great, that none can without admiration hear oi it. For 

notwithſtanding thar all corments and tortures, that could be deviſed, were inflicted up- 

on them, only to force them to confeſs that Cz/ar was their Lord; yet not one of them 

would ſay ſo, or make any ſhew thereof; butall perſevered in their former opinion, as Divers forts of 

though the Body tormented had been dead and not alive.

The Emperour, ſeeing thar it was ne- 
ceſſary to beware of the Jews, who were naturally inclined to {edition and unquietnels, 
fearing alſo that they would-once again gather themſelves together, and cauſe ſome to 
joyn with them, he commanded Zwupns to deſtroy the Temple,which they had in the City 
Onto, which was built and ſo named upon this occaſion : Oz44s the Son of $:m0z, one 
F of the high Prieſts, being driven out of Zeruſalem, when Latiochus King of Syria war- ,,;.

; But Ozias did not this with a good Conſcience, but for that he was at variance with 
the Jews of Jeruſalem, who had forced him to flie : and he perſwaded himſelf that by 
the building of this Temple, he might withdraw all men from Zeru/alem thither ; and x 
of this there was a Prophecy nine hundred and ſeventy years before, and ſzias had fore- 
told that a certain Jew ſhould build a Temple in e/Zgypr. 
Sh. Thus that Temple was built ; and Zxp»s having received the Emperors Letters, 
the Jews our Went to the Temple,and taking away certain gifts from it, he ſhut it up : and after him 
cf theTemple. Paylanus who ſucceeded in his ftead, left not one gift there ( for he threatned the Prieſts 
if they did not bring forrh all ) and permitted not any, that came thither to ſacrifice, to 
come near it ; but ſhutting up the Gate thereof, heleft no ſign of divine Service there ; 
and from the time it was built, till the time it was ſhut up, were three hundred thirty 


and three years.

Catullus was glad of theſe accuſations, and exaggerated them very much with Tra- 

gical terms, ſo that he might have a pretext of War againſt the Jews, and not content 

ind Jews fin ro credit whatſoever was maliciouſly ſpoken, he himſelf inſtructed the S7c2riaxs to frame 
by cztulzs; ſcandalous accuſations ; and commanding them to nominate one Alexander a Jew, 
whom he had long hated, and his Wife Berwice, he put them firſt of all to death; and 

after them all that were rich, who amounted to the number of three thouſand. And 

this he thought he did without controul, becauſe he confiſcated their Poſſeſſions to

Suppoſe, moſt worthy Fpaphroditus, that T have ſufficiently teſtified unto thoſe 
who ſhall read the Books which | have written touching the Authentick Hiſtory 
The Hilary of of the Jews, that our Nation is moſt Ancient, and that they had their Original 
the Antiquity from themſelves, and have from the firlt beginning inhabited that Country, 
conrainerh whereof they are poſſeſſed at this preſcnt. To which Effet I gathered out of 
the evemrrel our ſacred Writings, and publiſhed in the Greek tongue, a Hiſtory containing 
years © the occurrences of five thouſand years. But for that I ſee there are divers, ( who be- 
ing too much ſeduced by the ſcandalous Calumnies and Reports which ſome,wheareill [. 
affected towards us, have publiſhed againſt us) have misbelteved that which I have 
written of our Antiquity, and labour to approve our Nation to be Modern, becauſe 
none of the Ancient and moſt renowned Hiſtorians among the Grectans have thought our 
The cauſes Anceſtors worthy to be enrolled in their Writings : for this cauſe I hold it a part of 
mar moved my guty to Write a ſhort Treatiſe hereupon;both to reprove the malice and impoſtures 
this Eooks. Of thoſe our calumniators, and to correct their Ignorance, by teaching thoſe who are 
defirous to know the truth, what the Original of our Nation is. For proof where- 
of, I will produce noother Teſtimony but ſuch as from Antiquity hath been judged 
worthy of credit among the Greeks ; laying open before their Eyes, that they, who 
have ſlanderoully and falſly written againft us,are convicted by their own mouthes, I M 
will alſo endeavour to ſhew the Cauſes why very few Grecians have made mention of 
us their Hiſtories: and moreover, I will make it known, that they who have written 
concerning us , have been ignorant either really or teignedly of the Truth of thoſe 
things which they have reported. 
Firſt of all therefore, 1 do not a little marvel at thoſe who in reference to. matters of 
Antiquity ſuppoſe that the Truth ought only to be gathered from the Greeks ; and that 
they alone can jultly claim the honour and knowledge of faithful writing ; whereas 
they neither vouchſafe either us, or any others the credit of Truth in that we ſet down; 
although Iam able to prove, that all things have fallen out quite contrary. For which t; 
cauſe it behoveth us not to look to mens various opinions, but to examine that which is 
All things a- Tight, and gather the ſame by the effeQts.

And yet it is reported, that heleft no part of that his Poem in writing, but «© 
that it was compoſed of divers Songs, and only ſung by roat ; by which means ir came 
to paſs, that there are ſo many contradiQtions in the ſame. 

And as for thoſe who have undertaken to write Hiſtories among them, I mean C:4.- 

-us the Milefian, and Acuſilaus the Lrgive, and others, They lived but very little time 
before the paſſage of the Perſians into Greece, | | 

C Furthermore, they who among the Greeks were the firſt that introduced Philoſophy 
and the knowledge of Celeſtial and Divine things, namly Pherecydes the Syrian, Py- 
thagoras and Thales, all of them confeſs with one accord, that they were inſtructed by 
the «#2 yptians and Chaldees ; and they publiſhed ſome few writings, which are ſuppoſed 
to be the moſt ancient among the Greeks, and it is hardly believed alſo that they were 
written by them. What reaſon therefore have the Greeks to be ſo proud, as if there 
were none, but themſelves only, who knew the affairs of Antiquity, and could exaQly 
write the truth thereof ? Or who cannot ealily conjecture by their own Writers them- 
ſelves, that their Writings were founded only upon hearſay and ſuppoſition, and that 

D they followed only vain conjectures ? Hence it cometh to pals, that in their Books 
they cavil and reprove one another, and make no conſcience to maintain and write con- 
tradictions about one and the ſame thing. 

But it may be ſaid, that I ſhould oblige my ſelf toa fruitleſs labour, If ſhould go 
about to inform thoſe who are better experienced than my ſelf; in how many points 
Helicanns diftereth from cuſi/ans touching the Genealogies ; in how many places :#- 

ſlaus hath corrected Herodotus ; or how Zphorss hath proved that Helicanus wasaliar 

ia the greater part of that which he hath recited. Zphorus hath been reprovod by 7:- 

7242145 ; and 1n general, all have taxed Herodotus. Neither hath 7imess vouchſafed to 

2ccord with Antiochus, or Philiztus or Callias, inthe Hiſtories of Sicily. Neither do

FE ginning they have not been induſtrious to keep publick Regiſters of fuch matters as 
happenedin any rme or place : which hath occaſioned them to err,and given thoſe a pri- 
viledge to lye, who afterwards went about to write any thing of ſuch niatters as were 
ated long ſince. Neither are only other People ef Greece to be accuſed of negligence 
for notmaking account of ſuch Regiſters; but amongſt the 4henians alſo ( who glo- 
Ty in the antiquity of their Country, and who are moſt exerciſed in Sciences) there 
15 no mention of them. For it is ſaid, that the moſt ancient and publick Writings which 
they have,are thoſe Capital Laws which were ſet down by their Law-maker Draco, who 
lived but a little time before Piſ#ratus the Tyrant.

In effe&t they have followed that courle in compoſing their Hiſtory, that was every 
way different from the true nature thereof.

The fign of a Hiſtory is, when all men accord in ſetting down the ſame thing : Whereas theſe Wri- 

true Wiftory. 1.r5have endeavoured to make men believe thatthey were the trueſt of all the reſt, be- 
caule they contradicted them. We ought indeed to grant the Superiority to the Gye- 
£4415 in all chat concerneth Eloquence and the Ornament of Language, but not in that 
which appertaineth to Antiquity or Truth of Hiſtory, and eſpecially in what concerneth 
the truth of ancient Hiſtory, and what hath paſſed in every Country. 

Wherefore asthe e/Z2y2tians and Babylonians long ſince uſed all diligence in writing, 
becauſe their Prieſts were here unto enjoyned, who did moſt curiouſly treat of all ſuch 
matters; the ſame alſo did tha Cha/dees amongſt the Babylonians, and the Phenicians ally 
(inhabiting among the Greeks ) taught them to uſe Regiſters both concerning publick K 
and private affairs, which becauſe xll men confeſs, I will omit to ſpeak of. 

1 let paſs alſo to recount what care our Nation hath had of this point(no doubt great- 
er than thoſe Nations above mentioned had ) charging our High Prieſts and Prophets 
to execute this Office z which Cuſtom hath been obſerved even until this Ape, and (if1 
may preſume ſo far will be obſerved in all ſucceeding Ages,as by my enſuing diſcourſe 
I will endeavour to make manifeſt. For our Nation did not only depute this Office to 
the molt virtuous and religious men among(t them in the beginning, and to ſuch as were 
conſecrated to the Service of God ; but they alſo provided to preſerve the Line and De- 
{cent of Prieſts from all impurity, and from being intermingled with others. For no 
man amongſt us can be a Prieſt, who is not born of a Woman deſcended from the ſame L 
Linz. Neither in this caſe is any reſpeEt made either of Riches or Honours : but the 
party who claimeth the dignity of Prieſthood, muſt by many Witneſſes prove his Gene- 
alogy, and that he is deſcended from Prieſts. 

This cuſtom is not only of force in Zudez, but whereſvever elſe any of our Nation 

A cuſtom inhabit ; as ine/Zgypt and Baby/or, and 1n any other place, where continually the Prieſts 

Prieſt: - in their Marriages have this reſpe&t, not to marry with any W oman that is not of their 

ſerved; own Line; and they fend to Fer»ſa/ezz the Name and Pedigree of the Woman whom they 
have married, and all the Teſtimony hereof which they can deduce from her Anceſtors. 

Now if War moleſt our Nation (as often it hath in the time of 4t:cchns firnamed 
Fpiphanes, of Pompey the great, Quintilins Yarus,and eſpecially in this our Age) then 
thole Prieſts who ſurvive, make new Genealogies and Pedigrees out of the ancient 
Regiſters for thole that remain of the Sacerdotal Race. And they marry none that have 
been Captives,tor fear they may have had commerce with {trangers. What more evident 
token can there be of the Prieſts integrity,than that every Prieſt during the revolution of 

The Prieſts two thouſand years is regiſtred together with the Names of their Fathers? and if any one 

ne -y do error falſity any ofthe rhings betore-faid, he is then interdifted from the Altar, and

. other things of latter time are only recorded by thoſe who lived in the Age, wherein the 
things they writ of were done. | 

The Books amongſt us, containing the Hiſtories of all Ages, are neither infinite, nor 
one repugnant to another: for all our Chronicle is contained in 2 2 Books, to which Books 
1t is 1mpiety to deny credit. | 

Five oftheſe Books were written by AZeſes, comprehending Genealogies, and the be- 
Two andewen- ginning of mankind, with ſuch notable events as hapned even from the beginning of the 
One * World till his death ; which is little leſs than three thouſand years. 

Aiter thedeath of 1Zo/es, till the time wherein /2rtaxerxes lived, who was King of the O 

 Perſa1rs, and Son to Xerxes,eyery one of the Prophets of our Nation wrote the Hiſtory 
0 
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A of his time wherein we lived,ſfo that of theſe mens Writings we have thirteen Books : 
the four other Books, which make up the Number already mentioned, are known to 
contain holy Hymns made to the praile of God, and whollome Precepts for mans life 
and converiation. All things which from Artaxerxes until our time have hapned, are 
allo ſet down in writing : yet the Books wherein they are regiſtred, do not deſerve ſo 
much credit as the former of ancient times, for that there was no certain ſucceſiion of 
Prophets in that Age. Moreover, it is evident, that to the Former works, we give as 
great credit as to things which we our ſelves write ; and notwithſtanding they have 
been ſo long written, yet in all that time no man durſt preſume either to alcar or to blot 
out any thing therein contained. For all Jews even trom their Cradle do believe thele 

B Books to be facred and divine, and theretore give all credit poſſible unto them, yea, 
and would willingly ſuffer death, rather than do the contrary. | 
| Many Captives of our Nation have been cruelly tormented, and divers ways put 
to death in op:n Theaters, only for that they would not commit any thing either in 
word or deed againſt their Laws, nor violate the writings of their fore-fathers. Now 
who amonglt the Greeks did ever ſuſtain the like ? Nay, they are fo far from doing it, 
that none can be found among them, who would ſuffer any loſsin his goods or fortunes, 
to preſerve all the writings of their Nation from deſtruction : and the reaſon hereof is, 
becauſe every one eſteerneth the verity of their Hiſtories to depend upon the will of the 

C Writer. And this they do alſo concerning their moſt ancient Hiſtorians ; and nor 
without caule : for they every day ſee men of cheir own times writing Hiſtories of mat- 
ters long before paſt in former ages, wherein neither themſelves were preſent, neither $5ome others 
yet do they vouchſafe to credit the writings of ſuch as were then eye-witneſſes have written 
thereof; yea, ſome among them have divulged Hiſtories of ſuch things, as of late be- cr ” 
fel our Nation, when themſelves never have been in the place where ſuch matters paſt as ; 
they writ of, norhavelived in any neighbour place, where they might have probable 
report how matters paſt, but only compiling a few broken ſtories, they moſt impudent- 
ly arrogarte to their patcht ſtuff the name of a Hiſtory. 

I my felt have compoſed a molt true Hiſtory of the laſt War, and of every particular ,;,, ws; 

D thing theredone, as well I might, having been preſent in all thoſe affairs. For I was prelencin all 
Captain of the Galileans amongſt our Nation, 10 long as any reſiſtance could be made —_— 5 
againlt the Pomars : and then it ſo fell out, that I was taken by the Romans, and being © | 
Priſoner to Zitns and Yeſpaſian, they cauſed me to be an eye-witnels of all things thar | 
paſt. Firſt, in bonds and fetters, and afterward freed from them, I was brought from "| 
Alexandria with Titus, when he went to the Siege of Zeru/alem. So thatnothing could 
then paſs whereof-I had not notice. For beholding the Roman Army, I committed to 
writing all things with all poſſible diligence. My elf did only manage all matters diſ- 

cloſed tothe Romans by ſuch as yielded themſelves, for that I only did perfeQly under- ;,;,, vi; 
ſtand them. Laſtly, being at Rome, and having leiſure, after all bulineſs was paſt, IT Hiftory of the 

E uſed the help of ſome Friends ( for the skill of the Greek tongue ) and fo Ipubliſhed a 7-»5 wars 
Hiſtory of allthat had hapned in the foreſaid War : which Hiſtory of mine is ſo true, > 
that I tear not to call Yeſpaſianand Zitus the chief Commanders in that War to witneſs 
for them. Itirſt gave a Copy of that Book to them, and atterwards to many noble 
Romans, Who alſo were preſent in the War. I foldalſo many of them toour own Na- 
tion, to ſuch as underſtood the Greek language, amongſt whom were Z#nlins, 4rchelans, 

Herod, a Man of great vertue, and tothe moſt worthy King -rippa, who all do teſti- ome do dercs 
fy, that my Hiſtory containeth nothing but truth, and who would not have been ſilent, gare from 7.- 
ifcither for ignorance or flattery I had changed or omitted any particular. Yetnot- /#"* Hiſtory: 
withſtanding all this, ſome ill diſpoſed Perſons endeavour to diſcredit my Hiſtory, as 

though they were diſputingipro and contra amongit children in ſchools, never conſidering 

F that he who promiſeth other men a true Relation of things paſt, muſt either be privy'to 
them by his own knowledg, as having been preſent in the affairs, or elſe have that 
which he ſpeaketh from other mens mouths, by report of thoſe who know them : both 
which I have done. For I gathered my other Books of Antiquity out of holy Scrip- 
ture, being my ſelfa Prieſt, and Skilful in our Law ; andthe Hiſtory of our War I 
have written, my ſelf being an Agentin many matters therein contained, and aneye- 
witneſs of the reſt ; ſothat nothing was ſaid or done whereof Ihad not notice. How 
then can any one excuſe them from impudency and malice, who labour againſt me to 
prove my Relation falſe? Perhaps they alledge, that they have read the Commentaries 

of Veſpaſianand 7itas, yet for all this, they were not preſent in any aQion, repug- 
G nant to that, which my Hiſtory recounteth. | |

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Thus { as I thought neceſſary ) I have made a digrefſion,to ſhew how they are ableto14 
periorm their word, who diſcrediting my Hiſtory, promiſe to ſet down the truth in 
writing, I have alſo ſufficiently ( as I think ) demonſtrated, that the regiſtring of things 
is more ancient amongſt other Nations, then amongſt the Greeks. 1 will now firſt of 
all diſpute againtt thoſe, who labour to prove our Nation of no Antiquity, becauſe ( as 

Tro thing: they ſay ) no Greek Writer maketh any mention of ir. This done,I will bring forth proof 
_ ” and teltimony of the Antiquity thereof out of other Writers ; and fo I will ſhew thar 
their malice, who ſeek to diſcredit our Nation. Firſt therefore, our Nation neither 
inhabiteth a Country bordering upon the Sea, nor are we delighted in merchandiſe 
nor for this cauſe wearied with Pilgrimages from place to place. But our Cities lye far 
The F-wscare from the Sea , in a moſt fertile foil, which we cultivate with all induſtry ; ang our [ 
theirChidren. Whole endeavours are how to get food for our Children, and to keep our Country Laws, 
The ancient and to leave to our Poſterity the knowledge of Piety ; in which work think all our 
Z-ws had no Age ought to be employed. Beſides all this, we have a form of living, different from 
Rr all other Nations. All which concurring together, we had no need to traffick with 
Grecizns the Greeks, as the Egyptians and the Phznicians do, who give themſelves to bargaining 
and merchandiſe only for the covetoufneſs of money. Neither were our Anceſtors 
delighted in thefts and robberies; Nor did our Fathers make war upon any Nation, for 
delire of larger poſſeſſions : notwithſtanding our Country was furniſhed with many 
thouſands of ſtrong warlike men. Wherefore the Phez7:cians ſailing to the Greeks tg 
traffick with them, they were thus made known to them ; and by them the Z2yptians, 6 
andall other Nations, failing upon the Seas, brought Merchandiſe into Greece. The 
Medes alſoand Perſians were known to them, after ſuch time as they reigned over 
ſir, and the Perſians brought war even into Zurope. | | 
Moreover, the Greeks knew the Zhracians, becauſe they were their Neighbours ; 
and the Scythians, by ſailing to Portus ; and finally, all that were diſpofed ro write, 
knew all the Nations bordering either upon the Eaſtern and Weſtern Seas ; bur ſuch 
as dwelt far from the Sea-Coait, were long time unknown ; as alloappears in Europe 
For neither Zhncidides nor Herodotns, nor any other of that time, make any mention 
of Rome ;, notwithſtanding that ſo long ſince it was mighty; and made ſo great Wars: 
becauſe it was but lately that the Greeks heard of it. Yea, their moſt exact Writers, L

were lacely and particularly Zphorus, were 10 ignorant of the French and Spaniards, that they 
nown to the . , .

Certain Hj- inhabited ; whereas the whole World now knoweth them to inhabit a vaſt Country, 


ſtoriographers and 2 great part ofthe Weſtern World. Likewile the ſaid Greet Writers relate the 

age '9 manners of the foreſaid People to be ſuch, as neither are, nor were ever uſed'among 

City. them. And the only cauſe why they were ignorant of the Truth, was the diſtance of 
place ; and theſe Writers would ſcem to tell ſomething, which others of former time 
had not ſpoken of, No marvel therefore _ our Nation was unknown, - and none 
of them in their Writings made any mention of us, being both ſo far from the Sea, and 
living after a different manner. 

Suppoſe therefore I ſhould deny the Greeks to be of any antiquity z and to prove my 
aſſertion ſhould conclude their Nation to be modern, becauſe our Hiſtories make no 
mention ofthem ; would they not laugh at this reaſon, and uſe the Teſtimony of their 

Arguments to Neighbour Nations to prove their Antiquity? I theretore may argue in like manner, 
provethe and uſe the Teſtimony of the eZgyprians and Phenicians, whoſe Record the Greeks can- 
Sg Tm" not deny. For all the eAZ7yprians in general are our Enemies ; and among the Phe- 
the Giles nicians they eſpecially of Zyre ; which Icannot juſtly ſay of the Chaldees, who having 
| been Princes over our Nation, and becauſe of their affinity and alliance with our 
Country-men, have in their Chronicles made mention of the FZews. When I have 

proved what I now aver, and refe['d the {landerous reports againſt us, I will then alſo N 
{hew whoamongſt the Greeks haveſpoken of us,that ſo the Greeks may alſo be deprived 
of this ſhift ard refuge, toexcule their malicious lies falſly forged againſt our Nation. 

.  Andfirſtofall Iwill begin with the Writings of the eAfZgyprtians,who,as they well know, 
yg do nothing atall favour us. Manethon, aneigyptian born, skilful in the Greek tongue, 
Wricer. as by his Works appears ( forhe writin Greek ) compiling a Hiſtory of the Cuſtoms and 

Religion of his Fore Fathers, collected (as himſelf reporteth) out of the eAZ2yprian holy 
Writings, often reprehendeth Herodotus of falſhood, through ignorance in the affairs 
of the eAfigyptians. This Manethon, 1n his ſecond Book of the Zgyptian Cuſtomes,laith 
thus (T will ſet down his own Words, becauſe I uſe them as a witneſs. ) Ye have 4 
King (faith he ) named Timzus, i» whoſe Reign God being angry with us, contrary ts all O 


expettation, an obſcure People took courage, came from the Fait, and pitching their Tents 
in 
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A inour Country, over-ran it, and 20 man reſiſted them and committins our Princes to 
boads, they brat onr Cities, and deſtroyed the Temples of our Gods, and behaved themſelves 
moſt crnelly againſt the Inhabitants, killiaz many of them, and making Slaves of the re je 
with their Hives and Children + Finally, they choſe a King of their own, and gave him the 
Goverament of our Conmory his Name was Saltis, who coming z0 Memphis made the 
hisher aid lower Provinces Tributaries, leaving Garriſons in the ſtrong holds, and fortify- Saltis ſubdued 
zz9 certain places in the Eaſt: And weighing with himſelf that the Alſyrians were more potent theEgyprianse 
than he, and would iz probability invade his Country, he found out in this Province an an- 
cieat City called Saite fit for his parpoſe, as being ſituate on the Faſt ſide of the River Bu- 
baltis, which by ap ancient Divine was called Avaris ; he repaired this City, compaſſed it 

B with vaſt Halls, and put a Garriſon in it of two hundred thouſand armed men. Saltis 
made this incurſion in harveſt time, to the intent that he might both pay his Souldiers, and 
be a terrour unto other people, and after he had reigned nineteen years, he died, 

After him ſucceeded another King called Beoz, who reigned fourand forty years: 
next to him ,4hi-as, who reigned thirty ſix years and ſeven months: then phoſss, 
who reigned rhreeſcore and one years: and then Zazdas, who reigned fifty years and 
one month : after them alſo reigned ſis nine and forty years and two months ; and 
theſe ſix were the Firſt Kings amongſt them,ever deſtroying and warring upon the A- Kings Shep- 
gyptians, labouring to extinguiſh theirrace. This nation was called Hicſos which 1%. 
fignifieth Kings Shepherds : For /Zic in the ſacred Tongue, ſignifieth a King, and Ss 
a Shepherd or ſhepherds, according tothe common ſpeech, and Zicſos is a compound 
word. Some fay theſe people were rabiars : but in other Copies I find that Hicſos 
15 not interpreted Kings ſhepherds, but ſhepherds that were Captives : For ic, and 
Ha: allo when it is pronounced, doth in the Mgyptian tongue ſignify a Captive ; and 
this latter expoſition ſeemeth to me to be the trueſt, for it is more agreeable with the 
Hiſtory. Wherefore 1Zazethon reporteth theſe foreſaid Kings and Shepherds to have 
ruled «#2ypt five hundred and eleven years: and after theſe the King of 7hebes,and the 
King of the Reſidue of eAZ2ypr, uniting their forces, invaded the ſaid Shepherds, had 
great and long Wars with them,and that the ſaid Shepherds were overcome by the King 

D 415/ragumrhoſjs;that then they loſt alle Zgypt which had been 1n their power,& that they 
were ſhut up 1n a place called fvarzs containing ten thouſand acres of ground, which, 
as Maxethon reporteth, theſe Shepherds environed round about, with a huge Wall, to 
the end that their whole Proviſion might be within their Fortifications, and the prey, 
which they got, ina condition to be defended . That Zhemoſis Son of the ſaid Lis/ra- 
gumthoſis endeavored by force to ſubdue them, and for this cauſe beſieged them with 
four hundred and $0200 men : That at laſt deſpairing to take them by force he ca- 
pitulated with them that they ſhould ſafely depart out of eAZgypt whither they would ; 
and that they upon theſe Conditions together with all their Families and Goods, and 
Cattel departed out of eAfgypt into the Wilderneſs, and fo into Syria, being in num- 

E ber two hundred and forty thouſand, and that fearing the puiſſance of the Afſyrians, 

who at that time reigned in 4a, they builded a City in the Country now called Zudez, 
which they made fo large, that it might receive them all, and this City they called 
Feruſalem. Further, the ſaid AZanethor in another Book of the Agyptian Afﬀairs 
ſaith, That in the holy FPritings, he fiadeth the foreſaid Shepherds called Captives, where- 
in he ſaith true. For our Anceſtors were wont to feed cattel, and fo leading a paſto- 
ral life, were called Shepherds, neither are they unjuſtly called Captives : For our fore- 
Father Zoſeph told the King of eZgypt that he was a Captive ; and long time after called 
his Brethren into eAZ2ypt by the Kings Command ; but we will hereafter examin this 
PoINt More ftraitly : I till now cite the teſtimony of the ZAgyptians concerning this 
point, and relate the words of Manethor tcuching the time when this befel, who faith 
as followeth. 

After that the Nation of Shepherds were departed out of egypt unto Feryſalem, King 
Themoſis who drave them out of the Land, reigned twenty five years and four months, 
and then died : And his Son Chebron ſucceeded him, who reigned thirteen years, and 
after him Amerophis twenty years and ſeven months, next, his Siſter Ameſſes one and 
twenty years and nine months, then reigned Mephios twelve years and nine months, 
and Mephammhoſis twenty five years and ten months, Zhemoſis nine years and eight 
months, Amerophis thirty years and ten months, Ors thirty ſix yearsand five months, 
after him his Daughter 4hemcheres, twelve years and one month, and the. Brother of 
Rathotis nine years, Achencheres twelye years and five months, another Achencheres

D ceftors muſt needs have come into this Country we inhabit before ſuch time as they 
built a Temple in it, as I have alſo proved itt my Books of Antiquity, colleed out of 
our Holy Scripture. | TW T: 

I will now ſpeak of that which the Chaldees writ of us in their Hiſtories, which do 397% the mi- 
much agree in all other Matters with thoſe of our Nation. © And firſt let Beroſus be my ftoriographer 
witneſs who was a Chaldean born, a man famous and known unto all that love learning, * es 
for he in the Greek tongue writ Aſtronomy ,and the Philoſophy of the Chaldeans. Bero- 

45 imitating the moſt ancient Hiſtories writeth of the Deluge, and how mankind was 
therein extinguiſhed,and he in all things imitateth doſes. He alſo ſpeaketh of the Ark 
wherein our forefather was preſerved, and affirmeth that it was carried into the tops 

E of the Mountains in Armenia : after this he profecuteth the Genealogy of all that reign- 
ed from Noah, until Vabnlazarns King of the Babylonians and Chaldeans. He like- Neb: 
wiſe ſerteth down how long every one reigned, and in proſecuting the. deeds of this ls ng 
King he recounteth how he ſent his Son Vabuchodonoſor into. &gypt,and ourCountry with the King of 
great power, who finding them in rebellion ſubdued them, and burnt the Temple at 5/9 and 
Feruſalem, andſo departed, carrying with him all our Nation into Babylon : where- Nb achndonoſe 
upon our City was deſolate ſeventy years, until the reign of Cyrus King of the Perfians. conquered the 
Moreover heaffirmeth, that this Babylonian kept in ſubjeQion eAgypr,Syria, Phanicia, 
and Arabia, exacting more of them thanever any King of Babyloz or Chaldea had done 

F before this time. And the words of Berofs muſt needs be to this effeQ : Vabalaſſarus his 
Father hearing that his Subſtitute in .&ypr,Czloſyris,and Phenicia had rebelled, he him- 
ſelfnot being able to take ſuch pains, committed his Aﬀairs unto his Son Nabucho- 
donoſor, gave him a part of his Army ( for that he was in the flower of his age) and 
ſent him againſt him : \Vabuchodonoſor fighting with the ſaid Subſtitute, overthrew 
him, and ſubdued the Country which of old belonged unto them , and ar the fame 
time his Father /Vabulaſſarns fell lick in Babylon, and died, having Reigned twenty wipuchodong: 
nine years. But MNabuchodonoſor long after underſtanding his Fathers death, diſpoſed fucceederh io 
ofe/Fgypt and other Provinces ashe thought good, and taking the Captives of Fudea, fs Fathers 
Phenicia, and the Syrians that lived in egypt, he committed them to certain of his "wm 
friends, to be brought after with his Carriages and Army to Babylon ; and fo he him- 

G felf,accompanied witha very few took his journey to Babyl9z ; through the Deſfart; being 

| arrived he found the Chaldees ruled all, and that their Nobility referved the Kingdort 
for 
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for him : he was made King, and commanded Houſes to be built for the Captives that H 
were coming inthe molt convenient places of Baby/oz, and with the ſpoil he beautifi- 
ed the Temple of Bus and other places moſt richly, and built a new City Without the 
Wall of the old: and providing leſt hereaiter the Enemies might turn the River and 
{» have acceſs unto the City, he environed the inner City with three ſeveral Walls 
and the outmolt City likewiſe, rhe Walls whereof were made of Brick, but the Walls 
of the inner City were of Brick and Bitumen : this done , he builded moſt lumptuous 
Gates which might have become Temples : and moreover, near unto his Fathers Þg- 
lace he builded another far greater and more coſtly than they ; the beauty and coftlineſs 
whereof were hard, and perhaps tedious to expreſs : Yet this we will ſay, and it isconſi- 
derable, that this rich and incredibly beautiful Pallace was builded in fifteen days: in 1 
ir he erected Rocks of Stone like Mountains beſet with all ſorts of Trees; he made a 
famous Mount, and ſupported it with Pillars : for his Wife, having been brought upin 
the Country of the Medes,deſired to have a proſpect into the Fields and Mountains ac- 
cording to their way. 

This he relateth of a forementioned King ; and many things more in his Book of 
che affairs ofthe Chaldeans, wherein he reproveth the Greek Writers, who falſely affirm 
that Semiramis the Aſſyrian Queen built Babylon, and that they talfly report thoſe 
wonderful works about Babylon, to have been by her made and finiſhed, Wemuſt 
needs think that the Chaldean Hiſtory is true, ſeeing it agreeth with that of the Pho- 
nicians, Which PBeroſ#s writ of the King of Babylon, who ſubverted both Phericia and K 
all Syria: with them alſo accordeth Philoſtratns in his Hiſtory of the ſiege of Zjria ; 
and Megaſthenes alſo in his fourth book of the affairs of Z:4dia ; where he laboureth to 
prove that the ſaid King excelled Hercules in ſtrength and yalour, affirming that he 
ſubdued the greateſt part of {rick and pai», and that the Temple of Zeruſalem was 
burnt by the Babylonians, and again re-edified by Cyrus 3 and we may prove it out of 
Beroſus, whom his thirdboak faith as followeth : Aabuchodonoſor, having begun the 
third Wall, fell ſick and died, when he had reigned forty three years, and his Son 
Fvelmeradochus ſucceeded him,who for his iniquity and licenciouſneſs was treacheroully 
flain by his Siſters Husband, named Virig/iſſoroor, after he had reigned two years, 
He being dead, the Traytor /Virigliſoroor uſurped the Kingdom, and reigned four years, L 
whoſe Son then a child was made King, called by name Z.aboroſardochas, and he reign: 
ed nine months ; who for corruptneſs of his manners was ſlain by his own Friends: 


The Walls of after whole death they whoſlew him conſulting together made one NVabonidus, a Bas 
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bylonian, King. atthis time the Walls of Brick and Bitumen about the River of Z- 
b31on were built. In the eighth year of this Kings reign Cyrus, coming with an Army 
out of Perſiz, conquered all 4a, and came with his Forces againſt Zabyl/oz ; but the 
King of Babyloz having notice of his coming, levied an Army, advanced againſt him, 
and gave him Battel ; but being overcome, he with a very few of his men was forced 
to flye into Borſppa. Cyrus now beſieged Babylon, and purpoled to deſtroy the out- 
ward Walls thereof; but finding them too ſtrong and impenetrable, he returned to 
Borſippa to beliege Nabonidus the King of Babylon, who was fled thither. But NVaboxi- 
44s not abiding the event of War, yielded himſelf unto Cyrus, who dealt mercifully 
with him, and gave a Territory in Carmi , but expelled him out of Babyloz : fo 
Nabonidus led the reſt of his life in that Province. This Hiſtory agreeth with ours ; for 
in our writings we find that Nabuchodonoſor in the eighteenth year of his reign de- 
ſtroyed our Temple,and that it {o remained threeſcore and ten years : alſo that in the ſe- 
cond year of King Cyrus, the foundations thereof were laid again, and was finiſhed 
and re-edeficd in the ſecond year of King Darius's reign ; this done, I will alſo relate 
the Hiſtories of the Phcenicians, to reinforce what we ſay : for they make their N 
compuration after this manner. In the reiga of King /hobalus Nabuchodonsſor beſieged 
Tyre thirteen years, after whom Baa/ reigned ten years, next him Judges were appoint- 
£d, towit, they that follow Ecnibalus the Son of Balachus judged two Months ; Chet- 
bis the Son of Abdeus ten Months'; Aebarus the High-Prieft three Months ; 44yto- 
mus and Geraſtus Sons of Abditimos judged (ix years ; after whom Balatorus reigned one 
year; and after hisdeath the Tyrians called Zerbalus from Babylon,and made him King, 
and he reigned four years : and he then dying, they ſent all to Baby/oz for his Bro- 
ther /romus, who reigned twenty years, in whole reign Cyrus obtained the Perſian 
Empire : fo that this whole time is fifty four years and three Months: for \Vabuchodonoſor 
began to beſiege Zyre in the ſeventh year of his reign, and in the fourteenth year of 
King /romus his reign Cyr#5 was made Emperour of Perſia, O 


Where- 
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Wherefore both the Cha/dean and Zyrian Hiſtoriographers agree with us concerning The Chaldees 
ourTemple. So thar the Antiquity of our Nation above mentioned is now made ma- n_— —_— 
nifeſt and without all controverſie. And that which is already alledged to this end, Jews Hiſtory. 
may be ſufficient for them, who are not purpoſely contentious : To fatisfie, therefore 
ſich to believe the Writings of other Nations of little or no Authority, and will give 
credit tonothing bur what is tranſmitted from the Greeks, I ſhall produce Teſtimony 
from ſuch of them as have been acquainted, and writ of our Laws. 

Pythagoras: a Samian born (a perion of great Antiquity and Reputation above the 
reſt of the Philoſophers for Wiſdom and Holineſs of Life ) was not only eonverſant in 


our Laws, but obſerved them in many things, as is teſtified particularly by Fermippus

ous of ſpeaking ill of any Body, following therein the Cuſtoms of the Greeks and 
Thracians : and what that Author ſaid is moſt true, for it 1s certain, a great part of 
his Phylolophy was deduc'd from the Laws of the Zews.

That being much hated of our neighbours, and having ſuffered all Contumelies both at 

the hands of the Perſiaz Kings,and their Officers, yet we could not be forced to change 

our Opinions, but that we are continually exerciſed to give a reaſon thereof. He allo

C ſpeedier eſcape by water(bur was forewarned to the contrary in a ſleep) and that ſhe was 
there taken and died, &c. Aezatarchides, haviog uſed this Preface, and.inveighed againſt 
Strratonices ſuperſtition, uſeth an Example of our Nation on this manner ; 7he People 
that are called Fews inhabit a moit ftrons City, which they call Jeruſalem ; theſe People are 
wont to ret uponthe ſeventh day, and do neither bear Arms, zor till their Grounds, nor any = As 
other buſineſs on that day, but their caitom is to remain in their Temple, and there with © ws 
retched out armes continue in prayer till night. And fo upon a time, they perſovering inthat 
foolery, whilst they ſhould have defended their City, Prolomeus Lagus entred it with agreat 
Army, and greatly tyrannized over them, initrufting them by experience that the ſolemnity 
appointed by their Law, was prejudicial unto them. Such like Churches as this did teach 
them and all Nationselſe to 4. unto dreams, which their Law teacheth, neither conſidering 
that humane policy cannot prevail againit that which muit neceſſarily happen. Agatarchides 
thought this which he reports of us to be ridiculous ; but they that weigh it with indif- 
terency, ſhall perceive that it is greater commendation to our Nation, who rather ſuffer 
their Country and ſafety tobe loſt and endamaged, than to violate the Laws of God. _ 
I think Iam thus able to ſhew, that many Writers omitted to make mention of our iy certain 
, 0 riters OmyYr 
Nation, not for that they knew us not, but for envy. For J:r0z writ a Book of the to peak of the 
Succeſſours in the ſame time that Hecatexs lived, and being a friend to King Antiponus, Jews. 
and Preſident of Syria, never mentioneth us in all his Hiſtory ; notwithſtanding he was 
E brought up almoſt in our Country ; whereas Hecateus writ an entire Book of us ; ſo 
different are the minds of men : for one of them thought our Nation worthy to be dili- 
gently recorded, the other through malice was hindred from ſpeaking the truth: yet the 
Hiſtories of the Chaldeans,o Egyptians and Phenicians, may ſuffice to prove our Antiqui- 
ty, together with the Greeks Writers: for beſides thoſe before mentioned, Zheophra#ss 
alſo, 7heodotus, Manaſeas, Ariphanes, Hermogenes, Fnemenus, Conon, Zepyrion, and many 
others no doubt ( for I have not peruſed all mens Books ) have manifeſtly teſtified of us. 
For many of the foreſaid men were blinded with errors, as not having read our holy 
Scriptures ; yet they all joyntly teſtify our Antiquity, for which I now alledge them. 
Truly Demetrius Phalerizs, Philon the elder, and Znpolemus did not mucherr from the 
truth and therefore reaſon it is they ſhould be born withal : for they were not ſo skilful 
F as to teach our Writings with ſo much curioſity. 

Being come thus far, it reſteth that I now preſent one point more, whereof I made 
mention in the beginning of this Book, to wit, that I declare the detraQtions and Nlan- I" - part 
derous reports of divers concerning our Nation co be falſe and void of truth ; and I will Ems” nmr 
uſe the Teſtimony of thoſe Writers wha record, that the lying Hiſtoriographers at ſuch and flanders, 
time as they committed to writing the foreſaid detraQtions, did alſo even againſt them- 
ſelves regiſter ſuch like {landers, as they did againſt us. And I doubt not but that all 
thoſe, who are converſant in Hiſtories, can teſtifie, that thelike hath been done by moſt 
Writers upon private hatred, or ſuch like reſpeCts : For ſome of the Gentiles have at- 
tempted to deface the honour and reputation ofthe moſt renowned Cities, and to defame 

G the manners of their Inhabitants, Thus did 7heopompus to Athens, and Ptolicrates to 
Lacedemn; and the Author that writ 7ripoliticum ( tor it was not Theopompas as ſome 
$3 4 5 ſuppoſe / 
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ſuppoſe ) uſed the City 7Þ«bes very hardly. And 7imens in his Hiſtories of the fore- H 
ſaid places, doth many times detraCt both them and others. And this they do, ca- 
Jumniating the moſt excellent that are, in ſomething or other ; ſome for envy and ma- 
lice, others, that their fond babling may make them famous, and ſo indeed it doth 
amons fools, that are known to have no ſound judgment, but wiſe men will condemn 
their malice. | 

To be ſhort, this is the cauſe of ſo many ſlanderous reports forged againſt our Nation : 
ſome to gratifiy the /AZgyptians have attempted to deprave the truth,and {o have neither 
reported the Circumſtances concerning our Anceſtorscoming into /Egypt,nor rouching 
their departure from thence, and they have had many cauſes of malice and envy urging 
them hereto: And chiefly for that our Progenitors in their Country waxed mighty, TI . 
and bo departing to their own Country were made happy and fortunate. | 

Secondly,the diverſity ofour two Religions made great diſcord and variance amongſt 
us, our Religion ſo far excelling theirs in piety, as the,divine Efſence G OD excelleth 
uareaſonable Creatures : ( for they commonly worſhip ſuch bruit beaſts for gods, and 
every one worſhipeth divers kinds ) vain and fooliſh men, who from the beginning have 
been accuſtomed to ſuch ſottiſh opinions, as would not permit them to imitate us inour 
divine Religion, and conformable to Reaſon : and yet ſeeing many favour and follow 
our Religion, they were hereby incited to ſuch hatred, that to derogate from us, they 
feared not to fallify their own ancient Regords, not conſidering that in ſo doing they 
were led through a blind paſſion, to write againſt themſelves. Moreover, I will prove x 
all I have ſpoken to be true, by one mans words, whom a little before (being a famous 
Hiſtoriographer ) we have produced as a witneſs of our Antiquity, 

Manethoa therefore ( who confeſſeth himſelfto have gathered the Egyptian Hiſtory 
out of their holy Writings ) having by way of Preface recounted how our Predeceſſours 
came into «/Zgypt with many thouſands,and there conquered the Inhabitants, afterward 
confeſſeth, that loſing all their Poſſeſſions ine AfZ2ypt,they got the Country which is now 
called Jzry, and init builded a City named Jerſa/er, and a Temple ; and thus far 
he followeth ancient Writers. And then uſurping to himſclf authority to lye, pro- 
teſting that he will inſert into his Hiſtory certain reports divulged among(t the common 
People, he reports things of the Jews altogether incredible, intending to mix with our I, 


' Nation the Lepers of the Zgyptians, and other ſick people of other Countries, who 


(as he faith ) being abominable tothe ZAgyptians, fled to us; affirming alſo that they 
had a King named Amerophis, which being a feigned name, he durſt not preſume to 
ſpeak determinatly of the time of his REign ; though he ſpeaketh exaQly of che Reign 
of all other Kings. Hereupon alſo he adds certain Fables, forgetting himſelf that he 
reported the Shepheards departure out of «/Zgypt to Jeruſalem, tohave been almoſt five 
handred and eighteen years before his time : For it was in the fourth year of the reign 
of Thermsoſis, when they departed out of Agypt, and his Succeſſors continued in the Go- 
vernment three hundred ninety three years, till the time of the two Brethren Se- 
thonand Hermes, the firſt of which was called egyptian, the other Danars, who ſup- M 
planted Serhoz, and reigned alone fifty nine years, after whom his eldeſt Son Ramſes 
reign'd threeſcore and fix years. Having therefore confeſſed oar Anceſtors to have 
departed out of eAZgypt ſo many years betore ; ar lenght he addeth ;2mexophis to the 
number of their Kings. He tells us that the ſaid Prince ( as Or»s one of his 
Predeceſſors had done before) had an ardent deſire to have a ſight of the Gods, and 
that a Prieſt oftheir Law named -Zmenophis (as he was) and Son of Papius, whoſe 
wiſdom in prediction was ſo admirable, that he ſeem'd to be inſpir'd, told him his de- : 
ſire ſhould be accompliſhed, if he would drive out of his Kingdom all ſuch as were Le- 
prous, and any other way infected. The King according to his direQtions aſſembled 
of chem tothe number of Ejghty thouſand, and ſent them with other Agyptians to 
work in the Quarries on the Eaſt-ſide of the Vile, among whom there were certain 
Prieſts who were likewiſe infeCted. 

Manethon 2dds, That the Prieſt Amenophis,apprehending leſt the Gods ſhould puniſh 
him for having given the King that counſel, and the King for having followed it ſo ſtrift- 
ly,and finding by divination that to recompence the ſufferings of thoſe poor People,they 
would conquer and govern in egypt for the ſpace of thirteen years, he was afraid to 
tell it to the King himſelf, but having committed his Revelation to writing, he killd 
himſelfto the great terrour of the King. 

This done, he ſpeaks as followeth : So the King being requeſted for their quietneſs 
and defence to aſſign them a City to inhabit, appointed unto them a deſolate place © 
called Zvaris, which had been the Shepherds City ( this City the ancient Divines call 

Triphon )

A Tripios) but they, having got the poſſeſſion of this place fir for Revellion, made 
choice of one of the Prieſts of Zel;opolzs to be their Captain, whoſe name was Ofarſipbus arfpius 
and bound themſelves with an Oath to obey him in all things: and he preſently made Capiain of 
1 Law, That they ſhould neither worſhip the Gods of the Egyptians, nor abſtain from ***** 
choſe Beaſts which the Egyptians count holy, and that they ſhould marry with none 
but ſuch as they judged to be their Friends and of their own perfwaſion. 

Having ordained this and many things elle contrary to the Religion of the Bgypti- 

ans, he commanded them to build a Wall about the City, to fortity it well, and pre- 
pare to make War upon King Amerophis. Having taken ſome others of the Prictt- 
hood into his Cabal, they ſent Ambaſſadors to Jersſa/emzto the Shepherds, which were 

B driven out of eA#21pt by King 7Themnſts, to inform them of what had paſſed, and requeſt _ 
them to a Confederacy, and that uniting their forces, they might jointly make War The war ofthe

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He promiſed to receive them into Avaris ( which had been of old the pol- ng he x: 
{cffion of their Anceſtors) and ſupply them with what ever was neceſſary, and aſſured gyjpraus, 
them their opportunity was ſuch, that without great difticulty they might conquer . 
that Kingdom. That the Inhabitants of Jer»/a/exz embracing the motion, railed an 
Army, and advanced to Avaris with 200000 men. 

That -4nenophis. King of «£2ypt, hearing of their invaſion, and remembring what 
Amenophis the Son of the Prielt Papius had left in writing, was in great fear, and pre- 
{untly aſſembling together the people of «£2ypt, and conſulting with the Princes of his 

C Country, he ſent away all the holy Beaſts, and all that the Prieſts eſteemed, giving 
tem eſpecial charge to hide their Idols : He put his Son Sethoz ( who allo by his Fa- 
ther Rampſes was called Rhameſſes ) and but five years old, into rhe cuſtody ofa Friend 

of his; and then with three hundred thouſand fighting men, he marched againſt his The Avptian 
Enemies, but would not fight with them, leſt he ſhould fight againſt the pleaſure of the King tied inro 
Gods; and ſohe retired himſelfro Memphis; and taking Apis and the reſt of the A- —— 
oyptian Gods along with him,he, and his Troops of Agyptians took Ship, and fled into ritoptan king 
Ethiopia. That the King of £t410p14 having a great honour for him, received him very <ourcoully 
k . a . caiertained, 
nobly, aſſigning his People Towns and Villages for their reſidence and ſubliſtence du- 
Ting their thirteen years exile, keeping conſtant Guards upon his Frontiers, for the 

D ſecurity of Amenophis.s That in the mean time the Auxiharies from Jersſaler did 
much more miſchief, than thoſe who had invited them. That there was nothing of 
cruelty or impicty that they ſcrupled or omitted. That not contenting themſelves 
with the demoliſhment and burning of Towns, they added facrileds to their fins, brake 
their Idols in pieces, flew their conſecrated Cattel, forced the Prictts and Prophets to 9/45 was 
kill their own Beaſts, and drave them naked out of their Country when they had done. I 
To which he adds, that they had for their Law-giver a Prieſt of Heliopolis call'd O/ar- Hs 
fiph, from Ofiris, which was the God that was worſhipped in that City, and that that 
Prieſt having chavg'd his Religion, changed likewiſe his Name, and called himſelf 
Mofes. 

FE Thus the Fgyprians report of the Jews, and many things clſe, which for brevity 

fake I omit. Aanethon further writeth, that afterward Amenopnis the King came 
with a great power out of e/#£thiopia, and his Son Rampſes with him accompanied with 
a great Army ; and that joyning Battel with the Shepherds and polluted perſons, he 
gave them an overthrow, and purſued them unto the Borders of Syria. And this is 
Maethon's report ; but foraſmuch as he writeth old wives tales, dotages, and lies, I 
will by manifeſt reaſon convince him, Firſt diſtinguiſhing that whereof I am to ſpeak 
hereatter. He of his own accord granteth and confeſſeth, that our Anceſtors at firſt 
were not Agyptians, but Strangers that came thither from another place, and con- 1;:y11oys Hier 
quered the Country, and again departed from thence. I will now out of his own are confured. 
F writings endeavour toſhew, that the weak people of egypt were not mixed with us, 
and that Moſes, who indeed was our Conductor out of </Zgypr, and lived many ages 
before, was noleper. 
He therefore firſt of all ſetteth down a ridiculous cauſe of this forementioned fxi- 
on, which was, that King .4»enophis was deſirous to fee the Gods : What Gods do you 
think? He could already fee the Ox, the Goat, the Crocodile, and the Munky, but 
the God of Heaven how conld he ſee ? And why had 4zerophzs this delfire 2 Forfooth 
becauſe a certain King one of his Predeceſſours had ſeen them; he therefore knowing by 
him what things they were, and how he came to the ſight of them, needed no new de- 
vice to accompliſh his deſire : But perhaps the foreſaid Prophet was a Man of great 

G wiſdom, by whom the King had confidence to attain his defire ; if ſo he had been, how 
chanceth it that he was ſo unwiſe not to perceive, that it was an impoſſible thing to ſa- 
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tisfie the Kings defare ? for that which he promiſed was not brought to pals. Or what Tv 
rcaſon moved him to think that the Gods were inviſible, becaule of the Leproſie and 
infirmity ofthe people? The Gods are offended with mens 1mpieties,not with the defects 
of their bodies. And how was it poſſible that at one inftant ſo many thouſand Lepers 
and infirm perſons ſhould be gathered together ? or wherein did not the King obey the 
Prophet? He commanded that the Lepers and infirm perſons ſhould be exiled the 
Country, and the King did not baniſh them the Country, but ſent them to hew Stones, 
as though hehad needed workmen, and not purpoſed to cleanſe the Country from Le- 
pers.Laſtly,he faith,that the Prophet foreſceing that eZzypr was to ſuffer,and fearing the 
wrath of the Gods, killed himſelf, and left his mind in a Book written unto the King. 
Howe chanced it then that the Prophet did not at firſt foreſee his own death,and fo oppoſe [ 
himſelf to the Kings defire to ſee the Gods ? Or wherefore did he fear ſuch calamities as 
were not to fall in his life? or what great miſery hanged over his head, which might 
worthily cauſe him to kill himſelf to prevent it? But ler us hear that which tolloweth, 
mare fottiſh than all the reſt. : SE 
Atanethor's The King (faichhe) hearing this, and ſtricken with fear, did not however expel 
- wa repeat- thoſe Lepers he ought to have exiled, but at their requeſt gave them ( as he ſaith ) 
; a City, wherein before time the Shepherds did inhabit, called fvaris ; whereinro 
being come, they made a Prieſt of He/iopolis their Prince, who deviſed Laws tor 
them : commanding them neither to adore the Gods, nor to abſtain from offering yi- 
olence to ſuch beaſts as amongſt the Agyptians are ſacred, but that they ſhould kill and x 
ſpoilall things, that they ſhould marry with none but ſuch as were their confederates, 
that he bound the people with an oath to keep thoſe Laws, and that they fortified 4va- 
7 to fight againſt the King. Adding moreover, that he ſent to Fer»ſalem for help, 
promiſing to yield Avaris untothem, being a place ſometime poſſeſſed by their An- 
ceſtors, and that they from that place leading their Forces, might eaſily ſubdue all «A. 
2ypt : hethen ſaith, that the Agyptian King Amenophis came againſt them with 300000; 
and yet,for that he would not ſtrive againſt the decree of the Gods,he fled intoerh10pia, 
and carried with him 27s and other Holy Beaſts, and that the inhabitants of Fern/alen 
coming down invaded the Land,fired the Towns and Cities,{lew their Nobles, uſed all 
ſorts of cruelty poſſible, and that the Prieſts name, who made Laws and Statutes for [. 
them to live under, was one of He/:opolis, Oſarſiphns by name, deriving the ſame from 
Ofiris, the God of Feliopolis ; and that this man, changing his name, was afterwards 
called Moſes. 
- Moreover, that Amenophis, having lived in baniſhment thirty years, came with a 
ſtrong power out of eAfrhiopia, and fighting with the ſhepherds and polluted, he ſlew 
many of them, and put the reſt to flight, purſuing them unto the borders of Syria. 
Manethon remembreth not,that here again hetelleth a very unlikely tale: for although 
the Lepers and impotent perſons were offended with the King for appointing them to 
hew Stones ; yet itis to be thought that receiving their own deſire at the Kings hands 
afterwards, to wit, a City to dwell in, that then they sgain became the Kings well-wil- M 
lers. Suppoſing alſo their hatred ſtill continued towards him, they rather ſhould have 
attempted revenge by treaſon againſt him, than towards all their Nation, wherein they 
had many dear friends and alliance. And although they had purpoſed to War againſt 
theſe men,yet would they not have been ſo impious as to have rebelled againſt the Gods 
and to have violated the Laws wherein they were brought up. 

A confuration Woe have therefore cauſe to thank Mazerhor, in that he cleareth us, and affirmeth 
of Manethor's his own country-men ( yea a Prieſt ) to be Authors of this impiety, and that by oath 
APE they bound themſelves foro do: What can be more extravagant than to ſay that nei- 

ther any of their country-men nor kinſmen rebelled with them, but that the poor 
diſtreſſed people were glad to ſend to Zernſalems for ſuccour ? But what ſociety or 
friendſhip had they with the people of Zer»/a/em, of whom they came to demand help? 
Why, they were more their Enemies than the reſt of their Country-men, and were 
all of quite different manners from us. They of Zer»ſalem (as he faith ) preſently 
did as they were willed to do,in hope that,according as they were promiſed, they might 
lubdue egypt. Were they ignorant of that Country out of which they had been dri- 
ven by force ? had they lived in poverty or miſery, perhaps they might have been 
induced to have done it : but ſeeing they inhabited a fortunate and rich City, and poſ- 
ſcflcd a goodly fertile ſoil far better than eAgypr, what might move them thereto ? 
What reaſon had they, at the requeſt of their ancient Enemies ( and they alſo ſo diſcaſ- 
ed, as they of Zeruſalemz could not abide their own friends among them that had the O 


like diſeaſes ) to thruſt themſelves into danger ? they could not fore-know the Kings 
| inteat 
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A intent tofly ; as for Manethon himſelf he faith,he met them at Pelufiz with 300000 men 
And this they that wett to War well knew. But what reaſon had they ro conjeQure 
that the Kings mind would change, and he flye ? As to what he charges upon the 
Auxiliaries from#ernſalem, that they ſeized upon the ſtores, and ſecured all the Corn 
that was ineZeypt, which brought greatdiſtreſs and exigence uponthe people, hath 
he forgot, that conſidering they entred as Enemies, they are not thereby to be re- 
proached, Rapacity being unavoidable among Souldiers, eſpecially if Strangers and 
Conquerours ? Hath he forgot he {aid before that the Lepers had done the ſame for- 
merly, and had to that purpoſe obliged themſelves by oath ? and thar he aſſured us; 
that ſome years after Amenophis repelled the Feruſalem-Contederates, and Lepers, ſlew 

B many of them, drove them out of thoſe parts, and purſued them to the very borders of 
Sria; as if eAgypt was a Country ſo eaſily conquered,or that thoſe who were then in 
poſſeſſion meerly by conqueſt, would not ( upon the firſtalarm of Lnerophis's march) 
have block'd up the paſſages, and ſecured the Avenues on that ſide towards eAhiopia, 
which they might eaſily have done, and drawn together what forces they had pleaſed 
to defend them ? And is it not as improbable when he ſays, that that Prince made not 
only a great ſlaughter among them, but purſued them with his whole army [ croſs the 
Deſart ) to the very frontiers of $744? whereas it is notoriouſly known that Deſart 
is ſo dry, that there being no Water to be found in the whole tract, it isalmoſt impoſh- 
ble for an entire Army to march through it, though there was no Enemy to give them 

C impediment. To conclude therefore, our Nation neither came of the eAf2yprians, as 

Manethon confeſſeth ; neither was mingled with the diſeaſed of that Country: for it is 71c xpjjogue

| he commandeth all Lepers to be expelled out of the Towns and Villages, and tolive 
apart by themſelves ; To be cloathed in different Garments, and declared that whoſo- 
ever touched them, or came under the ſame roof with them, ſhould be accounted 
unclean. And ifa Leper hapned to be cured of that diſeaſe, he appointed certain 
purifications, cleanſings, and baths of fortunate waters, and all his hair ſhould be 
ſhaved off ; and that then after many and ſundry Sacrifices, he ſhould be admitted into 
the holy City. Certainly, had he been viſited with thar infeEtion and calamity him- 
{ſ1f, he would ſurely have been more gentle, and merciful to ſuch as ſhould have been 
E afflicted with that Diſcaſe. 
He did not only make theſe ſevere Laws againſt Lepers, bur he alſo interdiQed all 
that wanted any joynt or parcel of the body, from being Prieſts, or exerciſing any of- 
fice atthe Altar : yea he alſo appointed, that if any Prieſt ſhould have any of theſe 
defe&ts betide him after he wasa Prieſt, that then he ſhould be deprived of the dignity. 
How can it then be probable, that to his own prejudice and difcredit he would have 
enacted ſuch Laws? And as to what he ſays about changing his name Oſarfph into 39s took his 
Moſes, it is as incredible as the reſt, there being no analogy between them,the name of we io

get to let us know from whence this great Army of3 0000 d1d come, whether they were 
Egyptians, or Strangers, and for what reaſon menophis refuſed ro admit them. 
Moreover, Cheremos teigneth a Dream of the Lepers and /{s, and reporteth that #9+ 
{ph together with 17oſ-s was expelled, whereas Joſeph lived tour ages before 7ofes, 
every age containing at leaſt a hundred and ſeventy years. Rameſſes ally, Anerophis 
Son, according to Azrethons Hiſtory, being a young man fled into e/#2h1opir, and was 
baniſhed with his Father, and afterwards athiſted him 1n the Wars : whereas Cherexzon 
reporteth that he was born ina Cave after his Fathers departure, and that he getting 
the victory,did drive the Jews into $r/2, who were 1n number two hundred thouſand. 
O felicity in lying ! for he neither told what Nation thoſe three hundred and fourſcore 
thouſand were: nor yet how a hundred and fourſcore thouſand of them periſhed, 
n2ither were they ſlain in the fight, or fled unto Rameſſes : and which is moſt to be 
admired, one cannot gather out of his words whom he calleth Jews, or whether 
he attribute this name unto the two hundred and fifry thouſand Lepers, or unto the 
three hundred and fourſcore thouſand which were at Pelrſ727. 

But it is folly to oppoſe my {elf againſt them, who have ſufficiently contradiated 
themſelves : for had other men controlled their Writings, they had been the more to 
be born withal. Zy/7achus was another of the ſame Stamp, and one that not only ſe- 
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* & the Lepers was the Kings deſire to fee the Gods; and Cheremor faith, that it was for I 
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conds but ſurpaſſes them in their Lyes, in ſo much that we need no more than the | 


extravagance of his Story to prove his hatred to our Nation. He tells us that in the 
reign of Bocchar King of eAZ2ypt, the Jews that were Leprous or otherwiſe infected,re- 
ſorted in ſuch numbers to the Temples to beg the charity of the people, thar they 
communicated their diſtempers to the Agyptians. Bocchar conſulted the Oracle of 4- 
9, and received this anſwer, that he ſhould puritic the Temples,and ſend into the de- 
{art all thoſe ſick and infectious people, upon whom the Sun could ſhine no longer 
without regret, and that by ſodoing the Earth ſhould recover its primitive fertility. 
That hereupon the {aid Prince by advice of his Prieſts aſſembled all thoſe diſeaſed per- 
ſons, delivered them into ths hands of certain Souldiers, who Iap'd ſome of them in 
lead, and threw them into the Sea, conducting the relt into the wilderneſs, and leaving 
them there to be deſtroyed by Famine. That in that diſtreſs the poor people con- 
ſulted together, made great fires, kept ſtrong Guards all night, and faſted very ſolemnly 
thereby to make their Gods more propitious ; and that a certain perſon called 1Zo/es 
adviſed them to remove the next day, and march on tillth:y found better quarters ; 
to truſtno man; to give no man good Counſel that ask'd them; to ruine the Tem- 
pics and Altars where ever they came; andthat this Counſel having been approved,

as much as to ſay the ſpoil of holy things) : but that growing afterwards more Potenr,

habitants of Feruſalem. | 
This fellow found not that King, which the two forme ſpeak of, but he joyned a 

more new name, and leaving the Dream and the Prophet, goeth to 4-02 for an an- 
ſwer touching the ſcabbed and Lepers ,; he faith, that a multitude was gathered to- 
gether at the Temples; but he leaveth-it uncertain,whether the Jews onlywere infeted _ __ 
with this Diſeaſe ; for he ſaith the people of the Jews; or whether they were ſtran- —_ _ 
gers and ſuch as were bort in that Country. If they wete Jews,why doeft thou call them furea. 
Egyptians ? If they were ſtrangers why doſt thou not tell of whence they were ? Or 
how came it to paſs, the King having drowned ſo many of them in the Sea, and left 

B the reſt in the Wilderneſs, that ſtill ſo many ſhould be left ? how did they paſs the 
Wilderneſs, and get the Country we now inhabit, and build a City and a Temple fa- - | 
mous through all parts of the World ?;.Thou ſhouldeſt not only have told the name of 
gur Law-maker,, butalſo what Country-man he was, -and of what Parefits, and what 
moved him in his jourriey to make ſuch laws againſt the gods, and againſt men. For 
if they were Egyptians, they would not ſo eaſily have forgotten the Religion, wherein 
they were brought up: or of what place elſe ſoever they were, they had ſome laws 
or other,” which they had beenaccuſtomed to keep. If they had vowed to have born 
no good will unto them by whom they were driven out of their Country, they had ſome 
juſt occaſion ſo to do : But to nndertake War againſt all the World,and deprive them- 

C ſelves of all friendſhip and help of mortal men, doth not ſhew their ſottiſhneſs 
ſo much, as the fooliſhneſs of him who belies them, who moſt impudently affirmerh, 
that their City took the name of Church-ſpoiling, and afterward changed it. For what 
cauſe forſooth did they change the name thereof ? marry for that the former narae was Nothing is to 
1gnominious to their poſterity. But the Gentleman underſtood not, that Jeruſalem fig- be faid againſt 
nifieth otherwiſe in Hebrew, than in Greek : And therefore what ſhould Iftand to in- _ —— —_— 
veigh againſt a lie ſo impudently told ? But this book having beenlong enough, I will * * 
begin another,in which I ſhall endeayour to acquaint my ſelf of what Ihave undertaken:

Hrice honoured and beloved Epaphroditus, T have in my former Books 
| fofar forth as I was warranted by truth, proved the Antiquity of 
our Nation out of the Writings of the Phwnicians, Chaldees, and 
e/Zpyptians : And for the further confirmation thereof, I have pro- 
duced the Teſtimony of divers Sreek Authors. Furthermore, I have 
oppoſed my ſelf againſt Mazethon, and Cheremon, and divers others. 


It remains now that I convince thoſe who defied me more particularly, and give an L 


anſwer to 4ppion, though indeed Iam ſcarce ſatisfied that he deſerves it. For as touch- 
ing part of what he hath written, it ſeemeth tobe one and the ſame with that which the 
reſt have written ; and as touching the reſt, it is very cold and barren. The greateſt 
part thereof is ſtuffed with follies and detraQions, and betrayeth his ignorance, ſhew- 
ing him to be a Man both looſe in condition, and turbulent in his life. And foraſmuch 
as divers men are {o weak in their Judgments, that they rather ſuffer themſelves to be 
won by theſe follies, thanto be wrought upon by that which is written with better 
conſideration, vainly doting on detraQtion, and growing diſcontent to give ear to 
other mens well deſerved praiſes : I have thought it neceſſary to examine his Labours, 
the rather, for that he hath written againſt us, as if he intended to accuſe us before a 
Tribunal, and convid us by publick trial. For I ſee that it is an ordinary courſe for 
the molt part of men, to hug and take pleaſure, though perhaps he that beginneth to 
blame another man, is himſelfconvicted and found guilty of thoſe defaults, which he 
imputerh and objeReth againſt his Adverſary. 

The Diſcourſe of this ppion is 1o difficult and perplexed, that*risnoeaſy matter to; 
underltand what he means: For troubled and confus'd with the incoherencies of his 
ſtories, ſometimes he relates the departure of our Anceſtors out of sZgypt according to | 
the deſcription of thoſe, whom I have confuted before. Sometimes he calumniates the 
Jews of exandria, and ſometimes condemns the ceremonies of our Temple, and 


our whole DoQrine and Religion. N 


Now that our Predecefſors have not taken their original out of eAgypr, neither have 
been driven from thence for any infirmity, or deformity of their Bodies, or for any 
Wound, Ulcer, or Pollution, I ſuppoſe that I have not only ſufficiently proved, but 
alſo produced far more Arguments than was requiſite. I will therefore briefly report 
and repeat that which »poz alledgeth : For in the third Book of Agyptian Hiſto- 
ry, he writesthus : Moſes, as Thave heard it from moſt ancient MFgyprians, was born 
at He/jopolis, and beinginſtrutted in the faſhions of his Country, ſuch Prayers as were 
wont to be ſaid in open places and abroad, he cauſed to be ſaid in private within the 
City, and ordained that in praying they ſhould turn themſelves towards the riling Sun,

He faith that he hath been informed by thoſe of 
Antiquity, that Zoſcs was a Heliopolitan: for you muſt underſtand that Zppioz him- 
{elf was young, and believed the relation of the aged ſort of his acquaintance, which 
B converſed familiarly with him ; yet cannot this learned Grammarian juſtifie, where o- 
mer was born, neither from what Country Pythagoras came, although inreſpeQ they 
Jived but yeſterday : And as touching Mofes, who lived ſo many ages, and fo great a 
number of years before them, he decideth the matter ſocafily, and giveth credit to the 
reports of Antiquity fo lightly, that it appeareth moſt manifeſt, that he is but a lyar. 
As touching the time wherein he ſaith that 2Zoſes led away the Blind, Leprous, and 
Lame, this diligent Author accordeth very willingly with that which he himſelf hath | 
ſaid. For Mazethorn ſaith, that the Jews departed out of eAf2ypt about the Reign of The compura- 
Themoſis, three hundred ninety ſix years before Dazars fled out of Greece. Zyſomachus _ of jg 
ſaith, that this thing happened during King Bocchorss time, that is to ſay, one thou- Ken n—_ - 
C ſand and ſeven hundred years before that time. AZo/oz allo and ſome others have al- the Hiſtorio- 
ledged their Opinions. But ppioz, who pretendeth to be a Man of more credit than **P5 
the reſt, hath preciſely and exattly ſet down the time, averring that our departure 
I was about the ſeventieth Olympiad : Nay more, 1n the firſt year thereof, wherein, 
3 - as he faith, Carthage was builded by the Pheenicians. Now hath he purpoſely made 
3 mention of Carthage in this place, as an infallible argument ofthe truth ofhis Allega- 
tion, not —_ that he draweth an argument againſt himſelf, by which him- 
ſelf may be convinced. For if we may give credit to the Phoenician Chroniclers as 
touching this Colony, -it appeareth by them, that King Hjram lived more than one The friendſhip 
hundred and fifry years before the foundation of Carthage.

Can any man read theſe ſtories without laughter, or indeed indignation, to ſee a 
grave Author aver ſuch trifles with that impudence and Authority ? How improbable 
1s it,that 110000 men ſhouldat one time be infe&ted with the ſame diſeaſe ? and if they 
were made up of blind, and lame, and other infirmities (as he affirms in another place ) 
how could they have been able tohave marched one day in a deſert ? or how could they 
have been able to have fought, much leſs ſubdued the Nations that oppoſed them ? Can 
it be naturally believed of fo greata multitude ? or can it without great abſurdity be 
imputed to accident ?

Iftherefore Apprion have read the 
D GR Epiſtles of King Alexander, and Prolomens Lagus, or others their Succefſours Kings of #- 
tothe Jews, 2£7P!, or ſeen the Pillars thatare erected in Alexandria, containing the priviledges that 
Ceſar the Great granted unto the Jews : if (Ifay ) he knew of theſe, and yet did pre- x: 
ſume to write the contrary, then he was partial and not to be believed, and if he was 
i12norant hereof, he was then unlearned and as incredible on the other fide. 

The like ignorance alfo diſcovereth he, where he wondereth that the Jews in' Alexan- 
aria were called Aexandrians: Foran entire Colony, though of different Nations, 
do all bear the name of their founder; and, that I may ſhun prolixity, the Jews of -2-- 
trocharecalled Antiochians ; Selucens the Founder having made them alſo Citizens : the 
like may be ſaid of the Jews of Z#pheſus, and of the other of 7072, who by the Kings 
Sitts enjoy the ſame priviledges with the reſt of the Citizens. 

The Romzns allo of their Clemency have granted the name of their Nation, which 
i5 no ſinall gift, not only to private perſons, but to great Nations in general. M 

To be ſhort, the ancient Spaniards, the ZTyrrhemes and Sabines are called Romans; 
or if fpp7oz will take away this denomination of the City wherein men inhabir, let him 
ceaſe to call himſelfan Aexandrian ; for he being bora in the heart of Feypr, canin 
no wiſe be an Alexandria ifthe priviledge of the City be taken away from him, as he 
would have it from us. 

And the Lords of the whole World, the Romans, have amoneſt all other Nations on- 
ly prohibited the Z#2yptians from having the priviledges of any City : and fo this 
Gentleman being himſelf incapable of dignity, endeavoureth likewiſe to hinder them 
from it who have true right unto it. 

For exaader labouring with all diligence to build that City, did not make choice y 
of us for want of People to furniſh the ſame withal ; but for that he beſtowed the liberty 
thereof upon us as a reward and teſtimony of our virtue and fidelity, endeavouring 
indeed to honour and credit our Nation thereby : For Hecatexs reporteth that Alex-

Amion's figi. Of the 1Zacedonians, nor the wildom of the Greeks ; but uſing their Leyptians manners, 
on rouching and renewing their old hatred againſt us, and that wherewithal they hit us in the teeth, 
me Jens b*1"2 befalleth them : for moſt of them not having the priviledges of the City themſelves, call 
dition ax Us ſtrangers that have them. For none of the ancient Kings beſtowed the liberty of 
42242 5 the City upon the Egyptians, neither have any ofthe Emperours of Rowe beſtowed the 
' priviledge. But Alexander himſelf brought us 1nto the City ; the Kings after him en- 
creaſed more priviledges ; and it hath pleaſed the Roman Emperour, as though the 
frm them. : = 
But Appion upbraids us for not ereCting Statues tothe Emperours,to ratifie and con- 
The Romans Emperours knew not hereof, or that they needed Appion to ſpeak for them : whereas 
me 4.7 he ſhould rather admire the Roman magnanimity, and modeſty, who compel not their 
Jews. SubjeQs to violate their ancient Laws and Religion, but content themſelves with ſuch 
honours as the giver may with piety and equity give them. For they account not of for. 
ced honours which come of compulſion. 
The Greeks and divers others think it not amiſs to ered Statues ; for they delight to 
have the PiQures of their Anceſtors, Wives, and Children, and ſome of their beloved 
Servants alſo : what marvel then if they accord to yield the like honour to Princes and 
Emperours ? ; ; 
The Jer» may But our Excellent Law-maker forbad all kind of Images, as well of inanimate as ani- 
havemI- mate Creatures (not having at that time the leaft thought or proſpeCt of the Roar Em- 
"Rey pire) becauſe our God being incorporeal and ſpiritual, could not be reduced to humane 
repreſentation, without great inconvenience z nevertheleſs he did not forbid us from N 
HowEmpe- P2Yi0g honour and reſpect to ſuch great perſons,as being next in their places,may de- 
rourzand ferverhe next honour to what is due to the Gods : and ſuch is the reverence that we pay 
Magittrates tothe Emperours and People of Rome ; and, as a teſtimony ofit, a day doth not paſs, in 
honoured. Which we do not offer up Sacrifice ( at our own expence } for their ſafety and proſpe- 
rity 5 which is more than we do for any other Prince or Nation in the World. 
And let this ſuffice to anſwer that which ppioz alledgeth againſt the Fews of :Yexan- 
aria: yet can Inot but admire at them who gave him this occaſion, namely Poſidonirs- 
Thelve of ps. and Apollonins Molon,who accuſe us for not worſhipping the ſame gods that others do, 


foizsant although they lye all alike,Nandering our Temple moſt abfurdly : and yet for all this they 


nem do not believe that they herein commit any impiety : whereas it is a not ignominious O 


Jewscoufured, thing for any free-man to lye upon any occaſion: much more of a Temple famous over

A allthe World for ſanQity. For 4ppioz aftirmeth that the Jews in that ſacred Temple 
placed the head of an Aſs, and worſhipped it molt religiouſly. Ad this (quoth he) was 
reahnifeſtly known at ſuch time as Antiochus Epiphanes {poiled that Temple, who found that 
difcs head being of maſſie gold, and of preat value. : 
To this firſt Nander Ianſwer, Thar were that true which he reporteth, yet an #Z27p- An anſwer te 
;i52 ought not to have ſpoken againſt us for it, ſeeing that an Aſs is of no leſs worth **< obj<ttion 
:112n a Goat, and other bruit beaits that they honour for Gods. wy Aſſes 
Is it poſſible he ſhould be ſo blind as not to perceive, that never any fable was more 
evidently abſurd ? every body could tell him rhat we have conſtantly uſed the fame. Laws 
without the leaſt change or alteration. Nevertheleſs though Zerz/a/eze has had her 
5 misfortunes as well as other Cities, and has been taken by Azr:ochus, Pompey, Craſſus, 
and at length by 77#+s, and our temple been in the potleſſion of all of them - yet whar 
is it they ever found there but great picty and devotiow? Upon which {ubje& I donot 
think it neceſſary to enlarge in this place. 
And as touching Ztiochus, many Writcrs of good credit report that he never had any 
juſt cauſe to ſpoil our Temple, but that he was drawn untothis tact for want of money ; 
Not that he was our Enemy, but for that as from his friends and fellows he ſought ſup- 
ply, and found nothing in that place that was worthy of derifion : and thus do Potyb7- 
us Megapolitanus,Strabo the Cappadocian, Nicholas Damaſcene, Timagenes Caſtor the Chro- 
nicler, and pollidorus avow,who all do witneſs, that Zztiochus wanting money, brake 
C the League he ſhad with the Fews, and robb'd and ſpoiP'd their Temple being full of gold 
and filver. 
Appiou ought to have conſidered this,had he not had an Aſﬀes heart,and a Dogs impu- Who are ac- 
dency,which he and his Cougtry-men worſhip for gods.As for us,we do neither honour ph gy 
norreverence Aſſes, though the Z2ypriars do their Crocodiles and Aſpes, eſteemins Jeirn auld 
them that are bitten by Atpes, and devoured hy Crocodiles, to be happy and fit for vie men: 
God: For Aſſesare imployed among'us { as they are in all places, where a rational uſe 
is made of them )) oaly in carrying burthens and doing ſuch things as are neceſſary about 
Agriculture, and when they are lazy, or treſpaſs upon their neighbours Corn,we do not 
ſcruple to give them correction. | 
D | But Aypion was either the greateſt Aſs that ever was, in telling alye; or elſe having 
begun todo it, he could not compals his enterpriſes, in that he found not any juſt cauſe 
of detrattion againſt us. | 
He addeth another Fable of the Greeks to our detraCtion ; to the which I will make Conant 
only this reply, That it is more commendable and agreeing to piety, and leſs unclean: riographers

Appion with refleQion upon the reſt, ſaith, That 22t/0chns found a Bed in our Tem- 
ple, and in it a Man lying, and a Table ſet before him, furnithed with all fow!s helong- 
ing either tothe Sea or Land ; that the Man was aftomthed to fee him : Aud that fo 
ſoon as Aztiochns came into the Temple, the man adored him as though he hoped for 
great help from the King, falling down at his tet, and with a ſtretched out arm cra ving 
licence to ſpeak : which the King granting, willed him to declare what he was, why he 
dwelt in the Temple,and the cauſe of his meats before him;the man with ſighs and tears 
unto Ativchnus bewailed his Calamity, ſaying, He was a Grecian; and that travelling 
7a the- Country to get his living, he was ſuddenly ſeized upon by certain Out-landiſh men, 
and brought unto the Temple, and [hat up therein, and that zo man might fee him, and that 
F he was there fed or fatted with all dainties that could be provided, . and that at firſt this diin- 
ty fare made him joyful, but afterward he began to ſuſpett it, apd laitly he was hereat ama- 
| zed ; andthen demanding of a Few that adminiitred unto him, for what cauſe he was there 
kept, he underſtood the Fews purpoſe, and Law not to be revealed, for the fulfilling whereof he 
| was there nouriſhed, and that the Fews were wont to do the like every year upon a day ap- 
ointed : and to take a Grecian ſtranger,and feed him a year, and then to carry him to aHWood, Th

Greeks; and the remainder of the murthered man they cait into a certain pit. And that ficea Greclatt 
then this Greek reported unto Ltiochus, That the time allotted unto him by the Fews to 
G live was now almoit expired,and therefore requeſted,for the reverence he bare to the Grecian 
| goas, toſave his blood from being ſpilt by the Fews, and to free him out of that imminent ca- 
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This Fable is not oniy full of all tragical cruelty, but alſo mingled with cruelim. H 
pudency : yet for all this, the firſt deviſers hereof donot free Yrtiochus from dacriledge 
as they hoped hereby to do, who write it purpoſely to flatter him. For that which 
they report of the Greek found in a bed, did not move him to come and ſack our 
Temple, he not knowing of it before he came and found it ſo ( as they lay. ) 2nriochys 
therefore w2s moſt impious,and not aſſiſted by Gods favour in that enterprize, / what. 
ſoever thoſe lyes mutter ) as itis eafie to learn by the fact he commited. For we &g 
not only differ from the Greeks in Religion, but a great deal more from the-Egyptians 
and other Nations ; and what Nation in the World is there, that ſometime doth ow 
travel through our Country ? Is it then probable that we only renew that Conſpiracy 
againſt the Greeks ? Or how is it poſſible that ſo many thouſand people as are of our own 
Nation, ſhould all eat of theentrals of one man, as por reporteth ? Or why did he 
not narae this man, whoſoeyer he was? Or why did not the King carry with him Trum. 
pets before him into bis Country ? ſeeing that in {o doing he might have been eſteem. 
ed full of piety, anda great favourer of the Greeks, and greatly ſtrengthen himſelf a. 
gainſt the hatred of the Jews by their aid ? But I omit to ſpeak more of this : for in- 
{:n{ible people void of. all reaſon, muſt not be apprehended in words, bur by deeds : 
for all men that have ſeen the building of the Temple, can teſtifie what it was, and the 
undefiled purity thereof. For it conſiſteth of four Portico's, or Appartments, each of 

whichby our Laws belonged to ſeveral perſons: into the firſt Strangers, and all peg- 

The ceſcripti- ple were admitted, women only excepted that have their monthly courſes. Into the 
Temple and Jecond it was lawful for the Jews only:all which might go intoit,with their Wives alſy if 
Porches. free from pollution of their flowers. Into the third Porch, they only of our Nation that 
were purified and ſanQified might come. Into the fourth might only the Prieſts enter, 

in their Sacerdotal habits;8 into the ſecret part ofthe Temple might only the high Prieſt 
comeattired with a Stole proper to him only: yea we are in all things fo careful of pie- 

ty, that our Prieſts are appointed their certain hours when toenter into the Temple. 

For in, the morning when the Temple was opened, the Prieſts that were to ſacrifice 
entred into the Temple : and at noonagain when it was ſhut ; yea it was not lawful to 
carry any veſſel into the Temple, but there was only there an Altar, a Table, a Cen- 
ſer, and a Candleſtick, 'as is in our Law mentioned, and there is no other ſecret or 

What was in hidden myſtery done, neither is there in that place any eating ; and all the people can 
te Temple. teſtifie this which I have here ſet down, and our Writings do the iike. For notwith- 
ſtanding that there are four Ranks of Prieſts, and every Prieſts Tribe containeth above 
five thouſand men : yet every one wait2th on certain appointed days 1n their turn, and 
Bour Trier of ELIT time of waiting being; expired, others ſucceed them in ſacrificing ; and the day 
Priefts. and of before they are to finiſh their waiting, they deliver up unto their Succeſſours the keys of 
every Tre the Temple, andall veſſcls belonging thereto, in the full number that they received 
five thou:ang them : and nothing is brought into the Temple, pertaining either to meat or drink, 
men. which are forbidden to be offered at our Altar : thoſe things only excepted whereof 
we make our Sacrifice. Whatthen ſhall we ſay of Jppio, whoexamining nothing of 4 
all th:ſz, hath raiſed ſuch incredible reports of us ? How ignominiousa thing is it for a 
Grammarian, not to be able to deliver the truth of a Hiſtory ? Well, he knew the 
pizty uſed in our Temple, but he purpoſely omitted it - yet could he remember a fain- 
cd tale ofche Sacrificing of the Greeks, his dainty fare, and hidden food, that all men 
that would paſſed through our Temple: whereas the moſt noble among our whole 
Nation, arenot permitted to come there, except they be Prieſts. 

This therefore is great impiety, and a voluntary forged lye, to ſeduce them that 
will not ſearch into the truth. For they have attempted to ſlander us by thoſe impic- 
ties before mentioned. And again, like one full of all piety, he derideth the vanity 

&nother rate Of theſe fables, and reporteth that at ſnch time as the Jews for a long time together 
<ol> » *- warred againſt the Idumeans, Zabidus departing out of a City of /4umea where Appollo 
«x. was worſhipped, came unto the Jews, promiſing to deliver unto polo the Doriaxs 
gd, and bring him unto their Temple, 1f ſo be that all of them would there aſſemble 
themſelves together: and that afterwards Zabidus making a wooden Engine, - and 
putting himſelf into it, he cauſed three rows of Candles to be ſtuck about it,, which 
made it ata diſtance appear like a Comet tothe great amazement of the Jews, who be- 
10g terrified and aſtoniſhed at the viſion, gave Zabiars opportunity to paſs into the Tem- 
pie, to poſſeſs himſelf of the Aﬀes Golden head, and convey it to Dora. Wherefore we 
may fay that ppicn leadeth an Aſs, to wit, himſelf with fooleries and lyes ; for he 
nameth places that are not, and ſetteth down Cities to himſelf unknown : for /dumez 


is a Province near unto us, and bordering upon Garza, and there is no City in it called

Why therefore doth he {o raſhly accuſe us for not worſhiping the gods of other Na- 
tions, ſeeing ( as he faith) our Predeceſſors did fo eafily believe that polo would 
come unto them, and that he walked upon the earth with Stars about his back ? Per- 
haps indeed they had never before ſeen a Candle or lamp, chemſelves having fo many : 
or 15 it likely that he walking thus quite through our Country, where ſo many thouſand 
men are, no one of them all met him ? Did he in the time of War find the Towns 
and Villages, by which he paſt, without any Watch-men? Well, topals the reſt ; The 


hundred men: and it was too impious a thing to leave them open. Is it then credi- 
ble that this Candle-bearer could eaſily open them, who alone was judged to have the 
Aſſes head ? So that now it remaineth doubtful whether Zabidus did bring back a- 
94in the Aſſes head, or elſe ppron took it of him, and brought it again to our Tem- 
ple, that there 4:tiochus might find it, and ſo Appioz might have another occaſion of 


lying. Healfo belieth us concerning the oath which he ſaith we Jews do take, {wear- 47s lye 
concerning 
the oath is 


ing by the God of Heaven and Earth, and Sea, never to favour any ſtranger, and eſpe- 
cially the Greeks. This lyar might better have ſaid, not to favour any ſtranger, and 


C eſpecially the Egyptians,and ſo his former lyes and theſe ſhould have better correſpond- 


ed, if our Anceſtors had been expelled (by their Predeceſſors } out of Zzypr, not for 
their wickedneſs, but for their calamity. But we are ſo far from the Greeks, that 
we ſcarcely ever think of them : ſo that no man can ſay that there is any enmity be- 
tween us and the Greeks. But contrariwiſe, many of them have embraced our Reli-

providence is worthy to be admired {( as ſhall hereafter appear : ) for he, to prove 
thele his lyes to be true, ſaith, that itis a certain teſtimony, that the Laws we obſerve 
are moſt unjuſt, and that we worſhip not God as we ought to do, in that we are ſub- 


ject to divers Nations, and our City endured many calamities : Whereas touching 41yior up- 
braidech che 


themſelves, they are ofa City that flouriſheth in abſolute authority, accuſtomed to go- 
vern from the foundation thereof, and not to ſerve the Romans. In effe&, whocan 
reſiſt their valour ? Truely no man but ppior would ever have flouted us herewith, 

ſecing that few Cities ſo flouriſh and reign over other, that they again at no one time 
have been brought into ſubjeQtion 3 for many Nations are ſubjeCt to others : only the 
Egyptians are freed from the Captivity of ſuch as rule Zxrope and 4a, for that ( as they 
{ay ) the gods fleeing into their Country, were ſaved by entring into the bodies of 
Beaſts. Yet have they not indeed had one days liberty ſince the beginning of 
the World ; neither under the Government of their own Princes, nor under ftran- 
ers. 

” 1 will not ſtand toreckon how often the Perſians have waſted their City, deſtroy- 
ed their Temples, and ſlain their ſuppoſed Gods. For it is not decent that I ſhould 
imitate herein pioz's fooliſhneſs : neither am I calling to memory what befel the 
Athenians and Lacedemonians, the laſt of which are recorded to have been molt. va- 
liant, and the firſt to have been moſt devout and Religious : neither will I reckon up 

thoſe moſt godly Kings, amongſt whom Creſus was one, who notwithſtanding fell in- 

to great calamities. Moreover, I will not recount how the Caſtle of 4hens was ſet on 

fire,and the Temples of —_— and Delphos likewiſe, and many others. There is now 

one Appion, a new acculer of the Jews, who upbraideth them with their calamitics, 

forgetting the miſery that hath betall'n his Country-men the Egyptians : but he was 
blinded with the fable of Seſoi#ris ( whom he ſaith to have been King of Zgyptr. ) We 


could report and boaſt of our Kings, David and Solomon, who ſubdued many Nations D4vit's and 


Jews with 
Captivity. 


unto them : bur it is not fit here to ſpeak of them. But ppion was ignorant of that "— | 


which all the World knowerh, to wit, that the Egyptians have ſerved firſt the Perſi- 
ans, and afterwards the Macedonians, and rhat as bond-ilaves : whereas we remaining 
in free liberty, reigned over all the Cities about us 120 years, even unto the time of 
Pompey the Great ; and when all the other Kings were ſubdued by the Romans, only 
our Kings for their fidelity and friendſhip towards them were dear unto them. O but 
this ſticketh upon Appior's Stomach ! that we have not had any famous men of our Nati- 
on, who have invented Arts and Sciences, and been excellent in wiſdom, ſuch as S9+ 
Yyy3 ETAIES 
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Aprorpraiſeth cxages, Zero, Cleanthes, and others whom he ſetteth down : and which is moſt to be 44 

admired, »pi0z purs himſelf into the number of theſe famous men : and faith, that 
Alexandria is bleited and happy , that hath deſerved to have ſuch a Citizen as he is : 
and great recalon rhat he ſhould teſtitie that of himſelf, which all men eife PErcceive in 
him, to wit, that he is an impodent deceitful fellow, both of corrupt life and manners. 
So that the Alexandrians had jult caule to be lorry that they ever had any better opini- 
on of him. Bur that our Nation had men cqualat leaſt unto thole whom he mentio. 
nethall men know that pleaſe to read the Book of our Antiquity. Therelſt that his accy- 
fation containeth, it is not amiſs to let paſs without anſwer, for thar it rather impeach- 
eth the Egyptians, his own Country-men, than us : for he doth complain of 
us for Sacrificing ordinary Beaſts, and abſtaining from Swines fleſh and laugh- 1 
cd at our Circumciſion. Touching the Sacrificing of Beaſts, we do as all Nati- 

ak 5 nh ons elſe do : and Appion, inveighing againſt our ſacrificing, {heweth himſelf to bean 

common Egyptian ; for were he cither a Grecian or a Macedonian, he would not be herewith 

beaſts, and do offended ; for both Greeks and Macedonians do vow to Sacrifice Hecatombs to their 

no 4s ods, and uſe Prieſts in their banquets ; and yet for all this, the Vorld is not deſolate 
of living creatures, as -/pp/oz feareth. | 

But were all men {5 mad as the Egyptians, it would indeed be deſolate of men; and 
filled with cruel Beaſts, which they ( ſuppoſing them to be gods ) do diligently nouri(h. 
IF any man ſhall ask of p70, whom of all the Egyptians he judged to be a wile man, 
and moſt religious towards their gods; no dJoubt he wouid anſwer the Prieſts, For ye 

The Egyptian they ſay, that their firſt Kings in the beginning gave them theſe two commandments 
—_— in charge 3 firſt to ſeek wiſdom ; and next, to worſhip the gods : they allo are all of 
rang 2 them Circumciſed, and abſtain from Swines fleſh, andno other Egyptian Sacrifti- 
ilc!th, ceth with thera unto their gods. Approztheretore was ſurely blind, when, inſtead of 
detraQting us, he ſpeaketh ill of them, to gratifie whom he took all this pains, For 
1-67denths the Egyptians do not only ule thoſe cuſtoms which ppioz in us difalloweth, but alſo 
do teach others to circumciſe themſelves, as crodotwy reporteth. So that I verily 
think,that Appioz was juſtly puniſhed for blaſpheming his Country-Laws and Religion. 
The defenceof For being forced to circumciſe himſelf to avoid a great dileaſe, he was hereby nothing 
yaa helped, but for all this, his privy member rotting, he in extream griet and miſery x- 
and 1y//nz Ave up the Ghoſt. For wiſe men ought to perlevere in their Country-Laws in all 
£5, picty, and not to deride and detract others : but -ppioz forſook his own Religion, 
| and {landered and belied ours. And this was ppioz's end :; and here alſo ſhould end 
this Book, but that Apollorins, Molon and Lyſimachus, and certain others, partly for 
ignorance , partly for madneſs, have moſt injuriouſly belhied our Law-maker 47: 
ſes, and the Laws he made, detraCtting him as a deccittul Magician, and Author of 
all the malice and impiety amongſt us ; and for ſuch as teacheth no vertue nor good- 
ncls at all. 

I will therefore, as far as in me lieth, declare both our Converſation in gene- 
ral, andin particular : Forif my judgment be any thing , our Laws are moſt forcible yy 
both to picty, and to al! humanity in general, as alſo to Juſtice, pains-raking, and 
contempt of death. Ionly requeſt this favour of the Reader, that he will not with 
a prejudicate or malicious opinion, peruſe theſe Writings : for Ido not write this as a 
praiſe and vain oftentation of our Nation, but as a juſt Apology, refuting the {lande- 

_  rous reports that ſome have uſed againft us, 
Whercin olloains doth not continually inveigh againſt us as ppoz doth, but only here 
ao. and there ; ſometimes affirming us to be hated both of Gud and man , ſometimes 
Jews. to be Cowards, ſometimes contrariwiſe complaining of our Nations Boldneſs. Say- 
ing moreover, that we are more ſottiſh than any barbarous Nation ; and that there- 
fore we only have had none of our Nation founders of Arts or Sciences, which x5. 
are profitable for mans life ; all which objections are cafily refuted, if we ſhew

ie 7 the contrary to all theſe by him reported ; both that we have obeyed our Laws, and 
common l:ws lived in all integrity. ha | 

are excellent Tf therefore I be forced to ſhew that other Nations have made contrary Laws ; 


earn not I, but they are tobe blamed, who: comparing ours with them ofother Nations, 
affirms our to be the worſe : neither of- which can charge us, either that theſe 
Laws, which I will briefly ſet down, are not ours, or elle that we have not perſiſted in 
them as we ought. Making therefore. this beginning, I afthrm, that they who 
have framed themfelyes to live together under certain' Rules and Ordinances, and _ 
kept them finviolate, and were the firſt founders of them , were mor2 to þe com- O 


mended for humanity. and vertue, than they who live under no Rule nor Ordi- 
| | Nance 
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and every Law-maker endeavoureth ſo to attribute Antiquity to.their 
own Ordinances, as that they may not bethought to imitate others, but to be themſclves 

the firſt Authors thereof, and guides to direct other mens 11ves. Which being fo, it 

is the duty of a good Law-maker to make choice of that which 1s belt, and moſt conve- 

nient for them, whoare to obey their Laws, and to fſatisiic them as muchas may be; 

in proving thcir Laws to be good and right, and both in wealthand wo, calamity and 2% more 
felicity, to remain in them, never changing nor altering them, 1 theretore aver, that a1 other Law: 
our Law-maker is more ancient than any Law-maker mentioned, For Zycurgys, and makers. 
Solon, and Seleuchns of 7Zoxris, and thoſe the Greeks admire, are modern, andof late a ap | 
times in reſpeC& of him, as is well known. For the Grecks themſelves conleſs, thar in Las, is no: in 
times paſt they wanted the name of Law. This /Zomer can witneſs, who in his whole #7. 
Works never mentioneth this word, Law, for the people of thoſe times were not go- 

verned by Laws, but by indefinite ſentences, and the Princes pleaſure, uling cuſtoms 

but not written, and altering and changing them alſo as occation ſerved. 


But our Law-maker being very ancient ( for this 1s every way maniteſt, even by our -,.. ;--. 
adverſaries own confeſſions ) ſhewed himſelf both a good Prince and Counſellour unto Mak, w 
his people : for making Laws to direct and govern mens lives, he pertwaded them vo. 
luntarily to imbrace them, and firmly to perſiſt in them with all wiſdom. 


C And firſt of all, let us conſider the works of his greatneſs. For he undertaking the

conduct of many thouſand of our fore-Fathers out of Zzypt into our own Country, de- 

livered them from many calamities almoſt impoſſible to be avoided, : tor they being to 

paſs through a place wherein was no Water and a very ſandy ground, being alia to War, 

and preſerve their Wives and Children, and goods trom the variable ceventot Wars, he 

in all thele ſhewed himſelf a moſt wiſe and prudent Countellor, and a true Patron yrrmmmem 
and Guide unto them all. For he made all the multitude ſo to depend vpon him, that God his guide 
he might perſwade them to what he pleaſed, and yet in none of all thele did he.uſurp 3 comme 
any Authority over them : andin that time and place wherein all men of Authority 

aſlume power unto themſelves, and exerciſe tyranny, at ſuch time as the people do 
oftentimes offend, and live in all manner of impicty ; at. the fame time he. being in 
Authority did contrariwiſe uſe all lenity and mildneſs, to the intent that he might 

be a pattern of vertue and juſtice to all the reſt, givingall thoſe that willingly followed 

him moſt aſſured ſafety, uſing, in all accidents moſt Arongs works. For which cauſe 

he rightly deemed God to be his Captain and Counlellour -: and firlt examining 

himſelf, and finding all the Laws he had ſet down were agreeable to the will and 

pleaſare of God, the chiefeſt care he had was, how to perlwade his people to the 

lame, which he himſelf now knew : for they who direct their Lives according 

to the will of God, avoid all ſins as our Law-maker did , being neither Magician 

nor decciver, as his Enemics injuriouſly report , but Tach a one as the Greeks do 

boaſt 17iz0s and others after him to have been : for ſome of them affirmed their Tye origin of 
Laws to be made by Zupiter, others by Apollo and Delphos Oyacle ; either ſo be- Laws amongſt 
lieving themſelves, or .clſe thinking that the people would be eaſily fo perſwaded, *< es. 
Now who of all the Law-makers made the beſt Law, ang who did moſt risht- 

ly think of God, he that compareth all their Laws together may eaſily know ; tor 

now occaſion is offered to ſpeak of them : there are therefore-an infinite compa- 

ny of Nations and Laws among(t men, and ſome Nations arc ruled by Monarchs, 

others by the common conſent of the people. But our Law-maker doing ngi- 

ther of theſe, did, as one ſhould ſay, therein declare his Common wealth to be Divine; 

chieſly aſſigning all power and principality over us to God, cauling all mento fix 

their minds and cogitations on him, as the only Giver and Author of all good- 

neſs, giving: them to underſtand, that whatſoever in their neceffity: they intreat | 

him for, He heareth their prayers, and underſtandeth. what every man doth ir 

private, yea, his very cogitations ; and that he is One, Unbegotten, and in all times 
Immutable and Eternal, differing in a moſt excellent ſhape from all mortal creatures: The opinion 
and this we knew, but weare altogether ignorant what God is as touching his Sub- of

And thus the wiſeſt Greeks that ever were, judged of God, who how learned they 
were (he giving the ground of all their knowledg) Inow omit to rehearſe: and 
that theſe things afore rehearſed are beſt and moſt agreeable to the nature and mag- 


nificence of God , many do witneſs, as Pythagoras, Anaxagoras, and Pla-

zo, and after them the Stoicks, and almoſt all other Philoſophers haveſo thought of the 1 
Divine nature. But they delivering this their Philoſophy in ſhort ſpeech durſt not pub- 
liſh the truth of their do&trine among the people already ſeized upon by ſuperſtitious 
opinions. Bur our Law-maker's works and words {o agreed that he ſatisfied at large all 
his people, and they that were to be born of them, and their ſucceſſors, inſpiring as it 
Moſes compar- Were a certain conſtancy into them to perſevere in the ſame, {till referring the cauſe of 
ed to other his Laws to their own profit and commodity. For he did not aftir m the worſhip of 
Hw-mikis God only to be part of vertue,but he aſſigned other parts thereof,to wit, fortitud e,jultice, 
and mutual concord of all his Citizens. , For all our aQtions, ſpeeches, and what elſe 
ſoever, are all refer'd to divine piety. Which he left not touched without any more 
diſcourſe of it. For theſe two are the methods of all diſcipline and morality, whereof I 
Themetogs One frameth and direttcth the ſpeech, the other the manners and attions ; which being 
efmandiey * ſo, other Law-makers were indeed wiſe in advice and counſel, and yet they made choice 
and diſcipline. of one of theſe Methods, and left the other ; for the Lacedemonians were inſtructed in 
manners and not in words as alſo they of Crete were : but the Athenians, and almoſt all 
the Greeks, were direted and trained up by Laws in every thing they were to do, yer 
nevercould they put their written Laws in praftice. Butour Law-maker very inJduftri- 
ouſly did conjoyn both theſe together : for he neither omitted the training them 
up in manners and good exerciſes, neither did he ſurceaſe to leave them written 


Laws.

And firſt of all, making his entrance from the very meats, ard preſcribing . 
to every one aconvenient diet, he left no man liberty amongſt us to dire& him- 
ſelf in the leaſt matter concerning his meat , but he by Laws defined , both from 
what meats we were to abſtain, and what to eat, and what ought to be our or- 

atoſes com- dinary diet , as alſo when we ought to labour , and when to ceafſe from work ; 

gs ll fo that we, as it were "under the government of a Father or a Maſter , might nei- 

come and ther fin willingly, nor for ignorance : for he did not appoint puniſhment for them 

hear the Law. that were ignorant of it, but by Law enaQted a moſt neceſſary and mild chaſtiſe- 
ment for the yoluntray offenders : and for this cauſe he did not only will, that 
we ſhould once or twice or oftener hear the Laws, but that once every week we þ 
all, omittting other buſineſs, ſhould come to hear the Laws, and fo learn them 
perfeAly ; which things all other Law-makers , as it is well known, omitted : 
All which laudible cuſtoms all other Law-makers have negleQted, and the moſt 
part of men are ſo far from living according to their own laws, that they are altogether 
ignorant of them ; and having offended their law through Ignorance, they then learn 
by other mens means, that they have made breach of their laws ; yea, the chicf- 
eſt and moſt eminent men amongſt them do profeſs herein, that they are ignorant, 
cauſing thoſe that atelearned and skilful in their Laws to fit as it were in commiſſion 
with them to direCt them. 


Whereas every one of our Nation being demanded of our Laws can anſwer as M 
readily, as he can tell his own name : for every one of us learning them, asit were, ſo 
foon as we come tothe ule of reaſon, we have them, as ic were, written and printed 
in our minds, and by this means both we offend more ſeldom, and when we offend, we 


are ſure to be puniſhed. ; 


And this eſpecially is that, which hath cauſed ſuch an unity and concord amongſt 
us. For to worſhip one God after the ſame manner without. any difference in man- 
ners and converſation is the only way to eſtabliſh amity and concordin a Common- 


wealth. 


The' concorg Amongſt us no man ſhall. hear any different ſpeeches and opinions concerning God, N 
of the Jews in WheTeas amongſt all other Nations it is moſt frequent and ordinary : for amongſt them 
Religion, not only every one of the common people doth ſpeak his pleaſure in this point, but 
| divers Philoſophers alſo preſume to do it, ſome of them with their blaſphemous ſpeech- 
es altogether deſtroying the nature of God, and others with the like impudency deny- 
ing himto have any care of men; neither is there any difference amongſt us of aftairs 
pertaining to mans life, but all men with us follow one commonexpreſs labour, and we 
all joyntly affirm the Son ofGod,and thathehath care of humane affairs,and all our aQti- 
ons and exerciſes : yea, any one may learn of our Women and Children, thatall things 


whatſoever are to be reduced to piety. O 
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A Hence it groweth that ſome detra&t our Nation ; for that amongſt us were no meri 
Inventers of new mattter and Arts. To whom we will thus anſwer ; That other Narti- 
-005 account it a glory not to perſiſt in any thing that their forefathers uſed, and hoid 
them of moſt account who can beſt tranſgreſs their fore-fathers wiſdom. Bur we con- 
trariwiſe do account it the chiefeſt point of wiſdom and virtue, neither to do nor think 
any thing contrary to that which our Anceſtors have decreed ; which is a token that our 
Law was eſtabliſhed by as good advice as was poſſible. _ For rhoſe Laws that in all 
points are not as they ought to be, are often by experience found faulty. But amongſt 
us who believe, that our Law was firſt eſtabliſhed by the will and pleaſure of Almighty 
God, nothing is pious and virtuous which may any wiſe impugn the ſame: For who 
B can take away any title thereof, or add betterin their ſtead? Or who is he that can 
transfer and carry us from the obſervance of them, and ordain tor us better Laws to go- 
vern our Common-wealth ? Or what Law can be more juſt and better, than that which 
the Wiſdom of God ( who is Lord of all things ) hath eſtabliſhad ? He firſt of all permit- 
red the diſpoſing of all principal affairs to the Prieſts in general, and moſt wiſe-con- 
ſtiruted a high Prieſt as their head : neither were they choſen to this dignity by our 
Law-maker, who either excelled in nobility of birth, or riches ; but he appointed ſuch 
to ſacrifice unto God, who were known to excel others in wiſdom and ſanctity : theſe do 
both keepour Laws and obſerve all other things belonging to their Office with all inte- 
ority ; for our Prieſts are appointed Overſcers of all things, and to judge all ftrites and 
C controverſies, and to puniſh offenders. | | | 
W hat Monarchy then or Kingdom can be more holy than this ? Or how can God be What for: of 
better honoured than among(t us, where all people are preparcd to piety,and the Prieſts by ns 
commanded ſo to rule and govern the Common-wealth, as if they were celebrating Prietts.

And whereas other Nations are weary of celebrating their Myſteries ( which they 
term Sacrifices) in a few dayes ; we with joy, pleaſure,and immutable wills, do celebrate 
our Sacrifices continually without intermiſſion. It reſteth now that I ſet down our

and all Art, comparcd with his Invention, is un-artificial ; we canneither ſee, conceiye, 
nor imagine any thing like him. | 
He 1s holy, for we fee his Works ; the Light, the Heaven, and the Earth, the Sun; The work: 65 
the Moon, Rivers, and Sea, ſo many different ſhapes of living Creatures, and encreaſe of *** 
Fruits: All theſe God himſelf made, not with hands or labour, nor as one needing any 
E to help him, but he ſeeing them to be good, they were preſently made. He is to be fol- 
lowed of all men, whoought to worſhip him by the exerciſing of Virtue ; for this is 
the moſt holy way to pleaſe him. OY | 
We have one Temple, as alſo one God, which Temple is common to all men, as he 
15 the common God of all men. Our Conformity is pleaſing to him, and with that our 
Prieſts do conſtantly adore him, and he amongſt them hath the firſt place; who by birth 
15 the chieteſt ; He it is who firlt ſacrificeth to God, ſeeth the Laws obſerved, judgeth 
Controverſies, and puniſheth thoſe that are convicted by the Law : whoſoever diſobey- 
eth him ſhall be puniſhed as one that rebels againſt God himſelf : He offereth ſacrifices The facrifices 
not of gluttony or drunkenneſs, for God isnot pleaſed with ſuch ſacrifices, but rather  _ _ 
injured, and {ſuperfluous expences are thereby made. | 
F But Godloveth them that are temperate, and orderly, and of good behaviour, and 
eſpecially requireth in us that ſacrifice, and inviolable chaſtity. In our ſacrifices offer- 
ed for our common good, we firſt of all pray in common, and then every one for him- 
ſelf, becauſe we are all fellows, and he that delighteth herein more than in his own 
life, is moſt acceptable to God. to 
We pray and vow unto God, not requeſting riches of him, for he of his own accord 
beſtowed them upon every one, and lett them amongſt us : but we pray that we may 
have part ofthem, and having gotten them may keep them. 
Our Law hath alſo appointed purifications and abſtinence from carnal copulation, Purifications

Man and Wife, done to the intent to get Children. But that men ſhould abuſe one ano- H 
ther againſt nature, it alrogether difalloweth, and puniſheth {uch offenders with death. 
It commandeth us to marry, not reſpeQting the dowry, neither muſt we take Women 
violently and by force,nor allure them by deceitful perſwaſions, but that we rather oh- 
tain the good will of the Parent, and uſe ordinary means to periwade. It alfo appoint- 
eth that the Woman ſhall be in all things inferiour to the Man, neither is ſhe to obey 
in committing wickedneſs, but as one under Government : for it isGod that gave man 
this authority. With her the Husband only may lawfully accompany, and it is abo- 
mination for her to make tryal of another man : and whofo attempteth this, can no 
ways avoid death : the like penalty attendeth him if he offer violence to a Virgin 
eſpouſed unto another man, or if by perſwaſions he overcome a married Woman or I 
other that hath Children ; and all this our Law commandeth : It hath alſo interdiQed 
all Women from concealing their Children being born, or otherwiſe to deſtroy them. 
for ſo ſhe ſhould be a Child-killer,deſtroy fouls, and Mankind : whoſo therefore uſeth 
carnal copulation and corruption is unclean by our Laws, and Women after lawful co- 
pulation muſt waſh themſelves, judging thata part of their Soul was by this a& de- 
filed,and ſhe being puffed up was wounded in her body,and therefore our Law ordain- 
ed water of purification for them. Neither is it lawful for them to feaſt aud banquet at 
their Child-birth, whereby an occaſion of drunkenneſs may grow, bat that their be- 
ginning ſhould be temperate: they are likewiſe commanded to train up their Children 
in lcaruing, that they may learn the Law, and aCtions of their-forefathers, and imitate x 
them ; that ſo being trained up in the Law, they may not finnor tranſgreſs them by 
IZNOrANCe, | 

Our Law hath al{o provided for the burial of the dead, that our Funerals ſhould nei- 
ther be pompous, nor our Sepulehres gorgeous, commanding every Houſhold to perform 
all necetfarics touching the burial ct their dead, permitting all men at any ones death to 
aiſemble themſelves together, and bewail the dead: Ir alſo commandeth every one / yea 
even the dead mans own family) to purify themſelves after the burial, an to go afar 


cif, as ſeeming to be unclean. 
It alſo appointeth puniſhment 


or againſt their wall. 
It bindeth every man to obey his parents next after God, and commandeth that thoſe 


Children that do not ſhew themſelves grateful unto them, or 1n any thing do grieve 
them, that they ſhould be ſtoned to death : Ir allo commandeth all young men to re- 


verence old Men, becauſe God is Elder to us all. 

It permitteth not friendsto conceal any impiety ; for God 15not their friend who 
doth not diſcloſe them : And if friends fall out that do know one anothers ſecrets ; yet 
they are commanded not to bewray them. _ 

If any Judge take a bribe, he is tobe puniſhed with death for omitting Juſtice,and 
aſſiſting the guilty. No man muſt take any thing away that he himſelf placcd nor, 
and no man muſt take that which is not his own. No man for lending muſt take uſury ; 1 
and many ſuch like things our law commandeth, concerning cauſe of Communion be- 


tween us and others. | 
Itis alſo not amiſs to recount how our Law-maker provided for the entertaining of 


for them that have committed murder, either wilfully 


ſtrangers amongſt us : For heſcemeth ſo to have provided, that to our knowledge we 


neither corrupt our own Laws, nor deny to impart them to others : but he entertaineth 
all liberally, that will come and live under our Laws, judging the community of mans 
life, not ſo much to conſiſt inthe Nation whereof we come,as in the unity of our minds 
and converſation. He forbiddeth others that are ſtrangers, and come not with thatin- 
tent tobe admitted toour folemnities : yet he commanded us to exhibit unto them all- 
other things neceſſary : and that we ſhould give unto all men fire, water, meat, and bu- 
ry them being dead. He hath alſo moſt mildly determined how we ought to deal with 


our Enemies, that we neither deſtroy their Country with fire, nor cut down their Fruit- 


LrCcs. 
We are alſo forbidden to rob and ſpoil thoſe that are ſlain in fight, and deal injuri- 


oully with our. Captives ; and eſpecially, if they be Women : yea, he ſo endeavoured 
to teach us humanity and mildneſs, that he provided, that we uſe even unreaſonable 
beaſts courteouſly, and only employ them to ſerve our lawful need, and no further : for 
he torbiddeth us to kill any tame thing bred in houſes, - and thar we ſhould not kill the 
old birds and their young together ; and becauſe many wild Beaſts,enemies to mankind, 
do aiſt us in ourlabours, he commanded to ſpare them alſo. Andin every point he O 
eſtabliſhed humanity 'and mildneſs amongſt us, uſing / as is before) Laws to direct 
us

of the Government of Common-wealths and Laws, as though they had written things 
fabulous and altogether impoſſible. And {to ſpeak nothing of other Philoſophers,who 


A us therein,cnaCting allo other,how they who infringe the foreſaid Laws,may be with all 
ſeverity puniſhed : for the puniſhment allotted to the violaters hereof is for the moſt 


part death. Asif any man commir Adultery, raviſh a Virgin, uſe the fin againſt nature 
with another, or ſuffer himſelf to be ſo abuſed. —. 

We alſo have Laws concerning our Servants, and our Meaſures, and Weights, anil 
unlawful bargains 2nd fales,or deceit, if either one take any thing that is another mans, 
or which is not his own ; all thele are to-be puniſhed,not as other Nations paniſh tliem, 
but much'more grievouſly. Bur whoſoever either injureth his Parents, or committeth 
impiety againſt God, he ſhall preſently be deſtroyed. Bur they that oblerve this Law 
are rewarded, not with gold or lilver, nor with a Crown beſet with prectous ſtones ; but 


B every one having his Conſcience to witneſs, doth greatly profit, and gain Eternity ; as 


both our Law-maker prophefieth, and God himſeltdoth moſt aſſuredly promile to them 


that obſerve them. And if it chance that we be forced to ſuffer death for them, yet do 


we joyfully go to execution, nothing doubting but that we ſhall ſo exchange this Life 


for a better. | 


I ſhould be loth to report this, if our deeds did not make it manifeſt ; for many of 


our forefathers, only for that they refuſed to ſpeak againſt our Laws, or otherwiſethan 
our Laws permitted, have moſt manfully and conſtantly endured all corments and death 
it ſelf. 


If our Nation were unknown to all the world and that this our voluntary obſervation 


of our Laws were not manifeſt to all the people,itf any man {hould repart untothe Greeks, 
that cither he had read this which I have declared, or elſe that he had found People in a 
ſtrange Land, ſuch as we be , having ſopious and honelt opinions concerning God, and 
who had for many ages perſevered therein ; 1 doubt not but tkey would all admire and 
wonder hereat, conlidering the great mutability among(t themſelves.

To be ſhort, there are ſome, who ſtick not to deride them, who have lately written The conting- 


ance of the 
Laws among 
the Jews, 


have written of this Argument ) that divine P/ato amongtt the Greeks, a man who in 


honeſt life, virtuous ſpeech, and ſound Philoſophy excelled all others, this man is pA ng 


almoſt continually ſcoffed atby them, whoin their own conceit are skilful incivil affairs, 
and brought in to their Comedies. Whereas, whoſoever confidereth his Writings 
with diligence, {hall often and eafily find matter agreeable with. moſt mens manners : 
yea this Plato himſelf confeſſeth, that he dare not by reaſon of the common peoples 1g- 
norance ſet down the true opinion of God. , 


But many think P/ato's words full of vanity, and licentiouſneſs, and admire Zycurgus 
and the City of Sparta, for that it ſo long time perſevered in his Laws. Ir is therefore mongſtche1.a- 
an evident demonſtration of Virtue to remain in their Laws. But if thoſe who fo admire cedemonians, 
the Lacedemonians do compare them with us, and the time during the which their Laws 
E were in force, with the time of our Common-wealth ; they ſhall find that ours hath 


continued more than two thouſand years. They ſhall alſo find that the Zacedemonians 
did only perfeRly obſerve their Laws, during ſuch time as they were in proſperity and 
liberty, and that when their Fortune changed, they then became unmindiul of their 
L3iws. | 


But we, who have felt many thouſand miſhaps, by reaſon of the often change of 


Princes in 4a, have not.in thele our laſt miſerics and evils forſaken our Law. Neither 
can any man ſay, that liberty and licentiouſneſs of Life is the cauſe why we ſodiligently 


obſerve them, ſeeing that whoſo pleaſe may ſee ſufficient proof,that they tye us to more TheJews com- 
pared with the 
Lacedemont- 


ftri Life and laborious, than thoſe of the Zacedemonians did them. For they neither 
tilled the Earth,nor uſed any handy-crafr, but ceaſing from all labours and pains-taking, 


F lived in their City, fat and infair-liking, having both their meat and all other neceſſa- 


ries provided and prepared for them by others and eſteemed that only their felicity todo 
and endore any thing, ſo that they might prevail againſt thoſe againſt whom they en- 
terprized Wars : And that they failed alſo herein, Iomit to rehearſe. For not only 
one or two of them at once, but oftentimes whole Companies of them, forgetting their 
own Laws, yielded themſelves to their Enemies. And can any one tell of ( I ſay not 
many / but of one or two of us that ever was treacherous to his own Laws, or that feared 
to dye for them ? Imean not a common death, ſuch as Souldiers are ſ{ubjeCt unto, but 
ſuch a death as is effeQed by all torments and tortures that can be deviſed. Which I 
think thoſe that prevail againſt us, impoſed upon us not for hatred, but that they de- 


G ſired toſee ſo admirable a matter; and to ſee we being but men, and ſuch who efteem- 
ed itthe greateſt impiety poſſible to doit, could be compelled by them to ſpeak or do 
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The firit any thing contrary toour Laws. Yet it is no wonder that we for our Law do dye with 
rare 09 ſuch conſtancy, rather than any other Nation: For other Nations cannot abide to en- 
£4 dure that which we accounta trifle, to wit, labour and ſimple fare, abſtinence from our 
Wives, and obſervation of our days of reſt,and wearealways careful that when we fight 
againſt our Enemies, we obſerve our Laws concerning our Meats. And thus we take 
pleaſure to obſerve and keep our Laws, and to exerciſe fortitude in obeying them. 
Let now Zyſmachns or Molonns paſs, and all ſuch as they be, wicked lying Writers, 
and Sophiſters, deceivers of young men, and detraCters of our Nation, as though we 
| were the wickedeſt People living. As for me, I will not examine the Laws of other 
ans ford Nations: for it is our Cuſtom to keep and obſerve our own,not to detratt others ; yea, 
_ Mlaſpherve and our Law-maker openly prohibited us from blaſpheming ſuch, as other Nations 
falſe gods,only hold for gods, only for the name of God attributed unto them : yet may we not leave 
for thename of the Objections of our accuſers unanſwered, ſeeing that which we are to ſpeak againſt 
od 1mpured G . . . :

| Creatures : ſome to be under the Earth,others in the Sea,and the ancienteſt amongſt them 
in Hell, fettered and bound : and thoſe whom they place in Heaven, in words they do 
term him a Father, but in deeds they ſhew him to be a Tyrant ; and for this cauſe they 
report that his Wife, his Brother,and his Daughter, whom rhey affirm to have been born 
of his Brain, confpired againſt him 'to bind him and hang him, as they report him alſo 
The Fable of to have dealt by his Father. Againſt theſe vanities all exccllent and wiſe men do 
74itr nd worthily inveigh, who beſide this already rehearſed in deriſion add, how ſome of the 
Da as. gods are young, ſome are old, ſome infants, others are gods of Arts and Sciences, and 
one is a Smith, another a Weaver, another a Pilgrim, and at variance with mortal men, 
others delight in Muſick, others in Shooting : Moreover that they are at variance one 
with another amongſt themſelves,and that they fall out one withanother in mens behalf, 
and that not only one of them layeth violent hands upon the other, but that alſo they 
are wounded by mortal men, and ſorrow, and grieve for the wounds ; and that which 
Tryitr, is moſt abominable of all, do uſe carnal Copulation with mankind, and that moſt un- 
decently, that their unbridled luſt is extended both to men and women. Then that 
their chief god, whom they call Father, contemned and drowned certain women, whom 
he himſelf had deceived and gotten with Child, and that he could not deliver the Chil- 
dren born of theſe Women from calamity, for that deſtiny had obliged him, nor ſee 
their deaths without tears. | 
This is all good ſtuffs alſo is that which followeth, to wit, Adulteries committed in 
Heaven ſo openly and impudently among the gods,that ſome profeſs themſelves to envy 
their fellow gods and goddeſſes tied together in ſuch filthineſs. And what ſhould the 
reſt of them do, when as their King, the moſt ancient amongſt them, could not refrain 
kisloftful licentiouſneſs and debauchery ? Moreover, Some of them became ſervants 
unto men, ſome built houſes for money, and others became Shepherds, others like ma- 
lefaRors were chained in Hell. What man then, that ever was accounted wiſe, would 
not bluſh at theſe follies, and reprove the inventors hereof, and the fooliſh believers al- 
ſo? Others made them ſubje& to terrour and fear, and madneſs, and ſuch ſimplicity, 
as that they might be deceived, and all other naughty paſſions to be found in the nature 
of their gods, and have perſwaded whole Cities to offer ſacrifice to the moſt noble a- 
monegſt them. And they are in great perplexity,thinking that ſome ofthe gods are the 
givers of all good things, others again to be their enemies, and ſo ſeek to pleaſe them 
with gifts as they would do wicked men ; and they are verily perſwaded, that they ſhall 
ſuſtain great dammage by their means, except they dodaily pacific their wrath by fre- 
quent gifts. 
wha * he What is the cauſe of this ſhameful ignorance, and erroneous iniquity concerning 
calc oe? God ? Truely Iam perſwaded, For that their firſt Law-makers were themſelves herein 
ccning God. to ſeek, and ignorant of the nature of God, or elſe that they did not faithfully deliver 
unto their Common-wealth, ſo much as themſelves knew concerning this point ; but as 
though ithad been a thing of leaſt moment, did willfully let it paſs, giving licence to

; therefore we do valourouſly endure thus much for our Laws, all men muſt needs x 
grant our Laws to be very good : But if they ſay we ſuffer all theſe Calamities 
to maintain wicked or naughty Laws, what puniſhment are they not worthy of, who 
having (asthey ſay ) better Laws than we, do ſoeaſily forſake them, whereas we do 
The J-ws Maintain ours even with our Lives ? But ſeeing the Antiquity of Laws is the greateſt 
Lwsae Argument to prove their goodneſs, 1 will ſet down of what Antiquity our Laws are, 
__ together with our Law-makers opinion of the Deity ; it therefore any one compare our 
917 Laws with the Laws of all Nations, he ſhall find that ours are of more Antiquity than 
The Laws of theirs by many Ages. For our Laws eſtabliſhed amongft us have been imitated of all 
the Gentiles, Other Nations : For though the firſt Greeks did pretendedly obſerve their own Laws, 
yet all thei Philoſophers did imitate ours, and our Opinions of God, and taught others x 
the ſame manners and converſation : yea, the common people did long ſince imitate : 
our Piety. Neither is there any Nation, either Greek or Barbarian, who have not af  * 
ter ſome manner obſerved a Sabbath as we do, and faſting days, and Lamps, all which 
they learned of us; yea many do alſo obſerve our Cuſtomes concerning their meats,and 
our unity and concord, wherein we excel all other Nations, our community alſoand in- 
duſtry in Arts and Labours,and ſufferance for our Laws. And which is moſt to be ad- 
hs us mired, our Law not having any to force us to obſerve it,hath ſo obliged our hearts, that 
he Epilogue . : 
-f this Boot, AS God is of all the world honored without compulſion, ſo are our Laws amongſt us 
without any violence or force : And whoſoever doth diligently conſider his own Na- 
tion and Family, ſhall find that which I have reported to be true.

Am at the inſtant requeſt of Pol/bi#s of Megalopolis to put in writing the con- 
ſtant Sufferings of the Maccabees worthy of all admiration, not in a Rhetori- 
cal and pleaſing ſtile, but rather after our own country faſhion, thereby to 
exhort our Nation to patience 1n their Calamities. But firſt of all, it is ne- 
ceſſary to ſpeak ſomething of Reaſon, and aſſign unto it the power and vertue ge, pi, 
to deliberate. For he who hath once fully decermined to ſuffer all miſery for dominion o- 
D Gods fake, is in my opinion already a Martyr : Ir is therefore great merit to have ſo jou 
determined ; and therefore { asabove-ſaid ) Reaſon governeth our inferiour paſſions; * 
and though deſtiny deny us opportunity to ſuffer, yet have we ſuffered all ia purpoſing 
to ſuffer all. EE p 
Whoſo therefore will renounce the World, and aſpire only to Caleſtial things, 
muſt exerciſe Sobriety, baniſh Gluttony, Laſciviouſneſs, and all other ſuch Vices as 
may poſſeſs and captivate the mind : He muſt likewiſe mount up to the top of Virtues 
Tower, that from thence he may reſitt and impugn the Vices of his Body, Grief and 
Fear. | 
E Thereare many examples of the Valiant Souldiers of God, which I could produce, 
but the brave perlons deſcended trom one fingle Woman ( not at one, but ſeveral births) 
may ſufhice. A 
And firſt I will ſpeak of #leazar and ſeven Brethren, and relate what Tortures and The death of 
Tortients their Mother endured: yet cannot man,but only God determine,who amongſt rhe ſeven 
them was firſt, and wholaſt in this noble agony. They theretore, being all of one opt- Brethren 
nion, reſembling one another more in mind than in body, duely conſidered the frailty Mocher. 
of this Life, and neither delighted inthe flatteries of the World, nor the alluring en- 
chantments thereof. They valued not torments, fetters, nor any other ſort of tortures 
1mpoſed upon them : to return, they relolved upon patience, and to endure whatſo- 
ever the Judges cruelty could deviſe. I will therefore praiſe the fortitude of theſe Bre- 
thren, or rather with all truth rehearſe the noble conflicts of theſe holy men; and ſetting 
all adulation apart, proſecute with a bare Hiſtorical narration, the manner of their Mar- 
tyrdom. ; 
But before I begin to declare the truth of theſe brave men, I will a little treat of 
Reaſon, which as I have affirmed, is no ſmall motive ro Martyrdom.

And who 
Juſteth not to eat of feathered Fouls? nay, do not the dainty difhes either from Sea 
or Land invite us to eat them ? What then cauſeth us toabſtain from them ? what makes 
us all defire them, and yet none of 'us eat them ? even reaſon, by which the 
mind is taught to overcome it ſelf in delightful objects and pleaſure, that when occa- 
ſion of Martyrdom is offered, ſetting aſide all vanities we will not for a little pleaſure x 
forget our accuſtomed virtue, ? : : 

An inflance By reaſon it was that Zoſeph ( to his great praiſe ) maſter'd his concupiſcence, and 
of 7:95 ſuffered nor himſelfto be overcome by his luft, which was but too incident to his age : 
4 Reaſon ſo worketh with ſound advice and mature counſel, that it again recovereth loſt 
friendſhip, gaineth new, and ſuffereth no cruelty to be committed. Of this we have 
alſo the example of Moſes, who had he not hadjuſt occaſion tobe angry againſt Darhan 
and Abiram, reaſon ( no doubt ) would have cauſed him to have ſmothered his paſ: 
ſion. Didne our father Zacob with great vehemency reprove his Sons Simon and 
Zevi, who without reaſon had uſed ſuch cruelty, ſaying, Curſed be your anzer ? Which 
anger had it been bridled with reaſon, neither had they been curſed, nor the other x 
had periſhed. For this cauſe, God the maker of mankind, when he faſhioned us 
and our manners, having finiſhed the lineaments of our body, he placed the mind in 
it, to rule it with certain concomitant precepts, to wit, temperance, purſuance of that 
which is good, cleaving to juſtice, by which rules we might be able to bridle our 
paſſions, and obſerve the precepts of God. | 

But ſome will ask me, why we commit wickedneſs, ſeeing that reaſon ruleth our 
paſſion? But it is ridiculous to think that reaſon hath fo perfect a dominion: for reaſons 
rule cannot hinder the appetite from deſire, but only correct it ſo far, that it ſuffer 
with patience the loſs or abſtinence from ſuch things as it deſired. For example ſake, 
Reaſon cannot hinder the from being angry, but it can fo work, that thou ccmmit no M 
impiety when thou art angry : in like manner, it cannot hinder thee from deſiring filchy 
pleaſure, yet can it cauſe thee not to yeild unto it. 

arinflance o Reaſon therefore cannot eradicate vice, but only bridle it. Witneſs in this the ex- 

Davids ample of holy David, who fighting againſt Strangers with grear ſucceſs, and being 

tlucſt at Evening weary and faint, retiring into his Tent, that was guarded by Souldiers, he 

| found them all at meat : yet himſelf being thirſty would nor drink, notwithſtanding 

2. San. 2. 18. Water was hard by, becauſe his Religion diſſwaded him, for he had vowed not to drink 
but from a Fountain in the Camp of the Enemy. 

Whilſt thus his thirſt encreaſed, three Iuſty young men armed themſelves, and 
taking with them a veſſel, they went unto their Enemies Camp, and aſſaulted the 
watchmen, who for fear of death fled, and ſo they paſt through the Camp, till ſuch 
time as they came where the Water was, and filling their pot, they brought it to the 

Favid in his King. But holy David ſobridled his appetite, that his reaſon quenched his deſire, and 

thirſt refuſed ſhewed an excellent token of patience; teaching how the fear of God was to be pre- 

to drink 'T® feared before all things. For taking the Water he had ſo much wiſhed for, and which 

defircd. had been gotten with ſuch danger, he preſently poured it on the ground, as a ſacrifice to 
God, chufing rather to die for thirſt, than to offend the divine Majeſty : yet rea- 
ſon is not fo forcible, that it is able without due coulideration to repreſs the inordinate 
motions: of the mind, and mitigate the grief of the body. But it is now time to 
come to our Hiſtory, yer is not this former diſcourſe to be thought impertnent, for O 


that it is ſomewhar previous to the matter ealuing. Such was the wiſdom and fidelity 
| .- OI 
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A of our- forefathers, that Seleucus King of ſi enriched our Prieſts, and being a man 
of another Religion, aſcribed all his actions and worthy deeds to the Religion and 
Faith of our Anceſtors. But wicked mens madneſs could not herewith be farisfied. 
For one S/»0#, hating the High-Prieſt Ozas, and finding no ways or means to be re- 574% 22d 
venged of him in own his Country,went. unto pollonins,Governour of Syria, Phanicia, Sinm a 
and Cilicia, and before him in a publick aſſembly declared, that he could help the Traitor to tis 
King to an infinite treaſure, for (faith he } there is hidden in Zersſalems an infinite © 
deal of Gold and Silver, which by right belongeth unto King Se/eucas. 

Apollonins hearing this, praiſed and commended Simon, and confilcated the Gold _ 
and Silver to the Treaſure-houſe of Selewchns ; and having authority from the King Avotlonius 
B to get it, he levied an Army ; and ſo accompanied with $29, came unto. our Caprain of $y- 
Country, purpoſing if any violence were offered, to uſe the defenc2 of his Soul- phe 
diers. | | | i . to 7zruſalem. 
When the Treaſure-houſe of our Temple was now a ſacking, Ons wept bitterly, 
and ſaid,that it wasa heavy ſight to them,to whom this treaſure was committed, to lee it, 
or any part of it taken away. But Apollonins, neither reſpecting the Tears and in- 
treaties of the old Men, Women, nor Children, preſſed into. the Temple, they all 
praying God to puniſh him, and to defend their Temple. Being now witha great 
guard of armed men entred into the holy Temple, there appeared certain Angels on Angels upon 
Horſeback with weapons in their hands, and ſhining with a fiery flame abour them, ——_ 
C and they daunted the courage of this infidel Hpollozins, who preſently fell down flat up- brigiunes. 
on his face, and lying ſo a great while, at laſt he came a little to himſelf: and ri- 
{ing up, he leaned upon his ſhoulder who kept the Temple, not being able to ſtand a- 
lone, he was ſo terrifi'd with the viſion he had ſeen. When by degrees he recolle&ed 
and found ſome little hope of recovery, he ſtretched both his hands towards Heaven, 
and deſpairing to obtain pardon for his own prayers for his offence committed, he be- 
ſought the Hebrews ( whoſe Temple he came to ſpoil ) to make interceſſion for him, 
himſelf with Tears craving pardon for his offence,and not only acknowledging his fault, 
but confeſſing himſelf to have deſerved death, and all puniſhment poſſible. Holy O- 9ni«-by pray- 
zias ſceing this,and fearing alſo, that if polloxins ſhould then dye, the Hebrews would {1,111 
D be ſuſpeCted to have made him away, made prayers to God for him, and obtained his lite. 
Enemies life. Jpollonivs preſently haſted to Seleucus to let him underſtand what had 
hapned : but when he came he found Selexcus dead, and fntiochus reigning in his 
ſtead, a manof Tyrannous nature, who bare an ancient grudge to Ozas the high 
Prieſt : and therefore made #-ſo his Brother high-Prieft in his ſtead, Zaſoz promiſing a:;ochuchis 
Autiochus in recompence to pay him 3660 Talents of Silver every year. | rage againſt 

-Faſoa being made high-Prieſt, and chief amongſt all the Nation of the Jews, pre- *<J*** 
{ently forced all the people to impiety, and to forſake their Religion ; ſo that to build 
baths, he hindred the defenceand compleating of the Temple, and many of our Nati- 
E on conſpired with him in this iniquity. But hereat God was preſently wroth : and being 
diſpleaſed, it was not needful to ſeek foreign Enemies, for -2ztiochus himſelf was in- 
cited againſt them, who warring againſt Prolomens King of Zeypt,had heard it reported, 
that the Jews eſteemed him to be dead, yet was he very nobly entertained by the inha- 
bitantsof Zeruſalem : and preſently after the fight, he made an ediQt, that who ſo among 
the Jews refuſed to offer Sacrifice to the Gods, ſhould preſently dye upon the wheel. 
But the godly-minded of our Nation did little efteem this edict ; yea the Women 
circumciling their infants ( asour Law requireth ) did afterwards caſt themſelves down 
headlong, to the end that theymight ſo obtaina preſent death without longer delay. 


Autiochus perceiving that the ſeverity of hisediQ could not compel the Hebrews to 
forſake their Religion, but that men voluntarily did chuſe death; he ſiting in an emi- 
nent place from whence all the Jews might behold him, calling all of them together, 
cauſe Swines fleſh tobe ſacrificed upon the Altar, and to be offered to every Hebrew 
to cat. 

Amongſt this whole multitude aſſembled from all places was one Zleazar a Prieft, ,,.... 
well inſtruQted inlearning and the fearof GOD, a man aged in reſpect of his years, broughe unto 
of a very reverend countenance, one that was known to all men, & famous for his vertue. _ 
To this men Zvtiochns ſaid thus : | Joon = : 

Be adviſed by me, holy old man eſchew thoſe torments prepared for ſuch as are obitinate, cxhoration

O happy old man, more bleſſed than all of thy Age !. O Prieſt more ſacred than all #!:za"s 
other Prieſts! who didſtnot polute thy ſacred lips with profane meats;impiety found no ***:

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If then feebleold Age, wherein all ſtrength and heat of body was extinguiſhed, grown 
unfit for torments ( as being already broken with Age) could by the {trength of Rea- 
ſon endure ſo many miſeries, who dare deny Reaſon to be the chiet- cauſe of our ſuf- 
ferance ? We have ſeen the higheſt cruelty hath been overcome by a firm determina« 
tion'to perſiſt inthe Service and fear of God : yet many affirm, thatevery man, who 
hath the uſe of Reaſon, is not able toundergo ſuch Agonies ; but their aſſertionis vain 
and of no force: for moſt evident it is, that he only is overcome by pain, whom wis- 
dom hath not armed with patience. And no marvel if he who raſhly enterptiſeth ſo 
weighty a matter, and without due conſideration, doat laſt forſake and repenthimſelf of 
that which he ſo unadviſedly undertook. But if we with due advice and dehberation 
arm our ſelves,it is not an eafie matter to remove us by any misfortune from our determi- 
nation ; when we foreſee and preconſider the diftreſſes that may' befall us, when they 
do happen we are not ſo much ſurprized or diſmayed, becauſe we- expected them

And to terrifie them the more, he commanded the inſtruments of their torments to 
be preſented unto their view. And accordingly W heels, Rods, Hooks, Rakes, Racks, 
Cauldrons, Cages, Gridirons were brought forth 3 and Engines to torment the 
fingers and hands, Gauntlets, Aules, Bellows, brazen Pots, and Frying-pans : for 
theſe are the names which we find. Thag which I term Bellows, was a thin plate of 
Iron to kindle or blow the fire with, like a Fan ; and far more horrible devices of tor- 
ments were ſhewed unto them,too long to rehearſe : whereof they having had a ſight, 
Antiochus ſaid : | 

Conſent unto me, O prudent young men : for if that 7 command you to commit a ſin;

—_ gave him no juſt occaſion) put the-Tyrant into a great rage. 

By this it is evident; how much Reaſon is maſter over Paſſion : for if any ſlothful man 
not before trained up to it ſhould of a ſudden come to ſuch a puſh, art the very fight of 
{uchtorments his mind would be troubled, and his countenance appalled, his Legs under 
him would have trembled, and he with fear have been confounded : ſo that he would 
preſently have retraQed, and profeſſed himſelf unable to bear up againſt fo many and fo 
grievous torments, ſaying : OE 

My ſelf beings unwiſe, what ſhould 7 have made choice of ? Whether to endure theſe tor- 
ments, or accept of their promiſedbenefits * Whether 7 ſhould have been moved to pitty mine 
own age, or to compaſſionate my mother , God would not have denied pardon for this deed, 7

But where Reaſon and advice taketh place, and hath well trained the mind to perfeFtion, 
the other conſequently followeth : As by the example of theſe brethren 1 will declare, who as 
it were all with one voice denied to eat the ſacrificed Swines fleſh, as they were commanded.

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A why wearied his tormentors by his ſuffering ſo great the force of vertue is ) in ſuch 
manner,that they deſired more to leave beating him,than he requeſted they ſhould leave. 

- This done, he was put upon a wheel, and a weight hanged at his feet, and ſo ſtretched 
round about it, that his {inews and entrails brake, and his pains increaſed : yet being 
overcome with pain , his mouth was not forall this ſtopped or hindered from calling 
upon God, who beheld all ; and reproving the Tyrant for deviſing thoſe torments 
for the Innocent , he took ſtrength, and is ſaid to have cried out after this man- 
ner. | 

Bloody Tyrant, who perſecuteſt the Majeſty of God ; I whom thou thus tormenteſt, am ns 
Hitch, nor one who have murthered and killed another man, but one who dies for Faitice, 

B obſerving the Law, and for Charity. | 
| Then when the Torturers (overcome with Compaſſion) perſwaded him to ſubmit to 

| the Kings pleaſure, he anſwered, | | 

O ye wicked Minifters of Tyranny | your wheels are not foſharp and cruel, that T there- 
by will be forced to forſake Heaven, whereon my mind is fixed : tear my fleſh ; yea 
if you ſo pleaſe, roſt it at the fires torture and torment each parcel of my Body with 
ſeveral Cruelty ; you ſhall for all this find your ſelves unable to force us young men to impi- 
EZ); 

As he thus ſpake, a fire was kindled, and he, as he was upon the Wheel racked, 71. qe44 of 

C was lo thrown into the fire 5 and thus he was by flames and torments ſo burned, that the eldes 
his bowels appeared ; his mind nothing moved, when his fleſh yielded to the tortures, Þ:other. 
who amidſt his pangs cryed thus unto his brethren. O &eloved brethren, learn of me an 
example of vertue : conſider the ſtrength of an invincible courage : contemn and deſpiſe the al- 
luring baits of this world, aud rather obey God than this Tyrant, who can if he pleaſe hum- 

ble the proud and mighty, and exalt the lowly and dejected, 

As thus he ſpake, he was taken out of the flame, and flaid alive , his tongue was 
pulled out of his mouth, and he put intoa frying pan ; and ſo he departed our of this 
life, to the great admiration of all that beheld him, and the joy of his brethren and 
mother ; and went before them to Heaven,there to prepare a Kingdom for himſelf and 
them. 

o After him the ſecond brother , called ber, was haled by the Souldiers: and be- Tie ſecond 
fore the Tyrant asked him whether he would relent, he cauſed all thoſe torments to betbrougte 
ſhewed him, thereby to terrifie him : but he nothing thereat moved, and denying to 

| eat of that foreſaid Sacrifice, his hands were bound with Iron chains, and he being 
hanged up by them, theskin of his body was flain off from the Crowa of his head unto 

| his knees : ſo that the entrails in his breſt, appeared naked ; yet in ſuch manner as he 
might abide greater torments. For he was caſt before a cruel Libard, thirſting moſt 

| extremely atter blood, to the intent that he might devour with his teeth the reſt 
of his body z; but the beaſt ſmelling of him (no doubt by the great handy work. 

E of Almighty God) forgot his cruelty, and turning away his face, did no hurt to the 
| Martyr. 

But hereat the Tyrants rage encreaſed ; and the Martyr by ſuffering ſuch torments, 

| was made more conſtant, crying aloud : 

© how pleaſant is that death unto me, which is cauſed by all forts of torments for Gods ſake ! 

yea, ſo much the more pleaſant, for that T aſſurealy hope to find reward for it in heaven. 

| Let theſe torments inflicted upon me ( O Tyrant ) ſatisfie thy cruelty ; for my pain is not by 

thy torturesencreaſed, but rather my pleaſure, as thou ſhalt find by my patience in this Avony. 

| Moore willing am Ito ſuffer than thou to puniſh ; yet my pain in ſuffering is leſs than thine 
by inflicting the ſame upon me. 1 am tormented for vertue and obſerving the Law ; and the 

| Þ juitice of God ſhall baniſh thee from thy Regal ſeat : Thou by tormenting art tormented, and 

almoſt conſumed : thy wrath and fury being almoſt ſpent upon me Rwvain, thou ſhalt not eſcape 
the day of judrment : eternal torments are there prepared for thee, which neither thy profane 
mind is able to endure, nor thy great power todecline, thy ſinful Soul being condemned to eter- 
nal paniſhments. Thus, remaining conſtant in his faith, and animated by his brothers ex- 
ample, he departed to Heaven. 

Then Machir, the third fon, was brought, whomall men now pitied for the death of .77:4;-the 
his two brethren, and many exhorted him by his Brothers examples todeſift from his third brother 
Opinion, and ſOavoid puniſhment : but he being angry hereat, replyed , One Father ** Prought: 
begot us, one Mother bare us, one Maſter inſtrulted us, we are all of one mind, and all like 
affected , do therefore uo longer prolong the time invain. 1 came hither to ſuffer, and not to 

ſpeak : ſe all your tyranny poſſible againſt this body : for you have no power at all over my

The Tyrant hereat moved to ſee this third nothing relent by his brothers death, de- 
viſed more cruelty than humane wit alone could invent. Wheretore he commanded a 
Globe to be brought, and tyed the holy Martyr about it in fuch ſort, that all his bones 
were ſet out of joynt and diſplaced , whereat the holy Martyr was nothing diſmay'g. 
The skin alſo of his head and face was pull'd off, and then he was put on the W heel: but 
he could not be rackt any worſe, for that his bones were alldifplaced, and did hang one 
ſeparated from another in moſt pitiful manner : and when the blood iſſued from him 
abundantly, he was deprived of the uſe of his hands and feet 3 but perceiving his life 
to be ſpent, he ſpake thus and dyed : He, O Tyrant, endure this Torment for the lowe of 
God, and thou the Author of ſuch unjut crnelty ſhalt ſuffer everlaiting pain. 
Then his tongue being cut out of his mouth, he was put 1nto a trying-pan, and ſo 1 
amidſt thoſe torments yielded up the Ghoſt. | 
Fulasthez, Next after followed Zudzs, the fourth brother, whom all the people perſivadeg 
brother's 2nd entreated to obey the King: but he contemning their prayers and exhortations, 
brougit. ſaid thus with all conſtancy:.7our fire ſha/l neither ſcparate nor ſever me from theLaw of God, 
#0 from my brethren, who initead of this mortal! life,enoy life everlaſting. 1 denoauce unto 
thee, O Tyrant, deftruttion and overthrow ; but to ſuch as believe, ſalvation : make tryal 
of me therefore, thou cruel wretch, anda ſee if God will forſake me, who hath with open and 
ſtretched out Armes received my three brethren which are gone before me, and whom the womb 
of ſo holy a 1Aother at ſeveral times brought forth unto glory.” | 

The cruel Tyrant hearing this, was much moved, and from his Chair leapt down to K 
torment this Martyr himſelf, and in his fury commanded his tongue to be cut forth : but 
he hereat not terrified, {aid to 4ntiochns : _ 

This cruelty will wothing avail thee, neither ſhalt thou hereby, Tyrant, as thou ſuppoſeſt 
conquer me. Our God needs not by voice to be awakned, but rather by ſecret copitation to 
be prayed unto to help his ſervants : he proviaeth for them that hold their peace, and heayeth 
the prayers of ſuch as av call upon him, if they deſerve to be heard, ana only requireth purity 
of Soul, For our God knoweth all things before we ask, and before we our ſelves enter into 
coottation thereof; he underitanaeth our neceſſity : cut out my tongue, thou cant not cut ont m 'y 
z2ind while my life remaineth.Thoſe prayers,which by it Thave uttered to Almighty God gave 
zanght it to ſuſfer>wonld God thou would ſo ſanitifie all parts of my body by puniſhing them y [ 
for thou therein infliiteſt puniſhment on thy ſelf, and reward upon me z and think not thas 
thou ſhalt thus eſcape long unpuniſhed. | 

When he had thus ſpoken, his tongue was cut out of his mouth, and he bound ro 
a take, and there he was beaten with ropes ends, and he did patiently endure this, 
notwithſtanding the colour of his face became dead and wan. Being looſed from thence, 
he was put vpon the wheel : and then praying for his Country-men, he by death went 
the 4.brother. Unto the reſt of his brethren. t 
Achas the 5. Then has, the fifth brother , before he was haled to torments, ſpake in this 
brocher Pe manner ; Behold ( thou Tyrant ) 7 come to be puniſhed before thou command me, hope not 
felt toror- Therefore any jot to alter his mind, who as thou ſeeſt defireth to be tormented.The blood of ay Mi 
meuts before four innocent brethren, which thou haſt ſhed, hath condemned thee to Hellfire : Tam to make 
he was called, 4p up the aumber of five, that by it thy pains may be encreaſed. Tell me ( bloody wretch 

for what offence by us committed aoeſt thou thas puniſh us ? for what impiety doeſt thou [5 
perſecute ns ? what villany have we committed ? what wickedneſs ? what nanghtineſs have we 
attempted ? This is all thou can(t alledge againſt us, that we honour God our Creator, and 
live juſtly in obedience of his Laws, and therefore do not eſteem thy puniſhments : but they are 
to us honour and Salvation, and not puniſhment : we ſhall be greatly rewarded by God, if no 
part of us be left free from torment. - 
Whilſt thus he ſpake, his executioners by the Kings command took him, and caſt him 
into a brazen-pot,and he Pas preſt down into it,his head to his feet :and afterward he ſuf. N 
fered all other torments, which his brethren had endured; yet not amazed hereat, he ** 
ſuddenly Rarted up, and thus bitterly inveighed againſt the Tyrant : Cruel Tyrant, how 
great benefits do(t thou againſt thy will beſtow upon us | yea, the more thou art incenſed againf 
us, the more acceptable tu God ſhalt thou make us : yea, T ſhould be forry if thou ſhewed(# 
mercy upon me. This ſhort afflittion gaineth us life everlaſting , if this temporal death ſhould 
' oth etide me, everlaſting life could not befall me. And thus he finiſht his Joony, and 
ayed. 
"Then the tormentors laid hands upon the ſixth brother, who was called :4reth, to 
whom theTyrant-made offer either ofhonour or puniſhment: but he diſdaining his offer 
faid: Although ( Tyrant ) 1be younger in years than my martyred brethren, yet my con- O 


ftancy of mind to theirs is not inferior ; for we were all nonriſht up together, all together in-

Ah wretch that I am! moſt unhappy and miſerable of all that breath! who therefore bare 
ſo meny Children into this World, that their ſeveral deaths might be fo many ſeveral 
occaſions of my griefand ſorrow :ſhe would have commemorated her frequent labours & 


the pains ſheendured in her ten Months bearing them, ſhe would have bewailed her ill 


tortune, who brought forth her ſons to ſo many deaths and dangers, ſhe would have re- 


F counted the milk wherewith ſhe fed them,and their meat ſhe had prepared for them,the 


pains ſhe had taken with them,how ſhe had carried them in her Arms,and ſung tothem, 
and taught them to ſpeak ; her cares, her watchings, her fear, left any miſhap ſhould 
betide them ; and with weeping tears would have ſaid, Shall I never be a Grand-mo- 
ther, and embrace your Children, who a while ago was a fruitful mother my ſelf, but 
am now deprived of you all? If this day I dy, I have none to bury me. Bur this 
handmaid of God forgot all theſe complaints, that another mother would have made, 
and with an Adamantine ſence more impenetrable than the never-yielding Rocks, did 
neither forſake her Children in their torments, nor in their death, but rather compelled 
them to periſh, and never forrowed thereat. For being apprehended, together with 
her ſeven Sons, ſhe conſidering #leazar's Martyrdom, did thus exhort them in the He- 
brew tongue. | |

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The mothers O wy moſt dear and loving Children, let us haſten to that Martyrdom which may make us 4 H

A Golden ſay- þ Thns did this mother arm her Childrens minds with fortitude; and though a! woman 
> tr infuſed courage and conſtancy into men. And when her Children were all dead, ſhe I 
ven Children, a worthy mother. of ſo many Champions, kneeling down in the place of torment, be- 
ſought God to putan end to herlife, proteſting, that ſhe had not for love of life fo long 
deferred to dye, dut only for her Childrens fake, and that now ſhe had ſeen them all 
The mo:her ſeven triumphing.. W hereupon the rage of ztiochas grew hot, and he commanded 
followed her this noble perſon to be tormented, and accordingly ( as the Tyrant willed ) ſhe was ſtrip-

ments, ed naked, and hang'd up by the hands, and moſt cruelly whipped : her dugs and paps 
were pulled off, and ſhe put into the red-hot Frying-pan, being moſt willing to follow 
her Childrens ſteps in torment z and lifting up her Eyes and hands to Heaven,ſhe pray- 
ed for all women with Child, and ſo yielded her chaft Soul to God. But 2»tzochus 
was ſtricken with fire from Heaven. O thou ! miftriſs of: juftice who followed' K 
thy triumphing Children: OConquerer of Tyrants,and a Looking- Glaſs for all Martyrs ! 
O example of patience ! not only to women, but to all men that {hall be after thee, 
reverenced of them. that now are, and to be worſhiped of them that are to come, and 
The light of to be: admired not only of our nation, but of all other people. Thy light obſcureth 
—_ - the bright ſhining Moon : and though {he fill the World with her brightneſs, yer is ſhe 
not comparable to thy ſhining light. Seven lights environ thee about, dazling the 
brizhtnels of theſeven Planets. Could any Painter expreſs, orany hand in writing de- 
clare the torments which you ſuffered ? none could with dry eyes read or behold them. 
All-people would flock about 'to ſee it. All people would praiſe , and eſfteemhim 
to have offered a great gift,who to God's glory had painted ſo incomparable a piQuure. 7: 
And if any skilful workman ſhould engrave this Tragedy upona Sepulchre, or in his 
houſe, doubtleſs he ſhould be freed from all plague and misfortune. But where could 
a ſtone be found able to contain ſo many torments ? Therefore the old man Z/cazar, 
the Mother and her {even Sons are for their Nobility graced with a Sepulchre, and a 
great Teverencs is done unto them of all men', yea, even by men that are not of 
our Religion ; and there is a conſtellation of eight ſtars ordained as an argument of 
theirjuſtice.; and Angels.did execute their Funerals.

O FF long ſhall we confound old Age and Infanty, and be as imprudent at 
ſixty, as at ſixteen ? For what greater imprudence can there be, than to 
look upon Fortune as a ſettled and certain thing, when there is nothing 
more inconſtaut, and to conſider this Nature (which is immintable ) as 
[ubjet# to continual changes ? 1s it not to invert the order of things, and 

> wn  - [puffle thers together like Counters ?_ to fix our Fyes upon uncertain things, 
as if they were more firm and durable than thoſe which were certain? The reaſcn of this Er- [, 
ror proceeds from this, that preſent objetts do more eafily affect Men of ordinary underſtanding, 
thaz objetts that are more remote ; and moſt men do allow more credit to their Senſes ( though 
deceitful ) than to the refletions of their mind ; becauſe nothing is more eaſy, than to ſuffer 
our ſelves to be taken with what is preſented to our Eyes ; whereas there muſt be Argumen- 
tation and Reaſon to comprehend things that are future and inviſible. Not but that the Fye 
of the Soul is as quick and piercing, as the Eye of the Body, but ſome people aazle it by their 
zitemperance, and others by their ſtupidity, which is the greateſt fault of all, 

So many extraordinary events happening in our Age inforces a belief that there is a pro- 
vidence, and that God Almighty takes particular care of virtuons Men, who have recourſe 
ro him in their Neceſſities, and more eſpecially of thoſe who are conſecrated to his ſervice, M 
They are as it were the partage and propriety of this Supream Soveraign, whoſe Empire has 
0 end. To theſe people the Chaldeans gave the name of Iſraelites, which is as much as to ſay, 
Seers of God, axd certainly it is an happineſs preferrable to all the Treaſures of the Earth : 
Por if the preſence of thoſe,whoſe age renders them venerable tons ( as our Maiters, Supe- 
riours, and Parents ) imprints ſo great areſpett inus, that it many times corretts our F. 
zormities, and diſpoſes us to wirtne ; How great an advantage, and incouragement is it tous 
zo elevate our minds, above all Created things,and accuttom our ſelves to the contemplation of 
God,who is not only uncreated,but infinitely good, infinitely beautiful, infinitely happy,or(toſpeak 
more properly whoſe goodneſs ſurpaſſes all goodneſs whoſe beauty ſurpaſſes all beauty, and whoſe 
les ſerpaſſes all happineſs, and yet this is but a weak and imperfet# explication 
of his Grandeur : for how can words be able to deſcribe him,who is ſo tranſcendently above eve+ 
ry thing, that after our mind has advanced it ſelf as high towards him, as is poſſible, by the 
attributes which it has given him, as by ſo many ſtairs, yet it is forced back again without 
being able to approach or underitand him? for he is ſo vaſtly incomprehenſible, that, if every 
Creature of the Creation was chanzed into ſo many Tongues, they could not expreſs that ſoves 
reign power by which he Created all things; that Royall conduit meriting an Fternal Monarch, 
acd by which he preſerves the orld, and that juſt diftribution of rewards and puniſhments, 
which are diſpenſed with ſo much equity and wiſdom, tht our Chaſtiſements may be put in- 
to the unmber of his Mercies and Bleſſings, not only as they are part of his juſtice, but as they 
are many times ſerviceable to the converſion of ſinners, or at leaſt as they reitrain and hinder O 
them from continuing intheir Crimes for fear of thoſe pains, which they ſee inflicted upon

CHAP I. 


The incredible Felicity of the firſt ſeven Months of the Reign of the 
| £mperour Caius Caligula. | | 


'He Emperour Caius Calignlaisaneminent example of what I have faid: Never was 

there {cen a greater tranquility, than that which was enjoy'd by all the Provinces 

both by Sea and Land,. when he wasadvancedto the Empire after the death of 7iberius : 
The Eaſt, the Weſt, the North and Soath were all in profound peace; The Greeks had 
no difference with the Barbarians : The Souldiers and Citizens lived quietly 
and in- good intelligence-tagether.. . So great a felicity ſcemed to be incredible : and 
ir could not be ſufficiently admired, that ſo young a Prince mounting the throne 
he ſhould be attended with ſo muctkiproſperity, that his defires could not exceed his 1n- 
joyments: His Riches were immenſe, his Forces both by Land and Sea great and formida- 
ble, his Revenues prodigious LOWINgs into his Exchequer { as trom an inexhauſtible 
Stream) from ail parts of the habitable World : For his Empire extended to the Re, 
and the Fyphrates; the firſt ſeparating it rom Germanyand other wild Nations, andthe 


C other bounding it from the Parthians, Sarmatians, Seythians and other people no leſs

barbarous than the Ger:2xs: So that it-might be ſaid, from the riſipg to. the ſetting 
of the Sun,. not only: upon the Continent, but inthe Z{es, and even in the parts gn 
the other ſide of the Sea, all was in-peace and felicity : The people of Rome, all Zaly, and 
all the Provinces both in Evrope and 44 lived ina perpetual feat : For it was, never 
ſeen before under the Reign of any gf their Emperours, that every men by the bleſſing 
of God enjoy'd his eſtate in that quietneſs, and bare ſo great a ſhare in the' publick fe- 
licity, that there was nothing wanting to his defires. In all the Towns there was no- 
thing to be {een but Alrars, and Victims, and Sacrifices, and- Prieſts in their white 
Robes, with Garlands of lowers upon their heads. All places were full of Chearfulnelſs, 
Feaſting, Playing, Mulick, Running of Horſes, Banqueting, Danging to: the ;Flute, 
and the Harp and all other Divertiſements imaginable. Nodifference 'to- be diſcerned 
in the contentment of either Rich or Poor, common Perſons, or Perſons of Quality; 
Maſters and Servants, or Creditor and: Debtor. The felicity of that tume was. equal 
to all conditions, and what was verified then, -made it almoſt crediblez, what the Poets 
had ſaid formerly in their Fables of the age of Saturn. Andin this manner they paſled 


ſeven compleat Months. 


— 


CHAP. IL 


The Emperour Caius, having Reigned but ſeven Months, fell delperately ill : The great 
concernment which all the Provinces expreſſed for it, ana their incredible joy at his recovery. 


He next Month this happy Emperour fell into a great fit of ſickneſs; for having left 
his old way of living ſoberly and temperately, which preſerves people in health, 
and wasthe way he took, whilſt 7iberius was alive, he plunged himſelf into Intempe- 
rance and Luxury : He drank much Wine, eat to ſucceſs, bath'd unſeaſonably, 
cram'd himſelf, till he could not keep what he had taken down, and when he had diſgor- 
ged, crammed himſelf again : He gave himſelfup wholly co Women, and to pleaſures 
more unnaturally criminal ; in ſhort he abandoned himſelf to all other diſorders that 
were molt likely to alter that Temperament & Harmony of body and mind;which Tem- 
perance maintains in health and vigour : whereas Intemperance weakens it, and ex- 
poſes it to Diftempers, that are moſt commonly mortal. | 
It was then about the beginning of Autumn, which is the laſt Seaſon in the year that is 
proper for Navigation, and the time in which thoſe, who traffick in forreign parts, re- 
turn home. By this means the news of his ſickneſs was in a moment carried all over 
the World, and changed their joy into ſadneſs. The Towns, and the houſes were ge- 
nerally full of mourning and aMiQionz and the Emperours ſickneſs became the diſtem- 
per of all the Provinces; and theirs was the greateſt, becauſe his infirmity was only in 
his body, but theirs in their minds, apprehending to loſe with their peace the injoy- 


' ment of all thoſe good things, which were concomitant with it ; and having w——_ 
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the death of their Emperour attended commonly with Famine and other calamities,that 
are the conſequents of War, they could not fee any thing fo likely to exempt them, 
25 the health of their Prince. : 

His ſickneſs beginning to abate,the news was immediately ſpread abroad,and carried 
joy tothe very ends of the Earth ; For nothing 1s more nimblethan fame z and every 
body expeCted the news of his recovery with incredible patience ; and when it arrived 
every body believed himlelt recovered with him, and reſtored to his former felicity. 
Ir is not remembred, that any joy wasever ſo general, all people ſeeming to have paſ: 
{:d,as ir were in a moment,from a ſfavageand ruſtick, to a ſoft and a ſociable. life ; from 
Peſarts to Towns ; from Diſorder to Order and all by their happinels in being under 
the coadudt of a bountiful and legutimate Prince, 


CHAP IIL 


The Emperor Caius abandons himſelf to all ſorts of Debauchery,and with horrid ingratitude 
and terrible cruelty obliges young Tiberius, the Emperour”'s Grand: ſon, to kill himſelf. 


PHIL O'S Relation of an Embaſſy from the Jews of Alexandria © 
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UT it was quickly diſcernable, that the Spirit of man is blind in its imaginati- x 


ons ; that he is ignorant of what is moſt for his advantage, and that he takes the 
ſhadow many times for the ſubſtance. For this Prince, who was conſidered as an admi- 
rable BenefaQtor, and one whoſe Munificence and Favours were ſpread all over Europe 
and Az, became a Monſter for cruelty, or to ſpeak more properly,he dilcovered that 
humour, which though born with him, he had diſſembled till that time. The Emperor 
Tiberius had by his Son Dr«ſuws (who died before him) this young 7:berins : and by 
his Nephew Germanicus he had Cains Calizula,whom he preferred to Ziberius inthe Suc- 
ceſſionof the Empire,upon condition, that he ſhould acknowledge the greatneſs of the 
benefit by the manner ofhiis comportment with his Grand-Child : But Cazizs inſtead of 


being concerned for having received that by Adoption, which belonged to young 7ibe- x, 


7ius by ſucceſſion, prov'd ingrateful, and carried it to that exceſs of Inhumanity, that 
not contented to have defeated him of his Empire, he cauſed him to be put to death 
upon pretence of praQices againſt him ; as ifa perſon of his age had been capable of ſo 
great a deſign ; but many people are of opinion, that if young 7zberi#s had had ſome 
tew years more over his head, his Grandfather would doubtleſs have made him his Suc- 
ceſſor, and laid aſide Cazus, of whom he began already to be jealous. 

And this was the way which Cazzs took to execute his deteſtable Reſolution upon a 
Perſon, with whom in juſtice he ought to have parted the Soveraignty. He cauſed the 
young 7yberius to appear before him, aſſembled his friends, and told them: I love 7;- 
berins,not only as my Kinſman,but as my Brother, and I wiſh with all myhearrt, it was 
in my power to take him preſently as a partner into the Government, that I might 
thereby fulfil the laſt Will and Teſtament of his Grand-Father : But you ſee the ten- 
dernels of his years, and thathe is fitter to have a Governour, than to be a Governour 
himſelf. Wereit not for that, what joy,what eaſe would it be to me to have diſcharged 
my {elf of part of ſo great a burden, as itisto manage and condu& ſo many ſeveral 
Nations? Seeing then the affeQtion which I bear him obliges me to it, Ithink good to de- 
clare to you,that I am reſolved to ſerve and take care of him,not only as a Governour, 
but as a Father ; by which name I deſire he may call me, and I ſhall call him Son for 


the furure. 

When Cans by this Artifice had deluded all that were preſent, and by his counter- 
feit Adoption rather rob'd than conter'd upon the poor Prince that part ofthe Empire, 
to which he might lawfully have pretended,there was nothing left,that might vbitrutt 
his fall into that Snare, which he had laid for him: for the Laws of the Romans do 
pive the Parents an abſolute power overthfeir Children, and then the Supream degree 
of authority in which he was eſtabliſhed, lefr no man in a Capacity to queſtion any 
thing he did. So that looking upon this young Prince as an Enemy, he treaced him 
accordingly without reſpeCt to hisage, or any conſideration, thathe had been brought 
up by the Emperour with hopes of ſucceeding him in the Government : for after his 
Father Dr«ſs was dead, the Emperour took him into his tuition, and uſed him rather 


like his Son than his Grand-Child.

A Itis reported, that Caizs commanded him to kill himſelf in the preſence of ſeveral 
Tribunes and Captains, forbidding them ſtrictly to give him any aſſiſtance, becauſe 
( forſooth ) it was not decent, that the deſcendents of an Emperour ſhould die by any 
inferiour hands: For he would needs pals for a ftrict obſerver of the Laws, at the very 
time when he broke them, and a Bigot in Religion, when he was committing fo great a 
Crime, without the leaſt compunGion or remorſe for making a Stalking-Horſe of the 
truth by ſo ſtrange an hypocriſie. | | F | 

The poor Prince, who had never ſeen any murders before, nor been accuſtomed to 
thoſe counterfeit Combats, in which young Princes are uſually exerciled ia time of 
Peace, preſented his Throat to the perſon who ſtood next him; but he and all the reſt 
refuſing to diſpatch him,he took the Dagger himſelf,ask'd them where he was to ſtrike, 
and they in their great Civility having inſtruQted him,he ſtab'd himſelf immediately, 
and that with many blows, till by a lamentable and unmerciful compulſion he had 
murder'd himſelf. | 


CHAP. IV. 


C Caius puts to death Macro Colonel of” his Pretorian Bands, to whom he was obliged 
both for his life and his Empire. 


HEN Caizs had finiſhed that buſineſs, which of all his affairs was of the 
greateſt importance, there being no body left that could pretend to the Em- 
pire, or to whom any turbulent perſons could 1n prudence apply, he turn'd his indig- 
nation upon 4/acro, relolving, that he alſo ſhould feel the effeQs of his Cruelty and 
Ingratitude. El 
This AZzcro had not only ſerv'd him faithfully fince his advancement to the Throne, 
( which would have been no extraordinary thing, becauſe Princes who are fortunate 
D ſhall never want flatterers ) but he had been a great means, that 7 zcri#s had choſen him 
for his Succeſſor : For beſides that there never was Prince of greater Sagacity and 
Penetration than Z7zberizz, the experience, which his years had given him, gave him ſo 
large an inſight into the ſecreteſt Cogitations of Man, that he began to be jealous of 
Cairs : he ſuſpeCted him an Enemy in his heart to the whole family of the C!audiz; and 
that if he had any natural affection at all, it was only for his Relations by the Mothers 
fide, ſo that 7iberias began to be apprehenſive for his Grand Child, if he ſhould leave 
| him a Minor. Again he looked upon Caius as uncapable of the Government of ſo 
great an Empire, by reaſon of the weakneſs and levity of his parts, which ſeem'd 
rather inclining to folly than otherwiſe : ſolittle Solidity was there to be obſerved ei- 
E ther in his wordsor his ations : But there was no ſtone that Macro left unturned to 
diſcuſs theſe ſuſpitions, and eſpecially his apprehenſion for his Grand-Child. He 
aſſured the Emperour.that Cazs had an extreme reſped for him, and fo great an affe&i- 
on for hisCoulin, that he would willingly leave theEmpire to him,and that it was nothing 
but his retention and modeſty, that made people think him weak in his intelleQuals. 
When 4Zacro found theſe Reaſons would not work, he feared not to offer himſelf ia 
Caution : and the Emperour had no reaſon to ſuſpe& his Sincerity after the Teſtimo- 
ny which he had given of it, not only in diſcovering, but defeating the Conſpiracy of 
Sejanis, In ſhort, he was alwayes commending Caz#s, ( if it may be called commend- 
ing to undertake his juſtification againſt all uncertain ſurmiſes, and undetermined ac- 
- Cuſations ) and carried himſelf fo towards him; that, if Cats had been his Brother or 
his Son, he could not have done more : Several have attributed the Cauſe to the re- 
ſpeas, which Caiusalways ſhew'd to Macro, but more to the good offices of his Wite, 
who for ſome private Reaſons was always crying him up, and magnifying him to her 
Husband, and every one knows the influence of Women, eſpecially if they be immo- 
deſt, for then no Art nor Flattery can eſcape them, that may conceal their trangreſ- 
ſions from their Husband. MZacrogbeing ignorant of ſome paſſages in his houſe, inter- 
preted theſe artifices for affeQion, and the greatelt of his Enemies paſſed in his thoughts 
for the trueſt of his friends. That he had preſerved Caizs in ſo many dangers, and 
could not imagine, that he would ever be ingrateful, gave him the confidence to ad- 
moniſh him with grear liberty upon an apprehenſion, that he would either ruin himſelf 
or be corrupted by other people. He was like a good workman, jealous of his own 
manufaQure, and could not endure it ſhould be ſpoil'd. Caizs falling aſleep: one day 
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| Zou are not, S1R; to abandon your ſelf to the pleaſures of your ſence like other men, but are 
| rather to ſurpaſs them in gravity and prudence, as much as youtranſcend. them in dignity and 
| extraction. How ſtrange will it appear, for the Monarch of the World, to be unable to 1 
ql moderate himſelf in ſuch ſlight and contemptible things ? The great honour that inviroy or, 
| oblines you to do nothing unſuitable to the 1Majeity of ſa great and ſo redoubted an Lenveronr : 
fl Hh:z you are in the Theatre, or Circus, or in the place of any publick exerciſe, you are not 
| to corfider the ſhow or ſpectacle ſo much, as the pains and care, which thoſe perſons, why pre- 
ſent it, bave taken to do it to your content ; and are to argue thus with your ſelf ; {f theſe perſons 
have taken ſo much pains in things that are uſeleſs to the life of man, and only ſerviceable 
to the pleaſures of the ſpeitators,that thereby they may merit their applanſes c* acclamation,hat 
. 7s there incumbent upon a Prince, who profeſſes an art infinitely more eſt imable ? Do you nob 
iow that there is nothins equal to governing well, ſeeing it cauſes plenty in all Places capa- 
ble of Cultivation, and ſecures Navigation, by which all the Provinces ha%e Commerce, and K 
communicate their reſpettive Commoadites ? Envy and Fealouſic, to fruſtrate this happy 
Communication, have like poiſon infeFed ſome perſons, and ſome Towns : But ſince your Au- 
on(t Family has been advanced to the Soveraignty and Supreme power, which exrenas it ſelf x 
well over the Seas as Lands of the whole Farth, it has repelled theſe mouſters into the moſt re- 
rlafe and obſcure Solitudes. To you alone it is that this ſupreme Authority is committed. 
Providence has plac'd JOU, AS A judicious Pilot, to manage the Helm. It is your office to look 
79 the ood condutt of this incomparable veſſel fraughted with the welfare of all mankind ; and 
as fo aoble an office is above all eſtimatibn, you ought not to take Jn in any thing [0 
much,as inrendering ſo many Nations, as are under your dominion,happy by your benefits. *Tis 
true they may be obli:*d by particular perſons, but it is from their Prince, only they are to ex- L 
pect this excellent condutt, by which he ſhowrs down his bounty upen them with full hands, re. 
ſerving oaly ſuch things,as in prudence are neceſſary for the remeaying of ſuch accidents, as can- 
zzot be foreſeen. | 
Thus it was, that this unfortunate Counſellor adviſed Caizs with delign to have 
made him better ; But his wicked nature turned his remedies into poiſon, made a 
mock of his counſel, and became much worſe ; in ſo much as, when AZacro came to- 
wards him one time, he ſaid to thoſe who were then abouthim ; Do you ſee that imper- 
tiuent Schoolmaſter, thit ridiculous F :dagogue ? hewould take upon himto give initructions, 
zot only toa Child, but to a perſon wiſer than himſelf. He prates,as if a ſubjeft was to com- 
mandan Fmperonr, and an Emperonr, that is not ignorant in the art of Governing, and he M 
believes himſclf excellent in that Science. Bnt 1would fain know, where he learned it. For m 
»art,t was brought up to it from my Cradle, recetving continual inflruttions from my Father, 
Brothers, Uncles, Confins, Grand- Father, Great-Grand- Father, and many other great 
Princes, from whom I am deſcended both by the Father and Mother, without ſo much as men- 
toning the ſeeds of vertue, which Nature mingles with the blood of thoſe ſhe deſians ſhall com- 
mand : For by the ſame reaſon as Children are obſerved to reſemble their Parents, not only in 
the linenmerts of their face, and the qualities of their mina, but in their Very 2ESFUTES, in- 
clinations and actions, by the ſame reaſon thoſe, who proceed from a Race accuſtomed to dos 
minion,do receive with their exiſtence adiſpoſition,that makes them capable of all the impreſſions © 
neceſſary for the formation of a great Prince. 17 therefore may ſay, that, whew my Mother N 
tarried me in her womb, and even befoFe&was brought into the YYorld, Twas initrufted in the 
art of Governinz, and yet a private perſon, whoſe thoughts have nothing in them that is noble 
ant [ublime,has the confidence to give me Connſel in the Condutt and Repiment of my Empire, 
which to him is an impenetrable myſtery. 
ia this manner Ca/us conceived every day more and more averſion to Macro, en- 
deavouring to charge him with falſe crimes, but ſuch as might at leaſt carry in them 
ſome appearance of truth 3 and of this fort he believed he had found one by theſe 
words, which fell from acro upon a time. 
: The Emperonr 1s of my making, aud has no leſs obligation tome, than tot hoſe who broug ht 
him ito the Yorld.Three times by my prayers and contrivances have[ reſcued him from the O 
fury of Tiberius, who would have put him to death ; and when Tiberius, 1/9 world have 
pt 


to the Emperour CAIUS CALIGULA:

A put him ts death;and when Tiberius dyed, 7cauſed him to be declared £Emperour by the Guards, 


which were under my Command, remanitrating and inculcating to them, that the only way 
zo keep the Empire entire was to pay obedience but to one perſon. | 

Many people approved this diſcourſe in Macro, as knowing it was true, and not yet 
underſtanding the inconftancy and diffimulation of Caius ; But not manny days after 
the unfortunate 4acro and his wife were put to death ; which was all the recompence 
that the ingratitude of Caizs afforded to the fidelity of his ſervant, for having ſecured 
him againſt death, and advanc'd himto the Empire. Some ſay, acro was compelled 
to kill himſelf, and that his wife did the ſame, though it was more than ſuſpeQed Caz- 
#5 had been kinder to her formerly. But what is more unconſtant than love, by reaſon 
of the frequent exceptions and diſguſts that happen, where the affection is irregular ? 
Nay ſo inſatiable was the cruelty of Cazns, that he put todeath the whole family of AZa- 
cro, leaving not ſo much as one of his Servants alive.

CHAP. V. 


Caius cauſed his Father in Jaw Marcus Syllanus 70 be flain for giving him 
wiſe Counſel : and the Murder of him was followed by the Execution 


C of ſeveral others, 
\ þ T HEN this perfidious Prince had in this manner quitted himſelf ofhis Com- 
petitor in the Empire, and of a perſon to whom he ought both his authority 
and life, there was a third deſign that remained to be executed, to 
the perpetration of which he imploy'd his utmoſt addreſs, His Father in Law 
Marcus Syllanus ( who was a perſon of great Generoſity, and of illuſtrious extraRtion } 
after the death of his Daughter whodied very young ) continued to Caius theaffeQtion 
of an own Father rather than of a Father in Law, believing that, though the 
Princeſs was dead, he could not but have the ſame ſentiments for him. Upon this 
D ſcore he ſpake to him with great liberty about the meaſures, which he was to take 
by his ations to anſwer the hopes which were conceived of him : but Caius, being fo 
vainan Opiniaſter,that inſtead of owning or mending his faults,he flattered himſelf with 
a Fancy,that he was excellent in all kinds of virtues,&: looked upon thoſe as his Enemies, 
who gave him good counſel,he perverted the good Counſel of Splazns, reputed it an in- 
ſolence, grew infupportable towards'him, and could not endure any longer to have 
him an inpediment to the irregularity of his paſſions. After this he baniſh'd as well 
out of his thoughts as his heart the remembrance of his wife, and by more than barba- 
rous Cruelty cauſed him to be put todeath for Treaſon, from whom ſhe had received 
life, and who ought to have been reſpeted by him as an own Father. The noiſe of 
E this murder, which was followed by the execution of ſeveral others the moſt conſiderable 
| in the Empire, was ſpread all over the World : every body ſpake of it with horrour,but in 
private, their fear obſtrutting the publication of their reſentment. Neverthe- 
leſs the people being eafily deluded, [and not without difficulty to be perſwaded, that a 
Prince, who had appeared ſo good and fo gentle, ſhould be ſo ſuddenly changed, ir 
was ſaid in his —_—_ That, as to the death of the young Tiberius, the Soveraign power 
could not admit of a Partner : That he was only prevented by Caius ; for if his age would 
hve permitted, he would have treated him in the ſame manner : That it was perhaps by the 
Providence of God,and for the benefit of the whole JYorld, that Tiberius lo his life, to 
ſecure the Empire from Civil and Forreign Wars, which would have divided into facti- 
F 91s by the ſeveral great perſons, who would have eſpouſed the intereſt both of the one and the 
other : That nothing is more deſirable than peace : That Peace cannot ſubſiſt but by good con- 
dutt inthe Provinces ; and that a Province cannot be well govers'd, unleſs the Government be 
in a ſingle perſon, whoſe authority maintains all things in quiet and repoſe : That, as to Ma- 
cro, he was grown ſoſawcy and proud, that in . ——_—" he had quite forgot that excellent. 
direftion of the Oraclz at Delphos, Noſce teiplum, which is a thing ſo neceſſary, that with 
the knowleds of ones ſelf owe cannot fail to be happy, nor avoid being unhappy, when it is not 
attained : That it was inſupportable for Macro to ſet himſelf up above the Emperonr,as if it 
was not his office to command, and the ſubjeits to obey : 11 this manner it was that the igno- 
rant either out of flattery or folly interpreted the wholſome counſels of - Macro : and, as for 
Syllanus, it was ſaid, that it was ridiculous in him to pretewd to as much power over his 
Son inLaw, as a Father has over his own Son,ſceing thoſe Fathers who are but Citiz2ns,ao (ub- 
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mit without trouble to their own Children, when they are advanced to any dignity or office, and A 
that it was imprudently done in him to imagine,that being but his Father inLawhe ſhould have 
a right to interpoſe in publick affairs, without conſidering that his allyance with the Emperour 
was extinguiſhed by the death of his Daughter, Marriages being but outward ligaments, 
which, though they joyn Families together at preſent, yet they are broken upon the death of 


either of the parties. ; ; | 
This was the diſcourſe, which was uſed in ſome of their aſſemblies to excuſe the 


Emperour's cruelty 3 for there having been'none of his Predeceſſors, of whoſe meekneſs 
and bounty they had conceived a better opinionghey could not { as I have faid ) ima. 
Tine he ſhould be ſo changed in a Moment.

CHAP YL 


Caius requires the weneration of one of the Gods. 


| Heſe horrid and criminal aQtions paſſed in the mind of Caius for ſo many viQtories 

obtain'd againſt the moſt conſiderable perſons of his Empire ; For his fury had 
extinguiſhed the luſtre of the Imperial Family in the blood of his Couſin young7 berius, 
whom he ought in juſtice to have taken into the partnerſhip of the Government. His K 
abominable inhumanity had exaſperated the Senate by the death of S3/[az# hisFather in 
Law, who was one of their greateſt ornaments:and his horrible ingratitude had taken a- 
way the life of Zacro a perſon of the firſt Rank in his Court, and to whom he was 
oblig'd particularly for the Grandeur, to which he was advanc'd. 

Having perpetrated theſe great things, he believed, that, there being no body left, 
who durit oppoſe himſelf againſt his pleaſure, he ought not to be ſatisfied with the 
greateſt honours, that could be confer'd upon man ; bur that he might expect and chal- 
lenge what was given to the Gods ; and it is reported, that to perſwade himſelf ro ſo 
ſtrange an extravagance his argument was thus : 

£s thoſe who condutt and have the care of Herds of Cattel whether Oxen, or Sheep, or [ 
Deer ,are neither Oxen,nor Sheep,nor Deer themſelves,but men of nature infinitely more excel- 
tent, than the nature of thoſe animals : ſo they, who have the command of all the men and Crea- 
tures in the World, ought to be conſidered as more excellent than men, and yecetve reve. 
rence like Gods, | ; 

Having admitted this ridiculous fancy into his head, and taken the boldneſs to pub. 
liſhit, he came by degrees to the effeAs : He began firſt to deſire to be reverenced as 
one of the Demi-Gods, ſuch as Bacchus, Herenles, Caftor and Pollux, Lryphon, Am- 

phiarus, Amphilochus and others ; but he laugh'd at their Oracles and Ceremonies, and 
Taviſh'd them from them, that they mightbe attributed to himſelf. | | 

He chang'd his habit and dreſs like a player.Sometimes to perſonate Fercules he wore M 
a Lions skin about his ſhoulders,and a Clubin his hand: ſometimes he wore a Hat like 
Caitor and Pollux, and ſometimes in imitation of Bacchus he wore the skin of a young 
Hind. But in this point he differed from thoſe pretended Deities; that, whereas they 
were contented with their reſpeQive and-particular Ceremonies without envying what 
was confer'd upon the reſt, he required them all, that he might be accounted above 
them. 

Nevertheleſs that, which contracted the great throng of ſpeQators,was not that he had 
three bodies like Gerioz, but becauſe he transformed himſelf into asman y different 
ſhapes as Protens ; who, as Homer deſcribes, changed himſelf into ſeveral Elements, 
Animals, and Plants. N 

But,C##s, this vain reſemblance with theſe Demi-Gods was not the thing, you ought 
to have affected; you were rather to have imitated their ations and vertue. Hercules by 
his glorious labours delivered both Land and Sea from ſuch Monſters, as troubled the 
repoſe of mankind : Bacchus, who was the firſt that planted the. Vine, brought a li- 
quor into the World ſo pleaſant and comfortable) both to the body and mind of man, 
that it made them forget their ſorrows, exhilerated and fortified their hearts in ſuch 
manner, that the effeQs of it are ſtill ſeen in the dances and feſtivities, not only of the 
moſt civilrz'd, but of the moſt barbarous Nations. As to Caftor and Pollux, the two 
Sons of F#up#ter,is it not faid,that one of them being immortal and the other mortal,he, 
who had the advantage of immortality, not being able to think that his brother ſhould © 


die, would needs equal and debaſe himſelf tothe condition of his Brother by commu- 
nicating 


to the Emperour Catus CALIGULA. 
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A nicating to him part of his immortality,and in ſome meaſure ſubjeQing himſelfro death, * 


which was the greateſt expreſiion of kindneſs that could be imagined. Theſe Hos 
then, who were the admiration of their own ages, and are ſtill the wonder of 
ours, were Rot ador'd and revernec'd as Gods, but for their benefits and good ations 
to man. But, Ci#s, what have you done in imitation, that may incourage you to 
{ich an exaQion? Tobegin with Caſtor and Pollax have you imitated the perfe& triend- 
ſhip, that was between thoſe two Brothers, and made them 1o glorious ? you with- 


out compaſſion to the youth and tenderneſs of him, who ought to have been to you as 


a Brother, and with whom you were in juſtice obliged to have ſhar'd the whole Em- 
pire, you (Ifay) have cruelly embrued your hands in his blood, and ſent his ſiſters 
B jnto Exile, to reign with the more ſecurity and quiet your ſelf. Have you imitated 
Bacchus, and diffus'd an univerſal joy and cheartulneſs over the whole Earth by any 
admirable invention ? you, who being to be conſidered no otherwiſe bat as a publick 
Plague, have found out nothing but new inventions to turn that joy into ſorrow, that 
chearfulneſs into ſadneſs, and make peoples lives a burden : You, who in recompence 
of the infinite wealth and advantages, which flow unto you dayly from all parts of the. 
World, do with your inſatiable avarice cruſh and depreſs your people with the weight 
of ſo many newTributes and Impoſitions,that you inforce them to abominate your horri- 
ble inhumanity. Do you imitate Hercnles in the nobleneſs of his aQtions,and in the difi- 
culty of his Labours to introduce and eſtabliſh peace, to diſtribute juſtice and reſtore 
C plenty both at land andat Sea ? you, who on the contrary being molt lazy and fear. 
tul of your ſex, have baniſhed all order, and quiet, and happineſs, to introduce dif- 
order, and trouble,” and all kind of miſery in their places. Is it then by theſe meaſures 
you think to paſs for a Demi-God? and do you deſire to be immortal, that you may 
continue thele afflictions eternally ? Is it not more rational on the other fide to belive, 
that, if you were really one of the Gods, the odiouſneſs of your condutt would degrade 
you, and tumble you down again into the degree of a man,ſceing vice is as efficacious to 
. make people mortal,as virtue to immortalize?Forbear then to compare your ſelf to Caitor 
and Pollux, who were ſo much Celebrated for their Brotherly love, after you have been 
{o cruel as to have murdered your own Brother ; and do not pretend to the honours, 
which are given to Hercules and Bacchus who ſignaliz'd themſelves by their good deeds 
whillt your crimes and iniquities are ſufficient to render them uſeleſs. 


CHAP. VIL 


The folly increaſing every day, he exaited the honour of a God, aud imitated Mercury; 
Apollo, azd Mars. 


FE UT the arrogance of Cazus reſted not there : he thought it beneath him to be 

honoured asa Demi-God, and therefore pretended to be equal with the Gods. 

At firſt he would paſs for Zercury, and habited himſelf like him, wearing a Ca- 

aucexs 10 his hand, and winged Buskins upon his Legs. Torepreſent Apollohe appeared 

another time with a Crown upon his head gliſtering with Rays, a quiver at his back, 

with Arrows in his left hand, and with his right hand diſtributed Largeſfſes among the 
people, to ſhew that his bounty was greater than his exaQtion. 

And that he had inſtituted ſacred dances, in which ſongs were ſung in praiſe of this 
new God,who before, whilſt he perſonated Bacchus, contented himſelf with the names of 
Evins, Liens, and Liver. Many times alſo, when he repreſented AZ7rs,he armed him- 

_ {elf with a head-piece, a Cuiraſſe, and a Buckler, ſhewing himſelf publickly with a 
F naked Sword in his hand, accompanied with Bravo's and He#ors ready for any mur- 
ders that he ſhould command them, and all to imitate the fury of that deity,who breath'd 
nothing but {laughter and blood. So extraordinary a ſpeCtacle fill'd with aſtoniſhment 
the minds of his people, who could not ſufficiently admire, that he ſhould prerend 
to any reſemblance with thoſe, having nothing of their virtue or good qualities to re. 
commend him, and that he ſhould affeC&t to take upon him the marks of that good, 
which they had procured to mankind. For what elſe is ſignified by the Winged Buſ- 
kins of Aercury, but that he was an Embaſſador of the Gods; and an Interpreter of 
their wills, the Greek name implying no otherwiſe, but thathe was the mellenger of 
G happy news, which he conveyed with expedition ? And not only a God, buta man 
would with great difficulty be perſwaded _—_ the meſſenger of bad. The Caducers 
Bb what 
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W hat did it 1mport, but that he was the Stickler,and Mediator in Treaties,and all mat. 
ters of Peace ; ſeeing men allo uſed the ſame upon the like occaſions, and otherwiſe 
there would have been no end of the ill conſequences of War ? But that C:iz5 put on 
his wiaged Brodequins upon his Ankles, was it to publilh and ſpread abroad thorow all 
the Provinces the noiſe of his Crimes, which ought rather to have been buried in per- 
petual Oblivion ? And why ſhould he give himſclf{o much trouble, when without ſtir- 
ing from his place, he committed ſuch an infinite number of impieties, which [treaming 
inceſſantly from that dereſtable ſource,overflow'd the whole world, and was a more per- 
nicious Deluge than the former ? And why ſhould he carry a Caduce, when there was 
nothing to be found either in his words or aCtions, that had the leaft appearance or ten- 
dency to Peace 3 But on the contrary, there was not a Province or Town 1n all Greece 
or Bazbary,in which he was not the occaſion of diviſion and troubles ? Let our pretend- 
ed 17:rcury then quit that Name,which is ſo unſuitable for him. 

And asto Apollo, In what was it that he could pretend to reſemble him ? Was it in 
the glittering of his Crown, as if the Sun and the Day were more proper for the com- 
miſſion of Evil, than Darkneſs and Night ? There are none but aCtions that are vir- 
tunus, and worthy of praiſe, that are fit for the Day, whilſt actions that are wicked and 
{candalous ought to look out the thickeſt and moſt private obſcurities in Dens and 
Caves. 

This counterfeit Apello has no leſs overturn'd and perverted the Order of Phyſick ; 
For, whereas the true polo invented wholſome and ſalutiferous Remedies for the Cure x 
of Maladies, this made uſe of nothing but ſuch poyſons as were mortal and deſtruQive. 
His inſatiable avarice animated him principally againſt the greateſt and moſt opulent 
perſons of Ztaly, becauſe among them there was more Gold and Silver to be tound, than 
in all the reſt of the Whole ; and had not God Almighty delivered it, there had nor 
been a place in the whole Empire,that his avarice would not have pillaged, ruined, and 
deſtroyed. | | 

Apollo was celebrated likewiſe not only for his excellency in Phy ſick, but for his Pre- 
dictions, which by his Oracles he communicated for the good of Mankind, that they 
might not fink under thoſe Calamities which hung over their heads. But the Oracles 
of Caius extended no further,thanto the fortelling to the moſt Illuftrious, and beſt qua- x. 

lified perſons, Confiſcation, Exile and Death ; the only favours, that were to be expeCt- 
ed from his oppreſſion, injuſtice and tyranny. What ſ{imilitude was there then betwixt 
thele two polloy's ? And what ſhame was it,that Songs ſhould be ſung equally in com- 
mendation of them both, as if it were aleſfs crime to attribute to a vitious man the ho- 
nours, which were due only to a God, than to counterfeit Money, which carries but the 
Image ofa Prince ? 

But nothing was more ſtrange, than to ſee a man,whoſe Mind and body were ſo nota- 
riouſly effeminate, arrogate to himſelf the force and courage of Mars, and delude the 
SpeQators by changing his Habit as frequently as a Player upon a Stage. For in what 
was it that he might be ſaid toreſemble not only the fabulous Zars,which is bur a fiQti- 4 
on, but the true one ( if there was ſucha one ) which he deſired to reſemble, that has 
a Courage generous and beneiicent,always ready to relieve the oppreſſed [ as the Greet 
word lignifies)' a Courage, that by juſt and lawfull Wars was ſtill followed with a happy 
and an honourable Peace. For Mars hath two Names, One implying and repreſent- 
ing him a lover of ſuch Peace, as conduces to the tranquility of the Publick ; and the 
other deſcribing him, as a lover of War, which cannot be accompanied but with Ca- 


lamity and Confuſion, 
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CHAP. VIIik 


Cajus 7ates 4 prejudice againſt the Jews, becauſe they would not, like other People, 
Reverence him as a God. 


Derai-gods, and leſs with the Gods themſelves. Never Prince had more wicked 
inclinations. He embraced blindly and with an immoderate vehemence whatevercame 
into his mind ; his ambition was little better than madneſs; his obltinacy was invincible, 
and his irregular defires had no bounds in the abuſes and outrages which he committed 
by his Power. 

The Zews ( formerly happy enough ) feltthe deplorable efleCts of it : for he looked 
upon them as the :only perſons capable of oppoſing his Deligns, - in-reſpe@rhat from 
their Infancy they had learned from their Parents by a conſtant Tradition (and it had 
been inculcated and confirmed to them by their fagred Laws ) not to acknowledg any 
but the true God, the Creator of Heaven and Earth ; For all other Nations, though 
groaning under the burthen of his tyrannical domination, in flattery complied with his 
deſire, and by that means augmented his preſumption and vanity. = - 

Several Rowans were not aſhamed likewiſe to proſtitute and diſhonour the Liberty of 
their City by introducing into ZFaly che ſame baſe conformity and ſubmiſſion, which rhe 
Barbarians uſed in their puſillanimous Adorations. But he knew that the Zews, on the 
contrary, rather than conſent to the leaſt violence or intrenchment upon their Laws, 
ran to death as to immortality. For as a Stone cannot be taken out of a Building, but 
by little and little the whole Fabrick will run to ruine ; it is the ſame in matter of Reli- 
gion, to the d<{truQtion of which nothing could contribute more, than ſuch an impious 
and audacious enterprize, as the pretending to- change a mortal Man into an immortal 
God, which is far more difficult, than that God ſhould be changed into a Man ; beſides 
that it would open a door to horrible infidelity, and dreadful ingratitude towards, God 
Almighty , whole infinite Goodneſs is perpetually ſprinkling and diſpenſing his Mercies 
and Favours upan all Creatures, | 
This was the occafion of that cruel war made upon our Nation: and what greater miſ- 
fortune can betal any Servants than to have their Maſter their enemy ? But the SubjeQts 
of Emperours are Servants; and whereas the moderation of cthePrinces, which governed 
before C2745, made their Dominion gentle and pleaſing to all People, his Government was 
inſupportable.Mercy was a Virtue unknown to him;and ſo far was he from any remorſe, 
that he made it his boaſt, when he trampled upon the Laws and aboliſhed them. to make 
Toon for his own Violence and Tyranny. But the principal Ovjett of his Fury were 
the Fews ; It did not fatisfie him to ule them as Servants, but he treated them as Slaves 


I Su pnoſ. ? have clearly demonſtrated, that Caius had but little reſemblance with the

of” Caius iz their places ; Tadignities that were never praitiſed under Auguſtus 
or Tiberius. Zhe Praiſes of Auguſtus.

\ HEN the Pique, which this Emperour had againſt the Zews, came firſt to the 
knowledge of the Inhabitants of exandrid{ who had had alwayes a mortal 

and inveterate quarrel againſt them, they thought they could never have a fairer op. 
portunity to revenge themſelves ; and therefore, as if they had received Orders to that 
purpoſe from the Emperour, or, having overcome the Zews in Battel, the right of War 
had expoſed them to their fury, they fell upon them with irreſiſtable violence, forced, 
their Houſes, turned their Families out of doors, ſack'd, plundred, and carried away all 
the beſt of their Goods, and that not in the night like Thieves , who were fearful of 
puniſhment, but at noon day, expoſing and ſhewing what they had taken to every body 
Bbbb 2 they 
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they met, as if they had been their own, and bought with their money ; tome of them, H 
by a ceteſtable aſſociation in that impious aCtion, ſharing their plunder in the Market- 
place in the preſence of thoſe very perſons which they had robb'd, and added mockery 
to their vivicence, | SP BY 

But what is it to have brought ſuch People to indigence as were irich and ſplendid 

before ; to have forc'd them from their Houſes, and expoſed them like YVagabonds to 
all the injuries of the Air ? Theſe inhumane Aexanarians drove the Fews with their 
Wives and Children from all parts of the Town to coop them uplike Beaſts in ſo cloſe 4 
place,that not having given them liberty to bring any thing with them,they doubted not 
but that they would dye either with hunger, or the infetion of the Air Free reſpirati- 
on being lo neceſſary to the Life of Man, by reaſon of the heat of the Bowels, that it is 1 
:ke adding fuel to fire, inſtead of freſh and cool air to refrigerate the Lungs, to give 
them nothing but the hor ſtifling Air of a great throng of People crowded together in a 
Prels. 
In this extremity theſe poor People, at leaſt to take Breath, diſperſed themſelves, 
ſome in the Defſarts, ſome along the Sea-Coaſt, and others into the Sepulchres ; and 
it in any place of the ſaid Town any of the Zews appeared, as not knowing what had 
paſſed, the exandrians knocked them down, or lam'd them with ſtones or with 
Cudgels, and handled them in the ſame manner as they did thoſe who had eſcaped our 
of that little place, where they had throng'd ſo great a multitude. 

Theſe cruel Perſecutors upon the Banks of the. River way-laid the Zewiſh Merchants, x 
who traftiqued to: Aexanaria, they rob'd them of their goods, and burnt the Merchants 
alive ; {ome in fires made of the wood of their own Veſlels; others in the middle of the 
City, and that in a way more cruel than the other ; becauſe their tire, being made of a 
oreener and more moiſt wood, choak'd them with the ſmoke, as well as tormented them 
with its flames; others they drew with Cords thorow the Streets and Market-places with 
ſuch fury and indignation, that, their death being unable to ſatisfy their rage,they trod 
their dead bodies under their feet,and tore them into ſo many pleces, that had any body 
been ſo well diſpoſed as to have buried them, he would not have found any thing re- 
maining that might have exerciſed his Charity. 

When they perceived the Governour of the Province(who in a moment might have 
appeaſed a greater Commotion ) did not only connive, but incourage it, by pretending 
to be ignorant ; they grew more infolent and audacious ; they aſſembled in Troops, 
Tan in great throngs to the Oratories ofthe Zews, ( which were many in all the quarters 
of the Town) cut down the Trees that were about them, demoliſhed ſome of them, ut- 
terly burned others, and the flames of them conſumed ſeveral of the neighbouring Hou- 
ſes, by which alſo the gilt Bucklers, Statues and Inſcriptions, which the Roa, Empe- 
Tours had ſet upin honour of the Courage or Virtue of ſeveral of the Zews, which ought 
to have been reverenced, were burned and conſumed. 

in ſhort, Nothing was able to reſtrain their madneſs; For in ſtead of apprehending_ 
Puniſhment or Corre&tion, they underſtood the hatred which Cazzs had conceived 
agzinſt the Fews, and that nothing would pleaſe him better, than to have them treated 
with that terrible Cruelty. 

Again, to cajole the Spirit of this Prince by their new flatteries, to oppreſs and de- 
ſtroy us with more ſecurity, and invade and ſubvert our Laws without fear, they ſet up 
his Statues in ſuch Oratories, as they were not able to demoliſh by reaſon of the great 
number of Zews which gave them oppoſition ; and that, which they ereCted in the prin- 
cipal of all the Oratories, was placed in a Chariot drawn with four Horſes in Brafs, in 
which they were ſo ardently zealous, that having no Horſes lately caſt, they took them 
out of the place appropriated to their publick Exerciſes, lame and crippled as they were, 
and a5 was reperted, made anclently for Queen Cleopatra, the laſt of that Name : Which 
aCtion of theirs ought rather to have offended Cazzs than otherwile ; For ſceing he atic&- 
cd ſuch extraordinary honours, though the Horſes had been new, yet having beca made 
for a Woman, they were unworthy of him ; and though they were ſet up in favour of 
him,yet they were too much ſpoifed and imperfect to give him fatisfaQtion. Beſides they 
thoughr they ſhould merit very much by changing theſe Oratories into Temples, to 
augmentthe number of thoſe which were dedicated to him ; which nevertheleſs they did 
not 10 much in honour of him, as in hatred to our Nation. And of this there needsno 
better proot,than that for three hundred years together, during the reign of ten of rheir 
Kings, they never conſecrated a Statue to any of them in their Chappels, though they 
placed their Kings inthe rank of their Gods, and gave that Title to ſome of them. And O 


It i5 no wonder, that, though they-knew they were but men, they ſhould honour their 
| | Princes 


to the Emperouw Calus CALIGULA. 


A Princes like Gods, ſeeing they payed the ſame adoration to Doggs, Wolfs, Lyons, 


Crocodiles and ſeveral other amphibious Creatures,inſomuch as all Z-ypt is full of Tem- 
ples, Altars and Groves conſecrated totheir honour, 

But as they were the greateſt flatterers in the World,and conſidered the Fortune more 
than the pzrion ofany Prince, they will an{lwer perha ps, 7, hat the Roman Emperors being 
more putjjant ana proſperous than their own Rings, tf was but Jurice to give them more hononr. 
What anl{wer can be more ridiculous ? For why then did they not give the ſame honour 
to 7iberins, to whom Caizs was obliged for his Empire, fince that Prince reigned three 
and twenty years with ſuch prudence and felicity, that he preferved to his dying day, 
not only the Greet Provinces, but the Barbarous1n profound Peace, and the enjoyment 
ofall things ? Was it thatin his Birth he was inferiour to Caizs ? He excelPd him on 
both ſides, both by the Father and Mother. Was it that his Education or Learning was 
leſs? Whar perſon in his time was wiſer or more eloquent ? Was it that his years 
were not {» many, and by conſequence his Experience not fo great ? What Emperor 
ever ended his days ina happier old Age ? And eyen in his Youth was not his capacity 
and judgment wonderful, which 15 not commonly acquired but by number of years? yer 
you never thought him worthy of ſuch extraordinary honour. 

W har ſhall 1 ſay likewiſe of that ineftimable Prince, who ieemed by the Eminence of 
his Virtues, to be raiſed aboye the condition. of men ; and by the multitude of his 
g00d deeds, and the felicity of his Reign, was the firſt who merited the glorious name 


C of Auguitus, and having received it himſelf from no body, tranſmitted it to his poiterity?

The Sea was in oppoſition againſt the Land, and the Land againſt the Sea. FZvrope was 
in Armes againſt 42, and ia againſt Zaurope, Allthe Grandecs of the Empire divi- 
ded to determine who ſhould remain Maſter, and it may be ſaid, that the whole race of 
mankind was ready to periſh by this bloody and cruel war kindled at the ſame time in 
all parts ofthe world ; when in ſo horrible a Tempelt this great Prince took the Rud. 
der into his own hand, reſtored Peace tothe whole W orld, renewed Plenty and Trade, 
Civiliz?d the Manners of the moſt barbarous Nations, overwhelraed as it were all the 
great Towns with ſo much happineſs, that they might have pals'd for Free States,main- 
tain'd Peace, encourag'd Juſtice, and forbore not unceilantly to pour out his Favours 
upon the People with full hands, even to the end of his days. 

This incomparable Emperour bad Zeypt under his Dominion for three and forty 
years together ; yet you never paid him that honour, which you have done to Caizs ; you 
ſet not up his Statues in the Oratories of the Zews, though never Prince deſerved fo 
much reverence as he, not only as he was the Foundation of the Augnit Imperial Family; 
But as he was the Qniter of that Soveraign Power, which was divided before, and uſed it 
with ſuch moderation,that thereby he procured the publickFelicity,there being-nothing 
more certain than that ſaying of the Ancients, 7he Government by many is moſt dangerous 
in reſpett of the miſchiefs which do follow their diverſity of Fudgment. The Example like- 
wiſe of other People ought to have obliged you: for in all other places they pay'd him 
divine honour, and conſecrated many rich Temples to him, ſuch as are not to be 
ſeen (either Ancient or Modern) in other Towns, and particularly in 4lexandria: 
For what other is comparable to that, which upon his account bears the name of 
Scbafian, built near the Port. and in ſuch eſteem with Marriners and Sea-men? It is 
ſo ſpacious and lofty, it is viſible a far off, Ir is full of excellent PiQtures, admirable 
Statues, and other rich Preſents both of Silver and Gold,that have been offered by great 
Perſons ; nothing is more Magnificent than its Portico's, its Qnire, its Galleries, its Zi- 
brary, and its Grove. In ſo general a Concourſe of People, could any man of ſence fay, 
That this was not to pay Auguſtus all the hoziour that was due to him, except putting up his 
Statues in tne Oratories of the Jews ? No without doubt : But that which hindred it 
then was, that they underſtood that incomparable Prince took 3s much pleaſure to ſee 
every body live regularly, andaccording to the Laws of their Country, as hedid care to 
have the Rowan Laws put in execution ; and if he received any honours extraordinary 
from the blindneſs of his adorers, it was not that he approved it himſelf, but that he 
thought it might conduce to elevate and enhance the Grandeur and Majeſty of the Em- 
pire. For what can be a greater inſtance of his Moderatſons and that he would not ſuf- 
ter himſelf ro be puffed up or dazled by the vanity or extravagance of their reſpe&s, 
thanthat he would never admit the Title either ofa God or a Maſter ? and indeed not 
only rejeQted that flattery, but expreſſed great approbation of the horror and deteſtacion 
of thoſe which declare for ſuch things? Otherwiſe how could he have permitted that the 
Fews(che greateſt part of whom have beenEfranchiſed byſuch Malters as had taken them 
Prifoners 1n the Wars ) ſhould be allowed to poſſeſs in Rome lo great a part of the City

es beyond rhe 7zber ? He was not Ignorant that they had their Oratories, where þ 
they met for their Devotions,eſpecially on their Sabbath day ; That they raiſed their 
Tenths to ſend them to Feruſalerr, and that they offered their Sacrifices there alſo, yer 
he did not Baniſh them from Rowe ; and he was ſo far from aboliſhing their Religion, 
or ſubverting their Lawsand their Cuſtoms, that he gaverich Preſents to our Temple, 
and ordained, that every day Sacrifice {hovid be?made to God Almighty, which is ob. 
ſerved to this day,and will be obſerved tor ever, and remain an eternal Mark of the yir.

| pF ky wha likewiſe that the Fews ſhould be compriſed in the publick diſtributions of 
Money and Corn,which were made among the People in certain Months; and if it hap. 
pened thoſe Diſtributions were made upon their Sabbath-day, at which time itis not per- 1 
mitted among them to do or receive any thing eſpecially for their own profit and advan- 
tage ; he took care that their portions ſhould be reſerved, and delivered the next day, 
which made the Zews ſo conſiderable among other Nations, that, though naturally they 
had no kindneſs for them, yet they durſt not moleſt them 1n the exerciſe of their Re- 
lio10n. 

PAnd Tberins treated them in the ſame ſort, though Scjanns did what he could by his 

Calumnies to ruine thoſe who inhabited at Rome, becauſe he knew they could not be 

brought to joyn in his abominable Conſpiracy againſt his Maſter. And this Prince 

ſont afterwards to all the Governours of Provinces, that, exceptſome few who had been 

medling in that Plot, all the reft of the Fews ſhould be well treated, and notobliged to x 

change any thing oftheir Cuſtoms ; becauſe they were naturally peaceable, and had no- 

thing either in their Laws or Manners contrary or inconſiſtent with the Tranquility 


of the Empire.

CHAP. - A.

Caius being already inraged againſt the Jews of Alexandria, was much exaſperated by an 
Agyptian call:d Helico, who had been formerly a Slave, but was then L 


in very great favour. 


ATUS having paſſed to that degree of Vanity, as not only to pronounce, but to 
believe himſelf a God, he found no People either among the Greeks or Barbarians 
more ready than the Zexazdrians to humour him 1n his extravagant imagination : For 
there are no People more ſubtile, more hypocritical, mere flattering, nor greater lovers 
of Confuſion and trouble, than the Inhabitants of that Town. And lo little 1s their re- 
ſpe& for the Name of God, that they make no difficulty to attribute 1t to bs,and ſeyeral 
other Creatures-And as they are very prodigal of that honour, they do eaſily delude ſuch, 
as are not acquainted with that impiety in the Zz yptiazs,whereas it is impoſſible to do fo 
with thoſe, who do know and detelſt it. 

Caius being ignorant of their cunning, ſuppoſed it was real and not pretended, that 
they thought him a God, becauſe they proclaim'd it publickly, and with all the forma- 
lity and acclamations,wherewith they were accuſtomed to declare their reſpeQs toward 
their Gods;beſides he conſidered the ſacriledges they had committed upon our Oratories, 
as a great teſtimony of their Zeal; and there were no Poems or Hiſtories that he could 
rcad wich ſo much delight and pleaſure, as the Relations that were ſent him upon that 
Subject. -. 

» hoſe who made it their buſineſs to applaud or decry what ever lik'd or diſfpleas'd 
him, contributed much to that humour; for moſt of them were Z2yptians, and unfortu- N 
nate ſlaves, brought up from their infancy in that abominable error,which prompted 
them to pay divine Worſhip to Serpents and Crocodiles. The chief of this abominable 
Band was a wicked fellow called Fe/ico, who by his ill practices had wrought himſelf 
into the Court. He had ſome ſmattering of Letters, and he, whoſe {lave he was firſt, 
and had taught him his knowledge, preſented him to 77berixs : But that Prince had ne- 
verany greateſteem for him, by reaſon that the manner, in which he had been educated 
inhis youth, had rendred him grave and ſevere, and made him deſpiſe every thing that 
wasnot ſerious. When after his death Cazzs ſucceeded to the Empire, this dangerous 
creature obſerving that there was nothing diffolute or voluptuous,to which Caizs was not. 
inclined faid thus to himſelf : Now is the time, Helico, that muſt needs be fawourable O 


to your deſinns; be ſure you do not neglett to improve it to your advantage : Zou have a Maſter

A 2s you would deſire your ſelf. Zou have acceſs, and are acceptable to him ; your wit is plyable 
enough; you have a faculty in Droliiag ; and thoſe tricks and inventions which are (0 apt to 
diſpoſe People to mirth, are your excellence and element z you are verſed in the Liberal and all 
other Sciences ; you do not only know how to pleaſe by your flatteries, but by expreſſions, whoſe 
cunning ( the more dangerous by how much it is more ſecret and occult )) excites ſuſpicion and 
indicnation againſt them, whom you have a deſion to prejudice, when your Mater is in an hu- 
2R0ur to hear you 5 and that he is ready almoſt always to do, ſo much ts he diſpoſed to hear any 
thing of Calumny or Reproach ,, you need not trouble your ſelf much for [ubjeit, for with that 
the Jews will abundantly ſupply you, you have no more to do but to declaim againſt their Laws 
and their Cuſtoms, and that you have learned from your Iufancy, not only from particular 

B perſons, but from moſt of the inhabitants of Alexandria. Let us ſee thenwhat you can do, 

Theſe things running in Z&ico's head, he ſtirred not from Cains erther night or day x 
and in the times of his private relaxations and divertiſments, he letr no opportunity of 
incenſing him againſt the Zews by his forgeries and ſuggeſtions ; which were the more 
cffteual by being ſlyly and wittily delivered ; for he would not profeſs himſelf their 
Enemy, but ated cunningly and ſubtilly ; by which means he did them more miſchief, 
than if he had openly declared himſelf. 

When the Embaſſadors of the Inhabitants of MNexanaris, who had ated fo cruelly 
againſt us, underſtood how much this wretched man was ſerviceable to them,they gave 
him not only mony, but hopes of procuring him great honours, as ſoon as the Empe- 

C ror ſhould come to Aexanaria,where they did not queſtion, but he would ſuddenly be ; 
and on the-other ſide there was nothing but he promiſed them, ſo much did he hugg 
himſelfin the hopes of receiving thoſe great honours in the preſence of the Embaiſadors, 
who would not tail to repair to ſo famous a City, from all parts of the World, to pay 
their Complements to ſo great a Prince. 

Having no knowledge that we had an Enemy fo dangerous and conſiderable as 77:- 
lico, weaimed only to defend our ſelves againſt ſuch as were profeſſed ; But when we 
found it we applyed all our Intereſt and Induſtry to ſweeten and take him off : No 
man did,or could do us more miſchief than he; for he was one at all Games, ar all Re- 


creations, Feaſts and Debaucheries with Cazzs ; His Office of firſt Gentleman of the * 


\ Bed-Chamber ( which was one of the beſt places about the Court ) gave him the ad- 
vantage of his Ear when ever he deſired, and his Maſter took great pleaſure in hear- 
ing him : He laid aſide all other deſigns, and intended nothing ſo earneſtly, as to ruine 
us by his Calumaies and Scandals, which he did with ſo much artitice, and mingled 
them with his Jokes in ſo pleaſant a manner, under pretence of entertaining of Cazs, 
rather than malice tous, that he made ſuch an impreſſion againſt us in the Emperours 


mind, as we could neyer extinguiſh. 


" CHAP. XL 


The Jews of Alexandria appoint an Embaſſie to Caius to repreſent their Sufferings 4 in 
which Embaſſie Philos chief. Caius receives them kinaly in appearance, but 
Philo found he was not to be truſted. 


Fter we had tried all our skill to make F7!:co our Friend, finding it was but labour 
in vain, becauſe he was ſo inſolentand proud no body durſt come nearhim, and 
not knowing beſides whether it was from any perſonal or particular Spleen againſt us, 
that he provoked and exaſperated the Emperour to our Deſtruction, we concluded to 
ſteer another Courſe, and reſolved to repreſent a Petition tothe Emperour, which ſhould 
F contain in ſhort what we had Remonſtrared not long before to King Yerippa, when he 
was at Mexandria, in his paſſage to Syria, to take poſſeſſion of that Kingdom, which 
had been conferred upon him by Cazizs : Hereupon we departed for Rome, ſecure, as 
we thought, of finding che Emperour an equitable Judge, whereas we could not have 
hada mortaller Enemy, He received us in the field of 4Zars, as he was coming out of 
his Mothers Gardens ; his Countenance was pleaſant and chearful, his Words obliging, 
he made a ſign with his hand that he would be our Friend, and fent us word afterward 
by the Maſter of the Ceremonies called Homns, that he would hear our buſineſs at lei- 
ſure : In ſo much as there was not one of thoſe who were preſent, nor indeed one of 
our whole Nation ( unleſs of more than ordinary {agacity ) that believed not our Em- 


baſſie would ſucceed to our deſires, and every body came and Complemented us there-

7 
wiſh to God that, in ſtead of being an equal Arbitrator, his ſentence be not Arbitrary, and that 
he does not prove himſelf ow Enemy and their Protettor.

CHAP. ALL 


Philo and his Collegnes diſcover, that Caius had commanded Petronius the Governoar of 
Syria to ſet up his Statue in the Temple of Hieruſalem. 


day, another misfortune that could not be forſeen, and portended not-on- x 

ly the deſtruQtion of a parc, but ofthe whole Nation of the Zews, tell out to 

accompliſh my trouble. We waited upon the Emperour to Puteol; ; to 
which place being retired along the River for diverſion, he entertain'd himſelf in the 
Houſes of Pleaſure,which are numerous,and very Magnificent,not thinking in the leaſt 
of our Aﬀair, though he had ordered us to follow the Court, and we were ready,ex- 
peQing every hour, when he ſhould have decided our Controverſie; when vn a ſuddain 
a certain Perſon came to us, with his Eyes ſtaring, his Breath ſpent, andan univerſal 
diſcompoſure in his Looks : he took ſome of us aſide, and ſaid, Have ye not heard the 
terrible News ? He would have proceeded, but his Tears came fo faſt upon him, that they 
Nifled his Words ſo ſtrangely, that, do what he could, it was not poſſible for him to 'g0 
on. One may ealiiy conceive our aſtoniſhment and ſurprize. Ye conjur'd bim to tell us 
the canſe of bis afflitFion, ſeeing it was nothing in appearance but for weeping before us ; and 
if the occaſion was worthy of ſo many tears, it was but just ( being accuftomed to ſorrows as we 
had been ) that we ſhonld conſent,and add our Compaſſion to his. He made a new effort, and 
told us wi th more ſighs than words, The Ruin of our Temple is decreed ;, for the Emperour 
h.zs ordered his Statue to be ſet up in the Sanituary, and to give the Name of Jupiter to it 
as an Tuſcription. The unexpeRedneſls of the news made us almoſt unmoveable, and it 
was quickly confirmed to us by other People. We immediately retired, and {hut our 
ſelves up in our Lodgings, to lament the general deſtruction of our Nation, and for- 
row being Eloquent, what was it that it did not prompt us to ſay ? 

Having in this manner expos'd our ſelves in the midſt of Winter to the perils of a 
dangerous Voyage in hopes to have found ſome redreſs for our Sufferings, we met up- 
on the Land with a Tmpeſt much more cruel, than thoſe which happen at Sea, becauſe 
they are natural,and by conſequence ſupportable ; whereas this was cauſed by a man, 
who had nothing humane but his ſhape, by a young Prince, who lov'd nothing but 
change and trouble, and who ſecing his Will and Pleaſure ſuſtained by the whole 
Power of the Empire, he ſuffered himſelf to be carried away without any reſtraint to all 
Licentiouſneſs and Tyranny 3 which wasan Evil the more great and deplorable, be- 
cauſe not capable of any viſible remedy. For who durſt be fo bold as to repreſent to 
him, that it was not conſiſtent with his duty to violate the ſanity of the moſt 2»»/f E 
Zemple in the World ? Or could one indeed without the loſs of his Life have remon- 
ſtrated againſt ſo great an impiety ? 

Zet us dye then ( ſaid we among our (elves ) ſeeing nothing can be more hogourable , 
thin to lay down our Zives in defence of our L.awss But our Death pot being 
able to produce any good effetf, and being Fmbaſſadors as we are, may it not be to 
auyment the affliction of thoſe who ſent us, and give advantage to ſuch of our own Nation, as 
have n0 friendſhip for ns,to ſay, that to deliver our ſelves from ſome preſent inconvenience, 
we deſerted the Intereſt of the Publick ? though the leſſer Intereſts are always to give place 
to the greater, and Private to Publick.

A ÞJMay it not be imputed to us likewiſe as a crime to abandon the Jews ia Alexandria, by 
abandoning an affair inwhich their Safety or Ruine is involved, and the Safety or Ruine of 
0:r whole Nation, and leave them in fear, that a Prince of his Violence and Cruelty will ea- 
tirely de&troy them ? : 

IF it be Ghjeed, That ſeeing, which way ſoever we reſolve, no Succels is to be ex- 
pected ;, why ſhould not we think ofretiring in ſafety ? I Lſwer. FP | 

That to do ſo, we muit have either no hearts, Or 0 knowleage in our divine T.aws, Got 
perhaps will make uſe of this opportunity as atryal of our Virtues, and to ſee how We are diſpoſed 
to comport under affliction : Rather,in ſtead of placing our ſafety in the uncertain ſucconrs of 
Man, let us put our whole confidence 1# God with a firm Faith, that he will affiſt us, as he has 
aſſiſted formerly our Fore-fathers when their Perils were ( in appearance ) beyond all Remedy, 
Thus it was we endeavoured to comfort onr ſelves under ſo great and unexpetted a C alamity 
flattering our ſelves with hopes of ſeeing bappier times. | 

When we had remained ſilent for a time, we {aid to him who brought us the firſt 
ill News, /Yhy do you content your ſelf,by having thrown an unhappy word among us, to have 
kinaled an univerſal trouble in our minds, which as 4 ſingle Spark will grow to a Flame, and 
do not tell us what it is that hath tranſported the Emperoar to ſo extravagant a reſolution ? 

Every body kaows ( replied the perſon ) that he would be reverenced as 4a God : and be- 
cauſe he is perſwaded,that the Jews are the only perſons,who will not acknowledge him for ſuch, 
he believes he cannot any way afflict and puniſh them more, than by diſhonourins the Majeſty, 
and profaning the ſanity of their Temple, which he knows is the moit beantifal in the Yorld, 
decorated and enrich:d with the preſents of ſo many Aves,which no doubt, bat his boldneſs and 
impiety will tempt him to ſeize, | 

Capito, 4 Commiſſioner for the receipt of the Tributes in Judea, has irritated him likewiſe 
ag ainit ns by Letters which he has writ. This Capito having little or no fortnze before he 
was ſet into this Province, and having feathered his Net well by his exadtion ſince he came, 
he has a mind to prevent by his Calummies the juſt Complaints, which he apprehended the Jews 
would make againſt him, and he has made uſe of the occaſion aforeſaid. 

Jamania zs ope of the mot populous Towns in Judea, and all its Inhabitants are Jews, ex- 
cept ſome few Stranzers,who ( unhappily for us ) are come thither to acquaint themſelves with 
the neiehbouring Provinces. Their averſion for our Manners and Cuttoms is ſo great,that they 
ceaſe not to do us all the miſchief that they are able to do ; and underſtanding that Caius was 
inflamed with an idle paſſion to be worſhipped as a God, and that on that account he had con- 
ceived a mortal hatred againit us, they thought they could never hope for a fairer opportunity 
70 deſtroy us. Iherefore they erefted an Altar of Brick upon #0 other deſizn, but becauſe they 
were ſure we would never ſuffer the Laws of our Anceſtors to be violated in that manner ; 
and their malice and cunning has had the effett which was intended. For the Jews having pulld 
down their Altar,they who ſet it up made complaint immediately to Capito, who was the con- 
triver of the plot, on purpoſe to ruine their fellow Citizems. This wicked man, tranſported is 
it were to have ſucceeded ſo far, failed not to write to Catus, exaggerating every thins, and 
adding much to the truth, to provoke him the more. The violent and audacious Emperonr no 
(ooner had the news, but he commanded, that inſtead of an Altar of Brick, they ſhould ſet up a 
Status of him as bis as a Coloſſus, which was tobe Gilt over with Gold, and placed in the 
Zemple of Jeruſalem : imwhich reſolution he had two principal Counſellors, Helico that noto- 
rioas Buſfoon, and Apelles the famous Comedian, who ( as is reported ) having proſtituted 
himſelf, and expoſed his beauty for money when he was young, was now 20t upon the Theater in 
his old age, and the modeſty of that profeſſion every man knows. By theſe excellent qualities 
th:ſe two excellent perſons were got tobe of Caius his Conncel. ith the one he conſulted in mat- 
ters of Railery awd Vit ; and with the other how ſuch a ſpeech was to be pronounced upon the 
Stage, not fo much as comcerning himfelf with the Peace and Tranquility of the Empire. 

Helico, being ax Egyptian, bit us like ar Aſp ; and Apelles being of Aſcalon was 0 kinder 
F than he. 

Every word, that this perſon ſpoke, was like a dagger at our hearts: but theſe two 
wicked Counſellors were not long without their Reward ; For Cains cauſed pelkes to 
be clapt in Irons for other Crimes, and tortured him upon the Wheel, but with ſeveral 
intervals, to increaſe and ſpin out his puniſhment; and Clandrns ſucceeded Cairns in the 
Empire, he put Helico to death for other conſiderable Reaſons. 
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CHAP. XIIL 


Petronius hs oreat trouble about executing the Order which he had received fr 02 Caius 
0 ſet up his Statue in the Temple of Jeruſalem, becauſe he was ſenſible of the 
| injuitice of it, and foreſaw the ill Conſequences. 


71S wrote then that this Statue ſhould be conſecrated, and ſet up in our Tem- 
ple, and omitted nothing, that might injoyn the Execution of that Order. He 1 

commanded Perronins Governour of Syria, to take half the Army, which was diſpoſed 
along the Euphrates to defend thole Countries againſt the Kings and People of the Eaſt, 
and to cauſe them to attend the Statue ; not that they were to add to the Solemnity of 
its Conſecration, but to cut {thoſe Fews in pieces, who would have the boldneſs toop- 
poſe him. Is it ſo then, moſt cruel Prinee, that, foreſceing theſe poor people will ſoon- 
cr expole themſclves ro death, than luffer the violation of their Laws, and the profana- 
tion of their Temple, you declare War againſt them, and fend a formidable army to 
conſecrate your Statue by the blood of ſo many innocent Victims, without ſparing either 
Women or Mean ? | 

This Order gave Petronins much trouble, by reaſon that on the one ſide he knew x 
Caims could not endure the leaſt delay in his obedience, and on the other fide he ſaw 
the execution of his Commands very difficulr, becauſe the Jews would ſuffer a thouſand 
deaths rather than ſuffer any violation of their Religion ; For, though ail other people 
are tender of cheir Laws, yet it comes far ſhort ofthe bigottry of the Zews, who look up. 
on theirs as Oracles given by God himſelf; They were brought upin it from their youths; 
They have it ingraven in their hearts; They forbear notto admire it ; They receive in- 
to the number of their Citizens ſuch Strangers as imbrace it ; Look upon thoſe as Ene- 
mics who deſpiſeir3 And have ſo greata horror for every thing that contradiQs jt, that 
there is neither grandeur, nor fortune, nor any temporal felicity able to tempt them to 
violate it ; Nor is there any greater evidence of their Reſpect and Veneration for their 
Temple, than that it is certain death for any of them to dare to enter into the SanQuuary; 
But for the reſt entrance 1s free to all thoſc of their Nation, of what Province ſueyer. 

Petronis revolving theſe things in his mind, found the Enterprize ſo difficulc, that he 
made no haſt to put it in execution; and the more he conſidered this affair, the more he 
was perſwaded not to touch upon our Religion, as well becauſe Juſtice and Piety ob- 
lized him to alter nothing therein, as becauſe of the danger he was like to encounter, 
nct only from the Judgement of God, but from the Reſiſtance of the Fews, who by that 
aQion would bedriven todeſpair. He conſidered likewiſe the numerovſneſs of that Na- 
tion, which is not like the reſt crowded up in one Province, but diſperſed in ſo oreat 
numbers almoſt quite overthe World both upon the Continent and in the Iſlands, that M 
they are well nigh equal in number to the Natives. And this gave him occaſion to ap- 
prehend,that aſſembling together from all parts they ſhould kindle a War, that could not 
ealily be extinguiſhed, ſteing they were already very ſtrong in Fades, noleſs Politick 
than Valiant, and ready to dy with their Swords in their hands with invincible Courage, 
rather than abandon the Laws of their Fathers ſo excellently Juſt, though their Enemies 
would needs have them to be Barbarous. 

This wiſe Governour was apprehenſive likewiſe of ſuch of that Nation as inhabited 
beyond the Fruphrates, in Babylon and thoſe Provinces: for he knew for certain,as having 
ſcen it with his Eyes, that they ſent every year to the Temple, under the Title of Fir/t- 

fruits, the money which they called Holy ; without conſidering the danger of the ways, * 
how great ſoever it was, and all becauſe prompted by a principle of Devotion. So that 
he believed, and not without reaſon, that as ſoonas the Jews ſhould have notice of the 
Conſecration of this Statue,they would put themſelves inſtantly into the Field,and block 
him up on every ide. 

Theſe rhoughts detained him for ſome time ; but it put his mind into great agitation 
and trouble, when he conſidered he had for his Maſter a young Prince, who knew no 
ccher Juſtice than his Will ; who could not endure tobe diſobeyed, let his Commands 
be never ſouncquel, and whoſe pride and preſumption tranſported hira to that exceſs of 
folly, that cauſing him to forget his Humanity, he would need paſs for a God : So that 
he could neither execute nor decline the execution of his Orders without manifeſt dan- 
ger of his Life ; only there was this difference, he might fave it perhaps in the War,

C HAP. XIV. 


Petronius gave Order for this Statue, but it went on but ſlowly. He indeavoured in vai; 
to perſwade the Jews to receive it. The Jews forſake theTowns and the Country 
to wait upon him, and begy of him not to execute an Order, that would 
a be more inſupportable to them than death, but to give them leave 
fo ſend their Deputies to the Emperonr. 


| HE Roman Officers, who with Petronins had the greateſt charge in the affairs of 
Syria, were all for a War ; becauſe, knowing the fury of Caiss, they doubted not, 
but,if they declin'd it, he would diſcharge his indignation upon them,in confidence that 
they mult needs be acceſſory in this diſobedience. But by good fortune it hapned, that 
they had time to deliberate, whilſt the Statue was making : for there was none {ent our of 
{taly, which, I ſuppoſe, God in his mercy ſo ordered for the ſatety of his People, as alſo 
that there was nodireCtion to take the hanſomeſt and beſt wrought that could be found 
Cin S$ria, for without that the War had broke out ſoſuddenly, that no remedy could 
have'been found for ſo great a miſchief. | 
Petroninshaving concluded to have a Statue made, cauſed the ableſt Statuarizs in Phe. 
2icta tobe lent for, furniſhed them with materials, and appointed Sy42z to be the place, 
as the moſt proper for ſuch a buſineſs. Having done lo, he ſent for the Chief Prieſts and 
Magiſtrates of theZews, declared to them the Emperor's Command,and exhorted them 
to ſubmit, and not run themſelves into Calamity and Troubles which would be other- 
wiſe unavoidable ; for the greateſt part of the Army in $774 had Orders to proceed with 
fire and ſword in caſe of diſobedience; And Petrozins did not doubt, but if he could 
bave prevail'd with them, they could have perſwaded the reſt of the People, but he 
D found himſelf miſtaken ; for this diſcourſe went ſo near them, that after tor a while 
they had ſtood (ill as immoveable, they brake out into Rivers of Tears,tore their beards 
and their hair,and cry'd out with a voice interrupted with ſighs. Have we ther livee! to this 
hour, to ſee what our Anceſtors never beheld ? But how can we poſſibly ſee it, who will chooſe 
rather to loſe our Eyes and our Life, than be ſpettators of ſo horrible an impicty ? 
This report being ſpread abroad in Fern/alem and inall Zudea,the Fews left their Hou- 
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ſes and Fields,as it had been by conſent, and repaired to Phernicia to wait upon Petronins, \ 
Their innumerable multitude made thoſe People believe, who were ignorant how popu- / | 
lous a Country Fudea was; that it was a great Army marching againſt Petronins,of which - \ | 


they gave him immediate advice ; but they had noother Arms then their fighs and their 

E cryes; which fild the Air with ſuch a noiſe, that it ceaſed not, when they laid them by, 
and had recourſe totheir Prayers, which the exceſs of their ſorrow put into their mouths. 
They were diſtributed into ſix Claſſes, three onthe one ſide, the Antient, the Young 
Men,and the Children; :and three on the other, the old Women, the young Women, 
and the Maidens. 

When they were brought into Petrozins ( who was placed higher than the reſt ) they - 
threw themſelves before him upon the ground, beating their Breaits, and fobbing out 
{o many ſighs, that nothing could be more pittiful ; and rhough Pezronius commanded 
them to riſe and come nearer, they were ſcarce to be perſwaded ; Atlength they ap- 
proached with aſhes upon their Heads,their Eyes ſwimming with tears,and their Hands 

F behind their Backs, as ifthey had been going to Execution; and he,who was {pokeſman 
for them all, delivered himſelf to Perronins in theſe Terms. - Sir, Zo remove all 
pretence of accuſing us of any evil deſizn, we are come not only without arms, but without 
any intention of making uſe of our hands, which are the Armes, that Nature has given to all 
nankizd, and do therefore preſent onr ſelves before you to be treated as you pleaſe. Ie have 
left our Houſes deititute, and brought our Hives and cur Children alone with us,to the end we 
2ay joy their inſtances with our own, and by your mediation ſupplicate the Emperoar either to 
preſerve or extinguiſh us all together. Ie are naturally lovers of Peace,ana are the more in- 
petuouſly inclined to it, becauſe, our greateſt pleaſure being to bring up our Children in our ow 
way, there is nothing that conduces moretoit, When Caius was advanced to the empire,

liſhing the good news thorow the re#t of the Cities. Our Temple was the firs place, where [acy;. H 
fice was offered for the happineſs of his reign ;, Hould it be juſt that it ſhould be the only place, 
where that Religion ſhould be aboliſhed, which had been obſerved there in all foes? WYemwill 
leave onr Houſes, our Goods, and our Poſſeſſions to your Aercy : all we beg Ls that nothing be 
introduced intoour Templebut that it may remain 11 the ſame condition, as 1t was left to usby 
our Fathers. J1f you will not grant- us that favour, take away our lives, which we can loſe 
with much more ſatisfattion,than behold the violation of our bleſſed Laws. He are informed, 
that great forces are preparing to fall upon aud conſtrain us,in cafe we oppoſe our ſelves againſt 
this Order ; but we are not ſo imprudent as to reſiſt our Maſter ; He will ſooner ay,than enter- 
tain any ſach wicked deſign : He may kill us, and cut us in pieces, if he pleaſes, without any ſuch 
danger ; we intend nothing of defence - we will be rather OuY OW Preſts, and when we have 
ſacrificed our Hives, and our Chilaren , and Relations , we will ſhed our on'n blood and 
minzle it with theirs,and expire in petitioning God Almighty, that he would not impute it to us 
as a Crime, ſeeing we do it not either for want of reſpect to the Emperour on the one ſide, nor for 
on-obſervance of cur L.aws on the other, But before we are reduced to that extremity, our 
bumble requeſt to you, Sir, us, Ti hat you would vouchſafe us but ſome time, till we can make our 
addreſſes to the Emperonr : "Tis poſſible we may obtain from him, that he will not intrench up- 
on the Worſhip, which we concetve ane only to Goa, 220Y diſturb as in the exertiſe of our Religi. 
0, and put us into « worſe condition, than other Nations, to whom he has induls'd their ancient 
Liberties and Cuſtoms, and confirmed the Decrees of Auguſtus azd Tiberius his Predeceſſors, 
who were ſo far from condemning our conduct, or reprehending our manner sthat they entirely 
approved them. Tt may be he may be mollified by our adareſſes : The anger of Princes is not 
immortal ; nor are their wills alwayes the ſame. It is only by Surmiſes and Calumnies that 
the Emperonr is exaſperated againſt us. Permit us ( ?f you pleaſe) to juftify our ſelves, and 
inform him of the Truth. And what could be more ſevere, than that we ſhould be condemned 
without being heard ? If we can obtain nothing from him, who will hinder him then from what 
he would do now ? But do not, Sir, we beſeech you, by refuſing us the only hopes which remain 
fo ſo great a multitude, obſtruct our application, ſeeing we beg 7 out of a true ſentiment of Pics 
ty,and not any Intereſt, unleſs it be ſaid ( as is true?) that no intereſt is ſo great, as that which 
reſpetts Preſervation.

CHAP. XV. 


Petronius affected with the condition and Humility of the Jews,and believing it unſafe torun 
them into deſpair, writes to Caius in ſuch a mazner as mizht gain time. Caius 
reſents it highly; but diſſembles it in his anſwer to Petronius. 


HIS Diſcourſe was accompanied with ſo many ſighs and tears, that it wrought 
compaſſion in all that heard it, and particularly in Petroains, who was naturally M 
moderate, and merciful, For the requeſt made to him in the Name of the whole Na- 
tion.of the Jews ſcem'd not unreaſonable, and nothing could be more deplorable, than 
the condition into which they were brought. | 
Petronins propoſed and debated the buſineſs with his Councel, and was much pleaſed 
to find thoſe Le nan who were moſt bitter and inveterateagainſt them before, come a- 
boutand grow more gentleand mild, and others not afraid to declare, how much they 
were concerned for the Extreme 8Miction of that People ; fo that though he was not 
ignorant of the Cruelty of Caius, and that he never forgave any man, yet he ſeem'd to 
att by the motion of that Spirit, which the Piety of our Religion infuſes : Whether it 
was that,being a learned Man,he had had ſome ſmattering of it before ; whether he had 
gain'd it ſince his Governments in 42 and ris ( in which Countries there are great 
numbers of Fews) whether it was his own natural propenſity,that inclia'd him to what 
wasreaſonableand juſt ; Or whether it was becauſe God does give uſually good inclina- 
tions to great Men, both for their own benefit and the advantage of the Publick ; which 
of theſe it was, I cannotdetermine, but ſo it was at that time. Thereſult was, that the 
Statuaries ſhould nor be preſſed ; but that Orders ſhould be given them to imploy the 
urmoſt of their skill, and made the Statue ſo accurately, that it might paſs for a Maſter- 
piece. 
Pieces, which are a ſhort time in doing, are a ſhort time in decaying ; whereas ſuch,

A FPeiroxius did not incourage the Fews to ſend their Deputies towards the Emperour,

becauſe he thought it not for their adyantage to depend wholly upon the Capricio of a 
young Prince ; yethe did not abſolutely forbid them, becauſe he ſaw there was danger 
both on the one {ide and the other. However, he wrote a Letter to Caius ( without 
mentioning the Application which the Zews had made to him )) imputing the Cauſe of 
the Delay on the Conſecration of the Statue to the Artiſts, who being to make it ex- 
cellent/had required more time, that it migtit be done more ſuitable to the digaity of the 
erſon it was deſign'd to repreſent. Hethought by this trick to gain time, and it was 
ikely Caius might comply, becauſe Harveſt was at hand, and he might very well appre- 
hend that the Fews / being made deſperate, and not valuing their Lives, after the vio- 
lation of their Laws } might burn their own Corn and deſtroy all their fruit, which would 
be the more inconyenient,becauſe he was aſſured that Cazzes was upon a Voyage to Hex- 
«ndria ; for it was not likely that he would expoſe himſelf wholly to the dangers of the 
Sea with ſogreata Train, but rather ſteer his Courſe along the Shore of 4a and Syria, 
where he might imbarke and diſimbarke as he pleaſed, and have the benefit of hisLong- 
boats { of which he had 200 in his fleet) to ſupply it with proviſions and forrage, which 
was requilite to be prepared in great quantities in all the Towns in $r/a, but eſpecially 
the Ports, by reaſon of the vaſt nambers which attended him as well from ray as from 
all other parts ofthe world. | 
| It was not doubted but this Letter would have been kindly received by Caius, and 
that he would have approved of the delay, not in conſideration of the Zews, but for the 
convenience of making ſuch proviſion of ViQtuals, and therefore it was written and 
diſpatched. But the Choller of this Prince was ſo inflamed at the reading of it, that his 
—_ ſparkled with fury, and clapping his hands together in a great tranſport, he 
aid. | 
How Petronius ! Have not you yet learned to obey your Emperonr? Your great tmployments 
have puff*d you up with pride, and it ſeems you know nothing of Caius but bis Name , but 
you ſhall know him better hereafter by your proper experience. Tou have more conſideration 
of the Laws of the Jews ( who are my mortal Enemies) than for my Commanas who an 
your Prince. 7ou apprehend their great numbers, as if you had not an Army as great;and ter- 
rible to the King of Parthia, and the whole Ea#t ; yet your compaſſion for that pitiful Nation 
is ſtronger than your deſire to pleaſe and obey me. You pretend ( forſooth ) the neceſſity of making 
proviſion for my paſſage to Alexandria z as if 7 could not be accomodated from the neigh- 


boutinng Provinces, and as if the plenty of other Countries were not able to ſupply the ſterility 


of Judea. 

But why do IT protratt and ſpend time in unprofitable words ? *Tis by the death of this inz- 
pudent fellow that I muit convince him of the greatneſs of his fault, and that mitie anger never 
reaſes, though my threatnings may. 

This furious Prince return'd an Anſwer to Petronizzs ; but being fearful of provo- 
king ſuch of his Governours as were capable of raiſing Rebellion, and particularly thoſe 
who commanded ſuch potent and large Provinces as that upon the Zuphrates, and who 
had the command of ſuch Armies as that which was then in Syria, he dillembled his 
Choller ; applauded the diſcretion and prudence of Petronius; only adviſed him by the 
by not to protra@ the Conſecration of his Statue any longer, for ſeeing Harveſt was 
over,there could be no conſiderable reaſon to defer it:

CHAP. XVI. 


King Agrippa comes to Rome, aud being told by Caius that he would have his $414 


erected in the Temple of Jeruſalem, he falls into a ſwound; having recollefted 
himſelf, he writes a Zetter to Caius. 


OT longafter King 4ripps arrived at the Emperors Court, knowing nothing 
of the Letter from Petronin,; nor the Anſwer which Ca/zs had returned : when 
Aorippa came to pay his duty to the Emperour, he eaſily. diſcovered by the manner 
of his reception that h2 was highly offended. He conſidered with himſelf whether 
he had done any thing that mightdiſguſt him; but remembring'nothiog of that, he con- 
cluded {as was true ) that this paſſion was againſt ſome Body elſe. Nevertheleſs. obſer- 
ving that that agitationof Spirit appeared not in his Countenance, but when he caſt 
his Eyes upon him, his fear continued, - and it came often into his mind to take notice of 
it to him ; but he forbore, leſt by an imprudent-curiofity he ſhould pull the anger of his 
Prince, which was fixed upon other People,upon himſelf. . . 

No man ſeeing farther into Peoples thoughts then Caizs, he quickly perceived that 
Aarippa was diſturbed, and told bim ; 7 will telt you what you are fo deſirous to underitand. 
Zou know me too well to be ignorant, that T ſpeak no leſs with my Eyes than with my Tongue : 
Theſe honeit men of your Nation are the only People who diſdain to acknowledge me for a God : 
ard do ſeems to run themſelves deſperately into ruine, by refuſing their ob:dience to an order that 
Thave given for the ſetting up a Statue of Jupiter in their Temple. They have met together 
from all the Cities and Countries topreſent a Petition, which in effeft is nothing but to teſtify 
their contempt and diſreſpett to my Commanas, : | 

He would have proceeded,but ripps was ſurpriſed with ſo violent a ſorrow.that he 
fainted before him, and had fallen down, had he not been ſuſtained by thoſe who were 
about him. He was carried off to his Lodgings, where he continued inſenſible for a con- 
tiderable time. | : 

The concernment of this poor Prince augmented the hatred that C:izs had concei- 
ved againſt our Nation. / Agrippa (aid he ) who has alwayes had an affeition for me, 
and has been obliged to me by ſo many favours, has ſs great a Paſſion for the Laws 
of his Country, that he is not able to endare that 1 ſhould croſs them, or ſomuch as mention it 
to him, without hatred to his Life, what am 1 to exped from the reſt of the Jews,who are not 
obliged by any Conſiderations of me to abandon their ſeutiments ? 

All that day, and a good parr of the next, prippa remain'd in fuch aſtoniſhment; 
that he could not recolle& himſelt; at length about evening he began tolift up his head ; 
and opening his eyes with much trouble, he caſt them upon the People who were about 
him, but knew no body, and having done ſo he tainted again, but with ſomething more 
freedom of breath. Not long after he opened his eyes again, and coming a little to him- 
ſelf, 7Ybere am 7 ( ſaid he ) with the Fmperour ? and i he preſent ? 

Take conrage Sir, (aid ſome about him ) 75 are iz your own Zodginzs, and the Ems 
perour u not preſent. Tou Pay enough, awake now if you pleaſe, and try if you know 
ws, Here are none but your riends and your Servants, whom you love, and 1 am 

fare they love you beyond their own Lives. 5 

Then the Prince opened his Eyes, recolleQted himſelf, and found by their counte- 
nances what an impreſſion his malady had made in their hearts. The Phyſicians cauſed 
the greateſt part of thoſe who were preſent to withdraw,that they might apply their re- 
medy, and give him to eat with more convenience. Upon their preſenting him ſome- 
thing to eat,he told them, | | 

Trouble me not with your Delicates ; in the affliction T am in, it is ſufficient to keep me from 
ſftarvins ; and indeed Tſhould not perſwade my ſelf to eat at all, had T not ſome hopes of being 
able to aſſiſt my Country-men in ſo unfortunate an extremity. 

Theſe words he delivered with Tears, and then took what was barely neceſſary, 
for the ſuſtenance of his Life, and would not ſufter them to mingle one drop of Wine 
with the Water which he drank. After which he told them, 7have now received what 
T could not have refuſed without deſtruition to my body. There remains nothins, but that 
T imploy the utmoſt of my endeavours with the Fmperour to divert the florm that impenas : 
and thereupon calling for materials, he writ this Letter to the Emperour, 
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to the Emperour Calus CALIGULA. *

ce Y ReſpeQts and awe for your Majeſty deters me from preſenting my ſelf be- 
” 3 fore you. Your Luſtre amazes me, and your Comminations affright me : 


* A Letter will better expreſs my humble requelt, than I could do it by word of 
* mouth. You know (great Sir) that Nature has engraven in every man's heart an 
*ardent aff=Ction for his Country, and a ſingular veneration for che Laws which have 
© been derived to him from his Anceſtors, as you have ſutticiently teſtified by your 
« Aﬀ:Qion to the one, and'by the great care your Majeſty takes to have the other ob- 
© ſerved. The ſame inclination is ſo naturally and ſo ſtrongly radicated in all ſubje&s, 
« that there is ſcarce a People, to whom their Laws do not ſeem juſt (though in effec 
* they be otherwiſe) and the cauſe is, for that they judge commonly more by Reſpect 


* than by Rea 


« Youarenot ignorant Sir, that Iam by Nation a Zew, and born in Zer»ſalem, where 
« that bleſſed Tejnple is placed that is dedicated more particularly ta the honour 
*of Almighty God. My Predeceſſors have been Kings of that happy Country : Some 
© of them have been Chief Prieſts, and exulted more in that dignity, than the Crown; 
« being perſwaded, that as God was above Men, fo the Prieſthood was above the 
« Throne ; Divine things being the Object of the one, and but Humane things of the 
* other. 

« Finding my ſelf / Great Sir) obliged by ſo many Ligaments to this Nation, this 
© Intereſt, and this Temple, I could not refuſe them my. Interceſſion to your Majelty 
© Let me therefore with all humility beg, that you would nor perrait my poor Coun- 
*try-men to leſſen their Zeal and Allegiance to you, of which no People in Exrope or 
* 44 have always given greater teſtimony for your Jugnſt Imperial Family, 10 what 
*evertheir Religion and Laws would diſpence with. They have not only made Vows 
* and Sacrifices tor the proſperity of your Empire upon publick_ Feaſts and Solemnt. 
*ties, bur every day. Which ſhews that it was not only by bare words,and falſe often- 
«tations, but by real effe&s proceeding from the lincerity of their hearts, that they lig- 
© nified their affeQion to your Predeceſſors. 

« As to that ſacred City in which I had the happineſs to be born, Imay fay itis not 
* to beconſidered only as the Metropolis of Zadea, but it isthe Capital City of ſeveral 
* other Provinces, by reaſon of the many Colonies with which it has peopled Zzypz, 
* Phenicia, the upper and lower Syria, Pamphilia, Cilitia, ſeveral other parts of ſz, 
*as far as Þithynia, and a great way on the other {ide of the Sea. 

© In Europe, it hath furniſh2d with Colonies, Zheſſalie, Beotia, Mnedonia, Flolis, 
«* tthens, Argos, Corinth, with the greateſt part of Peloponneſs, belides the molt cele- 
«brated Iſles, as Fnbea, Cyprus and Candia. 

© Whar ſhall I ſay likewiſe of the Countries beyond the Z#phrates, in which [ un- 
**[eſs it be part of the Province of Babylon, and ſome other Governments) molt of the 
« Cities that are ſeated in fruitful Countries are inhabited by the Zews? So that if 
© the Country, in which I had the honour tobe born, may find favour in your Eyes, 
*you willnot ( great Sir ) oblige one ſingle Town, but a valt number of Cities in all 
* places of the World; and it would be a thing ſuitable to your Grandeur and Fortune, 
*to have all people participate of your favours to them ; tor there is no part of the 
* Earth in which your glory will not be proclaimed, nor any perſon living that will re- 
* fuſe you thole praiſes and acknowledgments that will be due to you. 

« At the requeſt of ſome of your private friends you have given whole Cities the 
* freedom of Rome, and thereby advanced them before others, to whom they were for- 
*merly inferiour ; in which you obliged ( no leſs than the Towns ) the Perſons by 
© whole interceſſion you granted that honour. . 

* Ican ſay without vanity, thatamong all the Princes, who pay obedience to your 
* Majeſty, there are very tew who precede me in dignity, but none who ſurpaſſes (1 
* may ſay equals me) in point of affeEtion to your Majeſty, both as Iam born your 
* Subject, and obliged by many expreſs and particular favours. Idare not be fo con- 
* fident as to beg the freedom of Roxie for my Country-men, to exempt them from Tri- 
* buces, or give them Infranchiſement : I requeſt, Sir, only a favour that will be no 
& charge or inconvenience to your Majeſty, buta great benefit tothem, and there is 
& none ſo great a benefit tothe Subject, asthe favour of their Prince. | 

&* Zer1ſulem had the firſt news of your happy ſucceſſion to the Empire, and publiſhed 
© it immediately through all the neighbouring Provinces. Since then Feru/alem was

< the firſt City in the Eaſt, that proclaimed you Emperour, may not ſhe with reaſon 84 
« hope for ſome particular grace, at leaſt not to be put into a worſe condition than any 
* of her Neighbours ? "Be EE 

« Having ſpoken for my Nation and Country-men, it remains that I ds now with all 
«humility ſupplicate you for our Temple, being conſecrated to God Almighty, ang 
< his Majeſty inhabiting it. We have never admitted any Image or Statue there,becauſe 
< Painters and Sculptors repreſent only ſuch Deities as are viſible,and the God which we 
« worſhip being inviſible, our Anceſtors have thought, that they could not without im- 

*« piety undertake any ſuch repreſentation. 

« orippa your Grandfather had a reſpe for this Temple : Augnius ordered by Let- 
© ters expreſs that the Fr ff fruits ſhould be brought thither from all parts, and that not a 1 
&« day ſhould paſs but Sacrifices ſhould be made. : 

« The Empreſs your great Grandmother had it in the ſame Veneration. There 
« was neither Greek nor Barbarian, nor Prince ( how great ſoever his pique was to us ) 
© nor Sedition, nor War, no Captivity, nor other of the greateſt deſolations that could 
< happen to any people, that could ever prevail with us to admit an Image into our 
«© Temple ; foreven our greateſt Enemies have borna reverence tor this place, becauſe 
<« it was conſecrated to the Creator of the Univerſe, for fear of thoſe dreadful Judge- 
© ments, which they knew had befallen thoſe perſons, who had had the boldneſs to vio- 
© [ate it ; of which, without inſtancing in Forreign Examples, I ſhall recount ſuch as are 
« Jomeſtick to your Majeſty. 

« When Afarcns Frippa your Grandfather in favour to King Herod my Grandfather 
© condeſcended to vilit Zudex, and coaſt along the Shore to Fernſalem, he was fo taken 
* with the Magnificence of the Temple, with its Ornaments, the diverſity of the Orders 
<* of the Prieſts, with their Veſtments, and particularly with the habit of the Chief-Prieſt, 
« with the formality of their Sacrifices, and the Devotion of thoſe who aſſiſted ; That he 
*ﬀcould not forbear teſtifying his admiration. He took fo much pleaſure in the contem- 
< plation of theſe things,that there was not a day paſt,whilſt he remained at Zeruſalem, 
&« bur he viſited them all, offered magnificent Preſents, and granted to the Inhabitants 
« of that great City all that they could deſire but exemption from Taxes. L 

« F7:rod paid him all the honour he could deviſe, and having received much greater 
« from him, attended him in perſon to the Sea-{ide, the People flocking from all parts 
* to throw boughs and flowers in his way, accompanying him with a thouſand Bene- 

* ditions. : 

& Is it not, Sir, a thing known all the World over, that the Emperour 7:herizs your 
&« great Uncle during the 23 years of his reign had the ſame reſpett for our Temple, not 
<* {uffering any body ro make the leaſt alteration in the Orders obſerved there ? Upon 
* which account (though otherwiſe I was a great ſufferer by him )T cannot contein from 
© recounting an action that redounded much to his honour, and I know you take de- 

* light in hearing the Truth. Pzlate the then Governour of Zudez conſecrated to him M 
«in the Palace of Herod at Fernſalem certain guilt Bucklers, not ſo much in honour to 

* him, as hatred to our Nation. There was no Image ingraven upon the Bucklers, nor 

&* no Inſcription, butthe Name of him who dedicated them, and the Name of him to 

* whom they were dedicated. Nevertheleſs the People tumultuated in ſuch manner, 

< that they imployed the four ſons of the King, the other Princes of the Blood, and the 

* moſt con{idcrable Perſons of our Nation to perſwade Pate to cauſe the Bucklers to be 

&« removed, by reaſon it was contrary to the Cuſtoms of their Anceſtors, which Cuſtoms 

* neither Kings nor Emperours had ever infring'd before ; and ſeeing Pilate ( who was 

* of a violent and obſtinate nature ) did feem to refuſe them, they cryed out, Have a 
& care of troubling the Peace which we enjoy: Have a care how you provoke ns to Revolt, and N 
« to Yar : *Tis not by the violation of our Laws that the Emperor « to be honoured ; you 

© mauſt find another pretence to colour ſo unjuſt an Fnterprize,and ſo inſupportable to ns:for this 

« magnanimons Prince is far from intrenching upon our Cuſtoms : If you have «ny Commiſſion 

« to that purpoſe, any Zetter or other Order to authorize you in what you do, let us ſee it, and 

© we will depute perſons to wait uponhim with our humble Remonſtrances. Theſe words 

© exaſperated Plaze, yet gave him much trouble ; for he feared, that, if they ſent their 

* Deputies, they would inform the Emperor of his Exactions, Injuſtices, and horrible 

* Cruaelties,by which he had afflicted many innocent perſons, and put as many to death. 

* In ſo great an anxiety P/ate, notwithſtanding his Paſſion and Severity, knew not 
* what way to ſteer. He durſt not take away the Bucklers, becauſe they had been con- 
«ſecrated ; and ifhedurſt have ventured upon that,he could not frame himſelf to com- O 
« ply with the People, and beſides he muſt obey the command of 7:berins. k

A «© Thoſe who interceded for the Fews perceiving, that though he diſſembled it 
«* what he could, yer he repented of what he had done, writ a Letter to 7iberizs with 
« orcat inſtance and reſpect; and there needs no further proof of its effeQs, than that 
< after he had ſignified hisdiſpleaſure to Pzlate in his immediate Anſwer, he ſent to him 
© his Commands to remove the Bucklers to the Templeat Cefariz, which was built in 
* honourto ugnitrs, andit was done accordingly; by which invention all due reſpect 
* was paid to the Emperour, without any invaſion of our Laws. Thoſe Bucklers 
<* had no Image upon them, and yet now our controverlie 1s about a Statue : Thoſe 
* Bucklers were placed only in the Palace of the Governour ; and this Statue muſt be 
<* ſerup in the Sanuary, a place ſo holy, that there is only the high Prielt permitted 
« to enter, and thar only onetimeinthe year (afteraſolemn Faſt) roburna Perfumes in 
&« honour to God,and by his humble Prayers toimplore hisbleſſing on our whole Nation 
* for thenext ycar. If any other, not only of the Commonalty, but of the Prieſts (not 
<« excepting him who is next to be High Prieſt) preſumes to enter ; or if the High 
* Prieſt himſelf enters it above oncea year, or more times that very day in which he has 
© liberty to enter, than what is allowed by our Law, it will coſt him his Life ; nothing 
&« can ſavehim, ſo peremptory hasour great Lawgiver been in his Orders forthe reve- 
** rencing this holy Place, and for themaking it inacceſſible. Youarenot then to doubr, 
*« great Sir, but your Statue ſhall be no ſooner eretted, but ſeveral of the Prieſts will 
« rather kill themſelves, their Wives, and their Children, than be ſpeQators of ſuch

« Thus it was that Zzberizs ated upon this occaſion ; and as to that Prince (the hap- 
* pieſt that ever govern'd the Empire ) your moſtexcellent Predeceſſor ( who, having 
* given Peace tothe whole World, deſerved for his vertue and great exploits the glort- 
« ous name of Aygnffus) when he underſtood, that we admitted not into our Temple 
& any vilible Image, asbeing improper to repreſent an inviſible God, he admired the 
& Pijety and Knowledge of our Nation, being learned himſelf, and accuſtomed to paſs 
« the greateſt part of his time at meals in diſcourſe of Philoſophical points, that he had 
&« been taught by the greateſt Maſters, and in the Converſation of learned Men, which 
&* he kept conſtantly about him, that his Mind might receive its repaſt as well as his

% [could inſtance in ſeveral other things evincing his kindneſs to our Nation, but I 
&« ſhall content my ſelf with two. | | 

_ © Being informed that there was a negleCt in bringing in our F:r/# fruits, he ſent to 
& the Governours of the Provinces in ſz, to permit only the Fews to aſſemble toge- 
© ther, becauletheir meetings were not like the Bacchanals, to drinkand debauch, and 
©* eontriveagainſt the Peace of the Publick ; but Academies of Virtue, where People 
'* were inſtruQed tolove Juſtice and Temperance ; and as to their Fir# fruits, which 
« were ſent annually to Feruſalem, they: were imployed only to offer Sacrifices to God 
© in the Temple. Wherefore this great Prince expreſly forbad every body for moleſt- 
© ing the Fews in what related to their Aecetings and Firft-fruits. If theſe were not 
<« the very words, I am ſure it was theſence, as your Majeſty may know by one of the 
& [etters of C. Norbanus Flaccus, of which I have brought you a Copy. 

« C. Norbanus Flaccus to the Magiſtrates of Epheſus, Greeting. Th: Emperour has 
&« writ tome, that inall places under my Government, where there are any Jews, 7 ſhould 
* permit them to aſſemble according to their ancient Cuſtoms, and to raiſe mony to be ſent to 
« Jeruſalem : 7ao adviſe and require, that you give them no interruption. 

*< Doth not the favour and atfeCtion of Auguſtus tothe Fews appear clearly hereby, 
« ſeeing he permits the Fes to aſſemble publickly to collect their #:r/t fraits, and per- 
& form other aQtions of Picty and Devotion ? 

<1 will give you another proof, andthat no leſs conſiderable. He commianded that a 
<« Bull and a Ram ſhould be offered every day at his charge in honour to our God, 
« which is obſerved to this day without any diſcontinuance ; yet he knew that there 
* wasno Image permitted either withinthe Templeor without : and no perſon ſurpaſ- 
& {ing him in knowledge, he mou it but reaſonable, that there ſhould he a Temple 
« peculiarly dedicated to the inviſible God, in which there {ſhould be no Image, and

« The Empreſs Z4/ia, your Majeſties great Grand-Mother, imitating the Piety of

© of Gold, without any Image ingraved upon them, becauſe, though Women donot 
G« eaſily comprehend inviſible things, yether Wir and Inclination togreat mattershad 
« {> elevated her in that ( as in other things) above the pitch of her Sex, that ſhe un-

* your Predeceflours tous ; Continue, Ibeſcech you, what they, from whom your per. 
«{5n and ſaccefion is derived, have ſo carefully preſerved. 

* They arc Emperours, who intercede in the behalf of our Laws to an Emperour, 

* They are great Princes, to a great Prince; They are Grand-fathers and Grand-mo- 
* thers, to a Grand-child ; Severalto one ſingle Perſon ; all of them admonithing as it 
* were intheſe rerms 3 Donot youaboliſh what we have eſtabliſhed,and what has been 
* alwaycs obſerved ; butconfider,that though the ſubverſionof this Order may poffibly 
& produce no illcffe&ts immediarely, yet the uncertainty of future Events ought ro make I 

* the molt hardy to fear, if they have not wholly renounced the fear of their Crea. 
© tor: 

Should I go about to recount all my Obligations to your Majeſty, the day would 
* fail me before Thad finiſhed ; and yet it troubles me to paſs them over too ſoon ; But 
« ſo great benefits will publiſhthemſelves. You have beat off my Irons, butthoſe Irons 
&« incumbred but partof my Body, and the pain, that Inow ſuffer, opprefles my Soul. 
* You have delivered me from the apprehenſion of Death, and afterwards reviv'd me, 
* when a greater apprehenſion had put me into ſuch aſtate, that I was Ilookt upon as 
& dead. Preſerye then, I beſeech you, that Life, that you have reſtored, and would 
&* not doubtleſs have reſtored to have prolong'd my misfortunes. 

&* Your Majeſty has advancedme to the greateſt honour,that can be aſpired;youhave 

« given me a Kingdom, and added to that Kingdom 7rachozitis and Galilee, After ſuch 
<* extraordinary Favours, donot, I beſeech you, refuſe me another ſoneceſſary, that the 
* notgranting of that will make the other unprofitable; and when you haverais'd meto 
* {o glorious, ſo illuſtrious a condition, do not humble me down again into darkneſs 
* and forrow. | 

* Ido not beg of you to continue me inthat high ſphere,where your favour has plac'd 

* me. - Allthat I beg 1s, That you would not interfere with the Laws of my Country 5 
* and if you deny me that, what will my Country-men, what will the whole World 
* think of my Interelt with you ? . Will not they have reaſon to believe,that I have either 

* betray'd my Country, or loſt the honour of your favour, which are two the greateſt 
* Evils that I dread ? Nevertheleſs I muſt of neceſſity fall into one of them, ſeeing I 
* muſteither be Cowardly or pertidious in deſerting an Intereſt, that ought to be 1o 
©* dear to me ; Orelle I muſt have loſt my Intereſt in your kindneſs, if, imploring your 
& Mercy for the preſervation of the Temple and my Country, you ſhould not 
* think fit to uſe me with the ſame favour,that former Emperours have ſhown to all ſuch, 
& as they did honour with their kindneſs. 

« Tf i be ſo unfortunate as to be pleaſing to you no longer, do not caſt me into Bonds 

&« as 7iberivs did, but put me immediately to death ; For why ſhould I deſire tolive 

< having loft your Majeſties fayour, in which only I repos'd my greateſt contidence and

CHAP. XVII. 


Caius was wrovght upon by Agrippa's Zetter; and ſent to Petronius to do nothins is 
the Temple at Jeruſalem. But be repented preſently, and cauſed a Statue to 
be male in Rome, which he ordered to be ſent privately to Jeruſa- 
lem az the {ame time, when he ſhould go to Alexandria, where 
he likewiſe reſolved to be acknowledged for « God. The: 
. Zajuſtice and Cruelty of that Prince.

ed the ſucceſs with all imaginable impatience, as judging, that not only 
| the Conſervation or Ruine of Zudea was at, Stake, but the Intereſt of the 
whole Nation of the Z:ws ſpread abroad over the whole Earth, 

This Letter produceth great agitation in the mind of Cazvs. He could not with pati- 
ence behold his Pleaſure diſpated, and yet he could not/but be touched with the Reaſons 
and importunity of 4erippa. He blam'd his affeQion for them, who were the only Peo- 

ple; that durſt withſtand the Conſecration of his Statue. ;. and. yet. he could not but ap- 
Cc Pprovethe ſincerity of that Prince, as proceeding from the noblenels and generoſity ofhis 
mind. Atlength his kindneſs for 4erippe prevailed againſt his Choltzr,; he was. molli- 
fied by degrees, returned him a favoutable anſwer, ang granted him the higheſt gf all 
favours, that he would deſiſt from the aforeſaid Conſecration. Atter-which he wric to 
Petronius to make no farther alteration in the Temple ; but he blended, his.grace with 
ſuch ſevere Conditions, as gave them always occaſian to tremble ;.. for he added this 
Clauſe ro his Letter, But if in any other 7own beſide Jeruſalem any body thinks fit to ereit 
any Statue or Altar te me or mine, and any one be found fo audacious as to oppoſe it, it is our 
pleaſure, that he be puniſhed upon the place, or ſeat Priſoner to us. 
Was not this torevoke or cancel his fayour at the ſame time when he grantedit,ſeeing 
D thoſe words could not be conſidefed, but as ſeeds of Commotion-and-War ?: For who 
doubted but thoſe People, who were Enemies to the Zews, would fill their Provinces 
with ſacriledge, and ſuch marks of honour, as are due only to God ( and that rather 
to deſtroy our Nation, than to oblige Cazzs) andthen the Jews not being able to ſuffer 
ſuch an outrage upon their Laws, Caz»s, to puniſh their reſiftance, would de novo com- 
mand the Statue to be ſet up and conſecrated in the Temple.? Nevertheleſs, by the ma- 
nifeft proteCion of God, none of the People adjacent to Zudez gave them this occaſion 
of trouble, though there was ſo much cauſe to apprehend it. But ſome will ſay, //7har 
advantage had they by it ? for though others (ate till, Caius himſelf did not: For he immedi- 
_ arely repented of the favour which he had granted, reaſsum'd his old refolurion,and ta- 
E king no notice of the Statue that was making at S/do- ,( left it ſhould begetarevolt Y he 
gave order for a new one to be. made of gilt Braſs in Rome,with direQtions thr it ſhould 
be ſent privately by Sea, and wirhout notice ſet up in the Temple of Z*r»/alem,; when 
he went himſelf into Z2ypt. | | SEC 

He omitted no Order in the preparation for his Voyage to Lexandria, ſo great was 
his deſire to ſee it ; and ſo firm his reſolution to continue therein ome time, becauſe no 
other place ſeem'd to him ſo convenient for the execution of his ridiculous deſign of be- 
ing owned for a God, out ofan opinion he had,that the example of that great City { by 
reaſon of its fituation,and the reſort thither from all parts of the world”) might induce 
other Towns leſs conſiderable to give him, the ſame divine honour, as he was aſſar'd 

F. ofin Aexandria. Beſides, he was of fo light and inconſtant a nature, he never did any 
good thing, but he repented of it immediately, and found 'out ſome way to revoke it,and 
make things very much worſe than before ; and of this I ſhall give you ſome proof. 

Having ſet certain Priſoners at liberty one day, he cauſed them about an hour after 
to be clapt up again withour any hopes of ever being diſcharged any more, though 
they had committed nothing in the interim,that might move his diſpleaſure. 

Another time he ſent others into exile, who had committed nothing art all, and he 
looked upon that ſentence as a favour, becauſe they, knowing his horrible inhumanity, 
expeCted, and had prepared themſelves for death. Accordingly they were ſent.intothe 
Ilands, where they were put to plough and cultivate the Earth, and they took their miſ- 

G fortune patiently. But on a ſuddain.though they had given no new provocation, he ſent: 
Souldiers, and put them all to the ſword, which was agreat afMlition to ſeveral great

Thoſe who thought themſelves higheſtin his favour,he ruin'd under pretence of af. 
ſcion; obliging them to ſuch exceſſive expences in vain Feaſting and Entertainments, 
that ſome one ſingle Treat was ſo magnificent and ſumptuous, that it was ſufficient 
ro undoa man utterly, and forced him to borrow, that he was neverable to Pay ; upon 
which ſcore ſome perſons were affraidof his friendſhip, becaule it was not only uſeleſs, 
but dangerous ; and tobe eſteemed rather a ſnare, thanan advantage. I 

This was the humour of Caius, who hating no nation like the Zews, no Nation felt 
ſomuch the cffeRs of his hatred. He began in Aexararia to ſequeſter their Oratories, 
and fill them with Statues, and no man durſt oppoſe ſo great a Violence. There was 
now only the Temple at Zernſalem unviolated ; and to compleat his Impiety, hewould 
needsraviſh that from God, and impropiate it to himſelf, with this Title.

CHAP. XVIII. 


TFith what auſterity Caius treated Philo, and the other Embaſſadors from Alexandria, 
and how he would not be perſwaded to hear what they could ſay. 


UT we muſt come now to the Paſſages in our Embaſſie. The day appointed 14 
for our Audience being come, we wereno ſooner introduced, but we could eaſily 
perceive by his Mzze and his Geſture,that Caius was rather become a Party than a Judge. 
For if he would have atted like a Judge, he ſhould have adviſed with his Counſel inan 
affair of that importance, wherein all the Priviledges were 1a queſtion,that for four hun- 
dred years together had been enjoyed by ſo great a multitude of Jews, as lived in Mlex- 
andria, without the leaſt intrenchment or moleſtation. He ought to have heard both- 
ſides, debated the whole matter with his Counſel, and afterwards pronounced a juſt and 
equitable arreſt. But, inſtead of proceeding by thoſe methods of Juſtice, the pitileſs 
Tyrant,bending his brows upon us with a furious Brutality, cauſed the two intendants of 
the Gardens of Mecenas and Zamia ( which are near both the Town and his Palace ) to N 
be called to him ( for he had been retired thither for his recreation three or four days.) 
He commanded them to open the doors of the ſeveral Appartments, which opened into 
thoſe Gardens, for he wasdiſpoſed to walk and gave Order that we ſhould follow. 
We threw our ſelves down at his feet, and ſaluted him withthe Titles of Zmperour 
and Auguſt. The manner in which he received our Salutation was ſuch, that we quick- 
ly found, that we were to deſpair not only of ſucceſs in our Embaſhe, but the fatety 
of our Lives. For he told us frowning, and with an angry kind of ſmile ; Are not you 
the declared Fnemies of the gods ? Are not you they who, when others acknowledge my Divi- 
u'ty, do refuſe and deſpiſe me ? A 
And ſaying fo,he lifted up his hands towards Heaven uttering ſuch expreſſions, that O 
I heard with too much horror to repeat them again.

. We could perceive at thoſe horrid words our blood to freeze in our veins. In the 
mean time Czizs paſſed from one apartmentto another, finding fault where any thing 

C was amiſs, and giving order how it ſhould be mended. We followed him, joſt- 

l:d and derided by our Adverſaries, who abus'd and mock'd us, like Mimicks ona Stage; 
and indeed our whole negotiation might have paſſed fora Comedy, having nothing in 
it butappearance of Truth. For he, whoought tohave been our Judge, was our Acculer; 
and our own Party animated him againſt us. Having him therefore for a Enemy, and 
ſuch an Enemy, what could we do but be ſilent ? And being ſilent is a kind of Ye- 
fence, efpecially where nothing can be ſaid, that would have been pleaſing tohim, and 
the fear of his violence upon our Laws had ſhut up. our mouths. | 

When he had given direRion abotit his buildings, he detnanded ferioufly and with 
great gravity of us, //hy we were ſo ſcrupulous in eating of Hogs flfh? Upon which our 

DH Adverlaries (to Cajole him with their flatteries ) fell out into ſo immoderate and un- 

decent a laughter,that ſome of the Brince's Officers, whick were about him, could ſcarce 
brook ſo greata difreſpe&t ; and it was ſo much the greater, by how much his humor was 
ſuch, there was not any but his Privado's and Zztimates, that could without danger take 
the libercy upon them of but ſmiling in his preſence. | 

We replyed moſt humbly to the Emperour, 7hat the Cuſtoms of People were different, 
ani that as among us there were ſome things forbidden, ſothere were others prohubited to other 
Nations. And oneofour Company inſtancingin thoſe who eat no Lamb,the Emperour 
laught & reply*d, They have noreaſon,for the fleſh is not good, Theſe raileries augmented our 
trouble very much; but at length, inſorne Kind of heat he asked us, upon what grounds 

g we founded our freedom? We began to lay before him our grounds, and he fore- 

ſeeing well that they would be reaſonable, andthat we had many more to corroborate 
them, he roſe up ona ſuddain, and raninto a great Chamber, cauſing his ſervants to 
ſhut the Windows, whoſe glaſs was contrived foas to let inthe Light, butkeep out the 
Wind; and was as clear as Cryſtal. We followed, and he came to us again, and de- 
mandedof usvery moderately, what we had more toſay ? We would have gone on 
with our Reaſons, but inſtead of hearingthem, he ranagain in greatſpeed intoanother 
Hall, where he had commanded ſeveral ancient Pictures tobe brought for himto ſee ; ſo 
that finding our ſelvesſo ofteninterrupted in ouraffairs, and in ſuch different manner, 
ſuppolintz we were to expett nothing but death, we addreſſed our ſelves in our ex- 
tremity to the true, for proteQtion againſt the counterteit God : and it pleas'd him to 
F have compaſſion on us, and by his infinite goodneſs to moderate the fury of Caius, who 
commanded us to withdraw,and wentaway himſelf,only ſaying tothoſe who werenext 
him, 7heſe People are not ſo bad, as unfortunate and beſotted not tobelieve me tobe of Divine 
alarure. 

In this manner we departed notonly from his Judgment, but from his Theater, and 
Priſon, for what wasitbuta Theater, where we were laughed at and derided? Andthe 
rigors of a Priſon are they comparable tothe torments we endured from ſo many Blaſ: 
phemies againſt God, and ſo many Menaces from an enraged Tyrant againſt us ? Be- 
cauſe ours (forſooth ) was the only Nation, that obſtructed his being owned for a 
God. | 

G Upon this we deſiſted, and reſpited for a while, notout of love toour Lives, forcould

| jt with joy,as conduCting us to a happy Eternity. But becauſe beſides this it would

{elves in ſome meaſure,that we had eſcaped ſuch a danger,yet not without continuingin 
great apprehenſions, what judgment the Emperour would give. For how could he be 
informed of the Equity of our Cauſe, when he vouchlafed not ſo much as to hear us ? 
And what could be more cruel, than to ſce the ſafety of our whole Nation depend upon 
the manner, after which we five ( who were Embaſſadors) ſhould be treated ? For if 
Caius ſhould declare in favour of the Aexandrians, what other Town would let the 
Fews live inquiet? What other Town would forbear rhem ? What other would not de. 
ſtroy their Oratories? Whatother would not refuſe them the Exerciſe of their Religi. I 
on? So that the abolition of all their Priviledges, and the entire Ruine of the who 
Nation were before us, and the thoughts of them overwhelmed us with ſorrow ; and 
the more, becauſe we could ſee no reſort nor refuge from our miſeries : For thoſe who 
before ſeemed to favour our Afﬀairs, began now to deſpairof our ſafety, and retired not 
daring to aſſiſt us any farther, though we ſent to importune them; fo little expeQation 
had they of Bounty or Juſtice from a Man, who would make himſelf a God.
